BEECHER     ON     MORMONISM. 


ON  tilt  29th  of  Norember,  1883,  the  Rev.  Henry  Ward  Beecher  delivered 
a  **  Thanksgiving  Sermon''  in  Lis  church  in  Brooklyn,  a  part  of  which 
was  deftcriptive  of  his  recent  trip  across  the  continent  and  his  views  concern- 
ing the  all-absorbing  **  Mormon''  question.  The  following  is  that  portion  as 
leported: 

Iq  sketching  his  trip  Mr.  Beecher  said,  in  alluding  to  Utah,  that  he  would 
reserve  to  the  last  what  he  had  to  say  upon  the  subject  of  Mormonism» 
When  he  at  length  reached  that  point  there  was  a  general  settling  in  th^ 
pews,  and  it  was  evident  that  his  views  were  awaited  with  much  interest.     .; 

**  My  lecture,"  he  said,  "  was  advertised  to  take  place  in  the  theatre  that 
Wongs  to  the  Church  in  Salt  Lake  City.  President  Taylor,  the  successor  of 
Brigham  Young;,  the  Twelve  Apostles,  and  so  many  of  their  wives  as  could 
be  spared  (laughter)  were  present  at  the  lecture.  President  Taylor  called  th9 
next  day,  in  great  courtesy,  with  his  carriage  to  take  my  companion  and  my.r 
self  for  an  inspection  of  the  city,  and  a  very  fine  city  it  is,  with  many 
admirable  residences.  I  learned  some  things  from  him,  and  I  had  also  the 
happiness  of  seeing  some  intelligent  Qentiles,  and  learned  some  things  from 
them.  I  had  likewise  the  privilege  of  acquaintanceship  with  some  ex-Mor- 
mons, men  of  cultare  and  brains,  of  deep  religious  susceptibility,  and  I 
learned  from  them  how  they  went  isto  it  and  why  they  came  out  of  ii!  I 
have  no  time  to  go  very  largely  into  this  matter  as  a  psychological  myitei7[. 
Bat  it  is  not  strange  to  me  at  all,  Mormonism.  Its  ignoble  origin  must  not 
lead  yon  to  despise  it  It  is  one  of  the  great  forces  of  modem  society.  I 
regard  it  as  having  one  odious  feature— well,  two — may  be  three. 

^Bat  it  is  a  good  healthy  body  on  which  these  cancers  are  feeding.  No 
matter  what  the  past  was,  no  matter  who  started  it,  no  matter  on  what  false 
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ground,  the  queBtion  is,  There  stauds  the  phenomenon  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  What  is  iu  powerl  Wherein  does  it  consisti  What  is  it  doingf 
It  is  a  spiritual  despotism — absolute.  It  is  founded  on  a  literal  acceptance 
of  theOldTesUQM^tyl  d^p't-W  bow  a  man  who  believes  in  verbal  in- 
spiration can  throw*  it^lr«r  the  Mormons.  Are  they  polygamistst  So  is 
the  Old  Testament  saint  What  sort  of  a  fellow  was  Solomoni  In  all  his 
glorv  jvas  he  .nut  arrayed  like  ope  of  thesel  Mormonism  in  its  religious 
philoslph/is  »nplMhe  atlempt^to  re-introduce  into  modem  economy  the 
inStltiftions  ancTthe  beliefs  dflhe^Mbsaic  period  of  the  Old  Testament.

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BMot  ftod  8piriiaal  force  introduced  among  th«m,  wh(W»  example  would  be  a 
perpetual  testimony  to  the  Mormons.  I  received  a  buffet,  however,  when  I 
was  told  that  the  average  Oentile  was  not  so  high  up,  morally,  as  the  Mor- 
mons themselves  were,  and  that  in  industry,  frugality,  truth-speaking,  tem« 
perance  and  chastity,  the  contrast  was  itf  favor  of  the  Mormon  people.  When 
you  coDsider  what  vast  numbers  of  emigrants,  and  especially  miners,  drift 
down  into  such  camps,  you  can  very  well  understand  that  the  Gentfle  popula- 
tion can  furnish  no  example  that  is  likely  to  win  Mormons  from  their  super- 
stitious beliefs  and  evil  courses. 

"One  of  thQ  methods  of  government  that  exist  in  Mormondom  is  very 
peculiar,  and  exists,  I  suppose,  nowhere  else.  The  Mormon  lives  on  a  farm 
that  is  irrigated  by  water  which  the  Church  owns"  and  Controls.  The  Church 
his -only  to  atop  the  irater  from  his  farm,  and  the  sinful  or  objectionable 
Mormon  will  starve  or  repent  No  court,  no  trial,  no  anything-— simply  shut 
the  gstesL  I  think  there  never  was  so  efficient  a  government  so  simply 
executed  in  the  world  (Laughter.) '  They  are  increasing;  they  are  buying 
up  the  land  that  is  favorable  to  culture  und6r  irrigation  in  all  the  adjoining 
Statea  and  Territories,  and  are  constantly  spreading.  At  the  Mormon  Con- 
fereaee  held  in  Salt  Lake  in  October  of  this  year,  Apostle  Cannon  presented 
statiatica  of  the  Church,  showing  the  membership  in  Utah  to  be  1S7,290;  the 
number  of  families,  23,000;  new  members  admitted,  33,000;  the  Church 
ofganiaation — mark  this,  how  thoroughly  they  are  governed,  and  how  many 
men  there  are  that  have  an  interest  in  the  maintenance  of  this  system—the 
Church  organ  iiation  embraces,  first,  the  President,  then  Twelve  Apostles, 
then  58  Patriarchs,  3,88^  Seventies,  3,153  High  Priests,  11,000  Elders,  1,500 
Biahopa,  and  4,400  Deacons — pretty  well  officered.  In  Aricona  there  is  a 
nemberahip  of  11,262;  in  Idaho  twice  as  many.  Eighty-one  missionaries  have 
been  appointed  to  go  on  missions  to  Europe  and  the  United  States.  Eighteen 
of  this  number  were  set  apart  for  missions  to  the  Southern  States,  where  the 
Church  ia  meeting  considerable  success  in  increasing  its  membership.  The 
southern  converts  are  being  colonized  mainly  in  Colorado.  That  is  the  con- 
dition of  things  as  near  as  I  could  judge. 

'*  WHAT  IS  THE  RBMKDTY 

**Now  the  question  comes.  Is  there  any  remedyY  I  think  there  are  two;  one 
if  to  let  them  alone,  and  the  other  is  Uy  pat  them  to  the  sword.  Let  us  look 
at  both  of  theuL  And  first,  the  Edmunds  bill  has  been  not  only  no  dis- 
advantage to  the  Mormon  Church,  bat  a  great  advantage.  It  has  driven  in 
all  the  wanderers  and  consolidated  them.  It  has  made  them  feel  again  and 
again  that  they  were  a  persecuted  people.  They  have  felt  this  always.  They 
have  aaid,  *  We  are  kept  outside  of  the  United  States.  The  laws  that  are 
Bade  for  ua  are  perfectly  different  frdm  the  laws  of  any  other  State  or  Terri- 
tory in  the  Union.'  They  harp  upon  this,  and  a  superstition  run  to  fanaticism 
and  intensified  by  the  sense  of  persecution  is  a  power  which  is  not  easy  to 
deal  with.  Now,  a  commission  appointed  with  absolute  authority,  despotic 
— a  drumhead  commissien — with  the  army  at  its  back,  settled  down  in  Utah, 
#ith  the  aommand  of  the  people  of  this  continent  to  '  eradicate  polygasfiy  ^t 
all  haiards,'  I  don't  know  but  that  could  succeed.     This  I  know,  that  sueh  w 
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measure  as  ihiiSs'lbteigti  C6  oar  bistpryi  anknown  to  otir  laws,  not  aocordingt' 
to  tbe  genius  of  our  insiitatioiis  nor  of  our  people.  I  think  tbe  poorest 
people  on  the  faceof  the  terth  to  play  at  despotism  is  the  great,  intelligent*. 
American  people,  and  to- send  fortli  a  body  of  men  armed  to  the  teeth  to 
exterminate  polygamy,  not  t>ound  by  the- laws  of  evidence,  forming  their  own 
judgment  as  to  guilt  or  innocence,  laying  the  hand  of  power  on  whomsoever 
they  think  It  necessary  to  lay  it,  that  would  be  an  extraordinary  state  of 
things. 

"  And  yet  I  don't  think  any  legislation  short-of  that  is  going  to  accomplish, 
anything.  Of  course,  all  the  wisdom  of  legislation  is  not  in  my  poor  h^d — 
thank  heaven.  But  I  think  one  reason  for  the  turpidity  of  our  government: 
is  that  it  doesn't  know. what  to-do.  Tou  hate  Mormons.  I  don't.  I  hate 
the  institution.  I  love  the  Mormons.  .  I  should  be  very  glad  to  see  this  vast 
body  of  men  brought  ij|to  harmony  with  all  our  institutions  and  methods;. 
Bfxt  if  you  ask  me  by  what  legislation  you  are  going  to  do  it,  I  don't  know. 
I^hould  be  glad  to  hear  from  any  one  who  does  know.  The  wise  men  of 
Washington  are  not  wise  on  this  subject.    .That  I  have  from  head-quartera.

Do  you  believe  that,  while  we  may  convert  the  people  of  Asria  and  Africa,  ' 
there  is  nothing  in  the  Gospel  that  can  touch  Utah)  Take  persecution  off  of, 
them.  Go  back  absolutely  to  moral  influences.  Take  away  froiii  them  OkB' 
feeling  that  they  are  singled  out  from  all  the  people  On  this  continent  and 
held  in,  and  denied  t&eir  civil  rights,  and  are  abused  on  account  of  their 
religion.  Take  away  all  that,  substitute  kindness  and  patient  teachipg  and 
preaching  of  the  Gospel  With  more  piety  and  fervor  than  it  is  now  preached 
to  them,  and  wait  for  lime  It  is  not  likely  that  they  are  going  to  take 
possession  of  all  the  United  Statea  If  there  be  any  such  thing  as  the  su- 
periority  of  intelligence  over  ignorance;  if  the^e  be  any  such  thing  as  the 
triumph  of  divine  power  or  pure  faith  over  an  abject  superstitious  faith;  if 
there  be  any  truth  in  the  claim  that  liberty  emancipates  men;  if  it  be  true 
that  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  adequate  to  all  the  emergencies  of  depravity 
and  wickedness,  in  high  places  and  in  low,  it  would  seem  to  me  that  the  way 
of  the  future  is  the  way  of  religion  in  all  the  days  that  have  gone  by,  (Ap* 
plause.)  It  is  an  odious  thing.to  have  such  a  stink-pot  right  in  the  midst  of 
the  nation;  we  loathe  the  mere  thought  of  polygamy,  and  yet  I  don't  see  any 
other  way  .to  eradicate  it  So  far  as  I  can  see  at  present,  there  are  but  two 
causes — one  is  by  the  sword  of.the  government  and  the  other  is  by  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  and  of  the  two  it  seems  to  me  that  I  would  a  little  rather  trust 
to  the  word  of  the  Lord  than  to  the  sword  of  Gideon.  (Applause.)  Set  the 
New  Testament  against  the  Old  Testament. .  If  the  New  Testament  can* 
npt,igrhip  o.ut  Moses  and  the  Prophets,  then  it  is  not  what  it  pretends  to  be»- 


CLEVELAND.     . 

Is  the  year  1853  it  was  prot)h6sied  in  Stockton  that  Cleveland  would  receive 
the  Gospel  and  become  the  centre  of  a  great  work  in  the  North  Riding  of 
the  County  of  York.  From  that  tiine,  indeed  from.  JP»Qie:time  previous  to 
that,  the  El^n  of  the  Newcastle-on-T^ne  Conference  directed  their  labors 
principally  to  the  west  and  sonth-west  |yart  of  the  district  extending  along 
the  marginal  line  from  Eston  to  Faceby.  A*  few  sonls  receired  the  Gospel 
message  and  were  baptiied^for  tfaot  remission  of  sins,  and'  a  Branch  wka 
organized  at  Facerby,  and  a  few  scattered  members  were  located  at  Gois- 
borough.  The  principal  families  tof  thisBranch  emigrated  to  Utah  abotit 
1855  a  Since  then  little  or  nothing  haei'been  done  txcept  what  the  Stockton 
and  Middlesborough  Branch  officers  have  done  at  Eston.  We  have  not  heaid 
of  any  one  obeying  the  message  in  that  place  since  the,  emigration  of  Sister 
Fnister  in  1864;  so  that  daring  this  long  interval  of  some  twenty  years  not 
an  Elder- of  the  Church,*  we  believe,  has  lifted  liis  warning  voice  to  this 
people.  .        •   ..   *.: 

■  On  Friday,  the -23rd  of  November,  1883,  Elder  George  GL -Liunbert,  froin 
the  Liverpool  Office,  arrived  at  Brotton,  by  the  b.l5  p.m.  train,  and  opened 
his  mission  to  a  few  friends  the  same  evening,  and  bftjptized  one  "^rson  on 
Sunday  morning,  the  85th,  and  ordained  him  an  Elder  of  the  Church  the 
same  day.  .  In  the  afternoon  he  preached  the  Gtnpel  to  a  small  congregation 
in  Miles  Manghan's  house,  ^nd  bore:  testimony  of  the>  restoration  of  the 
Gospel  with  its  gifts  and  blessings  of  the  Holy  Ohdst  as  enjoyed  by.  the 
Saints  in  former  days,  as  well  as  the  authority-  to  officiate  in  its  otdinances.* 

On  Wednesday  evening- he  preached  in  Mr.  Henry  Mason's  house  at  North 
Skel too,  to  a  number  of  persons.  The  holy  Spirit  accompanied  the  word, 
and  an  inquiry  into  the  principles  of  the  Church  is  the  result. ;  'He  preached 
at  Brotton  on  the  Thursday  -  evening -to  a  small  ^umb^r  of  well  mean- 
ing persons  who  are  now  investigating  the  principles,  and  we  hope  to  s6e 
good  resnlts.  On  Friday  momiug,  the  30th,  he  left  the  district  for  his  own 
field  of  labor,  leaving  the  Elder  he  ordained  in  charge  of  the  work.  His 
brief  stay  in  the  district,  and  his  house-to-house  visits,  have  left  a  good  im- 
pression on  the  minds  of  a  few  honest-hearted  people,  who  seem  to  have  fully 
realized  a  binding  truth  in  his  testimonies  to  them  of  the  Church  and  king- 
dom of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

We  have  now  two  regular  weekly  meetings,  one  at  Brotton  every  Sunday 
evening,  and  one  at  North  Skelton  every  Thursday  evening.  Tracts  on  the 
first  principles  of  the  Gospel  are  being  freely  distributed  in  Brotton,  North 
Kelton,  Hargrove  Park  and  Lingdale.  Those  who  make  no  profession  of 
religion  receive  them  gladly,  but  a  largff  number  of  the  Christian  professors 
refuse  them  as  *^bbish  and  blasphemy;"  but  God  is  with  us,  and  our  hum- 
ble and  unshaken- testimonies  to  them  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
that  we  know  that  the  Gospel  has  been  restored  again  to  the  earth  with  all 
its  divine  power  and  authority,  with  Apostles  and  Prophets,  and  with  the 
gifts  and  blessings  of  the  Holy  Ghost  as  it  was.  in  the  days  of  the  former 
Saints,  are  striking  our  enemies  with  dread  apprehension  of  some  awful 
foree  Umt  aeeompimies  our  words  and  administfations.  '  .  R.-  R  <H.'

A  NTI. POLYGAMY     CLAP-TRAP.

Thk  alluftion  to  polygamy  in  the  President's  message  has  set  all  the  milla- 
IK^ticaly  religious  and  social  in  motion.  The  unanimity  seems  so  geaeral 
that  one  is  reminded  of  the  proceedings  of  the  middle  ages,  when  ignorance 
and  superstition  held  sway«  I  remember  reading  in  some  romance  an  ind- 
dent  which  at  the  time  caused  me  to  be  grave  and  gay  at  the  same  time.  It- 
appears  an  Englishman,  trayellng  through  Italy,  some  400  years  ago,  being 
oppressed  with  the  heat,  broke  a  branch  from  a  wayside  tree,  and  hoisting  it 
over  his  head  to  ward  off  the  sun's  rays,  thus  marched  triumphantly  into  the 
Bext  town.  But  what  was  his  eurpriee  on  entering  the  market  place,  to  find; 
himself  surrounded  by  the  whole  population  of  the  town,  with  the  mayor  or 
podesta  at  their  head,  and  all  clamoring  loudly  for  the  life  of  the  astonished 
Englisbnun.  Why  such  a  cry  should  be  raised  about  a  little  sprig  from  a 
roadway  bush,  was  what  putsled  the  islander.  The  pomp  and  arrogance  of 
the  petty  podesta,  may  cause  us  of  this  day  to  smile,  but  the  unfortunate 
Englishman  in  the  hands  of  an  infuriate4  mob,  would  no  doubt  cause  ua  to 
sigh  for  medieval  benightedness. 

Have  we  not  the  case  of  the  Englishman  at  home  to-day!    Here  is  tha 
President  of  the  United  States,  not  the  petty;  Italian  podeeta,  at  the  head, 
not  of  the  rag,  tag  and  bobtail  of  an  Italian  city,  but  of  the  great  American 
people — the  people  of  free  schools,  free  religion  and  universal  education — 
clamoring  for  the  lives  and  properties  of  a. few  polygamists  in  Utah.    And  all 
this  clamor,  this  clash  of  trumpets,  this  secret  plotting,  this  political  intrigu- 
ing, yes,  all  this  on  the  grounds  of  public  morality.     What  a  humbug!    Thia 
clamor  raised  against  an  unoffending  and  comparatively  sinless  community. 
Name  the  murders,  the  rapes,  the  abortions,  eta,  that  have  occurred  &mong 
Ihis  people.    Ah,  Mr.  Statesman^  your  work  is  light  here!    How  on  the  other  - 
aide!    You  have  Long  Island,  Kittery,  Laconia,  New  Jersey,  South  Chicago 
and  Michigan.    One  county  of  Illinois,  had  in  one  month  thirty  undetected^ 
brutal  murden.    The  p]:08ecuting  attorney  in  the  Zora  Burns  case  said  so,  at- 
the  Carpenter  trial    For  the  last  year  there  have  been  reported  by  telegraph 
doee  on  S,000  murdera,  which,  with  the  unreported,  will  foot  up  as  high  aa  - 
S,000.

ARE    THE    ASSAULTS    UPON    THE    SAINTS   JUSTIFIABLE! 


What  possible  object  can  the  officers  of  tbe  Unit^  States  Oovernment  bare 
^  in  aiming  blows  at  the  Latter-day  Saintst  is  a  very  pertinent  question  to  all 
those  who. may  think  of  investigating  the  doctrines  in  which  the  Saints 
believa    Are  t^e  Saints  living  in  the  violation  of  natural  laws?  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  their  country)  or  the  diviue  laws  as  contained  in  the  sacred 
codet    If  it  can  be  shown  that  the  Saints  are  so  living,  then  the  position 
^  taken  by  the  officers  may  be  the  correct  one,  and  President  Arthur  and  other 
'.officers  be  justified  in  calling  the  attention  of  the  nation's  law-makers  to  the 
"laxity  that  exists,  aod  in  asking  for  the  enactment  of  such  laws  (within  con- 
stitutional limits)  as  are  calculated,  in  their  nature  to  bring  offenders  to 
justice,  and  correct  the  moral  tone  of  that  people.     If  it  can  be  proven  ithat 
the  Saints  are  not  guilty  of  the  evils  laid  to  their  charge,  then  are  the  officers 
stepping  outi^ide^of  their  legitimate  duties,  and  assuming  to  do  that  which-  is 
in  opposition  to  the  best  inteire^ts  not  only  of  the  Saints,  but  of  the  people  of 
'  the  nation  at  large,  insomuch  that  one  section  is  embittered  against  another, 
and  tbe  seeds  of  animosity  are  sown  broadcast,  that  must  naturally  result  in 
turmoil  and  trouble,  and  in  placing  the  peoples  of  various  sections  in  atti- 

•  tndes  of  hostility  against  each  other,  thus  weakening  the  general  gdverhmont 
by  the  internal  strifa    To  the  first  proposition 'we  would  answer,  there  is 

^  nothing  in  the  Articles  of  Faith '  in  which  the  Saints  believe;  against  which 
one  word  can  be  said  in  condemnation.  One  of  these  Articles  says:  '^We 
believe  in  being  honest,  true,  chaste,  benevolent,  virtuous,  and  in  doing  goOd 

•  to  all  men,    "*    *    if  there  is  anything  virtuous,  lovely,  or  of  good  report^  or 
.  !praiaeworthy,  we  seek  after  these  things.''     There  is  nothing  in  this  article 

that  should  be  repulsive  to  the  minds  of  those  who  have  the  most  exalted 
opinions  of  all  that  is  good  and  pure  in  nature.  The  noblest  of  Qod's  sons. 
He  by  whom  we  obtain  forgiveness  of  oiir  sins,  taught  the  young  man  that  he 
must  observe  these  principles. 

Bayard  Taylor  says:  **  We  must  admit  that  Salt  Lake  City  is  one  of  the 
most  quiet,  orderly,  and  moral  places  in  the  world.  The  Mormons  are  the 
most  temperate  of  Americans,  '"'  *  they  are  chaste,  laborious  and  generally 
cheerful''  This  great  writer,  after  a  short  sojourn  among  the  Saints,  pub- 
lishes to  the  world  the  foregoing  statement  over  his  signature.  If  his  state- 
ment be  true  (and  we  know  it  is),  then  so  far  as  drunkenness  and  immoral 
conduct  is  concerned,  the  Saints  are  above  reproach  as  compared  with  their 
fellow-ooaDtrymeo.

It  ia  the  marriage  system  of  the  Saints  against  inrhich  the*  cry  is  now 
laisedy  though  it  haa  not  always  been  so,  for  they  were  persecuted  as  bitterly 
before  such  a  practice  existed  among  them  as  they  have  been  since.  The 
iSainta  belieTe  in  marrying  more  wives  than  one,  and  in  maintaining  them 
and  their  children.  Is  this  contriiry  to  the  laws  of  nature)  We  answer,  no! 
for  whereTer  a  man  is  found  in  his  natural  state  he  is  a  pluralist.  From  this 
practice  no  eTil  can  result;  it  promotes  life  and-  does  not  destroy  it.  No 
loathsome  disease  follows  legitimate  marriaga  The  world  confound  promis- 
cuity and  plural  marriage,  and  speak  of  them  as  being  tlie  same:  but  not  so! 
Promiscuity,  being  opposed  to  natural  laws,  curtails  d&pring,  brings  diseases 
of  the  moat  loathsome  kind;  blights,  destroys  and  drags  down  to  an  untimely 
death  its  Totaries.  Visit  the  anatomical  museums,  and  see  there  evidences  of 
the  fulfillment  of  Ood's  words:  ^'I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous  Qod,  visit- 
ing the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children  unto  the  third  and  fourth 
generation  of  them  that  hate  me.**  Upon  every  hand  we  can  see  the  fright- 
ful effects  of  man's  perverse  course  in  breaking  nature's  la W9.  From  legitimate 
marriage,  whether  to  one  or  more  wives,  none  of  the  frightful  evils  resulting 
from  promiscuity  have  ever  been  manifest  in  any  degree.  Blessings  have 
followed  marriage,  cursings 'promiscuity.  Deity  has  written  upon  plural 
marriage  honor,  power  and  glory,  in  the  coming  forth  of  His  Son  Jesiia 
through  the  lineage  of  David. 

We  will  now  look  into  the  question  of  the  Saints  disregarding  the  laws  of 
their  country.  The  formation  of  the  Qovernnient  of  the  United  States  was 
the  outgrowth  of  a  desire  to  b^  free.  After  much  labor  and  thought,  by  the 
liest  minds  that  could  be  found  in  the  land,  a  Constitution  was  drawn  up 
and  agreed  to  by  the  people.  The  greatest  possible  liberty  compatible  with  the 
rights  of  others  was  granted  to  all.-  To  guard  religious  liberty  and  protect 
the  citiflBB  in  the  exercise  of  his  faith,  the  first  amendnient  to  the  Constitu- 
tion was  dr»wn  up,  in,  the  following  terms  :  **  Congress  shall  pass  no  law 
interfering  with  an  establishment  of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise 
thereof.'^  Under  thb  wise  provision  the  people  have  accepted  whatever  they 
ttooght  proper  as  religion,  and  none  can  logitiuiately  say,  Why  do  you  so  T 
Probably  among  no  people  of  the  earth  can  there  be  fouad  as  many  religions 
«s  among  the  Americans.  The  Latter-day  Saints  are  believers  in  the  Bible, 
^aad  are  practicing  the  principles  therein  contained^  Through  a  spirit 
of  intolerance  the  Saints  were  compelled  to  seek  a  home  in  the  west,  far 
removed  from  other  people.  There  they  have  built  up  a  commonwealth. 
Tillagea,  towns  and  cities  have  multiplied  upon  that  land.  Nowhere  in  the 
Bepnblic  have  the  people  given  greater  proofs  of  their  honesty,  industry, 
aobriety  and  regard  for  law  and  good  order.  An  article  of  their  faith  says  : 
*^  We  believe  in  .being  subject  to  kings,  presidents,  rulers  and  magistrates  ;  in 
obeying^  honoring  and  sustaining  the  law.''  This  is  not  only  a  matter  of  faith, 
bat  of  atrict  religious  practice.  Men  bitterly  opposed  to  the  faith  of  the 
Saints  hare  spoken  and  written  in  high  terms  of  .the  good  order  that  pre- 
vaik  in  their  midst  Serious  troubles  have  threatened  the  Saints  many  times, 
bat  for  years  past  all.  attacks^  have  been  directed  at  their  marriage 
system.  Congress  baa  passed  several  laws  looking  to  the  regulation  of  that 
matter,  but  Congress  itself  was  in  error  by  breaking  t|ie  fundamental  law  in 
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its  efforts  to  reach  the  Saintf.  General  Rosecrans,  one  of  the  leadioi^ 
stateamen  of  America,  now  comes  forward  and  virtually  admits  that  all  laws 
passed  against  the  marria^ge  system  of  the  Saints  were  unconstitutional,  for 
he  now  recommends  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  forever  prohibiting 
the  Saints  from  prsicticing  the  principle  of  plural  marriage.  By  this  act  of  that 
statesman  are  the  Saints  vindicated  of  the  charge  of  law-breaking,  and  the 
responsibility  of  breakingthe  great  compact  rests  upon  those  who  disregarded 
their  oath  and  passed  unconstitutional  laws. 

As  to  the  question,  Are  the  Saints  living  in  violation  of  the  divine  law  t  we 
are  certain  they  are  not.  The  doctrines  of  faith,  repentance,  of  baptism, 
and  the  laying  on  of  hands,  ure  all  plainly  pointed  out  in  the  Scripture  ;  the 
administering  of  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  the  gathering  together 
of  the  household  of  faitli,  are  also  principles  given  in  the  sacred  code. 
The  officers,  ordinances  and  gifts  that  the  Saints  claim  to  have  and  enjoy^ 
were  placed  in  the  Church  by  the  divine  Master  himself.  The  observance  of 
the  moral  law  was  made  obligatory  upon  the  former-day  Saints,  and  the 
Savior  gave  most  positive  instructions  in  regard  to  it.  He  condemned  with- 
out stint,  all  manner  of  evil,  but  never  uttered  one  word  in  condemnatioQ 
of  patriachal  marriage,  although  its  practice  was  common  in  that  age.  The 
Saints  of  to-day  are  trying  to  observe  all  the  commandments  and  requirements 
that  have  been  given  for  the  good  of  the  children  of  men,  that  of  marrying 
more  than  one  wife  and  rearing  children  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  Ood, 
among  others.  That  practice  of  the  Saints  is  based  upon  a  revelation  from  God 
to  them  in  this  age,  and  b  fully  sustained  by  that  of  the  patriarchs  and  proph- 
ets  of  ancient  days. 

The  unity  of  the  Saints  has  been  for  many  years  a  source 
of  annoyance  to  politicians,  indeed,  that  is  the  real  object  aimed  at  in  the 

.  pn^sent  crusade.  Many  plans  have  been  adopted  to  destroy  the  faith  of  the 
Saints  in  their  religious  teachers  and  cause  division  among  them.  All 
attempts  having  failed  to  accomplish  that  end,  and,  understanding  that  popa* 
lar  opinitm  was  against  the  marriage  system  of  the  Saints,  much  excitement 
has  been  raised  with  that  popular  war  cry,  *^  Down  with  the  Mormons  !  Thej 
are  believers  in  the  doctrine  of  having  more  than  one  wife.'' 

Union  is  strength,  and  by  their  union  have  the  Saints  been  able  to  hold  in 
check  all  the  attacks  of  their  enemies.  Says  the  Savior,  **  If  ye  are  not  one, 
ye  are  none  of  mine."  Union  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  the  power  of 
every  people.  When  internal  strife  grows  up  among  any  people,  the  hands 
of  government  are  weakened,  and  overthrow  must  of  necessity  soon  follow. 
Israel,  when  united,  were  a  formidable  people,  but  internal  dissension  has. 

'  scattered  them  to  the  four  winds  of  heaven. 

We  submit  these  facts,  knowing  full  well  that  the  Sainta  cannot  be  con- 
demned by  an  unprejudiced  mind  for  disregarding  natural  law,  breaking  the 
laws  of  their  country,  or  treating  with  contempt  the  divine  hiw.  Those  who 
have  assailed  the  Saints  have  violated  their  oath  of  office,  and  have  aimed  a 
blow  at  the  bond  of  anion  that  should  exist  in  the  nation  by  recommending 
unconstitutional  laws.  They  must  in  time  suffer  for  the  wrongs  they  have 
done  an  innocent  people,  and  we  can  afford  to  wait  for  time  to  vindicate  our 
innocence  and  avenge  our  ii^uries. 
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BEECHERB    RECOMMENDATIONS    AND    ERROBS. 


Iv  mnother  part  of  this  iatae  we  publish  the  remarks  of  the  Rev.  Henrj  Ward 
Beecher  on  the  much-mooted  **  Mormon"  question.  Mr.  Beecher  is  generally 
acknowledged  to  be  one  of  the  great  men  of  the  age^  16  literature,  philosophjr 
and  oMtoty,  he  certainly  ranks  high,  whatever  he  may  be  as  a  theoIogiaD,  aad 
be  perhaps  wields  as  much  influence  in  the  latter  line  as  any  of  hb  fellows, 
whether  for  good  or  otherwise.  The  liberality  and  freedom  from  bigotry 
di^^airad  in  hia remarks  do  credit  to  his  great  mind  and  humane  heart,  but 
tiie  errors  he  has  fallen  into  in  attempting  to  account  for  the  marrelona 
unity  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  in  spiritual  and  temjfKiral  matters,  and  the 
fNiwer  of  the  Priesthood,  show  tl^U  he  is  :is  mnch  at  sea  on  these  points  aa 
most  others  who  aim  at  the  selutioo  of  the .  ^  Mormon  Problem."  It  is 
tefreshing  though,  in  this  age  of  fierce  and  wholesale  denunciation  of  that 
mneh-abuaed  people,  to  find  snch  a  modem  Gamaliel  as  Mr.  Beecher,  who  ia 
willing  to  advocate  toleration  of  them,  while  others  are  vehemently  demand- 
iag  their  extermination.  It  may  not  be  quite  fair  to  compare  Mr.  Beecher  to 
Gamaliel,  either,  for  that  philospbical  lawyer  who  lived  in  the  days  of  the 
early  apostles  was  willing  to  admit  that  there  was  a  possibility  of  their  work 
being  of  God,  and  this  Mr.  Beecher  is  not  willing- to  do  in  the  case  of  tha 
Latter-day  Saints.  We  have  reason  to  believe,  however,  tbat  be  and  many 
etliers  among  the  divines  of  this  sge  greatly  fear  that  such  is  the  case  whether 
they  admit  it  or  not    But  let  us  look  at  kis  errors:  *- . 

He  asserts  that  *'the  phenomenon  of  the  nineteenth  century^— in  other  words» 
the  Chorch  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  *'  is  a  spiritual  despotism 
—absolute."  In  the  sense  that  despotic  means  **  independent  of  control  from 
men,"  we  are  willing  to  admit  it,  for  the  Latter-day  Saints  acknowledge  the 
l^ord  Almighty  aa  their  ruler  in  spiritual  matters,  and  accept  His  rulings 
without  iqnestion.  But  despotism^  as  generally  understood,  implies  tyran- 
nical rule,  ^nd  in  that  sense  we  deny  that  there  is  aoything  despotic  in  the 
spiritual  or  temporal  affairs  of  the  Church,  (t  is  a  rule  of  love.  Whatever 
the  Saints  do  in  religious  matters,  they  do  from  choice;  or  at  least  because 
G<xl  requires  it  They  are  unanimous  because  they  are  all  prompted  by  the 
aame  spirit 

A  very  intelligent  gentleman,  who  had  noticed  with  surprise  the  unanimity 
of  the  Saints  in  an  early  period  of  the  Church's  history,  unee  asked  Joseph 
Smith  how  he  managed  to  govern  the  people  and  secure  such  implicit  obe- 
dience to  his  will  The  reply  was,  **  I  teach  them  correct  principles,  and  they 
govern  themselves."  Herein  lies  the  secret.  The  Saints  to-day  are  taught 
correct  principles,  and  they  obey  from  choice.  There  b  not  the  least  shadow 
of  tyranny  about  their  rule. 

Mr.  Beecher's  premises  are  incorrect^  and  his  reasoning  therefrom  likewise 
in  anor,  as  to  the  influence  of  the  Church-  over  its  members.  The  Church 
does  not  own  '*  the  machinery  through  which  the  water  has  to  flow."  Thee 
Church  has  no  authority  or  power  to  stop  the  water  from  any  person's  farm» 
nor  is  such  a  thing  ever  done.  The  truth  is,  the  water  is  owned  by  the  ownera 
el  the  land.  They  hold  title  to  the  same  in  accordance  with  civil  statutes.. 
The  drarch  has  nothing  to  do  with  it    Non*'' Mormons"  aa  well  as  ''Mer- 
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moDs"  in  UUh,  own  both  land  nod  water^  and  enjoy  eqnal  privileges.    There 

is  nothing  to  prevent  men  in  Utah  of  any  class  from  having  recourse  to  courts 

:and  law,  but  the  Latter-day  Saints  prefer  to  settle  any  disputes  that  may 

'.Arise  among  them  by  the  arbitration  of  their  Teachers  or  Bishops^  and  they 

'.Iiave  a  perfect  right  to  do  i^    The  idea  of  men  being  forced  into  submission 

i  hj  having  the  water  shut  off  from  tbeni,  is  absurd.    The  Saints  have  not 

4klways  lived  in  a  land  requiring  irrigation.    How  would  Mr.  Beecher  account 

fpr  .their  obedience  and  nnicin  before  they  went  to  Utah? 

Mr.  Beecher  says:  "Ishoulabe  very  glad. to  see  this  vast  body  of  man 
ibrooght  into  harmony  with  all  our  institutions  and  meUiods."    Heaven  pue- 
serve  us  from  such  a  iate  I    When  he  says  "  our,"  of  course,  he  speaks  foi^  the 
nation  as  a  whole;  or  at  least,  tlie  so-calle^^  Christians  in  it    Such  hamiony 
would  be  no  harmony  at  all,  but  the  most  infernal  discord.    Harmonize  with 
such  **  institutions  and  methods"  as  the  murde^,  divorces,  abortions,  drunlL- 
fonness  and  prostitution  that  *' Junius,"  the  Chicago  writer,  describes,  in 
-another  part  of  this  paper,  as  characterisiojs  the  great  cities  of  the  Union! 
No,  never!    Give  us  deathi  atthe  cannon's  mouth  in  preference  to  itl    Thapk 
^U,  Mr.  Beecher,  the  Latter-rday  Saints  will  stand  or  fall  by  the  "  institutioBS 
'•and  methods" .which  God  has  revealed  to  theip.

GOOD  BSPOBT  FROM  SCOTLAND— A  DISCUSSION. 

President  W.  S.  Qeddes,  writing  from  Glasgow,  Dec.  21, 1883,  says: 

**  Sfaiee  we  dlabontinued  our  open-air  meetings,  our  labora  among  the  people  have  been  i 
to  the  dSstribution  of  the  written  word.     We  have  several  Tract '3ocietisa  or*  - 
throughout  the'Confei^nce,  the  membenrof  which  have  entered  into  their  labors 
great  earnestneaa,  and  have  not  failed  to  warn'  their '  neighbora  Of  the   Groapel 
k,  ao  that  they  will  not  be  able  to  kiae  up  in  judgment  against  the  Sainta  at  tha 
day  of  reckoning.    At  the  aame  time  they  are  leading  many  an  erring  chiTd  of* 
▲dam  to  praiae  and  glorify  their  Redeemer.    The  Society  in  Glasgow  is  composed  prin-  - 
cipally  of  young  SiateiB,  who  deserve  great  credit  for  the  zeal  Mid  energy  they  show  in 
labora,  when  taking  into  consideration  the  unpleasant  epithets  that  are  hurled  at 
tima  after  time.    Undaunted  they  press  heroically  on,  and  express  great  satis- 
luetion  in  their  endeavors  to  spread  the  truth,  and  these  labora  are  arousing  the  enemies 
of  truth  and  Scripture  to  quite  a  degree  of  angar.     jSeTaral.  articles  have  appeared  in 
aome  of  our  '  Chriatian'  papera  recentiy,  apJuncr  if  aomething  could  not  be  done  by  tha 
'Ghnatinn'  societiea  to  prevent  the  apread  bf  '*  Mormoniam.'     One  gentleman  who  had 
been  viaited  by  one  of  our  Siatera,  and  received  No.  2  of  Elder  Morgan'a  tracta,  on 
peroaing  it,  found  ao  much  Scripture  that  he  thought  muat  be  miaapplied,  according  to 
his  traditiona  and  theological  learning,  that  it  fairly  aatoniahod  him.     Inatead  of  taking 
tha  advice  of  the  Apoetle  Jamea  (i,  5),  he  preferred  tha  wiuiom  of  man,  and  in  going  to 
Ua  ttttor  (or,  would  I  be  wrong  to  aay  hia  god?),  he  found  him  also  quite  aa  much  aatoniah- 
ed  at  Wmmg  of  auch  a  doctrine  aa  the  pre-exiatence  of  man. 

**  The  reaolt  waa,  we  were  visited  by  the  agent  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Long,  to  aaoertain  if  wa 
wcmid  defend  our  doctrinea  aa  taught  by  Elder  Morgan.  We  gave  him  to  underatand 
that  wa  did  not  wiah  to  enter  into  any  controveray,  but  that  we  were  ever  ready  to  da-. 
Imd  the  G<mp€l  oi  Jeaua  Christ,  and  we  were  not  defenders  of  any  othezt  Gospel 
"  Xlw  foUowing  avening  we  were  waited  upon  by  tlie  Goliath  of  Scotia  (or  tha  champion 
of  Glasgow).  He  wished  to  take  up  the  subject  of  tha  pre-existence  of  man,  tha 
tooomeoff  one  week  from  that  night^l9th  inst  -We  therefore  appointed 
Bder  Angos  McKay  to  meet  him. 

**  Long  he&re  the  hour  the  hsU  he^  ta  fill  up,  and  at  8  p.m.  it  was  filled  to  the  fuU^* 
aiS  oapacitj— and  it  will  seat  about  550  people.  Time  and  space  wiU  not  permit  fi 
giving  detaila,  therefore  I  will  be  brief.     Mr.  Long^s  centre  of  attack  was  npon  o«f  - 
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sf Ainoui  hymn  found  on  page  143  of  th*  Hymn  Book,  and  m  ht  opened  the  dehato  h» 
^made  a  sarcastic  criticisin  of  this  hjrmn,  and  aeomf uUy  ridiculed  the  idea  of  eur  *  pft-pa' 
.and  *  ma-ma'  in  our  pre-existent  state. 

**  Elder  McKay,  in  his  humility,  met  his  arguments  by  producing  passage  after  passage 
of  Scripture  to  sustain  the  doctrine  of  our  pre-existenoe. 

Mr.  Long  was  greatly  troubled  at  having  so  much  Scripture  produced,  and  admitted 
that  it  would  be  foUy  for  him  to  try  to  prove  the  Scriptures  to  be  false.  He  acted  reiy 
•gentlemanly,  considering  the  stand  he  had  taken,  and  the  audience  paid  very  good 
jkttention.  There  were  some  questions  asked  at  the  close,  which  caused  some  eonfusion« 
hut  as  they  were  answered  promptly  it  seemed  to  give  general  satisfaction,  and  tended 
to  pacify  the  listeners  for  a  few  mements^  One  gentleman  thought  he  had  got  Brother 
McKay  into  a  comer  by  putting  this  question  to  him:  *  If  €rod,  as  you  say,  is  a  personal 
Being,  and  is  not  everywhere  present  at  the  same  time,  how  can  He  hear  my  prayers 
here  in  Glasgow,  and  my  brother's  in  America  at  the  same  timef  This  question  oaosed 
gteat  excitement  for  a  few  mhiutes,  and  when  Brother  McKay  answered  that  the  Lord 
operated  through  His  agents  or  ministering  angels,  it  did  not  seem  to  be  satisfactory. . 
He  then  referred  them  to  the  lOdt  chapter  of  Diaoiel,  llth  to  13th  verses.  This  seemed 
to  satisfy  them,  and  caused  great  excitement  for  a  few  moments^ 

**  The  Saints  feel  greatiy  strengthened  at  the  victory  of  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and  in 
the  assurance  that  His  words  cannot  be  overturned  by  the  cunning  and  craft  of  men.  I 
am  fully  oonrinced  it  will  result  in  a  great  deal  of  good  in  spreading  the  truths  of  heaven. 

**  The  Saints  are  enjoying  themselves  in  their  meetings,  having  great  cause  to  rejoice 
in  the  blessings  following  that  have  been  promi^d  through  obedience.  We  are  having 
i^reat  manifestations  of  the  Spirit  in  bearing  testimonies,  speaking  in  tongues  and  inter- 
preting the  same,  healing  the  infirm  and  building  eaoh  other  up  in  our  faith.  Our  meet* 
ings  are  well  attended,  a  good  shave  el  strangers  frequently  being  present,  and  we  are 
fealising  occasionally  the  fruits  of  our  labors  by  burying  a  few  with  Christ  in  baptism* 

**  The  reports  fran  the  Elders  are  very  good,  the  prospects  being  quite  flattering  la 
«ome  of  the  Districts.  They  are  all  in  good  health  and  spirits,  and  laboring  hard  for  th^ 
spread  of  the  truth." 


NBWS  FBOM  A  LATl  BMIOBANT  TO  SALT  LAJCI. 

Sister  Miiry  Anderson,  late  of  Liverpool,  who  emigrated  to  Salt  Lake  City 
during  the  last  summer,  has  written  a  I«stter  back  to  a  friend  in  this  city, 
from  which  we  are  allowed  to  mnke  some  extracts.  The  letter  is  dated  Not. 
•4,  1883,  and  among  other  good  things  she  says: 

"  I  write  you  these  few  lines  just  to  let  you  know  how  we  are  getting  on  in  this  land 
•of  our  adoption,  and  also  to' learn,  when  you  intend  joining  us  here  in  the  land  of  Zion. 
I  had  hoped  yon  would  not  chance  another  winter  in  Babylon.  Do  make  up  your  mind 
land  start  in  the  spring.  You  will  never  regret  a  start  in  the  proper  direction;  delays 
are  dangerous,  and  this  is  certainly  the  place  which  God  has  appointed  for  His  people, 
and  where  everyone  can  do  well  beth  for  soul  and  body.  We  have  only  been  here  a  short 
time,  yet  we  have  done  more  than  we  could  have  done  in  twice  the  time  in  liverpooL 
We  have  plenty  of  work  and  get  well  paid  for  it.  We  have  rented  a  nice,  comfortable 
little  house,  as  we  have  not  yet  got  one  of  our  own,  but  shall  have  one  next  summer  if 
Ood  spares  us  in  health.  So  far,  we  have  managed  to  get  a  few  things  in  the  way  of 
house  furniture,  which  will  make  us  comfortable  f^the  ¥4nter;  then  we  have  bought* 
horse  and  wagon,  or  cart,  which  Robert  uses  in  his  bil!-i>08ting,  as  that  is  what  he  and 
Wilfrid  do,  and  it  pays  mj  well  indeed.  Then  I  have  got  between  twenty  and  thirty 
chickens,  and  we  are  g  >ing  te  get  a  cow  soon,  so  you  see  we  are  creeping  along.  Ood  is 
good,  and  if  we  only  put  eur  trust  in  Him  and  strive  our  best  to  please  Him  and  live  our 
religion.  He  will  bl«B  us;  we  need  not  fear  that.  When  we  come  here  first  we  feel  every* 
thing  strange,  as  this  city  is  very  different  from  Liverpool;  this  is-'town  and  oountiy 
«4MDbined.    Main  Street  is  the  only  business  street  ef  much  account,  but  there  are  some 
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%iw  others  Iwmnching  off  from  it,  and  every  yew  the  city  is  growing  in  busiome  and  in  lize. 
TWre  ii  a  gnmt  deal  of  wodc  going  on  all  the  time,  and  thoM  who  are  anxiou*  can  get 
:;  but  for  the  fint  they  miut  not  bo  over  particular  as  to  what  they  work  at. 

rrything  in  food  ia  much  cheaper  than  in  England;  and,  in  fact,  there  is  very  little 
dearer.  In  dothee,  only  such  as  fine  lace,  silks  and  furs,  and  such  like  things 
mm  dearrr.  Prints  and  calicoes,  flannels,  etc,  are  quite  as  cheap.  Boots  are 
aWui  tbs  same  in  price,  hot  not  so  well  made.  Fresh  meat  is  very  cheap;  my  husband 
hajya  lbs  kind  quarter  of  mutton  for  5d.  a  pound,  and  the  fore  quarter  at  3d.  a  pound; 
beef  about  the  same  price,  but  not  so  good;  in  fact,  you  can  live  much  better  and  a  great 
dgid  cboaper  here  than  in  England.  But  then,  I  would  say,  let  no  one  come  here  ex- 
for  the  Gospel's  sake,  as  there  are  man>  things  that  will  try  everyone,  some  one  way 
Boino  aac»tber.  This  is  the  threshing-floor  I  can  assure  you.  Don't  ferget  that  we 
be  a  tried  people.  One  thing  is  sure,  no  one  need  be  in  want  of  food  here.  Let 
•ay  what  they  will  about  this  people,  I  say  ^hey  are  the  people  of  God,  and 
.win  |0t  no  one  want  if  they  only  know  it.  A  kinder  lot  of  people  I  never  met  in 
mj  life. '  What  I  found  the  Elders  in  Liverpool  to  be  I  have  found  them-iS'-Salt  Lake 
Gtj^-no  different,  and  I  have  met  almost  every  one  I  knew  in  England.  I  tell  you 
tbey  are  what  they  seein  to^'be,  brethren  and  men  of  God.  And  I  also  say  this  is  the 
work  of  Gody  whether  we  believe  and  live  it  or  not  I  feel  to  thank  God  that  I  and  my 
tkmBj  are  namhered  among  them  to-day."

**  Christiania  Conference,  which  includes  the  whole  of  Norway,  with  nearly  2,000,000 
inbafastaats,  is  divided  into  seven  different  Branches,  with  800  members  of  the  Church, 
and  tsr^vs  ELders  from  Utah  as  missionaries,  irho  labor  very  diligently  for  the  spread  of 
tbe  GoepcL  There  were  baptized  here  in  Nt>rway  the  last  year  127,  «nd  89  emigrated  to 
Utah,  i^o,  with  but  few  ezoeption<i,  got  their  money  from  there  to  emigrate,  and  a  good 
taaay  mots  are  looking  towards  Utah  as  their  only  hope  of  deliverance  from  Babylon. 

*•  We  have  a  very  nice  meeting-house  here  in  Christiania,  which  belongs  to  the  Church. 
Ilis»tiirss-alorybriekbuildinfir»  Mi<l  ^b*  third  story  is  used  for  meetii:%-house,  office 
^kd  bsdiDom.  The  meeting-hoiue  is  44  x  31  feet,  and  18  feet  from  floor  to  ceiling,  with 
anieslUlsiaBetylarlbseboir.  W«  have  a  good  choir,  a  Relief  Society,  a  Toung 
Tmtios'  and  a  Young  Men's  Improvement  Associations,  and  a  very  good  and  lively  Sun- 
day acbooL    The  Belief  Society  is  doing  a  great  work  among  the  sick  and  the  poor,  and 
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alflo  in  Msisting  the  misMonvids.  The  Y.  M.  ^L  I.  A.  hAt  commenced  »  eemiomonthly, 
paper,  im  which  they  seem  to  take  i;reftt  intereit  This  gives  me  m  chaaoe  to  try  apd. 
translate  a  piece  now  and  then  from  the  News*  The  young  ladies  as  weU  as  the  yoong'; 
men  are  working  diligently  in  distributing  tracts  and  visiting  from  house  to  house  in  th«  • 
Districts.  They  also  go  and  invite  people  to  the  meetings,  when  suck  are  held  in  the  • 
outskirts  of  the  city,  several  of  which  are  held  every  week,  besides  our  regular  meeting*  - 
in  the  hall,  which  is  occupied  every  night  in  the  week  with  meetings,  singing  and  Eng>*  • 
lish  schools;,  so  you  see  we  can  always  find  something  to  do  here  in  Chiistianiak  Hi*  • 
great  work  of  the  Lord  is  progressing  slowly  but  surely.  A  good  number  of  strangeiv-- 
visit  our  meetings,  and  I  hope  they  leave  us  wiser,  if  not  better  men  and  women. 

*' We  have  a  fresh  piece  in  the  papers  almost  every  morning  about  what  the  U.  & 
government  is  going  to  do  with  the  *  Mormons,'  our  rapid  growth,  etc.,  whioh  is  all  very 
good,  for  by  thii  means  we  are  always  kept  before  the  public  and  are  advertised  free  oC 
charge. 

"  Since  our  petition  for  religious  liberty  was  sent  in  to  the  Storthing,  or  Parliament, 
but  not  granted  us^  the  ecclesiastical  dignitaries  have  renewed  their  attack  on  the  Church 
of  Christ,  and  the  result  is  that  eleven  of  our  brethren  have  been  summoned  before  th»  - 
courts  apd  found  guilty  of  transgressing  these  ecclesiasticab'  rights  And  regulatioDB, 
(possibly  It  lessened  their  income  a  littie);  not  for  practicing  or  pteaohing  poljrgamy,  for 
which  American  dignitaries  are  trying  to  punish  us,  but  for  baptizing  the  repentanib'- 
sinner  for  the  remission  of  his  sins,  and  for  administering  the  Lonf s  Supper.    One  of 
our  brethren  was  also  put  in  prison  on  bread  and  water  for  five  days,  for  kneeling  down 
and  m  this  position  praying  to  our  Father  in  heaven.    Another  was  imprisoned  four  dayv 
for  advertising  our  meetings.    Four  have  been  imprisoned  for  administering  the  S/cn- 
ment,  and  five  for  baptizing;  two  of  these  brethren  appealed,  and  are  awuting  the  de- 
cision.   President  Hansen  was  also  called  on  trial  for  baptizing,  but  as, he  was  released 
to  go  home,  and  the  company  left  before  the  decision  was  given,  he  did  not  feel  like  wai^ 
ing.    When  the  officers  called  for  him  he  wm  on  American  soil,  and  aU  we  could  do  was. 
to  give  them  a  good  and  plain  address— Logan  City,  Utah.     Whether  the  officer  has 
started  after  him  or  not,  we  don't  know.     I  must  give  the  police  officers  credit  for  theuCi 
kind  feelings  towards  us;  it  is  only  when  the  great  and  self orighteous  shephefds  0(1 
modem  Christendom  make  charges  agunst  us,  that  they  interfere  with  us.     Infidelity  iiii 
growing  in  the  hearts  of  the  people,  and  it  is  no  wonder  the  hirejings  are  getting  mad. 
Tou  know  the  *  Mormons'  have  but  few  friends,  and  that  is  why  they  are  the  viotima.'*

BOB  nCGBRSOLL'S  UNBELIEF  URQED  AS  THE  PANACEA.

TWR  polygamj  problem  i«  at  the  front  again.    Once  more  the  polygamy 
problem  *'  demands  a  solation."    Once  more  the  polygamy  problem  is 
foiiif  to  be  aolyed  by  that  great  solver  of  great  problems,  the  national  Con« 


Thm  polygamy  problem  has  been  solved  many  times.  It  was  polved  by 
Opnippesaional  enactment  more  than  twenty  years  ago.  Bat  upon  the  meet- 
iif  of  the  next  Congress  the  polygamy  problem  came  in  and  demanded  a 
iohitioii.  Congress  proceeded  again  to  solve  the  polygamy  problem.  And 
tiie  polygamy  problem,  like  the  inevitable  Monsieur  Tonson,  comes  back  agaia 
dMBaading  a  solution. 

Seeing  that  the  legislative  solutions  of  the  polygamy  problem  did  not  pre* 
iHSt  that  problem  from  perennially  turning  up  again,  Orant  (president)  look 
te  problem  in  hand,  and  resolved  to  solve  it  himstlf,  by  proxy.     Instead  of 
Hjommopding  to  Congress  a  new  legislative  solution,  he  sent  Parson  Newman 
Is  Utah  to  solve  the  polygamy  problem  by  preaching  to  the  Mormons  against 
their  eeleatial  marriage  sjfBtem.    Grant  reasoned,  probably,  that  if  anything 
soiild  atop  the  practice  of  polygamy,  the  eloquence  of  that  robust  polemic 
•ffold  do  it.    The  parson  carried  the  Bible  in  one  hand  and  the  power  of 
sedeoiaatical  argument  in  the  other.    The  Mormon  Eiders  met  him  fairly  on 
Us  own  ground,  armed  with  his  own  weapons.    The  polemical  combat  which  - 
«aiied  made  aome  noise  at  the  time,  but  it  was  the  general  judgment  of  an  j 
impartial  public  opinion  that  the  parson  who  went  to  Utah  as  Grant's  Agent^. 
to  settle  the  polygamy  question,  came  back  worsted  in  a  combat  which  he  had 
to  make  on  the  basis  of  the  Old  Testament  writings.    On  the  author- 
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itj  of  that  divinely  inspired  book  the  Utah  Saints  had  the  best  of  the  argu- 
ment, and  came  out  of  the  debate  with  flying  colors.  The  polygamy  problem 
still  demanded  attention. 

Congress  proceeded  to  solve  the  polygamy  problem  some  more.  The  fre- 
quency of  the  solution  was  astonishing,  considering  the  announcement  pre- 
ceding every  measure  of  solution,  that  it  was  going  to  do  the  job  so  effectively 
and  conclusively  that  the  polygamy  problem  would  not  demand  solution  any 
more. 

Que  of  the  most  certainly  effective  solutions  in  the  series  was  the  Edmunds 
solution  of  the  polygamy  problem.  It  was  an  elaborate  and  costly  remedy; 
but  it  was  warranted  to  cure,  especially  as  its  application  would  be  superin- 
tended personally  by  three  notable  politicians  appointed  expressly  for  that 
purpose.  But  now,  immediately  following  the  application  of  that  effective 
solvent  of  the  polygamy  problem,  that  problem  steps  to  the  front  demanding 
more  solution.  And  Mr.  Edmunds  comes  forward  smiling  with  another 
legislative  project,  warranted  to  solve  that  ever  present  problem. 

The  new  Edmunds  solvent  has  no  more  merit  than  the  old  one.  It  would 
have  no  greater  effect.  No  sooner  should  the  polygamy  problem  be  solved  by 
it  than  the  polygamy  problem  would  again  step  up  and  demand  a  solution. 

The  President  has  also  recommended  a  new  scheme  for  tXie  solution  of  the 
polygamy  problem.  It  differs  from  Grant's  plan  of  sending  a  preacher  who 
preaches  the  heavenly  inspiration  and  authority  of  the  Old  Testament,  to 
preach  against  the  celestial  marriage  system  of  which  that  book  is  th«  strong- 
est basis  and  bulwark.  It  also  puts  aside  the  more  promising  plan  of  sending 
Mr.  Robert  G.  Ingersoll,  who  does  not  believe  that  book  was  written  under  ' 
heavenly  inspiration,  to  preach  against  the  polygamists  who  do  believe  it- 
It  is  simply  another  project  for  solving  the  polygamy  problem  by  the  legis- 
lative method.  It  has  the  usual  recommendation  of  all  the  preceding  solu- 
tions of  that  sort  *'  It  is  the  heroic  remedy,"  says  one  true  believer.  It  is 
a  plan  of  "  digging  up  by  the  roots  1"  It  is  **  laying  the  knife  to  the  very  root 
of  the  cancer!" 

What  is  that  wonderful  plant  Simply  a  proposition  to  abolish  the  present 
civil  government  of  Utah,  and  replace  it  by  a  civil  government  of  commission- 
ers appointed  by  the  President  to  administer  in  Utah  the  laws  of  Congress. 

'Polygamous  Mormons  do  not  seem  to  regard  the  Presidential  plan  of 
solving  the  polygamy  problem  as  an  '*  heroic  remedy"  of  that  amazing  efficacy 
which  some  persons  who  are  not  Saints  impute  to  it  A  Mormon  paper  says 
<very  rationally:  **  It  is  not  shown  in  what  way  the  destruction  of  our  local 
g<^vemment  would  affect  the  question  of  polygamy..  Plural  marriages  not 
irecognised  by  Territorial  laws  could  not  be  dissolved  by  commissions,  by 
^edicts,  by  armies,  nor  by  any  other  earthly  power."  Why?  "  Because  they 
.are  ecclesiastical,  perpetual,  eternal,  unless  Mormons  become  recreant  to  their 
ifflfith  with  heaven."  In  other  words  (more  appropriate  to  the  expression  of 
ideas  that  appertain  to  this  world),  they  are  sfBiirs  of  religion  and  not  of  poli- 
tics; of  ecclesiastical  polity  and  not  of  civil  polity;  ofga  superstitious  faith 
aid  not  of  a  rational  understanding. 

"Nearly  all  systems  of  religion  comprehend  notions,  practices  and  rites  of 
jtdms  sort  respecting  the  marital  relation.    This  is  especially  the  case  with  all 
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the  religions  that  rest  od  or  accept  the  inspiration  theory  of  the  Hebrew  and 
<Yreek  Scriptures.  The  Roman  and  Qreek  churches  regard  civil  marriages  as 
no  less  than  an  unsanctified  state  of  adultery,  and  the  Anglican  church  is 
hardly  different  to  them  in  that  respect.  All  of  them,  and  most  of  the  non- 
apostolic  sectaries,  too,  treat  marriage  as  a  religious  sacrament,  valid  only  in 
the  sight  of  heaven  when  celebrated  by  the  Lord's  anointed.  While  the  civil 
power  may  legallff  separate  those  ^*  whom  Qod  hath  joined  together,''  the 
orthodox  Christian  notion  is  that  God  only  can  disjoin  whom  they  say  God 
hath  joined. 

The  Mormon  religious  notion  is  not  different  to  the  most  generally  accept- 
ed Christian  notion  on  the  subject  The  "  celestial  marriage"  system  asserts 
the  sanctirm  and  authority  of  Jehovah  in  the  ministry  of  an  ecclesiastical 
agency  of  Jehovah,  precisely  as  the  Christian  marriage  system  asserts  the 
same  sanctioQ  and  authority  through  a  like  ministry,  whose  spiritual  accounta- 
bility is  nol  to  any  establishment  of  civil  government  The  civil  law  may 
decree  that  such  religious  marriages  may  not  be  legal,  may  denounce  them  as 
immoral,  may  sanction  severe  punishment  upon  any  who  practice  them,  ancl 
the  minbters  of  the  civil  law  may  inflict  such  punishments  if  they  can  con- 
vict the  offenders  by  '*  due  course  of  law."  But  all  that  would  not  dissolve 
the  celestial  marriages,  nor  change  the  relations  of  the  celestially  married  in 
toy  way.  How,  then,  can  a  particular  form  of  civil  government,  a  particular 
code  of  civil  laws,  or  a  particular  establishment  of  civil  administration,  solve 
the  polygamy  problem  or  ''  dig  up  polygamy  by  the  roots?" 

Erideotly,  there  is  no  potency  in  any  form  or  device  of  official  government 
that  can  perform  such  a  miracle.  Because  the  roots  of  the  thing  it  is  pro- 
posed to  dig  up  are  not  within  the  jurisdiction  or  the  reach  of  any  civil  power^ 
toy  more  than  are  the  roots  of  any  other  mode  of  superstition  or  idolatry. 

HoWy  then,  shall  the  *'  polygamy  problem"  be  solved]  There  is  only  one 
vqr»  and  that  is  to  eradicate  the  religious  superstition  in  which  polygamy 
exists.  The  civil  power  can  not  do  that  It  can  be  done  only  by  spiritual 
powe^  acting  upon  the  moral  nature  of  men  and  women,  disabusing  them  of 
aaabaurd  religious  superstition,  of  a  tyrannical  and  pestilent  faith.  Those 
who  CUD  most  effectively  exert  that  spiritual  power  are  not  preachers  of  a 
iomewhat  different  faith  resting  on  the  same  foundation,  like  Parson  New- 
man, bat  preachers  of  no  faith  at  all  in  theories  of  the  supernatural,  like  Mr. 
"Bob"  logenolL  For  Ingersoll  there  is  in  Utah  a  grand  mission  and  a  great 
vork  in  the  preachment  of  unbelief.  It  is  the  solution  of  the  "  polygamy 
problem."

so  LATTIR-DAT  SAINTS*  KILLIKNZAL  STAB. 

At  10-30  a.iD.  meeting  oommenced  with  linging  by  the  choir,  and  inrayer 
by  Elder  T.  GUbert 

Elder  Thomas  Tew  briefly  addressed  the  Conference.  Said  he  had  no 
eanie  to  regret  having  embraced  the  Qospel  in  this  land.  Had  experienced 
many  blessings  since  he  had  obeyed  the  principles  of  eternal  tmth.  Spoko* 
of  the  blessings  that  would  accrue  to  the  Saints  by  gathering  to  Zion;  bat 
reminded  them  that  t^ey  should  go  with  a  desire  to  keep  the  commandments 
of  Qod  and  to  help  build  up  His  kingdom,  and  not  to  accumulate  the  things 
of  this  world. 

Elder  Qriffin  reported  his  labors  in  the  Worcester  District  Had  recently 
visited  some  of  his  relatives  in  that  part,  and  borne  his  testimony  to  them; 
but  he  was  sorry  to  learn  that  they  were  quite  indifferent  to  the  testimony. 
Their  opinion  was  that  if  they  led  a  good,  moral  life,  that  was  all  that  was 
required  of  them  to  obtain  salvation.  This  idea  was  commonly  entertained 
by  religionists,  but  they  could  not  expect  salvation  unless  they  complied 
with  all  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel. 

Elder  Gilbert  said  the  Saints  in  the  District  in  which  he  had  been  laboring^ 
were  poor  and  scattered,  but  rich  in  faith,  and  were  trying  to  live  their  re- 
ligion, with  few  exceptions.  He  had  found  it  difficult  to  obtain  rooms  in 
which  to  hold  meetings,  and  also  to  reach  the  people  with  his  testimony,  but 
he  had  succeeded  in  bringing  a  few  to  a  knowledge  of  the  Gk)spel. 

Elder  Corbridge  said  it  had  been  a  benefit  to  him  to  respond  to  the  call 
made  of  him  by  the  servants  of  God  to  fill  a  mission  rn  this  land,  and  the 
safest  and  best  course  for  all  the  Saints  to  pursue,  was  to  practically  carry 
out  the  admonitions  of  the  servants  of  God. 

Elder  Bennett  remarked  that  it  was  no  advantage  to  force  the  Gospel  npon 
the  people,  but  we  should  use  every  proper  means  to  make  them  acquainted 
with  its  principles,  and  then  they  will  be  in  a  position  to  appreciate  their 
worth.  He  desired  to  be  honorable  and  exemplary,  and  to  show  the  world 
that  there  is  power  and  efficacy  in  the  teachings  of  the  Latter-day  Saints. 

President  Waddoups  read  the  financial  and  statistical  reports  for  the  half- 
year  ending  Nov.  30, 1883.  The  latter  showed  there  were  in  the  Conference 
15  Branches,  with  7  Seventies,  48  Elders,  13  Priests,  19  Teachers,  11  Deacons, 
3S4  members;  total  officers  and  members,  415.  Baptized  50,  emigrated  55, 
received  4,  removed  1,  excommunicated  1,  died  5. 

At  2-30  p.m.,  the  Conference  again  convened,  and  the  usual  opening 
services  occurred. 

Elder  Yates  said  he  was  thankful  to  be  associated  with  the  Saints.  Hi» 
testimony  was  that  God  lived,  and  that  He  was  watching  over  the  Church. 
There  was  a  coldness  and  indifference  in  the  worid  towards  the  testimonies 
of  the  Elders,  and  the  people  could  not  comprehend  the  efficacy  of  the  Gospel 
because  of  the  darkness  of  their  minds.  He  exhorted  the  Saints  to  be  dili- 
gent and  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  Priesthood,  and  all  would  be 
well  with  them;  and  when  the  Saints  were  gathered  from  the  nations,  Baby- 
lon would  fan  according  to  the  decrees  of  the  Almighty. 

President  Williams  said  it  was  a  matter  of  astonishment  to  him  to  see  the 
darkness  that  existed  in  the  religious  world  in  respect  to  the  plan  of  salve* 
tion.    Religious  teachers  would  declare  that  the  ordinances  established  bf 
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cor  SaTior  were  not  now  essential  to  salration,  though  they  were  so  plainly 
Mod  positirely  set  forth  in  the  Scriptures.  The  Elders  did  Hot  teadi  any 
principle  or  doctrine  to  the  world  bat  would,  if  accepted,  redound  to  their 
*wel£ara.  Beferced  to  the  prevalent  opinion  entertained  by  modem  Christians, 
that  a  mere  belief  in  Christ  would  save  them.  .  This  was  a  false  faith,  by 
the  people  were  being  misled  and  deceived  by  religious  teachers,  who 
making  religion  a  business  matter,  and  making  merchandise  of  the  souls 
<of  men,  in  fulfillment  of  the  words  of  the  Apostle  Paul. 

IVeaident  Waddoups  said:  Although  it  was  a  difficult  matter  to  persuade 
tha  people  to  accept  the  truth,  the  Elders  were  not  discouraged  on  that 
aaconpt;  and  when  they  enjoyed  the  spirit  of  their  calling,  they  were  zealous 
■and  determined  to  do  the  will  of  Qod.  The  people  generally  worshiped  the 
wealth  of  this  world,  and  had  no  love  for  the  truths  of  the  Gospel,  the  spirit 
•of  which  would  not  lead  them  to  do  evil,  but  good.  The  Gospel  was  true, 
and  God  had  revealed  it  to  Joseph  Smith,  and  if  ever  there  had  been  a  true 
IVophet  on  the  earth  it  was  he,  for  he  had  ushered  in  the  dispensation  of  the 
faUoesa  of  times.  He  then  presented  the  general  authorities  of  the  Church 
and  the  President  of  the  European  Mission  for  the  approval  of  the  Saints, 
and  all  were  sustained  by  unanimous  vote. 

President  Smith  read  the  names  of  the  President  of,  and  Traveling  Elders 
in  the  Birmingham  Conference,  and  requested  the  Saints  to  express  their 
•bjactions  if  they  knew  anything  against  their  character,  or  any  reason  why 
they  ahoold  not  be  sustained  in  the  position  they  occupied.  There  being  no 
•olyectioiis  the  vote  to  sustain  them  was  put  and  carried,  as  was  also  that  to 
anstain  the  local  Priesthood  of  the  Conference. 

At  the  evening  meeting  Elder  Geo.  C.  Lambert  was  the  first  speaker. 
Testified  of  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel,  the  divine  mission  of  Joseph  Smith, 
and  the  necessity  of  continuous  revelation.  Said  the  Latter-day  Saints  were 
jffarded  as  a  peculiar  people  by  the  world,  and  one  of  their  peculiarities  waa 
that  of  calling  illiterate  men  to  proclaim  the  Gospel  They  were  not  called 
becaoae  they  possessed  great  ability  as  eloquent  preachers  or  debaters,  but 
Qod  had  *'  chosen  the  weak  things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  things  which 
•are  mighty,"  and  they  had  done  so.  There  had  been  many  scientific  truths 
favealed  to  Joseph  Smith  which  were  in  advance  of  general  knowledge,  some 
of  which  were  now  accepted  by  the  world.  He  was  a  man  inspired  of  God, 
and  throngh  that  source  he  obtained  his  knowledge.  When  men  denied  the 
principle  of  revelation,  they  closed  the  avenue  of  all  true  knowledge.  God 
had  not  said  that  revelation  should  'cease,  but  the  Scriptures  (quoting  from 
14th  chapter  of  Revelations)  informed  us  that  an  angel  should  again  come 
with  the  message  of  the  Gospel.  It  was  not  a  matter  of  conjecture,  or  a  mere 
belief  that  the  Saints  had  in  respect  to  this  matter,  but  an  actual  knowledge, 
conferred  on  them  through  the  Holy  Ghost  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Cor- 
inthiaas  received  it  under  the  ministrations  of  the  Apostle  Paul.  The  Elders 
ma  obliged  to  teach  the  GkMpel  to  the  world  and  to  warn  mankind,  or  they 
svottld  be  oiider  condemnation.  Christ  had  said  that  the  Gospel  should  be 
preached  in  all  the  world  for  a  witness,  and  this  was  being  done;  and  the 
JMlfBientB  oi  Qod  would  most  assuredly  be  poured  out  upon  the  wicked. 
AUnded  to  the  principle  of  faith,  said  it  waa  one  of  power,  and  a  genuine  faith 
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was  coupled  with  works,  and  if  disunited  from  works  was  a  mockery  and'ln* 
effectual  to  sare.  Neither  could  a  man  obtain  a  remission  of  his  sins  with- 
out complying  with  the  ordinance  of  baptism  and  all  the  other  ordinances 
that  Gk)d  had  placed  in  His  church  for  their  salvation.  He  explained  from 
the  Scriptures  the  way  and  manner  baptism  should  be  administered  to  be- 
lievers, which  was  by  immersion,  and  promised  those  who  would  obey  tliese: 
rules  that  they  should  obtain  a  definite  knowledge  of  their  divinity.  ^ 

President  J.  H.  Smith,  after  confirming  the  testimonies  of  the  previbua 
speakers,  dilated  at  some  length  upon  the  first  principles  of  the  Grospel,  the 
apostasy  of  the  Christian  Church,  and  the  Divine  Mission  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith.    Said  the  Almighty  had  at  various  times  given  laws  for  the 
physical  and  spiritual  government  of  mankind,  and  also  individual  agency 
and  ability  to  understand  those  laws  ;  and  only  those  who  kept  them  andt 
obeyed  His  requirements  were  free  from  condemnation.     The  Lord  had 
placed  in  His  Church  certain  authorities — Prophets,  Apostles,  Teachers,. etc.^ 
also  various  gifts,  and  had  promised  the  results  that  should  follow  obedience 
to  His  laws.    There  were  not  many  ways,  but  one  only,  whereby  the  ordi- 
nances  of  the  Gospel  could  be  properly  administered,  and  those  who  endeav- 
ored to  climb  up  in  any  other  way  were  accounted  as  thieves  and  robbers.. 
He  referred  to  the  conflicting  doctrines  and  opinions  that  were  taught  by 
modern  religious  teachers,  and  said  that  when  their  teachings  were  compered 
with  the  scriptures,  it  was  quite  clear  that  they  had  departed  from  the  true 
faith.    They  had  denied  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ohost,  and  shorn  themselves  of 
the  power  of  God.    There  was  scarcely  a  feature  of  the  ancient  Gospel  which, 
they  believed,  and  he  did  not  fear  to  assert  that  the  religious  world  were  in* 
apostasy.    Mankind  could  only  be  saved  by  complying  with  all  the  laws  ot 
the  Gospel  in  their  entirety,  and  those  were  distinctly  set  forth  in  the  scrips 
tures.    It  would  be  prudent  for  all  to  examine  the  scriptures  for  themselves 
and  the  truths  therein  contained,  and  not  allow  any  man  to  be  their  conseience 
keeper,  and  by  this  means  they  would  be  able  to  discover  who  were  teaching 
the  doctrines  that  were  embodied  in  the  Gospel  of  Christ    After  referring  to» 
the  action  of  the  government  of  America  in  endeavoring  to  restrict  the  Baint» 
in  the  free  exercise  of  their  religious  belief,  which  was  not  in  aocordanoe  with, 
the  constitution  of  that  country,  he  prophesied  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
that  no  weapon  that  was  formed  against  the  Saints  would  prosper,  but  wouldi 
come  to  naught,  and  would  only  have  the  effect  of  accelerating  the  progress 
of  the  work  of  God,  which  would  ultimately  become  the  Head  and  a  formid- 
able power  in  the  earth.    He  strongly  advised  the  strangers  to  accept  the 
Gospel,  and  admonished  the  Saints  to  abstain  from  evil  practices  and  live 
according  to  their  profession. 

Benediction  by  Elder  Geo.  C  Lambert 

There  was  a  large  attendance  of  Saints  and  strangers  at  the  meetings  during 
the  day,  and  the  best  of  attention  was  paid  to  the  remarks  of  the  speakers,  who 
discoursed  freely  upon  the  principles  under  the  influence  of  the  spirit  of  trutlu.

Robinson's  dead  body  was  subsequently  recovered, 
bat  at  last  accounts  the  other  had  not  been  found. 

There  is  strong  opposition  to  the  project  of  building  a  line  of  railway  from 
the  U.  C.  Depot  in  Salt  Lake  City  to  Fort  Douglas,  to  run  through  the  17th, 
ISth,  30th  and  21st  Wards.  The  objectors  are  principally  persons  who  own 
property  along  the  proposed  route  and  whose  property  would  theieby  be 
iDJured. 

Some  generous  individual  who  evidently  does  not  believe  in  giving  '*  alma 
bcfiire  men  to  be  seen  of  them"  has  sent  an  anonymous  letter  to  Bishop  Allen 
of  the  81st  Ward,  Salt  Lake  City,  containing  a  $100  bill  and  a  request  that 
two  car  loads  of  coal  be  purchased  with  it  for  the  poor  of  the  Ward,  and  that 
the  balance  of  the  money  be  distributed  among  the  poorest  widows. 

liorenzo  M.  Richards,  a  twenty-seven -year- old  son  of  Apostle  F.  D.  Rich- 
aida  and  his  wife  Jane  S.,  died  at  his  hcyne  in  Ogden  on  the  21st  ult,  after  a 
long  and  aeveie  illness.  He  was  one  of  the  most  talented  young  men  in  Utah, 
highly  respected  by  all  who  knew  him.  Even  the  Pilots  an  anti-'*  Mor 
paper,  published  in  Ogden,  pays  a  most  eloquent  and  pathetic  tribute 
to  his  memory. 

Fatty  Seadona,  one  of  the  veteran  ladies  of  Utah,  now  residing  at  Bountiful, 
hae  recently  had  a  substantial  brick  school  house  erected  at  that  place,  at  her 
own  expense,  and  endowed  a  free  school  to  be  conducted  therein  for  the 
benefit  of  her  poeterity  and  other  children  whose  parents  may  not  be  able  to 
paj  for  their  schooling.  On  the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  the  honsei  the 
old  kdy  (who  must  be  well  on  towards  100  yeairs  old)  made  a  speech,  in  the 
eonne  of  which  she  remarked  that  when  she  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  Valley,  she 
had  bnt  ^W9  centa^  She  now  has  $16,000  invested  in  Z.  C.  M«  I.,  Salt  Lake 
Gty.

ANOTHER   OPPONENT  OF   THE   SAINTS   GONR 


Thx  dispatches  from  Washingtoa,  XT.  S.  A.,  of  December  18,  1883,  bring  to 
hand  the  intelligeDce  that  Dudley  0.  Haskell,  RepreseDtative  to  Congreaa 
from  KftDsas,  had  died  in  that  citj  on  the  day  previous.    He  was  a  native  of 
the  State  of  Vermont,  tall,  spare  built,  fair  complezioned,  of  commanding 
presence,  aggressive  and  ambitious.    He  has  labored  hard  to  become  a  leader, 
on  the  Republican  side,  in  the  House  of  Representatives.     Mr.  Haskell  haa 
been  a  bitter  and  uncompromising  opponent  of  the  Saints.    After  the  passage 
by  the  Senate  of  the  Edmunds  bill  in  1888,  Mr.  Haskell  became  sponsor  for 
the  same  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  to  his  management  and  un- 
tiring labors  may  be  attributed  a  large  share  of  the  credit  or  blame  due  for 
its  passage.    In  his  speeches  upon  the  "  Mormon"  question  when  that  bill 
was  under  consideration,  he  was  extremely  bitter.     His  movements  and 
ntterances  gave  every  evidence  that  he  was  a  vindictive  partisan,  ready  and 
willing  to  sacrifice  the  rights  and  liberties  of  others  for  his  personal  enda. 
During  the  debate  upon  that  bill  (which  afterwards  became  law),  his  tall 
figure  was  to  be  seen  passing  up  and  down  the  center  aisle,  facing  those  who 
were  arrayed  in  opposition  to  the  measure,  shaking  his  fists  and  shouting  at 
the  top  of  his  voice,  seeking  to  intimidate,  by  saying:   **  Those  Mormon 
emissaries  have  penetrated  even  to  the  lobbies  of  this  house,  and  when  the  vote 
is  taken  we  will  see  who  has  received  their  gold."    His  actions  reminded  the 
writer  of  the  familiar  scene  in  the  far  west,  of  a  wild  bull  corralled  and 
making  desperate  efforts  to  free  himself  by  charging  upon  his  foe.    He  gained 
a  seeming  triumph  in  the  passage  of  that  law,  but  soon  afterwards  his  health 
began  to  fail.    He  has  now  gone  to  render  an  account  for  the  deeds  done  in 
the  body.    We  harbor  no  hatred  in  our  hearts  against  him,  but  we  feel 
assured  that  when  such  men  are  retired  to  private  life,  through  a  failure  to 
elect  by  the  people,  or  are  removed  from  this  life  by  the  inscrutable  hand  of 
Ptovidenoe,  good  government  and  the  passage  uf  just  and  equitable  lawa  will 
be  snbeerved. 

Men  like  Mr.  Haskell  are  more  to  be  pitied  than  blamed;  th^  might  bnt 
will  not  learn  the  truth  of  the  Lord's  promise  to  the  Prophet  Isaiah:  *^No 
weapon  that  ia  formed  against  thee  ahall  proaper;  and  every  tongue  that  ahall 
rise  againat  thee  in  jodgment  thon  ahnllttaideBn." 

The  Sainta  hava  kaiM^iMtoMMi^  tkal  the  Lord  haa  f nlfillad  that 
promise  to  His  pMoltJH^B^^^Hkdid  aneiently. 
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While  the  Edmunds  law  was  before  Congress,  and  the  people  of  the  United 
Stetee  were  damoring  for  its  enaetment^  Delegate  Qeorge  Q.  Cannon  told 
Oeneral  Roaecrans  that  thoee  m^mben  of  Congress  who  had  labored  to 
'li^}nre  kim  and  his  peof^e  conld  not  prosper.  The  General  frankly  made  the 
admisidon  that  such  had  been  the  case'  in  the  past  Many  of  those  who 
thought  to  gain  popularity  by  oppressing  the  **  Mormons"  were  soon  dropped 
l>y  their  constituents,  and  cTcry  one  of  those  who  stood  up  in  defense  of  the 
Saints  were  re-elected.  The  hmtory  of  those  who  fight  against  the  Lord  and 
His  work  will  rereal  the  fact  that  all  men  haye  ceased  to  prosper  when  they 
kaTo  thought  and  acted  as  if  it  was  their  especial  mission  to  oTerthrow  the 
Sainta.  Mr.  Haskell  is  not  an  exception  to  this  rule,  and  those  who  continue 
that  labor  will  only  embitter  their  own  liyes  and  meet  with  sure  defeat 
JehoTah  has  decreed  it,  and  His  word  will  not  fail 
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Wb  not  unf requently  have  application  from  persons  who  express  a  desire  to 
join  our  Church,  but  who,  on  being  questioned  in  regard  to  their  knowledge 
of  the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  manifest  the  most  complete  ignorance.  They 
know  nothing  about  the  principles,  or  the  obligations  a  person  takes  upon 
kimself  by  being  baptized  and  embracing  them,  and  yet  they  are  quite  will- 
ing, even  anxious,  to  be  baptized  and  acknowledged  as  Latter-day  Saints. 
Of  course  we  are  Tery  apt  to  conclude  that  such  persons  are  prompted  by 
ulterior  motives,  and  such  invariably  proves  to  be  the  case.  A  few  pointed 
questions  addressed  to  them  will  generally  elicit  this  fact  They  have,iieard 
from  some  one  that  by  joining  the  Latter-day  Saints,  they  can  obtain  free 
transportation  to  America  or  financial  help,  but  when  undeceived  on  thia 
point  they  no  longer  have  any  anxiety  to  be  ''  Mormons."  It  is  not  surprising 
that  people  should  manifest  a  disposition  of  this  kind  when  we  consider  that 
financial  inducements  are  frequently  held  out  to  persons  to  become  members 
•of  various  religious  bodies. 

It  IB  a  well-known  fact  that  the  custom  of  offering  a  premium  for  con- 
versions prevails  to  a  very  great  extent  in  India,  so  much  so  that  our  Elders 
who  went  to  that  country  years  ago  found  that  the  natives  turned  away  from 
them  quite  disappointed  on  learning  that  there  were  no  financial  benefits  to 
l)e  derived  from  embracing  their  religion.  It  may  be  said,  though,  that  the 
East  Indian  is  naturally  mercenary;  there  is  no  question,  however,  but  this 
propensity  has  been  fostered  among  them  by  the  distribution  of  the  funds  so 
liberally  subscribed  in  Christian  England  for  the  conversion  of  the  heathen. 

The  same  is  also  true  in  Catholic  Mexico.  The  Protestants  have  followed 
the  practice  to  so  great  an  extent  tiiere  of  bribing  the  natives  to  desert  the 
fiomiah  Church  and  become  converts  to  their  faith,  that  the  Latter-day 
Saint  Elders  who  have  been  sent  there  have  experienced  similar  difiiculties 
to  thoee  met  with  in  India.  They  were  expected  to  out-bid  the  Protestants 
if  they  made  any  eon  verts. 

And  haa  nbt  the  same  custom  prevailed  to  some  extent  here  in  Englandt 
Bavt  not  aeakms  and  wealthy  peniona  here  offered  prises  for  attendance  at

pecuniary  profit  to  be  gained  thereby.    Nor  is  this  feeling  confined  to  the 

poorer  classes,  either.    There  are  many  shop-keepers  who  are  free  to  admit 

that  tbeir  patronage  depends  upon  dreir  profession  of  a  cwtain  faith  and 

attendance  at  a  certain  church  or  chapel. 

^        While  such  ideas  and  practicea  prevail  in  the  world,  it  is  not  much  to  be 

wondered  at  that  men  should  be  found  who  are  mercenary  enough  to  join 

even  the  unpopular  '*  Mormons''  when  they  think  there  is   a  prospect'  of 

,     pecuniary  profit.

We  have  no  inducement  in  the  shape  of  emigration  or  finsmeial  benefit  ia 

any  form  to  hold  out  to  persons  who  embrace  the  Gospel    On  the  contrary^ 

we  lead  them,  as  did  our  Master  before  us,  to  look  for  persecution,  to  bava 

their  names  cast  out  as  evil,  to  "  be  hated  of  all  men,"  and  only  expect  to  bo 

saved  through  enduring  **  to  the  end."    We  teach  them,  as  did  Paul,  that  **all 

who  will  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  suffer  persecution."    This  has  been 

the  lot  of  holy  men  in  every  age  of  the  world,  insomuch  that  the  martyr 

Stephen  asked  those  who  stoned  him  to  death  '*  Which  of  the  propheta  bave 

not  your  fathers  persecuted!"    We  teach  them  that  their  friends  and  kindred 

will  probably  turn  against  them  if  they  embrace  the  truth,  and  that  "a  man's 

foes  shall  be  they  of  his  own  household."    We  teach  them  that  the  Gospel  ia 

calculated  to  "set  a  man  at  varianoe  against  his  father,  and  the  daughter 

.  against  her  mother,  and  the  daughter-in-law  against  her  mother-in-law."    Wo 

.   teach  them  that  it  is  a  more  serious  thing  to  follow  the  Lord  than  many  peo- 

pie  reckon  on.    The  Savior  replied  to  a  certain  man  who  proposed  to  follow 

;     .Him  "  Foxes  bave  holes,  and  birds  of  the  air  have  nests ;  but  the  Son  of  maa 

hath  not  where  to  lay  His  head«"    But  at  the  same  time,  we  teach  them  that 
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th^re  is  eternal  life,  the  greatest  gift  of  God  to  inan,  to  be  gained  by  an 
acceptance  of  the  Gospel  and  an  obserrance  of  its  precepts.  We  relnind  Uiem 
tiiat  the  promise  has  been  made  to  those  who  will  ^  seek  first  the  kingdom  of 
God  and  His  righteousness"  that  all  things  shall  bt  added  unto  them.  We- 
aaaiire  them  that  in  addition  to  the  reward  which  is  hereafter  to  be  gained  by 
liTing  a  righteous  life,  there  is  also  joy  in  this  life,  such  as  the  disobedient 
know  not  of.  We  testify  to  them,  as  Paul  did,  that  *'  we  are  troubled  oik 
eTery  side,  yet  not  distressed  ;  we  are  perplexed,  but  not  in  dispair ;  persecu- 
ted, but  not  forsaken  ;  east  down,  but  not  destroyed  ;  *  *  for  our  affiction^ 
which  is  but  for  a  moment,  worketh  for  us  a  far  more  exceeding  and 
eternal  weight  of  glory." 

If  a  person  values  salvation  more  than  friendship  or  popularity,  or  a  fair 
living,  or  **  father  and  mother  and  wife  and  children  and  brethren  and  sisters^. 
,yea  and  his  own  life  also,"  there  is  some  prospect  of  his  being  satisfied  witb 
and  sticking  to  the  Gospel  after  having  embraced  it — of  his  living  in  accord- 
ance with  its  precepts  and  gaining  the  reward  of  the  faithful.  If  he  have 
such  faith  as  we  are  told  Moses  had,  '*  choosing  rather  to  suffer  affliction  withi 
the  people  of  Gk)d,  than  to  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  sin  for  a  season,"  it  is  likelyr 
that  he  will  be  able  to  endure  the  trials  that  he  will  be  called  to  pass  through? 
for  righteousness'  sake  and  remain  faithful  to  the  end.  If,  on  the  other  hand,. 
men  embrace  the  Gospel  for  '*  the  loaves  and  fishes" — to  better  their  circum- 
stances, the  probability  is  that  they  will  turn  away  from  it  afterwards,, 
disappointed.  Then,  as  tbe  Apostle  Peter  tells  us,  ''if  after  they  have  escaped 
the  pollutions  of  the  world,  through  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  and  Savior 
Jesus  Christ,  they  are  again  entangled.therein,  and  overcome,  tho  latter  end 
is  worse  with  them  than  the  beginning.  For  it  had  been  better  for  them  not 
to  have  known  the  way  of  righteousness,  than,  after  they  have  known  it,  to 
torn  from  the  holy  commandment  delivered  unto  them." 

We  have  sent  this  enquirer  a  number  of  our  tracts  and  invited  him  to  read 
them  carefully  and  prayerfully.  We  have  promised  him,  that  if  he  fully 
believes  the  principles  taught  therein  and  feels  to  accept  of  them  in  faith  and 
with  a  determination  to  live  in  accordance  with  them,  and  will  let  us  know 
that  fact,  we  will  have  an  Elder  call  upon  him  who  has  authority  to  baptizoi 
him  for  the  remission  of  his  sins,  and  confer  the  Holy  Ghost  upon  him  by  the- 
laying  on  of  hanils.  We  have  assured  him  that  It  will  be  his  privilege  after- 
receiving  of  these  ordinances  to  *'  know  of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be  of  God,** 
for  in  this  age  '*  the  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit"  as  much  as 
it  did  in  the  case  of  the  Eoman  Saints  in  Paul's  day.  We  trust  for  his  sake 
that  he  will  choose  to  obey  the  Gospel,  but  it  will  be  of  no  advantage  to  us^ 
nor  any  of  the  Elders  in  the  Mission,  nor  to  the  Church  which  we  represent, 
though  he  should  do  so.  Nor  can  we  promise  him  help  in  emigrating  or 
worldly  gain  of  any  kind  upon  any  such  condition.  G.  C.  L.

ABSTRACT  OF  CORRESPONDENCE. 

INTKBXSTINO  BKPOBT  OF  THK  SWISS  AND  OKBHAN  lOSSIOIT. 

President  John  Q.  Cannon,  writing  from  Bern,  January  4, 1884,  sajs: 

"  Our  yearly  Conferenoea  are  orer,  the  Blden  are  all  away  agaia  to  their  Tarions  fields 
•of  labor,  the  New  Year  has  dawned  smilingly  upon  ui,  good  newa  reaches  ue  from 
the  more  distant  outpoets,  even  from  Austria  and  Italy,  and  on  my  return  here  yesterday 
from  Winterthur,  via  Zurich  and  Luzem,  I  fond  '  all  quiet  on  the'  Aare;  so  I  employ 
the  first  opportunity  in  giving  you  a  brief  sketch  of  our  present  position/ the  changes 
made  at  the  late  Conference  and  of  the  general  outlook,  promising  a  more  exact  state- 
ment for  record  as  soon  as  the  statistical  reports  from  the  various  Branches  come  in. 

*'  Pursuant  to  announcement,  our  annual  Oonferenoe  convened  at  If  a.m.  on  Sunday, 
December  23rd,  there  being  present  Elders  W.  £.  Pack,  jun.,  from  North  Germany, 
3*.  Schoenfeld  from  South  Germany,  ^  John  Stucki  and  John  G.  Hafen  from  the 
Bern,  B.  Hochstrasser  from  the  Central  Swiu,  Gottlieb  Uiischi  and  Jos.  A.  A.  Bunot 
from  the  Jura,  and  Alois  Bauer  from  the  East  Swiss  Conference,  also  John  Schiess  from 
this  office,  and  W.  C.  A.  Smoot,  jun.  and  Jos.  A.  Smith  only  lately  arrived  from  Utah, 
and  who  had  not  been  assigned  to  any  special  field. 

**  Besides  the  general  notice  which  was  given  through  the  5feni,  we  also  placarded  the 
town  and  distributed  handbills  in  all  the  surrounding  villages  and  Branches,  from  the 
Jura  mountains  in  the  west,  te  Zurich  in  the  east,  announcing  the  date  and  plaoe  of  our 
meetings,  and  inviting  all  who  wished  a  correct  understanding  of  the  much-belief  'Mor- 
mon' doctrine  to  attend  and  judge  for  themselves.  I  was  somewhat  amused  and  much 
astonished  at  the  answer  to  our  request  to  be  allowed  to  paste  up  our  placards  here  in 
the  oity  of  Bern.  Our  bill-poster  returned  with  a  sorrowful  countenance  from  the  police 
station,  where  he  had  been  to  obtain  the  customary  permissien  and  the  revenue  stamp 
with  which  all  such. things  should  be  adorned,  and  reported  that  the  police  inspector 
would  not  give  his  consent  to  our  plan,  but  referred  us  to  a  higher  power.  I  called  upon 
him  myself,  and  he  repeated  his  refusal,  basing  it  upon  the  ground  that  the  laws  would 
not  sanction  any  advocacy  or  promulgation  of  polygamy!  I  again  scanned  our  placard 
closely  and  invited  him  to  do  the  same,  and  declared  that  1  could  see  no  reason  at  all  for 
his  objection  on  that  account,  as  we  neither  invited  anyone  to  enter  or  to  embraee  polyg- 
amy, nor  even  to  listen  to  us  preach  it,  but  simply  to  attend  a  public  meeting  of  a 
religious  body.  However,  he  persisted,  though  less  brusquely,  in  his  refusal,  and  advised 
xne  to  present  my  case  to  the  district  commissioner.  I  did  so,  and  the  latter  declined  to 
^ve  any  opinion  on  the  matter  until  he  should  have  consulted  with  the  commissioners  of 
religious  worship.  I  felt  that  we  were  doomed  if  we  once  fell  into  the  hands'  of  thoso 
worthies,  and  hence  approached  his  honor  with  some  hesitation  the  next  day,  when  I 
was  to  receive  my  answer.  I  entered  his  august  presence,  and  oommenoed:  '  lir.  Com- 
missicmffr,  have  you  been  able  to  consult  over  our  little  matterf  *  Yes,  Mr.  C.,'  he  bFoke 
in,  *  here  is  your  placard,  and  we  cannot  give  the  governmental  acquiescence  to  the 
.announcement  therein  contained.'  *  Might  I  ask  your  reasonsT  1  inquired.  '  There  is  a 
^wide  diversity  of  opinion,'  he  replied,  'but  the  minority  feel  disinclined  to  oountenanoa 
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■ay  prcAching  of  Mormoniim  whatever.  I  eaimot  My  thoi«  ar«  mj  own  feelingi,  but  I 
ABL  compelled  to  make  this  aniwer.'  *  Well,'  I  continued,  '  we  may  post  up  our  inTit»- 
tums  without  ttate  pennksion,  and  even  without  the  stamp,  may  we  notf  '  Yee,'  h« 
answered,  with  an  ezpreaeive  shrug,  '  if  you  will  take  the  responsibility  of  any  disorderly 
demonstration  or  any  disturbance  that  may  take  place.'  I  said  I  was  wilUnqr  te  do  that, 
if  I  would  not  be  looked  upon  as  a  transgressor  of  the  laws.  '  Oh,  not  at  all,*  he  said;, 
so  I  bowed  myvelf  out,  and  started  the  bill-poster  to  work  at  once.  If  it  be  mentioned 
ttiat  after  all  our  posters  did  little  good,  for  they  were  within  two  days  torn  down,  we 
console  ourselves  with  the  reflection  that  some  people  at  least  read  them— those  who 
tore  them  down,  if  no  one  else. 

"Well,  we  assembled  ourselves  on  Sunday  the  23rd,  thirteen  strong  from  Utah 
(mm  a  lady),  with  a  large  representation  from  all.  the  adjacent  Branches  and  a  goodly 
number  of  strangers.  Three  lively  and  interesting  meetings  were  held,  at  all  of  which 
the  attendance  was  so  much  greater  than  we  had  calculated  upon,  that  even  standing 
room  and  a  Httle  hall  which  joined  ours  at  the  rear  were  fully  ocoupied.  On  Monday 
the  Tarioua  Branch  Presidents  reported  their  Districts,  and  bore  energetic  testimony  to 
the  truth  of  the  work  of  Grod  now  being  prosecuted.  They  reported  a  generally  good 
spuit  and  quite  an  awakening  among  their  flocks,  though  some  members  had  becomo 
faikowarm  and  indifferent.  All,  however,  felt  that  they  could  notice  a  considerable  im* 
prevement  during  the  year.  In  the  afternoon  the  general  authorities  of  the  Church, 
also  the  European  presidency  and  the  officers  of  the  Swiss  and  German  Mission,  wero 
presented  and  unanimously  sustained.  Further  instructions  followed,  and  the  Gospel 
doring  these  two  days  was  preached  to  us  in  three  language*-  German,  French  and 
English.  The  closing  meeting  of  the  Conference  was  allotted  to  the  Sisters  of  the  Re- 
liel  Societtfs,  who  spoke  (also  in  three  languages)  vigorously  and  tersely,  much  to  tha.> 
gratification  and  interest  of  all  present 

"The  allotment  of  the  Slders  as  decided  upon  in  our  Priesthood  meeting  on  the  22nd^ 
and  afterwards  presented  to  and  sustained  by  the  Conference,  is  as  follows:   Eldera 
Elaaser   Evans  and  Jos.    A.    Smith  to   the  North  German  Conference;  Bishop  F. 
Schoenfeld,  President  of,  and  Elders  Jos.  E.  Jennings,  F.  M.  Lyman,  jun.,  and  W.  0.. 
A.  Smoot,  jun..  Traveling  Elders  in  the  South  German  Conference;  John  G.  Hafen,. 
Prssident  of  the  Bern  Conference;  Grottlieb  Hirschi,  President  of,  and  Jo6»  A.  A.  Bunot». 
Trarding  Elder  in  the  Jura  Conference;  Rudolf  Hochstrasser,  President  of,  and  Johm« 
Stndd,  Traveling  Elder  in  the  Central  Swiss  Conference;  Alois  Bauer,  President  of,  and>. 
Jacob  BEafen  and  J.  R.  Boshard,  Traveling  Elders  in  the  East  Swiss  Conference;  Paut 
S.  B.  Hammer  and  Thomas  Biesinger,  Traveling  Elders  in  Austria;  Andrew  Villet»- 
Traveling  Elder  in  Italy;  and  John  Schiess  as  secretary,  with  Ward  E.  Pack,  jun.,  at 
sasintant.  both  to  work  either  in  the  office  or  in  a  near  field  of  labor,  as  may  be  required. 
Yon  will  see  that  several  important  changes  have  been  made,  and  will  also  notice  that- 
we  sow  number  twenty  Elders  all  told,  a  good  many  more  than  have  ever  been  in  the- 
at  one  time  before. 

'On  Sunday  the  30th,  Conference  for  the  East  Schweu^  convened  in  Winterthur,  nine 
Utah  EkUrs  being  present  Three  well  attended  and  closely  attentive  meetings  wero 
held,  at  which,  in  addition  to  remarks  from  all  the  Elders,  the  authorities  were  presented 
and  voted  upon,  and  the  local  brethren  reported  their  various  Branches.  The  butden  of 
flie  instroetionB  imparted  at  all  these  meetings  was:  the  necessity  of  purifying  the  Church 
bam  those  who  have  lost  their  faith,  and  are  only  hindrances  in  the  way  of  those  wh» 
desire  to  progress;  patience  with  the  weaker  ones,  who  should  be  encouraged  and  stts- 
tained  by  the  stronger;  the  need  of  a  personal  testimony  for  each  member;  the  leading 
of  a  pore  life  and  the  setting  of  a  good  example  before  the  world,  etc.  Not  the  least  in* 
teresting  feature  was  the  singing,  which  the  music-loving  Swiss  rendered  in  a  way  to  do- 
ttMm  credit  We,  Americans,  also  favored  them  with  a  few  of  our  English  hymns,  and 
gave  with  espedal  zest:  '  We'll  sing  the  songs  of  Zion,  though  now  in  distant  lands,*^ 
wh&eh  was  reosived  with  immense  enthusiasm. 

"  Altogetiier  the  Conferences  may  be  considered  a  thorough  success,  and  the  brethren 
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«nd  sisters  separated  with  the.  renewed  determiDation  to  push  the  glorious  work  with 
greater  vigor  than  ever  before,  dnriiig  the  year  1884. 

*!  In  conclusion,  I  will  add  that  the  brethren  in  Austria  report  one  baptism,  good 
prospects,  and  no  opposition  as  yet;  while  Brother  Villet,  from  Italy,  has  held  two  or 
three  meetings  among  the  Piedmontese,  has  found  many  friends,  and  hopes  to  make  an 
opening.  Brother  Evans,  who  came  last  fall,  has  been  quite  ill,  but  is,  I  hear,  somewhat 
better.  Brothers  Stucki  and  Hirschi  have  both  been  afilicted  with  severe  colds.  Other* 
wise  all  is  well  with  us."

**  To-night  I  shall  have  the  privilege  of  Jiaptlxing  three  sonls,  one  man  and  two  women, 
in  this  place,  where  Satan  is  working  hard  against  me.  One  night  80  men  assembled  in 
the  street  and  indulged  in  calling  me  names.  They  also  declared  I  should  not  leave  the 
place  alive.  I  find  at  such  places  we  can  do  the  most  good,  as  there  are  always  honest 
souls  to  be  found.  The  Saints  feel  well,  and  we  hope  with  the  new  year  to  take  fresh 
courage.  In  a  few  days  the  printer  will  have  the  little  book  finished  which  I  am  having 
printed,  and  then  we  hope  to  spread  the  truth  a  little  faster  and  forward  the  work  of  Ged.' 

MINUTES  OF  THE  GLASGOW  CONFERENCE. 


HELD    AT    8,    WATSON    STREET.     (OFF    GALLOWQATE,)    GLASGOW,  ON    SUNDAY, 

DECEMBER  30,   188a 

Present  on  the  stand:  Apostle  John  Henry  Smith,  President  of  the  European 
Mission  ;  W.  S.  Geddes,  President  of  the  Glasgow  Conference  ;  John  Penman 
Bobert  Hunter,  Thomas  Wilson,  Samuel  McKay,  Geo.  F.  Hunter,  James  W. 
Thomas,  James  G.  Crane,  Angus  McKay  and  Francis  Greenwell,  Traveling 
Elders  in  the  Glasgow  Conference. 

At  11  a.m.  after  singing,  prayer  by  Elder  Angus  McKay,  and  singing  again, 
President  Geddes  stated  the  object  for  which  the  Saints  were  conrened  in 
the  capacity  of  a  Conference,  and  ozplained  that  the  forenoon  meeting  would 
be  devoted  to  hearing  the  Trareling  Elders  report  their  various  fields.  He 
4;hen  called  upon  the  Elders  to  report. 

The  work  in  the  various  districts  was  represented  as  being  in  a  fair  con- 
diLii»n.  The  Saints  though  much  scattered,  were  endeavoring  as  a  rule  to  live 
their  religion  and  gather  to  Zion.  The  Eiders  said  they  had  experienced 
much  kindne'is  at  the  hands  of  the  brethren  and  sisters,  and  also  from  their 
•(the  Elders')  relatives,  whom  they  had  visited  from  time  to  time,  as  they 
traveled  about  the  country.  They  had  also  to  acknowledge  kind  treatment  at 
the  hands  of  strangers,  whom  they  visited  and  to  whom  they  explained  the 
principles  of  the  Gospel. 

President  G^ddes  expressed  his  pleasure  at  hearing  the  reports,  which  he 
Jcnew  had  been  given  faithfully  and  trnthfuUy.  He  commended  the  brethren 
for  their  diligence,  and  exhorted  them  to  continue  their  efforts  to  spread  the 
truth. 

Singing,  and  benediction  by  Elder  J.  Penman. 

At  2  p.m.,  after  singing,  prayer  was  offered  by  Elder  Robert  Hunter  and 
the  Sacrament  administered  by  Elders  Jos.  Hamilton  and  Thos.  Taylor.    . 

The  general  and  local  authorities  were  presented  in  the  usual  way  and 
unanimously  sustained. 
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President  Smith,  who  presented  the  Traveling  Elders  for  the  vote  of  the 
Saints,  said,  that  previous  to  presenting  these  brethren  to  the  people,  he 
would  refer  to  the  reports  that  were  abroad  in  the  world  respecting  the 
characters  of  the  Elders,  who  were  sent  out  to  proclaim  the  Qosp>eL  The 
present  was  a  time  for  all  to  give  an  honest  vote  for  or  against  the  Elders  of 
the  Glasgow  Conference.  They  were  familiar  with  these  brethren  who 
travel  amongst  them;  who  eat  at  their  tables  and  sleep  in  their  homes,  and  if 
any  of  them  hod  tanght  anything  immoral  or  contrary  to  virtue  and  Godliness; 
if  they  lived  lives  not  consistent  with  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  now  was  the  time 
to  refuse  to  fellowship  them,  or  to  sustain  them  as  servants  of  God.  He  then 
presented  the  Traveling  Elders  of  the  Glasgow  Conference  and  they  were 
nnanimously  sustained  by  the  uplifted  hand. 

The  statistical  report  of  the  Conference,  for  the  half-year,  ending  December, 
1883,  was  then  read  as  follows:  Elders  from  Utah,  10;  Local  Elders,  60; 
Priests,  22;  Teachers,  24;  Deacons,  12;  menLbers,  420;  total  officers  and 
members,  538;  baptized,  49;  emigrated  (over  8  years  of  age),  44;  emigrated 
(under  8  years  of  age),  15;  received,  7;  removed,  7;  excommunicated,  5; 
died,  5. 

The  financial  reports  of  the  Conference  and  the  Sisters*  Relief  Society,  for 
the  half-year  ending  December,  1883,  were  then  read  and  unanimously 
approved. 

A  report  of  the  Tract  Society,  from  its  organizition  in  May,  1883,  till  Dec, 
1883,  was  also  read,  and  showed  tracts  distributed  (so  far  as  recorded),  2,439; 
re-issued,  811 ;  families  warned,  5,553.  The  Society  was  in  operation  for  a 
considerable  time  before  an  accurate  record  of  the  tracts  distributed,  was 
kept;  a  record  of  the  families  warned  being  considered  sufficient 

President  Smith  spoke  for  some  time  upon  the  persecution  to  which  the 
Latter-day  Saints  as  a  people  were  subject,  showing  that  this  state  of  matters 
was  brought  about  by  our  professing  to  have  received  new  revelation.  He 
reviewed  the  condition  of  the  work  in  the  various  countries  in  Europe,  showing 
that  they  rejected  the  Gospel  and  persecuted  those  who  preached  it.  He 
referred  to  the  lives  of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets  and  of  Christ  himself, 
proving  that  they  were  treated  in  a  similar  manner.  He  also  spoke  of  matten^ 
in  Utah,  and  compared  the  social  and  religious  systems  there  with  those 
wbieh  prevailed  elsewhere,  and  am  eluded  by  bearing  a  powerful  testimony  to 
th^  diYiflity  of  the  Gospel  as  restored  through  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith. 

Singing.    Benedictiou  by  Elder  F.  Green  well. 

"A  meeting  was  also  held  in  the  evening  at  6-30. 

After  singing,  prayer  was  offered  by  Eider  Samuel  McKay,  which  was 
followed  by  singing. 

^President  Geddee  addressed  the  Conference  for  some  time,  and  was  followed 
by  President  Bmith  at  considemble  length.  Both  were  listened  to  with 
attention  and  the  disconrses  much  appreciated. 

After  singing,  President  Smith  pronounced  the  benediction. 

The  meetings  were  well  attended,  a  good  proportion  of  them  being  made  up 
of  strangers.  An  excellent  feeling  prevailed  and  much  enjoyment  was 
experienced.  John  Hunter.  Conference  Clerk. 
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was  coupled  with  works,  and  if  disunited  from  works  was  a  mockery  and'ln* 
effectual  to  sare.  Neither  could  a  man  obtain  a  remission  of  bis  sins  with- 
out complying  with  the  ordinance  of  baptism  and  all  the  other  ordinances 
that  Qod  had  placed  in  His  church  for  their  salvation.  He  explained  from 
the  Scriptures  the  way  and  manner  baptism  should  be  administered  to  be- 
lievers, which  was  by  immersion,  and  promised  those  who  would  obey  tHese^ 
rules  that  they  should  obtain  a  definite  knowledge  of  their  divinity.  ^ 

President  J.  H.  Smith,  after  confirming  the  testimonies  of  the  previous 
speakers,  dilated  at  some  length  upon  the  first  principles  of  the  Gkwpel,  the 
apostasy  of  the  Christian  Church,  and  the  Divine  Mission  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith.    Said  the  Almighty  had  at  various  times  given  laws  for  the 
physical  and  spiritual  government  of  mankind,  and  also  individual  agency 
and  ability  to  understand  those  laws;  and  only  those  who  kept  them  and& 
obeyed  His  requirements  were  free  from  condemnation.     The  Lord  bad 
placed  in  His  Church  certain  authorities— Prophets,  Apostles,  Teachers,.  etc.», 
also  various  gifts,  and  had  promised  the  results  that  should  follow  obedience 
to  His  laws.    There  were  not  many  ways,  but  one  only,  whereby  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  Qospel  could  be  properly  administtred,  and  those  who  endeav- 
ored to  climb  up  in  any  other  way  were  accounted  as  thieves  and  robbers.. 
He  referred  to  the  conflicting  doctrines  and  opinions  that  were  taught  by 
modem  religious  teachers,  and  said  that  when  their  teachings  were  compared 
with  the  scriptures,  it  was  quite  clear  that  they  had  departed  from  the  true 
faith.    They  had  denied  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Qhost,  and  shorn  themselves  o£ 
the  power  of  Qod.    There  was  scarcely  a  feature  of  the  ancient  Gospel  which, 
they  believed,  and  he  did  not  fear  to  assert  that  the  religious  world  wets  ixk 
apostasy.    Mankind  could  only  ba  saved  by  complying  with  all  the  laws  of 
the  Gospel  in  their  entirety,  and  those  were  distinctly  set  forth  in  the  serip-^ 
tures.    It  would  be  prudent  for  all  to  examine  the  scriptures  for  themselves 
and  the  truths  therein  contained,  and  not  allow  any  man  to  be  their  conscience 
keeper,  and  by  this  means  they  would  be  able  to  discover  who  were  teaching 
the  doctrines  that  were  embodied  in  the  Gospel  of  Christ    After  referring  t<K 
the  action  of  the  government  of  America  in  endeavoring  to  restrict  the  Saints^ 
in  the  free  exercise  of  their  religious  belief,  which  was  not  in  accordance  with, 
the  constitution  of  that  country,  he  prophesied  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ, 
that  no  weapon  that  was  formed  against  the  Saints  would  prosper,  but  would; 
come  to  naught,  and  would  only  have  the  effect  of  accelerating  the  progress 
of  the  work  of  God,  which  would  ultimately  become  the  Head  and  a  formid- 
able power  in  the  earth.    He  strongly  advised  the  strangers  to  accept  the 
Gospel,  and  admonished  the  Saints  to  abstain  from  evil  practices  and  live 
according  to  their  profession.

There  was  a  large  attendance  of  Saints  and  strangers  at  the  meetings  during 
the  day,  and  the  best  of  attention  was  paid  to  the  remarks  of  the  speakers,  who 
discoursed  freely  upon  the  principles  under  the  influence  of  the  spirit  of  truths

The  mercantile  business  of  Richards  Bros.,  of  Ogden,  has  been  sold  out  to 
Z.  G  M.  I. 

A  fire  in  the  litery  stable  of  Mark  McKiromios,  Salt  Lake  City,  on  the  2l8t 
nit  destroyed  $2,500  worth  of  feed.    The  building  was  uninjured. 

A  theater  is  being  built  in  American  Fork,  by  the  Young  Men's  Mutual 
Improvement  Association  of  that  ci^,  the  cost  of  which  will  be  about  $10,000. 

Edmund  M.,  son  of  Mrs.  M.  A,  and  the  late  Francis  Birch,  of  Mill  Creek^ 
Salt  liake  Co.,  was  thrown  from  a  honie  on  the  20th  and  instantly  kiUed. 
He  ims  fourteen  years  of  age. 

Jeoa  Hendrickson,  a  Danish  man,  a  store- keeper  of  Huntsville,  ^'aa  aeci- 
deotally  thrown  from  his  wagon  and  killed,  while  returniug  home  from  Ogden 
CD  the  19th  ult 

Wm.  Harrington  and  Isaac  Morgan  Robinson,  residentis  of  Mountain  Green, 
Morgan  County,  while  hunting  in  Strawberry  Canyon,  on  the  17th  ult,  were 
buried  in  a  snowslide.  Eobinson's  dead  body  was  subsequently  recovered, 
but  at  last  accounts  the  other  had  not  been  found. 

There  is  strong  opposition  to  the  project  of  building  a  line  of  railway  from 
the  U.  C.  Depot  in  Salt  Lake  City  to  Fort  Douglas,  to  run  through  the  17th, 
18th,  30th  and  21st  Wards.  The  objectors  are  principally  persons  who  own 
property  along  the  proposed  route  aqd  whose  property  would  theJeby  b% 
injured. 

Some  generous  individual  who  evidently  does  not  believe  in  giving  "  alms 
before  men  to  be  seen  of  them"  has  sent  an  anonymous  letter  to  Bishop  Allen 
of  the  Slst  Ward,  Salt  Lake  City,  containing  a  $100  bill  and  a  request  that 
two  car  loads  of  coal  be  purchased  with  it  for  the  poor  of  the  Ward,  and  that 
the  balance  of  the  money  be  distributed  among  the  poorest  widows. 

Lorenzo  M.  Richards,  a  twenty-seven-year-old  son  of  Apostle  F.  D.  Rich- 
ards and  his  wife  Jane  S.,  died  at  his  home  in  Ogden  on  the  21st  ult.,  after  a 
long  and  severe  illness.  He  was  one  of  the  most  talented  young  men  in  Utah, 
and  highly  respected  by  all  who  knew  him.  Even  the  Pilots  an  anti-**  Mor 
moa"  paper,  published  in  Ogden,  pays  a  most  eloquent  and  pathetic  tribute 
to  his  memory. 

Fatty  Sessions,  one  of  the  veteran  ladies  of  Utah,  now  residing  at  Bountiful, 
has  recently  had  a  substantial  brick  school  house  erected  at  that  place,  at  her 
own  expense,  and  endowed  a  free  school  to  be  conducted  therein  for  the 
benefit  of  ber  posterity  and  other  children  whose  parents  may  not  be  able  to 
pay  for  their  schooling.  On  the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  the  honae-,  the 
old  lady  (who  must  be  well  on  towards  100  yea»  old)  made  a  speech^  in  the 
course  of  which  she  remarked  that  when  she  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  Yalleyf  she 
had  bat  fire  cents.  She  now  has  916,000  invested  in  Z.  C.  M.  I.,  Salt  Lake 
City. 
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ANOTHER   OPPONENT  OF   THE   SAINTS   GONR 


Tex  dispatches  from  Washingtom,  U.  S.  A.,  of  December  18,  1883,  bring  to 
hand  the  inteUigence  that  Dudley  C.  Haskell,  Representative  to  Congress 
from  Kansas,  had  died  in  that  city  on  the  day  previous.    He  was  a  native  of 
the  State  of  Vermont,  tall,  spare  built,  fair  complezioned,  of  commanding 
presence,  aggressive  and  ambitious.    He  has  labored  hard  to  become  a  leader, 
on  the  Republican  side,  in  the  House  of  Representatives.     Mr.  Haskell  has  . 
been  a  bitter  and  uncompromising  opponent  of  the  Saints.    After  the  passage 
by  the  Senate  of  the  Edmunds  bill  in  188S,  Mr.  Hsskell  became  sponsor  for 
the  same  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  to  his  management  and  un- 
tiring labors  may  be  attributed  a  large  share  of  the  credit  or  blame  due  for 
its  passage.    In  his  speeches  upon  the  "  Mormon"  question  when  that  bill 
was  under  consideration,  he  was  extremely  bitter.     His  movements  and 
utterances  gave  every  evidence  that  he  was  a  vindictive  partisan,  ready  and 
willing  to  sacrifice  the  rights  and  liberties  of  others  for  his"  personal  ends. 
During  the  debate  upon  that  bill  (which  afterwards  became  law),  his  tall 
figure  wias  to  be  seen  passing  up  and  down  the  center  aisle,  facing  those  who 
were  arrayed  in  opposition  to  the  measure,  shaking  his  fists  and  shouting  at 
the  top  of  his  voice,  seeking  to  intimidate,  by  saying:   **  Those  Mormon 
emissaries  have  penetrated  even  to  the  lobbies  of  this  house,  and  when  the  vota 
is  taken  we  will  see  who  has  received  their  gold."    His  actions  reminded  the 
i^ter  of  the  familiar  scene  in  the  far  west,  of  a  wild  bull  corralled  and 
making  desperate  efforts  to  free  himself  by  charging  upon  his  foe.    He  gained 
a  seeming  triumph  in  the  passage  of  that  law,  but  soon  afterwards  his  health 
began  to  fail.    He  has  now  gone  to  render  an  account  for  the  deeds  done  in 
the  body.    We  harbor  no  hatred  in  our  hearts  against  him,  but  we  feel 
assured  that  when  such  men  are  retired  to  private  life,  through  a  failure  to 
elect  by  the  people,  or  are  removed  from  this  life  by  the  inscrutable  hand  of 
Fkrovidence,  good  government  and  the  passage  of  just  and  equitable  lawa  will 
be  subserved. 

Men  like  Mr.  Haskell  are  more  to  be  pitied  than  blamed;  they  might  but 
will  not  learn  the  truth  of  the  Lord's  promise  to  the  Prophet  Isaiah:  *'No 
weapon  that  is  formed  against  thee  shall  prosper;  and  every  tongue  that  ahall 
rise  against  thee  in  judgment  thou  shalt  condemn.'' 

The  Saints  have  learned,  by  experience,  that  the  Lord  has  fulfilled  that 
promise  to  His  people  in  this  day,  as  He  did  anciently. 
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the  Edmunds  law  was  before  Congress,  and  the  people  of  the  United 
were  damoring  for  its  enaetment,  Delegate  Qeorge  Q*  Cannon  told 
tkineral  Rosecrana  that  those  members  of  Oi>ngress  who  had  labored  to 
Injiure  him  and  his  people  eonld  not  prosper.  The  General  frankly  made  the 
admission  that  siieh  had  been  the  case'  in  the  past  Many  of  those  who 
tboQghtto  gain  popolarity  by  oppressing  the  **  Mormons"  were  soon  dropped 
hf  their  constituents,  and  eyery  one  of  those  who  stood  up  in  defense  of  the 
fiainia  were  reelected.  The  history  of  those  who  fight  against  the  Lord  and 
His  work  will  rereal  the  fact  that  dl  men  have  ceased  to  prosper  when  they 
kave  thought  and  acted  as  if  it  was  their  especial  mission  to  oTerthrow  the 
Baiata.  Mr.  Haskell  is  not  an  exception  to  this  rule,  and  those  who  continue 
that  labor  will  only  embitter  their  own  lires  and  meet  with  sure  defeat 
Jehorah  has  decreed  it,  and  His  word  will  not  faiL

of  the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  manifest  the  most  complete  ignorance.  They 
know  nothing  about  the  principles,  or  the  obligations  a  person  takes  upon 
^?T«?*^^^  by  being  baptized  and  embracing  them,  and  yet  they  are  quite  will- 
ing eren  anxious,  to  be  baptized  and  acknowledged  as  Latter-day  Saints. 
Of  oourse  we  are  yery  apt  to  conclude  that  such  persons  are  prompted  by 
nlterior  motives,  and  such  invariably  proves  to  be  the  case.  A  few  pointed 
quaatioiia  addressed  to  them  will  generally  elicit  this  fact  They  havejieard 
from  some  sue  that  by  joining  the  Latter- day  Saints,  they  can  obtain  free 
transportation  to  America  or  financial  help,  but  when  undeceived  on  this 
point  they  no  longer  have  any  anxiety  to  be  *'  Mormons."  It  is  not  surpriiing 
that  people  should  manifest  a  disposition  of  this  kind  when  we  consider  that 
financial  inducements  are  frequently  held  out  to  persons  to  become  members 
of  TBxiotis  religious  bodies. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  custom  of  offering  a  premium  for  con- 
TeratoDS  prevails  to  a  very  great  extent  in  India,  so  much  so  that  our  Elders 
who  went  to  that  country  years  ago  found  that  the  natives  turned  away  f^om 
them  qttite  dinppointed  on  learning  that  there  were  no  financial  benefits  to 
he  dariTed  from  embracing  their  religion.  It  may  be  said,  though,  that  the 
East  Indian  is  naturally  mercenary;  there  is  no  question,  however,  but  this 
propensity  has  been  fostered  among  them  by  the  distribution  of  the  funds  so 
lihffrally  subscribed  in  Christian  England  for  the  conversion  of  the  heathen. 

The  same  is  also  true  in  Catholic  Mexico.  The  Protestants  have  followed 
the  praetice  to  so  great  an  extent  there  of  bribing  the  natives  to  desert  the 
Eonish  Church  and  become  converts  to  their  faith,  that  the  Latter-day 
Saint  Elders  who  have  been  sent  there  have  experienced  similar  difficulties 
to  tiiose  met  with  in  India.  They  were  expected  to  out-bid  the  Protestants 
if  thsy  made  any  converts. 

And  has  not  the  same  custom  prevailed  to  some  extent  here  in  Engkndt 
Hsvs  not  seakms  and  wealthy  pentons  here  offered  priaes  for  attendance  at 
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•cbnrch  service  and  Sunday  achoolsl    And  is  it  not  common  to  discriminate

religion  any  tine  if  they. can  be  assured  that  there  is.  anything  in  the  shape  of 

pecuniary  profit  to  be  gained  thereby.    Nor  is  this  feeling  confined  to  the 

poorer  classes,  either.    There  are  many  shop-keepers  who  are  free  to  admit 

that  their  patronage  depends  upon  their  profession  of  a  certain  faith  and 

attendance  at  a  certain  church  or  chapel 

«  •      While  such  ideas  and  practices  prevail  in  the  world,  it  is  not  much  to  be 

wondered  at  that  men  shnuld  be  found  who  are  mercenary  enough  to  join 

even  the  unpopular  '*  Mormons"  when  they  think  there  is   a  prospect  of 

pecuniary  profit

trade,  and  I  have  a  friend  that  wants  to  come  with  me,  and  I  have  a  wife  and  threa 
children. 

Sir,  if  3roa  are  not  sending  any  out,  please  write  bade  and  let  me  know,  for  I  am 
waiting  for  an  answer. 

Thomas  Uttlbt,  Stone-mason, 

Clifford,  near  Tadcaster,  Yorkshire. 

We  have  no  inducement  in  the  shape  of  emigration  or  finsmeial  benefit  in 
any  form  to  hold  out  to  persons  who  embrace  the  Gk)speL  On  the  cootrary» 
we  lead  them,  as  did  our  Master  before  us,  to  look  for  persecution,  to  have 
their  names  cast  out  as  evil,  to  '*  be  bated  of  all  men,**  and  only  expect  to  be 
saved  through  enduring  *'  to  the  end."  We  teach  them,  as  did  Paul,  that  *^all 
who  will  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  sufier  persecution.''  This  has  been 
the  lot  of  holy  men  in  every  age  of  the  world,  insomuch  that  the  martyr 
Stephen  asked  those  who  stoned  him  to  death  *'  Which  of  the  propheta  have 
not  your  fathers  persecuted  V  We  teach  them  that  their  friends  and  kindred 
will  probably  turn  against  them  if  they  embrace  the  truth,  and  that  "a  man'a 
foes  shall  be  they  of  his  own  household."  We  teach  them  that  the  Gospel  is 
calculated  to  "set  a  rosin  at  variance  against  his  father,  and  the  daughter 
.  against  her  mother,  and  the  daughter-in-law  against  her  mother-in-hiw.''  We 
.  teach  them  that  it  is  a  more  serious  thing  to  follow  the  Lord  than  many  peo- 
ple reckon  on.  The  Savior  replied  to  a  certain  nan  who  proposed  to  follow 
\  Him  **  Foxes  have  holes,  and  birds  of  the  air  have  nests ;  but  the  Son  of  maa 
hath  not  where  to  lay  His  head/'    But  at  the  same  time,  we  teach  them  that 
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there  is  eternal  life,  the  greatest  gift  of  God  to  man,  to  be  gained  by  an 
•cceptanoe  of  the  Qospel  and  an  obeerrance  of  its  precepts.  We  remind  them 
thftt  the  promise  has  been  made  to  those  who  will  "seek  first  the  kingdom  of 
God  find  His  righteousness"  that  all  things  shall  be  added  unto  them.  We- 
MNire  them  that  in  addition  to  the  reward  which  is  hereafter  to  be  gained  by 
liTing  a  righteous  life,  there  is  also  joy  in  this  life,  such  as  the  disobedient 
know  not  of.  We  testify  to  them,  as  Paul  did,  that  *'  we  are  troubled  oib 
every  side,  yet  not  distressed  ;  we  are  perplexed,  but  not  in  dispair ;  persecu- 
ted, but  not  forsaken  ;  east  down,  but  not  destroyed  ;  *  *  for  our  affiction, 
which  is  but  for  a  moment,  worketh  for  us  a  far  more  exceeding  and 
eternal  weight  of  glory." 

If  a  person  raiues  salvation  more  than  friendship  or  popularity,  or  a  fat* 
liTingy  or  **  father  and  mother  and  wife  and  children  and  brethren  and  sistersi. 
,yea  and  his  own  life  also,"  there  is  some  prospect  of  his  being  satisfied  witb 
and  stiekiog  to  the  Gospel  after  baring  embraced  it — of  his  living  in  accord- 
ance with  its  precepts  and  gaining  the  reward  of  the  faithful.  If  he  have 
each  faith  as  we  are  told  Moses  had,  "  choosing  rather  to  suffer  affliction  withi 
the  people  of  God,  than  to  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  sin  for  a  season,"  it  is  likely* 
that  he  will  be  able  to  endure  the  trials  that  he  will  be  called  to  pass  throughn 
for  righteousness'  sake  and  remain  faithful  to  the  end.  If,  on  the  other  band,. 
men  embrace  the  Gospel  for  "the  loaves  and  fishes" — to  better  their  circum- 
atanoes,  the  probability  is  that  they  will  turn  away  from  it  afterwards,, 
disappointed.  Then,  as  the  Apostle  Peter  tells  us,  "if  after  they  have  escaped 
the  pollutions  of  the  world,  through  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  and  Savior 
Jesus  Christ,  they  are  again  entangled.therein,  and  overcome,  the  latter  end 
is  worse  with  them  than  the  beginning.  For  it  had  been  better  for  them  not 
tu  have  known  the  way  of  righteousness,  than,  after  they  have  known  it,  to 
tarn  from  the  holy  commandment  delivered  unto  them." 

We  have  sent  this  enquirer  a  number  of  our  tracts  and  invited  him  to  read 
them  carefully  and  prayerfully.  We  have  pnunised  him,  that  if  he  fully 
believes  the  principles  taught  therein  and  feels  to  accept  of  them  in  faith  and 
with  a  determination  to  live  in  accordance  with  them,  and  will  let  us  know 
that  fact,  we  will  have  an  Elder  call  upon  him  who  has  authority  to  baptize: 
him  for  the  remission  of  his  sins,  and  confer  the  Holy  Ghost  upon  him  by  the- 
laying  on  of  hanils.  We  have  assured  him  that  it  will  be  his  privilege  after- 
receiving  of  these  ordinances  to  **  know  of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be  of  God," 
lor  in  this  age  **  the  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit"  as  much  as 
it  did  in  the  case  of  the  Roman  Saints  in  Paul's  day.  We  trust  for  his  sake 
that  he  will  choose  to  obey  the  Gospel,  but  it  will  be  of  no  advantage  to  us^ 
Bor  any  of  the  Elders  in  the  Mission,  nor  to  the  Church  which  we  represent, 
thoogh  he  should  do  sa  Nor  can  we  promise  him  help  in  emigrating  or 
worldly  gain  of  any  kind  upon  any  such  condition.  G.  C.  L.

ABSTRACT  OF  CORRESPONDENCR 

IMTXRESTINO  BKFOBT  OT  THE  SWISS  AND  OKRMAN  MISSION. 

President  John  Q.  Cannon,  writing  from  Bern,  January  4, 1884,  says: 

"  Oar  yearly  Conftrenoes  mn  OTer,  the  Elden  «re  all  away  again  to  their  Tariooa  fields 
•of  labor,  the  New  Year  has  dawned  smilingly  upon  us,  good  news  reaches  us  from 
the  more  distant  outposts,  even  from  Austria  and  Italy,  and  on  my  return  here  yesterday 
from  Winterthur,  via  Zurich  and  Luzem,  I  fond  *  all  quiet  on  the'  Aare;  so  I  employ 
the  first  opportunity  in  giving  you  a  brief  sketch  of  our  present  position, 'the  changes 
made  at  the  late  Conference  and  of  tiie  general  outlook,  promising  a  more  exact  state- 
ment for  record  as  soon  as  the  statistical  reports  from  the  various  Branches  come  in. 

"  Pursuant  to  anuouncement,  our  annual  Oonferenoe  convened  at  le  a.m.  on  Sunday, 
December  23rd,  there  being  present  Elders  W.  £.  Pack,  jun.,  from  North  Gr«miany, 
J*.  Schoenfeld  from  South  Germany,  'John  Stucki  and  John  6.  Hafen  from  the 
Bern,  R.  Hochstrasser  from  the  Central  Swiss,  Gottlieb  Uirschi  and  Jos.  A.  A.  Bunot 
from  the  Jura,  and  Alois  Bauer  from  the  East  Swiss  Conference,  also  John  Schiess  from 
this  office,  and  W.  C.  A.  Smoot,  jun.  and  Jos.  A.  Smith  only  lately  arrived  from  Utah, 
and  who  had  not  been  assigned  to  any  BX)ecial  field. 

'*  Besides  the  general  notice  which  was  given  through  the  Stem,  we  also  placarded  the 
town  and  distributed  handbills  in  all  the  surrounding  villages  and  Branches,  from  the 
Jura  mountains  in  the  west,  te  Zurich  in  the  east,  announcing  the  date  and  plaoe  of  our 
meetings,  and  inviting  all  who  wished  a  coczect  imderstanding  of  the  much-belief  *Hor- 
mon'  doctrine  to  attend  and  judge  for  themselves.  I  was  somewhat  amused  and  much 
astonished  at  the  answer  to  our  request  to  be  allowed  to  paste  up  our  placards  here  in 
the  oity  of  Bern.  Our  bill-poster  returned  vrith  a  sorrowful  oounfeenanee  from  the  police 
station,  where  he  had  been  to  obtain  the  ouatomary  permission  and  the  revenue  stamp 
with  which  all  such  things  diould  be  adorned,  and  reported  that  the  police  inspector 
would  not  give  lus  consent  to  our  plan,  but  referred  us  to  a  higher  power.  I  called  upon 
him  myself,  and  he  repeated  his  refusal,  basing  it  upon  the  ground  that  the  laws  would 
not  sanction  any  advocacy  or  promulgation  of  polygamy!  1  again  scanned  our  placard 
closely  and  invited  him  to  do  the  same,  and  declared  that  I  could  see  no  reason  at  all  for 
his  objection  on  that  account,  as  we  neither  invited  anyone  to  enter  or  to  embraee  polyg- 
juny,  nor  even  to  listen  to  us  preach  it,  but  simply  to  attend  a  publio  meeting- of  a 
jreligiotts  body.  Howevsr,  he  persisted,  though  less  brusquely,  in  his  refusal,  and  advised 
me  to  present  my  case  to  the  district  commissioner.  I  did  so,  and  the  latter  declined  to 
jfive  any  opinion  on  the  matter  until  he  should  have  consulted  with  the  commissioners  of 
religious  worship.  I  felt  that  we  were  doomed  if  we  once  fell  into  the  hands  of  thoso 
worthies,  and  hence  approached  his  honor  with  some  hesitation  the  next  day,  when  I 
was  to  receive  my  answer.  I  entered  lus  august  pnsenoe,  and  oommenoed:  '  Hr.  Com- 
snissiaiwr,  have  you  been  able  to  oonsolt  over  our.  little  matterf  *  Yes,  Mr.  C.,'  he  broke 
in,  *  here  is  your  placard,  and  we  cannot  give  the  governmental  acquiescence  to  the 
4snnouncement  therein  contained.'  *  Might  I  ask  your  reasonsf  I  inquired.  *  There  is  a 
wide  diversity  of  opinion,'  he  replied,  'but  the  majority  feiel  disinclined  to  countenanoa 
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amj  fwtmrhing  of  Hormoninii  ifliat«ver.  I  cannot  say  thoie  are  my  own  f eelingi,  but  I 
comprilad  to  make  thU  answer.'  *  Well,'  I  continued,  *  we  may  post  up  our  iuTita- 
without  state  permission,  and  even  without  the  stamp,  may  we  not?*  '  Tes/  ho 
with  an  expressive  shrug,  *  if  you  will  take  the  responsibility  of  any  dlMrderly 
^on  or  any  <Usturbance  that  may  take  place.'  I  said  I  was  willins^  te  do  that, 
if  I  would  not  be  looked  upon  as  a  transgressor  of  the  laws.  '  Oh,  not  at  all/  he  said;. 
■•  I  bvwed  mjTielf  out,  and  started  the  bill-poster  to  work  at  once.  If  it  be  mentioned 
that  after  all  our  posters  did  little  good,  for  they  were  within  two  days  torn  down,  we 
cosBBole  ourselves  with  the  reflection  that  some  people  at  least  read  them — those  who 
lore  them  down,  if  no  one  else. 

'*  WeQ,  we  assembled  ourselves  on  Sunday  the  23rd,  thirteen  strong  from  Utah 
(ene  m  lady),  with  a  large  representation  from  all.  the  adjacent  Branches  and  a  goodly 
number  of  straDgers.  Three  lively  and  interesting  meetings  were  held,  at  all  of  which 
the  attendance  was  so  much  greater  than  we  had  calculated  upon,  that  even  standing^ 
roesn  and  a  Httle  hall  which  joined  ours  at  the  rear  were  fully  oooupied.  On  Monday 
the  vBrkNu  Branch  Presidents  reported  their  Districts,  and  bore  energetic  testimony  to 
the  truth  of  the  work  of  God  now  being  jnrosecuted.  They  reported  a  generally  good 
spirit  and  quite  an  awakening  among  their  flocks,  though  some  members  had  becomo 
hikffwarm  and  indifferent.  All,  however,  felt  that  they  could  notice  a  considerable  im* 
ptwcment  during  the  year.  In  the  afternoon  the  general  authorities  of  the  Church, 
the  European  presidency  and  the  officers  of  the  Swiss  and  German  Mission,  wero 
ited  and  unanimously  sustained.  Further  instructions  followed,  and  the  Gospel 
Aoae  two  days  was  preached  to  us  in  three  languages—  German,  French  and 
The  closing  meeting  of  the  Conference  was  allotted  to  the  Sisters  of  the  Re- 
fiaf  Socseliea.  who  spoke  (abo  in  three  languages)  vigorously  and  tersely,  much  to  the^ 
liitifiialiim  and  interest  of  all  present. 
**T1ae  allotment  of  the  Elders  as  decided  upon  in  our  Priesthood  meeting  on  the  22nd^ 
afterwards  presented  to  and  sustained  by  the  Conference,  is  as  follows:  Elders 
Evana  and  Jos.

'*  In  conclusion,  I  will  add  that  the  brethren  in  Austria  report  one  baptism,  good 
prospects,  and  no  opposition  as  yet;  while  Brother  Villet,  from  Italy,  has  held  two  or 
'three  meetings  among  the  Piedmontese,  has  found  many  friends,  and  hopes  to  make  an 
opening.  Brother  Evans,  who  came  last  fall,  has  been  quite  ill,  but  is,  I  hear,  somewhat 
better.  Brothers  Stucki  and  Hirschi  have  both  been  afflicted  with  severe  colds.  Other* 
wise  all  is  well  with  us."

One  night  80  men  assembled  in 
the  street  and  indulged  in  calling  me  names.  They  also  declared  I  should  not  leave  the 
place  alive.  I  find  at  such  places  we  can  do  the  most  good,  as  there  are  always  honest 
souls  to  be  found.  The  Saints  feel  well,  and  we  hope  with  the  new  year  to  take  fresh 
courage.  In  a  few  days  the  printer  will  have  the  little  book  finished  which  I  am  having 
printed,  and  then  we  hope  to  spread  the  truth  a  little  faster  and  forward  the  work  of  God.'

The  work  in  the  rarious  districts  was  represented  as  being  in  a  fair  con- 
dition. The  Saints  though  much  scattered,  were  endeavoring  as  a  rule  to  live 
their  religion  and  gather  to  Zion.  The  Eiders  said  they  had  experienced 
mnch  kindness  at  the  hands  of  the  brethren  and  sisters,  and  also  from  their 
<(the  Elders')  relatives,  whom  they  had  visited  from  time  to  time,  as  they 
traveled  about  the  country.  They  had  also  to  acknowledge  kind  treatment  at 
the  hands  of  strangers,  whom  they  visited  and  to  whom  they  explained  the 
principles  of  the  Gospel. 

President  Gkddes  expressed  his  pleasure  at  hearing  the  reports,  which  he 
knew  had  been  given  faithfully  and  truthfully.  He  commended  the  brethren 
for  their  diligence,  and  exhorted  them  to  continue  their  efforts  to  spread  the 
truth. 

Singing,  and  benediction  by  Elder  J.  Penman. 

At  2  p.m.,  after  singing,  prayer  was  offered  by  Elder  Robert  Hunter  and 
the  Sacrament  administered  by  Elders  Jos.  Hamilton  and  Thos.  Taylor. 

The  general  and  local  authorities  were  presented  in  the  usual  way  and 
unanimously  sustained. 
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President  Smith,  who  presoDted  the  Traveling  Elders  for  the  vote  of  the 
Saints,  said,  that  previous  to  presenting  these  brethren  to  the  people,  he 
would  refer  to  the  reports  that  were  abroad  in  the  world  respecting  the 
characters  of  the  Elders,  who  were  sent  out  to  proclaim  the  Grospel.  The 
present  was  a  time  for  all  to  give  an  honest  vote  for  or  against  the  Elders  of 
the  Glasgow  Conference.  They  were  familiar  with  these  brethren  who 
travel  amongst  them;  who  eat  at  their  tables  and  sleep  in  their  homes,  and  if 
any  of  them  had  tanght  anything  immoral  or  contrary  to  virtue  and  Godliness; 
if  they  lived  lives  not  consistent  with  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  now  was  the  time 
to  refuse  to  fellowship  them,  or  to  sustain  them  as  servants  of  God.  He  then 
presented  the  Traveling  Elders  of  the  Glasgow  Conference  and  they  were 
imanimously  sustained  by  the  uplifted  hand. 

The  statistical  report  of  the  Conference,  for  the  half-year,  ending  December, 
188a,  was  then  read  as  follows:  Elders  from  Utah,  10;  Local  Elders,  50; 
Priests,  22;  Teachers,  24;  Deacons,  12;  menibers,  420;  total  officers  and 
members,  538;  baptized,  49;  emigrated  (over  8  years  of  age),  44;  emigrated 
(ander  8  years  of  age),  15;  received,  7;  removed,  7;  excommunicated,  5; 
died,  5. 

The  financial  reports  of  the  Conference  and  the  Sisters'  Relief  Society,  for 
the  half-year  ending  December,  1883,  were  then  read  and  unanimously 
approved. 

A  report  of  the  Tract  Society,  from  its  organizition  in  May,  1883,  till  Dec, 
1S83,  was  also  read,  and  showed  tracts  distributed  (so  far  as  recorded),  2,439; 
le-isaaed,  811;  families  warned,  5,553.  The  Society  was  in  operation  for  a 
ooosiderable  time  before  an  accurate  record  of  the  tracts  distributed,  was 
kept;  a  record  of  the  families  warned  being  considered  sufficient. 

President  Smith  spoke  for  some  time  upon  the  persecution  to  which  the 
Latter-day  Saints  as  a  people  were  subject,  showing  that  this  state  of  matters 
waa  broogbt  about  by  our  professing  to  have  received  new  revelation.  He 
reviewed  the  condition  of  the  work  in  the  various  countries  in  Europe,  showing 
that  they  rejected  the  Gospel  and  persecuted  those  who  preached  it.  He. 
referred  to  the  lives  of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets  and  of  Christ  himself, 
pmviog  Ihat  thoy  were  treated  in  a  similar  manner.  He  also  spoke  of  mattery 
in  Utah,  and  compared  the  social  and  religious  systems  there  with  those 
wbith  pravailed  elsewhere,  and  amcluded  by  bearing  a  powerful  testimony  to 
lift  ^TiBity  of  the  Ckwpel  as  restored  through  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith. 

Singing.    Benediction  by  Elder  F.  Qreenwell. 

*A  meeting  was  also  held  in  the  evening  at  6-30. 

After  singing,  prayer  was  offered  by  Elder  Samuel  McKay,  which  was 
fallowed  by  sinKUOg. 

President  Geddes  addressed  the  Conference  for  some  time,  and  was  followed 
hf  BresideQt  Smith  at  coosidenible  length.  Both  were  listened  to  with 
attention  and  the  disconrses  much  appreciated. 

After  singiDg,  President  Smith  pronounced  the  benediction. 

The  msetings  were  well  attended,  a  good  proportion  of  them  being  made  up 
of  strangera  An  excellent  feeling  prevailed  and  much  enjoyment  was 
experienced.

PRESIDENT  TAYLOR  IN  THE  "  NORTH  AMERICAN  REVIEW/ 


(From  the  Deseret  News,) 

UNDER  the  title  of  "  Ecclesiastical  Control  in  Utah/'  the  North  Amenam 
Review  for  Janaary,  which  is  just  oat,  contains  an  article  from  the 
peo  of  President  John  Taylor,  followed  by  one  from  Oovemor  Eli  H.  Mamyy 
which  ia  only  a  repetition,  in  brief,  of  the  untruths  which  appeared  lo  his 
offidml  report  already  published  and  refuted  in  the  News.  President  Taylor 
was  personally  requested  by  a  representative  of  the  Review  to  prepare  a 
statement  of  the  position  of  the  "  Mormon"  Church  in  reference  to  a  number 
of  questions  now  before  the  public,  but  was  not  informed  that  GoTemor 
Murrajr  would  also  be  called  upon  for  a  communication.  It  should  be  dis- 
tinetly  anderstood  that  the  article  by  President  Taylor  was  pot  written  or 
intended  as  a  reply  to  Oovemor  Murray's  misstatements,  but  the  snbjeet 
natter  of  the  paper  was  drawn  out  by  questions  from  the  gentleman  who- 
solicited  it  We  here  present  the  article  as  nearly  complete  as  permissible., 
b  is  a  rule  of  the  Review  not  to  permit  the  reproduction  ef  any  article  from 
its  colamns  entire,  but  permission  is  given  to  make  copious  extracts.  The^ 
srtide  thus  commences: 

*  A  report  has  been  spread  far  and  wide  through  the  country  that  in  Utah* 
there  exists  *  a  combination  to  nullify  the  laws  of  Congress,*  to  defeat  the^ 
piiio  will  of  that  body  and  of  the  Executive,  and  also  to  thwart  the  adjudica*- 
tioo  isi  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  This  is  an  error.  The 
iUB|^  fact  is  that  the  citiaens  of  Utah  are  contending  in  a  peaceable  and 
kfsl  manner  for  the  same  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  that  are  posseased 
by  their  fellow  citiroDs— for  these  only,  and  no  more. 

"Some  time  after  the  Edmunds  bill  became  law,  the  commissioners  ap- 
pointed  by  the  Plrestdent  under  its  provisions  eame  to  this  Territory  and

entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  With  regard  to  the  nature  and 
scope  of  those  duties,  the  commissioDers  (gentlemen  for  whom  we  have  much 
respect)  and  the  vast  majority  of  the  people  of  Utah  hold  opposite  views. 
One  of  their  first  acts  was  to  frame  a  test  oath,  which  they  required  every 
man  to  take  before  he  would  be  permitted  to  vote.  By  this  coup  detat  every 
citizen  in  Utah— Jew,  Qentile  and  Mormon — was  disfranchised  without  in- 
dictment and  without  trial;  a  most  summary  method  of  robbing  a  people  of 
their  rights,  one  that  we  claim  is  emtirely  opposed  to  both  the  letter  and  the 
spirit  of  the  great  charter  of  human  rights,  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
Stafes— an  instrument  for  which,  be  it  said,  we  have  the  most  profound 
reverence,  believing,  as  we  do,  that  those  who  framed  it  were  inspired  of  the 
Almighty. 

•"  This  unconstitutional  exaction,  which  *at  one  fell  swoop,'  for  the  time 
being,  disfranchised  a  whole  Territory,  amounted  to  this,  that  a  man  must 
gwear  that  he  had  never  simultaneously  lived  with  more  than  one  woman  '  in 
the  marriage  relation.'  Those  who  cohabited  with  more  than  one  woman  in 
adultery  or  prostitution  were  not  affected  by  its  provisions.  The  roue,  the 
libertine,  the  strumpet,  the  brothel-keeper,  the  adulterer  and  adulteress  could 
all  vote;  no  matter  how  licentious  a  man  or  a  woman  might  be,  all  were 
screened  and  protected  by  this  law.  It  was  not  enacted,  as  has  been  sup- 
posed, to  punish  licentiousness  and  debauchery,  but  was  aimed  expressly 
against  those  who  were  associated  with  more  than  one  wnman  '  in  the  mar- 
riage relation.'  All,  indeed,  bad  their  franchise  protected  except  the  man 
wbp  had  now  or  ever  had  had  more  than  one  wife,  or  the  woman  who  had 
ever  been  the  wife  of  a  polygamist,  be  she  the  first,  second  or  other  wife. 
For  the  commissioners  were  such  broad  construct ionistn  that  they  declared 
that  no  man  or  woman  who  had  ever  been  a  member  of  a  family  practicing 
phival  marriage  should  be  permitted  to  vote.  This  action  was  ex  post  facto 
in  the  extreme.  It  punishes  men  and  women  without  trial,  by  robbing  them 
of  the  franchise  for  doing  acts  whieh,  at  the  time  when  they'  were  done,  were 
not  unlawful. 

"  It  was,  at  the  tame  time,  a  bill  of^attainder.  The  first  anti- polygamy 
law  of  Congress  was  passed  in  1862,  and  all  those  who  hadj  previous  to  that 
iirae^  from  deep  religious  conviction,  received  and  entered  into  that  order  of 
^narriage,  but  had  never  broken  a  law  of  the  United  States  by  so  doing,  for 
the  simple  reason  that  there  was  no  such  law,  were,  by  the  commissioners' 
rulings,  equally  debarred  from  voting' with  those  who  had  married  in  plurality 
.subsequent  to  that  date.  We  claim  that  this  ruling  is  eminently  unjust, 
altogether  unprecedented,  and  in  violation  of  the  Constitution.  But  at  the 
;Same  .time,  in  justice  to  the  commissioners,  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  they 
,had.a  very  difficult  and  delicate  task  to  perform,  so  much  was  expected  by 
.tka  CQuntry  from  them,  as  the  executors  of  the  £dmunds  law,  the  passage  of 
iwhicli  had  been  procured  by  the  influance  of  religious  fanatics  and  political 
rdanWffQgues.  They  found  things  on  their  arrival  so  different  from  what  ths^ 
^MiliiPfPAtecli  ^b&t  ii  was  imposeiblo  for  theia  to  meet  the  exorbitant  demanda 
^fr  the,  country,  and  at  the  same  time  comply  with  the  requirements  of  tha 
laif.  As  one  of  their  number  expresses  it  in  his  communication  to  Secretary 
.^DeU9r,.they  *  stretched  the  legal  tether  to  its  utmost  tension.'    Yet,  on  the 
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Other  bftDd,  as  hooorable  men  and  repreaentatives  of  the  GoTernment,  it  was 
iocambeot  on  them  to  comply  with  the  plain  provisionB  of  the  law. 

*'  What,  then,  did  the  polygamists— men  and  their  wives-^-^lo  under  these 
circamstancesf  They  voluntarily  withdrew,  and  left  the  franchise  in  the 
hands  of  thoste  who  were  unmarried,  or,  if  married,  had  only  one  wife.  Oot- 
emor  Murray  has  said  in  his  report  that  we  were  nullifiers.  Was  this  nullifi* 
cationt  What  could  we  do  more!  The  people  quietly,  peaceably  and  united-- 
Ij,  without  exception,  bowed  to  the  fiat  of  the  commission.  In  what  stronger . 
manner  could  they  show  their  loyalty,  their  respect  for  Congress,  and  their 
deference  to  the  law,  than  by  this  coursel  Not  only  were  they  not  nullifiers, 
but  they  would  not  act  the  part  of  obstructionists;  they  actually  aided  the 
commission  to  execute  the  law,  even  in  the  extreme  construction  that  body 
put  upon  its  language.  And  by  reason  of  this  action  on  their  part  the  elec- 
tiuns  that  have  taken  place  under  the  rule  of  the  commission  have  been  con- 
ducted without  hindrance,  obstruction,  confusion  or  annoyance. 

'"  The  remarkable  interpolation  in  the  commissioners'  test  oath  of  the  words 
*  in  the  marriage  relation,'  which  do  not  appear  in  the  law,  has  led  to  many 
carious  incidents,  some  of  which  would  be  ludicrous  if  they  were  not  so 
l^imiliating.  Here  is  a  case  in  point:  A  former  mayor  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
Mr.  Feramorz  Little,  a  very  honorable  gentleman  and  highly  respected,  came 
tp  this  Territory  many  years  ago,  before  there  was  any  law  of  Congress 
against  plural  marriage,  and  espoused  two  wives.  Subsequently,  one  of  these 
wives  died,  then  the  other,  and  at  the  time  that  this  incident  occurred  he  had 
been  for  years  without  a  wife.  He  had  a  son  who  was  appointed  registrar 
for  a  certain  district  in  this  city,  and  this  son  had  the  mortification  of  being 
compelled,  imder  the  ruling  of  the  commission,  to  refuse  his  father  permission , 
to  register,  and  consequently  deprived  him  of  the  right  to  vote — a  privilege 
which  he  had  a  perfect  right  to  exercise,  both  because  of  the  provision  in  the 
Constitution  that  no  ex  post  facto  law  shall  be  made,  and  again,  by  reason  of 
the  statute  of  limitations,  which  bars  all  action  in  any  such  cases  after  the. 
cgqiiration  of  three  years.  Soon  after  the  refusal  of  the  registrar  to  place  his . 
father's  name  on  the  registration  list,  a  well-known  keeper  of  a  bagnio  and. 
her,  associates  presented  themselves,  and  the  son  had  the  humiliation  of  hav- 
ing to  permit  them  to  register.  These  courtesans  afterwards  voted.  Another 
case:  A  man  came  to  the  place  of  registration,  and  remarked  to  the  officer 
that  he  supposed  he  could  not  register,  as  he  had  a  wife  and  also  kept  a 
mistress.  This  man  might  be  considered  a  very  straightforward  fellow  to 
iQake  so  ready  an  acknowledgment,  but  I  fail  to  see  anything  straightforward 
in  such  a  crooked  transaction  as  the  breaking  of  the  marriage  vows  and 
in  marital  infidelity.  But  the  officer  knew  what  was  in  the  oath  better  than 
this  man,  and  advised  him  to  read  it.  He  did  so.  When  he  came  to  the 
words,  *in  the  marriage  relation,'  he  immediately  said,  '  Yes,  I  see,  I  can  go 
t&aty'  and  was  at  once  sworn  and  registered. 

So  it  will  be  perceived  that  under  the  official  construction  of  the  law  the 
d^raved,  the  vilest  of  mankind,  can  vote,  can  use  the  franchise  and 
^Uaj  the  benefits  resulting  therefrom,  and  that  this  portion  of  the  United 
Smtm  is  actually  threatened  with  being  governed  by  such  an  element    And. 
though  we  quietly  submit  for  the  time  being,  and  though  some  10,000  or 
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12,000  persons  have  absented  themselves  from  the  polls  because  of  the  law,, 
yet  we  are  charged  with  being  a  menace  to  the  United  States,  with  being^* 
inimical  to  the  Constitution  and  Goyemment,  simply  because  we  have  under- 
taken to  legitimately  and  legally  test  in  the  courts,  as  we  have  the  most  per- 
fect right  to  do,  the  legality  and  constitutionality  of  the  law  and  the  com- 
missioners' rulinga  Gould  we  pursue  any  wiser  coursel  Should  we  be 
worthy  of  the  name  of  men,  much  less  of  freemen,  if  we  permitted  these 
grave  encroachments  on  our  rights  without  one  effort  in  their  defense?  *  "^ 
We  do  this  in  behalf  of  our  own  rights,  in  behalf  of  the  rights  of  our  children, 
and  in  behalf  of  millions  of  honorable  men  in  the  United  States,  and  of  the 
principles  of  freedom  throughout  the  world.  For  if  radicalism,  imperialism, 
oligarchy  and  despotism  are  to  bear  rule,  and  the  rights  of  franchise  to  be- 
refused  to  citizens  by  the  dictum  of  commissioners,  without  a  hearing,  with- 
out proof  and  without  trial;  if  test  oaths  are  to  take  the  place  of  Courts  and 
legal  testimony,  and  one  principle  of  liberty  after  another  nullified:  if  our 
Constitution,  our  laws,  and  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  Government 
are  to  be  trampled  under  foot,  it  would  seem  to  be  high  time  that  all  honor- 
able men  should  stand  up  in  defense  of  liberty  and  the  righls  of  man.  It  is 
vain  to  talk  of  the  freedom  of  the  negro  while  the  white  man  is  sought  to  be 
disfranchised,  manacled  and  enslaved.  If  the  course  we  propose  is  a  menace 
to  good  government,  what  in  the  name  of  common  sense  would  those  whe 
are  offended  with  our  course  have  us  dol 

^  Here  let  me  rdm-irk,  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  misapprehension  exist- 
ing in  the  minds  of  the  people  with  regard  to  our  marriage  institution.  None 
but  the  very  best  of  our  community— the  virtuous,  the  honest  and  upright — 
are  permitted  to  take  more  than  one  wife.  They  must  be  recommended  as 
worthy  by  their  Bishop,  and  by  the  President  of  the  Stake  in  which  they 
reside.  We  are  of  all  people  the  most  strict  in  our  ideas  with  regard  to 
morality  and  virtue.  If  a  man  who  is  a  member  of  our  Church  commit 
adultery,  fornication  or  bigamy,  he  is  at  once  cut  off  from  the  communion  of 
the  Saints,  and  all  fellowship  in  the  Church  is  withdrawn  from  him;  for  we 
regard  those  sins  as  among  the  most  abominable  of  evils,  the  most  heinous 
next  to  the  shedding  of  innocent  blood.  There  is  not  to-day  a  more  virtuous; 
community  in  the  world,  or  one  where  female  chastity  b  more  highly  regarded 
or  more  vigorously  protected. 

"  The  whole  history  of  the  Mormons  has  shown  that  they  are  a  religious 
people.  Their  early  persecutions  they  endured  on  account  of  their  peculiar 
religious  views  and  practices.  They  came  to  Utah  not,  as  alleged,  to  erect 
an  establishment  of  religion  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws,  but  to 
found  a  State  where  all  sects  would  have  equal  rights  to  worship  God  accord- 
ing to  the  dictates  of  the  consciences  of  their  members,  which  right  the 
Latter-day  Saints  had  been  denied  in  Missouri  and  Illinois.  When  thej 
came  here,  Utah  formed  a  part  of  Mexico.  Five  hundred  of  their  co-religion- 
ists were  then  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  as  the  *'  Mormoa 
B  ittalion,"  fighting  the  sister  republic  One  of  the  first  things  done  by  the 
Mormon  people  after  their  arrival  in  what  is  now  Utah,  was  to  raise  the  stars 
2.nd  .strides  and  establish  American  institutions  and  laws  as  quickly  as  their 
bo!  ited  [)odition — more  than  a  thoueand  miles  from  the  western  frontier-^ 
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would  permit;  thej  next  applied  to  Congress  for  a  State  Government  Ever 
«inoe  that  time  they  have  endearored  to  attend  peaceably  to  their  own  affairs, 
«nd  keep  the  laws  of  the  land — as  required  in  the  revelations  given  through 
"the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith — notwithstanding  the  repeated  and  almost  un- 
ceasing efforts  of  political  demagogues  and  sectarian  zealots  to  stir  up  hatred, 
malice,  confnsion  and  disorder.  It  is  alleged  by  His  Excellency  Qovernor 
Murray  that  on  a  former  occasion  we  were  in  a  state  of  rebellion.  The 
diarges  naade  by  certain  Federal  officials,  of  rebellion  and  disloyalty,  and  of 
boming  the  United  States  Court  records  and  the  books  in  the  Territorial 
library,  which  led  to  the  sending  of  the  army  under  General  Johnsltn  to 
Utah  in  1857,  were  officially  reported  to  be  false  by  Governor  Gumming  on 
his  arrival    He  reported : 

"  Since  my  arrival  I  have  been  employed  in  examining  the  records  of  the  Supreme  and 
l>istrict  Conrte,  which  I  am  now  prepared  to  report  as  being  perfect  and  nnimpaired* 
^Tbm  wiU  doahtlen  be  acceptable  information  to  those  who  have  entertained  an  im* 
preanon  to  the  contrary. 

*'  I  have  alao  examined  the  Legishbtive  Records  and  other  booki  belonging  to  the  office 
•of  Secretary  of  State,  which  are  in  perfect  preservation. 

'*  The  condition  of  the  large  and  valuable  Territorial  library  baa  also  commanded  mj 
Attention;  and  I  am  pleased  in  being  able  to  report  that  Mr.  W.  C.  Staines,  the  libra- 
rian, has  kept  the  books  and  records  in  most  excellent  condition.  I  will,  at  an  early  day, 
transmit  a  catalogue  of  this  library  and  schedules  of  other  public  property,  with  certified 
copies  of  the  records  of  the  Supreme  and  District  Courts,  exhibiting  the  character  and 
amnwnt  of  the  public  business  last  transacted  in  them.'* 

Thus  it  appears  that  the  allegations  made  by  Judge  Drummond  and  others 
were  untrue,  and  that  the  army  was  sent  out  under  false  representations.  Li 
like  manner  we  are  able  to  demonstrate  that  other  charges  of  supposed 
weight  and  moment  urged  against  the  people  of  Utah  are  equally  false  and 
unsubetantia].  The  most  terrible  accusation  of  any  particular  crime  ever 
brought  against  the  leaders  of  the  Church  and  the  Church  generally,  is 
participation  in  the  Mountain  Meadow  massacre.  Some  have  supposed  that 
the  Mormon  people  neTer  fairly  and  squarely  met  this  charge,  but  prevari- 
cated or  evaded  it  There  could  not  be  a  greater  mistake.  The  Latter-day 
&inta  abhor  murder  in  every  form,  and  the  Church  or  its  leaders  had  nothing 
to  do  with  that  terrible  tragedy  in  any  manner  whatever.  We  wish  this 
denial  to  be  as  emphatic  as  possible.  And,  furthermore,  the  leader  of  the 
few  whites  who  were  engaged  with  the  Indians  in  that  horrible  affair,  never 
-would  have  been  brought  to  justice  but  for  the  assistance  rendered  the 
United  States  officers  by  President  Brigham  Young  and  other  leaders  of  the 
'Chnrcfa;  while  the  jury  that  convicted  him  was  largely  composed  of  men  of 
<faT  faith.  No  denial  can  be  worded  too  strongly  to  express  our  detestation 
«f  the  ahedding  of  innocent  blood;  and  we  hold,  further,  that  all  culprits 
^worthy  of  death — and  we  believe  some  crimes  can  only  be  atoned  for  by  the 
life  of  the  guilty  party— should  be  executed  by  the  proper  eivil  officer,  not  by 
any  exercise  of  the  lex  talianis  or  the  intervention  of  ecclesiastical  authority. 
With  regard  to  the  Mountain  Meadow  massacre,  the  testimony  of  United 
*£tates  Proeeouting  Attorney  Sumner  Howard — himself  no  friend  to  the  Mor- 
:9Kiii  people — is  valuable.  At  the  trial  of  John  D.  Lee  for  particip&ucy  in 
thai  crime,  Mr.  Howard  said: 
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"  He  had  been  engaged  constantij  during  ike  peet  three  months  in  sifting  facts  uld 
eTerything  reljitingto  or  connected  with  the  mMsacre,  and  that  he  had  come  there  for  the 
purpose  of  trying  John  D.  I^e,  becaose  the  evidence  pointed  to  him  as  the  main  instigfk- 
tor  and  leader,  and  he  had  giren  the  jury  unanswerable  documentary  evidence  proving 
that  the  authorities  of  the  Mormon  Church  knew  nothing  of  the  butchery  till  after  it  waa 
committed;  and  that  Lee,  in  his  letter  to  Brigham  Young,  a  few  weeks  after,  had  know- 
ingly misrepresented  the  actual  facts  relative  to  the  massacre,  seeking  to  keep  him  s^ 
in  the  dark  and  in  ignorance.  He  had  all  the  assistance  any  United  States  official  codld 
adc  on  earth  in  any  case;  nothing  had  been  kept  back,  and  he  was  determined  to  clear 
the  calendar;  but  he  did  not  intend  to  prosecute  any  one  lured  to  the  Meadows  at  the 
time,t  some  of  whom  were  only  boys,  and  knew  nothing  of  the  vile  plan  which  Lee 
originated  and  carried  out  for  the  destruction  of  the  emigrants." 

^  ^here  is  another  point  that  is  misunderstood  by  the  people  generally;  it 
is  with  regard  to  the  illegality  of  plural  marriage.  Many  persons  suppose 
that  there  is  some  provision  in  the  United  States  Constitution  touching  this 
subject  This  is  an  error.  The  Constitution  leav«s  all  matters  relating  to 
marriage  to  be  regulated  by  the  people  of  the  various  States;  and  henco  it  is 
that  fSo  many  diversified  marriage  and  divorce  codes  exist  throughout  the 
country.  Congress  claims  the  power  to  regulat«  these  matters  in  the  Terri- 
't6ries.  We  do  bot  admit  that  this  right  belongs  to  the  General  Government^ 
but  claim  that  in  matters  of  local  concern  the  Territorial  Legislative  Assem- 
blies are  manifestly  the  proper  parties  to  act  in  the  premises.  It  is  provided 
in  the  organic  act  of  Utah  **  That  the  legislative  power  of  said  Territory  shall 
extend  to  all  rightful  subjects  of  legislation  consistent  with  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  and  the  provisions  of  this  act.''  It  is  evident,  according 
to  the  spirit  and  genius  of  American  institutions,  that  Congress  should  not 
interfere  with  matters  in  the  Territories  that  in  States  are  left  to  the  States; 
nor  should  Congress  pass  laws  for  a  Territory  that  a  State  Legislature  can- 
not pass  for  its  State.  But  of  late  Congress  has  frequently  overstepped  these 
bounds,  and  to  that  extent  are  the  liberties  of  American  citizens  in  the  Ter- 
ritories imperilled  and  abridged.  Congress,  without  making  grave  mistakes, 
cannot  legislate  on  local  subjects  for  the  whole  country.  As  an  instanee, 
take  the  Timber  act,  which  may  be  a  very  valuable  enactment  for  Maine  or 
Michigan,  but  is  entirely  inconsistent  with  the  conditions  of  the  Rocky 
Mountain  region;  there  it  degenerates  into  a  farce  and  an  annoyance.  It 
has  been  argued  in  Congress  that  the  British  nation  considered  that  it  had 
authority  to  regulate  social  affiairs  in  its  foreign  possessions,  and  that  in  the 
exercise  of  this  right  it  put  an  end  to  the  practice  of  the  suttee;  and  that 
because  the  British  did  this,  therefore  il  was  proper  fur  Congress  to  do  awa()r 
with  the  practice  of  polygamy.  Do  those  who  argue  thus  ever  reflect  that 
while  the  snttee  brought  about  the  destruction  of  life,  polygamy  means  th6 
propagation  and  the  perpetuation  of  the  human  speciesi  and  furthermore, 
did  it  never  occur  to  them  that  while  Great  Britain  suppressed  the  suttee,  it 
has  not  only  tolerated,  but  legislated  to  protect  in  their  institutions  upwards 
of  240,000,000  of  its  polygamic  subjects  in  Indiat 

[President  Taylor  here  gives  a  brief  account  of  the  abolition  of  the  militia 
of  the  Territory  by  the  arbitrary  order  of  Governor  Shaeffer,  in  violation  of 
the  Constitution,  and  mentions  the  efficiency  of  the  militia  as  a  bulwark 
against  Indian  raids,  and  in  the  service  of  the  General  Gk>vernment.] 


"  Complaint  it  made  that  in  Utah  an  *  unlawful  Territorial  gO¥emme||t| 
which  for  over  thirty  years  has  existed  io  the  face  of  Congress  and  the  countiy, 
exists  to-day.'  This  is  unequivocally  false.  The  government  of  the  Tenji- 
tory  is  established  upon  laws  sanctioned  by  the  United  States  CotDgress,  and 
at  all  times  subject  to  repeal  by  the  National  Legislature.  Reference  problt- 
bly  is  intended  to  the  nomination,  by  Governor  Murray,  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  Deseret,  whom  he  assumed  |o 
appoint  under  a  clause  in  the  organic  act  that  provided,  in  the  first  place,  f^r 
the  Gkivemor  to  appoint  certain  officers,  and  the  Legislative  Assembly  to 
eon  film  them.  But  subsequently  the  Territory  enacted  statutes  for  the  elec- 
tion uf  these  officers — ^some  by  the  votes  of  the  people,  and  some  by  the  joint 
vote  of  the  two  houses  of  the  Legislative  Assembly— which  laws  having  been 
approved  by  the  various  Governors,  and  never  having  besn  disapproved  by 
Congress,  are  in  force  to-day  as  truly  as  the  rest  of  the  laws  of  the  Territory, 
for  they  ail  stand  on  the  same  footing.  So,  instead  of  there  being  an  un- 
lawful Territorial  government,  it  is  strictly  lawful,  whilst  the  Governor  ai- 
snmes  the  right  to  annul  our  statutes,  and  override  and  trample  under  foot 
all  of  our  laws  which  do  not  suit  his  convenience  or  his  purposes — though 
some  of  these  enactments  have  been  in  force  almost  as  long  as  Utah  has  been 
a  Territory.  Again,  under  his  strained  construction  of  the  '  Hoar  Amend- 
ment' to  the  Congressional  Appropriation  Bill,  he  \«ent  to  work  to  dispossess 
scores  of  officers  of  their  official  positions  by  nominating  others.  The  law  pro- 
vides that  the  officers  in  question  shall  be  elected  by  the  vote  of  the  people, 
and  that  they  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualiHed. 
The  commissionprs  allowed  the  election  to  lapse,  so  the  incumbents  held  over 
noder  the  law;  but  the  Governor  disregarded  the  provision  entirely,  and  ap- 
pointed a  full  set  of  officers.  The  Governor,  under  the  '  Hoar  Amendment,' 
bad  certainly  the  right  to  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by  failure  to  elect;  bnt 
there  were  no  vacancies  in  those  cases  where  the  law  directly  and  unequivo- 
cally provided  that  the  officers  should  hold  their  respective  offices  until  their 
soecessora  were  ^  elected  and  qualified.'  The  cases  wherein  there  existed  a 
vacancy  under  the  law  were  few,  but,  in  spite  of  the  provisions  to  the  contrary, 
the  Grovemor  claimed  that  every  office  subject  to  election  was  vacant,  and  that 
in  every  instance  he  could  appoint  a  successor.  Thus  did  he,  by  reason  of 
the  negligence  of  the  commission  in  not  providing  for  the  election  of  1882, 
seek  to  deprive  the  people  of  their  rights  of  franchise,  and  place  the  whole 
eommnnity  under  creatures  of  his  appointment,  in  direct  contravention  of  the 
*hold  over'  clause  of  the  law  regulating  the  same. 

**  It  ia  sometimes  ignorantly  or  maliciously  asserted  that  Mormonism  ui 
not  a  religioB.  What  presumption  for  one  set  of  men  to  declare  that  the 
faith  and  religious  tenets  of  others  are  not  a  religion!  Farewell  to  religious 
liberty  when  this  is  admitted.  Soon  the  dominant  sects  in  the  land  would 
aeeure  religious  uniformity,  by  declaring  all  other  bodies  of  worshipers  non- 
religionists.  When  one  man  is  permitted  to  decide  what  another's  religion 
shall  be,  and  to  set  metes  and  bounds  beyond  which  he  may  not  travel,  then 
religious  liberty  is  simply  a  misleading  name,  a  delusion  and  a  snare. 

**  If  the  following  oft-published  tenets  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints — which  are  among  the  leading  articles  of  the  Mormon 
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•  iftith— do  not  constitute  it  a  religion,  and  moreover  a  Chriiitian  religion,  what 

•  does  constitute  religion  in  the  ejee  of  those  who  assert  to  the  contrary)  We 
alumld  be  pleased  to  peruse  their  replj: 

[Hear  is  inserted  the  '*  Articles  of  Faith  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.] 

^  It  is  commonly  believed  that  'an  ecclesiastical  government  exists  in  Utah 
to-day,  intended  to  meet  all  requirements  as  to  the  temporal  aflfairs  of  men  in 
this  Territory.'  This  is  another  fallacy.  Our  Church  courts  are  simply 
Courts  of  reconciliation  or  arbitration  between  Church  members,  and  for 
detOTminitig  charges  of  transgression,  and  in  no  wsy  affect  the  civil  powers  or 
the  duties  and  rights  of  the  various  courts  of  law,  Federal  or  local.  That  this 
is  so,  is  proven  by  the  fact  that  there  is  not  a  member  of  the  Church  who  is 
not  just  as  amenable  to  the  laws  of  the  State  as  any  non-Mormon.  The 
decisions  of  the  Church  courts  carry  ao  penalties  of  a  civil  character;  all  they 
can  do  is  to  withdraw  the  fellowship  of  the  Church  from  wrong-doers.  These 
courts  consist  of  Presidents  of  Stakes,  High  Councils,  Bishops,  etc.  The 
Bishop  and  his  Counselors  exercise  an  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  to  settle 
difficulties  arising  between  Church  members.  If  parties  are  not  satisfied  with 
their  decisions,  they  can  appeal  to  what  is  known  as  the  High  Council,  a  body 
composed  of  the  President  of  a  Stake  and  his  Counselors,  and  twelve  other 
high  Priests,  which  body  forms  an  ecclesiastical  court  to  hear  testimony  and 
decide  on  matters  brought  before  them.    In  this  way  nine-tenths  of  the 

.  difficulties  arising  between  Church  members  are  settled  without  going  to  law, 
and  without  any  expense  whatever. 

"Complaint  is  made  that  the  Church  of  Latter- day  Saints  holds  property 
of  a  value  in  excess  of  $50,000  in  Utah.  Has  it  become  a  crime,  then,  to  be 
punished  by  spoliation  and  confiscation,  to  erect  beautiful  buildings  for 
religious  and  charitable  purposes  1  It  is  true  we  are  erecting  one  beautiful 
structure,  on  a  piece  of  ground  held  by  the  Church  before  the  prohibitory  act 
was  passed,  which  has  already  cost  probably  |S,500,000 ;  but  it  would  be 
going  back  to  barbarism  indeed  to  forbid  by  Act  of  Congress  the  erection  of 

.  all  but  the  most  primitive  structures  in  which  to  worship  God  or  perform 
acts  of  charity.  And,  again,  the  Latter-day  Saints  are  not  the  only  religious 
body  that  owns  more  than  the  prescribed  $50,000  in  the  Territories  ;  others 

.  would  be  affected  equaUy  with  us  if  this  ill  considered  law  was  enforced  in 
the  manner  desired. 

*'  It  is  customary  for  persons  in  talking  about  marriage  relations  of  the 
Latter-day  Saints,  to  confound  bigamy  with   plural  marriage — commonly 

L miscalled  polygamy.  There  is  in  bigamy  the  essence  of  fraud  which  makes  it 
the  grievous  crime  that  it  is.  A  man  contracts  to  marry  a  woman,  until  death 
does  them  part,  and  keep  himself  for  her  and  her  only.  In  violation  of  this 
covenant  he  unlawfully  marries  another,  breaking  his  vows  with  the  firsts 
leading  astray  and  ruining  the  second,  and  deceiving  the  minister  or  officer 
who  performs  the  ceremony.  In  plural  marriage  there  is  no  fraud,  no  decep- 
tion, no  breaking  of  the  marriage  contract.  The  parties  who  marry  according 
to  the  rites  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  are  united  for 
time  and  eternity.  They  know  that  plural  marriage  is  a  doctrine  of  the 
Church,  and  accept  the  obligations  of  married  life  with  that  understanding. 
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Wlien  a  man  thus  circumstanced  takes  a  second  wife,  he  breaks  no  vows,  he 
deeeiTes  no  one.  All  parties  interested  in  the  arrangement  are  acquainted 
irilh  the  fact,  and  both  first  and  second  wives  understand  the  position  they 
oeeopy  towards  their  husband,  that  they  are  both  his  wives  and  he  their  hus- 
band, with  hopes  and  affections  reaching  out  into  the  next  world,  where  they 
antidpate  that  their  union  will  be  eternal 

"  In  plural  marriage  a  man  is  expected  to  provide  for  all  his  wives  and 
their  children.  We  have  no  waifs  and  strays  such  as  are  found  in  the  large 
cities  of  Christendom — the  results  of  men  breaking  the  laws  of  social  purity. 

**Tfae  children  of  our  families  do  not  gravitate  to  the  poor-house,  fur  we 
have  no  such  establishments  in  the  Territory  ;  and  our  poor  are  cared  for  by 
the  bishops  and  by  the  members  of  our  ladies'  relief  societies. 

^  We  do  not  wish  to  complain,  otherwise  we  migh^  refer  to  some  acts  that 
have  been  to  us  very  offensive.  Houses  of  assignation,  bagnios,  gambling 
honaea^  drinking  saloons,  and  other  disreputable  establishments  are  not  our 
institations,  but  are  importations.  The  efforts  of  the  municipal  authorities  to 
anppfreas  them  have  been  defeated  by  the  rulings  of  the  Federal  courts. 
With  all  deference  to  his  His  Excellency  Governor  Murray,  we  think  that  his 
act  ia  giving  the  certificate  of  election  to  Allen  G.  Campbell,  Esq.,  who  only 
obtained  1,357  votes  for  Delegate  to  the  Forty-seventh  Congress,  as  against 
HoiL  G^rge  Q.  Cannon,  who  received  18,568  votes  for  said  ofiice,  does  not 
tend  to  inspire  the  greatest  confidence  in  his  official  capacity. 

'*Th«  Mormon  question  to-day  really  resolves  itself  into  the  query  whether 
a  small  and  unscrupulous  minority,  for  private  ends  and  personal  aggrandize- 
ment, shall  prevail  upon  the  Government  of  this  nation  to  destroy  every 
vestige  of  republican  liberty  in  Utah,  or  whether  the  grand  and  glorious 
pricexples  upon  which  this  great  government  is  founded,  shall  be  extended  to 
an  people  alike  who  dwell  under  the  flag  which  is  regarded  throughout  the 
worid  as  the  symbol  of  freedom  and  equal  rights.  John  Taylob." 

ANOTHER  WAY  TO  GET  RID  OF  THE  "  MORMONS."— The  Chicago 
JTeicv  saya  *'  It  b  not  improbable  that  the  Mormons  will  eventually  gain  con- 
tnd  of  the  Sandwich  Islands,  where  they  have  already  planted  a  large  and 
growing  colony.  It  may  develop  that  the  simplest  and  easiest  way  of  solving 
the  Mormon  problem,  will  be  to  ship  the  Saints  to  Hawaii  and  let  them  shift 
for  themselves.  And,  by  the  way,  the  Mormons  have  from  time  immemorial 
shown  a  good  deal  of  tact  and  ability  in  shifting  for  themselves.  With  all 
^eir  ignorance  and  bigotry,  they  are  phenomenally  industrious  and  thrifty." 
The  works  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  amply  prove  that  they  are  neither  ignorant 
Jior  bigoted,  but  as  superior  in  point  of  intelligence  and  liberality  to  those  who 
geDoally  criticise  them  as  they  are  in  thrift  and  industry.  And  whatever 
poaeasioDs  they  may  gain  on  the  Sandwich  Islands,  we  can  assure  the  News 
thai  they  are  not  to  be  got  rid  of  by  being  shipped  there.  The  Latter-day 
Sainta  awn  the  land  they  live  on  in  Utah  ;  they  have  purchased  it  from  the 
Oerveninient;  they  have  redeemed  it  from  its  barrenness  and  made  pleasant 
homes  there,  and  they  intend  to  enjoy  them.  Those  who  covet  the  possessiops 
el  that  peophi  and  hope  to  see  them  banished  from  their  homes,  are  not  going 
to  he  gratified  jost  yet.  The  "Mormons"  not  only  have  the  ability  to  shift  (or 
Ivety  bnt  to  contend  for  their  rights,  and  with  God's  help  maintain  them.

DEATH   OF   GENERAL   THOMAS   L.    KANE. 


It  has  been  our  painful  duty  within  the  past  few  months  to  record  the  deitth: 
of  a  number  of  great  and  good  men  who  have  passed  away  in  the  midst  of  the 
Latter-day  Saints  in  Utah.  Perhaps  none  of  these  annuuncements  have  pre- 
duced  more  profound  sorrow  among  those  of  our  readers  who  are  familiar 
with  the  past  history  of  the  Church,  than  will  the  news  which  we  now  hare 
to  make  public.  General  Thomas  L.  Kane  is  dead!  Hear  it,  ye  Saints,  wit)i 
bated  breath,  that  long- tried  friend,  thai  brave  and  noble  defender  of  ^ho 
oppressed,  no  longer  lives  to  plead  with  earthly  potentates  for  liberty  to  Uid 
down-trodden,  but  has  gone  to  plead  before  a  higher  tribunal!  Be  comfortetd 
with  the  assurance  that  his  influence  there  in  favor  of  the  good  and  the  inno- 
cent will  be  DO  less  potent  than  it  was  while  he  lived  in  the  flesh.  Let  tha 
tears  of  love  and  gratitude  flow,  as  we  know  they  will  at  the  mention  of  l^is 
name,  but  sorrow  not  at  his  death,  for  by  it  he  is  freed  from  the  bodily 
suffering,  of  which  he  had  more  than  his  full  share  while  living,  and  haagpoa 
to  meet  a  glorious  reward  for  his  many  good  deeds.  We  need  not  beapefik 
for  him  a  hearty  welcome  by  the  angelic  host  who  would  usher  his  spirit  into 
the  other  world,  for  we  feel  sure  that  they  would  recognize  in  him  one  of  the 
noblest  spirits  that  has  graced  the  earth  in  this  age. 

Of  General  Kane's  early  history  we  can  tell  but  little.  We  do  not  even 
know  the  date  of  his  birth.  He  sprang  from  rather  an  illustrious  family,  his 
father  being  the  celebrated  Judge  John  Kent  Kane,  of  Pennsylvania,  who 
numbered  among  his  ancestors  Chancellor  Kent  and  other  notable  and  his- 
torical personages,  while  his  mother's  relatives,  the  Van  Rensaellers,  have 
figured  prominently  in  American  history.  The  name  of  his  brother,  Dr. 
Elisha  Kent  Kane,  the  famous  arctic  navigator,  is  familiar  throughout  tjie. 
civilized  world. 

The  subject  of  our  sketch  received  an  excellent  education,  traveled  con- 
siderably in  his  young  days,  and  at  an  early  age  became  noted  for  his  valor 
and  generosity,  and  especially  for  the  interest  which  he  manifested  in  schemes 
for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  suffering  humanity,  and  for  social 
reform.  We  believe  it  was  a  desire  to  learn  of  the  political  and  social  econo- 
my of  the  Latter-day  Saints  that  first  led  him  to  form  their  acquaintance. 
On  learning  from  Colonel  J.  C  Little,  the  first  whom  he  met,  of  the  persecu- 
tions to  which  the  Saints  had  been  subjected,  his  sympathy  was  immediately 
enlisted  in  their  behalL    This  was  in  1846,  when  the  Saints,  driven  from 
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their  hard-earned  homes  in  Illinois,  were  journeying  westward.  He  visited 
the  leading  camps  of  the  Saints  in  the  region  of  Council  Bluffs  on  t^b 
Missouri,  and  there  spent  considerabljd  time  studying  their  character  under 
conditions  which  gave  him  the  best  opportunities  possible  for  learning  dii^ 
tmih  in  regard  to  them.  He  rambled  at  night  in  the  woods  near  thos^ 
camps,  and  listened  to  the  prayers  of  solitary  worshipers  who  had  retired  to 
find  relief  for  their  overburdened  hearts  by  pouring  out  fervent  and  pathetic 
prayers  to  Crod  where  they  thought  no  mortal  ear  but  their  own  could  hear 
them.  He  heard  them  thus  even  pray  for  their  enemies,  and  with  tearful 
eyes  declared  that  he  could  not  doubt  their  sincerity  and  goodness.  He  wsa 
there  when  the  Mormon  Battalion  was  mustered,  and  was  afterwards  stricken 
with  illness  and  lay  for  a  long  time  wavering  between  life  and  death.  He- 
was  cared  for  by  the  Saints  as  tenderly  as  if  he  had  been  a  child  and  one  of 
their  own,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  he  was  healed  by  the  power  of 
faith.  While  there  also  the  aged  patriarch,  ^  Uncle"  John  Smith,  placed  his 
kaods  upon  his  head  and  pronounced  a  blessing  upon  him,  promising  him^ 
among  other  things,  that  he  should  live  to  marrjf  and  rear  a  family  of 
diildreii.  The  inspired  prediction  seemed  to  him  very  improbable  then,  but 
h  has  since  been  verified.  He  afterwards  journeyed  to  Nauvoo,  arriving 
there  after  the  town  had  been  bombarded  by  the  mob,  and  the  few  remain- 
ing Saints  driven  from  their  homes  across  the  river.  Of  what  he  witnessed 
tkitT%  as  well  as  of  the  subsequent  journeyings  of  the  Saints,  he  has  told  us 
in  his  pablished  discourse,  which  was  delivered  before  the  Historical  Society 
of  Pennsylvania  in  1850,  in  terms  of  the  most  eloquent  pathos. 

He  exertc»d  himself,  though  without  success,  in  favor  of  the  Saints  at  th.e 
time  they  were  ordered  by  Government  officers  to  remove  from  the  Indiaa 
lands  on  the  banks  of  the  Missouri,  where  many  of  them  had  been  forced  to 
remain^  partially  helpless  and  destitute  through  the  absence  of  their  fathers- 
aad  husbands  in  the  Mormon  Battalion.  Aad  again,  in  1857,  when  an  amy 
had  been  sent  to  Utah  to  exterminate  the  "  Mormons''  on  the  false  and  flimsy 
pretext  that  they  were  in  rebellion  and  had  burned  the  Territorial  Library, 
he  appealed  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  their  behalf.  Through 
his  interoessioa  a  commission  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  charges  made 
sigainst  the  Saints,  and  he,  though  in  very  delicate  health  at  the  time,  having 
appcHntment  as  mediator,  made  his  way  to  Utah  in  the  winter 
n  by  way  of  the  isthmus,  and  from  California  through  by  the  south- 
route,  traveling  incognito  and  enduring  many  hardships.  He  reached 
Salt  Lake  City  in  February,  1858,  and  immediately  entered  upon  his  delicate 
4iphHnatic  duties.  While  negotiating  with  the  leading  men  of  the  Church, 
and  resting  for  a  short  time  after  his  fatiguing  journey,  he  stayed  at  the  house- 
Hi  Elder  W.  C  Staines,  to  whom  he  was  introduced  as  Dr.  Osborne,  a  gentle- 
ana  traveling  from  California,  who  was  sick  and  wanted  accommodation  for 
a  few  days.  Elder  Staines,  on  learning  some  days  afterwards  who  his  guest 
aaked  him  why  he  wished  to  be  introduced  to  him  under  an  assumed 
The  reply  was: 

**  My  deur  friend,  I  was  once  treated  so  kindly  at  Winter  Quarters  that  I  am  •eniiftive' 

ifti  oiiemoriee.     I  knew  you  to  be  a  good  people  then;  hut  since,  I  have  heard  so 

J  hard  things  about  you,' that  I  thought  I  wonk^Uke  to  convince  myseli  whether  or 
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taot  the  people  pMiesaed  the  SAme.humsne  And  hospitable  spirit  which  I  found  in  them 
*once.  I  thought— if  I  go  to  the  house  of  anj  of  my  great  friends  of  Winter  Quarters, 
tihey  will  treat  me  as  Thomas  L.  Kane,  with  a  remembrance  of  some  services  which  I 
^naj  have  rendered  them.  So  I  requested  to  be  sent  to  some  strangerVi  house,  as  *I>r. 
Oibome,'  that  I  might  know  how  the  M-orman  ptopli  weuld  treat  a  stranger  at  such  a 
moment  as  this,  witheut  knowing  whether  I  mii^t  not  turn  oat  to  be  either  an  enemj  or 
ft  spy.  *  *  And  thus,  my  friend,  I  .have  proved  that  the  Mormons  will  treat  the 
stranger  in  Salt  Lake  City,  as  they  once  did  Thomas  L.  Kane  at  Winter  Quarters." 

We  mention  this  circumstance  to  illustrate  his  character  as  a  shrewd  obsenrer 
and  also  to  show  with  wiiat  gratitude  he  remembered  the  kindness  of  the 
Saints.  He  went  east  to  Fort  Bridger  through  the  snow,  met  the  army, 
explained  to  Gkivernor  Gumming  the  situation  of  affairs  in  Utah,  resented  an 
insult  offered  him  by  General  Johnston  by  challenging  him  to  mortal  combat, 
escorted  the  Gk)vemor  into  Salt  Lake  City,  saw  peace  restored,  and  then 
returned  to  Washington  and  reported  the  favorableiresult  of  his  mission. 

Of  his  subsequent  acts  of  friendship  towards  the  people,  little  is  known  to 
the  general  public,  but  suffice  it  to  say  that  his  friendship  never  flagged  up  to 
"the  day  of  his  death. 

He  was  a  man  of  influence  in  his  native  State,  Pennsylvania,  and  indeed  in 
rths  nation  ;  he  was  renowned  as  a  military  man  in  the  civil  war,  during 
which  he  fought  on  the  side  of  the  Union  ;  he  was  a  gifted  writer,  an  accom- 
plished orator,  a  natural  diplomatist,  a  generous,  philanthropic  citizen,  a  kind 
father  and  a  loving  husband.  Though  possessing  a  most  resolute  will  and 
powerful  mind,  his  body  was  frail  and  delicate,  and  he  has  for  a  great  part  of 
his  life  been  racked  with  disease  and  pain.  Indeed,  for  the  past  thirty-seven 
:7ears  he  has  been  a  living  miracle,  and  it  has  really  seemed,  as  he  once 
expressed  himself  in  writing  to  President  Young,  that  the  Lord  had  spared 
his  life  *'for  the  labor  of  doing  the  Saints  justice." 

He  passed  from  life  here  to  that  which  is  beyond,  on  the  26th  nit.,  while 
surrounded  by  his  family,  at  his  home  in  Philadelphia.  A  wife,  three  sons 
and  a  daughter  survive  him  and  revere  his  memory,  but  among  all  those  who 
cherish  a  fond  remembrance  of  hin,  none  are  more  sincere  than  are  the  thou- 
uiands  of  Latter-day  Saints,  who  regarded  him  with  gratitude  and  veneration 
while  he  lived,  and  now  mourn  his  death.  G.  C.  L.

Bg  it  was  eight-and-a-half  hours,  which  will  throw  us  later  in  getting  to  New  York  than.. 
we  sboald  have  been. 

**  Brother  Tanner  has  been  fearfully  sea-sick  all  the  way;  has  not  been  to  the  table  ba 
tvioe  since  we  left*    Brother  Armstrong  has  also  been  very  sick,  but  is  improving  nicely*.

BkeChcr  Tanner  is  strong  encmgh  we  will  proceed  west  to-morrow  evening.  We  are  now^ 
trprrting'  the  pilot  to  appear  every  hour. 

**  Wben  you  see  the  Saints  throu((hout  the  Conference,  bid  them  all  good-bye  for  me». 
tmd  tell  them  Willard  leaves  with  his  blessings  upon  them;  and  thank  them  all  kindly- 
far  me  for  the  hospitable  manner  in  which  they  have  provided  for  my  wants. 

^  Tbe  weather  has  not  been  cold,  though  very  windy  and  rainy.  I  have  neaiiy  oon- 
wted  several  on  board,  and  all  have  ceased  to  oppoee  me,  and  are  continually  asking  me* 
qeeetioBs,  which  I  am  only  too  proud  to  be  able  to  answer. .  I  have  been  seated  at  the- 
kft  of  the  captain  at  the  table,  with  a  clergyman  on  my  right.  Religion  is  the  general 
topic  with  alL** 

"  New  York,  Jan.  2.»We  reached  the  dock  at  12*30  p.m.  to-day,  and,  after  making 
siraBgements,  will  proceed  west  via  Niagara  Falls  this  evening  at  8  p.m.  There  has 
Wen  {nor  feet  of  snow  here,  but  it  is  raining  very  hard  to-day,  and  it  is  horribly  wet  and 
doppy  under  foot.  We  are  all  feeling  well,  phjrsically  speaking,  compared  with  former 
days  of  oar  jonmey:  We  may  be  several  dvya  more  getting  home,  owing  to  the  heavy

MISSIOXABY  SXPBRIENCE  IX  ITALY. 

Elder  A.  Yillet,  writing  from  St.  Germain,  Italy,  January  7th,  says: 

"  After  a  few  weeks  of  experience  in  my  new  field  of  labor,  I  write  to  let  you  know 
where  I  am  and  what  I  am  doing.  I  am  in  this  far  off  country  without  anyone  of  our  own 
faith  to  exchange  a  word  with,  for  there  are  no  members  of  our  Church  in  this  country. 
This  makes  it  rather  lonely  for  me,  but  the  Lord  has  raised  up  friends  for  me  who  receive 
Aievery  kindly,  furnishing  me  food  and  lodg^g  with  cheerful  hearts.  I  pray  the  Lord 
to  reward  them  by  giving  them  a  knowledge  of  the  GespeL  The  people  of  this  country 
tiSre  very  poor  and  their  mode  of  living  hard.  The  dwellings  are  generally  very  uncom- 
fortable and  unclean,  and  wear  an  aspect  of  ignorance,  poverty  and  debasement.  The 
pfrincipal  food  consists  of  oom  meal,  which  they  boil  and  stir  with  a  stick  until  it  be- 
ctoies  thick  and  hard,  and  rye  bread,  black  and  hard,  enough  of  which  is  baked  at  one 
t&he  to  last  from  one  to  three  months.  The  Lord  has  sweetened  the  food  to  me  and  my 
h^th  is  good,  although  I  have  to  put  up  with  many  inconveniences.  We  are  having  a 
pliant  winter.  It  is  odd  at  night  but  pleasant  through  the  day.  The  weather  is  fine 
and  dry,  and  the  streets  have  been  dusty  nearly  all  the  season.  There  has  been  but  a 
alight  snow  fall,  and  it  soon  vanished.  I  am  feeling  well  spiritually  as  well  as  bodily. 
The  Lord  has  blessed  me  with  much  of  the  Spirit  of  inspiration,  and  I  take  pleasure  In 
talking  to  the  people  and  explaining  the  principles  of  the  Gospel;  and  they  have  to 
acknowledge  that  the^  are  righteous  principles  and  according  to  the  Scriptures,  and  that 
What  they  have  been  following  before  are  erroneous.  However,  many  of  them  claim  thaf 
it  is  not  necessary  to  follow  the  Scriptures  very  closely,  and  tiiat  they  can  be  saved  with-  • 
out  baptism,  etc. 

\**  It  is  not  likely  that  the  number  of  believers  will  be  very  numerous  in  this  country, 
for  they  are  but  a  small  people  wbe  live  in  the  tops  of  the  mountains  here  who  have 
thtt  Bible  and  understand  the  French  language;  however,  I  have  hope  that  some  will 
embrace  the  Groepel,  and  that  the  Lord  wiU  bless  my  laboxB.  I  have  been  able  to  hold 
three  meetings  since  my  arrival,  and  I  expect  to  hold  more  as  I  find  opportunities."

f  Summarised  from  Territorial  Papers.) 

The  thermometer  registered  24  degreee  below  zero  in  Fountain  Qreen  od 
the^  1st  inst. 

Salt  Lake  City  is  not  to  have  the  benefit  of  a  free  mail  delivery  until  next 
July,  according  to  a  decision  of  the  postmaster  general. 

Gravel  is  now  being  conveyed  into  Salt  Lake  City,  for  the  grading  of  the 
■treets  on  the  portable  railroad  recently  established  there. 

Alfred  Brown,  son  of  Sister  Brown,  widow,  late  of  Leeds,  was  thrown  from 
aborse  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  Christmas  day,  and  had  his  left  arm  broken  at 
tlife  elbow. 

The  petition  of  the  projectors  of  the  proposed  railway  from  the  U.  C. 
Jy^pot  to  Fort  Douglas  for  right  of  way  through  the  city,  has  been  unfavoably 
considered  by  the  Salt  Lake  City  Council. 

''  The  jingle  of  sleigh  bells  in  Logan  City,  a  aea  of  mud  in  Salt  Lake,  and 
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bkcked  boots  a  common  thing;^ in  Provo,  show,  the  state  of  the  weather  in 
the  coanties,"  according  to  the  Herald^  at  ChriBtmas. 

A  ladies'  bazaar,  lately  held  in  the  Social  Hall,  Salt  Lake  City,  for  the 
berefit  of  the  Deseret  Hospital,  netted  for  that  worthy  institution  cash  to  the 
amount  of  9l,02S,  beside  various  articles  in  the  edible  and  clothing  line. 

Bishop  F.  A  Hammond,  of  Huntsville,  has  gone  on  an  exploring  expedition 
through  Colorado,  Arizona,  New  Mexico  and  Kansas,  with  the  intention  of 
finding  a  suitable  location  to  which  to  remove  and  establish  a  new  colony. 

There  have  been  some  rather  stiff  breezes  in  Utah  of  late.  A  train  on  the 
rTtab  and  Northern  railway,  that  left  Ogden  on  Christmas  evening,  had  to 
letum  to  that  town  to  avoid  being  blown  off  the  track  farther  north,  and  on 
tiie  same  day  a  number  of  freight  cars,  one  of  them  loaded,  were  blown  from 
the  track  at  Mendon. 

R  B.  Bitner  lately  had  a  hair-breadth  escape  from  a  horrible  death.  While 
driving  acroes  the  U.  C.  Railroad  track,  near  the  Francklyn  Smelter,  a  rapidly 
advaiicing  train  caught  the  wagon  upon  which  he  was  riding,  breaking  it  to 
fiinders  and  pitching  him  into  the  air.  He  was  considerably  hurt  by  the  fall, 
bat  no  bones  were  broken. 

A  Pleaaaat  Grove  correspondent  to  the  Territorial  Enquirer  writes:  "Nearly 
cverj  day  last  week,  a  company  of  young  men  might  be  seen  invading  the 
premises  of  the  several  widows  of  the  quiet  town.  In  their  rear  were  two 
whealberrows  with  a  small  boy  apiece.  Their  purpose  was  to  see  that  each 
widow  had  her  wood  cut  np  and  stowed  away  for  winter.  The  young  ladies, 
not  to  be  behind  in  the  good  work,  resolved  to  treat  the  young  men  to  a  New 
Tear's  eve  sapper.    And  se  it  was." 

A  rich  strike  has  lately  been  made  in  the  mining  claim,  known  as  the 

"Black  Warrior,**  near  St.  George,  which  is  owned  by  a  company,  among 

whom  W.  R  Pact  is  the  principal.    It  is  described  by  a  correspondent  to  the 

Deteret  Nttn  as  follows: — ^*' Since  my  last  report,  they  have  drifted  into  the 

mountain  seventy-five  feet  and  struck  the  ledge,  after  which  they  ran  a  cut 

soBtherly  and  along  the  ledge  for  twenty-five  feet,  when  they  opened  out  into 

a  large  cave  running  along  the  ledge,  three-hundred  feet  in  length,  from  ten 

to  forty  feet  in  width  and  two  to  fifteen  in  hight,  dipping  from  north  to  south 

dboQt  thirty  degrees.    It  is  presumed  that  the  bottom  or  lower  end  of  the  cave 

is  about  two  hundred  feet  from  the  surface.    It  is  the  most  beautiful  sight 

I  iBver  beheld,  the  cave  being  covered  all  along  the  roof,  sides  and  bottom 

^Rth  stalactites  and  land  coral,  in  all  imaginary  shapes— spears  hanging 

from  the  roof  all  sizes,  and  pillars  as  large  as  six  inches  through,  some  being  as 

long  as  fifteen  feet    I  brought  samples  to  St.  George  that  created  quite  an 

itterest  to  many  who  visited  the  store  to  see  them.    The  cave  has  been  formed 

^  the  sinking  of  the  ledge,  and  thousands  of  tons  of  ore  is  in  sight,  the  body 

if  it  extending  from  one  end  to  the  other,  consisting  of  grey  carbonate 

Ihlicipdlly,  with  some  red  oxide  of  iron  and  eoppier.    The  last  asssays  on  the 

fKbonate  were  71  per  cent  lead,  and  silver  per  ton  $69.    The  compahyTntend 

to  commence  operations  immediately,  either  in  shipping'  the  ore,  or  putting 

up  smelters  in  the  vicinity  of  the  mines,    l^hey  have  some  eight  claims,  all  of 

which  show  up  from  the  croppisgs  nearly  as  large  as  the  Black  Warrior.''

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OPPOSITION     IN     CORNWALL. 


AS  REPORTED  BY  ELDER  X.   M.   HODGES. 


SOON  after  the  meetings  of  the  Bristol  Conference  held  last  November,  I 
was  appointed  by  President  Isaac  Qreen  to  go  to  Cornwall,  and  see  if 
any  good  could  be  done  by  preaching  the  Gospel  to  the  people  in  that  part 
of  the  country,  there  being,  as  far  as  we  know,  only  four  or  five  members  of 
our  Church  in  all  of  Cornwall.  Elder  C.  H.  Kbees  was  also  appointed  to  visit 
and  preach  to  the  people  of  Somerset  and  Devon,  and  also  to  go  to  Cornwall 
aud  introduce  me  to  the  Saints  living  there. 

After  having  traveled  through  a  part  of  Elder  Khees'  District,  visiting  the 
Saints  and  holding  meetings,  we  arrived  at  the  house  of  Brother  Henry  Jack- 
man,  at  Qunnislaka,  Cornwall,  Dec  11,  1883.  The  river  Tamar  runs  through 
this  part  of  the  country,  and  divides  Cornwall  from  the  county  of  Devon. 
Gonnialake  is  built  on  the  Cornwall  side  of  the  river,  and  is  supported  by 
^nite  a  number  of  copper  and  tin  mines  and  granite  quarries;  and,  if  we  are 
to  judge  from  the  number  of  churches,  public  houses,  and  the  reports  of  the 
wickedness  that  exists  in  the  place,  it  must  be  in  a  flourishing  condition,. 
according  to  the  general  acceptation  of  that  term.  It  being  winter  time,  and 
not  at  ail  convenient  to  hold  out-door  meetings,  we  thought  it  wise  to  rent 
some  place  for  the  purpose  of  holding  meetings  in;  so  we  succeeded  in  hiring. 
the  new  Town  Hall — the  same  that  Brother  Qeo.  Parkinson  engaged  last 
spring — for  the  following  evening,  and  also  in  engaging  the  services  of  the 
town  crier  to  proclaim  to  the  people  that  two  Elders  of  the  **  Mormon" 
Chnrch  from  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  Territory,  U.S.A,  would  preach  in  the 
new  Town  Hall  the  following  evening  at  7  o'clock — **  adipission  free,  and  all 
good  citizens  earnestly  invited  to  attend." 
fiy  this  means  we  succeeded  in  bringing  together  a  congregation  of  about 
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250  or  300  people,  who,  when  asked,  were  very  willing  to  sing  for  us.  Elder 
C.  H.  Bhees  occupied  thirty  or  forty  minutes  in  presenting  the  first  princi- 
ples of  the  Gospel  to  the  people  in  a  very  clear  and  forcible  manner.  I  then 
followed  for  about  the  same  length  of  time,  showing  that  the  Christian  world 
was  in  apostasy,  and  that  the  authority  to  preach  and  administer  the  or- 
dinances of  the  Qospel  had  been  taken  from  the  earth  for  many  generations, 
but  that  it  had  again  been  restored  by  an  holy  angel  in  all  its  primitive  purity 
and  power.  Bore  testimony  tu  the  divine  mission  of  Joseph  Smith,  and  that 
the  kingdom  of  God  was  being  built  up  on  the  earth  in  fulfillment  of  the 
prophecies  of  all  the  huly  Prophets  since  the  world  began. 

We  had  a  splendid  meeting,  and  the  Spirit  of  God  enabled  us  to  make 
plain  the  principles  of  eternal  truth.    But  just  as  we  were  about  to  bring 
our  meeting  to  a  close,  in  inarched  that  notorious  apostate  and  scoundrel, 
William  Jarman,  backed  up  by  an  unprincipled  clique  of  agitators  who  had 
just  arrived  from  Devonport,  and  who  have,  for  some  time  past,  been  travel- 
ing about  the  lower  part  of  the  Conference  trying  to  make  capital  by  slan- 
dering and  maligning  the  character  of  our  people  in  the  most  cruel,  malicious 
and  wicked  manner.    This  crowd,  which  was  backed  up  by  all  the  roughs 
and  parsons  of  the  place,  came  up  to  the  stand  and  took  the  place  by  storm, 
and  Elder  Rhees  and  I  were  wedged  in  so  tight  behind  the  table  that  was  on 
the  stand,  that  we  cuuld  scarcely  mova     By  this  time  there  was  great  con- 
fusion in  the  meeting,  and  the  hall  was  crowded  to  excess.     Jarman  jumped 
up  on  the  table  and  began  his  tirada    He  told  the  people  his  name,  and  said 
he  lived  in  Exeter,  and  was  the  associate  and  confederate  of  all  the  leading 
men  of  the  nation,  and  that  they  had  leagued  together  in  every  town  in  Eikg- 
land,  and  were  determined  to  drive  every  Mormon  Elder  out  of  the  country; 
hat  the  previous  night,  at  11  o'clock,  after  he  was  in  bed,  he  had  received  a 
telegram  informing  him  that  "  these  two  Mormon  liars,  thieves  and  murder- 
ers'' were  going  to  lecture  in  Gunnislake,  and  he  had  come  all  the  way  from 
.  Exeter  that  day  to  ask  the  people  of  the  place  to  help  him  drive  the  scoun- 
drels out    He  said  ho  had  traveled  all  through  the  United  States,  and  had 
been  closeted  with  the  President  and  Cabinet,  and  all  the  other  leading 
statesmen  of  the  nation,  and  had  succeeded  in  arousing  the  Yankees  so  that 
hey  were  going  to  drive  every  Mormon  out  of  the  laud.     He  said  he  was 
now  corresponding  with  the  officers  of  the  British  Government  and  receiving 
their  support,  and  he  was  now  going  to  make  it  so  warm  for  all  these  Mor- 
mon Elders  that  they  will  not  dare  to  show  themselves  in  any  town  or  village 
.in  England  much  longer.    He  talked  of  the  Mountain  Meadow  massacre, 
.and  every  other  crime  that  was  ever  committed  within  the  bounds  of  Utah 
. '  Territory,  as  well  as  many  other  things  that  never  happened,  colored  them 
up  from  his  own  evil  and  corrupt  imagination,  and  presented  them  to  the 
people  as  facts,  saying  the  leaders  of  the  Church  were  the  cause,  and  in  many 
.  instances  the  actual  criminals. 

I  then  got  upon  the  table  amidst  the  tremendous  uproar,  while  it  looked 
.  as  though  the  Jarman  party  was  ready  to  eat  us  up;  but  the  poli(^  bating 
.  made  their  way  into  the  room,  we  placed  ourselves  under  their  protection. 
,  I  told  the  people  I  was  an  Englishman,  and  that  my  father's  family'  now 
1  lived  in  Bristol,  and  inasmuch  as  I,  and  the  people  whom  I  had  the  honor  to 
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fepresent,  had  been  accused  of  the  most  horrid  crimes,  I  had  a  right  to  speak 
in  oar  owq  defense.  I  defied  any  man  or  woman  in  the  world  to  produce 
anj  staiu  on  my  character,  or  show  that  I  ever  injured  any  man,  woman  or 
diild  in  my  life.  I  bore  testimony  to  the  honesty,  industry,  temperance  and 
▼irtoe  of  the  "  Mormon"  people,  and  denounced  what  Jarman  had  been 
nyuig  as  the  most  abominable  lies  and  wicked  slanders  ever  uttered  by  man. 
i  told  them  it  was  only  necessary  for  the  people  of  Gunnislake  to  know  the 
true  character  of  the  man  who  had  been  talking  to  them,  to  be  satisfied  that 
he  could  not  tell  the  truth  about  the  '*  Mormons"  or  any  other  people.  I 
informed  them  that  Jarman  had  been  cut  o£f  from  the  *'  Mormon"  Church  for 
his  wickedness,  and  that  we  expected  to  get  evidence  in  a  very  short  time 
that  would  prove  in  any  court  of  justice  that  he  was  a  thief  and  had  been 
arrested  for  the  crime,  and  that  he  was  an  adulterer  and  a  swindler.  While 
I  was  talking  in  this  manner,  the  friends  of  Jarman  did  all  they  could  to  in- 
termpt  me,  and  those  immediately  around  the  table  upon  which  he  and  I 
stood,  kept  pinching  my  legs.  At  the  same  time  Jarman,  mad  with  rage,  and 
as  much  like  a  demon  as  it  is  possible  for  a  man  to  be,  kept  shaking  his  fist 
in  my  face  and  saying,  "You  are  a  liar!"  "You  are  a  liar!"  and  "If  I  had 
yoa  in  America  I  would  shoot  you  for  that!"  "  I  would  kill  you  for  that!"  "I 
would  put  my  popgun  against  your  head  for  that!"  etc.  He  kept  repeating 
these  threats  so  that  a  great  many  people  could  hear  him.  I  persisted,  how- 
ever, in  making  myself  heard,  and  read  a  fe^r  extracts  from  the  "  Fruits  of 
IformoDism"  in  defense  of  our  people;  but  the  uproar  became  so  great,  and 
the  roughs  kept  pinching  my  legs  so  much,  that  I  had  to  get  down  from  the 
tablei 

Jarman  continued  to  pour  forth  his  volleys  of  abuse  against  our  people, 
and  personally  insult  Elder  Rhees  and  myself  all  he  possibly  could.  Among 
other  things  he  said  the  "  Mormons"  had  robbed  him,  and  had  dug  his  grave 
three  times  with  a  view  to  killing  him,  and  that  he  had  only  escaped  by  the 
akin  of  his  teeth. 

Amidst  the  greatest  confusion  I  got  upon  the  table  again,  and  tried  to 
nffij  by  showing  that  Utah  was  a  Territory  of  the  United  States,  and  that 
the  goTemment  sent  its  officers  there  to  administer  the  laws,  backed  up  by 
its  army,  which  was  camped  within  five  miles  of  Salt  Lake  City,  and  if  the 
SQthorities  of  the  Church  were  only  guilty  of  one  tliousandth  part  of  what 
this  man  had  been  accusing  them  of,  it  would  be  just  as  good  an  excuse  as 
oar  enemies  would  want  for  turning  the  army  loose  on  the  "  Mormon"  people. 

We  continued  in  this  way  until  about  half -past  ten  o'clock,  Jarman  doing 
his  Tery  best  to  arouse  the  feelings  of  the  people  against  us,  by  shouting: 
"Drive  them  out!"  "  They  are  murderers !"  "  They  are  worthy  of  death !"  etc. 
The  police  were  now  determined  to  clear  the  hall,  but  we  were  advised  to 
xmaiu  behind  for  a  short  time,  in  hopes  that  the  mob  would  disperse.  In 
this,  howoTer,  we  were  disappointed,  but  the  police  finally  thought  they 
could  take  us  to  Brother  Jackman's  house  all  right,  so  we  each  took  hold  of  a 
fdicemsp  and  marched  forth,  but  no  sooner  had  we  got  outside  the  halt  u^n 
the  mob  began  to  surge  against  us  and  try  to  pull  us  away  from  the  pblite- 
who  used  their  sticks  pretty  freely  about  the  heads  and  shoulders  of 
of  the  mob|  and  finally  succeeded  in  taking  us  through  without  any 
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serious  damage.    The  rabble  followed  us  and  kept  throwing  stones  and  tufts- 
of  grass  at  us,  the  police  fighting  them  and  driving  them  back  as  much  as- 
possible.    One  of  the  policemen  was  struck  in  the  back,  a  friend  who  was 
leading  the  way  to  Brother  Jackman's  bouse  was  struck  on  the  leg,  and  I 
was  struck  on  the  shoulder,  but  none  of  us  were  seriously  hurt,  and  we  soon 
found  ourselves  in  the  house  of  our  friends,  feeling  truly  thankful  to  oar- 
heavenly  Father  for  His  care  and  protection  over  us  during  that  day.    We 
must  say  that  the  policemen  did  their  duty  well,  and  fought  like  men  to^ 
protect  u?». 

On  the  following  morning  Elder  Ilhees  returned  to  his  District  to  fill 
appointments  there,  and  the  next  day  a  committee  from  the  Anti-Mormon* 
League  of  Qunnislake  came  to  me  and  asked  if  I  would  meet  Mr.  Jarman  in 
public  discussion.  I  replied  I  was  willing  to  meet  any  respectable  man  or- 
men  and  discuss  the  doctrines  of  the  "  Mormon"  Church  from  a  Bible  stand- 
point, but  I  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  such  a  vile,  wicked  man  a» 
Jarman  waa  I  considered  it  impossible  for  anyone  to  associate  with  hiuL 
without  great  degradation,  and  if  the  parsons  of  Gunnislake  only  knew  his 
true  character,  they  would  vomit  up  again  the  vile  slanders  which  he  had 
poured  out  against  the  Latter- day  Saints,  and  which  they  had  swallowed  so 
greedily.  The  committee  reported  my  answer,  and  we  were  secretly  in- 
formed by  a  friend  that  a  body  of  men  were  determined  to  come  and  carry 
me  out  of  the  house.  We  also  received  an  anonymous  letter  advising  me  for 
my  own  safety  to  leave  the  place,  and  we  could  hear  of  a  good  many  threats- 
being  made.  Jarman  lectured  every  night  that  week,  preached  in  two  of 
their  churches  on  Sunday  against  the  *'  Mormons,"  and  went  away  on  Monday. 

Ou  Tuesday  evening,  December  18th,  a  committee  of  three  of  the  citizens- 
came  and  asked  me  if  I  would  meet  them  and  fome  of  their  friends  that 
evening  and  talk  over  some  of  our  doctrines.  I  replied  I  was  very  willing, 
to  do  so,  that  I  had  come  6,000  miles  for  the  purpose  of  laying  our  principles- 
before  the  people,  and  that  I  hoped  they  would  give  me  fair  play  and  protect 
me  from  insult.  At  the  time  appointed  I  went  in  the  company  of  Brother 
and  Sister  Jackman  to  one  of  their  chapels,  and  was  somewhat  surprised  to- 
find  at  least  100  people,  and  four  or  five  ministers  of  di£ferent  denominations,, 
also  a  learned  school-master  (who  had  previously  challenged  us)  by  the  name 
of  Mr.  Gand,  present  They  bad  arranged  for  a  public  discussion  without 
consulting  me  about  the  principles  to  be  discussed  or  the  rules  of  debate. 
They  elected  their  chairman  and  called  on  me  to  occupy  twenty  minutes  in 
explaining  our  doctrines,  they  to  follow  for  the  same  length  of  time,  after 
which  the  time  was  to  be  equally  divided  in  five  minute  speeches.  I  took 
the  stand  and  for  twenty  minutes,  by  the  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  I  had  great 
freedom  in  explaining  the  principles  of  the  Qospel. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Qand  commenced  his  speech  by  denouncing  the  "  Mormons"  as 
impostors,  repeating  some  of  Jarman's  slanders,  and  concluded  by  kneeling: 
down  on  the  stand,  and,  with  hands  and  eyes  uplifted,  solemnly  declaring  that 
he  would  not  worship  a  Qod  who  would  reveal  to  *'  Joe"  Smith,  or  believe  ixL 
a  Savior  who  would  acknowledge  him. 

Other  speeches  followed,  pro  and  cjn,  upon  a  variety  of  subjects,  but  lack 
of  space  will  not  permit  e?en  a  summary  of  them  to  be  given  here.    I  was^

liowerer,  enabled  to  explain  many  points  of  doctrine,  and  support  my  position 
on  the  Tarioos  points  by  quotations  from  Scripture  so  far  as  1  had  time  to  do 
80.  The  Rev.  F.  Chapman  and  Rev.  L.  Knigkt  joined  Mr.  Qand  in  the  dis- 
<assion,  displaying  a  great  deal  of  bigotry  and  animus,  and  though  I  was  not 
^owed  to  finish  my  closing  speech  for  want  of  time,  they  each  followed  with 
i  speech.  The  meeting  lasted  at  least  two  hours  and  a  half.  At  the  close 
it  waa  proposed  as  the  "  opinion  of  the  meeting  that  the  New  Testament 
eoodemns  polygamy,"  and  about  two-thirds  of  the  people  held  up  their  hands 
to  sustain  the  vote.  This  was  followed  by  another  absurd  motion  as  to 
whether  they  should  "  become  Mormons  and  go  to  Salt  Lake." 

The  next  day  I  sent  a  challenge  to  the  Rev.  F.  Chapman,  Rev.  L.  Knight 
^aad  Mr.  J.  H.  Gand,  to  meet  me  in  discussion  upon  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  Bible  condemned  polygamy.  I  have  since  received  replies  from 
the  first  two  in  which  they  decline  to  meet  me. 


UTAH    NEWS.

C Summarized  from  Territorial  Papers,) 

The  length  of  railroad  constructed  in  Utah  in  1883  is  said  to  be  143  miles. 

Apostle  Mosee  Thatcher  and  Hon.  F.  S.  Richards  have  gone  to  Washington 
to  lend  their  influence  in  securing  justice  for  the  people  of  Utah. 

The  Provo  Woolen  Factory  has  manufactured  $150,000  worth  of  goods 
dnriog  the  year  1883,  besides  having  shipped  720,000  lbs.  of  wool  to  eastern 


WnL  M.  Palmer,  President  of  the  North-Western  States'  Mission,  has  re- 
turned to  Utah,  taking  with  him  twelve  emigrants  from  the  region  of  his 
misuooary  ]abor& 

The  population  of  Salt  Lake  City  is  now  estimated  at  28,000,  an  increase 
of  7.000  since  1880.  Nine  hundred  new  buildings  are  said  to  have  been 
vected  there  in  1883,  at  a  cost  of  91,500,000. 

Daring  the  year  1883,  Utah  produced  3,400,000  pounds  of  wool,  about 
IflOOfiOO  pounds  of  which  is  fine,  1,800,000  pounds  is  medium,  and  600,000 
poiindi  course  Mexican.  The  local  mills  consumed  about  500,000  of  it,  and 
abont  2,900,000  pounds  was  shipped  to  eastern  markets. 

The  total  bullion  shipment  from  Utah  in  1883  is  as  follows:  3,230,547  lbs. 
refined  lead;  63,431,964  lbs.  unrehned  lead;  4,531,763  ounces  of  silver,  and 
1^901  oances  of  gold,  the  export  value  of  which  is  estimated  at  96,872,085, 
hat  computing  the  gold  and  silver  at  the  mint, valuation,  and  other  metals  at 
their  valne  at  the  sea-board,  the  product  would  be  worth  $8,000,000. 

A  fire  occurred  at  the  Utah  Central  coal  mine,  in  Pleasant  Valley,  oa  the 
lA  insty  cansiiig  the  death  of  two  of  the  colliers,  John  McLean  and  his  son, 
aad  the  destruction  of  the  timbers  from  the  mouth  of  the  tunnel  to  the  air 
-shaft,  a  diatant  of  360  feet  Up  to  the  3rd  inst.,  the  date  of  our  last  news, 
the  fire  waa  still  burning  in  the  mine,  though  efforts  had  been  made  to 
<«itiDgniah  it  by  closing  up  all  the  openings.

PROPOSED    ANTI-"  MORMON"   LEGISLATION. 


The  ezcitomeDt  that  is  annually  raised  in  the  United  States  over  the  "  Mor- 
mon" question,  and  which  politicians  and  preachers  are  alike  active  and 
interested  in  arousing,  has  been  manifested  in  various  ways  duriig  the  past 
three  months.    Our  readers  have  been  informed  by  articles  already  pub- 
lished of  the  organization  of  anti-*' Mormon"  leagues,  and  the  urgent  appeals 
issued  from  pulpit,  rostrum  and  press  for  vengeance  on  the  "  Mormons,"  but 
so  far  wt  have  said  but  little  about  the  efforts  being  made  in  Congress  to 
secure  anti-"  Mormon"  legislation.    The  enemies  of  the  Saints  in  Congress, 
however,  have  not  been  idle,  though  we  have  been  almost  silent  as  to  their 
actions.    On  the  contrary,  ihey  have  been  exerting  themselves  on  the  subject, 
and  are  as  determined  now  as  at  any  time  in  the  past  to  strike  "  Mormonism" 
such  a  crushing  blow  that  it  will  never  recover  from  it.     Some  of  the  mem- 
bers of  Congress  are  doubtless  prompted  by  bigotry  or  personal  hatred  of  the 
religion  of  the  Saints,  or  a  fear  of  their  growing  power,  to  use  their  influence 
to  effect  their  overthrow.    But  it  may  be  safely  assumed  that  most  of  the 
Congressmen  who  array  themselves  in  opposition  to  the  Saints,  do  so  to 
satisfy  their  constituents  and  not  because  tbey  obiect  to  '*  Mormonism" — 
polygamy  included,  any  more  than  any  other  religion.    Then  there  is  another 
cause,  and  not  the  least  potent  by  any  means,  which  tends  to  arouse  poli- 
ticians in  opposition  to  the  "  Mormons."     It  is  common  for  one  political 
party  to  try  to  gain  power  and  prestige  by  claiming  to  possess  virtues  and 
aim  at  nobler  ends  than  any  other  party.     To  impress  the  public  with  this 
idea,  they  must  have  some  great  imaginary  if  not  actual  evil  to  denounce  and 
threaten  with  dire  destruction.    The  more  universally  unpopular  the  institu- 
tion denounced,  the  better  it  suits  the  purpose  of  the  party.     The  Repub- 
lican party  has  been  in  power  for  many  years  in  the  United  States  and  i^ 
anxious  to  continue  so.    The  *'  Mormons"  are  very  unpopular  throughout  the 
nation  on  account  of  their  religion,  and  besides  they  have  no  political  influ- 
ence worth  mentioning,  owing  to  most  of  them  being  residents  of  Territories, 
where  they  are  not  allowed  to  vote  for  the  election  of  government  officers. 
It  is  therefore  conveaient  for  the  great  Republican  party  to  use  the  religion 
of  the  Saints,  or  "polygamy,"  (which  are  supposed  by  the  public  generally  to 
mean  the  same)  as  a  war  cry.    The  Republicans  are  anxious  to  have  the 
public  believe  that  "Mormonisn"  is  a  large  and  dangerous  bunion  on  the 
body  politic  of  the  nation  which  they  are  willing  to  apply  the  knife  to,  but 
which  the  Democrats  would  rather  have  grow  and  fester.     The  Democrats 
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must  either  saffer  under  this  aspersion  and  lose  prestige  with  the  public,  or 
prore  it  false  by  manifesting  an  equal  anxiety  to  extinguish  the  obnoxious 
rdigion.  So  the  '*  Mormons"  are  left  to  run  the  gauntlet  between  these  two 
eooteodiog  parties  in  Congress,  both  of  which  will  perhaps  consider  it  to  their 
interest  to  manifest  their  2eal  before  their  constituents  by  thrashing  away  at 
them  right  and  left 

At  the  opening  of  Congress  President  Arthur  led  forth  by  firing  away  at 
the  common  target  as  follows: 

**  The  Utah  Conuninkm  has  mihmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  iti  second 
reporL  It  gives  full  details  of  its  labors  in  supervising  the  recent  election  in  that 
r,  pursoant  to  the  act  of  March  22, 1882.  It  appears  that  persons  by  that  act 
disqualified  to  the  number  of  about  12,000.  They  were  excluded  from  the  polls. 
Hub  fmct^  however,  afforded  little  cause  for  congratulation,  ai^  I  fear  that  it  is  far  from 
iadirating  any  real  and  substatftial  progress  towards  the  extirpation  of  polygamy.  All  of 
the  iDAmbers  of  the  legislature  are  Mormons.  There  is  grave  reason  to  believe  that  they 
aie  in  sympathj  with  the  practices  this  government  is  seeking  to  suppress,  and  that  its 
in  that  regard  will  be  no  more  likely  to  encounter  their  opposition  than  receive 
cooooraf^ement  and  support.  Even  if  this  view  should  happily  be  erroneous,  the  law 
which  the  commissioners  have  been  acting,  should  be  made  more  effective  by  the 
ion  of  some  such  stringent  measures  as  they  recommend,  and  as  were  included 
bk  bin  No.  2,338,  on  the  call  of  the  Senate  at  its  session.  I  am  convinced,  however,  that 
polysainy  has  become  so  strongly  intreuched  in  the  Territory  of  Utah,  that  it  is  profitless 
te  attack  it  with  any  but  the  stoutest  weapons  which  constitutional  legislation  can  make. 
1  favoTy  therefore,  the  repeal  of  the  act  upon  which  the  existing  government  depends  and 
the  resomptioii  by  the  National  Legislature  of  the  entire  political  control  of  the  Territory, 
and  the  establishment  of  a  commission,  with  such  powers  and  duties  as  shall  be  delegated 
toifthjUw.** 

It  would  be  difficult  for  President  Arthur  to  show  how  the  practice  of 
phiral  marriage — the  abolishment  of  which  he  claims  as  the  real  object  aimed 
at  in  his  recommendations— would  be  at  all  affected  by  depriving  the  people 
<d  a  Territorial  form  of  government.  If  he  were  willing  to  admit  the  truth, 
it  would  doubtless  appear  that  he  made  those  recommendations  for  political 
porpoaes  and  to  satisfy  the  popular  clamor.  He  did  it  in  the  spirit  in  which 
Pilate  delivered  the  Savior  to  the  rabble — because  it  was  demanded,  and  be- 
cause he  had  not  the  manhood  to  refuse— not  because  he  thought  truth  and 
justice  would  be  subseryed  thereby. 

The  President  having  given  the  cue,  there  were  a  number  of  members  of 
Congress  ready  to  take  it  up  and  act  upon  it 

Senator  Cullom  immediately  introduced  a  bill  providing  for  the  legislative 
power  of  the  Territory  to  be  vested  in  a  Qovernor  and  council  of  nine  men, 
appointed  from  the  residents  of  Utah  by  the  President  and  confirmed  by  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States.  Of  course,  it  is  easy  for  anyone  to  see  what 
the  intended  result  of  this  measure  would  be— the  binding  of  the  people  hand 
and  foot  while  they  could  be  mercilessly  plundered. 

Then  came  Senator  Edmunds  with  another  long  bill,  providing,  among 
otiber  things,  for  compelling  a  wife  to  testify  against  her  husband;  that 
eertificates  of  all  marriages,  **  whether  lawful  or  not,"  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Probate  Court;  that  women  be  deprived  of  the  right  of  suffrage;  and 
that  a  board  of  fire  commissioners  appointed  by  the  President,  with  a  salary 
^  93^000  each  per  annum,  supervise  the  elections  in  the  Territory. 
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To  show  that  some  others  as  well  as  the  Latter-day  Saints  are  able  to  see 
through  the  guise  of  pretensioa  under  which  this  bill  is  introduced  and  dia«. 
cern  the  real  object,  we  insert  the  following  extract  from  an  article  published 
in  the  Detroit  J^<pw«; 

"  Senator  Edmniids  Mems  to  have  taken  the  suppreMion  of  polygamy  to  himMlf  as  a|u  ^ 
especial  and  personal  vocation,  remembering,  probably,  that  the  founder  of  the  systenv . 
came  from  his  own  State.    His  last  bill  having  failed  to  make  any  impression,  he  bobbed 
np  serenely  with  another  on  Tuesday  last.    When  this  fails  he  will  probably  furnish 
another,  and  so  on  ad  infinitum, 

**  In  his  capacity  as  the  brains  of  the  Republican  party,  it  is  not  essential  that  any  o£ 
his  bills  should  really  be  effectual  in  suppressing  polygamy.    Indeed,  if  we  were  to  make  %, 
guess  at  all  at  the  shrewd  old  Vermonter's  real  purpose,  we  should  say  that  the  estirpalkHU 
of  polygamy  is  the  last  thing  he  desires.    There  is  not  a  man  in  either  heuse  wha  knows*' 
better  than  Senator  Edmunds  what  can  and  what  can't  be  done  by  legislation,  and  what^' 
is  likely  to  be  the  effect  of  any  particular  law  proposed.    Many  senators  told  him  wh«ii 
he  had  his  last  measure  under  way  that  it  wouldn't  have  the  slightest  effect  upon  polygw: 
amy.    He  knew  it  better  than  any  one  of  them.     He  didn't  intend  it  to  have  any  effeot. 
upon  polygamy.    He  aims  it  at  the  head  of  the  Democratic  party.    It  answered  his  pustr 
pose  in  that  respect  perfectly.    It  gave  the  party  of  Grod  and  morality,  the  party  of  alL. 
t^e  virtues,  another  chance  to  get  up  a  howl  about  other  people's  vices.    If  it  supinressed. 
polygamy  the  chance  would  have  been  f^ne. 

**  Republicans,  like  Democrats,  as  a  rule  have  but  one  wife  apiece— at  a  tims— whomt 
they  recognize.  Therefore  it  was  perfectly  safe  to  attack  polygamy  without  losing  aoijFt 
n^ublican  votes.  Besides,  Edmunds  knew  perfectly  well  that  no  amount  of  oratory  o»? 
law-making  would  extirpate  it,  and  congratulated  himself  on  finding  semething  thati 
would  fimish  good  fighting  for  a  generation  or  so,  and  offer  a  lasting  foil  for  the  super- 
fluous moral  indignation  of  the  chaste  and  virtuoms  Republioan  masses. 

'*  Hb  first  bill  was  offered  to  a  Republican  House  and  Senate,  and  served  its  purpose* 
iii  enabling  the  party  te  point  with  pride  to  another,  holy  work  it  had  undertaken.  Ali 
the  pulpits  and  all  the  papers  cried  out«  '  Lo,  the  great  party  has  again  buckled  on  it»^, 
annor  in  the  cause  of  Grod,  and  even  as  it  slew  the  Goliath  of  slavery,  it  is  now  about  to* 
drive  out  the  devil  of  polygamy.'    But  the  bill  don't  kill  polygamy  or  even  hurt  it. 

**  That  was  the  especial  beauty  of  the  bill  as  a  piece  of  party  policy,  and  that  is  th» 
especial  beauty  of  polygamy  as  a  political  issue.  The  healthy  survival  of  polygamy  gavi> 
Mr.  Edmunds  another  chance  to  put  his  party  before  the  people  as  the  champion  of  mov*. 
afity.  And  this  time  he  has  the  added  advantage  of  the  presence  of  a  Democratic  Uoufii 
which  may  antagonise  or  ignore  his  bill;  when  he  will  be  aUe  iM>t  only  to  point  with  prid^ 
to  his  own  party's  championship  of  morality,  but  to  set  all  the  pulpits  of  the  land — withf 
the  exception  of  Beecher's— railing  at  the  Democracy  as  the  defender  and  upholder  of 
sin. 

**  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  Democrats  let  his  bill  pass,  on  the  principle  that  it  please* 
the  Republicans  and  doesn't  hurt  them,  Edmunds  knows  perfectly  well  that  it  will  hwre- 
no  more  effect  on  polygamy  than  the  other  one  had—and  there  will  be  the  '  Twin  Ralic^ 
still,  a  perpetual  and  handy  red  rag  with  which  to  aroose  Republican  virtue  to  an  ^nwn^ 
frenzy  of  moral  indignation  and  enthusiasm." 

Senator  Lapbam  was  also  ou  hand  with  a  long  atlly  bill  in  which  he  proK 
posed  to  change  the  name  of  the  Territory  from  Utah .  to  Altamont,  ^  Ui 
repeal  all  the  statutes  or  parts  of  statutes  of  the  Territory  which  authorise  or 
sanctbn  plural  marriage/'  (none  of  which  ever  eqcisted,)  depriye  all  polyg. 
amists  of  the  right  of  franchise,  (of  which  they  have  already  been  deprived,) 
and  do  a  number  of  other  equally  foolish  things. 

Bepresentatiye  Casaidy  also  introduced  n  bill  much  like  CuUoqi's  in  ita 
nature,  except  that  it  provided  for  a  commission  of  13  members  to  enact  laws 
for  the  Territory. 
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And  finally  along  came  General  Rosecrans,  a  Democratic  member,  with  a- 
bill  for  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  declaring  the  practice  of  plural 
marriage  nnlawfuL    Of  course  this  would  imply  that  all  laws  horetofor^, 
IMwed  prohibiting  a  plurality  of  wives  are  unconstitutional  (and  such  certain- 
tsr » tlie  caeeX 

As  might  be  expected,  Senator  Edmonds  is  quite  energetic  in  opposing 
foch  a  proposition  as  this,  and  urging  the  merits  of  his  own. 

What  the  future  may  develop  time  alone  will  tell.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
the  leading  members  of  both  political  parties  stand  ready  to  use  the  "  Mor- 
Mons"  as  a  cat's  paw  to  forward  their  own  ends,  regardless  of  the  result  to-, 
that  people,  and,  urged  on  by  clamoring  constituents,  who  in  turn  are  excited. 
bj  howling  preachers,  we  may  expect  them  to  do  their  best  to  pass  at  least 
one  of  the  several  bills  which  already  have  been  or  yet  may  be  brought  before^ 
Congress. 

In  the  meantime  the  utmost  serenity  prevails  among  the  Latter-day  Saints. 
They  know  in  whom  they  trust  That  Qod  who  has  preserved  them  hereto- 
Core  from  the  destruction  with  which  they  have  so  often  been  threatened  wil(. 
not  desert  them  now.  He  alone  has  the  power  to  overrule  the  acts  of  mtxk, 
and  nations  for  the  good  of  His  people,  and  to  cause  their  wisdom  when  ar- 
rayed against  the  truth  to  appear  as  foolishness  in  the  extreme,  and  He  will 
do  sa  Q.  C.  L.

F.  and  Samuel  F.  Davies, 
who  are  both  members  of  the  Church,  will  know  where  he  is.  He  would  also  like  them.'. 
to  write  and  let  him  knpw  their  ad4rcw  in  Wales. 

**  The.weatber  is  fearfully  0Qld~29  degrees  below  zero.  The  Elders  in  England  need 
Boi  desire  to  eome  home  until  warm  weather  sets  in,  unless  they  are  fat  aiid  well  able  to 
•tMid  the  cold.  More  than  one-half  of  the  trains  have  been  abandoned,  and  all  the  rest^ 
art  late.  We  have  been  hare  since  12  o'clock  last  night  waiting  for  a  train.  This  lay 
over  bvainees  soon  becomes  monotonous."

'^.tlm  brrthroB  are  hard  at  work,  trying  to  make  the  people  acquainted  with  our  prin*^ 
dplss,  and  Ilietoof  a  few  ba|>tisms  around  in  the  Mission.  .,     -  >r 

**  I  have  been  over  to  Sweden  a  couple  of  times  lately,  and  have  had  a  good  time  with 
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Brotber  Tietjen.  We  have  had  some  excellent  meetings  there;  many  Btranqreiv  were 
present  and  they  were  vtry  attentive.  A  good  many  in  Malmo  seem  to  be  inqoirini^ 
after  the  truth,  and  I  hope  that  before  long  we  shall  hear  of  several  joining  the  .Church 
there.  There  is  still  considerable  life  here  in  this  Branch,  which  comprises  just  the  city 
of  Copenhagen.  Our  meetings  are  well  attended  both  by  Saints  and  strangen.  Sunday 
and  Friday  evenings  the  hall  is  generally  crowded.  The  strangers  are  very  quiet,  and 
pay  good  attention  to  what  is  said,  I  am  well  satisfied  with  our  change  of  halls.  We 
were  nearly  always  having  disturbances  in  the  old  hall,  but  here  we  are  free  from  eveiy- 
ihing  of  that  kind,  and  our  visitors  are  of  a  more  genteel  class.  You  remember  that  our 
hall  is  just  opposite  the  university.  Sunday  th6  great  zoological  museum  is  open  from 
12  to  2  o'clock.  When  the  visitors  leave  the  museum,  they  see  a  good  many  going  in 
-through  the  gates  to  our  hall,  and,  as  they  are  out  sight-seeing  anyhow,  a  few  drift 
with  the  stream  into  our  hall. 

'*  During  the  winter  we  have  had  baptisms  take  place  nearly  every  week;  one  erening 
there  were  as  high  as  six.  Last  Monday  three  persons  were  baptized,  Tuesday  two,  to- 
night, I  think,  there  will  be  one  baptized,  and  one  has  applied  for  baptism  to-merrow 
evening;  that  will  make  seven  added  to  the  Church  this  week. 

**  The  President  of  the  Conference,  E.  A.  Anderson,  is  very  diligent  in  his  labors.  He 
j$  off  early  in  the  morning  and  seldom  returns  until  midnight.  Brother  F.  Chsistensen 
is  helping  him  here  in  this  city.  We  feel  very  much  blessed  in  our  labors,  and  thankful 
to  the  Lord  for  bringing  so  many  into  the  fold.** 


ILL- HEALTH  OF  ELDBBS. 

President  Wm.  S.  Geddes,  writing  from  Glasgow,  Jan.  16, 1884,  to  President 
Smith,  says:

FBOM  A  RETURNED   MISSIONARY. 

Elder  B.  E.  Rich  writing  from  Ogden,  Utah,  Jan.  8,  1884,  to  President 
Smith,  says: 

"Everything  is  very  quiet  in  Zion  at  present,  with  the  exception  of  sleighing,  which 
has  been  the  order  of  the  day  for  a  short  time  past  From  this  you  may  have  a  faint 
idea  of  how  the  Utah  boys  are  enjoying  themselves,  instead  of  wearing  a  long  sanctimoni- 
ous face  and  mourning  over  what  our  Gentile  brethren  say  is  to  be  the  fate  of  '  Mor- 
monism'  before  the  close  of  the  present  Congress. 

**  It  may  be  interesting  to  you  to  know  how  I  spend  my  spare  time,  aside  from  regular 
employment:  I  am  still  a  home  missionary,  and  go  into  the  country  every  other  Sunday. 
Monday  nights  I  teach  a  class  in  theology  in  the  3rd  Ward,  Wednesday  nights  I  attend 
the  Y.  M.  M.  I.  A.,  to-night  (Thursday)  I  am  to  be  ordained  a  Seventy,  and  conse- 
quently I  will  spend  Thursday  evenings  meeting  with  my  Quorum.  Sundays,  when 
not  away  as  a  missionary,  I  teach  another  class  in  theology,  besides  attending  the  public 
meetings.  By  this  you  may  see  that  my  time  is  well  spent,  and  I  have  none  to  throw 
away  foolishly,  as  I  used  to  do;  and  now  that  I  am  to  be  a  Seventy,  it  makes  me  a  can- 
didate for  another  mission  when  wanted.  My  wife  is  happy,  and  I  believe  that  it  is  due 
to  the  mission  I  took  to  England,  for  while  there  I  learned  the  necessity  of  serving  6od» 
and  I  intend,  if  possible,  to  live  in  such  a  way  that  I  will  have  the  privilege  of  beix^ 
with  my  father  in  the  Ufe  that  is  to  oome.  Before  father  died  he  bore  his  testimony  to 
jat,  and  gmre  me  to  understand  what  I  must  do  if  I  vrished  to  be  with  him  in  the  great 
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licremfter.  I  never  law  a  dead  person  look  so  much  like  a  warrior  in  my  life  as  did 
father;  he  did  not  look  like  a  corpse,  but  like  one  dressed  ready  to  associate  with  the 
Gods.  He  looked  like  he  did  before  his  sickness,  and  anyone  to  see  the  happy  look  upon 
his  face,  would  have  more  caiue  to  rejoice  than  to  mourn,  especially  when  he  knew  that 
father  had  fouj^ht  the  go<xi  ii^ht  and  had  been  faithful  to  the  end.  I  am  determined  to 
try  and  live  to  meet  kim  in  the  celestial  kingdom  of  God." 


PROCEEDINGS  AT  THE  FUNERAL  OF  SISTER  GROSSBECK. 

Elder  E.  Hanham  sends  us  the  following,  under  date  of  Dec.  31,  1883. 

'•  Yesterday  (Sunday)  was  a  solemn  day  in  the  17th  Ward.  A  funeral  service  was 
held  at  llajn.  in  the  meeting  house,  over  the  remains  of  Sister  £.  T.  Groesbeck,  the 
dear  mother  of  ynnr  wife  Josephine,  and  the  beloved  wife  of  Elder  Nicholas  Groesbeck. 
After  a  brief  sickness  this  good  Latter-day  Saint  has  left  her  family,  to  whom  she  was 
most  affectionately  attached,  and  a  large  circle  of  friends,  for  a  better  world.  As  the 
supreme  moment  drew  near  for  the  invisible  messenger  to  extinguish  the  vital  spark  for 
ever  in  this  world  of  tears  and  sorrow,  she  earnestly  exhorted  her  children,  all  of  whom 
were  present,  except  Josephine,  to  be  faithful  in  the  great  cause  of  truth,  bearing  testi- 
mony to  its  divinity  so  long  as  her  pure  spirit  lingered  in  its  mortal  tabernacle.  She 
departed  in  the  fullness  of  Gospel  peac«.  She  seems  to  have  had  a  presentiment  that 
her  tim«  to  leave  us  was  near  at  hand,  and  hoped  she  would  pass  away  in  peace.  She  was 
beautiful  in  death!  The  lid  of  the  richly  ornamented  oak  casket,  in  which  she  lay,  was 
decorated  with  floral  tributes  of  affection,  forming  an  anchor,  wreath  and  harp. 

"*'  The  services  were  conducted  by  Bishop  Tingey.  Our  well -beloved  brother,  Daniel  H. 
Wells,  After  singing,  prayer,  and  the  singing  of  a  second  funeral  hymn  by  the  choir, . 
addressed  the  mourners  and  people  in  a  very  consoling  and  edifying  manner  from  that 
beautiful  text  of  scripture,  'Thanks  be  to  God  who  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.'  His  remarks  were  full  of  comfort,  not  to  the  present  mourners 
only,  but  to  each  and  every  one  that  hod  ever  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  a 
dear  reUtive  or  bosom  friend.  The  large  congregation  listened  with  rapt  attention  and 
emotion. 

**  President  George  Q.  Cannon  also  spoke  upon  the  virtues  of  the  departed  sister — of 
her  devotion  to  the  work  of  the  Lord,  of  her  sincerity  and  faith,  and  the  lively  interest 
ever  manifested  by  her  in  its  defense,  under  every  circumstance  of  life.  He  made 
allusion  to  her  kindly  acts  of  charity  to  the  infirm  and  needy  among  her  neighbors — to 
the  fact  that  she  had  comforted  the  afflicted  and  healed  the  heavy-laden  in  spirit  Having 
read,  at  the  commencement  of  his  remarks,  a  section  from  the  *  Vision*  (Doc.  k  Gov.), 
tooching  celestial  glory,  he  enlarged  upon  it,  and  all  felt  its  inspiration.  He  feelingly 
addressed  the  mourners,  exhorting  them  to  be  faithful,  so  that  they  might  live  with  the 
departed  wife  and  mother  in  the  great  hereafter  for  ever. 

**  Bishop  Tingey  followed  with  a  suitable  discourse,  alluding  to  the  deceased  sister  as 
betttg  a  faithful  member  of  the  17th  Ward  for  a  long  series  of  years.  He  said  her  wish 
was,  as  expressed  to  himself  before  her  death,  that  the  congregation  should  join  in  singing 
the  beautiful  resurrection  hymn,  composed  by  the  late  Elder  W.  Clayton,  commencing:

At  2-30  p.m.,  the  meeting  opened  with  singing,  prayer  by  Elder  C.  C.  Harris 
and  administering  of  the  Sacrament  by  Elders  Angell  and  Clawson. 

Elders  C.  Denney  and  Geo.  J.  Dent,  then  reported  their  labors  in  Essex 
and  Kent,  and  Elder  Arthur  Stayner,  his  experience  in  Berkshire  and  Wilt- 
'Ishire. 

Elder  John  Reeve  followed  with  an  account  of  his  experience  in  the  Nor- 
wich Conference,  expressed  his  pleasure  at  meeting  with  the  Saints  of  London, 
and  testified  to  the  truth  of  the  Gospel 

President  Nye  occupied  the  remaining  time.    Said  he  had  visited  most  of 
the  districts  in  the  last  three  months.    Spoke  upon  the  spirit  of  emigration,  and 
showed  that  true  faith  must  be  accompanied  or  followed  by  good  works. 
'    After  singing,  benediction  was  offered  by  Eider  Hemsley.

After  sin2;ing,  benediction  was  pronounced  by  President  Smith. 
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After  meeting,  one  lady  who  had  nttended  the  services  of  the  Saints  that 
evening  for  the  first  time  presented  herself  for  baptism,  having  become  con- 
Tinced  of  the  trnth  of  the  Gospel.  She  was.  baptized  on  the  following  Mon- 
day night  by  Elder  Nye.

ARIZONA     ITEMS. 
o 

A  RECEsrr  issue  of  the  Desyrel  News  contains  a  communication  from  James 
F.  Wilkins,  Mesa  City,  Arizona,  from  which  we  extract  the  following: 

*^  Since  the  last  of  September,  we  have  hid  glorious  weather.  The  highest 
temperature  during  September  was  108"  at  noon.  The  woather  during  October 
was  somewhat  cooler,  the  highest  point  of  the  thermometer  being  84^  and  the 
lowest  46.  During  November  the  mercury  registered  SS*",  the  lowest  being  36. 
Daring  the  present  month  as  far  as  gone,  the  greatest  degree  of  heat  has  been 
87  at  noon,  and  the  lowest  38  in  the  morning.  These  are  official  figures,  as 
taken  from  a  standard  thermometer,  and  show  a  climate  compared  with 
which  sunny  Italy  falls  into  insignificance.  Tomato  vines  still  continue  to  yield 
their  luscious  fruit  in  abundance.  After  the  fruit  is  all  gathered,  by  protecting 
the  Tine  root  with  straw,  they  will  bear  again  in  May.  This  will  occur  four 
years  before  the  vine  dies,  and  green  peas  will  be  a  Christmas  plenitude  here. 

^  Oa  December  19th  it  began  raining  and  continues  at  the  present  writing. 
Some  of  the  people  lost  a  large  amount  of  hay,  as  they  had  just  cut  their  last 
crop  of  lucern,  being  the  fifth  cutting  this  year.  Rain  is  a  blessing  that  here 
for  the  next  three  months  will  be  a  frequent  visitor. 

^  The  acreage  of  land  under  cultivation  in  our  town  is  increasing  rapidly,  as 
there  will  be  nearly  400  acres  of  wheat  in  this  winter,  and  some  of  the  enter- 
prifttng  ones  are  contemplating  orchards  of  from  five  to  twenty  acrea 

^The  Salt  River  Valley,  generally  speaking,  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition ; 
the  number  of  acres  in  grain  this  coming  year  will  be  about  80,000,  of  which 
Phoenix  and  vicinity  have  the  lion's  share.  George  W.  Crismon,  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  has  this  fall  put  in  100  acres  more  of  lucern  under  the  Tempo  Canal. 

**Tbe  Great  Arizona  Canal  is  being  rapidly  pushed  ahead,  some  16  miles  of  it 
being  under  actire  operation.  It  will  cost  $60,000,  and  is  35  feet  on  the 
bottom  and  5  feet  deep,  with  2^  feet  fall  to  the  mile. 

^  The  Mesa  Canal  Co.  gave  their  canal  a  very  thorough  cleaning  this  fall 
and  widened  the  canal  to  18  feet  wide  near  the  dam,  making  an  average  of 
about  13  feet  from  the  dam  to  Mesa,  a  distance  of  nine  miles.  As  the  Arizona 
Canal  will  take  all  surplus  water  in  the  river,  it  is  generally  conceded  that 
tbe  smaller  canab  will  not  have  another  thance  to  enlarge. 

"  It  is  said  the  Arizona  Canal  will  reclaim  25,000  acres,  some  of  which  is 
bnng  cleared  preparatory  to  receiving  water  in  May  next 

**Our  neighbors  in  Jonesville  also  took  advantage  of  time,  and  have  a  new 
kige  and  finely  graded  canaL  The  sorghum  crop  there  was  a  grand  success, 
aome  few  getting  300  gallons  of  sorghum  on  one  acre,  the  cane  being  of  the 
Honduras  variety,  the  stalks  of  some  eaue  having  to  be  mashed  before  being 
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the  required  size  to  feed  in  the  mill.  This  produce  commands  a  ready  8al» 
among  the  Indians  on  the  Gila,  of  which  there  are  6^000,  most  of  whom  are- 
farmers  raidinpr  a  Jarge  amount  of  wheat  and  beans;  the  general  trade  is  one 
gallon  of  sorghum  for  a  bushel  of  wheat.  The  Indians  referred  to  are  30- 
miles  from  here,  on  a  government  reserve."

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"  THE  WOES  OF  THE  PATRIARCHS."

^^  T\R-  CROSBY  said  last  evening  that  although  the  Bible  does  not  explicitly 
Jy  prohibit  polygamy,  the  woes  of  the  patriarchs  are  traceable  directly 
to  that  institution,  and  the  lesson  of  their  lives  is  in  accord  with  the  inferen- 
tial teachings  of  Scripture,  that  like  Adam  a  roan  should  be  the  husband  of 
one  wif&  A  few  hours  before,  heterodox  Heber  Newton  had  recommended 
oor  Mormon  friends  to  'read  and  inwardly  digest  the  Bible  example  of  the 
woes  of  being  too  much  married,'  saying  that  no  intelligent  person  would  be 
troubled  by  the  fact  that  polygamy  was  practiced  by  the  i)atriarchs.  These 
bterpretations  of  the  bearings  of  Scripture  upon  the  institution  of  polygamy 
will  htLve  general  interest  now  that  the  nation  appears  to  be  preparing  to 
•erioualy  undertake  the  work  of  extirpating  the  monstrous  system  of  Utah." 

We  elip  the  above  from  a  New  York  exchange.  It  serves  to  show  how 
hud  up  for  an  argument  ^re  the  fanatics  who  have  no  word  to  say  against 
the  eocial  vices  that  fester  under  their  noses,  and  are  continually  howling 
aboat  imagined  evils  in  a  distant  region.  *'  The  woes  of  the  patriarchs,"  ehf 
Those  same  patriarchs  managed  to  travel  along  a  great  many  years  under 
tbeir  burden,  and  some  of  their  names  have  been  handed  down  to  posterity 
in  honor,  while  their  lives  are  held  up  in  holy  writ  as  examples  to  be  imitated 
by  all  succeeding  generations.  More  than  that.  Their  names  are  written  in 
heaven,  and  the  Savior  of  the  world,  whose  servants  Drs.  Crosby  and  Newtoa 
pretend  to  be,  not  only  exhorted  the  people  in  His  day  to  pattern  after  thet 
works  of  those  polygamous  patriarchs,  but  promised  that  the  sanctified,  as  a 
leward,  ahould  sit  down  with  them  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven  while  many 
other  persons  would  be  thrust  out 

Some  of  those  same  men  of  "woes"  conversed  with  Deity,  learned  the 
Divine  will,  obtained  the  Divine  approbation  and  flourished  mightily  on  the- 
earth.    One  of  them,  called  Abraham,  obtained  while  he  lived,  the  title  of  th# 
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**  friend  of  God ;''  and  after  he  departed  hence,  the  abode  of  bliss  and  place  of 
rest  for  tho  faithful  was  named  after  him  and  called  ^'Abraham's  bosom." 

In  looking  over  the  history  of  those  grand  old  worthies,  as  recorded  in  the 
Bible,  we  do  not  leurn  that  they  8u£fered  much  in  the  flesh,  but  rather  that 
they  were  highly  proeperoas  and  blessed  of  the  Lord.  They  sometimes  had 
trouble  in  their  families,  of  course,  but  this  did  not  make  them  men  of  "woes," 
neither  did  it  prove  that  plural  marriage  was  evil.  And  we  notice  that  men 
who  had  only  one  wife  were  often  troubled  with  rebellion  in  their  families 
and  that  their  children  took  a  wrong  course  as  often,  if  not  more  frequently, 
than  the  children  of  men  who  had  more  wives  than  one.  If  tho  evil  course 
of  some  women  and  some  children  in  polygamous  households  proves  that 
plural  marriage  is  wrong,  then  the  evil  course  of  a  great  many  more  members 
of  monogamous  households  proves  that  monogamy  is  wrong,  and  thus  mar- 
riage will  be  made  evil  altogether. 

Dr.  Crosby,  not  long  since,  furnished  the  country  with  some  startling 
statistics  on  the  social  condition  of  New  England,  particularly  in  relation 
to  mairiage  and  divorce.  Using  his  own  present  argument  in  reference  to 
his  own  statements  of  the  shocking  family  evils  in  the  New  England  States, 
the  many  woes  of  trie  monogamists  there  are  "directly  traceable"  to  monogamy. 
Enforced  monogamy,  that  is  the  system  of  only  one  wife  at  a  time,  with 
penalties  against  plural  marriage,  is  thus  made  responsible  for  the  divorce 
corruptions  which  are  increasing  in  the  country. 

We  agree  with  Dr.  Newton  that  "  no  intelligeat  person  would  be  troubled 
by  the  fact  that  polygamy  was  practiced  by  the  patriarchs."  And  by  the 
same  rule  no  intelligent  person  should  be  troubbd  by  the  fact  that  the  same 
system  is  practiced  by  some  of  the  Latter-day  Saints.  There  is  nothing  in 
either  case  to  trouble  sensible  mind-your- own-business  folk.  Jacob's  four 
wives  have  just  about  as  much  to  do  with  the  pious  people  of  New  York 
City  as  the  plural  wives  of  a  "Mormon"  in  Salt  Lake  City;  no  less  and  no 
more. 

'  If  these  learned  divines  are  hunting  for  family  "  woes"  they  need  not  search 
the  ancient  scriptures,  nor  poke  their  noses  into  ''Mormon"  plural  households^ 
They  need  not  stir  a  peg  outside  of  New  York;  they  need  not  go  beyond  the 
mrcle  of  their  own  congregations;  they  need  not  move  across  the  limit  of 
their  own  church  membership  nnd,  whisper  it  softly,  some  of  those  "anti-Mor* 
9ion"  pulpit- pounders  can  find  all  that  is  needful  for  the  "  woe"-crying  business 
without  stepping  out  of  their  own  domiciles. 

.  The  "  Mormons"  have  read  and  digested  the  Bible  examples  that  Dr.  New* 
ton  cites,  and  have  become  thoroughly  familiar  with  their  history.  It  is  the 
Bible  which  has  prepared  the  minds  of  the  people  who  have  become  "Mor* 
mens"  to  receive  the  doctrine  of  plural  marriage  as  part  of  their  faith.  The 
anti-polygamiHt  preachers  must  not  fall  back  on  the  Bible  for  their  arguments. 
"They  had  better  stick  to  their  old  denunciations,  and  rest  upon  popular  pre- 
lidice  to  sustain  them.  This  is  more  in  their  line,  and  will  give  them  more 
how  of  consistency;  the  Bible  will  fail  them,  every  time. 

AboUi^  SA  good  as  the  **  woes  of  the  patriarchs"  as  a  warning  against  poly- 
gamy, is  ^he  Newtsan  argument,  that  if  a  man  is  allowed  to  have  more  wives 
Xb^u  oa^  aome  other  man  is  robbed  of  his  right  to  a  wife,  because  the  birtlm 
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of  the  sexes  are  about  equal  in  number.  When  learned  ministers  get  down 
to  Ktich  shallow  fallacies  to  forage  for  somethiag  with  which  to  attack  the 
**  Mormons,"  it  is  conclusire  evidence  that  they  have  run  very  short  of  reasons. 
Has  every  man  a  right  to  a  wife?  Are  there  not  many  men  who  are  not  fit  to 
kave  on«t  Are  there  not  a  great  many  others  who  will  not  marry?  Does  it 
icUow  if  the  sexes  are  equal  in  numbers  at  birth,  that  the  same  numerical 
equality  continues?  Is  it  not  a  fact,  that  the  deaths  of  males  largely  exceed 
"^e  deaths  of  females,  not  only  because  of  the  risks  which  males  are  exposed 
to  by  war,  adventure,  travel  and  exposure,  but  through  less  elasticity  of  con- 
atitotion,  even  in  infancy?  Then,  are  women  to  have  no  choice  in  matrimony? 
And  if  they  are  allowed  to  freely  choose,  witliout  absurd  and  bondage* bearing 
laws,  will  not  some  men  be  rejected  while  others  are  preferred. 

If  the  one-woman-for-one-man  theory  is  carried  out  to  its  legitimate  end, 
no  widower  should  be  permitted  to  marry  again,  at  any  rate  to  a  spinster,  for 
fear  of  taking  the  woman  that  some  other  man  has  a  right  to.  And  if  the 
doctrine  ia  applied  to  women,  what  will  the  Massachusetts  people  do?  There 
tre  not  nearly  men  enough  to  go  round,  in  that  State  and  some  others  that 
might  be  named.  What  is  sauce  for  the  gander  is  sauce  for  the  goose,  and 
every  woman  has  as  much  right  to  have  a  husband,  as  a  man  has  to  have  a 
«if&  Every  widow  there  who  marries  again  is  depriving  some  other  woman 
of  a  husband. 

The  theory  will  not  hold  good.  Unless  it  be  in  mining  camps  and  other 
newly-settled  places,  there  are  plenty  of  marriageable  women  for  all  men  who 
vant  wives.  Even  in  Utah  the  marriageable  girls  in  all  the  settlements  who 
have  no  immediate  prospects  of  matrimony  are  numerous,  and  there  is  no 
lack  for  any  eligible  man  to  choose  from.  This  is  observable  in  every  part  of 
the  coontry.  It  is  just  as  reasonable  on  the  same  line  of  argument  as  Kev.  J. 
P.  Newman  takes,  to  say  no  man  must  have  more  than  one  house,  or  one 
ifitmtj  or  one  carriage,  because  some  other  man  would  have  none.  We  are 
not  comparing  wives  to  property — ^so  certain  disingenuous  anti-polygamists 
need  not  jump  at  that  apparent  chance  to  misrepresent;  we  are  merely  pursu- 
ing Dr.  Newman's  method  of  argument,  which  is  communistic,  irrational  and 
unworthy  to  l>e  called  reasoning. 

It  is  the  same  with  all  the  so-called  arguments  of  the  violent  anti-polygamy 
luiatics.  They  do  very  well  to  catch  the  attention  of  people  who  have  not 
ieoked  into  the  subject  But  when  analyzed  and  put  to  the  test,  their  incon- 
sttieocy  becomes  so  apparent,  that  the  thoughtful  mind  is  led  to  the  conviction 
tkat  aouad  arguments  cannot  be  found  on  that  side  of  the  question,  or  prac- 
ticed debaters  and  experienced  public  speakers  would  not  resort  to  such 
sbbterfngea.  Drs.  Crosby  and  Newton  had  better  study  the  Bible  a  little 
without  their  polygamy  spectacles,  and  Dr.  Newman  had  better  retreat  to  his 
thne  Hebrew  roots  and  Leviticus  xviii,  18.  The  ancient  patriarchs  had  a 
pratty  good  time,  altogether,  on  the  earth,  and  secured  an  exalted  place  in 
hHTon;  and  the  modem  patriarchs  will  be  very  well  satisfied  if  they  fare 
e^oftlljr  as  well  in  this  world  and  in  the  world  to  come.  We  are  of  the  opii)- 
iott  that  if  these  "  woe^-cryers  can  manage  to  squeeze  in  by  and  by  where 
tfcoae  patriarchs  are,  they  will  think  themselves  very  fortunate  and  in  most 
taeeUent  and  joyful  company.— i>e«ere<  News.

Bbv.  J.  T. — Good  evening,  Mr.  H.,  I  hATe  been  most  Anxious  for  some  time  to  hATe  MU 
interview  with  you  respecting  those  doctrines  of  the  "  Mormon"  Church  which  you  are  w> 
bufiily  engaged  in  propagating  among  the  people  of  this  locality. 

Elder  H. — Indeed!    I  am  glad  that  your  desire  is  so  far  realized,  and  hope  that  our 
meeting  may  be  productive  of  good  both  to  you,  myself  and  the  people  of  the  district. 
But  what  are  the  doctrines  of  the  Latter-day  Saints*  Church,  your  reverence,  that  seent 
to  engross  your  mind  and  create  within  you  so  much  anxiety  to  interview  me  on  behalf  of 
the  people  of  this  locality? 

Bev.  J.  T. — Well,  there  are  a  great  many  doctrines  in  your  Church  which  are  both  xuk^ 
scriptural  and  unnatural*  and  those  doctrines  which  appear  to  have  a  show  of  Scriptural 
support,  when  tested  by  the  close  siftings  of  divine  truth,  are  nothing  more  than  strained 
portions  of  6od*8  word.  We  know— yes,  we  know  weU  that  the  limited  education  of  th» 
people  in  this  country  renders  them  more  susceptible  to  your  impressive  appeals  as  to 
the  restoration  of  the  everlasting  Gospel  by  the  ministration  of  holy  angels  to  Joe  Smith; 
but  I  hold  it  to  be  the  imperative  duty  of  every  minister  of  the  Gospel  to  expose  them  by 
the  light  of  divine  truth,  and,  by  God's  help,  to  prod  to  the  full  depth  the  human  die-> 
pravity  to  which  you  have  sunken  as  a  community,  and  by  the  blood  of  the  covenant  to 
reclaim  these  poor  imfortunate  vietims  of  "  Mormon*'  duplicity,  and  reinstate  them  la 
the  fold  of  Christ 

Elder  U.— Pardon  me,  your  reverence,  you  have  not  named  any  doctrine  of  our  Church 
which  is  either  unscriptural  or  unnatural;  neither  have  you  referred  to  a  single  i)ertiea. 
of  Scripture  which  is  being  strained  to  favor  the  doctrines  we  preach  to  the  people*. 
Therefore,  in  justice  to  our  Church,  and  in  the  spirit  of  fair  dealing,  I  must  ask  you  to- 
define  those  doctrines  which  you  complain  of,  and  to  produce  those  Scriptures  which,  in. 
your  opinion,  condemn  them.    You  have  made  broad,  and,  I  may  say,  sweeping  aa8«r* 
tions,  but,  as  yet,  you  have  preved  nothing.    If  tlie  doctrines  of  our  Church  be  neither 
Scriptural  nor  natural,  it  will  be  an  easy  matter  for  a  learned  gentleman  like  yourself  to 
expose  them;  and  by  s«  doing  I  feel  quite  sure  you  will  confer  a  great  blessing  upon  tho 
•ntire  community,  both  in  this  and  in  other  countries;  for  truth  i^ve  all  things  is  what, 
we  need. 

Bev.  J.  T.— I  freely  admit  the  statements  I  have  made  are  bare  assertions,  and,  if  thsy* 
are  not  supported,  will  prove  nothing;  but  I  have  studied  the  doctrines  of  **  Mormoii*- 
ism"  so  fully,  that  I  am  well  able  to  prove  them  all,  as  I  have  asserted  them  to  be,  false 
and  unscriptural,  and  the  productions  of  a  degenerate  man  who  lived  in  open  rebellion 
to  the  laws  of  both  God  and  man  in  the  United  States  of  America.  It  is  a  matter  oC 
surprise  to  me  how  he  was  able  to  carry  on  his  work  of  deception  to  such  an  extent  in 
that  country.  Of  course  he  could  not  have  done  it  in  England,  where  we  live  under  the 
glorious  influence  of  the  Gospel  light!  Ah  no!  Had  he,  or  any  other  such  pretendtr^ 
attempted  suoh  a  thing  here,  he  would  have  been  incarcerated  for  blasphemy,  when  all 
kis  vain  and  imjuous  pretentions  would  have  perished.  But,  in  all  fairness  to  you,  Mr*

Sldsr  H. — ^I  am  glad,  your  reverence,  that  you  have,  at  last,  been  able  to  formulata  » 
plan  by  which  we  n:ay  test  the  claioos  of  the  Latter-day  Saints*  Church  to  be  of  divine 
aulhsrity;  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  you  will  respect  it  during  the  remaining  course  cC 
our  conversation  on  the  doctrines  of  the  Church.  I  love  the  spirit  of  close  inquiry  after 
troth,  and  of  principles  which  involve  the  weal  or  woe  of  the  earthly  governments  and 
ipeoples  of  the  world,  but  I  protest,  selemnly  protest,  against  the  incorporation  of  seurrO*- 
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TindictiTe  expressions,  or  low,  foul,  sarcastic  personalities,  as  being  altogether 
evtstde  cr  beyond  the  range  of  fair  arjpiment.  Joseph  Smith,  the  great  Prophet  of  th« 
Church  of  God  in  these  last  days,  was  but  a  youth  of  15  years  of  age  when  the  Lord  made 
dboioe  of  him  as  the  young  man  who,  in  His  hands,  and  guided  by  the  counsels  of  heaven, 
-was  to  oaber  in  the  dispensation  of  the  fullness  of  times.  Does  the  fact  that  he  sealed  his 
ftsstimony  with  his  blood  prove  him  to  have  been  a  bad  man?  The  same  argument  may 
ht  laid  af^ainst  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  His  disciples,  for  they  suffered  the  same  fat« 
at  the  haDds  of  the  evil  and  self-righteous  men  of  their  day. 

Bev.  J.  T. — I  am  sorry,  Mr.  H.,  if  the  language  I  used  against  your  Church  audits 
ioonder  in  any  way  wounded  your  feelings,  but  you  will  see  that  strong  language  is 
asoeasary  in  order  that  we  may  convey  to  your  mind  the  full  depth  of  our  abhorrence  of 
the  '^  Mormon"  Church  doctrines  and  its  pretended  Priesthood.  It  is  not  without  due 
.•ymp*thy  and  kind  regards  for  you  as  a  gentleman,  that  I  have  thus  plainly  expressed 
■y  feelings  and  convictions  as  to  the  doctrines  of  your  Church;  and  I  may  say  that  with 
■aD  doe.  respect  to  you,  and  with  equal  candor  to  your  Church,  I  fail  to  see  how  we  can 
awaken  in  yon  a  clear  conception  of  your  responsibility  to  both  God  and  man  in  the 
jRmidlg»tion  of  the  **  Mormon"  doctrines  in  this  age  of  the  Christian  Church,  without  a 
itraig  protest  against  this  wicked  and  most  awful  imposture.  Great  evils,  Mr.  H.,  re- 
^oire  strong  remedies,  and,  as  Christian  ministers,  we  cannot  sit  at  ease  and  see  you 
administer  the  poisonous  draught  of  spiritual  death  to  those  dear  Christian  people  whom 
God  has  placed  under  our  pastoral  charge. 

Elder  H. — With  regard  to  my  feelings,  your  reverence  may  rest  satisfied  that,  so  long 
as  the  force  you  employ  is  based  upon  demonstrated  facts  against  the  doctrines  and 
Priesthood  of  the  Latter-day  Saints,  I  will  not  object;  but  I  am  bound,  by  every  prin- 
ciple of  our  common  humanity,  to  protest  against  your  holding  up  that  Church  aQd  its 
ioonder,  as  you  are  pleased  to  call  him,  to  public  scandal  before  they  are  found  guilty  ef 
an  offense  against  either  the  civil  or  divine  law.  "  Doth  our  law  judge  a  man  before  it 
hear  him?^  *'  To  the  law  and  to  the  testimony;  if  they  speak  not  according  to  this  word, 
it  is  because  there  is  no  light  in  them."  Regarding  your  reverence  in  the  light  of  a  highly 
educated  K^x^tleman,  I  should  consider  the  law  of  eommon  etiquette  a  sufficient  induce- 
asnt  for  sound  argument  rather  than  slander;  and  to  fence  the  question,  rather  than  to 
boldly  meet  it,  betrays  a  weakness  which  cannot  be  easily  concealed. 

Bev.  J.  T. — I  have  no  disposition,  I  can  assure  you,  to  fence  the  question,  and  hope 
t&at  the  etiquette  observable  in  the  discus^iion  of  all  great  civil  and  religious  subjects  will 
hi  strictly  observed  during  our  further  arguments  on  both  sides.  You  press  your 
forcibly  upon  me  for  the  divine  authority  of  your  Church.  I  had  made  up  my 
to  collect  a  few  facts  from  the  word  of  God,  supported  by  reason  and  example  of 
Iks  fathers  in  their  administrations,  which  I  think  will  be  sufficient  to  convince  you  and 
tvefy  *^*  Mormon"  Elder  that  Prophets  and  Apostles  were  only  intended,  by  the  great 
Anthor  of  human  redemption,  for  the  first  age  of  the  Christian  Church.  The  Lord 
Jmrnm  Christ  did,  it  is  true,  set  Apostles  and  Prophets  in  the  Church  in  the  days  of  His 
poeonal  ministry,  in  order  that  the  work  of  the  ministry  should  be  more  fully  developed 
\j  the  miraculous  gifts  of  the  Holy  Spirit  through  those  men  who  were  personal  witnesses 
ef  the  Lord's  ministry  on  earth.  And  in  addition  to  this,  it  was  necessary  that  such 
spiritiud  nuuiifestations  should  accompany  their  ministrations  in  order  to  convince  the 
■abdieving  Jews  that  the  same  spiritual  powers  accompanied  their  ministry  that  were 
hy  Moses  and  the  Prophets  in  olden  times,  tiirough  which  the  children  of 
deliversd  from  Egyptian  bondage,  while  their  pursuing  enemies  were  en- 
4illribed  in  the  surging  MUows  of  the  mi^ty  deep.  The  education  of  the  people  in  those 
4afB  was  Tery  different,  I  can  assure  you,  to  what  it  is  in  this  age  of  the  Christian 
Then  they  were  led  not  by  faith,  but  by  symbolic  figures  and  typical  signs, 
acted  as  '*  schoolmasters  to  bring  them  to  God;"  but  in  the  Christian  dispensa- 
Christ  pat  away  all  those  types  and  symbols,  and  became  the  end  of  the  law  of 
nthltmiiiinas  hjths  nirrifirn  nf  Himself.  We  are  therefore  **  built  on  the  foundation 
«C  Apcatles  mad  Prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the  chief  comer  stone,"  and  have 
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therefore  no  need  of  any  further  appendages  to  the  sacred  edifice.  "  After  that  faith  i» 
come  we  are  no  longer  tinder  a  schoolmaster,  for  ye  are  all  the  children  of  Grod  by  faith 
in  Christ  Jesus.  For  as  many  of  you  as  have  been  baptized  into  Christ  have  put .  oik 
Christ.  There  is  neither  Jew  nor  Greek,  there  is  neither  bond  nor  free,  there  is  neither 
male  nor  female:  for  ye  are  all  one  in  Christ  Jesus.  And  if  ye  be  Christ's,  then  are  y» 
Abraham's  seed,  and  heirs  according  to  the  promise." 

Elder  H. — I  am  sorry  your  reyerence  did  not  extend  your  remarks  on  this  most  im- 
portant  subject  through,  or  along,  the  entire  lines  of  its  legitimate  bearing.  You  have- 
accepted  the  divine  organization  iu  the  first  instance  for  the  work  of  the  ministry;  but, 
without  one  Scriptural  fact  summoned  to  your  aid,  you  have  limited  that  organization  to 
the  first  age  of  the  Christian  Church — the  age,  I  suppose,  of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets 
which  were  ordained  by  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  the  days  of  His  personal  ministry  on 
the  earth.  Bear  with  me,  your  reverence,  while  I  test  the  accuracy  of  your  decision  by 
the  inspiration  of  Gk>d*s  holy  word.  "  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel 
to  every  creature.  He  that  belie veth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved;  but  he  that  believjetlk 
not  shall  be  damned."  (Matt,  xvi,  15, 16.)  If  these  duly  authorized  servants  of  God  did 
not  preach  personally  in  every  nation  and  to  every  individual  on  the  face  of  the  eartb, 
how  was  this  commission  to  be  carried  out  unless  some  provision  was  made  for  transfer- 
ring this  authority  to  other  members  of  the  Church?  **  For  whosoever  shall  call  upon  the 
name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved.  How  then  shall  they  call  on  him  in  whem  they  hare 
not  believed?  and  how  shall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard?  andhow 
shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher?  and  how  shall  they  preach  except  they  be  aentf^ 
(Rom.  X,  13,  15.)  "  And  no  man  taketh  this  honor  unto  himself,  but  he  that  is  called  of 
God  as  was  Aaron."  (Heb.  v,  4.)  From  these  quotations  we  learn  two  of  the  most  iod* 
portant  facts  bearing  on  the  plan  of  salvation:  first,  that  salvation  depends  upon  the 
legal  administration  of  God's  word;  and,  secondly,  that  legal  authority  to  administer- 
the  word  must  and  can  only  be  obtained  by  immediate  revelation  from  God  through  » 
duly  authorized  ofiicer  in  the  Church  who  holds  that  authority.  It  is  only  necessary  for 
me  to  remind  your  reverence  that  both  Matthias  and  Paul  were  ordained  to  the  ministty 
and  took  part  with  the  Apostles  in  the  Church  (Acts  i,  13,)  after  Judas,  by  trans- 
gression, fell,  which  cleariy  proves,  beyond  all  doubt,  that  there  was  a  thorough  under- 
standing in  the  ministry  that  they  held  the  power  to  ordain  a  member  of  the  Church  to 
an  office,  and  appoint  him  to  his  proper  field  of  labor,  whenever  it  pleased  the  Lord  to 
reveal  the  same  to  them. 

Rev.  J.  T. — You  must  remember,  Mr.  H.,  that  both  Matthias  and  Paul  lived  in  tho 
days  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  His  disciples,  and  therefore  both  rightly  belong  to  the- 
first  age  of  the  Christian  Church.  Matthias  held  a  position  in  the  Church  during  tho 
personal  ministry  of  the  Savior,  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  Paul  played  an  iqi- 
portant  part  in  the  high  councils  of  state  against  the  Lord  Jesus  and  the  Church  authori- 
ties; so  that  while  I  admit  the  fact  that  both  these  men  were  ordained  to  the  Apostolie* 
office,  I  am  fully  convinced  that  the  Apostolic  office  was  only  intended  for  the  first  age  of 
the  Christian  Church.

TRIBUTE  TO  GENERAL  KANE. 


■o- 


The  following,  from  the  oolumns  of  the  Philadelphia  American,  will  give 
idea  of  the  estimation  ia  which  the  deceased  fribnd  of  the  Latter-day  SaintSi 
General  Thomas  L.  Kane,  was  held  by  the  people  of  his  own.State,  as  well  *» 
the  active  and  useful  life  he  led: 

*'  General  Thomas  L.  Kane  (brother  to  Dr.  Kane,  the  Arctic  explorer^  who 
has  just  died  in  Philadelphia,  at  the  age  of  sixty,  was  a  man  much  out  of  the 
ordinary,  and  so  nearly  a  realization  of  the  chevalier  tanapeur  et  aaiu  reproeke 
as  to  deserve  not  merely  the  meagre  regard  of  this  paragraph,  bat  a  full 
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joat  biography.  He  had  early  enthusiasms  for  bettering  the  condition  of 
maokiiid^  and  with  a  singular  earnestness  and  freshness  of  spirit  he  held  fast 
to  them  to  the  end.  At  sixteen  he  went  to  England,  where  he  would  have 
inherited  a  considerable  estate,  had  he  been  willing  to  become  a  British  sub- 
ject; bat  thiahe  refused  to  do,  and,  renouncing  the  inheritance,  he  came  hohii 
to  orgaoixe  a  society  of  young  reformers  in  politics  and  philanthropy.  Out 
of  this  he  emerged,  because,  in  spite  of  family  and  social  ties  in  the  opposite 
direction,  he  was  drawn  to  the  side  of  anti-slavery;  and  when  in  1850  the 
Fugitive  Slave  Law  was  enacted,  he  resigned  his  position  as  United  States 
eommissioner,  rather  than  be  an  instrument  for  its  execution.  In  the  follow- 
ing year  it  was  that  Costaer  Hanway  and  the  other  parties,  charged  with 
'treasoo'  in  the  fugitive  slave  riot  at  Christiana,  were  tried  before  his  father, 
Judge  Kane,  in  the  United  States  District  Court;  and  it  was  he,  the  son,  who 
tided  in  their  defense,  and  provided  them  a  handsome  Thanksgiving- Day 
dinner  while  they  were  in  custody  during  the  trial.  Later  he  went  to  Salt 
L«ke  City,  to  endeavor  to  negotiate  an  understanding  between  the  Mormons 
lod  the  President,  when  General  Harney's  forces  were  marching  thither;  and 
he  always  took  an  active  and  earnest  part  in  behalf  of  the  Indians.  When 
the  Rebellion  broke  out,  he  was  among  the  first  of  the  Union  volunteers,  and 
be  led  with  magnificent  courage  and  spirit  that  remarkable  regiment  of  the 
Fennitylvania  reserves,  usually  known  as  the  *Bucktails,' resigning  at  last  with 
wounds  that  disabled  him  fur  life."

"  And  all  things,  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  prayer,  believing,  ye  shall  receive."— 
Matt  xzi,22. 

Th(b  was  the  promise  of  the  Savior  of  the  world  to  his  disciples.  We  here 
have  a  sure  word  of  promise,  for  while  He  addressed  this  remark  to  his 
followers  on  that  occasion,  we  cannot  doubt  that  it  was  intended  to  apply 
alike  to  those  present,  and  to  those  who  should  read  it  at  some  future  time. 
Prayer  is  a  ferrent  appeal  to  our  Father  in  heaven  for  any  blessing  that  we 
may  desire  at  His  hands.  How  happy  one  is  that  can  bow  down  in  peace 
and  pour  out  his  or  her  soul  in  prayer  to  a  loving  and  indulgent  parent  No 
matter  how  sad  one  may  feel,  or  how  heavy  his  burden  may  be;  the  weight 
can  be  lifted,  the  sadness  dispelled,  by  quietly  bowing  upon  his  knees  and 
entering  into  prayerful  communion  with  Him  who  has  said,  "  the  very  hairs 
of  your  head  are  all  numbered." 

Prayer  not  only  brings  joy  and  peace  to  the  heart,  but  the  divine  Master 
says  the  **  prayer  of  a  righteous  man  availeth  mucL"  It  is  through  this 
medium  that  those  who  have  enjoyed  a  very  large  share  of  divine  favor,  have 
gained  access  to  the  Giver  of  all  good.  James  says:  ''If  any  of  ^ou  lack 
wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  God,  that  giveth  to  all  men  liberally,  and  upbraideth 
ilot;  and  it  shall  be  given  him."  How  many  times  have  the  Saints  proven 
these  words  truel  President  Geo.  A.  Smith  often  made  the  remark  in  jest, 
that  the  Saints  took  an  unfair  advantage  of  their  enemies  by  using  their  in- 
fluence with  the  Lord  against  them.  When  wicked  men  had  devised  schemes 
to  bring  trouble  upon  the  Saints,  and  the  air  seemed  tilled  with  threatenings, 
the  Saints  would  retire  to  their  secret  chambers  and  wrestle  with  the  Lord  ia 
prayer,  and  He  would  put  hooks  in  the  jaws  of  the  plotters  and  lead  them 
wherever  He  thought  proper.  It  has  not  been  for  the  length  of  prayers,  nor 
the  many  words  used,  that  men  have  received  the  blessings  uf  heaven;  but 
when  they  "  ask  in  faith,  nothing  wavering,"  the  promise  is  sure.  A  persoa 
may  ask,  using  many  words,  but  not  receive,  because  not  believing  that  his 
wish  will  be  granted,  while  a  few  fervent  words  directed  in  faith  will  bring 
down  the  blessings  of  heaven.  The  example  of  our  Savior  is  well  worthy  of 
the  consideration  of  all  Saints,  in  His  administrations  among  the  sick  He 
aJKH:  '*Take  up  thy  bed  and  walk,"  or  **Thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole,' 
^(^  informed  His  disciples  that  fasting  and  prayer  were  sometimes  neceaasry 
to  the  accomplishment  of  a  given  purpose.    His  prayer  that  has  been  left  on 
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Tocord  is  one  of  the  choicest  gems  eyer  couched  in  language.  It  is  so  simple, 
tnd  yet  so  expressive!  The  ideas  are  not  lost  in  words,  but  are  so  plain  and 
«zplicit  that  thej  compel  him  who  reads  them  to  exclaim:  They  are  indeed 
worthy  of  the  source  from  whence  they  came.  All  will  do  well  to  follow  His 
wise  example  in  the  appeals  they  make  to  the  Ruler  of  the  universe,  asking 
for  the  things  they  need  in  an  earnest  and  simple  manner,  and  in  not.  making 
prayers  to  be  heard  of  men,  but  of  Him  who  can  and  will  reward.  Whatever 
we  ask  for  in  faith,  (that  it  is  proper  for  us  to  have,)  will  he  given  in  the 
wisdom  of  the  Lord.  No  matter  what  length  of  time  we  may  use  in  our 
devotions^  if  our  hearts  are  full  of  bitterness  we  may  rest  assured  no  answer 
vill  be  given.  If  we  bow  down  with  hearts  full  of  gratitude,  and  minds  free 
from  the  frivolities  of  life,  going  to  our  Master  in  faith,  our  petitions  will  be 
heard  and  answered.  As  was  the  case  with  the  boy  Joseph,  to  us  also  will 
be  opened  up  the  visions  of  the  future,  and  the  course  for  us  to  pursue  will 
be  marked  out  as  clearly  as  the  handwriting  on  the  wall.  Morning  and 
evening  prayer  with  the  family,  and  the  saying  of  **  grace"  over  our  food,  are 
duties  that  no  person  claiming  to  be  a  Saint  should  neglect  to  perform.  Our 
«eret  prayers  must  not  be  forgotten,  for  in  secret  we  can  lay  before  the  Lord 
oar  hearts,  and  plead  with  Him  for  forgiveness  of  our  sins,  asking  for  strength 
to  overcome  the  obstacles  in  our  pathway  through  life. 

At  the  present  time  Satan  is  making  every  possible  effort  to  bring  trouble 
tpon  the  Saints.  The  same  prayer  of  faith  that  has  been  offered  up  so  many 
(tmea,  can  again  "  put  the  armies  of  the  aliens  to  flight,"  and  plant  the  feet  of 
Iatter«^y  Israel  more  firmly  upon  the  rock  of  truth.  Through  the  prayer 
of  faith  in  the  ages  past  the  sick  were  healed,  devils  were  cast  out,  the  dumb 
aide  to  speak,  the  blind  to  see,  the  lame  to  walk,  and  weak  men  were  enabled 
to  gaxe  upon  heavenly  beings.  Through  the  same  prayer  of  faith  in  this  day 
fike  blessings  have  been  given  to  man;  Joseph  gazed  upon  holy  angelsy 
itood  face  to  face  with  the  Father  and  the  Son,  and,  through  prayer,  received 
tbe  keys  of  the  holy  Priesthood  and  the  right  to  usher  in  the  dispensation  of 
tbe  foUness  of  times. 


WRITING  FOR  THE  PRESS. 

Tn  practice  of  writing  for  the  press  is  one  in  which  we  feel  to  encourage  all 
oir  friends  who  have  any  literary  talent.  It  is  a  practice  in  which  the  per* 
OQBS  who  indulge  are  likely  to  be  benefited,  whether  those  who  read  their 
pndactiona  are  or  not.  We  know  of  nothing  that  is  better  calculated  to 
dsvek>p  one's  thinking  powers  or  reasoning  faculties  than  theme-writing, 
A  penon  learns  by  it  to  think  methodically  and  to  a  purpose.  He  is  incited 
l(f  it  to  read,  and  to  learn  the  ideas  of  others.  It  teaches  him  to  observe 
too^  with  a  critical  eye  and  analytical  mind,  that  might  otherwise  be 
to  pass  unnoticed.  It  is,  therefore,  a  constant  incentive  to  the 
aeipureiiient  of  knowledge.  Excellence  in  writing  may  only  be  attained  by  a 
lev;  bat  that  is  no  reason  why  many  should  not  aim  at  it  Persons  of  only 
eiiiBarj  laental  capacity  can  become  reasonably  good  writers  for  the  press 
If  tksir  own  exertmu^  if  they  will  only  try.    And  they  have  everything  to 
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encourage  them  in  trying.  In  this  age  of  newspapers,  they  can  have  their 
productions  published,  if  they  possess  any  merit;  in  fact,  in  too  maDjr 
instances,  if  they  possess  no  other  merit  than  being  legibly  written  and  gram- 
matically constructed.  And  we  may  remark  right  here,  that  many  a  would-bcr 
writer  for  the  press,  who  has  had  really  good  ideas 'to  express,  has  failed  t6 
have  his  contributions  published,  because  of  his  carelessness  in  eonstructini^ 
or  writing  them.  An  editor  naturally  shrinks  from  the  task  of  re- writing  and 
reconstructing  an  article  sent  him  for  publication,  especially  if  he  must  givi^ 
the  writer  credit  for  it,  and  then  take  the  chance  of  offending  him  by  miscon- 
struing some  ideas  that  he  meant  to  express,  but  left  so  obscure  as  not  to  be 
clearly  understood. 

What  an  advantage  it  is  to  a  person  to  be  a  good  writer  for  the  press! 
Such  ability  is  quite  as  much  to  be  desired  as  the  faculty  of  speaking  well 
in  public.  An  orator  may  be  able  to  sway  an  audience,  and,  by  his  impassion- 
ed eloquence,  incontrovertible  higic  and  fiery  enthusiasm,  incite  his  hearers  to 
noble  deeds;  but  his  influence  for  good  is  almost  limited  to  those  who  hear 
him,  aud  the  age  in  which  he  lives,  except  it  be  perpetuated  by  the  aid  of  the 
reporter  and  the  press.  On  the  other  hand,  see  what  a  good  writer  may 
accomplish  in  this  age  of  universal  reading,  in  which  public  opinion  is  molded 
and  the  masses  educated  in  great  part  by  the  newspapers  and  magazines  pub* 
lislied !  By  infusing  the  same  eloquence,  logic  and  enthusiasm  into  a  written 
article,  he  may  reach  and  influence  thousands  or  even  millions,  while  the 
orator  is  reaching  hundreds;  and  that  is  not  all:  his  writings  continue  io:

Let  him  practice, 
committing  his  ideas  to  paper  in  a  cai^eful,  methodical  manber,  so  as  to  make' 
acceptable  copy  for  the  printer,  and  he  will  gain  facility  in  thinking  consecu- 
tively and  making  nioely  pointed  and  logical  speeches  when  in  the  rostrum 
or  pulpit.  ••' 

As  we  have  expressed  the  opinion  before,  we  feel  sure  that  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  the  Qospel  will  be  promulgated  more  through  the  medium 
of  the  pen  and*  the  press  than  it  has  been,  and  our  Elders  should  be  qualifying 
themselves  for  the  service.    We  shall  be  pleased  to  have  any  of  the  £lders 
who^are  now  in  this  mission;  or  indeed,  any  of  the  Saints,  or  our  friends  any* 
where,  take  hold  and  contribute  to  the  pages  of  the  Star,  articles  upon  such' 
themes  as  they  may  think  appropriate.    They  should  bear  in  mind,  however, 
that  our  space  is  limited,  and  condense  their  ideas  as  mxhch  as  they  consistenUy 
can.

The  first  consideration  in  writing  for  the  press  shoaid  be  to  hate  eonxe^ 
thing  to  telL    The  next  should  be  to  tell  it  in  the  most  effsetive--and  that  hb  - 
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geoeimlly  the  mosfc  direct — ^manner.  Every  article  written  might  be  com- 
pared to  a  ▼easel  launched.  If  it  be  properly  shaped,  and  have  inspiratiop 
for  its  propelling  power,  truth  for  its  ballast  or  cargo,  logic  for  its  anchor  and 
viadom  for  its  pilot  and  crew,  we  need  have  no  fear  for  it.  It  will  breast  any 
wave  of  public  opinion  that  may  be  opposed  to  its  progress.  It  will  weather 
ADy  storm  of  criticism.  Lacking  any  of  these  essentials,  it  may  soon  be  over- 
tamed  or  wrecked;  in  fact,  it  may  sink  to  oblivion  in  the  editor's  waste 
basket  before  fairly  afloat 

To  sacceed  as  a  writer,  a  person  must  be  studious,  patient  and  painstaking. 
He  may  have  original  ideas  that  are  real  gems,  but  if  presented  to  the  public 
m  a  rough,  unpolished  condition,  like  precious  stones  in  their  natural  statQ,, 
few  persons  will  estimate  them  at  their  proper  value.  But  let  him  labor  a» 
the  lapulary  does  to  carefully  shape  and  polish  his  gems  before  exposing^ 
them  to  public  view,  and  they  will  immediately  command  admiration. 

We  hope  the  hints  here  given  may  incite  some  of  our  readers  to  aspire  to 
become  useful  as  writers.  We  shall  not  only  be  willing  but  pleased  to  give 
them  all  the  encouragement  possible,  and.  their  contributions  to,  the  Stak 
will  be  duly  appreciated.

iriends  to  open  another  regular  meeting  once  a  week  at  Skelton-Green  (two  miles  west  of 

Brotton).    From  my  personal  acquaintance  with  the  people  in  that  locality,  I  am  im- 

]prossed  with  the  idea  that  we  shall  do  a  good  work  among  them.     We  are  also  sowing 

^e  seed  by  tract  distribution  in  the  Oarlin-How  and  Sk  inning-Grove  Districts  (two  miles

extent  of  our  present  labors,  or  field  of  missionary  work,  is  four  miles,  directly  on  a  line 

^ast  and  west  of  Brotton,  which  embraces  nine  villages,  comprising  about  20,000  sonls. 

With  the  force  at  our  command,  at  this  seasen  of  the  year  we  are  necessarily  prevented 

from  holding  more  preaching  services,  and  during  the  remaining  portion  of  the  winter  ii 

appears  to  me  that  our  best  and  wisest  course  is  to  tract  these  villages  well,  and  diflfoat 

the  light  of  truth  among  the  people  until  the  season  arrives  for  out-door  work. 

President  Charles  Weatherston  and  Elder  H.  B.  Ockey,  of  the  Newcastle  Conference, 
paid  us  a  short  visit.  They  arrived  at  Brotton  on  Saturday  afternoon,  and  left  us  on 
Monday  morning,  the  21st  inst  These  brethren  preached  in  my  house  to  a  small  com* 
pany,  about  as  many  as  the  room  would  hold,  of  honest  inquirers  after  truth,  and  I  have 
every  reason  to  believe  that  much  good  will  result  from  their  visit  Elder  Ockey  bap- 
tized a  young  man,  aged  25  years,  in  the  sea  at  Saltbum,  on  Sunday  morning,  the  20th 
inst.,  and  five  or  six  more  persons  are  making  ready  for  the  work.  One  man  told  me 
last  night  at  the  close  of  our  meeting,  that  he  was  satisfied  that  this  is  the  Church  and 
Jdngdom  of  Grod.

f  Summarized  from  Territorial  Papei-sJ 

The  coming  session  of  the  Territorial  Legislature  will  be  held  in  the  City 
Hall,  Salt  Lake  City,  as  usual. 

The  diphtheria  is  prevailing  in  Pleasant  Grove,  and  several  deaths  from  the 
^read  disease  have  occurred  among  children  there. 

Snow-slides  in  Logan  Canyon  have  closed  up  the  road  to  the  Temple  saw 
mill,  and  it  is  not  likely  that  it  will  be  open  again  before  spring. 

The  storm  which  prevailed  in  Bear  Lake  Valley  on  Christmas  day  is  pro- 
nounced by  the  inhabitants  the  worst  they  ever  saw  in  that  region. 

Leo  Hafeli,  editor  of  the  Ogden  Herald^  was  assaulted  on  the  8th  of  Jan- 
uary, by  U.  S.  Deputy  Marshal  Vandercook,  for  having  shown  him  up  aa 
implicated  in  a  gambling  affair. 

A  fire  in  the  County  Court  House  in  Beaver  destroyed  most  of  the  contents 
of  the  assessor's  and  collector's  office  before  it  could  be  subdued.  The  origin 
of  the  fire  is  enshrouded  in  mystery. 

Mary  Van  Cott  Young,  wife  of  the  late  President  Brigham  Young,  and 
daughter  of  the  late  President  John  Van  Cott,  died  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Jan. 
5th.    She  has  been  an  invalid  for  the  past  fourteen  years. 

The  meeting  house  of  the  10th  Ward,  Salt  Lake  City,  has  been  entirely 
cleartd  of  debt,  Rtted  up  in  fine  style  and  dedicated.  It  is  one  of  the  finest 
buildings  of  the  kind  in  the  city,  and  a  credit  to  the  Ward. 

A.  O.  Lamoreaux,  of  Preston,  while  out  deer  hunting  on  New  Year's  day 
in  the  region  of  Swan  Lake,  got  lost  in  a  storm  and  narrowly  escaped  freezing 
to  death.  It  is  feared  some  of  his  toes  will  have  to  be  amputated,  they  were 
•o  badly  frozen. 

The  residents  of  the  20th  Ward,  Salt  Lake  City,  have  completed  their  new 
meeting  house,  the  erection  of  which  was  commenced  only  a  few  months 
•since,  and  on  the  6th  uf  January  it  was  dedicated.  It  is  a  fine  structure,  70 
by  28  feet  in  size,  exclusive  of  the  vestibule,  and  finished  in  excellent  style. 
The  cost  of  building  it  was  $10,000. 

Heed  Smoot,  Superintendent  of  one  of  the  co-operative  stores  of  Provo^ 
remembered  the  poor  and  aged  of  that  city  in  a  sensible  and  substantial  man* 
ner  during  the  late  holiday  season.  Having  obtained  from  the  Bishops  of 
the  several  Wards,  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  such  worthy  objects  of 
charity  in  the  city,  he  sent  to  each,  on  New  Year's  morning,  a  sack  of  rice,  a 
pound  of  currants  and  a  package  of  tea. 

Considerable  improvement  in  the  building  line  is  taking  place  in  Millazd 
County.  The  thrifty  little  settlement  of  Holden  has  almost  completed  a  new 
meeting  house;  Deseret  has  laid  the  foundation  for  one  50  by  70  feet,  whicli 
is  to  be  erected  in  the  spring,  and  now  Fillmore  has  caught  the  enterprisinip 
.spirit  and  is  about  to  put  up  a  similar  building.  A  fine  flour  mill  of  the  latest 
improved  style  is  also  being  erected  at  Scipio. 

Elder  Joseph  Hall^  who  has  been  one  of  the  editors  of  the  Ogden  Herald 
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6¥er  since  the  inception  of  that  paper,  has  retired  from  the  tripod,  to  occupy 
aome  uther  position,  presumably  more  congenial  or  lucrative,  though  what  it 
ia  doei  not  yet  appear.  His  associates  in  the  publishing  business  expressed 
Tfcgret  at  parting  with  him,  and  a  presentation  and  speeches  were  made  to 
manifest  the  esteem  in  which  he  was  held. 

A  Danish  man  living  in  Parley's  Canyon  lately  killed  a  couple  of  young 
donkeys  in  mistake  for  deer.  When  informed  by  a  person  who  saw  them 
mfter  their  heads  and  legs  had  been  severed  from  their  bodies,  and  the  de- 
lighted hunter  was  preparing  to  convey  his  game  to  his  home,  that  they  were 
Jackasses,  he  refused  to  believe  it  and,  indignantly  protesting  that  they  were 
mooee,  he  shouldered  one  of  the  bleeding  carcasses  and  carried  it  home. 

Apostle  H.  J.  Grant,  writing  of  the  Qila  Valley,  which  is  located  in  Gra- 
Jiam  County,  Arizona,  [says:  **The  soil  is  very  fine,  and  it  is  claimed  that 
twenty  acres  will  produce  equally  as  much  as  fifty  in  Utah;  that  is,  provided 
-two  crops  are  raised,  and  this  can  be  done,  as  the  seasons  are  long.  Corn,  16 
io  18  feet  has  been  raised,  and  water  melons  from  fifty  to  seventy  pounds 
^weight.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  from  40,000  to  50,000  acres  of  good 
land  in  the  valley." 

A  oarrespondent  to  the  Utah  Journal  tells  of  an  individual  named  Brown 
^who  attended  a  party  at  Curlew  while  intoxicated,  became  talkative  and 
IxMtsted  that  he  was  a  deputy  U.S.  Marshal  with  authority  to  arrest  polyg- 
amists,  etc.,  and  showed  official  papers  signed  by  the  Utah  Commission  to 
▼erify  his  statements.  The  writer  adds:  *^  Such  are  the  men  that  are  sent  out 
to  arrest  and  otherwise  molest  men  who  are  as  far  above  them  as  heaven  is 
aboTe  earth.  This  man  boasted  openly  of  how  many  innocent  girls  he  had 
ndoed,  and  how  many  wives  he  had  led  astray."  The  editor  of  the  Journal 
aays:  ^*  This  must  be  Brown  who  was  lately  in  Logan,  and  who  was  fined  hero 
Xmo  or  three  times  for  being  drunk.  He  hailed  from  Promontory,  so  he  said. 
He  exhibited  here  his  commission  as  a  judge  of  election,  received  from  the 
Vtah  Commisiion.'' 

One  of  the  most  shocking  cases  of  accidental  shooting  octurred  in  Egin, 
Oneida  C(>.,  Idaho,  on  New  Year's  day,  we  ever  remember  reading  of.  Thos. 
•6.  Farker,  a  son  of  Bishop  Wyman  M.  Parker,  formerly  of  Morgan  City,  was 
that  day  married  to  Miss  Cynthia  Smith.  The  happy  pair  were  spending  the 
-^ening  at  the  home  of  the  bride's  parents,  where  a  wedding  supper  was  pre- 
and  a  party  was  to  be  held  in  honor  of  the  occasion.  The  bridegroom 
with  his  young  wife  upon  his  knee,  gaily  chatting  with  a  number  of  young 
frieadB  who  had  assembled,  when,  in  a  playful  mood,  a  ten-year-old  brother 
^  the  bride  secured  a  small  pistol  which  he  supposed  was  not  loaded  and 
Ita^iped  it  at  his  siater  to  frighten  her.  The  fHstol  happened  to  be  loaded 
discharged,  the  ball  grazing  her  cheek  and  lodging  in  young  Parker's 
caoaing  hit  death  three  hours  subsequently. 

^  OoDStabie  Sackett,  of  Frisco,  and  a  man  named  Francis,  followed  two  "  cow 
Vifi,*  who  had  been  guilty  of  stealing  stock,  to  Ketchum's  ranch,  60  miles 
from  Frisco,  for  the  purpose  of  arresting  them.  They  were  heavily  armed  and 
f^^^p|^f^^  aIbo  with  irons  with  which  to  make  their  pritonon  secure  after  they 
jkoald  arrest  them,  but  on  finding  the  men  at  the  ranch  and  noticing  that 
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they  looked  quite  innocent  and  harmless,  they  concluded  to  defer  making  th» 
arrest  till  the  following  morning.  The  next  morning,  however,  when  ihey^ 
were  about  to  saddle  their  horses  preparatory  to  putting  their  little  plan  into 
execution,  the  *'cow  boys"  got  the  drop  on  them,  compelled  them  atth» 
muzzle  of  a  shotgun  to  throw  up  their  hands,  disarmed  then,  appropriated 
their  horses  and  weapons,  and,  after  allowing  them  to  eat  breakfast,  made- 
the  would-be  captors  trudge  towards  home  on  foot,  while  they  rode  off  witk 
the  captured  outfit  and  made  good  their  escapa.

CALLED    AND    GUmED    BY    REVELATION.

HOW  can  a  man  be  a  servant  of  Gk)d,  if  he  has  never  received  any  com; 
munication  or  revelation  from  Him,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  \>j 
which  he  has  been  authorized  to  act  in  the  name  of  the  Lordi  How  would  a 
man  appear  to  inteUigeot,  English  minds,  were  he  to  claim  to  be  a  servant  of 
the  Prince  of  Wales,  while  at  the  same  time  he  knew«  and  it  was  generalljr 
JcDown,  that  the  Prince  had  never  engaged  him  to  perform  any  act  whatever, 
and  had  never  anthorijeed  any  one  else  to  do  sol  Such  minds  would  be  apt  to 
PBgard  him  as  being  rather  simple,  or  very  peculiar,  or  as  an  impostor,  orasii 
pitiable  candidate  for  an  insane  asylum.  And  if  he  claimed  to  act  by  virtue 
€i#  authority  given  to  his  father,  relative,  friend,  or  anyone  else,  intelligenjb 
■Mn  would  still  regard  him  as  a  simpleton  or  a  knave.  Yet  this  illustrate^ 
exact  position  of  the  ministers  of  the  religious  world  generally,  outside  of 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
Some  of  these  ministers  claim  a  succession  of  authority  from  the  ancient 
ApoetlcflL  But  this  involves  a  slight  difficulty.  Dissenters  received  their 
aathority,  professedly,  from  the  Church  of  England,  which  church  received  its 
ithority,  profeseedly,  from  the  Roman  Cathelic  Church,  which  church  ex- 
anicated  all  Protestants  as  heretics;  therefore,  if  the  Roman  Catholic 
Ghorch  had  authority  to  give,  it  had  to  take  away,  leaving  Protestants  desti- 
of  the  authority  of  God  from  that  source;  and  they  deny  the  only  other 
nm  through  which  they  could  obtiiin  the  authority  of  Qod,  vix:  revela- 
And  the  claim  of  others — that  they  act  under  the  commission  Jesua 
the  aoeient  Apostles,  is  too  flimsy  for  intelligence  to  be  blended  with. 
Whenever  the  Lord  has  wanted  a  man  to  perform  a  work  for  Him  on  the 
aarth.  He  has  called  upon  him  for  that  purpose,  and  has  guided  and  directed 
soataiped  him  till  his  work  was  done,  if  he  proved  faithful    And  jhow 
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could  a  man  know  that  the  Lord  wanted  him  to  do  anything,  unless  He  did 
call  upon  him,  directly  or  indirectly,  and  instruct  him  in  regard  to  what  was 
required  of  him? 

When  the  Lord  wanted  Noah  to  perform  a  special  missil>n,  He  called  upon 
him  for  that  purpose.  "  Maku  thee  an  ark  of  gopher  wood,"  said  He;  and 
continuing,  He  gave  him  a  detailed  plan,  and  informed  him  what  He  wanted 
it  for.  Now,  what  wise  man  living  in  that  antediluvian  age  could  have 
known,  without  revelation,  that  the  Lord  wanted  an  ark  for  such  a  purpose) 
Could  the  wise  and  righteous  Noah  have  known  anything  about  it  independent 
of  revelation  from  Godi    Certainly  not. 

When  the  Lord  wanted  Jericho  taken  and  destroyed,  He  told  Joshua  to 
have  the  men  of  war  go  round  the  city,  once  a  day,  for  six  days.  The  priests 
were  to  carry  the  ark  of  the  covenant,  and  seven  of  them  were  required  to 
bear  seven  trumpets  of  ram's  horns;  and  on  the  seventh  day  they  were  to  go 
round  seven  times:  the  priests  were  to  blow  a  long  blast  on  their  trumpets; 
the  people  were  to  shout;  the  wall  was  to  fall  down  fiat;  and  every  man  was 
to  enter  and  destroy  all  that  was  therein,  excepting  Rahab  and  her  household. 
All  of  which  was  done,  and  tlie  object  accomplished.  Now,  supposing  that 
it  was  understood  in  Joshua's  day  that  the  Lord  wanted  to  destroy  Jericho, 
who  in  all  that  generation,  not  excluding  Joshua  himself,  would  have  thought 
of  doing  it  by  such  meansi  Who  would  have  considered  such  means  effectual 
to  accomplish  such  an  object?  And  where  is  the  uninspired  general  in  our 
day,  who  would  receive  such  a  plan,  and  such  instructions,  with  any  degree 
of  soberness)  And  let  the  Lord  raise  up  in  our  day  such  a  prophet-general 
as  Joshua,  and  send  him  forth  to  destroy  a  modern  Jericho  in  the  same  way, 
and  how  would  his  mission  be  regarded  by  the  exceedingly  wise  men  of  Chris- 
tendom, even  with  the  biblical  precedent  before  their  eyest 

Philip  was  preaching  to  the  Samaritans,  but  the  Lord  wanted  him  to  preach 
to  someone  else.  But  how  was  Philip  to  know  this  without  revelation?  He 
could  not;  therefore  the  Lord  sent  an  angel  unto  him,  saying:  '*  Arise,  and  go 
towards  the  south  unto  the  way  that  goeth  down  from  Jerusalem  to  Qaza, 
-which  is  desert"  (Acts  viii,  26).  A  curious  place  to  send  a  preacher  to!  A 
desert  is  not  likely  to  be  very  thickly  populated.  Yet  Philip  went,  for  he 
knew  that  the  Lord  understood  His  own  business.  But  what  was  he  to  do 
there)  The  eunuch  was  passing,  and  saith  the  Spirit  to  Philip:  "Gronear, 
and  join  thyself  to  this  chariot."  Philip  obeyed,  and  put  the  pertinent — very 
t^pertinent  some  would  style  it—query  unto  the  great  and  influential  man: 
*' Understandest  thou  what  thou  readest?"  The  question  was  well  received.* 
Philip  preached  the  Gospel  to,  and  baptized  the  eunuch,  who  went  on  hie 
way  rejoicing.  But  what  of  Philipl  He  had  filled  another  mission — what 
was  he  to  do  nextl  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  caught  him  away,  but  he  was 
found  at  Azotus,  and  went  on  preaching  the  Gospel  as  directed  by  the 
Almighty. 

When  the  Lord  wanted  Ananias  to  visit  Saul,  He  told  him  to  do  so.    Says 

He  to  him  in  a  vision:  "  Arise,  and  go  into  the  street  which  is  called  straighti 

4md  inquire  in  the  house  of  Judas  for  one  called  Saul,  of  Tarsus;  for,  behold 

lie  prayeth,  and  hath  seen  in  a  vision  a  man  named  Ananias  coming  io,  and 

patting  his  hand  on  him,  that  he  might  receive  his  sight"  (Acts  ix,  11, 18.) 
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Ananias  was  not  very  eager  for  such  a  mission,  for  be  knew  the  course  Saul 
had  taken  against  the  Saints,  and,  therefore,  he  began  stating  facts,  probably 
in  the  hope  of  getting  excused  under  the  circumstances — for  who  would  be 
Tery  anxious  to  visit  a  bitter  eneipy,  and  be  arrested,  as  Ananias  would  have 
been,  in  the  natural  order  of  thingsl  But  the  requirement  was  made, 
Ananias  obeyed,  Saul  received  his  sight,  and  the  remission  of  sins  through 
baptism,  and  became  a  mighty  man  of  God. 

Paul,  too,  was  guided  as  well  as  called  by  revelation.  "  Saul,  Saul,  why 
persecutest  thou  meV  from  the  lips  of  the  Son  of  God,  may  be  noted  as  his 
first.  When  the  Lord  wanted  Him  to  go  to  Macedonia,  He  told  him  so  in  a 
vision  of  the  night.  In  that  vision  the  Lord  sent  a  messenger  to  him,  who 
aaid:  "Come  over  to  Macedonia,  and  help  us"  (Acts  xvi,  9).  When  the  Lord 
wanted  him  to  leave  Jerusalem,  He  made  it  known  to  him.  '*  Make  haste, 
and  get  thee  quickly  out  of  Jerusalem;  for  they  will  not  receive  thy  testimony 
concerning  me"  (Acts  xxii,  18). 

Even  the  Son  of  God,  the  Savior  of  the  world,  the  second  person  of  the 
Trinity,  was  subject  to  this  law.  Read  His  own  testimony  relative  to  this 
matter:  **  I  have  not  spoken  of  myself;  but  the  Father  which  sent  me,  He 
^ve  me  a  commandment  what  1  should  say,  and  what  I  should  speak"  (John 
xii,  49).  *'Tbe  words  that  I  speak  unto  you  I  speak  not  of  myself;  but  the 
Father  that  dwelleth  in  me.  He  doeth  the  work;"  "and  as  the  Father  gave 
me  commandment,  even  so  I  do"  (John  xiv,  10, 31).  "  I  can  of  mine  own  self 
do  nothing;  as  I  hear  I  judge;  and  my  judgment  is  just;  because  I  seek  not 
Biine  own  will,  but  the  will  of  the  Father  which  hath  sent  me"  (John  v,  30). 

It  will  be  observed  here  that  Jesus  says:  "I  can  of  mine  own  self  do 
nothing."  What!  The  Only  Begotton  of  the  Father  a  dependent  Being — 
^abject  to  authority  and  direction?  Yes;  and  this  was  just  as  true  of  Him 
after  *^  all  power"  was  given  Him  from  on  high,  as  when  He  uttered  those 
He  also  says:  **  I  have  not  spoken  of  myself;  but  the  Father  which 
t  me.  He  gave  me  a  commandment  what  I  should  say,  and  what  I  should 
Now,  if  Jesus  would  not  presume  to  do  or  say  anything  only  as  He 
commanded  by  His  Father  to  speak  and  act,  how  dare  the  millions  who 
have  presumed  to  speak  and  act  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  during  a  period  of 
■early  eighteen  centuries,  presume  to  use  authority  never  given  unto  them, 
aod  thus  dare  heaven  and  deceive  the  inhabitants  of  the  eartht  They  assume 
the  authority  of  the  government  of  God,  when  they  dare  not  assume  that  of 
^rthly  government.  In  the  latter  case  they  know  they  could  not  act  long 
impunity;  and,  in  the  former  case,  they  cannot  escape  the  results  of 
heaven-daring  assumptions.  Justice  may  appear  to  be  tardy,  but  the 
will  surely  come  when  the  books  will  be  opened,  judgment  will  begin, 
unto  hireling  priests,  unauthorized  shepherds,  and  all  religious  im- 
who  have  run  without  being  sent

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SKETCH    OF    ELDER    HOLT'S    LABORS.

Manchester,  Janoaiy  24,  1884. 
Elder  Geo.  C.  Lambert. 

Dear  Brother, — I  am  enjoying  myself  and  feel  well,  and  can  say  this  is 
the  best  time  of  my  life.  I  rejoice  from  day  to  day,  and  I  testify  to  the 
people  that  the  angel  which  John  saw  has  come  and  committed  the  everlast- 
ing Gospel  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  I  thauk  my  Father  in  heaven  that  ■ 
I  have  been  counted  worthy  to  leave  my  home  in  the  Valleys  of  the  Moun- 
tains and  come,  as  the  Apostles  of  old  did,  without  purse  and  scrip,  bearing 
the  same  message,  and  making  the  same  promises  to  believers  that  the  Savior* 
made,  as  recorded  in  Mark  xvi,  16- 18.  To  show  that  these  signs  and  blessings 
follow  the  believers  in  this  our  day,  I  will  here  relate  two  miraculous  cases  of 
healing  to  which  I  and  others  can  testify,  and  minor  cases  of  healing  are 
of  daily  occurrence  in  my  travels. 

I  had  come  into  Manchester  to  report  iny  labors  in  the  District,  as  it  is 
our  custom  to  do  so  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month,  when  I  was  called  to 
go  with  Sister  Holt  to  visit  Brother  Wm.  Stringer,  of  Salford.  His  little  son 
was  lying  there  dangerously  ill.  He  was  pronounced  beyond  recovery  by 
the  doctdrd,  and  to  all  appearance  was  breathing  his  last.  Brother  Stringer 
had  lost  two  boys  before  about  the  same  age,  and  apparently  by  the  same 
disease.  These  two  sons  died  before  he  and  his  family  became  Latter-da/ 
Saints;  but  now,  having  embraced  the  Gospel,  and  having  faith  in  its  ordi* 
nances,  they  believed  their  boy  could  be  restored  to  health.  I  told  them  to> 
have  faith  in  the  Lord  and  they  should  have  their  son  restored  to  them.  I 
then  anointed  him  with  oil  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  and  rebuked  the  dis- 
ease. The  boy  recovered  immediately,  and  is  now  well  and  a  fine  lookin|^ 
little  fellow.  A  neighbor  woman  was  in  the  house,  expecting  to  assist  after 
the  child  was  dead,  but  she  was  happily  disappointed.  The  mother  now  says 
that  as  she  has  embraced  the  true  Gospel,  she  has  faith  that  she  can  rear  her 
children. 

The  other  case  was  as  follows:  In  company  with  Brothers  Allen,  Steed  and 
Attley  (on  our  way  to  meeting  in  Swinton),  I  called  at  the  house  of  Sister 
Chapman,  in  Pendlebury,  when  her  son,  who  is  not  in  the  Church,  came  ixi^ 
and  in  a  low  tone  asked  his  mother  if  she  thought  the  Elders  could  do  his 
little  girl  any  good.  She  had  been  lying  for  some  time  dangerously  ill  of 
inflammation  of  the  lungs,  and  now  they  were  expecting  her  to  die;  in  facty. 
the  seal  of  death  seemed  to  be  upon  her— her  eyes  were  set,  and  her  lips  and 
face  were  colored  by  the  pallor  of  death.  In  reply  to  her  sons's  question. 
Sister  Chapman  said  she  thought  it  no  use,  as  the  child  was  too  far  gone.. 
Turning  around  to  her,  with  a  few  sharp  words  I  told  her  that  her  son  had 
more  faith  than  she  bad,  and  according  to  his  faith  the  child  should  be 
healed.  Getting  up  and  asking  the  brethren  to  come  with  me,  we  went  to* 
her  son's  house,  where  a  few  of  the  neighbors  were  assembled.  For  a  few 
minutes  I  talked  to  the  people  on  the  principles  ef  the  Gospel,  and  of  the 
great  necessity  of  the  gifts  of  healing,  casting  oat  devils,  and  so  forth,  being 
upon  the  earth  in  this  oar  day.  We  then  knelt  down.  Brother  Attley  beiog 
mouth,  and  poured  out  our  supplications  in  humble  prayer  to  God,  asking: 
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'Him  to  restore  the  child.  After  prayer,  we  laid  our  hands  on  tlie  child, 
"BroUier  Allen  being  mouth,  and  immediately  the  child  began  to  recover.  It 
is  liTiiig  to-day — a  sice,  healthy  looking  girL 

Brother  Lambert,  who  would  not  come  out  six  or  seven  thousand  miles 
•frani  home  to  preach  the  Gospel,  to  see  the  power  of  God  made  manifest  as 
A  was  in  the  days  of  Jesus,  and  to  rejoice  under  the  influence  of  that  Spirit 
wkieh  Cknl  bestows  upon  all  His  humble  servantsi 

On  the  17th  of  October,  1882,  accompanied  by  my  wife,  yourself,  your 
^Iher  and  mother,  and  the  other  missionaries,  I  left  home  for  England,  where 
I  arrived  safely  in  the  beginning  of  November.  I  was  appointed  by  Apostle 
Albert  Carrington  to  labor  in  the  Manchester  Conference,  under  the  Presi- 
^lency  of  Elder  Ben.  E.  Rich.  For  one  month  I  labored  in  the  city  of 
llaDchester,  principally  among  my  relatives  and  those  of  my  wife,  whose 
labors,  combined  with  mine,  have  succeeded  in  bringing  one  family  of  he  r 
relatives  into  the  Church.  I  am  also  pleased  to  state  that  there  are  prospects 
of  more  of  her  relatives  joining  the  Church  soon.  My  wife  visits  among  her 
relatives,  and  among  those  people  whom  she  knew  before  she  left  England 
preaching  the  Gospel  to  them,  and  removing  much  prejudice  and  nonsense 
from  the  minds  of  the  people;  also  contradicting  the  silly  and  childish  stories 
pat  forth  by  pulpit  and  press,  that  a  woman  who  goes  to  Utah  never  can  get 
away  again,  and  so  forth. 

I  was  next  appointed  to  labor  in  the  Ashton-under-Lyne  District  with 
Sder  James  Briggs.  We  distributed  tracts  among  the  people,  preached  to 
Ibem^and,  when  opportunity  afforded,  we  held  meetings  in  the  open  air. 
Oor  labors  here  were  attended  with  considerable  succes& 

I  next  labored  with  Elder  Thos.  Emmett  in  the  Bury  District.  Brother 
£mmett  had  to  be  released  and  went  home  on  account  of  lameness,  and  I 
labored  alone  until  Elder  Edward  Steed  was  appointed  to  labor  with  me. 
We  distributed  a  great  many  tracts,  and  did  all  we  could  to  bring  the  Gospel 
before  the  people;  also  held  out-door  meetings  when  it  was  convenient 

After  this  I  was  alone  for  three  months;  but  previous  to  this  time  Elder 
Heory  W.  Manning  had  been  appointed  to  the  presidency  of  this  Conference, 
and  the  Eiders  had  arrived  from  Utah,  and  now  I  am  laboring  with  Elder 
Samoel  H.  Allen. 

Since  I  came  to  this  Conference  there  have  been  added  to  the  Church  over 
•<«e  hundred  souls,  fourteen  of  whom  I  have  baptized.  Although  consider- 
able good  was  done  last  summer  by  out-door  preaching,  I  anticipate  doing  a 
greater  work  in  this  direction  during  the  coming  summer.  We  have  hunted 
«p  several  of  the  Saints  who  were  in  the  back-ground,  have  got  them  to 
rsoew  their  covenants,  and  now  they  are  living  their  religion  and  are  hoping 
So  gather  to  Zion. 

The  Saints  in  our  District  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and,  as  a  rule,  are 
Styiiig  to  lire  their  religion;  they  are  kind  to  us,  and  we  never  come  around 
too  often.  We  are  trying  to  open  meetings  in  their  houses;  Brother  Nichols 
ia  BadcUffe,  and  BroUier  Hardman  in  West  Leigh,  have  opened  their  housss, 
wbere  we  hold  good  meetings  composed  of  Saints  and  strangers.  I  am  con- 
iieni  tluit  we  ean  do  a  good  work  next  summer  by  open-air  meetings  in 
Leigh  and  neighborhood. 
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After  spending  a  few  days  with  my  brother  at  St.  Helens  in  the  early  part 
of  this  year,  I  went  to  Liverpool,  where  I  first  received  the  Gospel  through 
the  preaching  of  President  Wilford  Woodruff,  and  where  I  was  baptized  in 
the  river  Mersey  by  Elder  John  Lindsay,  on  the  12th  of  Sept,  1845,  and  con- 
firmed in  the  Music  Hall  by  President  Woodruff.  While  walking  down  Bold 
Street  and  looking  at  the  old  Music  Hall,  many  incidents  which  occurred  in 
bygone  days  crowded  upon  my  mind.  Space  forbids  my  mentioning  all  of 
them;  however,  I  will  mention  this  one:  One  Sunday  morning  Apostles 
Orson  Hyde,  John  Taylor  and  Parley  P.  Pratt  made  their  appearance  in  the 
Music  Hall,  to  the  joy  and  great  surprize  of  alL  Their  mission  was  to  in- 
vestigate the  affairs  of  the  "  Joint  Stock  Company,"  which  was  dissolved  soon 
after  thi&  I  was  at  the  funeral  of  Elder  Thos.  Ward,  a  few  weeks  after- 
wards, at  St.  James'  Cemetery.  When  these  three  of  the  Twelve  were  ready^ 
.  to  go  home,  they  wanted  someone  to  do  some  carpenter  work  on  the  ship. 
I  volunteered,  did  the  work,  and  was  blessed  of  the  Lord  in  doing  so. 

I  received  the  Priesthood  in  the  Music  Hall,  moved  my  family  to  Up- 
holland,  preached  the  Gospel  and  baptized  the  first  man  in  that  town.  I 
baptized  about  fifty  more  men,  and  assisted  in  organizing  a  large  Branch  of 
the  Church.  I  labored  in  the  ministry:  for  twenty  years,  gathered  to  and 
made  my  home  in  Zion  in  the  year  1865,  and  helped  to  make  the  wilderness 
blossom  as  the*  rose. 

In  the  year  1879  I  was  called  on  a  mission  to  the  Southern  States,  being 
set  apart  by  President  Wilford  Woodruff,  who,  while  blessing  me,  told  me 
that  the  Lord  would  bless  me  with  His  .'Spirit,  that  the  angels  of  the  Lord 
would  prepare  the  way  before  me,  and  that  if  I  was  faithful,  I  would  bring 
many  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth.    In  company  with  three  others,  I  was 
appointed  to  labor  in  the  State  of  Kentucky.     We  arrived  safely  at  a  small 
town  called  Paintsville,  Johnson  County,  Ky.,  and  took  a  room  in  the  Preston . 
HoteL    After  the  civil  war,  the  Methodist  church  in  this  place  separated  into 
two  factions — the  northern  and  southern.     Being  denied  the  privilege  of ' 
preaching  in  the  northern  church,  wo  applied  for  and  got  permission  to  preach 
in  the  southern  church,  which  we  did  twice  to  large  and  attentive  congrega- 
tions.   After  meeting,  a  gentleman  by  the  name  of  Thos.  S.  Brown  (who  was . 
then  ex- Judge  of  the  County  Court,  and  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  the  County,)* 
came  to  us  to  know  where  we  stayed,  saying  that  we  had  preached  the  true 
Gospel  if  it  ever  had  been  preached.    After  supper  he  related  a  circumstance 
which  took  place  at  his  house  about  two  weeks  before.     A  daughter  of  hisy 
about  fourteen  years  of  age,  had  had  a  dr^am  or  vision,  in  which  she  saw 
some  men  preaching,  and  a  voice  told  her  that  they  were  servants  of  the  true 
and  living  God,  and  had  come  to  open  the  door  of  salvation  to  them  and  to 
that  State.    She  noticed  one  of  the  men  in  particular — the  eldest.     She 
noticed  his  hair,  beard,  clothing  and  walking  stick.     Mr.  Brown  told  us  this, 
and  said  he  was  forcibly  reminded  of  his  daughter's  dream  when  he  saw  us, 
and  he  accordingly  came  to  both  of  our  meetings.     In  a  short  time  he  gave 
in  his  name  for  baptism,  and,  by  his  permission,  we  published  it  in  the  town* 
The  place  appointed  was  on  a  bend  of  the  Big  Sandy  River,  where  the  tree8« 
and  rocks. furnished  ample  shade  and  seating  accommodation  for  a  greats 
number  of  people.    The  day  arrived,  and  found  the  place  thronged  with  9X« 
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•    » 

pecUnt  peopl&  Mr.  Brown  had  placed  his  family  in  a  prominent  position^ 
that  they  might  be  enabled  to  see  us  when  we  came.  As  we  came  up,  the 
girl  who  had  the  dream  identified  us  as  the  men  she  saw  in  her  dream,  and, 
pointing  to  me,  she  exclaimed:  " Oh  pa!  that  is  the  old  man!  his  black  hair, 
grey  beard,  his  clothes;  oh  yes,  and  his  cane,  all  just  as  I  saw  them!"  After 
this  we  were  introduced  to  his  family;  then  we  preached  to  the  assembleil 
crowd  of  people  who  listened  attentively,  after  which  I  baptized  Mr.  Brown, 
and  in  |i  week  or  two  ordained  him  an  Elder.  All  his  family  were  baptized, 
and  we  organized  a  Branch  of  about  twenty-seven  members,  £lder  Brown 
being  President 

If  yoa  will  bear  with  me,  I  will  relate  one  more  remarkable  case  of  healing 
which  occurred  in  Kentucky:  Elder  Dunbar  and  I  were  out  twelve  miles 
from  Brother  Brown's,  and  while  we  were  away  his  wife  was  taken  so  very 
sick  that  the  family  were  much  alarmed  about  it.     Mrs.  Brown  had  not  then 
joined  the  Church,  and  consequently  Brother  Brown  did  not  think  we  El- 
ders would  administer  to  her,  and  they  had  given  up  all  hopes  of  her  reco?ery; 
bat  she  said  if  she  could  see  Brother  Holt,  or  even  touch  his  cane,  /she  should 
live.     Brother  Brown  sent  his  son  on  horseback  to  bring  me.      He  met  us  on 
the  way,  related  the  circumstance,  and  we  hurried  to  the  house.    As  soon  as 
she  saw  me  she  said  she  should  be  all  right.     We  then  administered  the 
ordinance  to  her;  she  was  healeil  immediately,  arose  from  her  bed  and  pre- 
pared sapper  for  us.    This  manifestation  of  the  power  of  God  gave  Brother 
Brown  and  his  family  a  great  testimony,  and  also  caused  the  devil  to  rage, 
fur  the  neighbors  organized  mobs  to  expel  us  from  the  State,  and  invented  all 
kinds  of  tales  and  slanderous  re{)orts  about  U3;  but  the  word  of  the  Lord  pre- 
"vmiled,  and  we  added  to  our  numbers  such  as  "  shall  be  eternally  saved.'' 
Brother  Brown  and  his  family  emigrated  to  Zion  with  the  people  of  God,  and 
they  are  now  there,  rejoicing  in  the  truth."

LEGISLATIVE     MATTERS. 

0 

The  Territorial  Legislature  assembled  in  Salt  Lake  City,  on  the  14th  ult. 
Of  the  twelve  Councilors  and  twenty-four  Representatives  elected  by  the 
people  to  serve  them  as  Legislators,  only  ten  have  ever  served  in  that  capacity 
before.  Many  of  those  who  had  served  as  law-makers  faithfully  and  with 
marked  ability  f#r  years— some  of  them  almost  if  not  quite  continuously  ever 
eince  the  Territory  was  organized— were  barred  from  further  service  by  the 
execution  of  the  Edmunds  law,  though  not  one  of  them  was  ever  convicted  of 
a  crime.  However,  there  were  no  lack  of  men  of  ability  in  the  community, 
who  were  eligible  to  serve,  and  in  whom  the  people  had  confidence,  and  we 
feel  sure  that  those  elected  will  show  by  the  wisdom  and  fidelity  with  which 
they  will  labor  for  the  interests  of  their  constituents,  that  the  confidence  of 
the  people  in  them  has  not  been  misplaced.  On  assembling  and  organizing^ 
the  following  oath  was  administered  to  the  members  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Territory: 

**  I  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  have  never  voluntarily  home  anns  against  the 

United  States  since  I  have  been  a  citizen  thereof;  that  I  have  voluntarily  given  no  aid, 
oountenance,  oouns^,  or  encouragement  to  person?  engaged  in  armed  hostility  thereto; 
that  I  have  never  sought  nor  accepted,  nor  attempted  to  exercise  the  functions  of  any 
office  whatever,  under  any  authority,  or  pretended  authority,  in  hostility  to  the  United 
States;  that  I  have  not  yielded  a  voluntary  support  to  any  pretended  government^ 
authority,  power,  or  constitution,  within  the  United  States,  hostile  or  inimical  thereto. 
And  I  do  further  swear,  that,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  ability,  I  will  support  and 
defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  against  all  enemies,  foreign  and  domestic; 
and  that  I  will  bear  true  faith  and  allegiance  to  the  same;  that  I  take  this  obligation 
freely,  without  any  mental  reservation  or  purpose  of  evasion;  and  that  I  will  well  and 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  on  which  I  am  about  to  enter,  and  that  I  am 
not  a  bigamist  or  polygamist.    So  help  me  God." 

Governor  Murray  was  then  informed  that  the  Legislature  was  ready  to 
receive  any  communication  from  him  he  might  wish  to  make,  and  the  follow- 
ing morning  he  met  with  both  branches  of  the  Assembly  and  read  to  them 
bis  Message.  The  document  is  altogether  too  lengthy  to  admit  of  being 
published  in  the  Stab,  so  we  shall  content  ourselvee  with  briefly  reviewing  ik 

Considered  as  a  whole,  there  is  perhaps  more  merit  about  it  than  his  last 
Message  possessed,  and  that  is  not  saying  much.  It  has  evidently  been  pre- 
pared with  care,  and  it  gives  evidence  of  more  literary  ability  than  anything 
of'the  kind  that  has  emanated  from  the  Governor  before,  but  that  is  most 
likely  due  to  the  help  he  has  had,  for  it  is  not  at  all  likely  that  he  has  com-' 
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it  himself.  It  contains  a  few  wise  suggestions,  a  great  deal  of  sophistry, 
s  Bomber  of  insolent  insinuations,  several  positiTe  falsehoods,  a  great  deal  of 
Ixuioombe,  a  base  attempt  at  intimidation,  and  a  pretense  of  friendship  for 
the  people,  which  ill  accords  with  his  recent  action  in  trying  to  liave  them 
depriTed  uf  all  rights  as  citizens. 

It  is  very  evident  that  the  Message  has  been  written  with  a  view  to  outside 
effect  He  expects  the  specious  arguments  which  he  has  used  in  it,  to  have 
weight  with  Congress,  and  to  influence  public  opinion  against  the  Latter-day 
Saints  and  in  his  favor. 

He  intimates  that  the  Utah  Legislature  has  been  in  the  habit  of  passing 
laws  of  doubtful  or  equivocal  character  and  not  in  harmony  with  the  Constitu- 
tion, but  fails  to  point  out  any  such  laws;  in  fact,  he  cuuld  not  do  it,  for  they 
do  not  exist.  The  laws  of  Utah  will  compare  very  favorably  with  those  of 
other  Territories  or  States,  and  they  would  be  much  more  perfect  had  it  not 
been  for  Mr.  Murray  and  other  ignorant  and  arbitrary  Qovernors  who  Iiave 
been  sent  to  rule  over  the  people,  exercising  their  veto  power  so  freely,  or 
blocking  the  legislative  wheels  by  neglecting  to  sign  the  bills  after  they  were 


He  also  says:  "It  has  been  charged  before  the  country  and  Congress,  that 
eeclesiastical  power  established  by  Territorial  statutes,  and  held  by  many 
as  sovereign,  would  not  permit  a  Legislature  to  pass  certain  laws  intended  to 
be  efTective  and  in  harmony  with  national  law."  Yet  he  knows  very  well,  or 
if  he  does  not  he  ought  to,  and  might,  that  the  charge  is  false,  and  he  w*ould 
not  repeat  it  were  it  not  intended  for  effect  elsewhere  than  in  Utah.  There 
is  no  ecclesiastical  power  established  by  Territorial  statute  in  Utah. 

He  next  alludes  to  the  passage  of  the  Edmunds  law  by  Congress  as  a  result 
4ti  the  last  Legislature  failing  to  respond  to  all  his  suggestions,  and  follows 
with  this  threat:  "This  legislation  was  the  warning  voice  of  the  sovereignty 
<d  the  Government  of  the  United  States/' 

After  posing  as  champion  of  *' constitutional  morality,"  be  says,  **the  great- 
est good  to  the  greatest  number  is  the  true  rule  of  action."  How  does  that 
aoand  from  the  man  who  has  been  trying  for  years  to  bring  the  people  of  the 
TWritory  under  the  domination  of  a  small  clique  of  adventurers?  Think  of 
that  from  the  man  who  tried  to  rob  almost  19,000  people  of  their  votes,  by 
tefosiog  A  certificate  to  the  man  whom  they  had  elected  as  Delegate  to  Con- 
jysMB,  and  issuing  it  to  the  minority  candidate,  who  only  received  a  little 
over  1,300  votes !  He  is  the  man,  too,  who  has  been  petitioning  the  Presi- 
dent, lobbying  with  Cabinet  officers,  making  public  speeches,  stuffing 
veporters;  in  fact,  almost  moving  heaven  and  earth  for  months  past,  in  his 
to  deprive  the  people  of  Utah  of  the  last  vestige  of  republican  govem- 
and  have  them  ruled  over  by  a  few  satraps  appointed  without  their 
nt 
He  devotes  a  great  deal  of  space  to  an  argument  on  the  subject  of  "  poly- 
,**  and  asks  the  Legislature  to  enact  a  law  for  its  suppression,  when  any 
boj  ought  to  know  that  it.  would  amount  to  nothing  if  they  were  to  do 
for  Congress  has  already  taken  that  task  in  hand,  and  United  States  laws 
take  precedence  over  Territorial  statutes.  In  connection  with  this 
woibjite^  he  insults  the  law- makers  he  is  addressing,  too,  by  the  remark:  *'Yoa 
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cannot  break  lawlessly  over  the  Constitution,  becase  it  confines  you  to  limits 
inconveniently  narrow."  Pie  is  entirely  unwarranted  in  presuming  that  tho 
men  whom  he  was  addressing  would  contemplate  anything  of  the  kind,. 
especially  after  they  had  taken  the  *'  ironclad"  oath  which  he  had  prescribed*. 
We  have  not  space  to  notice  any  further  points  in  the  (Jovemor's  Message, 
nor  is  it  necessary,  as  this  will  give  our  readers  a  fair  idea  of  what  he  is 
aiming  at.  All  the  wise  suggestions  he  has  made  will  doubtless  receive  due 
consideration  from  the  Legislature,  and  the  other  portions  of  the  Message 
will  have  no  weight  with  the  Members.  They  are  not  the  kind  of  men  to  be- 
deceived  by  his  sophistry  or  frightened  by  his  threats.  If  he  gains  any  prestige 
outside  of  Utah,  as  he  hopes  to  do  by  having  his  Message  telegraphed  through- 
out the  Union,  it  will  be  of  short  duration.  He  will  soon  sink  into  oblivion,, 
as  his  predecessors  have  done  who  have  sought  to  oppose  the  work  of  God. 


The  bill  presented  to  Congress  by  Senator  Cullom  which  provides  for  abol- 
ishing the  Territorial  government  in  Utah,  and  substituting  a  Commission  to 
rule  the  people  of  that  region,  came  up  for  discussion  in  the  Senate,  on  th» 
llth  ult.  Mr.  Cullom  made  a  speech  which  consisted  of  denunciation  and. 
abuse  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  rather  than  argument.  He  is  an  old  hand  in 
Congress,  and  is  acknowledged  to  be  a  clever  debater,  but  according  to  the 
newspaper  reports  of  his  speech  upon  that  occasion,  he  failed  to  make  il 
favorable  impression.  He  probably  made  the  most  that  could  be  made,, 
however,  of  a  very  weak  case,  for  it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  show  how  the 
object  aimed  at  can  be  accomplished  by  the  means  proposed.  He  was  followed 
by  Senator  Brown,  of  Georgia,  who  championed  the  cause  of  freedom  and 
equal  rights  in  Utah,  in  the  last  session  of  Congress.  He  made  a  telling 
speech,  full  of  sound  reasoning,  in  which  he  showed  plainly  that  Congress  has* 
no  Constitutional  warrant  for  depriving  the  people  of  a  Territory  of  local 
self-government  The  New  York  Evening  Foit,  commenting  on  Senator 
Brown's  speech,  says: 

*'  Ue  did  what  seems  at  this  juncture  to  b«  very  necessary — and  that  is,  remind  th* 
people  of  the  United  States  that  our  on^anized  Territories  are,  like  the  States,  inhabited 
by  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  that  citizens  of  the  United  States  have  to  be  gov- 
erned constitutionally,  as  long  as  they  are  not  in  a  state  of  armed  revolt.  Nowthe^ 
Gonititution  presortbes  that  no  person  shall  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property  without 
due  process  of  law,  or  held  to  answer  for  an  infamous  or  capital  crime  without  the  present- 
ment of  a  Grand  Jury,  or  be  pimished  without  a  trial  before  a  jury  of  the  vicinage,  or  be 
made  the  victim  of  a  bill  of  attainder  or  of  an  tX'poat-Jaeio  law.  •  •  • 

^*  A  great  deal  of  the  talk  about  the  Mormon  difficulty,  in  fact,  seems  to  be  based  on  aa 
idea,  which  originated  we  know  not  where,  that  it  is  open  to  Congress  to  outlaw  a  whole 
community,  in  a  time  of  profound  peace,  because  some  members  of  it  commit  a  particular 
offence  with  the  connivance  or  approval  of  the  others,  or  because  the  majority  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States  dislike  their  religious  opinions,  or  the  power  of  their  church 
government.  Some  have  even  gone  so  far  as  to  think  that  the  President  can  declare 
martial  law,  and  send  troops  in  order  to  extirpate  nnchastity  in  a  particular  district. 
But  all  this  is  a  mischievous  hallucination. 

'*  The  Mormons  have  done  nothing  which  entitle  us  under  the  Constitution  to  punish 
them  collectively,  There  is  only  cme  offence  known  to  the  United  States  Constitutioii 
which  enables  Congress  or  the  Executive  to  inflict  disabilities  on  a  community  em  bloc^ 
and  that  is  armed  rebellion.    In  time  of  peace  we  have  no  right  to  take  away  one  man'a 
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vote  bccaoae  ftoothtr  man  hM  too  many  wiTes,  or  pimiah  him  in  any  way  because  he  has 
too  mnoh  respect  ler  his  priests,  or  because  we  do  not  like  his  Bible.  The  great  principle 
of  this  Government  is,  that  each  man  shall  suffer  for  his  own  crimes  only,  and  shall  not 
suffer  at  all  in  time  of  peace  without  due  process  of  law." 

Hie  Collom  bill  was  not  disposed  of,  and  will  probably  be  brought  up 
ligmin,  bat  it  is  not  at  all  likely  that  it  will  pass.  0.  C.  L. 


AFFAIRS  IN  EGYPT.— When  the  insurrection  led  by  the  Mahdi,  or 
**  fulse  prophet"  as  he  is  called,  broke  out  in  the  Soudan  several  months  since, 
it  was  not  thought  to  be  of  much  consequence.  The  British  government, 
which,  aa  is  generally  understood,  has  assumed  a  kind  of  protectorate  ovev 
Egypt,  paid  very  little  attention  to  the  uprising  until  the  disastrous  defeat  of 
Hicks  Pasha  and  his  large  army,  numbering,  according  to  late  estimates, 
20,000,  when  nearly  all  of  them  were  slaughtered  by  the  followers  of  th& 
Mahdi.  That  was  on  the  3rd  of  November  last.  During  the  succeeding  two* 
months  little  was  done  towards  quelling  the  revolt,  and  then  it  was  announced 
that  the  Soudan  !was  to  be  abandoned  by  the  Egyptian  and  British  forces.. 
But  how  to  withdraw  from  there  was  the  next  question.  There  are  said  to* 
be  eleven  garriscms  in  the  Soudan,  and  the  forces  in  abandoning  these  would 
be  liable  to  meet  with  the  fate  of  Hicks  Pasha  and  his  army.  The  British. 
gDvernmcnt  finally  decided  to  send  General  Gordon,  who  has  had  considerable 
experience  in  dealing  with  the  natives  of  that  region,  to  the  Soudan  to  quell 
the  rebels  or  relieve  the  garrisons.  Before  he  has  had  time  to  reach  there, 
however,  the  news  comes  that  Baker  Pasha  has  been  defeatt'd  in  the  Soudan 
with  a  loss  of  2,000  men  while  attempting  to  relieve  one  of  the  beleaguered 
garnsonflb  Should  General  Gordon  now  meet  with  defeat,  the  effect  here  in 
England  would  probably  be  no  less  than  the  dismissal  of  the  present  Ministry 
for  bad  management  in  Egyptian  matters.  Indeed  such  a  consummation  has- 
already  been  demanded  by  Lord  Randolph  Churchill.  G.  C.  L.

Elder  A.  H.  Lund  writes  to  Elder  Geo.  C.  Lambert,  January  31,  1884,  as 
follows: 

**  Times  are  rather  dull  for  the  Saints  here  in  Copenhafiren;  still  we  are  having  a  very 
■nkl  winter,  so  it  can  hardly  be  considered  as  hard  on  the  poor  as  usual.  As  far  as 
Ae  brethren  are  coneemed,  we  are  having  splendid  times.  The  meetings  are  very  in- 
tsigstiug  to  me.  The  strangers  still  crowd  the  hall,  and  are  very  attentive.  Last  Sun- 
day  eveaiDg  there  were  some  who  could  not  wait  till  the  close  of  the  meeting,  but  got  up> 
amd  went  snL  In  going  down  the  stairway  they  made  quite  a  racket  Their  enjoyment, 
WwvTcr,  did  not  last  long,  for  they  were  received  at  the  bottom  by  a  couple  of  police- 
who  took  their  jiames  and  notified  them  to  meet  at  the  courthouHC  next  morning  to- 
for  th«tr  fan!  It  is  very  gratifying  to  see  the  police  so  careful  in  keeping  good  order. 
diitnrbaiice  was  nothing  to  speak  of;  I  merely  mention  it  to  show  the  promptness 
of  tiw  polsee.  I  was  talking  at  the  time,  and  was  only  bothered  in  a  seutence  or  two; 
bat  as  I  bad  bold  of  a  good  string,  I  did  not  let  go  of  it  There  was  a  doctor  sitting  in 
lbs  aisle  right  belbre  me,  and  I  was  bombarding  him.    He  comes  nearly  every  night  we-. 
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liave  meeting;  be  looks  a  good  deal  like  F.  M.  Lyman.  I  should  like  to  cast  a  hook  in 
his  jaw  and  draw  him  on  shore.    When  a  boy  I  was  very  fond  of  angling,  and  it  was  a 

.moment  of  exquisite  enjoyment  when  I  got  a  bite  and  was  hauling  away,  vxpeoting 

.  something  less  than  a  whale,  but  hardly  so  small  a  fry  as  it  generally  turned  out  to  be. 
But  now,  in  this  fishing  business  in  which  we  are  engaged,  the  joy  is  multiplied  and  the 

.  satisfaction  with  the  catch  so  much  greater.  Brother  Fjeldsted  felt  something  like  this 
the  other  day.  A  man  was  baptized,  and  his  father  was  much  opposed,  but  yielded  to 
his  son's  request  to  go  with  him  to  meeting  to  hear  for  himself.  He  went  and  heard 
Brother  Fjeldsted,  and,  as  the  son  expressed  it  when  telling  us  the  result,  '  He  was 
fatally  wounded  as  a  Lutheran.'  We  expect  him  soon  to  be  baptized.  Baptisms  are 
▼ery  frequent.  This  week  we  expect  seven  or  eight.  To-night  there  are  four  or  perhaps 
five  who  will  go  into  the  water.  Isn't  this  glorious?  They  are  nice  folks  who  are  joining 
us.    Some  are  able  to  emigrate  themselves. 

**  My  news  from  home  is  not  very  encouraging.     My  wife  writes  that  for  six  weeks 

.■he  has  not  let  the  fires  ge  down.  The  children  have  been  sick,  and  when  she  wrote  my 
boy  *  Tony'  was  very  low  with  lung  fever.  Poor  Sanie,  I  know  how  anxious  she  is. 
Even  when  I  am  at  home  she  can  neither  eat  nor  sleep  when  anything  ails  the  children, 
and  now  she  is  alone.  Still  I  am  thankful  she  has  her  folks  so  close  by;  they  will  render 
her  every  assistance  in  their  power.  I  am  anxious  to  hear  that  that  boy  is  better.  He 
had  just  started  to  play  the  organ  in  the  meeting  house,  accompanying  the  choir.  His 
mother  writes:  *  You  can't  imagine  how  much  company  that  boy  is  to  me.'  Excuse  my 
telling  you  my  anxiety;  but  remembering  that  yuur  children  were  also  sick  a  year  ago,  I 
-can  now  judge  of  your  feelings  at  that  time." 


THI  WORK  IN  EDINBURGH. 

Elder  Fnxncis  Qreenwell  writes  from  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  Jan.  18, 1884: 

**  Things  look  prosperous  here,  and  the  work  of  the  Lord  is  progressing.  I  expect  to 
baptize  five  or  six  in  a  few  days.  I  had  an  interesting  conversation  lately  with  a  gentie- 
man  in  the  little  town  of  Dalkeith.  He  is  a  clothier  or  draper  by  trade,  and  belongs  to 
the  Plymouth  Brethren.  Some  time  ago  I  left  him  Morgan's  tracts  to  read,  and  when 
I  called  upon  him  to  get  them  if  read,  he  raised  some  objections  to  the  doctrines  taught 
in  them.  Among  other  things  he  thought  we  believed  too  much  in  works.  I  met  all 
his  objections  with  quotations  from  the  Scriptures,  and  had  a  chance  of  explaining  and 
proving  from  the  Bible  our  doctrines,  one  after  another,  before  quite  a  number  of  persons 
who  assembled  in  the  store  to  hear  the  discussion.  Others  also  joined  him  in  opposing 
me,  but  they  were  finally  all  silenced,  and  I  closed  with  a  half  hour's  speech  in  which  I 
bore  my  testimony  to  the  truth  of  the  Gospel,  and  theii  distributed  among  those  present 
>cards  containing  the  **  Articles  of  Faith,"  and  invited  them  to  attend  our  meetings."

Eldkr  H.-  -If  the  Scriptures  bearing  on  this  principle  have  any  meaning,  I  am  at  a  losa 
to  account  for  the  premature  decision  at  which  you  have  arrived — ^that  the  apostolic 
Authority  was  only  intended  for  the  first  age  of  the  Christian  Church.  The  Apostle 
Paul,  with  sufficient  authority  at  his  command,  clearly  disposes  of  this  fallacy  in  hia 
epistle  to  the  Ephesians:  **  There  is  one  body,  and  one  spirit,  even  as  ye  are  called  in 
one  hope  of  your  calling;  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism,  one  God  and  Father  of  all, 
who  is  above  all,  and  through  all,  and  in  you  alL"  In  this  quotation  the  Apostle  layi 
down  a  well  defined  line  of  the  oneness  of  the  head — God,  oneness  of  the  body— Church, 
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■id  the  omiantaB  of  our  hope  and  faith  in  the  great  plan  of  salvation.  He  then  proceeds 
t»  oalold  to  thftm  the  divinely  appointed  ministry,  the  work  for  which  they  were  set 
and  tihe  length  of  time  they  had  to  continue  in  that  capacity.  **  When  he  as- 
up  on  high.  He  led  captivity  captive,  and  gave  gifts  unto  men.  *  •  And  He 
apMtlee;  and  some,  prophets;  and  some,  evangelists;  and  some,  pastors  and. 
Paul  also  desoribes  the  work  Assigned  these  officers.  They  were  **  for  the 
of  the  Saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the  body  of 
CluisL'*  Tile  duration  of  their  appointment  was  to  be  **  till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of 
the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure 
of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of  Christ.  A  further  reason  why  these  officers  should  cen- 
the  Charch  is:  **  that  we  henceforth  be  no  more  children,  tossed  to  and  fro,  and 
aboot  with  every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  the  sleight  of  men,  and  cunning  oraftinessy. 
whereby  they  lie  in  wait  to  deceive.'' 

BsT.  J.  T.— You  will  remember,  Mr.  H.,  that  I  said  that  those  doctrines  of  your- 
Chnrch  which  appear  to  have  some  show  of  Scriptural  truth  to  support  them,  wheto 
closely  examined  by  the  spirit  of  truth,  were  nothing  more  than  strained  portions  of 
6od*e  w«fd.  Now,  this  is  one  of  those  Seriptural  references  which,  I. hold,  you  wrest  to- 
own  destruction,  and  by  which  you  succeed  in  deceiving  the  people  and  leadinfi^ 
captive.  The  same  Apostle  tells  us  that  the  Church  is  **  built  upon  the  founda- 
of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets,  Jesus  Christ  Himself  being  the  chief  comer  stone,"* 
as  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  not  required  to  personally  administer  the  word  of  grace 
in  th«  Charch,  but  endows  men  with  authority  to  perform  that  work,  so  likewise  the 
Prophets  and  Apostles.  It  is  not  necessary  that  they  should  personall}'  superintend  the 
ministry  through  all  ages  of  the  Church,  when  they  hold  the  power  to  ordain  others  to 
the  work  of  the  ministry;  and  in  support  of  this  view  which  I  hold  on  this  subject,  I 
boUly  and  fearlessly  state  that  no  more  Apostles  can  possibly  be  appointed  in  accord- 
aace  with  the  divine  will  of  the  Almighty.  St.  John,  in  his  revelations  on  the  Isle  o£ 
Pstmos,  has  at  once  and  forever  settled  this  question:  **  And  the  walls  of  the  city  had 
Isvclve  fonndations,  and  in  them  the  names  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  of  the  Lamb."  This 
I  hold  is  proof  positive  against  the  appointment  of  Prophets  and  Apostles  in  the  Church 
afier  the  death  of  those  Apostles  who  received  their  appointment  from  the  Lord  himself. 
Elder  H.-  I  had  much  rather,  your  reverence,  that  you  had  supported  your  assertions 
hy  facts,  than  to  have  relied  upon  conjecture.  Paul  says,  and  I  suppose  you  accept  him 
m  an  authority  in  this  matter,  **  that  Christ  ascended  up  on  high,  and  gave  gifts  unto 
acm;^  that  some  of  those  gifts  were  Apostles  and  Prophets,  Evangelists,  Pastors  and 
Teachers,  and  that  the  object  for  which  He  gave  them  was  the  ministry,  and  that  they 
were  to  continue  **  till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
Sea  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of 
Christ.*'  Are  you  prepared  to  say  that  any  part  of  God*s  word,  as  laid  down  in  thur 
qmrktation,  is  strained  to  support  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-- 
day Saints?  **  Built  on  the  foundation  of  Apostles  and  Prophets,"  so  say  the  Latter-day 
Saintd.  So  long  as  the  edifice  is  here,  the  foundation  on  which  it  rests  must  be  here  also^ 
If  the  foundation  be  removed,  the  whole  building  must  fall  to  the  ground  for  want  of 
sapport  Therefore  the  foundation  becomes  part  of  the  building,  and  the  one  part  can 
not  exist  without  the  other  part  be  connected.  "  And  the  walls  of  the  city  had  twelve 
faondations,  and  in  them  the  names  of  the  I'welve  Apostles  of  the  Lamb."  If  you  wish, 
ae  to  understand  that  this  prophecy  of  Scripture  is  a  legal  bar  to  the  continuation  o£ 
in  the  Church,  then  I  must  meet  it  with  a  direct  negative,  and  say,  that  this- 
will  bear  no  such  construction.  If  you  will  compare  this  prophecy  with  those- 
Scriptures  that  besr  on  the  appointment  of  the  Apostles,  you  will  see  that  while  yoa 
the  names  on  the  foundations  of  the  city  to  twelve  persons,  the  number  of  persona 
to  this  office  were  fourteen  at  least.  How,  then,  can  you  expect  me,  or  any 
person  who  has  read  the  Scriptures,  to  accept  your  opinion  on  this  subject  as  finals 
Quorum  of  the  Ajiostles  consisted  of  twelve  persons,  duly  elected  and  ordained  to 
uitictf,  and  t»nly  twelve  per«)n^  couM  hold  tliaS  office  in  the  Church  at  one  and  the

same  time.  It  therefore  follows,  %b  a  matter  of  coarse,  that  when  one  of  the  Twelve 
<ned,  his  place  was  filled  up  in  the  Church  hy  the  election  and  ordination  of  another 
member  to  that  office,  so  that  the  full  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  should  always  be  in  the 
Church  for  the  work  of  the  ministry.  It  may  be  that  hundreds  of  persons  are  ordained 
to  the  office  of  an  Apostle,  but  each  one  would  only  be  a  member  of  the  Twelve,  as  the 
Quorum  of  the  Apostles  consists  exclusively  of  twelve  persons  in  the  Church  at  the  same 
time;  therefore  it  may  be  that  the  names  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  of  the  Lamb  are 
engraved  on  the  foundation  stones  of  the  city,  that  each  stone  may  have  twelve  separate 
and  distinct  names  of  the  Twelve  on  it,  but  the  entire  Quormn  Who  are  engaged  in  the 
•daily  ministrations  of  the  Church  here  are  only  twelve;  therefore  your  construction  of 
the  prophecy  is  unfounded  and  misleading,  and  if  you  pursue  this  course  of  conduct  with 
the  word  of  God,  you  will  have  just  cause  to  repent,  perhaps,  when  it  is  too  late  to 
remedy  the  eviL 

Kev.  J.  T. — It  would  appear  from  your  mode  of  reasoning  that  I  have  limited  the 
^existence  of  the  Apostolic  Priesthood  to  too  brief  a  period,  and  I  am  bound  to  admit  that 
you  find  much  more  in  the  Scripture  to  establish  the  claim  of  your  Church  to  divine 
authority  than  I  have  hitherto  given  you  credit  for.  I  shall  not  detain  you  longer  on  the 
present  occasion,  but  shall  be  most  happy  to  learn  your  views  upon  other  points  at  some 
•other  time. 


UTAH    NEWS. 


f  Summarized  from  Territorial  Papeis,) 

The  B.  Y.  Academy  now  has  375  pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  366. 

A  fire  at  the  Qermania  Smelting  Works,  a  few  miles  south  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  on  the  14th  ult,  caused  damage  to  the  extent  of  $3,000. 

Elder  Geo.  C.  Parkinson,  who  lately  returned  home  from  a  mission  to  this 
country,  has  been  elected  School  Superintendent  of  Oneida  Co.,  Idaho. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  law  are  to  be  delivered  in  the  Deseret  University 
by  the  brilliant  young  lawyer  of  Utah  growth,  Joseph  L.  Hawlins,  Esq. 

A  O.  Lamoreaux,  who  was  so  badly  frozen  while  hunting  deer  on  New 
Year's  eve,  had  the  fore  part  of  both  feet  amputated  eleven  days  later,  and 
subsequently  the  little  finger  of  each  hand  was  taken  off. 

By  latest  news  from  Utah,  we  learn  of  tiie  prevalence  of  very  cold  weather 
there.  The  Salt  Lake  Herald,  however,  claims  that  the  winter  thus  far  has 
been  the  mildest  experienced  in  that  region  for  many  years. 

Alfred  Coop,  a  young  man  who  emigrated  from  England  to  L^^tah  last  year, 
was  accidentally  thrown  from  a  car  upon  which  ho  was  at  work  and  run  over 
by  a  train  at  Ogden,  on  the  13th  ult,  receiving  injuries  from  which  he  died 
the  next  day.    He  leaves  a  wife  and  two  children. 

Reuben  Kirkham,  an  artist  of  considerable  merit,  who  resides  in  Logan,  has 
completed  a  set  of  paintings  which  he  has  been  engaged  upon  for  some  time 
past,  illustrative  of  scenes  in  Book  of  Mormon  history.  He  proposes  now  to 
travel  through  the  Territory  and  exhibit  them,  with  oral  explanations. 

The  Logan  Temple  has  already  cost  for  construction  half  a  million  dollars^ 
and  it  is  not  yet  finished.  It  is,  however,  fast  approaching  completion,  and 
the  call  recently  made  by  the  superintendent  of  construction  for  means  to 
defray  the  cost  of  finishing  it  is  being  generously  responded  to  by  the  Saints. 

A  fine  flowing  well  has  been  obtained  on  the  Church  Farm,  a  short  distance 
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«Hith  of  Salt  Lake  City,  by  boring  to  a  depth  of  75  feet.  It  yields  about 
twenty  gallons  per  minute.  The  water  is  good,  "soft."  slightly  tainted  with 
^phur,  never  freezes,  is  conducted  in  pipes  to  the  stock  yards,  and  can  also 
be  used  for  irrigating. 

A  pool  was  lately  effected  between  the  several  railroad  companies  interested 
in  the  freight  business  between  the  Missouri  River  and  Utah,  resulting;;  in  the 
old  rates  being  resumed;  but  a  disagreement  afterwards  occurred  and  the  U. 
P.  and  D.  Sc  R.  G.  roads  drop[>ed  down  to  the  cut  rates  again,  each  deter- 
mined to  force  the  other  to  come  to  terms. 

Pn>fe8dor  Karl  G.  Maeser,  of  the  B.  Y.  Academy,  was  presented  by  his 
poptls  with  a  handsome  gold-iteaded  cane  on  the  13th  ult,  that  being  the 
anniversary  of  his  birth.  It  was  a  complete  surprise  to  him,  and  as  the 
spontaneous  expression  of  the  good  feelings  of  his  young  friends  for  him, 
Brother  Maeser  has  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  gift  and  its  accompanying 
sentiment}!. 

A  little  adopted  son  of  Samuel  Holt,  of  Millville,  while  leading  a  horse  to 
water  lately,  thoughtlessly  tied  the  rope  around  his  arm.  The  horse  became 
frightened  and  ran  away,  dragging  the  boy  around  a  five-acre  field  over 
Irosen  ground,  ditches  and  a  two-foot  fence,  frequently  kicking  him  about 
the  head  and  breast  When  rele:uied  from  his  perilous  position,  his  arm  was 
'iDund  to  be  palled  from  its  socket  and  the  tendons  exposed,  besides  various 
other  cuts  and  bruises;  but  yet  it  is  thought  that  he  will  recover. 

The  Iron  Manufacturing  Company  of  Utah,  lately  purchased  on  very 
advantageous  terms,  tho  Pioche  and  BuUionvillo  railroad  with  all  its 
-Appurtenances,  including  over  20  miles  of  track,  two  locomotives,  more  than 
90  cars,  besides  the  turn  tables,  scales,  tools,  water  tanks,  etc.,  necessary  for  a 
well  equipped  road.  It  is  now  being  removed  to  Iron  City,  and  will  extend 
from  that  place  to  the  coal  mines,  about  30  miles  distant.  Extensive  opera- 
tions will  be  commenced  towards  the  manufacture  of  iron  in  the  spring.

TESBITORIAL  BIGHTS  VINDICATED. 


(From  the  Congressional  Record  of  Jan.  12ih,) 

r  PRESIDENT,  it  is  not  my  purpose  at  present  to  follow  the  exaiii|g|Ie 
of  the  Senator  from  Illinois,  and  discuss  the  social  question  connected 
whh  the  affairs  of  Utah  or  its  church  polity.  At  a  future  period  in  the  de- 
when  the  bill  introduced  by  the  honorable  Senator  from  Vermont  is 
ap  for  consideratiou,  I  may  give  some  attention  to  that  question,  and  I 
oootrast  practices  of  the  social  evil  in  Utah  and  other  sections  of  the 
UaioiL  And  while  I  have  certainly  no  justification  for  these  evil  practices 
in  any  part  of  the  Union,  I  shall  be  disposed,  as  far  as  we  have  the  power,  to 
applj  tlie  same  remedies  for  the  extirpation  of  the  same  evil  in  different 
■eetiofia.  And  I  shall  not  draw  distinctions  between  crimes  against  the 
family  and  the  State,  identical  in  their  character,  because  they  are  practiced 
vnder  different  names.  My  purpose  at  present  is  to  place  upon  the  record^ 
m  eoonection  with  the  remarks  of  the  Senator  from  Illinois,  an  argument  m 
whidi  I  shall  attempt  to  show  the  unconstitutionality  of  the  recent  legislation) 
alnady  had  in  connection  with  Utah  affairs,  and  the  indefensible  character 
•f  tlM  legislation  proposed. 

Aa  the  Senator  from  Illinois  has  not  been  interrupted  during  the  delivery 
•f  his  remarks,  and  as  I  desire  to  discuss  a  constitutional  question  of  impor- 
I  respectfully  request  of  Senators  that  the  thread  oi  my  argument  may 
be  broken  by  questions  propounded  during  its  delivery.  After  I  have 
cooclndad  the  remarks  I  desire  to  make,  I  will  then  very  cheerfully .  respond 
to  any  questions  in  connection  with  the  argument  which  any  Senator  may 
to  piopoand.

On  a  former  occasion,  when  the  bill  known  as  the  Edmunds  bill,  in  refei* 
ence  to  affairs  in  Utah,  was  before  the  Senate,  I  took  occasion  to  express  my 
abhorrence  of  the  practice  of  polygamy,  and  to  deprecate  and  denounce  it. 
We  now  have  pending  before  the  Senate  a  bill  to  amend  the  provisions  of 
that  act,  and  enlarge  the  scope  of  authority  given  by  it  I  desire  to  see  the 
bill  amended  so  as  to  meet  any  reasonable  expectation  that  the  country  may 
have  on  the  subject,  if  it  can  be  done  without  a  palpable  violation  of  the 
Oonstitution  of  the  United  States,  which  every  Senator  in  this  cliam&er  has 
tttl^en  a  solemn  oath  to  support 

When  the  original  bill  was  pending  before  the  Senate,  I  had  not  carefully 
investigated  the  whole  question,  and  did  not  enter  at  length  into  the  con- 
•  stitutional  argument  But  further  reflection  has  satisfied  my  mind  beyond  a 
.  reasonable  doubt  that  the  eighth  section  of  the  act  is  a  palpable  violation  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  is  therefore  null  and  void;  and 
that  the  Utah  commission,  which  is  acting  under  that  unconstitutional 
statute,  and  prescribing  test-oaths  to  voters,  however  amiable  and  accom- 
•plished  they  may  be  as  gentlemen,  are  acting  without  authority  of  law;  and 
that  every  act  performed  by  them  under  said  eighth  section  is  without  law, 
and  every  infringement  of  personal  liberty  or  private  rights  is  an  unjustifiable 
and  indefensible  usurpation  of  power. 

The  eighth  section  of  the  act,  which  is  the  essence  of  it,  is  in  these  words: 

"  No  polygAinist,  bigMnist,  nr  any  person  cohftbitinff  with  more  than  one  woman,  and 
no  woman  cohabiting  with  any  of  the  peraons  described  as  aforesaid  in  this  section,  in 
anj  Territory  or  other  place  over  whidi  the  United  States  have  exclusive  jurisdiction, 
■hall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  in  any  such  Territory,  or  other  plaoe,  cr  be 
digible  to  election  or  appointment  to,  or  be  entitled  to  hold  any  office  or  place  of  i$i(lic- 
trust,  honor,  or  emolument  in,  under,  or  for  any  such  Territory,  or  place,  or  under  the 
United  States.'* 

'Now,  I  shall  undertake  to  show  that  this  section,  as  administered,  vxtilatea 
at  least  a  half  a  dozen  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  Btatea 
If  I  succeed  in  showing  that  it  violates  a  single  provision,  of  course  every 
'  lawyer  most  admit  that  it  is  a  nullity. 

I  shall  undertake  to  show,  Mr.  President,  that  it  is  a  palpable  violation  of 
the  following  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  which  I  shall  quote  and  then 
make  my  comments: 

First    "  Nor  shall  any  person  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due 
'  process  of  law." 

Seeond.  **  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital  or  otherwise  infamous  crime 
ttnlesii  on  a  preeentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury." 

Third.    ^*In  all  criminal  proeecntions  the  aooosed  shall  enjoy  the  right  of  s  spM4y 
and  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  State  or  district  wherein  the  crime  A^ll  bave 
..  been  eommitted." 

Fourth.    *'  He  shall  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against  him." 
Fifth.    '*  He  shall  have  compulsory  process  for  jobtaining  witnesses  in  his  faver." 
'  ^Ixth.    ** ^e  shall  have  the  assLitanoe  of  counsel  for  his  defense." 
'  '  SeVen^    '*  No  person  shall  be  compelled  in  any  orimhial  case  to  be  a  witness  against 
'•>JMiseIL" 

<  •   BfigMi.    "No  bin «f  attainder  shall  be  pasted," 
Ninth.    No  f  x  pet f  faci§  law  shall  be  passed. " 
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Now,  Mr.  Presideat,  I  propose  to  examine  these  di£ferent  provi8i4m8  and  to 
show  that  this  act,  as  adminUtered  by  the  commission,  violates  every  one  of 
them. 

Firat^  the  Coostitotion  declares  that  no  person  shall  be  deprived  of  life, 
Ubeity,  or  property,  without  due  process  of  law. 

It  is  solemnly  declared  in  the  great  charter  of  Englisli  liberty  that — 

**  No  fnenkxa  shall  be  takea,  imprlioned,  or  disseized  of  his  freehold  or  liberties,  or 
ft«c  customs,  or  be  outUwed  or  exiled,  or  otherwise  destroyed  or  condemned,  but  by  law- 
fal  judgment  of  his  i>eeri,  or  by  the  law  of  the  land.*' 

Jadge  Blackstone  says  of  this  provision  in  the  great  charter,  that  it  pro- 
tected every  individual  of  the  nation  in  the  free  enjoyment  of  bis  lite,  bis 
liberty,  and  his  property^  unless  declared  to  be  forfeited  by  the  judgment  of 
his  peers  or  the  law  of  the  land.    (Com.,  vol.  4,  page  424.)    Again,  in  volume  . 
1,  page  139,  he  says: 

**  And  by  a  rariety  of  ancient  statutes  it  is  enacted  that  no  man's  lands  or  goods  shall 
be  seised  into  the  king's  hands  against  the  threat  charter  and  the  law  of  the  laTid;  and 
that  DO  man  shall  be  disinherited,  or  put  out  of  franchises  or  freehold,  unless  he  be  duly 
faioiijcht  to  answer*  and  be  forejudged  by  course  of  law;  and  if  anything  be  done  to  the 
eoBtrary,  it  shall  be  redressed  and  holden  for  none." 

Vattel,  in  his  standard  work  upon  the  law  of  nations,  page  33,  wbile  treat- 
ing of  the  priMcipal  objects  of  good  government,  says: 

'*  The  society  is  established  with  a  view  of  procuring  to  those  who  are  its  members  the 
■f<  f  sssrixs,  conveniences,  and  even  pleasures  of  life,  and  in  general  everything^  necessary 
to  their  happiness— of  enabling  each  individual  peaceably  to  enjoy  his  own  proper tyj  and 
ts  obtain  justice  with  safetjand  certainty." 

Now,  Mr.  President,  I  beg  you  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  Constitution  not 
ealy  guarantees  protdcrion  to  life  and  to  liberty,  but  it  also  guarantees  like 
protection  to  the  properti/  of  every  citizen  of  the  United  States.  The  eighth 
section  of  the  Edmunds  act,  as  administered,  denies  to  every  Mormon,  who 
is  a  cttisen  of  the  Territory  of  the  United  States,  the  right  to  hold  office  or 
pbice  of  public  trust,  honor,  or  emolument,  unless  he  takes  a  certain  oath 
prescribed  by  the  commissioners.  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
guarantees  to  every  such  citizen  protection  of  his  propeiiy^  which  shall  not 
be  taken  from  him  without  due  process  of  law.  It  becomes  necessary,  then, 
to  inquire  whether  an  <»fficer  has  a  property  in  his  office.  If  S(»,  he  is  pro- 
tected in  the  enjoyment  of  it  by  the  Coustituliun,  and  it  can  not  be  taken 
froai  him  without  due  process  of  law.  ''  An  officer  is  one*  who  is  legally  in- 
with  an  office''(l  Bacon's  Abridgment,  279).  Now,  you  will  please 
in  mind  that  the  eighth  section  of  the  Edmunds  act,  as  administered, 
denies  to  any  one  refusing  to  take  the  test  oath  prescribed  by  the  commission, 
the  right  to  hoUl  office.  What  is  an  officel  Judge  Blackstone,  in  his  Com- 
ktaries,  says: 

^Offices,  whidi  are  a  right  to  exercise  a  public  or  private  employment,  and  to  take  the 

and  smoluments  thereto  belonging,  are  also  incorporeal  hei«dteament8,  wfa^Xer 

peblie,  as  llkose  of  n.sgiitrates,  or  private  as  of  bailiffs,  reesivers  and  tile  like.    Fota 

■as  may  h*ve  an  estate  in  them  either  to  himself  and  his  heifs,  or  for  Ule,  or  for  a^  term 

U  jeMn^  car  for  daring  pleasure  only.  —Blackttone**  C'osi.»  36^ 

By  these  quotations  it  appears  that  a  man  may  have  an  estate  in  au  office. 
What  is  the  meaning  of  the  word  "  estate." 
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'*In  its  most  extensiTe  lenae  it  ii  appKed  to  ugiiifj  everything:  of  which  richet  or  for* 
tune  may  conaiiit,  and  inclndee  penonal  uid  real  property, — B9wner*t  Law  Ditt,  516u 

Having  established  by  authorities  which  will  not,  I  presume,  be  questioned, 
that  an  officer  has  a  pn)perty  in  his  office,  and  having  shown  that  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  expressly  declares  that  he  shall  not  be  deprived 
of  that  property  without  due  process  of  law,  it  becomes  necessary  to  inquire 
whether  the  eighth  section  of  the  law  known  as  the  Edmunds  act,  which,  as 
executed  by  the  commission,  deprivi^s  a  Mormon  of  his  property  in  his  office- 
and  of  his  right  to  hold  any  place  of  public  trust,  honor  or  emolument,  if  he 
refuses  to  take  a  certain  test-oath  prescribed,  takes  his  property  by  due  pro- 
cess of  law  or  without  law. 

The  case  of  Huber  vi,  Reily,  reported  in  third  volume  of  P.  F.  Smith's  Penn- 
sylvania  reports,  in  which  the  able  opinion  of  the  court  was  delivered  by 
Judi^e  Strong,  wa»  very  similar  to  that  under  consideration. 

By  the  act  of  Congress  passed  dOth  March,  1865,  all  persons  drafted  for 
military  service  who  did  not  report  on  notice  were  declared  to  be  deserters. 
And  in  addition  to  other  lawful  penalties  fur  the  crime  of  desertion,  all  per- 
sons who  committed  it  were  declared  to  have  forfeited  their  rights  to  citizen- 
ship and  their  rights  to  become  citizens,  and  were  declared  incapable  of 
holding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States.  The  plaintiff" 
Huber  was  returned  by  the  provost- marshal  as  a  deserter. 

It  is  admitted  that  he  was  a  citizen  of  the  iState  of  Pennsylvania,  and  en- 
titled to  vote  at  the  precinct  where  he  tendered  his  vote,  if  the  disqualfica- 
tion  did  not  render  him  iaeligible.  He  tendered  the  vote,  and  it  was  (re- 
jected by  the  luanagers  of  the  election  on  the  ground  that  ho  was  a  deserter 
as  shown  by  the  registry  of  the  provost- marshal  of  the  district  He  brought 
suit  against  the  managers  of  the  election  for  refusing  to  permit  him  to  vote* 
Upon  this  statement  of  facts  a  judgment  was  entered  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff* 
in  the  court  below,  and  error  was  assigned,  and  the  court  above  afiirmed  the 
judgment  on  the  ground  that  the  plaintiff  had  not  been  convicted  of  deser- 
tion by  any  court  martial,  or  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  haviog* 
the  authority  to  render  a  final  judgment  in  the  case,  and  that  the  peoaliy- 
could  not  attach,  nor  could  he  be  disfriuchissd  without  due  process  of  law. 
As  already  stated,  the  case  is  very  much  like  the  one  now  under  considera- 
tion. 

In  eofih  case  the  managers  of  the  elections  declared  the  voter  ineligible  oq 
account  of  the  commission  of  a  crime  of  which  he  had  not  been  convicted^  the 
only  differesce  being  that  in  the  Utah  cose  the  voter  was  required  to  swear 
that  he  had  not  committed  the  crime,  and  on  his  failure  to  make  the  oatL 
was  disfranchised,  while  in  the  case  decided  by  Judge  Strong  the  fact  of 
desertion  appeared  on  the  records  in  the  provost-marshars  office,  and  upon 
that  the  managers  of  the  election  held  that  he  was  guilty  and  rejected  the 
Tote.  In  neither  case  was  there  any  trial  by  a  competent  tribunal,  nor  any 
judgment  of  conviction  rendered  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

I  shall  read  a  few  sentences  from  the  able  opinion  delivered  by  Judge 
Strong  id  this  case.    On  page  117  he  snys: 

''  Bat  I  ban  call  to  mind  no  instxmce  in  which  it  has  been  lield  that  the  ascertainment 
of  gailt  of  a  public  oflTcnse  and  the  imposition  of  legal  penalties  can  be  in  any  other  mode 
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^MB  by  trial  aooording  to  tht  Uw  of  the  land  or  due  process  of  law.     That  is  the  Uw  o 
the  pmrtScalmr  caae  administered  by  the  judicial  tribunal  authorized  to  adjudicate  upon  it 

**  And  I  can  not  persuade  rayself  that  a  Judge  of  elections  or  a  board  of  election  officers, 
i—titated  under  State  laws,  is  such  a  tribunal.  I  can  not  think  tbej  have  power  to  try 
•crimiwU  offenders,  still  less  to  adjudge  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  an  alleged  violator  of  th« 
laws  of  Um  United  Statea.  A  trial  before  such  officers  is  not  due  process  of  law  for  th« 
pTOahmeat el  offenses  according  to  the  meaning  of  that  phrase  iu  the  Constitutton. 
Tbcre  are,  it  is  true,  many  things  which  they  may  determine,  such  as  age  and  resideooc 
•ef  a  pemoQ  offering  to  vote,  whether  he  ha^  paid  taxes,  and  whether,  if  bom  an  alien,  h« 
has  a  certificate  of  naturalization.  These  things  pertain  to  the  asctrtainment  of  a  politi- 
^drijcfat. 

**  ^t  whether  he  has  been  guilty  of  a  criminal  offense,  and,  as  a  consequence,  forfeited 
Ui  right,  is  an  inquiry  of  a  different  character.  Neither  our  Constitution  nor  onr  law  has 
^oaferred  npon  the  judges  of  elections  any  such  judicial  functions.  They  are  not  sworn 
ts  try  iasnes  in  criminal  cases.  They  have  no  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  wit* 
asBses,  and  their  judgment,  if  rendered,  would  be  ^binding  upon  no  other  tribunal. 
*  <^  ♦  • 

**  Sorely  that  is  no  trial  by  due  process  of  law,  the  judgment  in  which  is  not  final, 
decides  nothing,  but  leaves  the  accused  exposed  to  another  trial  in  a  different  tribunal, 
to  the  imposition  by  that  other  tribunal  of  the  full  punishment  prescribed  by  law." 

Again,  on  page  121,  the  learned  judge  says: 

"It  may  be  added  that  this  construction  is  not  only  required  by  the  universsUy  ad- 
rules  of  statutory  interpretation,  but  it  is  in  harmony  vrith  the  personal  rights 
hy  the  Constitation,  and  which  Congress  must  be  presumed  to  have  kept  iu  view. 
It  givn  to  the  accused  a  trial  before  sworn  judges,  a  right  to  challenge,  an  opportunity  of 
^tfeaae,  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  witnejses  against  him,  and  of  calling  witnesses  in  his 
h^alf .  It  preserves  to  him  the  common-law  presumption  of  innocence  until  he  has  been 
adjodged  guilty  according  to  the  forms  of  law.  It  gives  finality  to  a  single  trial.  If  tried 
hj  a  court-martial  and  acquitted,  his  innocence  can  never  again  be  called  in  questien,  and 
haeaa  be  made  to  suffer  no  part  of  the  penalties  prescribed  for  guilt.  On  the  other 
if  the  record  of  conviction  by  a  lawful  court  be  not  a  prerequisite  to  suffering  the 
of  the  law,  the  act  of  Congress  may  work  intolerable  hardships.  The  accused 
Ihea  be  obliged  to  prove  his  innocence  whenever  the  registry  of  the  provost-marshal 
M  adduced  against  him.  No  decision  of  the  board  of  election  officers  will  protect  him 
afsinst  tha  necessity  of  renewing  his  defense  at  every  subsequent  election,  and  each  time 
with  increased  difficulty  arising  from  the  possible  death  or  absence  of  witnesses.  In 
■any  cases  this  may  prove  a  gross  wrong. 


**  To  hold  that  the  act  of  Congress  imposes  upon  such  the  necessity  of  proving  their 
iiii  I  mi  II  without  conviction  of  guilt,  would  be  an  unreasonable  construction  of  the  act,  ' 
■fed  sroold  be  attributing  to  the  National  Legislature  an  intention  not  warranted  by  the 
aad  connection  of  the  enactment  It  follows  that  the  judgment  of  the  court 
upon  the  case  stated  was  right  The  plaintiff,  not  having  been  convicted  of  deser- 
and  failure  to  return  to  the  service,  or  to  report  to  a  provost-marshal,  and  not  having 
itenced  te  the  penalties  and  forfeitures  of  the  law,  was  entitled  to  vote." 

Chief  Justice  Woodward  concurred  in  the  judgment  of  the  court,  and 
«dded: 

**  But  I  do  not  concur  in  treating  the  act  of  Congress  as  a  valid  enactment,  for  I  be- 
Bsre  it  to  be  txfttfaeto  law  in  respect  to  all  soldiers  except  such  as  commit  the  crime 
rf  drscfiticm  sftrr  the  date  of  the  law.  This  is  not  a  case  of  desertion  subsequent  to  the 
but  prior  to  it,  and  the  penalties  of  the  offense  were  such  as  were  fixed  by  law 
the  offense  was  committed,  and  it  is  not  competent  for  the  Legislature  to  increase 
cxcrpt  for  f ntnre 
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And  I  will  add  in  this  connection,  Mr.  President,  that  it  is  not  competent 
for  Congress  to  punish  citizens  of  a  Territor}',  or  to  add  new  penalties  for 
polygamy  committed  before  the  passage  of  the  Edmunds  act,  or  to  dia- 
f  rancbL^e  any  citizen  of  a  Territory  for  crimes  committed  prior  to  the  passage  • 
of  tbe  act  of  disfranchisement. 

In  Dorsey's  cise,  7  Porter's  Alabama  Reports,  Judge  Ormond  refers  to  tb© . 
Constitutional  provision  tbat  the  crime  or  offense  must  be  ascertained  by  dm 
course  of  law,  and  says  the  term  ^  due  course  of  law"  has  a  settled  and  ascer- 
tained meaning,  and  was  intended  to  protect  i>eople  against  privations  of 
their  lives,  liberty,  or  property,  in  any  other  mode  than  through  the  inter- 
vention of  the  judicial  tribunals  of  the  country.     But  this  law  seeks  to  ascer-  ' 
tain  a  fact  exalted  into  a  crime  and  punished  in  a  particular  manner— not  hy 
the  judgment  of  a  competent  court,  but  by  the  admission  of  the  offender,  and 
construing  his  silence  as  evidence  of  guilt 

In  the  case  of  Green  vs.  Biggs,  1  Curtis'  Circuit  Court  Reports,  325,  Judge 
Curtis,  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  presiding  in  the  Circuit 
Court,  defines  what  is  meant  by  the  law  of  the  land.    He  says: 

*'  Certainly  this  does  not  mean  any  act  which  th«  Assembly  may  choose  to  para.  If 
it  did,  the  lej^Hlative  will  could  inflict  a  forfeiture  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  a 
trial.  The  exposition  of  the  words  as  they  stand  in  Magna  Gharta,  as  well  as  in  the 
American  Constitation,  has  been  that  they  require  *  due  process  of  law,'  and  in  this  is 
necessarily  implied  and  included  the  right  to  answer  to  and  contest  the  charge,  and  tiM 
consequent  right  to  be  discharged  from  it,  unless  it  is  proved.** 

Lord  Coke,  in  giving  an  interpretation  of  these  words  in  Magna  ChartSt 
2  Inst.,  50,  51,  says  they  mean  '*  due  process  of  law,"  in  which  is  included  pre- 
sentment or  indictment,  and  being  brought  in,  to  answer  thereto.  And  the 
jurists  of  our  country  have  not  relaxed  this  interpretation.  "  It  followSy* 
says  he,  speaking  of  the  case  before  him,  "  that  a  law  which  would  preclude 
the  accused  from  answering  to  and  contesting  the  charge  •  *  *  and 
which  should  condemn  him  to  fine  and  forfeiture  unheard  if  he  failed  to  oonor- 
.  ply  with  the  requisition,  would  deprive  him  of  his  liberty  or  property,  not  by 
the  law  of  the  land,  but  by  an  arbitrary  and  unconstitutional  exertion  of 
legislative  power." 

I  might  add  other  weighty  authorities  as  to  the  meaning  of  "due  process 
of  law,"  but  I  deem  it  unnecessary.     Those  already  produced  show  con- 
clusively that  the  test-oath  prescribed  by  the   commissioners   under   th» 
Edmunds  act  is  not  "  due  process  of  law,"  and  that  it  deprives  the  citixen  o£' 
Utah  of  his  property  in  his  office  without  due  process  of  law  and  without - 
law.    It  simply  prescribes  a  test-oath  which  he  is  required  to  take,  and  if  h^*- 
refuses  to  do  so  his  guilt  is  conclusively  presumed,  and  his  property  is  taken. 
from  him  without  giving  him  an  opportunity  to  contest  the  truth  of  the- 
chHrge,  and  without  requiring  proof  of  it. 

The  Supren)e  Court  of  the  Uuited  States  in  tbe  case  of  the  test-oath  pre- 
scribed for  lawyers,  and  in  the  case  of  tbe  Missouri  test-oath,  have  concluaive- 
ly  settled  tin's  question,  that  the  application  of  a  test-oath,  or  the  requirement^ 
tbat  the  party  take  the  oath  before  he  can  exercise  certain  constitutional 
rigiits,  or  before  be  can  have  the  benefit  of  his  office,  is  unconstitutional  and. 
of  no  eifec^  If  the  requirement  that  a  lawyer  take  a  test-oath  that  he  has- 
not  committed  a  certain  crime  before  he  can  practice  law  b  not  due  process- 
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of  law,  and  the  law  requiring  it  is  void,  and  that  in  the  test-oath,  as  in  the 
^isaoari  case,  requiring  a  minister  of  the  Qospel  to  swear  that  he  has  not 
cummitted  a  particular  crime  before  he  can  discharge  the  sacred  functions  of 
his  position,  is  not  due  process  of  law,  and  the  law  requiring  it  is  null  and 
void,  as  the  Supreme  Court  has  decided  it  is,  then  I  should  like  to  hear  some 
lawyer  draw  a  distinction  between  them  and  the  test-oath  applied  to  the 
citissn  of  a  Territory,  requiring  him  to  swear  that  he  has  not  committed  a 
particnlar  crime  before  he  can  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office. 

If  the  law  which  denies  to  a  lawyer,  who  hat  a  property  in  bis  profession, 
the  right  to  practice  till  he  takes  a  test-oath,  and  if  the  law  which  deprives  a 
mioi^ter  of  the  Gospel  of  the  right  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  until 
he  takes  a  test-oath,  are  unconstitutional,  how  can  a  law  which  requires  a 
citixeo  of  a  Territory  to  swear  that  he  has  not  committed  a  particular  crime 
before  he  can  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  be  constitutional  and  validi 
There  can  be  no  legal  distinction  drawn  between  the  cases;  if  one  is  a  nullity,.' 
they  are  all  three  nullities.  In  two  of  the  cases  the  Supreme  Court  of  Has 
United  States  has  expressly  ruled  that  they  are  nullities.  So  much  for  the 
fint  objection  to- the  constitutionality  of  this  act. 

I  will  now  proceed  to  consider,  in  more  concise  form,  some  of  the  other 
objections.  For  ctmvenience,  and  as  they  are  intimately  connected,  I  will 
consider  together  the  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth. 

As  a  statute  uf  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  makes  bigamy  a  crime  in 
the  Territories,  and  punishes  it  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  I  sup- 
pose it  will  not  be  questioned  by  those  who  have  a  moat  laudable  zeal  for  its 
mppression,  that  it  is  an  infcunous  crime. 

The  second  eimstitutional  objection  above  made  is  that  no  one  shall  be  held 
ta>  answer  for  a  capital  or  otherwise  infamous  crime  without  indictment  or 
presentment  of  a  grand  jury.  The  polygamist  in  Utah  is  made  to  answer- 
before  a  commission  appointed  under  the  Edmunds  act,  which  tenders  to 
kirn  a  test-oath  requiring  him  to  swear  that  he  is  not  a  bigamist  or  polyg- . 
amist,  and,  as  construed  by  the  commission,  that  he  has  not  at  any  time  been 
goilty  of  the  offense;  and  if  he  refuses  to  take  the  oath,  guilt  is  conclosivetF 
pfeanmed,  and  the  punishment,  that  he  shall  neither  vote  nor  hold  office^  ia- 
iaflicted  upon  him.  In  other  words,  he  is  convicted  or  conclusively  pie- 
soBwd  to  be  guilty  by  a  commission  acting  as  court,  jury  and  execntioniri 
and  de|»ived  of  his  right  to  vote  and  of  his  property  in  his  office  without  dna 
pfoeeas  of  law,  and  without  indictment  or  presentment  of  a  grand  jury. 

I  hold,  therefore,  that  the  second  objection  is  well  taken,  and  the  provisioii 
ot  thb  Constitution  therein  referred  to  is  palpably  violated.

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ADULTERY. 

"Thou  shalt  oot  commit  adultery.'*— Ez«  xz,  14. 

This  oommandment  was  engraven  upon  the  tables  of  stone,  at  the  time  when 
the  Lord  manifested  His  wonderful  power  upon  Mount  Sinai.  Amid  those 
glorious  scenes  when  the  great  law-giTer  communed  with  the  Lord  of  Boats, 
and  everything  pertaining  to  the  growth,  purity  and  preservation  of  Israel 
were  duly  considered,  around  marriage  was  thrown  every  safeguard.  The 
necessity  of  purity  in  that  sacred  relationship  was  brought  home  to  the  people 
in  strong  and  never-to-be-forgotten  language.  "Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery"  was  the  decree  of  Jehovah.  "  He  or  she  that  committeth  adultery 
shall  surely  die."  The  husband  was  to  guard  his  honor  and  that  of  his  wife; 
the  wife  was  to  preserve  herself  in  all  chastity  for  her  husband,  and  keep 
from  all  others,  that  no  spurious  offspring  should  be  introdueed  into  the 
family  circle,  and  that  conscience  should  not  as  a  skeleton  point  his  bony 
finger  and  say:  "Thou  art  unfaithful,  untrue;  condemnation  will  overtake 
tiieer 

"  Multiply  and  replenish  the  earth"  was  the  order  given  to  the  first  man 
and  woman,  and  made  binding  upon  all  that  should  come  after  them.  In 
the  economy  of  Heaven  the  power  to  beget  his  kind  was  bestowed  upon  man. 
Blessings  were  to  follow  a  legitimate  use  of  those  powers— health  of  mind 
aiid  body,  peace  and  joy  in  the  home.  An  illegitimate  use  of  those  powers 
was  to  bring  down  cursings,  as  in  the  case  of  king  David.  The  Lord  sconrged 
him,  his  children  rebelled,  his  wives  were  untrue,  and  he  was  bowed  down 
ttiider  the  fearful  load  he  had  taken  upon  himself.  The  Patriarchs  and 
Prophets  were  burdened  with  the  word  of  the  Lord  on  this  important  matter; 
#arning8,  pleadings,  and  threatenings  fell  from  their  lips  as  the  people  be- 
came forgetful  of  the  judgments  that  had  been  decreed.  We  find  in  the  days 
of  the  Savior  that  the  people  had  become  very  lax  in  their  morals,  and  He 
charged  them  with  being  ''a  wicked  and  adulterous  generation."  To  exhibit  to 
them  the  condition  into  which  they  had  fallen,  when  the  woman  said  to  have 
l)een  taken  in  adultery  was  brought  before  Him,  and  tha<)e  bringing  her 
demanded  punishment  according  to  the  law,  the  Savior,  understanding  the 
/depth  of  their  own  guilt,  said:  "Let  him  that  is  without  sin  cast  the  first 
stone."  The  voice  of  accusation  was  bushed,  and  one  by  one  thatguiltj 
throng  withdrew  from  the  presence  of  Hira  who  had  read  their  very  souls. 
When  alone  with  the  sinner,  He  asked  for  her  accusers,  but  they  had  fied^ 
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Hm  warned  her  of  ber  eril  ways,  and  told  her  to  go  and  ain  no  more.  Not- 
witiistanding  the  fiict  that  the  SaTior  repeated  the  doctrine:  *'Thoa  ahalt 
■ot  commit  adultery,''  and  pointed  out  that  serious  consequences  would 
tfoUow  those  who  continued  to  disregard  that  great  law  of  purity,  the  in- 
hftbitanta  of  the  earth  haTe  gone  on  adding  sin  to  sin  until  they  are  indeed 
defiled. 

How  Kingular  that  Christian  people  can  forget  the  words  uf  the  Apostle: 
*  The  whoremongers  and  adulterers  God  will  jud^e!"  Whenever  inspired 
BCD  have,  been  found  miuistering  among  their  fellow  creatures,  the  Lord  has 
repeated  that  law  in  regard  to  social  purity,  and  while  the  penalties  attaching 
have  been  sometimes  modified,  as  in  the  case  of  the  woman  accused  before  the 
SaTior,  that  crime  has  lost  none  of  its  heinousness.  In  a  revelation  from  the 
Lord  given  through  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  to  the  Saints,  He  says: 
^Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery;  and  he  that  committeth  adultery,  and  re- 
paotetb  not,  shall  be  cast  out;  but  he  that  has  committed  adultery  and  re- 
pents with  all  his  heart,  and  forsaketh  it,  and  doeth  it  no  more,  thou  shalt 
forgive;  but  if  he  doeth  it  again,  ho  shall  not  be  forgiven,  but  shall  be  cast 

The  Lord  says  further  upon  this  subject:  '*  But  if  ye  shall  find  that  any 
persons  have  left  their  companions  for  the  sake  of  adultery,  and  they  them- 
•elvee  are  the  offenders,  and  their  companions  are  living,  they  shall  be  cast 
oat  from  among  you.  And  again  1  say  unto  you,  that  ye  shall  be  watchful 
and  careful,  with  all  inquiry,  that  ye  receive  none  such  among  you  if  they 
are  married;  and  if  they  are  not  married,  they  shall  repent  of  all  their  sins, 
er  je  shall  not  receive  them." 

We  see  by  an  examination  of  this  subject,  that  at  all  times  and  in  all  places 
ilie  Lord  commands  His  children  to  observe  the  moral  law  in  the  strictest 
poasible  manner.  Among  the  people  of  ancient  Israel,  death  was  the  penalty 
to  both  man  and  woman  for  the  defilement  of  the  marriage  bed ;  they  were 
both  equally  guilty  before  the  law.  Not  so  in  our  day  with  Christian  nations; 
woman  has  to  bear  the  greatest  weight  of  shame,  being  cast  out  from  society, 
Mod  frowned  upon  as  a  thing  almost  too  vile  for  notice,  while  the  man,  as 
deeply  guilty  before  God,  moves  in  society  seemingly  respected  as  much  as 
Wore,  and  nowise  cast  down  because  of  his  deep-dyed  crime. 

The  Lord  holds  man  equally  responsible  with  the  woman.  We  see  by  the 
quotations  given  from  the  revelations,  that  in  this  dispensation  the  Lord  has 
established  the  same  rule  He  did  in  the  days  of  the  Savior.  The  penitent 
jBQSt  be  forgiven  if  they  humble  themselves  and  show  works  meet  for  repent- 
Thej  shall  be  forgiven  for  one  offense,  but  if  guilty  a  second  time  they 
to  be  cast  out  We  desire  the  Saints  to  bear  this  in  mind.  Some  few 
penona  entartain  the  idea  that  they  can  repeatedly  be  guilty  of  that  horrid 
and  by  confessing  their  sin,  can  be  forgiven  and  receive  again  the 
of  the  Gospel.  To  all  such  we  would  say,  read  the  words  of  the 
Apoaile  Paul  to  the  Corinthians  (1  Cor.  vi,  9,  10),  and  learn  that  neither 
lornicators  nor  adulterers  can  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God.  The  Elders  will 
ior  the  future  follow  implicitly  the  words  of  the  Lord  to  us,  as  given  in  the 
.Doctrine  and  Covenants:  *'  But  if  he  doeth  it  again,  he  shall  not  be  forgiven, 
tat  ^all  be  caat  out'' 
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If  there  are  those  who  prufess  to  be  Saintu,  that  are  so  forgetfal  of  thflr 
obligatronB  they  have  taken  as  to  be  found  a  itecotid  time  breaking  their 
covenants  and  trnnipling  th()  Iaws  of  heaven  under  their  feet,  they  should  be* 
cast  out.  We  who  hold  the  Priesthood,  and  are  acting  among  the  people,: 
will  become  partakers  of  the  sins  of  those  who  are  guilty  of  adultery,  if  we 
administer  the  ordinances  contrary  to  the  laws  of  God.  Within  the  fold  o^ 
Christ  is  to  be  found  those  who  itosse^s  all  the  graces  and  gifts,  and  who* 
honor  and  sustain  virtue  and  ri^'hteoutiness.  '"Without  are  dogs,  and  sorcerers 
and  whoremongers,  and  murderers,  and  idolaters,  and  whosoever  loveth  and 
makbth  a  lie." 


SOWING    THE    GOSPEL   SEED. 


There  are  perhaps  but  few,  if  any,  E!d»?rs  laboring  in  the  European  Mission' 
who  have  not  at  time^  in  view  of  the  discouraging  circumstances  whicb 
surround  them,  felt  that  their  ]:tb<»rA  were  almost  fruitless.  Indeed,  an 
Elder  must  he  more  than  nr«1inarily  successful  in  making  convert-*,  or  be 
blessed  with  an  abundant  supply  of  faith  and  cheerful nci<s,  to  avoid  having  a 
feeling  of  this  kind  at  times.  The  bigotry  and  blind  unreasoning  prejudice 
against  the  Saints  and  the  principles  they  advocate,  so  frequently  met  with^ 
and  what  is  worse  still,  the  stolid  indifference  in  regard  to  the  future,  that  so 
generally  prevails,  are  hard  to  contend  against,  and  it  is  not  much  to  be 
wondered  at  that  the  Elders  should  feel  so  at  times.  Far  be  it  from  our  wish, 
however,  to  justify  them  in  giving  way  to  despondency,  or  taking  a  gloomy 
view  of  their  situation.  We  want  rather  to  enc(mrage  them  in  resisting  any 
such  inclination.  Who  can  correctly  estimate  the  amount  of  good  that  aii 
Elder  is  accomplishing  in  laboring  faithfully  and  zealously  to  sow  the  Gospel 
seed?  Certainly  not  man.  The  fruits  of  such  labor  may  not  be  apparent  to 
bim,  and  yet  they  may  be  to  the  Almighty.  The  extent  of  an  Elder's  ac- 
complishments for  good  is  not  always  indic^ited  l>y  the  number  of  persons  W 
may  baptize.  He  may  sow  the  seed  in  the  he^irts  of  thousands  and  yet  bap- 
tize none.  Or  a  man  may  baptize  many  and  yet  only  be  reaping  the  harveat 
from  the  seed  already  sown  by  others.  Paul  tells  us  in  his  writings  that  he 
baptized  but  few,  but  who  would  think  of  disparaging  on  that  account  the 
result  of  his  labors! 

The  Elders  have  this  fact  to  console  them  if  they  do  their  duty:  It  is  the 
Lord's  work  they  are  engaged  in,  not  man's,  and  He  will  not  fail  to  recognize 
the  worth  of  their  labors,  the  purity  of  their  motives,  the  willingness  of  their 
hearts,  and  the  fidelity  with  which  they  try  to  carry  out  His  requirements. 
They  are  called  to  go  forth  aud  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  of  the  judg- 
ments which  are  coming,  and  point  out  to  them  the  means  of  escape  there- 
from. They  are  called  to  declare  the  Gospel  of  salvation  revealed  anew  to 
the  earth  in  this  age  and  call  all  men  to  repentance,  and  they  cannot  fail  to 
do  that  without  being  under  condemnation  themselves.  The  penalty  for 
their  failure  to  do  this  is  set  forth  in  the  words  of  the  Lord  to  the  Prophet 
Ezekiel: 

*'  Son  of  mftn,  I  hare  made  tbee  a  watchman  unto  the  house  of  Israel:  therefore  hear 
the  word  at  my  mouth,  and  give  them  warning  from  me.    When  I  say  unto  the  wicked* 
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Tlioa  shftlt  uirely  die;  And  thou  giveit  him  not  wai-ninjj,  nor  speakest  to  warn  the  wicked 
from  his  wicked  waj,  to  save  his  life;  the  same  wicked  man  shaH  die  in  his  iniquity;  hui 
his  blood  will  I  require  at  thine  hand.  Yet  if  thou  warn'  the  wicked,  and  he  turn  not 
fron  his  wickedness,  nor  from  his  wicked  way,  he  shall  die  in  ills  iniquity;  but  thou  hasfe 
dilir«red  thy  aool."— Ez.  lit,  1719. 

While  the  Elders  have  nothing  to  glory  of  for  preaching  the  Gospel,  it 
being  their  duty,  and  necessity  having  been  "  laid  u|K)n''  them,  as  wus  the 
cue  with  Pkul  (1  Cor.  iz,  16),  they  have  great  cause  for  satisfaction,  if  they 
are  faithful  in  their  labor,  whether  few  or  many  are  converted,  or  whether 
any  good  be  ap()arent  from  their  labors  or  not.  The  manner  in  which  the 
Q<is|>el  seed,  when  sown  in  weakness  and  humility,  occasionally  iiuds  root 
and  in  time  bears  fruit,  is  illustrated  in  the  following  incident  narrated  by 
Elder  James  U.  Hart,  and  published  in  the  Denei'et  News  some  time  since: 

**  Elder  Hart  received  a  letter  from  President  Taylor,  last  Au^st,  in  relation  to  » 
gentleman  named  Charles  Burdett,  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  who  had  iNTitten  to  the  President, 
making  inquiries  about  the  religion  of  the  Latter-day  Saints.  Ageeeable  to  President 
Taylor's  instnictions.  Brother  Hart,  who  was  then  in  New  York,  visited  Mr.  Burdett, 
and  on  the  5th  of  last  October,  baptixed  him.  He  related  to  Brother  Hart  the  following; 
Five  years  ago  that  month,  he  and  his  wife  were  on  board  a  Guion  steamship,  goiag  to 
England,  having  sold  out  their  property  in  Kansas,  and  intending  never  to  return.  On 
the  veaacl  were  a  number  of  '  Mormon'  Elders,  bound  for  the  European  Mission,  and  with 
these  he  engaged  in  frequent  conversations,  while  on  the  passage.  He  became  very  much 
interested  in  their  religien,  but  his  wife  was  quite  the  reverse.  One  day,  while  talking  ok 
deck  to  a  Scandinavian  or  German  Elder,  the  latter  put  his  hand  on  his  shoulder  and 
said,  *  There's  no  use  of  your  going  to  England;  you  will  have  to  return  again.  Yon 
will  beoome  a  Latter-day  Saint  and  gather  to  the  bosom  of  the  Church.'  Mrs.  Burdett 
rtpodiated  the  idea,  with  the  remark  that  the  Elder  was  'certainly  mi>:taken  for  once,' as 
she  would  never  go  back  to  America. 

**  Time  passed  and  she  died  in  England.  Her  husband,  after  a  three  years*  stay  abroad, 
retimed  to  America  and  lived  for  some  time  in  Canada,  but  finally  moved  to  Syracuse, 
Hew  York.  He  was  a  strict  temperance  man,  a  member  of  the  Congregationalist  Church 
■id  a  Sftbbath  aehool  teacher.  But  his  mind  was  in  a  restless  condition,  thinking  more 
«r  lev  of  what  the  'Mormon'  Elder  had  told  him,  and  finally  he  wrote  to  President 
Tajrkir,  at  S^lt  Lake  City,  with  the  result  stated.    He  intends  coming  to  Utah  as  soon  as

Hatiko  obeerved  in  the  Star  of  Oct  15,  1883,  an  account  of  a  vision,  it 
feeilled  most  ▼!? idly  to  my  mind  a  similar  occurrence  in  this  the  Coventry 
Bnodi.  Thinking  that  it  may  be  interesting  and  strengthening  to  the  Saint% 
I  felt  justified  in  reporting  it.  It  occurred  under  the  following  circumstances. 
Elder  Thus.  Waddoups,  laboring  in  this  district,  worked  with  such  zeal  and 
Ipftiiode,  that  several  were  convinced  of  the  truth  of  the  Gospel,  and  exhibited 
so  inquiring  spirit  respecting  its  principles.    Among  them  was  one  by  thi» 
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name  of  Samuel  Lester,  who  was  a  devout  and  pious  man.  On  hearing  the 
warning  voice  of  an  Elder  of  Israel,  he  became  convinced  of  the  truth,  and 
expressed  his  desire  for  baptism,  and  that  £lder  Thomas  Waddoups  should 
administer  the  sacred  ordinance.  His  wife  had  for  years,  been  a  devout  and 
sincere  lover  of *Christ,  but  was  continually  afflicted  with  a  languid  compUint,- 
somewhat  resembling  consumption,  and  never  knew  long  together  the  blessings 
of  health.    The  following  is  given  in  her  own  words: 

-  '*  On  the  27th  of  July,  while  suffering  from  one  of  the  aforesaid  attacks^  I 
felt  compelled  to  consign  myself  to  rest,  and  while  wnipped  in  the  folds  of 
slumber,  I  had  a  dream:  I  thought  I  was  standing  on  the  threshold  of  my 
residence,  conversing  upon  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  with  Brother  Wad- 
doups, when  all  at  once  to  my  joy  and  surprise,  I  beheld  as  it  were  a  heavenly 
light,  the  brilliancy  of  which  exceeded  that  of  the  noonday  sun,  and  of  an 
indescribable  and  miitchless  splendor.  While  gazing  upon  it  with  wonder 
and  surprise,  the  heavens,  as  it  were,  opened,  and  I  turned  to  Elder  Waddoups 
for  an  explanation.  He  replied:  *Tbat  is  the  Glory  of  God!'  He  hardly 
concluded  his  sentence,  when  I  was,  as  it  were,  encompassed  with  this  beauti* 
ful  light,  and  I  turned  again  to  speak  to  Brother  Waddoups,  but  he  had 
disappeared  from  my  view.

GOOD  WOBK  AMONG  THE  INDIANS-*-A  VISION. 

President  Wilford  Woodru£f  writing  to  us  from  Salt  Lake  City,  Janusry 

14,  1884,  says: 

**  I  left  Salt  Lake  City  on  the  6th  of  December,  to  attend  the  Conference  at  St. 
George,  and  do  lome  work  in  the  Temple.  We  had  an  excellent  Conference.  I  labored 
two  weeks  in  the  Temple  with  much  satisfaction.  We  were  ^sited  by  Brothers  Raj  alid 
Hawk,  and  three  Elders  of  the  Maricopa  tribe,  who  came  to  get  their  endowments  and 
M  repr«sentatives  of  the  nation,  and  to  see  if  what  the  Elders  had  told  them  was  true. 
The  leadinnf  man  was  Chiriquis  Erastus,  son-in-law  to  the  chief,  and  a  Tery  intelligent 
man.  He  speaks  English,  Spanish,  and  several  Indian  tongues.  He  has  visited  Wash- 
ington, New  York,  and  many  other  eastern  cities,  and  also  Salt  Lake.  He  was  the  lead- 
ii^  sutmt  under  Gen.  Crook  in  the  late  war  with  the  Apaches.  He,  with  his  brother,  got 
tibair  endowments  and  attended  to  ordinances  in  the  Temple  during  a  period  of  two  weeks, 
for  the  benefit  of  their  dead  friends.  He  is  deeply  interested  in  the  work.  I  felt  im* 
prased  to  ordain  him  a  Seventy,  and  did  so,  as  he  expects  to  enter  the  ministry  on  his 
ictorn.  The  chiefs  of  both  the  Maricopas  and  the  Pimas  are  ready  to  be  baptized,  aa 
many  of  the  members  of  those  tribes  have  been;  and  when  they  are  baptized  their  tribes 
will  follow  them.  The  two  tribes  number  over  40,000.  They  cultivate  the  earth  and  are 
sdf-sustaininfc.  They  join  our  Mormon  settlements  on  Salt  River.  The  Marioopa» 
rsised  last  season  3,000,000  lbs.  of  wheat,  and  are  counted  a  good  class  of  men.  The 
Papagoa,  who  join  them  on  the  east,  also  number  40,000,  and  they  wish  our  people  to 
praach  ta  them  alsa  It  appears  to  be  the  greatest  opening  that  we  have  had  on  the  con- 
tinent. Brother  Geo.  Teasdale  was  with  me,  and  we  returned  on  New  Year's  day.  We 
suffered  with  cold  coming  home  on  Bee  Slst,  from  Cedar  to  Milford.  We  were  seven 
hoars  crossing  the  mountains  in  reaching  Minersville,  with  the  coldest  north  wind  of  the 
season  blowing  in  our  faceii,  but  arrived  home  in  safety. 

**  The  Presidency  and  Twelve  are  enjoying  good  health  as  usuaL  My  health  is  very 
good  this  winter.  Elder  Jacob  Gates  has  been  at  the  point  of  death.  At  his  lowest 
time  he  had  a  vision.  He  went  to  the  spirit  world,  and  visited  a  mansion  where  Joseph, 
Hymm,  Brigham,  Heber,  George  A.,  Parley  and  Orson  Pratt  and  others  were  seated  at 
a  large  table  in  council ,  Joseph  said  to  him:  *  You  have  a  desire  to  live  and  build  you  iw 
boose.  Yon  may  return  and  live  to  build  your  house,  and  you  shall  have  means  ts  do  it 
with.*  He  is  still  quite  feeble,  but  expects  to  get  up.  Elias  Smith  has  been  quite 
feeble  of  late  with  a  cold,  but  is  getting  better. 

*'  Our  Legislature  organized  this  afternoon.  Our  enemies,  with  the  Governor  at  their 
head,  expect  this  Congress  to  pass  laws  to  take  away  all  our  rights,  and  destroy  us  root. 
snd  branch.  I  think  there  is  quite  an  improvement  among  the  Saints  throughout  Utah. 
IB  many  respects.*' 


NKWS  OF  P&OSPKRITY  AND  IMFROVSMENTS  AT  HOME. 

Eider  Jus.  W.  McMurrin,  writing  to  Elder  G.  C.  Lambert,  from  Salt  Lake^ 

City,  Jau.  25,  1884,  says: 

"  I  trust  tlus  will  find  you  and  all  of  the  brethren  in  the  office  enjoying  good  health. 
For  my  own  part,  I  see  no  reason  why  the  blessings  of  God  should  not  rest  upon  the 
n  who  are  abroad  in  the  nations,  sowing  the  seeds  of  truth,  for  the  prayers  of  thou< 
o£  Saints  are  constantly  ascending  to  the  throne  of  grace  in  their  behalf,  and  God 
withhold  the  blessings  desired,  if  the  Elders  are  seeking  to  do  his  wilL  Betumed 
ries  often  say  that  the  happiest  momenta  of  their  lives,  were  those  ppent  iu 
Isborin^  fur  the  vx;read  of  the  gosptfl,  and  I  do  uut  see  how  it  C(»uld  be  othcrwine  (if  t^ey 
ik>  their  duty),  for  if  the  pra^'er  of  tnu*  riifhtfous*  man  availeth  much,  how  j,'rcat  will  be*

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the  blessing  bestowed  upon  the  servants  of  God,  in  answer  to  the  prayers  of  scores  of 
thousands  of  ri|;hteouB  Snints  ! 

**  After  being  actively  engaged  in  missionary  labor  for  two  years,  it  seemed  quite 
strange  at  first  to  be  at  home,  meeting  and  chatting  with  friends  and  relatives.  The 
change  was  very  pleasant,  and  caused  me  to  feel  exceedingly  thankful  to  my  Heavenly 
Vatber.  Yon  can  understand  to  some  extent,  my  feelings  in  being  permitted  .once  more 
to  associate  with  the  inhabitants  of  Zion.  I  felt  indeed,  that  it  was  *good  to  be  a  Saint 
in  latter  days.' 

**I  find  some  very  decided  changes  taking  place  among  the  Latter-day  Saints,  one  of 
-which,  iff  the  improvement  in  the  ccmdition  and  apjiearance  of  the  Lord's  storehouse.  A 
variety  of  circumstances  caused  thii  place,  in  years  gone  by,  to  be  but  poorly  filled  with 
the  good  things  of  this  life,  and  sometimes  it  appeared  that  the  demand  upon  its  re^urces 
was  far  greater  than  the  supply;  but  to-day  it  is  entirely  different,  and  there  is  an  abun- 
dance of  everything  required  to  meet  every  obligation.  The  large  three-story  granary, 
recenUy  built,  is  filled  with  thousands  and  thousands  of  bushels  of  wheat,  oats  and  barley, 
until  there  is  scarcely  room  to  contain  the  same.  Several  thousand  bushels  of  first  class 
potatoes  are  also  stored  in  the  basement  of  the  same  building,  while  the  meat  market  has 
'  the  finest  display  of  meat  to  be  seen  anywhere  in  the  city.  A  few  years  ago,  people  could  be 
seen  hurrying  to  the  Tithing  Ofl!ice  before  daylij^ht,  feeling  fearful  lest  they  would  not  be 
in  time  to  get  a  little  meat,  but  now  they  can  come  when  they  phase,  and  get  almost 
any  cut  they  desire.  The  building  formerly  used  for  a  grannry,  is  now  stor«*d  with  flour, 
and  thousands  of  pounds  of  the  staff  of  life  can  be  seen  here  at  any  time.  The  merchan- 
disc  department  presents  quite  a  business  appearance,  and  it  can  be  truly  said,  that  the 
Lord  has  poured  out  His  blessings  to  such  an  extent,  that  Uis  house  is  overflowing  with 
fatness.  Never  since  the  orgauization  of  the  Church  has  it  been  so  well  filled  as  at 
present.  The  men  employed  by  thi'  Church  no  longer  have  to  engage  teams  to  carry  home 
the  articles  purchased;  everything  is  now  delivered  to  them,  free  of  extra  charge. 

**  The  great  amount  of  Tithing  paid  has  not  hindered  the  Saints  from  spending  vast 
inims  of  money  in  other  directions.  Work  upon  the  temples  being  built,  has  been  pushed 
forward  in  a  vigorous  manner;  the  one  in  Logan  is  almost  finished,  and  in  a  few  more 
months  the  faithful  Saints,  who  have  given  half  a  million  of  dollars  to  erect  this  noble 
building,  will  have  the  pleasure  of  passing  within  its  holy  walls  to  receive  the  blessings 
Jiecessary  te  exalt  them  and  their  dead  in  the  presence  of  God.  The  Temple  here, 
although  in  an  unfinished  condition,  is  simply  grand,  and  causes  a  feeling  of  awe  and 
reverence  to  steal  over  a  person  while  he  stands  and  gazes  upon  it.  The  Temple  in  Manti 
is  also  progressing  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  and  in  a  short  time,  four  of  these  most 
holy  buildings  will  be  in  use  by  the  Saints  of  God. 

***  Another  very  decided  change  is  in  the  style  of  the  tabernacles  and  meeting  housee 
now  being  built  tor  the  accommodation  of  the  Saints  in  the  varioun  Wards  and  Stakes  of 
2ion.  The  houses  of  worship  now  being  built,  are  beautiful  in  design  and  finish,  and  will 
compare  favorably  with  the  churches  of  other  denominations.  In  a  few  more  years,  the 
plain  barn-roofed  meeting  houses  of  Utah  will  be  known  only  in  memory  by  the  people 
of  this  Territory,  for  they  are  fast  disappearing,  and  buildings  more  in  keeping  with  the 
improved  circumstances  of  the  people  are  springing  up  in  their  places.  Improvements 
of  every  deseriptitm  are  being  made  in  all  classes  of  buildings  thn»ughout  the  land,  and  in 
^  this  way  thousands  of  silent  monument)  are  being  reared,  which  stand  as  undeniable 
evidences  of  the  growing  strength  of  Israel. 

*'  The  Assembly  Hall  is  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity  on  the  Sabbath  day  with  thousands 
of  bright,  intelligent  people,  who  are  thirsting  after  the  things  of  God,  and  I  can  assure 
you  that  they  leave  the  house  of  worship  filled,  for  Grod  is  with  His  servants,  and  words 
of  inspiration  are  constantly  falling  from  their  lips.  One  very  pleasing  and  interesting 
feature  of  the  worship,  is  the  singing  of  beautiful  anthems,  which  are  entirely  the  prodoot 
of  home  talent,  both  in  woris  and  music;  they  have  to  be  heard  to  be  fully  appreciated. 

"  The  Legislature  is  in  session,  and  there  is  a  great  deal  of  talk  as  to  what  is  to  be  done, 
especiallj  by  the  outside  element,  but  I  gueis  the  world  will  learn  at  some  future  day.

INTERRSTIKO  NEWS   FROM   PROVO. 

The  following  is  extracted  from  a  letter  received  by  President  Sinith  from 
Elder  a  W.  Drigga,  dated  Pn>vo  City,  Uiah,  Jan.  25,  1884: 

**  It  has  been  some  time  over  a  year  since  I  wrote  to  you.  Many  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  time  intervening.  Death,  with  its  relentless  hand,  has  visited  my  family,  taking 
fint  our  sweet  little  Rintha  Blanch,  aged  two-andahalf  years;  next  our  eldest  daughter, 
Ella  Olivia,  aged  twenty-three-and-a-half  years,  a  noble  young  woman  of  great  promise. 
The  year  1883  has  left  its  footprints  in  the  hearts  of  the  human  race  both  with  joy  and 
maurxung:.  The  Saints  have  luach  to  be  thankful  for,  while  the  wicked  are  filling  up 
their  cup,  seemingly  without  a  knowledge  of  what  they  are  doing. 

*'  Provo  City  is  building  up  very  rapidly,  you  would  hardly  know  the  place;  the  old 
landmarics  are  fast  fading  away.  Your  brother,  Charles  W.,  has  built  a  large  sture  on 
joor  father's  estate,  opposite  and  a  little  north  of  the  East  Co-operative  Store.  President 
Smoot  has  erected  a  fine  bank  on  (he  south-east  corner  of  the  same  block;  John  and 
liddiard  a  four-itory  hotel  on  the  west  corner,  and  there  are  quite  a  number  of  fine 
jEtores  between,  making  altogether  a  splendid  appearance.  I  have  leased  the  lower  or 
ground  floor,  and  £.  V.  Kimball  the  upper  floor  of  Charles'  building.  The  Stake 
Tftbemacle  is  up  to  the  square;  it  will  be  a  fine  structure,  as  well  as  commodious.  Provo 
llieatre  is  far  advaiiced-  the  roof  is  being  put  on;  it  is  about  the  same  size  as  the  Salt 
Lake  'llieatre.  Z.  C.  M.  I.  has  erected  a  very  large  warehouse  at  the  U.  C.  Depot,  and 
there  are  many  private  buildings  throughout  the  town  which  would  be  a  credit  to  any 
part  of  the  werld. 

**  'Hie  Brigham  Toung  Academy  keeps  up  its  reputation  as  a  first  class  school,  where 
Ifce  yoath  of  Zion  are  not  only  taught  in  all  the  branches  of  education,  but  theology  is  so 
iBterwoTen  in  the  minds  of  the  students  that  they  never  will  forget  the  lessons  given  by 
the  principal  and  facnlty. 

''  Diphtheria  is  very  prevalent  in  tho  towns  of  Pleasant  Grove  and  American  Fork. 
Many  children  have  died  of  this  dreadful  disease  this  winter.  The  railroad  war  over 
TTtab  freights  is  working  hardships  fur  the  farmer,  and  consequently  everybody  suffers. 
Grain  was  never  known  to  be  so  cheap  us  it  is  this  fall.  Merchants  are  complaining  of 
4iill  times,  and  several  failures  in  bu;»iness  have  taken  place.  The  Saints  are  living 
nearer  their  covenants,  and  there  is  a^cneral  waking  up  as  regards  keeping  the  Word  of 
Wisdom.  The  winter  so  far  has  beeu  pleasant  and  moderately  mild.  Peace  and  plenty 
aboand  with  the  people."

SENATOR   BROWN^S   SPEECH   ON  THE   CULLOM   BILL. 

MASTUtLT  DEFBNS8  OF    CONSTITUTIONAL    PBINCIPLES— POPULAB  AND 

TESSITORIAL  RIGHTS  YINDIOATSD. 


[continued  from  PAOB  103.] 

rE  third  objectioD  is  that  the  act  violates  that  provision  of  the  Constita- 
tioii  which  requires  a  speedy  and  a  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jory. 
Tbe  OonstitatioD  provides  in  such  case,  first,  that  the  accused  shall  be  indicted 
bf  %  grand  jury,  and  then  that  he  shall  be  speedily  and  publicly  tried  by 
For  this  constitutional  requirement,  which  guarantees  to  him  a  speedy 
pablic  trial  by  jury,  the  commission  under  the  Edmunds  act  tenders  to 
him  a  test-oath,  and  requires  him  to  swear  that  he  has  not  committed  a 
>;  and  if  he  refuses  to  do  it,  guilt  is  conclusively  presumed,  and  the 
is  passed  by  the  officer  controling  the  elections,  or  by  the  com- 
aon,  which  denies  to  him  his  right  to  vote  or  to  hold  his  office.  This 
l^  therefore,  violates  that  portion  of  the  Constitution  referred  to  ia 
Mf  third  objection. 

My  fourth  objection  is  that  the  Constitution  requires  in  each  criminal  case* 
that  the  aecnsed  shall  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against  him.  The 
aanipotant  commission,  acting  under  the  Edmunds  act,  requires  that  he 
ikall  take  the  test-oath  that  he  did  not  conmiit  the  crime,  and  if  he  refuses  Up 
do  it  he  shall  be  confronted  with  no  witnesses,  but  by  the  executioner,  who 
fDncQlea  the  sentence  of  the  law  by  driving  him  from  the  polls,  confiscating- 
lii  pioperty  in  his  office,  if  he  has  one,  and  refusing  to  permit  him  to  vole  or 
laid  an  office.  The  aet  is  therefore  a  palpable  violation  of  this  provision  of 
tte  OoDstitation. 

My  fifth  objection  is  tiiat  the  act  violates  that  provision  of  the  Constitu- 
tion whidi  guarantees  to  him  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  m 
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bis  favor.  The  bill  permits  him  to  introduce  bo  witnesses  in  his  favor.  The 
trial  is  had  without  witnesses  in  his  favor,  and  it  matters  not  whether  he 
committed  the  crime  or  whether  he  is  the  most  innocent  man  in  the  Territory. 
It  matters  not  that  he  might  be  a\)le  to  prove  by  a  huadrtKl  witnesses  that  he 
never  committed  the  offense.  The  statute  allows  him  nd  compulsory  process 
to  bring  one  of  them  before  the  court  or  the  commission  that  has  assumed 
jarifdictioo  in  his  case.  But  his  simple  refusal  to  take  the  test-oath  pre- 
Bcribed  is  held  to  be  his  conviction,  and  no  witness  is  permitted  in  his  favor, 
and  no  appeal  is  provided  to  any  other  tribunal.  Then  the  Edmunds  act 
violates  this  provision  of  the  Constituti(»n  also. 

My  sixth  objection  is  that  it  violates  that  provision  of  the  Constitution 
trhicfa  guarantees  to  the  citizen  who  is  accused  of  a  crime  the  assistance  of 
counsel  for  his  defense.  As  it  provides  for  no  indictment  by  a  grand  jniy, 
and  no  speedy  and  public  trial  by  a  traverse  jury,  as  it  permits  him  to  be 
confronted  by  no  witness  against  him,  and  denies  him  compulsory  process  to 
bring  in  the  witnesses  in  his  fuvor,  it  follows  as  a  necessary  consequence  that 
in  the  case  of  the  trial,  if  we  may  call  such  a  mockery  of  justice  a  trial,  it 
denies  to  him  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  defense,  and  is  therefore 
violative  of  the  fundamental  law  of  the  land. 

The  charge  of  bigamy  is  a  criminal  charge,  and  is  punishable  by  law.  Tha 
cooimissfoners  under  the  Edmunds  act  undertake  to  ascertain  the  guilt-  or 
innocence  of  the  accused  by  means  of  a  test- oath,  and  if  the  party  answers 
that  he  has  been  guilty  of  the  offense,  or  refuses  to  answer,  punishment  ia 
inflicted  upon  him  for  the  offense.  In  the  Missouri  test>oath  case  before  tha 
•8ii|»rttma  Court,  it  was  claimed  by  counsel  for  the  State  that  the  oath  wai^ii 
^vaJiilication  for  holding  office  and  practicing  certain  professions,  etc  Bpt 
.Ikecuort  says  it  has  been  made  an  instrument  for  the  infliction  of  pnniill- 
Vit^ii^bich  could  not  rightfully  be  done.  (4  Wallace,  319.)  Again,  on  pagjli 
'3^ and  3tl,  the  court  says:  "The  deprivation  of  any  right  may  be  puniah- 
snent;  diBqualifieation  from  the  pursuit  of  a  legal  profession,  ar  from  positiom 
a>f' trust,  is  punishment."    The  court  says  the  oath  was  punishment 

Having  shown  that  the  crime  at  which  the  Edmunds  act  is  ailued  is  an  iqr 

^iDoos  one,  and  that  the  eighth  section  of  that  act  denies  to  any  Mormon

And  if  the. witness  declines  to  answer,  no 
atfereaee  of  the  truth  of  the  fact  is  permitted  to  be  drawn  from  that  circum- 
ftiaee.  (1  Qreenleafs  Evideuce,  sees.  451-453.) 

I  hold,  therefore,  that  the  eighth  section  of  the  Edmunds  act  as  adminis- 
t«ed.  ia  a  palpable  violation  of  the  constitutional  provision  that  no  one  shall 
bi  eompelled  to  be  a  witness  againsit  himself  in  a  criminal  case.  The  able 
asA  seoarate  authority  above  quoted  seems  to  put  this  question  beyond 
4t9hL  No  one  shall  be  held  to  answer,  if  the  answer  will  have  a  tendency 
teaspoae  him  to  penal  liability,. or  to  any  kind  of  punishment  (and  the  Su- 
pine Court  has  held  that  the  oath  itself  is  punishment),  or  to  a  criminal 
,  or  to  a  forfeiture  of  his  estate;  and  no  inference  of  the  truth  of  the 
is  permitted  to  be  drawn  from  his  refusal  to  answer.  The  Edmunds 
lelv  as  executed,  requires  him  to  answer  an  oath  when  the  answer,  if  in  the 
sffirmatiTe,  will  cx|iose  him  to  penal  liability,  will  expose  him,  in  the  language 
ef-tbe  Supreme  Court  uf  the  United  States,  to  punishment  and  to  the  for- 
intore  of  hU  estate  in  his  otfice,  if  he  holds  one.  The  act  is,  therefore, 
l4|iiklj  and  palpably  in  conflict  with  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  last 
vfctredto. 

Ia  4  Daver.,  N.  C.  Reports,  it  is  held  that  "  a  public  office  is  the  subject  of 
|N|ierty,  as  e¥er3rthing  corporeal  or  incorporeal  from  which  a  man  can  earn 
tflmlihood  and  make  g^iin.  The  office  is  created  for  a  public  purpose,  but 
it  is  conferred  on  a  p:irticular  man,  and  accepted  by  him  as  a  source  of  in- 
dividual emolument,  and  to  the  extent  of  that  emolument  it  is  private  pro- 
pnty  as  much  as  the  land  ha  tills  or  the  horse  he  rides,  or  a  debt  that  is 
Mag  to  hiin.* 
4i|d  in  2  Ala.  Rep.,  N.S.,  page  31,  the  chief -justice  says: 

**  An  ofllce  is  m  much  s  species  of  property  m  anything  else  capable  of  being  held  or 
««iied;  snd  to  deprive  one  of  it,  or  unjustly  withhold  it,  is  an  injury  which  the  law  caa 
fidna  in  m  manner  aa  ample  as  it  can  any  other  wrong." 

'  Again  he  saytt,'  pa^e  M: 

'  'We  heed  not  cite  anthorities  to  prove  that  by  the  common  law  no  one  can  be  de- 
frived  of  the  right  to  exercise  or  hold  a  Civil  offibe  but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  as 
«t  bsve  Already  ahowa  lb*t  an  office  it  a  species  of  property." 

*  A«  office  is  an  estate  which  may  bb  for  life,  or  for  a  term  of  years,  or 
HAni^  pleasure.  That  estate  is  pro()erty,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
SiBtkm  says' no  one  sh&H  be  deprived  of  property  without  due  process  of  law. ' 
It  iDattara  nt»t  whether  it  is  attempted  to  be  done  by  means  of  a  test-6atfa-/ 
ODBiialiiog  a  party  to  criminate  himself,  or  in  whatever  iniaginable«f6rin, 
thaiit>j'dae  fMlicess  ofiaw,  it  isnull  and  void,  whatever  may  be  the 
rasotutt'^to  for  Its  aecom'plishment.  What  power  then  has  OitkigfSBS 
^^  aa/ tuiah  bT'hIs  p^jperty  in  his  ofQce,  simply  because  he  refnsiA  to 
ir  wbetSer  be  nas  or  has  not  violated  the  criminal'  law  of  the  land,  wtiW 
BeiMiar  baeo  chained  withi  indicted,  nor  convicted  of,  any  such 'yibl^ 
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tioni  I  deny  that  it  has  any  such  right  This  attempt  is  in  yiolation  of  th^ 
fundamental  law  as  expounded  by  the  highest  authorities,  and  is  absurd 
within  itself;  and  I  know  of  no  rule  goyerning  courts  which  could  justify 
them  in  the  enforcement  of  any  such  enactment.  The  statute  is  a  nullity  and 
must,  in  my  opinion,  be  so  held  whenever  and  wherever  it  is  brought  in 
question  before  any  intelligent  court 

In  support  of  the  position  that  a  statute  prescribing  a  test-oath  whidL 
deprives  a  citizen  of  his  right  to  hold  office  is  a  penal  one,  I  refer  the  Senate 
to  the  case  of  Leigh,  1  Mumford's  Ya.  Reports,  and  the  case  of  Dorsey,  7 
Porter's  Ala.  Reports.    Each  of  these  States  had  passed  stringent  acts  against^ 
dueling,  and  had  prescribed  an  oath  f  be  taken  in  Virginia  by  all  officers  of 
the  State  government,  and  in  Alabama  by  all  State  officers  and  practicing- 
attorneys,  that  each  had  not  before  engaged  in  a  duel,  and  would  never  en* 
gaige  in  one  while  he  remained  in  office.    In  each  case  the  applicant  moved  ta 
be  admitted  to  the  bar  of  the  Supreme  Court  without  taking  the  oath,  and 
in  each  case  the  court  sustained  the  motion.     The  decisions  are  lengthy,  but 
a^  they  are  very  able  I  shall  not  apologize  for  reading  portions  of  them  to< 
the  Senate.    And  upon  the  point  to  which  I  laist  referred  I  invite  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Senate  especially  to  the  following  language  of.  the  judges: 

In  Leigh's  case,  page  482,  Judge  Roane,  who  was  greatly  distinguished  for^ 
his  ability,  says: 

*'  However  laudable  the  object  of  the  act  to  suppress  dveling  may  be,  it  is  still  a  hi^^ilj' 
penal  law,  and  must  be  construed  strictly.  It  is  unusually  penal  if  not  tyrannical  inr 
compelling  a  person  to  stipulate  upon  oath,  by  the  third  section,  not  only  in  relataon  t» 
his  past  conduct  and  present  resolution,  but  iJso  for  the  future  state  of  Us  mind.  TliiM. 
premising  that  this  act  is  highly  and  unusually  penal,  I  will,  under  the  influence  of  tilia  ■ 
rules  for  constniing  penal  statutes,  proceed  to  apply  it  to  the  case  before  us." 

Judge  Fleming  in  the  same  case  says: 

'*  The  act  under  consideration  being  a  compulsory  law  (however  salutary  it  may  be), 
imposing  on  the  office^rs  of  the  government  an  oath  unknown  to  the  former  law  of  tlia. 
State,  or  of  the  United  States,  though  there  be  no  pecuniary  penalty  inflicted  on  those 
who  refused  to  take  the  oath  therein  prescribed,  I  cannot  but  consider  it  as  a  penaL 
statute,  and  as  such  must  give  it  a  strict  interpretation." 

,  Again  he  says: 

"  Admitting  that  attorneys  are  comprehended  in  the  act,  it  has  or  ought  to  have  ». 
prospective  and  not  retrospective  operation,  and  can  not  affect  officers  of  any  descriptiim 
appointed  t«  office  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act." 

,    In  Dorsey's  case  (7  Porter,  366)  Judge  Qoldthwaite  sayt: 

**  I  have  omitted  any  alignment  to  show  that  disqualification  fram  office  or  from  tilia 
pursuit  of  a  lawful  avocation  is  a  punishment.    That  it  is  so  is  too  evident  to  require  aaQf 
illustration;  indeed  it  may  be  questioned  whether  any  ingenuity  could  diOTise-any  penaUgf* 
which  would  operate  more  forcibly  on  society." 

Agnin  be  saya:     , 

'**  A  eitisen  is  informed  that  by  the  laws  of  the  State  he  is  entitled  to  aspire  to  jm^ 
effioe  or.  pursue  any  other  avocation  which  any  other  citizf^i  can.    Yet,  when  he  is  abooi^ 
fo  enter  in,  the  ofllce  or  avocation,  he  is  required  to  swear  jto  his  innocence  of  a  pfurtkolac* 
erime;.  it  then,  becomes  evident  that  if  he  can  not  truly  take  the  oath  required  he  is  «E* 
eluded.    Can^it  Im  doubted  that  for  all  the  purposes  df  the  diflquaHficaiion  the  guHt  el 
inilividual  is  ascertained^    In  what  does  it  differ  from  the  general  enlictment  thai  a. 
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lor  o£Bioe  iIiaU  be  required  to  prove  and  •stablish  his  innocence  of  %  specified 
AdmiUing  ft  person  to  be  guilty,  he  is  neither  ftccused,  tried  nor  convicted  by 
SBjtnbonalknown  to  the  laws;  yet  he  is  punished  with  unerring  certainty  and  the 
vtBKMtoeUrity;  his  conscience  is  made  his  sole  accuser  and  judge;  his  punishment  com* 
■warne  with  the  oonmussion  of  the  crime,  and  terminates  only  when  he  ceases  to  exist; 
he  is  ezdnded  from  the  sympathy  of  his  peers,  no  legal  doubt  can  intervene  to  produce 
lam  acquittal;  an  error  of  his  judgment  involves  his  soul  in  the  awful  guilt  of  perjury  or 
poniahcs  him  without  guilt.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  declaring  that  this  act  provides  a 
node  of  ascertaining  and  punishing  guilt  which  is  not  only  unwarranted  by  the  Constitu- 
tisB«  bat  is  also  in  direct  contravention  of  several  of  the  most  important  provisions  of  the 
dsrlsntinns  of  rights  by  which  the  liberties  and  privileges  of  the  citizens  are  guarded. 
*  *  *  VHien  onoe  it  is  admitted  or  proved  that  a  citizen  has  a  right  to  aspire  to 
^fioe*,  or  to  pursue  any  lawful  avocation,  it  seems  to  me  impossible  that  he  can  be  legally 
-dspiivBd  of  that  right  by  a  punishment  for  an  offense  committed  without  a  trial  by  jury; 
«d  I  can  perceive  no  sound  distinction  between  a  law  which  deprives  one  of  his  right 
wifthcata  trial  and  that  which  ascertains  and  punishes  his  guilt  by  an  illegal  mode  of 
trisL* 

He  then  refers  to  the  Governor's  right  to  grant  pardons,  and  says: 

**  We  can  not  presume  that  the  General  Assembly  intended  by  this  act  to  interfere 
with  the  constitutional  prerogative  of  mercy  vested  in  the  executive;  yet  this  act,  if  con- 
atiliitioiial,  imposes  a  penalty  which  can  not  be  remitted,  and  inflicts  a  punishment  be- 
tke  reach  of  executive  clemency." 

In  the  same  case  Judge  Ormond  says,  p.  379: 

**  This  is  a  highly  penal  law;  it  excludes,  unless  its  terms  are  complied  with,  all  per- 
ns from  practicing  as  attomejrs  and  counselors  at  law  in  the  courts  of  this  State.    It 
therefore,  receive  a  strict  construction,  in  accordance  with  well-established  prin- 
I,  and  the  authority  to  pass  it  be  clearly  and  fairly  discoverable  from  the  Constitu- 


And,  on  page  3S: 

**  It  is  so  offensive  to  the  first  principles  of  justice  to  require  a  man  to  give  evidence 
agamst  himself  in  a  penal  case,  that,  independent  of  the  constitutional  interdict,  no  one 
la  this  enlightened  age  will  be  found  to  advocate  the  principle.** 

Bat  it  may  be  said  this  is  not  a  case  of  this  kind,  as  no  corporeal  or  pocuni- 
vy  paoishment  is  the  consequence  of  a  refusal  to  take  the  oath  against  duel- 
iiiif.  Bat  are  not  the  results  the  same,  whether  punishment  follows  from  ^e 
-admifluon  or  is  imposed  as  a  consequence  of  silence)  Can  ingenuity  make  a 
disdnctioa  between  a  punishment  inflicted  in  this  mode,  as  a  consequence  of 
a  refusal  to  take  the  oath,  by  closing  one  of  the  avenues  to  wealth  and  fame, 
-and  a  positive  pecuniary  mulctl  If  there  is  a  difference,  I  think  it  entirely 
in  fsTor  of  the  latter,  so  far  as  the  amount  or  weight  of  the  penalty  could 
ajbet  the  decision  of  the  case.    On  page  381 : 

**  WHh  great  deference  to  the  opinions  of  others  who  may  differ  from  me,  I  think  that 
Ihe  leqnisitioii  by  the  Legislature,  in  substance  and  effect,  requires  the  applicant  for  a 
fieeaae  to  give  evidence  against  himself,  and  that,  if  not  witiiin  the  letter,  is  at  least 
within  the  wcnrds  of  the  prohibition— the  very  foundation  of  which  is,  that  every  one  is 
|>iMiiniii1  to  be  innocent  until  the  contrary  appears. 

Jodge  Pitman,  in  the  same  case,  refers  to  the  fact  that  the  statute  under 
esonderation  rendered  any  one  engaged  in  selling  spirituous  liquors  an  in- 
ipetent  juror,  and  authorized  the  question  to  be  propounded  to  bim^  and 

law  authorises  the  court  to  inquire  of  the  juror,  who  may  be  challenged  on  this 
It  Is  tme  the  law  sajrs:  '  He  may  decline  to  answer;*  but  what  then?    Is  the 
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fitetto  be  proved  by  other  evidence?  No;  this  silence  is  considered  tm  floffioient  pMlof, 
And  he  is  excluded  accordingly.  He  is  therefore  comx>elled  to  answer  if  he  does  not  wtih 
to  be  excluded  as  unwerthy  to  sit  as  a  juror,  or  does  not  wish  to  be  considered  as  oon- 
oemed'  in  a  traffic  which  may  be  considered  as  infamous.  The  maxim  of  the  oomn&on 
law  recognized  by  the  Constitution  is  that  every  man  is  presumed  to  be  innocent  nntiF  ho 
is  proved  to  be  guilty.  The  whole  spirit  of  this  law  appears  to  me  to  be  at  variance  uMi 
the  rights  of  property  as  well  as  person.  The  Legislature  has  no  right  by  an  act  to  eon* 
fiscate  the  property  of  the  citizen.^ 

Now,  Mr.  President,  I  beg  tbe  Senate  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  two  ca^es 
just  referred  to  were  precisely  similar  to  tbe  case  now  under  conaideratiQii. 
The  statutes  of  Alabama  and  of  Virginia  were  aimed  against  duelkig,  just  as 
the  Edmunds  act  is  aimed  against  bigamy.  Tbe  means  resorted  to  forthe 
suppression  of  the  vice  and  the  punishment  of  the  offender  were  the  ftame'ia 
each  case,  a  test-oath,  which  attorneys  at  law  in  the  one  case,  and  officers'of 
the  State  in  the  other,  were  required  to  take,  swearing  that  they  bad  not  lajpd 
would  not  engage  in  a  duel,  etc.  In  the  case  before  the  Senate  a  like  test- 
oath  is  applied  to  a  citizen  of  Utah,  requiriojc^  him  to  swear  that  he  is  not  a 
bigamist  or  a  polygamist;  and  the  commission  appointed  under  the  act 
requires  his  oath  to  cover  all  his  past  life.  If  he  has  ever  at  any  time  been 
guilty,  though  it  may  have  been  before  the .  passage  of  the  act  by  Congress 
making  bigamy  a  crime  in  Utah,  or  if  the  case  occurred  since  the  passage  of 
tbe  law,  though  it  may  have  long  since  been  barred  by  the  statute  of  limits- 
tions,  still  he  is  required  to  swear  that  he  never  committed  the  act,  or  he  {s 
driven  from  the  polls  and  denied  the  right  to  hold  office. 

As  already  stated,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  held  the  lawjfjir^s 
test-oath  to  be  unconstitutional;  they  also  held  the  Missouri  test- oath,  whieh 
applied  to  ministers  of  the  Gospel  and  other  officers,  unconstitntionaL  The 
Supreme  Court  of  Virginia  held  the  doeling  test-oath  unconstitutiooaV  and 
tbe  Supreme  Court  of  Alabama  held  a  like  test-oalh  unconstitutional;  and  I 
apprehend  there  is  no  United  States  court,  nor  is  there  any  respectable  ebnrt 
of  any  State  in  the  Union,  that  would  hold  the  Edmunds  act,  as  eonstmed 
by  the  commission,  constitutional.  If  the  test-onth  in  four  similar  eases  ws». 
unconstitutional, 'and  was  so  adjudged  by  courts  of  the  highest  aathoii^^ 
how  can  the  Edmunds  act,  similar  in  all  its  objects  and  aims,  be  held  con- 
stitutional by  any  good  lawyer,  by  any  competent  court,  by  Congress,  or  'bj 
the  country! 

But  I  must  notice  the  two  remaining  constitutional  objeotions.  The  Gon<-^ 
stitution  of  the  United  States  denies  to  Congress  the  power  to  pass  any  bill 
of  attainder.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  held  that  thesiiftts> 
of  Congress  prescribing  the  test-oaihs  abore  mentioned  were  bills  of  pains> 
arid  penalties  in  the  nature  of  a  bill  of  attainder,  and  as  such  inhibited^  by 
the  Constitution.  What  is  a  bill  of  attainder?  A  bill  of  attainder,  as  I 
understand  it,  is  a  judicial  sentence  by  Parliament  or  by  Congress;  in  Qther- 
woids,  it  is  a  legislative  usurpation  of  judicial  power,  as  when  Parliament 
passed  a  bill  to  attaint  A  B  for  high  treason,  and  directed  his  execution  apd 
the  confiscation  of  his  estate.  This  act  is  in  the  nature  of.  a  bill  of  attainder*. 
It  does  not  attaint  the  Mormon  who  refuses  to  take  the  test* oath,  of  hifb 
treason,  but  it  does  assuma  judicial  functions  and  confiscates  his  property  iik 
his  office  without  judicial  trial  or  the  judgment  oi  any  oourl..    It  uaurps  tbo» 
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power  that  properly  belongs  to  the  courts  alone  of  determining  the  question 
ol  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the  accused. 

I  may  be  t4»I(l  that  the  British  Parliament  centuries  ago  enacted  test-oathsi 
and  that  no  man  was  allowed  to  bold  office  until  he  bad  taken  the  sacraments 
of  the  Church  of  England  and  the  oaths  of  Abjuration,  etc  This  is  true;  and 
it  is  ftko  true  chat  the  enlightenment  of  the  age  and  the  triumph  (^  reaioii 
have  li>Dg  since  swept  these  oaths  from  the  ititute-book,  and  the  Jew  and  the 
disBeoter  sit  to-day  by  the  side  of  the  churchman  in  the  Parliament  of  the 
realm. 

Bat  it  does  not  follow  from  this  historical  fact  that  Congress  now  has  or 
erer  did  pi>s8e8s  any  such  powers.  The  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  has 
established  a  particular  church.  Has  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  any 
such  pf»wer1  Parliament  has  established  an  aristocracy,  and  provided  for  the 
graat  by  the  King  of  titles  of  nobility.  Can  Congress  do  the  samet  Certainly 
sot.  Why  not?  Because  there  is  a  written  Constitution  in  this  country 
which  expressly  forbids  it.  There  w:is  none  in  England.  Such  is  the  omnip- 
otence of  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  that,  with  the  consent  of  the 
King,  it  may  change  what  they  call  the  constitution  at  pleasure.  The  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States,  with  the  President,  has  no  such  power.  The 
-Pkrlittment  of  Great  Britain  has  power  to  confiscate  the  property  of  the  sub- 
ject beyond  the  period  of  his  life,  and  either  with  or  without  the  use  of  test- 
eaths,  if  it  should  so  will,  to  deprive  a  subject  of  his  property  without  due 
lirocess  of  iaw.  Tiie  written  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  it  has 
■o  power  U}  change,  denies  to  Congress  the  power  to  do  either.  From,  the 
differeoce  in  the  powers  possessed  by  Parliament  and  by  Congress,  the  Senate 
will  readily  perceive  the  reason  why  the  British  test-oaths  can,  as  precedents^ 
'  be  of  no  avail  to  the  adfocates  of  similar  oaths  in  this  country. 

There  is,  therefore,  no  escape,  Mr.  President,  from  the  position  that  the 
•igbth  section  of  the  act  in  question  is  a  bill  of  pains  and  penalties,  iu  the 
osuire  of  a  bill  of  attainder,  the  passage  of  which  is  expressly  forbidden  by 
Ike  OoBstitutioD  of  the-United  States.

tiie  Descret  News  that  he  lost  fourteen  animals  within  two  weeks  froni  tiiis

THREATENING    CLOUDS. 


We  deyote  a  great  deal  of  space  in  our  present  issue  to  "  Abstract  of  Cor- 
respondence/' which  will  be  found  to  be  unusually  interesting.  Allusions  are 
made  therein  to  the  clouds  which  at  present  obscure  the  horizon  of  the  Saints* 
and  which  would  doubtless  be  sufficient  to  alarm  any  other  people  in  existence 
if  similarly  threatened;  and  yet  we  have  the  assurance  that  the  utmost  peace 
and  serenity  and  hope  prevail  among  the  Saints  in  Utah. 

What  a  spectacle  is  thus  presented  before  the  eyes  of  the  world  t  A  people 
who  are  numerically  weak,  compared  with  those  who  are  arrayed  against 
them,  assailed  on  all  sides  by  rancorous,  vindictive  enemies,  clamoring  and 
plotting  for  their  spoliation  and  destruction !  And  that  people  remaining 
calm,  self-possessed  and  brave  in  the  strength  of  conscious  innocence;  quietlj 
pursuing  the  even  tenor  of  their  way,  building  temples,  propagating  their 
religion,  developing  the  resources  of  their  country,  beautifying  their  homes, 
and  trusting  in  Qod  for  deliverance!  Where  else  in  the  world  are  we  to  look 
for  such  bravery,  such  devotion  to  principle,  such  calmness  in  the  midst  of 
threatenings,  such  mighty  faith  in  Godi    They  are  nowhere  else  to  be  found. 

Foremost  among  their  assailants  stands  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  nation, 
who  Haman-like  points  to  the  despised  people,  and  intimates  that  *Hheir  laws 
are  diverse  from  all  people,"  and  recommends  that  they  be  deprived  of  all 
rights  as  citizens.  Next  come  the  solons  of  the  nation  in  Congress  assembled, 
who  manifest  their  willingness  to  pass  any  law,  however  outrageous,  against 
the  people,  towards  whom  their  hatred  is  kindled.  They  bring  forward  a  bill 
which,  if  it  does  not  provide  for  taking  the  lives  of  the'people,  as  did  the 
decree  secured  by  Haman  of  old,  resembles  it  in  another  respect — it  provides 
'*  to  take  the  spoil  of  them  for  a  prey."  Such  atrocious  propositions  as  are 
made  in  the  Hoar  amendment  to  the  Edmunds  bill,  savor  more  of  the  spirit 
of  the  Spanish  Inquisition,  than  of  that  which  inspired  the  Constitution  <^ 
the  United  States.  Its  being  reported  unanimously  by  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee of  the  Senate,  indicates  a  degree  of  recklessness  and  desperation  on  the 
part  of  those  Senators  that  we  were  scarcely  prepared  to  credit  them  with. 
However,  the  same  God  lives  who  did  when  the  loyal  and  virtuous  Mordecai 
and  his  persecuted  countrymen  were  menaced  by  the  plot  which  the  wicked 
Haman  had  laid  for  their  destruction,  and  if  the  Saints  are  faithful,  He  will 
preserve  them  as  marvelously  as  He  did  the  Jews  in  that  instance.  And 
those  who  are  plotting  against  them  will  find  in  the  end,  as  Haman  did,  that 
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of  accomplishing  what  they  have  aimed  at,  they  have  simply  been 
«rectiiig  a  gallows  for  their  own  destruction. 

No  person  has  tried  harder,  nor  resorted  to  more  unscrapulous  methods  of 
kte,  to  bring  trouble  upon  the  Saints,  than  has  Qovernor  Murray.  We  have 
•sreral  times  alluded  to  his  actions  and  pointed  out  his  motives.  Id  writing 
about  him  a  few  months  since,  we  compared  him  to  a  cuttle-fish,  which,  to 
hide  his  own  nefarious  character  from  observation,  exudes  an  inky  fluid. 
Recent  developments  have  tended  to  prove  that  the  comparison  was  a  just 
one. 

Coogressnmn  White  lately  asserted  in  a  public  speech  in  the  House  of 
fiepresentatives,  that  if  Governor  Murray  had  his  just  deserts  he  would  now 
be  wearing  the  striped  clothing  of  a  prison  convict,  serving  out  a  term  in  the 
Penitentiary  for  extensive  frauds  committed  while  he  was  U.  S.  Marshal  of 
Ketttc^cky.  Congressman  Springer  has  also  demanded  an  investigation  of 
the  charge,  and  documents  have  been  found  in  the  Department  of  Justice  at 
Washington  which  it  is  claimed  clearly  prove  his  guilt.  It  is  probable  that 
be  will  be  called  to  Washington  to  answer  these  charges.  He  is  a  fair  sample 
ef  the  kind  of  men  who.  are  anxious  to  '*  regenerate*'  Utah.

CONORBSSION  AL  MATTERS— PROSPECT  FOR  ANTi"  MORMON"  LEOISLATIOH. 

Apostle  Moses  Thatcher  writes  to  President  Smith  as  follows,  from  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  Feb.  6,  1884:

I  have  thought  of  you 
many,  many  times  since  reaching  this  city  on  ihe  IGth  ult.»  and  of  course,  in  connect$ioa 
therewith,  I  have  remembered  also,  the  days  of  anxiety,  ^d  prayer  preceding  the  final 
passage  in  the  House  of  the  Edmunds  bill  and  its  subsequent  endorsement  by  Presidoiit 
Arthur.  We  theught  it  then  an  infamous,  unconstitutional  law,  and  so  it  was,  and  litill 
remains  a  disgrace  to  the  nation,  upon  whose  statute  books  it  stands.  But  what  a'mu^^ 
it  is,  and  must  ever  be,  when  thought  of  in  th^  light  of  that  faith  which  has  deprived  it 
of  the  bitter  hate  and  sting  its  enactors  expected  to  inflict  upon  an  inoffensive  and,  as  thej 
believed,  defenseless  people!  For  while  that  law  has  not  only  been  administered  aooord* 
ing  to  the  letter,  but  the  spirit  also,  God  has  defeated  our  enemies  and  made  their  wrttth. 
to  praise  Him;  while  we  still  live  to  praise  and  glorify  His  great  and  holy  name.  If  God 
was  not  our  friend,  hew  utterly  friendless  in  this  wicked  demoralized  world  we  would  b«l 

**  I  notice  much  less  prejudice  and  haughty  bigoted  pride,  than  existed  among  ihm 
masses  when  we  were  here  before;  but  among  a  certain  dass,  the  same  intolerant  feelini^ 
and  disposition  to  crush  still  exists.  St.  Edmunds  is  still  the  cool,  calculative  fanatio^ 
who  would  renew  the  inquisition  and  apply  the  faggot  and  rack  to  forward  political 
ambition,  that  he  has  ever  been  when  considering  •  the  so-called  *  Mormon*  question* 
Well,  he  can  only  dfo  what  God  permits,  and  when  he  has  done  his  worst,  the  Lord  will 
deal  with  him  as  he  (Edmunds)  has  tried  to  desl  with  ns.  Edmunds  and  others  tike  him, 
will  be  humbled,  and  his  memory  by  after  generations  will  be  had  in  derision. 

**  I  do  not  know  whether  or  not  our  Delegate  has  sent  you  Senate  Bill  1283,  rtportod 
from  the  J  udiciary  Committee  of  the  Senate  by  Hoar  on  the  3lst  ult,  but  I  think  he  ftold 
me  he  had  done  so;  fearing,  however,  that  he  may  not  have  done  so,  I  will  here  note 
some  of  its  most  prominent  provisions.  It  contemplates  the  disfranchiMmeot  of  waoMa 
in  Utah— not  because  they  practice  polygamy,  but  because  they  are  'Mormons,'  and  ViOto 
for  friends  instead  of  enemies.  It  contemplates  the  enforcement  of  the  testimony  of  liiia* 
.band  against  wife,  and  wife  against  husband,  thus  invading  ihe  sacred  and  secnttpnoiBeii 
of  home.  It  provides  for  the  attachment  of  witnesses  without  subpoena,  and  maloet.  no 
provision  for  baiL  Thus  while  the  accused  may  give  bail,  the  witnesses,  or  'iin« 
willing  accusers  may  be  thrust  into  prison  to  await  the  slow  process  of  tiM 
courts  in  reaching  a  trial.  In  the  hands  of  tyrants  what  ontold  misery  nii|^ 
be  inflicted  under  these  inquisitorial  powers!  The  bill  further  provides  for  oon« 
fiscaUng,  or  escheating  to  the  government,  all  property  of  the  Perpetual  EmignAioB 
Fund  Co.,  in  excess  of  its  liabilities,  and  the  appointment  by  the  President,  wita-thn 
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approvml  of  the  Senate,  of  fourteen  trustees  to  hold  and  manage  the  Ghurth  proper^. 
Aoa,  yoa  tee  even  the  Edmunds  law  of  1882,  seems,  in  contrast  with  such  measures,  as- 
tbeat,  almost  immaculate  and  faultless.    You  will  remember  how  we  used  to  oontend 
flttt  polygamy  was  but  a  pretense,  a  means  to  an  end,  and  that  end  was  spoliation  of  »a 
<ifi.iiSiti.Si  people.    We  were  told  that  such  was  not  the  intent,  and  that  the  Amerio^n 
people  would  never  censc-nt  to  our  being  plundered.    We  will  see  what  they  will  do  with 
Ikis  bill  of  confiscation,  this  means  provided  for  robbery  in  the  name  of  law.    Some  o£ 
ear  friands  h^re  seem  to  think  that  this  bill,  substantially  as  reported,  will  pass  and  become 
bw,  noting  the  fact- that  it  came  before  the  Senate  without  a  minority  report,  although, 
fcor  of  the  nine  members  of  the  Committee,  from  whom  it  was  reported  are  Democratic 
Witii  Presidential  booms  numerous,  <ind  ambitious  aspirants  many,  Republicans  will  do 
fSbtxt  beat  to  drag  in,  for  political  effect,  the  *  Mormon*  problem;  and  it  would  appear 
that  aome -weak  and  fMnt'heorted  Democrats,  thirsting  for  spoil,  are  willing  to  ^help- 
them  on  sbarea.'    Others  feel  that  they  cannot  afford  to  be  handicapped  in  the  race  for* 
plaee  and  power  by  the  '  Mormons*  or  their  affairs.    Thus,  Utah  becomes  the  rejected 
HoDe,  which,  in  the  providences  of  €rod,  will  yet  become  the  chief  omer.    .V  Senatorial 
friend  observed  to  me  a  few  days  since,  that  we  seemed  determined  to  make  martyrs  e£ 
•oieelTes,  because  we  would  iiot  renounce  that  odioua  feature  (polygamy),  holding  to* 
which,  rendered  our  friends  powerless  to  help  us,  without  being  accused  of  sympathy  lor* 
that  which  in  his  view  is  indefensible.     I  replied  that  we  sought  not  martyrdom,  but  that* 
we  woold  rather  wear  the  shackles  of  slavery,  f  orf2:ed  and  fastened  by  others,  than  to  be 
ttUedyree  while  standing  upon  a  p»liey  made  by  the  sacrifice  uf  honor  and  every  human, 
light  dear  to  those  who  love  freedom. 

**  I  have,  I  believe,  made  some  friends  since  coming  East,  and  have  been  treated  with 
iswtcay  by  many  influential  persons  connected  with  the  press  and  other  channelsof 
afonnation. 

**  Govenor  Murray  is  in  trouble,  and,  as  you  will  notice,  has  been  unmercifully  handled 
hf  the  papefs.  If  he  is  innocent  of  the  charges  preferred  against  him,  I  trust  he  may  be 
able  to  make  it  so  apfjear;  if  guilty,  he  is  unfit  for  office,  though  he  may  be  a  subject  for 
pity.  And  while  he  has  been  unscrupulous  in  making  false  charges  against  the  Saints, 
and  baa  done  all  in  his  |)ower  to  bring  trouble  upon  them,  they  cannot  afford  te  gloatiorer* 
lis  nusfortnnee  in  a  spirit  of  revengeful  retaliation.  He,  and  all  such,  are  in  the  handa 
if  God,  who  ia  just,  and  will  deal  according  to  righteousness  and  the  good  pleasure  of  Hii

ITK1I8  FROM  THE  SCANDINAVIAN  MISSION. 

We  call  the  following  from  a  letter  from  Elder  A.  H.  Lund,  dated  Copen- 
ht^u,  Feb.  II,  1884: 

^  Onr  printer,  F.  £.  B<irding,  who  has  printed  our  books  and  publications  eveirsinoe- 
tiie  beginning  of  the  Church  in  these  lands,  died  a  week  ago  last  Sunday,  and  was  buried 
en  Friday.  Brothers  Fjeldsted  and  Sundwall  and  I  attended  the  funeral  services  in  the- 
cJHireh.  Here  I  heard  a  Lutheran  priest  preach  for  the  first  time  oince  I  was. a  boy. 
How  ^npty  the  sermon  was!  He  spoke  over  haU  an  hour,  and  all  that  I  remember  o£ 
the  sermon  is,  that  Bording  was  an  honest  and  highly  esteemed  man.  This  I  knew  before, 
far  I  do  think  that.  Mr.  Bording  was  a  noble  man.  He  was  a  very  pleasant  man  to  do 
VasineM  with,  and  he  showed  considerable  moral  courage  when  he  undertook  to  do  9ur 
jrintiai^  for  then  we  were  subjected  to  much  persecution,  and  he  could  hardly  have 
ilH|LiBi  (I  that  we  would  have  so  much  business  to  give  him,  as  we  have  dune.  BSe  got 
hold  of  some  good  customers,  when  he  accepted  our  patronage.  Although  he  has^  been 
raaamnaMn  in  his  charges,  it  has  been  ([uite  a  source  of  income  to  him.  I  remember,  when 
X  was  here  on  a  former  mission,  that  President  Canute  Peterson  tried  nearly  all  the 
fiinicia  in  the  city  to  find  out  their  terms,  but  couldn't  find  any  that  would  do  our  work. 
m  dieap  ae  Mr.  Bording.  There  were  a  great  many  at  his  burial;  the  church  was  full  of' 
I  expected  the  priest  to  allude  to  the  realms  on  the  other  side  of  the  neil,.  buL 
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whsn  he  stack  his  feet  into  the  unknown  river,  he  quickly  withdrew  than  and  left  ns 

on  the  nesrer  shore.    He  didn't  eren  tell  us  anythinfc  about  the  aaphitheatricsl  benches 

on  which  he  imagines  we  shall  sit  forever  and  sing  without  ceasing.    Hit  sermon  was 

-entirely  retrospective.    I  believe  when  he  tiuns  his  telescope  on  the  future,  he  leaves  a 

amoked  lens  in  it,  and  hence  does  not  diMX>ver  much  by  its  use.    We  thought  we  wo«ld 

honor  Mr.  Bording  by  attending  the  funeral  in  fine  style,  and  hired  a  *  drosche'  to  tako 

us  to  the  church  and  the  graveyard,    We  arrived  among  the  first,  and  during  the  servioea 

felt  we  were  doing  the  thing  up  brown;  but  when  we  came  out  of  the  church,  and  saw  ao 

many  fine  equipages  that  formed  the  procession,  and  discovered  none  like  our  own  on«- 

•  liorse  affair,  we  felt  like  a  swallow  among  cranes,  and  cried  to  our  Jehu  to  lay  on  Mac- 

1)eth,  or  whatever  the  name  of  the  nag  was,  and  drive  us  home.    I  suggested  that,  aa  we 

•couldn't  find  any  proper  place  for  our  outfit  in  the  procesnon,  we  might  put  it  at  tha 

.head  of  it-— it  would  be  a  point  to  the  procession;  but  my  comrades  couldn't  see  the  point. 

*'  On  this  same  day,  our  book-binder  had  no  better  sense  than  to  go  daft,  and  had  toba 
sent  to  the  hospital.  It  was  not  on  account  of  the  printer's  death — had  it  been,  it  woold 
have  been  said  that  there  existed  quite  a  sympathetic  chord  between  them— no,  I  believe 
the  poor  fellow  has  periodical  spells  of  wanting  to  whip  his  wife  and  everybody  in  the 
family.  They  bundle  him  inte  his  room,  send  for  a  ^drosche',  and  off  hegoestotha 
"hospital  to  get  his  *  garret'  put  into  order  again,  The  son  carries  on  the  business,  so  I  do 
not  think  it  will  cause  any  cessation  in  our  work.  The  book -binder  wanted  to  borrow 
quite  a  sum  of  money,  the  other  day,  of  brother  Fjeldsted  to  pay  his  initation  fee  as  an. 
Odd-Fellow.  The  man  needn't  have  paid  a  *  red'  tu  become  an  Odd-Fellow,  for  he  waa, 
and  is,  as  odd  ai  any  man  need  wish  to  be. 

**  The  good  work  of  baptism  is  still  going  on.  Yesterday  we  confirmed  four  new  meas- 
bers;  the  week  before,  eight.  The  priests  are  getting  anxious  about  their  members  leaving 
them.  We  baptized  a  woman  some  time  ago.  Elder  Christensen  met  a  couple  of  these 
priests  at  her  place,  and  had  to  break  a  lance  with  them  for  an  hour  or  two.  This  is  new 
business  to  him,  and  as  they  were  so  positive  in  their  quotations,  he  was  a  little  carefol 
at  first,  but  he  soon  found  that  their  weapons  were  very  weak  and  that  their  shields  were 
not  as  massive  as  they  looked  to  be,  on  account  of  the  great  amount  of  brass  which  thej 
had  put  on  them.  The  priests  suggested,  when  they  left,  that  Christensen  had  better  go 
-  too,  and  leave  the  poor  sister  in  peace,  but  he  said  they  might  leave  when  they  liked,  hot 
he  would  stay  as  long  as  he  pleased.  They  turned  to  the  sister  and  lamented  the  fact 
that  this  Mormon  would  now  break  down  what  they  had  striven  to  build  up.  I  hear 
\  they  have  since  visited  her. 

**  Our  meetings  are  crowded  at  nights,  and  if  the  Lord  continues  to  bless  us  with  sudi 
an  increase  of  numbers,  as  during  the  last  two  months,  we  will  have  to  get  another  hall, 
for  we  are  like  an  overfilled  beehive.  When  emigration  time  oomes,  we  may  send  out  a 
new  swarm  or  two  and  make  room  again  for  more. 

**  My  health  is  excellent,  and  I  have  the  good  news  from  home  that  my  folks  are  better 
^than  they  have  been  for  some  time."

Brother  Arthur  Porter,  writing  from  Papanui,  Christ  Church,  Canterbury, 
Hew  Zealand,  Jan.  5, 1884,  says: 

-  **  There  is  very  little  inquiry  for  the  Gospel  in  tlua  opuntry  among  the  European  pofHi-  • 
lation,  but  the  work  among  the  Maories  is  very  encouraging.  Elder  Alma  Greenwood, 
wiio  is  laboring  among  them,  writes:  They  are  like  clay  in  the  hands  of  the  potter,  ready, 
to  be  moulded  into  any  shape.  They  have  to  be  taught  very  minutely,  yet  they  appear 
very  apt  in  compreheninon.  Many  of  the  male  adults  who  have  embraced  the  truth  are 
ataunch  men,  and  will  assist  in  helping  effectually  to  open  the  Gospel  to  the  aboriginea 
of  these  islands,  if  the  work  is  thoroughly  prosecuted  in  taking  advantage  of  the  bright 
prospects.  The  Spirit  of  God  seems  to  be  working  among  many  of  them.  Total  uum* 
ber  of  Maories  in  the  Chiurch,  including  children,  127."

r  ninth  objection  is  that  it  is  an  ex  post  facto  law.  What  is  an  ex  posit 
facto  lawl  It  is  thus  defined  by  Mr.  Justice  Chase,  deliyering  th(i 
•pinioo  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of  Calder 
tad  Wife  vs.  Bull  and  wife,  3  Dallas,  386: 

L  Erflvy  law  that  makes  an  action,  done  before  the  passing  of  the  laws,  and  whidt 
WM  iBBooent  when  done,  criminal,  and  ponishes  such  action. 

X  Bvevy  law  that  aggravates  a  crime,  or  makes  it  greater  thim  it  was  when  committed. 

3L  Every  law  that  changes  the  ponishment,  and  inflicts  a  greater  punishment  thair 
tke  Iaw  annexed  to  the  crime  when  committed. 

4.  Evctiy  law  that  alters  the  legal  roles  of  evidence,  and  receives  less  or  different  testi- 
■SDj  than  the  Iaw  required  at  the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  offense  in  order  to  cma*- 
Viet  the  offenders.

In  Fletcher  vs.  Peck,  6  Cranck  Reports,  138,   Chief  Justice    Marshall, 

detiveriDg  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  says: 

*^Am  sx  fit  facto  law  is  one  which  renders  an  act  punishable  in  a  mannsr  in  which  it 
was  not  pmnishable  when  it  was  committed.  Such  a  law  may  inflict  penalties  on  the 
pvMB,  or  may  inflict  pecuniary  penalties  which  swell  the  public  Treasury.  The  Legis- 
ktere  is  prohilnted  from  passing  a  law  by  which  a  man's  estate,  or  any  part  of  it,  shall 
ht  seised  for  a  crime  which  was  not  declared  by  some  previous  law  to  render  him  liable  to 
that  paaishment.'' 

In  the  case  of  Ross  (8  Pick.,  169)  it  was  held  that  if  a  statute  add  a  nei# 
punishment,  or  increase  the  old  one;  for  an  offense  committed  before  its 
ssage,  such  an  act  would  be  ex  post  facto.    The  party  ought  to  know,  says 
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tbe  court,  at  the  time  of  committing  the  offense,  the  whole  extent  of  the 
punishment 

Will  it  be  questioned  by  any  one  that  the  disfranchisement  [tracticed  in 
Utah  under  the  Edmunds  act  is  legal  punishment  of  a  high  characterl  The 
puuishment  inflicted  on  the  Mormon  who  refuses  to  tike  tbe  test  oath  in 
Utah,  is  precisely  the  same  which  the  Constitution  inflicts  on  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  or  any  other  high  official,  who  is  impeached  by  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  convicted  by  the  Senate.  He  is  removed  from 
ofiice  and  disqualified  to  hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit^ 
and  he  is  still  liable  and  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and  punish- 
ment for  the  crime  of  bigamy,  according  to  law;  just  as  the  President,  if  im- 
peached and  convicted,  would  be  liable  in  the  courts  to  trial  and  punishment 
for  his  crime  after  he  had  suffered  the  penalties  which  follow  the  convictiuii 
on  impeachment.  And  this  high  penalty  of  removal  from  office,  and  dis- 
qualification, is  inflicted  under  an  act  of  Congress  pa&ied  long  after  the  crime 
was  committed. 

Can  any  lawyer  defend  an  act  so  palpably  fxpo9tf<ieto  and  void,  inflicting 
the  highest  punishment  known  t«  the  Constitution  of  the  country  for  a  crime 
committed  before  its  passage,  a  punishment  as  high  as  that  which  follows  the 
conviction  of  the  highest  officer  of  the  government  when  impeached  for  high 
crimes  and  misdemeanors) 

I  beg  to  refer  to  the  fact  that  the  Utah  Commission  has  in  practice  denied 
the  citizen  of  Utah  who  does  not  now  practice  polygamy,  the  right  to  hold 
office  if  he  practiced  it  at  any  time  during  his  past  life.  The  commission,  ia. 
tjiifeir  tint  report,  page  6,  says: 

**  Did  Goxigre«s  intend  that  tkote  only  ihoold  be  ezclad»d  who  at  the  very  time  of 
their  regivtration  or  election  were  then  liTing  in  polygamy  or  in  mnlawful  oohabitation 
with  mure  than  one  woman?  If  so,  such  a  construction  would  render  this  section  a  per- 
fect nullity.  The  means  of  evasion  are  patent  to  the  dullest  apprehension.  We  there- 
fegce  conclude  that  neither  the  letter  nor  the  spirit  of  the  statute  requim  such  a  Juartrwt 
^SomitnictioB,  and  in  our  published  rules  and  regulations  we  gave  the  ezchuion  a  wider 
■cope and  application.*' 

In  the  case  of  Jenniofs,  he  admitted  that  he  practiced  polygamy  prior  to 
the  passage  of  the  statute,  Ist  July,  1862,  making  it  penal,  but  that  one  of 
his  wives  died  about  1871,  and  he  had  never  since  had  more  than  one  wife; 
and  upon  this  state  of  facts  he  claimed  the  right  to  vote.  The  question  was 
submitted  to  the  commitision,  and  they  decided  that  having  once  practiced* 
polygamy,  though  it  was  before  the  passage  of  the  act  making  it  penal,  and 
if  afterwards  the  crime  had  long  sines  been  barred  by  the  statute  of  limita^. 
tions,  still  he  was  ineligible,  and  they  refused  to  permit  him  to  vote  or  hold 
offica 

Now,  apply  to  Jennings'  case  the  rule  laid  down  by  Mr.  Justice  Chaa^ 
apd'the  act  is  clearly  unconatitutionalf  because  it  inflicts  a  greater  punish- 
ment  than  the  law  annexed  to  the  crime  when  perpetrated.  In  addition  tQ 
the  old  penalty,  it  dsnies  his  right  to  vote,  forfeits  his  estate  in  his  office,  and 
dnni^fs  to  him  the  right  to  hold  office^  which  could  not  be  done,  becaaao  i^o 
previoM  Uw,  in  the  language  of  Chief  Justice  Mavshall,  rendered  him  liable 
to  that  punishment* 
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And  in  the  language  of  the  Supreme  Courb  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts, 
cited  in  the  above-stated  case,  if  it  does  not  increase  the  old,  it  adds  a  new 
punisbment  for  an  offense  committed  before  its  passage.  How  could  a  Mor- 
aion,  at  the  time  of  committing  the  offense  years  ago,  know,  in  the  language 
o€  the  last-named  court,  the  whole  extent  of  the  punishmentt  How  could  he 
know  that  the  wisdom  of  Congress  would  at  some  future  day  pass  the  Ed- 
■nnds  biilt 

This  law,  therefore,  punishes  the  citizen  of  Utah  for  what  is  now  held  to 
be  an  offense  by  legislatiye  enactment,  and  not  by  the  judgment  of  a  court, 
denying  him  the  right  to  a  trial  by  jury,  and  in  that  respect  it  is  also  uncon- 
stitutional    The^Constitution  says,  article  3,  section  2,  paragraph  3: 

*'  The  trud  of  all  crimes,  except  im  CMe  of  impeachment,  shall  be  by  jury." 

I  beg  the  pardon  of  the  Senate  for  taking  up  so  much  time  reading  author!- 
tiea.  But  as  they  are  in  points  and  are  the  opinions  of  able  judges,  and  as 
tiie  question  is  an  important  one,  I  have  relied  upon  your  indulgence.  These 
aathorities  establish  the  points  I  have  taken  against  the  law  to  my  mind  be- 
jood  all  question. 

First  That  the  citizen  of  Utah  who  is  an  office-holder  has  a  property  in 
lis  office. 

Second.  That  this  act  of  Congress  violates  the  social  compact,  Magna 
Oiarta,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  by  depriving  him  of  that 
property  without  due  process  of  law  in  this,  that  he  is  in  effect  convicted  and 
lus  property  forfeited  without  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury; 
tiiat  he  is  denied  a  trial  by  jury;  that  he  is  denied  the  right  to  be  confronted 
vith  the  witnesses  against  him;  that  he  is  denied  compulsory  process  for 
ilUaining  witnesses  in  his  favor;  that  he  is  denied  the  assistance  of  counsel 
for  his  defense;  and  that  he  is  compelled  to  be  a  witness  against  himself  in  a 
aimioal  case,  or  that  his  silence  is  construed  as  conclusive  evidence  of  guilt 

Third.  That  the  act  is  in  the  nature  of  a  bill  of  attainder,  and  is  an  usurpa- 
tion by  the  legislative  department  of  the  Government  of  the  functions 
iBigned  by  the  Constitution  to  the  judicial  department,  being  a  sentence  of 
lorfeiture  pronounced  by  Congress,  which,  being  a  judicial  and  not  a  legisla- 
tive acty  can  only  be  done  by  the  judiciary  after  trial  and  conviction. 

Fourth.  That  the  law  is  not  and  was  not  intended  to  be  a  law  describing 
qualification  for  office,  but  a  penal  law  forfeiting  his  property  for  the  com- 
BUHion  of  an  act  which  at  the  time  of  its  commission  had  no  such  penalty 
aniuiTtt^  by  law,  and  that  the  act  or  offense  is  punished  by  this  law  in  a  man- 
Mr  different  from  that  prescribed  by  law  at  the  time  of  its  commission,  and 
ftit  the  law  ia  for  this  reason  ex  post  facto  and  void. 

The  defendant  ia  put  upon  trial  not  before  a  judicial  tribunal,  but  before  a 
eDOunisston  appointed  by  Congress;  he  islmade  the  witness  against  himself, 
aadif  he  refoaei  to  swear  that  he  is  not  guilty,  he  is  judged  to  be  guilty  and 
pabhed  bj  disfranchisement 

BqI  I  maj  be  told  that  while  the  authorities  I  have  referred  to  might  well 
m^  to  a  aimilar  aet  passed  by  Congress  applicable  to  the  States,  as  in  the 
tmt  of  the  lawyers'  test-oath,  or  passed  by  a  State  as  in  the  case  of  the 
Mkionri  test-oath,  that  they  do  not  apply  to  a  test-oath  passed  by  Cong^e^ 
•i  applicable  to  a  Territory.    And  it  may  be  claimed  that  the  power  of  Oon* 
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gress  over  a  Territory  or  the  inhabitants  of  a  Territory  is  absolute  and  un- 
controllable, and  that  Congress  may  pass  any  law  it  thinks  proper  to  pa88> 
applicable  to  Territories  without  constitutional  restraint. 

I  deny  the  correctness  of  this  position,  and  respectfully  submit  that  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  has  no  greater  power  to  violate  the  Constitu- 
tion uf  the  United  States  in  the  Territories,  nor  to  pass  laws  that  are  un- 
constitutional as  applied  to  the  citizens  of  a  Territory,  than  it  has  to  pads' 
like  laws  applicable  to  the  citizens  of  States.  Under  what  delegated  power 
does  Congress  derive  its  right  of  absolute  legislation  in  the  Territories?  X 
presume  it  must  be  found  in  the  following  grant,  if  found  at  all: 

"  That  Congre«8  ihall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all  needful  roles  and  regula-. 
tions  respectinf?  the  territory  and  other  property  of  the  United  States,  and  nothing  in 
this  Constitution  shall  be  se  construed  as  to  prejudice  any  claims  of  the  United  States  or 
of  any  particular  State." 

The  language  "  territory  and  other  property,"  putting  territory  on  the  same 
footing  with  other  property,  does  not  seem  to  contemplate  the  government  of 
communities  or  districts  of  cuuntry.  But  it  seems  to  refer  to  rules  and  regu- 
lations respecting  the  territory  as  property,  as  distinguished  from  populatioor 
or  an  organized  community.  Territory  aad  other  property  does  not  seem  to 
mean  a  Territorial  Government,  but  it  puts  territory  as  property,  because  it 
says  that  and  other  property.  It  would  seem  that  this  was  the  intention  of 
the  framers  of  the  Constitution,  who,  treating  it  as  property,  were  careful  to 
protect  the  claims  of  the  Qeneral  Government  and  of  the  States  to  it  aa  pro- 
perty. 

But,  however  imperfect  the  language  of  the  Constitution  may  be,  to  confer 
such  power,  it  must  be  admitted  that  Congress  has  practiced  upon  the  rulo 
that  it  had  the  power  to  legislate  for  the  Territories  from  the  earlier  periods 
of  the  Government,  and  the  Supreme  Court  has  sanctioned  that  practice.  But 
this  claim  does  not  prove,  nor  has  the  Supreme  Court  held,  that  the  power  of 
Congress  in  the  Territories  is  omnipotent,  or  that  Congress  may  violate  tho 
spirit  and  letter  of  the  Constitution  by  its  legislation  as  applicable  to  tho 
Territories.  There  are  many  things  that  Congress  has  no  more  power  to  do 
in  the  Territories  than  it  has  in  a  State  To  illustrate:  Congref>s  has  no 
power  to  pass  any  law  applicable  to  any  Territory  for  the  establishment  of 
religion,  or  the  prevention  of  the  free  exercise  of  religion  therein;  nor  can  it. 
grant  any  title  of  nobility  in  a  Territory;  nor  can  it  destroy  or  abrogate  the 
right  of  trial  by  jury;  nor  can  it  suspend  the  privileges  of  the  writ  of  habeas 
corpus^  unless  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion;  nor  can  it  pass  any  law  re- 
quiring excessive  bail,  or  impose  cruel  or  unusual  punishments;  nor  can  it  by 
law  justify  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures  without  the  proper  warrants; 
nor  can  it  deny  to  any  person  the  right  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses, 
against  him  when  on  trial  in  any  criminal  case;  nor  can  it  deny  to  the  defend- 
ant compulsory  process  to  compel  the  attendance  of  his  own  witness;  nor  caa 
it  deprive  any  one  of  life,  liberty  or  property,  without  due  process  of  laW| 
nor  can  it  pass  any  law  abridging  the  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States 
to  vote  on  account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of  servitude;  nor  can 
it  establish  involuntary  servitude,  except  as  a  puni$hment  for  crime;  nor  (M 
it  pass  any  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  post  facto  law;  nor  can  it  compel  any 
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person  to  be  a  witness  against  himself  in  any  criminal  case;  nor  can  it  destroy 
the  principles  of  local  self-government  in  a  Territory  as  practiced  for  the 
last  fifty  years;  nor  can  it  refuse  to  govern  the  Territory  according  to  the 
genius  and  spirit  of  our  republican  form 'of  government;  nor  can  it  exerdae 
mny  authority  not  delegated  by  the  Constitution. 

These  instances  are,  I  trust,  sufficient  to  show  that  there  exists  in  CongreBS 
no  absolute  power  of  unlimited  legislation  in  the  Territories.  Congress  has 
the  right  to  dispose  of  and  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  resx>ecting 
the  territory,  in  the  singular,  not  Territories,  and  other  property  of  the 
United  States.  That  is  the  grant  of  power,  and  that  is  all  of  it.  But  this 
does  not  delegate  to  Congress  the  right  to  make  any  laws  as  applicable  to 
the  Territories,  or  any  rules  or  regulations  for  their  government  which  violate 
the  genius  and  spirit  of  our  republican  institutions,  or  which  are  prohibited 
to  Congress  by  the  Constitution;  nor,  indeed,  any  which  are  not  within  the 
scope  of  its  delegated  powers. 

The  language  as  appIicable*to  the  District  of  Columbia,  etc.,  is  very  differ- 
ent and  much  more  full  and  ample.  That  proTision  gives  to  Congress  the 
power  to  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  alUcases  whatsoever  over  such  Dis- 
trict, not  exceeding  ten  miles  square,  as  may  by  cession  of  the  particular 
States  and  the  acceptance  of  Congress  become  the  seat  of  government  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  exercise  a  like  authority  over  all  the  places  purchased, 
by  consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  in  which  the  same  shall  be,  for 
the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  arsenals,  dockyards,  and  other  needful 
'buildings. 

In  the  first  case  the  language  is.  Congress  may  dispose  of  and  make  all 
needful  rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  territory  (not  Territories)  and 
other  property  of  the  United  States.  In  the  last  case.  Congress  may  exercise 
exclusive  legislation  in  all  eases  whatsoever. 

The  framers  of  the  Constitution  well  understood  the  force  and  import  of 
language,  and  it  is  very  evident  that  they  did  not  intend  to  confer  power  as 
plenary  in  the  one  case  just  quoted  as  they  did  in  the  other.  In  so  far  then 
as  the  right  to  legislate  for  the  Territories  is  concerned,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
-Congress  can  rightfully  exercise  no  power  except  such  as  is  delegated  to  it 
by  the  Constitution.  In  the  case  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  other 
places  above  mentioned,  as  the  grant  is  plenary.  Congress  may  exercise  ex- 
^usive  legislative  powers,  and  enact  and  enforce  any  law  that  is  not  in  con- 
'  llict  with  some  prohibitory  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  held  that  the  powers  of  the  Territorial  Legislature 
extend  to  all  the  rightful  objects  of  legislation,  subject  to  the  restriction  that 
their  laws  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the 
United  States.    (1  Peters  543.) 

The  test-oath  prescribed  by  the  constitution  of  Missouri  during  the  war 

■  was  similar  to  that  prescribed  under  the  act  of  March,  1882,  as  applicable  to 

'  Utah  in  its  disfranchisement,  and  was  declared  null  and  void  by  the  Supremo 

-Coart  of  the  United  States,  because  it  was  a  bill  of  pains  and  penalties 

which  neither  the  State  nor  the  General  Government  had  any  right  to  puss. 

I  insist  that  Congress  has  no  power  in  the  Territories  to  pass  any  law 
'Tiolating  these  fundamental  provisions  of  the  Constitution.     By  Articles  9

and  10  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  the  rights  not  delegated  to  • 
the  Congress  by  the  States  in  the  Constitution  are  reserved  to  the  States  • 
respectively  or  to  the  people.  The  reservation  of  them  to  the  States  re- 
spectively, speaking  of  them  as  organized  bodies,  would  embrace  a  resenra- 
tion  to  the  people  who  composed  the  State.  But  as  many  of  the  people 
might  not  be  inhabitants  of  a  State,  but  might  live  on  the  territory  belonging 
to  the  Qevernment,  the  reservation  is  put  in  the  alternative  **to  the  States 
respectirely  or  to  the  people.^  Therefore  the  reservation  of  powers  not 
delegated,  applied  as  well  to  the  people  of  a  Territory  as  to  the  people  of  tho 
SUtes. 

Congress  may  go  to  the  extent  of  the  delegated  powers  in  passing  laws  for 
the  Territories  or  in  punishing  crime  there;  but  it  has  no  right  to  pass  lawB ' 
prohibited  by  imperative  provisions  of  the  Constitution.  Nor  has  it  the  rigkt'. 
to  exceed  the  delegated  powers  in  the  enactment  of  laws  for  the  government 
of  the  Territories.  I  deny  that  the  power  is  anywhere  delegated  to  Congress 
in  the  Constitution  to  destroy  local  self-governmemt  as  long  practiced  in  a 
Territory,  or  to  destroy  a  republican  form  of  government  in  a  Territory,  or 
to  destroy  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  which  the  Constitution  declares  shall  bo 
preserved.  The  accused  is  in  every  case  entitled  to  a  speedy  and  public  trial 
by  as  impartial  jury  before  any  penalty  or  punishment  or  disability  oi  any 
kind  can  be  inflicted  upon  him. 

Again,  Congress  is  required  by  the  Constitution  to  guarantee  to  each  State 
a  republican  form  of  government    Will  it  be  insisted  by  anyone  that  Con- 
gress has  a  right  in  a  Territory  belonging  to  the  United  States,  inhabited  by 
citizens  of  the  United  Stales,  who  are  entitled  to  the  protection  guaranteed 
by  the  Constitution  to  citizens,  to  destroy  a  republican  form  of  government 
and  to  govern  the  Territory  by  commissions  of  military  men,  or  civilians,  or.- 
satraps,  or  provisional  governors  in  an  arbitrary,  tyrannical,  or  unconstitur* 
tional  manner,  violative  of  the  very  first  principles  of  republican  government?^ 
The  framers  of  the  Constitution  intended  no  such  inconsistency  as  a  guaran- 
tee of  a  republican  form  of  government  in  the  States  and  the  destruction  of 
republican  government  in  the  Territories. 

If  Congress  has  the  power  to  destroy  the  Territorial  government  in  Ulab, 
and  send  commissioners,  military  dictators,  or  satraps  to  govern  the  Terri- 
tory for  five  years,  it  has  the  same  power  to  embrace  in  the  same  category 
all  the  territory  belonging  to  the  United  Statea  And  if  it  may  govern  any 
portion  of  it,  it  may  govern  all  of  it  by  a  satrap.  And  if  it  may  continna^ 
such  government  for  a  term  of  years,  there  is  no  reason  why,  in  its  goodi 
pleasure,  it  may  not  continue  it  for  one  hundred  years  or  five  hundred,, 
making  the  Territory  a  province  to  be  plundered  at  will  by  the  party  in 
power. 

I  can  never  subscribe  to  the  doctrine  that  citizens  of  the  several  States,,, 
who  leave  their  homes  in  the  States,  and  establish  homes  in  the  Territories, 
thereby  lose  their  rights  as  citizens  of  the  United  States  under  the  Constita* 
tion,  or  lose  the  protection  the  Constitution  guarantees  to  them  against, 
arbitrary  tyranny  or  oppression.  Nor  can  I  believe  that  Congress  may  right- 
fully in  such  case  govern  them  outside  of  the  Constitution,  or  that  it  may  ex- 
ercise despotic,  arbitrary.,  or  unlimited  power  over  the  people  of  the  Tevri- 
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lories.  They  art  as  much  citizens  of  the  United  States  as  are  the  citizens  of 
the  sevenil  Stiites,  and  they  are  as  much  entitled  to  exercise  the  rights  guar- 
anteed by  the  Constitution  as  any  of  the  other  citizens  of  the  United  States 
•re.  They  have  a  right  to  all  the  protection  that  the  inhibitory  clauses  of  the 
OiQstitutioD  throw  between  them  and  the  exercise  of  arbitrary  power, 
whether  it  ia  attempted  to  be  exercised  by  Congress  or  any  other  department 
of  Government 

The  QoTernment  of  Qreat  Britain,  though  a  monarchy,  does  not  claim  the 
right  ti»  exercise  any  such  power  over  the  English-speaking  inhabitants  of 
Great  Britain  or  the  British  provinces.  When  the  original  thirteen  States 
w<:re  provinces  of  Great  Britain,  the  people  claimed  the  right  of  local  self« 
govemoient,  and  they  resorted  to  revolution,  and  open  resistance  to  the  goT» 
emment,  rather  than  submit  to  taxation  without  representation.  By  an 
attempt  to  exercise  the  very  power  that  it  is  now  proposed  by  some  persons 
that  the  United  States  shall  exercise  over  Utah,  the  British  Government  lost 
the  provinces  which  at  the  end  of  the  war  became  thirteen  sovereign  and 
indepeodent  States,  which  united  and  formed  this  great  government  of  ours 
The  power  of  local  self-government  lies  at  the  very  foundation  of  our  system. 
The  |>owers  of  the  General  Government  are  limited  to  the  grant  made  bj 
the  States  in  the  Constitution,  and  the  citizens  of  the  States  and  of  the  Ter- 
ritories of  the  Union  are  alike  protected  by  the  inhibitory  clauses  of  the 
Constitution  to  which  I  have  invited  the  attention  of  the  Senate. 

The  proposition  is  a  monstrous  one,  that  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  has  the  power  to  destroy  local  self  government  as  it  has  heretofore 
existed  in  the  Territi>ries,  to  subvert  the  principle  of  our  republican  system 
there,  or  to  send  irresponsible  commissions,  agents,  or  despots  to  insult,  rob, 
and  plnnder  the  citizens  of  a  Territory,  whose  constitutional  rights  are  in- 
alienable, and  should  be  protected  wherever  the  flag  floats  over  an  Amerioan 
freeman.  If  such  power  exists,  it  is  the  power  of  brute  force,  not  of  right,  a 
power  which  no  enlightened  republic  can  afford  to  exercise  over  its  citizens.

LAST  YEAR'S  SHIPWRECKS.— The  past  year  is  remarkable  for  a 
larger  number  of  shipwrecks  than  its  predecessor,  although  the  weather  was, 
OB  the  whole,  less  stormy  than  in  1882.  The  total  actual  wrecks  reported  is 
2,000,  representing  948  British -owned  vessels  and  1,052  foreign-owned.  Off 
the  coasts  of  England,  Scotland  and  Ireland  522  vessels  went  down,  against 
576  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  total  number  sinking  off  the  United  King- 
dom, 41 1  were  reported  as  British-owned,  against  445  in  the  year  18o2;  the 
Bricish-owned  loss  in  other  parts  of  the  world  being  537.  Included  in  the 
tntal  off  the  British  coasts  were  28  Norwegian,  12  French,  and  12  German  ves- 
iel&  The  aggregate  tonnage  of  all  flags  is  643,761  tons,  of  steamers  171,864 
tons  (British  and  forei.m),  and  of  British  steamers  118,076.  Losses  by  collision 
•how  an  increase  of  150  vessels,  of  which  100  sank  off  the  British  Isles  alone. 
Ninety  British-owned  ships  sank  by  collision,  and  nearly  the  whole  of  that 

anmber  went  down  off  the  United  Kingdom.  The  loss  of  life  by  collisibns 
was  260;  while  the  total  lives  lost  in  all  parts  of  the  world  amounted  to  4,200 
—the  wreck  of  the  steamer  Cimbria  accounting  for  over  500,  and  IIuUtLud 
Tarmovth  fishing  smacks  for  300.  ^

REPLY     TO    THE    "DAILY    POST.'' 


An  editorial  article  appeared  in  the  LiTerpool  Daily  Post  of  Feb.  9th,  con- 
■  cerning  the  "  Mormons"  and  the  treatment  they  are  receiving  at  the  hands 
'  of  the  Government    The  writer  was  evidently  in  possession  of  authentic 

*  information  upon  the  subject,  for  he  referred  to  the  article  of  Mr.  Barclay, 
'■•M.  P.,  which  appeared  in  the  January  number  of  the  Nineteenth  Century^ 
'  and  to  the  recent  speech  in  Congress  of  Senator  Brown.  He  had  doubtless 
^  also  read  other  statements  concerning  that  unpopular  people  that  were  not 

so  authentic  or  favorable,  (and  who  has  noti)  and  he  was  influenced  in  some 
^  degree  by  them  or  by  popular  prejudice.  On  the  whole  the  article  was  much 
''  more  favorable  than  newspaper  articles  about  the  Latter-day  Saints  usually 
^  are.    But  while  it  was  free  from  the  bigotry  and  rabid  spleen  which  charac- 

•  terize  the  remarks  of  so  many  writers  upon  that  subject,  it  also  contained  a 
'^  number  of  statements  or  insinuations  that  were  not  true.  We  preferred  to 
'  consider  them  as  mistakes  rather  than  wilful  falsehoods,  but  we  felt  that  they 
^  should  be  corrected.     We  hoped,  too,  that  the  Poat^  which  claims  to  be  a 

Liberal  paper,  would  have  the  liberality  and  courage  to  publish  a  reply  from 
us  correcting  them  in  a  very  mild  and  moderate  way.     In  this,  however,  we 

;  were  mistaken,  for  the  following  letter  sent  to  the  Post  upon  the  subject, 

\  though  accepted  was  never  published :

Please  permit  me,  as  a  representative  of  the  Latter-day  Saints,  to  thank 

you  for  the  temperate  manner  in  which  you  wrote  about  that  much  maligned 

people,  usually  called  "Mormons,"  in  your  editorial  of  the  9th  inst.    The 

tone  of  your  remarks  is  in  striking  contrast  with  the  fierce  and  unreasoning 

"  denunciation  with  which  that  people    are    treated    by    new3pai)er  writers 

generally  when  they  attempt  to  say  anything  about  them. 

While  there  is  no  evident  intention  to  do  the  "  Mormons"  an  injustice  in 

the  article  mentioned,  there  are  several  errors  in  it  which  I  would  like  to 

[    point  out  and  correct 

The  idea  is  conveyed  that  it  is  because  "  Mormon  polygamy  offends  both 

their  moral  and  religious  sense,"  that  the  people  of  "Christian  America" 

generally  denounce  the  Latter-day  Saints  and  would  like  to  see  their  Church 

organization  extinguished.    To  show  that  this  is  a  mistake,  it  is  only  neces- 
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sary  to  refer  to  the  aniversal  opposition  they  met  with  as  a  people  before  the 
INinciple  of  plural  marriage  was  practiced  or  even  preached  among  them. 

The  Latter-day  Saints  obtaim  their  warrant  for  the  practice  of  plural 
Buurriage,  not  from  the  Bible,  as  nany  suppose,  but  from  a  revelation  received 
hy  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  on  the  12th  of  July,  1843;  and  it  was  not 
Ipoblidy  preached  or  generally  known  as  a  tenet  of  "  Mormon"  belief  until 
1853.  And  yet  the  most  bitter  persecution  ever  waged  against  that  {people 
•oocarred  previous  to  this  last-mentioned  date.  They  were  as  a  people  driven 
torn  their  homes  and  robbed  of  their  valuable  possessions  three  different 
limes  in  the  State  of  Missouri  up  to  the  year  1838.  In  the  last  instance 
Oovemor  L.  W.  Boggs  issued  an  edict  for  their  banishment  from  the  State  or 
extermination.  Qeneral  Clarke,  with  an  army  of  several  thousand,  com- 
posed of  State  militia  and  mobocratic  volunteers,  was  sent  to  execute  this 
-order.  He  besieged  the  "  Mormon"  city  of  Far  West,  deprived  the  inhabi- 
tanta  of  all  means  of  defense  by  requiring  tbem  to  give  up  their  arms,  con- 
demned their  leading  men  to  be  shot  in  presence  of  their  families,  read  the 
exterminating  order  and  made  a  public  speech  to  the  ostracised  people.  In 
the  oourae  of  this  speech  he  indicated  the  real  reason  for  the  persecution  to 
vhich  they  had  been  subjected  iu  that  State  for  a  period  of  at  least  six  years. 
Mark  thia  reasoo,/or  it  was  not  polf/gamy !  He  said:  "  I  would  advise  you 
to  scatter  abroad,  and  never  again  organize  yourselves  with  Bishops,  Presi- 
'dentSy  ete.,  lest  you  excite  the  jealousies  of  the  people,  and  subject  yourselves 
•te  the  aame  calamities  that  have  now  come  upon  you.  *  *  *  My  advice 
it  that  you  become  as  other  citizens,  lest  by  a  recurrence  of  these  events  you 
Iffing  upon  yourselves  irretrievable  ruin."  By  the  expression  *'  become  as 
«iher  citizens"  was  meant  that  they  should  be  divided  in  politics  and  iu  other 
tefflporal  aa  well  as  spiritual  concerns.    Their  union  and  rapid  increase  in 

.  immbers  created  alarm.  The  feeling  about  them  was  much  the  same  as  that 
expressed  by  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees  concerning  the  Savior  when  He 
raised  Lazarus  from  the  grave:  *'  If  we  let  him  thus  alone,  all  men  will  believe 
00  him:  and  the  Romans  will  come  and  take  away  both  our  place  and  nation." 
Preachers  on  seeing  their  craft  in  danger,  and  finding  themselves  unable  to 
cope  with  the  **  Mormons"  on  polemical  or  scriptural  grounds,  were  ready  to 

■  urge,  as  the  Eev.  Mr.  Talmage  does  now,  their  utter  extermination.  Defeated 

.  politicians,  seeing  in  the  union  of  the  "  Mormons"  a  barrier  to  their  advance- 
ment into  power,  were  ready  to  unite  with  the  preachers  in  waging  war. 

.  Lastly,  every  lazy  and  discontented  agrarian  in  the  country,  looking  with 
envious  eyes  at  the  rich  possessions  of  the  "  Mormoas,"  was  ready  to  take 
advantage  of  the  popular  prejudice  to  gratify  his  cupidity.  These  were  the 
forces  that  operated  against  the  Saints  iu  that  day,  as  well  as  afterwards  in 
Illinois  when  Joseph  and  Hyrum  Smith  were  martyred  and  their  followers 
driven  from  that  State.  Polygamy  cut  no  figure  in  the  question  then.  Other 
exenaes   had   to   be  given,   and   they  were  as   false  and  flimsy  as  those 

.  Wonght  a^nst  the  Savior  of  the  world  when  His  death  was  clamored  for. 
Those  same  forces  are  still  at  work.     Polygamy  is  simply  a  figure  head, 

.  a  war  cry  to  catch  the  popular  ear,  with  those  who  oppose  that  people,  and 

.  mho  are  trying  to  have  them  again  driven  from  their  homes. 

&rgeant  Ballantyne,  the  English  barrister,  after  a  visit  to  Utah,  said: 
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"The  opposition  to  the  Mormons,  you  will  find,  is  a  religious  one,  that  has 
taken  the  form  of  historical  persecution." 

Mr.  James  W.  Barclay,  M.P.,  from  whose  writings  you  quote,  says:  *'I- 
went  to  Utah  prejudiced  against  the  Mormons,  but,  after  seeing  and  inTesti- 
gating  fur  myself,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that,  apart  from  polygamy,  thMe 
is  much  in  the  Mormon  organization  to  admire  and  respect,  and  that  the 
Mormons  are  the  subjects  of  a  greater  amount  of  misrepresentation  and  ttm- 
jusc  abuse  than  any  other  community  with  which  I  am  acquainted." 

I  shall  not  now  attempt  any  defense  of  the  peculiar  doctrine  of  thatpeo|>l» 
which  is  claimed  to  be  so  obnoxious,  but  you  are  quite  right  in  assartini^ 
"  that  the  Mormon  Elders  are  sufficiently  versed  in  controversy  to  b«  able  to 
defend  their  faith." 

You  state  that  **  Mormonism  finds  few  adherents  in  the  United  States*'' 
To  show  that  this  is  a  mistake,  I  have  only  to  refer  to  the  last  official  oensve 
of  the  United  States,  taken  in  1880.  The  population  of  Utah  is  there  girea 
as  143,963.  Of  these,  99,969  were  native  born,  and  43,994  of  foreign  birth. 
Of  the  '*  Mormons"  who  reside  in  Idaho,  Wyoming,  Colorado,  Arizona,  New 
Mexico  and  Nevada,  a  still  larger  proportion  are  American. 

You  intimate  that  the  "  religious  attraction  of  Mormonism  consiits  of  an 
attractive  form  of  emigration."  Upon  this  I  will  say  that  no  induceraente  in 
tlie  shape  of  free  or  assisted  emigration,  or  material  prosperity  after  arriviof^  in 
their  western  home,  are  held  out  by  those  who  are  engaged  in  prr>selytiD|t  to 
**  Mormonism."  Converts  have  to  pay  for  their  own  emigration,  unless  thef 
chance  to  get  help  from  friends  already  in  the  West.  It  is  true  that  they 
have  the  benefit  of  advice  and  example  from  their  brethem,  and  especially 
from  the  Church  leaders  after  they  arrive  in  Utah,  and  soon  gather  about 
them  the  comforts  of  life;  but  it  is  not  true  that  life  in  Utah  is  "horribly  daU 
and  monotonous."  The  efforts  of  enemies  to  deprive  the  **  Mormons"  of  their 
rights,  are  quite  sufficient  as  a  rule  to  make  their  lives  rather  lively  and  inter* 
eating,  and  to  stir  them  up  to  exertion  and  promote  a  thrifty  growth  amcmg 
them. 

Nor  is  it  true  that  Utah  "  is  the  nadir  of  culture,"  either  at  regards  the  soil 
of  the  country  or  the  minds,  bodies  or  morals  of  its  inhabitants.  It  more 
nearly  approaches  the  zenith,  as  the  statistics  which  you  quote  from  Mr» 
Barclay  tend  to  prove.  According  to  the  census  of  1880,  Utah  stands  higher 
in  point  of  education  than  most  of  the  other  States  and  Territories,  notwith- 
standing the  assertion  that  the  attraction  of  **  Mormonism"  is  '^thiefly,  if  not 
wholly,  on  an  ignorant  class  of  the  population."  Although  Utah  is  but  yomi|^ 
yet,  and  has  never  had  the  advantage  of  national  or  State  subsidies  for  th^ 
support  of  schools  that  other  parts  of  the  Union  have  enjoyed,  only  13  States 
and  Territories  can  show  a  lower  percentage  of  illiteracy.  Only  5.71  per  oent 
of  the  population  are  unable  to  read,  while  the  old  and  '*  cultured"  State  oC 
Khode  Island,  possesses  8.72  per  cent  of  this  class,  and  the  State  of  Sontll 
Carolina  as  high  as  32.32  per  cent. 

The  criminal  statistics  given  by  Mr.  Barclay  in  his  article  in  the  Janaaiy 
number  of  the  Nineteenth  Century  show  that  the  people  of  Utah,  especially 
the  "  Mormon"  portion  of  them,  stand  head  and  shoulders  above  other  com* 
munities  in  point  of  morality,  and  general  observance  of  the  law;  and  the  ^ler^ 
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Ant,  t^mperatey  peaceable  and  industrious"  habits  with  which  they  are  credited 
mre  certainly  no  evidence  of  lack  of  culture.  The  management  of  municif»al, 
Gcmnty  and  Territorial  affairs  by  the  "  Mormons,"  resulting  in  an  entire  free- 
dom from  public  debts,  such  as  weigh  down  other  communities,  wonderful 
aniterial  progress  and  a  lower  rate  of  taxation  than  in  any  other  State  or  Ter- 
ritoryy  is  no  proof  of  their  want  of  culture  either.*  Indeed,  it  proves  that  they 
as  a  people  are  pre-eminently  fitted  for  self-government. 

Amidst  all  their  troubles  the  '*  Mormons"  have  managed  to  thrive  pretty 
"Veil  in  the  past,  and  I  give  you  my  assurance  that  they  will  continue  to  do  so, 
and  that  Mr.  Barclay's  prophetic  forecast  as  to  their  future  will  be  much  more 
than  realised. 

Those  who  are  just  now  so  exercised  in  regard  to  the  ^  Mormons,"  their 
doctrines  and  doings,  would  do  well  to  read  and  profit  by  the  admonition  of 
Osunaliel  (Acts  v.  38, 39):  ''Refrain  from  these  men  and  let  them  alone:  for  if 
this  ooansel  or  this  work  be  of  men  it  will  come  to  nought:  but  if  it  be  of  God, 
ye  cannot  overthrow  it;  lest  haply  ye  be  found  fighting  against  God."

Elder  Wm.  Wagstaff,  writing  from  Lincoln,  Feb.  11,  1884,  says: 
**  Ton  will  not  he  surpriBed  to  hear  of  mj  great  disappointment  at  seeing  my  name 
pWiAnl  through  the  Stab  that  I  was  released  from  laboring  in  the  Xottingham  Confer- 
It  came  almost  like  a  shock  upon  me,  as  I  had  made  up  my  own  mind  that  my 
woold  continue  without  interruption  in  my  present  field,  until  spring  at  least;  but 
I  have  foood  from  experience,  that  it  is  of  very  little  use  for  a  missionary  to  set  down 
'ildkcs'  too  tightly,  as  he  is  liable  to  be  removed  at  any  time.  I  interviewed  President  E«! 
BL  WQHami  on  the  matter,  and  he  informed  me  that  he  was  equally  surprised  with  my- 
■lif;  IB  fact,  he  said  be  could  have  been  no  more  disappointed,  had  he  seen  his  own  release 
yriilished,  as  he  had  hoped  as  we  had  both  been  in  the  same  Conference  ever  since  our 
anfiL,  that  we  might  continue  so  the  remainder  of  our  time.  I  feel  in  this,  as  in  other 
■itten  of  like  character,  that  is  to  be  in  <mbjection  to  those  that  are  placed  over  me  in 
4i  Priestliood^  and  endeavor  to  fulfill  the  call,  as  I  am  satisfied  that  the  path  of  duty  is 
Ihs  only  path  c^  safety,  and  wherever  I  can  be  of  the  most  service,  I  want  to  be.    Wersu 
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I  to  consult  xny  own  feeling,  I  m«8t  Msuredly  should  prefer  to  remain  where  I  haiwe 

•  formed  warm  and  friendly  feelings  with  the  Saints,  and  also  a  goodly  number  who  hftve 
not  yet  obeyed  the  sospel,  but  whom  I  trust  will  see  the  necessity  of  so  doing  at  no  distaat 
day.  Since  my  arrival  in  November,  1882,  I  have  traveled  in  two  Districts  of  tiie 
Nottingham  Conference.    The  first  three  months  of  my  time  I  labored  in  the  HueknaU 

,  District.  There  I  found  the  Saints  always  willing  to  do  all  that  lay  in  their  power  to  make 
us  comfortable.  My  stay,  however,  in  that  district,  was  somewhat  limited,  as  President 
Eyre  deemed  it  advisable  to  make  a  change,  and  after  our  District  meeting,  in  Janoaiy, 
1883,  he  appointed  me  te  labor  in  the  Lincolnshire  District,  where  I  have  been  the  lart 

'  twelve  months.  This  has  been  considered  a  hard  district  to  travel  in,  as  the  Saints  an 
in  such  a  scattered  condition;  but  my  health  has  been  splendid  nearly  all  the  time,  and 
I  have  taken  great  interest  in  visiting  through  the  District.  Indeed,  it  has  (j^eneraUy 
been  more  of  a  pleasure  to  me  than  a  task,  as  the  people  here  of  my  acquaintance  are  of 
A  very  kind  disposition,  always  delighted  to  have  the  Elders  visit  them,  and,  althou|^ 
some  are  neglecting  their  duty  and  living  far  below  their  privileges,  I  can  say  the  moitof 
them  are  striving  to  learn  to  live  their  religion  and  improve  in  the  things  of  the  kingdum 

'  -of  Grod.  They  are  ready  and  willing  to  defend  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  in  any  com- 
pany, and  it  would  be  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  me  to  see  them  gather  with  the 
Saints.  This  is  their  greatest  desire,  but  they  are  prevented  by  unavoidable  circumstanoei. 
**  To  those  who  are  not  members  of  tho  Church,  that  are  ready  to  administer  to  ov 
wants,  I  feel  to  promise  that.  He  that  said,  *  inasmuch  as  ye  give  a  cup  of  cold  water  to 
my  disciples,  you  shall  receive  your  reward,'  will  not  forget  them  at  that  great  day,  when 

■  He  shall  come  to  reward  every  man  according  to  his  works. 

**  I  can  say  for  the  Saints  of  the  Nottingham  Conference,  no  matter  where  my  lot  may 
be  cast,  I  can  never  forget  the  many  acts  of  kindness  they  have  shown  to  me,  and  oa 
leaving  them,  my  prayer  to  God  is  in  their  behalf  that  they  may  continue  to  improve  in 

.  the  things  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  that  they  may  enjoy  the  blessings  He  has  pronused 
unto  the  faithful  and  have  a  claim  to  the  tree  of  life.''

Having  been  engaged  of  late  vimting  the  Districts  throughout  this  Conference,  I 
•  liave  been  prevented  from  giving  you  any  particulars  as  to  how  we  were  moving  along, 
and  of  the  progress  being  made  in  the  land  of  the  Scots. 

Commencing  with  the  Glasgow  District,  I  am  pleased  to  report  the  work  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition,  our  meetings  in  the  halls  and  private  houses  being  well  attended.     A  good 
share  of  strangers  meet  with  us,  who,  in  most  instances,  seem  to  be  much  intenssted, 
w^hile  others  go  away  quite  the  reverse,  having  predetermined  in  their  minds  that  they 
were  not  coming  to  hear  any  truths,  but  to  have  it  to  say  that  they  had  heard  that  pecul- 
iar people,  and  had  a  square  look  at  a  Salt  Lake  *  Mormon.'     The  Saints  are  greatfj 
rejoicing  in  the  fruits  of  the  Gospel,  in  powerful  testimonies,  tongues,  the  interpr«tation 
of  tongues,  healing  of  the  infirm,  prophecies,  dreams  and  visions,  which  cause  grert 
interest  in  our  meetings,  and  tend  to  unite  us  in  the  love  that  is  and  alwasrs  has  been 
.   characteristic  of  the  Saints  of  God.    I  can  truly  say  I  never  spent  a  more  enjojraUe 
winter  in  my  life.     The  local  brethren  and  sinters  are  deserving  of  great  credit  for  their 
indefatigable  labors  in  distributing  the  printed  word,  and  in  soliciting  the  people  te 
.attend  our  meetings.     Wo  also  have  three  Mutual  Improvement  Associations,  which  lie 
in  a  thriving  condition,  and  resulting  in  great  good  to  the  members. 
According  to  your  instructions,  we  are  taking  up  an  active  labor  with  the  prtminf 
.    hook,  but  at  the  same  time  we  are  laborin.?  with  patience  and  long-suffering,  and  I  IB 
.    happy  to  say  that  we  have  been  able  to  arouse  wme  from   their  spell  of  lethargy,  whi> 
,    are  now  bearing  good  fruit  again  to  their  joy  and  satisfaction. 

*'  I  have  had  great  pleasure  in  my  travels  thus  far  through  the  Conference.    I  hav^ 

.   .found  each  of  the  Elders  laboring  with  great  zeal  and  patience,  and,  to  their  credit  be  i^ 

juuid,  they  are  conducting  themselves  as  men  of  God,  caring  not  for  the  oppooition 
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results  in  peraecution  aurainst  them.     There  ia  considerable  inquiry  in  some^ 
haptiwna  being  quite  frequent,  and  among  the  number  we  have  had  the  pleas- 
of  haptiiing  Robert  Easton,  Brother  McMurrin's  cousin,  whom  you  will  remember 
our  meetingB. 
"Slder  Angus  McKay  writing  from  the  Island  of  Skye,  states  that  his  health  is  good. 
and  that  he  is  meeting  with  considerable  opposition  from  his  highland  friends  (or 
of  the  Gospel).    He  had  the  promise  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  to 
IB,  but  on  their  learning  that  he  was  a  *  Mormon'  Elder,  he  was  informed  by  the- 
that  they  could  not  have  their  church  polluted  with  such  doctrines.      He  has 
of  bringing  some  of  his  folks  into  the  Church  soon.     The  health  of  the  Elders  is.. 
cKcvllcnt,  aad  they  feel  happy  and  contented  among  their  new-nuule  friends.  ** 


LABORS  AND  PROSPECTS  OF  ELDER  W.  D.   WILLIAMS. 

Elder  Win.  D.  Williams  (of  Benson)  writing  from  Burnley,  Feb.  20,  1884,. 

**  I  liAve  DOW  spent  eight  months  of  my  mission  in  '  Christian*  Babylon.  On  my  ar* 
rival  in  England  I  was  appointed  to  labor  in  this  (Liverpool)  Conference,  but  pertnission^ 
vaa  kindly  granted  me  to  visit  my  relatives  and  friends  first,  and  remain  among  them  as 
as  I  desired.  I  therefore  iomicdiately  proceeded  to  Lydbrook,  Gloucestershire,  to> 
my  sister,  and  many  friends  and  acquaintances  made  there  during  my  residence  of, 
years,  just  prior  to  my  conversion  and  departure  for  Zion  in  the  summer  of  1876.  I 
awd  a  most  hearty  welcome  among  them,  and  they  were  all  full  of  inquiries  concern- 
secular  affairs,  and  the  future  hope  and  prospects  of  the  working  man  in  Utah,  but 
rather  silent  upon  the  all-important  subject  of  religion.  A  few,  however,  ap- 
me  in  the  spirit  of  curiosity,  and  with  some  degree  of  caution  and  timidity^ 
the  wholesome  subject  of  polygamy,  which  seems  so  unpalatable  to  the  corrup " 
tmi  self-righteous  *  Christian'  world. 

**  About  the  first  thing  that  attracted  my  attention  the  most,  was  the  wide  difference 
between  the  moral  condition  of  the  people  here  and  that  of  the  Saints  in  Utah,  the  lattec 
Veing  as  much  purer  than  the  former  as  the  heavens  are  higher  than  the  earth.  My^ 
fritads  were  astonished  when  I  remarked  that  when  I  left  home  there  was  not  one 
beer  nor  liquor  saloon  to  be  found  in  the  whole  County  (Cache)  where  I  had 
reeidini?,  and  that  I  had  seen  more  drunkenness  in  Lydbrook  in  seven  hours  on  the 
d^  of  my  arrival,  than  I  had  witnessed  in  Utah  during  my  residence  there  of  seven* 


**  I  riaited  several  places  of  interest  in  the  Forest  of  Dean,  and  the  picturesque  scenery 
A  the  banks  of  the  River  Wye,  amon^  the  most  noted  of  which  are  Symond's  Yat  Bocks. 
At  the  end  of  two  weeks  I  became  tired  of  visiting,  and  discovered  that  there  was  a  deep 
tiniTij  couched  in  President  Smith's  kind  permission  to  remain  with  my  friends  as 
lay  as  I  felt  inclined.  Earriest  solicitations  of  old  friends  held  me  there  another  week, 
bat  a  spirit  had  accompanied  me  which  allowe<l  me  but  little  enjoyment  even  among 
tktm,  and  forbade  a  further  extension  of  my  visits  to  my  numerous  relatives  and  friends 
k  Wales.  In  compliance  with  its  promptings  I  returned  to  Liverpool,  anxious  to  com- 
MDoe  my  labor  in  the  missionary  field,  in  the  faithful  performance  of  which  alone  I  hope 
far  joy  and  satisfaction  uid  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  while  in  this  land. 

"In  taking  a  retrospective  view  of  the  subsequent  seven  weeks'  labor  on  the  Isle  o£ 
Man,  I  do  so  with  much  satisfaction,  not  because  it  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  any 
■nls,  but  because  of  the  privilege  I  had  of  delivering  my  important  message,  both  vsrh- 
iDf  and  Vy  the  written  word,  to  nearly  all  its  inhabitants,  and  of  the  strong  desire  which 
iht  Lord  gave  me  to  discharge  my  duty  with  much  diligence.  ^^ 

"On  the  IMi  of  August  I  was  appointed  to  labor  in  this  (Preston  and  Blackburn) 
in  connection  with  Elder  J.  A.  Druce.  We  held  meetings  with  the  Sainti 
Sunday  in  private  houses,  at  wliich  a  few  uoa-*  Mormons'  attended  regularly,  also 
until  the  inclemency  of  the  weaUier  rendered  t!ie  latter  impracticable^ 
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On  the  4th  of  Decttnber  Elder  Druce  was  removed  to  the  Wigan  and  Rnnoom  District, 
JBlder  J.  W.  Thomley  succeeding  him  in  this. 

**  Discovering  no  better  method  of  magnif3ring  onr  calling  in  the  dissemination  oC  Gos- 
pel truth  during  the  winter,  we  hired  a  hall  in  Preston  and  another  in  Over  Darwea,  in 
which  to  preach,  and  got  a  few  thousand  handbills  printed  for  distribution,  announcing 
that  a  series  of  fortnightly  meetings  would  be  held  in  each  of  these  towns.  The  attend* 
ance  of  non-*  Mormons*  at  some  of  our  meetings  has  been  very  good,  at  others  slim,  and 
the  best  of  order  has  always  prevailed.  The  most  of  the  Saints,  and,  indeed,  investigatom 
as  well,  have,  considering  those  trying  times,  contributed  quite  liberally  towards  defraying 
the  expenses  of  the  halls,  and  feel  well  with  regard  to  the  GospeL 

"  A  gentleman,  friend  of  President  Livesey,  has  recently  presented  the  Preston  Branch 
with  a  handsome  silver  sacrament  cup,  valued  at  four  guineas,  and  a  plate  less  costly.  The 
initials  L.  D.  S.  are  neatly  engraved  on  each. 

**  I  have  disopvered,  in  my  experience  in  preaching  and  tracting,  much  prejudice  exist- 
ing in  the  minds  of  the  people  against  us  knd  our  doctrines,  caused  by  the  many  absurd 
ftnd  trashy  falsehoods  scattered  abroad  concerning  us,  which  they  lh*ve  swallow- 
ed to  such  an  extent  that  there  seeais  to  be  no  room  left  in  them  for  the  truth.  Add  to 
this  the  religious  bigotry  of  pharisaic  *'  Christians/  the  apparent  indifference  of  many  non- 
professors,  and  the  irreverence  of  others  towards  sacred  things,  together  with  the  genend 
tendency  of  nearly  the  whole  to  glide  downward  into  vice  and  immorality,  and  it  msgr 
easily  be  imagined  that  proselyting  is  rendered  a  most  difficult  task. 

**  Since  I  have  been  traveling  in  this  District  nine  souls  have  been  added  to  the  Gharch« 
And  a  few  more  will  probably  apply  for  baptism  when  the  weather  becomes  more  faror^ 
able.  Some  who  have  investigated  our  doctrines,  and  expressed  their  approval  of  thett, 
manifest  no  desire  to  be  identified  with  us,  evidently  loving  *  the  praise  of  men  more 
the  praise  of  God.' 

"  We  have  *  tracted'  Croston  with  Morgan's  tracts,  and  the  '  Latter-day  Prophet,' 
have  tracts  out  now  in  Chatbum  and  a  village  near  Clitheroe. 

**  Through  the  dull  and  tedious  monotony  of  the  present  winter,  we  have  been  losing 
forward  in  hepe  for  a  bright  and  cheerful  spring,  when  we  anticipate  resuming  with  re* 
sewed  diligence  the  work  of  out-door  preaching. 

'*  Elder  Thomley  and  I  feel  well  in  the  Gospel,  and  try  to  realize  the  responsibility  that 
rests  upon  us,  and,  although  we  are  fully  aware  of  eur  own  insignificance  and  inoom* 
petence,  we  are  greatly  comforted  and  strengthened  by  the  knowledge  that  this  is  indeed 
the  work  of  God,  and  that '  the  kingdom  and  dominion,  and  the  greatness  of  the  king* 
dom  under  the  whole  heaven,  shall  be  given  te  the  people  of  the  Saints  of  the  Most 
High.'

A  FEW  words  about  the  practice  and  policy  of  the  Government  in  itb 
legislation  in  reference  to  the  Territories  maj  not  be  out  of  place  here. 
Virginia  had  ceded  the  northwestern  territory  to  the  Government  Of 
United  States,  the  Congress,  in  1787,  passed  an  ordinance  for  its  govem- 
it»  in  which  it  is  provided  that:

It  also  provides  for  filing 

etc    This  was  the  earliest  act  passed  by  Congress  for  the  governr 

of  the  Territory,  and  at  that  time  it  was  called  district  and  not  Terri- 

Imj;  and  as  you  will  readily  see,  Mr.  President,  the  Congress  provided  for  e 

icpnblican  form  of  government  for  the  Territory,  and  for  load  self-| 
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ment  of  the  Territory,  so  f&r  as  the  legislutive  functions  were  concerned.  See 
Statutes  at  Large,  volume  1,  page  51. 

By  act  of  May  26,  1790,  provision  was  made  for  the  government  of  the  terri- 
tory of  the  United  States  south  of  the  Ohio  Eiver,  which  the  statute  declared 
should  be  similar  to  that  which  was  then  exercised  in  the  territory  north  of 
the  Ohio.    (Volume  1,  page  126.) 

As]fou  see,  Congress  did  not  leave  the  governor  and  judges  to  legislate, 
but  authorized  them  to  select  laws  from  those  passed  by  the  States  for  the 
territory  until  it  had  sufficieat  inhabitants  to  enable  it  to  elect  a  legislature, 
when  it  was  to  assume  legislative  functions;  and  the  same  rule  was  applica- 
cable  to  the  territory  south  of  the  Ohio  River. 

Kentucky  was  part  of  Virginia,  and  with  the  consent  of  Virginia  she  formed 

•  herself  into  a  State,  and  was  admitted  into  the  Union  1st  of  June,  1792. 

Tennessee  having  been  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  North  Carolina,  was 
admitted  into  the  Union  with  but  little  Territorial  history. 

The  Territory  of  Mississippi  was  organized  April  7,  1798,  with  the  same 
privileges  which  the  people  of  the  Northwestern  Territory  enjoyed  under  the 
ordinance  of  1787,  except  the  provision  as  to  slavery.  By  act  of  10th  of  May, 
1800,  the  right  to  elect  representatives  was  provided  for  with  property 
qualification.  The  property  qualification  was  removed  by  act  of  October  25, 
1814  (volume  3,  page  143),  and  it  had  reprtsentative  government  until  ite 
admission  into  the  Union. 

On  the  3rd  of  March,  1817,  the  Territory  of  Alabama  was  organized  from 
a  portion  of  the  Territory  of  Mississippi,  and  the  representatives  elected  under 
the  laws  governing  the  Mississippi  Territory  who  fell  within  the  Territory  of 
Alabama,  were  to  continue  as  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  that  State.    The 

•  town  of  Saint  Stephens  was  declared  to  be  the  seat  of  government  for  the 
Territory  until  it  should  be  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Legislature  thereof. 

By  act  of  April  20, 1802,  the  people  of  the  eastern  part  of  the  Northwestern 
.Territory  were  authorized,  in  a  convention  elected  by  the  people,  to  form  a 
.State  government  preparatory  to  admission  into  the  Union,  with  such  name 
'  as  they  might  adopt.  The  State  of  Ohio  was  thereupon  organized  as  a  State 
-and  admitted  into  the  Union.    (See  volume  2,  page  179.) 

Having  purchased  the  Territory  of  Louisiana  from  France,  the  President 
was  authorised,  by  act  of  March  31, 1803,  to  take  possession  of  it,  and  to  use 
any  part  of  the  Army  and  Navy  necessary  for  that  purpose.    We  had  just 
'purchased  the  Territory,  the  inhabitants  were  not  friendly  to  the  people  of 
the  United  States,  and  did  not  speak  our  language,  hence  it  was  necessaiy  tO 
mse  extraordinary  means  to  take  possession  of  the  Territory  and  to  form  a 
government  there.    A  Territorial  government  was  established  by  act  of  Mardi     ^ 
^26, 1304,  which  vested  the  legislative  power  in  the  governor  and  thirt#Bn  fit     ! 
.•and  discreet  persons  of  the  Territory,  with  the  powers  usually  given  in  snck 
leases.    (Volumes,  page  284)  ^ 

A  similar  instance  occurred  in  the  case  of  the  Territory  of  Florida.  A  ^ 
liostile  .state  of  feeling  had  existed  between  t^  Spanish  government  m  ^ 
Florida  .and  the  people  of  the  United  States  fot  many  years.  Finally,  the  ^ 
guvernment  of  the  United  States  purchased  the  Territory  of  Florida,  and  hf  * 
Mi  of  Miufih  30, 1822,  a  Territorial  government  wa»  established  there,  and.aa 
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the  people  were  foreign  and  spoke  a  still  dififerent  language,  extraordinary 
jneans  were  deemed  necessary  in  the  government  of  the  Territory,  and  the 
legislatiTe  power  was  ve9ted  in  the  governor  and  thirteen  of  the  most  fit  and 
discreet  persons  io  the  Territory,  to  be  called  the  legislative  council,  appointed 
amiiiAlly  by  the  President  of  the  United  States.  There  was  also  a  short 
jMriod  when  the  Northwestern  Territory  was  controlled  by  a  governor  and 
judges.  But  these  were  extraordinary  occasions,  at  an  early  period  of  the 
^vemment,  when  there  did  not  seem  to  be  any  fixed  policy  in  reference  to 
the  organization  and  control  of  the  Territorie3.  But  after  the  arbitrary  gov- 
ernment of  the  Territory  of  Florida  had  ceased,  we  find  no  more  instances  of 
the  application  of  such  rules  to  any  Territory,  and  for  the  last  sixty  years 
there  has  been  no  instance  that  has  fallen  under  my  observation  where  the 
light  to  elect  the  General  Assembly,  and  in  most  cases  the  local  officers,  has 
-been  denied  to  a  Territory. 

The  unbroken  practice  for  more  than  half  a  century  has  been  uniformly  in 
iaTor  of  local  self-government,  so  far  as  the  election  of  the  Legislative  As- 
ibly  was  concerned. 
The  Territories  of  Illinois,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Mississippi  and  Alabama 
^▼en  the  same  right  of  self-government  which  was  secured  to  the  people 
the  Northwestern  Territory  by  the  ordinance  of  1787. 
The  State  of  Maine  formed  a  part  of  the  Territory  of  Massachusetts,  and 
-^th  the  consent  of  Massachusetts  formed  an  independent  State,  and  was 
admitted  into  the  Union  in  1820.    (Volume  3,  page  544.) 

The  Territory  of  Arkansas  was  organized  by  act  of  March  2,  1815,  and  the 
Lve  power  was  vested  in  a  Legislature,  to  bo  elected  by  the  people  so 
it  was  organized. 
The  Territory  of  Missouri  was  organized  under  an  act  of  June  4,  1812.  A 
r,  legislative  council,  and  a  house  of  representatives  elected  by  the 
had  the  legislative  power.  (See  volume  2,  page  744.)  And  by  an  act 
April  27,  1816,  the  qualified  voters  were  authorized  also  to  choose  the 
iTe  ooancil  (Volume  3,  page  328.)  There  were  other  instances  in 
eerly  ansettled  period  where  the  legislative  council  as  well  as  the  gov- 
were  appointed  by  the  President,  but  the  house  of  representatives  was 
My  elected  by  the  people.  These  instances  occurred  when  there  was 
mo  aeltled  poli<^  applicable  to  the  Territories.  For  the  last  half  century,  as 
j^  gnlB^  the  legislative  council  and  house  of  representatives,  and  generally  the 
officers,  have  been  elected  by  the  people  under  the  various  acts  providing 
the  organisation  of  the  respective  Territories.  This  rule  applied  to  the 
Territories  organized  as  hereafter  stated :

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California,  having  formed  a  State  government  without  Territorial  papiltg^ 
was  admitted  as  a  State  September  9,  1850.  (Volume  9,  page  452.)  Tk( 
collection  laws  were  extended  over  the  Territory  by  an  act  of  March  8, 1848 
(volume  9,  page  400);  and  in  all  these  later  instances,  without  exception,  dM 
right  to  elect  their  own  General  Assembly  is  given  to  the  people  of  the  Tflr 
ritory.  The  same  is  true  of  the  remaining  Territories  of  Dakota,  Montdnt 
Wyoming,  Idaho  and  Arizona. 

Now,  let  it  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  government  invited  emigrants  froB 
the  dififerent  States  into  the  Territories.  By  giving  them  lands  for  tlni 
hom«s  and  holding  out  other  inducements,  it  got  them  to  occupy  the  Teni 
tories,  and  it  established  Territorial  governments  with  the  privileges  alretdl] 
mentioned. 

This  has  been  an  unbroken  practice,  as  already  stated,  for  more  than  fifig 
years,  and  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  of  people  have  been  induced  tl 
go  into  the  Territories  and  settle  by  the  well  known  policy  of  the  goyem 
ment,  and  they  have  acquired  rights  there  under  the  Oonstitution  and  lavi 
which  Congress  has  neither  moral  nor  legal  authority  to  take  from  thm 
They  have  acquired  the  right  of  local  self-government,  so  far  as  the  electioi 
of  their  own  members  of  the  Legislature  and  their  own  local  officers  are  eofl* 
cerned,  and  we  have  no  moral  right,  after  inducing  them  to  go  to  the  Tem 
tories,  with  the  assurance  that  they  would  have  the  rights  the  acts  of  Onil' 
gress  gave,  and  which  half  a  century's  practice  confirms,  to  abridge  or  deslng 
these  rights. 

Take,  as  an  illustration,  the  Territory  of  Utah,  at  which  the  unfriendtl 
legislation  is  aimed.  The  people  of  that  Territory  exposed  themselves  m 
those  of  few  Territories  ever  have,  and  they  endured  an  amount  of  sufferill 
and  privation  that  few  people  have  ever  been  able  to  bear.  They  locatedl  in 
that  distant  wilderness,  at  the  time  a  thousand  miles  from  the  nearest  settle- 
ment in  any  of  the  States.  Congress  extended  over  them  the  laws  of  ^ 
United  States,  and  gave  them  a  liberal  Territorial  government  UnderU 
they  have  grown  and  prospered  to  a  remarkable  degree,  and  because  tlwN 
have  been  12,000  persons  found  there  who  will  not  swear  that  they  haveil 
no  time  in  their  lives  been  guilty  of  bigamy  or  polygamy,  it  is  proposed  bgj 
members  of  Congress,  and  others  occupying  high  positions,  to  destroy  ^ 
government  of  Utah,  so  far  as  its  elective  form  is  concerned,  put  it  under.l 
commission  appointed  by  the  President,  deny  to  its  people  the  right  to  eM 
their  own  members  to  the  Legislature  or  their  own  local  officers,  deny  thea 
the  right  to  elect  a  Territorial  Delegate  to  Congress,  which  every  Territoiy 
enjoys,  put  the  feet  of  the  power  of  this  government  upon  their  necka,  ild 
crush  them  because  there  have  been  found  among  them  12,000  men  end 
women  who  will  not  take  an  illegal  oath  which  has  been  tendered  to  thenij 
and  wlio  are  therefore  presumed  to  be  guilty  of  bigamy  or  polygamy. 

If  this  unconstitutional  and  illegal  action  applied  only  to  the  guilty  peitiM^ 
there  would  be  some  pretext  for  the  usurpation;  but  we  punish  138^006 
people  who  have  not  practiced  polygamy  in  order  to  make  sure  that  we  iMve 
punished  12,000  who  are  believed  to  be  guilty  of  that  offense.  We  bol  od]| 
tear  down  the  Territorial  government,  but  we  expose  the  whole  peoph  ol 
the  T  TritDry,  the  innocent  as  well  as  the  guilty,  to  a  system  of  goverDnent 
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^kiflth  will  enable  those  in  authority  to  rob  and  plunder  the  people  at  pleas- 
And  it  moat,  I  suppose,  be  uuderstood  by  the  people  of  Utah  that 
are  to  be  governed  by  a  commission  or  a  satiap,  until  the  population 
kaTe  heretofore  practiced  polygamy,  and  who  are  a  small  minority  of 
people,  consent  to  abandon  their  plural-wife  system,  and  adopt  instead  of 
il  ih»  system  of  prostitution,  foeticide,  and  sexual  impurity  practiced  in  other 
•actions  of  the  Union. 

Bot  they  have  another  sin  to  atone  for  before  they  can  be  forgiven.  The 
yopie  of  Utah  for  the  last  twenty  years  have  felt  that  the  Kepublican  party 
io  power  has  done  them  great  injustice;  consequently  they  are  not  as  good 
Bi^Miblicans  as  it  is  thought  by  some  of  the  leaders  of  that  party  they  ought 
te  be.  They  must  therefore  consent  to  change  their  politics,  at  least  to  the 
of  agreeing  to  be  admitted  into  the  Union  as  a  Kepublican  State,  bc- 
the  innocence  of  a  large  majority  of  the  people  will  be  considered  by  the 
.political  party  in  power  sulHcient  to  atone  for  the  guilt  of  the  minority. 
The  Utah  Commission,  in  prescribing  an  oath  for  the  voter,  was  careful 
to  interfere  with  the  sexual  privileges  of  non-Mormons  in  the  Territory; 
>nt]y  they  require  the  voters  to  swear  that  they  are  not  bigamists  or 
LODists,  and  that  they  do  not  cohabit  with  more  than  one  woman  in  the 
relation.  If  they  do  they  are  denied  the  right  to  vote  or  hold  office. 
Bat  each  inhabitant  of  Utah  who  has  a  wife  and  as  many  mistresses  as  he 
dboonen  to  keep,  if  he  does  not  claim  that  he  keeps  them  in  the  marriage 
Ttiatiaf^  has  a  perfect  right  to  vote  and  hold  offica  It  will  therefore  doubt- 
be  required  of  the  Mormons  that  they  abandon  their  system  of  cohabit- 
more  than  one  woman  "  in  the  marriage  relation,''  and  adopt  in  its 
the  system  of  one  wife  with  such  other  indulgences  outside  of  the  mar- 
relation  as  they  choose  to  practice. 
When  they  have  consented  to  do  this,  and  adopt  the  more  popular  mode 
which  there  is  no  such  popular  clamor  as  exists  against  polygamy, 
when  they  have  declared  themselves  in  favor  of  the  Bepublican  party, 
Mr  many  sins  will  doubtless  be  forgiven  by  the  high  priests  of  the  party, 
they  will  be  remarkably  proper  people  to  trust  with  the  delicate  and  re- 
sponsible duties  of  self-government  In  other  words,  if  they  will  only  change 
name,  and  resort  to  the  same  practices  under  a  different  name,  and  will 
their  political  opinions  and  join  the  party  in  power,  they  will  be 
ibraced  as  brethren,  and  they  will  no  longer  be  proscribed,  and  made  the

As  the 

applies  to  all  their  past  lives,  it  is  fair  to  infer  that  not  more  than  12,000 

living  have  ever  engaged  in  this  pernicious  practice;  and  probably  many 

the  1S,000  refused  to  swear  that  they  were  not  polygamists  or  bigamistd^ 

that  they  had  practiced  polygamy,  but  because  they  approved  it 

.  There  are  over  fifty  millions  of  people  in  the  United  States,  and  there  are 

jsohahly  twenty  times  as  many  persons  practicing  prostitution,  or  illegal 

intercourse,  in  the  other  parts  of  the  Union,  as  the  whole  number  who 
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practice  it  in  Utah.    Many  of  the  features  of  its  practice  in  the  other  Stater 
and  Territories,  including  foeticide,  illegal  divorce,  etc.,  are  quite  as  revoltiog^ 
or  more  so,  than  in  Utah.    It  is  assumed  in  the  other  parts  of  the  Union, 
where  a  greatly  larger  number  of  persons  practice  sexual  impurity  than  th^' 
whole  number  of  Mormon  polygambts,  that  polygamy  must  be  put  down  at' 
any  cost    It  is  certainly  a  matter  of  great  importance  that  polygamy,  prosti*- 
tution,  foeticide,  and  illegal  divorce,  whether  practiced  in  Utah  or  in  any- 
other  part  of  the  United  States,  should  be  put  down.     And  if  we  have  it  in 
our  power,  by  constitutional  means,  to  accomplish  that  end,  no  one  would  b» 
more  rejoiced  than  L    But  having  taken  a  solemn  oath  to  support  the  Oon-- 
stitution  of  the  United  States,  I  cannot  as  a  Senator  vote  for  a  measure  whidi 
I  am  satisfied  is  a  plain  violation  of  the  Constitution,  to  crush  out  polygamy,* 
or  to  accomplish  any  other  object.    And  we  would  do  well  to  bear  in  mind- 
that  if  the  Congrens  of  the  United  States  disregards  and  violates  the  Oon* 
stitution  of  the  United  States  in  its  eager  haste  to  crush  a  sect  but  a  littl». 
over  one  hundred  thousand  strong,  the  result  of  the  precedent  may  be  the 
crushing  out  of  one  sect  after  another,  until  it  ends  in  the  complete  over*- 
throw  of  the  liberties  of  fifty  millions  of  people,  who  are  expected  to  applaud* 
our  efforts  to  crush  the  Mormons  without  regard  to  constitutional  difficulties' 
or  constitutional  obligations. 

No  matter  what  the  popular  applause  may  be  on  the  one  hand,  or  the^- 
popular  condemnation  on  the  other,  I  will  join  in  no  hue-and-cry  against* 
any  sect  that  requires  me  to  vote  for  measures  in  open  violation  of  the  funda- 
mental law  of  the  land.  And  we  would  do  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  vt- 
illegal  persecution  of  any  sect  always  excites  sympathy  for  the  psrsecutedF 
and  greatly  increases  its  numbers.  The  late  Alexander  H.  Stephens,  of 
Georgia,  when  asked  what  would  be  the  effect  of  the  Edmunds  bill  on  Mot^ 
monism,  replied,  *'  The  effect  will  be  to  make  more  Mormons." 

But  I  may  be  asked,  '*  What  means  can  we  adopt  to  destroy  this  great  evil' 
in  Utah?"  I  reply,  we  can  not  do  it  by  passing  unconstitutional  laws,  or 
adopting  illegal  or  unconstitutional  means,  or  by  striking  down  repuhUcsii 
government  in  the  Territory. 

The  Christian  churches  of  this  country  spend  hundreds  of  thousands  o^ 
dollars  every  year  sending  missionaries  to  foreign  lands  where  polygamy  l» 
practiced.  In  India  and  China  alone  more  than  500,000,000  of  people  pno» 
tice  or  acquiesce  in  the  practice  of  polygamy.  And  yet  the  Christian  churches 
are  not  discouraged,  but  they  send  missionaries  there,  hoping  finally  to  eon* 
vert  the  whole  mats  of  the  people.  Why,  then,  should  we  not  send  mission- 
aries to  Utah,  where  only  about  12,000  people  practice,  and  a  little  oiver 
100,000  people  believe  in  polygamy?  If  the  Christian  churches  are  willini^ 
to  make  the  effort  to  convert  500,000,000  of  polygamists  in  the  East,  wli;f 
should  they  not  with  less  effort  convert  100,000  within  the  limits  of  our  own* 
land?  If  the  first  task  is  within  the  range  of  possibility,  what  is  theie  te 
discourage  us  from  the  smaller  undertaking?  There  are  a  great  many -people^ 
in  Utah  who  might  be  converted  by  the  proper  effort.  They  are  our  neighs 
bora,  our  fellow-citizens.  Shall  we  give  them  up  as  reprobates,  and  maihi  no 
effort  to  save  them,  and  join  in  a  crusade  to  crush  them?  They  speak  onr 
language,  they  are  within  easy  reach.     Why  give  them  up  and  turn  to  tfei#. 
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heatfaeii  of  other  lands,  who  neither  understand  our  language  nor  have  any- 
thing of  race  or  sympathy  in  common  with  ust  Have  the  Christian  churches 
done  their  duty  to  the  Mormon  people]  If  you  cannot  convince  their  leaders, 
yoQ  can  convert  thousands  of  the  people.  It  may  be  easier  to  cry  **  Crucify 
tJiem,**  than  it  is  to  try  to  help  convert  them.  But  can  the  churches  reconcile 
it  to  coniicience  that  duty  is  as  well  performed  in  the  one  case  us  the  other? 

Tbere  is  also  another  mode  of  accomplishing  it.  If  the  honorable  Senator 
fiom  Venuont^  or  any  other  gentlemen  of  bis  distinguished  ability  who  feels 
tiie  Tery  deep  interest  that  he  evidently  does  in  suppressing  polygamy,  will 
kead  a  colony  of  50,000  New  England  people,  who  will  settle  in  Utah,  my 
kigii  estim^ite  of  the  energy  and  enterprise  of  the  people  of  New  England 
JBStifiea  the  conclusion  that  in  a  few  years  the  present  prevailing  usages  of 
irtiih  on  the  social  question  will  give  place  to  what,  by  popular  consent,  are 
admitted  to  be  the  more  refined,  delicate,  voluptuous  and  attractive  practices 
of  the  people  of  New  England.  Immigration  into  the  Territory  sufficient  to 
cootrol  its  TOte  at  the  ballot-box,  and  missionaries  from  Christian  churches 
to  teach  the  people  of  that  Territory  the  truths  of  the  Gospel,  are  an  infinite- 
Ij  better  remedy  than  unconstitutional,  arbitrary,  and  oppressive  enactments 
by  Coogress.

HUMILITY. 


When  the  erratic  and  egotistical  but  eloquent  Qeorge  Francis  Train  visited 
Salt  Lake  City  some  years  ago,  in  the  hey-day  of  his  aspirations  for  preri* 
dential  honors,  he  expostulated  with  President  Young  for  encouraging 
humility  among  the  Saints.  As  a  man  of  the  world  he  could  see  no  neoeflaity 
for  humility.  On  becoming  acquainted  with  the  history  and  circumstances 
and  disposition  of  the  people,  he  discovered  that  there  was  much  about  them 
to  admire.  They  possessed  qualities  which,  in  his  estimation,  would  be 
bound  to  render  them  great  and  powerful  in  the  nation  and  in  the  earth  if 
they  were  only  more  ambitious  for  worldly  power,  and  if  they  would  only 
assert  and  contend  for  their  rights.  He  was  well  acquainted  with  other  0019- 
munities;  he  had  traveled  extensively;  he  had  studied  the  political  anA 
social  economy  of  various  nations,  and  nowhere  bad  he  found  such  unanimity 
of  sentiment  and  purpose,  such  strength  of  character,  such  genius  for  coloni- 
zing and  for  self-government,  such  a  universal  possession  of  the  virtues  that 
promise  enduring  strength  and  growth,  and  an  entire  absence  of  the  vices 
that  tend  to  weaken  and  degrade  people.  But  the  humility  of  the  people  yd 
their  want  of  worldly  ambition  were  viewed  by  him  as  defects.  He  would 
have  had  them  arrogant  and  proud  of  their  strength,  and  defiant  to  those  who 
would  oppress  them.  He  would  have  had  them  fling  humility  to  the  wind 
and  assume  a  pretentious  attitude.  Not  possessing  the  spirit  which  prompted 
the  Saints,  he  failed  to  understand  the  reasons  for  their  humility,  or  to  see 
that  the  very  quality  which  he  condemned  tended  to  give  the  people  the 
superior  strength  they  pos.sessed. 

Their  humility— their  willingness  to  submit  to  the  providences  of  Qod  in 
every  particular,  and  to  sacrifice  personal  ambition  in  their  desire  to  do  His 
will,  as  made  known  in  His  revelations  and  in  the  teachings  of  an  inspired 
Priesthood,  made  them  the  peculiar  people  that  they  were.  This  was  the 
secret  of  their  union  and  strength.  The  favor  and  blessing  of  the  Almighty 
which  they  enjoyed  was  due  to  this  cause.  The  words  of  Peter  had  beea 
proved  true  in  their  case,  wherein  he  said:  "All  of  you  be  subject  one  to 
another,  and  be  clothed  with  humility:  for  Qod  resisteth  the  proud,  and 
giveth  grace  to  the  humble.  Humble  yourselves  therefore  under  the  mighty 
hand  of  God,  that  He  may  exalt  you  in  due  time:  casting  all  your  care  upon 
Him;  for  He  careth  for  you."    (1  Peter  vi,  5-7.) 

The  Saints  had  been  taught  by  those  who  were  over  them  in  the  Priest- 
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lood  the  Deoewity  of  humility  and  the  folly  of  pride  and  self-confidence. 
Tbey  had  been  given  to  understand  as  the  Saints  were  to  whom  Peter  wrote 
<I  Fetar  ii,  9:)  '*Ye  are  a  chosen  generation,  a  royal  priesthood,  an  holy 
wi<"ioB,  a  peculiar  people;  that  ye  should  shew  forth  the  praises  of  him  who 
hath  called  you  out  of  darkness  into  his  marvelous  light"  And  though,  as 
the  epigrammatic  Train  imagined,  they  were  really  not  conscious  of  their 
■aaperior  strength  and  power,  it  was  better  that  they  should  be  so,  than  that 
they  should  be  vain  and  conceited  and  forgetful  of  the  source  whence  they 
obtained  their  power.  The  Savior  declared:  **  Whosoever  exalteth  himself 
ahall  be  abased;  and  he  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted.**  This  rule 
will  apply  equally  well  to  an  individual  and  a  people.  When  conceit  and 
arrogance  take  possession  of  either,  a  loss  of  divine  favor  is  sure  to  follow, 
and  it  is  then  vain  to  look  for  a  further  increase  in  wisdom.  The  Proverb 
aays:  ^  Before  destruction  the  heart  of  man  is  haug)ity,  and  before  honor  is 
humility;"  and  again:  '*  Pride  goeth  before  destruction,  and  an  haughty  spirit 
hefore  a  fall.  It  is  better  to  be  of  an  humble  spirit  with  the  lowly,  than  to 
divide  the  spoil  with  the  proud/'  In  fact,  the  scriptures  abound  with  ad- 
Monitions  to  be  humble. 

We  are  very  thankful  that  humility  is  a  characteristic  of  the  Latter-day 
by  which  they  are  distinguished  from  tbe  people  of  the  world  generally. 
are  none  too  humble;  indeed,  they  are  not  humble  enough.  They 
ahodld  strive  to  be  more  so.  '*  Every  one  that  is  proud  in  heart  is  an  abomi- 
before  the  Lord.''  The  Almighty  is  jealous  of  His  honor.  He  desires 
men  should  give  Him  the  praise  for  what  they  are  and  what  they  aceom- 
and  not  seek  to  take  it  to  themselves.  Paul,  in  speaking  of  those  who 
called  to  the  ministry  in  his  day,  said  (1  Cor.  i,  25-29:)  "  Not  many  wise 
after  the  flesh,  not  many  mighty,  not  many  noble,  are  called:  but  Qod 
Jiafth  choeen  the  foolish  things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  wise;  and  €k>d 
chosen  the  weak  things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  things  which  are 
';  and  base  things  of  the  world,  and  things  which  are  despised,  hath 
Ood  chosen,  yea,  and  things  which  are  not,  to  bring  to  nought  things  that 
mieL"  And  then  He  gave  the  reason:  ^Hhat  no  flesh  should  glory  in  His  sight  f 
lodeed,  what  has  frail  mortal  man  to  glory  of  t  He  is  one  of  the  most 
Apeodent  of  beings.  He  can  do  nothing  except  as  the  Lord  permits.  The 
Apoatle  James  says  (iv,  1315:)  "  Qo  to  now,  ye  that  say.  To-day  or  to-morrow 
Will  go  into  such  a  city,  and  continue  there  a  year,  and  buy  and  sell,  and 
gaia:  whereas  ye  know  not  what  shall  be  on  the  morrow.  For  what  is 
your  lifel  It  is  even  a  vapor,  that  appeareth  for  a  little  time,  and  then 
^vaniaheth  away.  For  that  ye  ought  to  say,  If  the  Lord  will,  we  shall  live, 
do  this  or  that." 
Man  displays  wisdom  in  acknowledging  his  dependence  upon  a  Supreme 
r,  and  seeking  in  humility  to  learn  and  do  the  will  of  the  Author  of  his 
The  person  who  is  too  conceited  to  do  that  only  displays  his  own 
and  folly.  '*  Seest  thou  a  man  wise  in  his  own  conceit^  There  is 
hope  for  a  fool  than  for  him."  (Prov.  xxvi,  12.)  In  view  of  his  depend- 
and  comparative  insignificance,  true  wisdom  would  dictate  that  man's 
deportment,  both  towards  Qod  and  his  fellows,  should  be  marked  by  humility 
than  conceit  and  presumption.     Paul,  in  his  writings,  (1  Cor.  viii,  2) 
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condemns  conceit  by  saying:  "  If  a  man  think  that  he  knoweth  anything,  he-' 
knoweth  nothing  yet  as  he  ought  to  know.''  Conceit  is  a  barrier  to  the' 
acquirement  of  knowledge;  humility  paves  the  way  to  wisdom.  A  conscious-* 
ness  of  one's  own  ignorance  is  the  first  essential  towards  the  gaining  of  know*: 
ledga  To  acknowledge  God  as  the  source  of  all  wisdom  and  power,  and  lo; 
recognize  the  fact  that  what  man  knows  is  but  a  few  sparks  or  scintillationau 
from  the  great  flame  that  exists  in  the  mind  of  the  Deity,  is  to  take  ap  im>. 
portant  step  in  the  way  of  true  learning.  Truly  has  it  been  said  that  **  tho; 
fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  of  knowledge;  but  fools  despise  wisdont 
and  instruction."  (Pror.  i,  7.)  He  who  would  most  readily  gain  knowledge, 
should  seek  it  at  the  fountain  head,  from  the  Being  "  who  gireth  to  all  men 
liberally  and  upbraideth  not,"  if  they  will  only  approach  Him  in  the  right 
way;  but  it  must  be  in  humility  and  faith. 

The  wisest  and  best  Being  of  whose  history  we  have  any  account,  even  the 
Savior  of  mankind,  was  the  greatest  example  of  humility.  That  Being  who 
had  it  in  His  power  to  call  ''more  than  twelve  legions  of  angels"  to  His 
assistance,  meekly  bore  the  reproaches  of  the  vile,  made  companions  of  the. 
lowly  and  despised,  washed  the  feet  of  His  disciples,  drank  the  cup  of  sufferinic. 
to  its  bitter  dregs;  and  **in  His  humiliation  His  judgment  was  taken  away.** 
That  same  Being  impressed  the  necessity  of  humility  upon  His  disciples  b^: 
saying  "  whosoever  will  be  great  among  you,  shall  be  your  minister:  and  who-- 
soever  of  you  will  be  the  cbiefest,  shall  be  servant  of  alL" 

We  should  learn  a  lesson  from  this,  and  never  attempt  to  ^'exercise  lordship' 
over"  others,  whatever  may  be  uur  position,  but  be  willing  to  labor  in  humili^ 
to  do  good  to  our  fellow  creatures,  and  gain  the  favor  of  the  Almighty  bf'^ 
feeling  and  saying  to  our  Father,  as  did  our  great  Prototype,  "  not  my  will, 
but  thine,  be  done." 

Though  we  be  despised  by  the  world  for  our  humility,  we  can  afford  to  beer 
that,  in  view  of  the  priceless  promise  that  has  been  made  by  the  Savior  ta 
those  who  are  faithful:  "  Fear  not,  little  flock;  for  it  is  your  Father's  good 
pleasure  to  give  you  the  kingdont"

Those  looking  on,  seeing  this,  ran  back  and  told  their  neighbors,  and  in  a  few 
a  large  crowd  of  twenty-five  or  thirty  men  and  women  came  running  to  the 
WBtaff's  edtC^ff  And  began  cursing  and  calling  Brother  Atkin  all  the  filthy  namea^sa  com.-* 
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v'Mon  among  their  peculiar  class,  threatening  to  go  and  duck  him,  etc.  Brother  Atkin  sajv 
lie  did  feel  a  little  frightened,  but  said  nothing.  After  the  little  boy  was  baptized,  and 
-during  a  momentary  lull  in  the  storm  of  rile  abuse,  a  young  man  was  led  forth  into  the 
"Water.  Immediately  a  howl  broke  forth  that  fairly  awakened  the  echoes  up  and  down 
the  old  river  banks.  No  notice,  however,  was  taken  of  it;  the  ordinance  was  performed, 
but  when  the  young  man  walked  out  the  rabble  surrounded,  taunted  and  ridiculed  him. 
The  next  to  be  baptized  was  a  young  lady,  and  when  slie  came  out  of  the  water  the 
crowd  surrounded  her,  making  fun  of,  sneering  at  and  mocking  her,  and  treating  her  in 
a  most  shameful  manner.  Brother  Atkin  slipped  around  the  crowd  and  went  over  to 
the  house  of  Brother  Harding,  where  he  changed  bis  clothes.  The  Saints  returned 
sold  were  passing  the  time  pleasantly,  singing  hymns,  when  the  mob  surrounded  the 
bouse,  hooting,  yelling  and  *  raising  Ned*  generally  till  ten  o'clock.  Two  young  ladiea^ 
■'strangers,  who  happened  to  be  at  the  house  of  Brother  Harding  and  witnessed  this  un- 
christian-like conduct,  were  so  impressed  by  it  that  they  aro  now  investigating  our  doc- 
trines and  bid  fair  ere  long  to  become  members  of  the  Church. 

"  The  Mutual  Improvement  Association  of  the  North  London  Branch  is  in  better  con- 
dition and  more  numerously  attended  than  at  any  time  in  its  history  before. 

**  Elder  Clawson  is  restored  to  health  again,  and  Elder  John  L.  Bench  is  much  im- 
proved and  has  resumed  his  labors.  Elder  John  Ileeve  has  been  sorely  afflicted  with  hie 
old  enemy,  rheumatism,  brought  on  by  sleeping  in  a  damp  bed;  but  he  is  somewhat  better , 
and  kas  faith  that  his  prayers  will  l>e  heard  so  that  he  will  be  enabled  to  continue  his 
labors. 

**  Here  in  London  our  meetings  aro  well  attended;  strangers  are  investigating,  and  the 
.prospects,  the  Elders  declare,  are  brighter  than  they  have  seen  them  before.*' 


PROSPECTS  IN  SUSSEX— D0IKG3  OP  DISSATISFIED   PERSONS    RETURNED 

FROM    UTAH. 

Elder  George  J.  Dont  writes  from  Port  Slade,  Sussex,  March  2,  1883, 
•follows: 

**  On  arriving  in  London  in  the  early  part  of  November  last,  I  was  appointed  to  labor 

.  in  the  Kent  and  Essex  District  in  connection  with  other  brethren  who  were  already  there. 

After  spending  a  few  da3rs  with  some  of  my  relatives,  I  proceeded  to  my  field  of  labor, 

where  I  remained  about  five  weeks,  when  I  was  called  away  by  President  Nye,  to  labor 

in  the  Sussex  District,  where  I  am  at  present.     In  most  cases,  the  Saints  are  doing  tm 

well,  as  regards  their  duties  in  the  Church,  as  can  be  expected,  considering  the  circnm* 

stances  with  which  they  are  surrounded,  although  some  are  not  doing  as  well  as  they 

might,  if  they  would  only  make  greater  efforts.     Some  few  in  this  District  are  expectxng 

to  emigrate  this  season,  and  nearly,  if  not  all  have  desires  to  this  end,  and  are  anxiously 

looking  for  the  time  to  come  when  they  will  be  able,  or  privileged  to  gather.     Where  the 

Saints  are  enjo3ring  the  spirit  of  the  Go9{)el  as  much  as  it  is  their  privilege  to,  they  have 

a  realizing  sense  of  the  fact,  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  not  be  safe  for 

them  to  remain  in  this  and  in  other  lands  that  are  remote  from  the  place  the  Lord  has 

appointed  for,  and  commanded  His  people  to  gather  to.     As  a  people,  we  understand  the 

signs  of  the  times,  and  know  that  the  purposes  of  the  Lord  are  ripening  fast,  and  that  the 

v«nd  draweth  nigh,  and  woe  will  overtake  those  who  do  not  watch  for  the  coming  of  tiie 

Lord.    They  will  be  like  the  five  foolish  virgins  who  had  no  oil  in  their'  lamps,  and  were 

not  prepared  to  meet  the  bridegroom.     There  is  considerable  difficulty  experienced  in 

fi^etting  at  strangers,  to  lay  before  them  the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  and  where  opportunity 

is  afforded  for  conversation,  very  often  it  is  the  cose,  that  it  is  only  to  find  fault  with  ear 

doctrines,  and  not  because  they  want  to  leam  anything  for  their  good.    Although  many 

have  been  invited  to  attend  our  meetings,  there  are  but  very  few  who  do  attend.     Veiy 

often  in  traveling  on  the  road,  I  overtake,  or  am  overtaken  by  strangers,  with  whom  I 

get  into  conversation,  and  generally  in  less  than  five  minutes  we  are  talking  religioo. 

In  this  manner  I  have  been  able  to  have  long  conversations,  generally  giving  them  a  treet 

.before  leaving  them,  and  inviting  them  to  our  meetings.    Generally  speaking,  there  la  % 
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■lolid  indiffereno*  with  the  people  respecting  their  Halvation,  as  in  most  cases  they  wiUi 
■gr,  that  if  thej  belioTe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  read  their  Bible,  they  will  be  saved*. 
TUs  is  not  aoeording  to  the  Bible  doctrine.    The  Apostle  James,  in  his  2nd  chapter,  29th  < 
lys:  *But  wilt  thou  know,  O  vain  man,  that  faith  without  works  is  deadP 
No  doubt  some  of  the  Grospel  seed  we  sow  will  fall  upon  good  ground,  and  in  due  time- 
wiD  bring  forth  good  fruit,  but  generally,  prospects  look  rather  forbidding,  and  te  all 
the  harvest  is  over,  and  the  time  for  gleaning  has  come.     We  read  that  as  it 
in  the  days  of  Noah,  so  shall  it  be  in  the  days  of  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man — 
will  hear  the  message  and  reject  it  and  perish.    People  rejected  the  message  of  the 
Bavior  and  His  Apostles,  and  as  we  have  the  same  message,  we  expect  tho  same  treatment 
In  axn^emttion  with  a  man  a  short  time  since,  he  asked  me  if  we  were  making  many 

iverta,  to  which  I  answered  in  the  negative,  and  before  I  could  tell  him  we  did  not 
to,  he  said  he  was  glad  of  it,  and  hoped  we  should  not.  If  we  were  making  very 
ly  converts,  we  might  reasonably  expect  there  was  something  wrong,  for  we  are  t«ld, 
that  'Strait  is  the  gate,  and  narrow  is  the  way  that  leadeth  unto  life,  and  few  there  be 
that  find  it.'  Our  Savior  also  said,  *If  they  receive  me  they  will  receive  you,  but  if  thej 
reject  me  they  will  also  reject  you.' 

**  Last  Jane,  a  family  named  Romery  emigrated  to  Utah  fn>m  Maynard's  Green,  in. 
tikis  District.    They  arrived  back  to  the  same  place  on  January  Ist,  of  the  present  year.. 
I  was  requested  by  my  predecessor.  Brother  Job  Hemsley,  to  visit  Sister  Holland,  mother - 
of  Mrs.  Romery,  in  order  to  ascertain  her  feelings  respecting  the  matter.     I  accordingly 
visited  her  last  month,  but  did  not  see  either  of  those  who  had  returned.     Mrs.  Holland. 
told  me  they  gave  a  very  bad  account  of  the  place  and  the  people;  and  of  course,  she 
believes  that  all  they  tell  her  ia  perfectly  true.)    She  said  the  Elders  had  misrepresented 
the  place  (Utah)  and  its  peeple  to  them,  and  that  our  people  shot  one  man  while  they 
(Romery s)  were  there.     Upon  further  inquiries,  I  found  she  was  alluding  te  the  case  ol 
Captain  Burt    J  gave  her  to  understand  that  it  was  one  of  our  people  who  was  killed^ 
and  net  our  people  who  committed  the  deed.    This  is  the  way  false  reports  are  spread. 
She  made  other  statements  which  I  knew  were  not  correct,  and  which  I  told  her  of,  bnt« 
ihe  said  she  knew  they  were  true,  as  they  (Romerys)  told  her  so. 

**  The  family  has  been  spreading  lies  abeut  Utah  and  its  people,  and  Mrs.  Holland  told* 
mt  that  she  knew  we  would  not  get  any  more  people  in  that  place  to  join  us.  (If  there 
are  nene  better  than  they,  we  do  not  want  them.)  She  (Mrs.  Holland)  said  she  knew 
*lfnrmonism'  was  the  work  of  the  devil,  and  that  it  could  not  stand  long  now.  (I  sup- 
post  she  meant  because  they  had  forsaken  it.)  I  told  her  the  more  it  was  spoken  against 
tiM  faster  it  would  grow  and  spread.  She  said  she  would  take  good  care  that  none  of 
tte  Elders  ever  came  to  her  table  again.  When  I  had  been  talking  with  Mrs.  Holland 
minutes,  (outside  the  house,  for  I  was  not  invited  in)  her  husband  came  up  and 
me  if  I  wanted  a  job  of  digging  hops,  which  I  answered  in  the  negative.  By  soma 
he  got  to  understand  what  my  business  was,  and  five  minutes  later  he  ordered  nva 
away,  saying  he  had  been  tampered  witli  quite  enough,  and  did  not  want  me  about  his 
ptcsnises.  I  left  the  place,  feeling  that  it  is  doomed  to  sufifer  the  judgments  of  the  Lord, 
as  it  has  been  well  warned,  and  there  is  a  very  bitter  feeling  existing  there  against  us,  aft 
a  pec^le.  There  is  a  family  living  within  one  or  two  miles  of  that  place,  with  whom  I 
stayed  one  night,  and  who  (notwithstanding  the  reports  that  are  being  circulated  about 
■s  as  a  people  by  the  Komerys)  have  invited  me  to  visit  them  again.  They  are  very 
cafcr  to  know  of  our  doctrines,  and  when  I  was  with  them  last,  our  conversation  was 
CQBtinacd  till  midnight.  Tliere  are  a  few  who  are  really  honest,  and  make  enquiries  for 
the  poipose  of  learning,  but  the  majority  enquire  and  talk  for  the  sake  of  making  ridiculSk 
Bat  we  do  not  wish  to  cast  our  x>earls  before  swine,  any  more  than  is  necessary.'* 


GOOD  REPORT  FROM  THE  MANCHESTER  CONFEREKCE. 

PxesideDt  H.  W.  Manning  writing  fiom  Manchester,  March  1,  1884,  sayg: 
**  SSnoe  writing  to  you  last  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  our  Conference,  there  has  beett- 
a  gztat  improvement.    The  Elders  have  labored  hard  to  spread  the  principles  of  tb^ 
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Oospel,  and  they  have  been  encouraged  by  getting  many  to  believe  and  quite  a  number 
to  embrace  the  truth.  We  have  succeeded  in  getting  a  number  of  places  to  hold  meetings 
-in  throuflrh  the  week,  and  we  are  able  to  hold  meetings  six  nights  out  of  seven  in  different 
parts,  which  are  well  attended  by  the  Saints  and  strangers.  In  Stockport,  it  has  been 
a  long  time  since  there  was  a  place  to  meet  in,  and  it  was  given  up,  there  only  being 
three  or  four  Saints  there,  but  Elders  Gamer  and  Johnson  visited  them,  and  succeeded  in 
getting  a  house  to  preach  in,  and  on  their  second  visit  had  three  applications  for  baptism; 
«nd  on  the  next,  two  more.  This  gives  our  £lders  encouragement  and  a  greater  desire  to 
labor  for  the  souls  of  men.  In  the  other  Branches  we  are  adding  some  to  our  number, 
and  some  of  the  local  Brethren  are  alive  to  their  duty.  We  have  organired  Improvement 
"Societies,  and  the  Saints  take  a  great  interest  in  them,  and  if  conducted  aright,  they  wiD 
^ve  a  tendency  to  bring  forth  talent,  which  if  cultivated,  will  be  of  great  benefit,  not 
only  to  themselves,  but  in  assisting  in  rolling  forth  the  work  of  Grod.  We  have  some  very 
intelligent  persons  at  present  investigating  our  principles  and  reading  our  works,  and 
there  is  a  good  spirit  manifested  throughout  the  Conference.  About  thirty  persons  from 
this  Conference  intend  to  emigrate  with  the  first  company  in  April,  and  quite  a  number 
through  the  season. 

"  The  health  of  the  Elders  is  good  at  present;  Brother  Steed  has  been  troubled  this 
■winter  with  chills  and  fever,  but  is  all  right  now,  and  getting  fat.  Brother  Gamer  at 
times  suffers  in  his  head." 


ELDER  BENNETT  IN  NORTH  WALES. 

Elder  Benjamin  Bennett  writing  from  Connah*s  Quay,  Flintshire,  February 
^9,  1884,  says: 

**  I  have  been  to  Bagillt,  and  succeeded  in  finding  Brother  Robert  Jones.  He  is  an  old 
member  of  the  Church,  of  thirty-foiur  year's  standing.  He  says  it  is  about  sixteen  yean 
since  he  met  with  the  Saints  and  partook  of  the  sacrament.  He  appears  to  be  very  &nn 
and  faithful.  **  Mormons*'  in  this  part  of  the  country  are  almost  as  scarce  as  hens'  teeth. 
Twenty-five  years  ago  there  was  a  large  Branch  of  the  Church  there,  over  which  Broth«r 
Jones  presided.  I  find  the  people  here  as  elsewhere,  heavily  laden  with  the  uninspired 
precepts  and  doctrines  of  men.  They  fairly  groan  under  the  burden  thereof.  Scribes 
4md  Pharisees  are  as  numerous  as  they  were  in  the  days  of  the  Savior.  Yesterday  I 
called  upon  a  relative  who  lives  four  miles  from  here,  at  a  place  called  Flint.  He  insisted 
upon  my  staying  until  after  dinner.  I  did  so,  and  improvedfthe  time  in  explaining  the 
principles  of  our  holy  religion.  Apparently  he  received  my  utterances  as  a  thirsty  man 
would  a  drink  of  pure  water.  He  is  a  man  of  considerable  means,  and,  like  others  in 
iSimilar  circumstances,  has  thought  but  little  of  his  future  happiness*  At  two  o'clock  I 
took  my  departure;  as  we  shook  hands,  however,  he  kindly  invited  me  to  call  upon  him 
again,  which  I  intend  doing  before  leaving  for  Sheffield."

A   NEW   VIEW    OF   MORMONISM." 


rE  Ifineteentk  Century  magazine  for  January,  1884,  contains  an  interest- 
ing and  well  written  article  under  the  above  title,  from  the  pen  of  Mr, 
FiMi  W.  Barclay,  M.P.,  who  has  recently  paid  a  visit  to  Salt  Lake  City, 
ikk  the  very  commendable  motive  of  qualifying  himself  to  give  an  opinion 
ifte  mach-vezed  "  Mormon  Question."  He  went,  as  he  asserts,  full  of  pre- 
odiflB  against  the  people  and  their  institutions,  but  returned  with  a  firm  con- 
UoQ  that  both  were  misunderstood  and  grossly  misrepresented  by  those 
MVOpnlons  persons  who,  while  professing  to  be  authorities  on  the  subject, 
1^  Renounced  and  calumniated  a  community  of  whom  their  blatant  falsifi" 
4oB8  have  proclaimed  their  entire  ignorance,  or  else  their  total  disregard 
ii|iicity  and  common  honesty.  It  is  highly  gratifying  to  the  Saiats  wheit 
hiyfind  an  individual  who,  though  adverse  to  themselves  in  religious  oon- 
Mbnfl^  has  manhood  and  candor  enough  to  express  his  opinions  with. 
BQtesy,  and  narrate  facts  with  a  due  regard  to  veracity. 
Xr.  Barclay  narrates,  without  comment,  the  circumstances  of  the  first 
Mdfeetations  of  the  Almighty  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  his  receiving: 
b  plates  and  his  translation  of  the  same  by  means  of  the  Urim  and  Thum- 
i%  his  ordination  to  the  Aaronio  and  Melchisedec  Priesthoods,  and  the* 
l^Hrintion  of  the  Church  in  1830.  He  likewise  refers  briefly  to  the  varions 
qiKiiutdB  through  which  the  Saints  passed  in  the  States  of  Missouri,  Ohio^ 
it  Illinois,  with  the  martyrdom  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  and  his  brother 
(pmn,  up  to  the  succession  of  the  late  President  Brigham  Young  to  the 
ndnihip  of  the  people.  He  also  shows  a  striking  parallel  between  this 
Mph  and  ancient  Israel  in  their  march  through  the  wilderness,  and  their 
Uttttlement  in  Salt  Lake  Valley,  in  the  geographical  features  of  which 
b  pobts  out  many  phases  of  resemblance  to  Palestine  although  vastly  differ-K ! 
^uiiUappearancaandcharjieter  as  regards  its  fertility  and  productiara* 
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nesa  He  says  that  in  its  general  aspect  it  must  have  looked  in  the  eyes  even 
of  the  most  sanguine  of  the  Saints  *'  anything  but  a  land  of  promise."  He 
pays  a  high  tribute  to  the  foresight  and  ability  of  President  Young  in  his 
leading  the  people  through  the  wilderness,  and  their  successful  establishment 
in  the  valleys,  and  also  to  the  perseverance  and  industry  of  the  Saints  in  sur- 
mounting the  diiBcultias  placed  in  their  way  by  the  natural  characteristics 
of  the  land  and  of  the  climate;  and  goes  on  to  show  how  closely  the  religion 
of  the  Latter-day  Saints  is  interwoven  with  their  daily  life,  and  that  the 
welfare  of  the  people,  temporally  as  well  as  spiritually,  is  sought  after  in  all 
the  teachings  of  the  authorities  of  the  Church.  He  bears  a  generous  testi- 
mony to  the  sobriety  and  morality  of  the  Saints,  and  shows  that  90  per  cent., 
or  more,  of  whatever  wrong-doing  exists  in  their  midst,  is  attributable  to  the 
non-"  Mormon"  portion  of  the  community.  The  statistics  given  with  regard 
to  education,  compare  favorably  with  th«se  of  any  other  part  of  the  United  - 
States,  while  the  taxes  are  considerably  below  the  average. 

"  The  Mormon  religion,"  he  says,  "  does  not  materially  differ  from  the  re- 
cognized Christian  churches,  except  as  regards  polygamy,"  nor  are  the  Book 
of  Mormon  and  the  Revelations  of  Joseph  Smith,  i,e.  Doctrine  and  Covenants, 
contrary  to  the  Bible  and  New  Testament,  excepting  in  the  afore-named  in- 
stance; and  he  thinks,  with  that  exception,  **  Mormonism"  is  likely  to  become 
the  religion  of  a  great  part  of  the  Western  States  of  America. 

He  deplores  the  unconstitutional  measures  adopted  and  proposed  by  tli9.  * 
President  and  Congress  of  the  United  States  for  the  suppression  of  polygam]^< 
as  a  dark  blot  upon  the  fair  name  and  fame  of  the  great  American  peopl6|  ' 
and  says  the  further  you  get  from  Salt  Lake  City,  the  louder  is  the  clamor  • 
raised  against  it.    Mr.  Barclay  thinks  the  question  ''  will  solve  itself  if  left  '^ 
severely  alone,"  as  it  has  had  its  day,  and  the  young  ladies  of  Utah  will  not* 
long  be  content  with  less  than  the  exclusive  right  to  their  husbands.    He* 
anticipates  that  the  minds  of  the  people  will  shortly  be  prepared  to  receiTe  ^ 
another  revelation,  announcing  that  plural  marriage  is  no  longer  necessary  ' 
or  desirable.     Here  our  friend  betrays  his  want  of  knowledge  of  the  true  feel-  - 
lugs  which  pervade  the  bosoms  of  the  faithful  daughters  of  Zion,  and  their  ' 
bt>pe8  and  aspirations  with  respect  to  the  holy  order  of  patriarchal  marriage; 
he  says  that  "  plural  wives  seem  to  realize  the  obloquy  of  their  position,"  a 
statement  not  justifiable  in  at  least  a  majority  of  instances. 

With  regard  to  a  *'  new  revelation,"  the  Lord  has  spoken  and  given  His 
commandment  concerning  this  matter,  and  the  Saints  have  no  idea  of  Hk  * 
issuing  a  countermand  to  suit  tke  ideas  of  modern  civilization.  The  minds  < 
of  the  Saints  are  moulded  to  the  will  of  Qod,  and  not  the  commands  of  Gk>d'  < 
to  the  likes  and  dislikes  of  either  "  Mormons"  or  Gentiles.  But  then,  white-  ^ 
Mr.  Barclay  does  not  deny,  he  does  not  admit,  the  divinity  of  this  work^  * 
hence  he  thinks  *'  Mormonism"  can  be  trimmed  to  suit  the  times,  a  mistaka  •< 
common  to  less  worthy  critics  of  "  Mormonism"  than  himself.  He  is,  hov-*  * 
ever,  convinced  that  the  present  outcry  against  our  people  does  not  arita*i 
from  any  particular  regard  for  morality,  but  a  desire  to  fill  remunerative  •' 
offices,  which  might  be  open  were  all  the  proposals  of  our  opponents  oanMh^ 
intO'eifett 
MCi  Barclay's  remarks  ought  to  be  of  great  service  in  dispelling  the  iK^oIar  - 
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dblnsion  that  the  Saints  are  in  bondage  to  the  Priesthood,  and  that  they  are 
bound  to  render  implicit  obedience  to  whatever  may  be  commanded  by  the 
aathorities  of  the  Church.    This,  he  clearly  shows,  is  by  no  means  the  case, 
•nd  testifies  that  they  ei^oy  the  greatest  possible  liberty,  political,  social  and 
idigioas — no  kind  of  coercion  being  even  used,  or  undue  influence  exerted, 
oter  the  voluntary  action  of  the  people,  the  only  opprobrium  attached  to 
diiregard  of  the  established  rule  and  usage  of  the  Church  being  *^  public 
^ipinioD."    The  warmth  of  feeling  evinced  by  the  people  towards  their  leaders 
it  also  commented  upon,  and  it  is  asserted  that  "  President  Taylor  holds  a 
fu  higher  place  in  the  hearts  of  the  people,  than  does  the  President  of  the 
United  States  in  the  hearts  of  the  generality  of  the  people  over  whom  he 
presides."    Nor  is  this  to  be  wondered  at,  when  the  fact  is  fully  realized  that 
BreddeDt  Taylor  is  not  only  the  leader  of  the  people,  but  the  Prophet  of  the 
Most  High,  and  His  representative  upon  the  earth.     The  various  organiza- 
tions of  the  Priesthood  are  referred  to  in  an  able  and  appreciative  manner, 
tsd  it  is  distinctly  stated  that  no  one  *'  is  paid  for  the  duties  he  performs  in 
connection  with  his  calling  im  the  Priesthood.''     The  Tithes,  too,  are  quite 
Tolantary,  and  are  used  '*  for  the  building  of  the  Temple,  the  sustenance  of 
tke  poor  and  unfortunate,  and  in  assisting  the  immigration  of  poor  'Saints 
bom  the  various  mission  fields." 

It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  find  that  there  are  men  of  intelligence  and  good- 
im  of  heait  sufficient  to  be  able  to  throw  aside  their  prejudices  and  freely 
idmowledge  their  own  convictions  on  this  subject,  and  we  can  only  hope 
thsl  there  may  be  many  yet  who  will  emulate  the  foregoing  worthy  example, 
tid  endeavor  to  find  out  for  themselves  the  true  merits,  and  demerits  if  such 
be,  of  the  ^  Mormon  Question,''  always  remembering  the  admonition  of 
i:  "  He  that  answereth  a  matter  before  he  heareth  it,  it  is  folly  and 
tmto  him."

My  Dear  Friend, — Your  letter  of  the  29th  inst  was  duly  received,  for 
which  I  am  much  obliged,  but  somewhat  surprised  to  read  the  hasty  decisioa 
at  which  you  have  arrived.     Have  you  ever  studied  the  doctrine  of  tha 
scriptures  for  yourself?  or  are  you  resting  your  faith  upon  the  traditions  of 
others?    The  tract  I  left  with  Mrs.  Jex  contains  no  doctrine  contrary  to  the* 
scripture  teac&ing,  so  that  if  you  admit  the  scripture  as  a  divine  revelatioa; 
of  God's  will  to  man,  you  ought  to  bo  thankful  to  know  that  there  is  one' 
class  of  people  on  the  earth  who  do  not  barter  the  Gospel  of  Christ  for  the 
favor  and  convenience  of  men,  and  who  will  not  shun  to  declare  the  whola^ 
counsel  of  God  to  their  fellow  men.     If  faith,  pure  and  simple,  be  all  that !» 
required  to  secure  our  salvation  and  a  place  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  all 
the  ordinances  contained  in  the  Old  and  New  Testament  are  no  longer  re- 
quired, what,  in  the  name  of  common  sense,  is  the  use  of  the  Bible  yoa  wiak 
the  people  to  believe) 

Permit  me,  my  friend,  in  the  spirit  of  kindness,  to  draw  your  mind  fronk 
such  a  premature  decision,  and  to  centre  it  on  the  following  outlines  of  ^Sbm 
scriptures,  which  plainly  set  forth  the  great  plan  of  human  redemption,  ai» 
revealed  to  us  for  our  faith  and  guidance  in  this  life.  Genesis  i,  27-30,  in**' 
forms  us  of  man's  estate  before  the  fall,  (read  it  carefully,)  and  in  the  8rdL 
chapter,  from  the  9th  to  the  24th  verses,  we  are  again  informed  as  to  hilt 
estate  after  the  falL  From  what,  then,  has  man  to  be  redeemed!  And  hair 
is  his  redemption  to  be  brought  about?  Having  made  yourself  fully  ae* 
qtiainted  with,  the  first  and  secend  estate  of  man's  condition  on  this  earthy 
let  us  now  commence  our  research,  and  see  if  we  can  find  out  this  all-im* 
portant  principle  upon  which  hangs  our  future  happiness  and  exaltation. 

Redemption  implies  a  restoration  of  that  which  had  been  lost  or  forfeited* 
Man  fell,  but  he  was  incapable  of  redeeming  himself,  hence  a  Savior  was 
promised,  and  in  the  meridian  of  time  He  came  to  do  His  Father's  will.    H» 
did  not  come  of  His  own  accord — he  was  sent;  neither  were  the  principles 
He  taught  His  own,  but  the  Father's  who  had  sent  Him;  so  that  man,  yoa 
see,  has  no  authority  either  to  add  to  or  to  take  from  the  simple,  plain  ordinan^-  ; 
ces,  divine  authority,  and  principles  of  the  Gospel    They  are  all  incorporated 
va  the  Gospel  plan  of  redemption.    We  have  power  to  reject  them,  but  qo^i 
to  alter  theoL    If  we  receive  the  Gospel  in  all  its  fullness,  as  revealed  to  vm 
ii  the  scriptures  by  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  His  Apostles  and  Prophetic 
then  we  will  receive  all  the  blessing?,  but  any  departure  from  that  prindpte^*  ] 
will  seriously  injure  or  impair  our  salvation.    We  may  be  fully  satisfied  thafr<'  ' 
the  entire  plan  of  silvation  was  fully  arranged,  and  every  principle  and 
ordinance  properly  defined,  long  before  the  Savior  left  His  Father's  preaeiKM/^  ' 
for  this  earth.    Heaven  an  d  earth  may  pass  awav,  but  not  one  jot  or  tittle  of  tho  r  '■ 
law  shall  fail  till  all  be  fulfilled.  (Matt,  v,  17-20.)     Before  the  Lord  JesfHk •  : 
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Christ  entered  upon  His  ministry,  He  claimed  His  right  of  baptism  of  John 
tiie  Baptist.  John  demurred,  but  the  Sayior  assured  him  it  was  uecessaiy  in 
•ctder  that  He  might  fulfill  all  righteousness;  and  when  tbey  were  come  up 
oat  of  the  water,  God  acknowledged  the  ordinance  and  approved  of  the  act 
\/y  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Qho^t  and  His  exclamation:  "This  is  my  beloved  Son, 
ID  whom  I  am  well  pleased."    (Matt  iii,  1317.) 

If  this  ordinance  was  not  essential  to  salvation,  how  do  you  account  for 
1i»  SarioT  nbt  being  able  to  fulfill  all  righteousness  without  complying  with 
it!  He  not  only  obeyed  it  himself,  but  he  enforced  it  upon  Nicodemus  in 
the  strongest  possible  terms:  "Verily,  verily  (in  truth)  I  say  unto  thee,  £x- 
tept  a  man  be  bom  of  water  and  of  the  spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  king- 
^•m  of  God."  (John  iii,  5.)  This  same  doctrine  which  He  preached  to  this 
peat  man,  he  commanded  His  Apostles  to  teach  to  all  nations,  and  stipulated 
-aione  of  the  conditions  of  salvation:  "  Qo  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be 
«ved;  but  be  that  believeth  not  shall  be  damned."  (Mark  xvi,  15, 16.)      * 

And  then  look  at  the  simplicity  of  the  Apostles,  who  conceived  this  ordi- 
fiance  as  a  binding  principle  in  the  commission  they  had  received,  and  ad- 
'Binistered  it  to  all  who  believed  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  through  their 
lieachiug  and  administrations.  (Acts  ii,  38.)  *^  Repent  and  be  baptized 
«very  one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and 
yf  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  (Acts  viii,  36-39.)  If  you  will 
md  the  10th  chapter  of  Acts,  you  will  also  see  that  a  certain  man  was  com- 
■tnded  to  be  baptized  after  he  had  been  visited  by  an  angel,  and  had  even 
leeeived  the  Holy  Ghost.  If  this  ordisance  was  only  intended  as  an  out- 
inrd  sign«of  inward  grace,  why  administer  it  to  Cornelius?  But  how  could 
Oonielins  and  his  family  be  saved  without  water  baptism,  if  the  word  of  the 
Xord  to  Nicodemus  be  true? 

With  regard  to  your  belief  in  a  universal  salvation,  I  have  little  to  say. 
Tkb  good  book  informs  me  that  the  dead  shall  be  "judged  every  man  accord- 
iQg  to  their  works."  (Rev.  xx,  13.) 

Yon  say  that  your  mission  is  not  sectarian;  I  do  not  see  what  else  you 
em  make  it  Sectarian  refers  to  a  section,  or  part  of  a  whole.  Am  I  to 
^Bderstand  that  the  lay  church  embraces,  or  contains  and  admimisters  the 
eilire  GkMpel  of  Jesus  Christ?  Where  and  who  are  your  Apostles  and  Proph- 
«M  (Eph.  iT,  11.)  What  ordinances  of  the  Gospel  do  they  administer! 
4Hebt.  Ti,  1,  2;  Mark  xvi,  15,  16;  John  iii,  5;  Acts  ii,  38.)  And  what  miracu- 
Ins  gifts  of  the  Holy  Ghost  do  they  possess  in  common  with  the  Saints  of 
Qod  eighteen  hundred  years  ago?  (1  Cor.  xii.)  Read  those  scriptures  care- 
Wly  cyver,  and  see  if  you  have  not  made  a  slight  mistake.  (Eph.  iv,  1-17:) 
•He  (Christ)  ascended  up  on  high  *  ♦  and  gave  gifts  unto  men  ♦  •*  ♦ 
Asd  he  gave  some,  apostles;  and  some,  prophets;  and  some,  evangelists;  and 
MM,  pesters  and  teachers."  What  did  He  give  those  officers  for?  **  For  the 
^■fBcting  of  the  Saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the 
hody  of  Christ ''  How  long  had  they  to  continue?  *'  Till  we  all  come  in  the 
laity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect 
onto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of  Christ.*' 

Let  me,  in  the  spirit  of  kindness,  my  friend,  ask  you,  Has  that  time  arrived? 
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The  666  different  Christian  churches,  leading  the  people  hither  and  thither  in 
the  midst  of  confusion,  superstition  and  error,  afford  us  an  answer.  Rev.  xiii, 
18:  '*Here  is  wisdom.  Let  him  that  hath  understanding  count  the  number 
of  the  beast:  for  it  is  the  number  of  a  man;  and  his  number  is  six  handred 
three  score  and  six."  No  unity  here,  my  friend;  neither  is  the  lay  cliarch 
capable  of  bringing  about  so  desirable  an  understanding  among  the  childreu 
of  men. 

I  suppose,  by  this  time,  you  are  disposed  to  inquire  how  this  change  from 
the  divine  order  to  this  heterogeneous  discord  in  the  Christian  churches  has 
been  brought  about.     The  Apostle  John,  from  the  Isle  of  Patmoa,    will 
answer  your  question.    The  beast  made  war  with  the  Saints  and  overcame 
them,  and  upon  her  forehead  was  a  name  written :   "  Mystery,  Babylon  tha 
Gfreat,  the  Mother  of  Harlots  and  abominations  of  the  earth,''  with  whom  tke 
kings  of  the  earth  have  committed  fornication,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the 
earth  have  been  made  drunk  with  the  wine  of  her  fornication.    Yes,  my 
friend,  she  took  full  possession  of  "  both  small  and  great,  rich  and  poor,  free 
and  bond,''  *'  and  no  man  might  buy  or  sell,  save  he  that  had  the  mark,  or 
the  name  of  the  beast,  or  the  number  of  his  name."  (Eev.  xiii,  16-18;  xvii, 
1-18.)    And  while  this  "scarlet  Udy"  fattened  on  the  blood  of  the  Saints,  and 
swayed  her  sceptre  with  a  high  hand  over  the  earth's  inhabitants,  Qod  raised 
up  an  instrument,  and  with  him  he  inflicted  a  deadly  wound  upon  her,  from 
which  sprung  666  of  her  illegitimate  daughters,  and  while  she  was  reeling 
under  the  deadly  influence  of  this  wound,  John  says:  "  I  saw  another  ang^ 
fly  in  the  midst  of  heaven,  having  the  everlasting  Gospel  to  preach  unto* 
them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  and  to  every  nation,  and  kindred,  and  tongjoe 
and  people,  saying  with  a  loud  voice.  Fear  God  and  give  glory  (o  Him,  fojr' 
the  hour  of  His  judgment  is  come."  (Rev.  xiv,  6,  7.) 

This  scripture  cannot  fail  to  lead  you  to  a  calm  survey  of  the  whole  quef-  ■ 
tion.    Till  the  angel  restored  the  everlasting  Gospel  to  the  earth,  no  person, 
however  good  his  intentions,  had  authority  from  God  to  administer  one  sin^- 
ordinance  it  contained.    And  if  the  angel  has  not  yet  appeared  to  the  officens 
of  your  church,  do  you  not  think  it  is  time  you  were  looking  for  him,  and 
making  suitable  arrangements  for  that  event? 

Now,  sir,  in  conclusion,  permit  me  to  inform  you,  and  I  do  so  with  tbe-* 
feelings  of  a  man  who  is  conscious  of  the  gravity  of  his  statement  and  tk^^ 
responsibility  he  incurs,  that  that  angel  has  indeed  appeared  on  the  esitli 
and  delivered  up  the  treasure,  the  everlasting  Gospel  estrusted  to  biro,  to  p- 
young  man  by  the  name  of  Joseph  Smith,  who  was  chosen  by  God,  and  oc- 
dained  to  the  Aaronic  Priesthood  by  John  the  Baptist,  on  the  15th  of  ICsgTt 
1829,  in  Harmony,  Susquehanna  Csunty,  Pennsylvania,  United  States  oT 
America.    He  was  also  ordained  to  the  high  priesthood,  or  apostleship^  hjT 
the  Apostles  Peter,  James  and  John,  a  few  weeks  subsequently,  and  organi^. 
the  Church  on  the  6th  of  April,  1830,  from  which  time  it  has  been  gradually* 
extending  in  every  direction,  until  at  the  present  it  occupies  a  most  enviable^ 
position  on  the  earth.

James  A.  McKnight,  Esq.,  late  U.  S.  Consul  to  St.  Helena,  who  was  bom 
and  reared  in  Utah,  has  returned  to  Salt  Lake  City  to  reside  permanentlji 
tod  has  accepted  a  position  on  the  editoral  staff  of  the  Salt  Lake  Herald, 

Apostle  Moses  Thatcher  has  returned  home  from  his  visit  to  Washington. 

Very  cold  and  blustery  weather  was  experienced  throughout  Utah,  generally 
•boot  the  middle  of  February.  Snow  blockades  on  the  railroads  were  very 
ennimoD.  It  is  said  that  the  Utah  and  Northern  Bailwaj  has  had  more 
tioables  of  this  kind  lately  than  during  any  previous  winter. 

Forty-two  degrees  below  zero  was  the  temperature  which  prevailed  ia 
Liberty,  Bear  Lake  Valley,  at  one  time  last  month,  and  the  same  was  the 
cue  at  Mendon,  in  Cache  Co.,  on  the  morning  of  the  14th  ult 

A  snowslide  occurred  on  the  morning  of  the  18th  ult.  in  one  of  the  gulches, 
between  Park  City  and  the  Ontario  mine,  shattering  two  cabins  and  killing 
tbree  children,  fatally  injuring  two  women  and  bruising  a  man  badly. 

A  fire  occurred  in  Ogden  on  the  19th  ult.,  resulting  in  the  total  destruction 
of  the  skating  rink,  of  Ed.  Keyes,  valued  at  $1200,  and  damage  to  the 
smoont  of  $700  to  the  Co-operative  granary. 

A  oomber  of  artesian  wells  have  been  bored  in  Cache  Valley,  in  the  region 
sf  Logao,  and  good  streams  of  water  obtained  at  various  depths,  ranging  from 
iO  to  75  feet  The  water  is  lukewarm  and  slightly  impregnated  with  iron. 
Cattle  seem  to  like  the  taste  of  it,  and  thrive  well  on  drinking  it. 

John  Williams,  a  carpenter,  residing  in  the  21st  Ward,  Salt  Lake  City,  had 
bit  house  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  8th  of  February.    The  loss  was  about  $800. 

The  members  of  the  Wyoming  Legislature  have  been  paying  a  visit  to  Salt 
Lake  City,  and  have  been  treated  with  true  "  Mormon"  hospitality  and  kind- 
sea  by  the  Utah  Legislature,  the  City  Council,  etc. 

The  lawsuits  between  Bishop  Thomas  Taylor  and  Allen  G.  Campbell, 
isvolving  the  title  to  twenty-tive  claims  on  iron  mines  in  Iron  Co.,  have  been 
aetded  by  mutual  agreement  to  draw  lots  for  the  ownership.

THE    WORD    OF    WISDOM. 


In  the  spring  of  1833,  about  three  years  after  the  organization  of  the  Church, 
a  revelation  ^as  given  to  the  Saints,  containing  admonitions  in  regard  to  the 
.  use  of  intoxicants,  and  other  things  calculated  in  their  nature  to  injure  man's 
mental  and  physical  powers.  The  Lord  said  it  was  not  gives  as  a  command- 
ment, but  as  "  a  principle  with  promise,  adapted  to  the  capacity  of  the  weak| 
and  the  weakest  of  all  Saints,  who  are  or  can  be  called  Saints." 

Over  fifty  years  ago,  the  Lord,  in  His  mercy  to  His  people,  gave  to  them  a 
law  pertaining  to  temperance,  not  couched  in  threatening  words,  but  yet  in 
the  spirit  of  warning.  Understanding  the  proneness  of  His  children  to  be  led 
astray.  He  sought  to  gently  guide  their  minds,  that  they  should  not  be  given 
to  the  little  evils  that  afflict  society,  and  that  lay  the  foundation  for  those 
weightier  sins  that  drag  men  down  to  ruin. 

In  His  revealed  word  the  Lord  declares  that  tobacco  is  for  "  bruises  and  all 
sick  cattle."  Although  so  unpalatable,  so  sickening  in  the  extremo,  the  taste 
of  mankind  has  become  so  far  perverted,  that  a  large  proportion  of  the 
human  family  are  addicted  to  the  use  of  that  drug,  "one  hundred  pounds  of 
which,  is  said  to  contain 'seven  pounds  of  deadly  nicotine."  It  is  said  that 
tobacco  tends  to  soothe  and  quiet  the  nerves  when  one  has  taxed  his  energies 
to  an  improper  degree.  As  a  medicine  it  may  be  very  necessary  under  some 
circumstances,  but  it  is  most  dangerous,  creating  an  appetite  that  is  difficult 
to  control,  and  that  is  apt  to  lead  to  much  suffering.  Many  who  use  it  improp- 
erly, if  denied  it  for  a  season,  almost  lose  their  reason,  its  power  is  so  great| 
and  its  loss  felt  so  keenly.  Scientific  men  claim  that  it  interferes  with  the 
circulation  of  the  blood,  proving  conclusively  that  its  effects  are  most  dam- 
aging upon  all  who  use  it,  but  more  particularly  upon  the  young.  Its  effects 
are  not  alone  injurious  to  those  who  use  it,  but  their  offspring  have  entailed 
upon  them  nervous  complaints  from  which  they  suffer  during  their  natural 
lives. 

When  the  body  is  over-worked,  and  the  vital  force  drawn  upon  beyond  the 
proper  limit,  the  frame  should  have  rest  and  nourishment,  not  stimulants. 
He  who  uses  stimulants  is  shattering  his  constitution  and  shortening  his  Ufa 
The  Lord  says  tobacco  is  for  bruises  and  for  sick  cattle,  and  is  not  good  for 
man.  He  certainly  knows  what  is  best  for  His  children,  and  all  should  pause 
before  forming  a  habit  so  dirty,  so  expensive,  and  so  dangerous  to  themselves 
and  children. 
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"Hot  drinks  are  not  for  the  body  or  belly,"  sayrf  the  Lord.  It  is  very 
frequently  asked,  what  comes  within  the  meaning  of  hot  drinkst  The  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  said  tea  and  coffee  were  so  classed.  They  are  often  drank  so 
hoty  as  to  almost  scald  the  throat  while  swallowing,  weakening  the  stomach, 
causing  dyspepsia,  and  doing  much  injury  to  the  system.  They  also  stimulate 
and  excite  the  nerves  to  a  degree  almost  marvelous  to  those  who  are  not 
accostoDied  to  their  regular  use.  A  person  who  is  not  in  the  habit  of  using 
either  of  them,  will  find  by  drinking  one  cup  that  the  effect  is  almost  instant- 
-aneous,  if  sleepy  before;  the  desire  for  sleep  is  banished,  and  for  hours  to  come 
the  body  that  needed  rest  is  seemingly  revived,  and  the  mind  has  full  play; 
and  thus  it  happens  that  the  body  is  worn  out,  not  receiving  care,  but  stimu- 
lated beyond  its  powers  of  endurance. 

An  article  recently  published  in  a  scientific  paper,  says:  ''Tea  should  not 
Tw  used  at  all,  but  it  does  less  damage  if  plenty  of  nourishing  food  is  used 
with  it  When  the  food  is  meagre  and  poor,  its  effects  are  very  serious."  The 
ohserrations  of  the  writer  go  to  confirm  him  in  the  belief  that  a  very  large 
'proportion  of  the  nervous  diseases  to  which  the  human  family  are  subject, 
are  directly  traceable  to  an  improper  use  of  those  things  intended  for  medical 
uses,  and  that  would  cure  many  diseases,  but  which,  being  misapplied  bring 
liaToc  and  death.  They  are  like  the  fire  upon  the  hearth,  which,  while  under 
control  affords  warmth  and  gives  comfort,  but,  once  master,  consumes  all 
before  it. 

Strong  drink  stands  forth  as  a  giant  to  do  battle  with  the  sons  and  daughters 
t»f  God,  and  to  rob  thnm  of  eternal  life  by  placing  them  among  that  class  who 
wilfnlly  commit  self-destruction.  How  palatable;  how  ploising  to  the  taste 
IB  the  sparkling  wine!  No  burning  sensation,  but  mild,  agreeable,  soul  stirring, 
it  steals  away  man's  brains,  and  drags  him  to  inevitable  ruin,  if  he  persists  in 
its  use.  Singular,  but  true,  nevertheless,  it  is  the  very  first  thing  the  Lord  con- 
demns in  His  revealed  word  on  the  subject  of  wisdom.  He  knows  its  seductive 
|K>W€r,  and  the  weakness  of  man.  He  had  seen  Lot  and  others  of  His  sons  go 
ta  disgrace  and  shame.  "  Give  strong  drink  unto  him  that  is  ready  to  perish, 
:aod  wine  unto  those  that  be  of  heavy  hearts." 

Wine  should  only  be  used  to  commemorate  the  death  and  suffering  of  our 
"Savior.  It  is  to  typify  His  spilled  blood,  and  should  be  sacred  to  every 
**  Christian."  No  more  should  man  revel  in  the  use  of  wine  than  in  the  blood 
«f  his  master. 

All  kinds  of  spirituous  and  fermented  liquor  are  condemned,  except  for 
ttechanical  and  medicinal  purposes,  and  for  the  washing  of  the  body — not 
to  be  taken  internally;  for  under  no  circumstances  should  it  enter  the  system 
•oojy  as  a  medicine,  because  it  feeds  an  appetite  that,  once  fully  formed,  robs 
aan  of  his  reason,  and  destroys  both  mind  and  body.  Its  use  causes  man  to 
lalfer  from  his  own  flesh  and  blood;  to  murder  the  wife  of  his  bosom,  and  the 
children  he  should  love  and  cherish,  to  violate  the  laws  of  his  country,  to 
strike  to  the  earth  the  mother  that  has  borne  and  nourished  him,  and  bruise 
aod  beat  the  father  that  has  sheltered  him  in  childhood.  The  assassin  wor- 
ahipa  at  the  shrine  of  Bacchus  before  he  goes  forth  upon  his  desperate  errand; 
scarcely  a  horrid  crime,  or  damning  deed  is  perpetrated  until  strength  is 
from  the  delusive  cup.     Honor,  virtue,  truth,  and  honesty;  the 
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laws  of  God  and  of  man„  and  everjtbiog  sacred  to  mao,  are  trampled  under 

foot  by  the  demon  drink.    It  disregards  every  tie,  destroys  friendship,  ro^ 

the  dead  and  curses  the  living;  blights  the  home,  and  renders  man  too  vile 

to  live  and  unfit  to  die.  \ 

In  treating  upon  the  question  of  food,  the  revelation  says  that  meats  are  to 

be  used  sparingly,  and  that  it  will  please  the  Lord  if  they  are  only  used  in  times 

of  famine  and  excessive  cold.    Animal  life  is  to  be  properly  guarded,  and  not 

wantonly  sacrificed  to  the  appetite  of  man.    His  use  of  it  must  be  limited  lo 

times  of  scarcity,  or  those  seasons  of  extreme  cold  when  it  may  be  necessa^ 

to  use  meats  to  create  proper  warmth  to  withstand  the  elements.    In  warm 

or  temperate  climates  but  little,  if  any,  meat  should  be  used,  and  in  cold 

climates  only  as  the  Lord  has  said.     Qrain,  fruit  and  vegetables  are  the 

natural  food   of    man,    giving  health  and  life,   nourishing   the    body  and 

preserving  it  in  vigor  until  it  wears  out  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of 

nature,  and  until  the  angel  of  death  comes  to  take  its  own. 

By  a  proper  observance  of  the  "  Word  of  Wisdom,"  man  may  hope  to  re- 
gain what  has  been  lost  by  transgression  and  live  to  the  age  of  a  tree,  going 
to  his  grave  fully  ripened,  like  a  shock  of  corn.  In  order  that  His  covenant 
people  might  grow  up  in  purity  and  honor  bcifore  Him,  and  be  free  from  tke 
terrible  sins  so  common  among  His  erring  children,  the  Lord  forewarned 
them,  giving  them  great  promises  for  their  faithful  observance  of  His  words, 
looking  to  their  spiritual  and  temporal  salvation.  He  says:  "  And  all  SaiiUS 
who  remember  to  keep  and  do  these  sayings,  walking  in  obedience  to  the 
commandments,  shall  receive  health  in  their  navel,  and  marrow  to  their 
bones,  and  shall  find  wisdom  and  great  treasures  of  knowledge,  even  hidd£n 
treasures;  and  shall  run  and  not  be  weary,  and  shall  walk  and  not  faint; 
and  I,  the  Lord,  give  unto  them  a  promise,  that  the  destroying  angel  shall 
pass  by  them,  as  the  children  of  Israel,  and  not  slay  them." 

How  earnestly  should  we  to  whom  this  law  has  been  made  known,  seek  to 
obtain  the  rich  promises  and  enjoy  these  great  blessings!  for  they  pertain  to 
this  life,  and  prepare  us  fur  the  life  to  come.  The  spirit  of  that  revelatipn 
should  be  lixed  in  every  mind  as  a  guiding  star,  prompting  each  of  us  to 
weigh  well  every  act,  whether  pertaining  to  our  clothing,  eating,  drinking  or 
speaking;  that  as  the  sun's  rays  in  springtime  gladden  all  nature  and  awaken 
life  and  hope,  the  "  Word  of  Wisdom,"  given  of  God,  may  remove  the  thorns 
and  briars  from  our  pathway,  and  strew  the  same  with  joy  and  peace. 


RELIGIOUS  INTOLERANCE  IN  INDIANA. -A  few  months  since 
we  published  an  account  of  a  couple  of  Latter-day  Saint  Elders  being  tarred 
and  feathered  by  a  mob  ia  Indiana,  their  offense  being  that  they  persisted  in 
preaching  the  Gospel  notwithstanding  the  many  threats  of  personal  violence 
made  towards  them.  We  now  have  another  instance  to  record  of  the  hrutal 
treatment  accorded  to  defenseless,  unoffending  Elders  by  the  lawless  rabhk 
of  that  same  region,  who  are  doubtless  incited,  as  they  almost  invariably  ara^ 
by  bigoted  sectarian  preachers,  jealous  of  the  Elders'  success,  and  chagrined 
at  not  being  able  to  prove  their  doctrines  unscriptural.  The  following  is  s 
condensed  account  of  the  affair  as  taken  from  one  of  the  Utah  papers: 

"  Two  Elders— Jaa.  A.  Andtrson  and  J.  G.  M.  Baraea— were  murderously  assanlttd 
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<m  the  erening  of  Feb.  7th,  in  Washington  Cottnty,  Indiana.  Prior  to  a  meeting  th^y 
were  to  hold,  they  were  notified  of  the  intention  of  some  parties  to  break  up  the  assem* 
Uage;  but  being  determined  to  carry  out  their  part  of  the  programme,  they  repaired  to 
"tiie  designated  place  of  meeting,  and  although  efforts  were  made  to  annoy  the  Elders,  the 
neetiiig  waa  not  broken  up  as  had  been  threatened.  On  their  way  back  to  their  lodging 
place,  acoompftnied  by  some  young  men,  they  were,  however,  assaulted  by  a  mob  to  the 
inimber  of  ten.  Rocks  and  clubs  were  thrown,  and  finding  they  could  not  scare  the 
Elders  in  that  way,  the  mob  began  empt3dng  their  revolvers  upon  them.  Brother  Bamea 
hid  only  just  stepped  behind  a  tree  to  get  out  of  the  way  of  the  bullets,  when  one  of 
them  struck  the  tree.  Bullets  fell  at  their  feet,  and  whizzed  past  unpleasantly  close. 
After  discharging  all  the  deadly  missiles  they  had  with  them,  the  mob  left  the  Elders 
«Bd  their  few  companions  to  pursue  their  journey  without  further  molestation."

We  only  had  two  days  that  were  at  all  pleasant,  llie  pilot  came  oa 
board  last  evening.  He  expected  to  land  us  about  two  o'clock  to-day,  but  we  did  not 
xeach  hen*  till  five  o'clock.    We  will  leave  here  for  home  to-morrow  evening.'* 


WORK  IN  THE  ST.   GEORGE  TEMPLE,  ETC. 

Bishop  David  H.  Cannon  writing  from    St.    George,    Washington  Co.», 
Utah,  to  Elder  Geo.  C.  Lambert,  Feb.  20,  1884,  says: 

*'  W«jarv  haviMg  good  times  in  the  House  of  the  Lord  {the  St  George  Temple].    The* 
Pecplft  seem  to  be  f«ily  aroused  to  the  necessity  of  doing  a  work  for  their  dead,  in  which, 
^y  manifest  faith.     Another  thing  that  should  give  joy  to  the  faithful  observer,  is  the> 
luifced  manmer  in  which  the  Saints  have  accepted  the  counsel  of  our  leaders  in  relation  to 
^  Word  ol  Wisdom.    I  do  not  think  there  is  one  pound  of  tea,,  or  one  plug,  of  tobaoco 
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.«old  now  where  there  used  to  be  ten.    All  theae  thini<s  speak  well  for  the  progreM  the 
latter-day  work  is  making. 

"  You  speak  of  the  hardness  of  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  the  old  couniij  in  relatkni 

to  the  Gospel;  this  is  as  we  expected  it  would  be  in  regard  to  this  matter;  it  is  on  the 

.principle  of  gleaning  potatoes.      The  fanner  plows  and  picks  up  his  potatoes,  then 

harrows  the  ground  tu  bring  to  the  surface  those  that  maj  have  been  nussed,  which 

jjso  picked  up.    Then  he  teUs  his  neighbor  that  he  may  glean  the  patch,  but  if  any 

found  they  will  be  very  few,  and  will  require  great  labor  to  find  them.     Our  Elders  are 

4Bent  out  not  to  convert  the  world,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  but  to  preach  unto  them 

the  Gospel,  bearing  a  faithful  testimony  to  the  people;  if  they  receive  it,  to  Crod  be  the 

^lory,  and  if  they  reject  it,  the  matter  is  still  with  Him,  and  we  need  have  no  concern. 

**  My  son  David  is  in  Arkansas  on  a  mission,  and  writes  that  the  people  seem  to  be 
«ase-hardened  against  the  principles  of  truth.  The  people  of  that  State  have  heard  bo 
much  about  the  Grospel  (some  of  the  first  Elders  of  the  Church  having  been  there,)  and 
njected  it,  that  they  are  now  left  to  themselves,  and  to-day  they  would  rather  believe  n 
lie  and  be  damned  than  accept  the  testimony  of  a  poor  '  Mermon'  Elder.  But  while  the 
Xiord  is  withdrawing  His  Spirit  from  the  living,  who  have  heard  the  Gospel  and  rejected 
it,  He  is  pouring  out  His  Spirit  upon  His  servants  who  hold  the  Holy  Priesthood,  causing 
them  to  hurry  the  work  of  building  Temples,  that  if  the  living  have  rejected  the  testi- 
mony, something  may  be  done  for  those  who  have  died  without  so  much  as  hearing  the 
Gospel  in  its  fullness.  To  show  you  how  this  great  work  will  be  accomplished,  it  is  only 
necessary  to  call  your  attention  te  the  following  figures,  that  you  may  see  what  has  been 
done  in  this  Temple  for  the  dead  alone,  to  say  nothing  about  the  living:  baptisms, 
184,744;  endowments,  71,893;  Elders  ordained,  27,256;  couples  sealed,  24,148;  and  this 
between  the  9th  of  January,  1877,  and  the  31st  of  December,  1883.  It  will  be  under- 
•stood  that  this  is  nothing  in  comparison  with  what  will  be  accomplished  when  the  Tem- 
ples are  completed  that  stand  in  populous  regions  of  the  country,  like  Salt  Lake  City, 
-and  Logan,  in  Cache  County,  and  Manti,  in  Sanpete  County,  accessible  as  they  are  by 
railroad  to  their  very  door«,  as  it  were.  This  Temple  is  situated  in  a  desert,  surrounded 
on  all  sides  by  rocks  and  sand,  the  nearest  railroad  point  being  130  miles  from  us,  and 
we  have  the  worst  kind  of  wagon  roads  to  pass  over.  And  then,  to  make  it  worse,  every- 
thing is  high  in  price  in  this  place,  putting  it  out  of  the  power  (for  want  of  means  to 
sustain  themselves,)  of  many  who  would  otherwise  avail  themselves  of  this  great  blessing 
With  the  host  of  Elders  engaged  in  this  great  work  for  the  redemption  of  the  dead  on  the 
other  side  of  the  vail,  united  with  the  faithful  Saints  here,  when  the  rest  of  our  Temples 
are  completed  there  will  be  a  work  moving  steadily  on  that  the  world  of  mankind  little 
think  of.  When  we  think  of  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  honest  people  who  have  passed 
away  without  hearing  the  Gospel,  and  who  are  now  being  preached  to,  the  necessity  of 
•this  great  werk  becomes  apparent  to  us  alL 

*'Of  course,  there  are  places  where  people  may  be  found  who  have  never  heard  the 
'Gospel,  and  who,  when  they  do  hear  it,  seem  to  be  eager  to  embrace  it  and  fall  into  line 
immediately.  This  will  continue  to  be  the  case  until  all  who  have  not  heard  it  have  had 
the  privilege  of  doing  so.  We  got  word  some  time  since  from  Elder  Geo.  J.  Woodbury, 
that  he  and  Brother  Fuller  had  been  to  a  place  called  Heed  Patch,  in  Tennessee,  where 
the  people  had  never  heard  the  Gospel;  the  result  was,  a  fine  Branch  of  the  Church  was 
organized  in  a  very  short  time,  and  the  brethren  felt  greatly  encouraged.  But  send  the 
word  to  a  place  where  the  people  have  all  heard  it,  and  where  they  can  tell  stories  in 
regard  to  the  rise  of  the  Church  in  their  region  of  country,  and  it  is  like  pouring;  water  on 
a  duck's  back  to  preach  to  them. 

*'  We  have  had  more  *  falling  weather'  lately  than  during  any  winter  since  1861,  which 
-causes  general  rejoicing  among  the  people,  in  the  hope  of  a  bounteous  harvest  the  present 
ymir.    There  will  probably  be  considerable  loss  to  stock  men,  through  the  deep  snows 
and  severe  weather  combined. 

"  You  have  heard  of  my  misfortune  last  fall:   on  the  I2th  of  October  my  herse  fell 
with  me  and  my  left  shoulder  was  dislocated,  and  on  the  30th  of  December  a  bull  get 
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■e  and  broke  two  of  my  ribs  and  hurt  both  my  shonlden,  so  that  I  could  not  turn* 
Bjielf  IB  bed  for  several  weeks;   but  thank  the  Lord  I  am  Kettimg  over  it  now.    We 
bsried  my  eon  Erastns,  mgped  eight  years,  last  June,  and  Clarence,  aged  ten  months,  last' 
November,  but  now  my  family  are  in  tolerably  good  health." 


ELDER  OBAHAM*S  LABORS. 


Elder  Joseph  Qraham  writing  from  Sheffield,  March  1,  1884,  says: 

**  I  am  laboring  in  the  Kotherham  District,  along  with  Elder  C.  J.  Arthur.  We  find 
tke  Saints  very  much  scattered.  They  are  few  and  far  between.  We  have  no  Branch 
sifanixed  here,  but  we  are  in  hopes  of  organizing  one  soon.  We  hold  meetings  in  every 
knae  possible,  though  in  many  instances  there  are  but  few  to  listen  to  us.  Several  have 
ptnented  themselves  for  baptism  who  are  very  firm  in  what  they  believe  is  revealed - 
iram  heaven.  Some  strangers  have  done  a  great  deal  for  the  work  in  assisting  to  dis*- 
Iribate  tracts  among  their  friends  and  talking  with  them  upon  the  principles  of  the  Gos* 
pd.  They  will  get  their  reward.  I  don't  know  that  I  ever  felt  better  in  my  life,  spiritu- 
iQy  or  temporally,  or  eajoyed  my  labors  more  than  I  do  now.  I  am  not  ready  to  go 
kome  yet»  and  I  hope  I  shall  not  be  yet  awhile.  I  am  thankful  to  see  spring  coming,  so^ 
tkat  we  can  held  out-door  meetings  again.  I  took  great  pleasure  in  it  last  summer  in  the 
lircrpool  Conference.  I  shall  never  forget  my  labors  there,  and  the  many  kind  friends 
vhom  the  Lord  raised  up  to  administer  to  my  wants.  I  have  had  the  honor  of  baptizin|( 
deven  peraons^  seven  of  them  new  members,  who  received  the  words  of  truth  dropped 
from  the  mouths  of  the  servants  of  Grod — the  seeds  of  righteousness  that' we  are  all  labor* 
iig  to  sow,  leaving  it  in  the  hands  of  God  to  give  the  increase.  The  Elders  who  have 
pnoeded  na  in  this  Conference  have  labored  hard  in  distributing  tracts,  and  we  are  con« 
tianhig  the  work.  New  and  then  we  have  a  new  epening  to  lay  before  the  people  the 
G<M|>^  which  we  avail  ourselves  of  with  pleasure,  knowing  that  if  those  who  hear  ns 
£yl  to  receive  what  we  teach,  others  will  be  sure  to  hear  of  it  from  them;  and  thus  % 
kBowledge  of  the  work  will  be  spread." 


THE  WORK  IN  HOLLAND. 

Elder  P.  J.  Lammers  writes  from  Amsterdam,  March  3,  1884,  saying: 
**I  feel  to  rejoice  in  the  Lord,  and  the  Saints  whom  I  have  visited  also  feel  weU.    My 
acmies  are  also  alive  and  stirring  up  the  people,  and  circulating  all  manner  of  lies  about 
tks  Saints.     There  is  one  in  Groningen  who  has  been  lecturing  against  us,  and  has  writtea 
a  article  for  a  newspaper  containing  the  most  shameful  slanders  on  Utah  and  its  people. 
He  claims  to  be  in  communication  with  some  Hollanders  in  Salt  Lake  City.     I  have  - 
written  an  *  open  letter*  te  this  Rev.  Toorenenbergen  and  had  it  published,  correctius 
kii  misstatements.    Truth  shall  find  its  level  and  righteousness  its  plummet.     Wo  unto  • 
tte  hypocrite  who  will  conceal  himself  from  truth;  he  will  speedily  be  revealed  and  dealt- 
vitb  in  righteousness.    I  had  a  fine  time  a  little  while  ago  in  a  small  village  where  I  had' 
a  introdnction  to  some  rich  people,  relatives  of  some  oC  the  Saints.    They  were  very 
kiad  and  wiUing  to  listen  to  the  Gospel.    On  Sunday  I  had  meeting  three  times  in  % 
private  house,  where  there  were  from  70  to  80  persons  present  who  paid  the  greatest  at« 
totion  to  what  I  had  to  say.    They  even  took  up  a  collection  for  me,  which  is  some* 
tkiag  anoonunon  in  a  *  Mormon'  Elder's  experience.    On  Monday  I  had  another  meet« 
isg,  sad  had  the  honor  of  having  a  Rev.  gentleman  and  a  schoolmaster  present,  who 
ilosd  sad  listened  with  patience  while  I  preached  for  an  hour  and  a  quarter.    They 
ranted  to  discuss  religion  with  me,  but  after  trying  it  for  about  an  hour,  and 
the  Bible  would  net  support  thom,  they  were  glad  to  give  it  up.*' 


PR08PSCTS  IN  THE  BRISTOL  CONrBBENCE. 

President  Isaac  Green  writes  from  Bristol,  Murch  6,  1884,  as  follows: 

**  The  Klden  of  this  Conference  are  faithfully  prosecuting  their  labors,  and  are  enjo^

IMPROVEMENT  IN   UTAH— PRICES   FOR  PRODUCE,  ETC. 

Elder  W.  H.  Seegmiller  writing  from  Richfield,  Sevier  Co.,  Utah,  Februiary 

20, 1884,  says: 

**  Much  labor  is  being  performed  by  our  leadini;  Elders  in  instnicting  the  Saints  in 
their  duties  relative  to  observing  the  laws  of  health  and  purity;  and  in  our  reflections 
how  far  we  find  ourselves  removed  from  the  conditions  required  by  the  Gospel  which  we 
have  embraced!  But  thank  God,  He  is  inspiring  His  servants  to  teach  such  doctrines 
that  I  think  many  of  our  people  are  making  rapid  improvement  in  their  lives.  Our 
tithing  exhibit,  which  is  now  being  prepared,  will  be  very  favorable  when  completed;  it 
will  show  some  increase  over  last  year.  Through  the  instructions  given  on  this  law,  I 
believe  we  are  becoming  more  intelligent  in  relation  to  our  duties  connected  therewith; 
and  this  knowledge  creates  a  greater  desire  for  the  promised  rewards.  Our  Temple 
redord  is  also  rather  satisfactory;  of  the  southern  Stakes,  ours  stands  second  to  Sanpete 
in  amount  paid,  and  ahead  according  to  our  numbers.  Brother  Cyrus  H.  Wheelock  has 
lately  visited  us  on  a  trip  in  the  interest  of  the  Temple.  He  has  gone  to  Beaver  and 
Millard,  and  was  much  pleased  with  the  success  attending  his  visit  with  us.  He  seems 
to  possesi  much  power  in  speaking,  although  his  body  is  becoming  very  frail. 

**  Money  seems  very  scarce;  little  or  no  market  for  grain;  wheat  worth  one  cent  per 

lb.';  oats  ab«)ut  90  cents  per  100  lbs.;   cattle  in  good  demand  and  bringing  good  prices; 

J la^  year's  calves  bring  il5;  two-year  olds,  $20  to  $2.5;  cows  $25  to  $31^  very  different 

i from  a  few  years  ago.    Where  our  people  are  not  involved  in  money  obligations,  they 

feel  quite  easy;  but  where  they  are,  it  makes  them  squirm.     The  cutting  rates  of  freight 

on  the  U.P.It.R.  and  D.  k  Kio  Grande,  have  affected  us  considerably,  as  oats  imported 

from  the  States  have  been  sold  at  90  cents  per  100  lbs.  in  Spanish  Fork.     In  all  I  think 

the  cheap  freights  have  been  detrimental  to'the  prosperity  of  our  Territory.      Some  talk 

ef  building  a  railroad  up  to  Marysvale  this  summer.     I  think,  should  this  be  done,  it 

will  be  a  decided  benefit  to  us  commercially,  but  may  be  detrimental  spiritually  and 

morally.     However,  the  Lord  controls;  we  may  become  very  desirous  and  over  anzions, 

>but  it  is  His  business,  and  He  will  order  to  suit  the  counsels  of  His  will. 

\*  Brother  A.  D.  Thurber  represents  us  in  our  Legislature.     He  dreaded  going  very 
much.     He  was  particularly  low-spirited  about  that  time,  caused  by  the  death  of  his 
.wife.     She  left  four  children,  three  girls  and  one  boy.

SUCCESS  IN   THE  NEWCASTLE  CONFERENCE. 

Elder  James  Briggs,  of  the  Newcastle  Conference,  sends  us  the  following 
from  South  Shields,  March  10,  1884: 

^  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  let  you  know  how  we  are  getting  along  in  this  northern 
jtrt  o£  the  country.  The  winter  has  been  very  mild;  no  snow  to  speak  of,  and  very 
little  frost.  It  has  been  fine  for  traveling  about,  which  I,  with  my  traveling  companions, 
kave  been  doing.  We  have  been  through  most  of  the  County  of  Durham,  also  a  portion 
«£Northnmberland,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  we  meet  with  kindness  among  the  Saints  in 
all  ear  travela,  and  also  are  treated  well  by  many  strangers.  The  majority  of  the  Saints 
fejl  well  and  are  doing  all  they  can  to  help  forward  the  work  ef  Grod.  They  are  dis- 
teiktttiiig  tracts  and  trying  to  find  openings  for  holding  meetings  in  private  houses,  where 
vthave  meetings  at  every  opportunity;  it  is  very  seldom  that  we  can  get  other  places. 
I  wtut  make  mention,  however,  of  one  exception.  Through  the  influence  of  Brothers 
John  Brute  and  James  Warren,  we  got  a  Wesleyan  meeting  house,  and  on  Thursday, 
Tijb.  28th,  we  held  meeting.  The  place  was.wtll  filled  with  strangers,  who  listened  with 
great  interest,  and  several  were  heard  to  say  they  were  well  paid  fcM:  coming.  One  man 
m  particular  had  the  boldness  to  say  it  was  the  first  time  the  Gospel  of  Christ  had  been 
pwiached  in  that  house.

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rlias  been  tai^gested  by  a  friend  that  a  short  account  of  my  personal  ez- 
perieoce  while  on  a  mission  in  this  my  native  land  might  interest  some 
of  Ihe  remders  of  the  Stab.  To  proceed,  then,  I  will  first  briefly  touch  upon 
Iht  pr^adice  shown  by  our  nearest  relatives  when  my  wife  and  I  joined  the 
Okvch  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

The  first  thing  my  father-in-law  did  when  he  received  the  (to  him)  terrible 
wnm^  wae  to  sit  down  and  scratch  my  name  out  of  his  will.  His  next  act  wae 
It  write  a  hasty  letter  to  my  wife,  in  which  he  told  her  he  would  far  rather 
late  beard  of  her  death,  and  counseled  her  to  leave  me  and  come  home  at 
feea.  Her  mother  aUo  gave  her  the  same  advice.  Failing  in  this,  the  whole 
Inily  implored  her  not  to  go  to  that  *'  sink  of  iniquity*'  (as  my  Father  termed 
the  home  of  the  Saints)  Utah,  fearing  lest  one  of  the  Church  dignitaries 
fancy  her  and  take  her  away  from  me.  They  firmly  believed  that  all 
^ing  into  or  coming  from  Utah,  were  liable  to  be  examined  by  the 
Ohareh  anthoriUes,  and,  of  course,  anything  they  thought  objectionable  sup- 
These  ideas  they  obtained  from  Mrs.  Stenhouse's  work,  "An  Engli^ 
in  Utah,"  which  they  purchased  on  hearing  we  had  joined  the  Chureh. 
kSsmt  reading  ^^  themselves,  they  forwarded  it  to  us  in  Kansas,  hoping  it 
venld  be  the  means  of  stopping  us  from  going  any  farther  west  by  opening 
ear  eyes  to  the  trae(1)  state  of  affairs  in  Utah.  My  wife's  eldest  brother,  who 
iifeiy  mnoh  attached  to  her,  has  only  written  to  her  once  since  he  heard  of 
hsr  joining  the  Church,  nearly  three  years  ago. 

Haviag  been  called  at  the  April  Conference,  1883,  to  fill  a  mission  in  my 
Httve  laady  we  (%m  my  wife  and  I,)  Jeft  Salt  Lake  City  in  company  with 
aboat  sixty  missionaries  on  the  10th  of  April,  and  landed  in  Liverpool  on  the 
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28th,  but  before  landing  we  had  another  trial  to  endure,  in  the  shape  of  a 
letter  to  my  wife  from  her  mother,  which  was  brought  out  to  us  by  one  of  the 
brethren  from  the  Office,  in  which  she  was  asked  not  to  come  straight  home, 
and  as  for  me,  I  was  not  to  think  of  showing  my  face  there!  And  up  to  the 
present  time  the  whole  family  (with  one  noble  exception)  have  studionsly 
avoided  me  as  if  I  were  a  leper.  One  of  my  wife's  sisters,  during  a  stay  of 
three  weeks  in  Liverpool,  since  we  have  been  living  here,  persistently  refused 
to  see  my  face,  although  asked  by  my  wife  if  she  would  not  allow  me  to  see 
her  and  also  by  myself  in  a  letter,  to  which  she  wrote  a  reply  that  pained  me 
far  more  than  silent  contempt  could  have  done.  "  Father,  forgive  them,  for 
they  know  not  what  they  do,"  is  my  prayer  for  them  and  all  others  who  really 
believe  they  are  doing  God  service  by  persecuting  the  messengers  He  sends 
to  them.  The  only  one  of  my  wife's  family  whom  I  have  seen  during  the  ten 
months  we  have  been  in  England  is  her  mother,  who  oveicame  her  prejudice 
sufficiently  to  meet  me,  and  said  afterwards  she  was  glad  she  had  done  so^ 
and  even  acknowledged  that  she  felt  the  same  towards  me  as  she  ever  had. 

We  had  intended  to  go  to  my  father's  house  first,  and,  after  a  short  stay 
there,  go  on  to  my  wife's  home.  Finding,  however,  that  our  pllans  were 
frustrated,  I  stayed  there  a  month,  my  wife  being  with  me  most  of  the  time, 
and  we  were  glad  to  find  my  father  showed  more  charity  than  my  father-in- 
law  had,  for  he  took  us  iu  and  wished  us  to  make  ourselves  at  home,  bat 
enjoined  strict  silence  upon  me  on  religious  matters  as  long  as  I  remained 
under  his  roof.  I  was  on  no  account  to  talk  to  the  children,  (the  youngest  of 
whom  was  about  fifteen,)  or  the  servants,  privately,  on  this  subject  I  thought 
it  prudent  to  obey  this  injunction,  at  least  for  a  tiroe,'(asby  so  doing  we  both 
had  the  privilege  of  staying  in  the  house,)  hoping  that  their  prejudice  wdnld 
soon  subside,  and  that  they  would  be  willing  to  listen  to  ns.  On  the  Teiy 
day  of  our  arrival,  however,  some  of  the  members  of  the  family  assailed  our 
religion,  and  a  general  discussion  ensued  in  the  drawing-room,  all  hands 
iagainst  myself  and  my  wife.  There  were  ten  on  the  opposition  side,  although 
the  talking  was  confined  to  about  five,  and  I  felt  like  a  weak  defender  of  thi 
aith,  but  the  Lord  strengthened  me,  and  my  wife  put  in  a  timely  word  or 
two  now  and  again.  Almost  the  first  thing  brought  up  was  the  Monntaim 
Meadow  massacre,  which  my  eldest  sister  asserted  had  been  perpetrated  \jf 
the  '*  Mormons"  at  the  instigation  of  their  leaders.  I  happened  to  haim  4 
copy  of  the  Star  in  my  pocket  containing  U.  S.  Attorney  Sumner  Howardh 
statement,  which  entirely  cleared  President  Young  and  the  other  authorities 
of  the  Church  from  all  knowledge  of  the  horrible  crime  until  some  time  alter 
the  deed  was  done.  But  this  had  no  weight  with  her;  she  refused  to  aeoifl 
his  testimony,  preferring  to  still  charge  this  crime  upon  an  innocent  people 
on  the  strength  of  a  mere  i*eport  that  she  had  heard  or  read  somewhere— ate 
•could  not  even  give  her  authority.  We  found  their  prejudice  Teiy  stroig^ 
but  I  feel  confident  we  were  the  means,  with  our  Father's  blessing,  of  *a- 
moTing  much  of  it,  and  showing  by  our  conduct  that  we  were  at  least  noM 
the  worse  for  our  new  religion. 

On  the  28th  of  May  I  came  to  Liverpool,  in  response  to  a  call  from  IVeri 
•dent  John  Henry  Smith,  to  labor  in  the  business  department  of  the  MiLunih 
'iiiAL  Stab  Office  in  the  place  of  Elder  R  R  Anderson,  who  was  released  to 
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letam  home  io  June.  I  left  my  wife  in  Devonshire  to  spend  a  month  or  so 
vith  her  parents,  who  by  this  time  had  become  a  little  more  reconciled  to 
the  facts  they  could  not  alter,  and  were  willing  that  she  should  stay  with 
them  for  a  short  time  at  least,  though  they  were  not  any  more  ready  to  admit 
Be  to  their  home  than  at  first.  After  settling  down  to  work  at  42  Islington, 
I  begMi  to  look  up  my  former  friends,  whose  acquaintance  I  had  made  during 
tstay  of  eight  months  here  in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1872.  The  gentle- 
nao  who  used  to  be  my  warmest  friend,  and  at  whose  bouse  I  was  a  constant 
lisitor,  waa  at  that  time  manager  of  one  of  the  Atlantic  Steamship  Com- 
piDiea.  HaTing  heard,  while  at  home,  that  he  was  not  likely  to  receive  me 
4t  his  house,  and  not  wishing  to  put  him  to  the  pain  of  turning  me  from  his 
door,  Dor  myself  to  the  humility  of  receiving  such  treatment  at  his  hands,  I 
wrote  to  him,  giving  my  address,  briefly  stating  my  business  here,  and  saying 
1  should  niach  like  to  see  him  again  and  renew  our  former  acquaintance  and 
Mendshipy  if  agreeable  to  him.  A  day  or  two  afterwards  he  called  at  42,  and 
inding  me  alone,  he  came  into  the  ofSce  and  talked  with  me  about  fifteen 
juoates,  hut  refused  to  take  a  seat  He  said  he  had  come  to  tell  me  that  he 
WM  still  my  friend,  and  I  might  always  consider  him  so,  but  he  could  not  in- 
vile  me  to  his  house  nor  have  me  associate  with  his  family  as  of  yore.  Said 
ha,  **  If  I  had  no  one  but  myself  to  think  of  and  provide  for,  it  would  be 
diffftreot;  I  might  then  invite  you  to  my  house,  but  as  I  have  a  family  on 
By  hsDdSy  I  must  look  to  their  interests.  If  it  became  known  that  I  was 
'Sllowiog  a  Mormon  to  make  frequent  visits  at  my  house,  my  friends  would 

ail  forsake  me.    There  is  Archdeacon ,  a  very  good  man,  and  an  old 

bkad  of  mine,  who  I  know  would  cease  his  visits  to  my  house,  for  his  own 
Bke^  if  he  found  out  that  you  were  a  constant  visitor  there;  besides  many 
olber  good  and  influential  friends  whom  I  should  be  very  sorry  to  lose." 

As  for  religion,  he  said  the  religion  of  his  forefathers  was  good  enough  for 
Iub;  he  was  perfectly  satisfied  with  it. 

I  said,  ^  that  is  quite  possible  Mr. ,  but  if  you  found  something  you 

Mievcd  to  be  better,  I  suppose  you  would  be  willing  to  change?"  He  replied, 
ather  to  my  surprise,  **  No!  if  I  knew  there  was  something  better  across  the 
Unefc  I  would  not  cross  over  for  it;  and,  more  than  that,  if  there  was  a  stake 
ia  the  middle  of  the  street  and  I  was  told  I  must  cross  over  or  go  to  the  stake, 
I  hope  and  believe  God  would  give  me  strength  to  go  to  the  stake  and  be 
Wmed  rather  than  give  up  the  church  of  my  forefathers!" 

I  have  met  him  once  since  then,  in  the  street,  but  he  gave  me  no  sign  of 
■ngnition;  it  is  possible,  however,  that  he  did  not  see  me.  Or  perhaps  if 
hi  had  been  alone  it  might  have  been  diff'erent—his  eldest  daughter  was 
vUihim. 

The  next  man  whose  acquaintance  I  attempted  to  renew  is  a  gentleman 
•iriko^  by  steady  perseverance  and  application  to  business,  has  worked  his  way 
ip  to  a  high  position  in  a  government  office.  I  called  at  his  office  one  mom- 
Bg  sod  had  a  quiet  talk  with  him.  He  tried  first  to  laugh  me  out  of  the 
Urn  of  ^  Joe  Smith"  being  a  Prophet,  eta,  and  seemed  rather  annoyed  at  his 
tBit  of  success.  After  a  few  questions  as  to  how  I  had  been  led  to  believe 
B  nch  things,  and  how  it  was  that  any  women  were  ever  converted  to  "Mor- 
Boetsm,"  (to  which  I  replied  as  well  an  the  time  at  my  disposal  would  per- 
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mit),  he  bade  me  good  morning,  saying  that  my  wife  would  hear  from  MnL 

with  an  invitation  to  call.    At  least  this  was  implied  if  not  expressed 

in  so  many  words.  After  waiting  in  vain  several  days  for  the  expected  lettSTi 
I  wrote  to  her  on  the  strength  of  former  acquaintance,  and  her  great  friend- 
ship for  my  mother,  who  was  a  schoolmate  of  hers.  I  received  a  brief  reply, 
which  only  proved  to  me  how  she  deplored  the  step  I  had  taken,  and  whidi 
destroyed  my  hopes  of  a  continuation  of  our  former  brief  but  very  pleasant 
acquaintance. 

I  will  mention  one  more  case,  though  I  fear  this  article  is  already  rather 
lengthy.  It  is  that  of  a  gentleman  who  resides  across  the  river,  one  of  thd 
Plymouth  Brethren,  whose  place  of  worship  I  often  attended  during  my  stay 
here  in  '72.  He  seemed  pleased  to  see  me  when  I  had  made  myself  known 
and  introduced  my  wife.  After  chatting  for  a  while  on  various  topics  over  a 
sociable  cup  of  "  afternoon  tea,"  of  which  my  wife  partook  with  him,  he  asked 
what  I  WHS  doing  in  Liverpool.  I  replied  that  I  was  in  the  Millskniak. 
Star  Office.  '*  Millennial  Star  Office!"  he  repeated  slowly  and  thought- 
fully, **  why  that  is  a  Mormon  office,  is  it  notl"  "Yes,  sir."  "Are  yon 4. 
Mormon?*'  I  again  replied  in  the  affirmative,  feeling  somehow  that  we  wers 
in  for  it  now,  and  hoping  that  he  would  be  merciful  and  Christian-like  in  hii 
judgment  for  my  wife's  sake.    Vain  hope  I 

*  I  am  very  sorry;"  he  continued,  *^  I  wish  I  had  known  that  before,  for  I 
certainly  should  not  have  admitted  you  into  my  house  had  I  known  it!" 

My  first  impulse  on  receiring  this  insult  was  to  leave  his  house  which  hb^ 
thought  our  presence  had  defiled,  but  I  swallowed  my  pride,  or  just  indigis^ 
tion,  thinking  that  after  the  first  shock  was  over  he  might  cool  down  and  bs    , 
persuaded  to  hear  our  defense  before  judging;  but  I  was  again  disappoints^   , 
as  the  following  conversation  will  show: 

"  Our  friends  are  very  sorry  too,  but  that  would  not  justify  us  in  g<Hn(:  \ 
against  the  dictates  of  our  own  consciences." 

"  No,  of  course  not,  to  God  you  stand  or  fall.     But  you  knew  better  iht»   I 
that;  you  had  the  Truth;  you  have  no  excuse  for  giving  it  up  for  somethiil|^ 
else."  \ 

**  I  have  not  given  up  what  little  truth  I  had  as  a  member  of  the  Chnrdt:  , 
of  England;  but  I  never  heard  the  Qospel  preached  until  I  heard  it  in  tllft«  ' 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints."  , 

**  Oh !  (with  a  good  deal  of  doubt,  and  a  tinge  of  sarcasm  thrown  in.)  **AaA  '. 
where  did  you  pick  it  up,  over  there?"  (meaning  America.) 

**I  was  living  in  Kansas  when  it  came  to  me.  I  did  net  seek  it,  nor  woaUf 
I  have  gone  ten  steps  to  hear  it,  unless  out  of  mere  curiosity,  for  I  used  ta* 
think  of  *  Mormonism'  about  the  same  as  you  do  now.  It  was  brought  to  my 
house  without  my  seeking  it" 

**  Well,  I  am  very  sorry,  but  I  must  ask  you  if  you  will  kindly  withdraw;. 
I  cannot  give  you  the  right  hand  of  fellowship." 

"  Do  you  think  that  is  a  Christian  spirit,  Mr. 1" 

"Certainly,  I  speak  as  a  Christian;  for  'if  there  come  any  unto  you  and 
bring  not  this  doctrine,  receive  him  not  into  your  house,  neither  bid  him  Qdi 
speed;  for  he  that  biddeth  him  Gotl  speed  is  partaker  of  liis  evil  deeds.' " 

"That  is  true;  but  you  must  first  prove  tlie  doctrine  we  Iring  to  be  false,*^ 
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^  I  cannot  undertake  to  argae  with  you,  I  am  Teiy  sorry,  but  I  would 
nther  yoa  would  go  now**  (rising  and  placing  bis  band  on  tbe  bell-rope.) 

**  You  need  not  trouble  to  ring  for  the  servant,  thank  you;  we  can  let  our- 
SBlTes  ouf* 

Taming  at  the  door  of  the  room  I  said,  (to  show  that  we  held  nothing 
Igainst  him,)  "  We  wish  you  well,  sir." 

**  O,  thank  you,  I  am ."    He  wasjgoing  to  say  "  Tery  well,"  but  checked 

limself  in  time.  It  was  plainly  to  be  seen  that  he  was  quite  upset.  It  was 
aot  aorrow,  but  anger  and  disgust  at  the  thought  of  having  entertained  two 
"Momionit''  in  his  house  that  was  uppermost  in  his  mind,  if  not  the  only 
Ming  there.  Qetting  outside  the  house  where  we  could  breathe  freely,  my 
wd%  who  had  never  had  such  an  insult  offered  her  before,  gave  vent  to  her 
ffielingB  in  a  measure,  saying:  "Well,  I  could  not  have  believed  any  one 
VNild  be  9o  prejudiced  unless  I  had  seen  it  m3*8elf !  I  have  often  thought 
■any  of  the  stories  I  have  heard  others  relate  must  have  been  exaggerated, 
wdntentionally  no  doubt,  but  no  one  could  exaggerate  that!''  And  then  she 
added:  **  Do  not  ask  me  to  go  with  you  again  when  you  call  on  any  more  of 
your  former  'friends!' " 

Bach  has  been  my  experience  since  joining  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  and  this  treatment  received  from  my  relatives  and  those 
whom  I  once  thought  my  friends,  is  only  a  testimony  to  me  that  I  have  found 
tile  straight  and  narrow  path  that  leadeth  to  eternal  life.  It  is  in  accordance 
with  the  Savior's  words  (Matt,  x,  34-36):  "  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  send 
ftace  on  earth:  I  came  not  to  send  peace  but  a  sword.  For  I  am  come  to 
Ml  a  man  at  variance  against  his  father,  and  the  daughter  against  her 
Mother,  and  the  daughter-in-law  against  her  mother-in-law.  And  a  man's 
torn  shall  be  they  of  his  own  household."  Also  John  xv,  19,  20:  "  If  ye  were 
•of  the  world,  the  world  would  love  his  own:  but  because  ye  are  not  of  the 
worid,  bat  I  have  chosea  you  out  of  the  world,  therefore  the  world  hateth 
yoo.  Remember  the  word  that  I  said  unto  you,  The  servant  is  not  greater 
Ikan  his  lord.  If  they  have  persecuted  me,  they  will  also  persecute  you;  if 
4hsy  have  kept  my  saying,  they  will  keep  yours  also."  Paul  also  tells  us 
Ihst  ^'All  that  will  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  suffer  persecution." 

Thus  we  find  that  persecution  is  a  legacy  of  the  Qospel,  and  as  like  causes 
jBoerally  produce  the  same  effects,  the  Latter-day  Saints  meet  with  just  the 
Kme  treatment  that  was  accorded  to  tbe  Saints  in  former  days;  but  having 
die  same  hope  set  before  us  as  they  had, "  which  hope  we  have  as  an  anchor 
4 the  soul,  both  sure  and  steadfast,  and  which  entereth  into  that  within  the 
vd,"  we  are  enabled  to  endure,  "  as  seeing  Him  who  is  invisible,"  and  hope 
ti  eodore  unto  the  end,  that  we  may  obtain  the  reward  we  have  set  out  for — 
the  salvation  of  our  souls  in  the  celestial  kingdom  of  our  Gk)d  and  Father. 

'*  Tie  not  the  downcast  look,  the  outward  show, 
The  placid  smile  that  decks  a  holy  face; 
Kor  the  distorted  visage,  where  we  trace 
The  mournful  aspect  of  a  man  of  woe; 
Nor  clasped  hands,  nor  the  uplifted  eye. 
Whene'er  the  name  of  God  in  prayer  we  hear; 
Nor  yet  the  soul  that  really  is  sincere, 
(For  error  has  her  vot'ries,  that  weuld  lie

FASTING    AND    PRAYER 

A  FEW  WORDS  TO  THE  ELDERS  UPON  THE  SI7BJECT. 


The  words  that  our  Savior  madt  use  of  upon  one  occasion  when  speaking  to 
His  disciples,  *'  Watch  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation,"  also  the  ez«- 
ample  that  He  set  them  by  fasting  and  prayer,  are  applicable  to  us  in  this 
dispensation,  as  men  who  are  called  by,  and  ordained  with  the  same  authori^ 
as  were  His  disciples.  There  are  promises  made  to  us  through  revelation* 
given  in  this  dispensation,  that  can  only  be  obtained  through  the  medium  of 
fasting  and  prayer,  and  I  sometimes  think  that,  as  Elders  in  this  Church,  w» 
are  not  strict  enough  in  this  matter;  not  only  on  account  of  the  good  resulti 
that  would  flow  to  us  personally,  but  also  in  setting  an  example  to  the  Saints 
among  whom  we  labor.  Very  often  example  has  a  greater  effect  upon  8omi» 
people  than  precept,  although  more  good  is  apt  to  result  by  coupling  them 
together.  But  if  we  do  not  teach  the  Saints  either  by  precept  or  examplSi  it 
would  be  impossible  for  them  to  follow,  not  only  in  this,  but  in  other  thingk. 
We  are  sent  here  to  teach  the  people,  and  our  conduct  is  watched  by  them, 
especially  by  some,  when  we  least  expect  it,  and  they  accordingly  judge  off 
what  maAner  of  men  we  are;  and  if  our  conduct  is  good,  then,  so  far,  we  aie 
blameless,  but  if  our  conduct  and  example  do  not  compare  with  our  teach- 
ings, reproach  can  with  justice  be  brought  upon  us.  We  are  then  looked 
upon  as  hypocrites,  and  to  a  great  extent  we  are  or  shall  be  responsible  foe 
their  acts,  for,  as  it  is  written:  ''It  must  needs  be  that  offenses  come;  bilk 
woe  unto  that  man  by  whom  the  offense  cometh."  It  would  have  been  poos- 
consolation  to  the  Colossians  for  Paul  the  Apostle  to  tell  them,  *'  not  to  be 
moved  away  from  the  hope  of  the  Qospel  which  they  had  heard**  (Col.  i,  83X> 
if  he  himself  had  become  moved  away;  they  would  have  thought  somer 
thing  was  wrong,  and  that  not  without  reason.  So  it  is  with  us,  the  same 
cause  will  produce  the  same  effect:  our  teachings  must  be  good,  and  our  coo^ 
duct  must  accord  with  our  teachings,  or  we  shall  come  under  condemnatioD«. 
In  referring  to  the  Book  of  Mormon,  in  the  27th  chapter  of  the  Boek  oC 
Mosiah,  22nd  and  23rd  sections,  we  find  that  Alma  (who  on  account  of  being 
visited  by  an  angel,  had  his  strength  and  speech  taken  awayX  had  thost 
faculties  restored  to,  or  awakened  in  him,  through  the  prayers  and  fasting  oC 
the  priests  whom  Mosiah  (Alma's  father)  caused  to  be  gathered  together  for 
that  purpose.  In  the  5th  chapter  of  the  Book  of  Alma,  46th  section.  Alma* 
told  the  people  that  he  knew  of  things  which  were  to  come,  because  he  had' 
fasted  and  prayed  many  days  for  that  purpose,  or  in  order  to  obtain  tlmft* 
knowledge.  Many  other  instances  of  the  efficacy  of  fasting  and  prayer  are- 
made  mention  of  in  the  Book  of  Mormon,  also  in  the  history  of  many  men  in* 
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oar  day,  who  have  received  the  Gospel  and  eDJoy  its  blessings.  As  the  Lord 
k  DO  respecter  of  persoos,  we  all  have  the  same  privileges,  if  we  will  only 
live  for  them.

How  often  have  I,  with  sorrow,  seen  a  mother  bring  her  daughter  into  one 
sf  the  gin-palaces  with  which  London  abounds,  and  there  spend  that  which 
eouki  be  pat  to  a  far  better  purpose  elsewhere.  Can  these  girls  make  good 
wivesi  I  fear  not  It  is  at  least  very  unlikely  that  they  will.'  Many  a 
vonan  has  come  to  an  untimely  death  through  the  traits  of  character  formed 
is  her  70a thful  days  becoming  fully  developed;  and  many  a  man  who  has 
hssn  esteemed  for  his  steadiness  and  sobriety,  has  suffered  the  extreme 
fmalty  of  the  law  through  the  unbearable  and  excessive  habits  of  his  wife. 

Motliers,  think  of  this!  Take  into  consideration  all  these  facts,  and  by 
lour  trathfalness  and  godliness  so  train  your  daughters  and  set  before  them 
adi  ao  example  as  shall  prove  a  shield  and  anchor  to  them  through  life,  and 
cnse  each  one  of  them  in  days  hereafter  to  be  a  romfori  and  a  haven  of  rest 
Id  the  man  who  shall  in  his  pride  have  the  pleasure  of  calling  her  his  wife.

DISFRANCHISEMENT    FOR    BELIEF.

We  have  more  than  once  asserted  that  the  plural  marriage  of  the  Latter-c 
faints  was  only  the  ostensible  and  not  the  real  object  aimed  at  in  the  host 
legislation  with  which  that  people  are  threatened.  The  growing  power  t 
union  of  the  Saints  tronble  the  antagonists  of  "Mormonism"  far  more  tl 
'does  their  practice,  which  is  claimed  to  be  sinful,  of  marrying  many  wi^ 
and  caring  for  them  and  their  children. 

The  vitality  which  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Sail 
possesses,  and  which  has  survived  and  grown  stronger  with  every  effort  mi 
'during  the  past  fifty-three  years  to  crush  it,  exasperates  the  bigoted  oppone: 
of  that  work  whenever  they  think  of  it  In  their  desperation  to  overcome 
they  have  finally  thrown  aside  the  blind  behind  which  they  have  screei 
their  real  motives  in  the  past  (the  plea  that  it  was  not  a  religion,  but  sin,  tl 
they  were  opposed  to)  and  have  openly  attacked  the  religion  of  the  Saintu 

Another  bill  has  been  introduced  into  Congress  by  Representative  Lake 
Poland,  of  Vermont,  which  provides  for  disfranchising  all  who  are  memb 
■of  the  proscribed  Church.    It  passed  its  second  reading  before  the  Hotuo 
the  11th  ult,  and  was  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Judiciary.    The  follow 
is  the  text  of  the  Bill,  barring  the  preamble: 

"  Bt  it  enacted  h^  the  Senate  and  House  of  Fepresentatiree  of  the  United  St&tm 
^America  in  Congrete  assembled:  That  no  peFson  so  long  m  he  contiiiuea  to  be  *  nMn 
4>f  the  said  sect  or  organization  denominated  the  *  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  LattOH 
■Saints,'  and  adheres  to  the  same,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  held  in  eit 
of  the  said  Territories  of  Utah  or  Idaho,  or  be  eligible  for  election  or  appointment  to, 
be  entitled  to  hold  auy  office  or  place  of  public  trust,  honor,  or  emolument  in,  under 
for  either  of  said  Territories  of  Utah  or  Idaho,  or  under  the  United  States  in  eitte 
■aid  Territories. 

"  Seo.  2.  That  no  person  in  either  of  said  Territories  of  Utah  or  Idaho  shall 
registered  as  a  voter  in  any  election  precinct  until  such  person  shall  take  and  subaa 
the  following  oath: 

"  *  I do  solemnly  swear  that  I  am  not  living  or  cohabiting  with  mora  t! 

one  wife,  and  that  I  am  not  a  member  or  adherent  of  the  *  Church  of  Jesus  Chiii 
Latter-day  Saints,'  or  of  any  sect  or  organisation  whose  craed  or  articles  of  belief  te 
and  upheld  the  rightfulness  of  bigamy,  polygamy,  or  unlawful  cohabitation,  or  any  f< 
of  plural  marriage  or  concubinage,  under  any  form  or  pretense  whatever;  so  bel^ 
Qod' 

*'  Sec  3.  That  erery  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  er  place  of  public  trt 
honor,  or  emolument  in,  under,  or  for  either  of  said  I'erritories  of  Utah  or  Idaho 
nnder  the  United  States  in  either  of  said  Territories,  shall,  before  entering  upon 
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^oliet  qI  uck  office,  in  addition  to  the  oath  of  office,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  set 
Sorth  in  the  preceding  section. 

**Sec.  4.  That  any  person  who  shall  take  the  oath  set  forth  in  the  second  section  of 
Hm  act,  either  to  qualify  as  a  voter  or  to  hold  office,  shall  swear  falsely,  such  person 
<U1  be  guilty  of  perjury,  and,  en  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  ex- 
one  thousand  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  in  the  proper  prison  not  more  than  five 


We  have  the  assurance,  which  we  can  readily  believe,  that  its  passagfe  will 
be  urged  by  all  the  power  which  its  originators  and  abettord  can  command; 
bat  we  do  not — we  cannot — believe  tb»it  the  Members  of  Congress  are  yet  so 
lost  to  a  sense  of  their  constitutional  obligations  as  to  vote  for  such  a  measure. 
That  a  Representative  of  that  body,  however,  should  have  the  shameless 
aadaeity  to  propose  such  an  outrageous  piece  of  legislation,  and  that  it  should 
be  seriously  considered  by  the  law-makers  of  the  nation,  and  without  any 
ihow  of  indignation  or  contempt  on  their  part  for  its  author,  is  a  sad  com- 
Beotary  on  the  condition  of  that  nation  and  on  the  prospect  for  perpetuating 
the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Qovernment.  It  is  impossible  to  believe 
tbat  such  moral  obliquity  can  exist  among  the  representatives  of  the  people 
in  the  national  legislature  unless  it  is  sanctioned  in  some  degree  at  least  by 
public  sentiment  Politicians  are  not  likely  to  hazard  their  tenure  of  ofi&ce  by 
foing  io  opposition  to  both  the  Constitution  and  public  opinion.  If  it  be 
Irae,  then,  that  Mr.  Poland  but  echoes  the  sentiments  of  hi3  constituents  or 
tbe  pablic  at  large  by  advocating  such  a  measure,  and  the  other  Members  of 
Gongress  do  the  same  by  winking  at  it,  how  loudly  does  this  fact  proclaim 
the  decadence  of  that  nation. 

Millions  of  people  besides  those  living  in  the  United  States  have  admir- 
ingly regarded  that  nation  as  the  home  of  religious  freedom,  and  supposed  that 
there,  if  nowhere  else  in  the  world,  could  perfect  religious  liberty  be  enjoyed. 
But,  alas!  how  woefully  have  they  been  mistaken  if  the  law-makers  of  that 
nation  are  to  be  allowed  to  ride  recklessly  over  the  Constitution  and  disregard 
its  most  sacred  provisions  in  their  unholy  zeal  to  crush  out  an  unpopular 
jeligioo! 

It  is  well  known  that  the  American  Qovernment  was  founded  on  the  theory 
that  all  its  citizens  were  entitled  to  liberty  and  equal  rights.  It  is  a  histor- 
ical fact  that  the  country  was  largely  settled  by  people  who  fled  there  from 
eiher  nations  that  they  might  enjoy  religious  freedom.  It  is  generally 
understood  that  the  right  to  worship  Gud  as  they  choose  is  one  of  the 
''nnalieoable  rights"  with  which,  according  to  tbe  Declaration  of  Independences 
''all  men  are  endowed  by  their  Creator."  It  is  also  pretty  well  known  that 
the  first  amendment  to  the  Constitution  provides  that  **  Congress  shall  pass  no 
kw  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion  or  prohibiting  the  free-exercise 
thereof."  And  yet  in  the  face  of  all  these  facts,  a  Congressman,  grown  hoary 
nith  his  long  experience  in  legislative  matters,  in  his  bigoti*y  and  wild  zeal  to 
•erve  his  political  party,  coolly  and  recklessly  proposes  to  tear  out  the  very 
feandation  of  the  governmental  fabric  by  the  enactment  of  a  law  to  disfran- 
chise citiiens  for  religious  belief!  Is  this  what  the  founders  of  the  nation 
ilraggled  fori  Is  this  the  kind  of  liberty  which  the  immortul  Washington 
congratulated  his  army  upon  achieving  when  he  said,  in  announcing  the 
tieaty  of  peace:    "Happy,  thrice  happy  shall  they  be  pronounced  hereafter, 
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who  shall  have  contributed  anything,  who  shall  have  performtd  even  the 
meanest  office  in  erecting  this  stupendous  fabric  and  empire  on  the  broad 
basis  of  independency,  who  shall  have  assisted  im  protecting  the  rights  ef 
human  nature  and  establishing  an  asylum  for  the  poor  and  oppressed  of  all 
nations  and  religions!''  Is  this  the  liberal  goTernmeat  which  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son laborq4  with  such  zeal  to  establish,  and  which  he  claimed  was  "  tO; 
comprehend  within  the  mantle  of  its  protection  the  Jew  and  the  Gentile,  the 
Christian  and  the  Mohammedan,  the  Hindoo  and  the  Infidel  of  every 
denominatiouf    Alas,  how  has  the  mighty  fallen! 

What  would  have  been  thought  of  such  a  proposition  as  that  of  Poland  bjr 
the  great  John  Randolph,  who  declared  that  **  no  part  of  the  Constitution^ 
even  if  strictly  construed,  will  justify  a  conclusion  that  the  general  govern^ 
ment  can  take  away  or  impair  the  freedom  of  religion?'' 

Let  such  sentiments  as  Mr.  Poland  expresses  prevail  in  the  United  States^ 
and  a  religion  be  legislated  against,  and  that  proud  nation  which  has  been 
the  admiration  of  the  noble  and  liberal  minded  in  all  countries,  and  whicb 
"  might  have  stood  8  gainst  the  world,"  will  soon  find  none  *'so  poor  as  to  di<^ 
it  reverence." 

If  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Government  are  to  be  departed  from  in^ 
this  way,  we  may  soon  look  fur  the  fulfillment  of  the  prediction  uttered  by  tho 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith— that  the  time  would  come  when  the  Latter-day  Saiota* 
would  have  to  rescue  and  preserve  from  destruction  the  sacred  Constitution 
of  the  country,  and  bear  aloft  the  emblem  of  liberty  when  others  would  seek 
to  trample  it  in  the  dust. 

If  the  Latter-day  Saints  can  be  treated  in  the  way  proposed  because  their 
religion  is  obnoxious  to  those  in  power,  so  can  the  Methodists,  Fresbyteriana^ 
Baptists  or  any  other  religious  body,  and  the  boasted  religious  liberty  of  the- 
nation  is  a  sham  and  delusion. 

The  Latter-day  Saints  do  not  propose  to  give  up  the  rights  which  the  Con- 
stitution guarantees  to  them,  but  to  contend  for  them  lawfully  and  peacefully 
to  the  end — not  only  in  their  own  interest,  but  in  the  interest  of  nil  people^ 
of  every  sect  and  creed— and  God  will  sustain  them  in  so  doing.  The  right 
will  triumph  in  the  end.  G.  C.  L.

PBBPARATION  AND  ICANAOEICENT  OP  LUGGAGE. 

All  boxes  should  be  well  corded.  Sacks  are  good  for  some  kinds  of  luggage. 
All  loggage  should  be  plainly  marked  with  the  owner's  name,  and  the  name  of 
the  place  of  destination.  Much  inconvenience  has  been  caused  by  persona 
putting  Ogden  upon  their  baggage  when  they  were  destined  for  Logan,  Salt 
Lake  City,  or  some  other  place.  In  addition  to  the  name  of  the  town,  Utah^ 
U.S.A.,  should  be  also  marked  upon  each  piece.  Marking  should  be  done 
with  paint  or  with  lamp-black  and  oil  upon^  the  box  or  sack.  When  this  is 
Dot  practicable,  pieces  of  leather  may  be  used,  securely  fastened  on  with  tacks 
or  strong  twine  ;  papor  is  useless.  Boxes  should  not  be  covered  with  canvas, 
inless  arranged  to  open  as  readily  as  if  uncovered.  When  baggage  is  examined 
tt  New  York,  by  the  customs  officers,  covers  are  liable  to  be  ripped  and  taken 
iC  and  there  is  no  time  to  replace  them.  In  some  instances  the  addresses 
iMve  gone  with  the  covers,  leaving  the  trunks  open  to  the  danger  of  being  lost. 
Luggage  wanted  on  the  voyage  should  have  the  word  "Wanted"  marked 
upon  it.    As  a  rule,  luggage  is  safer  and  better  in  the  hold. 

Emigrants,  on  their  way  to  Liverpool,  or  those  in  charge  of  companies, 
ihonld  see  that  their  luggage  accompanies  them.     Where  changes  occur  on 
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the  railroads,  care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  the  luggage  is  transferred  from 
•one  train  to  the  other.  This  matter  should  not  be  left  either  to  chance  or 
the  railroad  porters  ;  some  one  of  the  party  should,  with  his  own  ey«8,  bm 
that  each  article  is  duly  transferred.  It  will  save  much  labor  and  trouble  to 
those  who  assist  the  emigrants  on  their  arrival  here,  if  the  latter  will,  so  far  m 
^|;>racticable,  book  to  Lime  Street  Station.  Those  who  wish  to  be  met  ait 
the  station,  should  duly  inform  us  of  the  time  of  their  expected  arrival  im 
Liverpool  and  the  name  of  the  station  here.  On  arrrival,  emigrants  should 
remain  with  their  luggage.  In  case  there  is  no  one  from  this  Office  to  receive 
them,  some  one  in  the  company  should  at  once  notify  us  of  their  arrival.  We 
repeat,  the  others  should  remain  with  their  luggage. 

AMOUNT  OF  LUGGAGE  ALLOWED. 

We  desire  it  to  be  specially  noted  that  adults  are  each  allowed  150  poondi, 
or  10  stones  and  10  pounds,  of  luggage  free  ;  and  those  between  5  iand  12  bt% 
■allowed  75  pounds,  or  5  stones  and  5  pounds,  free.  No  free  luggage  is 
allowed  to  those  under  5.  AH  extra  luggage  will  be  charged  8  cents,  or  4 
pence  per  pound,  from  New  York  to  Ogden.  No  one  will  be  permitted  to 
take  any  luggage  over  these  amounts,  unless  they  have  money  to  pay  for  iti 
transportation  from  New  York  ;  as  it  will  not  be  paid  for  by  this  Office  nor 
by  Elder  James  H.  Hart,  New  YorL 

OUTFIT. 

The  outfit  needed,  for  each  person,  for  the  voyage,  is  a  bed  and  bedding; 
^which  they  are  advised  to  bring  with  them  so  far  as  they  have  themX  tin 
pkte,  tin  basin,  knife,  fork,  spoon,  water-bottle  and  some  soap.  All  of  these 
articles  and  any  others  needed  can  be  obtained,  at  the  cheapest  rates,  throogk 
this  Office. 

Emigrants  coming  from  a  distance,  should  provide  themselves  with  some 
food  for  use  in  Liverpool.  A  light  box  or  basket,  for  provisions,  to  serve  from 
New  York  to  Ogden,  will  be  found  useful.  A  shallow  box  or  basket,  to  stow 
under  the  seat,  is  better  than  a  deep  one.  Estimated  time,  with  stoppages, 
between  those  two  points,  eight  days.  The  foregoing  instructions  apply 
equally  to  every  company  of  the  season.

'*  The  Saints  are  few  and  scattered  in  this  Conference,  and  though  the  Tmv^iqg 
Xlders  are,  and  have  been,  laboring  very  zealously  in  tracting  and  preaching  wherever 
tbey  could  get  an  opportunity,  I  find  a  lack  of  that  spirit  which  ought  to  be  enjoyed  1^ 
«very  Saint  of  God,  in  many  of  those  who  have  the  name.  Some  of  these  ask:  '  Why  ii 
it  we  do  not  enjoy  the  gifts  of  the  Spirit  now  as  we  once  did?*  To  which  I  have  but  oae 
Answer,  viz. :  *  The  fault  does  not  lie  in  God;  it  therefore  must  be  in  us.'     The  gifts  are 
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enjoyed  by  the  obedient  believer;  hence,  if  we  enjoy  net  the  gifts  of  the  Spirit,  it. 

are  in  some  respect  disobedient  and  unbelieving; 
Will  say,  hewever,  that  most  of  the  Saints  are  striving  to  live  their  religion,  anci 
an  active  part  in  the  distribution  of  tracts,  books,  etc.     The  Elders  are  well,  and 
i«  spread  the  Gospel  as  fast  as  circumstances  will  allow  them  to,  and  they 
<|iiite  a  number  of  earnest  investigators  of  the  Gospel,  but  with  only  meagre- 
of  immediate  additions  to  the  Church. 
*  Teaterday,  being  Sunday,  I  had  an  unusual  day  of  rejoicing  here  at  Barwen  in  meet- 
witii  the  Saints.     The  day  was  such  an  exceptionally  fine  one,  so  warm,  clear  and 
that  we— Elders  W.  D.  Williams,  J.  W.  Thomley,  the  Darwen  Saints  and  your- 
■ervaiit—oould  not  resist  the  temptation  of  going  into  the  market-place,  and 
cmr  vmoes  in  the  open-air  in  defense  of  the  glorious  Gospel  of  life  and  salvation. 
Acooftiingly  we  turned  out  in  masse,  and  after  opening  our  meeting  in  the  usual  way,  I 
addressed  the  assembly  of  about  200  persons,  with  considerable  freedom,  on  the  first- 
yrinciplffa  of  the  Gospel,  for  about  20  or  25  minutes,  and  was  followed  by  Elder  Williams 
for  15  or  20  minutes,  when  we  adjourned  to  our  meeting  room  for  the  regular  service,  at 
vhiefa  quite  a  goodly  number  of  strangers  came  in  response  to  our  invitation  extended  ta 
in  the  open-air.

A      TESTIMONY.

Skehcg  the  brotherly  advice  and  encouragement  in  our  bright  little  Stak^^ 
respecting  writing  for  the  press,  I  humbly  attempt  to  give  an  account  of  a 
drcumstance  which  occurred  to  me  after  I  was  baptized.

questions  on  this  doctrine,  and  at  the  close  he  said  it  was  no  use  trying  to 
Qndentaiid  fully  these  things,  and  in  order  to  illustrate  this,  he  told  me  of  a 
circiunstance  which  happened  to  one  of  the  ancients.  While  walking  on  the 
lea-diore,  and  trying  to  study  out  this  doctrine,  he  met  a  little  child  cirrying 
vtter  in  a  small  bucket,  and  emptying  it  into  a  hole  clo^e  by.  *'  What  are 
TDQ  duing,  tijy  little  fellowl"  said  he.    *'  I  am  trying  to  empty  the  sea  into* 
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this  hole,''  replied  the  child/'  '*It  is  impossible  for  you  to  do  that,"  said  tha 
monk.  **  No  more  impossible  than  for  you  to  understand  the  Trinity,"  an- 
swered the  child. 

So  you  see  I  was  as  far  in  this  direction  as  it  was  possible  for  me-  to  ga^ 
when  I  met  Brother  Nephi,  and,  much  to  my  surprise,  he  showed  me  the  true 
light  of  it,  and  also  why  the  rev.  gentleman  did  not  understand  it  He  told 
jne  how  they  had  lost  the  light  of  the  Gospel,  and  how  they  had  heaped  to 
themselves  teachers,  teaching  for  doctrine  the  precepts  of  men,  preaching  for 
hire,  divining  for  money,  and  making  merchandise  of  the  souls  of  men,  and 
that  they  had  not  the  authority  which  the  5th  chapter  and  4th  verse  of 
Hebrews  speaks  of.  He  also  told  me  if  I  would  ask  Gk>d  He  would  give  me 
knowledge  or  wisdom  on  the  subject,  according  to  the  promise  of  James  i, 
5,  6.  So  I  followed  his  instructions,  and  afterwards  was  baptized  into  the 
fold  of  Christ  At  my  confirmation  it  was  told  to  me  that  I  should  be  able 
to  comprehend  the  past,  present  and  future,  and  that  my  past  life  would  be 
opened  up  to  me,  so  that  I  should  see  the  hand  of  Gk>d  leading  me  from  my 
mother's  knee  up  to  accepting  the  Qospel.  Well,  about  a  fortnight  after  I 
had  been  baptized  I  was  sitting  on  my  car,  (I  being  a  carter,)  and  reading 
that  instructive  little  book  called  the  Voice  of  Warning,  when  I  came  across 
the  passage:  "Other  sheep  I  have  which  are  not  of  this  fold;  them  also  I 
jnust  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my  voice;  and  there  shall  be  one  fold,  and 
one  shepherd."  At  this  moment  I  felt  full  of  praise  to  our  Heavenly  Father, 
and  I  said  aloud,  "It  is  the  truth!

EL  D.  Woolley,  of  Upper  Kanab,  had  a  narrow  escape  from  death  by  freez- 
ing while  making  his  way  from  Hillsdale  to  his  ranche.  He  was  snow- 
boand  on  the  mountains  and  without  food  or  sleep  for  thirty  hours.  When 
found  he  was  almost  insensible  and  worn  out  with  cold,  hunger  and  ex- 
hauation. 

•  Geo.  H.  Steed,  of  Farmington,  who  some  months  ago  shot  a  tramp  whom 
lie  had  charitably  provided  with  lodgings  at  his  house,  and  who  abused  his 
generosity  and  confidence  by  seducing  his  wife  and  then  threatening  to  kill 
kim,  has  been  tried  and  acquitted.  Governor  Murray  interested  himself  con- 
isderably  in  having  him  prosecuted,  with  the  mistaken  idea  that  Steed  was  a 
••  Mormon." 

'  President  George  Q.  Cannon  has  returned  to  Salt  Lake  City  from  his  visit 
to  Washington.  Calling  at  Cheyenne,  Wyoming,  on  his  return  journey,  he 
was  treated  with  marked  courtesy  and  respect  by  the  Governor,  Members  of 
-the  Legislature  and  others,  who  were  anxious  to  have  him  tarry  with  them 
«Dd  accept  of  further  honors  and  hospitality  at  their  hands,  which,  however, 
for  want  of  time,  he  was  unable  to  do. 

The  latest  exhibition  of  officious  presumption  on  the  part  of  Governor 
Mnrraj  is  the  nomination  by  him  of  Chancellor  and  Regents  for  the  Deseret 
UoiTersity.  In  the  hope  that  the  Legislative  Assembly  would  allow  his 
dictation  in  this  matter  in  the  present  instance,  and  thus  establish  a  prece- 
dent, he  has  nominated  men  against  whom  no  reasonable  objection  could  be 
ntaed  with  perhaps  three  or  four  exeeptions.

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"  A  PECULIAR  PEOPLE." 


In  the  first  place,  they  are  in  sumething  mure  or  less  than  a  biblical  sense 
**  a  peculiar  people."  They  are  chosen,  gathered  in  from  the  four  parts  of 
the  world,  because  of  their  peculiar  weakness  on  this  subject  of  religion.  I 
deny  clearly  and  unqualifiedly  that  polygamy  has  any  special  attraction  of 
itself  to  these  people.  Polygamy  is  simply  one  of  the  tenets  by  which  they 
tie  their  faith  and  profess  to  the  teachings  and  preachings  of  the  Bible  when 
God  spake  face  to  face  with  man  upon  earth.

WHAT    IS    THE    GOSPEL  1

The  subject  chosen  for  this  article  is  so  wide  and  comprehensive  in  its  nature^ 
that  I  do  not  pretend  to  be  capable  of  treating  it  to  the  extent  that  its  im- 
portance deserves;  for,  as  the  Scriptures  truly  say:  "It  never  entered  into 
the  heart  of  man  to  fully  conceive  the  good  things  that  are  in  store  for  tha^ 
faithful.  But,  so  far  as  our  minds  are  susceptible  of  perceiving  its  sublimitj 
and  glory,  we,  like  the  ancients,  can  have  a  foretaste  of  the  happiness  and-. 
blessings  that  are  promised  to  those  who  remain  faithful  to  the  end. 

It  is  obvious,  however,  that  in  this  system  there  exist  all  the  orders  of 
wisdom  and  intelligence  that  our  beings  will  ever  be  prepared  to  enjoy,  and 
it  is  manifest  to  the  enlightened  student  of  human  nature,  that  nothing  shorfc  . 
of  what  it  provides  could  fully  meet  the  varied  wants  and  requirements  o£^) 
our  progressive  organizations. 

When  we  consider  the  inherent  attributes  and  aspirations  that  we  possess^ 
and  in  view  of  the  boundless  capacities  we  have  for  the  acquisition  of  truth 
and  intelligence,  we  naturally  conclude  that  there  can  be  no  satisfactoiy 
stopping-point  to  the  ever  restless,  ever  active  spirit  of  man ;  and  we  are  odd* 
strained  to  reason  that  some  grand  system  of  truth  should  exist,  being  capable 
of  giving  full  scope  to  all  our  natural  endowments,  so  that  the  means  and.- 
the  object  of  our  existence  might  be  equal,  and  in  perfect  harmony  with  eack* 
other. 

We  find  that  the  further  we  climb  the  ladder  of  progress,  the  higher  wa , 
want  to  go,  and  that  every  new  acquirement  of  learning  only  serves  to  quickent 
and  whet  the  appetite  for  greater  achievements.  We  also  naturally  feel  tha, 
need  of  some  directing  influence  to  keep  us  properly  balanced  as  we  proceed, 
in  our  search  after  truth;  and  we  know  that  without  this  power  or  influsnos 
we  could  not  properly  proceed.  Men  are  somewhat  like  clocks — they  need  ^ 
adjusting  and  regulating  once  in  a  while  to  make  them  keep  good  timaiy 
Without  this  they  are  apt,  at  times,  to  run  a  little  too  fast  or  a  little  too  slow.  , 

In  our  search  for  knowledge  we  ought  to  study  to  avoid  extremes.    Thsj 
are  not  good,  and  seldom  last  long.    We  are  sometimes  very  anxious  to  re->-» 
caive  some  great  principle,  and  to  think  that  we  have  outlived  and  passed 
beyond  the  first  principles  of  our  education;  but,  after  due  reflection,  we  ^f 
to  see  that  this  is  an  impossibility,  and  we  conclude  that,  however  far  w%^ 
may  advance,  we  cannot  leave  the  rudiments  of  learning  behind.     To  illos^. 
tiate  this,  let  us  look  at  the  first  principle— faith.    Can  we  conceivo  of  any— 
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tliiog  that  CAD  be  done  without  the  exercise  of  this  principle?  When  we  are 
anart  enough  to  build  a  house  without  a  foundation,  we  may  begin  to  think 
<d  rising  in  the  scale  of  intelligence  without  fundamental  laws. 

In  order  that  our  minds  may  hare  the  proper  focus,  and  that  our  hearts 
nay  haTo  the  proper  tension  in  the  school  of  the  Qospel,  it  is  imperatively 
•ptceasary  that  we  have  the  Holy  Spirit  to  be  our  constant  instructor  and 
guide.  With  this  influence  to  lead  us,  we  will  not  run  into  any  undue  ex- 
tremes, but  we  will  follow  the  even  tenor  of  our  way,  steadily,  promptly  and 
peacefully.  We  might  as  well  imagine  that  our  bodies  could  be  sustained 
without  f<M>d,  as  to  suppose  that  we  can  be  healthy  and  vigorous  in  spirit 
without  this  power  to  lead  and  guide  us  in  all  the  affairs  of  life.  The  word 
■of  God  informs  us  that  it  is  this  Spirit  that  "takes  of  things  of  the  Father 
and  snows  them  unto  us,''  and  we  know  that  when  the  Gk>spel  is  received  and 
practiced  in  this  spirit,  it  is  "  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation." 

The  Gospel  was  revealed  to  lead  us  along  step  by  step,  and  to  let  us  see 
the  object  and  mission  of  our  creation;  and  it  will  lead  us  along  just  as  fast 
-ma  we  are  fit  to  receive  its  teachings,  and  until  our  hearts  and  souls  are  filled 
with  good  things.  But  we  must  be  consistent  in  our  expectations,  and  be 
pntient  of  results.  We  must  not  expect  to  "  reap  where  we  have  not  sown," 
DOT  to  *'  dig  where  we  have  not  planted."  ^ 

All  the  truths  that  exist,  whether  they  be  religious,  moral,  political  or 
aeientific,  are  comprehended  in  the  Gospel,  and  it  will  bring  them  all  into 
tiinelj  effect  for  our  good,  so  that  we  may  be  fitted  and  prepared  for  the 
^ery  highest  possible  honor  and  excellence;  but  we  must  be  diligent  scholars, 
and  not  consider  ourselves  too  smart  to  be  taught.  We  ought  to  be  as  willing 
to  receiTe  rebuke  when  it  is  deserved,  as  we  would  be  to  accept  honors  when 
thej  are  merited. 

There  is  an  abundance  of  evidence  contained  ia  the  various  sacred  records 
to  strengthen  and  encourage  us  in  the  things  of  God.  In  fact,  the  whole 
history  of  man,  as  well  as  the  numberless  evidences  of  nature  with  which  we 
are  daily  surrounded,  go  to  prove  that  all  things  are  subject  to  some  great 
eternal  laws  of  progress  and  developmeat,  and  subserving  some  purpose  that 
a  loftier  aim.  When  we  gaze  around  us  and  see  the  stupendous  and  glori- 
ereations  of  our  Maker,  we  reverently  say  that  God  is  there.

We  next  consider  the  Gospel  with  its  prin- 
of  gradual  development,  and  feel  assured  that  if  we  remain  faithful  to

itil  a  knowledge  of  the  higher  laws  will,  at  some  time  of  our  existence, 
within  the  range  of  our  capacities.  We  thus  are,  through  the  grace  of 
God  and  the  knowledge  of  the  Gospel,  able  to  see,  to  some  extent,  the  magni- 
tada  of  the  work  that  lies  before  us,  and  how  important  it  is  that  we  should 
be  anbject  to  the  mind  and  will  of  Heaven  continually. 
Would  that  we  were  more  diligent  in  learning  the  principles  of  eternal 
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life!  Would  that  we  might  retain  enough  of  our  native,  innocent,  childlike 
simplicity,  so  that  our  Heavenly  Father  could  operate  more  fully,  by  Biis 
Spirit,  upon  our  minds  and  hearts,  and  reveal  to  us  more  of  His  hidden 
mysteries!

A  very  fair  article  descriptive  of  the  family  accompanies  the  picture. 

The  enterprising  people  of  the  Sevier  Valley  are  preparing  to  increase  their 
vater  supply  for  irrigation  by  constructmg  a  reservoir.  They  have  secured  a 
mall  valley,  which,  with  a  comparatively  small  outlay  for  the  building  of 
fUea,  may  tie  converted  into  a  lake  in  which  a  large  body  of  water  may  be 
stored  fur  use  during  the  dry  season  of  the  year.

ANTI-"  MORMON"    LECTURE    OF    DR.    BARDSLEY.

Dr.  Bardsucy,  Vicar  of  Bradford,  made  a  teur  of  America  aome  four  years 
ago,  and  among  other  places  visited  by  the  rererend  gentleman  was  Utah. 
Since  his  return  to  England,  he  has  delivered  lectures  upon  his  travels,  and 
what  he  saw,  Utah  and  her  people  coming  in  for  a  large  share  of  his  attention. 
He  makes  some  statements  in  regard  to  the  doctrines  in  which  the  Saints 
believe,  and  attempts  to  show  that  they  do  not  understand  their  own  faith. 
He  claims  to  have  "  bearded  the  lion  in  his  den,"  by  showing  President  Taylor 
what  he,  the  lead^  of  the  Saints,  did  not  previously  know — that  the  "Mor- 
mon" Church  works  condemn  a  certain  principle  that  the  Saints  preach  and 
practice. 

The  principle  referred  to,  is  too  strongly  entrenched  behind  the  word  of 
the  Lord,  for  any  Christian  minister  to  be  able  to  overthrow  it.  The  revela- 
tions of  God  to  Joseph  Smith,  put  that  question  in  such  a  position,  that  it  is 
impossible  to  place  the  construction  upon  some  of  the  sayings  contained  m 
the  Book  of  Mormon,  that  the  gentleman  would  like  to. 

We  do  not  purpose  devoting  our  space  to  a  consideration  of  that  principis 
or  the  reverend  gentleman's  presumption,  but  shall  handle  other  statements  in 
his  lecture,  that  reflect  upon  thegood  character  of  the  Saints  and  their  honored 
leader,  the  late  President  Young.  The  doctor,  in  speaking  of  him,  credits  him 
with  wonderful  sagacity  and  judgment,  but  charges  him  with  being  a  wicked, 
"infamous"  man.  He  speaks  in  praise  of  Salt  Lake  City,  and  calls  it  "a  very 
nice  place."  AVhile  paying  a  high  tribute  to  the  thing  created,  he  would 
belittle  the  creator  thereof,  so  that  his  statements  can  not  be  made  to  har- 
monize. Says  the  Savior,  ** either  make  the  tree  good,  and  his  fruit  good;  or 
else  make  the  tree  corrupt,  and  his  fruit  corrupt:  for  the  tree  is  known  by  his 
fruit"  How  is  it  possible  that  the  fruits  of  that  man's  labors  are  peacefal, 
comfortable  homes  and  an  independent,  industrious,  temperate  and  virtuooi 
community,  if  he  was  such  a  bad  mani  Surely  the  fruit  would  be  withered 
and  useless  if  the  tree  lacked  the  proper  elements  of  strength! 

What  right  has  the  Vicar  of  Bradford  to  slander  Bngham  Young  and  ^ 
charge  him  with  being  wicked?    Can  he  point  hit  finger  to  a  single  crime  of 
which  that  great  and  good  man  was  ever  guilty?    No;  he  can  not     We  defy 
him  to  do  so.     He  may  assert  that  some  one  else  has  told  him  that  President 
Young  was  bad;  or  that  common  rumor  says  so;  but  neither  he  nor  any  other 
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liviog  can  point  out  the  time  and  place  that  he  (PresideDt  Young)  ever 
did  a  wicked  act 

If  the  teaching  of  people  to  be  honest,  truthful,  rirtuous,  charitable  and 
forgiving,  are  sius,  then  was  President  Young  guilty  of  sin.  If  it  was  a  crime 
to  redeem  the  desert  and  make  it  a  paradise,  as  the  vicar  says  it  is  to-day, 
then  was  President  Young  a  criminal. 

President  Young's  offense  consists  in  this:  he  taught  his  people  how  to  live 
zighteuus  livefi,  to  honor  and  sustain  all  wholesome  laws,  to  be  industrious 
mnd  fruitful  in  good  works;  he  himself  setting  the  example.  True,  he  also 
believed  in,  and  practiced  patriarch ial  marriage!  But  was  it  a  sin  for  him 
to  do  so,  if  he  provided  for  hi.s  family  and  gave  them  kind  and  proper  treat- 
mentl  If  it  was  wicked  in  him  to  do  so,  what  is  to  become  of  Abraham, 
Jacob,  Gideon  and  a  host  of  other  ancient  worthiest  What  will  be  the 
•f'nteDce  passed  upon  tbe  Lord  Himself  for  giving  laws  to  govern  the 
practice  of  that  principle?  Shall  puny  man  condemn  God  for  giving  Saul's 
wives  to  David? 

When  Dr.  Bardsley  can  prove  that  slimy,  stagnant  pools  yield  wholesome 
<wster;  that  drunken,  vicious,  idle  men  make  comfortable  homes;  that  the  vile 
mad  low  sustain  virtue;  that  the  frosts  of  winter  do  not  kill  the  leaves  upon 
the  trees,  he  may  be  ahle  to  prove  that  Brigham  Young  was  a.  very  wicked 
«Dnii,  although  the  people  he  educated  are  to-day  among  the  most  consistent 
.and  industrious  of  their  countrymen. 

Mr.  Bardsley  makes  mention  of  the  grave  of  Presido.nt  Young,  and  that  it 
]ia»  bei-n  seemingly  neglected.     His  remains  were  deposited  in  bin  private 
cemetery,  which  is  enclosed  by  a  high  stone  wall;  a  very  large  stone  covers 
the  £^ve,  which  is  surrounded  with  iron  palings  and  green  sward.     The 
view  from  bis  grave  on  the  hill  side  is  very  fine.     The  city  nestles  around  the 
Ykt-^e  of  the  bill,  then  come  fields  of  grain,  interspersed  with  farm  houses  and 
clanip5i  of  trees,  and  in  the  back  ground  the  lake  and  the  snowcapped  peaks 
of  the  lofty  mountains,  forming  a  most  pleasing  landscape.     When  he  arrived 
ID  Utah  it  was  a  barren  waste;  he  pitched  his  tent  near  where  his  body  now 
lies,  and    below  him  was  a  rocky,  sage-brush  plain.    Now  the  valley  is  a 
^nicn  as  far  as  the  eye  can  reach;  cities,  towns  and  villages,  with  their  pros- 
perous iiibaldtants,  are  monuments  of  the  greatness  of  his  mind,  the  goodness 
of  hia  heart.     True,  no  monument  of  stone,  reared  by  human  hands,  as  yet 
martu  the  spot  where  his  body  lies  (that  little  tribute  to  his  memory  will  yet 
be  pai<i),  but  he  has  himself  reared  a  more  lasting  monument,  **  eternal  in 
the  haaveiis'' — the  approval  of  his  God  and  the  love  of  his  people.     Stones 
may  crumble  and  go  to  dust,  but  the  deeds  of  that  devoted  hero  will  live  for- 
ever, and  posterity  will  yet  say  of  him,  he  was  one  of  the  noblest  and  best  of 
earth's  sons. 

Mr.  Bardsley  asserts  that  an  Episcopalian  clergyman  in  Salt  Lake  City 
tiaared  him  that  if  any  person  had  done  twelve  years  previously  what  he 
^  the  day  before — assailed  President  Taylor's  religion  to  his  face — he  never 
vcmld  have  escaped  from  Utah  alive.  The  doctor  displays  very  bad  taste  in 
lepeating  this  story.  If  any  clergyman  ever  told  him  such  a  thing,  it  was  a 
piece  of  the  baldest  kind  of  flattery,  and  so  devoid  of  truth  that  it  is  foolish 
of  him  to  expect  aoyoue  else  to  be  so  credulous  as  to  believe  it.    There  are 
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too  man  J  people  scattered  throughout  England  who  have,  at  some  time  ia 
the  past,  lived  in  Utah,  for  such  a  statement  as  that  to  gain  any  credence. 
They  will,  any  (»f  them,  testify,  if  they  have  any  regard  for  the  troth,  that  at 
no  time  in  the  history  of  Salt  Lake  City  has  human  life  or  property  been 
less  safe  there  than  in  the  town  of  Bradford. 

The  reverend  gentleman  would  do  well  to  read  the  fair  and  impartial 
statemants  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Barclay,  M.P.,  in  the  January  number  of  the  "  Nine- 
teenth Century,"  and  then  ponder  over  his  own  bombastic  utterances  and 
lack  of  good  breeding  in  seeking  to  brand  with  infamy  the  noble  dead  who 
never  injured  him,  and  against  whose  good  character  the  gentleman  know» 
nothing  at  all. 

Tiie  statement  given  him  by  the  Episcopalian  school  teacher,  that  400 
young  women,  daughters  of  '^  Mormon''  parents,  were  attending  his  school, 
having  fled  from  their  homes  because  of  the  odious  practice  of  polygamy,  is 
an  absolute  falseliood,  and  was  palmed  upon  the  gullible  doctor  for  him  to- 
repeat  to  his  Christian  friends  in  England,  and  thus  engender  hatred  against 
the  "  Mormons."  No  such  number  of  **  Mormon"  children  ever  attended  ft 
sectanan  school,  and  what  is  more,  not  one  in  a  hundred  of  Utah's  fair 
daughters,  born  of  ''  Mormon"  parents,  have  ever  repudiated  the  doctrine  of 
plural  marriage.  But  a  short  time  ago  nearly  20,000  of  them  petitioned  th» 
Congress  of  the  United  States  not  to  pass  any  law  interfering  with  tb» 
marriage  system  of  Utah. 

Dr.  Bardsley's  other  stories  are  old  and  stale,  and  long  since  exploded* 
The  next  time  the  reverend  gentleman  travels,  we  would  advise  him  to  keep 
his  eyes  open  and  seek  for  facts,  and  not  allow  himself  to  be  misled  by  the 
statements  of  scandal-mongers,  when  the  fruits  are  present  to  give  evidence 
of  the  goodness  of  the  tree.

H** 
got  home  safe,  and  I  hope  without  any  lasting  injury,  though  it  was  very  apparent  thair 
his  voice  was  weakened  somewhat;  this,  I  think,  is  passing  off  gradually,  and  be  will,  3 
hope,  again  be  as  strong  as  ever. 

The  Logan  'J'emple,  we  expect,  will  soon  be  ready  for  dedication;  several  of  the  labor* 
ers,  having  completed  their  class  of  work,  were  discharged  last  Saturday.    Superintend'" 
ent  Card  hopes  to  have  all  complete  by  the  last  of  this  month,  or  early  in  ApriL 
cost  of  the  building  will  probably  reach  about  six  hundred  thousand  dollan,  and  will 
paid  for  on  completion,  or  before  dedicated.

Leonard  J.  jun.,  who  has  been  living  at  Kanab;  also  Albert  Jones,  of  Provo  (Tithing 
Clerk),  Asahel  H.  Woodruff,  President  W.  Woodrurs  son,  and  Bishop  £.  F.  Sheets' 
Km,  Moroni  M.  Elder  Greorge  Groddard  expects  to  make  you  a  visit,  to  leave  some  time 
in  May.

F. — This  card  certainly  does  not  look  much  like  an  "  infernal  machine,"  and  I  can't 
help  thinking  you  are  unnecessarily  alarmed.  What  do  you  really  know  against  the 
*•  Mormons?" 

C— Know  against  them!    Why,  have  you  not  heard  what  a  pestilent  set  they  are? 

F.— Yes,  I  have  heard  many  bad  reports  about  them,  but  I  have  never  had  any  per- 
■onal  acquaintance  with  them,  and  would  like  to  learn  from  some  reliable  source  their 
real  chsu'acter. 

Ci — They  are  impostors. 

F.— Well,  if  that  is  all  there  is  against  them,  I  fancy  they  are  not  the  only  ones  in  the 
world. 

C. — But  they  are  immoral — their  religion  is  but  a  blind  to  cover  their  vile  practices. 

F.— Is  it  not  Atrange  that  they  should  have  such  an  article  as  this  in  their  creed,  then? 
{Riads)  **  We  believe  in  being  honest,  true,  chaste,  benevolent,  virtuous,  and  in  doing 
good  to  all  men." 

C. — I  care  nothing  about  what  their  creed  says;  they  are  a  low-bred,  dishonest,  cor- 
^rupt  people,  and  if  I  had  my  way  I  would  carry  out  the  suggestion  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Talmage— gather  them  together  in  their  big  Tabernacle,  and  blow  them  into  eternity 
with  shot  and  shell. 

F.— That  sounds  like  a  reverend  suggestion.  What  have  the  "Mormons"  done  to 
injure  you,  that  you  should  feel  like  that  tewards  them? 

C. — They  have  done  nothing  to  me  personally,  for  I  never  met  them,  nor  had  ansrthing 
to  do  with  them;  but  they  are  opposed  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  they  are  a  low,  de- 
graded set. 

F.— Oh,  that  is  their  offense,  is  it?  They  differ  from  you  religiously!  And  that  is 
the  way  yuu  would  like  to  propagate  your  religion!  That  is  the  way  you  would  elevate 
people  from  a  low,  degraded  condition,  is  it?  You  ought  to  have  lived  three  hundred 
years  ago,  when  men  were  burned  at  the  stake  and  beheaded  for  heresy! 

C— If  the  men  who  were  executed  for  heresy  had  been  guilty  of  such  crimes  as  the 
*'  Mormons"  are,  they  would  have  deserved  their  fate. 

F. — If  they  are  guilty  of  crimes,  why  are  they  not  punished  by  law? 

C.  —The  difficulty  is,  they  cannot  be  reached  by  law.  They  practice  them  under  the 
guise  of  religion.  For  instance,  they  marry  many  wives,  and  pretend  that  their  religion 
sanctions  it. 

F.  —Well,  it  may  bo  that  their  religion  does  sanction  it     There  are  all  sorts  of  religions 

•  in  the  world,  and  a  great  many  queer  practices  sanctioned  and  advocated  by  them.    Yon 
are  a  Christian,  I  suppose. 

C— Yes,  sir;  I  am. 

F. — And  you  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  and  that  the  Bible  is  a  divine  record. 

C.  -I  do. 

F.—  You  believe  that  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Jacob  were  good  men,  to  whom  the  Lord 
made  great  promiRes;  that  they  were  the  progenitors  of  God's  chosen  people;  that  thej 
have  gone  to  heaven,  and  that  all  faithful  Christians  are  going  to  dwell  in  Abraham's 
bosom,  I  suppose? 
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C. — ^Ye»,  tir;  T  believe  I  can  say  that  I  do.    Do  you  not  believe  in  these  things,  too? 
F.— No,  tir;  I  cannot  say  that  I  do.    I  belong  to  no  religion.      I  have  about  as  much 
respect  for  one  creed  as  another.     I  agree  with  none,  and  yet  I  am  willing  to  tolerate  all 
to  long  as  they  do  not  interfere  with  me.     I  am  glad  to  know  what  you  believe  in. 
C— For  what  reason? 

F. — I  wanted  to  see  whether  you  were  consistent  or  not,  and  I  find  you  very  incon* 
Bstent. 
C— Indeed!   In  what  particular? 

F. — In  venerating  such  men  as  Abraham  and  Jacob  who  are  said  to  have  lived  ancient- 
ly, and  who  were  polygamists,  and  then  condemning  the  "  Mormons"  for  following  their 
example. 

C.    -It  is  not  for  such  practices  that  I  venerate  any  men.      Abraham  and  ethers  who 
lived  anciently  sinned  in  marrj'ing  many  wives. 

F.  — In  making  that  assertion,  you  only  go  farther  in  proving  your  inconsistency.  Yoiz 
claim  th»t  they  have  gone  to  heaven,  that  Abraham  was  '*  the  father  of  the  faithful** 
and  **  the  friend  of  Grod,*'  and  yet  you  denounce  their  acts  as  sinful  and  condemn  the 
*'  Mormons*'  for  trying  to  get  to  heaven  by  the  same  means.  By  what  standard  do  yoa 
detennine  what  practices  are  sinful? 
C-  -By  the  standard  of  law— divine  trnd  human. 

F. — I  see  you  place  divine  law  first.  Of  course  you  go  to  the  Bible  for  that.  Does 
that  book  cendemn  the  practice  of  marrying  more  than  one  wife  as  sinful  ? 

C.  — Well,  if  it  does  not  positively  condemn  it,  it  fails  to  sanction  it,  which  amounts  to 
the  same  thing. 

F.-  Now,  my  friend,  do  you  not  see  that  you  are  inconsistent?  Your  Bible  does  mot 
condemn  these  men  for  marrying  many  wives.  It  alludes  to  them  as  being  good  men, 
and  intimates,  as  you  do,  that  they  have  gone  to  heaven  (Matt,  viii,  11 ).  Is  not  this 
proof  ihmt  their  practices  were  sanctioned? 

C. — I  prefer  to  regard  it  as  proof  ef  God's  mercy. 

F.  — What  is  the  use  of  your  Bible  if  it  dots  not  mean  what  it  says?  If  it  was  not  law- 
ful marriage  they  practiced,  it  must  have  been  adultery,  and  your  Bible  says  that  whore- 
moB^ni  and  adulterers  are  debarred  from  enteriag  inte  the  kingdom  of  heaven  (1  Cor^ 
vi,  9;  GaL  v,  19;  Eph.  v,  5;  Heb.  xiii,  4;  Rev.  xxii,  15). 
C. — Does  the  Bible  not  say  that  David  was  condemned  for  his  polygamous  practices? 
F.  — Well,  that  is  rich!  Asking  me  what  your  Bible  contains,  when  I  do  not  profess 
%m  believe  in  it!  Fortunately,  I  know  something  about  the  Bible,  and  I  am  able  to  ei»- 
fichten  yoo.  If  you  will  turn  to  the  15th  chapter  and  5th  verse  of  1  Kings,  you  may 
that  **  David  did  that  which  was  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Lord  and  turned  not  aside 
any  thing  that  he  commanded  him  all  the  days  of  his  life,  save  only  in  the  mattes 
ef  Uriah  the  Hittite."  The  12th  chapter  of  2  Samuel  also  gives  an  account  of  a  certain 
propihet  named  Nathan  saying  to  David:  **  Thus  saith  the  Lord  •  •  •  I  gave  thee 
Ihj  master^s  house  and  thy  master*s  wives  into  thy  bosom.*'  That  does  not  look  as  i£ 
Bible  or  God  either  condemned  polygamy!  My  friend,  if  I  pretended  to  believe  in 
Bible  I  should  be  consistent,  and  believe  in  polygamy  too.  As  it  is,  I  neither 
b^ievts  in  one  nor  the  other. 

C- — Well,  though  the  Bible  may  n<^t  be  very  pointed  in  condemning  such  a  vile 
practice,  it  is  sufficient  for  me  to  know  that  it  is  condemned  by  human  law,  and  that  it 
a  rrpagnant  to  my  feelings. 

F.  —  I  would  think  your  feelings  quite  proper,  and  consistent  too,,  on  that  point,  if  yon 
^d  not  claim  to  be  a  believer  in  the  Bible;  but  that  is  not  the  only  point  upon  which  I 
Botiee  that  yon  are  inconsistent. 

C. — Indeed;  and  what  are  the  others? 

F- — Your  Bible  inculcates  love,  charity  and  forbearance,  and  yet  yon  denounce  H^ 
**  JiConnoiie*'  and  wonld  have  them  exterminated  bfrcause  ef  this  ene  practice,  which  yon 
ader  rinfols 
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C.— Bat  that  ii  not  the  only  sinful  practice  of  which  they  are  guilty.    Thej  are 
notoriously  bad  people. 

I'.—.Well,  as  you  are  not  able  to  speak  from  personal  knowledge  concerning  thi 
people,  seeing  you  have  never  met  them,  I  would  like  to  find  somebody  who  can,  for 
begin  to  feel  interested  in  them.     Do  you  know  of  any  person  who  has  ever  lived 

them? 

C.  — Yes;  the  Rev.  Mr. spent  several  months  in  Utah  while  he  wi 

after  his  mining  interests  there  and  recruiting  his  health.     If  you  ask  him  you  will  fine 
that  he  will  give  them  a  bad  enough  character. 

F.— Very  likely  if  he  is  a  **  reverend"  gentleman,  and  opposed  to  them  in  religion,  fo^:^-^^^ 
I  begin  to  suspect  that  the  prejudice  against  the  **  Mormons*'  is  more  the  result  c:^  q| 
b^^try  than  anything  else — that  they  are  a  people  more  sinned  against  than  aiiininf 
I  cannot  help  contrasting  the  intolerance  which  you  have  manifested  in  talking 
them  with  these  published  articles  of  their  faith:  {Feads)  "  We  claim  the  privilage 
worshiping  Almighty  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  our  conscience,  and  allow  all  mi 
the  same  privilege,  let  them  worship  how,  where  or  what  they  may."  That 
does  not  sound  as  if  they  were  an  inconsistent  or  intolerant  people.     However,  I 

flee  Mr. ,  and  try  to  learn  something  more  about  them,  for  my  curiseity  is 

thoroughly  aroused.  6.  C.

tncea,  as  is  enjoyed  by  any  other  sect  or  denomination. 

have  no  excuses  or  apologies  to  offer  in  defense  of  polygamy,  or  plural 
rriage.  It  may  be  sin,  vice  or  error  in  those  who  pnictic*.'  it;  but  if  the 
:kgToaa  of  the  United  States  feel  called  as  miflsionaries  to  purify  society  by 
isLiting  vice  and  error  out  of  existence,  they  ought  to  begin  the  good  work 
bt  in  Washington  city.  And  ns  they  widen  the  circle  of  their  pious  la^)or8, 
ly  should  clean  up  the  filth  of  New  York,  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  and  so  on

Tfaey  volunteer  their  assistance  in  the  manual  labors  of  any  one  who  offers 
em  entertainment  I  have  seen  them  put  their  Bibles  in  their  pockets  and 
op  weod,  haul  wood,  kusk  corn,  etc.,  during  the  cold  weather  while  they 
une  visitors  at  the  home  of  my  aged  father. 

I  have  invited  them  to  my  humble  home,  and  enjoyed  their  visits  when 
ey  came.  No  more  perfect  gentlemen  than  they  ever  entered  my  door,  yet 
en  are  people  here  who  would,  if  they  dare,  drive  them  out,  mob  and  tar 
id  feather  them.  I  am  glad  these  violent  fanatics  are  too  few  to  be  danger- 
II,  and  that  some  of  the  best  men  in  the  country  have  been  kind  to  Hunter 
id  Bevan. 

The  fact  I  wish  to  note  is,  that  those  who  curse  and  abuse  the  Mormons 
K)Bt,are  generally  men  without  any  pretense  to  piety  themselves,  or  branded 
lypocritee  who  wear  a  church  mask  to  serve  the  devil  in;  men  who  violate 
kir  marriage  vows,  and  beget  illegitimate  children  by  lewd  and  ignorant 
poititatea. 
I  have  written  more  than  I  intended  to  write  when  I  began,  but  have  not

RELIEF      SOCIETIES. 
— o 

WE  hare  been  favored  with  a  transcript  of  an  article  addressed  to  the 
Relief  Societies  of  the  Swiss  and  Qerman  Mission,  and  recently  pub« 
fished  in  Der  Stem,  which  we  consider  of  sufficient  interest  to  the  readers  of 
the  Star  to  herewith  reproduce  the  main  part  of  it: 

'^  Womaa's  share  in  the  work  of  building  up  the  kingdom  of  God  has  ever 
Aown  itself  in  a  marked  manner,  so  much  so,  that  in  the  earliest  days  of  the 
Cbarch  the  Prophet  Joseph  deemed  it  necessary  to  organize  the  women  of 
Zion  into  societies,  for  by  their  working  in  union  greater  good  could  be  ac- 
iplished  by  them,  while  they  would  also  be  better  able  to  fulfill  the  dutiee 
of  them.  The  first  society  was  organized  in  Nauvoo  on  the  17th  of 
Murrh,  1842,  and  the  Prophet's  wife,  Emma,  was  made  president.  The  societj 
biigmn  its  labors  under  the  immediate  instruction  and  watchcare  of  the 
Prophet  Joseph,  and  the  members  were  blessed  and  set  apart  by  him  for 
tkeir  missionary  work.  Great  was  their  zeal,  and  many  are  those  who  to-. 
day  praise  aad  love  them  for  the  kind  assistance,  spiritual  and  temporal,  and 
the  motherly  aid  received  at  the  hands  of  these  noble  women.  The  priicipal 
work  of  the  women  in  those  days  was  to  minister  in  the  Temple  which  was 
Imit  in  Nanvoo,  and  to  watch  with  and  comfort  the  sick  and  sorrowing.  Their 
hem  is  were  in  their  labors,  and  they  worked  cheerfully  and  happily  for  the 
food  of  al],  carrying  sunshine  and  gladness  with  them  wherever  they  went^ 
in  the  happy  throng,  the  sick  chamber  or  ministering  to  the  sorrow* 


"Of  those  who  were  in  the  first  organization  but  few  remain.  Among 
etiil  spared  to  us  are  our  much  esteemed  Sisters  Eliza  R.  Snow  Smith, 
Zina  D.  H.  Young  and  Sarah  M.  Kimball,  who  still  labor  most  diligently  in 
the  interests  of  the  societies.    While  writing  of  the  first  organization,  men- 
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tion  is  due  Sister  Elizabeth  Ann  Whitney,  who,  two  years  ago,  was  laid  in 
the  grare.  She  had  been  a  most  diligent  worker  in  the  society,  and  was  so 
dearly  lored  for  the  motherly  tenderness  she  had  shown  and  solacing  words 
ahe  had  uttered,  that  they  named  her  *  Mother  Whitney,  the  comforter.*  Her 
voice  was  so  sweet  and  soft,  and  in  the  Temples  she  sang  so  beautifully,  that 
ahe  was  called  *  the  sweet  songster  of  Zion.'  A  halo  of  light  ever  seemed  to 
hover  near  her,  and  she  reminded  one  more  of  the  angels  of  heaven  than  of 
any  earthly  being.  In  the  Temples  she  was  blessed  with  the  gift  of  tongiiefl, 
and  sang  in  a  language  said  by  the  Prophet  Joseph  to  have  been  the  one 
apoken  in  the  Garden  of  Eden.  This  gift  she  held  until  her  last  moments  on 
earth,  and  never  appeared  so  beautiful  and  strong  as  when  she  sang  for  her 
loved  friends  in  this  heavenly  unknown  tongue. 

For  some  time  after  the  miii;ration  to  Utah  the  society  was  in  an  unsettled 
state,  some  of  the  sisters  having  remained  in  the  East,  others  having  died 
while  on  the  long,  tedious  journey  across  the  American  desert,  and  those  who 
had  gathered  to  Zion  being  scattered  in  different  localities.  Besides,  each 
one  had  her  own  home  to  make  and  so  much  to  do,  that  though  the  sisters 
«ver  helped  each  other,  no  work  was  done  by  an  organized  society.  How- 
ever, when  the  people  became  more  prosperous  and  settled  in  their  circum- 
atances,  President  Brigham  Young  felt  the  necessity  of  again  organizing  the 
Belief  Societies,  and  called  Sister  Eliza  R  S.  Smith  to  preside  over  all  the 
organizations  of  women  of  the  Church.  To  her  he  gave  instructions  concern- 
ing the  organization  and  methods  of  working,  and  thus  began  the  great  aye- 
tem  which  to-day  is  so  perfect  and  praiseworthy. 

Sister  Eliza  has  always  been  closely  identified  with  all  the  workings  of  the 
women  of  Zion,  and  has  ever  shown  an  untiring  zeal  in  the  interests  of  her 
aex.  Possessed  of  a  strong  character,  great  executive  ability,  and  a  highly 
apiritual  nature,  she  seems  to  have  been  born  for  this  position,  and  her  work 
therein  has  been  so  faithfully  and  admirably  fulfilled  as  to  call  forth  the 
•Mteem  and  respect  of  everyone;  and  now,  though  the  eightieth  anuiversaiy 
of  her  birth  is  past,  she  still  labors  diligently  and  untiringly  in  her  position. 
When  she  first  received  the  mission  of  the  reorganization,  she  and  her  co- 
laborers  visted  all  the  Wards  of  Salt  Lake  City,  then  the  different  settlements 
of  Utah,  where,  under  the  auspices  of  the  several  Bishops,  societies  were 
organized.  Then  meetings  of  these  societies  were  called,  and  nnder  the 
auspices  of  the  Presidents  of  Stakes,  Stake  organizations  were  formed  by  the 
appointing  of  a  president,  counselors  and  secretary  to  see  to  the  welfare  of 
the  Ward  societies  of  the  several  Stakes.  At  nearly  all  of  these  organizations 
Sister  Eliza  was  present,  sometimes  having  traveled  hundreds  of  miles  over  a 
rough  country  for  the  express  purpose,  and  she  always  gave  maeh  valuable 
instruction,  explaining  the  necessity  of  the  societies  and  the  methods  to  be 
used  in  conducting  them,  as  she  had  been  advised  and  counseled  to  do  by 
President  Young.  The  societies  have  so  rapidly  grown  and  increased  in 
number,  that  now  there  are  few  places  in  the  world,  where  enough  Sunti 
exist  to  compose  a  society,  without  one  of  them  being  organized.  Everywhere 
ihey  are  found  working  quietly  and  diligently,  spreading  good  in  every 
direction,  and  causing  their  influence  to  be  felt  amonf  the  people. 

The  duties  of  the  societies  have  increased  even  as  the  soeieties  themselvee 
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luve,  mnd  to>day  their  work  is  boundless.  The  great  assistance  they  render 
is  manrelons,  and  the  good  they  do  far  surpasses  the  expectations  of  the  most 
itDgaineL  It  can  scarcely  be  told — it  OTer- reaches  all  calculation.  Sustained 
and  upheld  by  the  thought  that  they  were  traveling  in  the  path  of  duty,  the 
women  of  Zion  have  toiled  on,  triumphing  over  all  opposition  and  discourage- 
ment, each  day  spreading  their  influence  abroad  and  holding  out  a  helping 
band  to  others.  With  their  faith  and  goodness,  their  power  and  strength 
kave  increased,  until  now,  endowed  with  the  priceless  graces — faith,  hope 
and  charity,  they  have  attained  a  height  of  excellence  and  stand  before  the 
world  a  band  of  noble,  fearless  women.  One  glimpse  at  these  societies  and 
their  workings  ought  to  cause  the  world  to  abandon  forever  the  idea  that  the 
women  of  Utah  are  down-trodden  and  degraded,  for  where  else  in  the  whole 
vide  world  can  one  find  such  a  community  of  working,  benevolent  womenf 
From  the  first  they  have  nourished  a  feeling  that  all  their  work  should  be 
kbors  of  love,  and  with  this  spirit  and  the  systematic  plans  which  they 
possees,  one  can  easily  imagine  what  great  good  they  can  accomplish.  The 
isachers  of  the  societies  make  regular  visits  to  all  the  people  in  their  Wards, 
eoUecting  the  bounty  bestowed  by  the  hands  of  the  rich  and  well-to-do, 
SKertaining  the  circumstances  and  wants  of  the  poor,  and  bestowing  relief 
9ad  good  counsel  as  they  go  from  place  to  place.  Every  two  weeks,  meetings 
aie  held  to  hear  the  teachers'  reports  and  attend  to  all  business  connected 
therewith,  also  to  enjoy  the  sweet  pleasure  of  conversing  upon  the  principles 
if  the  GkMpel  and  teaching  and  instructing  each  other^  At  these  times  they 
often  so  blessed  with  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  that  they  sing  and  speak  in 
and  have  the  interpretation  of  the  same.  This  gift  also  helps  to 
firmer  their  testimony,  for  they  here  see  a  fulfillment  of  the  prophecies. 
Once  a  month  sewing  meetings  are  held,  and  for  some  few  hours  the  sisters 
ply  the  needle  most  industriously,  making  up  various  kinds  of  articles  from 
■Hiteriala  contributed  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor.  Many  hundreds  of  dollars' 
-worth  of  needlework  has  either  been  donated  to  the  needy  or  sold,  and  the 
thus  obtained  used  for  some  charitable  purpore.  In  this  way  the 
have  been  able  to  aid  in  the  erecting  of  Temples  and  other  public  build- 
and  often  assist  a  departing  missionary;  and  besides,  through  their 
and  industry,  have  kept  a  little  store  always  on  hand  for  a  rainy  day. 
"'They  make  it  a  duty  to  watch  with  the  sick,  and  render  every  attention 
poanhle  to  any  who  are  afflicted  among  them.  These  devoted  women 
alwaya  found  in  the  houses  of  mourning,  using  their  best  efforts  towards 
the  sorrowing  and  preparing  the  departed  one  for  the  grave. 
all  the  burial  clothes  used  among  the  Saints  are  made  by  the  hands  of 
tk  Belief  Society  women. 

**  At  first  the  society  met  at  the  house  of  some  member,  but  they  increased 
•»  rapidly  in  nomber,  and  their  store  of  goods  also  increased  to  such  an  ex-. 
tliat  it  was  thought  be^t  for  them  to  assemble  in  the  several  Ward 
hootes;  but  even  then  the  sisters  had  not  the  room  for  storing  their 
and  with  their  quiet  industry  and  never-failing  zeal,  they  worked  for 
building  of  houses  of  their  own;  and  now  many  of  the  societies  either 
house  to  themselves  or  a  room  in  the  Ward  building,  built  and  furnish* 
ovt  of  their  own  meana    Some  of  them  also  keep  a  store,  and  the  profits 
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therefrom  are  placed  in  the  treasury  of  the  society.  Many  of  them  have 
built  granaries,  for  unto  the  societies  has  been  given  the  mission  of  storing 
grain  against  a  day  of  famine,  which  President  Young  prophesied  would  come 
upon  the  earth;  and  he  himself  organized  a  committee,  with  Emroeline  B» 
Wells  as  president,  to  superintend  the  saving  and  storing  of  grain  by  the 
societies. 

"  So  anxious  had  the  societies  become  to  learn  of  each  other's  movements^ 
and  so  necessary  was  it  thought  for  the  world  to  know  more  of  the  woik  of 
the  Latter-day  Saint  women,  that  a  publication  called  The  Woman*s  Exponent 
was  established  in  Salt  Lake  City,  and  a  young  lady.  Miss  Lula  Oreene^ 
selected  to  edit  and  conduct  the  same.  This  paper  was  started  by  subscrip* 
tions  and  donations  from  the  dififerent  societies,  and  is  published  for  the  ez* 
press  purpose  of  representing  the  work  of  the  women  of  Zion.  The  Exponenl^ 
has  for  the  last  seven  years  been  edited  by  Mrs.  Emmeline  B.  Wells,  tha 
former  editor  having  withdrawn.  The  enterprise  of  publishing  a  woman's 
paper  has  been  most  successful  in  every  respect,  and  not  only  are  the  societies 
represented  there,  but  through  its  columns  the  women  of  Utah  gloriously 
defend  their  rights  and  speak  for  themselves  in  answer  to  the  many  falsa 
reports  that  are  made  of  them.  It  has  also  been  a  means  of  encouragin|^ 
literary  talent  among  the  women,  and  many  who  are  now  accomplished 
writers  received  their  first  encouragement  through  the  EjrponetU, 

"Another  praiseworthy  movement  among  the  women  of  Utah  has  beea 
their  great  interest  and  work  in  sericulture.  They  have  labored  industriooslj 
in  this  and  have  had  considerable  success,  though  the  industry  is  still  in  its 
infancy.  The  most  energetic  worker  in  this  has  been  Sister  Zina  D.  HL 
Young,  who  herself  took  charge  of  a  large  mulberry  orchard  and  the  manage* 
ment  of  a  cocoonery.  The  industry  is  now  well  established.  One  factory^ 
has  been  built  and  is  in  working  order,  and  some  very  fine  specimens  of  Utalt 
silk  have  been  produced.  This  has  been  a  rather  difficult  undertaking,  fos 
not  only  had  all  the  machinery  to  be  imported,  but  competent  weavers  could 
not  be  found  in  Utah,  and  it  became  necessary  to  immigrate  some  who  un- 
derstood the  industry  before  any  manufacturing  could  be  done. 

"  Still  another  most  creditable  movement  made  by  the  societies  haa  been 
the  assisting  and  encouraging  of  young  women  in  the  study  of  medicine.. 
Many  of  the  settlements  are  situated  in  isolated  places,  and  medical  attend- 
ance in  cases  of  accidents  or  sudden  sickness  has  hitherto  been  impossible  to 
obtain.  Besides,  a  large  majority  of  the  physicians  among  our  people  were 
not  members  of  the  Church,  and  it  has  ever  been  thought  best  to  encourage^ 
by  our  patronage,  our  own  people.  When  the  question  of  sending  our  youD|( 
sisters  away  to  study  medicine  first  arose,  Sister  R.  B.  Pratt  eagerly  desired 
to  number  herself  among  the  pioneer  women  doctors  of  Utah,  and  accordingly 
she  went  to  the  East,  entered  a  medical  college  in  Philadelphia,  where  she. 
studied  most  assiduou^ily,  and  quickly  made  herself  proficient  in  the  chosen 
science.  After  graduating  she  returned  to  Utah,  and  not  only  began  to* 
practice  her  profession,  but  took  classes  of  young  women  sent  from  the  differ*-' 
eat  settlements  to  receive  instruction  in  medicine  and  surgery,  most  particu- 
larly in  obstetrics.  Muny  others  have  followed  Jilrs.  Pratt's  example,  and  ars 
now  pcomUing  practitioners  among  the  people.     !Most  of  these  have  received. 
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tssistance  from  the  Relief  Societies,  and  many  young  women  under  Mrs. 
Pratt's  tuition  are  supported  in  their  studies  by  them.  These  classes  prepare 
themseWes  for  the  higher  branches  of  the  academies,  and  thus,  with  this 
preTJoua  teaching,  are  not  compelled  to  stay  away  from  home  so  long.  Since 
this  first  movement,  rapid  progress  has  been  made  by  the  young  women  in 
this  direction,  and  Utah  today  has  several  lady  physicians  of  marked  ability 
besides  many  who  hare  taken  only  the  course  in  obstetrics  from  Mrs.  Pratt, 
and  then,  after  an  examination  before  the  leading  physicians  of  the  city, 
returned  to  their  several  homes  to  minister  in  their  calling. 

"  As  the  different  ladies  graduated  and  began  practice  among  the  people, 
they  saw  more  and  more  the  necessity  of  a  hospital.  This  subjeck  was 
£rst  agitated  by  Mrs.  Pratt  shortly  after  her  return  from  the  East,  but  not 
imtil  1882  did  the  sistors  feel  able  for  so  great  an  undertaking.  Ilecognizing 
bowever,  that  it  was  needed  and  would  become  a  great  benefit  to  the  people, 
the  societies  consented  to  sustain  it  by  monthly  donations,  and  the  members 
of  the  several  societies  became  members  of  the  Hospital  Association.  Accord- 
ingly, the  institution  was  established  without  capital,  depending  almost 
entirely  upon  the  different  societies  for  its  support  This  has  been  quite  an 
undertaking  for  the  Relief  Societies,  and  has  made  a  heavy  tax  upon  their 
little  treasuries,  but,  as  in  all  their  other  efforts,  they  have  labored  most 
^thfully  and  willingly,  and  now  have  sufficient  cause  to  feel  rewarded  for 
their  pains,  for  the  Deseret  Hospital  is  in  a  most  properous  and  promising 
condition. 

Whole  volumes  could  be  written  of  the  works  of  the  women  of  Zion,  and 
then  not  the  half  be  told;  but  I  will  not  presume  to  tell  more,  my  object 
having  been  merely  to  relate  something  concerning  the  organizations,  and 
the  principal  works  accomplished  by  the  Hslief  Societies.  There  are  nuiuer- 
oos  works  I  have  not  mentioned  at  all,  among  them  the  organization  of 
Young  Ladies'  Societies  and  the  Primaries,  the  beginning  of  the  organization 
among  the  Indian  women,  and  the  travels  of  the  leading  sisters  from  one  end 
of  the  Territory  to  another,  and  even  to  other  lands,  for  the  purpose  of 
organizing  and  encouraging  the  different  societies,  but  my  time  will  not  allow 
ue  to  narrate  so  much. 

^  I  hope  yon  may  be  allowed  to  gather  to  Zion,  and  not  only  learn  of  these 
things,  but  also  assist  in  the  great  work  of  the  '  Mormon'  women.  It  has 
given  me  the  greatest  pleasure  to  meet  with  the  sisters  of  this  land,  and  has 
especially  delighted  me  to  see  you  organized  into  Kelief  Societies,  for  I  feel 
ware  yon  will  derive  much  benefit  from  these  organizations.  May  you  ever 
feel  blessed  and  prospered  in  your  labors,  and,  notwithstanding  the  adverse 
«iieamstances  and  persecution  you  have  to  contend  with,  still  stand  firm  and 
iaitlifal  in  the  cause  of  truth,  is  the  earnest  desire  of

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MINUTES   OF   THE  LEEDS   CONFERENCE, 

HELD  AT  2  QBAFTON  ST.,  MANCHESTER  BOAD,    BBADFOBD,    ICABCH    S3,    1884, 

Pbbsent  on  the  stand:  Apostle  John  Henry  Smith,  President  of  the  Euro- 
pean Mission;  Elder  George  C.  Lambert,  of  the  Millennial  Star  Office;: 
Charles  H.  Rhees,  President  of,  and  Joseph  Tates  and  Thomes  Ogden,  Travel- 
ing Elders  in  the  Lteds  Conference. 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  10.30  a.m.  by  President  C.  H.  Rhees. 

After  the  opening  exercises  the  Branch  Presidents,  whe  were  present,  re^ 
ported  the  condition  of  their  Branches:  Elder  William  Rees,  the  Leed»> 
Branch;  Elder  Richard  Owen,  the  Bradford  Branch;  and  Elder  Jamet 
Burton,  the  Keighley  Branch.  The  members  were  reported  as  much  scatteredp 
some  lukewarm,  some  earnest  workers.  There  was  an  improvement  since 
last  Conference;  they  themselves  were  willing  to  help  roll  on  the  great 
latter-day  work,  and  bore  strong  testimonies  to  the  truth  of  the  same. 

President  C.  H.  Rhees  read  the  statistical  and  financial  reports  of  the  Con- 
ference, and  presented  the  general  authorities  of  the  Church  as  sustained  at 
the  last  General  Conference  held  in  Salt  Lake  City;  also  the  general  and.

At  2  p.m.,  after  singing,  and  prayer  by  Elder  Yates,  the  sacrament  wa»> 
administered  by  Elders  Ogden  and  Yates. 

Elder  Thomas  Ogden  reported  the  Saints  of  the  Keighley  District  as  feel4 
ing  well  and  striving  to  live  their  religion,  seeking  to  warn  their  neighboi% 
etc. ;  that  he  was  trying  to  do  his  duty,  and  let  his  light  shine,  etc. 

Elder  George  C.  Lambtrt  addressed  the  meeting,  stating  that  be  was  made 
happy  by  being  early  taught  the  principles  of  life  and  salvation.  The  people 
of  God,  although  persecuted,  were  the  happiest  people  living  upon  the  earth. 
Spoke  upon  the  object  the  Lord  had  in  view  in  gathering  them  out  from  the 
various  nations,  the  building  of  Temples,  their  use,  etc.  Portrayed  the  plan 
of  salvation  as  taught  by  Jesus  and  His  Apostles,  showing  the  necessity  ef 
the  same  being  observed  in  this  our  day.

President  Smith  folfowed  with  a  few  remarks  upon  the  atonement  of 
Christ  for  the  sin  of  Adam,  and  stated  that  He  also  opened  a  way  whereby  we 
may  get  the  remission  of  our  siDS  if  we  will  walk  therein.

TESTIMONY   OF   AN    HONEST   NON-"  MORMON."

Dear  Sir,— I  am  a  Gentile,  and  one  that  has  traveled  all  over  this  vast  too* 
tinent  and  three- fourths  of  Europe,  and  have  been  brought  into  connection 
with  all  classes  of  peuple  and  many  religious  sects.  I  arrived  in  Salt  Lake 
for  the  first  time  last  June,  have  been  traveling  through  Utah  since  that  time, 
and,  if  you  can  find  space  in  your  columns,  should  like  to  say  a  few  words 
with  regard  to  your  people,  whom  observation  has  shown  me  to  be  in  many 
letpects  greatly  maligned. 

I  have  no  wish  to  argue  on  Mormonisni,  as  I  neither  understand  nor  be- 
lieve in  it,  but  merely  give  an  ^*  outsider's"  honest  opinion  of  the  social  life  of 
the  Mormons. 

On  my  arrival  in  Utah,  I  had  a  poor  opinion  of  the  people  of  this  Territory, 
but  before  I  had  been  here  a  week,  I  began  to  discover  that  things  had  been 
fieatly  misrepresented  to  me,  and  at  once  commenced  to  look  around  and 
find  oat  for  myself.  Since  then  I  have  traveled  through  and  lived  in  some 
forty  settlemeats,  done  business  with  Mormons,  and  had  a  splendid  opporta- 
Bity  of  seeing  their  private  life.    What  was  my  ezperiencel 

I  was  treated  with  kindness  and  courtesy  in  every  place,  and  found  the 
Mormons  more  thrifty,  more  honest,  hospitable,  and  more  sincere  in  their 
^ious  belief  than  any  people  I  have  met  within  wanderings  that  extend 
15,000  miles.  I  fiud  a  country  that,  37  years  ago,  was  a  barren  wilder- 
converted  into  beautiful  farms  and  homesteads,  where  every  comfort  can 
be  found.  I  find  it  filled  with  settlements  that  can  boast  of  churches,  acade- 
mies, schools,  theatres  and  private  dwellings  that  would  not  disgrace  the  finest 
cities  in  the  civilized  world.  I  find  a  system  for  watching  over  the  welfare 
sod  interest  of  each  individual  citizen  in  every  settlement  that  I  declare  is  to- 
day the  finest  in  the  world,  and  whether  Mornionism  is  true  or  false,  where 
csn  yon  find  a  religious  sect  more  sincere  in  their  belief,  or  who  work  harder 
for  Uie  promulgation  of  their  faith,  than  these  same  Mormons? 

Their  religious  ideas  may  be  false,  probably  they  are,  but  at  least  they  act 
vp  to  them  in  their  every  day  life,  which  is  more  than  I  can  say  of  the  other 
sects  of  tbis  country;  and  standing  as  I  do  an  outsider,  belonging  to  no  reli- 
fioos  denomination  and  without  prejudice  on  either  side,  I  cannot  help  say- 
img  Uiat  if  the  minsters  of  the  Gospel  would  devote  the  time  they  waste  m 
sbiising  the  Mormons  to  studying  their  syst*  ms  of  working  and  Uiking  lessons 
frum  them,  it  would  be  better  both  for  them  and  their  congregations.

The  6th  of  April  is  an  important  day  in  the  history  of  the  Church  of  Jesas 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  Fifty-four  years  ago  the  Church  was  organized 
on  that  day,  agreeaHy  with  tho  conima!idment  of  the  Almighty.  A  nnmber 
of  persons  had  previously  been  baptized,  for  as  long  before  as  May  15,  1829, 
John  the  Baptist  had  appeared  to  Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery,  and 
bestowed  upon  them  the  keys  of  the  Aaronic  Priesthood,  the  authority  whidl 
he  held  in  a  former  dispensation  to  b:^ptize  repentant  believers  for  the  re- 
mission of  their  sins,  and  they  and  others  had  been  baptized.  The  keys  of 
the  Melchisedek  Priesthood,  or  Apostleship,  had  also  been  restored  by  the 
Apostles  Peter,  James  and  John  soon  afterwards,  but  no  organization  had 
previously  been  effected,  nor  h^d  the  authority  to  lay  on  hands  for  the  be- 
stowal of  the  Holy  Ghost  or  ordinntion  to  oflBce  in  the  Melchisedek  Priest- 
hood been  exercised  by  any  of  those  baptized.  Not  only  were  they  instructed 
by  the  Lord  how  to  proceed  to  organize  the  Church,  but  the  very  day  npon 
which  it  was  to  be  done  was  naniod  in  t!ie  revelation..  On  the  6th  of  April, 
1830,  six  of  the  persons  who  had  been  baptized  met  at  the  house  of  Peter 
Whitmer,  in  Fayette,  Seneca  Co.,  New  York,  and  there  proceeded  to  act  upon 
the  instructions  given  them.  The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  in  his  history  gives 
the  following  account  of  the  proceediners: 

"  Having  opened  the  meeting  by  solemn  prayer  to  our  heavenly  Father,  we  proceeded, 
according  to  previous  commandment,  to  call  on  our  brethren  to  know  whether  they 
Accepted  us  as  their  teachers  in  the  things  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  whether  they  were 
satisfied  that  we  should  proceed  and  be  organized  as  a  Church,  according  to  said  oooi- 
mandment  which  we  had  received.  To  these  they  consented  by  an  unanimous  vote.  1 
then  laid  my  hands  upon  Oliver  Cowdttry.  and  ordained  him  an  Elder  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints;  after  which,  he  ordained  me  also  to  the  office  of  aa 
Elder  of  said  Church.  We  then  took  bread,  blessed  it,  aad  brake  it  with  them;  alw 
wine,  blessed  it,  and  drank  it  with  tbem.  We  then  laid  our  hands  on  each  individual 
member  of  the  Church  present,  that  they  might  receive  the  Oift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
he  confirmed  members  of  the  Church  of  Christ  The  Holy  Ghost  was  poured  out  upon 
us  to  a  very  great  degree— some  prophesied,  whilst  we  all  praised  the  Lord,  and  rejdoed 
exceedingly." 

While  they  were  assembled  an  instructive  and  comforting  revelation  was 
received  by  the  Prophet.    After  relating  this  in  his  autobiography,  he  adds: 

**  Wt  now  proceedeA  to  call  out  and  ordain  some  others  cf  the  brethren  to  different 
offices  of  the  Priesthood,  according  as  the  Spirit  manifested  anto  us:  and  after  a  happj 
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time  ipent  in  witnessing  and  feeling  for  ourselves  the  powers  and  the  blessings  of  the 
H0I7  Ghost,  through  the  grace  of  God  bestowed  upon  us,  we  dismissed  with  the  pleasing 
lmowl«dge  that  we  were  now  individually,  members  of,  and  acknowledged  of  Grod,  *  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ/  organized  in  accordance  with  commandments  and  revelations 
jiven  by  Him  to  ourseWen  in  the  last  days,  as  well  as  according  to  the  order  of  the 
OiQich  as  recorded  in  the  New  Testament." 

This  was  the  humble  commencement  of  the  greatest  and  most  important 
work  that  has  been  andertaken  upon  this  eartk  since  the  days  when  the 
Savior  ministered  personally  among  men.  It  is  nothing  Itss  than  the  estab- 
lishing of  the  Church  and  kingdom  of  God  upon  the  earth — that  kingdom 
which  Daniel  foresaw  would  be  set  up  in  the  last  days,  "  which  shall  never 
be  destroyed"  or  "  left  to  other  people,"  but  which  "  shall  break  in  pieces  and 
consume  all  other  kingdoms  and  stand  forever." 

No  wonder  the  Latter-day  Saints  honor  that  day  I  To  them  it  is  the  grand- 
est and  most  significant  day  of  the  whole  year.  And  they  celebrate  it  in  tht 
most  sublime  manner — by  as  many  as  possible  of  them  assembling  in  general 
conference  to  praise  and  worship  God,  and  transact  such  business  of  a  Church 
capacity  as  may  be  brought  before  them.  What  a  contrast  between  the  num- 
ber of  deTout  believers  who  met  in  the  house  of  Peter  Whitmer  fifty-four 
years  ago  with  a  desire  only  to  know  the  will  of  the  Almighty  and  then  to 
do  ity  and  the  vast  number  who,  with  the  same  faith  and  motives,  meet  in 
£alt  Lake  City  on  the  same  day  of  this  year!  If  the  weather  be  favorable, 
there  are  probably  not  less  than  15,000  people  assembled  in  the  large  Taber- 
aacle,  and  thousands  of  others  anxious  to  gain  admittance  to  the  building 
but  unable  to  find  room.  This  comparisen  may  serve  to  indicate  in  some 
degree  the  growth  and  advancement  made  by  the  Church.  It  has  made 
apid  strides  in  the  past,  and  as  time  advances  it  increases  in  magnitude  and 
Momentum,  and  it  will  continue  to  do  so  in  spite  of  all  the  opposing  powers 
•€Q  earth  and  from  beneath.  The  Lord  is  still  with  His  people,  and  as  He 
comforted  them  on  that  momentous  day  fifty-four  years  ago  by  revealing  to 
them  His  will,  so  does  He  continue  to  do  so.  As  He  preserved  them  miracu- 
lously from  the  destruction  which  their  enemies  sought  to  bring  upon  them 
irfaen  they  were  few  in  number,  so  He  does  now  that  they  have  increased  to 
aeores  of  thousands. 

There  is  also  another  reason  why  the  6th  of  April  should  be  regarded  as  an 
important  day  and  why  it  should  be  celebrated.  In  the  revelation  given  to 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  just  previous  to  the  organization  of  the  Church,  it 
IS  intimated  that  it  was  upon  the  6th  of  April  that  the  Savior  of  the  world 
bom.    The  first  paragraph  of  it  reads  as  follows: 

**  The  rise  of  the  Church  of  Chriiit  in  these  last  days,  being  one  thousand  eight  hun* 
mad  thirty  yean  since  the  coming  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ  in  the  flesh, 
it  bang  regolarly  organized  and  established  agreeable  to  the  laws  of  our  country,  by  the 
win  and  commandments  of  God,  in  the  fourth  month,  and  on  the  sixth  day  of  the 
aoBth  which  is  called  April" 

It  may  be  difficult  for  those  who  have  been  in  the  habit  all  their  lives  of 
legarding  the  25th  day  of  December  as  the  day  of  the  Savior's  birth,  to  be- 
Here  it  possible  that  He  waji  born  on  the  6th  of  April.  It  may  be  claimed, 
too,  that  the  revelation  merely  expresses  '^  round  numbers^  wherein  it  alludes 
to  the  period  that  had  elapsed  since  the  birth  of  the  Savior,  but  we  prefer  to 
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believe  that  it  means  what  it  says.  Chronologists  generally  agree  that  the 
Savior  was  not  born  in  December,  and  that  the  custom  of  celebrating  the 
25th  day  of  that  month  originated  in  an  erroneous  impression  started  by  a 
Romish  monk.  Many  of  the  most  learned  of  the  chronologists  have  expressed 
the  opinion  also  that  he  was  born  in  April,  and  according  to  a  calculation  ot 
Prof.  Orson  Pratt,  it  was  upon  the  11th  day  of  that  month.  Possibly  thia 
may  be  correct,  but  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  6th  of  April  ia^ 
the  true  Christmas. 

Nor  are  those  mentioned  the  only  events  that  make  that  day  memorable, 
for  it  was  upon  the  6th  of  April  that  the  Savior  was  crucified.  This  is  not 
only  acknowledged  by  chronologists  of  the  world,  but  we  have  the  testimony 
of  Joseph  Smith  for  it.  In  his  history,  under  date  of  April  6, 1633,  he  recorda 
the  following: 

"  The  day  was  spent  in  a  very  agreeable  manner,  in  giving  and  receiving  knowledge 
which  appertained  to  this  last  kingdom.  It  being  just  1800  years  since  the  Savior  laid 
down  his  life  that  men  might  have  everlasting  life,  and  only  three  years  since  the  Ohuroli 
had  come  out  of  the  wilderness,  preparatory  for  the  last  dispensation,  they  had  great 
reason  to  rejoice:  they  thought  upon  the  time  when  this  world  came  into  existence,  and 
the  morning  stars  sang  together,  and  all  the  sons  of  God  shouted  for  joy;  when  Israel  ate 
the  *  Passover'  as  wailing  came  up  for  the  loss  of  the  first-bom  of  Egypt;  and  they  felt- 
like the  shepherds  who  watched  their  flocks  by  night,  when  the  angelic  choir  sweetly  saogr 
that  electrifying  strain,  *  Peace  on  earth  and  good  will  to  man;'  and  the  solemnities  of 
eternity  rested  upon  them.  This  was  the  first  attempt  made  by  the  Church  to  celebrator 
her  birth-day,  and  those  who  professed  not  our  faith  talked  about  it  as  a  strange  thing." 

What  changes  in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  may  be  developed  before 
another  of  its  birthdays  shall  occur,  or  during  the  next  decade,  it  is  not  for 
us  to  predict,  but  we  feel  assured  that  the  work  of  God  is  hastening  to  a  con-* 
summation,  and  that  He  will  cut  it  short  in  righteousness.  The  faithful 
never  had  greater  cause  to  rejoice,  and  the  wicked  never  had  greater  cause  to- 
tremble  at  the  prospect  of  the  approaching  time  **  when  the  Lord  Jesus  shall 
be  revealed  from  heaven  with  His  mighty  angels,  in  flaming  fire  taking 
vengeance  on  them  that  know  not  God,  and  that  obey  not  the  Gospel" 

In  view  of  this  being  the  true  Christmas  season  of  the  year,  it  will  perhaps, 
not  be  deemed  inappropriate  for  us  to  publish  the  following  beautihil 
poem  by  Bishop  O.  F.  Whitney:  G.  CL  L.

FROM   A   RETURNBD    MISSIONARY. 

Elder  W.  S.  Tanner,  who  recently  returned  to  his  home  in  Utah  from  a 
mission  to  this  countrj%  writes  to  us  under  date  of  March  12,  1884,  from 
Payson,  as  follows: 

**  I  often  think  of  you  and  the  brethren  in  the  ofHce  and  the  Saints  whose  aoquaintanoe 
I  formed  while  I  was  in  England,  and  remember  the  good  counsel  I  received  from  jou. 
I  hope  you  are  all  well.  We  are  havinj;  a  general  time  of  good  health  here.  I  returned 
home  in  saf sty  and  found  my  family  all  well  and  glad  to  sec  me,  and  I  was  glad  to  see 
them.  I  was  sick  on  board  ship  and  only  went  to  the  table  twice  during  the  voyage;  but 
if  I  did  not  get  the  worth  of  my  money  in  food  I  did  in  lying  in  bed.  I  weighed  170  Uml 
when  I  reached  New  York,  and  I  now  weigh  115  lbs.,  so  you  see  my  wife  takes  good  can 
of  me.  I  met  Elder  F.  M.  Lyman  and  had  a  good  visit  with  bim  after  my  return.  H« 
made  many  enquiries  after  you  and  many  of  the  Saints  in  England  and  conceminf  tlM 
welfare  of  the  Mission.     He  also  gave  me  some  good  counseL 

"  Times  are  baid  here  and  money  scarce,  and  it  looks  as  though  we  may  have  to  leant 
to  do  without  it  as  we  used  to.  There  is  a  great  improvement  in  the  feelings  and 
actions  of  the  people  generally.  They  are  observing  the  requirements  of  their  religion 
more  than  formerly,  and  seeking  to  gain  the  favor  of  God.  There  is  a  much  bettttr 
attendance  at  meetings  than  there  used  to  be,  and  a  good  spirit  prevails.*' 


NEWS  OF  THE   ITALIAN   MISSION. 

Elder  A.  Villet  writes  to  us  from  St.  Germain  de  Cluson,  PiedraoDt, 
March  26,  1884,  as  follows: 

"It  is  nearly  four  months  since  I  anived  in  this  land  as  a  stranger,  bat  I  have  now 
many  acquaintances.  I  succeeded  in  baptizing  a  family  of  three  persons,  but  persecntkni 
■soon  overthrew  them.  1  have  much  to  contend  with,  for  this  place  abounds  with  zninittov; 
in  fact,  ihis  is  the  place  where  they  are  forging  them.  I  have  had  many  disconionB  tm 
the  subject  of  religion,  but  have  always  come  off  triumphant.  Seeing  my  argnmenti 
could  not  be  overthrown,  abuse  and  denunciation  in  the  newspapers  were  retorted  to^ 
but  as  the  people  were  still  inclined  to  receive  me  at  their  houses  and  listen  to  me,  tb« 
ministers  took  to  holding  meetings  among  the  people,  forbidding  them  to  have  an3rthiaif 
to  do  with  me,  and  misrepresenting  our  principles.    This  has  had  the  effect  they  deeirod 
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to  A  great  extent,  but  in  spite  of  aII,  the  Lord  is  not  abandoning  me;  He  still  keeps  in 
merva  a  portion  of  the  people  who  welcome  me  to  their  homes,  feed  and  lodge  me,  and 
pamit  Bke  to  hold  meetings  in  their  houses  when  I  visit  them.  So  far  I  have  not  suffered 
for  the  want  of  anything,  and  mj  health  is  perfect,  and  has  been  throughout  my  mission, 
ahhoagh  the  manner  of  living  in  this  country  is  not  what  I  have  been  accustomed  to. 
The  weather  during  the  winter  has  been  in  my  favor — the  finest  winter  I  ever  experienced. 
It  has  only  rained  twice  since  I  came  here,  and  not  before  since  August  last,  and  there 
his  been  no  snow  but  about  an  inch  in  the  beginning  of  winter,  which  soon  vanished* 
Spring  ia  now  fairly  open;  fruit  trees  have  begun  to  bloom,  and  the  sweet  flowers  o{ 
i|viBg  are  perfuming  the  air;  the  birds  are  twittering,  all  nature  is  smiling,  and  I  can< 
aaare  you  that  I  partake  heartily  of  the  feast. 

**  There  are  a  few  believers  here,  but  they  lack  the  courage  to  embrace  the  GospeL 
Some  are  prevented  by  a  fear  of  persecution;  some  because  their  wives  are  opposed;  and 
others  because  their  husbands  are.  I  have  no  success  to  boast  of  yet,  but  one  thing  is. 
certain;  J  am  giving  them  a  full  testimony  and  intend  to  leave  them  without  excuse 
before  the  Lord,  for  I  am  traveling  freely  among  them,  spreading  pamphlets  as  I  go,  and 
holding  meetings  m  the  houses  at  which  I  stay  every  evening  when  I  can  get  a  chance." 


SKETCH  OF  ELDER  WILDS  LABORS. 

Elder  Joseph  Wild,  who  recently  returned  home  in  company  with  Elder 
Eleazer  Evans,  writes  to  us  from  American  Fork,  Utah,  March  7,  1884,  a8< 
follows: 

**  According  to  the  custom  of  the  Elders  generally  on  returning  home,  I  now  give  you 
adtortaketch  of  my  labors  while  on  my  mission  to  England.     I,  in  company  with 
other  Elders,  left  Salt  L^e  City  May  9,  1882,  and  arrived  in  Liverpool  May 
I  wae  appointed  to  labor  in  the  Manchester  Conference,  under  the  presidency  o{ 
Moroni  Brown.     I  spent  some  two  or  three  weeks  ameng  my  relatives  and  friends, 
\mt  soon  found  that  they  did  not  want  to  hear  anything  of  the  Gospel,  their  only  object 
WiBf  to  make  money.     When  I  talked  to  them  about  the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  they 
vmld  invariably  try  to  turn  the  conversation  to  some  other  subject.     Well,  I  was 
by  President  Brown  to  the  Tyldesley  District,  and  I  traveled  alone  for  about  » 
ith,  after  which  I  had  Elder  B.   £.  Rich  for  a  traveling  companion  for  about  tk- 
We  had  good  times  together,  and  held  out-door  meetings  whenever  opx>ortunity 
While  we  were  together,  we  also  took  a  trip  through  the  Ashton  District. 
Holme  and  I  then  traveled  together  about  a  month,  during  which  time  we  labored 
Tyldesley  District,  held  several  out-door  meetings  and  the  usual  in-door  meetings, 
took  a  trip  through  the  Leek  District     Brother  Hulme  having  been  released  to  re- 
home  with  the  September  company,  I  was  alone  again,  and  then  Elder  WikkI  and  I 
tttveled  together  about  two  weeks,  and  finally  Brother  M.   F.   Brown  and  I  labored 
tafcether  for  a  short  time,    I  enjoyed  my  labors  in  the  Manchester  Conference  first-rate*. 
"  In  the  early  part  of  October  I  was  released  from  the  Manchester  Conference  and 
afipointed  to  sncceed  Elder  James  Farmer  in  the  presidency  of  the  Leeds  Conference, 
«kef«  I  labored  until  my  release  to  accompany  Elder  Eleazer  Evans  home. 
**  I  will  here  say  that  I  have  enjoyed  my  mission  very  much,  and  have  done  the  best  I 
how  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  wherein  I  have  failed  it  haa 
tbroof^  lack  of  judgment  and  not  of  desire.      During  my  labon  I  have  baptized 
I  IS  pervons,  and  hope  I  have  sown  some  seed  that  will  yet  spring  up  and  mature 
good  grain  for  the  harvest  of  the  Lord. 
**  I  will  take  this  method  to  return  my  thanks  te  the  Saints  for  their  kindness  to  me  in 
to  my  wants;  I  had  not  the  chance  to  do  so  in  person  before  leaving,  as 
o  short  after  I  received  notice  to  leave  for  home.     I  thank  them  sincerely 
to  me  while  laboring  among  them,  and  I  say  God  bless  them  and  all 
Latter-day  Saints,  and  I  hojie  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  they  will  bo 
home  to  Zion.    I  feel  grateful  to  the  Lord  for  the  moaenre  of  Uis  Spirit  whidi 
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I  have  enjoyed.  Although  it  has  been  hard  and  dhcoaraging  at  times  when  I  conld  0e« 
no  results  from  my  labors,  I  have  been  encouraged  by  its  presence  to  press  on  and  do 
my  dut3'.  Some  few  would  listen  to  what  I  had  to  say,  but  I  found  the  majmitj  in- 
different or  prejudiced.  I  have  sometimes  got  into  conversation  with  people  in  railroad 
carriages  and  olher  places,  who  would  listen  to  what  I  had  to  say  and  acknowledge  it 
was  the  truth,  until  they  learned  what  I  was;  but  as  soon  as  that  was  known,  they 
wanted  to  hear  no  more.  This  is  the  exx>trience  of  many  of  the  Elders  I  dare  say;  well, 
I  for  one  will  leave  the  result  with  the  Almighty. 

**  The  account  of  our  return  voyage  across  the  Atlantic  has  been  already  published. 
We  left  New  York  at  8  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  Feb.  26th,  and  arrived  in  Salt  Lak« 
City  on  the  morning  of  March  2nd,  having  made  the  trip  in  a  little  less  than  fifteen 
days— very  good  time  considering  that  it  was  in  the  midst  of  winter.  On  reaching 
<  Oheyenne  on  the  morning  of  the  Ist,  we  were  pleased  to  see  President  Cumon  come  on 
the  train  on  his  way  home  from  the  East.  We  had  a  pleasant  time  with  him  during  the 
remainder  of  the  journey.

ELDER  DAVID  LEWIS    LABORS. 

President  David  Lewis,  of  the  Welsh  Conference,  who  is  about  to  return 
home,  reviews  his  missiunary  labors  as  follows,  in  a  letter  dated  Merthyr 
Tydfil,  April  2, 1884: 

*'  Over  twenty-three  months  have  elapsed  since  I  landed  in  Wales  as  a  misuonaiy  of 

the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.    I  assure  you  there  is  a  difference  in  nty 

feelings  now  and  when  I  landed;   although  I  must  say  I  esteemed  it  a  privilege  and 

blessing  to  be  permitted  to  come  back  to  the  land  of  my  birth  and  raise  my  v«ioe  in  favor 

-  and  defense  of  a  cause  dearer  to  me  than  life. 

**  About  twenty-eight  years  ago  I  left  this  country  for  the  *  vales  in  the  West*  with  ft 
•desire  in  my  heart  to  learn  more  of  the  wajrs  of  the  Lord  than  I  could  learn  here,  and 
that  I  Bught  walk  in  His  paths.  I  was  not  disappointed;  my  anticipation  waa  realiied» 
and  my  heart  swells  with  gratitude  to  the  Lord  for  sending  His  servant  to  me  with  ihm 
glorious  *Grospel  light  of  truth,'  which  I  embraced  and  gathered  up  to  Zion. 

"  During  my  sojourn  in  this  land  I  have  traveled  many  miles  on  foot  from  place  to 
place  searching  for  honest  men  and  women,  but  alas,  few  could  I  find!  That  is,  I  foond 
few  who  were  honest  with  themselves.  When  a  servant  of  the  Lord  points  out  clearly 
the  plan  of  salvation,  as  laid  down  in  the  Scriptures,  and  bears  testimony  that  he  hM 
authority  to  baptize  for  the  remission  of  sins  and  lay  on  hands  for  *the  gift  of  the  Hdy 
OHost,*  which  will  give  the  person  to  whom  those  ordinances  are  administered  a  teetimciu 
that  he  is  in  the  fold  of  Christ,  he  who  hears  such  testimony  and  refuses  to  accept  tlw 
offer,  is  not,  I  consider,  honest  with  himself. 

'*  At  times  I  have  felt  as  though  my  labors  were  futile;  at  other  times  I  have  radiMd 
that  I  was  engaged  in  a  glorious  work  and  highly  honored  in  being  considered  wortbj  to 
Jabor  in  the  cause  of  Him  who  rules  and  reigns  on  high. 

*'  A  missionary  has  many  inconveniences  with  which  to  contend,  and  were  it  not  lor 
rthe  comforting  influence  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  he  would  feel  at  timet 
disheartened.  I  must  say  an  occasional  dark  cloud  has  passed  over  me,  but  the 
-of  joy  I  have  had,  more  than  counterbalance  aU  gloomy  n^oments.  In  private 
in  halls,  and  on  the  streets,  I  have  borne  my  testimony  to  many  people  of  the  rMtomtfion 
•of  the  €rospel  to  the  earth,  the  divine  mission  of  the  Prophet  JoMph  Smith,  and  tha  final 
triumph  of  the  work  of  God. 

"  The  brethren  in  the  Welsh  Conference,  whom  I  have  had  the  honor  of  laboring  wilk 
and  directing,  have  proven  themselves  worthy  of  the  trust  reposed  in  them,  and  I  kftv^  ' 
tbMD  behind  to  carry  on  tho  work  of  the  Lord  in  Walee,  with  my  blaauBg. 
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"  The  Saints  have  been  very  kind,  to  me,  and  I  ask  the  Lord  to  bless  them  with  con- 
tianed  faith  in  the  Go8i>el,  d^verance  from  Babylon,  and  a  home  among^  the  Saints  of 

"  Grood-bye  dear  Saints  and  friends; 
Be  true  to  God,  obey  His  laws 
And  help  roll  on  His  glerious  cause.*' 


UTAH    NEWS. 


(Summarized  from  Territorial  Paper t,) 

A  joint  committee  of  both  branches  of  the  Utah  Legislature  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  draft  a  memorial  to  Congress,  asking  for  a  commission  to  be  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the  Territory,  that  future  Congressional 
action  io  regard  to  Utah  may  be  based  upon  true  premises. 

A  bill  has  been  passed  by  the  Legislature  and  received  the  Governor's 
noction  prohibiting  the  sale  of  ^(oy  pistols.  A  number  of  deaths  from  lock- 
jaw have  occurred  among  the  boys  in  Utah  from  the  use  of  this  dangerous 
l^ything  within  the  past  few  years. 

A  site  has  been  procured  upon  which  to  erect  the  contemplated  B.  Y. 
Academy.  It  is  a  piece  of  land  four  acres  in  extent,  known  as  the  Lewis 
Bktck,  situated  in  the  northern  part  of  Provo  City.  The  work  on  the  build- 
iig  is  already  commenced. 

A  terrible  snowslide  occurred  at  Alta,  in  Little  Cottonwood  Canyon,  on 
tie  7th  alt,  carrying  away  the  boiler  house,  blacksmith  shop,  boarding  house 
ad  ooDoeotrating  works  of  the  Emma  Mine,  and  killing  ten  me&  and  two 


Freemont  Valley,  Piute  Co.,  a  newly  settled  region,  produced  last  year 
45,000  bushels  of  grain  and  an  excellent  crop  of  potatoes.  The  tithing  house 
ci  the  place,  which  was  thought  to  be  larger  than  was  necessary  at  the  time 
it  was  built,  is  now  said  to  be  heaped  full  and  running  over. 

FHts  Stander  of  Benson,  while  traveling  between  Newton  and  Bear  River, 
itiempted  to  cross  a  slough,  the  water  in  which  was  so  high  as  to  submerge 
the  bridge,  and  in  doing  so  drowned  his  horses,  valued  at  $300,  and  was  him- 
«If  kepiatmggling  in  the  water,  holding  on  to  the  ice  for  four  hours,  until 
aMtaoce  came,  and  would  have  sunk  in  the  water  from  sheer  exhaustion. 
\md  his  dog  not  assisted  him  by  holding  on  to  his  coat 

And  DOW  the  people  of  Lehi  are  going  in  for  artesian  wells,  having  pur- 
chased a  machine  for  the  purpose  of  boring  for  water. 
A  par^  of  UDScrupulous  adventurers  have  been  lately  trying  to  ''jump" 
land  which  the  citizens  of  Provo  have  been  in  undisturbed  posses- 
of  for  the  past  thirty  years,  and  which  they  have  used  as  a  summer 
for  their  milch  cows.    The  land  in  question  consists  of  some  thousands 
and  is  situated  along  the  shores  of  Utah  lake  and  below  the  high 
At  latest  accounts  the  would-be  "jumpers"  were  still  trying  to 
the  land  with  lumber  to  erect  houses  and  indulging  in  threats,  and  the 
persistently  refusing  to  allow  them  to  cross  their  fields,  the 
bj  which  access  to  the  pastvre  could  be  gained.

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A  "  MORMON"  GIRL'S  LETTER  TO  HER  FATHER,  A  MINISTER

WE  have  been  favored  with  a  copy  of  a  letter  written  by  a  joung  lady  of 
London,  a  member  of  the  Church,  to  her  father,  who  is  a  minister^ 
from  which  we  are  allowed  to  extract  the  following,  provided  we  withold 
tke  names: 

**  You  say,  ilear  father,  that  you  'do  not  like  to  hold  a  controversy  upon  the 
qiestioQ  of  religion.'  Nor  do  I;  but  having  found  the  true  way  to  eternal 
life,  I  feel  it  my  bounden  duty  to  point  out  to  you,  by  the  scriptures  of  divine 
troth,  some  of  the  most  prominent  features  of  the  Qospel  as  it  was  in  the 
days  of  Jesus  and  His  Apostles. 

**  You  object  to  and  repudiate  baptism  as  the  door  into  the  fold  of  Christ, 
aad  quote  John  x,  7-9.  The  9th  reads:  *  I  am  the  door:  by  me  if  any  man 
Mter  in,  he  shall  be  saved.'  Very  true!  Now,  dear  father,  how  can  we 
•oter  in  by  Him,  unle.ss  we  do  it  as  He  did  iti  In  His  great  mercy  and 
leader  care  for  us,  and  that  there  might  be  no  mistake  upon  this  vital  point, 
W  that  we  all  might  tee  how  to  enter  in,  as  He  entered  in,  He  went  to  John 
tibe  Baptist  and  himself  demanded  to  be  baptized,  in  order,  as  He  said,  ta 
laifill  all  righteousness.  Now,  if  it  was  necessary  for  Him  in  whose  mouth 
tlKre  was  found  no  guile,  in  order  to  fulfill  all  righteousness,  to  go  and  be 
ItpCixed,  shall  we,  who  have  been  born  in  sin  and  steeped  in  iniquity  through 
all  oar  generations,  hope  to  fulfill  all  righteousness,  and  thereby  enter  into* 
that  straight  and  narrow  way,  unless  we,  too,  are  baptized,  and  that  in  His 
nmet  In  this  way  do  we  enter  by  Him;  in  no  other  way  can  we  enter  by 
Bim,  bat  by  the  way  He  so  carefully  marked  out  when  He  went  to  John,  as 
IB  Matt,  iii,  13.  You  quote  John  xiv,  6:  'Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  am  the 
way,  the  truth,  and  the  life:  no  man  cometh  uato  the  Father,  but  by  me." 
Tl^  all  points  to  the  one  thing,  the  way  in  which  Jesus  himself  walked,  the 
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pathway  in  which  He  trod,  as  the  only  way  by  which  we  can  obtain  access  to 
His  Father. 

"  Permit  me  now,  dear  father,  to  point  out  to  you  some  other  passages 
which  are  so  plain,  that  it  seems  to  me  strange  how  a  mistake  can  be  made. 
John  X,  1 :  *  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he  that  entereth  not  by  the  door 
into  the  sheepfold,  but  climbeth  np  some  sther  way,  the  same  is  a  tkief  and  a 
robber/  And  again  (2nd  verse):  '  But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the 
shepherd  of  the  sheep/  It  is  quite  plain  by  this  that  Jesus,  who  is  the 
Shepherd,  entered  in  by  the  door,  and  by  carefully  examining  the  scriptures 
we  find,  that  the  first  thing  Jesus  did  before  He  entered  upon  His  ministry, 
was  to  go  and  be  baptized  of  John,  so  clearly  showing  this  to  be  the  door,  the 
beginning,  the  entering  in,  that  it  is  strange  indeed  that  there  can  be  any 
difference  of  opinion  in  relation  to  it.  Jesus  was  so  very  careful  to  have  this 
point  plainly  understood  by  all,  that  according  to  the  words  of  Matt,  xxviii, 
19,  20,  His  last  instructions  were  to  His  Apostles:  '  Go  ye  therefore  and  teach 
all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost:  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  com- 
manded you."  And  what  had  He  just  commanded  them?  Why,  to  baptise 
all  nations.    His  last  instructions  according  to  St  Mark  were  (xi,  15,  16): 

*  Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that 
believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved,  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be 
damned.'  This  is  pretty  strong  language,  dear  father.  Of  course,  if  a  per- 
son will  not  believe  is  the  necessity  of  baptism,  he  will  not  be  baptised,  and^ 
according  to  the  words  of  Jesus,  he  shall  be  damned.  In  John  iii,  5,  Jesos 
tells  Nicodemus  that  *  Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  aid  of  the  Spirit,  ha 
cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.'  In  Acts  ii,  38,  Peter  instructs  the 
multitude  to  repent  and  be  baptized  ia  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  re- 
mission of  sins.  When  Philip  went  down  to  Samaria  and  preached  the  Gos- 
pel, *  they  were  baptized  both  men  and  women.'  When  he  converted  the 
Ethiopian  eunuch,  the  work  was  not  completed  till  he  baptized  him.  When 
Paul  instructed  the  jailor  (Acts  xvi,  31),  saying, '  Believe  on  the  Lord  Jeeiis 
Christ  and  then  shalt  be  saved,'  it  is  plain  here  that  the  conversion  was  not 
completed  in  a  mere  belief,  for  as  soon  as  the  jailor  believed  he  '  was  bi^ 
tised,  he  and  all  his  straightway.'  The  idea  that  faith  alone  can  save  a  per> 
son  is  altogether  unscriptural,  for  we  find  the  Apostle  James  says  (ii,  14): 

*  What  doth  it  profit,  my  brethren,  though  a  man  say  he  hath  faith  and  have 
not  workst  can  faith  save  him]'  (17th):  *  Even  so  faith,  if  it  hath  not  workB, 
is  dead,  being  alone.'  (26th):  '  For  as  the  body  without  the  spirit  is  dead,  so 
faith  without  works  is  dead  also.'  This  is  most  clearly  set  forth  by  JesQS 
himself  in  Matt  vii,  24-27 :  *  Therefore  whosoever  heareth  these  sayings  of 
ipine,  and  doeth  them,  I  will  liken  him  unto  a  wise  man,  which  built  his 
hpuse  upon  a  rock:  and  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the 
winds  blew,  and  beat  upon  that  hoose;  and  it  fell  not:  for  it  was  founded 
upon  a  rock.    And  every  one  that  heaieth  these  sayings  of  mine,  and  doetk 

.  tb^m  zu>t,  shall  be  likened  unto  a  foolish  man,  which  built  his  house  upott 
.  thlkseiid:  and  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds  UeW| 
;  aud  heal  upon  that  house;  and  it  fell:  and  great  wss  the  fall  of  it' 

**'  VYtf  Mud  by  this  dear  father,  that  we  must  not  only  hear  and  beUeTOi  bal 
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ire  most  do  the  things  which  He  taught  He  told  Hig  Apostles,  as  already 
ahowa,  to  baptize  all  nations  in  His  name.  Again,  He  said  that  '  heaTen 
•nd  earth  shall  past  away,  but  my  words  shall  not;'  and,  according  to  His 
words,  all  nations  must  be  baptized  or  they  cannot  be  sared.  You  quote 
from  my  letter  and  say, '  that  by  belief  in  baptism  I  shut  out  the  sacrifice  of 
Christ'  Not  so,  dear  father,  by  any  means;  but,  by  being  baptized,  I  com- 
ply with  the  law  which  He  has  established,  and  thereby  set  forth  in  that  one 
set  of  my  own  life  His  death  and  burial,  for  as  He  laid  down  His  life  and 
was  baried,  so  should  I  lay  down  my  sinful  self  and  be  buried  beneath  the 
fiqoid  ware;  and  as  He  came  forth  to  immortality  and  eternal  life, 
so  shotdd  I  come  forth  washed  and  cleansed  from  my  sins,  and  thereby 
•eeept  the  sacrifice  and  offering  which  He  made,  and  lay  hold  of 
ttemal  life  by  obeying  His  commandments.  This  is  the  birth  of  the  water 
ffeferred  to  in  John  iii,  5,  and  then  cometh  the  birth  of  the  Spirit,  as  shown 
in  Acts  Tiii,  17:  'Then  laid  they  their  hands  on  them,  and  they  received  the 
Holy  Ghost'  Also  xiz,  6:  'And  when  Paul  had  laid  his  hands  upon  them, 
the  Holy  Ghost  came  on  them;  and  they  spake  with  tongues  and  prophesied.' 

**  Bat  note  carefully,  dear  father,  that  the  Holy  Qhost  did  not  come  upon 
tkem  nntil  after  they  had  been  baptized,  and  the  hands  of  the  Apostles  had 
besQ  laid  upon  them,  as  clearly  shown  also  in  Acts  viii,  16i  *  For  as  yet  he 
«as  fallen  upon  none  of  them:  only  they  were  baptized  in  the  name  of  the 
Lofd  Jesus.'  This  is  shown  also  in  the  baptism  of  Jesus  himself;  the  Holy 
Qhost  came  upon  Him  after  He  was  baptized,  as  if  to  witness  to  all  nations 
ad  kindreds  and  tongues,  that  this  was  the  true  way  to  enter  into  the  fold  of 
Christ,  and  the  door  into  the  kingdom  of  Qod.  And  thus  having  been 
washed  of  oar  sins  by  baptism,  which  is  being  '  born  of  the  water,'  we  receive 
the  Holy  Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the  Apostles,  or  those  who 
lave  been  commissioned  of  Jesus  Christ,  as  Paul,  Barnabas  and  others.  This 
ii  the  birth  of  the  Spirit  referred  to  in  John  iii,  5.  We  may  then  partake  of 
He  Lord's  Supper,  and  in  thus  partaking  of  the  emblems  of  his  flesh  and 
Uood,  we  are  cleanssd  from  all  iniquity  by  the  blood  of  Christ,  and  by  it 
atoctified  before  the  Lord.  This  is  very  clearly  set  forth  in  the  following 
piSiBCca  (John  vi,  53-57):  'Therefore  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Verily,  verily,  I 
aj  nnto.  Except  ye  eat  the  flesh  of  the  Son  of  man,  and  drink  his  blood,  ye 
lave  no  life  in  you.  Whoso  eateth  my  flesh  and  drinketh  my  blood,  hath 
Hsmal  lifa  *  *  For  my  flesh  is  meet  indeed,  and  my  blood  is  drink  in- 
ised.  He  that  eateth  my  flesh,  and  drinketh  my  blood,  dwelleth  in  me,  and 
I  IB  him.  As  the  living  Father  hath  sent  me,  and  I  live  by  the  Father,  so  he 
tksi  eateth  me,  even  he  shall  live  by  me.' 

We  see  by  these  passages  that  in  order  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  the  atoning 
Used  oi  Christ,  we  must  partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  eat  the  emblems 
tf  SBa  flesh  and  blood,  and  in  this  way,  by  Him,  have  access  to  the  Father. 
The  following  paragraph  will  show  what  the  blood  of  Christ  will  do  for  us 
(i  John  i,  7):  *  Bat  if  we  walk  in  the  light,  as  he  is  in  the  light,  we  have 
idofraiup  one  with  another,  and  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son  deans^th 
•i tomiUI sin.'  (9th):  'If  we  confess  our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and jnst to 
naofonrsins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  nnrig^lebiisnessi*'  "IToWt 
father,  how  can  we  *  walk  in  the  light,  as  he  is  in  the  iight^^  uhl^'we 
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follow  His  footsteps  through  the  waters  of  baptism  iito  the  kingdom  of  Qod^ 
80  that  the  light  of  that  kingdom  can  shine  upon  us?  By  so  doing  we  walk 
out  of  the  darkness,  ignorance  and  superstition  of  man-made  systems  of 
religion,  into  the  glorious  light  of  the  Qospel  truth;  and  when,  by  the  layiag 
on  of  hands,  we  receive  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  same  that  descended  upon  Jesus 
and  have  our  souls  lit  up  with  heavenly  light,  then  are  we  *  in  the  light  as  He 
is  in  the  light,'  and  as  that  gift  was  conferred  upon  the  baptized  believer 
formerly,  as  in  Acts  viii,  17,  also  xiz,  6,  and  upon  the  Apostles,  too,  on  that 
graat  pentecostal  day.  Then  iiave  we  *  fellowship  one  with  another/  because 
we  have  all  been  baptized  by  one  spirit  into  one  body,  even  the  body  of 
Christ,  or  of  His  Church,  and  have  all  been  made  to  drink  at  tke  same  foun* 
tain  of  light  which  emanates  alone  from  the  throne  of  grace.  Having  thus 
had  our  sins  washed  away  by  the  waters  of  baptism,  and  sealed  by  the  Holj 
Spirit  of  promise,  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  we  may  now  sit  at  the  Lord's 
Supper,  and  partake  of  the  emblems  of  His  flesh  and  blood,  and  thus  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ,  His  Son,  cleanseth  us  from  all  sin.  Then  are  we  cleaa 
before  Him,  having  been  cleansed  by  His  blood.  Then  are  we  Saints,  as 
they  were  in  former  days,  having  been  sanctified  by  His  blood.  Then  haT» 
we  the  promise  of  eternal  life,  having  eaten  His  flesh  and  drank  His  bloody 
strictly  according  to  the  sacred  ordinance  which  He  has  established,  and  if 
we  continue  faithful  till  the  end,  no  power  on  earth  or  under  the  earth  oaa 
deprive  us  of  this  precious  boon — eternal  life.  This,  dear  father,  is  the  way 
we  shall  obtain  uctess  to  the  throne  of  grace  by  Jesus  Christ,  and  not  bj 
making  long  prayers,  as  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees  did,  calling  Him  Lordi^ 
Lord,  yet  refusing  to  obey  His  simplest  commands. 

"And  now  I  must  conclude,  and  in  doing  so,  permit  me  to  say,  that  I  hope 
you  will  not  treat  this  with  disdain,  and  cast  it  aside  as  a  thing  of  nought^ 
simply  because  it  has  come  from  your  daughter,  for  I  know  that  these  thiogv 
are  true,  and  the  truth  will  stand  forever.    My  heart  is  glad  and  my  soul  is 
full  of  joy,  because  the  Lord  has  led  me  out  of  darkness  and  out  of  obscoritj^ 
and  brought  me  forth  into  the  glorious  light  of  the  Gospel  of  peace.    My  sins 
have  been  washed  away  by  the  waters  of  baptism,  the  Holy  Ghost  has  beea 
given  to  me  under  the  hands  of  those  who  were  duly  commissioned  of  Jesos 
Christ  to  act  in  His  name,  it  continues  to  burn  in  my  heart,  and  my  aoul  hse 
never  hungered  since.    Oh,  father,  do  listen  to  these  sacred  things.    You  da 
not  know  what  precious  truths  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  are  taught  by  this  peo- 
ple for  whom  you  have  such  a  supreme  contempt     You  never  dreamed  of 
the  glorious  principles  of  life  and  salvation  that  have  been  revealed  to  the 
Latter-day  Saints;  and  how  could  you!    You  have  never  been  to  hear  thea,.. 
and  will  not  listen  to  those  who  have  made  a  careful  study  of  the  doctrines 
they  teach.    You  join  in  the  general  hue-and-cry  against  them,  as  did  the 
Scribes  aud  Piiarisees  of  old  against  Jesus  and  His  Apostles,  without  haTim^ 
the  loiu  iJdu  of  what  you  are  doing. 

*'A  id  now,  earnestly  bssaeching  the  throne  of  grace  that  the  Spirit  of  Gtod. 
may  lead  you,  and  that  your  eyes  may  be  opened  to  see  the  gloriijus  light  of 
the  Qosp3!  of  peace,  I  remain  your  ever  true  and  aflectionate  daughter." 


Sweep  first  before  your  own  door,  before  you  sweep  before  your  neighbor'r-. 
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A   MORMON   ELDER'S   MORAL   COURAGE. 


*A  floRMON  Elder  was  proselyting  in  Indiana,  and  a  plot  was  formed  to 
•eixa  him  while  h«  was  addressing  a  public  meeting,  take  him  to  a  secluded 
•pot  ftod  maltreat  him  with  tar  and  feathers.  Being  informed  of  his  peril  in 
adTEoce,  he  did  not  run  away,  but  boldly  appeared  according  to  appointment, 
preached  Mormonism  in  his  most  eloquent  manner,  and  by  his  oratory  so  im- 
pmwd  the  conspirators,  that  they  gave  up  the  intention  of  mobbing  him." 

Hidden  away  among  the  commonplace  trivialities  of  the  Chicago  Daily 
Herald^  the  above  item  was  found.  No  more  special  significance  was  attached 
to  it  than  to  any  other  scrap  of  intelligence  which  it  is  the  business  of  the 
compiling  journalist  to  chronicle,  and  yet  this  morsel  of  a  few  lines  contains 
«ne  of  the  grandest  epics  of  modern  days.  It  contains  not  alone  a  compli- 
ment to  religion,  moral  courage,  sincerity  and  earnestness,  but  it  even  renders 
Bore  exalted  the  majesty  of  human  nature,  and  demonstrates  more  clearly 
the  heaTen-bom  attributes  of  an  honest  man.  One  of  the  most  splendid  piles 
of  that  vast  superstructure  of  estheticism  which  is  founded  on  sincerity,  is 
moral  courage.  It  commanded  respect  in  every  age,  clime  and  civilization; 
it  has  a  place  in  every  form  of  religion  that  pretended  to  improve  or  exalt 
mankind;  and  before  a  practical  illustration  of  it,  is  awed  savage  and  civilized' 
alike.  Is  it  any  wonder  the  unsophisticated  hoosier  of  Indiana  was  astonished 
4twhat  to  him  was  a  moral  phenomenon?  He  might  have  been  told  what  it 
vas,  and  what  place  was  given  to  it  by  his  secular  or  religious  teacher,  but  it 
lemained  for  a  Mormon  Elder,  alone  and  unfriended,  with  the  finger  of 
derision  and  contempt  pointed  at  him,  to  give  a  practical  exhibition  of  its 
God-given  attribute. 

Five  hundred  years  B.  C.  Pythagoras  said:  "  Whatever  people  may  think 
<»fyoa,  do  that  which  you  think  to  be  right;"  100  years  earlier,  Buddha — 
&kya  Hindu,  has:  "  Like  a  solid  rock,  unshaken  by  the  wind,  wise  people 
tte  unfaltering  amid  praise  or  blame.''  Confucius  the  Chinaman,  who  lived 
aomewhere  in  those  days,  said:  **  To  know  a  thing  is  right  and  not  to  do  it,  is 
t  weakness."  And  Solomon,  in  whom  we  all  claim  property,  says:  "Remove 
tliy  feet  from  evil,  turn  not  to  the  right  hand  or  the  left.  Ponder  the  path  of 
tby  feet,  and  let  all  thy  ways  be  established."  Christ,  who  invests  mankind 
with  more  inherent  goodness,  and  accords  to  it  clearer  conceptions  of  justice, 
ttys:  "  Why,  even  of  yourselves,  judge  ye  not  what  is  rightl"  I  don't  know 
mbaX  words  are  used  for  this  moral  courage  in  the  religion  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints,  but  the  item  at  the  bead  of  this  communication  reminds  me  forcibly 
liiat  they  know  how  to  practice  and  execute  the  words  describing  and  eon- 
Inrting  it  from  other  systems.  What  a  contrast  does  not  this  Mormon  Elder 
lorm  to  that  creature  who  openly  boasts  that  he  sat  behind  a  stove  during  a 
whole  nighty  while  a  mythical  Swede  was  being  done  to  death.  Would  the 
iodemency  of  a  midnight  temperature  deter  that  humble  Mormon,  who 
hfaved  the  threats  and  prejudice  of  an  Indiana  community,  from  going  tu  the 
aniatince  of  his  fellow-manC  No,  honesty  and  courage,  generosity  and 
dttrity,  are  common  to  all  races,  to  all  creeds,  and  to  all  reli;;ions,  but,  un- 
iortanateiy,  not  always  to  the  professors  of  all  religions.     There  is  a  religion 
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of  nature  common  to  all  save  those  who  have  thrown  away  their  manhood^ 
like  the  apostle  of  the  noctural  stove,  which  render  sacred  several  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  a  just  humanity. — Junius^  a  Chicago  correspondent  of  the  Deseret 
ilTiswa. 


MOBOCRATIC  TKEATMENT  OF  "MORMON"  ELDERS. 

Eldkb  Wm.  H.  Crandall,  missionary  to  the  Southern  States,  writing  to  the- 
Ogden  Herald  from  Shady  Grove,  Jasper  Co.,  Miss.,  says: 

"  I  have  not  escaped  the  opposition  of  the  evil- designing  persons  who  are 
constantly  menacing  the  Elders  in  this  part  of  the  country.  I  have  been^ 
mobbed  several  times,  but  each  time  escaped  with  only  little  injury,  and  with 
a  strong  conviction  of  the  truth  of  the  Gospel. 

"  On  February  18th,  in  George's  Camp,  Jones  Co.,  we  were  subjected  to 
one  of  these  great  trials.  Elder  Thomas  Davis  and  I  left  Smith  Co.  for  the- 
bove- named  place.  On  our  way  we  saw  two  men  whom  we  recognized  a» 
members  of  former  mobs;  we  passed  the  time  of  day  with  them,  and  went  to 
Mr.  Allen  Vallentine's  residence,  where  we  remained  until  nearly  sundown, 
when  we  repaired  to  Millard  Yallentine's  place.  This  man  is  a  son  of  the 
first-named  gentleman.    Here  we  stayed  over  night. 

"  About  8  o'clock  somebody  shot  through  a  crevice  near  the  chimney,  the 
ball  passing  so  near  my  head  that  it  burned  my  left  ear.  Directly  afterwards 
about  twenty  shots  were  fired  at  or  near  the  building.  The  persons  shootiag 
were  careful  to  keep  themselves  concealed.  Two  dogs  were  badly  shot,  the 
door  of  the  house  was  battered  down  several  times,  and  some  of  the  side* 
boards  were  torn  from  the  building.  They  kept  up  their  battery  for  oTer  five 
hours,  and  kept  us,  the  while,  considerably  excited  on  the  inside,  though  none 
of  the  inmates  of  the  house  were  injured. 

"  I  have  not  learned  that  the  guilty  persons  have  received  any  check  by 
law.  We  are  all  well  and  feel  like  doing  our  duty  and  clinging  to  the  right^ 
let  the  consequence  be  what  it  may."

Two  deaths  from  this  disease  recently 
occnrred  there. 

Andrew  Peterson,  a  resident  of  Wanship,  Summit  Co.,  has  lately  been 
tried  in  the  Third  District  Court  for  illegal  voting,  on  the  plea  that  he  was  a 
polygamist.  The  jury  failed  to  agree  and  were  discharged.  He  is  now  liable 
to  undergo  another  trial. 

James  Dunn,  who  for  many  years  past  his  been  superintendent  of  the 
Profvo  Woolen  Factory,  and  John  C.  Cutler,  County  Clerk  of  Salt  Lake 
(Xmnty,  have  purchased  the  Wasatch  Woolen  Mills,  located  on  Kanyon  Creek, 
in  Salt  Lake  County,  from  Messrs.  Burton,  Smoot  and  Sharp. 

F.  S.  Richards,  Esq.,  has  been  appointed  to  the  position  of  attorney  for 
Sdt  Lake  City,  and  will  doubtless  remove  his  family  from  Ogden  to  the 
npital  of  the  Territory.  The  Ogden  Herald  expresses  regret  at  parting  with 
kim,  but  finds  consolation  in  tlie  thought  that  what  is  Ogden's  loss  is  Salt 
Lake'a  gain. 

It  is  rumored  that  a  branch  line  of  the  Denver  and  llio  Qrande  railroad  ia 
lobe  oonstructed  through  Sanpete  this  year.  If  so,  it  will  bo  a  boon  to  tho 
l^erritory,  as  just  now  there  is  no  public  work  in  the  nature  of  railroad  build- 
ing Koiag  on  in  that  region,  and  though  there  are  perhaps  not  many  idle  men 
m  Utah,  there  are  many  men,  and  teams  too,  that  might  be  more  profitably 
eaployed  than  they  are. 

T.  R  Jones,  general  manager  of  the  Qermania  Smelting  Works,  offers  to- 
tQppIy  the  farmers  of  Utah  with  200  bushels  of  flax  seed  for  planting  this 
spring,  as  an  inducement  for  them  to  enter  upon  the  cultivation  of  this  article 
which  is  so  largely  consumed  in  the  TeiTitory.  It  is  claimed  that  flax  seed 
nised  in  Utah  will  yield  five  per  cent,  more  oil  than  that  does  which  grows 
IB  the  east.     It  would  doubtless  be  a  profitable  crop. 

Gh)T<^rnor  Murray  started  Eist  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Utah  Legislature.  He  will  doubtless  apply  himself  to  retailing  slanders  about 
the  Latter-day  Saints— trying  to  prejudice  the  public  against  them,  and  at 
tbe  same  time  to  distract  their  attention  from  his  own  unsavory  record,  which 
kehas  been  so  fearful  lately  of  hMving  shown  up,  and  which  indeed  has  had

All  governments  must  bare  a  revenue,  that  public  businrw?  may  be  carried 
on,  and  those  persons  who  devote  their  time  and  talents  fi>r  the  public  good 
may  receive  a  just  recompense  for  thc'r  hibor.     It  has  bein  found  expedient 
by  all  gcvernments  to  levy  tixes  «t  dui'S  on  the  citizen  to  maintain  those  in- 
stitutions so  necessary  to  the  pood  of  commnnities,  and  many  methods  have 
been  adopted  to  secure  the  desired  end.     It  has  been  the  study  of  the  ablest  of 
statesmen  to  so  arrange  laws  tluit  tlie  burdens  of  poveinn:ent  might  reat 
equally  upon  all  persons  in  proportii»n  to  their  wea'th,  but  all  attempts  have 
been  failures,  and  many  almost  <»ntirely  escape  their  share  of  this  responsi- 
bility by  arranging  property  cr»nci  rns  so  that  the  oflRrers  (»1  the  law  do  not  find 
them  out.    The  poor  man,  as  a  rule,  i^  much  more  heavily  taxed  than  the 
rich.     While  man  has  made  many  «flf-»rt8  to  adjust  these  matters,  and  copy 
the  law  contained  in  the  sacred  ctjdt-,  there  have  always  b(  en  defects.    Per- 
fection exists  n(»where  except  in  Deity,  and  in   the  laws  devised  by  Him. 
Abram  paid  tithes  to  Melchisedek  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  Qod.    In 
those  days  it  was  paid  in  kind,  un<i  in  order  that  neither  the  government  nor 
the  individual  might  be  wronged,  srict  measures  were  adopted  to  make 
matters  fair  to  all  interested.     In  the  economy  (»f  heaven   the  system  of 
tithes  was  instituted  as  being  the  nost  equitable,  and  the  reward  for  a  fair 
and  honest  payment  of  the  &anie  was  to   be  the  blessings  of  earth  and  the 
approval  of  the  Lord.     Tiihing  the  pet»ple  is  the  Lord's  system  of  taxation, 
and  it  is  most  equitable  in  its  working^*,  as  it  does  not  interfere  with  the 
agency  of  man.     The  Qospel  is  a  s>sti'm  of  rewards  and  punishments;  each 
law  kept  by  man  is  to  bring  its  ble»sing,  while  neglect  of  any  requirement  of 
heaven  has  its  penalty. 

The  payment  of  tithes  is  a  test  law.  Man  is  naturally  selfish;  he  loves 
either  the  gold  or  the  ease  and  comfort  he  can  purchase  by  the  possession  of 
it  The  Lord  knew  this,  and  that  many  would  cling  to  their  treasures  to  the 
detriment  of  their  souls,  preferring  tiie  plt^asures  of  to-day  rather  than  the 
joys  and  peace  of  the  future.  Ii  was  for  the  pi>rp»)f  e  (»f  educating  His  people, 
and  causing  them  to  overcome  their  selfish ncss  and  acquire  faith  by  the 
practice  of  self-denial,  until  they  would  be  willing  to  hold  themselves  and  all 
their  possessions  subservient  to  His  will,  that  the  Lord  instituted  the  law  of 
tithing.     He  is  not  in  want  of  the  wtalth  of  this  world,  for  "  the  earth  is  the 
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Lord's  and  the  fullness  thereof;''  but  He  does  require  the  most  perfect  sub- 
mission to  His  will  from  those  who  would  seek  His  favor  and  gain  salvation 
^  His  hand.  It  is  for  man's  own  go*d  that  he  is  brought  under  tribute  to 
the  Almighty  by  the  law  of  tithing.  The  very  act  of  self-denial  which  the 
payment  of  tithes  requires,  brings  its  own  reward — strength  of  will  and  power 
to  conquer  self,  the  great  battle  of  ]ife  in  which  so  many  are  vanquished.  By 
compljring  with  this  law  we  gain  faith  and  power  from  the  Almighty  to  con- 
form cheerfully  to  all  other  laws  which  the  Lord  has  instituted,  and  gain  the 
blessings  which  are  predicated  thereon.  The  Lord  has  ))Iaced  us  here  on  this 
earth,  and  given,  or  rather  lent,  us  all  wo  possess,  and  He  requires  us  to  pay 
interest  on  the  loan.  We  have  our  agency,  and  we  can  refuse  to  do  so  if  we 
choose,  but  we  forfeit  thereby  the  blessings  promised.  Whether  we  do  our 
daty  or  not  will  be  known  to  the  Almighty,  though  it  may  not  be  to  men. 
We  need  not  hope  to  deceive  Him  in  such  matters  any  more  than  did  Ananias 
and  Sapphira. 

The  covenant  people  of  God  have  always  been  under  this  law,  and  when 
they  have  observed  it  in  the  spirit  thereof  they  have  been  prospered  and  have 
enjoyed  much  favor  with  their  heavenly  Father.  We  find  that  the  Lord,  through 
His  Prophet  Malachi,  charged  His  people  with  robbing  Him  of  His  tithes  and 
offerings,  and  said  they  were  "cursed  with  a  curse"  for  so  doing;  but  if  they 
voald  turn  unto  Him  with  full  purpose  of  heart,  he  would  bestow  upon  them 
nch  blessings.  They  evidently  preferred  to  neglect  this  law,  as  they  were 
soon  in  deep  trouble,  and  were  driven  and  peeled.  The  Savior  said  but  little 
ibout  tithes,  although  He  says  He  came  to  fulfill  the  law  and  the  Prophets, 
end  certainly  among  them  was  the  Lord's  revenue  law.  Some  persons 
diimed  exemption  from  other  duties  because  they  paid  tithes,  but  they  were 
put  in  order  on  that  question  by  the  Savior,  wherein  He  reproaches  the 
Fharisees  for  paying  tithes  on  things  of  little  consequence,  but  omitting  the 
weightier  matters  of  the  law.  "  These  ought  ye  to  have  done,"  He  said,  "  and 
not  to  leave  the  others  undone.''  Promises  were  made  for  the  observance  of 
each  law,  and  blessings  predicated  thereon.  Baptism  could  not  take  the  place 
of  tithes,  and  tithes  could  not  take  the  place  of  baptism.  The  revealed  word 
of  the  Lord  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  in  our  day  says  that  all  Saints  are  to  pay 
** one-tenth  of  all  their  interest  annually."  Unlike  man-made  laws,  this  is 
strictly  just;  the  interest  of  some  may  be  small,  they  not  being  endowed  by 
tlie  Creator  with  the  power  to  accumulate  as  some  ethers,  while  those  who 
possess  the  faculty  of  acquiring  property  to  a  large  degree  must  pay  much 
interest  The  principle  is  this:  from  him  to  whom  much  has  been  given, 
sach  is  required;  where  little  has  been  given,  but  little  is  required.  Thus 
iethe  Lord  just  in  all  His  ways,  only  requiring  from  His  children.that  they 
letom  to  Him  the  measure  He  ha^  meted  out  to  them. 

Those  who  pay  their  tithes  and  offerings  in  full  are  the  ones  to  whom  the 
promises  will  be  made  sure;  those  who  pay  in  part  will  receive  in  part,  those 
who  pay  but  little,  although  they  possess  much,  will  be  rewarded  accordingly. 
The  widow's  mite  was  more  than  the  rich  men  all  gave,  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Lord:  she  gave  all  she  possessed;  they  gave  a  little  out  of  their  abundance.  No 
person,  high  or  low,  rich  or  poor,  is  exempt  from  this  law.    Joseph  Smith  and 
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Oliver  Cowdery  were  required  to  meet  this  obligation,  and  w«rt  to  reeeiTe^ 
no  salary  for  preaching  the  Gospel.

Gamer,. .Henry  W.  Man- 
ning, W.  H.  Wright,  George  Croft,  David  Lewis,  W.  G.  Reese,  John  Ellis  and 
Thomas  Wilson. 

Ic  was  also  the  intention  of  Elder  Isaac  Green,  of  the  Bristol  Conference^ 
to  have  sailed  with  this  company,  but  having  Uarned  that  his  wife  was  on 
her  way  to  England  to  visit  relatives  and  attend  to  some  business  matters, 
he  concluded  to  remain. 

Two  other  families  of  emigrants  would  also  have  sailed  but  for  the  fact 
that  they  were  ordered  back  by  the  examining  physicians.  Some  of  their 
cliildren  bad  recently  been  affected  with  the  chicken  pox,  and  they  bad  not 
entirely  recovered  from  it  It  will  be  well  for  those  intending  to  emigrate 
to  note  this  fact,  and  not  attempt  to  sail  while  affected  with  contagious 
diseases.

LITTER  FKOM  PRESIDENT  CAKNON. 

President  Geo.  Q.  Cannon  writing  from  Salt  Lake  City,  March  17, 1884,  to 
Elder  George  C  Lambert,  says: 

*'  Your  brother,  Charles  John's  accident  I  suppose  you  have  heard  all  ahont.  His 
mare  kicked  him  a  week  ago  last  Friday  in  the  face,  and  he  has  been  lying  in  a  veiy 
critical  position  ever  since.  I  called  in  there  this  morning  and  found  him  in  a  better 
condition  than  he  had  l>een;  the  symptoms  are  more  favorable  and  he  has  had  a  quiet 
night;  but  he  hovers  between  life  and  death.  Having  a  stnmg  constitution,  with  thm 
blessing  df  the  Lord  and  the  constant  administration  of  the  Elders  be  may  pull  thraogli, 
and  when  he  does  recover  1  hope  there  will  be  no  injury  to  hit  brain.  At  times  he  is  Teijf 
violent  with  delirium. 

**  J  should  have  been  glad  to  have  written  to  you  many  times,  but  if  you  WMe  to 
accempany  me  in  my  labors  each  day  you  probably  could  form  some  idea  of  how  difficult 
it  has  been  for  me  to  keep  up  my  correspondence.  The  labors  of  the  President's  office  con- 
stantly increase,  and  with  meetings  and  eouncils,  and  deciding  questions  and  giving 
counsel,  the  time  is  all  occupied,  and  if  it  were  not  for  the  aid  that  I  receive  from  Bici^ 
Irvine's  facile  pen  I  do  not  know  what  I  should  do;  in  fact,  T  could  not  keep  ap  even  t6 
the  extent  I  do. 

*'  I  was  very  pleased  to  ^et  your  articles  for  the  JuvtniU,  and  shall  be  pleaaed  at  anj' 
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tone  to  receire  oeninbutioiiB  from  3roa.  I  am  sure  that  the  readers  of  the  Juvenile  will 
W  glad  to  bear  from  you. 

**  It  is  gfratifsring  news  to  me  to  hear  that  you  have  got  over  your  dyspepsia.  I  trust 
fDor  experience  in  this  respect  will  be  a  lesson  to  yon  as  to  how  to  treat  yonreelf  in  the 
fature  to  f«ci4>e  that  terrible  affliction. 

"  I  am  laboring  under  some  concern  at  the  present  time  respecting  Jehn  Q.'s  health. 
If  I  thought  his  health  was  impaired,  I  would  not  want  him  to  remun  any  longer  than 
liiaohitely  necessary,  because  under  thoee  circumstances  a  change  of  climate  might  arrest 
daeaee  and  save  Bfe. 

**  I  am  greatly  pleased  to  hear  of  your  labors,  and  I  should  judge  from  all  I  see  and 
kar  that  you  are  successful  in  their  performance.  You  are  guning  an  experience  that 
JOB  win  prixe  throughout  your  entire  life.  There  is  no  labor  so  pleasing  as  that  of  the 
■iniatry,  and  I  think  every  young  man  in  this  Church  should  at  least  have  the  privilege — 
laleaB  there  should  be  some  strong  reason  to  the  contrary^-of  going  upon  one  mission." 


LEGISLATIVE  MATTERS— CONVERSIONS  AMONG  THE  INDIANS,  ETC. 

ApoBtitt  Wilford  Woodruff  writes  from  Salt  Lake  City,  March  15,  1884,  as 
follows: 

"Our  Legislature  closed  last  night  at  9  o'clock,  after  having  a  warfare  with  the 
GoTvmor,  and  being  obliged  to  strike  out  the  appropriation  of  $50,000  for  the  University 
rf  Deseret,  before  he  would  sign  the  Appropriation  Bill. 

**  Last  night's  JViriPs  contains  a  Ust  of  bills  introduced  in  both  houses  of  the  Legislature. 
Ac  Governor  had,  up  to  date,  approved  17  and  vetoed  37.    The  Council  had  passed  28- 
aid  the  House  53,  but  do  not  know  how  many  of  them  have  been  approved. 

**  Concerning  the  Lamanites,  I  will  say  that  the  prospect  is  very  good  in  Southern 
Aiiaona^  Some  half-a-dozen  of  the  chiefs,  orators  and  leading  men  of  the  Maricopas  and 
Phaas  have  been  baptized,  and  are  coming  to  Salt  Lake  to  Conference.  We  expect  their 
tribes  to  follow  their  example  in  being  baptized;  they  number  over  40,000,  and  are  very 
kdostrious,  self-sustaining  and  inteUigent.  Brother  Cherequls  Erastus,  a  Lamanite 
vhom  I  ordained  to  the  office  of  a  Seventy,  has  improved  very  much,  and  is  laboring 
faithfnlly  with  hii  tribe,  making  a  faithful  missionary.  These  chiefs  manifested  their 
fnth  by  swimming  Salt  rirer  at  every  high  flood  to  get  baptised.  Concerning  the 
Cherokee  Mission,  there  seems  to  be  no  interest  whatever  in  receiving  the  Gospel;  our 
brethren  have  labored  hard  about  a  year,  and  not  a  soul  has  been  baptized.  We  have 
called  the  missionaries  home. 

**  I  expect  our  missionaries  will  start  for  England  about  the  10th  or  12th  of  April. 
Vy  son,  .Vsahel,  with  one  or  two  others,  will  start  on  the  8th,  as  they  wish  to  stop  a  day 
m  two  on  the  road  and  meet  the  comyany  at  New  York. 

**  I  received  the  January  number  of  the  Nineteenth  Century,  containing  J.  W.  Sarclajr'a 
on  *  Mormonism,'  which  ii  an  excellent  article,  and  I  think  such  things  will  do  much 

The  Hoar  Bill  on  Utah  has  not  yet  been  called  up  in  the  Senate.    I  do  not  know 

they  will  do  with  it 
It  is  &  general  time  of  health  with  the  Presidency  and  Twelve.    Brother  Geo.  Q^ 
is  with  us  at  present" 


THE  SCANDINAVIAN  MIHSION. 

President  A.  H.  Lund  writes  from  Copenhagen,  April  1,  1884,  as  follows: 

"  I  have  now  received  the  accounts,  etc.  from  President  Fjeldsted.  Financial  matter* 
teaaooiid  eonditioo.  Brother  Sundwall  has  been  very  careful  in  keeping  the  accounts, 
mi  had  labored  hard  this  winter  in  revising  our  Swedish  publications,  some  of  which 
IB  bad  shape.  The  Swedish  publications  are  very  important,  and  I  do  feel  anxious 
this  part  of  our  business.    I  will  have  to  give  much  of  my  attention  to  help 
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the  boy  and  see  that  we  do  not  get  too  bad.  Brother  Fred.  Christenien  will  be  a  good  help 
in  the  office. 

*'  Sunday  next  commences  our  Conferences.  The  first  one  will  be  held  here  in  Copan- 
liagen,  the  next  in  Aarhus,  and  then  in  Aalborg,  Malm«,  Norrkoping,  Stockholm,  and 
lastly  in  Christiania.  I  intend  risiting  all  the  Conferences,  so  as  to  get  acquainted  with 
the  brethren  and  the  Mission  in  general, 

**  On  Saturday,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  baptizing  a  gentleman,  who  has  served  on  th« 
police  force,  but  ha^,  resigned  to  join  us.  I  was  amused  at  his  telling  me  how  he  had 
preached  the  Gospel  to  a  young  lady  whom  he  had  seen  at  our  meeting,  Friday  evening. 
She  in  turn  had  tried  to  convince  him  of  the  truth  of  *  Mormonism.'  Their  way  hap- 
pened to  be  in  the  same  direction.  Judge  of  their  surprise  next  evening  to  meet  as 
candidates  for  baptism!  Last  night  we  baptized  a  nice  family  that  will  emigrate  in  Junew 
The  good  work  is  still  enward  here  in  Copenhagen." 


SKETCH  OF  ELDER  ISAAC  GREEN  8  LABORS. 

President  Isaac  GreeD,  uf  the  Bristol  Conference,  writing  from  Bristol, 
April  1, 1884,  sends  us  the  following  sketch  of  his  labors: 

**  At  the  General  Conference  held  in  Salt  Lake  City,  April  6,  1882, 1  was  called  by  the 
servants  of  the  Lord  to  go  as  a  missionary  to  Great  Britain  to  promulgate  the  GospeL 
I  left  Utah  in  company  with  33  others,  Tuesday,  April  II,  1882,  arrived  in  New  York 
•n  Sunday,  and  on  the  following  Tuesday  embarked  per  S.S.  Wisconsin  for  Liverpool, 
where  we  landed  on  the  28th  of  April, 

"  President  Carrington  assigned  me  to  labor  in  the  Bristol  Conference,  with  the 
privilege  of  first  visiting  my  relatives  and  friends,  a  number  of  whom  live  in,  and  around, 
Bristol,  and  whom  I  had  not  seen  for  26  or  28  years.  I  anticix>ated  much  mutual  joy 
and  satisfaction  in  meeting  my  brothers  and  sititers,  who  I  thought  would  be  glad  to  see 
jne  after  being  away  so  long,  and  to  whom  I  hoped  to  present  the  glorious  truths  of  the 
Gospel  in  such  plainess  and  simplicity  as  to  convince  them  of  the  necessity  of  obeying  the 
fiame.  But,  alas!  how  disappointed  I  have  been!  Nearly  all  my  relatives  (except  ono 
sister,  who  has  been  very  kind)  have  disowned  me  because  I  am  a  *  Mormon,'  and  they 
have  insulted  me  many  times  and  virtually  forbidden  my  coming  to  their  houses.  I 
have,  however,  persisted  in  showing  them  the  injustice  of  their  course,  and  borne  my 
testimony  to  them,  and  I  think  I  have  suceeded  in  banishing  from  their  minds  a  great 
deal  of  prejudice.  • 

**  After  spending  a  short  time  with  them,  the  President  of  the  Bristol  Conference, 
Alfred  Alder,  appointed  me  to  labor  with  Elder  Geo.  C.  Parkinson  in  the  villages 
adjacent  to  the  city  of  Bristol.  We  visited  the  people  of  a  good  many  of  those  villages, 
xlistributing  tracts  among  them  and  did  a  good  deal  of  out-door  preaching.  We  preached 
in  the  village  in  which  I  was  bom,  and  some  of  my  relatives  and  friends  listened  very 
attentively,  while  on  the  other  hand,  a  good  many  of  tlie  people  became  yery  angry  and 
used  threatening  and  abusive  language. 

*'  Sometimes  we  hod  our  meetings  broken  up  by  the  rabble,  and  in  two  instances  they 
mobbed  us. 

**  I  have  traveled  through  the  entire  Conference  several  times,  sometimes  alone  and 
sometimes  in  company  with  other  Elders. 

*'  Upon  the  release  of  Eider  iVlfred  Alder  I  was  appointed  to  succeed  him  as  President 
of  the  Bristol  Conference,  in  which  position  I  have  labored,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  up 
to  the  present,  and  now  I  find  that  I  am  released  from  my  labors  to  return  home. 

**  Soon  after  the  beginning  of  my  presidency,  there  were  several  Elders  more  than 
nsual  sent  to  labor  in  this  Conference.  I  proceeded  at  once  to  divide  up  the  Conference 
into  districts,  in  each  of  which  I  appointed  two  Elders  to  labor.  By  taking  this  ooone, 
the  Elders  have  been  more  able  to  concentrate  their  labors  and  with  much  better  resnlll. 

**  Until  about  six  months  ago  the  Bristol  Branch  held  their  meetings  in  a  small  roem«f 
A  private  d  welling-house,  in  an  inconvenient  location.  After  censul tation  with  the  Kldei* 
and  local  Priesthood,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  change  our  quarters  to  a  more  oommo* 
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fioos  and  prominent  place,  in  which  to  hold  our  meeting,  that  the  Gospel  light  might  nott 
be  hid  nnder  a  bushel.  We  succeeded  in  renting  what  had  formerly  been  a  hotel,  in 
which  was  a  fine  large  dancing  room,  and  which  we  have  converted  into  the  Latter-day 
Saints*  Mission  Hall,  and  hare  succeeded  in  attracting  a  good  many  strangers  to  our 
neetings,  and  causing  a  good  deal  of  excitement  in  this  old  city;  conseciuentlj  there  ar*^ 
t  great  many  investigating  our  doctrines,  and  some  few  have  made  application  for 
baptism. 

**  A  great  deal  ^f  systematic  out-deor  preaching  and  tract  distributing  have  been  dono 
is  the  Bristol  Conference  during  the  last  year,  and  I  believe  much  good  will  result  there- 
horn.  During  my  missionary  labors,  I  have  baptised  12  persons,  blessed  4  children, 
redaoed  the  book  debt  of  ths  Conference  some  three  or  four  pounds,  made  a  great  many 
friends  and  some  enemies,  walked  between  ouc  and  two  thousand  mileH,  and  rejoiced  in 
being  a  *  Mormon'  Elder,  sent  forth  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  a  dark  and  benighted  genera- 
tk>n.  We  have  met  with  a  great  deal  of  opposition  from  apostates,  anti-*  Mormon' 
kcturer^,  parsons,  and  other  wicked  men,  but  notwithstanding  all  this,  the  time  I  have 
fpent  as  a  missionary  has  been  the  most  pleasant,  as  well  as  the  most  profitable,  period  o£ 
my  life.  I  esteem  the  pleasant  acquaintances  and  associations  whieh  I  have  formed  with 
the  Elders  and  Saints  in  this  land  as  the  dearest  of  my  life.  The  Elders  with  whom  I 
bave  labored  in  this  Cenfereiice  are  good,  faithful  men  of  God,  aud  have  always  been 
ready  and  willing  to  carry  out  the  instructions  given  to  them,  and  in  conclusion,  I 
linoerely  thank  them  and  the  Saints  of  the  Bristol  Conference  for  their  kind  assistance 
in  making  my  labors  interesting  and  profitable,  and  for  the  many  courtesies  I  hav9 
nceived  at  cheir  hands." 


LAST    LETTER   OF   OLIVER   COWDERY.

A  LATK  issue  of  the  Deseret  News  contained  the  following,  which  will  doubt- 
lett  be  interesting  to  our  readers,  as  relating  to  historical  facts  connected  with-^ 
the  rise  of  the  Church  and  one  of  the  witnesses  to  the  Book  of  Mormon: 

Salt  Lake  City,  March  21,  1884. 
Editor  Deseret  Ncics: 

**I  take  the  liberty  to  hand  you  the  accompanying  communication,  written* 
by  Oliver  Cowdery,  as  a  direct  testiinony  of  the  facts  therein  set  forth  to 
myself  personally,  at  the  time  indicated  by  the  date  affixed.  At  that  timo 
he,  with  his  family,  w:is  spending  a  few  days  with  me  at  my  residence  in 
Missouri,  as  he  was  on  his  way  to  visit  David  Whitmer  and  family  in  Rich- 
mond, Mo.,  prior  to  his  contemplated  departure  for  Salt  Lake  City,  that 
coming  spring,  to  spend  the  remainder  of  his  days  with,  and  in  laboring  for 
the  Church.  As  he  was  about  to  take  his  leave,  after  several  days  of  most 
interesting  and  familiar  coLversation  with  me,  he  penned,  with  his  own  hand 
and  in  my  presence,  the  testimony  and  statement  herewith,  which  I  deem 
worthy  of  record.  Saml.  W.  Richards." 

OLIVER    COWDERY'S    LETTER. 

"While  darkness  covered  the  earth  and  gross  darkness  the  jjeople;  long. 
ifter  the  authority  to  administer  in  holy  things  had  been  taken  away,  the 
Lwd  opened  the  heavens  and  sent  forth  his  word  for  the  salvation  of  IsraeL 
In  fultiiliuent  of  the  sacred  Scriptures  the  everlasting  Gospel  was  proclaimed 
bjT  the  mighty  angel  (Moroni),  who,  clothed  with  the  authority  of  his 
(lull,  gAve  glory  lo  Gt>d  in  the  higheht.     This  Gospel  is  the  *stoue  takea 
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from  the  mount lin  without  hands.'  John  the  Baptist,  holding  the  keys  of 
the  Aaronic  Priesthood;  Peter,  James  and  John,  holding  the  keys  of  the 
Melchisedek  Priesthood,  have  also  ministered  for  those  who  shall  be  heirs  of 
salvation,  and  with  these  ministrations  ordained  men  to  the  same  Priest- 
hoods. These  Priesthoods,  with  their  authority,  are  now,  and  must  continaa 
to  be,  in  the  body  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.

Accept  assurances,  dear  brother,  of  the  unfeigned 
prayer  of  him  who,  in  connection  with  Joseph  the  Seer,  was  blessed  with  the 
above  ministrations,  and  who  earnestly  and  devoutly  hopes  to  meet  you  in 
the  celestial  glory.

MINUTES  OF  A  CONFERENCE  HELD  IN  SHEFFIELD, 

APRIL  6,  1884. 


At  10  a.m.,  apostle  John  Henry  Smith,  President  of  the  European  Mission, 
Elders  Wm.  H.  Wright,  B.  Bennett,  E.  M.  Dugdale  and  John  Williams,  of 
the  Sheffield  Conference,  and  Elder  George  Croft,  of  the  Liverpool  Con- 
ference, took  the  stand  in  the  Mission  Room  in  the  Wicker.  The  Saints  of 
the  city  and  surrounding  Branches  composed  the  audience. 

After  the  opening  of  the  meeting  in  the  usual  manner,  the  Sacrament  was 
administered  by  Brothers  Favell  and  Travis.  The  statistical  and  financial 
reports  for  the  year  ending  Dea  31,  1883,  were  read  and  approved,  and  the 
general  authorities  of  the  Church  were  presented  and  unanimously  sustained. 

Elder  Croft  w8ls  called  upon  to  speak,  and  did  so  by  giving  a  brief  sketch 
of  his  ministerial  labors  for  the  past  two  years  while  in  England.  He  could 
now  see  the  want  and  benefit  of  an  early  training  in  the  principles  of  the 
Gospel    He  knew  the  Gospel  was  true,  and  that  it  would  stand  forever. 

President  Smith  expressed  his  pleasure  at  meeting  with  the  Saints  of  the 
Sheffield  Conference  once  mure.  He  remarked  thatf  Sheffield  had  produced 
quite  a  number  of  good  men  since  the  Gospel  was  first  preached  here,  and  no 
doubt  would  produce  a  few  more.  He  gave  some  fatherly  advice,  and  ex- 
horted the  Saints  to  faithfulness. 

Elder  John  Williams,  in  a  comprehensive  manner,  touched  upon  our  dutiea 
as  Saints,  and  the  great  work  we  are  engaged  in. 

President  Wright  was  pleased  to  meet  with  the  brethren  and  Saints,  and 
hoped  the  remaining  part  of  tke  day  would  be  spent  in  a  profitable  manner. 

The  afternoon  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2  o'clock,  in  a  commodioua 
room  in  the  basement  of  the  Albert  Hall  Including  Saints  and  strangers, 
about  300  persons  were  present. 

Elder  Wright  was  the  first  speaker.  He  dwelt  upon  the  organisation  of  the 
Church,  the  necessity  of  faith,  repentance,  baptism  by  immersion,  and  the 
laying  en  of  hands  for  the  reception  of  the  Holy  Ghost 

President  Smith  said  we  as  a  people  believe  in  Christianity  as  it  was  tan^t 
in  the  days  of  Jesus,  and  not  as  it  is  taught  at  the  present  time  by  sectarian 
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priettA.  Each  one  of  us  had  a  degree  of  reason  to  know  right  from  wrong, 
tod  every  one  would  be  judged  according  to  the  deeds  done  in  the  body.  He 
kid  investigated  the  creeds  of  the  day,  and  found  them  to  be  incorrect  The 
Savior  of  the  world  poaitively  told  Nicodemus  that  ho  could  not  even  see  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  without  being  born  again,  and  that  he  could  not  enter 
btu  it  except  he  was  born  of  the  water  and  of  the  spirit.  The  speaker  im- 
plored the  audience  to  ex.imine  the  creeds  of  to-day,  and  compare  them  with 
the  Bible  and  the  principles  advocated  by  the  Latter-day  Saints. 

During  the  evening  meeting  Elder  Dugdale  drew  the  attention  of  the 
audience  (about  400  persons)  to  the  divine  mission  of  Joseph  Smith,  the 
restoration  of  the  Guspel  and  the  sacred  character  of  the  Book  of  Mormon. 
He  solemnly  declared  the  principles  taught  in  that  book  were  true,  and  that 
il  was  brought  forth  in  fulfillment  of  the  words  of  the  Prophet  Isaiah.  He 
eoncladed  by  bearing  testimony  to  Joseph  Smith  being  a  prophet  of  God. 

President  Smith  next  took  the  stand  and  a^nked  an  interest  in  the  faith  and 
prayers  of  his  auditors,  as  he,  like  the  other  Elders,  was  dependent  upon  the 
promptings  of  the  Spirit  for  what  he  might  say — the  Saiats  not  being  in  the 
kabit  of  preparing  sermons.  He  dwelt  at  considerable  length  upon  the  agency 
«C  man,  and  Christ's  mission  upon  the  earth,  and  proved  from  the  scriptures 
that  He  died,  and  rose  again,  that  He  might  be  Lord  both  of  the  dead  and 
living.  The  apostasy  from  the  primitive  church  was  shown  in  much  plain- 
■en,  and  proven  by  quotations  from  profane  history,  as  well  as  from  the  New 
Testament  The  great  reformers  could  not  tolerate  the  opinions  of  men  in 
tteir  day,  consequently  they  dissented.  They  never  claimed,  however,  to  be 
esdowed  with  the  holy  Priesthood,  but  saw  that  a  reformation  was  necessary 
and  struggled  for  it.  Joseph  Smith,  on  the  contrary,  claimed  that  he  was 
eodowed  with  power  from  on  high,  that  holy  men  of  God  had  appeared  unto 
kirn,  and  bestowed  upon  him  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  authority 
Ui  Qsher  in  the  last  dispensation  of  the  fullness  of  limes.  Through  yielding 
obedience  to  the  Gospel  as  he  taught  it,  thousands  had  gained  a  testimony 
that  he  was  a  Prophet  of  God  and  that  what  he  taught  was  true. 

The  best  of  order  was  observed  throughout  the  day.

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A     REMINISCENCE. 

BY  ELDER  B.   BENNETT. 

niNCE  coming  to  England  as  a  missionary,  I  have  frequently  bad  occasion 
0  to  think  of  the  days  of  my  childhood,  spent  in  the  village  of  Connah'fi 
Quay,  on  the  western  bank  of  the  river  Dee.  Perhaps  the  perusal  of  a  few 
items  from  my  experience  may  interest  some  others,  so  I  will  give  them. 

From  my  earliest  recollection  I  was  taught  the  principles  of  the  GospeL 
The  associates  of  my  youth  were  taught  by  their  parents  and  tradition  to 
attend  some  religions  place  of  worship,  and  because  I  did  not  follow  in  the 
|tth  they  pursued,  they  looked  upon  me  with  disdain.  My  father  took  every 
frecaution  to  have  his  family  around  him  on  the  Sabbath  day,  and  to  keep  us 
from  attending  any  other  place  of  worship.  On  the  Sabbath  he  would 
devote  the  morning  to  reading  aloud  from  the  Bible,  Doctrine  and  Covenants, 
Journal  of  Discourses,  and  the  Millennial  Star,  so  that  all  in  the  houso 
could  hear  him.  In  the  afteinoon  he  would  hold  a  testimony  meeting  in  his 
fVB  family  circle,  partake  of  the  Sacrament,  and  have  his  children  bear 
leidmooy  to  their  knowledge  of  the  truth.  We  were  seldom  visited  by  any 
mt  daring  the  Sabbath.  We  were  the  only  family  in  the  village  who  be- 
faved  in  the  divine  mission  of  Joseph  Smith  the  Pn^phet.  I  well  remember 
people  of  different  religious  sects  passing  during  the  Sabbath  to  and 
their  varioos  places  of  worship,  and  oftentimes  wondered  why  they  wer» 
divided  in  their  faith.  When  reflecting  upon  this  subject  the  words  of 
V  Savior,  when  upon  the  earth,  would  frequently  come  to  my  mind:  "Ex^- 

ye  are  one,  ye  are  not  mine." 
Tide  cocme  of  reading  and  holding  meetings  in  my  father's  house  (as  he 
Mp^eaideBt  of  the  Branch,)  was  pursned  by  him  up  to  the  time  he  emi^ 
MUd  to  the  Valleys  of  Utah.    This  event  took  place  in  the  year  1803. 
When  I  was  about  eleven  years  of  age  my  most  earnest  desire  was- to  gather 
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to  Zion,  and  to  aid  my  parents  in  accomplishing  this  object,  I  sought  work 
and  obtained  it  at  a  chemical  dye  manufactory  in  the  neighborhood.  For 
my  services  I  obtained  six  shillings  per  week,  which  amount  I  gave  to  mj 
mother  every  Saturday,  and  I  felt  proud  to  thus  add  to  the  fund  being  laid 
away  for  our  emigrati(m.  Previous  to  my  working  at  these  dye  works,  I 
attended  St.  Mark's  national  sch«>ol,  and  had  a  great  desire  to  acquire  an 
education,  but  was  so  anxious  to  emigrate  that  I  quit  the  school  of  my  own 
accord  that  I  might  earn  mon-;y.  Having  to  work  under  task-masters,  how- 
ever, and  be  on  hand  exactly  at  six  o'clock  in  the  morning,  became  so  re- 
pugnant to  my  feelings,  that  after  continuing  at  it  six  weeks,  I  yielded  to  my 
parents' persuasion  and  gave  up  the  job.  I  afterwards  went  to  school,  and 
devoted  my  time  to  studying  well  my  lessons,  in  which  I  took  great  delight. 
.  My  desire  for  going  West,  however,  did  not  abate,  but  increased.  Two 
years  from  thin  time  my  father  purchased  a  small  boat  and  a  trammel  net  t^r 
me  and  my  brother  (who  was  two  years  younger  than  myself.)  to  use  in  the  nw&t 
jy^e.  We  were  considered  very  small  by  many  to  go  salmoning  or  boating, 
nevertheless  we  went  and  were  very  successful.  In  tishing,  one  of  us  stood 
on  the  shore  and  managed  a  reel,  around  which  was  wound  a  small  cord  or 
line,  attached  to  the  net  in  the  river.  The  other  end  of  the  net  was 
fastened  to  the  boat  by  means  of  a  cord  also,  and  the  net  kept  in  proper  shapo 
for  catching  salmon  by  the  boatman.  It  was  my  business  to  manage  the 
boat,  being  the  eldest.  The  nets  used  were  about  40  yards  long,  7  feet  deej^ 
and  were  corked  and  leaded  to  keep  them  spread  out  while  in  the  water. 
Salmon,  as  a  rule,  during  the  fishing  season,  swim  against  the  tide,  and  as  tke 
pets  drift  with  the  water  in  a  stretched  condition,  it  is  very  seldom  a  salmon 
can  pass  by  without  being  caught,  unless  it  goes  around  the  end  of  the  net  or 
breaks  through. 

We  followed  this  up  for  one  season,  which  lasted  about  four  months,  from 
M'iy  1st  to  August  31st  and  then  wt  attended  school  again.  As  the  next 
auuimer  approached  we  rentured  a  little  farther  down  the  river,  and  by  thii 
time  we  had  two  nets,  and  sometimes  three. 

Occasionally  my  father  (if  the  steamer  he  was  captain  of  happened  to  be  in 
the  harbor,)  would  accompany  us,  and  teach  us  many  important  items  per- 
taining to  tho  bars,  shoals  and  run  of  the  tide. 

After  the  salmon  season  was  over,  then  came  the  '*  fluking"  seaaon.  In 
.order  to  catch  flukes,  we  were  compelled  to  lead  our  nets  twice  as  heavy  ai 
.we  did  for  the  salmon.  These  fish  bury  themselves  in  the  sand,  and,  unleM 
a  net  is  well  loaded,  the  lower  or  lead  line  will  pass  over  them  without  catdi- 
ing  any.  During  this  fall  I  devoted  my  earnest  and  sincere  thoughts  to  mjf 
Father  in  Heaven,  and  asked  Uim  to  grant  me  the  desire  of  my  heart,  which 
was,  that  we  should  be  successful  in  our  fishing.  The  purpose  I  had  in  takii^ 
this  course  was,  that  my  father  in  the  due  time  of  the  Liord  might  have  aoflk 
cient  means  to  gather  to  Zion.  I  can  truthfully  say  the  Lord  heard  m^ 
humble  petitions,  for  he  blessed  U8  abundantly.  On  many  occasions  our  ueti 
were  filled  with  fish  and  made  white  with  them.  The  neighbors  attribntad 
our  success  to  the  superiority  of  our  nets  and  tackle,  but  we  knew  that  il 
was  due  to  the  blessing  of  Qod.  We  caught  more  than  many  men  who  ]Mi 
large  families;  and,  in  fact,  no  other  boat  caught  more  than  we  did.| 
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Sometimes  we  would  go  as  far  as  eight  or  ten  miles  from  home.  On  the 
food  tide  which  flowed  every  twelve  hours,  we  would  clean  and  wash  our 
neta.  We  could  do  this  while  sailing  towards  home,  if  the  wind  happened  to 
be  favorable,  but  when  it  did  not  favor  us  we  would  cast  anchor  and  wash 
<Nir  netai  About  the  month  of  November,  1861,  as  we  were  coming  up  the 
over  daring  a  high  spring  tide,  not  realizing  the  danger  caused  by  the  swift- 
aen  of  the  tide,  we  cast  anchor  to  wash  our  nets.  No  sooner,  however,  did 
the  anchor  fasten  in  the  sand,  than  part  of  our  nets  fell  into  the  river.  So 
nriftly  did  the  balance  follow  that  we  could  not  hold  them,  and  to  our  dismay 
ve  saw  them  slip  out  of  our  hands  and  sink  in  the  river.  We  felt  much 
grieved,  and  my  brother  and  I  both  commenced  to  cry.  The  greatest  diffi- 
col^y  however,  was  before  us,  which  was  to  get  the  anchor  up,  as  the  boat 
vas  fairly  running  under  the  water.  Others  could  not  come  to  our  relief  with- 
^  endangering  their  own  lives  by  running  the  boats  together.  The  tide 
vii  numing  about  nine  knots  an  hour.  Knowing  that  our  condition  was 
ferilooa,  we  felt  to  put  our  trust  in  the  Lord,  who  is  ever  ready  with  His 
fiiardian  angels  to  protect  Hb  children.  We  rallied  our  courage  and  pro- 
ceeded to  the  bow  of  the  boat  to  pull  in  the  anchor  rope,  and  the  water  came 
Cfrer  her  bow.  However,  we  pulled  away,  and  finally  succeeded  in  obtaining 
the  anchor  withcmt  sinking  the  boat 

The  next  trial  was  to  meet  our  mother,  who  was  on  the  shore  every  day  to 
mb  US  land  and  help  us  ship  our  freight  of  fish  to  Chester  market 

This  day  we  caught  a  good  "  freight,"  as  it  was  termed,  nevertheless  we  felt 
krrified  at  the  thought  of  going  home  without  our  three  nets.  It  happened 
Uttt,  on  reaching  the  shore,  we  were  met  not  only  by  our  mother,  but  also  by 
Qox  father  and  Elder  £.  L.  Sloan,  of  the  Liverpool  Conference.  We  had 
Bothing  to  offer  by  way  of  explanation  but  heavy  sobs.  Father,  perceiving 
tar  feelings,  did  nr)t  scold  us  as  we  fully  expected,  but  told  us  not  to  fret^ 
although  the  loss  of  our  nets  was  a  very  serious  one. 

Brother  Sloan  knowing  our  deep  anxiety  to  obtain  means  for  emigrating, 
and  the  struggles  we  were  making  to  that  end,  was  moved  by  the  Spirit  of 
Qod,  and  prophesied  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  while  we  were  on  the 
Hud  bank,  that  we  should  find  the  three  nets  unharmed,  and  with  fish  in 
them,  on  the  ebb  tida  The  fulfillment  of  such  a  prophecy  as  this  to  any  one 
OQtside  of  oar  Church  would  seem  an  impossibility,  as  there  were  many 
nmiilii  anchored  in  the  river  above  where  the  nets  wtro  lost,  amd  which  they 
mild  have  to  pass  to  come  ashore.  We  all,  however,  had  faith  when  the 
fmiuae  was  uttered  that  we  should  again  fiod  them  as  Brother  Sloan  pre- 

.  Aboat  eight  hours  from  that  time  we  went  down  the  river  in  search,  and 
knad  them  in  fulfillment  of  the  prophecy,  and  returned  home  rejoicing.  We 
%iakml  Qod  that  in  His  tender  mercies  He  had  not  forgotten  us  in  the  hour 
^flnmfale. 

Mjr  father,  having  a  permanent  situation,  was  enabled  to  earn  considerable 
Motj.  This,  in  addition  to  the  prosperity  attending  the  efforts  of  my  broth- 
irand  myself  in  fishing,  enabled  him  to  emigrate  with  bis  large  family  in  the 
of  1863.  He  also  assisted  a  Sister  Walker,  from  Chester,  and  three  of 
diildren. 
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The  day  being  set  several  weeks  beforehand  when  we  should  leare  onr  borne 
for  Liverpool,  we  governed  ourselves  accordingly.  My  father  deemed  it  wise* 
to  keep  it  from  his  friends  and  relatives  that  we  were  going  to  America,  until 
a  few  days  from  the  time  he  was  ready  to  start  The  disposing  of  the  house- 
hold furniture  created  some  bad  feeling  among  relatives  and  friends,  as  nearly 
every  one  in  the  village  wanted  something  as  a  token  of  friendship  from  the 
family.  Scarcely  anything  was  realized  from  the  articles  disposed  of;  thej 
were  almost  given  away.  There  was  quite  a  clamoring  for  the  boat  and 
nets,  the  idea  being  prevalent  that  they  would  catch  fish  anywhere  if  they 
were  only  in  the  water.  My  father  was  not  disposed  to  put  them  up  for  sale; 
he  preferred  to  let  the  poor  fishermen  have  them  for  a  small  trifle,  just  enough 
to  have  it  said  they  were  bought  or  sold.  Both  the  nets  and  boat  were  kept 
as  long  as  they  would  hang  together. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  my  uncle  and  a  friend  of  my  father's  to  take' 
the  lugga^rc  to  Liverpool  in  a  pilot  boat  to  save  expense,  they  offerini^  diflit' . 
services  free  of  charge,  my  brother  and  I  to  accompany  them;  father^ 
mother  and  the  rest  of  the  family  to  take  train  the  day  following  by  way  of 
Chester.  The  day  we  left  Connah's  Quay  our  neighbors  and  friends  to  the 
number  of  at  least  300  assembled  on  the  beach  to  witness  our  departure,, 
most  of  whom  shed  tears  and  watched  us  as  long  as  the  boat  could  be  seen- 
I  remember  quite  well  the  time,  and  that  I  never  shed  a  tear,  for  I  knew  that 
we  were  doing  the  will  of  the  Lord.  On  the  following  day,  when  my  father 
and  family  left,  the  whole  village,  almost  to  the  last  man,  followed  them  to 
Queen's  Ferry,  a  distance  of  two  miles,  to  take  a  final  leave  of  them,  and 
many  followed  them  to  Liverpool. 

Since  I  have  returned  on  my  mission,  I  have  learned  from  many  of  the 
villagers  that  the  last  words  my  father  spoke  to  his  many  friends  on  leaving 
them  were,  **  If  I  don't  live  to  come  back  and  preach  to  you  the  Gospel  of* 
Jesus  Christ,  one  of  my  sons  will."

PRESENT  on  the  stand:  Apostle  John  Henry  Smith  and  George  C.  Lambert 
from  the  Liverpool  Office;  Henry  W.  Manning,  President  of,  and  William 
Garner,  John  R.  Holt,  Robert  Johnson,  H.  W.  Attley,  E.  A.  Steed  and  S.  H. 
Allen,  Traveling  Elders  in,  also  W.  D.  Williams,  successor  to  H.  W.  Manning 
in  the  Presidency  of,  the  Manchester  Conference;  and  Thos.  Ogdcn  from  the 
Leeds  Conference. 

President  H.  W.  Manning  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  10-30  a.m.    Sing- 
ing, led  by  the  Moorside  Saints.    Prayer  by  Elder  W.  D.  Williams.    Singing. ' 

Elder  H.  W.  Manning  requested  the  assembly  to  pay  good  attention  to  the 
remarks  of  the  Elders,  an  the  plan  of  salvation  would  be  portrayed  by  them. 
The  prejudice  against  the  letter- day  Saints  caused  them  to  be  t-Iandered,! 
and  the  doctrines  they  taught  to  le  misunderstood,  hence  the  necessity  of.* 
people  hearing  for  themselves.

EldAT  John  R  Holt  said  those  who  had  obeyed  this  Gospel  bad  received 
of  that  Spirit  which  attends  only  the  true  believers  in  Jesus  Christ  Duriog 
his  assnciatioo  of  about  forty  years  with  the  Latter-day  Saints,  he  had  re- 
jomd  always,  knowing  he  was  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and  had 
eoodniially  borne  testimooy  to  the  same.  As  the  same  cause  always  pro- 
daoes  the  same  effect,  so  the  effects  of  the  Qospel  should  be  the  same  to-day 
aithey  were  anciently,  as  recorded  in  Mark  xvi,  17,  18. 

Elder  Robert  Johnson  followed,  remarking  that  he  knew  the  Gospel,  as 
taught  by  the  Saints  to-day,  was  true,  and  consequently  that  Joseph  Smith 
a  Prophet  of  God.  Having  this  knowledge,  ht  gladly  left  home  and 
when  called  by  the  servants  of  God,  and  came  to  preach  the  Gkrapel 
Id  all  who  would  hear  him. 

Elder  Thos.  Ogden  said  he  had  received  a  testimony  of  the  truth  of  the 
Ootpel  by  obeying  the  words  of  Jesus  (John  vii,  16,  17),  and  that  was  the 
saiy  way  any  man  could  know  the  true  Gospel;  also  that  no  man  could  be 
«rf«d  bat  by  obedience  to  the  laws  of  the  Gospel  Quoted  Dan.  ii,  44,  and 
Rev.  xiv,  6,  in  proof  of  the  Gospel  having  to  be  restored  to  the  earth  in  these 
the  last  days.  The  Gospel,  being  everlasting,  should  be  the  same  to-day  as  it 
was  eighteen  hundred  years  ago,  thus  proving  the  necessity  of  baptism,  and 
that  by  immersion  (John  iii,  5,  Rom.  vi,  3,  4,  5);  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  con- 
iscred  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  (Act  viii,  17;  xix,  6),  and  that  "  a  man  must 
be  called  of  God  by  prophecy  and  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  by  those  who 
are  in  authority,"  before  he  can  preach  the  Gospel  and  administer  in  its  or- 
dinances. 

Elder  H.  W.  Attley  was  happy  because  of  receiving  the  Gospel,  and,  as  it 
'^is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation,"  hoped  all  would  obey  it,  and  thus  pre- 
pare themselves  for  the  second  coming  of  the  Savior,  which  is  near,  even  at 
ear  doors.  The  righteous  were  gathering  to  Zion,  while  the  world,  fast 
ripening  in  iniquity,  w8ls  preparing  for  the  destruction  awaiting  the  wicked 
ud  ungodly. 

Singing.    Benediction  by  President  H.  W.  Manning. 

The  afternoon  service  commenced  at  2-30  with  singing,  prayer  by  Eldei 
Gea  C.  Lambert,  singing,  and  administering  of  the  sacrament  by  Elders  Holt 
aad  Gamer. 

The  statistical  and  financial  reports  of  the  Conference  were  read  by  Presi- 
dtot  H.  W.  Manning,  and  the  general  authoiities  of  the  Church  as  sustained 
at  the  last  general  Conference  in  Salt  Lake  City;  also  the  general  and  local 
Mthoritiea  of  the  Mission  and  Conference,  were  presented  and  unanimously 
Nitained. 

P^eaident  Smith  reminded  the  Saint*,  of  the  sacred  and  solemn  nature  of 
the  covenant  they  made  with  God  when  they  voted  to  uphold  and  sustain 
tte  Priesthood  and  laws  of  God.  The  Gospel  saved  those  who  obeyed  it, 
ad  no  man  would  receive  one  iota  of  reward  which  he  bad  not  earned.  Ex- 
korted  the  Saints  to  be  fruitful  in  good  works  continually,  that  they  be  not 
Inuid  outside  of  the  New  Jerusalem. 

Elder  Wdl  Garner  said  the  Saints  are  united,  as  they  have  believed  in  the 
'^oae  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism,"  spoken  of  by  Paul,  and  have  received  the 
%irit  which  brings  unity,  love  and  peace.     Said  the  apostate  condition  of 
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the  religious  world  was  brought  about  by  false  teachers  (ii  Tim.  It,  3,  4;  Isa^ 
xziv,  25),  but  we  rejoiced  because  the  Gospel  with  its  gifts  and  bleasiiigs  had 
been  restored  to  the  earth  for  the  last  time. 

Elder  Geo.  C.  Lambert  said  he  realized  the  great  responsibility  attached  tot 
preaching  the  Gospel  (Gal.  i,  8).  Referred  to  the  difference  in  the  condition 
of  people  who  obey  the  Gospel  and  those  who  do  not,  both  in  this  life  and  in 
the  life  hereafter.  Showed  the  beneficial  tendency  of  true  religion  to  the 
human  family.  But  few  people  in  the  world  have  faith  sufficient  to  under- 
stand, laiy  hold  of  and  live  in  accordance  with  the  Gkwpel,  but  faith  can  be 
acquired,  and  those  who  will  honestly  and  earnestly  strive  to  do  the  will  of 
the  Father  can  advance  step  by  step  to  a  perfect  knowledge.  Mentioned 
the  character  of  the  Elders  who  come  to  preach  the  Gospel — they  were  hum- 
ble, earnest.  God-fearing  men.  Spoke  of  the  object  of  gathering,  and  de- 
clared that  the  works  of  Joseph  Smith  were  ample  proof  of  his  prophetfar 
calling  and  of  the  divinjty  of  His  mission  to  the  world.  All  the  keys  of  the 
Priesthood  necessary  to  the  salvation  of  man  were  conferred  upon  Joeepk 
Smith  and  are  in  the  Church  to-day.  Showed,  by  illustration,  how  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Gospel  appeal  to  the  reasoning  mind. 

Singing.    Benediction  by  Elder  S.  H.  Allen. 

At  six  p.m.,  after  singing,  prayer  by  Elder  Ogden,  and  singing  again.  Elder 
S.  U.  Allen  said  the  world  was  inconsistent  when  they  claimed  that  our  doe- 
tries  were  false  and  the  Bible  true,  because  our  teachings  are  all  scriptural 

Elder  K  A.  Steed  bore  testimony  to  the  truth  of  the  Gospel  as  restored 
through  the  Prophet  Joseph,  and  to  the  fact  that  every  person  must  work  out 
his  own  salvation. 

President  H.  W.  Manning  thanked  the  Saints  for  the  kind  treatment 
received  at  their  hands.  Had  made  many  friends  here,  and  removed  pre- 
judice, when  he  could,  from  the  minds  of  many  people.  Was  glad  to  say  he 
had  done  nothing  he  was  ashamed  of,  and  could  face  all  men  freely.  Spoke 
of  the  difference  between  the  Bible  and  the  sects  of  the  day,  and  said  Uie 
Latter-day  Saints  believed  the  Bible  in  preference  to  the  teachings  of  these 
seets. 

Apostle  John  Henry  Smith  spoke  on  the  resurrection  of  the  dead;  it 
reasonable  as  well  as  scriptural.  Referred  to  Christ's  resurreetion 
literal,  and  a  pattern  for  us  to  look  at  and  learn  correctly  that  doctrina  The 
so-called  Christian  world  were  in  apostasy  concerning  the  true  Gospel,  and 
all  who  had  died  without  a  knowledge  of  it  could  not,  according  to  the 
Savior,  enter  the  kingdom  of  God.  It  was  then  plain  to  be  seen  that  the 
Gospel  must  be  preached  to  the  dead,  in  fulfill  meat  of  the  scriptures,  and  to 
accord  with  the  wisdom,  mercy  and  justice  of  God.  After  believing,  the 
dead  must  have  the  privilege  of  obeying,  the  Gospel.  Ordinances  for  their 
benefit  can  only  be  performed  by  proxy,  and  in  Temples  which  are  built  for 
certain  purposes  of  the  Lord  with  regard  to  the  salvation  of  His  children. 
Infant  baptism  was  instituted  by  man,  and  contrary  to  the  law  of  Ood. 
Although  we  were  not  here  to  teach  plural  marriage,  yet,  when  necessary,  we 
defended  that  principle.  We  did  not  believe  that  Abraham,  Isaac,  Jacob, 
David  and  others  sinned  in  having  more  than  one  wife.  He  did  not  dare 
deny  the  divinity  of  a  principle  practiced  by  men  through  whose  lineage 
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came  the  Savior  of  the  world — a  principle  which  enabled  men  and  women  to 
fulfill  the  law  for  which  they  were  created.  Told  the  people  not  to  go  to 
Utah  with  any  other  desire  but  to  serve  Ood,  for  they  would  b?  disappointed 
if  they  did.  Advised  the  strangers  to  treat  the  Elders  well,  for  they  wero 
MTvants  of  God.

It  is  the  only  complete  chronology  of  the  kind  that 
kis  been  published,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  for  those  who  desire  definite 
bformation  upon  the  subject.  The  "Religion  of  the  Latter- day  Sainta"  ia 
Bezt  treated  upon  in  a  sketch  which  occapies  19  pages,  and  then  followa 
**ntah:  past  and  present,"  including  a  glance  at  its  prehistoric  features,  an 
teeount  of  the  settlemtuit  of  the  country,  a  description  of  its  resources  and  a 
nview  of  the  present  status  of  its  inhabitant^(,  politically,  socially,  commer- 
cially, educationally  and  otherwise.  The  revelation  on  Celestial  marriage 
eonclndes  this  very  interesting  work,  which  will  well  repay  a  perusal  and 
which  should  be  in  the  hands  of  every  person  interested  in  Utah  and  its 
people,  for  reference.

AUTOCRATIC   ACTION   OF   GOVERNOR   MURRAY. 


As  hts  already  been  intimated  in  our  columns,  the  Le^alatiTe  Asaeinbly  of 
Utah,  which  recently  acyourned,  had  the  opponition  of  Governor  Murray  to 
contend  with  all  through  the  session.  He  play«*d  the  role  of  petty  tyrant  to 
perfection.  To  begin  with,  he  insulted  the  members  and  maligned  their  con- 
8tituent8  in  his  message  to  the  Leirishitnre.  Following  that  he  hampered 
them  in  all  their  deliberations  for  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  the  Territoryt 
whom  he  as  well  as  they  had  sworn  to  serve  in  the  enactment  of  joat  mnd 
wholesome  laws,  by  his  obstinate  neglect  or  refusal  to  approve  the  bills  they 
passed  unless  they  pandered  to  his  autocratic  dictation.  Hia  inordiDete 
Tanity  and  arrogance,  and  his  unscrupulous  disre^rd  for  the  truth  and  for 
the  interests  of  the  people,  were  manifest  in  all  that  he  did.  The  oombiDed 
wisdom  of  the  assembled  representatives  of  the  people  counted  as  nothing  in 
his  estimation  ceropared  with  that  of  his  superior  mind,  and  he  did  not 
scruple  about  reminding  them  of  this  fact  His  crowning  act  of  arrogance 
was  manifested  in  the  legislative  matters  connected  with  the  University  of 
Deseret 

This  institution  was  established  some  months  before  Utah  was  organised 
as  a  Territory.  When  the  Latter-day  Saints  located  in  Salt  Lake  Valley  thet 
country  belonged  to  Mexico.  They  took  possession  of  it  in  the  name  of  the 
United  States,  and,  while  1,000  miles  distant  from  any  other  civilized  com- 
munity, they  organized  a  Provisional  State  Government  and  applied  for  ad* 
mission  into  the  Union  under  the  title  of  the  State  of  Deseret  Among  other 
acts  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  this  Provisional  Government  was  that  in* 
corporating  the  University  of  Deseret  This  act  was  ratified  by  the  Terri- 
torial Legislature  in  October,  1851,  after  Utah  had  been  granted  a  Territoriel 
Government  Agreeably  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  the  officers  of  the 
University,  consisting  of  a  chancellor  and  board  of  twelve  regents,  were 
elected  by  the  Legislature,  and  this  custom  has  been  followed  up  ever  since. 
Two  years  apfo,  however,  Governor  Murray  assumed  the  right  to  appoint  the 
officers  of  the  University,  notwithstanding  the  law  and  the  precedents  of  the 
previous  thirty  years  in  the  matter  were  all  opposed  to  such  a  proceeding; 
and  because  the  Legislature  would  not  accede  to  his  unwarranted  dictation 
in  this  matter,  he  refused  to  sign  the  bill  passed  by  that  body  making  an 
appropriation  to  the  University.  This  left  the  University  in  a  crippled  con- 
dition.

The  finest  tquare  in  Salt  Lake  City  had  been  donated  to  the  UniTenitj 
hf  the  city  eorporation,  and  a  fine  building  for  university  purposes  had  been 
pavtiallj  erected,  but  without  additional  fuuds  this  building  could  not  be 
eoMpleted  nor  the  school  carried  on.  Besides,  the  condition  upon  which  the 
dty  hmd  bequeathed  the  site  to  the  University  was  that  tlie  erection  of  the 
knlding  ahonld  be  proceeded  with,  and  in  case  of  non-compliance  with  this 
oodition  the  land  was  to  revert  to  the  city. 

Under  the  circumstances  there  was  naturally  a  good  deal  of  indignation 
felt  if  not  expressed  over  the  Governor's  arrogance  and  contumacy,  and  his 
iMonsist«ncy  too,  for  he  and  his  clique  have  all  along  conveyed  the  idea  to 
the  world  that  they  were  the  true  friends  to  education  in  the  Territory,  and 
tkat  the  Latter-day  Saints  were  opposed  to  it. 

Determined  that  the  will  of  the  people  should  not  be  entirely  defeated, 
tid  that  their  educational  interests  should  not  be  allowed  to  languish  and 
«iffer  if  they  could  avoid  it,  the  olticers  of  the  University  and  a  few  other 
fablie-spirited  citizens  advanced  the  money  to  continue  the  work  of  erecting 
tke  bailding.  They  have  thus  expended  $28,000,  and  the  building  has  been 
to  far  completed  as  to  admit  of  school  being  held  in  it.  To  defray  this  in- 
4bCedne8s  and  complete  the  structure,  the  Legislature  provided  for  appro- 
priating 950,000  during  the  recent  session,  but  the  presumptuous  Governor 
a|un  interposed  his  veto.  The  Assembly  had  ngA\n  elected  the  officers  of 
tie  University  as  the  law  provided,  instead  of  allowing  him  to  appoint  them, 
lad  for  this  and  sundry  other  causes  which  he  alleged,  and  which  had  no 
foudmtion  in  truth,  he  refused  to  sign  the  general  appropriation  bill  unleas 
tie  eUnse  providing  for  the  appropriation  to  the  University  were  stricken 
Mt  And  the  Legislature  in  the  last  extremity  submitted  to  the  outrage 
nther  than  have  the  whole  of  the  appropriations  cut  off,  and  thus  the  Uni- 
nmij  was  left  without  funds.  Thus  were  those  public-spirited  citizens 
vho  had  advanced  means  to  continue  the  erection  of  the  University  for  the 
koefit  of  the  public,  loft  without  reimbursement!  Thus  are  the  people  of 
Ifcs  Territory  denied  the  right  to  use  their  tax«s--the  Territorial  revenue — 
•eeofding  to  their  will,  as  expressed  through  their  representatives,  by  this 
«loefat  who  disgraces  the  office  of  Governor  of  Uiih!  Thus  is  the  only 
•kigh  schoor  of  the  Territory  in  which  normal  students  are  educated  at  the 
pobtic  expense  to  serve  as  teachers,  shorn  of  its  powers  and  curtailed  in  its 
ttefulness  by  the  act  of  one  man  who  has  no  interest  in  common  with  the 
people. 

While  other  portions  of  the  Union  are  favored  with  appropriations  from 
the  General  Government  for  the  benefit  of  public  institutions  of  learning, 
Vudi  18  and  always  has  been  without  such  help,  and  now,  in  addition,  is 
teied  the  right  of  using  her  own  surplus  funds  for  that  purpose!  What  a 
hirlesqne  on  a  republican  government  that  is  which  exists  in  Utah,  where 
<iw  man  has  it  in  his  power  to  defeat  the  will  of  the  people,  and  that  man 
dMsn  for  his  pronounced  antagonism  to  the  people  whom  he  is  sent  to 
jMem! 

Bat  it  may  be  asked.  Would  it  not  have  been  better  to  allow  the  Governor 
to  nominate  the  officers  of  the  University,  especially  as  the  men  whom  he 
siieetad  were  mostly  well  qualified  for  the  offices,  and  as  he  would  probably 
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have  been  willing  to  appoint  such  other  persons  as  would  best  suit  the 
Legislature,  if  that  body  had  only  granted  his  right  to  make  the  appointmeotsr 

No;  for  there  was  a  principle  inToWed.     The  Governor  and  his  coa^jutom 
have  been  trying  for  years  to  get  the  Territorial  finances  in  their  clutches, 
and  to  this  end  he  has  claimed  and  attempted  to  exercise  the  right  of  ap-> 
pointing  certain  Territorial-  officers.    It  was  upon  the  plea  that  the  chanceUor 
and  regents  of  the  University  were  Territorial  officers  that  he  claimed  th» 
right  to  appoint  them.    The  legislators  knew  that  he  had  no  authority  in 
law  for  the  claim  which  he  set  up,  and  they  were  determined  not  to  yield  to^ 
him.    The  officers  of  the  University  were  no  more  Territorial  officers  than 
were  the  commissioners  of  the  Territorial  Insane  Asylum,  and  he  did  not 
pretend  that  they  were;  nor  did  he  interfere  with  the  Legislature  in  their 
election  of  them.    The  fact  that  he  is  one  of  those  commiHsioners,  and  re- 
ceives his  per  diem  and  mileage  for  services  connected  therewith,  may  have 
something  to  do  with  that,  however.      Had  the  Legislature  allowed  him  to^ 
appoint  the  officers  of  the  University,  it  would  have  been  an  admission  on 
their  part  of  his  right  so  to  do,  and  also  of  the  false  claim  that  they  ar^ 
Territorial  officers.     And  the  precedent  once  established,  he  would,  under 
color  of  this  authority,  have  proceeded  to  fill  by  appointment  th« other  offic6S>- 
he  is  so  anxious  to  get  control  of. 

He  has  been  defeated  in  his  nefarious  scheme,  but  at  the  expense  of  one  of 
the  noblest  educational  institutions  of  the  country.     However,  the  Latter- 
day  Saints  are  not  easily  discouraged.    They  have  shown  a  degree  of  enter- 
prise in  and  devotion  to  educational  matters  that  challenge  comparison  with 
many  of  the  older  and  wealthier  communities,  and  they  will  not  allow  their' 
zeal  in  this  direction  to  be  checked  to  any  great  extent  by  the  petty,  spitefnk 
action  of  such  a  man  as  Governor  Murray.    It  is  a  matter  of  congratulaticMi 
that  he,  in  striking  this  blow  at  the  educational  interests  of  the  Territofy^. 
has  not  gained  anything  towards  the  accomplishment  of  his  own  ends. 

A  petition  to  the  Preiiident  of  the  United  States  for  the  re-appointment  of 
Governor  Murray  to  office,  has  recently  been  circulated  in  Utah  for  signatnrei^ 
but  it  is  said  that  ereu  many  of  the  rankest  anti-**  Mormon"  business  mem 
have  refused  to  sign  it.  The  time  is  not  far  distant  when  he  will  see  thet^. 
instead  of  gaining  friends  and  popularity  by  the  unscrupulous  course  whidi 
he  has  pursued,  he  has  lost  what  ke  did  possess.  G.  C.  L^

8«nt  home  in  care  of  Elder  Joseph  Wild,  leaving  Liverpool  on  the  16th 
of  February.  It  was  doubtless  consoling  to  him,  and  not  less  so  to  his  relatives, 
tliat  he  was  enabled  to  reach  home  and  end  his  days  surrounded  by  those  who 
^were  dearest  to  him.  Their  sorrow  at  parting  with  him  was  no  doubt  softened 
<aB  is  that  of  his  friends  in  this  land  at  learning  of  his  death)  by  the  assurance 
tliat  he  lived  a  worthy  life  and  niade  his  **  calling  and  election"  sure,  and  has 
BOW  gone  hence,  agreeably  to  the  will  of  the  Master  whom  he  served,  to  con- 
tiDue  his  missionary  labors  in  another  sphere.

inSSIONARY  WORK  IN  THB  SOUTHERN  STATES—MOB  VIOLENCE. 

Elder  Thomas  Davis,  of  Fillmore,  Utah,  who  is  on  a  mission  to  the  South- 
tn  States,  writing  from  Shady  Qrove,  Jasper  Co.,  Mississippi,  March  6, 1884,. 
U>  Elder  George  Croft,  of  the  Liverpool  Conference,  says: 

*'  I  haTe  taken  cold  and  do  not  feel  well,  hut  I  can  say  that  I  feel  well  in  regard  to  the 
Gapel.  We  have  met  with  a  good  deal  of  persecution  here  lately,  and  have  heen  mobbed 
■fcnl  timefl.  About  a  month  ago,  two  of  the  Elders  were  kicked  out  of  the  post  office 
■d  oBd  of  them  had  a  pistol  shoved  in  his  face  and  was  ordered  to  leave  the  country. 
Akost  two  weeks  ago.  Elder  Crandall  and  I  went  down  into  Jones'  County,  where  there 
■I  a  few  Saints,  and  about  eight  o'clock  on  the  evening  of  our  arrival  there  a  mob  sur- 
the  house  that  we  were  in  and  commenced  firing  at  us.  One  bullet  fired  from 
part  of  the  house  at  Brother  Crandall,  who  was  sitting  in  front  of  the  fire,  just 
hie  left  ear.  Eighteen  shots  were  fired,  but  most  of  them  lodged  in  the  side  of 
fti  hooM.  Two  dogs  were  shot,  the  fence  torn  down,  the  door  burst  in,  and  an  effort 
iM  made  to  tear  the  house  down,  but  there  was  no  one  hurt. 

'*The  weather  has  been  warm  here  nearly  all  winter.  There  has  been  no  snow,  but  it 
Wnaiiicd  a  good  deal.  The  people  here  say  it  has  been  the  hardest  winter  they  ever 
liviii  this  country,  but  it  has  been  the  mildest  one  I  ever  experienced. 

"Tliere  are  some  good  people  here,  and  they  will  admit  that  what  we  teach  is  the  true 
Gopely  bat  they  seem  to  he  afraid  to  embrace  it,  on  account  of  the  opi>osition." 


THOUOHTS  OF  OLD  ENGLAND  BY  AN  ENGLISHMAN  IN   UTAH. 

We  have  been  requested  by  President  Wm.  H.  Wright,  of  the  Sheffield 

Gboference,  who  recently  started  home,  to  publish  the  following  extracts  from 

a  letter  received  by  him  from  an  old  neighbor.  Brother  Isaac  Furniss,  dated 

Opleo,  March  23,  1884: 

**!  kMPt  beea  reading  in  the  Ogden  Herald  a  sketch  of  your  missionary  labors,  and  was 

wied  in  it,  especially  in  learning  that  you  were  presiding  over  the  Saints  in 

town,  which  I  left  in  January,  1849.     I  was  struck  with  the  coincidence  that 

kit  Ojgden  on  the  11th  of  April,  which,  by  the  way,  is  my  wedding  day.    I  was 

at  *  t'oud'  church  on  the  11th  of  April,  1841,  it  being  Easter  Sunday,  and  accord* 

i^  to  Qnon  Pratt's  calculation,  the  11th  of  April  was  also  the  day  of  the  Savior's 

Vrtk    I  was  baptized  in  the  autumn  of  1843,  a  few  months  before  you,  I  think. 

**!  many  times  wonder  how  people  in  England  get  along  for  a  living.    Before  I  left  it* 

for  the  great  majority  of  the  working  classes  to  keep  body  and  soul  together 
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and  I  fjdl  to  see  how  things  can  have  improved  any  for  them,  for  the  name  revenue  moft 
be  had  to  keep  up  the  army  and  navy,  the  aristocracy,  the  nobility  and  the  monopolitfei, 
and  last,  but  not  least,  the  royal  paupers.  How  in  the  world  the  poor  people  in  England 
manage  to  exist  is  a  wonder  to  me,  under  such  a  mammoth  sjrstem  of  taxation,  coupled 
with  short  work,  low  wages,  and  extensiTe  competition  in  all  branches  of  busineM.  I 
liave  thought  and  said  many  times,  there  are  thousands  and  millions  of  tlie  hoBUB 
family  who  do  not  know  where  they  are  going  to  get  the  next  morsel  to  eat.  This  ia  t^ 
sesultof  human  institutions —man-made  governments,  destitute  of  revelation;  but  that 
great  leveling  machine,  the  Gospel,  has  been  introduced  through  the  Prophet  Joaepb, 
and  it  will  work  a  mighty  change.  The  siti^ns  of  the  times  are  very  portenteus.  Hie 
crowned  heads  are  beginning  to  ache  and  shake;  all  nature  seems  convulsed;  the  cyclonef, 
the  great  floods,  the  ireSr  the  railway  collisions,  the  earthquakes,  the  upheavinf<8  of  tlie 
sea,  the  secret  workings  of  the  Nihilists,  the  Socialists,  the  Communists,  the  Rojralista, 
the  anarchists,  the  dynamiters,  and  a  host  of  other  turbulent  elements,  all  combine  to 
show  that  a  crisis  is  at  hand.  Although  the  United  States  Congress  is  being  urged  on 
by  a  combination  of  crazy  fanatics  and  pious  sectarians  to  pass  stringent  laws  againat  the 
lAtter-day  Saints,  we  have  much  to  be  thankful  for.  We  are  better  off  than  the  rest  af 
the  world  in  every  respect— we  are  above  want.  A  great  many  came  here  with  nothing, 
and  now  have  plenty  of  everything.  No  one  need  go  hungry  here.  I  know  of  nona 
who  do.  I  wish  all  the  poor  Saints  in  Babylon  could  come  here,  not  for  the  sake  of  tha 
loares  and  the  fishes  though,  ensential  as  the  means  of  living  are,  but  to  help  establiaih 
the  government  of  God,  which  will  do  away  with  man-made  royalty  and  give  to  trerj 
man  his  just  rights. 

'*  We  have  had  a  very  wet  winter  here,  and  are  having  a  late  spring.  Business  is 
dull  at  present,  especially  with  merchants.  The  farmers'  produce  did  not  go  off  as  wsD 
last  fall  as  in  preceding  years,  but  as  I  said,  we  are  none  of  us  going  hungry,  and  are  not 
likely  to.  If  a  man  loses  work  for  a  day  or  two  in  England  he  feels  it,  but  here  ha  maj 
not  work  for  a  month  or  two  and  seem  none  the  worse  off.  I  have  been  here  in  Ogdm 
almost  thirty  years,  so  you  see  I  don*t  tumble  about  much. 

*'  I  have  written  to  my  relatives  in  Sheffield  a  long  time  ago  and  could  get  no  aaswart 
and  I  gave  it  up.  I  don't  expect  I  have  a  brother  or  sister  in  England,  but  I  have  mamf 
cousins  by  the  name  of  Fumiss.

I  hardly  expect  any  of  yonrprn 
ant  flock  were  in  the  Church  when  I  left,  though  it  is  just  possible  that  seme  of  them 
were.  If  so,  they  may  remember  me  as  having  been  a  singer  in  their  social  gatliariBgt 
of  serio-comic  songs— home-spun;  in  fact,  I  spun  'em.  One  was:  *  O,  have  you  haard  tha 
news  of  later 

"  If  President  Taylor  would  only  propose  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  Saints  in  Snropt 
who  are  anxious  to  emigrate,  that  all  here  in  Utah  who  are  able  and  willing  should  oon* 
tribute  from  one  to  five  dollars  each,  I  believe  it  would  meet  with  a  hearty  response." 


ARIZONA    MATTERS. 

Apostle  Brigham  Young  recently  returned  to  his  kome  in  Salt  Lake  Citj, 
from  an  extended  missionary  tour,  in  which  he  was  accompanied  part  of  tba 
time  by  Apostle  H.  J.  Grant.  In  a  discourse  delivered  in  Salt  Lake  CRy 
since  his  return,  Elder  Young  gave  an  account  of  their  travels  and  cbservationa^ 
of  which  the  Descret  I^^eivs  publishes  the  following  aummaiy: 

"  They  visited  some  of  the  settlements  on  the  Little  Colorado^  all  of  the 
settlements  in  eastern  Arizona,  ut  the  headwaters  of  that  river,  and  among 
the  Navajo,  Apache  and  other  tribes  of  Indians. 
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**  They  found  every  where  the  evidences  of  thrift  and  prosperity  among  the 
SuDtSy  and  were  kindly  treated  by  the  Lamanites.  Chief  Pedro  and  bis  baud, 
^vho  had  been  so  hostile,  were  now  friendly,  and  since  the  evacuation  of 
Forest  Dale,  which  was  discovered  to  be  on  the  Apache  Reservation,  and  the 
i\u^  over  of  hoiisss,  fields  foncasaud  improvements  to  the  Indians,  there 
a  better  feeling  between  them  and  the  Saints,  the  red  men  being  able  to 
mppreciate  this  kind  of  friendship,  so  much  more  substantial  than  the  mere 
^rorda  upon  which  they  were  wont  to  be  fed  by  the  whites.  The  Indians 
^rere  now  desirous  of  dwelling  in  peace  with  them  and  earning  an  honest 
liTiD^  The  Navxjo  reservation  was  too  small  for  that  tribe,  they  were  a 
w^ealthy  people,  and  their  land  was  only  about  60  by  90  miles  in  extent. 

**  They  next  visited  the  St.  Joseph  Stake,  and  at  St.  David  paid  a  visit  to 
tlie  £rave  uf  Elder  D.  P.  Kimball.  The  speaker  eulogized  the  deceased  as 
ose  of  the  main  moving  powers  in  the  colonizing  of  the  southern  country^ 
told  bow  the  people  loved  and  revered  his  memory,  and  mourned  his  absence 
from  their  midst.  From  there  they  went  to  the  Gila  settlements,  in  the 
■iidat  of  a  splendid  country,  with  fine  places  for  cities  and  a  very  productive 
vhL  All  tropical  fruits  could  be  raised  there.  Sulphur  Valley,  in  the 
Cliirahuaca  Mountains,  was  excellent  for  grazing.  The  Qila  river  was  like 
Weber,  not  large,  but  clear  and  beautiful,  and  abundant  for  irrigating 
Brother  Grant  left  him  there  and  returned  home  to  attend  the 
Legislature. 

^  The  speaker  afterwards  visited  Maricopa.    Mesa  City  was  situated  on  a 

b«ucby  io  the  midst  of  a  fine  fruit-growing  region.     It  was  originally  adesert, 

bat  had  been  redeemed  by  the  toil  of  the  people  and  the  blessings  of  the 

Lord.     Its  canals  were  the  finest  he  had  ever  seen.    Some  of  them  were  the  old 

Nepbite  canals,  which  dated  back  for  generations,  and  their  existence  had 

ttved  the  people  $20,000  worth  of  labor.     Euins  were  also  found,  which 

ibowed  that  populous  cities  were  once  there.    The  Salt  River  Valley  was 

utarpassed  for  climate  in  the  world.     It  would  produce  everything  that 

Soathem  California  does,  and  of  even  superior  quality.    It  was  also  a  healthy 

Ripoa,  and  would  some  day  be  filled  with  wealthy  settlements. 

**Lehi,  near  Phoenix,  bad  fine  fields  of  wheat,  oats  and  barley,  wheat 
ifera^iDg  50  bushels  to  the  acre.  There  was  {ilenty  of  water  at  Mesa. 
The  river,  while  be  was  there,  rose  in  one  night  13  feet.  Water  could 
be  husbanded  in  reservoirs  to  supply  an  immense  population,  but  at  present 
the  canals  were  sufficient  for  all  purposes.  Tkat  country  could  be  mad& 
t  Paradise  on  earth. 

"The  people  felt  well,  the  Word  of  Wisdom  was  being  practiced,  and 
ths  young  men  were  preparing  themselves  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the 
Lmanitea.  The  Spanish  and  Pima  languages  were  being  studied,  and  an 
sttenpi  wonid  be  made  next  winter  to  penetrate  Old  Mexico,  and  carry 
lie  Goepel  to  a  tribe  of  Indians  who  had  hitherto  been  very  exclusive 
tod  hostile  and  had  rejected  all  missionaries  sent  among  them.  Fifty- 
two  yooDg  men  had  announced  themselves  ready  to  go.  The  Laman- 
itm  were  taught  to  pre-empt  lands,  build  houses,  establish  schools,  and 
koooie  citisend  uf  the  United  S^tes."

PRESIDENT  JOHN  TATLOS 

Expressed  his  pleasure  at  having  another  opportunity  of  meeting  with  tk« 

BibtB  in  Annual  Conference.    He  was  thankful  for  the  favorable  circum- 

mnd  the  beautiful  weather  which  we  now  enjoy.     These  occasions 

fraught  with  events  of  importance  to  the  Latter-day  Saints,  causing 

to  reflect  upon  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  God,  and  to  strengthen  and 

US  for  the  events  of  the  future.     This  work  was  one  which  God 

•v  Heavenly  Father  had  instituted— it  was  not  the  work  of  mai.    It  was 

flttned  in  the  heavens.    The  Father  and  the  Son  instituted  it,  and  it  had 

Weo  perpetoated  by  the  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  the  introductiom 
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of  the  Holy  Priesthood.  Prophets  had  looked  forward  with  joy,  and  had 
written  and  sung  of  our  day.  It  was  *'  the  dispensation  of  the  fullness  of 
times."  It  was  not  within  the  power  of  any  men,  no  matter  what  their  wis- 
dom or  ability,  to  carry  on  this  work  without  God's  aid.  We  were  indebted 
to  the  wisdom  and  guidance  of  Qod  for  the  inception  and  beginning  of  this 
work,  and  in  each  successive  step  that  we  had  taken  we  were  indebted  to 
Him  for  all  the  progress  we  had  made.  Without  His  aid  no  man,  whatever 
his  position,  could  do  anything  for  the  advancement  of  this  work.

Said,  upon  receiving  the  Gospel  he  received  a  knowledge  of  its  truth  for 
himself.    The  history  of  this  people  was  singularly  like  that  of  Abraham, 
having  left  all  to  obey  the  Gospel.     We  had  believed  in  the  true  and  living 
Qod  and  obeyed   His  Gospel,  and  received  the  promised  blessings.      The  ^ 
promises  that  were  made,  and  their  falfiliment  in  the  case  of  those  who  re-  ; 
ceived  the  Gospel,  was  an  evidence  that  God's  power  was  with  His  servant^ 
and  that  their  authority  was  valid.    The  Elders  would  not  dare  to  make  the 
promises  tlicy  do  in   going  forth  to  proclaim   the  Gospel,  if  they  were  not 
called  of  God.     Another  evidence  of  the  divinity  of  this  work  was  the  peoea 
that  reigned  in  the  families  of  the  Saints,  even  in  whaf  was  called  l>olygaroyy 
while  it  was  difficult  for  persons  in  the  world  to  get  along  with  one  w     ,  and 
even  among  us  it  would  be  found  that  there  was  more  trouhli^  in  monoga- 
mous families  than  among  those  who  had  received  the  celtstial  law  o  marriage.    - 
This  was  accounted  tor  by  the  fact  that  this  people  came  here  for  the  love  of  ^ 
God,  and  they  tried  to  claim  the  blessings  promised  to  those  who  seek  firalP'  * 
the  Kin(i;dom  of  God  and  His  righteousness.    Though  the  Elders  were  treated   ' 
doiipitefully  by  the  people  of  the  world  generally,  there  were  a  few  who^/^ 
gladly  received  tlie  Gospel,  and  bore  their  testimony  to  its  truth,  as  others  ' 
had  done  before  them.    The  signs  still  followed  the  believer,  and  the  iiower 
of  God  was  continually  being  made  manifest  in  response  to  the  ministrationa 
of  the  servants  of  God.    Gk)d  was  at  the  head  of  this  work,  and  it  was  our 
duty  to  desire  that  the  will  of  God  might  be  done,  and  to  realize  the  impor- 
taiice  of  sustaining  the  servants  of  God,  that  they  might  lead  the  people  arighti  ' 
and  that  He  would  make  known  to  His  servants  everything  necessary  to  the* 
progress  of  this  work  and  for  the  instruction  of  the  people.

Rejoiced  in  the  opportunities  affurded  on  these  occasions.  Our  religion  re- 
paired not  only  good  intentions  but  f;ood  works.  Faith  would  not  avail  us, 
only  as  it  prompted  us  to  works.  If  the  true  faith  existed  it  would  prorar)t 
us  to  action.  What  advantage  had  we  if  we  only  professed  to  believe  in  the 
various  ordinances  and  principles  of  the  Qospel,  and  had  not  faith  to  go  forth 
and  perform  the  work.  A  rsligion  without  works  is  dead.  It  was  singular 
liberality  that  would  only  permit  us  to  believe.  God  required  us  to  keep 
His  conimandments  as  well  as  to  believe  in  them,  and  it  were  better  that  we 
bad  never  been  born  than  to  break  the  comn^andments  of  God.  We  could 
mot  do  it;  we  had  too  much  at  stake.  All  our  hopes  depended  on  us  doing 
the  works  of  righteousness.  Wo  would  be  just  the  kind  of  people  that  God 
^eaired  os  to  be  if  we  kept  His  commandments.  We  were  chosen  to  perform 
this  work  before  we  came  here;  we  had  made  covenants  to  keep  the  com- 
idnients  of  Crod.  We  did  not  expect  to  w.iit  until  the  hereafter  to  receive 
we  were  receiving  blessings  here  every  day.  We  knew  that  God 
fired,  and  had  an  assurance  of  this  beyond  all  the  reasoning  and  sophistries 
ef  men.  We  knew  also  that  this  was  the  work  of  God.  We  knew  these 
things  beyond  all  doubt,  as  we  know  that  wo  have  an  existence.  And  wo  knew 
that  the  nations  that  fought  against  Zion  would  be  destroyed  and  cut  off. 
The  senrants  of  Gknl  were  bearing  these  testimonies  to  the  nations,  but  the 
people  hardened  their  hearts  and  rejected  the  truth.  If  they  would  listen 
and  ubejr  they  might  receive  the  same  blessings  that  we  enjoyed.  As  we  had 
thu  knowledge,  let  us  strive  to  keep  all  of  the  commandments,  that  we  might 
he  blessed  with  the  unspeakable  riches  of  eternity,  which,  through  our  mortal 
inperfectioDSk,  we  were  not  now  prepared  to  fully  realize.  He  testified  that 
kingdom  was  never  more  firmly  rooted  than  at  present,  that  there  were 
so  many  persons  who  were  devoted  to  the  truth,  and  that  it  would  con- 
to  grow  in  power  as  God  had  intended. 
Fkesident  W.  Woodruff  announced  that  a  meeting  of  the  Mutual  Improve-

Eejoieed  at  the  remarks  made  this  morning.  As  stated  by  our  venerable- 
President,  we  can  accomplish  nothing  without  the  aid  of  the  Lord.  It 
not  difficult  to  discern  the  hand  of  God  in  the  affairs  of  nations,  but  it 
not  always  so  easy  to  see  it  in  the  affairs  of  individuals.  Yet  God  is  the 
author  of  life,  and  overrules  all  things.  During  tiie  past  few  months,  the 
speaker  had  reflected  much  upon  the  malice  exhibited  by  the  world  against 
OS,  and  had  been  led  to  see  that  we  are  hated  more  for  our  virtues  than  for 
our  errors.  We  were  ourselves  filled  with  pity  for  the  evil-doer  and  compas- 
sion for  the  erring.  When  hatred  was  directed  against  the  innocent,  the 
shafts  were  generally  dipped  in  malice  before  they  were  shot  from  the  bow 
of  envy.  Cain  hated  Abel,  not  because  Abel  was  guilty,  but  because  he  was 
pure.  It  had  been  so  in  every  age.  Trace  up  the  history  of  persecution,  and 
is  would  be  found  that  those  who  invented  instruments  of  torture  were  moved 
by  malice  and  envy,  and  by  the  spirit  of  him  who  would  rather  reign  in  hell 
than  serve  in  heaven.  It  was  the  good  deeds  of  Joseph  the  Prophet  which 
urged  the  wicked  in  their  hatred  to  shed  his  blood.  Divest  the  enemies  of 
the  Saints  of  malice,  hatred  and  envy,  and  there  would  be  little  left.  If  we 
copied  the  vices  and  wickedness  of  the  world  we  would  be  taken  by  the  rigiht 
hand  of  fellowship.  We  were  rowing  against  the  tide  of  the  world's  corrup- 
tion. We  were  seeking  to  solve  the  problem  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  if 
we  kept  free  from  the  contaminations  of  the  age,  we  would  surely  succeed. 
We  were  accused  of  being  law-breakers.  The  speaker  could  trace  his  lineage 
to  the  revolutionary  fathers,  and  he  loved  the  Constitution  and  institutions 
of  the  country.  And  he  held  that  if  Congress  could  pass  a  law  in  relation  to 
marriage,  it  could  enact  laws  in  regard  to  the  sacrament  and  to  baptism.  We 
did  not  violate  any  constitutional  law.  We  had  gathered  here  not  to  be  slaToa^ 
but  to  be  freemen.  And  the  very  persecutions  we  suffered  would  cause  our  sons 
to  defend  freedom  and  educate  them  to  be  statesmen.  We  had  never  thonght 
of  secession.  We  expected  to  gain  our  liberties  under  the  flag  and  within  the 
purview  of  the  United  States.  And  those  who  called  us  disloyal,  were  often 
themselves  violators  of  their  oaths  to  sustain  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
their  country.  Out  of  all  the  evil  heaped  upon  us  good  would  come  to  us  and 
our  cause.  There  were  thousands  of  people  in  this  nation,  who,  if  they 
understood  us,  would  defend  our  cause.  And  he  was  satisfied  that  ** Mormon- 
ism''  was  becoming  better  known,  and  the  efforts  of  our  enemies  tended  to 
draw  attention  to  the  truth.  While  excitement  raged  abroad,  all  was  calm- 
ness and  peace  at  home.  And  this  was  not  because  we  were  not  aware  of  the 
relative  strength  of  150,000  and  50,000,000  of  people,  but  because  we  trusted 
in  God  and  in  the  cause  in  which  we  were  engaged.  He  bore  testimony  te 
the  final  triumph  of  this  work  and  could  sincerely  pray  for  those  who  fought 
against  it.

Knew  that  the  cause  in  whieh  this  little  handful  of  Saints  were  engaged  was 
the  great  and  grand  latter-day  work  of  our  Father  in  the  heavens.    The 
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wicked  could  do  nothing  against  this  work,  but  for  it    He  rejoiced  in  this. 
If  it  were  not  for  this  knowledge,  considering  the  great  odds  against  us,  we 
might  find  our  knees  trembling.    But  God  and  one  righteous  person  were  a 
Tery  great  majority  against  the  wicked.    And  there  were  thousands  who  were 
striTing  to  actually  live  by  every  word  that  proceedeth  from  the  mouth  of  our 
Father  in  the  heavens.    When  Enoch  labored,  after  working  for  over  thret 
hundred  years,  he  only  gathered  a  few.    The  great  majority  rejected  the 
truth  and  were  destroyed  from  the  face  of  the  earth.    Noah,  after  preaching 
a  hundred  and  twenty  years,  only  gained  seven  besides  himself  out  of  that 
perverse  generation.    But  there  were  thousands  upon  thousands  ready  to 
stand  up  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  our  President  in  anything  in  which  our 
Father  in  the  heaTens  inspired  him  to  lead  forth.     The  speaker  marvelled 
at  the  blindness  and  peiverseness  of  the  people  of  the  world  dn  closing  their 
eyes  against  this  grand  latter-day  work  revealed  in  this  our  day.    No  man  by 
human  experience  could  find  out  the  ways  of  Qod  or  understand  His  purposes. 
Yet  the  way  to  their  comprehension  was  so  plain  and  simple  that  "a  wayfar- 
ing man,  though  a  fool,  need  not  err  therein."    Yet  this  was  not  followed 
because  the  people  loved  darkness  rather  than  light.    Was  not  this  course 
absolutely  absurd?    Yet  it  was  a  fact  that  the  majority  of  mankind  were  thus 
blind  and  foolish  and  self-willed.    No  man  had  the  right  to  do  wrong.    The 
claim  that  he  had  was  incorrect.    He  felt  to  pity  all  that  class  of  mankind 
who  preferred  efil  to  good  and  the  slavery  of  sin  to  the  freedom  of  the  Qos- 
peL     He  felt  he  could  pray  for  those  who  were  bond-slaves  to  wickedness, 
that  our  Father  would  cause  the  scales  to  fall  from  their  eyes.    It  was  no  use 
to  argue  with  them  in  regard  to  the  beauty  of  this  grand  work  of  our  Father, 
but  he  would  not  put  a  straw  in  the  way  of  their  agency  or  injure  a  hair  of 
the  head  of  the  worst  enemy  of  this  work.    The  Lord  had  fitted  the  backs  of 
this  people  to  the  burdens  imposed  upon  them.    If  he  had  been  told  years 
ago  that  he  could  have  borne  with  cheerfulness  the  opprobrium  that  had  been 
heaped  upon  us,  he  would  have  refused  to  believe  it.    With  all  the  fancied 
freedom,  and  loyalty,  and  liberality  of  the  world,  they  were  filled  with 
animosity  against  the  Saints,  and  were  in  bondage  to  their  own  lusts.    Yet 
he  knew  there  were  many  noble  men  and  women,  some  of  whom,  notwith- 
standing the  folly  and  extravagance  and  wickedness  of  a  wayward  and  wicked 
world,  would  yet  come  out  and  receive  tde  everlasting  Gospel.

These  opportunities  were  like  coming  up  to  a  banquet  of  the  Lord.  Those 
who  were  in  any  wise  cast  down  could  find  rest  and  recuperation,  and  all 
^oould  be  refreshed  and  invigorated.  During  the  past  few  months  there  was 
an  evident  increase  of  improvement  among  the  Saints  and  the  efforts  of  the 
wicked  against  us  had  brought  us  nearer  to  the  Lord.  Many  had  laid  aside 
their  vestments  and  had  come  into  the  liberty  of  the  sons  of  Qod.  The  Lord 
was  revealing  the  abundance  of  peace  and  truth.  And  when  the  wicked  were 
imagining  that  they  were  accomplishing  something  against  the  Saints,  behold 
the  people  of  the  Lord  were  but  impelled  to  a  closer  walk  with  Qod  by  which* 
they  became  strengthened.

on  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  the  increase  of  wickedness  in  the  places  from.' 
which  they  had  gathered,  and  urged  the  Saints  to  live  according  to  the  TilaL 
principles  of  the  Gospel,  individually,  that  they  might  endure  to  the  end^ 
withstand  every  evil  day,  keep  all  the  covenants  made  with  Qod  or  one 
another,  sanctify  their  natures,  and  be  prepared  to  enter  into  the  glory  of  God.

INCONSISTENCY    OF   WRITERS   ON   THE   "MORMON 

QUESTION."

If  there  is  one  subject  which  American  and  European  newspaper  writers 
generally,  from  the  editors-in-chief  of  the  leading  journals  down  to  the  veriest 
local  scribbler  for  the  small  country  "  weekly,"  consider  themselves  qualified 
to  express  an  opinion  upon,  that  suhject  is  the  "  Mormon  Question."  Thef 
can  dash  off  a  column  article  on  the  subject  at  a  moment's  warning,  and 
neTer  at  a  rule  think  it  necessary  to  devote  any  time  to  the  study  of  its 
bearings  or  to  consult  statistics,  but  plunge  right  into  it  with  the  most  reck- 
less abandon.  They  understand  the  piipular  sentiment  on  the  question,  and 
they  almost  invariably  aim  to  conform  to  that  in  some  particulars  at  leaati 
even  though  they  may  be  in  possession  of  facts,  and  have  occasion  to  publish 
them  too,  that  ill  accord  with  it,  and  which  make  their  writings  appear  STsr 
so  contradictory  to  the  observant  mind.  Some  of  these  writers  are  so 
anxious  to  be  considered  original  and  to  figum  as  solvers  of  the  '*  Monnon 
problem,"  that  they  frequently  assume  a  sapient  air  and  venture  all  sorts  of 
suggestions  on  all  sorts  of  assumptions  connected  with  the  subject,  witbonl 
stopping  to  consider  whether  they  will  hear  the  light  of  reason  or  not 

The  result  is,  there  is  no  subject  so  much  written  about  and  so  little  un- 
derstood OS  that  of  '^  Mormonism."  Simple  as  the  subject  appears,  there  is 
none  upon  which  an  opposition  writer  so  soon  **  loses  his  head."  There  is  ns 
people  in  existence  about  whom  so  many  contradictory  and  bewildering 
stories  are  told  as  about  the  Latter-day  Saints.  Even  writers  who  have 
visited  that  people  in  their  western  bonnes,  and  had  a  chance  of  learning  tils 
truth  about  them,  are  seldom  exempt  from  the  charge  of  inconsistenty  when 
they  attempt  to  write  about  them,  and  for  the  reason  before  assigned — ihaif 
want  to  conform  to  the  |)opular  sentimenl  We  will  take  for  example  tke 
writings  of  Joaquin  Miller,  the  "  poet  of  the  Sierras,"  an  author  of  some  nots^ 
from  whom  we  published  some  quotations  in  Ni>.  13  of  the  Stas. 

He  denounces  the  impotent  attempts  that  have  been  made  during  the  past 
twenty-five  years  by  Congressmen  and  others  at  solving  the  ^Mormon 
problem,"  and  presumes  to  offer  an  infullible  remedy  for  what  he  regards  ss 
a  great  evil  and  an  "  unhappy  question."  He  is  a  western  man,  and  has  had 
a  chasce,  if  he  had  cared  to  improve  it,  of  learning  the  true  status  of  tkt 
Latter-day  Saints  and  of  being  able  to  write  intelligently  shout  them;  but  lis 
panders  to  popular  sentiment  in  assuming  that  they  are  a  set  of  ignorsal 
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fuiaticflL  The  remedy  he  suggests  is  education.  He  thinks  the  United  States 
Ooveniment  should  spend  **  $100,000,000  if  necessary,  to  educate  these  honest, 
well-meaning,  poor  but  misled  people."  We  have  no  objection  to  offer  to 
tiiis  remedy;  it  is  certainly  more  humane  than  that  of  killing  them  all  off, 
which  has  been  advocated  by  such  sanguinary  "  reverends"  as  Dr.  Newman, 
t  De  Witt  Talmage  and  Howard  Crosby.  But  we  do  object  to  the  whole- 
aftle  imputation  of  ignorance  and  fanaticism.  And  comparing  it  with  what 
lia  sajTs  about  the  virtues  of  the  people,  it  hardly  appears  consistent. 

He  claims  to  speak  from  personal  observation  and  knowledge,  and  says  of 
the  ** Mormons:"  "These  people  are  an  honest  people,  a  pious  people,  in- 
dostrious,  peaceable,  sober  and  well-meaning.  *  ''^  *  If  you  will  turn  to 
an  J  book  of  statistics,  and  see  what  these  people  have  done  out  there  in  a 
country  that  to  this  day,  but  for  them,  had  remained  largely  a  desert,  you 
will  concede  that  they  have  earned  a  right  to  great  respect  Such  a  thing  as 
an  idle  Mormon,  man,  woman  or  child,  never  was  seen.  I  challenge  you  to 
pat  your  hand  on  a  Mormon  thief,  a  Mormon  swindler  of  any  kind,  man, 
woman  or  child.  Nay,  if  I  know  the  Mormons  at  all — and  with  them  and 
their  work  all  the  time  before  me  for  so  many  years,  why  should  I  not  know 
them  with  my  spirit  of  inquiry  and  observatiout  I  take  the  responsibility  of 
wkjing  that  they  are  the  most  entirely  hoaest  people,  as  a  people,  and  the 
aiost  moral  and  law-abiding  people,  when  that  law  does  not  conflict  with  the 
teachings  of  the  Elders,  in  all  this  world.  *  *  *  The  Mormons,  by  their 
endurance,  valor,  patience  and  self-denial,  deserve  something  better  than 
hatchery  and  ostracism,  even  were  it  wise,  possible  or  just  to  butcher  them." 

Now  this  is  stated  seriously,  but  it  must  be  regarded  in  some  degree  as 
hyperbolical.  Wo  are  not  willing  to  admit  that  the  Latter-day  Saints  are  as 
perfect  as  he  here  represents  them  to  be.  They  are  human  beings,  and 
Ulible.  They  have  the  weaknesses  of  the  flesh  to  contend  with,  and  while 
their  religion  inculcates  all  the  virtues  which  he  mentions,  many  of  the  peo- 
ple who  have  the  name  of  being  Latter-day  Saints  fall  far  short  of  living  up 
to  its  holy  requirements.  However,  in  comparison  with  any  other  commu- 
lity  in  existence  the  Latter-day  Saints  appear  so  perfect  in  all  these  respects, 
tkat  he  may  be  pardoned  for  the  exaggeration.  But  now  for  the  inconsist- 
ency of  his  argument.  Education  is  the  remedy  proposed.  The  question 
aay  be  asked:  What  in  the  true  end  of  educatiout  la  it  to  fill  one's  mind 
vith  a  lot  of  impracticable  ideas  and  theories?  To  make  him  a  sophist?  To 
lead  him  to  spend  his  life  in  the  study  of  vain  philosophy  that  will  neither 
aake  himself  nor  any  one  else  happier  or  better.  To  teach  him  to  pervert 
the  lessons  of  Holy  Writ,  to  disregard  its  most  sacred  injunctions  and  sub- 
aitute  a  myth — a  creature  of  man's  imagination  fur  the  God  of  the  Bible, 
tlie  Creator  of  the  heavens  and  the  earth?  To  cause  him  to  shirk  the  true 
object  of  his  creation,  and  to  live  for  the  gratification  of  selfish  and  un- 
li^teoua  desires?  To  qualify  him  for  taking  advantage  of  his  fellow 
traeturea  and  gaining  wealth  or  aggrandizement  at  their  expense?  Keason 
tdk  OS  No  I  And  yet  these  are  too  often  the  results  of  such  education  as  the 
world  boasts!  The  true  end  of  education  is  to  prepare  a  person  for  living  a 
Yiftooas,  honorable,  useful  life;  for  making  a  proper  use  of  the  powers  of  his 
Mng^  accomplishing  the  utmost  possible  good  and   bringing   the  greatest 
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amount  of  happiness  to  his  fellow  creatures  and  himself.  True  educatioik 
means  something  more  than  scholastic  learning.  It  means  something  mor^ 
than  is  uflually  learned  from  hooks.  It  means  something  more  than  the  mere 
development  of  one's  mentul  faculties.  It  includes  moral  and  physiaal 
culture  as  well.  Its  legitimate  fruits  nre  those  which  Mr.  Miller  declares  are 
exhibited  by  the  ignorant  "  Mormons" — devotion  to  principle,  ()a^ience,  per- 
severance, industry,  honesty,  morality,  respect  for  law,  endurance,  valor,  aelf- 
deninl,  etc.  The  educatioa  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  has  enabled  them,  aa  b» 
says,  to  redeem  a  desert,  to  bring  together  tens  of  thousands  of  poor  (>eople 
from  various  nations  of  the  earth,  and  establish  them  in  comfortable  b«imes 
in  what  was  once  the  most  de84)late  and  forbidding  portion  of  the  American 
continent.  It  has  enabled  them  to  build  up  a  happy,  prosperous,  independ- 
ent community,  who  are  comparatively  free  from  the  vices  that  tend  to  atr- 
rupl  and  degrade  other  communities;  among  whom  ninety-five  out  of  everj 
hundred  families  live  in  their  own  houses  and  on  their  own  land,  with  no 
poor  houses  in  their  midst  nor  beggars  to  fill  them.  Their  educ:ition  haft 
enabled  them  to  survive  the  mobbings  and  drivings  and  relentless  persecutiuii 
to  which  they  have  been  suVjected  during  the  past  half  a  century,  and  ta 
grow  in  numbers  and  power  in  the  midst  of  it  all;  and  Mr.  Miller  testifiea  of 
their  ability  to  continue  doing  so  by  declaring  that  '^you  might  cut  to  pieooft 
every  Mormon  leader  tomorrow,  and  yet  the  day  after  a  thousand  and  mcne 
would  come  forward  from  out  the  four  corners  of  the  earth  seeking  martyr- 
dom." Their  education  has  enabled  them  to  build  up  a  commonwealth  in  tho 
midst  of  the  most  desperate  opposition,  with  the  whole  power  of  the  nation 
arrayed  against  them,  and  manage  its  financial  affairs  so  wisely  that  it  alone 
of  all  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  Union  is  free  from  public  debt — 
Territorial,  county  or  municipal. 

Where  is  there  another  community  in  existence  among  whom  are  manifested 
any  better,  or  even  as  good,  evidences  of  education!  We  challenge  Joaquin 
Miller  and  the  whole  world  to  find  them.  It  cannot  be  done.  If  the  Latter* 
day  Saints  have  accomplished  so  much  in  the  past,  handicapped  as  they  bftv% 
been,  what  may  they  be  expected  to  accomplish  in  the  future  if  Joaqoift 
Miller's  advice  be  followed,  and  no  other  means  be  used  to  oppose  them  t!uui 
building  school  houses  and  offering  them  free  education!  They  will  revohi- 
tionize  the  world,  not  by  force  of  arms,  but  by  the  diffusion  of  that  light  and 
knowledge— that  true  education  they  are  in  possession  of.  And  if  they  are 
opposed  by  more  violent  means  they  will  accomplish  it  all  the  sooner. 

The  Savior,  when  upon  the  earth,  called  attention  to  the  works  which  He 
did  as  a  witness  of  His  divine  calling  (John  v.  36).  In  like  manner  the  works 
of  the  Latter-day  Saints  are  a  standing  testimony  to  tlie  world  that  they  are 
the  people  of  God,  that  the  principles  they  teach  and  practice,  and  the  organ- 
ization of  their  Church  are  inspired  of  Him,  for  the  man-made  institutions 
throughout  the  world  are  not  attended  by  the  same  results. 

Such  men  as  Joaquin  Miller,  who  testify  to  the  world  that  the  "  Mormons* 
possess  so  many  virtues,  and  then  in  the  next  sentence'denonnce  them  ss 
ignorant,  fanatical  or  depraved,  preach  the  Qospel  without  knowing  it 
Their  inconsistency  is  apparent  to  every  reasoning  mind,  and  that  of  itself 
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will  doubtless  cause  many  who  read  tbeir  writings  to  inyestigate  the  subject 
and  leara  the  truth  for  themselves. 

If  a  statement  were  published  that  a  horse  affected  with  spavin,  ringbone^. 
swMoy  and  tereral  other  serious  diseases,  such  as  horses  are  subject  to,  had 
outdistanced  all  the  fleet-footed  steeds  at  the  famous  Drrby  race.^,  the 
attention  of  every  horse-fancier  and  sporting  man  in  the  country  wduM  be 
immediately  attracted  to  the  wonderful  animal,  the  more  so  on  accdunt  of 
the  defects  which  would  render  the  feat  so  remarkable.  Men  would  go 
almost  any  distance  to  see  such  an  animal.  Just  so,  when  writers  charge  the 
Latter-day  Saints  with  being  a  bad,  ignorant,  fanatical,  depraved  people,  and 
then  credit  them  with  possessing  many  virtues  and  accoroplishing  noble,  self- 
laying  and  almost  superhuman  works,  they  render  that  people  the  cynosure 
•f  observation  to  the  whole  world,  and  lead  many  to  inquire  about  thera  and 
their  motives  and  principles  who  otherwise  would  never  do  so.  Thus  the 
Saints  are  becoming  famous  and  the  wrath  of  man  is  made  to  praise  God.

President  Wm.  Jex,  of  the  Norwich  Conference,  writing  to  us  from  Lowe- 
iiai%  Suffolk,  April  24,  1884,  says: 

**  We  did  not  notioe  here  in  Lowestoft  the  recent  earthquake;  it  did  not  affect  ui  but 
But  I  think  it  will  take  something  of  the  kind  to  wake  up  the  people.  I  have 
doing  my  best  to  bring  them  to  a  realization  of  their  situation  before  God,  but  they 
m  deaf  ear.  It  appears  that  but  little  mere  can  be  done  in  this  region  by  preaching 
tncting,  so  I  have  been  turning  my  attentien  to  other  parts,  with  some  little  success. 
SIder  Wagstaff  and  I  have  been  in  the  County  of  Norfolk  at  N.  Walsham  and  surround- 
eoontry.  We  met  with  many  who  were  willing  to  receive  us.  One  party  opened: 
booM  for  na  to  pr«ach  in,  and  said  it  should  be  epeii  for  us  at  any  time.  We  called 
eeroral  who  have  friends  in  Utah,  who  received  us  very  kindly.  We  met  with 
who  had  never  seen  nor  heard  of  a  *  Mormon'  Elder.  We  called  upon  many  of  my 
jilatiTrs  who  are  inrestigating  our  principles.  I  think  we  shall  be  able  to  gather  tome* 
iBto  the  fold.  Some  have  expressed  a  desire  to  be  baptized.  I  parted  company  with 
Skother  Wagstaff  at  Wymondham  on  the  17th,  ho  Roing  to  Southery,  where  there  is- 
en  interest  being  taken  in  the  work,  and  I  returning  to  this  place  via  Bungay, 
and  Beocles.  I  visited  a  number  of  the  old-time  Saints  some  of  whom  are 
the  fiuth,  bat  I  find  many  who  ence  stood  well  in  the  Church  that  have  gone  into 
hf  eod  forbidden  paths  and  have  lost  the  light  which  they  once  had,  and  there  is  but 
Bttle  Isope  in  them.  I  have  visited  places  where  there  used  to  be  large  Branches  of  the 
Chnrehf  bnt  many  have  gathered  oat  and  the  Branches  are  broken  up.  I  have  tried  to- 
pH  what  few  Saints  there  are  left  together  to  hold  meetings,  but  I  find  but  little  good 
warn  bo  done  in  such  places.  I  have  had  a  good  time  with  Brother  Wagstaff.  I  wish  I 
two  or  three  sncJi  Elders.    He  enjoys  the  spirit  of  his  caUing.    I  hope  to  get  a  few 
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of  the  SaintB  together  to  hold  »  Conference  in  Loweitoft  on  the  11th  of  May.  I  le* 
aome  of  the  brethren  who  cune  with  me  have  fi^one  and  others  art  going  home.  Well,  I 
pray  that  I  may  have  health  and  be  enabled  to  fill  my  mieeion.  Thank  the  Loid,  my 
health  is  good  and  I  am  enjojring  my  labors.  I  have  been  with  the  Church  and  bt  Utah 
over  thirty  years,  and  I  have  endeavored  to  labor  for  the  work  of  the  Lord  and  have 
taken  great  pleasure  therein,  but  I  think  the  labors  in  which  I  am  now  engaged  have 
been  the  most  pleasant  of  alL"

One  man  interrupted  me,  but  the  people  took  my  part,  and  he  had  no  more 
to  say.  The  people  seem  quite  interested,  and  we  shall  continue  out-door  services  hwe 
as  often  as  we  come  this  way.

Brother  Lambert  blessed  her  when  he  was  here,  and  she  has  had  a  desire  ever  sinoe  to  be 
baptized."

GLASGOW,  SUNDAY,  APRIL  6,   1884. 

Present  on  the  stand :  Elder  George  G.  Lambert,  of  the  Liverpool  Offite; 
Wm.  S.  Geddes,  President  of,  and  Angus  McKay,  John  Penman,  James  O. 
Crane,  Robert  Hunter,  Samuel  McKay,  George  Wilson,  J.  W.  Thomas,  ajtid 
Francis  Green  well,  Traveling  Elders  in  the  Glasgow  Conference. 

The  forenoon  meeting  convened  at  II  a.m.  Singing.  Prayer  by  Elder 
Robert  Hunter.    Singing. 

President  Geddes,  in  a  brief  address,  expressed  the  pleasure  he  experienoed 
in  being  associated  with  the  brethren  and  sisters  in  the  capacity  of  a  District 
meeting.  He  said  that  the  time  of  the  forenoon  meeting  would  be  devoted 
to  hearing  reports  from  the  representatives  of  the  vaiioos  Branches  and 
Districts  of  the  Conference,  and  concluded  by  praying  that  the  Spirit  of  Qod 
might  attend  us,  that  all  present  might  feel  refreshed  and  strengthened.

PRESIDENT  JOHN  TAYLOE 

8ud  it  was  almost  impossible  to  hear  in  this  large  congregation  when  there 
«M  ooofosion  or  noise,  in  consequence  of  the  sensitiveness  of  this  building  to 
■NmdL  When  order  was  preserved,  it  was  one  of  the  best  places  in  the  world 
for  persons  to  hear  in,  but  for  this  very  reason,  when  there  was  confusion, 
Toioe  of  the  speaker  was  drowned.  He  requested  the  congregation  to 
silence,  and  the  sixty-three  ushers  to  maintain  order. 

APOSTLE  LORENZO  SNOW 

Said  that  we  were  entitled  to  the  inspiration  of  God,  without  whose  aid  this 
work  could  not  be  accomplished.  It  was  a  delightful  privilege  accorded  us 
to  meet  in  Conference.  He  was  impressed  with  the  appropriateness  to  this 
pMiple  of  the  hymn  commencing,  "  We're  not  ashamed  to  own  our  Lord  and 
Him  on  earth."  No  one  who  had  truly  known  the  Lord  could  feel 
than  this.  Ood  had  made  Himself  known  to  His  children  in 
dispensations.  Abraham  was  treated  as  a  friend  of  Qod— he  talked 
reasoned  with  Him  as  one  man  would  teason  with  another.  Others  of 
serrsnts  of  God  had  seen  Him  and  beheld  His  glory  while  in  the  flesh, 
lived  afterwards.    The  Divine  Being,  who  manifested  Himself  to  ths 
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ancients,  came  to  the  earth  in  tlie  meridian  of  time,  and  took  upon  Himself 
mortality  and  ministered  unto  the  children  of  men.  It  seemed  singular  that 
it  waH  necessary,  after  laboring  with  the  Father  in  creating  the  world,  for  the 
Lord  to  be  sanctiiied  through  suffering.  But  the  Scriptures  said  that  it  was 
iiecces>sary  that  He  should  pass  through  trial  and  suffering  that  He  might 
have  compassion  for  others.  If  it  was  necessary  that  the  Savior  should  pass 
through  trial  and  suffering,  it  was  also  necessary  that  all  who  expected  to 
attain  the  same  glory  should  be  willing  to  bear  all  for  the  GospeFs  sake.  We 
could  not  attain  to  ezdtation  and  glory  except  by  passing  through  this  proba- 
tion. It  was  strange  that  such  ide.is  could  prevail  with  reference  to  the 
bein;?  of  God  as  wer«  entertained  by  the  sectarians,  considering  the  plainness 
of  the  Scriptures  on  this  question.  Men  who  now  lived  had  beheld  the  face 
of  the  Savior.  He  had  appeared  in  the  Kirtland  Temple,  and  talked  face  to 
face  with  the  servants  of  God.  Moses  had  tried  to  teach  the  people  to  pre- 
pare themselves  to  meet  the  Lord.  It  was  our  duty  to  prepare  ourselves  for 
the  advent  of  the  Savior,  for  He  would  come  again  and  meet  with  the  Saints 
of  God  in  sacred  places. 

APOSTLE  BRIOHAM  YOUNG. 

It  seems  the  privilege  of  the  servants  of  Gt»d,  if  faithful,  to  speak  the 
words  of  inspiration  to  the  people.  There  were  some  principles  dwelt  upon 
years  ago  which  our  brethren  now  seemed  to  be  seldom  prompted  to  s^ieak 
upon.  Were  these  things  forgotten?  No.  The  time  was  approaching  when 
thii  people  would  be  prepared  to  receive  instruction  on  the  subject  of  unioDi 
and  to  carry  out  those  principles  as  they  had  never  done  before.  The  spirit 
that  was  manifested  by  the  ))eople  to  observe  the  fundamental  principles  of 
the  Gospel  was  deep  and  widespread.  Tho.se  wlio  had  deviated  from  the 
commandments  of  God  wrire  repenting  and  turning  unto  the  Lord.  This  was 
no  spirit  of  excitement  and  wildfire,  but  a  quiet  determination  to  keep  the 
cotiimandments  of  God  and  observe  His  counsels.  Under  these  circum- 
StancevS  he  thought  the  question  as  to  what  we  were  going  to  do  to  sastaiii 
xiurselves  was  one  uf  p-irainount  importiitice.  The  time  was  coming  when  we 
miinl  sustain  ourselves,  or  we  must  lose  our  status  financially.  All  that  we 
.did  to  sustain  ourselves  tended  to  strengthen  us  in  the  work  of  God,  and  all 
:th:t';  we  sent  away  weakened  the  hands  of  this  people.  Wo  were  importing 
.everything  and  exporting  nothing,  comparatively,  and  the  time  would  come 
when  the  supply  of  cash  would  stop.  There  were  hundreds  now  out  of  em* 
fployinent,  and  it  behooved  us  to  use  as  little  as  possible  of  that  which  was  im- 
por  ed,  and  encourage  every  branch  of  home  manufacture. 

APOSTLE  ERASTUS  SNOW 

fSaid  .that  all  persons  who  reflected  upon  it  must  feel  that  the  subject  of  home. 
pr.iiuction  was  one  of  paramount  importance.  In  the  early  settlement  oC. 
th Li  Territory  there  w}is  plenty  of  work  in  cultivating  the  earth  and  develop* 
iu^  the  (natural  resources  of  the  country.  In  those  times  goods  were  hi^ 
an  1  money  scarce,  and  people  resorted  to  the  spinning-wheel  and  hand-loom*. 

Tanneries  were  common,  and  many  articles  were  manufactured  at  homd 
w'.IqIi  are  now  imported.  We  had  abundance  of  iron,  coal  and  preciooa 
xn:>  il^s,  but  while  we  were  coasuming  vast  aroounti  of  iron,  glass,  leather  and, 

/Ot)M.  i*:ttcles  that  could  be  procured  here,  we  manufactured  scarcely  any* 
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atang.  We  were  getting  to  be  a  commercial  rather  than  a  manufacturing 
people,  having  large  mercantile  establishmentn,  and  depending  principally 
upon  our  silrer  mines.  Where  agriculture  was  properly  conducted,  it  was 
tke  foundati(m  of  self-sustenance.  Next  to  this,  home  industry  should  be 
cultivated.  The  same  capital  invested  in  manufactures  employed  ten  persons 
where  one  would  be  employed  if  invested  in  commerce.  Those  who  took  a 
comprehensive  view  of  this  question  would  seek  the  welfare  of  their  fellows, 
for  any  other  course  must  sooner  or  later  result  in  their  own  ruin.  This  was 
an  opportuae  moment  to  establish  home  industries,  in  view  of  the  scarcity  of 
money  and  abundance  of  labor  and  provisions.  Efforts  were  being  made  to 
develop  our  iron,  glass,  and  fine  crockery  ware.  There  were  some  who  were 
aangaine  of  success,  but  their  efforts  were  not  seconded,  as  they  should  be,  by 
Den  who  had  means.  The  development  of  iron  and  steel,  in  view  of  the  im- 
mense consumption,  was  infinitely  more  important  than  that  of  the  precious 
metals.  Our  agricultural  resources  and  cultivateable  lands  were  not  by  any 
means  exhausted,  though  much  had  been  done;  there  was  yet  much  that 
might  be  done.  There  were  miny  places  that  would  support  a  much  larger 
population,  if  the  natural  facilities  were  properly  developed,  and  the  people 
•koold  avail  themselves  of  these  advantages.  Capitalists  should  seek  to  em- 
pkiy  th«  surplus  labor  in  manufacturing,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  laborers 
should  be  ready  to  work  for  fair  wages,  so  that  they  might  obtain  more  steady 
iployment  and  be  better  off.  It  was  a  mistaken  idea  that  a  man  could  do 
well  by  earning  large  wages  for  six  months,  and  remain  idle  the  rest  of  the

PRESIDENT  WILFOBD  WOODRUFF 

Said  this  was  the  fifty-fourth  anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  the  Chorch*. 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.     He  considered  the  human  voice  a 
poor  medium  to  convey  the  impressions  upon  the  soul  of  man.     It  was  a 
matter  of  impossibility  in  the  few  moments  he  had  to  stand  before  the  people^ 
to  express  his  reflections  upon  the  things  of  God  and  the  duties  of  the  Sainti. 
There  was  a  vast  number  of  subjects  of  great  interest  to  us  as  a  people.     Ha 
endorsed  the  sentiments  advanced  on  the  subject  of  home  industries.    Ha 
wished  to  say  a  few  words  on  the  conflict  between  truth  and  error,  light  and 
darkness.    We  were  in  the  midst  of  it,  and  so  were  the  servants  of  God  from' 
the  beginning.    It  would  be  so  down  to  the  end  of  time.     This  warfare  cein- 
menced  in  heaven.     One-third  of  the  host  of  heaven  rebelled  against  God  and 
His  Christ,  while  the  two-thirds  kept  their  first  estate.     This  made  a  tra-. 
mendous  numlier  of  fallen  spirits  who  were  cast  down  to  the  earth,  withooft. 
bodies,  constituting  those  evil  ones  who  tempted  those  who  had  bodies  to  da- 
evil.    Whenever  there  were  men  on  earth  who  labored  to  establish  righteous- 
ness and  introduce  a  celestial  law,  these  spirits  worked  against  them,  and 
influenced  the  majority  of  mankind  to  reject  the  servants  of  God.    In  coit 
the  servants  of  God  their  lives.    It  cost  Joseph  Smith  his  life.     This  war-, 
fare  would  continue.    These  evil  spirits  would  war  against  the  Saints,  against- 
God,  against  Christ,  against  His  work,  until  the  time  came  when  Satan  and 
his  hosts  should  be  bound  for  a  thousand  years.    But  we  had  the  promises  sf' 
the  Lord  for  our  encouragement,  that  this  work  should  stand.    God  had  ds- 
creed  that  He  would  establish  His  work  in  the  dispensation  ef  the  fuUnetf..'. 
of  times,  never  to  be  cast  down.    There  was  no  higher  calling  on  the  face  oT. 
the  earth  than  to  become  a  witness  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ    The  day  hadb 
dawned  when  the  God  of  heaven  had  stretched  out  His  hand  torestoia 
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•Jadah  and  Israel,  and  set  up  His  domiDion.  Our  business  was  to  labor  for 
this  cause.  It  had  come  here  to  stay.  Though  the  Prophet  and  Patriarch 
were  martyred,  and  this  people  had  been  driTen,  the  progress  of  this  work 
liad  not  been  and  could  not  be  stayed.  The  Qod  of  heaven  required  us  to 
warn  this  generation,  who  were  approaching  a  very  important  day  and  time. 
A  class  of  beings  would  follow  the  Elders  in  their  testimonies  to  tbe  world, 
beings  who  would  command  the  thunders  and  the  tempests  and  the  destroy- 
ing elements  as  witnesses  to  the  truth  of  our  testimony,  and  the  truths  we 
proclaim  would  rise  in  judgment  against  the  wicked  in  the  great  day  of  the 
Lord. 

PRESIDENT  GEO.  Q.  CANNON 

•Said  the  subject  of  home  manufactures  introduced  this  morning  caused  a 
Tibration  in  the  hearts  of  all  who  were  interested  in  the  welfare  of  Zion. 
We  had  gone  along  with  the  stream  for  years.     There  had  been  a  market  for 
oar  produce,  and  the  building  of  railroads  had  found  employment  for  many 
hands.     But  this  was  now  stopped,  and  our  grain  market  was  glutted,  and 
there  were  thousands  of  people  unemployed.    Boards  of  Trade  were  organ- 
iied  in  some  of  our  counties.    If  these  had  acted  in  their  calling,  much  of 
these  difficulties  would  have  been  avoided.     The  trouble  arising  from  the 
^cnt  rates"  could  have  been  averted  by  our  combining  to  put  our  grain  upon 
the  market  at  a  less  figure  even  than  the  produce  brought  here  under  the 
*ciit  rates'*  from  the  East.    We  had  been  flooded  with  cheap  grain,  and  had 
•at  with  our  arms  folded.    Of  what  use  were  these  Boards  of  Trade  if  they 
did  nothing!    Every  President  of  a  Stake  should  call  his  wise  men  together 
to  see  if  something  could  not  be  done  in  such  emergencies,  and  not  leave  all 
movements  to  the  President  of  the  Church.    Steps  should  be  taken  to 
tpply  all  these  idle  hands  with  employment.     We  were  struggling  here  to 
eitablish  home  products  and  manufactures.    Not  a  pound  of  grain,  or  butter, 
or  anything  that  could  be  produced  here,  should  be  brought  from  abroad, 
and  if  families  would  not  use  the  elements  in  their  own  hands,  they  ought 
to  go  without    If  we  would  all  be  determined  to  buy  that  which  is  made  at 
liome,  and  not  patronize  the  foreign  products,  we  could  all  do  something  to 
jnomote  the  general  prosperity.    Patronize  those  who  patronize  home  in- 
dustry.    Woolen  goods,  soap,  butter,  cheese,  lard,  matches,  shoes,  and  a  vast 
jnixnber  of  articles  made  here  just  as  good  as  elsewhere,  ought  to  be  purchased 
in  preference  to  articles  made  elsewhere.     The  course  we  were  taking  was 
dngracefal  to  us  as  a  people.    This  imported  pork,  and  oleomargarine,  and 
-filliy,  diseased  lard,  was  not  fit  to  put  in  a  human  mouth.    Patient  attention 
flhonld  be  given  to  these  things,  and  our  efforts  should  be  turned  towards 
OS  a  truly  independent  people. 

PRESIDENT  JOHN  TAYLOR 

arose  and  said:  I  have  been  very  much  interested  in  the  remarks  which

'  vocild  ask  this  congregation  if  I  may  have  the  privilege  of  aiding  them  as 

"TIViistee-in-Trast.    We  have  some  iron  works  started  in  the  south,  and  I  want 

to  know  if  this  congregation  will  authorize  me  to  assist  those  iron  works?    If 

yaa  do,  make  it  manifest  by  raising  the  right  hand  [a  forest  of  hands  went 

'mpj.     I  believed  that  you  would  feel  just  so,  and  I  have  already  assisted 
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tbem  (laughter).  There  is  another  thing  I  want  to  ask  associated  with  this- 
affair.  You  have  given  me  the  privilege  of  assisting  this  industry,  now  I 
want  to  ask  if  you  yourselves  will  assist  in  this  matter;  and  all  who  are  in 
favor  of  doing  so  hold  up  the  right  hand  [all  hands  went  up].  Now,  we  will 
say  Yankee  Doodle  do  it.  There  are  a  great  many  other  things  associated 
with  our  temporal  interests — some  of  which  have  been  referred  to — which  we 
must  look  after.  There  has  been  a  good  deal  said  in  regard  to  the  United 
Order.  We  have  had  this  talked  about  a  long  time.  We  shall  have  a 
United  Order  by  and  by.  As  one  of  the  brethren  mentioned — I  think  it 
was  Brother  Young — there  is  a  feeling  of  the  kind  growing  among  the  people. 
But  we  have  not  yet  had  the  order  that  we  shall  have.  By  and  by  people 
will  not  have  to  be  asked  to  go  into  the  United  Order,  for  they  will  beg  for 
the  privilege  of  coming  in.  If  we  will  only  do  right — which  we  are  seeking 
to  do — and  keep  the  commandments  of  Qod — which  I  am  very  much  pleased 
to  hear,  with  all  our  infirmities  and  weaknesses,  and  we  have  a  great  maoj^ 
of  them,  we  are  trying  to  do— the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  Zion,  aa  the 
Scriptures  say,  will  be  the  richest  of  all  people.  And  when  it  comes  to  peas 
you  will  know  it.  Let  me  make  a  remark  or  two  upon  this  subject  What 
do  the  Scriptures  say  upon  it.  They  say:  "For  brass  I  will  bring  siWer,  for 
silver  gold,  and  for  stones  iron.''  Well,  that  is  rather  a  singular  exchange* 
What  else?  *'  I  will  make  thine  officers  peace  and  thine  exactors  righteooa- 
sess."  Justice,  righteousness,  truth  and  integrity,  and  not  covetousneaa,  de- 
ceitfulness  and  self-interest,  must  be  associated  with  the  law  of  God,  the 
work  of  G^d,  the  order  of  Qod,  and  the  kingdom  of  God.  When  we  can  pre- 
pare ourselves  to  observe  His  laws  and  keep  His  commandments,  God  is  pee- 
pared  to  cause  the  riches  of  the  Gentiles  to  flow  unto  us,  as  the  Scriptures 
say.  But  we  have  to  learn  to  observe  the  law  of  God,  and  to  keep  the  com- 
mandments of  God.  I  feel  sometimes  a  little  unpleasant  on  one  subject  I 
am  appointed  here  as  Trustee- in-Trust,  and  I  have  a  great  responsibility  de- 
volving upon  me  in  regard  to  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Church.  I  hive 
associated  with  me  my  brethren  of  the  First  Presidency  and  my  brethren  of 
the  Twelve  and  the  Presiding  Bishop  to  counsel  in  regard  to  those  matten. 
It  has  been  stated  here  that  there  is  a  great  outside  pressure^  and  a  great 
desire  to  become  acquainted  with  our  affairs  and  our  monetary  matters.  I 
have  been  applied  to  time  and  time  again  in  this  respect,  and  I  cannot  con- 
ceive of  any  other  idea  associated  with  it  than  that  they  would  like  to  do 
with  our  finances  as  they  would  with  our  wives — take  them  from  us  (laughter]^ 
Now,  we  have  a  financial  report  here.  My  idea  would  be  to  have  it  pse* 
sented  in  all  its  details  to  this  congregation,  but  it  is  thought  not  wise  to  do 
so.  This  is  the  thing  that  does  not  suit  me  exactly — that  is,  it  does  not  suit 
me  not  to  be  able  to  put  this  report  before  the  people,  so  that  everybody  msy 
hear  and  see  and  know  and  comprehend  for  themselves,  for  I  think  it  is  our 
right  to  understand  these  things,  and  what  is  done  with  our  financial  matteia^ 
But,  as  I  have  said,  it  is  thought  wisdom  not  to  have  the  report  presented  to 
the  general  public — not  to  put  them  in  possession  of  information  in  regard  to 
our  matters.  Let  them  find  them  out.  Some  one  suggests  that  the  condoet 
of  our  enemies  would  be  exhibited  in  the  utterance  of  a  prayer,  **  Let  as 
arise  and  rob  somebody  in  the  name  of  the  Lord" — or  rathet  in  the  name  of 
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the  law  (laughter^  Well,  we  do  not  propose  to  put  them  io  possession  of  this 
information.  But  we  have  got  our  record  which  tells  what  every  man  has 
done  and  what  they  have  not  done  in  relation  to  these  matters.  We  have 
futhfnl  records  pertaining  to  all  these  things,  and  anybody  that  is  interested, 
and  that  has  a  right  to  inquire,  can  come  and  obtain  the  information  per- 
taining to  their  uffiiirs  individually,  or  to  Stakes  or  to  Wards,  as  the  case  may 
be;  but  it  is  none  of  the  business  of  outsiders  to  know  about  our  financial 
matters;  it  don't  beh)ng  to  them;  it  didn't  come  from  them;  we  never  re- 
ceived anything  at  their  hands.  It  is  simply  our  own,  and  they  may  as  well 
ask  to  examine  our  letters  as  to  be  made  acquainted  with  our  financial 
affairs.  All  who  favor  this  idea  of  not  reading  the  report,  signify  it  by  hold- 
ing up  the  right  hand.  fUn^i^ii^ous  vote.  On  motion  the  financial  report 
was  referred  to  the  auditing  committee.] 

President  Taylor  continued:  I  have  not  yet  been  furnished  with  there- 
port  of  the  auditing  committee  on  the  last  financial  report  submitted  to  them, 
bat  as  soon  as  received  I  will  communicate  it.  I  will  state,  however,  for  the 
ntisfaction  of  the  brethren  and  sisters — and  I  see  them  from  all  parts,  from 
the  far  south,  fr^m  the  f;ir  north — that  our  financial  affairs  are  in  a  very  good 
position,  that  our  tithing,  instead  of  being  on  the  decrease,  ^is  on  the  increase, 
and  thiit  there  is  a  general  feeling  to  meet  the  rci|uirementsof  the  law  of  God 
pertaining  to  all  these  matters;  and  we  think  that  all  of  us — or  say  the 
major  part  of  us — we  do  not  expect  everybody  to  do  exactly  right — are 
striving  te  carry  out  the  law  of  God,  and  if  we  will  continue  to  observe  EEis 
lequirements  and  keep  His  commandments,  the  blessings  of  the  God  of 
Israel  will  rest  upon  Israel.  Men  may  plot  and  contrive,  and  calculate  and 
try  to  manipulate  the  affairs  of  Israel,  but  our  affairs  are  in  the  hands  of  God, 
and  He  will  tike  care  of  us  if  we  will  obey  His  law,  and  our  progress  is  on- 
ward and  upward;  God  will  stand  by  Israel  if  we  only  stand  by  Him.   Amen.

TliUTH   WILL    PREVAIL. 


The  first  party  of  Latter-day  Saint  missionaries  who  ever  came  to  England 
landed  in  Liverpool  on  the  18th  of  July,  1837,  almost  forty-seven  years  aga 
They  did  not  commence  their  missionary  labors  here,  but  after  counaeliog 
together  aiid  appealing  to  the  Lord  in  earnest  prayer  for  His  Spirit  to  guide 
them,  they  proceeded  on  to  Preston  in  Lancashire,  where  they  began  to  sow 
the  Gospel  seed  which  has  since  been  scattered  throughout  Europe,  and 
which  has  already  resulted  in  such  a  rich  harvest  of  honest  soula  President 
Heber  C.  Kimball,  who  was  the  leader  of  that  missionary  party,  relates  that 
when  they  arrived  in  Preston  it  was  election  day,  and  a  busy  scene  was  pre- 
sented to  their  view.  As  the  coach  by  which  they  traveled  from  Liverpool 
to  Preston  reached  its  destination,  and  they  alighted,  an  electioneering  partf 
unfurled  a  banner  before  them,  bearing  the  motto:  "  Truth  will  prevailP 
The  sentiment  seemed  so  appropriate  to  the  little  band  of  humble  mission- 
aries, that  they  involuntarily  exclaimed  "  Amen!  So  let  it  be!"  They  prob- 
*ably  regarded  this  motto  displayed  before  them  as  a  good  omen.  At  least  it 
quite  agreed  with  their  feelings,  for  they  had  felt  so  sure  that  truth  would 
'  prevail,  that  they  had  left  their  homes  and  families  in  their  native  land,  at 
the  call  of  the  Prophet  of  God,  and  journeyed  forth  "without  purse  and  scrip" 
to  proclaim  it,  trusting  in  the  Lord  to  open  their  way.  And  the  Lord  did  so 
in  a  most  marvelous  manner.  Valiant,  true-hearted  men  and  women  were 
found  who  were  willing  to  receive  the  truth  as  they  presented  it,  and  to  risk 
«all  that  they  possessed,  even  their  lives,  in  its  defense. 

The  truth  lias  prevailed  ever  since,  though  it  has  struggled  against  fearful 
odds,  and  to  all  human  appearance  it  has  teemed  sometimes  that  it  must  be 
overcome;  but  though  error  possesses  the  greater  number  of  votariee,  and 
though  they  present  a  formidable  appearance,  they  lack  the  real  elements  of 
strength,  and  they  must  sooner  or  later  succumb.  This  may  be  accepted  as 
an  axiom,  applicable  aot  only  to  religious  truth,  but  to  scientific,  and,  ia 
fact,  every  other  kind  of  truth  as  well— truth  in  the  abstract  and  truth  itt 
general.  Everything  that  is  opposed  to  truth  is  of  Satan,  who  was  **tlie 
father  of  lies  from  the  beginning,"  and  as  it  has  been  decreed  that  he  shall  be 
overcome  and  bound,  so  will  all  the  fallacies  that  he  has  been  instrumental 
in  imposing  upon  the  human  family  have  to  yield  to  the  resbtless  power  ot 
truth. 
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"  The  works  of  man  inherit,  as  is  just, 
Their  author's  frailty,  and  return  to  dust; 
But  Truth  Divine  forever  stands  secure, 
Its  head  is' guarded  as  its  base  is  sure; 
Fix'd  in  the  rolling  flood  of  endless  years, 
The  pillar  of  th*  eternal  plan  appears, 
The  raving  storm  and  dashing  wave  defies. 
Built  by  that  Architect  who  built  the  sides." 

We  have  been  remiDded  of  this  subject  by  reading  an  account  giyen  by 
Elder  James  H.  Hart,  Church  Emigration  Agent  at  New  York,  of  an  inter- 
Tiew  he  recently  had  with  M.  M.  Pomeroy,  bettor  known  as  **  Brick"  Pomeroy, 
a  noted  editor  and  lecturer  who  has  figured  conspicuously  in  the  politics  and 
literature  of  the  United  States  for  a  third  of  a  century  past,  and  is  now  one 
of  the  heavy  mining  men  of  Colorado.  Brother  Hart  writes  of  this  interview: 
"  Our  conversation  turned  on  *  Mormonism.*  The  gentleman  8aid  he  had  given  much 
serious  thought  to  the  '  Mormon  question,*  and  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  of  all 
people  they  were  the  least  understood  and  most  unjustly  abused.  In  his  public  lectures 
h^  had  told  his  hearers  they  must  accept  one  of  two  theories  in  accounting  for  the  un- 
paralleled  union  and  extraordinary  success  that  has  characterized  this  people;  they  must 
have  be«n  guided  by  a  special  providence,  or  they  have  possessed  inherently  superior 
wisdom  and  intelligence  to  other  people.  They  might  choose  either  horn  of  this  dilemma, 
bot  in  any  case  their  neighbors  could  learn  wisdom  by  the  study  of  their  organization, 
doctrines  and  principles  of  social,  domestic  and  civil  polity,  and  the  extraordinary 
and  prosperity  resulting  therefrom.  When  I  suggested  that  in  the  battle  for  life, 
fiberty  and  pursuit  of  happiness,  we  had  generally  occupied  the  position  of  the  underdog 
im  the  fight,  and  it  required  a  stout  heart,  a  brave  spirit,  and  a  nobility  of  soul  to  cham- 
our  cause,  he  remarked  that  his  observation  taught  him  that  *  Mormonism'  in  the 
always  came  out  on  the  top.  That  however  much  the  upper  dogs  barked,  harried 
gnawed  at  the  neck  and  ears  of  their  small  antagonist,  the  latter  recuperated,  and 
IRM  ahrays  ready  for  another  encounter." 

The  fact  here  expressed  about  the  Latter-day  Saints  prevailing  in  every 
contest  they  have  had,  and  about  them  possessing  a  power  superior  to  tliat  of 
their  enemies,  though  so  inferior  to  them  in  point  of  numbers,  must  be  patent 
to  all  who  have  observed  their  history  as  a  people  for  any  great  length  of  time. 
''Brick"  Pomeroy  can  doubtless  call  to  mind  a  great  many  times  when  those 
-opposed  to  the  Latter-day  Saints  flattered  themselves  that  they  had  that 
people  completely  in  their  power  and  were  just  about  to  extinguish  them, 
and  each  tine  with  the  same  result — tlie  little  contestant  came  out  none  the 
"Worse  for  the  struggle;  in  fact,  stronger  than  before. 

Never  was  Nebuchadnezzar  more  confident  of  his  power  to  destroy  the 
tliree  Hebrew  youths  and  to  prove  the  impotence  of  the  God  they  worshiped 
he  cast  them  into  the  fiery  furnace,  than  the  enemies  of  the  Saints  have 
of  realizing  their  hopes,  of  a  similar  nature,  through  the  plans  and 
which  they  have  devised.  And  there  is  a  striking  parallel  between 
two  cases — the  cause  of  offense  as  well  as  the  result  have  been  the  same. 
^le  LAtter-day  Saints  choose  to  worship  God  in  a  different  way  to  what  their 
•pponents  do,  and  they  as  persistently  refuse  to  submit  to  human  dictation  in 
tbe  matter  of  worship  as  did  Shadrach,  Meshach  and  Abedncgo.  And  those 
"wbo  poeeett  the  spirit  of  discernment  can  see,  by  closely  scanning  the  ordeals 
^krongh  which  the  Saints  have  had  to  pass,  a  divine  power  aiding  them,  as 
ptainly  aa  Nebuchadnezzar  saw  the  person  of  a  heavenly  being  walking  about 
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in  the  midst  of  tbe  dames  with  the  three  Hebrews  when  he  peered  into  the* 
furnace. 

A  certain  lawyer  who  is  now  dead,  but  who  a  few  years  ago  cut  a  prominent 
figure  in  judicial  matters  in  Utah,  was  once  heard  to  exclaim  that  the  **Mor* 
mons"  had  escaped  many  times  when  their  destruction  seemed  imminent,  bat 
they  were  encompassed  so  completely  just  then  that  nothing  short  of  divine 
interposition  could  stive  them.  If  they  could  escape  in  that  instance  he 
declared  that  he  would  be  forever  convinced  that  Qod  was  with  them.  The 
Saint.s  passed  through  that  ordeal,  as  former  ones,  and  came  out  unscathed, 
and  Lawyer  Hempstead  probably  died  with  a  conviction  that  those  who 
opposed  the  Latter-day  Saints  were  fighting  against  Qod,  though  he  nerer 
chose  to  embrace  the  Gospel. 

The  Saints  have  no  right  to  take  credit  to  themselves  for  their  past  im- 
munity from  threatened  destruction.  To  God  belongs  the  glory.  He  has. 
preserved  them,  and  He  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future  if  they  cleave  ta 
the  truth  ;  but  whether  they  as  individuals  are  preserved  or  not,  they  have 
the  assurance  that  the  cause  they  are  engaged  in  will  finally  triumph,  and 
that  the  "truth  will  prevail."

**  Who  can  be  happier  and  more  contented  under  all  circumstances,  at  heme  er  abroad^ 
than  a  Latter-day  Saint  missionary?  The  finger  of  scorn  may  be  pointed  at  him;  h^ 
may  be  reviled,  and  slandered,  and  persecuted,  and  turned  out  of  doors,  but  still  he  cea 
rejoice  and  lift  up  his  head  in  boldness,  because  be  has  been  sent  by  command  of  ibm 
Almighty,  and  has  a  message  of  peace,  goodwill  and  salvation  to  all  men.  The  Eldeis 
know  their  commission  and  rejoice  in  it,  and  every  word  they  speak  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
brings  happiness  to  the  souL 

**  I  thank  God  that  I  have  been  counted  worthy  to  be  a  hand-post  by  the  way,  to  teU 
the  people:  This  is  the  way  to  salvation.  This  is  the  path  to  walk  in — the  one  in  whidL 
Jesus,  our  Master,  has  gone  before.  This  is  something  more  than  the  hireling  prieat  cml 
say  (truthfully),  who  is  persecuting  me,  and  slandering  me  through  the  papers  and  pab^ 
lishing  ridiculous  and  slanderous  stories  about  Utah  and  its  people.  I  must  say,  ibaofj^ 
to  the  credit  of  some  editors,  they  are  liberal  enough  to  publish  my  replies,  and  I  haTeiu^ 
doubt  that  some  good  ¥rill  result,  for  I  can  preach  now  more  than  I  ever  oould  belbi% 
and  the  people  can  judge  for  themselves.  The  *  Mormons*  are  heard  of  throughoat  tlift 
whole  land.  I  cannot  go  to  any  village  or  city  without  some  paper  announcing  it.  AMp.

It  in  like  catcUoi^ 
eels,  they  are  so  slippery. '  But  what  kind  of  Saints  do  we  want?  Such  as  can  aUnd  til* 
weather,  the  storms  and  hurricanes;  who  will  stand  by  the  everlasting  truth,  oomelife 
death.  Give  me  the  true  Saint,  and  I  am  ready  to  pass  through  the  world  with 
Of  late  I  have  baptized  two  young  persons  at  a  place  called  Dedemavaart,  where  aome  aC 
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my  friends  (?)  would  like  to  have  killed  me  fome  time  before.    Bat  oh!  how  little  does 
the  world  know  of  the  power  of  God  and  His  protecting  care  over  His  Bervants. 

^We  hATe  felt  the  want  of  a  hymn  or  song  book  in  this  land,  in  keeping  with  the 
spirit  of  the  GospeL  I  have  loug  prayed  that  we  might  have  one  and  be  able  to  sin^ 
Hke  songs  of  Zion.  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that,  with  the  help  of  some  of  the  Saints, 
hare  succeeded  in  getting  fifty  songs  of  our  own  ready  for  the  printer,  and  the  Saints 
are  rejoicing  over  it.  I  feel  well,  and,  like  a  t<ood  fish,  keep  swimming  up  the 
corrent.     Let  the  dead  ones  float  down  the  stream." 


IMPROVEMENT  AMONG  THE  SAINTS  IN  UTAH. 

Elder  Wm.  McLachlan,  writing  from  Salt  Lake  City,  Monday,  March  31,. 
1884,  to  Elder  Greorge  C.  Lambert,  says  : 

**  The  7th  Ward  is  improving,  a  better  spirit  prevails  among  the  Saints,  and  I  think 
this  is  general  amon^  the  people.  I  am  very  glad  to  see  this  improvement.  When  the 
Lord  works  with  the  people  the  evidences  of  progress  are  seen  everywhere,  but  man's 
labors  alone  do  not  amount  to  a  great  deal 

*'  Onr  Sunday  school  is  larger  than  I  have  ever  seen  it  during  the  period  of  eighteen 
years,  in  which  I  have  been  associated  with  it.  We  have  some  young  brethren  who 
vint  from  house  to  house  once  a  month,  on  Sunday  morning,  hunting  up  all  the  delin- 
qoents  and  inviting  them  to  come  to  school.  By  this  means  some  fifty  new  pupils  have 
been  added  to  our  number.  And  then  we  have  plenty  who  are  willing  to  do  their  best  in 
teaching  the  children.  Our  Mutual  Improvement  meetings  have  been  well  attended  all 
through  this  winter  and  several  brought  into  the  harness.  All  these  things  combined 
create  joy  and  satisfaction  among  the  Saints. 

'*  We  have  had  rather  a  hard  winter  for  the  poor,  but  the  General  Tithing  Office  has 
hdped  the  Wards  where  the  burdens  were  too  heavy  for  them  to  carry  alone,  and  by  this 
Aeaas  much  snflfering  has  been  prevented. 

**  Business  is  still  very  dull,  and  the  weather  stormy  and  fine,  alternately,  every  day  or 
tiro,  so  that  work  is  delayed,  and,  so  far  as  my  vision  con  penetrate,  there  will  not  be 
pdEcient  employment  for  all  who  want  to  labor,  until  we  find  out  by  actual  necessity 
that  we  must  manufacture  what  we  consume,  and  in  this  way  find  employment  for  the 
people.  Lstter-day  Saints  do  not  want  to  be  paupers!  As  a  people  they  have  too  much 
iMieptndenoe  to  feel  comfortable  while  receiving  assistanee." 


THE  SCANDINAVIAN  MISSION. 

Pmident  A.  H.  Lund,  writing  from  Copenhagen,  April  22,  I8d4,  says: 

**  I  hare  jnst  returned  from  my  trip  to  Jutland.  I  attended  Conference  at  Aarhus 
AMibarg.  We  had  an  excellent  time  together.  The  brethren  feel  well.  One  of 
said  it  was  the  finest  Easter  he  had  spent  in  Denmark,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt 
sf  this,  as  he  had  not  spent  another  here !  The  Saints  in  general  feel  warm,  and  like 
ttjhkg  to  do  their  duty.  The  result  of  the  Elders'  labors  has  not  been  very  encouraging 
as  far  as  baptisms  are  concerned;  but  judging  from  the  great  number  of  meetings  held 
strragers,  and  the  cities  and  villages  missionaried  through,  I  am  convinced  they 
used  their  time  to  the  best  advantage.  In  Aarhus  they  had  baptized  thirty-six, 
I  am  sorry  to  say  they  had  been  under  the  necessity  of  cutting  off  twenty-nine.  The^ 
in  most  cases  been  the  besetting  sin  of  Babylon.  Brother  J.  B.  Hesse  and  the 
who  labor  with  him  are  good  and  wise  men,  and  I  believe  they  have  used  the 
knife  with  discretion.  On  the  Island  of  Funen  the  Elders  have  baptized  a  few 
they  have  good  hopes  for  the  future.  In  Aalborg  Conference  they  have  baptized 
sinoe  last  Conference  meeting.  Also  here  it  had  been  necessary  to  cut  seventeen 
Broiher  S.  Sorensen  and  his  staff,  nearly  all  young  Elders,  have  been  very  zealous 
to  the  people.  Around  Logstor,  in  the  western  part  of  the  Conference* 
to  be  the  best  field  for  the  spread  of  the  truth.  Several  have  been  baptized  who- 
whim  to  emigrate,  and  more  are  expected  to  join  us  soon.    This  is  one  of  the  few 
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places  in  thii  Conference  where  the  people  are  hospitable  enough  t«  entertain  our 
brethren  without  pay. 

**  There  is  a  relig^ious  moyement  going  on  here  in  Denmark  called  the  *  Inner  Miwnfm/ 
It  is  quite  fashionable  to  belong  to  this  movement,  and  its  members  are  rery  bitter 
against  our  Elders.  Their  missionaries  are  also  trareling  about  and  holding  mcetingi, 
and  sometimes  the  people  have  mistaken  our  Elders  for  theirs,  and  given  oar  brathren  m 
^crowded  house  to  preach  to,  and  though  they  have  been  disappointed  in  finding  that  they 
were  only  *  Mormons,*  they  have  expressed  their  wishes,  that  their  preachezs  eonld  sap* 
port  their  doctrines  by  the  Scriptures  as  well  as  our  Elders.  The  priests  and  deacons 
are  doing  all  in  their  power  to  prevent  our  Elders  holding  meetings.  One  of  them  told 
his  flock  ihat  the  way  to  Heaven,  which  the  '  Mormons*  were  following,  was  a  very  nai> 
row  one.  We  never  claimed  that  it  was  *the  brOad  way.*  It  may,  however,  be  a  vary 
popular  argument.

SUNDAY,  APRIL  20,  1844.

Present  on  the  stand:  Apostle  John  Henry  Smith,  President  of  the  Euro- 
pean Mission;  Elder  George  C.  Lambert,  of  the  Millennial  Star  Office; 
E.  H.  Nye,  President  of,  and  L.  P.  Lund,  G.  Atkins,  C.  Denney,  Leo  H. 
Clawson,  Job  Hemsley,  E.  F.  Martin,  J.  lieeve,  C.  C.  Harris,  J.  Bench,  R 
Braby,  F.  L.  Gibbons,  G.  J.  Dent  and  A.  Stayner,  Traveling  Eiders  in  tiie 
London  Conference. 

At  10-30  a.m.  the  meeting  opened  with  singing,  and  prayer  by  Elder 
Hemsley. 

President  Nye  announced  that  the  first  business  of  the  Conference  would 
be  to  hear  the  reports  of  the  Elders'  labors. 

Elder  Reeve  said,  in  reporting  his  labors  in  Bedfordshire,  that  there  were 
only  about  sixty  members  in  the  whole  District,  and  they  not  very  lively. 
There  had  been  two  deaths  and  no  baptisms  during  the  three  months  he  had 
been  there. 

Elder  Harris  said  he  had  labored  in  Kent  and  Essex,  also,  by  the  per- 
mission of  President  Nye,  had  been  allowed  to  hunt  up  his  genealogy.  In 
doing  so  he  had  visited  sixty-two  places,  and  had  the  opportunity  of  pretch- 
ing  the  Gospel  to  many  priests  and  others,  and  had  only  received  abuse  from 
two  of  the  priests.  There  had  only  been  one  baptism  in  his  field  of  labor  in 
.the  last  three  months — that  of  a  young  man  who  had  been  investigating  the 
Gospel  for  some  time. 

Elder  Bench  said  he  had  labored  in  Southampton  and  Portsmouth,  but, 
not  feeling  well  in  health,  would  leave  further  reports  to  Elder  Denney. 

Eider  Braby  reported  that  he  had  labored  with  Elder  Harris  in  Kent  with 
A  great  deal  of  pleasure.  They  were  enabled,  with  President  Nye,  to  organiit 
A  nevr  Branch  at  a  place  called  Westerham,  numbering  seventeen  membeiai 
with  a  prospect  of  moie  soon  being  added.  At  New  Brompton  meetiofgi 
were  held  every  Sunday,  at  which  many  strangers  attended. 

Elder  Denney  said  he  had  great  pleasure  in  reporting  his  laboi^  with  Elder 
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Bench  in  the  Southampton  and  Portsmouth  District.  They  had  done  con- 
siderable tracting;  this  opened  up  the  way  for  them  to  preach  the  first  prin- 
ciples of  the  Qospel  to  the  people  in  their  own  houses,  and  many  believe  they 
are  trae,  but  are  afraid  to  come  forth  and  join  the  Church.  They  had  organ- 
i»d  a  Sunday  school  at  Southampton,  and  five  persons  had  been  baptized. 

Elder  Hemsley  said,  in  reporting'  the  Berks  and  Wilts  District,  that  h& 
could  not  say  they  had  made  much  progress — there  had  been  two  new  mem- 
ben  baptized,  one  re-baptized  and  one  excommunicated,  but  he  felt  the  pros- 
pects were  very  good  for  further  progress  in  the  near  future. 

Elder  Lund  said  his  labors  had  been  in  the  North  London  Branch,  and  h& 
eoold  say  it  was  in  a  good  condition.  The  Saints  attended  their  meetings 
well,  and  they  had  also  a  good  many  strangers.  The  local  Priesthood  were 
united  and  willing  to  work.  Nine  new  members  had  been  added  to  the 
Branch  during  the  past  three  months.  The  meetings  of  the  Mutual  Im- 
pfovement  Society  connected  with  the  Branch  were  well  attended.  The 
Belief  Society  had  lately  been  re-organized,  and  was  doing  a  good  work.  He 
had,  through  an  invitation,  attended  a  Church  of  England  service,  and  been 
sllowed  to  preach  without  it  being  known  to  what  denomination  he  belonged. 
Od  learning  he  was  from  America,  they  had  supposed  he  was  a  revivalist  of 
the  Moody  and  Sankey  kind.  He  had  spoken  on  faith  and  repentance,  which 
they  received  very  well,  but  he  did  not  know  how  they  would  receive  the 
principle  of  baptism,  upon  which  he  intended  to  speak  to  them  next. 

Eider  Gibbons  said  he  had  labored  in  Kent,  Berks  and  Wilts,  and  felt  well; 
ke  had  been  also  among  his  relatives,  but  they  did  not  want  to  hear  of  the 
first  principles  of  the  Gospel — all  they  seemed  to  care  for  was  to  ask  puzzlinc^ 
qioestions  and  condemn  plural  marriage. 

Elder  Atkin  said  he  had  labored  in  the  Lambeth  Branch  for  the  past  three 
Bonths  with  a  great  degree  of  pleasure.  Four  persons  had  been  baptized, 
tnd  quite  a  number  more  were  making  inquiries.  The  Belief  Society  was 
doing  a  great  deal  of  good  in  visiting  the  sick  and  the  poor.  The  Priesthood 
felt  well,  and  the  faithfulness  of  the  Saints  was  manifest  in  the  increase  o£ 
tithing  paid 

Elder  Dent  had  labored  in  Brighton  since  the  29th  of  December,  with 
oeessional  visits  to  other  parts  of  Sussex,  and  had  done  some  tracting  which 
had  brought  him  in  contact  with  three  or  four  families  who  were  investigating 
the  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

Elder  Clawson,  in  reporting  his  labors  in  the  Whitechapel  Branch,  said  he 
could  do  so  with  pleasure,  as  he  knew  the  Branch  was  progressing;.  They 
htd  three  meeting  places  in  the  Branch — the  hail  in  which  the  Conference 
was  being  held  for  Sunday  meetings,  one  at  Deptford  for  Tuesday  evening, 
wad  one  at  Stepney  for  Friday  evening.  The  Priesthood  numbered  13  Elders, 
5  Priests,  6  Teachers  and  5  Deacons.  Six  persons  had  been  baptized,  1  cut  off, 
Uamigrated  and  10  removed  during  the  past  three  months.  The  tithing 
also  had  greatly  increased.  Forty-seven  persons  had  emigrated  from  the 
finndi  last  y6ar.  The  Relief  Society  was  also  in  a  good  condition  and  doing 
m  good  work. 

SiDgiog.    Benediction  by  Elder  Stayner. 

At  S-30  p.ro.,  the  meeting  opened  with  singing,  prayer  by  Elder  Lund,  and 


sinfifing  again.  The  sacrament  was  tlien  administered  by  Eldors  Clawson  and 
Atkin,  after  whicli  further  reports  were  given. 

Elder  Stayner  said,  as  lo  his  labors  in  Berks  and  Wilts,  that  he  did  not 
think  he  had  much  to  add  to  the  reports  of  Elders  Hemsley  and  Qibbons. 
He  would  say,  however,  that  four  persons  had  recently  given  in  their  names 
for  Vuiptism  and  five  for  re-baptism. 

Elder  Martin  said  he  had  also  traveled  in  Berks  and  Wilts,  but  had  stayed 
principally  in  the  town  of  Reading.  He  had  visited  among  his  relatives  and 
friends — more  than  twenty  families,  some  of  whom,  either  Wesleyans  or  of 
the  Church  of  England,  would  not  believe  that  baptism  was  essential  to  sal- 
Tation.  Others  were  surprised  to  leirn  that  the  ordinances  in  their  case  had 
not  been  administered  aright.     The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  had  been  with  him. 

Elder  Atkin  read  the  financial  and  statistical  reports  for  the  half-year 
ending  March  3Ist,  which,  on  motion,  were  unanimously  received.  President 
Nye  then  moved  that  we  sustain  the  authorities  of  the  Church  as  sustained 
at  the  list  General  Conference,  also  Apostle  John  Henry  Smith  as  President 
of  the  Church  in  Europe.  Both  motions  were  seconded  and  unanimously 
carried.  The  motion  to  sustain  Elder  E.  H.  Nye  as  President  of  the  London 
Conference,  and  the  Elders  laboring  with  him,  was  put  by  President  Smith 
and  unanimously  sustained. 

President  Nye  said  he  had  visited  the  Branches  of  the  Conference,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  Brighton,  he  had  found  them  in  a  good  condition,  and 
the  majority  of  the  Saints  striving  to  live  their  religion. 

Elder  Lambert  then  occupied  the  remainder  of  the  time,  speaking  upon 
the  principles  of  the  Gospel  generally,  and  bearing  his  testimony.

At  6-30  p.m.,  the  meeting  opened  with  singing,  prayer  by  Elder  Dent,  and 
sin^'ing  again. 

President  Nye  quoted  from  the  Kevelation  of  John,  and  spoke  upon  the 
apostasy  and  restoration  of  the  Gospel. 

Apostle  J.  H.  Smltii  folluwed,  testifying  of  the  truth  of  what  had  been 
sai  i,  and  in  a  lengthy  discourse  dwelt  upon  the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  the 
divinity  of  Llit;  B  >ok  of  Mormon,  and  the  character  of  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Sniiih. 

A  child  having  been  blessed,  the  Conference  adjourned  with  benediction 
by  A(Mistle  J.  H.  Sojith. 

Tne  maetings  were  well  attended,  m  iny  strangers  being  present,  especially 
during  the  evening. 

On  Monday  evi^ning  a  concert  was  held  at  the  meeting  place  of  tlio  Lam- 
beth Branch,  61  Bridge  Boad,  Battersea,  which  was  aUo  well  attended.  Some 
thirty- tive  songs  and  recitations  were  rendered  in  a  most  pleasing  and  artistio 
manner.

Mi*«  Annetta  R  Felt,  daughter  of  N.  H.  Felt,  a  most  amiable  and  loveable 
young  lady,  died  at  her  home  in  Silt  Like  City  on  the  7th  ult.,  from  typhoid 
fever.

The  manofacturing  de^iartments  have  dnne  wi^ll  during  the  past  year,  and 
ttey  altine  have  furnished  employment  to  175  i>ev8on<<.  No  less  than  13  566 
pairs  of  boots,  and  67,767  pairs  of  shoes  were  turned  out  by  the  shoe  factory 
daring  the  year,  and  the  clothing  factory  made  up  $36,000  worth  «»f  duck, 
denim  and  flannel  clothing  and  underwear  during  tiic  same  time.  The  cash 
leesipta  of  the  institution  during  the  past  half  year  were  $2,107,363,12,  and 
^kere  was  paid  to  the  railroad  companies  for  frieght  in  the  same  time

Book  of  Mormon,  containing  this  prophecy,  Wiis  published  over  a  year  lief 
Sidney  Rigdon  siw  it.     He  quoted  the  words  of  the  angel  to  Nephi,  ci>ncem 
ing  the  Church  of  the  Lamb  and  that  of  the  devil — the  only  two  cha 
-ih::t  could  exist — and  showed  that  what  was  said  concerning  them  had  heei 
fmrtly  fulfilled  in  the  history  and  experience  of  this  Church,  us  oppcMed '.at 
'persecuted  by  the  churches  of  the  world.     He  then  read  the  last  worap  o 
Moroni  (exhorting  all  to  whom  the  Book  of  Mormon  should  come  to  ask 
in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  a  testimony  of  its  truth,  and  it  should 
given  them),  and  asked  for  the  sentiment  of  the  congreg  ition  as  to  whethe 
-tiiey  had  in  this  manner  received  a  knowledge  of  its  truth.     The  vast 
loly  responded  "yes"  with  one  voice. 
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Beferred  to  the  Doctrine  and  Coyenants  as  containing  many  indisputable 
mdences  of  the  divine  mission  of  Joseph  Smith.     He  alluded  to  the  revela- 
tion on  war,  given  Dec  25,  1832,  part  of  which  prediction  was  fulfilled  in  the 
civil  war  between  the  North  and  South.     He  then  referred  to  another  revela- 
tion given  at  Kirtland,  Ohio,  March,  1831,  through  Joseph  the  Prophet  to 
Sidney  Rigdon,  Parley  P.  Pratt  and  Lemon  Copley,  in  which  it  was  declared 
that  before  the  great  day  of  the  Lord  should  come,  Jacob  should  flourish  in 
tte  wilderness,  and  the  Lamanites  should  blossom  as  the  rose;   that  Zion 
ibcMild  flourish  upon  the  hills  and  rejoice  upon  the  mountains,  and  should  be 
anembled  together  unto  the  place  which  the  Lord  had  appointed.    Much  of 
Ikis  had  already  been  fulfilled,  though  announced  by  Joseph  Smith  long  be- 
iofe  sach  things  in  the  history  of  this  people  were  thought  of.    If  Joseph  had 
■ot  altered  another  prophecy,  this  alone  would  be  siifficient  to  prove  that  he 
vat  an  inspired  man  and  told  the  truth.    The  speaker  alluded  to  another 
levelation  in  which  the  Saints  were  promised  that  if  they  would  hearken  unto 
4be  Lord  and  keep  His  commandment,  they  should  commence  to  prevail 
^unst  their  enemies  from  that  hour,  and  testified  that  this,  too,  had  thus  far 
hma  fulfilled,  and  that  it  was  the  foreknowledge  in  the  bosom  of  Satan  of  its 
complete  and  literal  fulfillment,  which  was  stirring  up  his  emissaries  through- 
ett  the  earth  to  fight  against  the  kingdom  of  God.    It  would  not  be  long  bc- 
loie  the  world  would  be  subdued  under  God's  feet,  and  Satan  knew  this 
better  thu  n  many  who  profess  to  have  that  knowledge.     It  was  no  wonder 
titt  wicked  raged,  it  was  only  surprising  that  there  should  be  a  Latter-day 
&iat  not  as  fully  awake  to  his  work  as  Satan's  emissaries  were  to  theirs.    It 
»M  grievous  tu  think  there  should  exist  any  need  for  reformation  in  the 
aidst  of  tiiis  people.    It  was  fifty- four  years  since  the  Gospel  and  the  Book 
cf  )ionni>u  were  placed  before  the  world,  and  though  no  stone  had  been  left 
iBtomed  t4>  prove  them  a  delusion  and  forgery,  their  truth  had  never  been 
iad  never  cciuld  be  disproved.    It  was  truth  that  made  our  fortifications 
^ytmg,  our  bulwarks  invulnerable.     In  conclusion,  he  made  an  appeal  to  the 
ttationaries.    They  should  be  willing  to  go  to  any  place  they  were  sent— 
^reatBritiin,  the  Southern  States,  the  Sandwich  Islands  or  anywhere  else. 
Heki*ew  a  gifted  man  who  apostatized   because  he  was  called  to  go  to  the 
fitadwich  Islands  instead  of  to  a  more  enlightened  nation,  feeling  that  he  was 
^igmced  in  being  sent  to  preach  to  the  heathen.     The  speaker  said  he  had 
llways  been  thankful  that  he  went  there,  and  so  was  Brother  Cannon,  who 
9m  now  the  First  Counselor  to  the  President  of  the  Church.    More  Apostles 
md  Biahope  had  been  chosen  from  Elders  who  went  to  the  Sandwich  Islands, 
k  proportion  to  numbers,  than  from  those  who  went  to  England.    If  a  man 
iririMd  to  be  exalted,  he  must  humble  himself,  for  if  he  exalted  himself  God 
IMld  abase  him.

PRESIDENT  JOHN  TAYLOR 

Then  addressed  the  congregation.  He  referred  to  the  greatness  of  the  work 
of  God,  and  showed  its  peculiar  character  in  reaching  into  the  eternities,  both 
l^att  and  present,  while  the  works  of  men  began  and  ended  with  time.  He 
ipoke  of  the  eternal  nature  of  the  Priesthood  and  its  covenants,  and  of  the 
Principles  of  the  Gospel  as  enjoyed  by  Noah,  Melchisedec,  Abraham  and 
'titer  ancient  worthies,  as  well  as  by  tho^e  to  whom  God  had  revealed  thes^ 
biiigs  in  the  latter  days.  The  outside  world  were  ignorant  of  these  glorious 
nttha,  as  ignorant  as  the  Saints  were  before  God  enlightened  them.  He 
irelt  upon  the  mission  of  Elijah,  whom  Malachi  foretold  should  precede 
le  coming  of  the  great  and  terrible  day  of  the  Lord,  to  "  turn  the  hearts  of 
m.  fathers  to  the  children,  and  the  hearts  of  the  children  to  the  fathers," 
■t  the  earth  should  be  smitten  with  a  curse.  After  depicting  the  judg- 
enta  of  the  "  great  and  terrible  day,"  as  shown  by  Isaiah  and  other  ancient 
rophets,  the  speaker  showed  how  Elijah  had  been  sent  and  had  conferred 
^B  Joadph  Smith  the  keys  of  his  ministry,  as  well  as  others  who  had  like- 
%ppeared  for  a  similar  purpose.    He  showed  that  in  building  Temples 
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and  baptizing  for  the  dead,  the  Saints  were  carrying  out  the  work  the  keys 
of  which  were  bestowed  by  Elijah  upon  Joseph,  and  were  thereby  preparing- 
to  be  Saviors  upon  Mount  Zion,  and  to  be  perfected,  like  Enoch  and  his  dlgr 
of  old,  who  were  translated  for  their  righteousness.  He  showed  how  Sotaa 
was  interested  in  leading  away  the  children  of  men,  how  he  incited  the  killings 
of  Abel  and  the  crucifixion  of  Christ,  and  had  always  employed,  what  aome 
men  in  our  day  termed  ''  heroic  measures"  to  destroy  the  work  of  God  and 
put  an  end  to  His  servants.  He  portrayed  the  great  mercy  of  God  in  send* 
ing  Christ  to  preach  to  the  spirits  in  prison,  which  were  disobedient  in  the 
days  of  Noah  when  the  floods  were  sent  to  destroy  them,  and  exhorted  tlii» 
Saints  to  be  likewise  merciful  and  charitable  to  those  who  sought  their  over- 
throw. At  the  time  the  civil  war  broke  out  in  this  land,  he  felt  like  weeping 
over  the  people,  for  he  had  foreseen  their  troubles,  and  they  were  not  over 
yet  Worse  times  were  coming  upon  the  nations  than  had  yet  been  knowOi. 
But  the  Saints  had  a  great  work  to  do  and  must  do  it,  leaving  their  enemiMi 
in  the  hands  of  Qod,  who  would  deal  out  justice  and  mercy  to  all.  No; 
power  could  hinder  the  building  up  of  Zion,  the  gathering  of  the  electa  and 
the  fulfillment  of  all  God  had  decreed  for  this  the  dispensation  of  the  fall» 
ness  of  times.  The  speaker  counseled  obedience  and  fidelity  to  God  and  ffia 
work,  and  called  upon  all  who  were  willing  to  so  live  to  say  '*  aye."  Tha 
response  was  universal  from  the  assembled  multitude.  The  speaker  thtm 
blessed  them  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.

blamed  for  it.)  There  was  a  pressure  brought  to  bear  upon  the  committtij 
from  a  certain  influential  quarter,  and  the  result  was  that  Justice  Harlan  aadj 
Speaker  Carlisle  were  called  upon  to  whitewash  Governor  Murray  by  tellilljii 
something  that  they  once  knew  in  favor  of  his  character,  and  the  inTeatipA 
tion  was  dropped.

A  DAILY  paper  has  been  published  in  Salt  Lake  City  for  many  years  pa 
known  as  the  Tribune,  which  is,  without  exception,  the  vilest  and  dm 
slanderous  publication  in  the  shape  of  a  newspaper  in  existence.  It  is  esM 
tially  an  anti-"  Mormon"  paper.  Its  proprietors  and  editors  are  among  t 
most  bitter  and  unscrupulous  enemies  of  the  Latter  day  Saints.  They  are  m 
who  are  ready  to  go  to  any  extent  in  lying  about  them  and  inciting  to  host 
ity  and  lawlessness  to  accomplish  their  end — robbing  the  Saints  of  tb 
rights,  liberties  and  possessions. 

The  columns  of  the  paper  daily  teem  with  vile  aspersions  and  disgusti 
scandal  about  the  Saints,  not  only  libelous  in  the  extreme,  but  occasional 
blasphemous  and  obscene  as  well.  Its  readers  and  supporters  are  for  1 
most  part  persons  who  are  so  badly  affected  with  the  anti-"  Mormon"  man 
as  to  have  lost  all  sense  of  decency  and  respect  for  themselves,  and  all  i 
gard  for  their  families,  too,  where  they  allow  them  to  have  access  toi 
pages.  Some  of  its  readers  who  reside  outside  of  iftah  are  perhaps  m 
aware  of  tlie  true  character  of  the  Saints  whom  it  makes  a  business  of  vili( 
ing,  but  they  must  be  people  of  morbid  tastes  or  they  would  not  crave  sue 
foul  slanders  and  such  sensational  rubbish  as  it  abounds  with. 

Never  was  that  liberty  which  is  accorded  by  the  American  people  general^ 
to  the  press  so  grossly  abused  as  in  the  case  of  this  paper;  indeed,  instead  o 
liberty  it  is  the  worst  kind  of  license  which  hat  been  exercised  by  it  I 
would  not  have  been  tolerated  in  any  other  community  even  in  that  moi 
liberal  of  all  countries  to  the  press — the  United  States,  had  it  resorted  t 
maligning  the  citizens  as  it  has  done  the  Latter-day  Saints.  In  hundreds,! 
not  thousands,  of  instances  the  ecjiturs  of  that  paper  have  been  liabls  t 
action  for  libel  for  the  bfire-faced  falsehoods  and  defamatory  statements  the| 
have  published,  but  the  Latter-day  Saints  have  usually  treated  them  am 
their  paper  with  silent  contempt,  and  have  never  resented,  by  persoDi 
violence  or  recourse  to  law,  the  abuse  and  injustice  which  it  has  heaped  upo 
them.  Conscious  of  their  innocence,  and  heedless  of  the  world's  opinioiK 
them  so  long  as  they  had  the  approval  of  the  Almighty,  they  have  felt  ii 
different  as  to  what  might  be  said  of  them  by  such  a  vile  sheet  Indeo 
they  have  regarded  detraction  from  such  a  source  as  more  compliments] 
than  praise.  And  so  it  has  been  allowed  to  go  on  day  after  day,  and  ye 
after  year,  emitting  its  foul  stream  of  calumny  and  abuse;  reviling  the  saei^ 
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dead,  traducing  theJIiviDg,  defaming  the  pure,  eneouragiog  the  licentious, 
defending  the  law-breakers,  holdiug  up  as  examples  the  profligate  and  de- 
hued,  and  openly  advising  the  young  people  among  the  Latter-day  Saints  to 
rebel  against  the  wholesome  teachings  of  their  parents  and  drink,  gainble, 
debauch  and  resort  to  dens  of  infamy,  to  show  their  independence. 

This  is  not  overstating  the  evil  course  and  tendency  of  this  moat  scurrilous 
of  newspapers;  in  fact,  it  would  scarcely  be  possible  to  do  so;  and  yet  during 
til  the  years  of  its  existence  it  has  scarcely  received  a  passing  notice  from  the 
official  publications  of  the  Church  which  it  devotes  itself  to  abusing.  We 
would  not  even  notice  it  now  but  for  the  fact  that  some  of  the  English  papers 
have  recently  copied  a  most  scandalous  article  from  it,  giving  the  "  Salt  Lake 
Tribun^  as  their  authority,  and  the  idea  has  gone  forth  that,  being  published 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  the  Tribune  must  be  a  "  Mormon"  publication,  and  that 
the  article  must  be  authentic. 

The  article  in  question  purports  to  be  a  sermon  delivered  by  one  "Bishop 
West,  in  the  Juab  School-house,  Sunday,  March  9,  1884;  reported  by  Tobias 
Tobey  for  the  Salt  Lake  Trif/une"  It  was  originally  published  under  the 
title  of  "  A  Red- Hot  Address,"  but  republished  in  the  Weel-bj  Budget  of  this 
country  with  the  startling  caption:  "  The  Gentiles  Denounced  by  a  Mormon 
Bishop."  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say  that  there  is  not  a  shadow  of  truth 
about  the  whole  villainous  piece.  Not  only  is  there  no  such  man  in  the 
Church  as  *'  Bishop  West,"  but  there  was  no  such  sermon  ever  preached.  It 
is  a  gross  fabrication,  as  the  Tribune  itself  reluctantly  acknowledged,  edito- 
rially, in  a  subsequent  issue,  on  being  taxed  with  the  lie.  It  was  probably 
written  in  the  editorial  room  of  the  detestable  concern  and  sent  abroad  with 
the  express  purpose  of  creating  a  prejudice  ag.iin.st  the  Latter-day  Saints. 
T!ie  editors  knew  its  falsity  would  be  apparent  to  people  living  in  Utah,  but 
it  was  intended  for  outside  effect,  and  it  was  doubtless  caught  up  as  a  choice 
Bkorsel  by  ignorant  or  prejudiced  editors  in  many  other  parts  besides  England. 
'^  A  lie  will  travel  ten  leagues  while  Truth  is  putting  on  its  boots."  That  lie 
icr?ed  its  purpose  before  its  refutation  appeared,  and  it  is  so  popular  to 
believe  that  which  is  evil  about  the  **  ^lormons,"  that  probably  not  one  in  a 
bnndred  of  the  papers  that  published  that  diabolical  piece  of  fiction  would 
ktve  the  courage  or  fairness  to  contradict  it  after  its  falsity  had  been  proved. 

When  we  think  of  men  inventing  such  atrocious  lies,  writing  up  and  pub- 
liihing  a  pretended  sermon  in  which  the  name  of  the  Deity  is  used  frequently 
and  most  irreverently,  and  sentiments  expressed  that  would  brand  the  being 
who  would  utter  them  and  the  people  who  would  listen  to  them  as  too  vile  to 
fire — and  all  for  the  purpose  of  injuring  an  innocent  people,  we  are  led  to  ask, 
can  human  depravity  descend  much  loweri  The  fiend  incarnate  who  would 
write  such  an  infamous  thing  as  that,  or  who,  knowing  its  nature,  would  pub- 
Hih  and  endorse  it,  is  beneath  the  contempt  of  any  honorable  person.  He 
only  lacks  the  courage  to  be  prepared  to  commit  any  atrocity  that  Satan,  his 
Baster,  might  suggest. 

When  men  find  it  necessary  to  resort  to  such  dastardly,  unhallowed  and 
^6iperate  means  to  cope  with  a  people  or  a  system,  is  it  not  an  evidence  of 
tbe  superiority  of  the  latter]  It  certainly  is;  and  a  very  strong  evidence  too, 
in  the  case  of  the  Latter-day  Saints,  when  it  is  known  that  they  arc  so  in- 
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significant  in  point  of  numbers  compared  with  those  who  are  arrayed  against 
them.  Were  they  the  bad  people  their  enemies  represent  them  to  be,  they 
could  be  reached  and  their  influence  could  be  broken  down  by  other  and 
more  honorable  means.  It  would  be  sufficient  to  tell  the  truth  about  thein^ 
or  to  allow  the  law  to  deal  with  them.  The  fact  of  "  Mormonism,"  as  it  i» 
called,  having  withstood  such  villainous  attacks  as  that  we  have  cited  for  the 
past  fifty-four  years,  and  made  headway  in  spite  of  the  opprobrium  which 
evil-disposed  men  throughout  the  world  have  heaped  upon  it,  is  strong  proof 
that  it  is  verily  what  its  adherents  claim  it  is— -the  work  of  God,  which 
is  destined  to  stand  forever.  It  is  not  in  the  power  of  man  to  overthrow  it» 
or  it  would  have  been  overthrown  long  since.  The  opposition  that  is  brought 
to  bear  against  it  only  tends  to  hasten  on  its  progress,  and  every  effort  of  it» 
enemies  to  injure  it  is  sure  to  recoil  upon  their  own  heads.  G.  C.  L. 


ABSTKACT  OF  COllRESPONDENCK 

THE  MEXICAN  MISSION. 

Elder  Frank  R  Snow,  writing  to  us  from  the  City  of  Mexico,  April  7, 1884^ 
says: 

"  Since  the  first  visit  made  by  President  Thatcher  to  this  country,  in  November,  1879, 
there  have  been  148  baptisms,  23  of  which  were  made  last  month.  There  seems  to  be- 
quite  a  spirit  of  inquiry  among  the  country  people,  where  the  pure  Indian  blood  exists, 
but  here  in  the  capital,  people  are  too  busy  to  investigate,  and  they  seem  to  be  confident- 
that  there  is  no  other  religion  80  convenient  as  Catholicism,  becnuse,  no  matter  what  mis. 
are  commitced  during  the  week,  they  will  be  remitted  by  feeing  the  priest  on  Sunday. 

"  Brothers  A.  W.  Ivins  and  M.  K.  Pratt  were  released  and  started  home  on  the  28tlt 
uh.,  leaving  Brother  Helaman  Pratt  and  myself  the  only  Utah  Elders  in  this  section. 
Elder  Pratt  succeeded  Brother  Ivins  as  local  President  of  the  mission,  and  is  at  present 
about  one  hundred  miles  south  of  this  place,  in  Tierra  Caliente.  My  time  is  pnncipally 
•occupied  here  in  the  city,  teaching  English,  where  I  expect  te  remain  until  I  get  a  little 
better  knowledge  of  the  language. 

**Xa  iiamana  Santa  (Holy  Week)  began  yesterday,  and  is  heing  observed  with  mnoh. 
solemnity  at  the  Cathedral  and  other  Cath«»Iic  churches,  there  being  thousands  of  peo|pla. 
in  from  the  surrounding  country.  Yesterday  was  Domingo  de  Bamo$  (Palm  Sunday),, 
when  branches  of  the  palm  tree  were  blessed  in  the  churches  te  commemorate  tiie 
triumphal  entry  of  our  Savior  into  Jerusalem,  the  congregation  each  having  a  palm 
branch.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  serviees  these  are  carried  home  and  preserved  during' 
the  year. 

**  Considerable  excitement  prevails  here  to-day,  over  what  is  termed  *the  stamp  law/ 
the  government  requiring  merchants  to  place  a  stamp  on  every  article  they  sell,  whidh 
the  merchants  have  unitedly  refused  to  do,  and  every  store  in  the  city  is  closed;  what 
the  result  will  be  is  uncertain,  as  the  government  seem  determined  te  force  the  law, 
while  the  merchants,  who  are  quite  a  power,  defy  it. 

**  We  feel  well,  and  can  see  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  working  in  the  hearts  of  tlia 
people,  and  the  future  looks  bright,  for  which  we  feel  to  thank  Him  who  governs  alL" 


NEWS    FROM  THE  EMIGRANTS—A  FATAL  DRINK. 

We  have  received  from  President  C.  D.  Fjeldsted  the  following  news  of 
he  voyage  made  by  the  emigrating  Saints,  who  sailed  from  here  on  the  9th. 
nlti  on  the  S.S.  Nevada: 
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"April  19, 18S4.— Having  now  arrived  at  Sandy  Hook,  I  takt  the  opportunity  of  writing 
a  few  Hues  to  inform  you  that  we  have  had  a  good  voyage  acrou  the  Atlantic.    Thm. 
wcaUier  has  been  favorable  during  the  most  of  the  time,  and  our  run  han  ranged  between 
275  and  327  miles  per  day.    On  Thursday  and  Friday,  the  10th  and  11th,  we  had  wn- 
nderable  sea-ncknem,  but  the  weather  has  been  line  in  the  day  time,   so  that  our 
people  have  been  out  on  deck,  and  they  have  all  recruited  and  feel  well  now.    Every- 
thing^ has  gone  on  nicely,  with  the  exception  of  one  sorrowful  accident.    A  boy,  four  years 
old,  mamed  Thomas,  sou  of  Martha  Pratt,  got  hold  of  some  brandy  on  Thursday  evening, 
tad  drank,  it  is  believed,  about  two  wlne-glanses;  this  caused  congestion  of  the  brain, 
iDfl  he  died  from  the  effect  of  it  on  Friday,  the  11th  inst.,  at  7  a.m.     He  was  insensible 
the  most  of  the  time  after  he  had  taken  the  brandy  till  his  death.     The  doctor  did  all  he 
could  to  revive  him,  and  the  brethren  anointed  him,  but  all  to  no  avail.     This  should  be  a. 
warning  for  parents  to  look  closely  after  their  children,  and  not  to  fetch  brandy  along  on 
their  jonmey,  as  it  is  a  cause  of  harm  both  on  sea  and  land.     It  is  the  feeling  of  all  the 
brethren  here,  that  such  'remedies*  should  not  be  found  among  the  Saints  on  their 
jonmey  to  Zion.     At  4  p jn.  the  Saints  gathered  to  the  funeral.     After  the  singing  of  a 
hymn,  prayer  by  Brother  VVeatherston,  and  some  appropriate  remarks  by  Brother  Man- 
ning, the  body  was  buried  in  the  ecean. 

*'At  7  p.m.,  April  11th,  Sister  McPhie  gave  birth  to  a  girl,  which  was  afterwards 
Messed  by  Brother  Penman,  and  was  named  Maria  Nevada.  Mother  and  child  are  doing 
velL 

*'0n  ths  16th,  as  we  were  approaching  Newfoundland  banks,  we  saw  a  large  iceberg. 
The  captain  said  it  was  about  seven  miles  distant  from  us;  it  was  estimated  to  be  20O 
bet  above  the  water.     The  wind  was  blowing  from  the  north  and  it  was  a  very  cold  day. 
This  morning  at  7-30  the  pilot  came  on  board.     At  11-30  the  Oi^egon  came  along  in  a 
hurry;  she  passed  us  and  was  out  of  sight  in  a  little  while. 

In  the  evening,  after  leaving  Liverpool,  we  organized  the  Saints,  dividing  them  into 
foor  Wards.  Elders  Weatherston  and  Lewis  were  appointed  to  preside  over  the  English 
Ssints,  and  Elders  Amundsen  and  J.  Anderson  over  the  Scandinavians,  and  Brother 
English  was  appointed  Captain  of  the  guard.  Prayers  have  been  held  regularly  at  7-30 
in  ^  morning  and  at  7  in  the  evening,  and  the  brethren  have  been  diligent  in  waiting 
ipoB  the  sick  and  encouraging  the  Saints,  and,  as  far  as  I  know,  geiitfal  satisfaction  has 
prevailed. 

"April  20th. — This  morning,  at  7  o'clock,  we  were  inspected  by  the  doctor  and  none 
vcre  quarantined.  At  8  we  came  up  to  the  pier,  and  Brother  Hart  came  on  board  and 
hid  «  welcome.  The  Custom's  officers  examined  our  luggage,  opening  only  a  few  boxes, 
ad  at  11-30  we  were  all  through  with  them,  and  traxisferred  safely  to  Castle  Garden. 

**  We  expect  to  leave  New  York  to-morrow  at  4  p.m.  We  are  making  arrangementa 
for  prorisicms.  The  money  for  the  purchase  of  them  has  been  paid  to  Brothers  Manning 
sod  Amundsen,  and  they  have  already  made  bargains  for  some  of  our  necessities. 
We  sll  feel  hopeful  of  completing  our  journey  in  safety.  The  officers  and  crew  of  the 
Jttvmda  have  treated  us  with  kindness,  and  everything  has  passed  without  a  jar;  and  we 
fid,  and  have  reason  to  feel,  thankful  to  the  Lord  fer  the  good  voyage  we  have  had,  and 
fur  His  protecting  care  over  us."

of  one  girl  from  England,  and  assisted  others  in  this  direction.     We  wish  to  keep 

in  the  good  cause,  and  that  our  fountain  may  not  run  dry,  could  not  our  fund  be 
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used  as  a  loan  to  some  reliable  person  who  would  pay  us  in  a  reasonable  time?  If  so,  we 
will  add  $20  this  year,  and  hope  to  be  able  to  add  to  the  fund  year  by  year;  that  ia,  if 
we  can  keep  the  fund  in  motion. 

"  As  Secretary  of  the  Presiding  Board  of  Kelief  Societies,  I  am  required  to  f umiah  m 
jl^eneral  statistical  and  financial  report  of  Relief  Society  branches  in  all  lands,  and  pre- 
sent the  same  at  President  Taylor's  oifice  ten  days  prior  to  each  Semi-annual  Conference. 

**  Caa  you,  I  mean,  will  you  make  suggestions  and  give  instructions  that  will  help  in 
this  department  of  Church  lalK>r?  I  sent  by  Brother  Griggs,  (who  ever  kindly  remem- 
bers those  among  whom  he  labored  while  in  England,)  copies  of  the  blanks  that  we  use, 
to  President  Gamer,  of  the  Whitechapel  Braacli,  I^ndon.  I  know  they  are  not  in 
some  respectfl  adapted  to  the  condition  of  other  countries,  but  Rome  degree  of  uniformity 
is  necessary  to  enable  us  to  compile  our  reports  properly.  I  herewith  send  you  the  only 
two  blanks  I  have  here.     If  you  desire  more,  ask  and  you  shall  reeeive. 

**  Many  of  our  sisters  have  not  had  long  experience  in  official  labors.  I  am  pleased 
to  learn  that  the  brethren  on  that  side  of  the  big  water  have  words  of  encouragement 
and  helpfulness  for  the  sisters  in  their  labors  of  love  and  blessing.  In  humility  and 
meekness  we  sow  the  good  seed  to-day,  and,  while  we  patiently  wait  for  the  harvett* 
God  adds  His  choice  blessings. 

The  Relief  Society  has  struggWd  through  the  valley  of  Insignificance,  and  is  now  re- 
joicing on  the  plains  of  projj^ess.  God  bless  the  active  members  each  and  all,  at  home 
and  abroad." 


THE  WORK  IN   8WEDEX. 

Elder  Charles  A.  Tietjen  writes  to  us  from  Malmo,  Sweden,  April  30,  1884, 

as  follows: 

"Thinking,  perhaps,  you  would  like  to  hear  from  this  i>art  of  the  Lord's  vineyard,  I 
take  the  liberty  of  penning  you  a  few  lines  to  let  you  know  something  of  the  work  here. 
This  Conference  consists  of  six  Branches,  and  there  arc  eleven  Elders  from  Utah  laboring 
here.  During  the  last  five  months  50  persons  have  been  baptized  here,  and  I  can  say 
that  this  Conference  is  in  a  good  condition.  The  brethren  speak  very  encouragingly  of 
the  prospects  out  in  the  Branches.  They  have  crowded  houses,  and  the  people  like  to 
hear  them  s])eak  about  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ;  but  they  cannot  bear  the  name  'Mor- 
mon.' Iliis  word  scarea  them;  all  will  do  but  that.  Well,  there  must  be  some  excuse 
or  stumbling-block  for  them.  In  the  days  of  Jesus,  when  He  was  upon  the  earth,  it  was 
the  word  *Nazarene.'  I  find  there  are  many  like  Nicodemus  now  living,  they  know 
that  what  the  '  Mormon'  Elders  teach  is  the  truth,  but  they  are  ashamed  to  come  for 
ward  and  embrace  it;  they  are  afraid  they  will  lose  their  reward  of  men  and  their  standing 
among  them.  Well,  Jesus  said  that  those  who  were  ashamed  of  Him  and  the  Gospel 
before  men,  He  would  be  ashamed  of  before  His  Father  in  heaven.  I  can  lay  I  feel 
first-rate  in  preaching  the  Gosx^el  to  my  fellow-men,  and  I  rejoice  to  have  the  honor  of 
being  a  *  Monuon'  missionary,  to  go  out  in  the  world  and  proclaim  the  glad  tidings  of 
salvation  that  the  Lord  has  again  sent  to  earth  in  these  last  days.  Our  Conference 
convened  last  Saturday  evening  at  the  hall,  which  was  crowded.  Quite  a  number  of 
strangers  were  present,  and  the  meeting  was  occupied  by  the  brethren  giving  in  their 
reports.  On  Sunday,  the  27tli,  we  had  three  meetings.  We  were  also  favored  with  the 
presence  of  the  Copenhagen  choir,  together  with  our  own  sweet  singers,  and  we  had  a 
good  time  together.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  rested  upon  the  speakers,  and  I  nerer  felt 
better.  The  occasion  will  be  long  remembered  by  all.  On  Monday  at  10  a.m.,  the 
Priesthood  met;  the  brethren  bore  their  testimony  to  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and  felt  like 
going  forward  and  doing  the  best  they  knew  how,  the  Lord  bcuig  their  helper.  We  had 
some  good  counsel  given  us  by  President  A.  H.  Lund."

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MARTYRDOM   OF   JOSEPH   AND    HYRUM   SMITH. 


(From  the  Deseret  News.  J 


The  following  narrative  of  the  murder,  in  cold  blood,  of  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  and  his  brother  Hyrum,  and  the  severe  wounding  of  President  John 
Taylor,  while  they  were  under  the  pledged  protection  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
through  Governor  Ford,  is,  so  far  as  it  goes,  pretty  nearly  correct,  being,  in 
the  main,  in  unison  with  the  accounts  of  the  affair  already  published.  Being 
the  narrative  of  an  eye-witness  to  the  incidents  detailed,  it  will  be  read  with 
interest: 
Editor  Dcseret  Neics: 

A  business  man,  now  a  resident  of  Tucson,  who  was  raised  in  the  vicinity 
of  Nauvoo,  111.,  to-day  gave  me  the  details  of  the  assassination  of  Joseph  and 
Hyrum  Smith,  at  the  Carthage  Jail,  as  having  been  an  eye-witness  to  the 
murder.     It  may  be  an  interesting  scrap  of  history  to  your  community. 

He  states  that  after  the  surrender  of  the  Smiths,  the  Governor  stated  that 
he  was  going  to  show  the  Mormons  at  Nauvoo  he  was  not  afraid  of  them.  He 
ordered  out  the  companies  of  militia  stationed  there,  and  went  with  them  to 
Xauvoo.  During  his  absence  my  informant,  who  was  a  mere  boy  at  the 
time,  and  employed  to  carry  dispatches,  arrived  with  a  dispatch  for  the  Gov- 
ernor. Not  finding  him  there,  he  tied  his  hor^e  down  at  the  jail,  which  was 
a  two-story  one.  He  then  sauntered  around  town,  returning  to  the  jail  about 
5  o'clock,  as  Hear  as  he  can  remember.  When  within  a  few  feet  of  the  jail  he 
heard  shooting  and  yelling.  The  first  thing  he  saw  was  a  man  who  played  a 
fife  in  one  of  the  companies,  with  his  face  painted  black,  standing  in  the  lower 
door  with  a  gun.  The  next  instant  Joseph  Smith  flung  his  leg  out  of  th» 
ttpper  window,  grasping  the  casing,  and  swung  his  body  out,  preparatory  to 
jumping,  when  a  bullet  from  the  inside  struck  him  in  the  leg,  and  he  let  go 
and  fell  to  the  ground,  a  distance  of  twelve  feet,  striking  on  his  head  and 
shoulders.  He  had  raised  himself  on  one  arm,  half  dazed,  when  three  men 
rushed  out  of  the  jail,  and  putting  th«ir  guns  to  his  body,  fired.  So  close 
were  they  that  the  smoke  from  the  guns  was  blown  clear  through  his  body. 
They  then  turned  to  my  informant  and  asked  him  if  that  was  Joe  Smith. 
He  answered  **  Yes."  They  then  asked  him  if  he  knew  it  was,  and  he  again 
answered  *'  Yes,"  and  that  he  had  seen  Smith  a  hundred  times.  In  an  in- 
ftant  the  assassins  disappeared  in  every  direction.  My  informant  states  that 
lit  then  went  up-stairs  and  found  Hyrum  Smith  dead,  soaked  in  blood,  lying 
upon  the  floor  with  a  bullet  hole  through  his  body,  and  another  man,  who 
bethinks  was  John  Taylor,  either  shot  through  the  leg  or  side,  he  does  not 
remember  which.  [President  Taylor  received  three  bullets  in  his  body,  and 
another  struck  his  watch,  and  was  thus  prevented  from  penetrating  him. — 
Ed.  D.  N.] 

He  states  the  murderers  were  disguised  by  having  their  faces  painted  black. 
After  viewing  Hyrum  Smith's  body  he  went  down-stairs  and  on  the  street, 
nd  found  everybody  in  a  perfect  panic.  They  were  running  for  the  com- 
ietds  and  hiding  in  every  conceivable  place,  declaring  that  the  Mormons 
voold  murder  the  whole  town  as  soon  as  they  heard  of  the  killing  of  Smitn. 


Inside  of  ten  minutes  from  the  time  of  the  murder  he  states  the  whole  town 

wan  depopulated. 
Qettmi;  Bcxred  himself,  he  jumped  upon  his  horse  and  sought  safety  in 

(flight.    He  stated  that  two  of  the  assassins  he  recognized  as  men  belonging 

to  a  company  stationed  there,  but  never  ascertained  their  names. 

The  reputation  my  informant  enjoys  for  being  a  reliable  and  truthful  man 
places  the  statement  beyond  question.  Respectfully  yours.

S^ven  Indians  from  Arizona,  two  of  them  Maricopas,  two  Papagos  and 
three  Pimas,  attended  the  recent  Conference  held  in  Salt  Lake  City.  There 
Was  also  a  delegation  of  Indians  present  from  Thistle  Valley. 

Wm.  Hill,  of  Snlt  Lake  City,  has  recently  invented  an  aut(»niHtic  photo- 
.printer,  and  also  a  ^'  combination  plate-holder,  bath  and  developer'  by  which 
he  proposes  to  do  away  with  the  *'  dark  room"  in  photography. 

Lewiston,  Cache  Co.,  is  flooded  with  water  from  one  to  four  feet  deep, 
owing  to  the  sudden  melting  of  a  deep  coat  of  snow  while  the  ground  was  so 
saturated  with  water  that  it  could  not  absorb  more.  The  country  in  that 
Ticinity  is  very  level,  otherwise  the  water  would  run  off. 

Two  young  Utah  sculptors,  C.  K  Dallin  of  Springville,  and  J.  H.  Brown 
of  Log8D,  have  lately  been  engaged  in  modeling  busts  of  the  late  Preeideflt 
Young,  and  both  have  succeeded  so  well  as  to  win  great  praise  from  the  local 
press.    Both  models  are  now  on  exhibition  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

MIbs  Nellie  Colebrook,  milliner,  of  Silt  Lake  City,  who  succeeded  her 
2Q0ther  in  business,  at  the  death  of  the  latter  which  occurred  4  few  yetts 
tfnccii  has  made  an  4usignment  in  favor  of  her  creditors.    Her  failaie  is  wA 
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to  be  dae  to  recent  dullness  of  the  trade  and  heavy  liabilities  of  several  years 
standing,  contracted  by  her  mother. 

Mcssr-'.  Robert  and  David  15ullock,of  Cedar  City,  who  had  a  herd  of  about 
•800  head  of  cattle  wintering  on  tiie  ninuntuins  near  tlieir  home,  report  500  of 
theui  already  dead,  owing  to  the  very  deep  sinow  that  had  fallen  on  the  r:^nge, 
and  it  is  feared  that  the  rest  of  iheir  herd  will  perish  through  becoming 
mired  when  the  snow  thaws,  if  they  live  till  that  time. 

Presidents  Taylor  and  Cannon,  and  quite  a  number  of  <»thers,  have  gone 
00  a  trip  to  the  southern  part  of  the  Territory,  and  expect,  while  absent,  to 
▼isit  Iron  City,  whore  the  work  on  tlie  furnaces,  etc.,  (»f  the  Iron  Company, 
will  be  inspected,  and  arrangements  uiado  for  pushing  the  development  of 
the  iron  industry.  It  is  also  Expected  that  a  route  for  the  extension  of  the 
Utah  Central  Railway  to  Iron  City  will  be  locnted. 

While  Brother  Joseph  Bull  was  on  a  bu-^iness  trip  in  the  East  lately,  he 
fonod  in  the  possession  of  Shniederveud  &  Lee,  of  Chicago,  a  number  of 
lelics  that  had  been  deposited  in  the  chief  corner  stone  of  the  Nauvoo  Temple 
at  the  time  the  foundation  of  that  structure  was  laid.  Among  them  was  a 
portion  uf  a  manuscript  copy  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  believed  to  be  the 
original  one,  that  in  the  possession  of  David  Whitmer  being  but  a  copy  of  it. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  has  been  translated  into  the  Spanish  language  by 
Eider  Qonzales  Trejo,  an  educated  Spaniard,  and  revised  by  Elder  J.  Z. 
Stewart,  and  it  is  soon  to  be  printed.  Some  idea  of  the  importance  of  this 
work  may  be  formed  when  it  is  known  that,  in  addition  to  the  people  of 
Spain  and  its  dependencies,  a  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  of  South 
and  Central  America,  and  even  many  in  North  America,  speak  this  language. 
Among  these  are  many  tribes  of  Indians — literal  descendants  of  the  ancient 
people  whose  history  is  recorded  in  the  Book  of  Mormon.  There  is  sure  to 
he  a  great  missionary  work  done  among  Spa!iish-speaking  peoples  very  soon, 
aod  tlie  publication  of  this  book  in  thuir  language  is  a  step  towards  it. 

J(»hnson,  Sen.,  writes  to  the  Deseret  News  from  Tempo,  Maricopa  County, 
Arizona,  as  follows  :  "A  large  breadth  of  grain  had  been  sown  here  the  past 
wiot::r,  and  is  now  heading  out  without  irrigation.  Perhaps  it  will  need 
none  until  harvest,  when  the  gnmnd  may  be  plowed  for  corn,  cane,  sweet 
potati»es,  vines,  eta,  all  of  which  do  finely  if  planted  in  proper  season.  Thia  is 
an  interior  country,  not  uuiike  old  Palestine,  and  can  be  made  to  abound  not 
only  in  milk  and  wine,  but  in  honey  and  oil.  I  have  assurances  from  the 
best  California  horticulturists  that  this  is  *'  the  exact  climate  for  the  olive,' 
and  I  have  obtained  about  100  rooted  cuttings  for  f;xperiment.  But  the 
aabject  of  honey  is  already  beyond  question.  About  one  year  ago  Mr.  Hay- 
den  and  myself  sent  to  California  for  ten  hives  of  bees.  In  shipment  they 
were  so  badly  handled  that  on  arrival  not  more  than  bees  enough  for  two 
fall  swarms  were  left  alive.  From  these  we  had  22  live  colonies  last  fall, 
which  have  now  multiplied  to  over  50  swarms,  besides  a  number  that  have 
Iowa  away,  some  of  which  I  hare  found  in  the  brush,  prepared  to  live  and 
JBcreaiso  as  though  living  in  a  hive.  I  have  also  taken  some  from  crevices  in 
Ike  rocks,  that  went  from  oar  apiary.  To-day  a  swarm  went  over  our  heads 
Ihet  mcut  have  come  from  Kanoah,  as  there  are  no  known  bees  in  the  direction 
bom  which  they  came.    I  have  sent  to  California  for  70  more  swarms."

MEMORIAL     TO     CONGRESS. 


ADOPTED  BY  THK  LSOISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY   OF  THE  TEEEITOBY  OF  UTAS, 

MABCH  13,  1884. 

Totie  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresentatives  of  the  United  States^  • 
»  Congress  €usembled: 

GENTLEMEN:— We,  your  memorialists,  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah,  respectfully  represent  that  we  have  been  elected  by 
tke  people  of  this  Territory,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress 
bovn  as  the  Edmunds  law,  to  represent  them  in  the  local  Legislature;  that 
It  havey  among  other  enactments,  made  provisions  for  the  filling  of  the 
don  and  election  offices,  as  authorized  by  section  9  of  that  law,  bat 
action  has  been  rendered  void  by  the  refusal  of  the  Governor  to  sign  th» 
I;  that  in  consequence  of  that  refusal  one  object  of  the  Edmunds  law  has 
frustrated,  and  the  interests  of  our  constituents  have  been  jeopardized; 
kit  other  bills  needful  to  the  progress  of  this  Territory  have  been  nullified 
If  theGaremor;  that  measures  have  been  introduced  into  your  honorabU 
Mf  kmking  to  extreme,  and,  as  we  consider,  harsh  and  unjust  action,  to-  . 
ivdi  the  people  of  this  Territory;  that  these  measures  have  been  prompted 
If  atnithfal  statements  made  to  your  honorable  body,  and  by  a  misunder- 
iMdiqg  of  the  facts  and  of  the'  political  situation  in  this  Territory.  We, 
fcwloiij,  consider  it  a  duty  we  owe  to  our  constituents  to  memorialize  yonr  . 
hioiahle  body,  and  plainly,  if  briefly,  explain  to  you  the  truth,  and  appeal 
tifwi  lor  a  fall  investigation,  before  any  further  steps  are  taken  towards 
AeantailnMDt  of  the  liberties  of  a  people  who  are  famed  throughout  the 
Wldlor  many  qualities  that  mark  tliem  as  good  citizens. 

Tie  pbneer  settUra  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  after  traTersing  a  wildemeaa 
if  Moie  than  a  thousand  miles  in  extent,  making  the  roads,  building  tho  - 
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briJges,  and  establishing  ferries  as  necessity  required,  and  having  at  the  in- 
ception of  their  arduous  journey  given  to  the  service  of  the  government  five 
hundred  of  their  most  active  and  able-bodied  men,  who  were  called  out  to 
assist  in  fighting  the  buttles  of  their  country  with  Mexico,  arrived  in  these 
▼alleys  during  the  summer  and  fall  of  1847.  They  at  once  unfurled  the  flag 
of  oar  country  to  the  breeze  and  took  possession  of  the  land,  which  was  then 
a  part  of  Mexico,  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  and  declaring  their 
allegiance  to  this  government,  made  immediate  preparations  to  assume  the 
renp  msibilities  and  acquire  the  privileges  of  Statehood  under  the  ausiuces  of 
the  Federal  Union. 

This  region  was  then  considered,  by  those  who  had  the  best  opportunities 
of  judging,  unfit  for  the  habitation  of  any  but  savages  of  the  most  degraded 
typn,  and  in  its  settlement  the  people  had  to  contend  with  the  destruction  of 
their  crops  by  frosts,  by  insects,  by  drouth,  and  by  the  natural  sterility  of 
the  soil,  and  to  eke  out  a  scanty  subsistence  upon  thistle- tops  and  wild  roota 
But  by  their  persistent  industry  they  redeemed  the  land  from  barrenness,  in- 
troduced a  system  of  irrigation  which  has  been  imitated  with  profit  in  sur- 
rounding places,  and  made  possible  the  settlement  of  localities  adjacent  which'' 
"were  then  considered  worthless,  but  which  are  now  flourishing  States  and 
Territories  of  the  United  States.  They  were  tho  first  to  call  the  attention 
of  Congress  to  the  feasibility  of  constructing  a  trans-continental  railroad,  the 
line  for  which  they  trailed  as  they  crossed  the  plains;  they  established  the 
first  printing  press  west  of  the  Missouri  river,  organized  the  first  express  com- 
pany and  mail  line  connecting  the  wild  west  with  the  borders  of  civilization, 
•trifttcbed  hundreds  of  miles  of  the  first  telegraph  line,  and  afterwards  aid^i^'' 
in  the  building  of  the  Pacific  Railway  that  first  bound  the  eastern  to  tU 
weetsm  extremity  of  our  common  country. 

Although  applying  for  admission  into  the  Unitm  as  a  St-Ue  at  the  samv  f 
lim»fui  California,  a  Territorial  government  was  given  to  Utidi,  while  Cali-' 
fomim  with  no  greater  claims,  was  granted  the. privileges  and  rigiits  of  State? 
hood.    But  Utah  did  not  niurmar.     The  wise  and  republican  policy  mwm. 
adopted  of  selecting  from  her  resident  citizens  many  of  the  officers  appuiiiteA-  , 
by>the'Pkresident  and  Senate,  and  under  them,  with  the  officers  elected  hf^i  > 
the  people,  the  Territory  prospered  and  grew  so  rapidly  in  numbers,  .^eal^fl 
and  importance,  as  to  attract  the  admiring  attention  of  the  world.    Theii>thai. 
policy 'of  the  administration  was  changed,  and  strangers,  who  had  no  inteixisl.T^ 
in  common  with  the  people  of  Utah,  were  sent  to  occupy  the  promiiMiiLtf 
appointive  offices.    Among  the  evils  entailed  upon  the  Territory  by  iuporlsAsfr 
'Offteers  were  these:   One  Federal  official  absconded  with  the  funds  appaa^.. 
,pn«ted  by  Congress  to  pay  the  Territorial  Legislature^    A  Federal  Jmifg^t^ 
•  of  notoriously  immoral  character  and  acts,  finding  Utah  an  nncongeMiiL>- 
r  cltaie;  deserted  his  post  and  returned  to  Washington  with  the  falsa  leij^aMt 
tbWiMte  Territory  was  in  a  state  of  rebellion,  and  that  the  reeordalfit  UMt- 
( eoiirt^>  the  Territoriali  library,  and  other  public  property  had  been  decttofv^i^' 
WiiftoUt'waiting  to  investigate  these  and  other  Tile  charges,  the  BoMmminti^' 
'fitted  out  and  dispatched  troops  te  quell  the  sappeced  reheUm.    MUpiir 
BilWoBA  of  public  money' was  wasted  in  tUs-  n^dldsa  ezp^ditioi^aiidviiN^  '• 
>^h^  rash  step  was  taken  b^ond  recall,  a  coBittissiOb'  Was  snnt  tn  inTHtiirtUli 
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«ho  diacoverad  that  the  whole  muTeineiit  was  foanded  on  fnUehood,  and 
nbiequently  the  troopa  were  withdrawn.  The  cxwt  to  the  cuuatry,  and  the 
proof*  uf  ica  folly,  nay  be  learned  from  the  public  records;  bat  the  coat  to 
tl»j>eopleof  Utah,  and  the  trouble,  vexotioa,  low  of  property  and  difficulties 
atkiled  upon  them  by  this  Texdtious  esaipade,  are  known  only  to  those  who 
mlnred  tbem.  Aa  official  investigation  before,  instead  uf  after,  the  expedi- 
boo,  would  hare  saved  them  much  unjust  suffering,  and  the  country  an  im- 
mense wuuunt  of  money,  which  was  all  needed  in  the  civil  war  that  followed. 

During  the  struggle  for  the  supremacy  of  the  glorious  Union  to  which  the 
people  of  Utab  have  been  ever  attached,  although  no  draft  was  made  upon 
kraoos  for  regular  military  service,  because  ebe  was  but  a  Territorial  de- 
fmifaej,  yet  when  called  upon  by  the  parent  government  for  important 
vi,  tk*r  reaponded  in  aucb  a  manner  aa  to  elicit  the  thanks  of  the  Presi- 
dtoL  Within  twenty-four  houra  after  a  dispatch  from  President  Lincoln  was 
neived,  culling  for  men  to  protect  the  mail  and  government  trains  from  the 
■UmIu  of  tbe  wild  tribes  of  the  plains,  a  body  of  Utah  militia  were  in  the 
aiila,  armed  and  equipped  for  the  fray,  snd  moving  en  route  for  the  acene  of 
adfa,  where  they  performed  signal  aervice  agkioat  the  Indians,  and  pro- 
mU  lauiy  helpless  traveling  citizens  who  were  on  their  way  to  the  Pacific 
fOHt  Yet  this  very  militia  were  forbidden  in  1870  by  proclamation  of  a 
Filial  GoTerour  w  drill,  muster  or  assemble  for  any  purpose.  In  conae- 
fMce  of  this  arbitrary  order,  one  that  was  in  direct  violation  of  a  Con- 
nJiiuional  provision,  the  cllizena  in  the  outlying  settlements  were  exposed  to 
Mineonions  of  Burage  tribes,  who  were  thus  encouraged  to  make  raids  upon 
Ikin  bec&uae  any  organiied  assistance  from  the  militia  would  be  in  violation 
<(  the  Governor's  proclamation.  So  far  was  this  order  carried  into  effect, 
iikt'the  aid  of  Tuderftl  soldiers  was  invoked  to  prevent  the  marching  of  a 
sei^uy  uf  militia  in  Salt  Lake  City,  in  a  public  celebratiou  of  tbe  anni- 
•onry  uf  Americuo  Independence. 

poring  the  period  of  this  invasion  of  the  Constitutional  rights  of  citicens, 
sQuef  Jiuuce,  newly  appointed,  joined  with  other  officials  In  an  attack  upuu 
Iks  people  to  deprive  them,  under  color  of  law,  of  rights  vested  in  them  by 
%Oix*niG  AcL    In  Washington  City  he  proclaimed: 

'^hn  uiiaaiun  which  Gi>d  has  culled  upon  me  to  perfrom  in  Utah  is  aa 
■ach  above  tbe  duties  of  other  courts  and  judges  as  the  heavens  are  above 
AajMitlt;  and  whsnereror  wherever  I  may  find  the  local  or  Federal  laws 

fctiug  or  interfering  therewith,  by  Qod's  blesaiug  I  shall  trample  th«ni 
my  feet." 
reault  of  his  remarkable  maladministration  of  justice  was,  that  at- 
hnjs  refused  to  irastthscasesoftheir  clients  for  adjudication;  the  busineta 
m£s  at  the  variuuB  courts  was  entirely  blocked,  and  respectable  Ameriean 
c^nw  languished  ia  prison  unable  to  secure  trial,  while  criminals  of  thu 
Mnt  notoriouit  cliuracter  were  permitted  to  run  at  large.  In  many  instances 
ailQ^owti  and  worthy  citizens  wen  incarcerated  merely  on  auspicion,  and 
isUUra  placed  in  durance  vile  on  the  testimouy  uf  men  wbuee  oath  would 
MhA  taken  in  ths  m«A  trivial  civil  casa  Judicial  chaos  reigned  supreme 
aVUtherto  peaceful,  quiet  and  weU  ordered  community. 
ibSvpreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  after  a  full  and  eomplete  invettl- 
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gatioD,  reversed  nearly  all  the  decisions  of  the  Federal  coorta  in  this  Terri* 
tory  then  rendered,  the  Chief  Justice  was  removed,  and  order  was  agaiir 
restored. 

We  refrain  from  enumerating  many  of  the  annoyances  to  which  the  people 
of  Utah  have  been  exposed  through  the  overbearing  and  oppressive  acts  of 
imported  officials,  but  must  draw  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  ta 
the  course  pursued  by  the  present  executive.  From  the  first  he  has  allied 
himself  with  a  clique  of  adventurers,  busy  in  stirring  up  mischief  and  ciroa- 
lating  false  rumors  for  the  purpose  of  provoking  ulterior  measures  that  may 
result  in  their  possible  advantage.  With  nothing  to  lose  and  everything  to 
gain,  any  turn  of  the  wheel,  so  long  as  it  be  in  the  direction  of  a  revolution, 
may  bring  up  something  to  their  pecuniary  advantage.  He  has  taken  the 
stump  in  their  interest,  publicly  insulted  peaceable  and  respected  citizens  by 
untruthful  allegations,  and  arrogated  to  himself  extraordinary  prerogativeA. 
At  the  canvass  for  the  election  of  1889,  he  issued  a  certificate  of  election  to* 
his  friend,  the  minority  candidate,  who  received  but  1,357  votes,  while  the 
candidate  of  the  people  received  18,568  votes.  And  the  only  excuse  he  could 
offer  for  this  flagrant  violation  of  his  oath  to  uphold  the  law— the  laws  of 
Congress  requiring  the  Governor  to  "  declare  elected  the  person  having  tbo 
greatest  number  of  votes,  and  to  issue  a  certificate  accordingly" — was  that  the 
minority  candidate  was  "  the  person  who  being  a  citizen  had  the  greatort 
number  of  votes.''  He  thus  assumed  both  judicial  and  legislative  powem 
Judicial,  in  passing  upon  the  citizenship  of  a  candidate  who  had  served  in. 
Congress  for  several  terms,  and  whose  citizenship  bad  been  acknowledged  by 
that  body  which  alone  held  the  right  to  judge  of  the  qualifitation  of  its  meift- 
bers;  and  legislative,  in  adding  in  the  certificate  to  the  law  of  Congress  gov» 
eming  his  duty  the  words  **  being  a  citizen."  By  this  assumption  and  un- 
lawful exercise  of  power  he  rendered  void  the  franchises  of  more  than  18,00^ 
citizens,  representing  the  overwhelming  majority  of  the  population.  We  aio 
here  reminded  of  the  striking  words  of  the  lamented  Garfield: 

"If  in  other  lands  it  be  high  treason  to  compass  the  death  of  the  king;  it 
should  be  counted  no  less  a  crime  here  to  strangle  the  sovereign  power  and 
stifle  its  voice." 

He  has  on  several  occasions  attempted  to  place  in  the  local  officer,  for  tbo 
purpose'  of  controling  and  disbursing  the  Territorial  finances,  irresponsiUo 
individuals  who  are  the  open  enemies  of  the  people.  This  he  has  done  undw 
a  pretended  construction  of  the  Organic  Act,  but  contrary  to  positive  enaet» 
ment  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  signed  by  his  predecessors,  virtuaU^f 
sanctioned  by  Congre^,  and  deemed  valid  because  of  rulings  rendered  hfr 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  He  has,  by  an  arbitrary  exerciw 
of  the  veto  power,  refused  to  sign  biUs  enacted  by  the  Legislature  unlati 
provisions  were  incorporated  therein  in  harmony  with  his  personal  designa 
and  in  extension  of  his  executive  powers.  Even  the  educational  interests  of 
the  Territory  have  been  hampered  and  obstructed  by  his  tyranny,  and  tha 
Legislature  have  been  prevented  from  appropriating  the  money  of  the  peopl#= 
whom  they  represent,  for  university  purposes,  according  to  the  public  de^n 
He  has  endeavoted  to  injure  the  people  whose  interests  he  should  labor  to^ 
subserve,  by  attempting  to  inflame  the  public  mind  in  his  oflUcial  utterant

^and  docaments,  and  to  iDfluence  your  honorable  body  to  take  extreme  meas- 
•iires  towards  this  Ttrritory,  by  which  the  extraordinary  powers  vested  in  the 
^ZBcntiTe  shall  be  enlarged  to  the  extent  of  complete  despotism.  To  further 
this  object,  his  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  his  message  to  your 
memorialists  were  drawn  up,  containing  many  absolute  falsehoods  and  mis- 
fspresentations  and  distortions  of  facts  and  conditions,  against  "^hich  we 
etraestly  protest,  and  concerning  which  we  desire  and  ask  for  impartial  in- 
tostigation. 

It  was  in  consequence  of  some  of  these  inaccurate  and  specious  statements 
'tkat  the  act  of  Congress  known  as  the  Edmunds  law  was  hurriedly  passed, 
without  full  debate,  to  satisfy  the  clamor  of  the  multitude  raised  without 
•nason  and  provoked  by  calumny.  Under  the  provisions  of  that  law  many 
.  «Mistitational  guarantees  have  been  ignored,  and  thousands  of  citizens  have 
been  deprived  of  vested  rights,  of  that  valuable  property,  the  elective  fran- 
diise,  which  they  had  exercised  for  many  years,  without  any  process  of  law. 
This  summary  punishment  was  inflicted  upon  them  without  indictments  and 
'without  trial,  by  the  operation  of  a  test- oath  which  virtually  made  them 
witnesses  against  themselves,  and  which  was  ex  poste  facto  in  its  effects.  This 
*oath  has  been  imposed  upon  the  whole  body  of  citizens  without  authority  of 
kw,  being  formulated  by  the  Utah  Commission,  on  whom  no  legislative 
powers  were  conferred  by  the  Edmunds  law,  from  which  their  authority  is 
•okly  derived.    It  is  as  follows :

tion exist  between  me  and  any  woman  which  has  been  entered  into,  or  con- 
trnned  in  violation  of  the  said  laws  of  the  United  States  prohibiting  bigamy 
-«  polygamy;  (and  if  a  woman)  that  I  am  not  the  wife  of  a  polygamist,  nor 
have  I  entered  into  any  relation  with  any  man  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the 
Vnited  States  concerning  polygamy  or  bigamy.

Tour  honorable  body  will  perceive  that  under  this  oath,  while  men  who 
■coliabit  with  more  than  on^  woman  "  in  the  marriage  relation"  are  excluded 
hma  voting  and  holding  office,  persons  who  commit  the  most  flagrant  sexual 
crimes  are  permitted  to  exercise  the  elective  franchise,  and  are  eligible  for 
•any  official  position,  so  long  as  their  filthy  acts  are  outside  of  the  marriage 
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relation.    These  words  we  submit  are  an  interpolation,  and  are  contrary 

the  language  and  intent  of  the  Edmunds  law.    And  they  were  first  nsed'l 

the  present  Ezecutire  of  this  Territory,  who  compelled  every  applicaoti 

the  office  of  notary  public  to  take  an  oath  containing  that  phrase,  for  tl 

purpose  of  excluding  polygamists  and  admitting  libertines  and  notori^ 

debauchees. 

The  Commission  who,  usurping  legislative  functions,  enacted  this  t^ 

oath,  were,  by  the  provisions  of  the  Edmunds  law,  authorized  to  remain 

office  until  the  Legislative  Assembly  should  provide  for  the  registiation  ta 

election  offices  made  vacant  by  the  law  and  subject  to  the  appointing  poiv 

of  the  Commission.    Your  memorialists  respectfully  represent  that  they  hm 

provided  for  the  filling  of  those  offices,  and  have  passed  an  election  law; 

they  believe,  in  full  conformity  to  the  Edmunds  law  and  other  acts  of  Go 

gress,  and  incorporating  the  oath  here  annexed  to  be  taken  by  all  applicau 

for  registration,  in  order  to  exercise  the  elective  franchise:

This  bill,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  presented,  was  vetoed  by  Govepp 
Murray.  Your  memorialists  claim  that  it  is  strictly  conformable  to  thol^ 
of  the  United  States,  and  a  measure  needful  to  the  present  interests  ofiC 
Territory,  and  that  if  the  provision  extending  the  elective  franchise  to  pi 
sons  not  fully  clothed  with  the  habiliments  of  citizenship  was  objeetionaU 
it  might  have  been  expunged  without  impairing  the  remainder  of  the  bo 
And  yet  it  is  in  accord  with  Section  1860  of  the  Revised  Statutes  off  t] 
United  States,  which  confers  power  upon  the  Territories  thus  to  extend  .ii 
franchise.  The  oath  presented  in  the  bill  is  free  from  the  immoral  and  H 
unlawful  features  of  the  test-oath  enacted  by  the  Commissioners,  but  waa  ti 
comprehensive  for  the  Governor,  as  it  would  exclude  from  the  prtviiegai 
voting,  and  consequently  of  local  office-holding,  all  persons  who  am  dB 
qualified  by  anp  law  of  Congress  or  of  the  Territory.  By  vetoing:  the  bi 
the  Governor  has  defeated  the  intention  of  your  honorable  body  to  dispen 
with  the  services  of  the  Utah  Commission,  so  soon  as  the  conduct  ofi  electioi 
was  placed  in  the  hands  of  non-polygamous  officers  appointed  under  the  loc 
lawa  The  evident  object  of  this  veto  is  to  continue  the  Commiasioneia:: 
office,  and  to  provoke  additional  Congressional  legislation  by  whiohithe  ia^i 
political  liberty  yet  left  to  the  citizens  of  this  Territory  may  ba:  jet  f aflh 
diminished,  and  his  gubernatorial  domination  may  be  extended^ 
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Another  instance  of  his  arbitrary  exerciue  of  the  Teto  power  is  the  con- 
taDptaons  manner  in  which  he  treated  the  bill  passed  by  your  memorialists^ 
spportioning  the  representation  of  the  Territory.  In  the  Governor's  message 
to  the  Legislature,  he  recommended  a  new  apportionment,  '*  giving  to  each 
loeality  baring  the  necessary  population,  the  right  to  choose  its  own  mem- 
bem"  Yuar  memorialists  promptly  passed  a  bill  apportioning  the  repre- 
asntation  according  to  the  population  of  the  Turious  districts.  This  was  re- 
tamed  to  the  Legislature  unapproved,  with  the  statement  by  the  Qovernor, 
that  **  the  census  of  1880  entitles  every  12,000  of  population  to  one  repre- 
mtatiTe  in  the  Council,  and  every  6,000  of  population  to  one  representative 
ia  the  House  of  Representatives."  The  message  closed  with  the  following 
piragraph: 

"  If  the  Legislature  will  pass  an  act  apportioning  the  Territory  into  twel/a 
Council  districts  and  twenty-four  Representative  districts,  as  near  as  may  he 
upon  the  foregoing  basis,  where  each  councilor  and  representative  is  to  be 
voted  for  separately,  I  will  be  (leased  to  approve  the  same."

A  GBEAT  many  of  the  Saints  in  this  land  are  looking  anxiously  for  deliver- 
ance from  Babylon,  and  indulging  in  fond  anticipations  of  future  enjoyment 
with  the  body  of  the  Church  in  the  Zion  of  the  west    The  desire  to  gather  is 
a  very  proper  one  for  every  Saint  to  enjoy.    We  rather  feel  to  encourage  this 
desire  than  to  discourage  those  who  entertain  it,  for  we  realize  that  the  time 
is  fast  approaching  when  predicted  judgments  will  overtake  those  nstioas 
which  have  so  long  had  a  chance  of  hearing  the  Qospel  and  have  tamed  a 
deaf  ear  to  it  or  totally  rejected  it     We  realize,  too,  that  the  only  way  ths 
Saints  who  are  scattered  abioad  throughout  Babylon  can  hope  to  escsps    i 
these  judgments  is  by  obeying  the  warning  ii^uction:  ^*  Come  out  of  her,  mf 
people,  that  ye  be  not  partakers  of  her  sins,  and  that  ye  receive  not  of  her 
plagues.    For  her  sins  have  reached  unto  heaven,  and  God  hath  remembered 
her  iniquities.''    Wt  feel  it  our  duty,  however,  to  impress  upon  thoee  who 
intend  to  emigrate,  that  they  must  not  be  influenced  in  doing  so  by  the  ex- 
pectation of  bettering  their  circumstances  in  a  worldly  point  of  view,  or  a( 
escaping  the  trouble  and  care  and  labor  involved  in  making  a  living  for  them-   ;^ 
'  selves  and  those  depending  upon  them  for  support  in  the  land  of  their  birtL  ^ 
If  such  be  their  expectation  in  emigrating,  they  are  very  apt  to  meet  witi  * 
.disappointment  on  reaching  their  destination.     So  far  from  such  being  thi  - 
feelings  of  the  Saints  in  emigrating  from  this  land,  they  should  go  prepared    ^■ 
to  endure  all  the  hardships  they  have  been  used  to  here  and  others  also,  soick 
as  are  incident  to  all  newly-settled  countries.     They  should  go  prepared  to 
practice  self-denial  in  the  extreme,  and  to  labor  with  redoubled  energy  imtS. 
they  can  make  a  fresh  start  in  life.    They  should  not  go  feeling  that  they  UB 
by  so  doing  conferring  a  favor  upon  those  who  have  preceded  them  to  tkf^ 
land  of  Zion,  and  who  perchance  may  have  kindly  assisted  them  to  gather* 
but  rather  feeling  that  they  are  tke  favored  ones,  and  be  grateful  aocoidr 
ingly.    They  should  go  with  a  determination  to  be  self-helpful  and  i 
pendent  as  far  as  possible,  and  not  feeling  that  relatives,  or  friends,  or 
quaintances,   or  the  Church  are  under  any  obligation   to  provide  for  thfli^ 
wants.    They  should  not  go  expecting  to  be  honored  and  courted  for 
ability  or  wisdom  that  they  imagine  themselves  to  be  the  possessors  of, 
which  indeed  they  may  possess,  but  rather  in  a  spirit  of  humility  and  witfaoa^ 
pretentions  or  ambition  for  power  or  place  or  honors  of  men.     They  shouUL 
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JBO  aoaelfiahly,  conscientiously —because  it  is  a  requirement  of  the  Almighty 
to  gather  to  Zion;  because  there  are  blessings  to  be  obtained  there  that  can- 
not be  bad  in  Babylon;  because  there  is  a  work  iucumbent  up«n  every  Saint 
of  God  to  perform  that  cannot  be  done  ebewhere;  because  it  is  a  duty  that 
OTery  Saint  owes,  not  only  to  himseif,  but  to  his  progenitors  who  have  passed 
mway  and  to  his  posterity  coming  after  him,  that  he  should  go  there  and 
masiat  in  building  temples  to  the  Most  High  and  take  part  in  the  ordinances 
pertainiog  thereto.  They  should  go  there  with  a  desire  to  save  their  own 
aonls  and  assist  by  all  the  means  in  their  power  in  saving  others.  They 
should  go  feeling  willing  to  allow  their  time  and  talents  and  all  they  possess 
or  may  acquire  to  be  devoted  to  the  service  of  the  Almighty,  to  the  spread 
of  truth  and  the  building  up  of  the  kingdom  of  God. 

They  should  go  honorably,  leaving  no  obligations  in  this  land  unsettled, 

mod  without  wronging  any  person,  even  their  bitterest  enemy,  in  the  least. 

They  should  go  able  to  hold  their  heads  up  and  to  look  all  men  in  the  face 

without  any  sense  of  fear  or  shame.    If  they  receive  assistance  from  others 

in  emigrating,  they  should  go  determined  to  earn  and  pay  back  the  amount 

adTnnoed  to  them  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  before  they  spend 

.  .anything  for  self-indulgence.    Nor  should  they  spend  anything  unnecessarily 

npon  the  journey,  but  rather  remember  that  whether  they  have  means  of 

*  their  own  with  which  to  emigrate,  or  have  to  borrow  from  others,  it  behooves 

them  to  be.  .economical.    A  feeling  of  false  and  foolish  pride  has  led  many 

^  .Jp^nons  into  unnecessary  expenditure  for  cabin  or  intermediate  fare  across 

.  .the  ocean  which  they  have  been  led  to  regret  when  too  late.    They  can  spend 

the  money  to  better  advantage  after  they  reach  their  destination. 

Bnainessin  some  lines  is  rather  unsettled  now  in  the  United  States,  owing 
'^'to  Terioos  canses.  News  has  just  reached  us  of  the  failure  of  nine  banks  in 
'  tibe  city  of  New  York  in  one  day.  Utah  feels  its  full  share  of  the  general 
depression.  Money  is  now  scarce,  and  employment  not  so  plentiful  as  it  has 
heeii«  but  if  people  who  go  there  are  prepared  to  turn  their  hands  to  any- 
lluag,  and  accept  such  work  as  they  can  get,  and  be  satisfied  with  it,  while 
tbej  cannot  get  what  they  would  like,  they  certainly  stand  a  much  better 
chance  than  those  did  who  went  there  during  the  early  days  of  the  settle- 
nent  of  that  country.  Then  starvation  stared  them  in  the  face,  for  food  was 
acarce  and  high-priced,  but  now  it  is  both  cheap  and  plentiful. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  develop  the  latent  resources  of  Utah,  to  estab- 
tih  home  industries  to  furnish  employment  for  the  growing  population,  and 
■  to  mannfacture  articles  for  exportation  instead  of  having  to  import  so  much; 
bnt  to  do  this  and  turn  the  tide  of  commerce,  will  require  a  great  amount  of 
tiBfgetic  labor,  patience,  self-denial  and  union  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
feople.  Those  who  go  there  shouLl  be  prepared  for  all  this;  and,  in  addition, 
^9f  should  be  prepared  to  endure  any  amount  of  persecution  the  Lord  may 
•US  fit  to  allow  their  enemies  to  inflict  upon  them  on  account  of  their  religion. 
Ikey  should  be  prepared  to  find  there  as  bitter  enemies  to  the  cause  of  God  as 
tie  to  be  found  in  the  world.  They  should  not  pin  their  faith  to  any  man,  but 
kaUe,  with  the  help  of  the  Lord,  and  through  their  own  knowledge  of  the 
tnith  of  the  Gospel,  to  stand  firm  and  true  to  the  cause  they  have  espoused, 
Ihongh  all  their  fellows  should  falter  and  turn  away.

ABSTRACT  OF  CORRESPONDENCE. 

NEWS  FROM  THE  SOUTHEBN  STATES  MISSION. 

Elder  Geo.  J.  Woodbury  writing  from  Venus,  Lawnmce  Ca,  Tenneae^ 
April  19,  1884,  says: 

**  Since  my  arriTal  here  I  hare  labored  in  connection  with  Elder  Foliar,  moit  of  Hi*- 
time  in  this  county;  but  as  he  has  been  appointed  to  preside  over  this  Conference,  I  will 
no  doubt  lose  his  company  soon.  However,  I  should  not  feel  bad,  for  he  deaerves  ih«* 
office  he  is  called  to  filL  He  has  done  a  great  deal  of  good  for  the  spread  of  truth  in  iliis* 
land. 

"  Since  I  came  here,  Nov.  1, 1883,  we  have  held  fifty-nine  meetings  and  baptised  twenty- 
five  persona,  quite  a  number  of  whom  will  probably  emigrate  in  the  falL     The  worit  is* 
profj^ressing,  and  I  believe  that  there  will  be  two  or  three  in  this  field  who  will  oonM.iii* 
at  the  gate  soon,  and  not  seek  to  climb  up  some  other  way.     I  think  we  are  g«|aip)|^ 
friends  all  the  time,  although  the  feeling  against  us  is  very  bitter  in  some  parta  of  this* 
oeunty.    Last  Sunday  Elder  J.  A.  Ross  and  I  went  and  held  meeting  on  Sugar  Craekp. 
distant  some  twenty  miles.    We  had  a  very  good  attendance  at  the  meeting,  and  aa  ifc> 
was  my  first  trip  there,  Elder  Ross  wished  me  to  speak.     Of  course  I  was  triad  to  hftvw 
the  privilege,  and  spoke  for  about  an  hour.    As  soon  as  our  meeting  was  thrvugb,  one  cC 
the  Gampbellite  Brethren  (of  whom  there  are  a  good  many  in  that  section  of  counfay,^ 
assailed  us.    We  gave  him  to  understand  that  if  we  talked  to  him  he  musi  stiek  to  tfio 
law  and  the  testimony,  to  which  he  agreed.     The  crowd  stayed,  and  we  had 
meeting  as  long  as  the  first,  but  he  soon  got  through  with  the  Bible,  and,  aa  ia 
with  them,  began  repeating  newspaper  stories  and  fiction  abant  the  *  Monnsna,' and    \ 
abusing  them  with  his  tongue.    He  wound  up  by  telling  me  that  I  was  a  nioe-loakiaif 
young  man,  and  a  smart  fellow,  but  that  I  had  the  *  Mormon'  yoke  on  so  tight  that  k* 
thought  I  was  lost.    We  were  informed  that  we  were  likely  to  be  mobbed  that  nighty  bvl 
we  were  not  troubled.    We  will  hold  meeting  there  again  on  the  last  Sunday  in  tUi    ^ 
month.    We  expect  to  have  President  Roberts  to  hold  Gonferenoe  with  ns  at  Venw  nn    ^ 
the  Srd  and  4th  of  May,  when  we  hope  to  have  a  time  of  rejoicing,  as  there  will  boqolta    * 
a  number  of  Elders  there  from  the  dififerent  fields  in  the  Conference. 

**  A  lady  died  here  lately  with  the  measles,  and  we  were  invited  by  her  father-in-law  ^ 
to  sit  up  with  the  family  night  before  last,  and  sing  and  talk  to  them.  So  after  t>*»l<Bty  -^ 
meeting  on  Sunday,  we  walked  some  five  miles  to  the  place,  and  found  quite  a  hooiefal 
of  people  present  Among  the  rest  was  the  County  Judge.  Things  went  oflF  Tety  T&oitf 
till  near  midnight,  when  the  judge  said  he  wanted  to  know  something  abont  Moniia 
polygamy,  and  wished  us  to  tell  him  the  straight  of  it  So  we  talked  on  that  and  kindnd 
points  till  nearly  morning,  and  I  trust  that  good  will  result  from  it,  as  we  were  wmf 
kindly  invited  back.

Well,  I  can  lay  that  I  nerer  felt  as  well  repaid  for  six  months'  work  in  my  life  as  I 
do  for  my  missionary  experience.  I  thank  God  that  I  was  counted  worthy  to  come  an<l 
labor  for  a  season  in  spreading  the  truth  and  helping  to  warn  this  wayward  generation, 
asd  rmlling  them  to  repent  and  turn  unto  the  Lord. 

**  The  people  here  are  mostly  very  poor,  but  when  they  are  friends  they  are  solid  ones.*'* 

BRIGHT  HOPES.

A  GOOD  DAY  IN  THE  MANCHESTBB  CONFERENCE.

'At  our  first  meeting,  which  commenced  at  2-30  p. m.  and  continued  till  4  o'clock^'

FROM  THE  GERMAN  MISSION. 

Elder  F.  M.  Lyman,  jun.,  writes  to  us  from  Mannheim,  Baden,  Germsoyy 
May  7,  1884,  as  follows: 

'*  Our  feeble  efforts  in  this  country  make  an  impression  once  in  a  while,  but  it  ii  indn4 
a  work  to  get  the  people  to  thinking  for  themselves,  as  they  have  never  done  batt«y 
little  in  that  line.  They  have  an  idea  that  their  souls  are  in  the  hands  of  their  pMd^ 
and  that  no  personal  efforts  are  necessary.  They  all  acknowledge  the  correctness  of  tfV 
teachings,  but  they  are  generally  satisfied  to  believe  without  obeying.  I  have  beooM* 
regular  Dutchman  in  my  habits,  although  not  yet  perfect  in  the  language.  T^  cnsto^f 
of  the  country  are  no  stumbling-block  to  me.  'Sour  kreut*  is  a  dainty  dish;  infaofeil 
can  eat  almost  ansrthing  but  horse  flesh,  and  I  eat  that  sometimes  when  I  don't  know  t)N 
difference.  Many  complain  of  too  much  soup,  but  I  get^very  hungry  for  it  sometini 
when  out  on  a  trip  for  two  or  three  weeks.  The  people  are  very  good  and  generons,  $• 
especially  to  strangers.  The  Germans  have  a  fiery  temper,  but  the  Gospel  tones  tiMi 
down  nicely,  when  they  will  obey  it.  They  are  great  for  their  wine,  beer,  etc;«and»  I 
fact,  they  smoke  sometimes. 
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"I  was  tamed  looee  in  Stuttgart  on  my  arrival  with  Brother  F.  Schoenfeld  in  that 
to  fiad  my  way  through  the  country  and  to  warn  the  people.  I  have  been  alono 
iBoe,  and  oonsider  it  the  greatest  blessing  that  could  have  been  bestowed  upon  mo 
k  learning  the  language.  I  am  among  the  people  and  tell  them  to  criticise  me  contin- 
Mfiy,  that  I  may  learn  properly,  I  try  to  speak  according  to  the  *high'  Grerman8,|b«t  it 
■  almost  impossible,  as  the  people  here  have  their  pecular  dialect,  and  I  get  many  •£ 
woirds  and  customs.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  staying  two  nights  with  a  Saxon  who 
correctly,  and  from  whom  I  learned  many  items.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  oS 
quite  a  number  of  persons.  I  have  also  made  several  feeble  efforts  at  speaking 
k  pobKc.  We  have  the  finest  of  weather.  I  have  not  had  a  sign  of  a  cold;  my  health  is 
here  than  at  home.  We  have  held  no  meetings  in  Mannheim  as  yet,  but  are  in 
of  receiving  the  privilege  of  doing  so  soon.  The  police  are  men,  and  when  an 
ifpoctimity  oomes  I  bear  testimony  to  them. 

**  On  Sunday  last  we  walked  about  two  hours  (or  six  miles),  and  held  a  meeting  in 
fas  grove,  and  I  believe  that  some  good  was  done."

UTAH    IN    CONGRESS. 


Ok  Monday,  March  31,  1884,  Hon.  John  T.  Caine,  Delegate  from  Utah,  sub- 
mitted to  the  House  of  Representatives  the  memorial  from  the  Legialatm 
Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  protesting  against  the  passage  of  bills  non 
pending  in  Congress  or  any  other  measures  inimical  to  the  people  of  saidTer- 
Titory,  until  after  a  full  investigation  by  a  Congressional  committee.  It  wai 
read  the  first  and  second  times,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Territories  and 
ordered  to  be  printed. 

On  the  same  day  Delegate  Singiser,  of  Idaho,  introduced  the  followiog 
bill  (H.  R  6,395,)  which  was  also  read  twice  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Territories  and  ordered  to  be  printed: 

*' A  bill  prescribing  a  certain  oath  to  be  taken  by  persons  offering  to  file 
np'Mi  or  enter  any  public  land  of  the  United  States  situated  in  the  Territories 
of  Idiiho  and  Utah. 

''  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  •f  Representatives  of  the  Uoited 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  in  the  entry  of,  or  the  maltiof 
of  a  iiliog  upon,  any  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  situated  in  the 
Territories  of  Idaho  and  Utah,  the  registers  and  receivers  of  the  seTerai  Iwltf 
offices  situated  in  said  Territories  may  require  the  person  making  a  filing  upM 
the  public  lands  as  aforesaid,  or  offering  to  make  final  proof  cm  the  sauM^  Hi 
take  the  following  oath,  namely: 

**  *  I, ,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  am  not  a  bigamist  or  poljf* 

aniist,  and  that  I  am  not  living  or  cohabiting  with  more  than  one  wife*  and 
that  I  am  not  a  member  of  any  social,  civil,  political  or  religious  sucietj, 
body,  organization,  or  sect  which  authorizes,  requires,  sanctitms,  suffera,  M 
pertn'its  the  practice  of  bigamy,  polygamy,  or  any  form  of  so-called  celefltisJ 
phirai  marriage  or  concubinage,  under  any  name,  form  or  pretense  whatever, 
or  which  authorize,  sanctions,  requires,  or  iitrmits  the  promulgation  of  «tiy 
doeirrual  rite,  or  th^  performance  of  any  socJiUed  religious  ceremony,  or  die 
practice  of  any  secret  artitice  or  device  whereby  one  man  may  be  rtquirMl, 
■ai>thhrized,  suffered,  or  permitted  to  have,  live,  or  cohabit  with  mora  thn 
•one  living  and  undivorced  wife  at  one  and  the  same  time;  and  I  take  tlu 
oath  without  any  mental  reservation  whatever:  so  help  me  GKxi.' 

**Be&  8.  That  in  case  of  a  refural  to  take  the  foregoing  oath  when  required 
to  do  so,  or  the  lakmg  of  said  oath  falsely,  the  land  upon  which  a  filing  te 
fin.il  proof  is  offered  bhall  revert  to  the  United  States,  MiJ^t  to  entry  bjmay 
other  person.  •    .  *^

While  Almond  Whittle,  aged  18,  and  Joseph  Eckersley,  aged  14,  both  of 
Bichmond,  Cache  Co.,  were  hunting  snipes  in  Coveville  fields  on  the  9th  ult., 
Ihe  gun  of  the  former  w.-is  accidentally  discharged,  burying  the  load  of  shot 
in  the  hip  and  groiu  of  Eckersley,  who  died  from  the  effects  of  the  wound  on 
tJM  12th. 

Nelson  S.  Hollingshead  and  his  son,  boih  residents  of  MinersTille,  Beaver 
Cb.,  had  their  team  run  away  with  them  on  xhe  10th  ult,  when,  through  one 
4f  the  wheels  striking  a  large  rock,  both  were  thrown  out  of  the  wagon  a  dis- 
Ittoe  of  fifteen  or  twenty  feet  and  ren<lered  unconscious.  The  boy  soon 
oliied^  hot  the  father,  after  lingering  until  the  16th,  died  of  his  injuries.

ADOFTBD  BY  THS  LBOISLATIYE  ASSEMBLY   OF  THE  TERRITORY  OF  UTAH, 

MARCH   13,   1884.

ANOTHER  bill  was  drawn  up  in  exact  conformity  to  the    Governor's 
suggestion  and  promise,  a  copy  of  wkich  is  presented   herewith;    it 
passed  both  houses  of  the  Assembly,  and  was  duly  forwarded  to  him  fof 
ijgnatare.     But  he  forfeited  his  pledged  agreement,  and  treated  the  bill  with^ 
ihe  contempt  of  utter  silence,  neither  approving  nor  rejecting  it;   and  such  is' 
tke  dependent  condition  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  that  it  does  not  need  the 
alaolute  veto  of  the  Governor  to  render  void  tn  act  passed  by  the  people's 
dketed  representatives,  but  his  neglect  to  sign  it  is  more  mighty  than  tksi 
combined  labors  of  thirty-six  legislators  chosen  by  ballot  to  express  tha 
Vopolsr  will    The  object  of  this  insulting  treatment  of  the  Legislature  was^ 
^■ikhout  doubt,  to  leave  the  way  open  for  the  passage  of  a  measure  now  before 
fnor  honorable  body,  giving  the  Governor  alone  the  right  to  make  the  ap- 
l^tionment  of  the  representation,  although  a  very  good  law  for  this  purposs 
IMnd  in  1880,  and  signed  by  his  immediate  predecessor,  is  now  upon  thf 
Isiitorial  statute  book,  and  there  is  no  real  necessity  for  any  radical  changs? 
Tour  memorialists  submit  that  the  political  situation  in  Utah  is  thisi 
'(Ar-fifths  of  the  voting  population,  after  excluding  all  who  have  been  dis* 
Ittlifisd  by  the  rulings  of  the  Utah  Commission  and  their  extreme  coii<i> 
itnction  of  the  Edmunds  law,  belong  to  what  is  called  the  People's  partjr 
^represent  at  least  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  entire  population  of  this  Terri- 
^f.   The  other  portion  chiefly  belong  to  what  is  called  the  Liberal  party* 
fti  great  fault  of  the  majority  seems  to  be  that  they  select  persons  from 
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among  themselves  to  represent  them  and  manage  their  local  affairs.  No 
person  who  has  ever  lived  in  the  practice  of  polygamy  is  now  permitted  to 
Tote  or  hold  any  office,  therefore  there  can  be  no  legal  reason  offered  why  the 
great  ninjority  of  the  voting  citizens  should  not  choose  their  local  officers 
from  among  their  own  number.  The  only  portion  of  the  Territorial  gotrern- 
ment  under  the  control  of  the  people  is  the  Legislature,  with  the  addition  of 
a  few  ministerial  officers  to  handle  the  funds  raised  by  local  taxation  under 
the  Tc-rritorial  laws.  The  judicial  nnd  executive  departments  are  in  th« 
entire  control  of  the  national  government,  and  all  such  offices  are  filled  by 
national  appointment.  These,  with  other  officials  under  Federal  anthoritj, 
including  nearly  all  the  postmasters,  are  numbered  with  the  '*  Liberal"  party, 
whici),  though  in  so  smull  a  minority,  aims  at  the  control  of  the  only  portioa 
•f  the  local  government  left  to  the  people.  And  because  the  great  body  of 
the  citizens  refuse  to  accept  the  nominees  of  the  minority,  the  proposition  is 
made  to  u'oolish  the  Legislature,  whose  members  are  elected  by  the  people^ 
and  es'aiilish  in  its  stead  a  commission  appointed  by  the  President  and  Senata 
of  the  United  States,  and  thus  sweep  away  from  the  Territory  the  last  vestiga 
of  republican  government.  It  should  be  remembered  that  to-day  the  law- 
makiu'^depirtment,  elected  by  the  people,  is  at  the  mercy  of  the  appointed 
exticurivL*  in  the  enactment  of  any  law.  The  Quvernor  holds  the  power  of 
absoluie  v<.  to,  and  no  two-thirds  or  even  unanimous  vote  of  the  Legislataia 
avails  against  his  individual  dictum  or  simple  indisposition  to  append  to  a 
bill  his  signature;  at  the  same  time  your  honorable  body  exercises  the  powar 
Dot  oiiiy  to  disapprove  of  any  local  enactmrnt  which  the  Qovernor  may  feel 
inclined  to  sign,  but  also  to  legislate  directly  for  the  Territory.  So  while  tba 
local  Legislature  cannot  enact  any  laws  without  the  consent  of  the  Qovernor 
and  t'je  approval  of  Congress,  laws  can  be  and  are  enacted  by  Conm'eas  witk* 
out  any  voice  or  consent  of  the  people  who  are  to  be  governed. by  them.  Wa 
r^pectfully  ask  if  this  is  not  sufficient  national  control  and  supervision  over 
Che  otdy  shred  of  political  power  left  to  the  large  body  of  American  citiaeaa 
^ho  comimse  the  voting  population  of  this  Territory. 

We  respectfully  submit  that  the  bills  now  pending  in  Congress  in  referenea 
io  Utah,  are  manifestly  unjust  and  altogether  unnecessary,  to  say  nothing  of 
{heir  utter  incompatibility  with  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  Constitution  of 
ihe  L^nited  States.    Not  only  is  no  good  and  sufficient  reason  advanced  for    f 
die  substitution  of  a  legislative  commission  for  the  Legislative  Assembly  of    f 
Utah,  but  the  measure  would  be  without  precedent  in  the  history  of  our 
country.    The  territory  northwest  of  the  Ohio  was  not  govbmed  in  any  sack 
iirbitrary  manner  as  is  proposed  in  these  bills,  bat  guarantees  for  local  stlf- 
Jtovemment  were  given,  to  take  effect  when  the  then  sparsely  settled  distrietl 
^ould  contaia  inhabitants  numbering  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  preeent 
(k>pulation  of  the  Territory  of  Utah.     There  is  no  parallel  between  the  tm 
it  any  other  section  of  the  country  whieh  has  been  temporarily  governed  tif 
ftiwons  appointed  by  the  President  and  Senate  of  the  United  Stateii  aai 
ibat  of  Utah,  an  organised  Territory,  which  has  held  and  exercised  the  ri|^ 
io  enact  its  own  laws  for  the  last  thirty- four  years.     The  District  of  Ooir 
lllnhia  b  not  to  be  compared  with  a  Territory  organized  for  the  Very  pnrpoii 
•it  preparing  it  for  the  dignity  and  responsibilities  of  Statehood,  to  which  4^ 
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District  wherein  is  the  seat  of  national  goTernment,  and  over  which  Congress 
kas  *' txclusitre  jarisdiction,"  can  never  attain.  And  we  respectfully  submit' 
tiiat,  as  it  cannot  now  be  alleged,  that  polygamists  make  the  laws,  or  vote 
into  office  the  members  of  the  Legislature  of  Utah,  the  only  pretext  upon 
irfiich  such  measures  as  the  appointment  of  a  legislative  commission  is 
iimnded,  is  that  the  overwhelming  majority  of  the  voting  citizens  will  not 
aelect  men  to  represent  them  from  the  small  minority  which  now  monopolizes 
tlie  offices  in  the  gift  of  the  national  government;  in  other  words,  that  because 
tfte  m^ority  will  not  vote  as  desired  by  the  minority,  they  should  not  be 
allowed  to  vote  at  all  This  is  a  true  statement  of  the  fact  stripped  of  the 
opecxous  sophistries  which  are  so  generally  thrown  around  it. 

That  this  extraordinary  measure  would  be  considered,  abroad  as  well  as 
aft  home,  to  be  despotic  and  subversive  of  the  rights  of  citizens,  your  memo- 
rplists  cite  to  your  honorable  body  the  cases  of  Jamaica  and  Canada,  when 
i&iifar  propositions  were  made  in  relation  to  those  colonies  before.tbe  British 
Fu'liament  In  1839,  Jamaica  resisted  certain  direct  legislation  by  the  home 
yterument,  and  considering  that  their  legislative  rights  had  been  trampled 
apoQ  by  this  interference  of  the  British  Parliament,  the  Colonial  Assembly 
pa»ed  a  resolution  that  it  would  abstain  from  the  exercise  of  its  legislative 
fimctioDS,  except  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  public  credit,  until  the 
dimoxious  acts  should  be  repealed,  and  the  members  of  the  assembly  '*  be  left 
to  the  free  exercise  of  their  inherent  rights  as  British  subjects."  A  protest 
forwarded  to  Qreat  Britain,  which  was  considered  insulting  to  the 
and  Parliament  A  bill  was  introduced  "  to  suspend  the  existing  con- 
itioD  of  the  island  for  a  limited  number  of  years,"  and  to  provide  that 
ing  that  interval  its  legislative  functions  should  not  be  exercised  "  excspt 
hgr.the  Governor  and  Council  alone."  But  this,  although  moderate  and 
iiercifal  in  comparison  with  the  measures  in  reference  to  Utah  now  before 
j^Mtr  honorable  body,  was  considered  even  in  monarchial  England  a  grave 
alretch  of  governmental  authority.  The  colonists  were  permitted  to  be  heard 
hjf  eoonsel  when  the  bill  was  discussed,  and  Sir  Robert  Peel,  who  was  a  very 
iMi^^l  supporter  of  the  doctrine  of  the  power  of  Parliament,  and  who  de- 
■finnced  Uie  course  of  the  colonists  as  '*  foolish  and  unjustifiable,"  declared 
that  the  bill  was  "  neither  more  nor  less  than  one  for  the  establishment  of  a 
4ftiBplete  despotism — one  that  would  establish  the  most  unqualified,  un- 
oleeked,  unmitigated  power  that  was  ever  yet  applied  to  the  government  of 
mj  community,  in  place  of  that  liberal  system  which  had  prevailed  for  up- 

4ttd  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  years."    And  he  asked  whether  Parliament 

£**ever  treated  with  so  much  severity  a  conquered  colony  amid  the  first 
of  animosity  after  the  contest."    The  measuie  failed,  and  the  attempt 

tilpaK  it  cost  the  ministry,  under  Lord  Melbourne,  their  official  positions, 

It  through  its  failure  they  were  compelled  to  resign. 

Kkoada  not  only  protested  against  the  interference  of  the  home  govern- 
UtAf  but  made  demands,  which  Peel  declared  would,  if  conceded,  establish 
hthe  colony  *' a  French  republic."  These  demands  not  being  granted,  th* 
ttver  Plrovince  proceeded  to  armed  insurrection,  and  went  so  far  as  to  meas- 
■lirms  with  the  regular  British  troops.  The  Upper  Province  joined  in  the 
iMlioa,  bat  both  were  defeated.    Lord  John  Russell  introduced  a  bill  ia 
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Parliameut  to  suspeDd  the  constitution  of  the  colony.  But  this  was  deemed 
too  severe  and  subversive  of  t)ie  rights  of  British  subjects,  and  so  a  new  Qoy* 
ernor  was  sent  out;  the  grievances  of  the  people  were  inquired  into,  and  sul^ 
sequently  Lord  John  Rus.sell,  who  had  proposed  the  obnoxious  and  oppreasivs 
measure,  seeing  :;nd  acknowledging  his  error  like  a  true  statesman,  introduced 
a  bill  establishing  home  rule  by  a  legislative  union  of  the  provinces  on  the 
principles  of  free  representative  government,  and  on  the  wise  policy  advo- 
cated by  the  celebrated  Fox,  that  ''  the  only  method  of  retaining  distant 
colonies  with  advantage,  is  to  enable  them  to  govern  themselves."  Your 
memorialists  respectfully  ask  whether  it  is  too  much  to  suggest  that  the  ex- 
ample of  Great  }>ritain  in  examining  into  the  alleged  wrongs  complained  of 
by  its  colonies,  and  refusing  to  violate  the  rights  of  its  subjects  and  the  prin- 
ciples of  lil>erty  that  ent'^r  into  every  constitutional  government,  might  bo 
profitably  imitated  by  this  great  republic  in  its  policy  towards  Utah,  whick 
has  never  swerved  from  loyalty  to  the  uatiunal  government  nor  rebelled 
against  its  laws,  however  severe. 

There  are  other  measures  before  your  honorable  body  which,  if  not  so 
sweeping  as  the  bills  for  governing  Utah  by  a  legislative  commission,  am 
none  the  less  hostile  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  citizens.    The  proposition 
to  compel  a  wife  to  testify  against  her  husband,  we  submit,  w(mld  do  violenot 
to  the  rules  of  jurisprudence  that  have  become  venerable  with  age  and  sacred 
by  usage  for  centuries.    The  highest  judicial  tribunal  in  the  land  has  declared 
that  the  rule  that  neither  the  husband  nor  the  wife  shall  be  compelled  to 
testify  against  each  other,  is  founded  upon  principles  that  **  constitute  tht 
basis  of  civil  society,  to  impair  the  sanctities  of  which  would  be  to  destroy  tht 
best  solace  of  human  existence,"  while  to  break  it  down  would  be  '^  to  shakt 
the  very  foundations  of  society."    To  attach  witnesses,  as  is  proposed,  with- 
out previous  service  of  subpo^^na,  and  a  disobedience  of  the  mandate  of  a 
court,  would  be  unprecedented  and  subversive  of  the  rights  of  citizens.    No 
person,  however  innocent,  would  be  safe  from  seizure  under  such  a  law,  an^ 
vphile  the  individual  accused  of  crime  could  give  bail,  and  be  at  liberty  pend.** 
ing  his  trial,  the  alleged  witness,  not  charged  with  any  offense,  could  b^ 
captured  and  incarcerated  for  an  indefinite  period.     The  elective  frinrhiim_L 
now  held  by  women  voters,  against  whom  no  accusation  is  made,  and 
cannot  be  charged  with  polygamy  or  any  other  offense  known  to  the  law,  L 
sought  to  be  wrested  from  them,  by  which  they  would  be  summarily  depri^ 
of  a  right  which  they  have  exercised  for  twelve  years  or  more. 

The  attempt  in  another  bill  to  make  non-membership  in  a  certain  religiootfi 
organization  a  qualification  for  voting  and  holding  office,  appears  to 
memorialists  so  utterly  subversive  of  the  plain  limitations  of  the  powers 
Congress,  as  defined  in  the  Constitution,  and  of  the  geuiua  of  our  govern;*^; 
ment,  that  no  remonstrance  on  our  part  will  be  necessary.     The  time  hi^T 
surely  not  arrived  when  a  religious  test  shall  be  imposed  as  a  qualificatiaii^ 
for  any  position  of  trust,  or  as  a  disqualification  from  exercising  the  electifi^ 
trenchiia  i 

Yuur  memorialists  have  to  complain  of  gross  misrepresentations,  by  whiA^. 
your  honorable  body  has  been  deceived  in  reference  to  the  true  sentiments 
the  people  of  Utah  and  their  political  and  social  status.     The  public  mind 
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bai  been  inflamed  in  eonsequence  of  untruthful  rumors,  facts  distorted  and 
teks  invented,  until  it  has  become  almost  impossible  to  correct  th«  false  im- 
pre£8ion9  thnt  have  been  made,  not  only  upon  the  country,  but  also  upon 
Coogress.  For,  added  to  the  exaggerations  of  the  pulpit  and  the  press,  are 
official  statements,  which  natunilly  have  great  weight,  but  which  in  many 
twp«cts  are  as  incorrect  as  the  common  base  fabrications  designed  to  mislead 
tnd  prejudice  the  public. 

We  earnestly  protest  against  the  passage  of  any  measures  that  have  been 
prompted  by  this  popular  agitation  caused  by  misconception  of  the  facts,  and 
mrge  that  it  cannot  be  right,  but  it  is  manifestly  unjust,  to  punish  a  whole 
community  for  the  alleged  offenses  of  a  portion  of  its  people,  and  to  deprive 
mlmrge  body  of  citizens,  against  whom  no  crime  can  truthfully  be  charged,  of 
the  commonest  political  rights  and  privileges,  because  they  do  not  think  as 
otker  people  desire,  nor  vote  themselves  under  the  control  of  those  who  per- 
astently  malign  them. 

Many  of  the  people  of  Utah  have  descended  from  those  noble  patriots  who 
Straggled  and  bled  for  the  liberties  now  enjoyed  in  the  States  of  our  glorious 
Union.    They  venerate  the  principles  for  wi)ich  their  ancestors  lived  and 
labored,  fought  and  died.     Shall  they  be  deprived  of  the  precious  heritage 
beqne:ithed  to  them  because  they,  like  their  forefathers,  entertain  religious 
flaws  that  are  considered  heterodox)    Are  they  to  be  condemned  and  pun- 
fahed  unhcardt    Shall  popular  clamor  and  sectarian  animosity  overawe  the 
itatesmcn  of  the  nineteenth  century,  and  prevail  upon  them  to  wrest  from 
dtuens  against  whom  no  offense  against  the  law  can  be  charged,  the  com- 
Bonest  aod  yet  most  valued  political  rights  and  privileges!     Because  a  few 
irt  accused  of  a  jiractice  that  modern  civilization  condemns  without  nnder- 
teiding,  are  their  fellow  citizens,  who  have  committed  no  overt  acts  against 
Ike  popular  sentiment  or  the  laws,  to  be  punished  and  relegated  to  serfdom? 
An  the  services  of  the  people  who  have  opened  up  this  vast  region  to  civilized 
kbitation  and  progress  to  be  counted  for  nothing!    Shall  the  many  acknowl- 
tdged  virtues  of  a  sober,  thrifty,  industrious  and  peaceable  community  be  lost 
S^t  of,  because  of  one  feature  of  their  faith  which  moiiern  society  does  not 
Uenfttet     Must  the  libels  of  official  and  other  peraons  interested  in  the  sub- 
jugation of  Utah  and  its  exclusion  from  Statehood  be  always  received  as 
tmth,  and  the  denials  and  appeals  for  fair  investigation  by  the  accused  peo- 
lis  be  ever  rejected?    By  the  blood  poured  out  in  defense  of  the  liberties  we 
prevented  from  enjoying;  by  the  struggles  of  the  early  colonists  against 
lares  .similar  in  essence  to  those  against  which  we  now  protest;   by  the 
Iriadples  enunciated  in  the  Declaration  of  Independence;  by  the  guarantees 
ft  the  national  Constitution;  by  the  right  of  local  self-government  which  is 
^iksl  to  American  liberty;  by  the  franchise,  which  has  become  our  valued 
fioperty;  by  the  toils  and  privations  of  the  brave  pioneers  who  led  the  way 
tt these  mountain  fastnesses;  by  the  just  ambitions  of  onr  budding  youth; 
%tbe  bright  hopes  and  lofty  aspirations  of  a  hundred  and  seventy  thousand 
pBffie  who  protest  against  oppression;   by  the  vested  rights  of  our  sister 
Tvritories  whose  freedom  is  menaced  by  our  threatened  political  destruction; 
Iftiisit  justice  and  equity  which  should  be  meted  out  to  all  the  citizens  of 
Vk  great  nation,  irrespective  of  creed  or  party,  we  appeal  to  you  not  to  con- 
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demD  us  unheard;  not  to  take  from  us  the  few  political  priyileges  that  dif- 

tinguish  us  from  conquered  slaves;   not  to  deliver  our  fair  and  flourishipg 

:  Territory  into  the  hands  of  men  irresponsible  to  the  people;  not  to  reveEse 

for  us  the  established  rules  of  civilized  jurisprudence;  not  to  disfranchise  the- 

innocent  for  the  alleged  offenses  of  the  presumably  guilty;  not  to  encroaoh 

upon  our  rights  of  property;  not  to  apply  to  us  a  religious  test  for  politic 

purposes,  nor  to  pass  any  such  rash  and  revolutionary  measures  as  have  be€0X 

.proposed,  but  to  postpone  any  further  action  towards  Utah  until  a  committee 

'of  your  own  number,  or  other  disinterested  persons  appointed  specially  f^r 

the  purpose,  shall  have  impartially  investigated  the  whole  subject  of  tl^e- 

,  situation  in  Utah,  and  have  reported  to  your  honorable  body,  so  that  y<p 

may  act  with  a  fair  understanding  of  all  sides  of  these  important  questioi|Pt> 

,  and  your  memorialists  will  ever  pray.

UTAH    NEWS. 

f  Summarized  from  Territorial  Papen,) 

Pere  Hyacinthe,  the  noted  French  divine,  has  been  visiting  Salt  Lake  Citj. 

It  is  expected  that  Z.  C.  M.  L  will  establish  a  wholesale  branch  house  at 
Momtpelier,  Bear  Lake  Valley. 

There  is  talk  in  Salt  Lake  City  of  another  railroad  war  and  consequent 
cutting  of  freight  tariff  on  lines  running  into  Utah  from  the  east  very  soon. 

The  company  of  emigrants  who  left  Liverpool  on  the  9th  of  April,  reached 
Salt  Lake  City  on  the  morning  of  the  28th  ult,  after  a  pleasant  and  prosper- 
ous journey. 

A  fine  tannery  is  now  being  erected  at  Glen  wood,  in  Sevier  Co.,  which  will 
•oon  be  ready  for  operations,  and  it  is  expected  that  a  woolen  factory  will 
;also  be  built  there. 

A  Branch  of  the  Church  has  been  organized  at  Eureka,  Juab  Co.,  a  mining 
district,  which  heretofore  has  been  inhabited  almost  wholly  by  nour'*  Mer- 
.mons.''  John  Beck  is  made  President  of  the  Branch,  and  Henry  Simmona 
and  Lawrence  Fullenback  are  his  counselors. 

.    It  is  expected  that  the  Sanpete  Valley  Railroad  will  be  extended  from 
.Wales  to  Manti,  a  distance  of  twenty  miles,  during  the  present  season 
Other  extensions  of  the  road  are  also  talked  of,  but  nothing  definite  decided 
npon. 

A  huge  blast  was  fired  at  Pascoe's  limestone  quarry,  near  Salt  Lake  City^ 
recently,  in  which  over  5,000  pounds  of  powder  was  used,  and  which  threw 
down  ready  for  hauling  to  the  kiln  about  40,000  tons  of  limestone  and 
loosened  as  much  more. 

B.  B.  Bitner  has  sued  the  Utah  Central  Railway  Ca  for  $10,000-  for  dam- 
ages  sustained  by  him  in  December  last,  when  the  wagon  upon  which  he 
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riding  was  wrecked,  and  he  pitched  into  the  air  hj  a  passing  train,  at  the 
Big  Cottonwood  crossing  of  the  U.  C.  track. 

The  extension  of  the  Utah  Central  Railway  to  the  iron  works  in  Irom 
Goanty  will  be  about  fifty  miles,  running  from  Milford  along  tlie  western 
baie  of  a  range  of  mountains,  orer  grriund  as  lerel  as  a  floor,  but  deroid  of 
water.  It  is  thought,  however,  that  water  can  be  obtained  by  boring  artesian 
wells.     It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  building  of  the  road  will  soon  be  commenced. 

An  attempt  has  recently  been  made  by  a  lot  of  land-jumpers  to  forcibly 
take  possession  of  a  Tsluable  stone  quarry,  in  possession  of  E.  T.  Parry,  a 
short  distance  from  Ephraim,  Sanpete  Co.,  from  which  considerable  sandstone 
has  been  shipped  to  Salt  Lake  during  the  past  few  months.  The  jumpers 
have  not  yet  succeeded  in  their  nefarious  schsme,  and  it  is  to  be  hoi)e<1  thejr 
will  not. 

A  discussion,  or  rather  a  comparison  between  the  respective  religions  <:if 
which  they  are  representatives,  was  to  be  held  in  the  Ogden  Tabernacle  on 
the  8th  and  9th  of  the  present  month,  by  Elder  Ben.  E.  Rich,  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  and  the  Rev.  Richard  Hartley,  of  the 
Baptist  denomination.  Elder  Rich  is  a  young  man  with  whom  many  of  the 
Saints  in  this  land  are  acquainted,  and  those  who  know  him  will  doubtless 
feel  assured  that  he,  though  young  and  comparatively  inexperienced,  will  be 
able  to  creditably  represent  his  religion  and  people. 

Elder  John  A.  Hawks  writes  to  the  Deseret  News  that  hs  and  Elder  L.  A. 
Shepherd,  who  are  laboring  as  missionaries  in  Tennessee,  had  met  with'  con- 
siderable persecution.  At  the  time  of  the  last  Conference  held  in  that  region, 
notices  were  posted  up  warning  all  the  Elders  that  if  they  did  not  leave  thai 
country  within  thirty  days  they  would  be  whipped.  Elders  Hawks  and  Shep* 
herd  were  afterwards  notified  that  if  they  did  not  leave  immediately  they 
would  leave  with  sore  backs.  They,  however,  took  no  notice  of  these  threatSi 
bat  remained  at  their  post  of  duty,  and  the  result  is,  they  have  since  baptize^ 
fourteen  members,  blessed  two  children  and  emigrated  upwards  of  for^ 
Saints  from  that  held. 

Ths  railroads  of  Utah  and  those  extending  eastward  have  adopted  what  it 
called  standard  time.  Heretofore  there  has  been  no  regular  system  about 
making  up  their  schedules,  some  of  them  indicating  local  time  and  some  thet 
of  distant  points  ease  or  west.  Of  coarse,  confusion  and  misunderstanding 
have  been  the  result.  For  the  sake  of  securing  uniformity,  the  railroads  of 
Colorado,  Wyoming  and  Utah  will  hereafter  be  governed  by  what  is  called 
Rocky  Mountian  standard  time — the  true  time  of  Eastern  Colorado— exactly 
i8  minutes  ahead  of  Salt  Lake  City  time.  It  is  likely  that  the  time-pieces 
throughout  Utah  will  be  changed  to  conform  to  this.  The  Central  Pacific 
Railway  extending  west  from  Ogden  will  run  on  Sao  Francisco  time. 

CHANGE  IN  DATE  OF  SAILING. -It  has  been  found  necessary  to 
make  another  change  in  the  published  date  of  sailing.  The  third  company 
of  this  season's  emigration  will  leave  Liverpool  on  Saturday,  the  14th  of  June« 
per  the  S.S.  Arizona,  instead  of  on  the  llth,  as  previously  announced.  All 
who  purpose  eoiigrating  with  that  company  will  please  govern  themselves 
aocordingly. 
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THE    SEASON'S    WORK. 


Quite  a  large  force  of  Elders  are  now  in  the  British  Mission  for  the  purpose 
of  proclaiming  the  Gospel.     They  are  air  interested,  or  should  be,  in  learning 
about  and  adopting  the  liest  methods  of  reaching  the  people  and  accomplish- 
ing the  work  for  which  they  came  to  this  land.     Nor  is  the  interest  confined 
to  them,  for  the  prayers  of  the  Saints  in  this  land  and  elsewhere  const^iotly 
ascend  for  the  success  of  the  Elders  in  carrying  the  Gospel  to  their  relatives 
and  friends,  and  the  jjeople  of  the  world  generally,  that  all  who  will  may 
have  a  chance  of  accepting  of  the  "glad  tidings"  and  gathering  out  from 
•Babylon  before  the  judgments  of  the  Lord  overtake  them.    If  the  parable 
given  us  by  the  Savior  of  the  torment  of  the  rich  man  who  found  himself 
after  death  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  gulf,  bt  a  true  index  to  the  solicitude 
which  the  departed  feel  for  the  salvation  of  their  surviving  relatives,  wo  may 
imagine,  too,  with  whnt  interest  the  labors  of  these  Elders  are  watched  or 
learned  of  by  the  spirits  of  those  who  have  passed  from  this  life,  whether 
they  have  accepted  of  the  Gospel  and  made  their  "  calling  and  election  sure" 
before  death,  or  only  been  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  it  through  the  preach- 
ing to  the  spirits  in  prison,  we  may  be  sure  that  if  they  are  permitted  to 
know  anything  about  things  mundane,  their  anxiety  will  be  drawn  out  in 
favor  of  their  relatives  and  friends  receiving  and  living  according  to   the 
Gospel.    And  finally,  though  not  least,  we  have  reason  to  suppose  that  our 
Father  in  the  heavens,  the  Savior  of  the  world,  and  all  the  holy  angols*are 
interested  in  the  work  which  the  Elders  are  performing,  for  the  time  is  near 
"  when  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  be  revealed  from  heaven  with  His  mighty  angek, 
in  flttiuing  fire,  taking  vengeance  on  them  that  know  not  God,  and  that  obey 
not  the  Gospel." 

The  Elders,  then,  have  something  to  encourage  them  in  their  labors. 
They  are  engaged  in  an  important  work,  and  the  consciousness  of  this  fact, 
and  that  so  many  are  interested  in  it,  should  impel  them  to  do  their  duty. 
They  cannot  even  hope  to  please  themselves  or  derive  any  satisfaction  from 
their  labors,  either  now  or  when  contemplating  them  hereafter,  if  they  shirk 
their  duty  in  any  respect  Though  no  other  person  should  be  aware  of  their 
having  done  so,  they  would  know  it  themselves  and  feel  condemned.  But 
how  can  the  work  required  of  the  Elders  best  be  accomplished^  That  is  an 
important  question,  and  one  which  we  doubt  not  many  are  ready  to  ask. 
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Upon  this  point  we  propose  to  drop  a  few  hints,  but  will  say  in  commencing 
that  no  stereotyped  rules  can  be  established  to  govern  all  cases,  for  circum- 
acances  differ,  and  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  should  be  sought  by  the  Elders  as 
Ibair  guide  and  its  whisperings  followed. 

The  season  is  now  upon  us  when  out-door  preaching  may  be  pursued  to 
advantage,  and  as  a  rule,  there  is  no  better  chance  offered  for  reaching  the 
people  and  warning  them  of  coming  judgments  and  making  known  to  them 
the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  than  by  means  of  open-air  meetings.  Such 
meetings  are  comparatively  popular  throughout  Great  Britain.  Preachers  of 
Tarious  sects  hold  them,  and  they  are  not  decried  nor  frowned  upon  by  the 
pablic  generally  as  they  are  in  some  other  countries.  In  most  of  the  cities 
and  towns  there  are  pnrks  or  squares  or  other  public  places  where  such  meet- 
ings can  be  held  and  a  congregation  sc»on  gathered,  and  the  village  green  or 
even  some  streets  offer  equally  good  opportunities.  Let  no  Elder  shrink  from 
availing  himself  of  such  chances  to  declare  to  his  fellow  dentures  the  glorioua 
principles  that  he  is  in  possession  of.  Let  no  feeling  of  pride  or  shame  deter 
him  for  a  moment  If  wo  are  ashamed  of  our  calling  or  of  our  religion,  we 
have  reason  to  fear  lest  God  be  also  ashamed  of  us.  We  have  no  need  to  be 
ashamed.  We  have  the  truth.  The  Lord  has  given  it  to  u«.  **The  truth 
has  made  us  free,"  while  millions  of  our  fellow  creatures  throughout  the 
world  are  in  bondage  and  perishing  f(^r  the  want  of  it.  Wo  should  have  no 
fear  about  declaring  it  to  them,  except  the  fear  of  God,  which  will  impel  us 
to  do  so.  Energy,  and  courage  and  zeal  on  our  part  in  advocating  and 
defending  our  principles  are  apt  to  impress  others  with  their  importance, 
while  apathy,  timidity  or  indifference  di8f)layed  by  us  would  have  quite  the 
eontrary  effect.  No  Elder  need  hesitate  about  availing  himself  of  a  chance 
to  preach  the  Gospel,  either  in-door  or  outside,  for  want  of  the  company  and 
support  of  persons  of  his  own  faith.  If  he  will  do  his  duty  and  trust  for 
help  to  that  source  which  never  fails,  God  will  be  with  him,  though  no  other 
friend  should  be,  and  be  will  be  blessed  and  assisted  in  his  laudable  endeavors 
by  a  power  that  is  greater  than  his  opponents  can  cope  with. 

Elder  W.  D.  Williams,  now  President  of  the  Welsh  Conference,  labored 
alone  in  North  Wales  all  winter  and  held  out-door  meetings  throughout  the 
entire  season,  whenever  he  could  get  people  to  listen  to  him.  We  might 
mention  the  names  of  other  Elders  in  the  Mission  who  are  now  and  have 
been  laboring  alone  and  successfully  in  the  same  way,  though  they  have  per- 
haps not  done  so  in  defiance  of  inclement  weather,  all  winter  long,  after  the 
zealous  manner  of  Brother  Williams.  Now  all  this  is  very  creditable. 
While  we  do  not  recommend  exposure  of  health,  but  would  rather  caution  the 
Elders  in  this  respect,  we  do  advi.se  them  to  be  earnest  and  zealous  and  fear- 
less in  proclaiming  the  Gospel.  Of  course  where  there  are  Saints  who  can 
attend  the  meetings  held  by  the  Elders,  support  them  by  their  faith  and 
pretence  and  aid  in  the  singing  and  forming  of  a  nucleus  for  a  congrtgation, 
it  is  their  duty  to  do  so;  and  they  should  also  assist  in  notifying  the  people 
of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meetings,  inviting  them  to  attend,  distributing 
tracts  or  doing  anything  else  iu  their  power  to  forward  the  work.  Let  the 
Elders  and  Saints  work  in  harmony  in  tiiis  matter.  Let  all  be  filled  with 
xeal  and  energy  and  devotion  to  the  cause  they  have  espoused,  and  remember 
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the  injunction,  "  let  him  who  is  warned,  warn  his  neighbor."  If  this  be  tli# 
case,  the  work  of  the  Lord  will  spread  in  this  land,  and  a  rich  haryesi  of 
honest  souls  will  be  the  result  of  the  season's  labor. 

We  would  recommend  the  Elders  to  avoid  prosy  reasoming  and  lengthy 
dissertations  in  their  out-door  preaching,  but  cultivate  an  earnest,  vigorous, 
animated,  terse,  declaratory  style  of  expressing  themselves,  and,  if  possibly 
leave  their  audience  in  a  humor  for  hearing  or  learning  something  more  apoft 
the  subject  spoken  of.  The  most  effective  out-door  preachers  indulge  in  fev 
preliminaries,  tilk  to  the  point,  and,  when  they  have  said  enough,  quit  witlb- 
out  much  ceremony.  They  impress  their  hearers  by  their  manner,  as  well  an 
by  what  they  say,  that  they  are  thoroughly  in  earnest.  They  give  room  for  np 
interruptions  from  captious  persons  who  may  be  listening  to  them,  but  show 
themselves  masters  of  the  situation,  and  should  interruptions  occur,  thej^ 
maintain  their  self-possession,  proceed  without  noticing  them,  and  quell  them 
by  a  display  of  the  superior  force  and  power  which  the  truth  they  have  em* 
braced  affords  them.  Public  discussions  in  out-door  services  should  hp 
avoided,  they  so  frequently  result  in  bad  feelings  and  disorder;  but  the  pro^ 
position  should  be  made  by  the  Elders  to  go  with  inquirers  to  their  home% 
and  there  reason  and  prove  from  their  own  Bibles  the  truths  advocated. 

Usually,  in  holding  open-air  meetings,  it  is  well  for  the  Elders  to  withhold 
the  fact  from  their  congregations  that  they  are  Latter-day  Saints  or  *'Mor> 
mons"  until  towards  the  close  of  the  service,  or  until  the  doctrines  of  thf 
Oospel  have  been  explained,  lest  prejudice  against  the  name  might  prevent 
some  people  from  listening.  Fear  of  persecution,  however,  should  never  prer 
vent  an  Elder  from  boldly  testifying  of  the  divine  mission  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith,  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel,  the  establishment  of  the  Church 
and  kingdom  of  God  and  the  validity  of  his  own  calling  and  authority,  before 
his  auditors  depart,  that  they  may  never  be  able  to  rise  in  judgment  against 
him.  If  the  Elders  will  endeavor  to  profit  by  these  few  hints  and  seek  th# 
guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  all  their  actions,  we  feel  sure  that  they  will  be 
blessed  and  prospered  in  their  labors.  G.  C.  L.

A     STRANGE     PEOPLE. 

Wi  are  often  told  that  the  *'  Mormons"  are  a  strange  people.  If  they  were 
Dot,  they  would  not  be  the  people  they  profess  to  be.  God's  people  have 
always  been  a  peculiar  people,  and  their  work  a  peculiar  work.  Were  we, 
like  the  rest  of  the  world,  drifting  with  the  tide  of  popular  opinion  and  feel- 
ing, moving  in  the  same  grooves  or  loitering  in  the  old  ruts  of  uninspired 
theology  and  sectarian  stagnation,  we  should  not  be  fitted  for  the  work  which 
we  claim  is  ours.  That  work  is  an  immense  one;  one  that  unaided  human 
nature  could  never  perform.  It  is  a  labor  that  requires  the  aid,  the  guidance^ 
the  assistance  of  Divinity,  for  it  is  no  less  than  the  regeneration  of  the  world. 

For  thousands  of  years  men  have  been  trying,  by  men's  methods  and  un» 
aided  human  wisdom,  to  bring  back  the  shadowy  golden  age,  when  right  pre- 
vailed and  truth  was  ever  triumphant.  They  have  preached  and  sung  of 
**  the  good  time  coming,"  yet  mankind  are  still  waiting  for  that  good  time 
promised,  but  which,  like  the  illusory  Will-o'-the-wisp,  appears  to  be  no 
nearer  for  all  the  singing  and  preaching.  Instead,  many  assert  that  the  hu- 
man family,  as  a  whole,  is  not  growing  better.  Wiser  we  may  be  in  th« 
things  of  art  and  science,  but  in  the  weightier  matters  of  God'i  law,  of 
morality  and  religion,  it  is  an  open  question  whether  the  world  is  progressing 
or  retroceding.  True,  we  have  reformers  of  all  kinds,  and  have  had  for 
etntoriea  on  centuries — religious  and  political  reformers,  social  and  sanitary 
reformers,  reformers  in  everything  that  relates  to  our  welfare  in  this  life  and 
our  hope  for  the  next;  but  it  is  problematical  if  all  their  suggested  reforma 
are  improvements,  and  it  is  a  pertinent  inquiry  with  regard  to  many  of  their 
panaceas,  ^  Is  not  the  cure  worse  than  the  disease!"  Some  day  the  force  of 
the  teachings  of  Scripture  will  be  comprehended,  that  man  by  his  own  wis- 
dom cannot  find  out  God,  and  included  in  this  "  finding  out"  of  God  is  the 
discovery  of  the  way  in  which  we  may  acceptably  serve  Him. 

The  Latter-day  Saints  are  a  strange  people  because  they  antagonize  the 
world's  present  methods.  They  claim  that  the  **  earth  is  the  Lord's  and  the 
fuUneas  thereof,"  and  that  He  has  a  right  to  rule  it  Not  nominally,  but 
actually  and  directly,  and  that  man's  greatest  happiness  lies  in  his  obedience 
to  God's  government.  They  assert  that  there  is  the  truest  philosophy  in 
this  declaration,  because  God  is  the  author  of  our  existence,  and  in  His  in- 
finite wisdom  is  perfectly  able  and  competent  to  take  the  best  care  of  His 
creatures,  not  only  by  reason  of  His  infinite  power,  but  also  because  of  His 
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illimitable  knowledge  and  boundless  love.  To  insinuate  that  man  can  im- 
proTo  on  the  Lord's  method  of  saving  humanity,  is  to  assert  that  tlie  creature 
18  wiser  than  the  Creator,  and  contains  in  itself  the  very  essence  of  blatphemy 
or  of  unbelief.  Yet  everjr  new-fangled  idea  in  religion,  every  fresh  scheme 
of  worship,  every  man-devised  creed,  possesses  exactly  thb  quality.  It  is 
the  assumption  of  the  finite  to  dictate  to  the  infinite  how  He  shall  be  adored. 
What  should  we  think  of  the  servant  who  undertook  to  regulate  his  master's 
household,  and  direct  how  he  should  be  served,  without  any  authority  from 
that  master,  and,  more  presumptuous  still,  should  disregard  his  master's  com- 
mands when  given,  ignore  them  absolutely,  and  abuse  his  fellow  servants  who 
listened  to  the  master's  voice.  Strange  as  it*  may  seem,  that  is  exactly  the 
partition  occupied  by  the  uninspired  teachers  of  religion,  both  in  Ciirietendooi 
and  heathendom.  In  the  first  place,  they  teach  without  authority  them- 
selves; in  the  second,  they  disregard  and  maltreat  those  who  are  authorized 
by  Heaven  to  proclaim  the  saving  principles  of  eternal  truth. 

Again,  tho  Latter-day  Saints  are  a  strange  people,  because  when  all  the 
world  who  know  them  are  agog  because  of  them,  full  of  excitement  about 
their  aims  and  intentions,  they  themselves  are  the  calmest  of  all  people. 
They  have  long  since  learned  the  lesson  of  trust  in  heaven.  They  have 
learned  that  great  lesson  of  moral  courage — when  reviled  to  revile  not  again, 
to  be  patieot  and  long-suffering,  and  abide  the  due  time  of  the  Lord.  True, 
they  have  abundant  cause  for  this  faith.  The  God  in  whom  they  trust  has 
never  forsaken  them;  Ho  is  as  nigh  unto  them  to- day  na  twenty  or  fifty  years 
ago.  His  providences  still  continue  with  them.  Tho  deliverances  of  the 
present  or  the  immediate  past,  are  as  wonderful  and  marvelous  as  those  of 
earlier  days.  The  storm  has  raged  as  fiercely,  and  has  spent  itself  as  in- 
effectually in  1883,  as  in  any  previous  year  of  anti-Grospel  excitement.  Truth 
has  prevailed  as  effectually  of  late  as  bet  ore- time.  The  God  of  the  Saints 
neither  sleeps,  nor  is  He  on  a  journey,  nor  is  He  deaf  that  He  cannot  hear, 
nor  is  His  arm  shortened  that  it  cannot  save. 

Had  we  only  the  recollections  of  the  past,  the  traditions  of  a  bygone  age 
to  guiJe  and  inspire  us,  we  should  be  like  unto  others.  But  the  God  whom 
we  worijhip  is  a  living  God,  aad  ours  a  living  faith;  a  faith  based  upon 
promises  fulfilled  as  well  as  on  those  yet  in  the  future;  it  is  sustained  by 
direct  communication  with  the  heavens,  and  the  assurance  that  that  com- 
munication siiail  be  continued  until  that  perfect  day  has  come  when  all 
things  that  exist  in  part  shall  pass  away,  and  no  veil  will  separate  us  from 
celestial  joys,  but  we  shall  see  as  we  are  seen,  and  know  as  we  are  known* 
Direct  and  continued  revelation  is  the  anchor  of  our  hope  and  the  bulwark 
of  our  fuith;  without  it  we  are  as  liable  as  others  to  be  tossed  to  and  fro  by 
every  wind  of  doctrine,  and  to  be  ensnared  by  the  craft  and  deceitful ness  of 
false  teachers  who  speak  in  their  own  impotent  names,  and  teach  by  their 
own  wr)rthless  authority.  Tho  rock  of  revelation  is  the  foundation  of  true 
faith,  the  protecting  shadow  from  the  bhists  of  Satan,  the  beacon  from 
whence  shines  the  pure  light  that  alone  enlighteueth  the  whole  world. 

It  is  a  strange  fact  that  modern  education  should  have  impressed  tho  minds 
of  men  wich  such  a  keen  aversion  to  direct  revelation.  Naturally  men  would 
delight  to  receive  communications  from  their  God.    It  would  remove  doubt. 
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heal  dissension,  banish  ignorance,  dethrone  eTil,  inspire  faith,  promote  lovey 
and  prepare  this  earth  for  the  yet  greater  glory  of  its  Maker^s  presence.  Biit 
SQch  is  the  farce  of  false  tradition  that  men  fight  the  doctrine  of  present 
divine  revelation  as  though  it  wera  a  spiritual  blight,  an  overwhelming  evil,, 
a  curse  to  be  avoided,  a  terror  to  be  shunned.  What  can  there  possibly  be  so 
obDoxious  in  Qod  speaking  to  his  creatures'?  What  is  there  about  the  ide« 
■o  improbable  that  men  should  be  treated  as  akin  to  idiots  for  believing  in  iti 
If  God  had  never  deigned  to  speak  to  man,  there  might  be  some  consistency 
iu  claiming  that  He  does  not  do  so  now.  But  the  lessons  of  history  are  all 
OD  the  other  side.  For  two-thirds  of  this  world's  life  since  Adam  fell,  it  ia^ 
generally  acknowledge:!  that  he  held  communication  with  His  servants  clothed 
in  mortality,  nor  is  it  anywhere  written  that  at  the  close  of  that  era  He  would 
never  speak  again,  but  to  the  contrary,  we  have  abundant  promise  that  in 
later  years  the  glory  of  former  things  shall  be  eclipsed  by  the  greater  mani- 
festations that  shall  precede  the  day  when  not  only  His  voice  shall  be  heard, 
bat  His  presence  shall  bless  mankind.

DESERET    SUNDAY    SCHOOL    UNION.

One  of  the  most  pleasing  reports  made  at  the  General  Conference  recently 
held  in  Salt  Lake  City,  was  that  of  the  Deseret  Sunday  School  Union.  The 
progress  of  this  praiseworthy  organization  has  been  rapid  and  its  success 
remarkable.  The  work  it  is  accomplishing  is  too  great  and  important  to  be 
described  in  words,  and  its  results,  present  and  prospective,  are  scarcely  to 
be  comprehended  in  all  their  bearings  upon  the  rising  generation  and  the 
community.  Every  Stake  in  Zion  has  its  Sunday  Schools,  one  in  eich  Watdg. 
with  a  corps  of  teachers,  male  and  female,  nnder  a  local  supt>rinte!ident,  and 
each  Stake  organization  directed  by  a  Stake  superintendent,  the  whole  under 
i  general  superintendency  and  fostered  by  the  Church  Authorities. 

Daring  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  increase  of  four  Staku  organizational. 
and  57  new  Sunday  Schools,  with  687  officers  and  teachers,  and  4,536 
scholars.  There  are  now  in  the  Sunday  School  Union  40,201  pupils  and 
6^682  officers  and  teachers,  making  a  total  of  46,883.  This,  we  consider,  ia 
qnite  remarkable,  and,  under  the  circumstances  attending  it,  is  ahead  of  any- 
thing of  the  kind  in  the  world.  We  do  not  think  that  any  other  community 
of  the  same  number  has  as  many  children  in  its  Sunday  Schools  as  the  people 
commonly  called  *'  Mormons,"  while  the  manner  of  their  management  is  un- 
excelled in  any  part  of  the  globe.  Attached  to  most  of  these  Siinday  Schools 
ii  a  library,  and  the  total  number  of  books  in  the  various  libraries  at  present 
is  32,875. 

The  interest  manifested  in  this  good  work,  and  the  figures  that  we  have 
fnoted,  show  that  the  Latter-day  Saints,  contrary  to  common  report,  pay 
eonaiderable  attention  to  the  education  of  their  youth>  and  that  books  are  pro- ., 
▼ided  for  their  instruction.    The  Sunday  Schools  are  used  not  only  for  seca  , 
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lar  education,  but  for  religious  training.  Of  theological  claiaes  there  are  224; 
Bible  and  Testament  classes  975;  Book  of  Mormon  classes  429;  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  classes  202;  Juvenile  Instructor  classes  93;  Catechism  classes  237; 
miscellaneous  classes  2,068,  making  a  total  of  4,228. 

The  doctrines  and  principles  of  the  faith  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  are  thus 
taught  in  the  Sunday  Schools,  and  it  is  because  of  this  that  their  eoemies 
falsely  represent  that  the  tenets  of  "  Mormonistn"  are  taught  in  the  District 
Schools.  Our  Sunday  Schools  are  under  the  auspices  of  the  Church  and  are 
denominational  But  the  District  Schools,  supported  chiefly  by  taxation,  are 
under  the  laws  of  the  Territory  and  are  not  denominational,  no  religious 
tenets  being  taught  therein,  and  no  religious  test  being  applied  to  any  one 
connected  therewith. — Deseret  News.

The  following  is  the  closing  article  of  a  series  of  twelre  which  have  appeared 
in  the  columns  of  the  Greely  THlnuie,  from  the  pen  of  Capt  D.  Boyd,  who 
has  caused  quite  a  furore  against  himself  by  his  manly  stand  in  defense  of  an 
unpopular,  maligned  people,  but  has  also  caused  much  admiration  and  ap- 
plause  from  the  fair-minded  and  just,  for  his  bravery  and  good  sense: 

'*  I  have  before  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Mormons  have  had  manj  foreign 
•pologists,  but,  so  far  as  I  know,  no  American,  except  the  late  Judge  Black.  To  my  certain 
knowledge,  many  well-informed,  fair-minded  Americans  entertain  the  same  views  aboot 
the  Mormons  as  does  the  writer.  But  they  stand  in  awe  of  public  opinion.  Of  coarte, 
it  would  be  political  suicide  for  one  who  should  dare  to  raise  his  finger  against  this  insan* 
onrush  of  popular  frenzy.  What  cowards  political  expectations  make  of  the  able,  am> 
kitious  portion  of  the  citizens  of  the  Republic! 

"  Whoever  has  the  hardihood  to  speak  out,  (unwelcome  truth!)  stands  from  henee- 
forth  branded  in  the  public  estimation  as  a  fooL  It  was  the  same  kind  of  public  opinion 
i^^ch  stood  by  and  applauded  the  murder  of  Joe  Smith  and  his  brother  Hyrum,  and 
drove  the  Mormons  from  the  bosom  of  civilization  into  the  howling  wilderness,  as  that 
vhich  murdered  Lovejoy,  dragged  Garrison  through  the  streets  of  Boston  with  a  rope 
around  his  waist,  and  rotten-egged  Wendell  Phillips.  The  same  unreasonable  blind  fury, 
I  say,  because  there  is  not  one  in  a  thousand  now  howling  against  the  Mormons  who 
o6uld  give  a  reason  for  the  clamor  they  are  making.  They  simply  take  it  for  granted 
thnt  a  custom  which  is  newly  adopted  and  contrary  to  their  own  must  not  be  tolerated, 
whether  it  concerns  themselves  or  not. 

<  '*  Before  dosing,  it  is  right  that  my  exact  position  be  understood.  I  am  asked,  *  l>o  I 
believe  polygamy  rightf  If  by  this  it  is  meant,  do  I  believe  that  it  would  be  right  for  a 
man  who  is  married  in  a  monogamous  community  to  take  a  second  wife  without  the  full, 
free  and  cordial  consent  of  the  first  one,  then  I  say,  most  emphatically,  no!  because  it 
would  be  a  breach  of  the  most  sacred  of  contracts.  Besides,  I  shall  go  farther,  and  say 
that  it  w^mld,  in  my  opinion,  be  very  imprudent  counsel  for  any  wife  to  give  or  any 
husband  to  take.  The  bell  that  would  ring  the  announcement  of  the  second  marriafo 
most  be  the  death  knell  of  the  love  which  was  supposed  to  make  sacred  the  first.  But, 
in  the  second  case,  it  would  be  an  imprudence  about  which  it  was  nobody's  business  but 
the  parties  concerned.  If  we  are  to  legislate  to  prevent  imprudent  marriages,  whoro 
■hnll  we  end?  That  many — perhaps  most  of  the  marriages  which  take  place  under  our 
•yes,  can  only  result  in  misery,  is  patent  to  the  observation  of  all  but  the  parties  con- 
cerned. Still,  it  seems  to  be  taken  for  granted  that  the  contract  is  sacred,  provided  each 
k  so  sufficiently  under  the  influence  of  a  frenzy  called  love  as  to  blind  them  to  tho  defects

«f  the  other.  Admitting^  that  lore  is  the  flower  of  liftr,~it  may  soon,  in  some  cases  does 
•ooo,  fade  without  ripening  into  the  noble  fruitage  of  friendship,  nourished  and  matured 
hjr  mutual  needs,  finding  mutual  satisfaction. 

**  It  ia  to  be  remembered  that  polygamy  is  nowhere  compulsory,  while  monogamy 
always  is.  ^Vhere  permitted,  prudent  people  would  never  contract  plural  marriage  so 
long  as  human  nature  remains  essentially  as  it  Is,  with  its  love,  its  hate,  and  its  jealousy. 
▼ery  prudent  people  now  deem  it  advisable  not  to  contract  monogamic  marriage.  We 
can  but  admire  the  audacity  of  the  man  who  has  the  courage  to  marry  half  a  dozen 
women  in  an  age  when  so  many  dread  the  supporting  of  one.  Who,  of  the  two,  holds  in 
hifh<^  estimation  the  worth  of  woman — the  man  who  fears  to  marry  one,  lest  her  several 
good-for-nothingnesa  and  extravagance  bring  him  to  poverty,  or  the  Mormon,  who 
•onnts  the  number  of  his  wives  among  his  riches?  It  would  be  well  worth  our  while  to 
■tndy  carefully  this  problem  of  Mormon  economics.  It  would  seem  that  among  them 
■Mther  father  nor  mother  sighs  when  the  new-born  babe  happens  to  be  a  girl.  They 
•eem  to  regard  the  little  stranger  as  a  desirable  acquisition,  likely  to  become  a  useful 
member  of  society. 

**  To  characterize  as  unwise  the  attempt  to  sufifuse  polygamy  in  Utah  is  not  the  8am« 
M  to  advocate  tkm  repeal  of  all  laws  against  polygamy  among  people  who  believe  in 
monogamy.  While  I  believe  that  a  prohibitory  liquor  law  is  both  wise  and  practicable 
in  Greeley,  I  would  not  believe  that  a  prohibitory  liquor  law  enacted  by  Congress  for 
Wytming  would  be  either  wise  or  practicable.  A  prohibitory  liquor  law  would  be  prao- 
tteabie  in  Utah,  and  an  anti-polygamous  law  in  Wyoming,  because  they  would  each  be 
in  accordance  with  the  sentiment  of  the  people.  But  the  sentiment  in  favor  of  plural 
marriage  is  more  deeply  rooted  In  the  minds  of  the  people  of  Utah  than  is  that  of  the 
qgfat  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  in  W3'oming.  The  people  of  the  latter  Territory  do 
■ot  regard  the  use  of  intoxicants  as  a  religious  act  The  case  would  be  parallel  should 
Congreas  pass  a  law  forbidding  the  use  of  wine  in  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 
By  the  way,  the  Mormons  only  use  water,  and  make  of  it  a  commemorative  feast,  cele- 
bnted  every  Sabbath. 

**  Thid  is  the  fundamental  difficulty  that  besets  attempts  to  get  rid  of  polygamy  in 
Utah.  It  is  woven  into  the  warp  and  woof  of  the  Mormon  religion.  This  will  be  ad* 
mitted  by  all  who  have  studied  the  subject  The  writer  had  a  conversation  vrith  Misa 
Vaitkfal,  when  here  recently,  on  this  subject.  She  says  that  polygamy  is  ingrained  in 
tiinr  religion,  and  there  is  no  hope  of  curing  them  of  the  one  without  converting  them 
tfom  the  other.  The  women  will  argue  in  favor  of  polygamy  from  one  end  of  the  week 
to  the  other,  and  there  is  no  hope  of  convincing  them  by  argument  She  then  asked  me 
what  was  my  remedy.  I  replied,  only  the  slow  growth  of  general  knowledge— the  light 
eladence  and  literature  bringing  on  a  more  perfect  day,  under  the  influence  of  which 
tim  ghosti  of  superstition  shall  pale  and  fade  away.  But  how  slowly  the  light  of  growing 
knowledge  quenches  the  outlines  of  these  ghosts,  the  student  of  human  progress  knows 
Ml  w«U.  They  will  not  down  at  the  scourge  of  the  persecutor,  but  vanish  at  the  cock 
crow  of  science.  The  best  missionaries  to  send  to  Utah  would  be  lecturers  who  would 
let  religion  severely  alone,  and  who  could  awake  among  the  people  an  interest  in  science 
and  literature.  Then  send  them  Huxley's  Lay  Sermons,  Darwin's  Origin  of  Species, 
IJIftdaJl's  Fragments  of  Science  and  Spencer's  Sociology.  To  these  add  Shakespeai-e'e 
d||i^  Tennyfton's  poems,  Dickens',  Thackeray's  and  George  Eliot's  novels,  and  not » 
fnr  standard  histories.  With  these  and  the  induced  disposition  to  read  them,  Mormon 
^ppentition  would  vanish,  and,  no  doubt,  with  it  polygamy.  But  the  induced  disposi- 
lion  to  read  them!  **  Aye,  there's  the  rubl"  Their  priesthood  would  fight  them,  tooth 
and  nail,  as  every  other  priesthood  has  fought  them  and  is  fighting  them.  Still,  there  ie 
tts  fn  iavor  of  the  Mormons:  They  are  a  people  remarkable  for  their  patience  in  listen- 
lag  to  opinions  hostile  to  their  own.  A  lecturer  can  not  only  go  anywhere  in  Utah  and 
be  unmolested  in  attacking  their  most  cherished  opinions,  but  will  ever  be  accorded  an 
attentive  hearing.  Who  has  ever  heard  of  a  Mormon  mob  rotten-egging  a  lecturer  from 
the  platform?    Surely  there  is  hope  for  a  people  so  patient  as  this.  D.  BOTO.

THB    PS0P08SD    DISPBANCHISBMSNT    OP    THE  WOMEN  OF  UTAH. 


rE  following  address  was  delivered  before  the  Convention  of  the  National 
Woman  Suffrage  Association,  Lincoln  Hall,  Washington,  D.C.,  Wednes- 
day, March  5,  1884,  and  much  of  it  was  used  as  an  argument  before  the 
House  Committee  on  Territories  by  Mrs.  Belva  A.  Lockwood,  Attomey-at- 
Law. 
The  disfranchisemetU  of  the  Wom^n  of  Utah  as  proposed  by  House  Bill  ilT^. 

946,  knoum  as  the  Cassidy  BUI,  and  the  Senate  Bill  No.  IfSS,  reported 

from  the  Judiciary  by  Senator  If  oar: 

A  casual  glance  at  the  first  named  bill  would  hardly  excite  comment,  ao 
deftly  has  it  been  worded  to  conceal  its  real  intent  and  purpose. 

It  has  on  its  face  a  semblance  of  fairness  by  proposing  that  the  fifteen 
OommissioDers,  which  it  proposes,  shall  be  divided  between  democrats  and 
republicans. 

It  is  a  republican  measure,  with  a  bribe  held  out  to  a  democratic  House  to 
sustain  it,  and  a  sop  thrown  at  a  republican  President  to  sign  it. 

It  proposes  to  repeal  every  act  not  in  harmony  with  it  It  repeals  the  act 
oiganizing  the  Territory.  It  repeals  the  Edmunds  bill  It  decapitates  the 
Utah  Commission.  It  breaks  faith  with  175,000  resident  citieens,  and  air 
tempts  to  foist  on  them  a  carbet-bag  government,  to  eat  up  and  destroy  their 
anbstAnce,  as  was  done  with  the  Southern  States  after  the  war  of  the  rebel- 
lion.   It  is  a  blow  struck  at  our  civil  government 

If  Congress  can  thus  wipe  out  with  one  fell  swoop  the  Territorial  goyenib 
Bient  of  Utah,  it  can  wipe  out  the  Territorial  government  of  Wyoming,  of 
m  Territory,  of  Montana,  of  Dakota,  of  Idaho,  of  Aricona,  and  of 
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New  Mexico.  Aye,  under  the  same  authority  they  may  disfranchise  the  re- 
cently emancipated  negroes  throughout  the  South,  and  remand  them  back  to 
their  shackles  and  to  servitude. 

But  under  our  Constitution  and  laws  this  cannot  be  done  without  such 
palpable  and  flagrant  violation  of  its  provisions  as  would  entitle  the  enactors 
to  impeach mnet  for  high  treason.  A  Territory  once  organized,  a  charter  once 
granted,  a  Legislature  once  elected,  a  Constitution  once  adopted,  passes  out 
of  the  hands  of  the  parties  constructing  it,  and  is  no  longer  under  the  control 
of  the  General  Gk>Ternmeiit  so  far  as  its  annulment  or  repeal  is  concerned, 
and  it  has  never  before  been  attempted  by  this  nation. 

When  the  United  States  Congress,  over  thirtjr-three  years  ago,  or  on  or 
about  1850,  organized  Utah  into  a  Territory  and  gave  to  her  a  Territorial 
Legislature,  they  gave  to  her  powers  that  th«y  are  not  now  able  to  take  back. 
They  Siiid  to  her,  in  effect,  you  are  now  of  age— you  are  free.  We  give  to 
you  the  portion  that  you  have  chosen  of  your  father's  estate—the  public 
domain  which  you  now  occupy,  and  this  charter  which  we  grant  to  you  is 
your  deed  in  fee  for  the  same.  Take  it,  it  is  yours.  The  charter  of  Utah 
has  been  a  matter  of  record  for  over  three  decades.  Many  of  you  cannot 
fail  to  remember  the  historical  fact  of  the  attempt  of  George  the  Third  to 
repeal  the  charter  of  Connecticut,  and  that  he  sent  one  of  his  officers  to  the 
Assembly  to  demand  its  surrender.  The^  men  who  founded  the  Thirteen 
United  Colonies  were  made  of  sterling  «tuff.  One  of  them  blew  out  the 
liglits,  seized  the  charter  and  climbed  into  the  bonghs  of  the  famous  charter 
oak  which  for  a  century  graced  the  commons  of  New  Haven. 

Connecticut  still  lives,  but  King  George  is  in  the  forgotten  past,  remem* 
bered  only  for  his  tyrannies  and  despotism. 

Last  year  Mr.  Cassidy  saw  fit  to  deny  that  his  bill  at  that  date  was  a  blow 

aimed  at  woman  suffrage.    This  year  he  makes  one  stronger,  and  proposes 

not  only  to  take  the  Charter,  but  to  wipe  out  the  Legislatuie  of  Utah,  elected 

.  by  the  votes  of  the  sovereign  people  of  that  Territory,  whose  right  it  is  to 

\aay  who  shall  govern  them,  who  shall  tax  them,  and  how  they  shall  be  taxed; 

how  they  shall  marry  and  be  given  in  marriage;  what  God  they  shall  worship, 

^and  how  they  shall  worship  Him;   what  shall  be  considered  a  felony  or  a 

crime  against  the  commonwealth,  and  how  it  shall  be  punished;  who  shall  be 

•competent  as  witnesses^  and  what  shall  constitute  testimony. 

It  proposes  to  distrauchise  at  one  fell  swoop  over  30,000  voters,  men  and 

women.  Mormon  and  Gentile,  Jew  and  Greek,  for  what?     The  crimes  of 

rbigauiy  and  polygamy?    No!     The  Edmunds  bill  enacted  March  22,  1882, 

disfranchised  every  bigamist  and  polygambt  in  the  Territory  of  Utah,  dis- 

<|ualified  them  from  holding  office,  and  the  commissioners  who  were  sent  out 

by  the  President  to  see  that  this  odious  law  was  enforced,  backed  by  a  morbid 

4>ublic  sentiment,  in  their  leaL  stretched  the  law  beyond  its  limits — made  the 

law  retroactivei  and -not  only  disfianchised  every  practical  polygamist  in  the 

Territory  and  deprived  such  persons  of  office,  but  visited  the  same  penal^ 

mpon  every  man  or  woman  who  had  ever,  at  any  time,  been  a  polygamist — 

iivan  the  hrst  wife  of  a  Mormon,  who  of  all  other  persons  should  be  entitled 

"to  be  considered  innocent  of  offense — eLtid  finally,  went  so  far  as  to  disfran- 

-^ise  women  who  had  been  twenty  years  in  widoivhood.    Section  3  of  Article 
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9  of  the  Constitution  says,  "  No  bill  of  attainder,  or  ex  post  facto  law,  shall  be 
paflsed,"  meaning  the  General  Government,  while  Section  10,  Article  1,  says: 
*•  No  State  shall    ♦    ♦    *    pass  any  bill  of  attiinder  ur  ex  postfac'o  law. 

These  worthy  commissioners  have  undertaken  to  enforce  their  idea  of  the 
imiefU  of  the  law,  and  what  they  believe  the  law  ought  to  be,  the  effect  of 
which  was  t<»  depose  men  from  otfice  who  had  lieen  duly  elected  to  positions 
by  the  voice  of  the  people,  wiio  had  committed  no  offense  against  any  statute, 
general  or  local,  originating  from  any  government  to  which  they  had  claimed 
allegiance. 

The  Edmunds  amendment,  as  reported  by  Senator  Hoar,  invades  the 
domestic  relations  of  the  people  of  the  Territory,  disrupts  families,  overturns 
the  old  English  Common  Law  and  all  of  the  statute  law.  State  or  National, 
hitherto  known  to  the  people  of  this  Union,  in  its  provisions  to  compel  a  wife 
to  testify  against  her  husband;  invades  the  Constitution  by  permittinc;  illegal 
searches  and  seizures,  and  defies  all  law  known  to  the  genius  of  our  Connti- 
tution  and  government  by  permitting  the  arrest  of  suspected  persons  without 
'Warrant  of  court,  and  in  compelling  the  attendance  of  witnesses  without 
«ib(KBna.  The  Edmunds  bill  now  in  force  in  that  Territory  is  worthy  of  the 
blind  zeal  of  the  days  of  the  Inquisition  in  France  and  Spain,  and  the  later 
bigiitry  of  hanging  for  witchcraft  in  New  England.  Instead  of  punishing 
those  who  alone  had  committed  the  offense,  it  wreaked  its  vengeance  on  de- 
fenceless wives  and  mothers,  took  from  them  their  sustenance,  and,  in  effect, 
bastirdized  their  children.  The  Mormon  people,  between  their  loyalty  to 
the  Union  and  zeal  for  their  church,  submitted  to  this  outrage,  and  every 
'  person  suspected  of  bigamy  or  polygamy  has  since  the  passage  of  the  act 
quietly  refrained  from  voting. 

But  it  is  claimed  by  the  enemies  of  this  much  abused  and  over  governed 

' people,  that  they  evade  the  law,  and  that  therefore  a  more  stringent  law  must 

be  enacted.     We  have  in  the  District  of  Columbia  a  law  making  larceny  a 

-felony,  and  have  had  such  law  since  its  organization,  and  yet,  during  all 

'  these  years,  there  have  been  here  a  class  of  persons  who  commit  larceny, 

Although  we  have  made  larceny  odious.     Every  State  in  the  Union  has  a 

law  against  murder,  making  it  a  capital  offense,  punishable  in  some  States 

by  hanging,  and  in  some  by  imprisonment  for  life,  and  yet  in  every  State  in 

this  Union  murders  are  committed.     We  have  in  the  District  of  Columbia  a 

law  against  bigamy  and  polygamy — yea,  we  are  amenable  to  all  of  the  dis- 

'ibilities,  restrictions  and  penalties  of  the  Edmunds  bill,  and  yet  I  can  put 

JDy  finger  to-day  on  scores  of  men  who  are  evading  the  law  by  cohabiting 

with  two  or  three  women,  without  the  sanction  of  that  canon  of  the  church 

-'bere — a  marriage. 

Article  4th  of  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  says:  '*  The  right  of  the 
people  to  be  secure  ia  their  persons,  houses,  papers  and  effects  against  un- 
•IMsonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall  not  be  violated,  and  none  shall  issue 
4xit  on  probable  cause  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly 
*^hseribing  the  place  to  be  searched  and  the  person  or  thing  to  be  seized." 
-  Article  1st  of  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  reads:  **  Congress  shall 
make  no  laws  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free 
thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom  of  speech  or  of  the  press,"  etc 
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The  legislation  proposed  in  this  bill,  No.  946,  the  Edmunds  bill  and  its 
amendment,  and  the  amendment  reported  by  Senator  Hoar,  January  28tli, 
are  all  the  result  of  a  morbid  public  sentiment  without  foundation  in  moral- 
ity, justice  or  humanity,  intended  to  oppress  a  peaceful,  quiet,  frugal  people^ 
by  persons  who  have  purposes  and  aims  of  their  own  to  further — by  gentle- 
men who  seem  to  believe  the  old  adage,  vox  populi^  vox  Dei,  than  which  no 
greater  fallacy  was  ever  promulgated.  The  danger  which  threatens  Utah  to- 
day threatens  Wyoming,  and  her  people  are  taking  the  alarm.  At  the  meet- 
ing of  the  joint  Legislatures  of  the  two  Territories  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Febu 
15th,  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  Hon.  F.  H.  Jones,  of  Wyoming,  spoke  as 
follows: 

**  We  are  your  next  door  neighbors;  our  interests  are  in  many  respects 

identical.     We  are  beset  by  coniTnon  dangers,  engaged  in  common  struggle^ 

encountering  common  difficulties,  and  rejoice  in  common  achievements.^' 
«  «  «  « 

"  Mr.  Warren  spoke,  his  theme  being  that  of  woman  suffrage,  which  is  ex- 
citing the  attention  of  the  Assembly  at  Wyoming,  and  called  for  a  vote  oa 
the  subject" 

Let  polygamy  alone,  and  it  will  soon  cease  to  be  with  the  legislation  already 
enacted.  The  young  men  are  not  likely  to  throw  away  all  opportunity  for 
office,  for  honor  and  preferment,  by  disobeying  the  law;  and  the  legislation 
herein  proposed  would  inflict  upon  them  the  punishment  of  disfranchisement 
for  no  act  of  their  own,  and  could  not,  in  the  days  to  come,  inculcate  in  them 
either  love  or  respect  for  the  power  that  governs  them.  The  majority  of  all 
people  are  law-abiding,  unless  the  law  becomes  so  oppressive  that  respect  is 
impossible. 

This  law  proposes  a  punishment — has  with  it  a  penalty  without  a  coovio* 
tion  of  crime,  and  proposes  to  punish  the  innocent  with  the  guilty — tho 
women  for  the  crimes  of  men. 

It  is  in  direct  violation  of  the  Constitution,  in  that  it  is  a  legislation  "  re- 
specting an  establishment  of  religion."  The  General  Qovernment  has  no 
more  right  to  attack  the  Mormon  faith,  or  to  legislate  with  reference  to  i^ 
than  it  has  to  attack  the  Methodists  or  Catholics.  The  Mormon  religion,  as 
compared  with  other  religions,  had  its  origin  in  the  same  mysticisms  and 
chimeras,  and  was  propagated  in  the  same  way. 

One  hundred  years  ago,  the  first  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  was  organised 
in  John  Street,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  with  only  six  members.  The  be- 
lievers  of  that  doctrine  to-day  are  counted  by  millions,  and  their  churches  by 
tens  of  thousands. 

Fifty- four  years  ago  Joseph  Smith,  the  Mormon  Prophet,  had  only  six 
-  followers  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  those  were  his  own  relatives.  H» 
claimed  to  find  and  translate  a  book  which  he  called  **  The  Book  of  Mor- 
mon," but  did  not  assume  to  be  its  author,  only  the  medium  through  which 
it  was  given  to  the  world.  He  taught  that  this  book  and  the  Old  and  New 
Testament  were  the  writings  of  inspired  men.  His  followers,  like  the  Free* 
will  Baptists,  took  their  inspired  writings  as  their  creed,  and,  like  the  Quakeis 
and  holy  men  of  old,  spoke  as  they  were  moved  upon  by  the  spirit 

In  612  Mahomet,  the  prophet  of  Moslem,  wrote  the  Koran,    fie  said  to  his 
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people:  "If  you  do  not  believe  that  this  book  is  from  God,  see  if  you  can 
write  a  better  book.''  To-day  it  is  estimated  that  the  followers  of  this  faith 
BQinber  180,000,000  of  human  beiugs.  At  first  they  met  with  ridicule  and 
nolent  oppositioD,  so  that  they  were  forced  to  emigrate  from  Mecca  to  Abys- 
fjoia.  They,  too,  were  polygamists.  Failing  to  convert  the  people  as  rapidly 
tthe  wished,  Mahomet  resorted  to  compulsion  and  conquest,  and  his  follow- 
era  used  for  their  battle  cry:  *'  There  is  but  one  Qod,  and  Mahomet  is  hit 
prophet." 

Taylor  Lewis,  in  speaking  of  this  religion,  says  of  it:  "  It  may  be  regarded 
in  f:ict  as  a  lateral  wave  from  the  great  tide  of  religious  thought  and  feeling 
which  cime  down  from  the  earliest  time  of  human  history,  bearing  in  its 
mid-channel  the  Jewish  theocracy,  and  culminating  in  the  Christian  church." 

Mahomet  died  at  Medina,  June  8,  632,  ten  of  his  fourteen  wives  surviving 
him,  and  the  religion  that  he  promulgated,  with  all  its  persecutions,  has  sur- 
vived the  centuries. 

The  Mormons  have  sent  out  their  missionaries  to  all  parts  of  the  globe, 
who  have  given  their  services  and  paid  their  own  expenses — literally  preach- 
ing their  new  Gospel  without  purse  and  without  scrip.  They  believed  that 
tliis  country  was  the  Palestino  predicted,  and  that  it  was  their  mission  to 
found  the  New  Jerusalem  and  to  erect  in  the  New  World  its  sacred  Temple. 
To  secure  a  revenue  for  this  purpose  they  collected  tithes  after  the  old  English 
custom,  and  agreed  that  the  Temple  should  be  built  by  the  free  contributions 
of  all  the  members  of  their  Church. 

But  persecutions  beg>in,  and  they  were  driven  to  Ohio,  and  from  thence  to 
Missouri  and  then  to  Illinois,  where  at  Nauvoo  they  commenced  to  build  the 
Temple,  when  their  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  and  his  brother  were  murdered 
hy  a  mob.  In  six  years  after  their  settlement  at  this  place,  they  had  in- 
creased to  15,000.  To-day  there  are  in  the  Territory  of  Utah  175,000  persons. 
While  in  their  feeble  state  and  surrounded  by  enemies,  they  furnished  500 
men  for  the  Mexican  war.  On  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  they  were 
loyal  to  the  Union.  They  have  helped  to  settle  our  country,  helped  to  add 
to  our  territoiy,  and  have  pledged  their  lives  to  defend  it. 

Brigham  Young,  who  succeeded  the  Prophet  Smith,  ruled  the  Church  with 
a  wise  discretion,  largely  increasing  their  numbers,  their  thrift  and  prosperity. 
The  persecutions  and  niuiders  of  the  members  of  this  Church,  and  the  de- 
struction of  their  property,  did  not  have  its  origin  in  polygamy,  but  in  re- 
ligious persecution,  a.s  polygamy  was  a  later  outgrowth,  and  instituted  at  a 
time  when  the  women  outnumbered  the  men. 

*To  avoid  these  persecutions,  Brigham  Young  determined  to  lead  his  people 
a  thousand  miles  away  from  our  boasted  civilization,  through  a  dreary  and 
almost  trackless  desert,  to  a  spot,  then  on  Mexican  territory,  where  hit 
Church  could  found  their  New  Jerusalem  unmolested,  and  rebuild  the  holy 
Temple. 

On  the  24th  of  July,  1847,  he  arrived  with  143  pioneers  in  the  valley  of 
Salt  Lake.  They  had  surveyed  and  built  650  miles  of  road,  and  had  followed 
a  trapper's  trail  nearly  400  miles.  This  valley  was  then  a  wild,  so  dreary 
that  it  seemed  hardly  possible  for  religious  persecution  to  enter  it.     The 
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ideal  city  which  they  saw  by  the  eye  of  faith  was  founded.     The  solitaiy 
place  was  made  glad,  and  the  desert  to  blossom  as  a  rose.  ^ 

Less  than  forty  years  have  passed  away,  and  to-day  they  are  a  rich,  populoua 
and  prosperous  Territory.  How  to  get  rid  of  polygamy  is  a  problem  that  the 
present  Congress  is  trying  to  solve.  Several  plans  have  been  proposed,  among: 
which  are  the  following  bumaniiarian  and  moral  views,  viz: 

Di^ifranchisA  the  whole  Territory,  men  and  women,  bigamists  and  noo- 
bigamists.  Mormons  and  Qentiles,  but  especially  the  women.    As  Eve  was- 
ihe  first  to  partake  of  the  fruit  in  the  Garden  of  Eden,  so  sin  has  probably 
been  ccmceived  by  the  women  of  Utah. 

Introduce  among  them  the  insignia  of  civilization  in  the  shape  of  gambling 
houses,  grog  shops  and  brothels,  and  they  will  no  longer  remain  without 
poorhouses  and  jails,  and  the  women  will  not  cling  to  their  husbands. 

Confiscate  their  church  property,  the  accumulation  of  years;  take  away 
their  Territorial  Charter,  and  give  Congress  the  exclusive  right  to  govern 
them,  80  that  at  each  session  of  that  augunt  body  any  member  of  doubtful 
moral  standing  may  air  his  virtue  and  put  himself  on  the  record  by  pouring 
out  his  anathemas  on  bigamy  and  polygamy. 

Change  the  old  saying  that  it  is  better  to  let  ninety-nine  guilty  persons 
escape  than  to  punish  one  that  is  innocent,  and  punish  all,  and  you  will  be 
sure  to  reach  the  guilty. 

Compel  the  wife  to  testify  against  her  husband,  and  if  she  is  so  unwilling 
to  testify,  imprison  her,  and  if  still  obstinate,  apply  the  thumb-screws. 

If  they  are  still  defiant,  remove  them  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet,  as  G^o* 
eral  Wool  did  with  the  Cherokee  Indians,  from  the  forests  they  bad  cleared 
and  the  beautiful  homes  they  built  in  the  fastnesses  of  the  mountains. 

All  of  the  Indian  tribes  are  and  have  been  polygamists.  There  are  two 
societies  in  the  State  of  New  York,  one  of  whose  followers  hold  to  no  mar- 
riage and  are  celebites,  which  is  opposed  to  the  prosperity  and  perpetuity  o£ 
the  State;  and  another,  who  believe  in  changing  their  companions  at  pleasure. 
In  both  of  these  societies  there  is  a  common  home  and  a  common  purse. 
They  have  never  been  prosecuted  or  disturbed  for  their  peculiar  faith. 

But  seriously,  gentlemen  and  ladies,  to  return  to  our  argument.  The  leg- 
islation proposed  in  this  Cassidy  bill,  the  Edmunds  amendment,  and  the  bill 
reported  by  Senator  Hoar,  Sen.  No.  1283,  are  grossly  unconstitutional.  I^ 
matters  not  that  they  had  their  inception  and  origin  in  one  of  the  finest  con- 
stitutional and  legal  minds,  so  said,  in  the  United  States  Senate.  Oppression 
and  tyranny  are  the  same  from  whatever  source  they  emanate,  and  they 
grind  under  their  heels  their  victims  with  the  same  tortures.  "The  bloody 
shirt''  flaunted  in  the  face  of  the  political  aspirants  for  place  in  the  South, 
had  more  foundation  in  fact  than  the  present  hue  and  cry  of  bigamy  and 
polygamy  in  Utah,  which  are  intended  for  precisely  the  same  effect. 

This  Territory  was  organized  on  tiie  9th  of  September,  1850,  by  a  people 
driven  by  persecution  to  the  wilds  of  the  desert,  who  endured  hardship  and 
toil  and  privation,  like  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  of  old,  for  the  purpose  of  enjoy- 
ing religioms  liberty.  They  have  enriched  that  desert  land  with  their  toil 
until  it  has  become  fair  to  look  upon,  and  rich  with  the  developed  wealth  of 
their  harvest  fields,  their  mines  and  manufactories.     Their  thrift  has  excited 
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the  cupidity  of  designing  and  unscrupulousjinen.     A  certain  ring  of  politir; 
euoa,  determined  to  possess  themselves  of  that  fair  Territory,  have  made  thft^ 
religious  belief  of  the  Mormons  a  pretext  for  inflaming  the  public  mind  into: 
i  tempest  of  virtuous  indignation,  that  lias  about  as  much  foundation  in  fatitt 
as  the  story  of  Don  Quixote  and  the  wind-mill,  in  that  admirable  travesty  ofl 
OervanteR.    It  was  religious  persecution  that  settled  the  rock-bound  coasi, 
of  New  England ;  that  drove  the  Baptists  out  of  Connecticut  by  a  religions 
people  who  said,  "The  righteous  shall  inherit  the    earth.     We  are   th^ 
righteous."    It  was  religious  persecution  that  one  hundred  years  ago  forbad6 
the  Catholics  from  holding  lands  in  fee  in  Virginia,  thut  denied  the  Quakea 
the  privilege  of  testifying  in  the  Courts  of  Maryland.     Thus  history  repeats 
herself. 

But  if  the  present  Congress  chooses  to  enact  this  odious  and  tyrannical 
legislation,  they  have  a  notable  precedent  for  their  action,  the  sequel  to  which 
is  known  to  every  school  boy  and  girl  in  the  land. 

Iq  the  Declaration  of  Independence  of  the  Thirteen  United  Colonies,  the 
causes  which  impelled  them  to  dissolve  the  political  bonds  which  connected 
them  with  the  government  of  England  are  set  forth.  The  King  of  Great 
Britain  was  charged  by  them  with  committing  repeated  injuries  and  usurpa- 
tions, the  object  of  which  was  to  establish  an  absolute  tyranny  over  the 
Colonies.  In  this  Declaration  twenty-seven  specific  charges  are  made  against 
the  King,  among  them  as  follows: 

"  He  has  refused  to  pass  other  laws  for  the  accommodation  of  large  districts  of  people, 
unless  these  people  would  relinquish  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Legislature,  a 
nght  in^timable  to  them  and  formidabU  to  tyrants  only. 

**  He  has  dissolved  Representative  Houses  repeatedly  for  opposing  with  manly  firm- 
mi  his  invasions  on  the  rights  of  the  people. 

**  He  has  refused,  for  a  long  time  after  such  dissolutions,  to  cause  others  to  be  elected; 
thereby  the  legislative  Powers,  incapable  of  annihilation,  have  returned  to  the  people  at 
htge  for  their  exercise. 

^  He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  new  offices,  and  sent  hither  swarms  of  officers  to 
harass  uor  people  and  eat  out  our  substance. 

"He  has  combined  with  others  to  subject  us  to  a  jurisdiction  foreign  to  our  Constita- 
tkm,  and  unacknowledged  by  our  laws;  giving  his  assent  to  their  acts  of  pretended 
Iqpslation. 

"For  imposing  taxes  on  us  without  our  consent. 

"  For  depriving  us  in  many  cases  of  the  benefit  of  trial  by  jury. 

"  For  taking  away  our  charters,  abolitihing  our  most  valuable  laws,  mnd  altering  /%n- 
imntntally  theformt  of  our  government. 

**  For  puspending  our  own  Legislature,  and  declaring  ihemselva  invested  with  power 
to  legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever. 

**  A  IMnce  whose  character  is  thus  marked  by  every  act  which  may  define  a  tyrant,  is 
imfit  to  be  the  ruler  of  a  free  people." 

The  Hoar  amendment  mildly  proposed  to  disfranchise  the  women  of  the 
Territory — to  despoil  the  Mormon  Church  and  apportion  and  distribate  ita 
wealth  among  fourteen  trutstees  \vho  ^hall  hold  ofiice  for  two  years,  when,  I 
suppose,  it  is  intended  that  another  set  shall  come  in  for  a  slice  of  the  cake. 

It  proposes  to  go  b.ick  to  the  barbarity  of  the  old  English  law  which  de- 
clares that  a  bastard  has  no  inheritable  blood,  and  to  take  from  the  child  of 
polygamous  parentage  not  only  his  name  but  his  patrimony.     Senators  Hoat 
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and  Edmunds  would  both  have  performed  a  service  to  the  State,  and  have 
gone  down  to  posterity  as  humanitarians  and  philanthropists,  had  they  paid 
as  much  attention  to  the  legislation  of  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  as  they 
have  to  that  of  Utah,  and  secured  enactments  which  would  grant  inheritahca 
to  every  illegitimite  child  in  those  States  wherever  the  parentage  can  b 
proved.  NuHsjUlia  is  an  absurdity  of  the  law  and  worthy  of  the  dark  ages. 
It  is  profoundly  to  be  hoped  that  Congress  will  turn  its  attention  to  its  le- 
gitimate business  and  let  Utah  alone.

Apostles  Brigham  Young  and  F.  M.  Lyman  have  gone  on  a  tour  through 
the  various  settlements  of  the  Saints  in  Colorado  and  Arizona. 

Fred.  Hopt,  alias  Welcome,  has  been  tried  for  the  third  time  for  the  mur- 
der of  John  F.  Turner,  found  guilty  and  sentenced  to  be  shot  on  the  13th 
inst 

Brother  Ehenezer  Hanks«,  a  veteran  member  of  the  Church,  one  who  served 
in  the  Munnon  Battalion  that  inarched  against  Mexico,  and  the  first  person 
to  establish  a  cotton  factory  in  Utah,  died  on  the  4th  of  April  in  Graves 
Valley,  Piute  Co.,  aged  69  years.  Ue  testified  to  the  truth  of  his  religion 
with  his  latest  breath. 

Quite  a  large  number  of  missionaries  have  been  called  to  go  to  Arizona^ 
who  will  locate  their  families  and  establish  homes  at  St.  Johns  in  that  Ter- 
ritory,  and  devote  their  talents  to  spreading  a  knowledge  of  the  Gospel  and 
developing  the  resources  of  that  country  as  they  may  be  directed  to  do  so  by 
the  presiding  Church  authorities  thore. 

Elder  Henry  A.  Dixon,  whom  many  of  our  readers  will  remember  as  having 
been  a  missionary  in  this  country  in  1880,  died  at  his  home  in  Provo  on  the 
4th  of  May,  1884,  from  pneumonia  and  brain  fever.  He  was  born  in  Graham's 
Town,  South  Africa,  March  4,  1835,  embraced  the  Gospel  when  he  became  of 
age,  having  been  prevented  by  his  father  from  doing  so  at  an  earlier  period| 
endured  many  privations  and  much  persecution  for  the  sake  of  his  religion, 
filled  an  active  and  useful  life,  and  was  much  respected  by  all  who  knew  him. 

*'  Little  Soldier,''  an  Indian  chief,  well  and  favorably  known  throughout 
Utdl),  died  in  O;;don  on  the  24th  of  April,  and  was  buried  with  appropriate 
services,  instructive  and  consolatory  remarks  in  both  the  English  and  Indian 
languages  being  made  upon  the  occasion  of  the  funeral  by  Bishop  George  W. 
Hill,  who  had  been  acquainted  with  the  deceased  chief  for  thirty-five  years. 
^  Little  Soldier'  embraced  the  Gospel  a  number  of  years  ago,  and  has  ever 
since  lived  a  faithful,  consistent  life,  never  once  giving  way  to  his  former 
fondness  for  "  firewater,"  and  the  debasing  habits  which  Indian  nature  seems 
specially  prone  to  indulge  in.

Passing  a  news-stand  a  short  time  since,  we  noticed  on  one  of  the  posters 
with  which  the  numenms  bulletin  b<»arda  about  the  place  were  adorned,  some 
aenMkttonal  display  lines  about  an  **  exposure  of  the  errors  of  Mormonism"  by 
the  Rev.  Hugh  Stowell  Brown  in  the  Protestant  Standard.  Being  interested 
b  the  "exposure  of  Mormonism,"  in  fact,  being  specially  engaged  in  the 
Inuioess  of  exposing  it,  we  felt  curious  to  know  what  the  noted  Baptist 
preacher  had  to  say  upon  the  subject,  and  accordingly  purchased  a  copy  of 
the  paper.  We  found  that  the  so  called  "exposure"  consisted  of  a  sermon 
delirered  in  the  Myrtle  Street  Chapel  of  Liverpool,  by  the  Rev.  Hugh  Stowell 
Brown,  and  the  allusion  in  it  to  "Mormonism"  was  only  very  slight,  but 
sufficient  to  call  forth  a  sens:itional  poster  announcement  from  the  publisher 
to  help  sell  the  paper.     Here  is  what  he  said  upon  the  subject: 

"  Had  the  people  of  this  country — a  country  more  expensively  furnished  with  the 
■tans  of  religious  instruction  than  any  other  in  the  world— had  the  people  in  this  country 
bsen  honestly  supplied  with  relis^ous  instruction,  which  by  millions  sterling  had  been 
pvorided  for  them,  they  surely  could  not  have  been  so  ignorant  and  weak  as  to  be 
aisled  by

ir  those  who  from  this  isl&nd  have  gone  forth  to  swell  the  ranks  of  the  western  fanatics — 
they  have  not  beem  Irish  Roman  Catholics,  they  have  been  English  Protestants.  Scot- 
land  has  been  better  taught,  and  Scotch  people  had  not  made  such  fools  of  themselyes. 
Sztremes  meet.*' 

If  the  reverend  gentleman  means  to  convey  the  idea  here,  and  we  suppose 
he  does,  that  Scotch  people  do  not  join  the  ranks  of  the  Latter-day  Saints, 
whom  he  is  pleased  to  call  **  western  fanatics,''  we  may  as  well  undeceive 
him  OD  that  point.  Tliere  are  a  great  many  Scotch  people  among  the  Latter- 
day  Stints,  and  more  continually  joining — a  fact  which  we  consider  greatly 
to  the  credit  of  that  sturdy,  logical  race,  whether  it  is  due  to  their  having 
**  been  better  taught"  or  not. 

There  is  a  tinge  of  irony  as  well  as  the  spice  of  truth  in  the  remark  which 
Mr.  Brown  makes  as  to  the  outrageously  expensive  character  of  the  religious 
instruction  for  which  the  English  people  are  paying,  and  the  dishonest  man- 
ner in  which  it  is  supplied.  Such  religious  instruction  would  be  dear  as  a 
gift,  and  much  more  so  when  it  costs,  as  he  says,  millions  of  pounds  sterling. 
What  would  the  Savior,  who  sent  His  apostles  out  without  purse  and  scrip  to 
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preach  the  Qospel,  telling  them  to  trust  in  the  Lord  for  what  they  should 
eat,  or  drink,  or  wear,  have  thought  of  such  a  system  of  making  merchandise 
of  men's  souls  as  prevails  here  in  Eiiglandl  But  does  not  that  caustic  remark 
of  Mr.  Brown's  sound  strangely,  coming  from  a  man  who  preaches  for  hire 
and  divines  for  money?  Is  it  possible  that  it  is  said  partially  in  8elf-repr<»aclit 
No  such  reproach  for  expensive  religious  instruction  or  dishonesty  in  giving 
it  can  be  truthfully  brought  again-st  the  Latter-day  Saints,  for  they  offer  the 
Gospel  free  of  charge,  and  labor  conscientiously  and  unselfishly  for  the  saving 
of  souls.  And  as  to  the  errors  of  *'  Morndonism"  or  the  religion  of  the  Latter- 
day  Saints,  we  defy  Mr.  Brown  or  any  one  else  to  prove  from  the  scriptures 
that  a  single  one  exists. 

Now  let  us  see  what  kind  of  a  doctrine  Mr.  Brown  teaches,  and  whether 
there  are  any  errors  in  it  when  it  is  compared  with  **  the  law  and  the  testi- 
mony." 

His  sermon  is  from  Eph.  iv.  13-16,  which  he  reads,  and  then  says;  **W« 
learn  from  these  verses  the  very  important  but  not  very  widely  acknowledged 
truth  that  the  Christian  Church  is  the  Christian  ministry,  that  the  Christiaa 
ministry  is  the  Christian  Church,  that  the  Church  and  the  ministry  are  co* 
extensive  and  synonymous." 

Our  readers  can  judge  for  themselves  after  reading  the  text  whether  such 
an  inference  is  **  honestly"  drawn  from  it.  We  fail  to  see  that  it  is.  He  thea 
goes  on  to  say:  ''As  to  the  apostles,  prophets,  evangelists,  pastors,  teachei% 
and  so  on,  they  are  persons  whom  Christ  has  qualified  to  help,  to  guide,  to 
encourage  the  Christian  Cliurch  in  its  work  of  ministry.  Did  Christ  give 
some  apostles,  some  prophets,  some  evangelists,  and  some  pastors  and  teachers 
to  be  the  ministry  of  the  Churcht  No  such  thing;  but  simply  to  be  leaders 
and  teachers,  the  helpers  and  encouragement  of  the  Church  in  its  ministry 
because  the  ministry  is  a  work  that  devolves  on  all  Christisn  people,  and  as 
much  uppn  any  one  Christian  as  upon  any  other." 

What  the  reverend  gentleman  means  by  all  this  is  not  very  clear,  but  we 
suppose  from  the  fact  that  there  are  no  such  officers  as  those  mentioned  ia 
the  church  to  which  he  belongs,  that  he  would  like  to  make  it  appear  thai 
they  are  not  necessary.  In  answer  to  the  question  which  he  asks,  and  which 
he  replies  to  in  the  negative,  we  may  quote  the  words  of  Paul,  as  given  in  the 
two  previous  verses  to  those  quoted  in  his  text:  *'  And  he  gave  some,  apostles; 
and  some,  prophets;  and  some,  evangelists;  and  some,  pastors  and  teachers; 
for  the  perfecting  of  the  Saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying 
of  the  body  of  ChrLst."  Here  we  are  told  distinctly  what  these  officers  were 
for,  and  one  of  the  objects  was  "  for  the  work  of  the  ministry."  There  is  no 
intimation  there  that  **  the  ministry  is  a  work  that  devolves  on  all  Christian 
people,  and  as  much  upon  any  one  Christian  as  upon  any  other,"  or  that  any 
person  has  the  right  to  act  in  the  place  of  these  officers.  Paul,  in  writing 
upon  the  same  subject  to  the  Corinthians,  says  (1  Cor.  xii,  28,  29):  **  And 
God  hath  set  some  in  the  church,  tirst  apostles,  secondarily  prophets,  thirdly 
teachers,  after  that  miracles,  then  gifts  of  healings,  helps,  governments, 
diversities  of  tongues.  Are  all  apostles?  are  all  prophttst  are  all  teachersfV 
Of  course  not,  for  he  tells  us  that  there  were  *'  some"  of  each  placed  in  the 
Church. 
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Piial  also  gives  us  to  understand,  in  the  words  of  Mr.  Brown's  text,  bow 
kmg  these  oflBcers  were  to  continue  in  the  Church:  *'  Till  wc  all  come  in  the 
Qoity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God  unto  a  perfect 
man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of  Christ."  Can  Mr. 
BruwD  inform  us  why  these  officers  are  not  in  the  church  to  which  he  belongs, 
and  which  he  would  fain  have  us  believe  is  the  Church  of  Christ?  He  ac- 
knowledges that  Christians  have  not  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith,  though 
he  consoles  himself  with  the  thought  that  **  there  is  some  evidence  of  progress 
in  this  directicm  now;  that  there  is  not  quite  so  much  diversity  as  there  was 
in  ages  long  gcme  by,  when  the  subtleties  of  the  scholastic  philosophy  raised 
soiuany  theological  distinctions  of  an  altogether  metaphysical  character.'' 
It  certainly  d(»es  not  look  much  like  unity  when  religious  denominations  are 
moltiplying  until  the  professedly  Christian  sects,  all  difiering  in  some  refects, 
aaioant  to  almost,  if  not  quite,  as  many  as  *4he  number  of  the  beast!" 

One  of  the  objects  for  which  these  officers  were  instituted  was  to  prevent 
•neb  disunion.  Paul  tells  us  why  they  were  placed  in  the  Church:  "  That  we 
henceforth  be  no  more  children,  tossed  to  and  fro,  and  carried  about  with 
every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  the  sleight  of  men  and  cunning  craftiness,  wherebj 
they  lie  in  wait  to  deceive."  Why,  then  are  these  officers  not  found  in  the 
Bnptist  church,  to  which  Mr.  Brown  belongs?.  No  wonder  he  pleads  igno- 
ruice  of  what  Paul  means  in  the  16th  verse  of  his  text,  where  the  Church  is 
oumpered  to  a  human  body,  for  if  he  were  to  follow  it  to  its  logical  conclu- 
sion, he  would  condemn  his  own  church.     He  says: 

"  My  friends,  I  Bhall  not  attempt  any  exposition  of  the  illustration  which  the  apostle 
htie  uses.  I  do  not  understand  it.  I  am  not  a  physiologist,  but  I  feel  that  we  are  after 
aQ  Teiy  independent  of  this  physiological,  anatomical  parable,  beautiful  as  it  is." 

If  he  would  turn  to  the  12th  chapter  of  1st  Corinthians,  he  would  find  the 
lame  figure  of  speech  used,  and  the  body  represented  by  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  Church  and  the  gifts  of  the  Spirit,  all  of  which  we  are  given 
to  understand  are  necessary  to  the  forming  of  a  perfect  body.  But  these 
officers  and  gifts  ure  not  found  in  the  Baptist  church;  in  fact,  that  church 
hears  no  resemblance  whatever  to  the  one  described  by  Paul.  It  is  a  church 
devised  by  men,  who,  in  the  language  of  Mr.  Brown,  feel  that  they  are  ^Wery 
independent  of  *  *  the  physiological,  anatomical"  pattern  instituted  by 
the  Almighty.  Their  church  is  simply  a  monstrous  deformity,  differing  not 
only  in  shape  from  the  Church  of  Christ,  but  entirely  devoid  of  the  power, 
and  the  most  plausible  excuse  that  Mr.  Brown  can  offer  for  its  lack  of  the 
officers  and  gifts  that  characterized  the  primitive  Church,  is  that  the  ministry 
is  a  work  that  devolves  '*  as  much  upon  any  one  Cbri>tian  as  upon  any  other,** 
ft  declauration  which  we  have  shown  to  be  uuscriptural. 

There  are  a  number  of  other  points  in  Mr.  Brown's  sermon  that  we  might 
notice  had  we  space  to  do  so,  but  this  will  have  to  suffice  for  the  present.  We 
will  say,  though,  that  on  the  whole  the  sermon  is  unworthy  of  his  great 
mind.  This  fact,  however,  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  weakness  and  incon- 
listency  of  the  creed  he  is  required  to  conform  to,  and  to  his  having  to  preach 
to  please  the  congregation  by  whom  he  is  employed,  rather  than  to  his  lack 
of  ability. 

His  uukind  fling  at  the  "  MormoHs"  is  entirely  inexcusable,  for  he  has  had 
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a  chance  i»f  learning  that  they  only  uf  all  people  living,  in  theirChurch  organiza- 
tion, in  their  creed  and  pr.ictice,  and  in  tlieir  possesitioii  of  the  gifUi  and 
power  enjoyed  by  the  ancient  Church,  Hgree  with  the  pattein  that  is  given  us 
by  Paul.  He  knows,  too,  or  if  he  docvs  not  we  can  assure  him,  that  he  cannot 
prove  any  of  their  doctrines  uiiscripiural.  Denunciation  is  not  argument. 
Ridicule  is  not  reason-  G.  C.  L.

ITEMS  OF  INTEREST  FEOM  PRESIDENT  TAYLOR. 

President  John  Taylor  writing  to  us  from  Salt  Lake  City,  May  9,  1884, 
«ay8:  >. 

**  We  have  lately  paid  a  flying  visit  to  St.  George  and  the  southeni  counties,  having 
had  an  agreeable  and  profitable  time,  though  a  very  rough  journey.  You  will  see  in  my 
•discourse,  delivered  last  Sunday,  and  which  will  be  published  to-morrow,  what  I  hare 
had  to  say  with  regard  to  cur  visit,  as  you  will  also  find  reference  therein  to  sundry 
matters  that  are,  at  present,  ths  chief  topics  of  thought  and  conversation.  Next  week 
we  expect  to  dedicate  the  Logan  Temple,  when  a  very  happy  and  profitable  time  is 
Anticipated,  and  many  of  the  prominent,  leading  Elders  from  various  parts  of  our  *  moon- 
tain  home'  will  be  present. 

"  We  have  lately  organized  two  new  Stakes  of  Zion  in  Idaho,  to  which  the  names  of 
Oneida  and  Bannock  Stakes  have  been  given.  The  headquarters  of  the  first  named  will 
be  at  Oxford,  and  of  the  latter  at  Kexburg,  both  in  Oneida  County,  and  the  dividing  line 
is  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Portneuf  Canyon.  Elder  Charles  O.  Card  will  succeed  Pre- 
siding Bishop  Preston  as  the  President  of  the  Cache  Stake  of  Zion.  It  is  proper  for  me 
to  inform  you  that  the  vacancy  in  the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles,  caused  by  the 
death  of  Elder  C.  C.  Rich,  was  filled  at  Conference  by  the  appointment  of  Elder  John 
W.  Taylor  (my  son)  as  a  member  of  that  Quorum,  and  ho  was  ordained  to  that  Priest- 
hood and  calling  on  the  9th  of  April  in  the  Endowment  House." 

THE  LOGAN  TEMPLE,   ETC. 

Apostle  F.  D.  Richards  writes  to  us  as  follows  from  Suit  Lake  City, 
May  10,  1884: 

**  It  is  expected  that  the  Logan  Temple  will  be  dedicated  one  week  from  to-day  (the 
17th  inst).  The  event  is  awakening  a  general  interest  throughout  the  Territory — I  migh^ 
say,  co-extensive  wich  the  existence  of  Saints  in  all  the  world.  Its  cost  will  he  about 
$600,000,  which  will  be  all  paid  off  before  dedication.  Between  eighty  and  ninety  blank 
record  books  of  all  the  various  kinds  needed  for  Temple  labor  are  being  forwarded  from 
here  to-day,  besides  the  unnamed  varieties  of  common  stationery  and  furnishings  neces- 
sary to  go  on  with  the  work. 

"  Brother  D.  0.  Calder  has  been  for  some  time  very  low,  but  is  now  reported  recever- 
ing  finely.  Brother  Martin  H.  Peck  is  still  vsry  low,  and  friends  are  anxious  for  his 
recovery. 

*'  The  workmen  expect  to  commence  laying  the  massive  stones  on  the  walls  of  the 
Temple  in  this  city  next  Monday.  Our  spring  has  been  very  cold,  wet  and  stormy,  until 
May  came  in,  and  now  it  is  warm  (80  degrees  Fahrenheit),  and  vegetation  is  eoming  for* 
ward  rapidly." 


COMPARISON  BETWEEN   CONDITION  OP  UTAH  AND    EL8HWHER1. 

Eldor  Nephi  Pratt  writing  from  Salt  Lake  City,  May  8,  1884,  to  Elder 
G.  C.  Lambert,  says: 

*'  I  trust  you  will  not  condemn  my  long  silence  as  wanton,  when  I  tell  you  that  I  hxw 
aerved  Z.  C.  M^  I.  in  the  capacity  of  commercial  traveler  ever  since  I  wrote  to  yoa 
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befor*.  Mid  invariably,  while  on  the  road,  worked  much  at  nights  a*  well  as  during  the 
day.  My  last  trip  through  Southern  Utah  lasted  almost  eighty  days,  fifty  of  which  I 
was  so  sick  that  much  of  my  writing  was  done  by  proxy,  and  twenty-five  days  of  which 
I  lay  off  duty  in  various  places. 

"  I  am  persuadt>d  that  not  much  can  be  done  in  the  way  of  conversions  in  nations  like 

Great  Britain  and  our  beloved  America,  where  the  Gospel  has  been  heard  so  long  and 

continnoQsly;  but  it  does  not  matter  much  to  us  if  our  skirts  are  clear  of  the  blood  of 

this  generation.     Here  ip.  Zion  all  is  well.    While  murder,  robbery,  theft,  druukenneas, 

infanticide,  debauchery  and  crimes  unheard  of  are  multiplying  in  every  land,  we  pursue 

the  even  tenor  of  nur  way,  only  permittini;  in  one  or  two  of  our  cities  any  of  the  grosser 

crimes,  and  that  becau9e  they  are  fastened  upon  us  by  the  honorable(?)  Christian  judiciary 

ssnt  here  by  our  parent  government  against  our  wishes,  for  the  purpose,  among  other 

daties,  of  leading  the  *  Mormouii*  on  to  a  higher  plane  of  civilization.     While  these  things 

sie  growing  among  ua  just  as  Christian  ohurches  are,  and  are  made  up  of,  and  patronisad 

by,  people  *  not  of  us,'    Zion  is  growing  in  numbers,  union,  strength,  faith  and  power, 

malting  in  security,  prosperity,  contentment  and  peace.    Outside  of  Zion  the  judgments 

of  the  Holy  One  come  thicker  and  faster  year  by  year,  in  the  shape  of  railroad  accidents, 

at  sea,  floods,  fires,  unheard-of  diseases  and  innumerable  troubles  and  pesti* 

\;  but,  I  need  not  dwell  on  these  things,  for  you  know  them  just  as  I  do." 


SIGHT  SEEING    BEFORE   RETURNING   HOME. 

President  John  Q.  Can  nun,  of  the  Swiss  and  Qerman  Mission,  who  hag 
been  released  to  return  home,  and  who  with  his  wife  will  sail  from  here  on 
the  7th  inst,  writes  us  as  follows  from  Paris,  May  25,  1884: 

*'  I  beliere  that  I  owe  you  a  letter — that  is  if  the  usual  commercial  rules  of  barter  ot 
tinhange  hold  good  (and  why  should  they  not?)  in  matters  of  an  epistolary  character; 
and  with  only  a  few  short  days  of  sojourn  in  these  foreign  lands  confronting  me,  in  which 
I  am  desirous  of  wiping  off  as  many  old  debts,  here  contracted,  as  lies  within  my  power, 
I  address  myself  this  rainy  and  miserable  afternoon  to  the  duty  which  has  laid  so  long 
yet  so  comfortably  upon  me,  and  acknowledge,  by  way  of  introduction,  the  due  receipt 
U  your  welcome  flavor  of  some  weeks  since.  And  as  I  am  tr3ring  to  cultivate  frankneas, 
I  may  as  well  gratify  myself  by  confessing  that  were  the  weather  less  unfavorable,  or  mf 
acquaintance  with  this  excruciating  vernacular  less  limited,  this  letter  would  not  b» 
written;  for  in  the  former  case  I  should  be  off  seeing  the  *  lions'  which  are  on  the  outside* 
or  in  the  latter,  nosing  around  among  the  partially  concealed  and  to  me  more  interesting 
anes,  for  a  thorough  appreciation  of  which,  however,  *  a  tolerable  familiarity  with  th* 
language'  (I  quote  the  guide-book)  *is  indispensably  necessary.' 

'*  We  left  little  Bern  on  the  15th  of  the  month,  as  expected,  and  spent  that  day  and 
the  next  in  the  French  speaking  part  of  Switzerland,  paying  a  visit  to  the  Castle  of 
Chillon  on  Lake  Geneva,  the  lonely  prison  house  of  Bonivard,  whose  tale  is  so  touchingly 
t/M  by  Lord  Byron.  A  ride  through  Vevey  and  Clarens,  on  the  most  charming  of 
apring  mornings,  recalled  the  burning  language  of  Rousseau's  characters,  and  a  halt  of 
a  nii^t  in  Lausanne,  where  Gibbon,  the  historian,  completed  his  imperishable  work,  was 
amrely  enough  to  make  us  feel  that  we  were  treading  historic  ground.  Of  course  ws 
nnted  Geneva,  the  queen  city,  were  favored  with  a  clear  view  of  the  monarch  of  ihs 
Alps,  and  steamed  leisurely  from  one  end  of  the  beautiful  sheet  of  water,  in  whose  placid 
boaom  hia  image  was  so  perfectly  reflected,  clear  to  the  other,  where  the  swift  Rhons 
leaps  from  the  lake  to  begin  his  winding  course  to  the  sea.  On  the  17th  we  took  train 
for  Paris,  and  arrived  at  11-30  p.m.  I  could  not  begin  to  tell  you  of  m>  troubles  with 
By  luggage,  the  cab-driver,  the  police,  etc. ;  and  only  after  three  or  four  of  the  '  Gardiens 
da  la  Paix*  had  consulted  each  other  and  their  respective  pocket  maps  of  the  city,  wers 
ws  snablad  to  set  off  for  this  short  but  busy  little  'Kue  du  Mont  Thabor.'  The  troubls 
aaemcd  tu  be  that  none  of  them  knew  where  the  atreet  waa;  but  aa  I  was  unable  to  giTs 
any  farther  information  than  the  plain  address,  and  was  furthermore  totally  unable  to 
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understand  or  Kpeak  a  word;  I  sat  composedly  in  the  cab  and  let  them  and  the  driver 
figure  it  out  themselves.  Finally  we  reached  oar  street  and  our  number  (this  was  about 
one  o'clock  a.  m. )  and  found  mine  host  up  awaiting  us,  thanks  to  my  precaution  of 
notifying  him  when  we  were  coming.  The  next  day  we  watched  the  facee  of  all  the 
guests,  expecting,  after  what  President  Smith  wrote,  that  some  of  the  folks  from 
England  would  be  here,  and  hoping  from  our  inmost  souls  that  such  would  be  the  caee. 
Alas,  it  was  a  vain  hope  !  We  have  been  here  a  whole  week  and  haven't  seen  a  friendly 
face.  We  hear  our  mother  tongue  now  and  then,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  we  are  the 
only  ones  who  cannot  use  the  other  one.  Well,  we  have  had  a  pretty  good  time,  any- 
way, have  made  no  very  serious  blunders  I  believe,  and  have  certainly  employed  our 
time  to  good  advantage.  I  make  a  ludicrous  mistake  by  asking  *wief  (the  Gkgmaa 
interrogative  *whatr)  to  every  sentence  the  waiter  or  any  one  else  expreesee  to  me;  and 
as  the  pronounciation  is  exactly  the  same  as  the  French  'oui'  (yes !),  the  embarrassment 
of  the  questioner  is  often  no  less  than  my  chagrin.  It  is  a  pure  act  of  forgetful  ness,  but 
One  which  I  do  not  seem  to  be  able  te  avoid.  However,  we  have  managed  to  make  our 
wants  known,  and  Annie  has  even  gone  shopping,  while  being  unable  to  understand 
■sometimes  proves  a  positive  boon  in  that  it  excuses  the  inquisitive  sightseer  who  thus 
trespasMs  into  forbidden  pfirtions  of  collections  or  palaces,  and  has  a  chance  to  see  sooie 
rarity  or  other  before  the  custodian  catches  him."

.  Key.  H.  M.  Simmons,  of  the  XJDitarian  society,  followed  the  dbcourse 
delivered  by  Rev.  J.  L.  Scadder,  of  the  Firet  CongregHtional  societj,  givea 

^  last  Sunday,  on  the  Mormon  problem,  with  a  sermon  on  the  same  subject, 
delivered  to  an  audience  that  filled  the  Hebrew  temple  yesterday  morning* 
Mr.  Simmons  summed  up  the  points  of  merit  worthy  of  recognition  in  the 
Murmons  in  the  following  statistics,  and  followed  with  consideration  of  the 

'•question  of  polygamy  as  herewith  given: 

*' Aside  from  their  polygamy,  the  Mormons  are  admitted  to  be  a  pre- 
eminently moral  people.  Hepworth  Dixon  says:  'Peace  reigns  in  their  cities; 
harlots  and  drunkards  are  unknown  to  them.'  The  author  of  'Sinners  and 
Saints'  only  two  years  ago,  found  the  same  condition.    See  his  picture  of  the 

^iown  of  Logan,  with  4,000  Mormons,  yet  'without  a  crime,  without  drunken- 

;  ness,  without  a  single  license  for  liquor  selling;'  its  only  police  force  two  men 
partly  engaged  in  farming,  and  with  no  police  at  all  on  Sundays  and  on 
meeting  evenings.  This  same  authority,  after  a  long  stay  among  them,  with 
exceptionally  good  advantages  for  learning  their  private  life,  says  be  can 

'  positively  assert  that  '  the  standard  of  public  monility  among  the  Mormone 
of  Utah  is  such  as  the  GkntiJes  among  them  are  either  unable  ur  unwilling  to 
live  up  to.'    Nor  is  this  the  mere  assertion  of  a  traveler,  but  borne  out  by 

tiitatistics.    We  are  told  further  that  in  Utah  the  Mormons,  though  constitn- 

<  ling  83  per  cent,  of  the  population,  furnished  only  2  per  cent  of  the  litigation 
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iod  of  the  gambling;  und  that  'all  the  bagnios  and  other  disreputable  con- 
cerns in  the  Territory  are  run  and  sustained  by  non- Mormons.'  Such  statistics 
mikv)  usj  doubt  R'37.  How.irJ  Crosby's  policy  of  sending  an  army  to  crush  out 
the  M  irinoQs.  Better  not  kill  them  off  until  we  have  learned  to  mike 
Cbriitians  at  least  one- fourth  as  orderly  as  they  are.  For  simple  arithmetic 
•hows  that  by  getting  rid  of  the  Mormon  element,  we  should  multiply  the 
percentage  of  crime  in  the  Territory  more  than  four- fold. 

**  But  the  polygamy,  you  say.      That  is  indeed  the  blot  on  their  systenL 
Home  it  the  holiest  place  on  the  planet;  and  the  love  of  husband  and  wife  is 
one  of  the  highest  forces  in  history.    And  the  man  who  feels  true  love  for  a 
woman  knows  that  it  is  too  sacred  a  thing  to  be  divided.     Polygamy  takes 
half  the  heart  out  of  the  home,  and  takes  out  of  life  its  highest  value.     But 
not  even  the  evil  of  pi>lygamy  should  make  us  forget  the  merits  of  the  Mor- 
mons which  we  have  noticed.     Still  \es6  should  it  make  us  willing  to  wrong 
them.    The  fact  that  they  degrade  their  homes  is  no  reason  that  we  should 
do  worse  and  destroy  their  homes.     The  fact  that  they  practice  polygamy  in 
Utah  gives  us  no  right  to  drive  them  out  of  that  Territory,  which  they  have 
won  from  the  wilderness,  and  virtually  given  ua     By  all  the  rules  of  right 
the  land  is  theirs  rather  than  ours.     And  if  we,  after  mobbing  them  from 
Missouri  and  Illinois  into  a  desert,  which  we  did  not  own — after  their  suffer- 
ing march  to  that  desert,  and  their  long  toil  in  redeeming  it  to  use  and  beauty 
—if  wt  now  do  anything  to  drive  them  out  of  it,  we  sin  far  more  against  the 
laws  of  justice  than  they  with  all  their  wivea     Nor  is  it  just  to  punish  their 
offenses  against  oar  marriage  system  with  any  harsher  methods  than  we  use 
for  similar  offenses  elsewhere.     Nay,  the  fact  that  they  oppose  our  marriage 
tystem  openly  and  sincerely  should  make  us  show  to  them  more  charity  than 
toothers.     They  are  just  as  sincere  in  their  devotion  to  polygamy  as  we  in 
oars  to  monogamy.    Their  sincerity  and  courage    in    asserting    unpopular 
beliefs  entitles  them  to  something  more  than  charity,  and  in  any  other  cause 
would  win  them  respect.    Nor  are  their  conclusions  exactly  what  an  ortho- 
dox minister  should  condemn.    They  have  the  Bible  on  their  side,  and  when 
the  famous  Dr.  Newman  argued  against  them  on  Biblical  grounds,  they  pub- 
lished the  debate  as  a  campaign  document  to  support  their  doctrine.     When 
aChristiaa  minister  preaches  the  divine  wisdom  of  Solomon  with  his  seven 
rkmdred  wives,  and  the  dreadful  wickedness  of  some  Mormon  for  keeping 
Hmly  seven;  when  he  urges  us  to  follow  the  example  of  Abraham,  and  Jacob, 
and  David,  and  to  slay  the  Mormons  because  they  do  follow  these  example^, 
his  logic  gets  in  a  tangle.    If  the  Jewish  nation,  including  Prophets  and 
Apostles,  and  Jesus  himself,  were  God's  people,  and  yet  all  descended  from 
^lygamists,  as  the  Bible  asserts;  if  this  Bible,  which  praises  polygamists 
^iiid  is  partly  written  by  them,  is  still  the  infallible  and  only  word  of  God, 
fiihen  the  Mormons  deserve  our  respect,  not  only  for  being  sincere,  but  for 
fmog  in  the  right 

''Bat  allowing,  as  I  prefer  to,  that  the  Bible  is  not  infallible  on  the 
carriage  question,  and  that  the  Mottnoui'  are,  rather,  in  the  wrong,  there

POLYGAMOUS  MARRIAGES. 


ISOLATED,  and  jet  central  on  ths  great  highway  of  the  trans-Missouri 
rogion;  eleyated,  and  yet  sheltered  by  the  Rocky  Mountains  on  the  easi 
and  north,  and  the  Sierras  on  the  west;  insular^  and  yet  more  cosmopolitan 
than  any  rural  population  on  the  face  of  the  globe;- physically  attractive,  and 
jet  rent  with  the  turmoil  of  political  and  religious  distractions;  home  of  tbe 
aage  brash,  and  yet  raising  eighty  bushels  of  grain  to  the  acre;  a  day-and- 
night's  journey  from  anywhere,  and  yet  in  the  very  eye  of  the  world;  an 
empire  of  paradoxes  and  antitheses;  this  is  the  Utah  of  to-day,  and  ef  the 
past  twenty  years. 
The  capital  city  is  one  of  singular  attractiveness.    In  its  air  of  spadotis* 
and  liberality  of  plan,  it  is  second  only  to  Washington.    Even  during 
winter  season,  what  is  not  intrinsically  beautiful  is  suggestively  so,  when 
spring  shall  have  opened  the  flowers,  and  quickened  the  foliage,  and  let  lp6se 
the  waters  that  shall  cover  the  valleys  with  verdure.     In  everything — the 
bnn-like  blocks,  the  wide  avenues,  the  stately  and  often  graceful  architeotore^ 
the  waterways  for  irrigation,  sewage  and  sprinkling,  the  edifices  for  worship^ 
education  and  amusement,  the  employment  of  gas,  the  electric  light  and  rdU- 
ways— in  everything  is  seen,  on  the  part  of  this  Mormon  people,  the  evideneei 
of  nnbounded  faith  in  themselves  and  their  future,  and  a  wise  use  of  what- 
ever adds  to  the  comfort  and  advantage  of  the  community.     And  Salt  Lake 
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City  is  the  magnified  prototype  of  a  dozen  or  more  lesser  but  beautiful  cities 
and  towns  scattered  through  the  Utah  valleys.  All  are  laid  out  od  the  same 
comprehensive  plan,  looking  to  the  comfort  of  the  future  dense  populations, 
as  well  as  the  present.  There  is  something  wonderfully  impressive  in  the 
tokens,  revealed  on  every  hand,  of  the  faith  of  this  singular  people  in  them- 
selves and  their  destiny.  They  plan  and  build  not  for  the  day;  there  are 
centuries  of  anticipation  in  every  representative  act. 

The  Mormon  inhabitants  comprise  about  seventy- eight  per  cent  of  a  popu- 
lation which,  numbering  one  hundred  and  forty-four  thousand  in  1880,  must 
now  count  nearly  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousauil.  In  the  twenty-two  per 
•cent,  minority  are  represented  the  most  prominent  of  the  Christian  sects, 
though  generally  with  slender  following.  The  bulk  of  the  **  outsiders,"  as 
they  are  classed,  are  unsectarian  or  openly  irreligious.  They  comprise, 
almost  exclusively,  the  mining  population,  the  adventurers,  and  in  the  towns 
a  fair  pro^iortion  of  the  business  class.  The  farmers  are,  with  scarcely  an 
exception,  Mormons. 

No  special  bitterness  or  dislike  seems  to  exist  between  the  Mormons  and 

4he  various  Christian  sects.    On  the  contrary,   courtesies  which  have  quite 

the  seeming  of  Christian  charity  are  frequently  exchanged;  often  enough  to 

bear  inft^rential  testimony  on  the  part  of  each  that  the  others  are  not  totally 

ciepraved.     And  really,  setting  aside  the  one  dogma  of  plural  marriage,  there 

is  no  essential  difference  between  Mormon  theology  and  any  other  of  the 

Chri>:tian  sort;  and  such  as  exists  is  less  a  question  of  difference  than  degree. 

The  ^[(nmon  creed  is  omnivorous;  it  assimilates  all  of  all  creeds,  present  and 

past    The  Mormon  is  a  more  latitudinarian  Congregationalist  than  Beecher, 

a  more  veritable  Baptist  than  St  John,  and  he  out- Romanizes  any  Catholic 

in  his  arrangements  for  the  reclamation  of  the  impenitent  dead.     He  swallows 

.'  without  gulping,  and  digests  without  griping,  the  entire  Bible  from  Genesis 

.  to  Revelation,  Apocrypha  included,  and  thrives  on  the  mass  as  literal  manna 

;  from  heaven;  supplementing,  by  way  of  dessert,  his  religious  menu  with  a 

.1  dainty  bit  of  Bible  of  his  own.    So  it  is  not  strange  to  find  among  even  the 

•  strait-laced  of  the  Christian  clergy  those,  like  Rev.  Dr.  Tuttle,  Episcopal 

-  bishop  of  Utah,  who  are  willing  to  bear  testimony  to  Mormon  merit     This 

liberal  prelate,  in  a  lecture  delivered  in  New  York  a  few  years  ago,  said  of 

'  them: 

^'  I  know  the  people  of  the  east  have  obtained  the  most  unfavorable  opinion  of  them, 

and  have  judged  them  unjustly.    They  have  many  traits  that  are  worthy  of  admiratioii, 

.    and  they  believe  with  a  fervent  faith  that  their  religion  is  a  direct  revelation  from  God. 

We  of  the  east  are  accustomed  to  look  upon  the  Mormons  as  either  the  licentious,  ano- 

gant,  or  rebellious  mob,  bent  only  on  defying  the  United  States  government  and  deriding 

^   the  faith  of  the  Christians.    This  is  not  S9.    I  know  them  to  be  honest,  faithful,  prajer- 

'    f«l  workers,  and  earnest  in  their  faith  that  heaven  wiU  bless  the  Church  of  Latterday 

.    Saints.    Another  strong  and  admirable  feature  im  the  Mormon  religion  is  the  tenadoos 

.and  efficient  organiiation.    They  foUow  wi(h  the  greatest  care  all  the  forms  of  the  old 

'Church." 

r<      But  the  reciprocal  dislike  of  the  unsectarian  Gentile  and  the  Mormon  can- 

.  mot  be  exaggerated.    This,  on  the  Gentile's  part,  does  not  hare  its  root  ia 

'  %l!6ligiou8  antagonism.    It  is  outside  of  doctrine  or  dogma.     It  springs  from 

political,  though  not  necessarily  party,  jealousy.    It  is  a  strife  for  the  master- 
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ahip  of  Utah,  and  it  is  marked  by  an  iateDsity  of  bitterness  without  parallel 
in  any  other  section. 

The  two  institutions  of  Mormondom  which  are  the  subjects  of  severest 
criticism,  are  their  secret  courts,  or  councils,  and  their  system  of  polygamy. 

The  first  is  that  which  anti-Mormons  assert  to  be  a  complete  system  of 
government,  through  which  the  rights,  duties,  intertsts  and  affairs  of  the 
Jiormtin  population  are  defined,  imposed,  conserved  and  regulated,  secretly 
and  through  priestly  intervention  and  control,  to  the  detriment  and  danger 
of  the  community.  It  is  charged  that  these  councils  make  up  a  government 
within  a  government,  an  imperium  in  imperio^  and  so  are  not  merely  institu- 
tions disrespectful  to  the  legally -constituted  authorities,  but  schools  of  treason 
mnd  a  menace  to  the  state. 

The  Mormon  answer  to  this  criticism  is  that  these  councils  are  simply  con- 
ciliatory courts,  for  the  arbitration  of  matters  arising  between  brethren  of 
the  same  faith,  voluntarily  resorted  to  by  those  involved  in  disputes,  and 
whose  awards  must  be  voluntarily  acquiesced  in  or  remain  without  effect. 
The  Mormon  theory  is  that  the  bulk  of  differences  which  result  in  wide- 
spread quarrels,  frequently  involving  entire  communities,  may  readily  be 
composed  and  adjusted  if  taken  in  hand  at  their  beginning,  and  before  the 
paasions  of  the  disputants  become  seriously  excited.  For  this  purpose,  in 
each  uf  the  smallest  divisions  of  Church  jurisdiction,  agents — called  Teachers 
— are  employed,  whose  business  it  is  to  acquaint  themselves  wilh  neighbor- 
hood grievantes,  and  by  bringing  the  parties  together,  seek  their  composition. 
Failing  in  this,  the  matter  is  reported  to  the  Bishop  of  the  district,  or  ward, 
who  offers  his  services,  with  those  of  his  counselors,  as  a  court  of  arbitration. 
Appeals  lie  from  the  award  of  this  Bishop's  court  through  other  similarly 
constituted  bodies  of  higher  dignity,  until  that  of  last  resort  is  reached,  be- 
fore the  First  President  and  Council.  If  the  final  award  is  rejected,  the 
Church  discipline  allows  a  sentence  of  disfellowship  against  the  contumacious 
party.  No  other  penalty  is  attempted  to  be  enforced,  as  in  the  nature  of  the 
caae  none  could  be. 

It  is  difficult  to  see  how  this  course  of  proceeding  differs  from  that  of  other 
ecclesiastical  tribunals,  except  that  it  covers  a  wider  range,  and  seeks  in  the 
interest  of  harmony  and  good  fellowship  to  adjust  secular  as  well  as  doctrinal 
disputes.  But  this  Mormon  system,  while  it  exceeds  in  its  scope  the  similar 
courts  of  many  other  religious  bodies,  is  no  more  extensive  than  that  em- 
ployed by  the  sect  of  Quakers,  which,  in  its  furtherance  of  "  peace  on  earth, 
good  will  to  men,"  has  always  been  held  to  be  one  of  their  highest  titles  to 
the  respect  of  mankind. 

That  substantial  justice  is  the  rule  of  the  awards  of  these  conciliatory 
eoturts  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  they  are  habitually  resorted  to  by  the  Mor- 
mon laity.  It  is  idle  to  say,  as  it  is  frequently  said,  that  they  are  forced 
thither  by  the  terrorism  of  priests,  to  become  the  subjects  of  spoliation  and 
wrong;  for  whatever  their  average  intelligence,  no  system  habitually  unjust 
in  temporal  affairs  could  retain  the  support  of  any  people.  And  that  it  does 
command  their  confidence  is  shown  by  this  fact,  that  the  records  of  the  civil 
courts  reveal  scarcely  an  instance  where  plaintiff  and  defendant  are  both  of 
the  Mormon  faith.    Glentiles  sue  Mormons  and  Mormons  sue  Gentiles;  but 
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Mormon  saing  Mormon  is  a  proceeding  so  rare  as  practically  *to  be  unknown 
to  the  judicial  history  of  Utah.  Now,  whether  the  average  quality  cf  justice 
administered  in  these  tribunals  is  above  or  below  that  of  the  civil  courts,  iii 
it  would  seem,  a  question  solely  for  the  solution  of  those  who  resort  to  them* 
There  is  no  legal  compulsion  attaching  to  them;  they  are  self-imposed  and 
Bslf-endured;  and  if  they  fail  to  answer  the  purpose  of  their  existence,  will 
be  self- abrogated  by  disuse.  No  harm  can  come  of  their  employment,  but 
much  good,  from  the  private  and  speedy  settlement  of  neighborhood  quarrels; 
and  least  of  all  need  they  be  the  occasion  of  public  jealousy  as  arrogating  the 
functions  of  the  public  judiciary.  Litigation  is  not  a  plant  of  so  rare  value 
that  its  growth  should  be  fostered  and  stimulated;  and  society  would  be  the 
gainer  if  arbitration  were  substituted  in  its  place  more  generally  than  it  noir 
i.<,  and  that,  too,  whether  under  priestly  or  secular  control. 

Tiie  anti-Mormons  charge  that  the  arbitration  business  of  these  ecclesiasti- 
cal councils  is  only  an  incidental,  not  the  actual,  purpose  of  their  creation; 
and  that  under  its  cover  treason  is  fostered  and  organized,  until  the  system 
has  become  dangerous  to  the  country,  whose  safety  demands  its  destructioiL. 
This  charge  is  unsupported  by  any  public  evidence,  and  as  it  is  strenuously 
denied  by  the  Mormon  authorities,  it  becomes  simply  a  disputed  assertioiit 
and  is  placed  without  the  pale  of  profitable  discussion. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  consider  the  religious  aspects  of  polygamy.  If  it 
were  not  of  divine  institution,  it  would  appear  from  Biblical  history  to  have 
been,  at  least,  of  divine  toleration,  and  that  in  the  ancient  days,  those  who 
enjoyed  the  peculiar  favor  of  God  enjoyed,  also,  the  unpeculiar  favor  of 
multitudinous  wives.  Abraham,  Jacob,  Moses,  David,  are  names  which  the 
pious  world  have  uttered  reverently  for  thousands  of  years,  and  the  measure 
of  their  polygamic  sins,  if  such  they  were,  is  left  for  those  who  have  taste  for 
religious  disputation.  It  is  pertinent,  however,  to  take  into  account  the  in- 
iuence  of  polygamy  upon  the  morals  of  the  people  addicted  to  its  practice. 
And  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  public  morals,  there  is  no  guide  so  tms^ 
worthy  as  the  public  records  of  criminal  statistics.  The  inherent  vice  of  a 
people  cannot  be  suppressed;  it  must  rise  to  the  surface,  and  find,  at  last,  its 
condemnatory  record  in  the  calendar  of  crime. 

The  criminal  statistics  of  Utah  are  kept  with  unusual  precision  and  care. 
Not  only  the  nativity  of  criminals  is  registered,  but  the  character  of  their 
religious  belief,  or  non-belief,  as  the  case  may  be.  This  system  furnishes  a 
sound  basis  for  the  prosecution  of  the  inquiry  in  hand.  These  statistics  for 
the  year  prior  to  1882  have  been  published,  and  the  use  of  the  facts  educed 
from  the  criminal  records  of  1881,  by  the  Hon.  James  W.  Barclay,  M.P.,  in 
an  article  which  lately  appeared  in  The  Nineteenth  Century^  has  excited  much 
comment  here  and  abroad.  This  gentleman  stated  that,  with  Mormons  con- 
stituting the  bulk  of  the  population  of  Salt  Lake  City  (in  1881  there  were 
about  eighteen  thousand  five  hundred  Mormons  to  five  thousand  five  hundred 
non-Mormons),  the  convicts  contained  in  the  city  prison  were  twenty- nine^ 
and  in  the  county  prison  six,  but  of  these  only  nine  were  Mormons.  In  the 
territorial  penitentiary  in  1881  there  were  fifty-one  convicts,  but  only  five  of 
them  were  Mormons,  and  of  these  two  were  there  for  polygamy.  Out  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  prisoners  in  thejlock-up,  eleven  only  were  MormMi% 
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and  some  of  thest  for  polygamy.  The  returns  of  arrests  in  Salt  Lake  City 
in  the  same  year  showed  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  Mormons  against  eight 
hundred  and  iifty-one  non-Mormons.  That  is,  with  over  three-quartern  of 
the  population  of  Salt  Lake  City,  the  Mormons  furnished  only  one-sixth  of  the 
Bomber  of  arrests  in  1881.  These  records,  whieh  correspond  substantially 
with  those  of  former  years,  certainly  exhibited  the  Mormons  in  a  favorable 
light  compared  with  those  who  denounce  them  as  licentious,  brutal  and 
degraded 

The  statistics  at  hand  for  1882,  which,  it  is  believed,  have  not  hitherto 
been  published,  cover  a  wider  field,  taking  in  all  the  populous  districts  of  the 
Territory.  The  total  number  of  all  arrests  for  crimes  and  misdeameanora 
in  these  localities  during  1882  was  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety* 
eight,  of  which  the  seventy-eight  per  cent,  of  the  Mormon  population  fur- 
nished three  hundred,  and  the  twenty-two  per  cent,  of  the  non-Mormon  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight.  A  tabular  exhibit  of  the  grosser 
dimes  embodied  in  the  above  total  show:

So  that  the  Mormons,  comprising  seventy-eight  per  cent,  of  the  population 
of  the  Territory,  contributed  one-eighth  of  the  arrests  made  during  1882, 
and  the  son-Mormons,  baring  only  twenty-two  per  eent,  contributed  seyoB- 
eigfaths. 
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In  those  pursuits  having  a  demoralizing  tendency,  the  distribtion  was  as 
follows:

The  number  of  brothels  throughout  the  Territory  was  twelve,  all  kept  by 
non* Mormons;  number  of  inmates  not  given. 

The  criminal  record  of  Salt  Lake  City  for  1882,  shows  that,  in  a  population 
of  about  twenty-five  thousand,  divided  between  Mormons  and  non-Mormons 
as  nineteen  to  six,  the  total  number  of  arrests  was  one  thousand  five  hundred 
and  sixty-one,  of  which  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  were  Mormons,  and 
one  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-three  non-Mormons.  Classed  by 
sex,  the  number  of  Mormon  men  and  boys  was  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven;  non-Mormon,  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-one;  Mormon 
women,  eleven;  non-Mormon,  one  hundred  and  three.  Of  the  sixty-six 
houses  where  beer  and  liquor  were  retailed  by  the  glass,  sixty  wei^  kept  by 
non- Mormons,  and  the  remaining  six,  nominally  Mormons,  were  not  entitled 
to  participate  in  the  sacraments  of  the  Church  by  reason  of  their  calling. 
The  fifteen  billiard  rooms  and  bowling  alleys  and  the  seven  gambling  houses 
were  all  kept  by  non -Mormons.  The  six  brothels  had  non-Mormon  proprie- 
tors, and  they  were  filled  by  thirty-one  non- Mormon  inmates. 

If  it  should  be  suspected  that  these  territorial  and  city  exhibits  show  an 
unfair  discrimination  in  favor  of  the  Mormon  population,  through  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  Mormon  police  officers  and  magistrates,  such  suspicion  will  be 
removed  by  the  summary  of  the  records  of  the  territorial  penitentiary  for 
the  same  year.  It  will  be  recollected  that  for  the  conviction  of  this  class  of 
criminals,  the  whole  machinery  of  the  law,  judicial  and  ministerial,  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Federal  Covemment.  The  number  of  penitentiary  convicts  for 
the  year  was  twenty-eight.  Of  these  but  one  was  an  orthodox  Mormon,  and 
she  a  woman,  confined  for  one  day  for  contempt  of  court;  five  others  were 
Mormons  only  by  reason  of  their  parentage,  and  the  remaining  twenty-two 
were:  eight  Catholics,  four  Methodists,  one  Jew,  one  Adventist,  one  Presby- 
terian, and  seven  of  no  religious  faith. 

The  tabular  statement  of  the  arrests  throughout  the  Territory  for  1888 
furnishes  food  for  varied  reflection.  Oue  application  only  will  be  made.  If 
those  practicing  polygamy  are,  as  a  class,  actuated  by  the  licentious  motives 
with  which  they  are  charged,  why  is  it  that  the  affiliated  crimes  of  prostita- 
tioD,  brothel-keeping,  lewd  conduct,  insulting  women,  exposing  person, 
attempting  rape,  and  obscene  and  profane  language,  occasioning  in  all  one 
hundred  and  seventy-nine  arrests,  are  so  nearly  monopolized  by  the  non- 
Mormon  element  that  the  proportion  should  be  thirty-five  to  onet  Crime 
breeds  its  congeners;  and  does  not  this  table  of  crime  furnish  proof  of  the 
general  honesty  of  those  who  enter  the  polygamic  state]

Spanish  Fork  is  to  have  a  910,000  theatre  built  immediately. 

A  little  child  of  Peter  Boice,  of  Provo,  was  accidentally  drowned  by  falling 
into  a  ditch  on  the  14th  ult 

The  good  people  of  the  18th  Ward,  Suit  Lake  City,  are  about  to  erect  a 
school  house  in  which  a  school  somewhat  after  the  manner  of  the  B.  Y. 
Academy  of  Provo  is  to  be  carried  on,  without  any  support  from  Territorial 
finances. 

During  a  thunder  storm  which  recently  occurred  at  Pleasant  Qrove,  light- 
ning struck  the  stable  of  Albert  Rich  ins,  killing  one  of  his  team  horses  and 
setting  the  building  on  fire.  The  fire  was  extinguished  before  it  had  made 
mach  headway. 

A  wash-out  having  occurred  on  the  D.  (Ss  R  G.  Railway  near  Thistle  Sta* 
tion,  the  locomotive  of  a  down  train  with  the  engineer,  fireman  and  brakes- 
man on  it,  went  plunging  into  the  river,  killing  one,  fatally  injuring  another^ 
and  hurting  the  third  very  budly,  though  it  is  thought  that  he  will  recover. 
The  three  men  were  strangers  in  the  Territory.  The  accident  occurred  on 
the  13th  ult 

A  reunion  of  the  Snow  family  was  recently  held  in  Brigham  City,  when 
the  family  and  descendants  of  Apostle  Lorenzo  Snow  (who  number  about 
lOOX  ftllv  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  who  are  upon  missions,  together 
with  other  relatives  and  friends,  assembled  to  do  honor  to  their  patriarchal 
head  who  has  just  passed  his  70th  year.  The  exercises  were  of  the  most 
enjoyable  character  and  were  kept  up  for  three  days.  A  facetious  writer 
describing  the  affair,  remarked  that  there  was  more  Snow  in  Brighum  City 
that  week  than  there  had  been  all  last  winter. 

The  high  water  which  prevails  in  Utah  seems  to  be  the  chief  object  of 
attention  at  present,  and  great  efforts  are  being  made  to  prevent  damage  by 
the  washing  away  of  proi>erty.  The  Provo  river  and  a  number  of  other 
streams  were  reported  to  bo  as  high  in  the  middle  of  May  as  ever  known  to 
be  in  the  past,  and  it  was  expected  that  they  would  be  still  higher,  us  they 
do  not  usually  reach  their  maximum  height  until  about  the  10th  of  June. 
The  low  lands  in  Salt  Lake  Valley  and  other  parts  of  the  countiy  are  in  many 
places  entirely  submerged,  and  many  residents,  as  a  consequence,  put  to  great 
inconvenience.  The  roads,  too,  up  most  of  the  canyons  are  washed  out  so 
badly  that  travel  by  team  through  them  is  impracticable.  The  residents  of 
some  of  the  upper  valleys,  such  as  Ogcien  valley,  are  more  than  ever  secluded^ 
as  they  are  for  the  present  practically  shut  out  from  the  rest  of  the  world. 
Considerable  dam;]ge  has  already  resulted  to  the  railroads  in  the  canyons, 
the  road  bed  being  Washed  away  in  some  places  and  bridges  endangered  in 
others.  Though  the  high  water  is  a  present  detriment  to  a  great  many 
farmers  occupying  low-lands,  in  preventing  them  from  cultivating  their  farms, 
it  will  doubtless  prove  a  permanent  benefit  to  them  in  many  cases  by  leaving 
the  land  covered  with  a  thick  coat  of  fertilizing  sediment,  washed  down  from 
the  sorroMnding  mouutains.

BUILDING    TEMPLES. 


The  Latter-day  Saints  are  a  temple-building  people.  They  aw  the  only 
people  claiming  to  be  followers  of  Christ  who  are  engaged  in  building  temples, 
or  who  know  anything  about  the  use  of  such  sacred  structures  as  that  built 
by  King  Solomon.  Of  course,  all  readers  of  the  Bible  are  familiar  with  the 
glowing  description  given  therein  of  the  magnificent  temple  of  Solomon,  and 
they  are  also  led  to  understand  from  other  references  in  the  Scriptures  that 
other  temples  are  to  txisi  They  read,  for  instance,  this  prediction  in  the 
writings  of  the  Prophet  Malachi  (iii.  1):  "  Behold,  I  will  send  my  messenger, 
and  he  shall  prepare  the  way  before  me:  and  the  Lord,  whom  ye  seek,  shall 
suddenly  come  to  his  temple;"  but  who  would  know  without  further  informa- 
tion than  is  afforded  us  by  sacred  and  profane  history  and  tradition  combined, 
how  to  build  a  temple  which  the  Lord  would  accept  and  deign  to  grace  with 
His  presence?  Or  who  would  know,  without  further  instruction  from  a 
divine  source,  the  proper  uses  for  which  temples  were  designed  by  the  Al- 
mighty*? No  person;  not  even  the  Latter-day  Saints.  But  the  Lord  has  not 
left  them  in  the  dark  in  regard  to  this  matter  as  He  has  others.  He  has 
commanded  them  to  build  temples,  has  made  known  unto  them  the  plan  upon 
which  they  should  be  constructed,  and  has  revealed  unto  them  sacred 
ordinances  that  are  to  be  performed  in  them,  and  which  cannot  be  performed 
elsewhere,  to  His  acceptance.  These  ordinances  are  to  tend  not  only  to  the 
salvation  of  those  who  are  the  recipients  of  them  in  the  temples,  but  to  that 
also  of  persons  who  may  have  died  at  any  time  in  the  past,  when  they  shall 
be  performed  in  their  behalf.  Thus  the  saving  power  of  the  Gospel  can  be 
made  to  extend  to  all  who  ever  have  lived  upon  the  earth.  Thus  the  variona 
generations  of  mankind  who  have  inhabited  this  earth  from  the  days  of  o«r 
father  Adam  down  to  the  present  time  can  bo  linked  in  one  grand  chain. 
Malachi  says,  in  looking  forward  to  the  last  days: 

**  For,  behold,  the  day  cometh,  that  ahall  bum  an  an  oven;  and  all  the  proud,  yea,  and 
all  that  do  wickedly,  shall  be  stubble:  and  the  day  that  cometh  shall  bum  them  up,  saith 
the  Lord  •£  hosts,  that  it  shall  leave  them  neither  root  nor  branch.'* 
And  then  he  adds  in  the  hist  paragraph  of  the  Old  Testament: 
**  Behold,  I  will  send  you  Elijah  the  prophet  before  the  coming  of  the  great  and  dread* 
ful  day  of  the  Lord:  and  he  shall  turn  the  heart  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and  the 
heart  of  the  children  to  their  fathers,  lest  I  come  and  smite  the  earth  with  a  curse." 
The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  in  writing  upon  this  subject,  sjiys: 
"  It  is  sufficient  to  know,  in  this  case,  that  the  earth  will  be  smitten  with  a  cuna, 
unless  there  is  a  welding  link  of  some  kind  ar  other,  between  the  fathers  and  the  childno. 
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■ome  subject  or  other,  and  behold  what  is  that  subject?  It  is  the  baptism  for  the 
For  we  without  them  cannot  be  made  perfect;  neither  can  they  without  us  be 
perfect.  Neither  can  they  nor  we,  be  made  perfect,  ¥rithout  those  who  have  died 
in  the  gospel  also;  for  it  is  necessary  in  the  ushering  in  of  the  dispensation  of  the  fullneee 
«f  thne;  which  dispensation  is  now  bsginning  to  usher  in,  that  a  whole  and  complete  and 
perfect  union,  and  welding  together  of  dispensations,  and  keys,  and  powers,  and  gloriee 
■hall  take  place,  and  be  revealed  from  the  days  of  Adam  even  to  the  present  time;  and 
aoi  only  this,  but  those  things  which  never  have  been  revealed  from  the  foundation  of  the 
world,  bat  have  been  kept  hid  from  the  wise  and  prudent,  shall  be  revealed  unto 
babes  and  sucklings  in  this  the  dispenaation  of  the  fullness  of  time." 

This  promise  of  Elijah's  coming  was  fulhlled  Id  the  first  Temple  which  the 
XAtter-day  Saints  ever  built,  that  of  Kirtland,  Ohio.  Not  oaly  did  he  appear 
to  Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery  in  that  sacred  edifice  and  deliver  to 
them  the  keys  which  he  held,  but  the  Savior  and  Moses  and  Elias  and  others 
who  bad  lived  upon  the  earth  in  former  dispensations  also  visited  and  com- 
muned with  them  there.  Nor  were  they  the  only  ones  who  were  blessed  with 
such  glorious  manifestations  of  divine  favor.  Joseph  Smith  records  in  his 
history:  '*Many  of  my  brethren  who  received  the  ordinance  with  me  saw 
glorious  visions  also.  Angels  ministered  unto  them  as  well  as  myself,  and 
the  power  of  the  Highest  rested  upon  us;  the  house  was  filled  with  the  glory 
of  God,  and  we  shouted  Hosanna  to  Qod  and  the  Lamb." 

It  is  not  our  purpose  to  detail  the  sacred  ordinances  to  be  performed  and 
blessings  to  be  obtained  in  temples;  suffice  it  to  say  that  they  are  such  as 
only  the  faithful  Saints  of  God  are  entitled  to,  and  that  the  keys  and  powers 
within  the  reach  of  those  who  have  the  privilege  of  entering  into  the  house 
of  Ood  are  such  as  the  pcoplp.  of  the  world  know  not  of.  Writing  of  this 
subject  in  his  history,  Joseph  Smith  says:  "The  keys  are  certain  signs  and 
words  by  which  false  spirits  and  personages  may  be  detected  from  true, 
which  cannot  be  revealed  to  the  Elders  till  the  temple  is  completed." 

The  hope  of  entering  into  a  Temple,  and  receiving  the  blessings  and  taking 
part  in  the  ordinances  pertaining  thereto,  is  one  of  the  moat  glorious  ones 
with  which  every  true  Saint  throughout  the  world  is  inspired.  This  is  one 
of  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  so  anxious  to  gather  to  Zion. 

As  intimated  before,  the  first  Temple  completed  by  the  Latter-day  Saints 
was  in  Kirtland,  Ohio;  the  next  one  built  was  in  Nauvoo,  Illinois.  These 
buildings  the  Saints  had  to  leave  when  they  were  driven  from  their  homes 
in  the  States  on  account  of  their  religion.  Since  journeying  to  Utah  they 
liave  been  actively  engaged  in  the  building  of  Temples.  One  was  completed 
and  dedicated  in  St.  George  in  the  year  1877,  and  many  glotious  blessings 
and  manifestations  of  divine  power  have  been  rtceived  within  its  walls.  Two 
others  are  in  process  of  erection,  one  at  Salt  Lake  City,  another  at  Manti; 
and  last  month  marked  an  era  in  the  Temple-building  record  of  the  Latter- 
day  Saints  by  one  at  Logan  being  completed  and  dedicated.  We  shall  pub- 
lish in  the  next  number  of  the  Star  the  very  interesting  exercises  connected 
with  its  dedication.

ITEMS  FROM  PROVO. 

Elder  James  Hardy  writes  from  Provo,  Utah,  Msf  15,  1884,  as  follows: 

**  The  spring  has  been  very  backward,  but  wheat  and  other  grain  now  look  welL  We 
have  not  planted  much  com  or  cane  as  yet,  but  the  prospects  for  crops  are  very  good. 
Every  indication  of  plenty  of  apples  and  pears,  very  few  plums,  and  no  peaches  nor 
apricots.  We  shall  have  abundance  of  water;  the  snow  is  very  deep  in  ^e  mountainB, 
and  old  Timpanagos  (Provo  Kiver)  is  booming.  A  great  number  of  teams  and  hands 
have  been  working  to  strengthen  the  weak  places,  as  it  is  feared  it  will  break  over  to- 
wards the  Fort  Field,  and  cover  a  great  deal  of  land  on  the  bottoms.  The  bridge  has  to 
be  watched  very  closely.  Old  settlers  saj  the  water  is  nearly  as  high  as  it  was  in  1862, 
but  the  highest  is  not  yet.  Spanish  Fork  and  Springville  are  also  beginning  to  feel  tho 
effects  of  the  snow.  Provo  has  been  built  up  some  since  you  were  here;  the  bank  is  m 
very  fine  building,  also  the  hotel  of  Liddiard  and  John.  The  theatre  is  finished  outside,  . 
and  the  new  Tabernacle  is  up  to  the  square;  the  roof  will  be  put  on  this  summer,  when 
the  tinA>er8  arrive,  as  they  are  ready  in  the  canyon,  but  cannot  be  reached  now  on  ac* 
count  of  the  depth  of  snow.  When  finished  it  will  be  a  very  fine  building.  The  B.  Y^ 
Academy  ground  is  been  prepared,  I  understand.  The  school  will  occupy  the  upstaim 
of  the  large  warehouses  of  Z.  C.  M.  I.,  Provo  branch,  until  the  Academy  will  be  finished. 

"  There  seems  to  be  a  lull  in  business  matters;  money  is  very  scarce,  and  but  very 
little  doing.     The  mines  in  Pleasant  Valley  have  shut  down  for  the  present,  on  account  • 
of  the  Denver  &  Rio  Grande  railway  company  shipping  their  own  coal.     The  mine  of 
which  Brother  Williams  is  superintendent  is  closed  for  the  present. 

"  We  have  had  our  old  friend  H.  C.  Rogers  with  us,  with  six  of  the  chiefs  of  the 
Apache  Indians,  who  were  delighted  to  view  our  city.  They  are  an  intelligent  race,  and 
I  understood,  from  Brother  Rogers,  they  were  to  stay  at  St.  George  to  go  through  the 
Temple  and  receive  their  blessings.  President  A.  O.  Smoot  made  them  some  presents  of 
our  home  made  cloth.  They  visited  the  Prevo  Woolen  Mills,  and  were  highly  pleased, 
laying  they  could  weave  cloth  if  they  had  two  weeks*  practice  with  the  workmen. 

'*  I  also  saw  Brother  fidson  Whipple,  our  fellow  townsman,  and  in  talking  to  me  about 
the  country  of  Arizona,  he  said  it  was  a  good  place,  and  where  he  lived  there  was  roon& 
for  1,000  families.  Last  year  he  plowed  80  acres  of  land,  planted  it  with  com,  and 
raised  1,000  bushels,  without  any  water,  and  only  once  plowing.     Hay  was  abundant^ 
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had  BO  need  to  cut  and  'stack  it;  good  coantry  for  stock;  timber  in  abundance,  there 
bdng  a  forest  close  to  him  350  miles  long  by  100  wide;  could  get  four  loads  of  firewood 
per  day.  He  said  he  would  not  change  his  position.  There  has  been  a  call  of  100 
families  to  go  to  St.  Johns,  and  Provo  has  furnished  some.  Quite  a  few  left  on  the  12th, 
and  others  are  preparing  to  go  in  the  fall.  Our  leaders  seem  prompted  to  extend  the 
settlements  in  the  south,  and  the  labors  of  some  of  the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  are  beings 
deroted  to  the  house  of  Israel  in  that  land. 

"We  had  with  us  on  Sunday  last  (the  11th)  Apostles  E.  Snow  and  Moses  Thatcher, 
and  Brother  W.  W.  Taylor,  who  addreraed  us.  Brothers  Thatcher  and  Snow  dwelling 
upon  the  Book  of  Mormon,  and  the  many  prophecies  concerning  the  Indians. 
They  said  the  Book  of  Mormon  was  nearly  completed  in  the  Spanish  language,  and 
urged  the  young  men  to  learn  that  language,  that  they  may  be  prepared  to  go  into 
Mexico  and  Arizona  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  house  of  Jacob.  Brother  Thatcher's 
sermon  in  the  afternoon  was  of  intense  interest  to  alL 

"  I  find  a  great  improvement  among  the  young  people.  I  have  been  called  to  labor 
with  the  young  men,  and  abo  as  a  home  missionary.  I  feel  well  in  the  work,  and  desire 
to  du  all  I  can  to  promote  its  interests  upon  the  earth.  Although  Congress  is  seeking  to 
oppress  us,  yet  all  is  well,  Zion  prospers,  and  the  kingdom  of  God  will  triumph.  Ite« 
member  be  kindly  to  all  the  Saints  in  England  among  whom  I  have  labored,  I  cannot 
forget  the  many  acts  of  kindness  to  me  from  them." 


AFFAIRS  IN  THE  BIRMINGHAM  CONFERENCE. 

President  Thomas  Waddoups  writes  from  Birmingham,  May  23,  1884,  as 
follows: 

^*  I  will  notify  Brother  Bennett  of  the  change  in  his  labors,  but  I  think  it  will  be 
necessary  to  keep  him  for  two  weeks  or  so  yet,  in  order  to  have  him  show  one  of  the 
brethren  through  the  district  where  he  labered  sometime  ago,  on  account  of  Elder  Gilbert 
not  being  able  to  spend  the  necessary  time  to  do  so  before  his  departure  from  these  lands. 
Slder  Aubrey  is  still  in  Birmingham,  visiting  among  his  relatives  and  friends,  and  he 
thinks  the  prospects  are  good  to  bring  some  of  them  into  the  Church.  He  thinks  of 
gctng  out  into  his  district  next  week.  The  Elders  are  most  of  them  feeling  well  in  health 
and  spirits,  and  are  at  werk  sowing  the  seeds  of  truth;  and  I  am  thankful  to  say  that  a 
few  are  coming  into  the  Church.  Elder  Yates  has  succeeded  in  organizing  a  Branch  at 
Northampton,  he  having  baptized  four  persons  of  late.  They  now  have  an  Elder  to  pre* 
aide  over  them,  also  one  Teacher.  They  are  holding  their  meetings  regularly,  and  a 
good  spirit  prevails  and  the  prospects  are  good  for  a  few  more  new  members  soon.  I 
have  appointed  Elder  Bollin  Ray  Tanner  to  labor  with  Brother  Yates.  The  other  Elders 
are  doing  all  they  can  to  reach  the  honest  both  by  preaching  and  distributing  tracts,  and 
they  too  are  finding  a  few  who  are  willing  to  listen  to  the  truths  of  the  GospeL  We  are 
flJl  thankful  to  see  this  beautiful  warm  weather,  so  that  wc  oan  get  out  in  the  open  air ' 
and  deliver  the  message  we  are  sent  to  carry  to  the  people.  I  will  say  on  behalf  of  the 
^rmingham  Branch,  the  Saints  here  as  a  rule  are  living  up  to  their  privileges  and  are 
manifesting  a  desire  to  do  their  duty,  and  the  local  Priesthood  are  lending  all  the  help 
they  can  by  visiting  the  Branches  that  are  close  by.  We  are  having  some  very  good 
meetings  here;  quite  a  number  of  strangers  are  attending  them,  and  I  must  say  that  the 
prospects  now  for  our  simimer  work  are  bright.  I  rejoice  in  this  work,  I  am  thankful 
for  this  Mission,  for  I  know  that  God  has  blessed  my  labors,  and  I  am  happy  to  tell  you 
that  my  health  still  improves,  slowly,  but  I  feel  surely,  and  I  do  not  feel  a  bit  like  going 
home."  \ 


FROM  A  RETURNED  MISSIONARY. 

Elder  Wm.  H.  Wright,  under  date  of  Ogden,  Utah,  May  15,  1884,  writes: 

**  I  can  hardly  realize  that  I  am  home  again  with  my  family  and  friends,  having  traveled 
■o  Hiany  thousands  of  miles  in  so  short  a  time.    It  is  truly  wonderful,  as  we  journeyed 
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6,000mile8  in  se vente<sn  tntveling  days.  We  were  only  nineteen  days  on  the  way  from  Liver- 
pool  to  Ogden,  stajring  two  days  at  Castle  Gardens,  N.  Y.  We  were  greatly  blessed  by 
our  Heavenly  Father  both  on  sea  and  land.  Many  found  a  watery  grave  who  were 
aboard  the  steamship  State  tf  Floriffa,  which  sailed  after  us,  and  even  the  steamship 
Jf€vada,  on  which  we  sailed,  met  with  an  accident  on  her  return  trip,  and  sank  anothi^r 
vessel. 

**  I  found  my  family  all  well  and  prospering  on  my  return,  and  had  the  pleasure  of 

meeting  my  wife  and  two  of  my  children  thirty  miles  east  of  Ogden.     The  day  after  my 

.arrival  I  was  appointed  a  home  missionary  by  the  Stake  authorities.     This  morning  I 

was  presented  with  an  admission  card  to  the  dedication  services  of  the  Logan  Temjde, 

which  takes  place  on  Saturday,  May  17th.     It  was  signed  by  President  John  Taylor. 

**  I  feel  to  thank  you  for  your  kindness  to  me,  and  to  all  the  missionaries  and  Saints 
•over  whom  you  preside.    I  shall  long  remember  the  ooimsel  you  gave  to  the  Elders  at  a 
Conference  held  in  Birmingham.     You  may  have  forgotten  it;  I  never  shall.    I  can  only 
pray  God  to  bless  you,  His  anointed  and  faithful  servant. 

"  I  have  been  kindly  welcomed  by  many  friends,  and  was  given  a  grand  surprise  by 
the  Fourth  Ward  brass  band,  and  about  twenty  couples  of  neighbors  and  friends  who 
spent  a  pleasant  evening  at  my  residence.  Utah  looks  well  to  me.  Last  night  we  were 
blessed  with  a  copious  shower,  and  to-day  the  sun  shines  beautifully,  and  all  nature 
seems  to  smile.  Our  orchards  are  white  with  blossoms,  which  fill  the  air  with  perfume. 
Peace  and  plenty  seem  to  reign  in  Zion,  while  trouble,  accidents,  failures,  cyclones, 
murders,  shipwrecks,  suicides  and  misfortunes  of  every  name  and  nature  arc  being 
poured  out  upon  the  nationn  that  have  forgotten  God.  I  feel  to  bear  my  testimony  once 
more  to  the  Saints  and  to  the  world  that  God  has  again  spoken  from  the  heavens  and 
revealed  the  fullness  of  the  Gospel  to  His  servant  Joseph  Smith.  All  may  know  that 
this  is  truth  by  obeying  the  Gospel  I  thank  God  for  this  knowledge,  and  wish  to  be 
faithful  until  death. 

**  Permit  me  to  thank  the  Saints  of  the  Birmingham,  London  and  Sheffield  Confer- 
ences, thn)ugh  the  medium  of  the  Star,  for  their  many  kind  acts  to  me  during  my  labois 
is  their  midst.  I  wish  to  say  this  also  to  all  others  who  so  kindly  administered  to  my 
wants  in  the  land  of  my  birth. 

**  My  health  and  spirits  are  good,  and  I  begin  to  feel  more  settled.  For  some  time 
after  arriving  in  fair  Utah,  I  was  affected  by  the  sudden  change  of  the  climate,  from 
England's  damp  and  heavy  air,  to  this  light  and  healthful  mountain  atmosphere." 


FROM  THE  LONDON  CONVERENCE. 

Elder  G.  J.  Dent  writes  from  Hartfield,  Sussex,  June  1,  1884,  as  follows: 

**  Since  our  Conference  in  London  in  April  last,  we — Brother  James  W.  Paxman  and 
I — are  traveling  together  through  this  county,  holding  out-door  meetings  when  circum- 
stances  admit  of  our  doing  so,  although  up  to  the  present  time  we  have  held  but  very  few. 
Very  little  attention  is  paid  to  what  we  have  to  say,  although  we  have  met  with  no  dia> 
turban  ce.  We  make  it  a  point  to  go  to  a  town  or  village,  engage  lodgings,  notify  the 
inhabitants  that  we  desire  to  hold  a  meeting  at  a  certain  part  of  the  town  and  at  a  cer- 
tain time,  and  invite  them  to  oome.  We  tell  them  of  the  character  of  the  meeting,  that 
we  are  preaching  the  Gospel  as  it  is  in  the  Bible  to  all  who  will  give  us  a  hearing.  There 
are  generally  some  who  ask,  *  What  are  you?'  *  Who  are  you?*  '  Are  you  Mormons?^ 
*  Are  yuu  Latter-day  Saints?'  *  Is  it  the  Salvation  Army?*  We  never  satisfy  them  on 
this  point,  but  kindly  ask  them  to  come  and  listen,  and  be  satisfied  that  we  preach  Bibla 
doctrine.  In  some  places  we  have  had  enough  come  to  listen  to  make  it  interesting  for 
us;  other  places  there  has  iiot  been  one  come,  so  we  have  had  to  go  away  without  the 
privilege  of  lifting  our  warning  voices  to  them;  but  if  they  will  not  come  and  listen  we 
cannot  tell  them  anything.  We  feel  like  doing  our  duty  and  leaving  the  result  with 
the  Lord.  One  place  where  we  stayed,  we  inquired  of  a  policeman  where  would  be  the 
best  place  for  us  to  speak.  He  told  us  where  others  had  spoken,  which  was  in  the  most 
public  part  of  the  town,  so  we  occupied  the  same  place  for  about  forty  minutes  in  ex- 
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plftiniiig  to  them  the  way  to  eternal  life.  He  (the  policeman)  told  us  be  heard  we  wer» 
in  the  town;  where  he  got  his  information  I  cannot  say,  for  we  had  not  been  in  the  place 
long,  neither  had  we  sent  any  notice  ahead.  He  knew  of  our  faith,  t.  «.,  the  doctrines 
we  teach,  and  he  had  a  few  questions  to  ask,  which  we  answered  by  Scripture  quotations. 
He  aaid  he  conld  tell  us  a  good  story  about  the  Mormons  if  he  only  had  more  time.  We 
left  eome  tracts  with  him.  We  have  visited  some  places  where  we  cannot  learn  that 
there  has  ever  been  a  *  Mormon'  Elder,  and  in  other  places  where  they  have  been  many 
yean  airo.  We  have  tried  to  get  the  use  of  meeting  houses,  but  so  far  have  net  been 
■Qooeisful,  and  although  we  can  hardly  expect  to  be  favored  so  much,  still  we  can  try* 
Prejadioe  against  us  is  very  great,  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  formidable  foes  we  have  to 
contend  with.  On  Sunday  evening  last  we  had  a  conversation  with  a  minister  who 
believed  in  the  ordinance  of  baptism  by  immersion,  but  not  as  essential  to  salvation. 
We  showed  him  by  quotations  from  Scripture  what  it  was  instituted  for;  we  also  talked 
with  him  upon  the  authority  necessary  to  officiate  in  that  ordinance  as  well  as  other 
ordinaaces  of  the  Grospel.  He  told  us  there  was  no  man  upon  the  earth  who  held  the 
Minority  at  the  present  time,  but  the  Bible  was  sufficient  authority  for  any  man,  and 
nil  that  was  necessary.  We  showed  him,  by  Scripture,  that  authority  must  come  from 
heaven,  that  no  man  can  take  it  upon  himself,  that  the  Holy  Ghost  was  given  by  the- 
imposition  of  hands,  and  that  men  were  neither  authorized  nor  qualified  to  preach  the- 
Gospel  or  administer  in  any  of  its  ordinances  under  any  other  circumstancss  or  upon  any 
other  conditions.  He  asked  me  who  had  such  authority;  I  told  him  the  Latter-day 
Saints  had,  and  that  they  received  it  from  the  right  source;  and  I  furthermore  told  him 
that  if  As  had  not  the  authority  (which  he  said  no  man  has),  he  had  no  right  with  that 
Bible  (which  he  carried  under  his  arm),  going  about  pretending  to  preach  the  GospeU 
We  referred  him  to  Galatians  i,  8,  showing  the  position  of  those  who  preach  any  other 
Gospel  than  that  which  our  Savior  and  His  Apostles  taught.  Before  leaving  him  I  gare 
him  a  tract,  *  Discussion,'  and  bore  testimony  of  the  divinity  of  the  mission  of  Joseph 
Smith;  quoted  Rev.  xiv,  6,  also  Daniel  ii,  44,  and  told  him  the  things  spoken  of  there 
had  taken  place  in  this  dispensation,  and  that  the  time  will  soon  come  when  all  will  have 
to  acknowledge  it.  As  others  do,  he  also  spumed  the  idea  of  angels  visiting  this  earth 
€/r  any  one  livin:;  upon  it.  He  said,  *  we  all  know  the  Mormon  doctrines  are  ^  rong  on 
nocount  of  pelygamy;  that  alone  is  sufficient  to  prove  it.'  I  told  him  we  hear  of  onv 
Christian  friends  prajring  to  be  taken  to  Abraham'^  bosom,  and  he  was  one  of  the  greatest 
of  polygamists.  He  had  nothing  to  say  to  that,  only  he  knew  it  was  wrong.  I  told  him  I 
would  defy  him  or  any  other  man  to  prove  the  Gospel  as  taught  by  the  Latter-day  Saint* 
to  be  nnscripturaL     He  eventually  shuffled  off,  and  we  went  to  our  lodgings. 

'*  In  one  place  we  went  to,  I  left  a  tract  with  a  man  who  keeps  a  store  and  a  public  house. 
He  asked  me  why  we  came  to  interfere  with  other  people's  religion,  and  added,  *  we  are  all 
chorch  people  here,  and  don't  want  any  other  i*eligion,  and  if  I  had  my  way,  I  would  sup* 
yreas  street  brawling.'  I  told  him  I  would  rather  speak  in  a  meeting  house,  but  could  not 
get  one  for  the  purpose  on  account  of  the  prejudice  that  existed  against  us.  I  said  we 
were  not  preaching  aorainst  any  one's  religion,  but  were  teaching  the  doctrines  of  the 
Savior,  and  that  they  were  free  to  all  who  would  accept  them.  After  talking  with  him 
aboQt  half  an  hour,  he  cooled  off  a  few  degrees,  and  when  we  parted  he  said,  *  well,  I  wish 
yon  success.'  We  appointed  a  meeting  opposite  his  public  house,  but  several  rods  away, 
hnt  as  the  people  gathered  close  to  the  public  house,  we  went  to  them,  and  he  gave  us 
permission  to  speak  there,  so  we  started.  Order  was  maintained  by  a  few,  but  towaids 
tha  dose  there  were  only  a  few  left,  and  a  man  came  out  with  a  jug  of  beer  and  offered  us 
some,  but  of  course  we  refused,  telling  him  we  did  not  indulge  in  taking  anything  we 
thought  would  do  us  no  good.  After  the  close  of  the  meeting  we  invited  questions  upon 
the  principles  of  our  religion,  but  none  were  forthcoming,  so  we  retired  to  our  lodgings. 

'*  To-day  we  expect  to  hold  two  meetings  out-doors.  We  are  away  up  amoogst  the 
timber,  in  a  very  uncultivated  part  of  the  country,  so  far  as  the  people  are  concerned.  We 
that  the  harvest  truly  is  about  over,  and  that  we  are  only  gleaners  in  the  field." 
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ELDER  WILSON'S  LABORS.

Elder  Thomas  Wilson,  writing  to  us  from  Ogden,  May  8,  1884,  sends  us  a 
detailed  account  of  liis  missionary  labors  in  this  land,  which,  for  want  of 
space  to  publish  entire,  we  are  compelled  to  condense: 

He  arrived  in  Liverpool  on  the  28th  of  April,  1883,  and  was  assigned  to  the 
Glasgow  Conference,  which  field  he  reached  two  days  later,  and  was  appointed 
to  labor  in  the  Dumfriesshire  District,  but  remained  in  the  Glasgow  District, 
holding  meetings  and  laboring  in  consection  with  President  J.  W.  McMurrin, 
in  Glasgow,  Govan,  Partick,  Paisley,  etc.,  until  May  18,  when  he  proceeded  to 
Dumfries,  and  thence  to  Moniaive,  a  village  near  which  he  was  born  and  from 
which  he  had  been  absent  forty-seven  years.  He  found  a  cousin  there  who 
welcomed  him,  and  when  he  commenced  his  labors  distributing  tracts  and 
making  known  his  religion,  he  also  found  a  good  deal  of  bigotry  and  opposi- 
tion. One  minister,  the  Rev.  Patrick  Borrowman,  even  followed  him  from 
house  to  house,  defaming  his  character  and  trying  to  persuade  the  people  not 
to  receive  or  read  his  tracts,  and  on  the  following  Sunday  preached  against 
him.  The  result  was  Elder  Wilson  was  unable  to  get  a  house  to  preach  in  at 
any  price;  however,  he  preached  in  the  street  and  visited  every  house  in  the 
arishes  of  Glencairn  and  Tynron  and  warned  the  inhabitants  of  coming 
judgments  and  testified  of  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel.  Getting  leave  of 
absence  for  awhile  in  July,  he  visited  his  relatives  in  Liverpool,  Birkenhead 
and  Blackburn,  laboring  to  bring  them  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth.  As  a 
means  to  this  end  he  purchased  and  presented  to  them  some  of  the  standard 
publications  of  the  Church  and  also  supplied  them  with  tracts.  After  a  stay 
of  nine  diiys  in  England  he  returned  to  Glasgow  and  soon  afterwards  to 
Dumfriesshire,  where  he  continued  his  labors  until  Oct.  12,  1883,  when  he 
was  transferred  to  the  Edinburgh  District.  Here  he  labored  until  Jan.  10, 
1884,  during  which  time  he  had  the  pleasure  of  baptizing  seven  persons,  and 
of  seeing  several  others  about  ready  for  baptism  when  he  left.  He  remarks, 
of  this,  *' Elder  John  Crawford  and  others  planted,  and  I  watered;  land 
others  planted,  and  Elder  Green  well  has  watered;  but  God  alone  has  givea 
the  increase,  and  to  Him  be  all  the  praise.'' 

After  leaving  Edinburgh  Elder  Wilson  labored  a  short  time  in  Gleisgow, 
and  was  then  appointed  to  labor  in  the  Liverpool  Conference,  whither  he 
repaired  after  visiting  his  relatives  in  Dumfriesshire,  arriving  in  Liverpool  on 
the  29th  ef  January.  From  that  up  to  the  time  of  his  release  to  return  home 
with  the  company  which  sailed  on  the  9th  of  April,  1884,  he  labored  in  Liver- 
pool, Birkenhead,  Chester  and  the  surrounding  region  with  much  zeal  and 
good  effect.    In  conclusion  he  says: 

*'  I  can  truly  say,  as  I  have  done  publicly  and  privately  in  England,  Scotland  and 
Wales,  that  I  have  not  a  hard  feeling  or  thought  in  my  heart  towards  any  human  being 
•n  the  footstool  of  God.  And  I  bear  my  humble  testimony  that  I  know  that  Joseph 
Smith  was  a  true  Prophet;  and  that  God  revealed  through  him  the  only  true  Gospel, 
which  will  bring  under  condemnation  all  who  reject  it.  This  I  bear  witness  of,  and 
know  by  the  inspiration  of  the  holy  Spirit  of  GimI  And  I  am  on  the  altar  of  God 
all  that  I  possess,  to  be  used  as  His  servants  may  see  fit."

THE     LOGAN     TEMPLE. 


(From  the  Utah  Journal.  J 

THIS  beautiful  and  magnificent  building  stands  upon  a  plateau  or  bench 
in  the  eastern  part  of  Logan  city,  at  an  elevation  of  about  ninety  feet 
above  the  Tabernacle  square,  and  4,650  f«et  above  the  level  of  tiie  sea.  Its 
site  is  remarkably  fine,  commanding  a  view  of  Cache  county  from  the  mouD- 
tains  of  Paradise  on  the  south,  to  Marsh  Valley,  in  Idaho,  on  the  north,  a 
distance  of  sixty  miles;  and  from  its  towers  may  be  seen  Providence,  Mill- 
Tilldy  Hynim,  Paradise,  Wellsville,  Mendon,  Newton,  Oxford,  Lewistoiii 
Smithfieldf  Hyde  Park  and  Benson.  Clarkston,  Franklin  and  Richmond 
are  hidden  by  intervening  hills.  When  President  Brigham  Young  came  to 
locate  the  site  for  the  building,  he  remarked  that  it  was  the  finest  situation 
for  a  Temple  that  he  knew  of  or  had  seen  in  all  his  travels — an  opinion 
nniversally  endorsed  by  all  who  have  come  to  inspect  the  building  since  its 
commencement  The  view  from  the  towers  is  one  of  unsurpassed  loveliness 
and  beauty,  embracing  not  only  the  quiet  charm  of  villages  and  fields  lying 
so  peacefully  beneath  the  eye  of  the  observer,  but  the  grandeur  and  sublimity 
of  our  glorious  old  mountains.  Eastward  rises  the  giant  range  of  the  Was- 
atchf  retaining  a  general  elevation  of  from  8,000  to  1S,000  feet  above  sea  level; 
in  the  extreme  south  stands  Mt  James,  named  in  honor  of  David  Jamesi 
former  Bishop  of  Paradise,  with  an  elevation  of  12,000;  in  the  south-west^ 
and  towering  above  Mendon  and  Wellsville  is  "  Logan  Peak,''  as  named  on 
the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  Maps,  9,660  feet  high,  and  "  Ogden  Peak,"  rising 
above  Willard  city,  with  an  elevation  of  12,600  feet 

In  May,  1877,  President  Brigham  Young  and  Counselors,  with  several  of 

the  Apostles,  came  to  Logan  to  select  a  [location  and  dedicate  the  ground. 

On  Wednesday,  May  16th,  and  the  forenoon  of  May  17th,  Surveyors 
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W.  Fox  and  James  H.  Martineau  surveyed  the  foundation,  and  on  Thursday, 
May  17th,  at  noon,  ground  was  broken  in  presence  of  the  First  Presidency 
and  Twelve  and  a  large  assemblage  of  the  Saints,  Apostle  Orson  Pratt  oflfer- 
ing  tho  dedicatory  prayer.  About  May  21st,  Charles  O.  Card  was  appointed 
by  President  Young,  Superintendent  of  construction  of  the  Temple,  to  act 
under  direction  of  the  Apostles  residing  in  this  Temple  District,  which  com- 
prised Cache,  Box  Elder,  Bear  Lake  and  Rich  Counties. 

Excavation  for  the  foundation  began  on  May  28, 1877,  and  on  the  twentieth 
of  July  rock-laying  commenced  on  the  "  extension,^  a  wing  or  building  on 
the  north  side  of  the  Temple,  designed  for  furnace  rooms,  kitchen,  office  and 
reception  rooms,  80  by  36  feet,  and  23  feet  high. 

The  laying  of  the  corner-stones  of  the  Temple  was  regarded  as  a  most 
auspicious  and  important  event,  and  thousands  of  Latter-day  Saints  turned 
out  to  witness  the  impressive  ceremonies  of  the  occasion.  They  were  laid 
Sept.  19,  1877;  the  southeast  coner-stone  by  President  John  Taylor,  Apostle 
Franklin  D.  Richards  offering  the  dedicatory  prayer;  the  southwest  comer- 
atone  was  laid  by  Presiding  Bishop  Edward  Hunter,  with  prayer  by  his  lat 
Counselor,  Leonard  W.  Hardy:  the  northwest  corner-stone  was  laid  by  George 
L.  Farrell,  President  of  the  High  Priests*  Qiiorun  of  Cache  Stake,  with  dedi- 
eatury  prayer  by  Moses  Thatcher,  President  of  the  Stake;  and  the  northeast 
corner-stone  by  Albert  P.  Rockwood,  one  of  the  Seven  Presidents  of  Seven- 
ties, with  prayer  by  Horace  S.  Eldredge,  also  one  of  the  Seven  Presidents  of 
Seventies.  As  each  corner-stone  was  laid  those  who  officiated  made  remarks 
appropriate  to  the  occasion,  which  was  one  long  to  be  remembered. 

The  Temple  is  171  feet  long,  95  feet  broad,  and  68  high  to  the  square,  with 
an  octagon  tower  100  feet  high  at  each  corner,  and  a  large  square  tower  at 
each  end,  the  western  one  165  feet  high,  and  the  eastosn  170  feet  to  top  uf 
vs^ne.  Massive  buttresses  strengthen  the  walls,  and  the  masonry  in  a  model 
of  good,  substantial  workmanship. 

Precisely  what  style  of  architecture  the  Temple  belongs  to  would  perhaps 
be  difficult  to  state.  It  might  be  described  as  of  the  castellated  style,  its 
towers  and  battlements  justifying  such  a  classification.  Its  aspect  is  lofty, 
clear  cut,  and  severely  chaste,  and  combines  grace  and  majesty  in  splendid 
harmony. 

The  rock  used  for  the  building  was  brought  from  the  mountains  near 
Logan,  and  is  a  very  hard,  dark  colored  fucoid  sandstone,  so  called  from  the 
great  abundance  of  that  marine  plant  found  in  the  rook.  Considerable  lime- 
stone from  near  Hyde  Park  was  used  for  the  arches  and  sides  of  openings  for 
doors  and  windows;  and  a  large  quantity  of  a  light  buff  sandstone  from  near 
Franklin,  Idaho,  was  cut  for  water  tables,  string  courses  and  caps  on  the 
battlements  and  towers.  All  hauling  of  rock,  sand  and  lime  was  paid  for 
by  weight  as  received,  thus  ensuring  strict  justice  to  every  one  according  to 
hit  labors.  This  system  of  paying  for  each  load  according  to  its  weight  was 
.a  source  of  great  saving,  and  had  previously  keen  adopted  in  the  building  of 
.the  Logan  Tabernacle. 

The  quarries,  from  which  the  bulk  of  the  stone  contained  in  the  walls  was 
obtained,  are  situated  about  five  miles  northeast  of  Logan,  in  what  is  knowa 
as  Oreen  canyon.    These  quarries  were  originally  opened  for  the  purpose  of 
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obtaining  stone  for  the  walls  of  tke  Logan  Tabernacle,  and  the  bulk  of  the 
stone  used  in  that  building  is  the  same  as  the  bulk  of  the  stone  used  in  the 
Temple.  It  is  exceedingly  hard  and  dmrable,  and  will  last  for  ages.  It  is 
too  hard  and  brittle  to  be  cut  into  accurate  shapes.  No  attempt  to  do  this 
was  made,  and  the  walls  arc  common  "  rubble"  work,  except  of  course  the 
comers,  arches,  etc 

The  stone  is  called  iron  stone,  sand  stone  and  volcanic  stone.  Lime,  sand 
and  iron  are  certainly  elements  that  abound  in  its  composition,  but  an  officer 
of  the  United  States'  geodetic  service  has  denominated  it  a  fucoid  sand  stone. 

The  lime  used  in  the  mortar  with  which  the  walls  are  laid,  was  made  at 
the  Temple  kiln  in  Login  canyon,  about  four  miles  from  the  city.  It  makes 
a  remarkably  hard,  flinty  mortar,  and  a  "  rubble"  wall  of  the  stone  used  in 
the  Temple,  laid  with  mortar  in  which  this  lime  is  used,  becomes  practically 
a  solid  mass  of  flinty  stone. 

The  walls  are  pointed,  and  painted  with  a  white  paint  to  which  a  little 
red  color  was  added,  and  their  tint  may  be  described  as  a  light,  pale  pink. 
It  is  an  exceedingly  beautiful,  chaste  and  delicate  color. 

The  workmanship  of  the  interior  of  the  building  is  all  first-class.  An 
eastern  architect,  who  some  time  ago  visited  the  building,  pronounced  some 
of  the  carpenter  work  in  it  equal  to  anything  he  ever  saw  in  his  life. 

The  floors  are  all  painted  a  pure  white,  and  in  all,  or  nearly  all,  the  rooms 
are  covered  with  home-made  rag  or  Utah  made  ingrain  carpets.  Some  of 
the  rooms  are  richly  ornamented  with  gilding,  and  in  some  of  the  apartments 
the  ceilings  are  marveb  of  chaste  and  elegant  design  and  finish.  There  are 
practically  five  stories  in  the  building,  and  the  stairways  leading  from  story 
to  story  are  situated  in  the  octagon  towers  at  the  four  corners  of  the  building. 
The  building  is  heated  throughout  by  steam,  there  being  steam  radiators  in 
every,  or  nearly  every  apartment. 

The  main  room  in  the  building,  usually  termed  the  Assembly  Room,  is 
104  feet  long  and  80  feet  wide,  and  it  is  claimed  that  it  will  contain  1,500 
persons,  though  its  seating  capacity,  when  only  comfortably  filled,  is  said  to 
be  considerably  less  than  that  number. 

The  blocks  comprising  the  city  of  Logan  are  divided  into  eight  lots  of  one 
acre  each.  The  entire  block  on  which  the  Temple  stands  belongs  to  it,  with 
the  exception  of  the  lot  in  the  southwest  corner.  Thus  the  Temple  grounds 
comprise  seven  acres  in  all,  and  they  are  being  laid  out  in  walks,  lawns, 
flower  beds,  etc.,  and  will  in  time  become  very  handsome,  as  the  ornamental 
trees,  shrubbery,  eta,  have  time  to  grow. 

There  have  been  two  or  three  other  important  industries  connected  with 
and  growing  out  of  the  Temple.  One  of  these  is  a  saw  mill,  situated  near 
the  head  of  Logan  canyon,  at  which  nearly  the  whole  of  the  lumber  used  in 
the  construction  of  the  building  was  sawed,  besides  many  thousands  of  feet 
which  were  sold  for  ready  means,  with  which  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  the 
Temple.  The  lime  kiln,  too,  to  which  allusion  has  been  made,  has  kept  in 
almost  constant  employment  for  several  years  a  force  of  hands  who  have  pro- 
duced, not  only  the  lime  used  in  the  building,  but  thousands  of  bushels 
besides,  which  have  been  disposed  of  for  cash  or  ready  pay,  which,  like  the 
means  received  for  lumber,  has  gone  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  the  building. 
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Many  of  the  workmen  labored  weeks  and  even  months  on  donation.  Most 
of  them,  however,  were  paid  ordinary  wages.  Some  were  paid  by  the  Wards 
they  represented,  and  others  by  the  Temple,  in  such  pay  as  it  could  com- 
mand, or  as  was  turned  in  on  donation.  John  Parry  was  master  mason  until 
the  mason  work -bad  advanced  far  towards  completion,  when  he  died,  and 
was  succeeded  by  Wm.  Williams.  James  Quayle  was  the  master  carpenter, 
T.  O.  Angell,  jun.,  was  the  architect,  and  Charles  O.  Card  the  superintendent 
of  construction,  who  had  charge  and  oversight  of  the  multifarious  affairs  con- 
nected with  the  work  on  the  building.

POLYGAMY.

Thk  foHowing  article  is  taken  verbatim  from  a  pamphlet  entitled  "  Jezreel; 
The  problem  of  Judaism  and  Christianity  Solved.*'  By  David.  Published 
by  Irvia  Moor  at  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan: 

There  are  two  great  questions  that  affect  society  for  good  or  for  evil  perhapa 
more  than  all  others — namely,  how  to  regulate  labor  and  capital,  and  how  to 
properly  regulate  the  law  of  marriage;  and  it  is  the  latter  that  I  propose  to 
examine  and  discuss  first. 

Both  Jew  and  Christian  will,  or  should,  prefer  the  law  of  Cod,  as  revealed 
in  the  Bible,  on  this  momentous  topic. 

The  great  question  now  before  us  is.  Is  polygamy  right,  or  is  it  wrong?  la 
it  good,  or  is  it  bad?  Has  God  ever  sanctioned  the  institution  as  holy  and 
good,  or  did  He  ever  denounce  it,  or  condemn  it?  My  opinion,  or  the  opinion 
of  the  whole  Jewish  and  Christian  world,  will  amount  to  nothing,  only  as 
such  opinions  are  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  God,  as  we  find  it  recorded 
in  the  Scriptures. 

I  have  hunted  all  through  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  carefully,  to  find 
the  place  where  God  condemns  a  man  or  a  woman  for  practicing  polygamy, 
and  I  have  not  found  it;  I  cannot  find  it;  and,  furthermore,  I  assert  that  no 
man  can  find  it.  On  the  other  hand,  has  God  ever  countenanced  the  man  or 
the  woman  who  practiced  it?  Has  He  ever  called  such  people  His  own  pecu- 
liar people;  beloved  of  the  Lord;  people  after  His  own  heart?  He  has  indeed 
done  so.  God  has  sanctioned  polygamy,  and  bestowed  upon  women  the  honor- 
able and  holy  name  of  wife,  equally  from  one  to  seven  hundred,  one  and  all 
of  them  having  the  undoubted  right  to  that  sacred  distinction.  God  say» 
that  a  woman  is  a  wife,  whether  she  is  the  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth, 
sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  tenth,  or  the  seven  hundredth.  God  has  legislated,  in 
one  particular  instance,  between  two  wives,  regarding  them  as  equals,  and  as 
d( serving  of  equal  treatment,  according  to  His  holy  law.  "If  a  man  have 
two  wives,  one  beloved,  and  another  hated,  and  they  have  borne  him  children^ 
both  the  beloved  and  the  hated;  and  if  the  firstborn  son  be  her's  that  was 
hated;  then  it  shall  be,  when  he  maketh  his  sons  to  inherit  that  which  he 
hath,  that  he  may  not  make  the  son  of  the  beloved  firstborn  before  the  son 
f^f  the  bated,  which  is  indeed  the  firstborn;  but  he  shall  acknowledge  the 
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aon  of  the  hated  for  the  firstborn,  by  giving  him  a  double  portion  of  all  that 
he  hath:  for  he  is  the  beginning  of  his  strength;  the  right  of  the  firstborn  is 
lutr  (Deut  xxi,  15-17).  This  practically  settles  the  whole  question  of 
polygamy,  and  proves  it  to  be  strictly  in  consonance  with  the  will  of  God; 
because  He  orders  the  two  wives  to  be  treated  as  on  an  equal  footing.  God 
never  gave  a  law  to  regulate  an  evil;  all  His  laws  are  intended  to  do  away 
with  ovil.  All  any  man  or  woman  requires  is  to  have  the  sanction  of  Gk>d 
on  his  or  her  conduct;  they  must  needs  be  good  citizens  of  earth,  and  also  of 
heaven. 

God  gives  directions  and  legislates,  in  another* place,  regarding  a  man  when 

lie  takes  a  new  wife.    *'  When  a  man  hath  taken  a  new  wife,  he  shall  not  go 

oat  to  war,  neither  shall  he  be  charged  with  any  business:  but  he  shall  be 

free  at  home  one  year,  and  shall  cheer  up  his  wife  which  he  hath  taken" 

(Deut.  xxiv,  5).    Herein  are  plain  directions  concerning  a  new  wife.    Again, 

the  Prophet  Samuel's  father  had  two  wives:  his  name  was  Elkanah,  **  and  he 

had  two  wives;  the  name  of  the  one  was  Hannah,  and  the  name  of  the  other 

Peninnah''  (1  Sam.  i,  2).    And  this  man  went  up  yearly  to  Shiloh  to  worship 

the  Lord;  and  if  he  was  a  wicked  man,  and  living  in  open  rebellion  to  the 

laws  of  God  and  good  morals,  how  comes  it  that  the  Lord  blessed  him  and 

hiB  wives)    Abraham  had  two  women,  one  a  wife  and  the  other  a  concubina 

Jacob  had  two  wives  and  two  concubines.    Both  these  men  were  the  chosen 

of  God,  favorites,  the  beloved  of  heaven,  the  fathers  of  the  faithful,  unto 

whom  the  great  promises  were  made.     Just  let  the  Christian  ministers  think 

of  it!    If  some  of  them  had  been  living  in  their  day,  and  were  as  ignorant  as 

they  are  now,  and  had  the  power,  they  would  have  caused  them  to  be  thrown 

into  prison.    "  And  David  went  on,  and  grew  great;  and  the  Lord  God  of 

hosts  was  with  him.    And  David  took  him  more  concubines  and  wives  out 

of  Jerusalem,  after  he  was  come  from  Hebron;  and  there  were  yet  sons  and 

daughters  born  to  David''  (2  Sam.  v,  10,  13).    David  was  the  Lord's  anointed, 

the  chosen  favorite;  and  it  is  said  of  him  that  he  was  a  man  after  God's  own 

heart,  except  in  the  matter  of  Uriah  the  Hittite,  and  that  was  not  for  taking 

another  wife,  but  for  taking  another  man's  wife,  and  for  killing  Uriah  with 

the  sword  of  the  children  of  Ammon.     David  had  several  wives  before  he 

came  to  reign  in  Jerusalem,  and  he  took  more  wives  afterward;  and  this  was 

xight  and  pleasing  in  the  sight  of  God.    It  does  not,  however,  please  an  infidel 

Christian  church  of  the  present  day;  not  at  all;  they  know  better  than  Qod 

does  wiiat  is  right,  it  seems.    It  would  hurt  their  feelings  very  much  to  sea 

all  the  women  get  a  chance  to  procure  husbands.    It  would  serve  as  a  check 

to,  even  if  it  did  not  stop,  prostitution. 

In  1874  there  were  in  England  about  eight  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
more  women  than  men,  and  in  Germany  about  the  same  number.  All  these 
are  forbidden  the  right  to  obtain  husbands,  by  the  mandates  of  a  spurious 
priesthood  and  governments  that  are  founded  on  pagan  superstition,  instead 
of  on  the  Bible.  And  if  England  and  Germany  have  so  many  more  women 
than  men,  how  many  more  must  there  be  in  all  other  countries)  In  the 
United  States,  it  seems,  men  and  women  are  about  equally  balanced,  although 
not  equally  divided  up.  There  are  vastly  more  women  than  men  in  the 
Eastern  States;  and  in  the  year  1874, 1  think,  the  young  women  of  Massa- 
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chusetts  petitioned  the  legislature  for  a  law  allowing  a  man  to  take  more  than 
one  wife.  Although  the  petition  was  not  granted,  yet  it  was  shown  that  the 
women  considered  themselves  wronged,  cut  off  from  marriage. 

Perhaps  the  United  States  may  feel  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
men  to  women  is  nearly  equal,  but  if  the  reasons  for  this  were  investigated, 
it  might  be  rather  sad.  One  reason,  undoubtedly,  is  the  appalling  extent  of 
prostitution  in  this  country.  The  money  that  is  made  gets  into  the  pockets 
of  the  great  mass  of  the  people,  a  large  proportion  of  whom  squander  it  on 
these  poor  unfortunate  women.  I  am  informed  that  the  average  life  of 
those  who  obtain  a  livelihood  by  prostitution  is  about  five  years.  If  snch 
is  the  case,  some  conception  may  be  formed  of  the  vast  army  of  women  who 
fall  down  slain. 

Perhaps  another  reason  for  women  being  numerically  equal  to  men  in  the 
United  States  is  the  steady  flow  of  immigration;  the  probability  being  that 
more  men  than  women  come  to  stay.  Whatever  the  cause  may  be,  it  is  a 
fact  that  there  are  in  the  world  millions  more  women  than  men. 

Did  Jesus  Christ  or  the  Apostles,  or  the  New  Testament,  anywhere  say 
that  polygamy  was  wrong?  If  the  New  Testament  teaches  anything  what- 
ever on  the  subject,  it  teaches  that  it  is  right  From  the  fact  that  a  bishop 
or  a  deacon  was  to  have  one  wife,  it  may  be  inferred  that  their  case  was  an 
exception  to  the  general  rule.  Christ  teaches  polygamy  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment; for  he  came  not  to  destroy  the  law  or  the  prophets,  but  to  fulfill  the 
law,  to  establish  it  And  no  infidel  or  pagan  power  on  the  earth  will  be  able 
to  hinder  the  kingdom  of  God  or  his  laws.  Society,  in  this  age  of  the  world, 
demands  monogamy  and  whoredom;  but  in  the  laws  of  the  kingdom  of  Gkxl 
it  was  and  shall  again  be  written.  There  shall  be  no  whore  of  the  daughters 
of  Israel. 

Perhaps  the  ministers  of  the  Christian  church  think  that  their  skirts  are 
clear  of  responsibility  in  regard  to  the  increase  of  prostitution;  if  they  do, 
they  are  mistaken.  If  God,  in  His  sacred  word  and  laws,  sanctioned  polyg- 
amy by  recognizing  those  who  practiced  it  as  His  own  people,  as  people  after 
His  own  heart,  and  also  by  legislating  for  it,  then  all  who  oppose  it  are  guilty 
of  rebellion  against  the  laws  of  God,  and  guilty  of  helping  on  the  ruin  of 
millions  of  both  men  and  women.  Ministers  form  societies  for  the  reclama- 
tion of  fallen  women,  after  having  done  their  part  in  making  them  what  they 
are.  An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure.  Will  these  ministers 
tell  us  what  the  crime  of  polygamy  is?  Is  it  fornication?  is  it  adultery?  is  it 
whoredom?  or  what  is  it?  If  God  honors  women  who  practice  it  by  the 
chaste  and  sacred  name  of  wife,  how  then  is  it  a  crime?  It  might  with  equal 
truth  be  said  that  monogamy  is  a  crime,  as,  according  to  the  teaching  of  the 
Church  of  Rome,  it  is  when  committed  by  pope  or  priest  The  Church  of 
Bome,  cradled  in  pagan  Rome,  became  apostate,  and  Luther  and  the  reform- 
ers got  so  disgusted  with  the  church  that  they  started  to  return  to  God,  and 
to  the  teaching  of  the  Bible;  but,  alas!  they  got  only  half  way  back,  they 
turned  faint-hearted;  they  either  did  not  know  all  the  truth,  or  they  were 
afraid  to  proclaim  it  I  verily  believe  that  if  Luther  had  known  the  whole 
truth  he  would  have  had  the  courage  to  stand  by  it  He  was  a  noble  man, 
with  all  his  lack  of  knowledge  bow  to  teach  and  preach  the  whole  truth  con- 
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oemiDg  the  kingdom  which  is  to  come,  when  the  will  of  Qod  will  be  done  on 
earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Brave  and  noble  Luther!  He  had  the  courage  to 
bum  the  pope's  bull,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  he  will  be  one  of  the  great 
company  of  saints  which  will  descend  with  Christ  to  witness  the  final  over- 
throw of  antichrist,  when  the  saints  will  burB  the  pope's  body.  It  seems 
hard  to  foretell  such  things  of  the  judgment,  but  at  whose  door  does  the 
fault  liet  Is  wickedness  to  reign  foreverl  It  is  over  twelve  hundred  years 
since  the  pope  was  crowned  universal  bishop,  and  he  has  been  teaching 
celibacy  and  exclusive  monogamy  ever  since,  and  has  changed  times  and  laws, 
as  was  predicted;  and  Protestants  are  fearfully  contaminated  with  the  filthy 
garments  of  Rome.  But  the  time  has  come  at  last  when  the  true  followers 
of  Christ  must  array  themselves  in  pure  and  white  raiment,  which  is  the 
righteousness  of  the  saints. 

Polygamy  is  right,  and  in  accordance  with  the  will  and  the  word  of  God. 
^Because  David  did  that  which  was  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Lord,  and  turned 
not  aside  from  anything  that  He  commanded  him  all  the  days  of  his  life, 
save  only  in  the  matter  of  Uriah  the  Hittite''  (I  Kings  zv,  5).  This  one 
text  is  ali-sufiicient  to  prove  that  polygamy  is  right  and  pure  and  good.  If 
Bathsheba  was  not  a  wife,  but  a  prostitute,  as  the  ministers  of  the  Christikn 
church  would  call  her  now,  then  Solomon  was  a  bastard;  and  as  Christ  was 
descended  of  that  line,  it  would  follow  that  he  came  of  a  tainted  ancestry. 

Cannot  a  man  have  but  one  wife?  Qod  says  that  Solomon  had  seven 
hundred  wives.  ''  And  he  had  seven  hundred  wives,  princesses,  and  three 
hundred  concubines;  and  his  wives  turned  away  his  hcHrt"  (1  Kings  xi,  3)l 
Too  many  wives,  like  too  many  preachers,  are  dangerous,  when  they  turn 
away  from  the  truth  and  despise  the  plain  teaching  of  the  word  of  God;  but 
both  are  very  good,  if  they  know  the  truth  and  practice  it 

It  does  not  take  seven  hundred  wives  to  ruin  a  man  in  these  days;  one 
wife  has  often  been  found  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  by  her  infidelity  and 
wrong-doing.  And  there  are  plenty  of  men  who  are  hastening  on  to  ruin 
that  have  no  wife.  It  is  not  so  much  the  number  of  wives  that  will  ruin  a 
man,  but  it  is  wrong  principles  and  bad  practice. 

There  are  many  laws  in  the  Bible  in  regard  to  marriage.  Men  ough 
to  be  compelled  to  marry  the  women  they  have  done  wrong  by;  but 
I  have  not  room  in  this  little  work  to  enter  further  into  the  matter, 
intended,  at  the  outset,  to  sh^w  whether  polygamy  is  in  harmony  with  the 
Bible  or  not,  and  I  think  that  I  have  succeeded,  at  least  to  the  satisfaction 
of  those  wlio  wish  to  know  the  truth,  and  those  who  do  not  are  privileged  to 
worship  their  own  gods. 

Fbiends. — People  who  have  warm  friends  are  healthier  and  happier  than  those  who 
have  none.  A  single  real  friend  is  a  treasure  worth  more  than  gold  or  precious  stone 
Money  can  buy  many  things  good  and  eviL  All  the  wealth  in  the  world  could  not  buy  a 
friend  or  pay  you  fur  the  loss  of  one.  '*  I  have  wanted  only  one  thing  to  make  mt  happy,** 
Haslitt  writes,  **  but  wanting  that,  have  wanted  everything,  and  again,  my  heart,  shul 
up  in  prison  of  rude  clay,  has  never  found,  nor  will  it  find,  a  heart  to  speak  to."  We  are 
the  weakest  of  spendthrifts  if  we  let  one  friend  drop  off  through  inattention,  or  let  one 
push  away  another;  or  if  we  hold  aloof  from  one  for  petty  jealousy  or  heedless  slight  oi 
roughness.  Would  you  throw  away  a  diamond  because  it  provoked  you?  One  good 
friend  is  not  to  be  weighed  against  the  jewels  of  the  earth. 
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:an  historical  building  in  RUINa 


Many  of  the  old-time  Saints  who  were  connected  with  the  Church  in  early 
days  in  England,  will  doubtless  remember  the  Cockpit  m  Preston,  which  was 
rented  by  President  Heber  C.  Kimball  in  1837,  to  hold  meetings  in,  and  for  a 
long  time  thereafter  used  for  that  purpose.  It  is  associated  in  the  minds  of 
the  Saints  who  lived  in  that  region  at  that  time  with  pleasant  memories. 
President  Kimball  records  in  his  journal,  when  mentioning  the  fact  of  having 
engaged  this  place: 

"We  obtained  a  large  and,  commodious  place  to  preach  in,  called  *  The 
Cockpit/  which  had  formerly  been  used  by  the  people  to  witness  cocks  fight 
and  kill  one  another,  and  where  hundreds  of  spectators  had  shouted  in  honor 
of  the  barbarous  sport  which  was  once  the  pride  of  Britons.  And  now,  in- 
stead of  the  hnzzas  of  the  wicked  and  profane,  the  Gospel  of  Christ  and  the 
voice  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  were  heard  there.  The  building  had  also 
been  used  as  a  temperance  h:dl. 

"  We  had  to  pay  seven  shillings  sterling  per  week  for  the  use  of  it,  and 
two  shillings  per  week  for  the  lighting,  it  being  beautifully  lit  up  with  gas. 
It  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  and  about  twenty  rods  from  the  *  old 
church,'  probably  the  oldest  in  Lancashire.  This  church  has  twelve  bells, 
which  are  rung  at  every  service,  the  noise  of  which  was  so  great  that  we  were 
unable  to  proceed  with  our  services  until  they  had  done  ringing  them." 

While  on  a  recent  visit  to  Preston  we  went  to  see  this  historical  building, 
about  which  we  had  so  frequently  beard  and  read.  Our  guide  was  an  old 
gentleman,  whose  memory  not  only  reached  back  to  the  time  when  the  Saints 
held  meetings  there,  but  farther  still,  for  he  well  remembered  the  place  being 
used  as  a  cockpit,  and  that  the  Earl  of  Derby  used  to  come  there  at  every 
racing  season  to  witness  his  favorite  sport,  the  fighting  of  the  birds.  He  in- 
formed UM  that  the  ringing  of  the  bells  of  the  parish  church  near  by  would 
announce  the  conclusion  of  the  game,  and  then  the  earl  would  ride  off  with 
his  retinue  to  attend  the  races.  The  building,  when  we  saw  it,  had  rather  a 
dilapidated  appearance,  the  walls  being  considerably  out  of  the  perpendicular. 
We  were  therefore  not  very  much  surprised  at  reading  in  the  daily  papers  of 
the  pre.sent  week  that  the  structure  had  collapsed  on  the  9th  inst  The 
Liverpool  Daily  Post  contains  the  following  on  the  subject: 

"  On  Monday  evening,  about  half -past  five  o'clock,  three-quarters  of  the 
roof  and  a  large  portion  of  the  south  gable  of  the  Old  Cockpit,  situate  in  St 
JohnVplace,  Stoneygate,  Preston,  fell  in  with  a  tremendous  crash.    The 
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building  had  latterly  been  tenanted  by  Mr.  Jackson,  a  dancing-master,  and 
his  band  and  pupils  were  to  begin  to  assemble  at  six  o'clock.    It  is  most 
fortunate  that  the  accident  happened  at  the  time  mentioned,  as  in  about  an 
bonr  later  there  would  have  been  from  100  to  120  persons  in  the  place,  and 
the  lo6s  of  life  would  no  doubt  have  been  very  large.    It  is  said  that  this  old 
building  was  erected  at  the  end  of  the  last  oi  beginning  of  the  present  cen- 
tury, at  the  expense  of  the  great-grandfather  of  the  present  Earl  of  Derby, 
who  was  passionately  fond  of  cockfighting,  and  fought  many  a  main  therein. 
On  Sundays  it  was  used  as  a  school  in  connection  with  the  parish  church, 
and  it  was  the  duty  of  the  apparitor  to  clear  away  the  blood  and  feathers  left 
from  the  week's  combats  before  the  opening  of  the  school  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing.   In  1830  the  place  was  closed  as  a  cockpit,  and  the  burgesses  of  Preston 
were  deprived  of  their  great  diversion,  the  Derby  family,  its  patrons,  being 
then  alienated  by  the  defeat  of  the  Hon.  E.  G.  Stanley  (the  late  earl)  by  Mr. 
Henry  Hunt  in  the  by-election  of  that  year.    Then  the  cockpit  was  utilized 
as  a  sort  of  mechanics'  institution,  which  took  the  fine  name  of  *  Lyceum/ 
and  after  that  it  was  the  great  meeting  place  of  the  temperance  advocates; 
and  it  was  here  that  Dicky  Turner  invented  the  word  *  teetotal.'    Speaking 
of  drink,  he  remarked,  in  his  stuttering  way,  that  he  could  do  *  tee- tee- totally* 
without  it;  and  the  word  became  at  once  the  shibboleth  of  the  total  abstain- 
ers.   The  cockpit  was  also  the  Sunday  meeting  place  of  the  weavers' delegates 
daring  the  great  Preston  strike  of  1853-4,  which  lasted  nine  months;  and, 
after  the  subscriptions  they  brought  from  all  parts  of  the  country  to  support 
the  turnouts  had  been  counted,  it  was  here  they  addressed  crowded  and  ex- 
cited meetings  of  the  operatives.    Some  time  ago  the  building  was  leased  to 
a  company  of  mineral  water  and  lemonade  manufacturers,  and  latterly  has 
been  used  as  a  dancing  academy."  G.  C.  L. 


ABSTRACT  OF  CORRESPONDENCE. 

o— 

AN   XLDER  BRUTALLY   ASSAULTED  BY  A    MOB. 

Elder  Ward  E.  Pack,  jun.,  writing  to  Elder  John  Q.  Cannon  from  Bern, 

May  28,  1884,  says: 

"Elder  Hochstrasser  had  quite  an  excitinp:  and  painful  experience  last  Sunday 
evening.  As  he  was  in  the  midst  of  a  sermon,  the  door  was  suddenly  thrown  open,  and 
two  or  three  men  marched  up  to  him,  collared  him,  and  dragged  him  out  of  the  house, 
not  one  of  the  brethren  interfering.  They  dragged  him  along,  some  of  them  kicking 
him,  others  knocking  him  first  on  one  side  of  the  head,  then  on  the  other,  while  some 
were  palling  his  hair,  choking,  and  otherMrise  abusing  him.  The  mob  numbered  about 
thirty  persons,  and  they  took  him  half  an  hour's  walk  from  where  he  was  holding  meet- 
ing, up  to  Zuchwyl,  about  half  a  mile, from  Solothum.  There  they  continued  their 
abase,  taking  him  into  five  different  public  houses,  all  the  time  beating  him  with  their 
ists  and  canes,  spitting  in  his  face,  and  otherwise  maltreating  him.  They  continued  this 
for  three  hours,  and,  finally,  taking  him  to  the  door,  they  gave  him  a  kick  and  let  him 
ga  He  is  very  sore  and  stiff,  but  nothing  worse,  and  his  courage  has  not  been  weakened 
through  this  treatment. 

There  has  been  nothing  done  yet,  but  he  is  trying  to  get  the  man  in  whose  house  he 
preaching  to  enter  a  complaint  against  them.    It  would  be  almost  fruitless  for  him 
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to  attempt  anything  himself,  as  he  has  proved  from  an  interview  he  had  with  the  Pres- 
ident in  Solothum,  who  acted  very  indifferently  in  the  matter,  and  informed  Brother 
H.  that  the  people  would  not  allow  him  to  hold  meetings  in  that  vicinity.  The  princ4>al 
actors  in  this  disgraceful  affair  are  thought  to  be  two  Catholic  priests,  who,  though 
taking  no  active  part  in  the  mobbing,  were  the  indirect  cause  of  it,  through  their  public 
preaching. 

"  Elders  Smoot  and  Jennings  rented  a  hall,  and  the  people  assembled  to  hold  meet- 
ing, but  the  police  came  and  forbade  the  Elders  attending.  None  of  the  local  brethren 
had  the  backbone  to  carry  on  the  meeting,  and  it  adjourned.  We  think  it  a 
trick  on  the  part  of  the  police  to  see  if  the  people  are  really  the  ones  who  wish  the  meet- 
ing to  be  held,  or  whether  it  is  our  Utah  boys.  You  know  the  conditions  state  that  the- 
Utah  Elders  may  attend  and  even  speak,  but  a  German  must  be  master  of  ceremonies." 

NEWS   FROM  THE  AUSTRALASIAN  MISSION. 


President  W.  T.  Stewart,  of  the  Australasian  Mission,  writing  to  us  from 
Papawai,  New  Zealand,  April  22,  1884,  says: 

**  There  are  laboring  in  this  Mission  at  present  seven  Utah  Elders,  five  of  us  in  the 
north  island,  and  two  in  Australia,  the  middle  having  been  well  traversed  by  the  Elders 
for  several  years  past.  Those  who  are  in  Australia  have  been  there  about  eight  montliSy 
without  even  obtaining  an  opening.  The  missionary  work  among  the  Europeans  of  New 
Zealand  seems  to  be  drawing  to  a  close,  for  a  time  at  least,  and  the  Elders  are  taming 
their  attention  to  the  renmant  that  haV«  been  planted  in  the  *  nethermost  part  of  the 
vineyard,'  who  are  beginning  to  receive  the  truth.  One  hundred  of  the  natives  have 
been  baptized,  forty-seven  of  whom  are  in  this,  the  Wellington  District,  the  remainder 
in  the  Waikato,  Auckland  province,  together  with  about  thirty-three  children  under  age. 
We  have  good  prospects  of  many  more  embracing  the  truth  between  here  and  Napier,  as 
we  have  received  both  letters  and  telegrams  from  them,  inviting  the  Elders  to  go  and 
see  them,  in  response  to  which  Elders  Greenwood  and  Hinckley  have  gone  in  that  direc- 
tion. There  is  going  to  be  a  big  missionary  field  among  the  natives  of  New  Zealand,  i£ 
I  mistake  not;  but  it  will  require  Elders  to  come  and  learn  the  language.  It  will  be  an 
easy  field  compared  with  some  of  our  native  missions,  as  the  natives  here  are  mostly  well- 
to-do,  some  of  them  being  really  wealthy.  A  great  many  of  them  reside  in  good,  ar- 
tistically-built houses,  furnished  with  beds,  chairs,  sofas,  carpeted  floors  and  papered 
walls,  besides  being  remarkably  hospitable.  Those  who  have  received  the  truth  in  this 
district  are  organized  into  two  Branches,  presided  over  by  native  Elders.  The  Bible  was 
printed  in  their  language  many  years  ago.  There  are  but  few  who  cannot  read  and 
write  a  little,  and  many  of  them  very  well;  but  while  most  of  them  can  speak  a  little 
English,  there  are  scarcely  any  good  interpreters  among  them,  so  that  it  is  very  difiicnlt 
at  present  to  plainly  present  the  Gospel  to  their  understanding.  However,  those  who 
have  received  it  are  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  master  the  first  prindples  thereof.  Many 
of  them  have  had  faith  to  be  healed,  and  some,  too,  when  given  up  by  the  doctor.  Thej 
are  diligent  in  attending  to  their  family  prayers  and  meetings,  and  bid  fair  to  become 
staunch  I^atter-day  Saints,  if  they  are  not  already.  Some  are  talking  about  gathering 
with  the  Saints,  and  if  they  desire  to  do  so,  they  will  have  means  sufficient  to  take  them 
to,  and  comfortably  settle  them  with  our  people.  They  are  much  interested  in  their 
dead,  and  can  repeat  from  memory  the  names  of  their  ancestors  twenty  or  twenty -five 
generations  back,  or  to  the  time  they  landed  in  New  Zealand.  They,  like  all  true  Saints, 
regard  baptism  for  the  dead  as  a  most  glorious  principle,  without  which  the  plan  of  re- 
demption would  be  incomplete,  They  frequently  talk  about  the  time  when  they  can 
enter  into  the  Temples  of  God,  and  not  only  receive  blessings  for  themselves,  but  also 
assist  in  redeomlni^^  their  dead.  They  are  an  intelligent,  earnest  people,  for  whom  it  is  * 
pleasure  to  labor.  The  main  drawback  to  them  is  intemperance.  Liquor  is  easily  ob- 
tainable from  the  whites,  who  have  framed  their  laws  so  they  can  sell  to  the  native! 
without  stint  or  hindrance,  finding  it  much  easier  to  accomplish  with  their  accursed  gtog 
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what  they  failed  to  do  with  powder  and  ball — viz.,  robbing  them  of  their  lands.  Surely 
God  will  have  a  reckoning  with  this  generation  for  its  corruption  and  sin,  and  not  the 
least  among  its  crimes  will  be  their  treatment  of  the  scattered  remnants  of  *  down-trodden' 
ImeL  It  is  joyfal  to  know  the  time  of  their  long  dispersion  is  about  accomplished,  and 
tiiat  the  light  of  a  brighter  day  is  dawning  upon  them.  In  receiying  them  into  the 
Church,  we  enjoin  total  abstinence  from  intoxicating  liquors,  and  I  am  happy  to  say, 
with  bat  one  or  two  exceptions,  they  have  strictly  complied  with  those  requirements, 
aad  this  is  saying  a  great  deal  for  a  people  who  most  of  their  lives  have  been  inveterate 
drinkers  (this  means  women  as  well  as  men).  Their  reformation  has  elicited  some  favor- 
able eomments  from  the  press  of  this  region.  There  are  quite  a  number  of  natives  about 
here  who  first  opposed  the  truth,  but  now  acknowledge  their  error,  and  say  that  if  it 
.were  not  for  their  strong  appetites  for  drink,  and  the  fear  of  their  returning  again  to 
'  wallow  in  the  mire,*  they  would  embrace  what  they  already  believe  to  be  the  true  GospeL 
'*  The  Maeries  are  the  most  confirmed  smokers  and  tea  drinkers  I  have  ever  seen,  these 
practices  being  limited  neither  to  sex  nor  age.  From  the  time  they  are  able  to  run  about 
tin  they  go  into  the  grave,  they  suck  away  at  the  pipe  as  if  their  life  depended  upon  it. 
However,  some  who  have  joined  the  Church  have  put  away  their  pipes,  and  we  think  it 
ii  only  a  matter  of  time  before  many  more  will  do  the  same,  at  anyrate  as  fast  as  they 
eome  more  fully  to  a  knowledge  of  the  requirements  of  the  Gopsel.  Until  then  the- 
csiefol  teachings  and  proper  examples  of  the  Elders  must  be  the  order  of  the  day." 

REPORT  FROM  IRELAND. 

Elder  Qeorge  Wilson  writing  from  Belfast,  Jun*  4,  1884,  says: 

*'  Since  my  arrival  I  have  been  endeavoring  to  get  an  opening  among  the  people,  and 
bave  been  able  in  a  small  degree  to  do  so,  but  this  is  a  thing  pretty  hard  to  accomplish. 
lluough  faith  and  perseverance,  however,  I  hope  to  plant  the  standard  of  Zion  in  my 
native  land,  for  I  feel  assured  there  are  many  honest  people  here,  who  will  yet  rejoice  in 
tiie  glorious  light  of  truth.  Brother  William  Cavanaugh  and  I  have  held  quite  a  number 
ti  meetings,  in  and  out  of  doors,  and  the  people  as  a  rule,  have  paid  good  attention 
There  has  been  quite  an  interest  taken  in  them,  and  a  good  many  questions  asked  in 
lelation  to  our  views  on  the  religions  of  the  world,  which  I  answered  according  to  th» 
best  light  I  enjoyed,  and  generally  with  satisfaction.  I  have  enjoyed  much  freedom  of 
ipeech,  and  a  good  degree  of  the  holy  Spirit  to  assist  me  in  my  labors.  The  Custom 
House  is  the  general  place  we  hold  meetings  in,  and  thus  far  we  have  encountered  but 
fittle  opposition,  for  which  I  feel  to  thank  the  Lord.  Some  of  those  who  have  listened  to 
me  have  demanded  a  sign  or  a  miracle  to  convince  them  of  the  truth,  but  I  have  replied 
to  them  in  such  a  way  as  to  nonplus  them  and  gain  the  favor  of  others. 

"  I  was  invited  out  recently  to  spend  an  evening  with  a  number  of  people,  who  tenn 
tfiemaelves  Bible-readers,  and  passed  the  evening  in  pleasant  chat,  and  remained  till  a 
late  hour.  They  believe  in  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel,  the  authority  of  the  Priesthood, 
tile  gifts  and  blessings  promised  by  Jesus  to  the  Church  in  ancient  times,  and,  in  fact,  all 
ttie  gifts  and  graces  promised  to  believers.  They  inquired  about  the  Prophet  Joseph 
flmith,  the  reason  he  was  assassinated,  and  why  he  should  be  persecuted  for  receiving  and 
advocating  the  GrospeL 

**  We  talked  of  many  things  of  general  interest,  and  I  believe  the  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  a  few  will  embrace  the  Gospel.  Last  Sunday,  a  man  by  the  name  of  Davis  said  he 
eould  not  go  away  before  thanking  me  for  setting  forth  the  Gospel  in  so  plain  alight,  and 
that  the  only  point  upon  which  he  felt  to  differ  with  me  was  about  the  angel  bringing 
the  Gospel  to  Joseph  Smith.  He  believed  the  angel  was  going  to  preach  the  Gospel 
himself.  I  endeavored  to  show  him  that  though  the  Lord  had  communicated  His  will 
through  sending  angels  at  various  times  in  past  ages,  the  preaching  of  the  word  had 
always  been  done  by  men;  and  that  His  position  was  not  warranted  by  the  scriptures. 
He  said  he  might  be  wrong,  but  did  not  think  so.  He  was  a  very  fair  man  in  his  argu- 
ments; in  fact,  these  people  desire  to  know  the  truth,  and  I  hope  to  march  some  of  them 
to  the  water  before  long."

ELDERS   MOBBED. 

President  N.  M.  Hodges,  writing  to  us  from  Bristol,  June  6,  1884,  says: 
"  During  the  last  month  I  have  traveled  through  the  entire  Conference,  and  haptiaed 
four  new  mt* mbers.  The  Elders  are  all  out  in  their  districts  and  are  laboring  with  maI 
in  the  good  cause.  Three  of  our  Elders  were  mobbed  in  a  little  village  called  Cockmad 
(so  named  because  it  used  to  be  a  noted  place  for  cock-fighting)  about  a  month  ago 
They  were  Elders  Green,  Panter  and  Sheets.  Stones  wore  thrown  at  them  Ticionaly  by 
twenty  or  thirty  roughs,  and  the  brethren  had  to  make  a  hasty  retreat;  but,  thank  God, 
BO  serious  damage  was  done.  Elder  Sheets  only  arrived  in  Bristol  the  night  before; 
hence  his  treatment  was  a  new  experience  to  him. 

**  Elder  .Harris  is  about  as  usual;  not  much  improvement  in  his  health.  Ihe  other 
Elders  are  all  quite  welL" 

NEWS  FBOM  THE  EMIGRANTS. 

President  K  H.  Williams,  who  went  in  charge  of  the  company  of  emigrants 
that  sailed  from  Liverpool  on  the  17th  ult.,  writes  from  New  York,  May  26, 

1884,  as  follows: 

**  As  we  bade  farewell  to  you  and  smoothly  gUded  down  the  river  into  the  channel,  the 
Saints  fairly  made  the  air  ring  with  appropriate  hymns  and  songs  of  Zion.  Our  little 
company  seemed  to  be  over  joyous  in  bidding  farewell  to  Babylon.  As  soon  as  we  got 
fairly  started  on  our  way,  1  called  all  the  Elders  together  and  explained  the  difficoltieB 
under  which  we  were  placed  in  having  so  many  passengers  aboard  that  did  not  belong  to 
the  Church,  and  which  made  it  necessary  for  the  Saints  to  be  much  scattered  throng 
the  vessel  I  instructed  the  Elders  to  find  out  the  location  of  the  Saints  from  their 
several  Conferences  and  to  look  after  their  necessities.  I  called  Elder  Wm.  S.  Geddea  to 
be  my  Counselor  and  Secretary  with  Elder  Wm.  Chappell  to  act  ae  assistant.  Owing  to 
our  scattered  condition  and  the  difficulty  of  convening,  we  deemed  it  wisdom  not  to  hold 
any  meetings. 

**  On  leaving  Queenstown  on  Sunday  at  9  a.m.,  we  had  beautiful  weather,  but  we 
encountered  heavy  head  winds  for  the  first  four  days;  however,  as  there  was  a  raoe 
between  two  other  steamers  and  ours,  which  left  Queenstown  together,  our  gallant  ship 
went  plowing  through  the  mighty  wavea  at  a  great  speed.  On  Wednesday  the  wind 
turned  to  the  north  and  blew  a  heavy  gale  all  night,  causing  our  ship  to  roll  comsiderabljy 
and  creating  some  confusion  an^.ong  the  passengers,  but  more  especially  among  the  dishea. 
By  this  time  all  had  become  quite  willing  to  remain  in  bed.  There  was  a  great  deal  oC 
sea-sickness;  but  as  Thursday  proved  to  be  a  much  calmer  day  it  also  brought  *  moio 
pleasant  and  familiar  appearance  to  the  faces  of  the  passengers.  I  think  without  aa 
exception  all  have  fully  recovered,  and  are  well  prepared  to  commence  their  joumej 
across  the  Continent 

'*  As  usual,  we  have  received  the  kindest  treatment  from  the  captain  and  offioen. 
The  Saints  all  speak  of  it  in  the  highest  terms  of  praise.  We  have  presented  the  captain 
with  a  testimonial  expressive  of  our  appreciation  and  good  feelings.  Our  ship  has  made 
good  time  and  was  the  first  of  the  three  to  reach  Sandy  Hook  by  several  hours,  arriving 
at  9  p.m.  on  Sunday,  making  the  trip  in  eight-and-a-half  days. 

*'  We  were  met  at  the  docks  this  morning  by  President  Hart,  and  soon  got  through 
with  the  Custom  House  officers,  having  no  trouble  with  the  luggage.  Will  leave  for  the 
West  at  4-30  p.m."

A  man  by  the  name  of  James  NankiTell,  a  painter  by  trade,  dropped  dead 
in  Logan  on  the  2Snd  ult  from  fatty  degeneration  of  the  heart. 
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GrouDil  was  broken  for  the  foundation  of  the  new  Brighani  Young  Academy 
at  Provo  CD  the  2l8t  ult.,  and  the  site  dedicated.  The  dedicatory  prayer  was 
offered  by  President^A.  O.  Smoot.  The  work  of  excavating  the  ground  was 
immediately  proceeded  with. 

Salt  Lake  City,  at  latest  accounts,  was  being  visited  by  John  B.  Gougb|. 
the  temperance  orator,  and  Rev.  Joseph  Cook,  the  Falstaffian  pulpit  pounder 
and  religious  circus  clown  from  Boston.  The  latter,  as  usual,  had  been  dis- 
playing his  ignorance  and  bigotry  by  railing  against  the  *'  Mormons." 

The  general  verdict  in  reg:ird  to  the  discussion  which  recently  occurred  at 
Ogden  between  Elder  Ben.  E.  Rich  and  Rev.  Richard  Hartley,  is  that  "  Mor- 
mooism  came  out  on  fop."  A  stenographic  report  was  taken  of  it,  and  it  will 
shortly  be  published  in  pamphlet  form,  so  that  those  who  read  it  may  have  a 
duiDce  of  judging  of  the  merits  of  the  respective  sides  of  the  question. 

It  has  been  decided  to  make  Provo  the  distributing  point  for  the  various 
rapplies  dealt  out  by  the  Government  to  the  Indians  on  the  Uinta  and  Ouray 
nservations.  This  distribution  has  formerly  been  made  at  Park  City,  but 
the  Indian  teamsters  who  came  in  for  the  supplies  found  it  too  easy  to  obtain 
intoxicating  drink  there  to  suit  Commissioner  Price;  hence  the,  change  to  a 
temperance  town. 

At  the  Quarterly  Conference  recently  held  in  Logan,  Elder  C.  O.  Card 
(who  had  been  selected  at  the  General  Conference  held  previously  in  Salt 
Lake  City  as  President  of  the  Cache  Stake  of  Zion),  was  unanimously  sus- 
taintd  in  that  position,  as  were  also  Elders  M.  W.  Merrill  and  Orson  Smith, 
who  have  been  selected  to  act  as  his  Counselors.  Elder  Francis  Gunnell  was 
also  sustained  as  Bishop's  Agent  for  the  Stake. 

It  seems  that  the  new  Prosecuting  Attorney,  Mr.  Dickson,  has  been  re- 
torting to  methods  that  are  entirely  contrary  to  law  to  obtain  evidence 
against  polygamists,  such  as  the  summoning  of  a  legal  wife  before  the  Grand 
Jary,  and  there,  when  friendless  and  unprotected  among  fifteen  strange  men, 
after  requiring  her  to  make  oath  of  secresy  as  well  as  to  tell  the  truth,  brow- 
beating, badgering,  threatening  and  cajoling  her  to  elicit  testimony  that  will 
criminate  her  husband.  The  Territorial  law  and  the  statutes  at  large  against 
leqairing  a  wife  to  testify  against  her  husband,  as  well  as  the  adverse  ruling 
of  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  upon  this  point  in  the  Miles  case,  are  all  ignored 
D  the  blind  zeal  of  the  Utah  officials  to  convict  polygamists.  The  result 
will  be,  if  convictions  are  secured,  the  cases  will  be  appealed  to  the  highest 
judicial  tribunal  of  the  land  and  there  reversed,  or  else  the  U.  S.  Supreme 
Court  will  have  to  stultify  itself. 


MINUTES  OF  THE  LIVERPOOL  CONFERENCE, 

HELD    ON  SUNDAY,    JUNE    1,    1884,  AT  THE  AUCTION  HALL,   21,  CANNON 

STREET,   PRESTON. 

PPESENT  on  the  stand:  President  John  Henry  Smith,  Elders  G.  C.  Lambert, 
C.  J.  Arthur,  and  H.  L.  James  from  the  Millennial  Stab  Office;  J.  Alma 
Smith,  President  of,  and  John  A.  Druce,  John  W.  Thornley,  K  A.  Steed,  M. 
L  Pratt  and  L.  J,  Nuttall,  jun.,  traveling  Elders  in  the  Liverpool  Conference. 
On  commencing  the  morning  meeting,  President  J  Alma  Smith  madt  ft 
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few  opening  remirks,  and  called  the  several  Branch  Presidents  to  report  the 
condition  of  their  Branches.  Elder  Wni.  Livsey  reported  Preston;  Elder  Eli 
Kirkham,  Blackburn  and  Over  D.irwen;  Elder  Tliomas  Divett,  Warrington; 
Elder  John  Ormerod,  Clitheroe;  Elder  James  Wilkinson,  Wigan;  and  in  the 
absence  of  the  Branch  Presidents  of  Upholland  and  Liverpool,  Elder  J.  A. 
Druce  reported  tlie  former  and  President  J.  Alma  Smith  the  latter.  The 
reports  sliowed  that  many  of  those  who  had  the  name  of  being  Saints  were 
in  a  lukewarm  or  cold  condition,  religiously,  and  most  of  them  extremely 
poor,  financially,  the  more  able  and  zealous  having  gathered  out. 

After  the  reading  of  the  statistical  and  financial  reports  of  the  Conference 
and  presenting  the  general  and  local  authorities  of  the  Church,  which  were 
accepted  and  sustained  by  unanimous  vote,  President  J.  H.  Smith  briefly 
instructed  the  Saints  in  regard  to  their  duties  and  exhorted  them  to  faith- 
fulness. 

On  assembling  in  the  afternoon  at  2  o'clock,  after  the  usual  opening  exer- 
cises, the  sacrament  was  administered  by  Elders  Thornlcy  and  Pratt,  after 
which  President  J.  Alma  Smith  called  up  the  several  Traveling  Eiders  in 
turn. 

Elder  J.  A.  Druce  said  he  had  been  laboring  in  the  Wigan  and  Runcorn 
Districts  for  some  time  past.  He  had  found  it  about  the  same  in  both  Dis- 
tricts; people  find  it  hard  to  come  out  of  the  world  and  take  upon  them  the 
name  of  '^Mormons;"  while  many  of  them  acknowledge  the  doctrines  taught 
by  this  sect  (which  is  everywhere  spoken  against)  to  be  scriptural,  they  fail  to 
see  the  importance  of  obeying  them.  A  few  in  his  District  were  investigating 
the  doctrines,  and  seemed  to  be  honest-at-heart  He  thanked  the  Saints  who 
had  administered  to  his  comfort  and  prayed  God  to  bless  them  and  enable 
them  to  overcome  the  world,  the  flesh  and  the  devil,  and  grant  them  the 
privilege  of  gathering  to  Zion  in  His  own  good  time.  "  We  meet  with  snares 
and  temptations  on  all  sides,  it  is  necessary  for  tach  one  to  have  a  testimony 
for  himself  of  the  truth  of  this  work.  This  is  promised  to  all  who  will  believe 
and  obey.'' 

Elder  Jno.  W.  Thoruley  said  seven  months  had  elapsed  since  he  landed  ia 
England.  The  first  month  he  spent  visiting  his  friends,  and  was  then  assigned 
to  the  Preston  District  to  labor  with  Elder  W.  D.  Williams.  During  the 
winter  they  had  been  engaged  in  tracting  the  small  towns  and  holding  meet- 
ings in  Preston  and  Over  Darwen.  He  had  assisted  in  four  baptisms.  Had 
been  traveling  alone  for  4  or  5  weeks  previous  to  Brother  Pratt  joining  him. 
He  thought  that  by  branching  out  into  new  fields  there  was  a  better  chance 
to  do  good.  Had  lately  held  a  very  good  meeting  in  Chorley,  where  they  had 
a  quiet  and  attentive  congregation  of  about  300.  Prospects  in  his  present 
District  were  pretty  fair  considering  this  is  a  day  of  gleaning.  Some  of  the 
Saints  were  backward  in  coming  up  to  their  duties,  not  working  to  obtain  the 
Spirit  of  God.  The  net  is  cast  into  the  sea  and  gathers  of  all  kinds,  good 
and  bad.  Some  are  apt  to  drop  back  into  their  old  ways  of  drinking,  etc. 
People  should. not  judge  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  by  the 
actions  of  some  of  those  who  call  themselves  Saints.  He  had  found  a  great 
many  who  want  to  obtain  the  blessings  of  the  Gbspel  in  their  own  way. 
Christians  must  mingle  works  with  their  faith;  belief  alone  is  not  enough. 
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Tbey  mast  repent  and  forsake  their  sins  and  be  baptized  for  the  remission  of 
them;  they  are  then  prepared  to  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghoit.  He  was 
pleased  with  the  prospects  for  the  future  in  his  District,  and  hoped  to  warn 
tbs^ people  at  least,  if  he  could  not  convert  them. 

Elder  E.  A.  Steed  said  he  h  id  been  laboring  in  the  Runcorn  and  Wigan 
Districts  for  two  months  past  with  Brother  Drnce.  They  had  visited  all  the 
Saints  in  the  District  and  had  found  many  of  them  careless  and  indiflferent. 
These  they  had  reasoned  with  and  instructed  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 
They  had  found  others  good  Latter-dsjy  Saints,  striving  to  live  their  religi<m, 
tnd  not  afraid  to  come  out  boldly  and  bear  their  testimony  before  the  world. 
His  desire  was  to  do  his  best  in  leading  othRrs  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth. 

Elder  Moroni  L.  Pratt  felt  thankful  for  having  been  called  to  fill  a  mission 
to  England.  He  had  only  been  in  the  field  a  month,  and  had  spoken  in 
fourteen  meetings,  some  of  them  out-doors.  It  seemed  quite  a  task  to  him 
at  first,  but  he  took  "courage  at  the  thought  of  the  Savior  having  called  poor 
fishermen  to  help  him  in  former  days. 

Elder  C.  J.  Arthur  said,  "  We  have  all  embraced  the  same  faith,  obeyed 
the  same  principles  and  look  for  the  same  reward.  If  we  have  kept  our  first 
love  and  continued  in  the  path  of  well-doing,  we  have  been  blessed  and  gone 
on  receiving  more  light  and  wisdom,  because  these  were  promises  made  to 
iul"  He  also  enjoined  upon  those  who  had  been  slack  in  their  duties  to  re- 
form, and  bore  testimony  to  the  truth  of  the  Gospel. 
The  evening  meeting  opened  at  6  o'clock  in  the  usual  manner. 
Elder  L.  J.  Nuttall,  jitn.,  expressed  his  pleasure  at  meeting  with  the  Saints 
in  England  for  the  first  time,  having  just  arrived  from  his  home  in  the  West. 
When  asked  if  he  was  willing  to  undertake  a  mission  to  England,  he  did  so 
glsdly,  feeling  proud  to  have  the  opportunity  of  bearing  his  testimony  to  the 
people  in  this  land.  He  knew  the  Gospel  was  true,  and  that  Joseph  Smith 
was  a  Prophet  of  God.     Exhorted  the  Saints  to  be  faithful. 

Eider  H.  L.  James  said  he  rejoiced  in  the  work  which  all  the  Saints  were 
more  or  less  earnestly  engaged  in,  and  had  entered  into  it  not  only  for  this 
life  but  for  all  eternity.  He  hoped  that  God  would  give  him,  and  all  who 
desired  salvation,  strength  and  determination  to  endure  to  the  end,  for  it 
was  only  to  such  that  the  blessings  they  hoped  to  receive  were  promised. 
8dd  he  knew  that  God  had  established  this  Church  never  more  to  be  thrown 
d9wn,  that  it  was  built  upon  the  foundation  of  Apostles  and  Prophets,  and 
tlu^t  it  would  continue  to  grow  and  increase  in  power  and  influence  until  the 
kingdoms  of  this  world  and  the  glory  of  them  ware  given  t«  our  Lord  and  to 
His  Saints. 

Elder  George  0.  Lambert  alluded  to  some  of  the  ideas  entertained  by  other 
SOBIB  on  the  subject  of  religion,  and  proved  them  fallacious  by  quotations 
ftom  the  scriptures.  He  also  compared  the  doctrines  taught  by  the  Latter- 
di|r  Saints  with  them,  and  concluded  with  an  appeal  to  the  strangers  present 
to  investigate  the  Gospel  and  cleave  to  the  truth. 

The  remainder  of  the  time  was  occupied  by  President  John  H.  Smith  in 
delivering  a  spirited  and  instructive  discourse  on  the  principles  of  the  Gospel 
and  testifying  to  the  truth  of  the  same,  and  the  good  character  of  those  who 

bad  served  as  leaders  of  the  Saints.  •      -

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O  Gk)d,  the  Eternal  Father,  the  Creator  of  all  things,  visible  and  invisible, 
the  Author  of  our  existence,  the  Lord  and  Giver  of  life;  we  approach  Thee, 
as  Thou  hast  directed,  in  the  name  of  Thy  well  beloved  Son,  Jesus  Christ, 
our  Savior  and  Redeemer,  and  say:  "Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven;  hallowed 
be  Thy  name.  Thy  kingdom  come,  Tby  will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  Ib  ia 
heaven."  We  acknowledge  Thy  power,  we  bow  to  Thy  authority  and  rever- 
ence Thy  holy  name. 

We,  O  God,  a  few  of  Thy  creatures,  according  to  Thine  instructions,  and

7Jby  servant  Joseph  to  hear  Him. 

•,  Thou  hast  also  been  pleased  through  Him  and  through  the  Holy  Priest- 
l^d,  which  have  lived  on  the  earth  and  still  exist  in  the  Heavens,  to  restore 
^e: everlasting  Gk>spel  in  its  fullness,  richness,  power  and  glory;  with  the 
]iply  Priesthood,  and  the  keys  thereof  and  pertaining  thereunto,  together 
with  the  dispensation  of  the  fullness  of  times,  spoken  of  by  all  the  holy 
Prophets  since  the  world  was;  which  our  forefathers  have  waited  to  be  re- 
vealed, that  we,  as  well  as  Thy  servant  Joseph,  might  be  put  in  possession  of 
the  knowledge  of  Thyself  and  of  Thy  law,  through  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Priesthood,  and  the  everlasting  Gospel  which  brings  life  and  immortality  to 
light,  and  opens  a  communication  between  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  and 
through  which,  as  Thou  hast  stated,  *'  God  shall  give  unto  you  (the  Saints)  » 
knowledge  by  His  Holy  Spirit,  yea,  by  the  unspeakable  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  that  has  not  been  revealed  since  the  world  was  until  now." 

Thou  didst  command  Tby  servant  Joseph  in  the  land  of  Ohio  to  build  a

and  precious  principles,  and  Thou  didst  send  also  Thine  ancient  servant 
lioses,  who  formerly  gathered  Thy  people  Ishiel  from  the  land  of  Egypt,  to 
.commit  the  keys  of  the  gathering  of  latter-day  Israel;  and  also  Ellas,  who 
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•eommitted  the  dispensation  of  the  Gosptl  of  Abraham;   and  also  Elijah  the 
Prophet,  to  whom  was  committed  the  keys  of  the  dispensation  spoken  of  by 
Malachi,  which  was  to  '*  turn  the  heart  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and 
the  heart  of  the  children  to  their  fathers/'     And  Thou  didit  then  introduce 
a  preparatory  work  associated  with  the  washings  and  anointings  of  Thy 
people.    Thou  didst  also  command  Thy  servant  Joseph  to  build  a  house  at 
Nauvoo,  wherein  further  developments  of  the  Holy  Priesthood  might  be  in- 
troduced, saying:  *' For  there  is  not  a  place  found  on  earth  that  He  may 
•«ome  and  restore  that  which  was  lost  unto  you,  or  which  He  hath  taken 
away,  eyen  the  fullness  of  the  Priesthood,  for  a  baptismal  font  there  is  not 
upon  the  earth,  that  they,  my  Saints,  may  be  baptized  for  those  who  are 
dead."    As  it  is  written:  "Therefore,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  your  anoint- 
ings, and  your  washings,  and  your  baptisms  for  the  dead,  and  your  solemn 
assemblies,  and  your  memorials  for  your  sacrifices,  by  the  sons  of  Levi,  and 
for  your  oracles  in  your  most  holy  places,  wherein  you  receive  conversations, 
and  your  statutes  and  judgments,  for  the  beginning  of  the  revelations  and 
fouidation  of  Zion,  and  for  the  glory,  honor,  and  endowment  of  all  her 
municipals,  are  ordained  by  the  ordinance  of  my  holy  house  which  my  people 
.are  always  commanded  to  build  unto  my  holy  name.''    This  house  was  com- 
menced by  Thy  servant  Joseph,  and  completed  by  Thy  servant  Brigham  and 
the  Twelve;  and  in  it  were  revealed  many  great  and  precious  principles  and 
ordinances  which  had  previously  been  communicated  to  a  chosen  few,  before 
Thy  servant  Joseph's  death.     And  as  Thou  did'st  givf  a  standing  command- 
meat  that  Thy  people  were  always  to  build  houses  unto  Thy  holy  name, 
when  Thy  people  came  here  unto  this  land,  even  the  land  of  Zion,  Thy  ser- 
'Tant  Brigham,  according  to  this  commandment  and  Thy  manifestations  unto 
him,  did  build  a  house  in  St.  George,  in  this  Territory,  wherein  many  pre- 
cious principles  have  been  developed,  and  much  labor  performed  according 
to  Thy  holy  ordinances,  in  the  interests  of  the  living  and  the  dead;  so  we 
have  now  completed  this,  another  house,  which  we  this  day  dedicate  and  con- 
.  aecrate  unto  Thee,  that  we  may  be  further  prepared  to  carry  out  Thy  will,  to 
.  administer  in  Thine  ordinances,  to  purify  and  instruct  Thy  Church,  and  to 
build  up  and  establish  Thy  Zion  on  the  earth,  which  Thou  hast  decreed 
.  should  be  accomplished  in  the  dispensation  of  the  fullness  of  times.    We 
feel,  O  Lord  God,  our  weakness  and  unworthiness  before  Thee,  and  our 
inabUity  to  do  anything  without  Thy  guidance  and  assistance;  but  as  Thou 
haat  given  us  a  commandment,  in  common  with  others,  we  have  built  this 
house,  and  present  it  to  Thee,  and  pray  that  Thou  wilt  accept  it  in  the  name 
!  of  Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  and  Redeemer.     We  dedicate  the  ground 
QD  which  it  is  built,  as  also  by  which  it  is  surrounded,  known  as  the  Temple 
Block;  we  dedicate  the  foundation  upon  which  it  rests,  the  stones,  the  mortar, 
the  doors,  the  stairs,  the  windows,  the  floors,  the  fastenings,  the  ceilings  and 
vroof,  tha  painting  and  ornamentation,  the  stands  for  the  Holy  Priesthood,  the 
-haptismal  font  and  the  various  rooms  associated  therewith,  and  also  all  the 
r  fooma  for  the  performance  of  ordinances  and  the  various  purposes  for  which 
ilfaey  are  designed,  the  heating  apparatus,  and  the  furniture  and  everything 
ilbaiBin  from  the  foundation  to  the  towers  thereof,  unto  Thee,  the  Lord  oar 
-  €k>d,  that  it  may  be  a  place  most  holy,  wherein  Thine  ordinanoM  may  be 
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performed,  and  Thy  Priesthood  administer  according  to  Thy  holy  law,  and  m 
accordance  with  Thy  will  and  purposes  pertaining  to  the  human  family. 
For  Thou,  O  God,  kast  ordained  the  principles  which  hare  been  developed 
for  the  blessing,  salvation  and  exaltation  of  the  human  race,  and  hast  ap- 
pointed Thy  holy  ordinances  for  the  endowment  of  Thy  Holy  Priesthood 
and  in  the  interests  of  the  living  and  the  dead;  that  Thy  servants  may  go 
forth  to  the  nations  of  the  earth  endowed  with  power  from  on  high,  and  bear 
a  message  of  salvation,  even  as  Thy  messengers  to  all  the  family  of  Adam, 
according  to  Thy  word.  And  that  Thy  people  may  be  prepared  through  the 
ordinances  of  Tbine  House  to  inherit  thrones,  principalities,  powers,  domin* 
ions  and  exaltations  in  the  eternal  worlds.  And,  also,  that  Thy  purposes 
pertaining  to  the  redemption  of  the  dead  may  be  carried  out  strictly  in  ac- 
cordance with  Thy  law,  that  in  this  Thy  holy  house  Thine  ordinances  may  be 
performed  in  the  interest  of  those  who  have  died  without  a  knowledge  of 
the  Gospel;  and  that  Thy  servants  and  handmaidens  who  may  officiate  in 
Thy  holy  ordinances  therein  may  thus  become  saviors  upon  Mount  Zion,  even 
according  to  the  v^'ords  of  Thine  ancient  servant  Malachi,  wherein  he  stated 
that  it  was  necessary  that  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  should  be  turned  to  the 
children,  and  the  hearts  of  the  children  to  the  fathers,  and  that  according  to 
later  revelations,  a  welding,  connecting  link  might  bind  together  the  liTiag 
and  the  dead  in  fraternal  and  patriarchal  relations,  according  to  the  holy 
order  which  exists  with  the  Gods;  and  a  bond  of  union  and  fellowship  be 
brought  about  between  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  for  Thou  hast  said  thai 
they  without  us  cannot  be  made  perfect,  and  that  we  without  them  canoet 
be  made  perfect;  we  pray  Thee,  therefore,  O  G^)d,  that  those  who  officiate 
here  may  act  prudently,  wisely  and  intelligently,  with  purity,  virtue  and 
honor  before  Thee,  and  perform  their  duties  acceptably  in  this  Thy  Temple 
on  earth. 

And  we  also  pray  Thee,  O  Father,  that  Thy  Priesthood  may  be  assisted  by 
Thy  holy  Priesthood  in  the  heavens,  that  Priesthood  which  is  after  the  order 
of  the  Son  of  God,  after  the  order  of  Melchisedec,  and  after  the  power  of  an 
endless  life,  which  administers  in  time  and  eternity,  to  impart  unto  us  by 
Thy  direction  and  according  to  Thy  will,  a  correct  knowledge  of  all  laws, 
rites  and  ordinances,  and  direction  how  to  administer  and  to  whom  to  ad- 
minister; that  there  may  be  a  perfect  union  and  harmony,  if  we  are  counted 
worthy,  between  the  Priesthood  on  the  earth  and  the  Priesthood  in  the 
heavens.  And  that  Thou  wouldst  teach  us  Thy  will  and  Thy  law,  and  Thine 
ordinances  more  fully  and  completely,  and  reveal  unto  us  the  abundance  of 
truth  and  intelligence  associated  with  the  interests  of  the  living  and  the  dead; 
that  knowing  Thy  will,  we  may  do  Thy  vrill  on  earth  as  it  is  done  in  heaTeo. 

And  as  Thou  hast  said,  among  other  things,  pertaining  to  Thine  house,  that 
in  it  we  were  to  seek  diligently  and  teach  one  another  words  of  wisdom, 
**  yea,  seek  ye  out  of  the  best  books  words  of  wisdom,  seek  learning  by  study 
and  also  by  faith,"  and  Thou  hast  further  instructed  us  to  **  become  acquainted 
with  all  good  books,  and  with  languages,  tongues  and  people,''  and  obtain  a 
knowledge  of  nations,  kingdoms,  goTernments  and  laws,  and  Thou  hast  de- 
clared that  there  is  "  a  time  to  come  in  which  nothing  shall  be  withhek^ 
whttiier  there  be  one  GkMl  or  many  Qods,  they  shall  be  manifest" 
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**  All  thrones  and  dominions,  principalities  and  powers,  shall  be  revealed 
and  set  forth  upon  all  who  have  endured  valiantly  for  the  Qospel  of  Jesus 
Gbrist;  and  also  if  there  b&  bounds  set  to  the  heavens,  or  to  the  seas,  or  to 
tba  dry  land,  or  to  the  sun,  moon,  or  stars;  all  the  times  of  their  revolutions; 
aU  th«  appointed  days,  months,  and  years,  and  all  the  days  of  their  days, 
oiOBth8,j<nd  years,  and  all  their  glories,  laws  and  set  times,  shall  be  revealed, 
in  the  days  of  the  dispensation  of  the  fullness  of  times.  According  to  that 
iHiieh  was  ordained  in  the  midst  of  the  Council  of  the  Eternal  Qod  of  all 
other  Qods,  before  this  world  was,  that  should  be  reserved  unto  the  finishing 
and  the  end  thereof,  when  every  man  shall  enter  into  his  eternal  presencei 
and  into  his  immortal  rest."  And,  as  all  wisdom  dwells  with  Thee,  and,  as 
all  light,  truth  and  intelligence  flow  from  Thee,  we  humbly  seek  unto  Thee 
for  Thy  blessing  to  rest  upon  this  house,  that  it  may  be  indeed  a  house  of 
kiaming  under  Thy  guidance,  direction  and  inspiration,  as  Thou  didst  ordain 
the  laws  of  the  universe,  and  art  the  Creator  and  Sustainer  of  worlds,  and 
the  Regulator  of  their  times  and  seasons,  we  ask  that  in  this  house  a  more 
fall  knowledge  of  Thee  and  Thy  laws  may  be  developed,  and  that  those 
tilings  spoken  of  by  Thy  servant  Joseph  may  begin  to  be  made  manifest  We 
therefore  pray  Thee  to  grant  that  when  Thy  people  draw  nigh  unto  Thee  in 
the  holy  order  that  Thou  hast  appointed  and  revealed,  that  Thou  wilt  hear 
their  prayers,  and  look  with  favor  upon  their  supplications,  which  are  made 
B  accordance  with  Thy  word,  and  Thy  will  and  Thy  law.  And  if  we  are  ae- 
eoonted  worthy,  and  it  is  in  accordance  with  Thy  will  and  purposes,  and  not 
incompatible  with  the  hely  order  which  exists  among  the  QodSy  and  that 
Thou  hast  ordained,  we  pray  Thee  that  Thy  presence  may  be  with  us.  We 
pray  also  that  the  prraence  of  Thy  Son,  Jesus  Christ  our  Savior,  may  be 
here,  and  that  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Comforter,  may  be  our  guide  and  in* 
ilhictor,  and  that  Thine  angels  may  be  permitted  to  visit  this  holy  habita* 
tion  and  communicate  with  Thy  Priesthood  in  the  interests  of  the  living  and 
tiiedead. 

We  also  pray  Thee,  as  Thou  hast  revealed  unto  us  many  things,  to  give  xm 
a  more  clear  knowledge  of  the  telestial,  terrestrial  and  celestial  glories,  and 
the  laws,  regulations  and  bounds  by  which  they  are  governed;  and  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  connected  with  each,  that  we  may  be  enabled  more  folly 
to  comprehend  our  duties,  responsibilities  and  obligations,  pertaining  io  all 
men  in  the  various  conditions  and  associations  of  life,  and  connected  also 
with  this  nation  and  other  nations  of  the  world,  that  we  may  be  enabled  to 
act  justly,  prudently,  righteously  and  intelligently  in  all  the  various  rela- 
tions of  life,  pertaining  to  social,  religious,  political  and  other  dutioB  de< 
inahring  upon  us,  and  that  we  may  comprehend  always  fully  the  relationship 
that  we  sustain  to  this  nation,  to  other  nations,  and  to  the  world  generallj 
in  which  we  live,  and  understand  more  perfectly  our  responsibilities  to  the 
liting  and  the  dead,  to  the  wicked  and  corrupt,  to  the  honorable  and  up- 
right among  men;  to  Thee,  our  heavenly  Father,  to  Jesus,  the  Mediator  ot 
the  New  Co?enant,  to  the  Ancient  of  Days,  and  to  the  different  orderSi 
qiuxtiiBS  and  organizations  of  the  holy  Priesthood,  and  to  onr  brethren 
gsneraUy,  in  this  the  land  of  Zion. 

We  ask  Thee  to  bless  the  nation  in  which  we  live  and  the  rulers  thereof 
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for  we  are  persuaded,  O  Lord,  that  while  great  wickedness  and  corraptioD 
abound  in  all  grades  of  society,  that  there  are  hundreds  ef  thousands  of. 
honorable  men  who  are  desirous  to  do  right  and  maintain  the  principkB  of 
freedom  and  the  liberty  of  men,  and  who  do  not  and  cannot  aoqoiesce  in  the 
measures  taken  by  the  thoughtless  and  uninformed,  who  seem  to  be  desirous* 
to  injure  Thy  people,  many  of  whom,  however,  through  the  circulation  afr 
misrepresentation  and  falsehood,  do  not  comprehend  the  position  which  Thyl 
people  occupy,  nor  the  principles  by  which  they  are  governed.  Enlighten 
their  minds,  we  pray  Thee,  and  lead  them  in  the  paths  of  life.  Bless,  we 
pray  Thee,  all  the  upright,  the  pure  and  virtuous  who  are  seeking  to  main- 
tain and  sustain  the  glorious  principles  of  freedom  enunciated  in  the  Con- 
stitution  of  the  United  States,  and  who  are  opposed  to  tjrranny,  misrule  and 
oppression;  and  save  this  nation,  O  God,  from  the  infamy,  under  guise  of 
law,  of  being  the  spoliators  and  robbers  of  a  virtuous,  inoffensive  and  Gkxl* 
fearing  people,  in  violation  of  their  constitutional  rights,  and  because  they 
fear  and  reverence  Thee  and  Thy  laws;  but  may  this  house  be  preserved 
unto  us  as  a  holy  place  wherein  to  worship  Thee,  and  to  administer  Thinei 
ordinances,  to  learn  Thy  laws,  the  laws  of  the  universe— embracing  this 
world  and  other  worlds;  for  the  instruction  of  Thy  people  in  the  highec 
branches  of  education  in  all  true  intelligence  scientific,  linguistic,  natural 
and  theological. 

Bless  the  honest  and  upright  throughout  the  world,  and  lead  the  erring  in 
the  paths  of  righteousness;  and  as  Thou  hast  decreed  that  terrible  judgments 
shall  overtake  the  ungodly,  we  leavt  these  things,  O  Lord,  in  Thy  hands,  and 
wish  to  conform  ourselves  to  Thy  will. 

Preserve  us,  O  God,  in  these  valleys  of  the  meuntains,  and  let  not  our 
enemies  and  thine  enemies  triumph  over  Thy  people,  and  suffer  them  not  to 
britig  us  into  bondage,  for  Thou,  O  Lord,  knowest  that  we  are  seeking  to  da 
Thy  will  and  carry  out  Thy  laws;  preserve  us,  therefore,  in  our  immunitiaa^ 
liberties  and  rights,  and  save  us  from  the  menacing  power  of  tyranny  and 
oppression,  for  our  trust,  O  God,  is  in  Thea 

Bless^  we  pray  Thee,  the  councils  and  authorities  of  the  Church:  the  First 
Presidency,  the  Twelve  with  their  Council,  the  Patriarchs,  the  Presidents  of 
Stakes,  the  High  Councils  and  Bishops  thereof,  together  with  the  SeventieSi 
High  Priests,  Elders,  Priests,  Teachers,  Deacons,  and  all  the  quorums  and 
authorities  of  Thy  Church,  as  also  all  the  helps,  aids  and  governments  per« 
taining  thereto,  the  Relief  Societies,  the  Sunday  Schools,  the  Primary  and 
thfe  Mutual  Improvement  Associations,  and  all  men  and  women  who  are 
seeking  for  the  welfare  of  Zion.  Bless  all  our  friends  who  are  not  of  us,  but 
who  are  desireus  to  maintain  the  principles  of  virtue,  integrity,  honor  and 
freedom.  We  pray  Thee  also  to  bless  those  who  have  assisted  to  build  this 
house,  the  committee  of  construction,  the  architscts,  the  superintendents, 
the  workmen  in  all  their  various  branches  that  have  contributed  by  their 
mdustry  and  talent  to  construct  this  building  as  a  habitation  for  Thee,  our 
God;  bless  the  Stakes  of  this  Temple-distriet,  as  well  as  all  persons  who  have 
contributed  of  their  means  thereunto,  or  in  any  wise  assisted  in  the  oon<< 
struction  thereof.  Let  the  fear  of  God  rest  upon  all  Thy  people.  Presenre 
theai  in  the  principles  of  honor,  of  virtue,  of  truth,  of  integrity,  and  in  Uie 
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lore  of  Qod,  that  they  may  bo  worthy  of  Thy  blessings.  Let  the  people 
praise  Thee,  O  God;  let  all  the  people  praise  Thee.  O  Lord,  our  God,  hear 
08  in  the  heavens,  and  answer  us  upon  the  earth,  that  Zion  may  arise  and 
ihine,  that  the  glory  of  God  may  rest  upon  her.  That  Thy  people  may  be 
preeerred  from  the  errors  and  vanities,  the  follies  and  corruptions  of  the 
world;  that  they  may  progress  and  excel  in  every  principle  of  integrity, 
boeor,  intelligence,  virtue  and  purity,  until  Zion  shall  become  the  praise  and 
l^ory  of  the  whole  earth,  and  Thy  will  be  begun  to  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is 
in  heaven.  We  ask  this  at  Thy  hands,  and  dedicate  this  bouse  unto  Thee, 
together  with  ourselves,  our  wives,  our  children,  our  houses,  our  lands,  our 
flocks  and  herds,  and  our  possessions,  for  time  and  all  eternity,  in  the  name 
of  Thy  Son  Jesus  Christ.    Amen. 

After  the  prayer  the  choir  sang  the  following  hymn,  composed  by  Elder 
James  A.  Leisbman:

LOQAK,  May  4, 1884. 

Though  a  multitude  of  Saints  were  present,  the  meeting  was  not  a  public 
one,  those  present  being  there  by  invitation.     Representatives  of  the  pre^ 
bthat  capacity,  were  not  invited,  hence  we  deem  it  not  in  good  taste  to 
make  a  full  report  of  the  proceedings  and  remarks.    It  was  an  occasion  when 
Latter-day  Saints  were  met  together  to  join  in  solemn,  impressive  and  joyoua 
worship  before  the  Lord,  and  to  dedicate  to  His  holy  name  a  house  which 
they  had  builded;  and  such  as  had  a  right  to  participate  in  the  proceedings, 
end  listen  to  the  testimonials  and  instructions  that  were  offered,  were  there. 
Suffice  it  t6  say  that  on  Saturday  afternoon  Presidents  Geo.  Q.  Cannon  and 
Joseph  F.  Smith,  and  Apostles  Wilford  Woodruff  and  Lorenzo  Snow,  ad- 
dressed the  congregation,  dwelling  principally  on  themes  directly  associated 
with  the  building  of  Temples,  and  affording  the  assembled  Saints  much 
instruction,  comfort  and  precious  knowledge. 

An  anthem  composed  for  the  occasion  by  Brother  Evan  Stephens  was 
tang  by  the  choir,  after  which  President  John  Taylor  led  the  congregation  in 
shouting  **  Hosanna  to  God  and  the  Lamb!" 

The  closing  hymn,  composed  by  Eider  H.  W.  Naisbitt,  was  then  sung  by 
the  choir,  and  the  bendiction  pronounced  by  Patriarch  John  Smith. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  services  the  congregation  were  permitted  to  paae 
two  and  two  in  perfect  order  through  other  portions  of  the  house;  President 
Taylor  in  the  lead,  his  Counselors  and  the  Apostles  assisting  him. 
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"MORMONISM"    IN    CONGRESS. 


On  the  28th  of  May  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  in  committee  of  the 
whole,  resumed  consideration  of  the  Hoar  amendments  to  the  Edmunds 
bill  (which,  as  is  generally  understood,  purports  to  be  for  the  suppression  of 
polygamy),  and  Senator  Brown,  of  Georgia,  again  made  a  telling  speech  upon 
the  subject  This  gentleman  has  shown  himself  to  be  not  only  an  astute  law- 
yer and  wise  statesman,  with  broad  views  as  to  the  rights  of  his  fellow-men 
and  a  consistent  regdrd  for  the  Constitution,  but  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary 
moral  courage.  It  is  not  every  man  who  has  the  courage  to  express  his  honest 
convictions  on  this  subject,  for  to  be  branded  as  a  sympathizer  with  or  believer 
in  the  unpopular  "  Mormon"  doctrine  of  plural  marriage,  is  dreaded  far  more 
by  the  average  Congressman  than  almost  anything  else.  He  may  not  in  his 
private  feelings  care  in  the  least  whether  the  **  Mormons"  have  one  or  a  doien 
wives  each,  so  long  as  the  rights  of  others  are  not  interfered  with,  but  he  feels 
compelled  to  conform  to  the  public  sentiment  by  expressing  abhorrence  of 
the  practice.  Even  Mr.  Brown,  with  all  his  courage,  does  this,  and  admits 
that  "  no  Mormon  or  other  citizen  of  a  Territory  can  defend  himself  in  court 
under  an  indictment  for  polygamy  by  pleading  his  right  to  the  free-exercise 
of  religion."  At  the  same  time,  however,  he  denies  **  that  the  Congress  of 
the  United  Staten,  or  any  department  or  officer  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  has  any  power  to  punish  a  Mormon  or  any  other  citizen  of  the 
Territory  by  imprisoning  his  person  or  confiscating  his  property,  or  depriving 
him  of  his  right  to  vote  or  hold  office,  or  of  any  other  civil  right,  for  bigpuny 
polygamy  or  any  other  crime  without  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand 
jury  and  trial  and  conviction  by  due  course  of  law."  He  also  repudiates  **  the 
right  ef  the  Government  of  the  United  States  or  any  department  or  officer 
thereof  to  ascertain  the  guilt  of  any  such  offender  by  the  application  of  a  test* 
oath,  or  to  deny  to  any  one  the  exercise  of  any  right  of  a  citizen  on  account 
of  his  or  her  refusal  to  take  such  oath  or  to  be  interrogated  under  oath  as  to 
his  or  her  guilt  or  innocence." 

He  credited  the  Savior  with  having  inculcated  monogamy  in  what  he  said 
upon  the  subject  of  divorce  as  recorded  in  Matt  xix,  and  then  added:  "If 
His  authority  or  His  word  is  the  law  upon  which  monogamy  rests  and  polyg- 
amy is  condemned,  then  the  Christian  world  which  accepts  His  authority  for 
the  one- wife  system  must  accept  also  the  rule  laid  down  by  Him  as  to  the 
manner  of  dissolving  the  marriage  relation  between  the  husband  and  wife^* 
As  no  man,  according  to  the  words  of  the  Savior,  has  a  right  to  put  away  his

wife,  or  no  woman  her  husband,  except  for  the  cause  of  fornication;  and  as 
neither  of  the  parties  separating  from  any  other  cause  can  marry  and  cohabit 
with  another  without  being  guilty  of  adultery,  and  in  fact,  being  guilty  of 
polygamy  as  much  so  as  the  **  Mormons''  are  who  marry  a  second  wife  without 
divorcing  the  first,  he  wanted  to  know  what  is  to  be  done  about  the  "polygamy" 
that  prevaib  in  other  parts  of  the  Union  as  well  as  in  Utah.    He  then  quoted 
from  an  article  published  in  the  Princeton  Eevietoon  "  Polygamy  in  New  Eng- 
land" to  prove  that  ''consecutive    polygamy''  prevails  in  that  strait-laced 
Christian  region  to  such  an  extent  ns  to  throw  the  **  simultaneous  polygamy"  of 
the '*  Mormons"  quite  in  the  shade — that  one  eighth  of  the  marriages,  in  fact, 
which  are  contracted  in  New  England  are  polygamous,  with  the  ratio  increas- 
ing.   Quotations  from  Dr.  Theodore  D.  Woolsey  &nd  Dr.  Nathan  Allen  in 
sapport  of  his  statements  as  to  the  enormous  and  increasing  extent  of  divorces 
in  the  United  States  were  also  given,  and  then  statistics  showing  the  alarming 
increase  of  immorality  in  general,  and  especially  of  foeticide  among  the  New 
Englanders.     Elizabeth  Cady  Stanton  was  quoted  as  saying  '4f  this  crime 
against  the  family,  foeticide,  continues  as  it  has  begun,  the  descendants  of 
the  Celt  will  soon  trample  upon  the  graves  of  the  Puritans,"  and  then  Mr. 
Brown  added:  "I  believe  the  Mormons  have  never  been  charged  with  the 
prMtice  of  foeticide  or  the  use  of  means  to  prevent  conception.    They  are  an 
exceedingly  prolific  people.    So  that  in  this  respect  at  least  the  polygamy  of 
Utah  has  decidedly  the  advantage  of  the  polygamy  of  New  England." 

Reviewing  the  measures  taken  by  Congress  to  suppress  polygamy,  he  said: 
"If  the  Gk>vernment  should  send  an  army  to  slaughter  all  the  men,  women 
and  children  who  belong  to  the  Mormon  Church,  that  could  suppress  it,  but 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  could  neither  justify  the  act  before  its 
own  people,  before  the  civilized  world,  nor  at  the  bar  of  the  Almighty  God 
of  the  universe." 

After  indulging  in  some  cutting  satire  at  the  expense  of  Congressmen  from 
New  England,  who  are  so  forward  in  regulating  other  people's  affairs  to  the 
naglect  of  their  own,  he  says:  ''The  clamor  is  not  against  the  Mormon  for 
having  more  than  one  woman,  but  for  calling  more  than  one  wife.     And  the 
Mormons  will  do  well  to  remember  tiiat  the  policy  of  putting  the  whole 
population,  men,  women  and  children,  to  the  sword,  and  filling  the  whole 
land  with  wailing,  blood  and  carnage,  will  not  be  wanting  in  advocates  if  a 
portion  of  them  still  continue  ouch  to  cohabit  with  more  than  one  woman  io 
vhat  they  call '  the  marriage  relation.'     The  Government  and  people  of  the 
United  States  have  deliberately  determined  that  they  must  call  it  by  the 
proper  name.    Let  the  Mormon  who  has  a  plurality  of  women  remember 
that  he  must  conform  to  the  practice  elsewhere  and  call  but  one  of  them  his 
wife." 

A  running  debate  followed,  chiefly  between  Senators  Brown  and  Hoar,  on 
the  subject  of  the  amendments,  which  was  kept  up  till  the  adjournment  Mr. 
Hoar  declared  his  intention  of  pressing  the  bill  to  which  he  claims  paterni^ 
at  the  next  favorable  opportunity,  but  Senator  Voorhees,  although  favorable 
Io  the  billy  expressed  his  conviction  that  it  could  not  possibly  pass  the  Honae 
this  sittion  even  if  it  did  the  Senate. 
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The  enemies  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  can  go  no  farther  in  the  matter  of 
passing  hostile  legislation  than  the  Lord  wants  them  to,  and  should  thej 
succeed  in  passing  any,  He  can  as  easily  render  it  futile  as  He  has  done  in 
the  past.  The  Saints  have  nothing  to  fear  if  they  will  only  serve  Him  faith- 
fully and  keep  His  commandments.  He  has  premised  to  fight  their  battles 
for  theuL  O.  C.  L.

ABSTRACT  OF  CORRESPONDENCR 


SKETCH  OF  ELDER  NYE's  LABORS. 

President  E.  H.  Nye,  who  has  just  left  this  Mission  to  return  to  his  homa 
in  Zion,  has  furnished  us  with  the  following  sketch  of  his  labors  in  this  land: 

**  I  was  called  by  the  authorities  of  the  Church  at  the  April  Conference,  1882,  at  Salt 
Lake  City,  to  fill  a  misrion  to  Great  Britain,  net  apart  on  the  10th  of  April,  and  on  tibe 
day  foUowing  bade  adieu  to  lored  ones,  home  and  friends,  and  started  in  company  witk 
thirty-two  other  missionaries  for  my  field  ef  labors.  Arriving  in  LiTerpool  April  29tli9 1 
was  assigned  by  Apostle  Carrington  to  labor  in  the  London  Conference,  under  tiw 
direction  of  President  John  Cooper,  who  sent  me  into  the  Kent  District,  with  Eldtfi 
Prank  Snow  and  Wm.  H.  Apperley.  For  ten  days  Brother  Apperley  and  I  traTel«d  t»> 
gether,  and  after  that  I  was  kft  alone.  I  soon  bent  my  steps  towards  Tnnbridge,  the  plao» 
from  which  my  parents  emigrated  some  thirty-two  years  aga  In  that  and  neighboria^ 
towns  and  villages  I  found  a  number  of  relatives,  some  of  whom  listened  attentively  t» 
the  truths  of  heaven  I  had  come  to  declare  unto  them;  others  gave  me  plainly  to  undti^ 
stand  that  I  was  an  unwelcome  visitor,  and  the  sooner  I  made  myself  acaroe  th«  happitr 
they  would  be.  I  had  labored  five  weeks  in  Kent,  when  Elder  Joseph  A.  West  wm  ^- 
pointed  to  the  presidency  of  the  London  Conference.      He  immediately  oaUtd  mo  to 
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Londoa  to  lucceed  him  as  Tnvelmg  Elder  in  the  Whitechapel  Branch,  where  I  con- 
timed  to  labor  nntil  about  the  let  of  April,  1883.  The  change  from  Kent  to  London 
noioTed  me  from  the  locality  where  most  of  my  relatives  resided,  but,  through  the 
oovtesy  of  President  West,  I  had  the  liberty  of  visiting  them  at  will  in  that  and  other 
ptrtt  of  the  Conference,  and  of  laying  before  them  the  plan  of  life  and  salvation.  None 
of  them  had  ever  before  met  an  Elder  or  heard  the  sound  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ, 
but  a  messenger  had  preceded  me  nevertheless:  that  messenger  was  the  Spirit  of  the 
L«d,  which  had  rested  down  upon  them,  enabling  them  to  see  the  inconsistencies  of 
modem  Christianity,  and  preparing  their  hearts  to  receive  the  truth.  Some  of  them 
(Bttred  into  a  careful  investigation  of  the  doctrines  which  I  placed  before  them,  and,  un. 
Kke  many  with  whom  the  Elders  come  in  contact,  they  required  no  urging,  pleading  with, 
or  persuasion  to  induce  them  to  come  into  the  fold.  They  listened  to  the  words  of  life 
tad  lalvation  spoken  in  plainness  and  simplicity,  read  the  works  of  the  Church,  com- 
piled them  with  the  Scriptures  of  divine  truth,  and  saw  that  they  were  correct,  and  then, 
IB  the  very  depths  of  humility,  earnestly  desired  to  be  baptized.  They  asked  and  re- 
caved  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  to  guide  them  into  all  truth.  They  sought  and  found  the 
trae  way  which  leads  to  eternal  life.  They  knocked,  and  the  door  of  baptism  was  opened 
nto  them,  and  they  walked  through  into  the  fold  of  Christ,  and  are  now  rejoicing  in 
the  Gospel  of  peace. 

**  One  of  the  most  pleasing  features  of  all  this  work  of  the  conversion  and  baptism  of 
wj  relatives,  is  the  fact  that  it  is  the  literal  fulfillment  of  prophecy  pronounced  upon  my 
besd  on  the  10th  of  April,  1882,  in  the  Council  House,  Salt  Lake  City,  by  Apostle  F. 
D.  Richards.  When  setting  me  apart  for  this  mission,  he  said:  *  Ton  shall  rejoice  in 
bringing  your  kindred  and  friends  and  many  souls  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth.'  I  am 
patefol  indeed,  and  my  heart  overflows  with  thanksgiving  and  praise  to  the  God  of 
Wven  that  He  has  wrought  so  wonderfully  with  me,  and  permitted  me  to  see  the  ful* 
flhnent  of  this  and  many  other  promises  given  to  me  upon  that  occasion. 

"  During  my  labors  in  the  Whitechapel  Branch,  I  had  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  of 
kMling  forty-two  persons  into  the  waters  of  baptism.  At  the  release  of  Elder  W.  H. 
Xing  in  April,  1883, 1  was  appointed  by  President  Jos.  A.  West  to  labor  in  the  North 
London  Branch,  and  continued  there  till  June  the  9th,  when  I  was  placed  temporarily 
in  dutfge  of  the  London  Conference,  during  the  time  that  President  West  labored  on  the 
Iile  of  Man.     While  in  the  North  London  Branch  I  baptized  eleven  persons. 

"On  the  13th  of  August  my  appointment  as  President  of  the  London  Conference  ap- 
pMred  in  the  Stab,  to  succeed  President  West  in  that  position.  Here  permit  me  to  say, 
that  in  the  term  of  his  presidency  of  over  one  year,  during  which  I  associated  with  him 
lid  traveled  and  labored  under  his  direction,  I  enjoyed  in  his  society  some  of  the  sweet- 
«t  pleasures  of  the  missionary  ser\'ice  in  which  we  were  engaged.  To  follow  his  sug- 
fntions  and  earry  out  his  counsel  gave  me  the  keenest  pleasure,  and  to  his  able  manage- 
ment and  executive  ability  in  the  conduct  of  affairs  may  chiefly  be  attributed  the  present 
prosperous  condition  of  the  London  Conference. 

"  When  first  called  to  this  position  it  was  to  me  a  source  of  sorrow,  as  I  did  not  like 
cAoe  work,  and  again,  I  feared  I  should  not  be  able  to  labor  among  the  people  as  I  had 
done,  in  bringing  souls  to  a  knewledge  of  the  truth.  But  the  Jx>rd  provided  for  the 
leeesnties  of  the  situation  by  giving  me  a  good,  faithful,  competent  clerk.  Elder  George 
Atkiiiy  who  has  kept  the  books  and  attended  to  all  accounts  of  money  matters  for  the 
Conference,  so  that  I  have  been  enabled  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Couference,  and 
kbor  among  the  people  as  much,  almost,  as  before.  In  all  this  the  Lord  has  greatly 
fivored  me,  opening  up  before  me  continuously  new  ways  and  fields  among  the  people. 
It  lliat  I  have  not  had  to  walk  in  the  old  ruts  or  tread  the  beaten  paths,  but  have  found 
eomparatiTely  new  ground  upon  which  to  sow  the  seed,  and  through  the  favor  of  heaven 
have  been  permitted  to  gather  some  choice  fruit,  which,  I  trust,  when  properly  prepared, 
win  be  fit  for  the  Master's  use. 

*'  I  have  had  the  jqy  and  satisfaction  of  leading  ninety-seven  persons  into  the  waters 
of  baptinB,  twenty-five  of  whom  are  my  relatives,  with  a  fair  prospect  of  several  more 
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coming  into  the  fold  in  the  near  future.  The  great  majority  of  thoee  whom  I  have  bap- 
tized are  the  direct  result  of  my  own  labors,  and  in  this  I  recognize  the  divine  favor  is 
opening  up  my  way  and  crowning  my  efforts  with  success,  and  to  God  be  the  honor,  tlu 
glory  and  the  praise. 

**  The  new  Branch  at  Westerham,  Kent,  the  organization  of  which  I  spoke  about  in  a 
former  letter,  now  numbers  twenty-four,  each  of  whom  has  received  the  Gospel  at  mj 
hands,  and  all  are  now  rejoicing  in  a  knowledge  of  the  truth,  paying  their  tithing,  attendiof 
their  meetimrs.  and  striving  to  live  their  religion.  The  President  of  this  Branch  has  tc 
travel  about  tliirty  miles  to  and  from  meeting,  nine  of  which  he  rides,  and,  while  waUdng 
the  balance,  rejoices  that  he  has  the  privilege  of  laboring  in  such  a  noble  cause. 

**  For  the  last  two  years,  during  the  summer  season,  out-door  preaching  in  this  Coil' 
ference  has  been  prosecuted  with  a  steady  persistency,  exhibiting  on  the  part  of  the  £*!• 
dersa  determination  tu  warn  the  people  of  approaching  judgments,  lay  before  them  thf 
plan  of  life  and  salvation,  call  upon  them  to  repent  and  obey  the  (vospel.  and  testify  in 
the  most  positive  terms  to  the  divine  mission  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  Here  I  wuA 
to  say,  that  though  I  came  to  this  country  with  a  feeling  of  contempt  in  my  heart  towaidi 
all  who  would  preach  upon  the  streets,  and  it  was  to  me  one  of  my  greatest  trials,  yet, 
never  in  all  my  life  have  I  enjo3'ed  such  happy  moments,  or  experienced  such  greal 
power  and  influence  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  as  when  standing  in  the  parks  or  upon  the  streets, 
declaring  the  glad  tidings  of  great  joy  to  hundreds  of  people  listening  around.  When 
boldly  testifying  of  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel  by  an  holy  angel  to  the  Prophet  Joeepk 
Smith,  and  of  the  full  enjoyment  of  all  the  powers  of  the  Apostolic  Priesthood  and  the 
divine  favors  pertaining  thereunto  by  the  Latter-day  Saints-  even  when  greeted  with 
scoffs  and  groans  and  tumultuous  yells,  and  pushed  and  jostled  by  the  heaving,  surging 
rabble,  my  soul  has  been  filled  with  joy  unspeakable,  and  my  heart  with  love  and  grati- 
tude to  Almighty  God  that  I  was  accounted  worthy  to  endure  shame  for  Hia^name,  and 
come  forth  as  a  messenger  of  life  and  salvation  to  those  who  sit  in  darkness.  I  can  trolji 
say  that  no  labor  in  life  have  I  ever  enjoyed  so  much,  no  employment  have  I  loved  so 
dearly,  as  the  promulgation  of  the  principles  of  eternal  life  among  the  children  of  men, 
and  no  master  whom  I  have  served  has  ever  treated  me  so  kindly,  or  so  richly  rewarded 
mc,  as  He  in  whose  service  I  have  been  engaged  fur  the  last  two  years.  The  Elders  wIm 
have  labored  in  the  Conference  have  been  one  with  me,  faithfully  supporting  me  in  aS 
my  endeavors  to  spread  the  truths  of  heaven,  and  whether  in  vi.<!iting  families,  in  halls, 
or  upon  the  streets,  have  borne  a  faithful  testimony  to  the  truth  of  the  glorious  work  in 
which  we  are  engaged. 

*'In  noting  the  present  prosperous  condition  of  the  I<ondon  Conference,  and  the  succeai 
which  has  crowned  our  efforts  in  the  past  im  bringing  so  many  souls  to  a  knowledge  ol 
the  truth,  I  cannot  refrain  from  saying  that  great  credit  is  due  to  all  those  Presidenti 
of  Branches  and  members  of  the  local  Priesthood  who  have  labored  so  faithfully  and 
rendered  so  much  efficient  service  in  paving  the  way  and  helping  us  to  obtain  access  tc 
the  people,  'ihose  noble-hearted  sisters,  too,  in  different  parts  of  the  Conference,  wbc 
have  labored  so  zealously  and  indefatigably  among  their  friends  and  acquaintances  foi 
the  spread  of  truth,  and  to  introduce  the  Elders  among  the  people,  will  have  joy  and 
satisfaction  in  this  life,  and  in  the  life  hereafter  will  rejoice  in  endless  lives  with  thos< 
whom  they  have  assisted  to  save. 

**  The  present  condition  of  the  London  Conference  is  good,  and  the  prospect  for  tlH 
future  is  bright  and  cheering.  The  Elders  are  filled  with  the  spirit  of  the  work,  and  an 
laboring  zealously  for  the  spread  of  righteousness  in  every  part,  declaring  boldly  tin 
truths  of  heaven,  and  striving  to  convince  mankind  of  the  error  of  their  ways  and  brinf 
them  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth. 

**  I  wish  to  extend  to  the  Elders  and  all  the  Saints  my  high  appreciation  of  the  resped 
they  have  shown  me,  together  with  my  sincerest  and  most  heartfelt  thanks  for  all  tlu 
acts  of  kindness  and  the  many  courtesies  extended  towards  me,  wherein  they  have  com 
for  ted  and  cheered,  or  assisted  me  in  any  way,  and  throughout  the  future  there  will  remnfa 
upon  my  memory  a  spot  fresh  and  green  for  the  Saints  and  my  friends  of  old  England. 
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BEAUTIES  OF  ZION — DISAFFECTED  SAINTS,   ETC. 

Elder  Jos.  W.  McMurria  writes  from  Salt  Lake  City,  May  2o,  1884,  aa 

follows: 

**The  tbooffht  has  passed  through  my  mind  many  times  of  late,  that  the  Saints  wha 
RMh  this  city  in  the  summer  season  will  feel  indeed  that  Zion  has  been  found.  There  is  »^ 
most  pleasing  contrast  between  the  narrow  streets  of  the  sld  world,  lined  on  either  side 
with  high,  sombre  buildings,  and  the  wide,  healthful  thoroughfares  of  this  city,  with 
besutifnlrowBof  shade  trees  wherever  the  eye  may  rest,  now  bursting  forth  in  all  the 
gbry  and  splendor  with  which  God  has  clothed  them.  The  hearts  of  the  true  Saints  re> 
joioeas  they  behold  the  comfortable  homes  which  God  has  given  them  in  this  goodly  land, 
lichly  surrounded  with  the  beauties  of  nature  which  cannot  be  found  in  the  cramped  and 
crowded  cities  beyond  the  sea;  but  with  all  the  blessings  which  Grod  has  lavished  upon  His 
piople,  many  who  have  gathered  from  the  nations  are  full  of  fault-finding,  and  have 
•tirely  forgotten  that  they  came  here  to  serve  the  Grod  of  Jacob.  When  they  find  trials 
iatkeir  path,  they  at  once  become  disheartened,  and  long  to  return  to  the  pit  from  which 
they  have  been  dug. 

**  I  feel  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Elders  abroad  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the 
Bsints  this  one  fact— viz.,  that  this  land  is  a  land  of  sore  trial,  and  those  who  are  not 
prepared  to  lay  down  their  lives  for  the  Gospel's  sake  had  better  remain  in  Babylon  for 
ths  time  being,  until  they  leom  to  appreciate  the  great  truths  of  Heaven  that  have  been 
rsTvsledin  these  last  days.  I  find  some  of  those  who  were  delivered  when  I  returned^ 
an  lukewarm,  others  cold,  and  with  pain  I  must  say,  some  of  them  full  of  bitterness,  and 
liolently  opposed  to  the  Gospel  which  brought  them  here.  I  often  feel  to  say,  eh!  how 
nracfa  better  it  would  be  if  such  had  remained  where  the  Gospel  found  them,  for  there 
they  were  faithful  and  might  have  continued  in  the  fold;  but  they  reach  Zion  only  to 
tjwtatiie  aiid  turn  against  the  people  of  Grod ! 

"  You  will,  ere  this,  have  received  the  account  of  the  dedication  of  the  Logan  Temple* 

Bnple  came  from  all  parts  of  the  Territory  to  witness  this  solemn  event     Many  who 

wsre  bowed  down  with  age  traveled  long  distances  to  be  present  when  the  holy  building 

WM  iRvsented  to  the  Lord.     X  conversed  ¥rith  some  who  had  never  been  in  the  north 

coQBtry  before,  and  never  would  have  been  there  but  for  this  great  event,  who  gladly 

liid  their  temporal  affairs  on  one  side,  that  they  might  be  numbered  with  the  hosts  of 

Isael  who  flocked  from  all  parts  of  the  land  to  go  up  and  worship  before  the  Lord  in  the 

House  which  had  been  built  to  His  holy  name.     As  the  people  in  former  days  went  np 

to  worship  in  the  Temple  at  Jerusalem,  so  in  these  latter  days  they  are  going  up  to  the 

Toaples  which  are  being  reared  upon  Mount  Zion,  wherein  they  receive  all  the  blessings 

Jivtaining  to  the  new  and  everlasting  covenant;  and  through  the  ordinances  therein 

•dfflinistered  they  are  prepared  to  meet  the  King  of  kini^s  and  dwell  with  Him  eternally 

kk  the  heavens. 

*'  A  few  years  ago,  when  the  Pioneers  reached  this  valley,  it  was  known  as  a  parched 
and  thirsty  ground;  but  to*day  men  are  fighting  back  the  water  which  is  flowing  down  ia 
grsat  abundance  from  the  mountains  on  every  side.  Li  looking  southward  from  the  top 
of  the  Temple,  one  would  suppose  that  great  lakes  of  water  were  scattered  throughout 
the  valley,  for  the  streams  have  overflowed  in  every  direction,  and  dry  ground  has  been 
flttde  'pools  of  living  water.'  No  man  to-day  would  call  this  a  thirsty  country,  and 
yst  hot  a  few  years  have  passed  since  it  was  a  dry,  parched  desert.  The  people  of  the 
woM  behold  these  things,  but  will  not  acknowledge  the  hand  of  Grod  in  them.  The 
Saints  also  see  them  and  rejoice,  knowing  assuredly  that  the  promises  of  Grod  are  being 
ftUflUed,  and  that  the  day  of  His  mighty  power  is  close  at  hand. 

"  Another  of  our  sisters  has  been  sent  to  the  Penitentiary.  She  refused  to  answer  im- 
pcopcr  qnestions  before  the  Grand  Jury,  and,  in  consequence  of  so  doing,  she  has  been 
dcpriyed  of  her  liberty;  but  she  has  shown  to  her  brethren  and  sisters  and  to  all  men, 
that  the  Qospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  of  greater  value  than  all  else.  The  world  will  yet  leam 
thai  the  daxighters  oi  Zion  will  never  betray  the  servants  of  Qod.

I  am 
lookinc:  forward  with  much  pleasure  to  the  arrival  of  the  May  company,  when  I  shall 
again  meet  with  Brother  Greddes  and  many  of  my  old  friends  from  ScoUand.  When  I 
look  b;u:k  at  my  sojourn  in  that  land,  it  fills  my  heart  with  joy  and  thankfulness  for  being 
permitted  to  labor  as  a  missionary  among  that  people. 

**  A  benefit  concert  is  about  to  be  given  Elder  Willes  and  others,  who  are  going  to  the 
East  Indies  to  labor  for  the  spread  of  truth;  it  will  be  held  in  the  theatre,  and  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  First  Presidency. 

"  Times  are  dull,  and  many  idle  men  are  on  our  streets.  The  farmers  are  about  the 
only  class  who  are  very  busy.  Although  work  is  scarce  food  is  plentifol,  and  no  one 
needs  to  go  himgry. 

**  If  yon  see  my  Brother  James,  give  him  my  kind  love;   I  trust  he  will  be  firm  and 
true  to  his  callinq^,  and  through  the  blessing  of  God  become  an  efficient  minister  of 
word." 


JOY   AT  RETURNING   HOME— DEDICATION  OF  THE   LOGAN  TEMPLE.] 

Elder  W.  G.  Reese,  who  recently  returned  home  from  a  mission  to  this 
country,  writes  to  us  as  follows,  from  Benson,  Cache  County,  Utah, 
May  IG,  1884: 

'*  The  reason  why  I  have  not  written  before  is,  I  have  been  busy  helping  to  put  in 
l^ain  (as  it  was  a  very  late  spring  and  Uie  crops  were  not  planted  when  we  arrived  horn*), 
and  visiting  my  friends. 

"  I  will  only  say  in  regard  to  my  missionary  labors  in  Wales,  that  I  baptized  sixteoi, 
endeavored  to  make  those  among  whom  I  asHOciated,  and  to  whom  I  had  an  opportunity 
^of  speaking,  acquainted  with  the  principles  of  the  Grospel,  bore  my  testimony  whenever 
oonvenient,  and  labored  with  a  prayerful  heart  to  set  an  example  worthy  of  imitation, 
knowing  it  to  be  my  duty  to  do  so.  I  felt  rather  gloomy  at  times,  yet  when  the  dark 
clouds  would  roU  by  I  woiild  feel  contented  again  to  go  forth  in  the  discharge  of  my  dutj. 

**  I  was  blessed  of  the  Lord  in  finding  many  warm  friends,  and  the  kindness  shown  me 
by  the  dear  Saints  can  never  be  forgotten.  My  desire  and  prayer  is  that  the  Lord  will 
preserve  them  in  the  truth  and  gather  them  to  Zion,  where  they  can  learn  more  fully  of 
His  ways  and  walk  in  the  path  of  righteousness. 

'*  Well,  you  have  learned  before  this  oi  our  homeward  trip.  I  assure  you  I  felt  happy 
when  I  again  got  a  view  of  Cache.  About  the  first  object  in  Cache  that  attracted  my 
attention  was  the  beautiful  Temple,  overshadowing  Logan,  and  as  we  rode  a  little  further 
around  the  hill  my  eyes  caught  sight  of  home.  My  heart  swelled  with  joy  as  it  had 
■omewhat  over  two  years  previously  with  sorrow,  on  taking  the  last  glance  for  an  indef* 
inite  length  of  time,  and  perhaps  forever,  of  home;  because  a  person  who  starts  out  on  a 
mission  does  not  know  whether  he  will  be  called  to  lay  down  his  life  or  not. 

"  The  last  four  days  have  been  a  time  of  great  rejoicing  throughout  this  and  the  sur- 
itmnding  Stakes  of  Zion.  Conference  has  been  held  in  Logan  and  the  Temple  dedicated. 
Saturday,  the  17th,  was  the  day  the  ceremony  took  place,  it  being  exactly  seven  yean 
■ince  the  ground  was  dedicated  for  its  ertotion.  The  first  Presidency,  several  of  tba 
tnembers  of  the  Quorum  of  Twelve  Apostles,  a  good  many  of  the  Presidents  of  Staket, 
and  leading  men  were  present  Surely  we  have  had  a  *  feast  of  fat  things.'  After  the 
Temple  was  dedicated,  several  of  the  authorities  bore  testimony  that  the  Lord  had 
accepted  of  it;  in  fact,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  shed  forth  in  such  rich  abundance  that» 
undoubtedly,  all  present  felt  an  assurance  of  that  fact. 

**  In  order  to  accommodate  as  many  as  posnble,  meeting  was  held  in  the  Temple 
yeeterday  (Sunday)  and  this  morning,  when  the  proceedings  were  the  tame  as  on  the  day 
«f  dedication.  At  the  close  of  each  meeting,  all  were  permitted  to  go  Umragh  the 
XfUMipftl  rooms.    The  irst  Presidency  took  the  lead,  the  Apostles,  Presidents  ol  the

StokM  and  other  prominent  men  followed,  and  all  the  others  fell  into  line,  and  in  that 
WBj  order,  one  of  the  first  laws  of  heaven,  was  preserved. 

"  Undoubtedly  there  were  representatives  in  Logan  from  nearly  all,  if  not  all,  parts  of 
the  Territory,  and  a  large  number  from  some  parts.  The  good  people  of  Logan  bade 
tiieir  brethren  and  sisters  and  friends  welcome,  and  did  all  they  could,  so  far  as  I  have 
Itirned,  to  make  them  comfortable.  The  meetings,  both  in  the  Temple  and  Tabernacle, 
ind  there  were  one  in  each  on  Sunday  morning,  were  crowded,  and  many  could  not  gain 
idmittance.  In  order  to  gain  admittance  to  the  Temple,  a  person  had  to  get  a  ticket 
from  his  Bishop.  To  be  unworthy  admittance  would  be  a  source  of  grief  to  a  person; 
hot  how  much  greater  the  grief  if  decided  unworthy  to  enter  the  celestial  kingdom  of  Grod. 
To  look  at  this,  I  think,  should  stimulate  us  to  works  of  righteousness. 

**  It  was  evident  that  the  speakers  were  clothed  with  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord.  They 
fah  confident  that  the  Saints  were  becoming  more  and  more  united,  and  were  drawing 
Mirer  to  the  Lord.  The  Saints  were  assured,  by  President  Taylor  and  others,  that  if 
tbey  would  observe  the  laws  of  Grod  that  no  power  could  injure  us,  because  the  Lord  has 
a  ipecial  care  over  His  Saints  who  have  had  the  courage  to  come  forth  and  serve  Him  in 
the  face  of  an  opposing  world.  Zion  is  onward  and  upward,  and  nothing  can  stop  its 
progress,  because  the  God  of  heaven  has  thus  decreed. 

**  To  add  to  the  pleasures  of  our  assemblies,  the  weather  has  been  very  fine  all  through. 
How  different  the  climate  of  Utah  from  that  of  England;  and  how  clear  our  atmosphere 
compared  with  that!  When  standing  by  the  Temple  a  person  can  have  a  beautiful  view 
cf  Gsche  Valley,  which  is  about  ten  miles  wide  and  fifty  long.*'

again.'"

Hannah  Holland,  gave  me  yonv 

letter  and  asked  me  to  read  it,  which  I  have  done;  and  he  also  said,  Answer 

it  if  yon  like;  and  I  said.  What  answer  shall  I  givel  and  he  said,  Just  what 

joa  like.    So  I  have  no  answer  to  give  you  as  regards  her  excommunication 

from  the  Mormon  Church,  but  as  far  as  I  am  concerned  in  the  matter,  I 

believe  it  to  be  a  very  blessed  excommunication  indeed.    Sir,  let  me  tell  you 

a«  before  Qod,  that  the  doctrine  of  Mormonism  is  not  of  God  at  all;  it  never  • 

gave  life  and  peace  to  a  dead  soul  yet,  and  never  will;  and  if  you  are  so

ELDER  dent's  REPLY. 

Brighton,  Sussex,  June  3,  1884. 
Mr.  E.  Aiificld. 

)  Sir:  Your  letter  to  me,  written  in  behalf  of  Mrs.  Hannah  Holland,  is  to 
kand;  but  on  account  of  having  been  away  from  here,  also  for  other  reasons, 
I  have  not  been  able  to  answer  it  till  now.  You  have  not  requested  an 
answer,  but  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  make  a  reply,  and  point  eiit  to  you,  briefly, 
wherein  you  err  in  condemning  "  Mormonism.''  The  letter  which  has 
elicited  a  reply  from  you,  was  written  by  me  to  Mrs.  Hannah  Holland, 
merely  to  ascertain  her  intentions  respecting  her  connection  with  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  of  which  she  has  been  a  member  for  (I 
think)  about  two  years.  Her  willingness  in  allowing  you  to  answer  the 
letter  in  any  manner  you  felt  disposed,  is  sufficient  to  show  that  she  does  not 
wish  to  retain  a  standing  in  the  Church,  knowing  that  you  were  not  favorable 
thereto. 

As  you  state  in  your  letter  that  you  have  searched  the  doctrines  taught  by 
the  Latter-day  Saints,  you  are  aware  that  the  initiating  principles  of  our 
religion  are  faith,  repentance,  baptism,  and  the  laying  on  of  hands,  for  the 
conferring  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  by  those  holding  authority  to  officiate  in  these 
ordinances.  To  ascertain  if  the  above  principles  are  a  part  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ,  let  us  put  into  practice  the  injunction  of  the  Savior,  as  recorded  in 
the  Gk)spel  of  St  John  (▼,  39):  **  Search  the  Scriptures,  for  in  them  ye  think 
ye  have  eternal  life,  and  they  are  they  which  testify  of  me;  also  (1  Thess.  ▼, 
21):  "  Prove  all  things,  hold  fast  that  which  is  good.**  It  is  truth  we  are 
s^rching  for  and  desire  to  obtain,  but  unless  we  search  for  it  in  the  proper 
manner,  we  shall  not  be  very  apt  to  obtain  it.  We  tind  by  reference  to  St. 
Matthew's  Gospel,  that  the  ways  of  man  are  not  accepted  of  God,  but  that 
Me  must  be  served  and  worshiped  in  the  manner  which  He  appoints  (Matt. 
zV,  9):  In  vain  they  do  worship  me,  teaching  for  doctrines  the  oommandmeiits 
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of  men."    Faith  alone  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  insufficient  to  secure  unto 

DB  salvation  (James  ii,  17):   *'  Even  so  faith,  if  it  hath  not  works,  is  dead, 

being  alone;"  (26tk  verse):  ^'  For  as  the  body  without  the  spirit  is  dead,  so 

ftdth  without  works  is  dead  also;"  (24th  verse):    **  Ye  see  then  how  that  by 

wiorks  a  man  is  justified,  and  not  by  faith  only."     There  are  other  verses  in 

tiie  same  chapter  which  will  bear  directly  upon  this  point,  but  which  it  is 

unnecessary  for  me  to  write,  as  you  can  read  them,  and  also  in  the  11th 

chapter  of  Paul's  epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  all  of  which  will  show  beyond  a 

doubt  that  works  must  bd  coupled  with  faith  in  order  to  produce  a  result. 

Again  we  read  (Matt,  vii,  21):   *'  Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me,  Lord, 

Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven;   but  he  that  doetk  the  will  of 

my  Father  which  is  in  heaven."    Many  other  passages  of  Scripture  could  be 

quoted  to  show  that  faith  without  works  will  not  benefit  us  spiritually  or 

otherwise.    Faith  being  a  principle  of  power  (as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to 

Heb.  xi,  3):  '*  Through  faith  we  understand  that  the  worlds  were  framed  by 

tke  word  of  God,  so  that  things  which  are  seen  were  aot  made  of  things 

which  do  appear,"  it  prompts  us  to  action;  we  understand  that  we  are  sinful 

Vy  nature,  and  a  desire  is  created  within  us  to  be  forgiven  for  those  sins 

which  we  have  committed;  but  before  we  can  be  forgiven,  we  must  repent, 

not  merely  by  being  sorry  for  those  sins,  but  determining  within  ourselves 

that  we  will  forsake  them,  and,  for  the  future,  cleave  to  that  which  is  good. 

No  person,  before  thoroughly  repenting  of  sins,  is  entitled  to  a  forgiveness 

(2C!er.  vii,  10):  *' For  godly  sorrow  worketh  repentance  to  salvation  not  to 

he  repented  of;  but  the  sorrow  of  the  world  worketh  death;"  (Mark  vi,  12): 

"And  they  went  out  and  preached  that  men  should  repent;"  (Acts  xvii,  30): 

''And  the  times  of  this  ignorance  God  winked  at;  but  now  commandeth  all 

men  everywhere  to  repent." 

There  would  be  no  use  in  repenting  of  sins,  unless  some  means  were  adopt- 
ed whereby  we  could  obtain  remission  of  those  sins.     We  find,  by  referring 
to  the  sacred  writings,  that  a  plan  has  been  instituted  for  that  purpose; 
hsptism  by  immersion  being  the  ordinance  ordained  for  that  end.    Of  course 
yon  will  readily  understand  that  we  are  responsible  only  for  the  sins  that  we 
personally  commit,  and  not  for  the  sin  of  our  first  parents,  as  some  teach. 
(1  Oor.  zv,  21,  22):  "  For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man  came  also  the 
nsQirection  of  the  dead."    "  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall 
ill  be  made  alive."    To  show  you  that  baptism  is  absolutely  essential  to  sal- 
fBtion,  I  will  refer  you  to  Mark  xvi,  15, 10:   *'  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and 
preach  the  €k>spel  to  every  creature.     He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized 
iball  be  saved;  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be  damned;"  (John  iii,  5): 
"  Jesoa  answered.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  Except  a  man  be  born  of 
water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God;"  (Luke 
fS,  90):  "  But  the  Pharisees  and  lawyers  rejected  the  counsel  of  God  against 
themselves,  being  not  baptized  of  him— (John);"  (Matt,  iii,  13-16):  **  Then 
eometh  Jesus  from  Galilee  to  Jordan  unto  John,  to  be  baptized  of  him.    But 
John  forbad  him,  saying,  I  have  need  to  be  baptized  of  thee,  and  comest  thou 
to  met    And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him,  SujQTer  it  to  be  so  now:  for  thus 
il  becometh  us  to  fulfill  all  righteousness.    Then  he  suffered  him."    By  being 
btptued,  the  Savior  set  us  an  example,  and  would  reasonably  expect  oa  to 
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follow.    (Matt  xxviii,  19):  "  Gk)  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  DatioDS,  baptiziDg 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Qhost.** 

As  there  are  many  opinions  existing  respecting  the  manner  in  which  bap- 
tism was  administered  in  the  days  of  our  Savior,  I  will  cite  to  you  a  few 
passages  of  Scriptures  that  will  clear  up  that  point  (Rom.  vi,  4,  6):  '*  There* 
fore  we  are  buried  with  him  by  baptism  into  death:  that  like  as  Christ  was- 
raised  up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also  should 
walk  in  newness  of  life.  For  if  we  have  been  planted  together  in  the  like- 
ness of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of  his  resurrection;"  (CoL 
ii,  12):  '^Buried  with  him  in  baptism,  wherein  also  ye  are  risen  with  him 
through  the  faith  of  the  operation  of  God;"  (Matt  iii,  16):  "And  Jesus,, 
when  he  was  baptized,  went  up  straightway  out  of  the  water;"  (Acts  viii, 
38):  "  And  he  commanded  the  chariot  to  stand  still:  and  they  went  down 
both  into  the  water,  both  Philip  and  the  eunuch;  and  he  baptized  him;" 
(John  iii,  23):  "  And  John  also  was  baptizing  in  iEnon  near  to  Saliui,  because 
there  was  much  water  there:  and  they  came,  and  were  baptized."  In  the- 
preceding  verse  (22nd)  you  can  also  read  that  Jesus  was  baptizing.  There- 
would  have  been  no  necessity  of  going  where  there  was  much  water,  if  a 
small  quantity  had  been  sufficient;  but  doing  so  would  imply  that  much 
water  was  needed  in  order  that  people  might  he  buried  tJurein,  ur  imniersecL 

As  baptism  is  administered  in  some  religious  denominations  for  other  pur- 
poses than  for  the  remission  or  forgiveness  of  sins,  I  will  give  a  few  quota- 
tions from  Scripture  in  support  of  the  doctrine  we  teach:  that  baptism  is  for 
the  remission  of  sins,  and  for  no  other  purpose.  (Mark  i,  4):  *^  John  did  bap- 
tize in  the  wilderness,  and  preach  the  baptism  of  re\tentance  for  the  remission 
of  sins;"  (Acts  xxii,  16):  *' And  now  why  tarriest  thou)  arise,  and  be  baqytized^ 
and  wash  away  thy  sins,  calling  on  the  name  of  the  Lord;"  (Act  ii,  38)^ 
*^  Then  Peter  said  unto  them,  Repent,  and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost" 

Baptism  by  immersion  is  being  born  of  the  water,  and  the  next  principle 
in  order  is  being  born  of  the  Holy  Ohost,  which  is  brought  about  by  the  iin» 
position  of  hands.  God's  house  is  a  house  of  order,  and  the  principles  of  the 
Gospel  follow  eaeh  other  in  their  proper  order.  After  persons  have  been- 
baptized  for  the  remission  of  sins,  they  are  then  in  a  condition  to  receiye 
the  Holy  Ghost  (and  enjoy  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit),  which  can  only  be  im- 
parted through  the  administration  of  those  who  have  been  ordained  to  that 
calling.  (Acts  xiz,  6):  "And  when  Paul  had  laid  his  hands  upon  them,  the 
Holy  Ghost  came  on  them;  and  they  spake  with  tongues,  and  prophesied/^ 
(Acts  viii,  17):  "Then  laid  they  their  hands  on  them,  and  they  received  the 
Holy  Ghost;"  (Deut  xxziv,  9):  '*  And  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun  was  full  of  the 
spirit  of  wisdom;  for  Moses  had  laid  his  hands  upon  him:  and  the  children 
of  Israel  hearkened  unto  him,  and  did  as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses;* 
(2  Tim.  i,  6):  *^  Wherefore  I  put  thee  in  remembrance  that  thou  stir  up  the 
gift  of  God,  which  is  in  thee  by  the  putting  on  of  my  hands." 

Sufficient  passages  of  Scripture  have  been  quoted  here  to  support  the 
principles  treated  upon,  and  although  many  more  could  be  brought  to- beet 
upon  each  principle,  yet  I  deem  it  unnecessary,  and  I  will  therefore,^,  for  tha 
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present  at  least,  leave  them  with  you  for  yoar  kind  eohsideratioD,  trusting 
tjbat  you  may  bo  able  to  understand  them  in  their  true  light,  and  tliat  you 
miiy  profit  thereby.  The  principles  herein  set  forth  are  in  accordance  with 
the  Scriptures  of  divine  truth,  and  are  essential  for  man's  salvation;  and  I 
testify  to  you,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  that  the  Qospel  as  taught  by  the 
Xatterday  Saints  is  the  same  that  was  taught  by  Christ  and  His  disciples, 
and  that  the  gifts  and  blessings  of  the  Gospel  accompany  those  who  receive 
Hand  walk  in  its  light;  and  this  Qospel  has  been  restored  to  the  earth 
through  the  instrumentality  of  Joseph  Smith,  by  an  holy  angel,  thereby  ful- 
filling the  prediction  of  John,  (Rev.  xiv,  6):  **  And  I  saw  another  angel  ily  in 
the  midst  of  heaven,  having  the  everlasting  Gospel  to  preach  unto  them  that 
dwell  on  the  earth,  and  to  every  nation,  and  kiudred,  and  tongue,  and  people.''

Tick-tack  goes  the  ponderous  pendulum  of  time  that  hangs  over  us  all,  and 
measures  our  precious,  anxiims  moments  that  briefly  come  and  go.     A  vast, 
motley  throng  of  human  beings  surge  and  sway  with  steady  response  to  its 
momentous,  unswerving  vibrations,  and  crowd  along  to  grapple  with  life's 
rtem  realities  as  they  are  hourly  unfolded,  contriving,  as  best  they  may,  to 
find  some  means  of  subsistence  for  present  exigencies  and  for  future  neces- 
sities.    At  every  pulsation  of  time  some  are  coming  to  fill  the  ranks  that 
death,  the  reaper,  is  thinning,  and  some  are  going  to  swell  the  great  tide  of 
humanity  which,  since  the  days  of  father  Adam,  has  flowed  steadily  on  to  the 
broad,  boundless  ocean  of  eternity.    Varied,  indeed,  are  the  merits  and  de- 
merits of  this  vast,  eager  throng;  yet  all  are  acting  some  necessary  part  in 
the  great  drama  of  human  events,  while  all  desire  to  be  prosperous  and  happy 
here,  and  be  blest  with  honors  and  rewards  hereafter,  which  they  will  assu- 
redly receive  according  to  their  works.    Every  knee  shall  yet  bow,  and  every 
tongue  confess  that  God's  mercy  has  been  amply  extended,  and  that  justice 
has  been  meted  to  all,  to  the  fullest  possible  extent.    And  it  behooves  all,  of 
erery  rank  and  station,  to  give  God  their  praise  and  gratitude  for  every  grace 
led  blessing  placed  within  their  reach. 

Although  man  is,  in  some  measure,  the  creature  of  circumstances,  and  left 
to  himself  to  choose  or  reject  certain  things  that  affect  his  life  and  character, 
ihere  are  many  incontrovertible  evidences  to  prove  that  our  lives  are  directed 
and  circumscribed  at  many  times  by  powers  invisible,  and  that  we  often 
cannot  perform  certain  things  which  we  would  like  to  accomplish.  There 
tie  also  many  evidences  that  speak  to  us  of  an  existence  beyond  this  vale  of 
.tears.  The  revelations  of  God,  and  the  natural  impulses  of  our  nature^  de- 
llionstrate  to  our  reason  that  the  narrow  confines  of  time,  with  its  flickerings 
of  hopes  and  joys,  its  sorrows  and  disappointments,  are  in  nowise  sufficien 
.for  our  ever-increasing  wants,  but  only  designed  as  a  brief  school  to  give 
the  aptitude  and  tuition  necessary  to  start  us  out  on  a  course  of  education 
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endless  in  its  duration  and  everlasting  in  its  benefits  and  rewards.  And  in 
our  moments  of  serious  reflection  we  naturally  exclaim:  "  0  God,  we  thank 
Thee  that  Thou  hast  provided  for  us  a  more  enduring  habitation,  for  this 
mortal  part  shall  pass  away  ere  we  have  well  tasted  the  wondrous  boanties 
of  Thy  everlasting  grace," 

About  a  third  of  our  time  here  we  spend  in  sleep,  necessary  to  refresh  and 
strengthen  us  for' the  cares  and  duties  of  the  other  two-thirds.  And  the 
greatest  knowledge  that  the  most  favored  of  us  can  obtain,  is  but  as  a  drop 
to  the  ocean  compared  with  that  which  we  are  capable  of  learning,  and  it  is  a 
truth  which  we  all  confess,  that  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave  we  know  and 
learn  but  little;  yet,  of  this  little,  how  prone  we  are  to  boast 

Astronomers  spend  their  lives  in  measuring,  weighing  and  calculating  the 
distances  and  the  density  of  the  spheres  that  move  in  space,  obedient  to  the 
fiats  of  Jehovah.  They  reason  from  cause  to  effect,  and  from  effect  to  cause, 
sometimes  perfectly,  and  sometimes  imperfectly.  In  course  of  time  they  go 
down  into  their  graves  hoary- headed  with  age  and  study,  confessing  them- 
selves lost  in  the  labyrinth  of  divine  mysteries,  after,  perhaps,  propounding 
some  intricate  problem  to  baffle  the  best  of  their  kind  through  all  succeeding 
time. 

Chemists  devote  their  lives  to  the  study  of  a  few  fractions  of  matter.  They 
tell  us  the  component  parts  of  this  or  that,  and  how,  by  combining  certain 
substances  with  other  properties,  we  can  have  certain  results.  All  very  good, 
as  far  as  it  goes;  but  they,  too,  pass  away  without  having  had  power  to  add  or 
diminish  a  single  atom  from  God's  creations;  without  the  power  to  create 
even  a  single  blade  of  grass. 

Geologists  reason  and  quote  from  fragments  of  rock,  from  coal  measorea; 
from  fossil  remains  embedded  in  certain  of  the  earth's  strata,  and  have  tried 
to  prove  the  Bible  wrong  in  some  respects  by  their  scientific  deductions; 
but  we  find,  after  all,  that  Moses  in  a  single  breath,  or  with  a  single  stroke  <^ 
inspiration,  has  told  us  more  concerning  the  earth,  its  various  conditions 
under  the  power  of  its  Creator,  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  created, 
than  all  the  geologists  could  tell  us  in  a  thousand  years — proving  conclusively 
that  man's  wisdom  pales  before  the  touch  of  inspiration. 

But  we  would  not  have  it  inferred  that  we  underrate  the  benefits  of  true 
science.  Our  object  is  only  to  underrate  those  who  give  science  that  whidi 
God  ought  to  receive — viz.,  the  praise  and  the  honor.  It  is  in  God  that  we 
all  live,  move,  and  have  our  being,  and  from  Him  we  receive  all  that  we 
possess,  either  of  a  temporal  or  of  a  spiritual  nature.  The  best  brains  ia  our 
seminaries,  the  most  elaborate  temples  of  learning  extant,  with  all  Iheir 
magnificent  equipments,  are  but  the  gifts  of  God,  and  held  at  His  dispoaaL 
We  thus  see  that  man,  although  he  is  entitled  to  a  certain  amount  of  credit 
for  being  the  means  of  reflecting  higher  impressions,  and  disseminating  them 
among  his  fellows,  is  not  to  have  that  honor  which  many  im>  their  blind,  vain 
pride  covet  Gk>d,  the  Author  of  ail  life,  truth  and  intelligence,  is  the  only 
being  whom  we  have  a  perfect  right  to  glorify  and  worship,  and  to  Him  we 
say  be  given  all  the  praise,  the  honor,  and  the  glory,  both  now  and  forever.

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OPPOSITION    TO    THE    ELDERS    IN    THE  SOUTH, 

AND  THE  RESULT. 


Thi  following  extracts  frora  a  letter  written  by  Elder  John  H.  Qibbs,  a 
miffiionary  in  the  Southern  States,  will  give  an  idea  of  the  opposition  the 
Elders  have  to  meet  in  that  region  and  what  follows  the  efforts  at  their 
intimidation.    The  letter  was  written  from  Chattanooga,  May  5,  1884: 

"Just  returned  from  a  trip  to  JjewiB  County,  Tenn.  Had  quite  an  interesting  time. 
The  ball  opened  by  my  receiving  a  notice  from  what  is  known  as  the  Ku  Klux  or  Shiloh 
Band,  to  the  effect  that  I  must  leave  in  thirty  days  or  die;  that  they  would  give  me 
timely  warning  by  burning  the  meeting-house,  after  which,  if  I  was  found  preaching, 
*  death  was  my  doom.' 

"On  Sunday  morning  I  made  for  the  meeting-house  expecting  to  hold  servioes,  but 
found  the  building  and  contents  in  ashes.  Not  allowing  such  vandalism  to  affect  the 
perfoimance  of  my  duty,  I  immediately  notified  the  people  that  I  would  hold  th« 
Deetiofr  under  an  immense  old  elm  tree,  whose  shade  covered  a  large  stretch  of 
ground. 

**  The  people  responded  to  my  invitation,  coming  from  all  quarters,  some  to  hear  me 
pnaoh,  others  to  see  the  shooting,  and  others  again  to  ascertain  our  intention.  It  is  very 
evident  that  I  have  friends  here  in  the  shape  of  fair-nunded  and  honorable  men,  f^r  the 
iberiff  of  the  county  was  present,  prepared  to  see  *fair  play,'  while  others  came  armed, 
lad  took  pains  to  let  people  see  they  were  *  heeled,'  and  others  had  shotguns  hid  away 
dow  at  hand  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak.  This  was  entirely  unknown  to  me  until  after 
the  meeting  was  over;  but  I  tell  you,  it  was  very  gratifying  information,  not  so  much 
hecKise  my  person  was  in  danger,  but  because  of  the  evidence  it  bore  of  men's  willingness 
to  risk  their  lives  in  the  cause  of  right.  Such  men  are  worthy  the  blessing  and  admiration 
of  all  good  people,  irrespective  of  religious  belief. 

"The  meeting  was  largely  attended.  The  people  seated  themselves  on  the  grass,  while 
Iitood  among  them  speaking  for  two  and  a  half  hours.  The  peculiar  and  unusual  char- 
ictir  of  the  occasion  is  the  only  apology  I  can  offer  for  the  length  of  my  sermon.  It 
■eemed  as  though  I  could  not  stop,  and  the  people  listened  with  patience  and  interest  to 
the  close.  The  supposed  leader  of  the  *  Shiloh  band*  and  burner  of  the  house  was  present. 
I  learn  from  old  veterans  of  the  late  war  that  if  it  was  intended  to  arouse  a  man's  feelings 
beyond  control,  all  one  had  to  do  was  to  tell  him  to  *go  to  Shiloh!*  In  comparison  hell 
k  rapposed  to  be  a  sweet-scented  place  compared  with  Shiloh. 

"To  my  utter  astonishment  after  the  close  of  the  meeting,  three  converts  straightway 
demanded  baptism,  and,  I  guess,  to  the  astonishment  of  others,  I  baptized  them  there 
and  then,  there  being  *mach  water'  near  by.  This  proved  a  shock  to  the  members  of  the 
Shiloh  band;  it  changed,  or  as  we  say  sometimes,  it  corrected  the  atmosphere.  The 
situation  was  ours,  and  the  honest  in  heart  present  felt  it  as  well  as  I.  We  held  a  second 
meeting,  and  five  more  applied  for  baptism.  I  baptized  them  on  the  Monday,  when  I 
held  another  meeting,  and  was  favored  with  another  application  for  baptism.  Thus 
the  Lord  overruled  in  our  favor  by  pouring  out  His  Spirit  so  abundantly  upon  the  honest 
in  heart  as  to  convince  them  of  the  truth,  and  to  give  them  holy  boldness  sufficient  to 
demand  baptism  under  such  alarming  circumstances.  Thus  were  the  efforts  of  a  band  of 
wicked  men  frustrated.  It  may  be  that  this  will  only  tend  to  incite  them  to  persist  in 
their  bold  plans.  I  have  strictiy  cautioned  the  Saints,  numbering  now  twenty-seven, 
who  are  united  to  a  man,  to  be  cool  and  patient,  to  seek  the  Lord  in  humility  of  spirit 
for  wisdom  and  power  to  suffer  wrong  rather  than  do  wrong.  It  is  hard,  very  hard 
indeed,  to  hold  a  Southerner  when  his  rights  are  infringed  upon.  Threats  and  notices  im 
leave  are  now  the  order  of  the  day."

ANTI-"  MORMON"    LEGISLATION. 


The  WashinpftoD  telegrams  of  the  19th  inst.  state  that  "a  bill  suppressing  the 
practices  of  the  Mormons,  and  reffuhiting  the  affaiis  of  Utah  in  accordanoe 
%ith  the  laws  of  the  country,  has  been  passed  by  the  Senate."  We  suppose 
what  is  here  meant  to  be  the  bill  introduced  by  Senator  Hoar  of  Massachu- 
setts, aniending  the  anti-polygamy  law  of  1882,  known  as  the  Edmunds  bill, 
and  which  was  alluded  to  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Star  in  connection  with 
Senator  Brown's  speech.  It  is  not  very  surprising  to  learn  that  it  has  passed 
the  Senate,  when  we  consider  the  antipathy  against  the  Latter-day  Saints 
which  prevails  in  that  body,  the  influence  of  the  promoters  of  the  measure^ 
and  the  apathy  with  which  many  of  the  Senators  view  the  gradual  encroach- 
ments upon  the  Constitution.  Possibly  it  may  pass  the  House  the  samo^ 
for  there  is  much  of  the  same  feeling  in  that  branch  of  Congress,  though 
there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  it  will  not.  So  much  the  worse  for  the 
country  if  it  does.  If  the  Constitution  can  be  trampled  upon,  and  the  plain- 
est and  dearest  rights  of  citizens  ignored  in  the  effort  to  crush  out  of  exist- 
ence the  unpopular  religion  known  as  "  Mormonism,"  there  is  no  reason  why 
some  other  religion,  the  advocates  of  which  happen  to  be  in  the  minority, 
should  not  fall  under  the  ban  next,  and  be  legislated  against  in  like  manner. 
These  weapons  that  are  being  hurled  against  the  Latter-day  Saints  will,  like 
the  boomerang,  return  to  those  who  throw  them;  but,  unlike  the  boomerang, 
they  will  inflict  more  injury  upon  the  projectors  of  them  than  upon  those 
against  whom  they  are  aimed.  There  is  no  people  in  existence  so  well  pre- 
pared to  resist  attacks  of  this  kind  as  the  Latter-day  Saints.  Their  con- 
scientious devotion  to  their  religion,  their  marvelous  union  in  pursuing  the 
|)oUcy  which  the  Lord  through  His  servants  marks  out  for  them,  and  their 
loyalty  to  the  Government  and  submission  to  all  Constitutional  laws  render 
them  comparatively  invulnerable.  Their  innocence  of  all  crime  and  their 
unaggressive  attitude  tend  to  excite  the  interest  and  sympathy  of  all  fair- 
minded  people  throughout  the  world  in  their  behalf,  and  above  all,  the  favor 
of  the  Almighty  which  they  possess,  and  to  which  is  attributable  their  past 
preservation,  is  a  bulwark  which  it  is  useless  for  puny  man  to  oppose. 

The  idea  which  is  conveyed  in  the  dispatch,  that  the  object  of  the  bill  which 
has  passed  the  Senate  is  to  "  regulate  the  afiairs  of  Utah  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  the  country,"  is  as  false  as  anything  can  be.  The  object  of  that 
bill,  and  all  the  other  anti-"  Mormon"  bills  now  before  Congress  is,  to  dis- 
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crimuiate  against  the  Latter-day  Saints,  foist  upon  them  laws  and  officers 
SQch  as  do  not  prevail  in  any  other  part  uf  the  Union  or  among  any  other 
people,  despoil  them  of  their  property,  and  especially  to  prevent  them  from 
attaining  to  any  political  power.    *'  The  laws  of  the  country"  are  supposed 
to  secure  to  people  religious  freedom,  and  in  other  parts  of  the  country  re- 
ligion is  no  bar  to  the  enjoyment  of  f)olitical  and  civil  rights,  but  in  Utah, 
through  the  operation  of  the  Edmunds  law,  if  a  man  happens  to  be  a  "  Mor- 
mon" he  is  debarred  from  even  serving  us  a  juror  for  the  trial  of  bis  peers. 
If  the  bill  which  has  now  passed  the  Senate  becomes  a  law,  a  wife  may  be 
compelled  to  serve  as  a  witness  against  her  husband,  which  is  contrary  to 
llie  statutes  at  large  as  well  as  the  law.s  of  other  States  and  Territories.    Ac- 
cording to  it,  too,  a  person  may  be  summoned  as  a  witness  without  previous 
subpoena,  and  deprived  of  his  liberty  for  an  indefinite  length  of  time.    Women 
by  it  are  to  be  deprived  of  the  right  of  franchise,  because,  forsooth,  the  women 
of  Utah  choose  U)  vote  for  theii-  friends  instead  of  their  enemies.     It  pro- 
Tides  also  for  dissolving  the  cori)oriition   known  as  the  Church   of  Jesus 
CShrist  of  Latter-day  Saints,  and  confiscating  all  property  owned  by  it  over  a 
certain  amount;    for  appropriating  the  funds  of  the  Perpetual  Emigration 
Company;  for  having  the  Territorial  Su])erintendent  of  district  schools  ap- 
pointed by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Territory  instead  of  elected  by  the 
people,  eta     So  far  from  these  provisions  being  in  accordance  with  the  laws 
prevailing  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  they  Lear  no  resemblance  to  them; 
bdeed  they  are  a  gross  violation  of  the  common  law  of  the  land  and  of  the 
lights  and  liberties  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Latter-day  Saints  are  not  ambitious  to  figure  as  a  rock  of  offense,  upon 
which  their  nation,  falling,  shall  bo  broken  in  pieces;  but  it  verily  looks  as 
if  sach  were  to  be  the  casu.  However,  in  any  cuse,  they  will  prove  their 
loyalty  t(»  the  God-given  Constitution  of  the  country,  and  though  others 
should  seek  to  trample  it  in  the  dust,  they  will  struggle  to  rescue  it  and  sus- 
tain its  sacred  provisions,  the  dearest  of  which  is  that  granting  religious 
liberty  to  all  mankind.

OUT-DOOR  PREACHING. 

Elders  S.  H.  Allen  and  A.  H.  Woodruff  writing  to  us  from  Leek,  Stafford- 
ihire,  June  16,  1884,  say: 

"  Our  President,  by  precept  and  example,  has  sh^wn  us  our  duties  in  regard  to  the  work 
of  out-door  preaching;  and  as  there  has  been  but  very  little  of  this  done  in  this  District  for 
liie  past  two  years,  he  wished  us  to  preach  through  the  towns  and  villages,  and  bring  the 
Gospel  before  the  people  again. 

"  On  Wednesday,  the  11th  inst,  we  left  Manchester  and  walked  to  Macclesfield,  where 
the  Salvation  Army  was  causing  quite  an  excitement.  Finding  many  people  on  the  Square 
Waiting  for  the  Army,  we  took  our  stand  and  commenced  to  sing,  and  in  a  few  minutes 
fanned  tbe  nucleus  of  a  large  congregation.  While  w^e  spoke  on  the  first  principles,  and  of 
thedivinemissionof  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  good  attention  was  paid  by  all,  and  the 
people  were  enthusiastic  to  get  the  Articles  of  Faith  and  the  Only  True  Gospel  tracts  after 
we  dosed.

Saints  tell  us  that  all  the  talk  at  the  Mill  is  the  *  Mormon  camp-meetings;'  and  no  doabr 
the  ministers  here  will  use  a  part  of  the  prayer  they  offered  up  some  years  ago—'  O  Lord 
deliver  us  from  the  Mormons !'  The  Saints  feel  well  in  these  meetings,  a  few  are  inveatigi 
ting  our  doctrines,  and  we  rejoice  more  in  the  work  every  day,  knowing  that  onr  prmyw 
are  heard,  and  that  Grod  is  pleased  with  those  who  do  His  wilL*' 


NEWS  FROM  THE  SHEFFIELD  CONFERENCE. 

PresideDt  Benjamin  Bennett  writing  from  Sheffield,  June  15,  1884,  says:    i 

'*  I  have,  since  coming  to  the  Sheffield  Conference,  enjoyed  my  labors  very  muol 
The  Saints  generally,  as  far  as  I  have  acqusinted  myself  with  them,  are  sincerely  devotai 
to  the  cause  and  spread  of  truth.  In  the  distribution  of  tracts  the  sisters  as  well  as  th 
brethren  are  actively  engaged.  Through  the  means  we  have  adopted  it  is  to  be  hopei 
that  the  inhabitants  of  every  city,  village,  hamlet  and  house  in  this  Conference,  wiJ 
have  a  chance  of  reading  the  writings  or  hearing  the  warning  voices  of  the  true  belieyer 
and  followers  of  Christ. 

**  When  we  make  ourselves  known  at  the  doors  of  some  people  an  air  of  soom  ii  cBii 
cemable,  but  through  the  indomitable  pluck  and  courage  that  the  humble  distributor  i 
the  possessor  of,  this  feeling  is  ofttiraes  removed.  As  a  rule  a  few  questions  are  a»k«d 
which  are  answered  by  our  party,  until  a  good  impression  is  left.  The  most  bitter,  bg 
this  means,  have  become  the  most  interested  in  reading  and  searching  our  doctrine.  TU 
best  policy  we  have  found  to  pursue  is  to  cherish  patience,  calm  endurancci  and  a  spirl 
of  humility.  This  course  being  pursued,  the  stoutest  heart  can  be  reached.  Kind  word 
added  will  find  their  way  to  the  inmost  thought  of  the  soul. 

**  Our  meetings  are  well  attended  by  strangers  as  well  as  Saints.  I  have  learned,  hom 
ever,  that  it  will  not  do  to  baptize  a  person  until  he  is  thoroughly  converted  to  the  pm 
dpleis  of  divine  truth.  A  few  Sundays  since,  a  lady  who  had  been  led  to  investigate  (Ni 
principles  through  tracting,  declared  she  never  had  perused  anything  to  equal  the  r«ad 
ing  matter  our  tracts  contained.  Her  husband  at  first  was  inclined  to  believe  as  she  du 
on  account  of  her  reading  to  him.  This  led  them  to  withdraw  from  the  Congregationa 
persuasion  to  which  they  formerly  belonged,  and  search  more  thoroughly  for  themselvai 
the  pure  principles  that  our  Savior  taught  when  upon  the  earth.  This  was  done,  aac 
the  lady  attended  two  of  our  Sabbath  meetings,  the  services  of  which  she  was  higU] 
delighted  with.  By  this  time  she  was  thoroughly  convinced  that  the  truths  we  advooat< 
were  Scriptural  and  of  divine  origin.  On  our  return  frem  the  evening  meeting  she  aflke< 
one  of  the  sisters  if  she  could  become  a  member  of  the  Church  without  being  baptised 
The  reply  being  given,  accompanied  by  the  explanation,  she  was  somewhat  astonished 
A  week  or  so  passed,  when  the  family  was  again  visited,  but,  to  our  surprise,  the  seec 
sown  proved  to  have  fallen  by  the  wayside.  Their  absence  from  the  church  which  the] 
bad  formerly  attended,  left  two  seats  vacant,  and  of  course  they  were  noticed  by  th< 
rev.  divine.  This  led  him  to  call  upon  them  at  their  home.  As  soon  as  he  learned  o( 
the  path  they  had  pursued,  he  stamped  the  process  they  had  chosen  to  search  for  thau 
Bouls*  salvation  as  fallacious  and  erring.  The  following  night  he  renewed  his  attack,  anc 
brought  with  him  a  dignitary  of  the  same  persuasion  as  himself.  Evidently  the  see^ 
sown  was  choked  and  died  out,  apparently  at  least.  The  priests  thus  placed  themselTO 
in  the  same  position  as  the  great  Law-giver  declared  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees  were  in 
when  He  said:  **  Woe  unto  you  Scribes  and  Pharisees,  hsrpocrites!  for  ye  shut  up  tin 
kingdom  of  heaven  against  men;  for  ye  neither  go  in  yourselves,  neither  suffer  ye  then 
that  are  entering  to  go  in"  (Matt,  xxiii,  13). 

'*  Some  six  weeks  ago  we  organized  a  Mutual  Improvement  Association  in  the  Sheffieli 
Branch,  and  judging  from  the  interest  taken,  I  am  led  to  conclude  much  good  will  bi 
the  result 

"  On  Sunday,  June  1st,  we  commenced  our  regular  out-door  services.     We  had  Hu 
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of  hftTing  tbe  Salvatioii  Army  in  full  blast  on  one  side,  and  another  penuarion 
m  ihm  other,  each  within  a  stone's  throw  of  us.  We  were  planted  in  the  centre  of 
giantation.  Probably  many  more  heard  the  sound  of  our  humble  voices  through  the 
itir  cteattd,  than  if  we  had  been  entirely  left  to  ourselves.  I  have  instructed  the  Elders 
to  bold  ooi^loor  meetings  whenever  available,  particularly  on  the  Sabbath. 

**  It  is  remarkable  to  contemplate  how  plain  and  visible  the  ancient  worthies  could  see 
tbough  the  veil  of  time,  and  point  out  so  distinctly  the  present  condition  of  this  world. 
They  could  not  have  spoken  more  pointedly  had  they  lived  in  our  day.  The  time  has 
ooBie  when  they  **  will  not  endure  sound  doctrine,  but  after  their  own  lusts  shaU  they 
bisp  to  themselves  teachers,  having  itching  ears;  and  they  shall  turn  away  their  ears 
bom  the  truth,  and  shall  be  turned  unto  fables." 


MISSIONARY  WORK  IN  ITALY. 

Elder  Andrew  Villet  writes  to  us  from  St.  Germain  de  Cluson,  June  7, 
1884,  as  fallows: 

"  I  am  still  traveling  among  the  people  of  the  mountains  of  Piedmont  who  are  of  the 
P^testant  denomination,  but  without  any  apparent  success.     I  cannot  do  as  much  at 
present  in  the  way  of  holding  meetings  as  I  could  during  the  winter  season,  but  I  am 
Tinting  from  house  to  house  and  holding  meeting  when  an  opportunity  presents  itself. 
So  far  as  baptisms  are  concerned  I  have  no  better  prospect  now  than  in  the  beginning; 
isther  worse,  indeed,  for  in  the  beginning  I  had  hope,  but  now  I  have  but  little.    I  have 
BOW  visited  nearly  all  of  the  Protestants  without  finding  a  single  soul  willing  to  embrace 
the  Gospel.    There  was  one  woman  of  whom  I  had  hopes,  as  she  was  convinced  that  our 
doctrines  were  true,  but  the  last  time  I  saw  her  she  informed  me  chat  she  could  not  yield 
obedience  te  them  as  her  husband  and  family  were  all  opposed.     I  have  labored  hard 
■Dong  this  people  for  about  six  months.    They  are  deeply  rooted  in  tradition.     Their 
loftfathers  were  much  persecuted  by  the  Romish  Church,  and  they  think  this  is  an  evi- 
dnoe  that  their  religion  is  the  correct  one,  as  the  Bible  says  that  the  true  disciples  shall 
ftffsr  persecution.    They  are  continually  recounting  the  scenes  which  their  forefathers 
puied  through,  and  telling  of  how  the  Lord  miraculously  preserved  them  in  these  moun- 
Ittns,  and  how  they  often  came  off  victorious  over  their  enemies,  although  so  few  in  num- 
ber.   Their  ministers  also  take  the  people  occasionally  to  the  tops  of  the  mountains, 
vbere  their  forefathers  are  supposed  to  have  suffered  the  persecutions,  and  there  remind 
tbem  of  the  past,  and  in  this  way  work  up  a  spirit  of  enthusiasm  and  devotion  among 
them.    The  houses  of  the  people  are  all  amply  supplied  with  books  upon  the  same  sub- 
ject written  by  the  ministers,  in  which  they  even  make  false  record  for  the  purpose  of 
proving  to  the  people  that  they  are  the  true  successors  of  the  Apostles  of  Christ    The 
nsnlt  is  the  people  will  look  at  nothing  that  will  prove  to  the  contrary.    Passages  of 
Scripture  count  for  nothing  with  them  in  that  regard,  for  they  say  that  the  Scriptures 
sre  as  any  one  may  interpret  them,  but  the  persecutions  of  their  forefathers  are  true 
fsets,  and  they  know  that  the  Lord  was  with  them  in  their  fighting.     They  hold  their 
Indition  more  sacredly  than  the  written  word  of  the  Lord.     I  have  given  them  much 
dear  instruction,  for,  althoup^h  I  have  been  all  alone  in  this  country,  I  have  not  been 
any  the  less  powerful  in  administering  the  word.     The  spirit  of  inspiration  has  been 
working  with  me  ever  since  I  entered  this  land,  and  I  have  not  been  alone,  for  the  Lord 
has  been  with  me,  and  through  the  inspiration  of  His  Spirit  many  things  have  been 
taught  me  which  I  hope  may  be  of  benefit  to  me  in  the  future.    I  have  spared  myself  no 
pains  to  show  a  good  example  to  the  people  and  practice  the  principles  I  advocate.    I 
have  been  willing  to  associate  with  the  poorest  of  them,  and  partake  of  the  coarsest  of 
food  and  lodge  as  humbly  as  it  is  possible  for  a  person  to  do  so,  and  that,  too,  cheerfully 
and  without  grumbling,  and  at  the  same  time  submit  patiently  to  insults  and  ill-treat- 
ment at  the  hands  of  bigoted  fanatics.    I  have  also  frequently  given  a  helping  hand  in 
hbor  in  time  of  need,  and  yet  present  appearances  indicate  that  my  time  has  almost  been 
spent  in  vain,  though  the  future  may  prove  otherwise.     I  must  give  this  people  credit 
for  being  hospitable.    I  have  not  had  to  suffer  for  want  of  food,  and  have  been  able  t^ 
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•obtain  a  place  to  deep  with  the  exception  of  three  or  four  nigfati.  I  held  a  meetingr  one 
night  in  the  winter  season  in  a  sohool  house,  which  I  obtained  the  use  of  before  the  peo- 
ple knew  what  denomination  I  was  of.  All  went  pretty  well  until  I  testified  of  the  re«to- 
lation  of  the  Gospel  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  when  the  people  railed  at  me  and 
drove  me  from  their  midst,  and  I  was  glad  to  seek  shelter  in  a  cave  at  the  foot  of  tke 
mountain  during  the  night.  There  I  suffered  somewhat  from  cold  feet,  but  was  none  the 
worse  for  it  afterwards.  This  is  the  worst  treatment  I  have  received,  so  I  think  I  have 
fared  pretty  well  I  would  gladly  have  endured  far  worse  persecution  if  that  would  have 
resulted  in  bringing  souls  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth.  I  am  thinking  of  taking  a  little 
trip  into  lower  Italy,  and  visiting  Home  and  a  few  other  important  cities  for  a  few  daya." 


THE  WORK  IN  KENT. 

Elder  F.  L.  Gibbons,  writing  from  Tonbridge,  Kent,  June  21,  1884,  says: 

"  My  health  and  spirits  continue  good,  for  which  blessings  I  feel  truly  thankful  to  our 
heavenly  Father.  I  also  enjoy  my  labors  as  a  tiervant  of  God,  nevertheless,  when 
'released  to  return  home'  appears  opposite  my  name  in  the  Star,  I  shall  not  seek  to  lin- 
ger here.  Brother  Read  is  active  and  alive  to  his  duties.  He  has  been  suffering  some- 
what from  rheumatism  in  his  legs  and  feet,  but  is  now  able  to  get  around  the  District. 

**  We  have  held  and  intend  to  continue  to  hold  out-door  meetings  as  often  as  oppor- 
tunities occur.  We  have  met  with  no  decided  opposition  as  3*et;  a  little  of  it  at  times, 
however,  is  indicative  of  good  being  done,  and  also  has  a  tendency  to  stir  up  the  servants 
of  God  to  greater  diligence.  Our  in-door  meetings  at  New  Brompton  are  well  attended 
by  strangers  every  Sunday  evening,  who  seem  to  take  great  interest  in  the  doctrines  and 
principles  taught,  and  I  had  the  pleasure  of  baptizing  two  new  and  promising  memben  at 
thac  place  two  weeks  ago,  and  others  are  investigating.  Since  Conference  we  have 
blesijied  several  children,  three  of  whom  belong  to  persons  who  are  not  in  the  Ohurch. 
They  »aid  they  would  rather  have  their  children  blessed  by  the  Elders  than  to  be 
ohristened  in  the  Church  of  England,  as  they  considered  the  blessing  of  children,  aa 
instituted  by  our  Lord  and  Savior  when  He  was  upon  the  earth,  to  be  the  right  and 
proper  thing  to  do.  The  Lord  is  also  manifestiug  His  power  in  healing  the  sick  through 
the  administration  of  His  servants.  Some  of  those  who  have  thus  been  healed  are  not 
members  of  the  Church,  and  they  testify  to  their  having  been  healed  by  the  power  and 
goodness  of  Grod  and  feel  to  render  to  Him  all  the  praise.  Some  non-members  seem 
oapable  of  exercising  more  faith  in  this  direction  than  some  who  have  been  members  of 
the  Church  for  years,  and  according  to  Holy  Writ  there  were  similar  cases  when  Jesus 
himself  ministered  among  the  children  of  men.'* 


THE    ORIGINAL    MANUSCRIPT.

It  was  announced  in  the  Deseret  News  a  short  time  since  tbat  Eider  Joseph 
Bull,  while  on  a  visit  east,  had  found  in  the  possession  of  a  Chicago  firm 
«ome  relics  which  were  said  to  have  been  taken  out  of  the  corner-stone  of 
the  "  Mormon"  Temple  at  Nauvoo,  and  among  which  was  a  part  of  what  was 
thought  to  be  the  original  manuscript  of  the  Book  of  Mormon.  In  response 
to  this  Brother  Warren  Foote,  who  lives  at  Gleudale,  Kane  Co.,  Utah,  writes 
to  the  Desej-et  News  as  follows,  under  date  of  April  22,  1884: 

'*  I  vrish  to  say  that  I  saw  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  deposit  the  manuacript  of  the 
Boek  of  Mormon  in  the  southeast  comer-stone  of  the  Nauvoo  House,  not  the  Temple.  I 
will  quote  from  my  journal: 

*  Oct  2,  1841.— The  Semi-annual  Conference  commenced  to-day.  After  meeting  was 
dismissed,  a  deposit  was  made  in  the  southeast  comer-stone  of  the  Nauvoo  House.  A 
square  hole  had  been  chiseled  in  the  large  corser-ttone  like  a  box.    An  invitation  waa 
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fCiren  for  any  who  wished  to  put  in  any  little  memento  they  desired  ta  I  was  stand* 
mg  rtrj  near  the  comer-stone,  when  Joseph  Smith  came  up  with  the  manuscript  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon,  and  said  he  wanted  to  put  that  in  there,  as  he  had  had  trouble  enough 
it.  It  appeared  to  be  written  on  foolscap  paper,  and  was  about  three  inches  in  thick- 
There  was  also  deposited  a  Book  of  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  five  cent,  10  cent,  25 
c&Dt,  50  cent  and  $1  pieces  of  American  coin,  besides  other  articles.  A  close  fitting  stone 
oorer  was  liud  in  cement,  and  the  wall  built  over  it' 

**  I  was  standing  within  three  feet  of  the  Prophet  when  he  handed  in  the  manuscript, 
and  saw  it  very  plainly.  He  intimated  in  his  remarks,  that  in  after  generations  the  walls 
miifht  be  thrown  down,  and  these  things  discovered,  from  which  the  people  could  learn  the 
doctrines  and  principles  and  faith  of  the  Latter-day  Saints." 


RELIGIOUS   INTOLERANCE   IN   SWEDEN.

From  Elder  Andrew  H.  Anderson,  of  Huntsville,  Utah,  who  for  the  past 
twenty  months  h:is  been  serving  as  a  missionary  to  Sweden,  and  who  is  re- 
turning  to  his  home  with  the  company  which  sailed  from  here  on  the  14th, 
we  obtained  the  particulars  of  a  case  of  mobbing,  of  which  he  was  the  victim, 
Id  his  native  ]:ind.  In  the  early  part  of  the  past  spring,  the  head  Lutheran 
priest  of  the  district  or  parish  of  Furingstasocken,  near  Norrkoping,  where 
he  was  lahuring,  sent  him  a  warning  to  cease  holding  meetings  and  attempt- 
ing to  proselyte  in  that  region,  and  leave  there  if  he  wanted  to  save  himself 
from  trouble.  Instead  of  accepting  this  advice  Eider  Anderson  sent  the 
priest  an  invitation  to  attend  a  little  meeting  which  he  proposed  to  hold  in  a 
private  house  on  the  evening  of  April  14th,  that  he  might  be  the  better  able 
to  judge  of  the  correctness  of  the  doctrines  he  taught.  The  priest  and  a 
number  of  his  followers  attended  the  meeting  and  listened  to  a  Gospel 
sermon  iu  which  Elder  Anderson  spoke  in  high  terms  of  Luther  as  a  reformer, 
but  showed  that  he  never  claimed  to  have  received  authority  from  God  to 
establish  the  Church  of  Christ  He  explained  how  Luther  and  various- 
other  reformers  had  gradually  prepared  the  minds  of  the  people  for  receiving 
the  true  Gospel  when  it  was  revealed,  and  testified  to  its  having  been  restored 
to  Joseph  Smith.  The  priest  was  then  asked  to  speak,  and  he  did  so  with- 
out attempting  to  rebut  by  argument  anything  the  Elder  had  advanced,  but 
sought  to  intimidate  by  threatening  to  bring  down  upon  him  the  vengeance 
of  the  law  for  preaching  any  other  than  the  State  religion.  However  Elder 
Anderson  was  not  to  be  frightened,  but  gave  him  to  understand  that  he  un- 
derstood the  law  and  was  in  no  fear  of  it  After  the  meeting  had  been  dis- 
missed the  priest,  knowing  the  road  the  Elder  would  have  to  pursue  to  reach 
his  lodgings,  detained  him  talking  outside  the  house  while  his  followers  went 
on  as  if  they  were  going  home,  but  really  to  waylay  Elder  Anderson  in  a 
secluded  place,  which  they  did  by  assaulting  him  and  a  few  of  the  local 
Saints  who  were  with  him,  first  with  stones  and  then  with  sticks.  Those 
who  accompanied  Elder  Anderson  ran  and  saved  themselves,  but  he  turned 
and  faced  his  assailants,  who  numbered  ten  or  twelve,  and  tried  to  reasen 
with  them,  though  in  vain.  He  was  beaten  very  badly  and  partially  disabled 
for  walking  by  the  blows  from  the  clubs.  The  affair,  however,  caused  a  re« 
▼nhion  in  the  pnblic  feeling  towards  the  Elders,  and  it  is  probable  that  a 
good  work  will  be  done  in  that  region  in  the  near  future.

C Summarized  from  Territorial  Papers,  J 

Caterpillars  are  very  bad  oa  the  apple  trees  in  Salt  Lak«  this  year. 
A  late  fire  at  Providence,  Cache  Co.,  resulting  from  children  playing  with 
matches,  destroyed  9250  worth  of  Jacob  Zollinger's  property. 

A  child  of  John  C.  Ostler,  of  Nephi,  two-and-half  years  old,  accidentally 
fell  into  a  stream  near  its  home  and  was  drowned  on  the  1st  of  Jane. 

The  caterpillars  which  are  devouring  the  leaves  of  the  apple  trees  from  Salt 
Lake  City  to  Provo,  extend  no  farther  south  than  the  latter  place.  Measures 
are  being  adopted  to  destroy  them. 

James  Allen,  merchant,  of  Ogden,  has  succumbed  to  the  general  business 
depression,  and  made  an  assignment  in  favor  of  his  creditors,  who  it  is  pre- 
sumed will  not  lose  much,  if  anything,  when  the  settlement  is  made. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Territorial  Insane  Asylum  now  being  built  at  Ptoyo 
will  be  so  far  completed  as  to  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients  before 
the  cold  weather  of  next  winter  sets  in. 

The  family  and  relatives  of  the  late  President  Brigham  Young  celebrated 
the  anniversary  of  his  birth,  on  the  1st  of  June,  by  a  social  reunion,  and  it  is 
intended  by  them  to  keep  up  the  custom  hereafter. 

The  company  of  emigrants,  who  sailed  from  Liverpool  on  the  17th  of  May, 
made  the  journey  to  Salt  Lake  City  in  less  than  fifteen  days,  and  arrived  in 
good  condition.  It  is  the  quickest  trip  yet  made  by  a  company  of  our 
emigrants. 

President  Taylor  and  several  of  the  Apostles  have  lately  been  on  a  tour 
south,  holding  meetings  in  the  various  settlements  of  Sanpete  Stake.  Apostles 
K  Snow  and  J.  W.  Taylor  were  to  continue  on  as  far  south  as  Kanab,  and 
attend  the  Stake  Conference  there. 

An  efifbrt  is  being  made  to  get  a  grant  from  the  Salt  Lake  City  corporation 
officers  to  run  a  line  of  railway  from  the  U.  C.  Railway  depot  to  the  Warm 
Spring  Bath  House,  thence  to  Fort  Douglas  by  way  of  Arsenal  Hill,  City 
Creek  Grist  Mill,  18th  Ward  Bench,  etc. 

Elder  Heleman  Pratt  writing  to  a  friend  in  Salt  Lake  City  from  the  City 
of  Mexico,  May  20th,  says  that  thirty  persons  have  bees  added  to  the  Church, 
by  baptism  since  his  arrival  there  six  months  previous.  He  concludes  by 
saying  **  there  is  a  big  field  opening  to  all  those  who  can  speak  Spanish  and 
have  a  desire  to  labor  for  the  redemption  of  the  scattered  remnants  of  the 
house  of  Jacob." 

High  water  is  the  all-absorbing  topic  throughout  Utah  at  present,  the 
unusual  quantity  of  rain  which  has  fallen  there  of  late,  added  to  the  already 
flush  streams  from  the  melting  snow  in  the  mountains,  having  submerged 
the  low  lands  and  caused  much  damage  to  canyon  roads,  bridges  and  railroad 
tracks.  The  Jordan  was  rising  very  fast  at  last  accounts,  and  claiming  the 
attention  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  County  officers  to  prevent  serious  damage 
by  overflow. 
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A  fireman  on  the  Utah  and  Northern  Railway,  by  the  name  of  Milligan, 
whose  home  is  in  Ogden,  stepped  out  of  the  cab  upon  the  running  board 
beside  the  engine  for  the  purpose  of  wiping  the  machinery  before  reaching 
Logan.  He  must  have  missed  his  footing  and  fallen  into  the  Muddy,  a  stream 
which  the  train  was  crossing  just  at  the  time,  as  the  engineer  missed  him  a 
moment  after  he  stepped  out.  No  trace  of  his  body  had  been  discovered  at 
last  accounts,  although  the  river  had  been  dragged  and  diligent  search  made. 

John  B.  Gough,  the  great  temperance  lecturer,  lately  held  forth  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Theatre,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Utah  Temperance  Union,  aa 
organization  which  insured  the  orator  $400  for  his  lecture.  The  total  of 
receipts  for  admission,  after  expenses  had  been  paid,  amounted  to  $286.25. 
The  committee  made  up  the  amount  to  $300,  and  sent  it  to  him  with  aa 
appeal  to  his  generosity  to  remit  the  balance  in  view  of  the  lecture  not 
having  drawn  as  well  as  expected,  but  he  demanded  his  ''  pound  of  flesh," 
and  the  committee  of  four  had  to  pay  it  out  of  their  own  pockets,  though 
three  of  them  were  "  ministers  of  poor  churches  and  one  only  a  working  man." 

The  Qrand  Jury  of  the  Third  District  Court  recently  had  Miss  Nellie 
White,  a  young  lady  whose  paternal  home  is  in  Morgan  County,  but  who  has 
for  some  time  past  been  teaching  school  in  Wanship,  summoned  before  it  as 
a  witness.  The  objpict  was  to  prove  that  she  had,  in  violation  of  the  terms  of 
the  Edmunds  law,  been  married  to  Bishop  Boundy  of  Wanship.  With  a 
Tiew  to  eliciting  the  desired  information,  a  series  of  questions  were  pro- 
pounded to  her,  which  she  declined  to  answer.  She  was  brought  before  the 
Court  for  her  refusal,  and  as  she  still  persisted  in  it.  Judge  Hunter  ordered 
her  to  be  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  U.  S.  Marshal  until  she  relented  and 
was  willing  to  reply  to  the  questions.  She  was  immediately  removed  to  the 
Penitentiary,  where  she  is  liable  to  remain  for  an  indefinite  period,  as  was 
the  case  with  the  heroine  Belle  Harris,  who  was  imprisoned  a  few  months 
since  for  a  like  offensa  She  is  said  to  be  a  young  lady  of  spirit  and  will 
fower,  who  will  not  easily  be  cowed.  We  honor  her  for.  her  firmness  and 
devotion  to  principle. 

'  Dr.  D.  Banks  McKenzie,  a  temperance  lecturer,  who  went  to  Utah  some 
years  ago  in  an  impecunious  condition,  and  there  received  substantial  assist- 
ance from  charitable  Latter-day  Saints,  is  now  lecturing  throughout  eastern 
dties  against  his  benefactors.  He  describes  Utah  as  "  a  hot-bed  of  vice,  cor- 
niption  and  crime,''  and  says  that  his  life  was  several  times  threatened,  and 
that  even  attempts  had  been  made  to  murder  him  there.  Every  person  who 
tsiows  anything  about  Utah  and  the  "  Mormons,''  of  course,  will  readily  per- 
Mive  that  his  statements  are  lies,  manufactured  out  of  whole  cloth,  but  thejr 
may  tend  to  increase  the  prejudice  against  the  **  Mormons,"  and  deceive  those 
who  are  ignorant  of  the  real  character  of  the  people  whom  he  is  maligning. 
However,  we  do  not  look  for  any  permanent  harm  to  result  from  his  efforts, 
except  to  himself,  for  people  will  soon  learn  that  the  despicable  fellow  has 
resorted  to  anti-**  Mormon"  lecturing  to  make  a  living;  the  extravagance  of 
liis  statements  will  lead  to  investigation,  his  falsehoods  will  become  known, 
and  he  will  sink  into  oblivion  as  others  of  his  class  have  before  him.

GENTILE    TESTIMONY    TO     MORMON    WORTH. 

BY  REV.   JOHN  C.    KIMBALL,   HARTFORD,  CONN.

IT  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  find  The  Index,  at  tliis  test  point  of  the  Mormon 
question,  acting  in  complete  harmony  with  its  professions  as  the  organ 
of  free  thought,  by  giving  to  each  side  of  it  a  fair  and  equal  hearing;.  A  few 
years  ago,  it  was  almost  impossible  to  get  a  word  into  an  Eastern  journali 
aiming  to  solve  it  on  any  broad  and  generous  principles,  even  our  well-known 
Unitarian  paper,  pre-eminent  for  its  general  fairness,  refusing,  after  printing 
columns  against  the  Mormons,  to  give  on  the  other  side  the  testimony  of  the 
United  States  Census,  and  of  such  men  as  Bishop  Tuttle,  Chief  Justice  White, 
and  the  Hon.  Hugh  McCullough,  simply  correcting  its  own  mistakes.  It  is 
not  by  any  means  the  greatest  question  before  the  public,  but  it  is  one  which 
touches  some  points  of  religious  freedom  and  of  its  relation  to  moral  judg- 
ments more  deeply  than  any  other.  And  it  is  one  which,  not  only  on  its  own 
account,  but  in  the  interest  of  all  religion,  needs  full  and  frank  discussion. 

The  first  step  in  this,  as  in  all  such  questions,  is  to  do  justice  to  the  Mor- 
mons themselves,  recognize  all  that  is  worthy  and  good  among  them,  and 
then,  from  the  vantage-ground  of  this  justice,  assail  what  is  wrong  and  bad. 
Mr.  Potter  speaks  of  the  difficulty  of  getting  at  the  exact  facts  with  regard 
to  their  condition,  such  contradictory  stories  are  told  about  them,  and  ascribes 
the  good  said  of  them  to  the  circumstance  that  visitors  in  Utah  for  a  short, 
time  see  only  the  surface  of  things,  and  are  so  dazed  with  its  material  pros- 
perity as  to  make  their  testimony  of  but  little  worth.     This  may  be  true  in  , 
some  cases;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  ths  badj 
which  is  told  of  them  is  quite  as  likely  to  arise  from  the  prejudice,  narrowness,  \ 
and  conflicting  interests  of  those  who  are  at  their  very  doors.    Nearness  of 
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residence,  where  these  qualities  exist,  is  very  far  from  increasing  the  value  of 
a  person's  testimony.  Who  has  implicit  confidence  in  a  Californian's  denun- 
ciation of  the  Chinese,  or  in  a  Western  squatter's  diatribe  against  the  Indians, 
or  in  a  Protestant  theologian's  strictures  on  Eoman  Catholicism?  So  with 
the  criticisms  of  Utah  Gentiles  on  their  Mormon  neighbors.  The  religious 
prejudice  against  them  is  immense — a  prejudice  which  is  aggravated  still  more 
by  the  sight  of  their  material  prosperity,  and  also,  it  must  be  confessed,  by 
their  aristocratic  bearing  and  their  social  exclusiveness.  And  it  is  wonder- 
ful how  this  prejudice  blinds  the  eyes  of  otherwise  sensible  people  to  some  of 
the  most  common  things  about  them,  one  writer  from  Salt  Lake  City  to  the 
Christian  Refjister  betraying  an  ignorance  ot  their  family  customs  that  every 
most  casual  visitor  is  sure  to  see,  another  testifying  to  a  prevalence  of  igno- 
rance and  drunkenness  among  their  young  that  the  slightest  examination  of 
local  records  would  at  once  have  disproved,  and  another  being  apparently 
unacquainted  with  the  fact  of  a  trial  which  must  have  taken  place  under  her 
▼ery  ears. 

Then,  where  this  prejudice  does  not  exist  among  the  observers  themselves, 
the  fear  of  it  in  others  is  often  a  cause  of  the  difficulty  there  is  in  getting  at 
the  exact  facts.  Shortly  after  my  own  visit  to  Salt  Lake  City,  I  fell  in  with 
41  Baptist  minister  who  had  spent  several  months  there  for  the  benefit  of  his 
health.  We  naturally  compared  notes  about  our  experiences;  and  he  told 
me  of  the  dislike  and  misconception,  gathered  up  at  home,  with  which  he 
had  gone  to  the  place,  and  how  little  by  little  they  had  been  melted  away, 
and  his  dislike  turned  to  admiration.  I  asked  him  why,  for  the  sake  of  jus- 
tice, he  did  not  publish  in  some  Eastern  newspaper  the  result  of  his  observa- 
tions. *'  Oh,"  he  exclaimed,  **  it  would  not  do.  I  should  only  ruin  my  own 
reputation,  and  nobody  would  believe  me.  I  should  either  be  accused  of 
having  become  a  convert  to  polygamy,  or  else  of  being  a  credulous  fool  whose 
eyes  a  little  Mormon  flattery  had  blinded  to  its  enormities."  The  editor  of  a 
popular  magazine,  returning  to  its  writer  an  article  on  Utah  that,  from  the 
literary  stand-point,  gave  a  genial  description  of  Mormon  social  life,  said:  '*I 
have  no  doubt  that  what  you  say  is  all  true,  but  it  would  ruin  us  to  publish 
it."  And  two  ladies  awhile  ago,  traveling  all  the  way  from  Salt  Lake  City 
to  attend  a  Woman's  Sufifrage  Convention,  were  not  allowed  to  present  the 
result  of  the  suffrage  experiment  in  Utah,  because  their  recognition,  as  they 
were  told,  would  compromise  its  friends  too  much  here  at  the  East. 

But,  in  spite  of  all  these  difficulties,  there  are  Qentiles  who  have  had  the 

largeness  of  vision  to  look  at  Mormonism  us  they  would  at  any  other  religion, 

and  the  courage  to  present  what  they  have  seen  fairly  to  the  public.    Some 

of  them  are  men  who  have  lived  in  Utah  for  years  in  daily  contact  with  its 

^ople,  so  as  to  know  for  certainty  whereof  they  speak;  while  ethers,  though 

visitors,  were  travelers  and  public  men  of  that  world-wide  experience  which 

precludes  all  thought  of  their  having  been  dazzled  or  fooled  by  any  flattery 

.  or  outside  glitter.    And,  as  helping  to  throw  reliable  light  on  this  question 

.  of  what  the  Mormons  really  are,  and  to  sustain  what  Mr.  Curtis  and  others  of 

.us  less  known  have  said  from  our  own  observations,  let  me  quote  briefly  the 

;te8timony  of  these  indisputable  authorities. 

Kev.  D.  S.  Tuttle,  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Utah  Diocese, 
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and  a  resident  for  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  in  Salt  Lake  City,  a  man  whose 
opportunity  and  caf>acity  for  fair  judgment  no  one  can  question,  says  of  them 
in  a  lecture  delivered  in  New  York,  and  published  in  the  Sun  of  November, 
1877:  I  knoto  that  the  people  of  the  East  have  judged  them  %injustly.  We  are 
aecnstomed  to  look  on  them  as  either  a  licentious,  arrogant,  or  rebelHovs 
mob,  bent  only  on  defying  the  United  States  Qovernment,  and  as  deriding 
the  faith  of  Christians.  This  is  not  so.  /  know  them  to  he  honesty  faithful^ 
prayerful  workers." 

Hon.  Hugh  McCullough,  ex-Secretary  of  the  United  States  Treasury,  writes 
in  the  New  York  Tribune,  of  March  29,  1877:  "The  people  of  the  United 
States  are  under  obligations  to  the  Mormons.  One  can  hardly  repress  a 
feeling  of  admiration  for  their  courage,  patience,  and  power  of  endurance. 
They  have  opened  and  improved  a  region  which,  but  for  them,  would  have 
been  neglected.  They  have  brought  to  the  country  many  thousands  of 
industrious,  peaceable,  and  skillful  people,  and  added  largely  to  its  wealth 
Good  judges  and  honest  officials  should  be  sent  them;  and,  in  other  respects, 
the  federal  government  should  let  them  severely  alone.  Their  history  will 
afford  abundant  materials  for  philosophical  speculation,  but  there  is  no  danger 
of  their  being  a  political  or  social  disturbance." 

Bayard  Taylor  says:  "We  must  admit  that  Salt  Lake  City  is  one  of  the 
most  quiet,  orderly,  and  moral  places  in  the  world.  The  Mormons,  as  a  peo- 
ple, are  the  most  temperate  of  Americans.  They  are  chaste,  laborious,  and 
l^erally  cheerful.'' 

Dr.  Miller,  editor  of  the  Omaha  Herald,  says:  "To  the  lasting  honor  of 
the  Mormon  people  and  system,  for  twenty- five  years  such  machines  of  moral 
infamy  as  whiskey-shops,  harlotries,  farobanks,  and  all  the  attendants  of  vice 
and  iniquity,  were  totally  unknown  in  Utah.  But,  now,  these  hydra-headed 
monsters  are  gaining  foothold  in  Salt  Lake  City;  and  the  damning  fact  is 
that  it  is  only  by  the  surreptitious  evasion  and  overthrow  of  Mormon  author- 
ity that  these  and  kindred  curses  now  invade  it." 

Mrs.  Emily  Pitt  Stevens,  editor  of  the  Pioneer,  a  woman's  journal,  says: 
**  In  Salt  Lake  City  there  is  less  rowdyism,  drunkenness,  gambling,  idleness, 
theft,  conspiracy  against  the  peace  of  society,  and  crime  generally  than  in  any 
other  city  of  the  same  population  in  the  country,  if  not  on  the  globe." 

Elder  Miles  Grant,  the  well-known  Adventist  preacher,  says:  "There  is 
Iflfls  licentiousness  in  Salt  Lake  City  than  in  any  other  of  the  same  size  in  the 
United  States;  and,  were  we  to  bring  up  a  family  of  children  in  these  last 
days  of  wickedness,  we  should  have  less  fear  of  their  moral  corruption  in  that 
city  than  in  any  other." 

Glen.  Thomas  L.  Kane,  of  Fennsylvaina,  after  four  years'  experience 
among  them,  says:  "I  have  not  heard  a  single  charge  made  against 
tham  as  a  community — against  their  habitual  purity  of  life,  their  willing 
integrity,  their  toleration  of  religious  differences,  their  regard  for  the  laws, 
their  devotion  to  the  constitutional  government  under  which  we  live — that  I 
dp  not  from  my  own  observation  or  from  the  testimony  of  others  know  to  be 
false, 

K.  N.  Baakin,  Esq.,  United  States  Prosecuting  Attorney  in  Utah,  and  a 
atRMog  anti-Mormon,  testified  before  the  Committee  on  TerritorieB  of  the 
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XJDited  States  House  of  Representatives:  "I  have  been  for  five  years  pasta 
resident  of  Utah.  I  must  do  the  Mormons  the  justice  to  say  that  the 
question  of  religion  does  not  enter  into  their  courts  in  ordinary  cases.  I 
have  never  detected  any  bias  on  the  part  of  jurors  there  in  this  respect,  as  I 
at  tirat  expected.  I  have  appeared  in  cases  where  Mormons  and  Gentiles 
were  opposing  parties,  and  saw,  much  to  my  surprise,  the  jury  do  what  wa6> 
right'' — a  sworn  statement  of  a  United  States  officer,  which  may  well  of&^t  the 
ass>iriion  of  a  recent  writer  in  a  religious  newspaper  that  "  nine* tenths  of  the 
peopld  of  the  Territory  are  pledged  to  defeat  the  ends  of  justice,"  yet  one 
which,  as  a  reply,  that  newspaper  refused  to  print. 

A  special  committee  of  the  Nevada  State  Senate,  appointed  to  report  on 
the  question  of  annexing  Utah  to  Nevada,  say: 

*'  Utah  is  without  a  Territoriad  or  county  debt     The  traffic  in  spirituous  liquors  is 
under  complete  control.     Gambling  and  houses  of  ill-fame  are  not  tolerated.     Its  school 
si/stem  is  unsurpassed  in  its  adaptation  to  the  wants  of  the  masses." 

An  (»t!icial  document  which  surely  is  of  more  weight  than  the  assertion  of 
Prof.  Marden  in  the  Christian  Union^  *'  that  non-Mormon  teachers  are  ex- 
cluded from  their  sj'stem  of  schools,  and  that  Mormon  doctrines  are  assidu- 
ously taught." 

Chief  Justice  White,  of  the  United  States  Bench,  in  charging  the  grand 
ury,  February,  1876,  in  the  famous  Mountain  Meadow  Massacre  trial,  s:iys: 

**  No  matter  how  much  I  differ  from  them  [the  Mormons]  in  belief,  nor  how  widely 
they  differ  from  the  American  people  injmatters  of  religion,  yet  testing  them  and  it  by  • 
standard  which  the  world  recognizes  as  just,  they  deserve  higher  consideration  than  ham 
ever  been  accorded  to  them.  Industry,  frugality,  temperance,  honesty,  and,  in  everj 
respect  but  one — the  legislation  against  polygamy— obedience  to  law  are  with  them  the 
common  practices  of  life.  This  land  they  have  redeemed  from  sterility  and  made  the 
habitation  of  a  numerous  people,  where  a  beggar  is  never  seen,  and  where  ahnn-hoaaefl 
are  neither  needed  nor  knu>vn." 

With  regard  to  the  complicity  of  the  Mormons  in  the  Mountain  Meadow 
Massacre — a  crime  with  which  even  now  they  are  continually  charged  at  the 
East— the  United  States  district  attorney  who  had  charge  of  the  case  said, 
in  his  plea  at  the  trial : 

**  I  have  been  engaged  constantly  during  the  last  three  months  in  sifting  facts  i\ti4 
everything  related  to  or  connected  with  the  massacre;  and  I  have  given  the  jury  «n- 
ans tner able  documentary  evidtnce^  proving  that  the  authorities  of  the  Mormon  Churth 
knev  nothinq  of  the  butchery  tiU  after  it  was  committed.  I  have  had  all  the  assiitanoe 
— from  the  Mormons— any  official  could  ask  on  earth  in  any  case."  [See  report  of  the- 
trial] 

How  could  any  tastimony^j^bo  more  explicit  or  authoritative]  And  yet  I 
could  not  get  these  words  inserted  in  a  professedly  liberal  religious  paper  at 
the  East  as  an  answer  to  a  charge  already  made  in  its  columns  that  the  Mor- 
mons were  guilty  of  the  outrage,  the  exclusion  being  as  peremptory  and  com- 
plete as  any  facts  bearing  on  the'anti-slavery  side  in  a  case  before  a  United 
States  court  would  have  been  from  the  most  one-sided  pro-slavery  journal  at 
the  South  before  tho  war. 

Capt  Burton,  in  his  City  of  the  Saints^  published  by  the  Harpers  in  1863,  m 
very  minute  and  impartial 2 work,  says,*among  a  multitude  of  other  things: 

"  Mormonism  is  emphatically  the  faith  of  the  poor.'*  '*  I  cannot  help  thinking  that 
mondly  and  spiritually,  as  well  at  fphysically,  its  proteges  gain  by  their  transfer  froofr 
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Europe  to  Utah."  In  point  of  mere  morality,  the  Mormon  community  is  perhaps  purer 
fluui  any  other  of  equal  numbers."  '*  The  penalties  against  chastity,  morality,  and  de- 
cency are  exceptionally  severe."  **  I  was  mueh  pleased  with  their  religious  tolerance. 
The  Mormons  are  certainly  the /ea«</anaf  tc«Z  of  our  faiths,  owning,  like  the  Hindus, 
that  every  man  should  walk  his  own  way,  while  claiming  for  themselves  superiority  in 
belief  and  practice." 

Among  the  more  receDt  testimonies  in  the  same  direction  is  that  of  James 
W.  Barclay,  M.F.,  an  Enf^lish  vi^titor  of  fair  and  temperate  judgment,  who  says 
in  his  article,  "A  New  View  of  Mormonism,"  published  in  the  January  num- 
ber of  the  NinetecrUh  Genturu: 

**  The  Mormon  community  is  an  enlarged  family,  bound  together  by  privileges  and 
daties,  one  principal  duty  being  to  care  for  the  helpless  and  needy.  At  the  same  time, 
•very  individual  has  full  freedom  of  action.  There  is  no  compulsion  on  any  Mormon  be- 
yond the  public  opinion  of  his  fellows,  and  none  is  possible.  All  are  equal.  There  is  no 
q»ecial  or  privileged  class  or  caste.  The  people  in  the  fullest  sense  govern  themselves 
(statements  especially  to  be  commended  to  the  attention  ef  those  who,  in  default  of  any- 
tiung  else,  charge  Mormonism  with  being  a  vast  and  rit^id  hierarchy,  under  which  no  one 
»  free).  I  apprehend  that  the  animosity  to  Mormonism  is  principally  due  to  the  efforts 
of  the  host  of  hungry  ofKce -seekers  who  would  find  lucrative  posts  in  Utah  were  the 
Mormons  disfranchised;  and  to  the  missionaries  from  the  Eastern  States,  who  come  to 
torn  the  Mormons  from  the  error^of  their  ways,  and  whose  income  depends  on  the 
gtarength  of  the  feeling  they  can  excite.  If  the  Mormons  could  be[disfranchised  in  a  body, 
five  hundred  lucrative  poets  in  Utah  would  be  open  to  Gentile  office-seekers  (and  does 
Tree  Religion  want  to  play  into  such  bands?)  '*  It  is  a  mistake  to  suppose  there  are  no 
educated  Mormon  women.  Some  of  them  have  written  with  ability  in  defense  of  polyg- 
amy. The  young  ladies  appeared  as  free  and  independent  as  in  other  parts  of  the  United 
Ststee."  The  men  of  position  compare  favorably  with  the  same  cla8s  in  the  Eastern 
States.  I  was  much  impressed  by  their  ability,  courtesy,  and  general  intelligence.  They 
have  a  quiet,  self-reliant,  gentlemanly  bearing."  **  In  morality,  the  Mormons  greatly 
ttcel  tht  Gentiles  in  their  midst  The  figures  conclusively^  prove  that  the  Mormons  are 
a  sober,  law-abiding  people,  and  singularly  free  from  the  grosser  forms  of  vice,  whatever 
maybe  alleged  to  the  contrary  by  ignorant  or  prejudiced  enemies."  **  Let  me  say,  in 
eondusion,  that  I  went  to  Utah  prejudiced  against  the  Mormons;  but,  after  seeing  and 
mrestigating  them  myself,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that]  apart  from  polygamy  there  is 
mtich  in  the  Mormon  organization  to  admire  and  respect,  and  that  the  Mormons  are  the 
sabjects  of  a  greater  amount  of  misrepresentation  and  unjust  abuse  than  any  other  com> 
monity  with  which  I  am  acquainted. 

Equally  explicit  and  favorable  is  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Phil  Robinson,  of 
the  London  Telejraphy  an  English  traveler  of  wide  experience  all  over  the 
world,  and  of  unquestioned  reliability,  who  in  1882  spent  three  months  in 
Utah.     He  says  in  his  Sinners  and  Saints,  a  very  readable  book: 

*'  I  have  seen  and  spoken  to  and  lived  with  Mormon  men  and  women  of  every  chun, 
and  never  in  my  life  in  any  Christian  country  have  I  come  in  contact  with  more  con- 
■ietent  piety,  sobriety,  aad  neighborly  charity.  I  say  this  deliberately.  Without  a  parti- 
de  of  odious  sanctimony,  these  folks  are  in  their  words  and  actions  as  Christian  as  I  have 
•rer  thought  to  see  men  and  women.**  *'  The  Mormons  are  a  peasant  people  with  many 
of  the  faults  of  peasant  life,  but  with  many  of  the  best  human  virtues  as  well."  **The 
demeanor  of  the  women  in  Utah,  as  compared  with,  say  Brighton  or  Washington,  is 
modesty  itself;  and  the  children  are  just  such  healthy,  vigorous,  pretty  children  as  one 
aece  in  the  country  or  by  the  sea-side  in  England."  **  Utah-bom  girls,  the  offspring  of 
plnral  wives,  have  figures  that  would  make  Paris  envious;  and  they  carry  themselves  with 
almost  Oriental  dignity.  There  is  nothing,  so  far  as  I  have  seen,  in  the  manners  of  Salt 
Lake  City  to  make  me  susi>ect  the  existence  of  that  licentiousness  of  which  so  much  has 
been  written,  but  a  great  deal  on  the  contrary  to  convince  me  of  a  perfectly  exceptional 
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reserve  and  self-respect.  It  is  only  a  blockhead  who  could  mistake  the  natoral  gaiety  oC 
the  country  for  anything  other  than  it  is.  I  know,  too,  from  medical  assurance,  that 
Utah  has  the  practical  argument  of  healthy  nurseries  to  oppose  to  the  theories  of  those 
who  attack  its  domestic  relations  on  physiological  ground."  "  A  healthier  and  mart 
tialwari  community  I  have  never  seen;  while,  among  the  women,  I  saw  many  refined 
fiaces,  and  remarked  that  robust  health  seemed  the  rule."  "  Mutual  charity  is  one  oi 
the  bonds  of  Mormon  union.  It  is  published  ofSdally  that  *  the  bishops  of  every  ward 
are  to  see  that  there  are  ne  persons  going  hungry.'  What  a  contrast  to  turn  from  this- 
tsxt  of  imiversal  charity  to  the  infinite  meanness  of  those  who  can  write  of  the  whole 
cemmunity  of  Mormons  as  *  the  villainous  spawn  of  polygamy!' "  "  Instead  of  the  Mor- 
mons being  as  a  class  profane,  they  are  as  a  class  singularly  sober  in  their  language,  and 
indeed  in  this  respect  resemble  the  Quakers."  **  The  Mormons  have  always  strugig^ed 
hard  to  prevent  the  sale  of  liquor;  and  it  is  not  only  the  Monnon  leaders,  but  the  Mor- 
mon people  that  refuse  to  have  drunkards  among  them." 

Equally  strong  is  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Robinson  against  the  charge  so 
often  made  by  those  who  are  obliged  to  admit  their  virtues  in  all  other 
respects  that  the  people  are  priest-ridden,  the  fact  being  that  each  one  of 
them  is  himself  a  priest,  and  that  it  is  about  as  absurd  to  speak  of  Utah  as 
priest-ridden  as  it  would  be  to  speak  of  the  rest  of  the  country  as  voter- ridden. 
**  The  pajrment  of  tithing  is  as  nearly  voluntary  as  the  collection  of  a  revenue  necessaiy 
for  carrying  on  a  government  can  possibly  be  allowed  to  be."     *^  If  the  women  of  Uteih 
are  slaves,  their  bonds  are  loving  ones  and  dearly  prized.    They  are  to-day  in  the  fre* 
and  unrestricted  exercise  of  more  political  and  social  rights  than  are  the  women  of  any 
other  part  of  the  United  States."    "  It  is  not  true  that  the  Church  interferes  with  the- 
domestic  relations  of  the  people.    When  I  remember  what  classes  of  people  their  men 
and  women  are  chiefly  drawn  from,  and  the  utter  poverty  in  which  most  of  them  arrive,. 
I  cannot  in  sincerity  do  otherwise  than  admire  and  respect  the  system  which  has  foaed 
such  unpromising  material  of  so  many  nationalities  into  one  homogeneous  whole.*' 
With  regard  to  the  misrepresentations  of  Mormouism,  he  says: 
*'  Whence  have  the  public  derived  their  opinions  about  it?     From  anti-Mormons  only* 
I  have  ransacked  the  literature  of  the  subject,  yet  I  really  could  not  tell  any  one  where 
to  go  for  an  impartial  book  about  it  later  in  date  than  Burton's  City  of  the  Saints,  pub- 
lished in  1862.    There  is  not,  to  my  knowledge,  a  .single  Gentile  work  before  the  publia 
that  is  not  utterly  unreliable  from  its  distortion  of  facts.    How  can  any  one  have  respect 
for  the  literature  or  the  men  who,  without  knowing  anything  of  the  lives  of  Mormons, 
stigmatize  them  as  profane,  adulterous,  and  drunken?     These  men  write  of  the  squalid 
poverty  of  the  Mormons,  of  their  obscene  brutality,  of  their  unceasing  treason  toward  the- 
United  States,  of  their  blasphemous  repudiation  of  the  Bible,  without  one  particle  of 
information  on  the  subject  except  such  as  they  gather  from  the  books  and  writings  of 
men  whom  they  ought  to  know  are  utterly  unworthy  of  credit,  or  from  the  verbal  calum- 
nies of  apostates;  and  what  the  evidence  of  apostates  is  worth  history  has  long  ago  told 
us."    '*  I  am  now  stating  facts;  and  I,  who  have  lived  among  the  Mormons  and  with 
them,  can  assure  my  readers  that  evety  day  of  my  residence  increased  my  regret  at  <As 
misrepresentation  jthese  people  have  sMffered.** 

Still  stronger  is  the  evidence  derived  from  official  statistics  as  to  their  in- 
telligence and  virtues.  In  Bait  Lake  City  in  1881,  the  published  reports 
show  that  the  arrests  for  crime  were  fourteen  times  as  many  among  the  Qen- 
tiles  in  proportion  to  their  numbers  as  among  the  Mormons;  and,  taking  the 
Territory  as  a  whole,  the  Qentile  population  furnished  forty-9%x  convicti^ 
in  the  penitentiary  where  the  Mormon  population,  number  for  number,  far* 
niahed  one!  According  to  the  United  States  census,  Massachusetts  has  foar 
times  as  many  convicts  to  the  same  population  as  Utah,  four  and  a  half  times- 
as  many  idiotic  and  insane,  and  nine  times  as  many  paupers.    Utah,,  ia  school 
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attendance,  according  to  the  same  authority,  is  ahead  of  Massachusetts;  and- 
with  all  that  has  been  said  about  the  ignorance  of  its  people  and  its  immensd 
foreign  immigration,  its  proportion  of  people  who  cannot  read  or  write  is  ptit 
down  as  less  than  that  of  New  England.  And,  still  more  striking,  the  womei 
there,  instead  of  being  kept  in  ignorance  and  subjection,  are  educated  in  the 
same  studies  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  boys  and  men,  and  are  equally 
fitted  to  earn  their  own  living  out  in  the  world  and  to  maintain  an  indepen- 
dent career — a  very  significant  fact,  in  vit3W  of  Mr.  Potter's  statement  that 
polygamy  **  could  gain  no  foothold  to-day  among  a  people  where  women 
should  be  educated  as  man's  equal." 

Most  recent  of  all  is  an  article  by  "  H.  H."— Mrs.  Helen  Hunt  Jackson— in 
the  May  number  of  the  Ctnturi/,  on  "The  Women  of  The  Beehive,"  not  at  all 
in  sympathy  with  the  Mormon  religion,  and  very  strongly  ngainst  polygamyi 
but  giving  such  testimony  as  the  following  to  the  virtues  and  •character  of  the 
Mormon  people: 

**  The  more  honest,  induBtrious,  simple-minded  and  upright  a  man  is,  the  better  Mor* 
woan.  he  will  be,  if  he  be  a  Mormon  at  all.  How  these  old-fashioned  virtues  thrive  on  a 
diet  of  fanatioal  religion  the  prosperous  farms  of  Utah  give  proof.  The  Mormon  gospel 
is  a  goepel  of  labor.  Industry  and  simplicity  of  living  are  its  strongest  precepts.''  **Bnt 
it  is  the  woman's  view  of  it,  her  position  and  belief  with  regard  to  it,  which  are  most  nua^ 
xvpTMented  and  misunderstood  by  the  world."  **  A  true  understanding  of  the  conscieii« 
tioQs,  religieuB  Mormon  woman's  position  and  belief  would  work  a  revolution  in  the 
general  sentiment  of  the  outside  world  toward  her."  **  There  never  was  a  class  or  sect 
off  women  since  the  world  began  who  have  endured  for  religion's  sake  a  tithe  of  what  has 
been  and  is  and  forever  must  be  endured  by  the  women  of  the  Mormon  Church.  It  haflf 
beoome  customaiy  to  hold  them  as  disreputable  women,  light  and  loose,  unfit  to  associate 
with  the  virtuous,  undeserving  of  esteeno.  Kever  was  a  greater  injustice  eemmitted^ 
**  The  passage  of  the  Edmunds  anti-polygamy  bill,  disfranchising  all  persons  living  in 
polygamy,  and  making  the  practice  of  it  a  penitentiary  offense,  has,  so  far  as  can  at  pres- 
ent be  judged,  only  kindled  new  flames  of  self-sacrifice  in  the  hearts  of  Mormon  women.** 
**  This  sort  of  spirit  in  the  Mormon  women  was  not  reckoned  on,  probably,  by  those  who 
thought  polygamy  could  be  greatly  affected  by  legislation."  *'  It  is  entirely  within  the 
power  of  the  Mormon  women  tc*  turn  any  anti-polygamy  bill  into  a  farce.  There  would 
not  be  penitentiaries  enough  to  hold  them,  nor  funds  to  feed  them  at  the  United  States  ex* 
pense;  and  it  is  not  easy  to  see  what  further  device  the  baffled  authorities  would  employ.** 
**  But  true  signs  of  the  times  no  wise  leaders  will  disregard.  The  Mormon  people,  ass 
people,  are  too  upright,  industrious  and  moral,  have  worked  too  long  and  well,  and 
achieved  too  splendid  a  success,  to  have  their  future  again  imperilled  by  being  brought  into 
active  hostility  with  the  majority  of  their  fellow-countrymen." 

Now,  what  community  on  earth  c«n  present  higher,  stronger,  or  more  con- 
clusive testimony  as  to  its  virtues  and  intelligence  than  this?  Ought  it  not 
to  outweigh  any  amount  of  statements  made  by  narrow,  bitter,  prejudiced| 
partisan  leaders  at  home  and  abroad]  It  covers  almost  every  possible  point 
of  good  citizenship — those  of  education,  patriotism,  liberty,  domestic  life, 
morals  and  religion,  as  well  as  of  industry,  thrift,  and  material  well-being. 
And,  in  view  of  it,  was  there  ever  a  greater  outrage  attempted  agtiinst  a  ))eo- 
ple  on  earth,  even  under  the  most  tyrannical  govsrnment,  than  the  Edmunds 
bill,  already  passed,  and  the  Hoar  bill,  now  before  Congressi  Compare  the 
state  of  things  in  Utah  revealed  by  these  accounts  with  what  exists  in  our 
monogamous  communities  at  the  East.  Why,  I  live  in  a  New  England  State 
which  in  every  one  of  these  respects  is  inferior  to  Utah — a  State  where 
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actually  a  larger  proportiou  of  the  Protestant  men  have  more  than  one  wife 
living  than  in  Utah,  the  only  difference  being  that  there  they  are  all  sup- 
ported by  their  husbands  and  made  a  part  of  the  home,  while  here  the  first 
ones  have  been  driven  out  into  the  world  to  shift  for  themselves. 

What  does  this  difference  show]     Not  indeed,  as  Mr.  Potter  says,  that 
polygamy  in  itself  or  for  the  country  at  large  is  better  than   monogamy — for 
in  itself  and  elsewhere  it  is  not  regarded  as  a  religious  principle,  a  view  which 
makes  all  the  difference  in  the  world— but  only  that,  for  Utah  and  in  con- 
nection with  the  Mormon  religion,  it  is  producing  no  such  evils  as  to  call  for 
the  interference  of  the  general  government.     It  may]|be  "  a  crime,"  but  it  is  a 
prime  legally,  and  not  morally — a  crime  only  as  the  breaking  of  the  Lord's 
day  is  one  in  Connecticut,  and  not  as  theft,  slavery,   and  murder  are  every- 
where.    Marriage,  in  itself,  whether  nionogamic  or  polygamous,  is  intrinsically 
without  moral  character.     It  is  simply  a  social  regulation;   is,  like  Sunday, 
something  which  is  made  for  man,  and  not  man  for  thac.     It  is  a  means  to  an 
end— a  means  to  promote  purity,  dimiestic  happiness,  the  proper  care  of 
children,  the  elevation  of  th(>.  sexes,  and  the  general  well-being  of  society. 
And  which  form  of  it  is  best,  or  whether  any  form  of  it  is  best,  and  how  and 
by  whom  it  shall  be  performed,  is  to  be  determined  by  its  results  in  each 
community;  for  it  is  a  community  interest,  and  of  course  by  the  will  of  each 
community.     Government  is  concerned  not  in   upholding  or  putting  down 
some  special  institution  on  its  own  account  and  in  accordance  with  some  ideal 
of  society,  but  in  promoting  and  guarding  the  well-being  of  its  citizens  under 
such  ones  as  they  themselves  have  chosen,  it  being  especially  the  fundamental 
principle  of  our  own  government  that  each  community  large  enough  to  be- 
come a  State  shall  regulate  all  its  own  domestic  affairs.     And,  if  Utah  shows 
practically — and  here  is  wheri;  the  force  of  the  testimony  quoted  comes  in — 
that  polygamy,  guarded  and  protected  by  the  Mormon  religion,  produces  as 
much  happiness,  intelligence,  morality,  freedom,  and  of  all  the  virtues,  pros- 
perities, and  satisfactions  of  life  fur  its  citizens  as  monogamy  does  in  other 
communities  for  theirs;  shows  especially  that  woman,  instead  of  being  *4n  a 
state  of  subjugation  to  man,"  is  freer,  better  paid,  and    has  more  civil  rights 
than  elsewhere,  then  surely  Free  Religion  and   Christianity  both,  with  their 
emphasis  on  the  spirit  rather  than  on  the  letter,  ought  to  be  the  last  ones  to 
advocate,  for  the  mere  sake  of  upholding  an  institution,  that  monogamy  with 
its  attendant  evils,  now  shown  by  statistics  to  be  so  much  greater  among  the 
Gentiles  there,  should  be  arbitrarily  thrust  on  it  by  the  Federal  government 
Once  an  Orthodox  believer,  disputing  with  his  Unitarian  neighbor  about 
the  value  of  their  two  systems,  on  being  hard  pressed  with  facts,  shouted  at 
last  in  desperation:  "  Well,  I  don't  carel    I  had  rather  be  damned  in  Ortho- 
doxy than  saved  by  Unitarianism.'    It  is  a  loyalty  to  the  means  rather  than 
to  the  end  which  sounds  ludicrous  in  their  cases;  and  yet  what  is  much  of 
the  discussion  about  enforcing  monogamy  on  Utah,  whatever  virtues  polyg- 
amy ui.iy  show,  but  a  use  ot  the  same  principle]     What  but  a  saying  it  is 
better  to  have  society  fail  of  its  great  ends  on  Gentile  grounds,  than  to  suc- 
ceed on  those  cf  Mormonism;   better  to  have  it  damned  with  a  monogamy 
which  by  actual  count  furnishes  ninety-eight  per  cent,  of  the  criminals  in  its 
penitentiary,  rather  than  saved  by  a  polygamy  which  furnishes  only  two! — 
Boston  Index. 
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LAWLESS  METHODS  OF  DEALING  WITH  THE  LATTER-DAY 

SAINTS.

We  have  already  alluded  briefly  to  the  inquisitorial  proceedings  in  the  Third 
DiAtrict  Court  of  Utah  in  the  case  of  Miss  Nellie  White,  and  stated  that  she 
had  been  committed  by  Judge  Hunter  to  the  custody  of  the  U.  S.  Marshal 
because  she  had  refused  to  answer  certain  questions  propounded  to  her  be- 
fore the  grand  jury.  The  object  of  her  inquisitors  was  to  wring  from  her  an 
admission  that  she  had  become  a  polygamous  wife,  and  testimony  that  would 
criminate,  in  the  eyes  of  the  law,  herself  and  her  husband  (if  she  has  any), 
end,  if  possible,  others.  We  are  not  personally  acquainted  with  the  young 
lady,  and  know  nothing  of  her  csise,  as  to  whether  she  is  married  or  not,  bat 
we  do  know,  and  it  is  very  generally  known  too,  that  such  queries  as  were 
propounded  to  her  would,  in  any  court  of  justice,  be  considered  *'  privileged 
tjuestions,"  which  she  could  either  answer  or  not  as  she  chose;  it  being  an 
established  rule  in  juris])rudence  that  a  person  can  not  be  compelled  to 
answer  a  question  when  by  so  doing  he  will  criminate  himself.  Not  only 
was  this  young  lady  "  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  United  States  Marshal 
imtil  she  answered  the  questions,  or  until  the  further  order  of  the  court  in 
the  matter,"  but  she  was  taken  to  the  Penitentiary,  a  place  used  for  the  in- 
carceration of  convicts,  and  there  limited  to  ordinary  prison  diet,  being 
denied  the  privilege  of  receiving  from  friends  anything  that  would  tend  to 
her  comfort  or  sustenance.  If  there  is  any  warrant  in  the  law  for  depriving 
the  lady  of  her  liberty  for  her  contumacy,  there  certainly  is  none  for  treating 
tier  with  all  the  rigor  that  is  accorded  to  a  condemned  felon.  This  is  one  of 
the  peculiar  methods  resorted  to  by  those  who  are  supposed  to  administer 
the  law  in  Utah,  to  suppress  what  they  claim  to  be  unlawful  in  the  practices 
of  the  Latter-day  Saints. 

Another  of  their  peculiar  methods  is  to  summon  the  first  wife  (who  of 
course  is  acknowledged  even  by  them  to  be  a  legal  wife)  of  a  man  who  is 
eospected  of  having  contracted  a  polygamous  marriage,  before  the  graad  jury, 
and  there  catechise  her  as  to  her  husband's  doings.  Alone  in  the  presence  of 
twelve  strange  jurymen  and  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  not  one  of  whom  has 
a  friendly  feeling  towards  her,  she  is  coaxed,  threatened,  brow-beaten  and 
wheedled,  that  if  possible  she  may  be  induced  to  reveal  something  about  the 
domestic  relations  of  her  husband  that  will  tend  to  criminate  him.  Of 
ooorse,  there  is  no  law  compelling  a  wife  to  be  a  witness  against  her  husband, 
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but  what  do  those  loyal  conservators  of  the  peace  and  zealous  administrators 
of  the  law  care  for  that!  Senator  Hoar  has  embodied  a  clause  in  his  amend* 
ments  to  the  Edmunds  bill  to  thus  compel  a  wife  to  be  a  witness,  and  it  may 
become  a  law  yet,  and  they  think  they  may  as  well  act  upon  it  beforehand. 
It  is  not  the  first  instance  in  which  the  Utah  judiciary  haTe  anticipated  the 
action  of  Congress  by  executing  laws  before  they  were  passed  by  that  body. 

Another  of  the  methods  adopted  by  those  who  are  so  ambitious  to  prosecute 
the  "  Mormons/'  to  obtain  evidence  against  them,  is  to  go  about  questioning 
children  as  to  the  actions  of  their  parents;  or,  assuming  the  garb  of  a  peddler, 
to  effect  an  entrance  into  people's  houses  with  the  ostensible  object  of  selling 
them  something,  but  in  reality  to  play  the  part  of  a  Paul  Pry,  by  insidioudly 
drawing  out  from  them  facts  pertaining  to  their  own  domestic  affairs  or  those 
of  their  neighbors.  One  person  engaged  in  this  sneak-business  went  about 
visiting  houses,  pretending  to  be  deaf  and  dumb,  but  he  wns  not  s(»  well  up 
in  his  part,  but  what  he  betrayed  himself  occasionally  by  speaking. 

Still  another  plan  is  for  the  registration  officers  (one  of  whom  is  appointed 
for  each  precinct  under  direction  of  the  commissioners,  and  who  have 
generally  been  selected  from  among  the  enemies  of  the  "  Mormons")  to  notify 
a  person  that  his  name  has  been  stricken  from  the  list  of  voters,  it  having 
been  suspected  that  he  had  entered  into  polygamous  relations,  and  that  ho 
must  appear  and  make  oath  to  the  contrary  or  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  a£ 
voting.  One  case  is  reported  from  Payson,  in  which  a  deputy  registrar  evea 
went  so  far  in  his  zeal  to  obtain  a  case  as  to  send  the  following  notice,  by 
mail,  to  a  young  lady  whose  name  never  had  been  on  the  list  of  voters,  for 
she  is  not  yet  of  age: 

'*  Miss ,  rumors  says  you  have  recently  become  a  polygamous  wife.    Unleu  yon 

appear  before  me  by  June  2nd,  and  renew  your  oath  as  a  voter  in  Payson  Precinct,  your 
name  will  be  erased  from  the  list. 

By  order  of  the  Utah  commission. 

J.  S.  McBeth,  Dep.  Reg*n  OflBcer." 

The  law  authorizes  the  registration  officer  to  strike  from  the  list  ^Hhe  names 
of  all  persons  who  he  has  reason  to  believe  have  become  disqualified  to  vote,* 
and  requires  him  to  deliver  notice  to  those  whose  names  are  thus  stricken 
off,  that  they  may  take  the  proper  steps,  if  an  injustice  be  done  them  in  the 
matter,  to  secure  their  rights.  In  this  case,  however,  the  object  of  the  regis- 
tration officer,  as  clearly  indicated  by  his  action,  was  to  pry  into  the  domestic 
affairs  pf  the  person  to  whom  the  notice  was  sent  instead  of  to  acquit  himself 
of  his  duty. 

Now  what  do  all  these  crooked  and  lawless  methods  resorted  to  by  those 
who  are  appointed  by  the  Government  to  administer  the  law  in  Utah,  in 
their  anxiety  to  prosecute  the  Latter-day  Saints,  prove? 

They  prove  that  the  people  who  are  thus  besieged  are  so  strongly  entrenched 
behind  the  law  that  they  cannot  be  reached  by  lawful  methods.  They 
prove  that  the  assailants  of  that  people  are  determined  to  accomplish  their 
end— that  is  to  break  up  the  religious  and  social  system  commonly  called 
'*  Mormonism"— at  all  hazards;  lawfully  if  they  can,  unlawfully  if  they  must. 
They  prove  that  those  hostile  to  the  Latter-day  Saints  to-day  are  prompted 
by  the  same  spirit  that  those  were  who,  in  the  early  days  of  the  Charch's 
history,  sought  the  life  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  and  who  declared  in 
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their  desperatioD:  '*If  the  law  cannot  be  made  to  reach  him,  powder  and 
ball  shall!''  By  the  way,  it  is  just  forty  years  since  that  great  and  good  man, 
and  hii  equally  pure  and  noble  brother — Hyrum  Smith,  were  murdered  in 
cold  blood — not  for  any  crime  that  they  had  committed,  for  no  crime  could 
be  proved  against  them — but  because  they  were  the  leaders  of  those  wh» 
claimed  to  be  the  people  of  God,  and  because  they  would  not  abandon  their 
religion.  During  the  forty  years  that  have  elapsed  since  the  perpetration  of 
Uiat  sanguinary  deed,  the  hatred  towards  that  people  and  the  determination 
to  Ornish  them  out  of  existence  have  continued.  The  persecutions  and 
drivings  which  they  have  suffered  since  then  have  attested  this  fact.  So  have 
the  laws  that  have  been  passed  by  Congress  declaring  one  of  their  religious 
practices  a  crime.  So  does  the  persecution  which  is  ndw  carried  on  under 
color  of  law  prove  the  same. 

There  is  another  lesson  that  the  world  ought  to  learn  from  the  recent  doings 
in  Utah  to  which  we  have  drawn  attention.  Those  who  are  living  in  that 
order  of  marriage  which  the  legislators  of  the  world  have  declared  to  be  unlaw- 
ful (but  which  the  Lord  Almighty  has  by  revelation  enjoined  upon  the  faithful 
Latter-day  Saints,)  must  be  satisfied  with  their  condition  and  live  harmo- 
niously in  it,  or  the  human  sleuth-hounds  who  are  seeking  for  evidence  to 
convict  polygamists  would  not  find  it  so  difficult  to  obtain  it.  If  wives  were 
Dot  happy  in  that  condition,  they  would  be  very  apt  to  yield  to  the  induce- 
ments offered,  and  give  evidence  that  would  convict  their  husbands.  The 
gallant(!)  officers  would  not  find  it  necessary  to  imprison  and  torture  delicate 
and  refined  women  to  extort  testimony  from  them,  and  then  be  driven  to 
desperation  by  finding  their  efforts  fruitless,  if  those  ^omen  were  unhappy 
in  their  alliances. 

The  world  ought  to  learn  from  all  this  that  the  Latter-day  Saints  are  con- 
scientious in  the  practice  of  plural  roarraige  as  well  as  every  other  principle 
of  their  religion,  and  that  they  do  not  propose  to  abandon  their  wives  or  dis- 
honor their  children,  or  violate  the  covenants  they  have  made  with  the 
Almighty  and  with  their  wives,  or  sacrifice  one  principle  of  their  religion|. 
even  to  save  themselves  from  fines,  imprisonment,  tortures  or  death.  They 
are  not  defiant.  They  desire  to  be  peaceable  and  law-abiding.  Their  religion 
incnlcates  obedience  to  all  wholesome  and  Constitutional  laws,  but  they 
realize  that  the  laws  which  have  been  framed  specially  for  the  suppression  of 
that  system  of  marriage  which  the  Lord  has  ordained  are  unconstitutional,. 
and  while  they  do  not  resist  the  operation  of  them  except  in  a  legal  and 
peaceable  manner,  but  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  be  tried  by  the  law 
and  abide  the  consequences,  at  the  same  time  they  believe  that  the  Lord  will 
anstain  them  in  obeying  Him. 

The  Courts  are  in  the  hands  of  the  enemies  of  the  Latter-day  Saints,  none 
of  the  latter  being  allowed  even  to  serve  as  jurors  in  case  of  prosecutions  for 
polygamy,  and  if  the  law  is  not  executed  tbat  people  ought  not  to  be  blamed 
for  it,  for  they  remain  passive  so  far  as  the  law  of  the  land  is  concerned, 
while  they  obey  the  law  of  Gbd,  appealing  to  the  world  as  Peter  and  John 
did:  **  Whether  it  is  right  in  the  sight  of  God  to  hearken  unto  you  more  than 
nnto  God,  judge  ye!''  G.  C.  L.

LARGE  MEETINGS    AND  DETERMINED  OPPOSITITION  IN  THE  CLEVELAND 

DISTRICT. 

Elder  R.  R  Hodgson  writing  to  us  from  Brotton,  Yorkshire,  June  26,  1884, 

iNtys: 

"  We  had  two  very  large  meetings  at  North  Skelton  on  Thursday  and  Friday  laat, 
more  than  1,000  persons  being  present  each  time.  All  the  local  preachers  of  the  Primi- 
iives  and  Methodists  in  the  village  were  present.  They  brought  forward  with  great  force 
Dr.  Talmage*s  pamphlets,  and  freely  advocated  the  extermination  of  the  '  Mormons.' 
They  contended  against  me  three  hours  on  Thursday  evening  and  two  hours  on  Friday 
evening.  They  did  their  best  to  raise  a  mob,  but  the  intervention  of  the  outside  body 
frustrated  their  designs,  and  after  they  had  spent  the  whole  of  their  force  to  no  account^ 
we  left  the  people  highly  satisfied  with  the  fact  that  the  doctrine  we  had  preached  mito 
them  was  indeed  the  word  of  the  living  God.  I  am  looking  for  good  results  from  this 
opposition,  as  many  persons,  both  men  and  women,  have  besought  us  not  to  give  up  the 
place,  but  to  keep  up  our  efforts." 

ELDER  BUNOT'S  LABORS. 

Elder  J.  A.  A,  Bunot,  writing  from  Havre,  France,  June  21,  1884,  says: 

'*  President  John  Q.  Cannon  notified  me  in  due  time  of  my  release  from  Switzerland  to 
go  to  England  and  continue  my  mission  in  Birmingham,  and  he  has  probably  mentioned 
to  you  that  he  gave  me  the  privilege  of  staying  a  little  longer  in  my  field  of  labor,  aa  I 
had  several  persons  to  baptize  before  my  departure.  I  added  to  the  Church  eleven  per- 
sons by  baptism,  and  there  were  several  others  who  were  almost  ready  for  baptism,  but  I 
could  not  wait  for  them. 

**  I  left  Geneva  for  Lyons  on  the  6th  of  June,  and  spent  a  few  days  with  my  brother 
and  family.  1  was  well  received  personally,  but  they  would  not  hear  of  the  Gospel,  being 
opposed  to  it. 

**  I  am  here  in  Havre  with  my  brother  and  sisters.  They  are  glad  to  see  me,  and  would 
like  to  keep  me  here  as  long  as  they  can,  for,  as  they  say,  they  are  old  and  have  no 
pros]>ects  of  seeing  me  any  more  when  1  leave  them.  They  are  kind  to  me,  and  desire, 
before  1  go,  to  make  their  will  in  n-.y  favor.  I  would  gladly  see  them  accept  the  Gospel, 
but  tradition  will  not  permit  them  to  do  so.  They  do  not  say  anything  against  our  doc- 
trines, but  defend  them  when  occasion  presents  iteelf.  They  asked  me  if  I  was  a  polyg- 
ftmist,  and  wanted  me  to  answer  them  frankly,  so  I  told  them  I  had  tvro  wives.  They 
seemed  neither  surprised  nor  indignant,  but  rather  favored  the  doctrine  (which  is  good 
for  an  old  bachelor  and  two  old  maids),  and  they  seem  better  disposed  towards  me. 

*'  I  feel  well  in  body  and  in  spirit,  and  rejoice  that  I  have  been  an  instrument  in  the 
hands  of  the  Lord  of  adding  a  few  souls  to  His  kingdom,  and  removing  a  great  amoont 
of  prejudice  against  our  people  and  doctrines  among  all  classes.*' 
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There  are  four  of  the  ?ons  of  the  late  President  Heber  C.  Kimball  serving 
as  missionaries  in  the  Southern  States,  and  we  imagine  from  what  we  have 
learned  of  their  labors,  that  they  are  worthy  scions  of  their  illustrious  sire. 
A  late  issue  of  the  Deseret  News  contained  the  following  extracts  from  a 
letter  received  from  one  of  them,  Elder  Newel  W.  Kimball,  written  from 
Oronoco,  Amherst  County,  Virginia: 
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"  I  arrived  here  in  Amherst  County,  April  15th,  in  company  with  Elder 
Welch.  We  here  met  my  brothers  Golden  and  Hyrum.  Brother  Welch  had 
come  to  take  Gk>lden's  place,  as  he  had  been  called  to  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  to 
take  charge  of  the  office.  The  brethren  had  opened  an  excellent  field  of  labor 
here;  they  had  just  returned  from  a  trip  into  Nelson  County,  where  they 
met  many  kind  friends  and  held  a  few  meetings.  This  was  the  notch  that 
kindled  the  fire. 

'*The  priests  of  Baal  commenced  their  usual  cry  of  *  false  prophets.'  Th» 
brethren  were  waited  on  by  a  committee  who  claimed  they  represented  the 
citizens  of  Nelson  County,  and  demanded  that  they  leave  and  quit  preaching 
their  abominable  doctrines,  or  they  would  have  to  suffer  the  consequencea 
*  Have  you  heard  us  preachl'  Golden  asked  them.  *  No,'  was  the  answer. 
'  Do  you  know  anything  about  the  principles  we  advocate?'  *No.'  'Well, 
then,  we  have  given  out  an  appointment  for  Saturday,  and,  with  the  help  of 
Gk>d,  we  are  going  to  fill  it,  and  all  are  respectfully  invited.'  They  remained 
there  some  time,  visiting  and  preaching,  and  more  appointments  were  givea 
out  before  leaving. 

"  We  returned  to  fill  them,  held  three  meetings,  and  baptized  three  persons. 
We  received  a  challenge  from  a  Biptist  minister  to  meet  him  at  Mt.  Parnel 
Church,  and  hear  a  lecture  and  give  one.  If  we  would  not  accept  this,  we 
were  told  to  take  a  friend's  advice  and  leave  the  county.  We  accepted  his 
invitation  of  course.  At  the  appointed  time  Hyrum  and  I  were  at  the 
church,  a  large  congregation  had  assembled,  as  it  had  spread  like  wild-fire, 
and  many  were  anxiims  to  see  the  *  Mormons'  whipped  out. 

*'  He  (the  minister)  commenced  by  saying  that  he  supposed  the  people 
had  come  together  with  the  expectation  of  hearing  a  debate,  but  they  would 
be  disappointed,  as  it  was  against  his  belief,  against  tho  rules  of  tbe  church 
and  the  laws  of  the  land  to  discuss  any  doctrinal  point.  His  motive  now  was 
made  plain  to  all,  for  they  knew  of  our  being  challenged.  It  was  to  get  us 
there  that  he  might  abuse  us,  and  then  deny  us  the  privilege  of  answering. 
He  said  he  would  first  give  a  lecture  and  then  preach  the  Gospel. 

"He  took  for  his  text  the  Mountain  Meadow  Massacre.     Never  in  my  life 
did  I  listen  to  such  a  tirade  of  abuse  as  was  hurled  against  our  revered  Apos- 
tles and  Prophets,  and  then  against  us  individually.      It  fairly  made  our 
blood  boil,  but  outwardly  we  were  calm.     While  speaking  he  seemed  very 
thirsty,  and  drank  a  great  deal  of  water,  but  excused  himself  by  saying^ 
'  When  I  talk  about  these  Mormons,  I  am  so  near  hell  it  makes  me  thirsty.' 
The  poor  creature  little  realized  how  much  truth  he  was  telling.     Some  took 
it  down  as  a  sweet  morsel,  and  showed  their  appreciation  by  speaking  out 
and  stamping  their  foet.    This  outrageous  scene  lasted  for  an  hour;  he  thea 
gave  them  ten  minutes  recess;  but  when  he  called  them  to  order,  there  were 
only  six  persons  who  would  go  back  into  the  building,  and  he  was  obliged  to 
dismiss  them. 

"  He  had  ruined  himself  completely  in  the  estimation  of  the  people,  and 
had  done  more  good  in  our  behalf  than  we  could  have  done  in  a  month's 
preaching.  The  sympathy  of  three-fourths  of  the  congregation  was  with  us. 
His  brother,  a  Campbellite  preacher,  came  and  apologized  and  said  he  was 
ashamed  to  own  him  as  a  brother.    We  were  not  to  be  outdone  in  this  man*  . 
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ner;  a  gentleman  gave  us  the  privilege  of  holding  meeting  at  his  house,  and 
we  gave  out  notice  that  we  would  answer  the  Eeverend  at  4  p.m.  At  the 
appointed  time  quite  a  number  had  gathered.  I  answered  some  of  his  base 
assertions,  others  I  considered  beneath  our  notice.  I  told  them  I  would  not 
take  my  text  from  a  ten  cent  novel,  but  they  would  find  it  in  Isaiah  vili,  20. 
I  then  preached  them  a  good  Gospel  sermon,  Hyrum  bearing  a  strong  testi- 
mony. At  the  close  the  Campbellite  preacher  came  up  and  congratulated  us. 
We  got  into  quite  an  animated  argument  with  him  and  he  was  compelled  to 
yield  and  acknowledge  that  we  were  right.  The  congregation  could  not  help 
but  notice  the  difference  in  the  two  spirits  manifested  that  day. 

"  At  10  p.m.  we  retired  to  rest  and  were  just  dozing  off  when  our  ears  were 
saluted  with  yells  and  curses  long  and  loud.  We  realized  in  a  moment  that 
a  mob  was  upon  us,  sprang  out  of  bed,  slipped  into  a  portion  of  our  clothing 
and  held  the  door.  Mr.  Layton  (our  host)  grasped  his  pistol  with  the  full 
purpose  of  killing  some  of  them.  Hyrum  disarmed  him  or  there  would  have 
been  blood  shed  that  night.  They  raved  and  cursed  like  madmen,  calling 
for  the  *d — d  Mormons;*  the  deaths  we  were,  to  die  were  too  numerous  to 
mention.  We  went  to  the  door.  This  somewhat  cooled  their  ardor.  They 
expected,  I  suppose,  to  see  us  run.  We  tried  to  reason  with  them,  but  you 
might  as  well  try  to  reason  with  wild  beasts  as  with  a  drunken  blood-thirsty 
•mob. 

"  They  commanded  us  to  leave  the  county,  at  the  same  time  brandishing 
their  pistols  in  our  faces,  but  we  did  uot  scare  worth  a  cent  We  stood  and 
parleyed  with  them  until  2  a.m.  It  looked  rather  *scaley'  at  times,  but  we 
put  our  trust  in  God  and  showed  a  bold  front,  prepared  for  whatever  might 
•coma  They  claimed  they  had  one  hundred  men,  and  commanded  us  to  leave 
before  morning;  if  we  did  not,  the  different  modes  in  which  we  were  to  die 
were  something  wonderful.  You  would  have  thought  the  days  of  the 
inquisition  had  returned.  We  very  respectfully  declined  to  depart  until  we 
got  ready,  and  told  them  if  they  would  come  round  in  the  morning  we  would 
talk  to  them.  At  last  they  went  off  swearing,  wjiooping,  yelling,  firing  off 
their  pistols,  making  night  hideous  with  their  blasphemy,  and  this  too  on 
Sunday  night,  by  men  claiming  to  be  Christians.  We  were  greatly  worried 
for  fear  some  of  our  friends  would  come  in  their  rear  and  shoot  some  of  them 
down.  I  managed  to  get  the  names  of  eight  of  their  ring-leaders.  We  spent 
the  rest  of  the  night  in  peace.  It  was  quite  an  eventful  day.  A  little  excite- 
ment puts  us  on  our  mettle,  brightens  us  up  and  also  awakens  more  interest 
in  the  people.  We  hold  from  three  to  five  meetings  a  week  with  good 
attenv.auce.  We  will  return  there  this  week  and  spend  some  time  with  the 
people,  explaining  to  them  the  principles  of  truth."

K  W.  E  ist,  an  old  and  much  respected  citizen  of  Salt  Lake  City,  who 
removed  to  Arizona  a  few  years  since,  died  at  Pima  on  the  29th  of  May. 

Salt  Lake  at  last  accounts  was  afflicted  with  a  circus.  Money  has  been 
rather  scarce  in  that  region  of  late,  but  it  is  likely  that  a  good  many  will  find 
enough  to  patronize  a  circus  with. 

Wm.  C.  Parkinson,  who  returned  from  a  mission  to  England  a  couple  of 
years  since,  has  been  appointed  to  the  office  of  Bishop,  to  preside  over  the 
Preston  Ward  in  the  Oneida  Stake  of  Zion. 

The  owners  of  upland  throughout  Utah  are  rejoicing  over  the  frequen  t 
showers  that  have  fallen  in  that  region  during  the  past  few  weeks.  Crops  on 
«uch  land  are  said  to  give  promise  of  a  most  abundant  harvest.  "  Dry  farm- 
mg,"  that  is,  the  cultivation  of  such  land  as  lays  too  high  to  be  irrigated.  Lb 
Ukely  to  prove  a  decided  success  there  this  year. 

Elders  Wm.  Willes,  Henry  McCune  and  Milson  Pratt  left  Salt  Lake  City 
OD  the  10th  of  June  for  the  East  Indies,  having  been  appointed  to  carry  the 
€k)8pel  to  that  country  and  re-open  that  missionary  field,  which  has  been 
dosed  for  many  years  past.  They  were  accompanied  by  Dr.  Geo.  H.  Booth, 
a  resident  of  that  region,  who  has  been  on  a  visit  to  Utah. 

A  number  of  bridges  on  Bear  River  have  been  rendered  useless  or  washed 
away  by  the  high  water,  as  have  also  a  number  of  bridges  that  spanned  tho 
Weber  River  in  various  places.  Several  bridges  along  the  lineof  theSevier  River 
have  also  gone,  and  the  dam  that  supplies  the  water  for  the  people  of  Deseret 
httft  bean  seriously  threatened,  but  through  cutting  canals  out  around  it  to 
ttlieve  the  pressure,  it  is  now  thought  that  it  will  stand.  At  last  accounts 
from  Deseret  the  Sevier  River  was  rising  at  the  rate  of  three  inches  per  day, 
tile  k>w  lands  in  the  region  were  flooded,  and  a  number  of  families  had  been 
obliged  to  remove.  Considerable  damage  has  been  done  at  Long  Valley  and 
Kaoab  in  the  extreme  south,  through  the  washing  away  of  valuable  land, 
breaking  and  filling  up  of  canals,  etc.  The  people  of  Provo  are  exerting 
tkemselves  to  prevent  the  Timpanagos  from  overflowing  and  destroying 
Taluablo  property  as  it  threatens  to  do,  and  in  the  region  of  Salt  Lake  City 
all  the  available  help  that  can  be  had  is  now  employed  strengthening  the 
banks  of  the  Jordan.  A  call  has  been  made  by  the  Presiding  Bbhopric  for 
twenty  men  from  each  Ward  to  unite  with  the  owners  of  property  that  is 
likely  to  suffer  from  inundation  to  prevent  such  a  calamity.  Most  of  the 
streams  are  higher  than  ever  known  to  have  been  before  since  the  countrf 
has  been  inhabited.

SOME  QUESTIONS  BEARING  ON  THE  MORMON  PROBLEM. 

(From  the  Boston  Index.) 

Editor  of  the  Index. 

I  AM  extremely  glad  to  see  the  Tarious  articles  which  have  lately  appeared 
in  the  Index  on  the  Mormon  question.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important 
and  raest  threatening  problems  in  our  political  life.  Agitation  on  the  sabjeol 
is  necessary,  but  still  more  desirable  is  information.  There  is  a  great  deal  o€ 
self-interest  and  political  expediency  and  religious  bigotry  mixed  with  thd 
righteous  disapproval  of  Mormon  institutions.  I  think  the  liberal  thinkers 
of  America  are  especially  bound  to  consider  this  question,  because,  being 
fettered  by  neither  political  nor  ecclesiastical  ties,  they  ought  to  be  able  to 
do  so  without  heat,  and  solely  in  the  interests  of  truth,  morality,  and  good 
government.  I  should  like  to  have  some  information  from  Mr.  Curtis  or 
some  other  person  acquainted  with  the  matter  on  some  points. 

1.  As  to  laws  in  regard  to  marriage.  Is  there  any  United  States  law  o|i 
thesubjecti  What  is  the  law  in  the  several  States?  What  is  the  criminal 
law  on  the  subject? 

2.  What  is  the  practice  in  regard  to  a  case  of  polygamy  in  the  States,  it 
such  has  ever  occurred?  What  is  the  distinction  between  polygamy  and 
bigamy?  Does  not  bigamy  imply  deceit,  the  husband  concealing  from  one 
wife  his  relations  with  another;  while,  in  polygamy,  both  relations  are  open 
and  avowed?  Has  such  a  case  ever  occurred  in  our  country,  in  any  but  a 
Mormon  community?  And,  if  so,  was  the  offender  punished  by  the  criminal 
courts,  and  how? 

a  I  should  also  be  very  glad  to  learn  from  some  one  versed  in  churc& 
history,  when  and  how  either  the  Jews  or  Christian  Church  established 
monogamy  and  abolished  polygamy.     Was  it  by  direct  statute  against  an 
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evil  still  existing  and  powerful,  or  was  it  only  a  recognition  of  a  moral  feeling 
which  had  already  destroyed  the  customi 

4  I  am  very  much  interested  in  the  different  statements  in  regard  to  edu- 
cation in  Utah,  and  hope  we  may  have  all  possible  light  thrown  upon  the 
subject;  for  I  believe  that  it  is  mainly  upon  the  education  of  the  young  peo- 
ple of  Utah  that  we  must  rely  to  overthrow  the  delusicm  and  tyranny  of  their 
theocracy.  I  have  little  personal  knowledge  of  the  matter;  but,  when  for  a 
few  days  in  Salt  Lake  City,  I  was  told  that  other  than  Mormon  teachers  were 
•employed  in  the  schools,  and  that  the  relation  of  such  teachers  to  the  pupils 
and  their  parents  was  free  and  friendly. 

The  report  of  the  National  Bureau  of  Education  for  1881  (the  latest  issued), 
does  not  touch  upon  this  point  directly,  but  we  may  draw  some  inferences 
from  the  facts  given. 

The  University  of  Deseret  appears  to  be  legally  recognized  as  an  authority 
in  education,  and  it  is  fair  to  suppose  that  this  institution  is  under  striet 
Mormon  influence.  The  president  of  this  university,  in  convention  with  the 
territorial  and  county  superintendents,  determines  what  text  books  shall 
be  used  in  the  district  schools;  and  books  thus  adopted  cannot  be  changed 
within  five  years.  The  normal  certificate  of  graduation  from  the  University 
of  Deseret,  indorsed  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  as  to  the  moral  character  of 
the  applicant,  entitles  the  bolder  to  be  chosen  as  a  teacher  in  any  of  the  dis- 
trict schools.  The  law  appropriates  $5,000  a  year  to  this  university,  provided 
forty  pupils  shall  be  instructed  free  in  the  normal  department.  Under  these 
conditions,  this  university  must  certainly  exercise  a  great  influence  upon  the 
people  of  Utah,  and  it  is  very  desirable  to  know  whether  it  is  giving  them  an 
.impartial  liberal  education,  or  one  wholly  in  the  interests  of  a  church  hier- 
(ftrchy.  There  are  sixty  anti-Mormon  schools  in  the  Territory,  in  most  cases 
supported  by  and  under  the  control  of  Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic 
(Churches.  E.  D.  Chsnbt.

\    ANSWERS  TO  "  QUESTIONS  ON  THE  MORMON  PROBLEM."

Wb  publish  to-day  a  letter  which  appeared  a  short  time  ago  in  the  Boston 
Jndex.  The  writer,  Mrs.  E.  D.  Cheney,  has  been  studying  the  "  Mormon 
problem"  in  her  own  way,  and  does  not  seem  to  rely  for  her  directions  upon 
the  usual  rule,  which  is  to  credit  all  the  evil  said  about  the  **  Mormons,"  and 
liever  listen  to  *'  the  other  side.''  Mr.  Wm.  J.  Potter,  one  of  the  editors  of 
khe  Index^  in  a  leading  article  entitled  *'  The  Evolution  of  Marriage,"  attempts 
%o  answer  some  of  the  questions  propounded  by  Mrs.  Cheney,     fie  admits 

%hat, 

'"  **  It  U  one  of  the  moit  difficolt  problemB  in  Hebrew  and  Christian  histovy  to  say  just 

lirhen  and  by  what  causes  polygamy  was  abandoned  for  monogamy.     Nothing  is  plainer 

than  that  polygamy  was  a  common  and  allowable  custom  among  the  BLebrews  at  the 

pmt  of  their  greatest  outward  prosperity." 

;    It  is  a  common  fallacy  to  suppose  that  the  establishment  of  the  Christian 

^iglon  marked  the  authoritative  change  from  plural  marriage  to  monogamy. 
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But  this  is  incapable  of  proof.  There  is  not  a  line  in  the  New  TestamoDt  to 
establish  the  assumption.  On  the  contrary,  there  is  much  in  that  book  to 
support  the  proposition  that  plural  marriage  was  countenanced  and  appro- 
bated by  Jesus  and  the  Apostles.  Mr.  Potter  states  that  an  ascetic  spirit 
came  into  Palestine  through  the  Essenes,  and  the  early  Christians  much  re- 
sembled them  in  some  particulars.  But  the  Essenes  looked  upon  marriage 
altogether  with  disfavor,  and  this  was  not  in  harmony  with  the  genius  of  the 
Gospel.  It  is  thought  that  Paul  the  Apostle  encouraged  that  idea,  as  appears 
in  his  epistle  to  the  Corinthians,  teaching  the  doctrine  that  he  who  marries 
does  well,  but  he  who  abstains  from  marriage  does  better.  Yet  we  find  this 
same  Apostle  telling  Timothy  that  *^  forbidding  to  marry"  is  *'  a  doctrine  of 
devils."  And  examination  of  the  former  epistle  shows  that  he  was  merely 
giving  his  own  views,  not  by  authority,  and  not  as  general  advice,  but  in  re- 
.gard  to  certain  conditions  then  existing  among  the  Corinthian  Saints. 

The  restriction  of  a  man  to  one  wife  is  Romish,  not  Christian  in  its  origin, 
and  early  Roman  history,  which  records  the  "  rape  of  the  Sabines,"  gives  the 
key  to  the  reason  for  its  establishment.  When  Romish  paganism  became  in- 
corporate in  apostate  Christendom,  the  monogamic  principle  was  established 
as  a  dogma,  and  the  same  error  into  which  the  Essenes  fell  was  adopted  by 
the  Romish  clergy.  It  aided  much  in  the  establishment  of  anti- polygamy. 
•Forbidding  to  marry  at  all  and  penalties  against  plural  marriage  sprang  from 
the  same  root  of  eviL  The  sanctity  of  marriage  was  not  understood,  and 
celibacy  was  falsely  exalted  into  a  virtue.  There  is  no  debasement  in  the 
marriage  relation,  unless  natural  and  proper  conditions  are  violated.  And 
•these  are  more  frequently  trampled  upon  in  the  monogamic  than  in  the 
polygamic  state.  Bachelordom  and  spinsterhood  are  unnatural  and  improper 
conditions.  Nature  and  nature's  God  intended  and  fitted  the  sexes  for  each 
other,  and  there  is  no  essential  virtue  in  their  separation,  or  in  the  crushing 
out  of  powers  which,  when  governed  by  wisdom  and  put  to  their  intended 
use,  are  the  source  of  life  and  the  developer  of  true  manhood  and  womanhood. 

Mr.  Potter  says:  "The  Greeks  and  the  Romans,  though  harboring  much 
social  evil,  had  already  passed  beyond  polygamy  when  Christianity  came  to 
them.''  Yes,  and  it  was  to  their  influences  that  the  monogamic  heresy  was 
inducted  into  the  perverted  Christianity  that  succeded  the  pure  system  of 
the  primitive  Church.  The  gross  social  evils  that  abounded  in  Greece,  and 
ihe  corruptions  that  followed  in  -Rome  under  monogamic  regulations,  have 
their  counterpart  in  every  modern  nation  which  has  set  itself  against  the 
polygamic  principle.  Mr.  Potter  thinks  that  the  first  formal  enactment 
in  Christendom  for  enforcing  monogamy  was  the  canon  against  concubinage^ 
jdeclared  in  the  year  400  by  the  Council  of  Toledo.  If  this  is  correct,  and  W6 
see  no  reason  to  doubt  it,  the  notion  that  enforced  monogamy  was  established 
by  Jesus  and  His  Apostles  is  at  once  exploded.  Not  until  400  years  after- 
.wards  did  the  Church  fulminate  a  decree  against  polygamy,  and  by  that  time 
U  had  become  Romanized,  paganized  and  apostate. 

Marriage  has  been  from  time  immemorial  |a  relation  regulated  by  ecclesi- 
astical rules.  Matrimony  is  a  matter  of  religion.  Its  debasement  to  a  men 
fdvil  contract  is  a  modern  custom,  and  one  that  has  been  prolific  of  eviL  The 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  forbids  interference  with  the  free  ^^fmK^

of  religion.  Therefore  religious  marriages  are  beyond  the  pnrview  of  the 
National  Government.  In  answer  to  Mrs.  Cheney  we  will  say  that  there  is 
no  United  States  law  in  relation  to  marriage,  with  the  exception  of  those 
enactments  specially  aimed  against  an  establishment  of  the  "  Mormon"  re- 
ligion. The  laws  of  the  various  States  are  different  in  some  particulars,  but 
in  the  main  are  similar,  and  are  in  the  interest  of  monogamy,  being  in  thia 
respect  based  upon  the  statute  of  King  James  I.  of  England,  the  first  secular 
law  in  Great  Britain  against  bigamy. 

The  difference  between  the  crime  of  bigamy  and  the  practice  of  polygamy 
lias  been  repeatedly  pointed  out  in  these  columns,  and  Mrs.  Cheney  seems  te 
have  perceived  it  clearly.  But  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  legis- 
lated the  two  into  one,  and  made  identical  by  law  things  which  are  entirely 
different 

The  educational  question  in  Utah  will  never  be  understood  from  the  state- 
knents  of  anti-"  Mormons,"  religious  or  otherwise.  Our  district  schools  are 
public  schools,  and  no  doctrines  or  tenets  of  religion  are  taught  thereixL 
The  University  of  Deseret  gives  /*  an  impartial,  liberal  education,**  and  is  not 
devoted  in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  teachings  of  any  sect  or  denomination. 

A  desire  for  correct  information  in  regard  to  Utah  and  the  "  Mormons"  is 
springing  up  among  intelligent  people  in  many  parts  of  the  United  States. 
It  is  a  good  sign.  The  public  mind,  heretofore,  has  been  almost  entirely 
closed  to  our  side  of  the  subject.  When  the  disposition  to  hear,  reason  and 
investigate  impartially  becomes  general,  the  world  will  wake  up  to  the  fact 
that  it  has  been  imposed  upon  by  preachers,  lecturers,  politicians  and  hypo- 
crites, and  the  truth  will  go  forth  in  its  strength  to  the  discomfiture  of  oar 
enemies  and  the  redemption  of  man  from  the  thraldom  of  prejudice. 


CONSCIENCE. 


Conscience  is  a  principle  of  man's  being  which  is  subject  to  education.  Its 
light  is  derived  from  predisposition  engendered  by  parentage,  and  from 
individual  training.  There  is  probably  no  man  in  the  world  without  a  con- 
science, yet  men's  ideas  of  right  and  wrong  are  as  various  as  their  countenancea 
People  of  one  nation,  or  who  are  kindred  in  race,  may  have  many  views  in 
common  on  general  principles  in  relation  to  what  constitutes  crime;  as  for 
instance,  the  people  of  all  civilized  nations,  as  a  general  rule,  understand  mur- 
der, theft,  robbery,  incendiarism,  etc.,|  to  be  in  their  very  nature  criminal;, 
yet  such  is  the  influence  of  temperament  and  disposition,  inherent  by  nature 
and  acquired  by  education  [and  association,  that  each  individual  views  the 
tarious  faults  and  crimes  incident  to  human  life  with  a  degree  of  intensity 
peculiar  to  himself.  Thisfis  illustrated  in  nearly  all  criminal  i!>rosecutions 
conducted  in  the  courts  of  civilized'nations.  Two  or  more  witnesses  having 
beheld  the  perpetration  of  the  same  crime,  frequently  not  only  disagree  in 
Hhe  details  of  their  testimony  respecting  it,Sbut  also  in  regard  to  the  degree 
ef  its  heinoUsness. 

'  Person^  born  in  the  foul-tainted  atmosphere  of  crime,  and  reared  under 
thk  ttrtelage  of  thieves  and'blackguards,  can  commit  deeds  of  violenee,  cmel^ 


•ad  shame,  apparently  without  a  particle  of  remorse,  the  bare  recital  of  wliicli. 
causes  others  more  fortunately  circumstanced  to  stand  aghast  and  wonder 
why  oooBcience  does  not  interfere  to  save  men  from  such  atrocities.  Many 
persoos  endowed  with  a  high  moral  nature,  possessing  moderate  culture,  will 
not  lend  themselves  to  utter  the  little  white  lies  which  enter  so  largely  inio 
the  manufacture  of  the  spicy  jokes  of  the  humorist.  The  conscience  ot  such 
people  revolts  at  every  species  of  exaggeration.  The  humorist,  on  the  other 
hand,  thinking  his  fun  to  be  perfectly  harmless,  looks  upon  their  prudery  as 
atter  foolishnesa  Thus  men  of  one  race  and  color,  even  of  one  nation,  dis- 
agree in  relation  to  the  degree  of  virtue  or  vice  contained  in  the  actions  which 
go  to  make  up  the  sum  of  human  life. 

If  these  differences  exist  between  people  of  one  race  and  nation,  how  much 
more  between  those  of  different  races?  Witness  the  implacable  spirit  of 
hatred,  injustice,  cruelty,  treachery,  revenge  and  indiscriminate  destructive- 
ness  of  the  American  savage.  He  lifts  the  avenging  arm  alike  against  the 
innocent  and  the  guilty.  If  wronged  by  one  of  another  tribe  or  race,  he  never 
investigates  as  to  individual  innocence  or  guilt,  but  with  blind,  unrelenting 
fxiiy,  with  tomahawk,  scalping  knife  and  faggot,  murders,  tortures  and  des« 
troys,  wherever  he  meets  any  of  the  race  or  tribe  that  have  incurred  bis 
▼engeance.  The  piteous  ap[>eals  of  women  for  mercy,  the  affrighted  cries  of 
ioBOcent  babes  call  forth  no  pity  from  his  ferocious,  blood-thirsty  heart  As 
the  shrieks  of  his  tortured  victims  rend  the  air,  he  claps  his  hands  with  glee, 
gioating  with  ferocious  malignity  over  the  dreadful  sufferings  of  his  enemy. 
Pity  is  a  sentiment  almost  unknown  to  him.  A  savage  warrior  seen  by  his 
comrades  to  drop  one  tear  of  sympathy  over  a  tortured  enemy,  would  be 
hooted  into  obscurity,  and  ever  afterwards  denominated  a  squaw.  Wicked, 
ignorant,  grovelling,  ferocious  as  he  is,  we  cannot  say  that  the  voice  of  con- 
science is  dead  within  him.  While  facing  the  [certainty  of  being  tortured  by 
burning  faggots,  knowing  that  all  the  agonies  of  a  lingering  death  awaited 
hia,  he  has  been  known  to  refuse  to  secure  his  own  liberty  by  the  betrayal 
of  his  friends.  Indeed,  Indian  warriors,  before  being  contaminated  by  con- 
tact with  vicious  pale-faces,  are  known  to  have  been  honest,  sincere,  truthful, 
tamest,  self-denying,  patriotic  and  heroic,  so  far  as  their  duties  to  their 
friends,  families  and  country,  or  tribe,  were  concerned.  Let  it  be  remem- 
bered that  his  barbarous  and  savage  acts  of  cruelty ^were  never  committed  in 
violation  of  his  conscience.  He  was  tutored  to  think  it  an  act  of  virtue  to 
torture  his  enemy,  one  of  duty  to  scalp  him;  in  J  fact,  the  more  scalps,  tlie 
greater  the  warrior  whose  prowess  obtained  them;  the  more  unrelenting, 
ferocious  and  cruel,  the  greater  the  fear  of  his  enemies  and  the  consequent 
respect  and  admiration  of  his  friends.  Seeingi|nothing  wrong  in  such  acta, 
he  performed  them  freely  to  gratify  his  ambition  and  thirst  for  revenga 

We  might  speak  of  the  crime  of  cannibalism,  practiced  without  the  least 
compunction  of  conscience  by  the  South  Sea  Islanders  and  others,  and  multi- 
ply instances  of  this  kind  without  number,  demonstrating  that  birth  and 
education  make  all  men's  consciences  what  they  are;  but  enough  has  becA 
aaid  on  the  subject 

If  the  light  of  conscience  is  inadequate  to  keep  many  people,  eveaia 
ciTiUsed  communities^  from  crime,  what  can  we  hope£or  expect  it  will  ao- 
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■  • 

complish  In  the  breasts  of  unenlightened  savages?  How  great,  then,  is  tlie 
need  of  a  more  perfect  ]aw  than  that  of  conscience;  a  law,  in  short,  adapted 
to  all  people  in  all  conditions  who  dwell  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  Bat  who 
among  men  are  intellectually,  morally  and  spiritnally  capacitated  to  creata 
snch  a  lawl  Infinite  wisdom  alone  is  adequate  to  such  a  task.  This  perfect 
law  is  found  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  Infidelity  will  object  to  thi» 
statement,  and  proudly  point  to  civUimtion  as  the  potent  cure  for  immorality, 
the  great  eradicator  of  crime. 

Home,  in  the  days  of  her  pride  and  her  glory,  swayed  the  sceptre  of  power 
over  the  whole  world.  She  was  the  mighty  mistress  of  every  land  and  every 
sea.  Her  statesmen  were  the  greatest,  her  warriors  the  mightiest,  her  philos- 
ophers the  most  profound,  her  orators  incomparable,  and  therefore  her 
civilization  far  in  advance  of  that  of  the  rest  of  the  world.  Did  the  civilisa- 
tion of  Rome  keep  her  from  murdering  the  innocent;  from  plundering  the 
weak  and  unfortunate;  from  assassination,  adultery,  incendiarism,  infanti- 
cide, whoredom  and  sodomyl  No!  The  recorded  deeds  of  her  great  ones 
will  ever  remain  on  the  page  of  history  to  shock,  disgust  and  horrify  man- 
kind. As  with  dissolute  Home,  so  with  the  heathen  cities  and  nations  that 
arose  and  fell  before  and  after  her.  They  generally  arose  on  the  principle  of 
**  might  makes  right.''  Their  foundations  were  laid  with  the  sword,  and  their 
structures  reared  in  blood.  They  were  mostly  maintained  and  perpetuated 
by  violence,  ruled  over  by  tyrants,  and  brought  to  ruin  and  final  decay  and 
dissolution  by  flagrant  and  awful  corruption;  yet  in  their  turn  they  had  each 
stood  in  the  vanguard  of  civilization,  and  boastingly  pointed  to  their  superior 
enlightenment.  Civilization  unenlightened  by  the  laws  of  Gk>d  was  always 
powerless  to  harmonize,  purify,  perfect  and  perpetuate  any  nation,  kingdom 
or  community.  The  sad  fate  of  Babylon,  Tyre,  Egypt,  Sidon,  Rome,  Greece, 
etc.,  bear  incontrovertible  testimony  to  this  fact. 

That  enlightened  state  of  society  which  gives  political  and  religious  free- 
dom to  all;  preserves  to  every  man  alike  freedom  in  the  legitimate  pursuit 
of  happiness;  protects  the  helpless  against  the  intolerance  and  rapacity  of  the 
powerful;  maintains  order;  punishes  guilt;  executes  justice  tempered  with 
mercy;  provides  for  the  poor;  frowns  down  intemperance,  debauchery,  and 
kindred  vices,  etc.,  is  in  a  great  measure  the  result  of  obedience  to  the  follow- 
ing laws  of  God,  as  contained  in  the  Old  Testament,  and  maintained  in  the 
divine  teachings  of  the  Son  of  God,  viz:  *^Thou  shalt  commit  no  murder.* 
**  Whosoever  sheds  man's  blood,  by  man  shall  his  blood  be  shed.''  "  Thou 
shalt  not  commit  adultery."  *'Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  th3^8elf.'' 
**Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness."  **Thou  shalt  ilot  steal"  **  Honor 
thy  father  ^and  thy  mother."  **  Love  your  enemiea"  **  Do  good  to  them 
that  hate  you."  "  Pray  for  those  who  despitefully  use  you."  **  Covet  not 
thy  neighbor's  goods."  '*  Return  good  for  evil."  "  Be  not  contentious.' 
**  Forgive  thy  brother  seventy  times  seven."  "  Visit  the  widow  and  the 
fatherless."  "  Have  charity."  "  Be  long-suffering  and  forbearing."  "  He 
that  looketh  upon  a  woman  to  lust  after  her  hath  already  committed  adultery 
in  his  heart."  "  Be  ye  therefore  perfect  even  as  your  Father  which  is  in  heavea 
is  perfect,"  etc. 

Nations  enlightened  in  part  by  these  eternal  principles,  whose  foremoslr 
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men  possessed  consciences  educated  up  to  such  laws,  never  inflicted  torture 
upon  their  fellow-man;  never  invented  the  thumb-screw,  the  rack,  or  tho 
gibbet;  never  built  dungeons  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  in  which  to  incarcerate 
tbeir  brethren  for  opinion's  sake;  never  lit  the  fires  of  Smithfield,  nor  estab- 
lished the  Inquisition  of  Spain.  Infuriated  bigots,  invested  with  a  little 
brief  authority,  with  the  same  pious  fury  that  crowned  Jesus  with  thornS| 
that  mocked,  derided,  abused,  insulted,  and  crucified  Him,  have  invented 
these  engines  of  torture,  and  inflicted  those  unspeakable  agonies  upon  their 
fellows,  and  that,  too,  with  the  Bible  in  their  hands.  The  pious  Jews,  whose 
crowDing  act  of  infamy  was  their  murder  of  that  inoffensive  Being  whose 
every  act  should  have  called  forth  their  everlasting  gratitude,  prided  them- 
selves on  possessing  the  records  of  inspiration,  which  said:  **  Thou  shalt  not 
steal"  "  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness."  **  Thou  shalt  do  no  murder."  In 
the  same  manner  the  proud,  profligate,  sensual,  bigoted,  murderous  trans- 
gressors of  every  law  of  Qod  in  later  times,  have  persecuted  thousands  to  the 
death  from  century  to  century  in  the  name  of  that  very  Christ  who  has  said: 
•*  Blessed  are  the  merciful,  for  they  shall  obtain  mercy."  **  Do  good  to  them 
that  hate  you."  Men  or  nations  entirely  actuated  by  the  pure  principles  of 
the  Gk>spel  of  Jesus  Christ,  will  tolerate  all  religions,  uphold  all  in  their 
jwlitical  rights,  use  persuasion  instead  of  force,  kindness  instead  of  wrath, 
l>le8sing  instead  of  cursing.  They  will  promote  peace,  instruct  the  ignorant, 
leclaim  the  erring,  comfort  the  mourner,  feed  the  hungry,  visit  and  minister 
to  the  afflicted,  extend  peace  and  righteousness  and  truth  as  far  as  possible^ 
and,  having  lived  out  a  righteous  and  irreproachable  existence  on  earth,  will 
"peacefully  pass  to  a  better  world,  to  live  in  endless  and  eternal  day  with  the 
liosts  of  heaven,  sanctified,  glorified,  exalted  and  immortalized,  where  igno- 
:xance,  iiihumianity,  oppression  and  misrule  never  can  come,  worlds  without

The  Latter-day  Saint  Elders  who  have  labored  as  missionaries  in  continen 
tal  Europe  are  used  to  police  surveillance;  they  always  expect  to  be 
scrutinized  closely  and  dogged  about  by  the  minions  of  the  law,  especially 
when  they  land  for  tlje  first  time  in  any  part  of  the  country.  Here  in  Eng- 
land, however,  it  has  been  diflFerent  until  the  secret  and  dastardly  crimes  that 
have  been  committed  by  incendiary  Irish- Americans  or  others,  have  caused 
almost  every  stranger  in  England,  who  has  the  appearance  of  having  come 
from  America,  to  be  regarded  with  suspicion.  As  an  illustration  of  the 
distrust  which  even  an  innocent  "Mormon"  Elder  may  now  unoonscioualy 
arouse,  we  copy  the  following  from  a  Chester  paper,  merely  premising  that 
Elders  John  A.  Druce  and  E.  A.  Steed  were  the  pedestrians  mentioned  who 
had  the  ^'mysterious  air:" 

"An  incident  of  an  amusing  character,  but  nevertheless  showing  the 
extreme  vigilance  of  the  Chester  city  police  during  Mr.  Daly's  sojourn  iu  this 
neighborhood,  occurred  in  or  near  the  city  within  the  last  few  days.  A  mem- 
ber of  the  city  police,  in  plain  clothes  and  oflf  duty,  chanced  to  be  sitting  on  a 
certain  bridge  about  a  mile  out  of  the  city,  when  he  espied  two  individuals 
approaching  in  the  direction  of  Chester.      Upon  gaining  the  bridge,  the 

strangers, asked  a  passing  pedestrian  if  he  could  direct  them  to  *Mr.  ^  of 

Terrace.'    The  plain  clothes  officer  heard  the  address,  the  locality  of 

which,  it  is  presumed,  caused  him  to  prick  up  his  bays.  With  so  much 
dynamite  in  the  air,  with  Daly  close  by,  and  with  perhaps  a  probable  promo- 
tion in  hi^  mind's  eye,  the  officer  was  to  be  pardoned  for  being  immediately 
on  the  alert.  Moreover,  there  were  certain  indisputably  suspicious  circnm* 
stances  surrounding  the  two  strange  pedestrains.  One  of  them  was  beyond 
all  manner  of  doubt  a  Yankee,  and  both  had  about  them  a  mysterious  air. 
More  than  all,  there  was  one  circumstance  which  did  not  escape  the  notice  of 
the  vigilant-plain-clothes  man  that  proved  most  conclusively  that  they  were 
two  of  Rossa's  emissariea  Each  carried  a  black  patent  leather  bag.  The 
pfficer  joined  in  their  conversation,  and  directed  them  to  the  address  they 
wanted.  Name  and  address  went  down  in  his  note-book,  the  detectives 
were  put  on  the  scent,  the  strictest  watch  was  kept,  and  next  day  the 
strangers  were  discovered  to  be  two  Mormon  missionaries.''

CONO&E8SIOXAL  NEWS. 

Hon.  John  T.  Caine,  Utah's  Delegate  to  Congress,  writes  to  Elder  Geo.  C. 
Lambert  as  follows,  from  Washington,  D.  C,  June  20,  1884: 

*^  On  the  ISth  inst.  the  mfamy  known  as  the  Hoar  bill  was  passed  in  the  Senate.  Of 
this  fact,  and  of  the  debate  upon  the  measure,  jou  will  have  obtained  information,  before 
leceivinK  this  letter,  from  the  three  copies  of  the  Congressional  Becord  whieh  I  sent 
joo.  From  the  opening  of  this  Congress  the  bill  had  been  pressed  with  Satanic  skill  and 
Tindictiveness.  It  was  introduced  into  the  Senate  on  the  second  day  of  the  session,  and 
on  the  28th  day  of  January  it  was  favorably  reported  from  the  Judiciary  Committee. 
Its  friends  were  prepared  and  anxious  to  crowd  it  through  immediately,  but  interruptions 
occarred.  Then  from  time  to  time  they  renewed  their  efforts;  the  bill  was  fixed  (as  the 
special  order)  day  after  day,  but  each  time  a  ram  was  caught  in  the  thicket  and  a  new 
delay  occurred.  But  finally  it  became  the  regular  order,  and  could  only  be  postponed  by 
unanimous  consent,  and  even  in  this  critical  shape  it  was  pending  for  nearly  three  weeks. 
At  length  it  came  up  positively  for  consideration,  and  in  the  result  our  worst  fears  were 
more  than  realized.  Every  effort  had  been  made  to  bring  Senators  on  both  sides  of  the 
chamber  to  a  correct  understanding  of  the  atrocity.  You  will  see,  from  the  debate,  how 
nobly  some  of  them  responded.  Vest  fought  like  a  lion;  but  all  his  efforts,  and  those  of 
his  supporters,  could  avail  nothing  against  the  predetermination  of  the  republicans. 
These  latter  refused,  by  silence,  to  discuss  the  unconstitutionality,  the  enormity  of  tho 
act  They  contented  themselves  by  voting  solidly  for  it,  led  by  Hoar  and  incited  by 
Edmunds.  It  passed  with  but  few  amendments.  In  atrocity  it  is  almost  unparalleled 
May  Vest's  prophecy  be  fulfilled,  and  may  it '  return  to  plague'  them.  It  has  gone  to 
the  House,  and  vs  now  upon  the  Speakers^s  table.  In  view  of  the  prospective  early 
adjournment,  it  is  unlikely  that  it  can  be  reached  this  session.  The  providential  inter- 
ventions in  the  Senate  wrought  the  good  result  of  delay. 

"  Numerous  adverse  bills  have  been  introduced  this  session,  but,  of  tlie  whole  number, 
the  Hoar  measure  is  the  only  one  which  has  passed  either  house  of  Congress.  Strong 
doubts  are  expressed  by  statesmen  ef  the  possibility  of  getting  it  through  the  House  in 
its  prei»ent  shape.  But,  in  the  light  of  past  experience,  I  hope  not  to  see  it  come  squarely 
before  the  House.  Ignorance  and  prejudice  are  great.  Legislators  are  ready  to  believe 
anything  and  to  pass  anything  to  our  injury. 

'*  My  wife  and  two  little  girls  have  been  witli  me  since  the  opening  of  the  session,  and 
Brother  Frank  J.  Cannon  has  been  here  since  March.  Our  health  has  been  moderately 
good,  but  the  anxiety  and  strain  have  made  inevitable  inroads,  which  are  being  increased 
by  the  insufferable  heat  I  thank  you  for  your  prayers  and  remembrances.  I  trust  that 
tile  evil  schemes  of  men  may  continue  to  be  overruled  for  good,  and  I  pray  that  God  will 
:e  His  Zion  eternally  triumphant" 


HIGH    WATERS— FINE  COUNTBY,  ETC. 

Apostle  Heber  J.  Grant,  writing  to  Preaident  J.  H.  Smith  from  Eexburg, 
Idaho,  June  7,  1884,  says: 

"  President  Woodruff  and  I  loft  Salt  Lake  City  for  this  place  on  the  29th  of  May.  We 
found  the  Ogden,  Weber,  Logan,  Portneuf  and  Snake  rivers  all  booming,  and  in  many 
places  overflowing  their  banks.  To  give  you  an  idea  of  the  high  water  in  this  section,  I 
will  state  that  in  traveling  from  Market  Lake,  the  nearest  railroad  station  to  this  place, 
we  have  to  ferry  the  north  fork  of  Snake  river,  where  the  stream  is  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  feet  deep  and  about  250  feet  wide.  In  addition  to  crossing  the  river,  we  were 
obliged  to  detach  the  boat  from  the  wire  rope  by  which  it  is  run,  and  to  ferry  through  ft 
swamp  on  the  Rexburg  side  fully  a  quarter  of  a  mile  wide  and  averaging  two  to  four  feet 
deepL 
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"  We  ore  stopping  with  President  Thoe.  K  Ricks,  and  are  having  an  enjoyable  time 
visiting  the  Saints  of  this,  the  Bannock,  Stake,  and  in  looking  over  the  country.  It  is 
surprising  that  so  fine  a  valley  as  this  should  have  remained  for  so  many  years  com- 
paratively unoccupied.  There  is  almost  an  unlimited  stock  range  in  all  directions  for 
twenty  miles  from  this  place.  There  are  thousands  of  acres  of  good  land  in  this  section, 
and  any  amount  of  water  that  can  be  easily  obtained  for  irrigation.  There  are  several 
streams  larger  than  the  Logan,  and,  judging  from  what  we  have  seen  and  the  reports 
given  us  by  others,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  about  twice  as  much  water  in  this 
section  as  in  Cache  Valley.  The  contrast  between  this  country  and  that  sec^n  of 
Arizona  known  as  Eastern  Arizona  and  little  Colorado  Stakes  is  very  marked,  and  if 
the  temporal  prosperity  of  the  Saints  were  the  only  thing  looked  for,  I  am  of  the  opinioa 
that  no  one  should  think  of  asking  people  to  go  to  those  sections  of  Arizona  while  there 
are  so  many  places  to  be  obtained  in  this  vicinity.  There  is  one  great  advantage  in  favoc 
of  Arizona,  namely,  the  climate.  There  are  rather  more  than  1,500  people  in  this  Stake^ 
and  some  ten  or  twelve  settlements,  all  of  which  are  rapidly  increasing  in  population. 
This  place  has  some  400  inhabitants,  70  houses  and  65  families.  The  town  plat  coveia 
1,120  acres;  the  blocks  contain  ten  acres  each,  and  are  divided  into  four  loU.  Nearly 
all  the  lots  have  been  taken,  and  fully  one  half  are  fenced.  Grain  has  been  sown  oa 
more  than  500  acres  of  land,  and  within  a  few  days  two  large  canals,  ten  feet  on  tha 
bottom  and  three  and  four  miles  long,  respectively,  will  be  completed. 

**  Rexburg  is  only  a  few  months  over  one  year  old,  and  it  is  astonishing  to  see  that  so 
much  has  been  accomplished  by  so  few  in  that  length  of  time.  President  Ricks  is  i^ 
regular  rusher  to  work,  and  his  family  and  the  people  generally,  judging  from  what  ham- 
been  done,  seem  to  have  caught  his  spirit. 

**  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  President  Woodruff  is  feeling  poorly.  I  am  in  the  enjoyment 
of  fair  health,  although  not  quite  so  good  as  before  my  recent  sickness.  When  I  left 
home  my  family  were  well.  President  Taylor,  his  coimselors  and  the  members  of  our 
quorum  who  were  home  were  all  as  well  as  usual  when  we  left.  Brothers  Brigham 
Young  and  F.  M.  Lyman  are  in  Arizona,  and  I  have  not  heard  from  them  lately." 


NEWS  FROM  THE  EMIGRANTS. 

President  £.  H.  Nye,  who  went  in  charge  of  the  company  of  emigrants  who 
sailed  from  here  on  the  14th  ult.,  writes  to  us  from  on  board  the  S.S.  Arizona, 
June  22,  1884,  as  follows: 

**  We  have  made  a  splendid  run  from  Queenstown.  The  weather  has  been  most  favor- 
able. There  was  a  heavy  swell  during  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  which  caused  the  ship 
to  pitch  a  little,  and  many  were  sick,  but  all  have  recovered  and  are  now  feeling  welL 
We  expect  to  reach  port  to-morrow  morning.  We  have  held  meetings  in  the  several  com* 
I>artment8  when  the  condition  of  the  weather  would  warrant  it,  each  nationality  by 
itself.  This  has  worked  well.  As  you  could  not  get  the  Elders  together  and  talk  to  us  before 
we  started  (which  I  deeply  regretted),  I  called  a  meeting  of  them  and  gave  such  instruc- 
tions as  I  knew  would  be  according  to  your  feelings,  and  I  am  thankful  to  say  that  thus 
far  things  have  worked  welL  The  ship's  officers  have  treated  us  in  the  best  possible 
manner,  leaving  nothing  whatever  to  be  desired  in  that  respect.  The  purser,  Mr.  Thorp, 
is  just  the  finest  little  gentleman  I  ever  saw  in  that  capacity.  He  has  done  everyihinc^ 
that  could  be  done  for  our  comfort  and  convenience.  And  the  doctor  is  a  genial,  whole- 
souled,  good-hearted  old  fellow.  Every  one  of  the  steerage  passengers  had  to  pass 
examination  to  see  if  they  had  been  vaccinated,  and  those  who  had  not  been,  had  to 
undergo  the  operation  and  get  the  doctor's  certificate.  The  envoy  from  the  court  of 
Spain  to  Washington  is  on  board,  and  sought  an  interview  with  me,  to  learn  something 
about  our  people.  Several  other  saloon  passengers  have  chatted  freely  with  us,  and  one,, 
a  Mr.  Samuel  Dalton,  a  New  York  merchant,  has  attended  some  of  our  meetings.  He^ 
insisted  on  giving  me  ten  shillings  for  the  benefit  of  some  of  the  steerage  passengers  who 
were  sick,  to  procure  something  for  their  comfort.     He  also  asked  for  an  interview,  Uk 
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&CQM  religi<m  with  me,  which  lasted  about  two  hours,  and  at  its  dose  he  admitted  that 
tile  q«e«tion  of  salvation  for  the  dead  was  a  great  revelation  to  him.

ELDEBS  BANISHED  FBOM  BAVABIA. 

Preeident  F.  Schoeofeld  writing  from  Bern,  Switzerland,  July  1, 1884,  says: 

'*  Elders  Smoot  and  Jennings  were  both  expelled  from  Bavaria  in  the  early  part  of 
June.    The  government  acted  in  bad  faith  with  them.    The  understanding  was  that  the 
fiiinte  would  be  allowed  to  hold  meetings,  and  that  the  Utah  £lders  would  be  permitted 
to  attend  the  meetings  and  speak  in  them,  but  not  to  conduct  them.    When  they  had 
MMmbled  the  police  commissioners  appeared  and  forbade  the  Elders  to  be  present,  and 
ft  few  days  afterwards  they  were  expelled  from  the  country.     Elder  Smoot  went  to 
Berlin,  but  as  he  thus  endangered  that  Branch,  on  account  of  the  Bavarian  government 
kaving  traced  him  there,  I  sent  him  to  Eliel,  in  North  Germany,  and  as  yet  I  have  not 
ksard  from  him.    Brother  Jennings  came  to  Bern.      It  happened  at  that  time  that  Elder 
Bieeinger  was  dismissed  from  prison  in  Prague,  and,  by  the  providence  of  our  Heavenly 
Father,  was  not  expelled  from  Austria,  as  nothing  could  be  foimd  against  him.    He  in- 
formed me  of  his  reappearance  in  Vienna,  and  I  thought  best  to  send  Elder  Jennings  to 
labor  under  his  direction  in  that  land.    Brother  Bietjin^rer  is  a  good  man,  but  a  poor  cor- 
respondent, and  I  thought  Brother  Jennings  might  be  some  assistance  to  him.    Elder 
K'aegle  is  laboring  here  in  Switzerland  with  Elder  Hochstrasser,  and  I  will  shortly  send 
Ifeim  to  Bavaria.    He  will  make  a  good  missionary.    As  a  whole  the  Mission  is  in  a  good 
condition,  though  there  is  great  indifference  manifested  in  this  nation  as  to  the  things  of 
God.    Many  will  admit  our  principles  to  be  true,  but  tbey  will  not  receive  them." 


ITEMS  FBOM  THE  NOEWICH    CONFERENCE. 

President  Woo.  Jex,  writing  from  Lowestoft,  July  1,  1884,  says: 
**  In  regard  to  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  these  parts,  I  will  say  that  in  Lowestoft  there 
I  but  little  interest  being  taken  by  the  people  in  the  GospeL  I  have  just  returned  from 
three-weeks'  trip  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  where  we  have  been  holding  out-door  meet- 
in  country  villages  where  but  little,  if  any,  preaching  of  the  Gospel  has  ever  been 
4one.

I  was  then  released  from  the  Manchester  Cc 
ference,  and  appointed  to  labor  in  the  Sheffield  Conference,  under  the  direction  of  Pt« 
dent  F.  B.  WooUey.  I  traveled  in  the  Chesterfield  District  for  one  month,  in  compai 
with  Elder  Hyrum  Dewsnup,  and  subsequently  with  Elder  George  Croft  in  the  Botbi 
ham  District.  The  weather  being  more  pleasant,  we  held  out-door  meetings  all  oTer  i 
District  for  four  months,  commencing  in  May,  1883,  allaying  consideral^e  prejndi 
thereby.

The  wise  and  keen  observer  learns  important  lessons  from  the  sad  and  deal 
purchased  experience  of  the  foolish  and  unwary,  and  is  thus  prepared 
eschew  evil,  resist  temptations,  and  escape  difi&culties,  dangers,  pain  a 
misery  in  their  varied  forms.  Not  only  does  he  avoid  these,  but  lie  is  d 
enabled  to  obtain  many  blessings  through  following  the  exemplary  condt 
of  the  good.    This,  men  and  women  of  the  world  are  able  to  accomplii 
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then  how  infinitely  more  vivid  should  be  the  perceptive  faculties,  and  how 
DQch  stronger  the  moral  character  of  the  Saints,  whose  privilege  it  is,  to  be 
replete  with  the  effulgent  light  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  which  leads  the  taitliful 
into  all  truth;  its  penetrating  rays  making  clear  to  their  conception  things 
of  the  most  mystic  nature.

Some  of  my  young  brethren  and  sisters  have  sufficient 
cause  to  bitterly  weep — not  for  want  of  anything  to  conquer — but  because, 
through  neglect  of  duties,  disregard  to  the  counsels  of  the  holy  Priesthood, 
and  the  warning  whisperings  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  they  have  so  many  evil 
proclivities  and  habits  yet  w7iconquered.  One  of  these,  and  indeed  one 
which  is  invariably  followed  by  the  most  serious  results,  is  the  intermiugling 
of  the  Saints  with  the  world  in  marriage. 

The  tears  of  bitter  sorrow  shed,  the  years  of  pain  and  misery  and  cruelty 

laifered  in  this  life  by  many,  and  especially  the  sisters,  through  marrying 

aliens  to  their  faith,  contrary  to  the  established  laws  of  the  Church,  regard- 

kfisly  trampling  under  their  feet  the  most  solemn  entreaties  of  kind  and 

knring  parents,  the  wise  counsels  of  the  servants  of  God,  and  the  mandates 

of  high  Heaven,  should  be  a  most  solemn  and  effective  warning  to  those  who 

BOW  live  in  "  single  blessedness,"  comparatively  speaking.      But  this  is  not 

all;  for  who  can  tell  of  the  crowns,  the  joy,  the  glory,  the  principalities  and 

dominions  of  a  higher  sphere  they  have  eternally  sacrificed  on  the  altar  of 

polluted  passions?    The  traditions,  false  impressions,  and  the  powerful  forc& 

of  the  prevailing  corrupt  social  habits  of  modern  Christendom,  have  destroyed 

the  sacredness,  diminished  the  significance,  and  limited  the  contract  of  the 

lloly  and  eternal  institution  of  marriage;  in  fact,  its  true,  primitive  and  ex- 

tiling  object  has  been  entirely  lost  in  the  chaos  of  false  theology  which  the 

•tVophet  Isaiah  described  as  the  darkness  that  should  "cover  the  earth,  and 

^roes  darkness  the  people." 

Courtship,  as  conducted  in  many  cases  to-day  among  so-called  "  Christian" 
tkations,  is  an  abomination  in  the  sight  of  God  and  the  angels  and  all  faith- 
ful Saints,  and  made  a  covert  for  debauchery  and  sin;  and  often  ends  in  open 
^iflgraoe,  sorrow,  foeticide,  infanticide  and  suicide.  Marriages  also,  im  too 
^imny  instances,  are  prompted  and  governed  by  lustful  desires,  acquisition  of 
Stealth,  and  exalted  social  positions,  instead  of  by  the  pure,  original  and  sub- 
Ixme  motive  which  actuated  the  ancient  Patriarchs — that  desire  and  deter- 
Hdaation  to  strictly  obey  Gk)d's  first  commandment  to  man,  in  its  true  spin 
«ad  meaning. 

The  temporal  results  of  such  unions  are  often  discord,  contention,  jealouqf 
tad  hatred  in  the  family  circle,  and  a  total  and  wilful  violation  of  the  maiw 
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riage  covenant.  The  world  bos  been  brought  to  this  corrupt  and  lamental 
condition  because  the  people  *'  have  transgressed  the  laws,  changed  1 
ordinance,  and  broken  the  everlasting  covenant."  But  the  Saints  have 
excuse  for  treading  in  the  footprints  of  the  fathers  along  the  dark  and  m 
path  of  false  tradition,  for  they  have  been  made  the  joyful  recipients  of  1 
light  of  divine  revelation  which  ha$  again  burst  forth  in  splendor  upon  1 
earth,  at  the  dawning  of  that  glorious  and  momentous  day  of  the  restitati 
of  ail  things. 

Among  other  things  already  restored,  which  this  light  has  brought  to  th 
conception,  is  the  invaluable  knowledge  of  the  purposes  of  Qod  relative 
the  eternal  union  and  exaltation  of  the  sexes,  as  well  as  the  keys,  powers  a 
authority  pertaining  to  the  sealing  ordinances,  covenants,  and  heavenly  i 
dowments.  With  this  knowledge  in  their  possession,  and  the  warning  vo 
of  the  servants  of  God  contiumally  ringing  in  their  ears,  it  would  almost  ee 
impossible  for  the  young  Saints  to  pollute  themselves  by  forming  allian 
with  those  who  are  aliens  to  the  Church  and  kingdom  of  Qod,  and  tl 
causing  inexpressible  grief  to  the  hearts  of  their  parents,  and  entailing  nf 
tliemselves  and  posterity  sorrow  and  misery  both  in  this  life  and  in  tl 
which  is  to  come.  Nevertheless,  it  is  a  most  lamentable  fact  that  so 
occasionally  are  guilty  of  such  foolish,  unsaintly,  and  soul-destroying  condc 
How  wilfully  blind  to  their  own  temporal  and  eternal  interest  and  salvai 
■such  persons  are,  when  thus  unscrupulously  violating  the  sacred  laws  of  Q* 
They  cannot  produce  the  shadow  of  an  excuse  to  justify  themselves  in  1 
least,  in  even  associating  with  an  alien  with  a  view  to  courtship.  Shoi 
members  of  the  Church  feel  an  attraction  towards  such  i)erson8,  and  o 
geniality  in  their  presence,  it  proves  conclusively  that  they  have,  throv 
neglecting  the  duties  of  their  religion,  or  some  other  cause,  become  destiti 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  descended  to  the  condition  of  the  world.  Our  Savi 
in  speaking  to  the  Saints,  said:  '^If  ye  were  of  the  world,  the  world  woi 
love  his  own:  but  because  ye  are  not  of  the  world,  but  I  have  chosen  you  oat 
the  world,  therefore  the  world  hateth  you.''  This  is  applicable  alike  to 
dividuals  and  to  a  people;  therefore  an  acknowledgment  by  a  young  brotj 
or  sister  that  he  or  she  is  loved  and  admired  by  those  who  repudiate  a 
detest  their  religion,  is  at  once  a  betrayal  and  exposure  of  an  unenvia 
character.  No  such  love  towards  them  can  exist  while  they  are  found  in  1 
path  of  duty. 

The  absence  of  harmony  of  sentiment  and  union  of  purpose,  renders  1 
existence  of  true  love  between  the  sexes  impossible.  Few,  if  any,  of  1 
members  of  the  Church  who  have  indiscreetly  married  non-members,  hi 
had  any  peace  or  happiness  afterwards.  When  they  have  sacrificed  ' 
society  of  the  Saints  and  the  precious  blessings  connected  with  the  Qo&i 
to  purchase  peace  in  the  family  circle,  the  fearful  tortures  of  a  guilty  o 
science,  like  the  "  fire  that  is  never  qnenched"  has  made  their  condition  m 
pitiable  and  miserable.  And  then,  when  they  have  repented  of  their  sins  i 
folly  and  resolved  once  more  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Qos] 
they  have  discovered  to  their  sorrow  that  the  expression  "  the  world  hat 

iou''  has  been  fully  verified  in  the  maltreatment  they  have  suffered,  e^ 
rom  those  who  once  made  glowing  promises  to,  and  feigned  so  great  a  h 
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for  them.  Thus  is  their  "  house  divided  against  itself,"  and  the  penalty 
attached  to  their  transgressions  sure,  for  suffering  awaits  them  whichever  way 
they  turn.  What  affinity  can  possibly  exist  between  light  and  darkness, 
good  and  evil,  the  Church  and  the  world,  the  godly  atid  ungodly  $  None 
whatever.  One  is  antagonistic  to  the  other.  Therefore  the  Saints  who  are 
faithful  enough  to  retain  the  Spirit  cannot  harmoniously  blend  in  marriage 
with  those  vho  possess  the  spirit  of  the  world;  nor  can  we  with  any  degree 
of  consistency  whatever  expect  happiness  as  the  result  of  such  unions.  The 
law  of  the  Lord  to  Israel  was:  "  Neither  shalt  thou  make  marriage  with  them: 
thy  daughter  thou  shalt  not  give  unto  iiis  son;  nor  his  daughter  shalt  thou 
take  unto  thy  son."  And  the  terrible  result  of  violating  this  law  is  expressed 
in  the  following  verse:  "For  they  will  turn  away  thy  sou  from  following  me, 
that  they  may  serve  other  gods:  so  will  the  anger  of  the  Lord  be  kindled 
•gaiDSt  you  and  destroy  thee  suddenly."  (Deut.  vii,  3,  4.)  Solomon  with 
all  his  wisdom  transgressed  this  law,  and  could  not  avoid  the  predicted  con- 
ieqaence,  for  he  allowed  his  heart  to  be  turned  away  from  the  God  of  Israel, 
and  became  subject  to  the  penalty  attached  to  the  violation  of  that  law. 
The  same  cause  will,  and  does,  produce  similar  effects  among  Latter-day 
Inrael. 

Marriage,  as  ordained  of  God,  is  designed  to  be  eternal,  and  the  salvation 
of  man  is  incomplete  without  it.  The  Apostle  Paul  in  referring  to  this  sub- 
ject said :  "Neither  is  the  man  without  the  woman,  neither  the  woman  without 
tiie  man  in  the  Lord." 

The  holy  Temples  are  the  places  appointed  for  the  Saints  to  make  eternal 
coTenants  and  unions  in,  and  have  the  blessings  of  heaven  sealed  upon  their 
heails  by  one  of  the  Lord's  annointed,  having  divine  authority  to  officiate  in 
Bis  name.  All  marriages  and  covenants,  not  made  and  entered  into  by 
diyine  authority,  for  time  and  eternity,  dissolve  at  death,  and  the  Saints 
iboald  avoid,  as  far  as  practicable,  entering  into  anything  short  of  celestial 
matrimony.  Then,  if  they  keep  their  covenants  inviolate,  they  shall  pass  by 
the  angels  of  heaven  to  their  exaltation  and  glory,  to  inherit  crowns,  thrones, 
kingdoms,  principalities,  powers,  dominion  and  eternal  increase,  and  be  enrap- 
tured in  the  joys  of  perfected  conjugal  love  for  ever  and  ever.        W.  D.  W.

Miss  Nellie  White,  the  young  lady  sent  to  the  Penitentiary  for  refusing  to 
•aswer  improper  questions  before  the  grand  jury,  is  being  subjected  to  regu- 
lar prison  diet,  and  her  friends  are  not  allowed  to  furnish  her  with  anythmg 
to  make  her  imprisonment  more  tolerable. 

An  art  exhibition  has  lately  been  held  in  Salt  Lake  City,  made  up  entirely

est  terms  of  praise  by  the  press.    Utah  is  making  rapid  advancement  in  the 
cultivation  of  a  taste  for  and  skill  in  the  fine  arts. 

Hon.  Wm.  Jennings  has  purchiised  the  Wasatch  Woolen  Mills,  which  it 
was  erroneously  stated  some  months  since  had  been  sold  to  Messrs.  Dunn 
and  Cutler.  The  mills  are  to  be  put  in  thorough  repair,  and  then  operated 
under  the  management  of  Brother  James  Dunn,  who  formerly  had  charge  of 
the  Provo  factory. 

Through  the  breaking  of  a  boom  in  tlie  Logan  Canyon  lately,  the  U.  O. 
M.  k  B.  Co.  lost  a  large  quantity  of  saw  logs,  and  considerable  damage  and 
great  inconvenience  were  caused  in  Logan  City  through  the  floating  logg 
forming  a  jam  when  they  reached  that  point,  and  causing  the  water  to  over- 
flow the  roads,  gardens,  fields,  etc. 

The  13th  of  June  was  the  day  set  for  the  execution  of  Fred.  Hopt,  cdioM 
Welcome,  the  notorious  murderer  of  John  F.  Turner.  Application  had  been 
made  to  and  denied  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Territory  and  Acting 
Governor  Thomas  for  a  stay  of  execution  pending  an  appeal  to  the  Supremfi 
Court  of  the  United  States  on  a  writ  of  error,  but  the  day  before  the  execo- 
tion  was  to  take  place  a  number  of  lawyers  went  before  the  Territorial  Su- 
preme Court  and  expressed  their  legal  views  upon  the  subject,  iiTe  in  favoi 
of  a  stay  of  execution  and  three  in  favor  of  the  sentence  passed  being  carried 
out  The  result  was  that  the  Court  recommended  Acting  Governor  Thomai 
to  exercise  his  clemency  in  granting  the  prisoner  a  respite  until  his  appeid 
could  be  again  considered  by  the  highest  Court  of  the  land.  Considerable 
indignation  was  expressed  by  the  friends  of  the  murdered  man  and  othen^ 
that  justice  should  be  thus  retarded,  but  the  law-abidiug  spirit  which  hap 
always  been  a  true  characteristic  of  the  people  of  Utah,  prevailed,  and  thiqf 
submitted  to  the  fresh  delay.  There  is  little  doubt,  however,  that  with  the 
guilt  of  the  prisoner  so  clearly  established  as  it  is  in  this  case,  had  the  same 
judical  trifling  and  blundering  been  exhibited  in  almost  any  other  part  of  the 
Union,  lynch  law  would  have  been  the  result.

SOCIAL      PURITY. 


TELE  Daily  News,  published  in  London,  in  its  issue  of  June  18th,  gives  a 
synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Social  Purity 
Alliance,  held  in  Exeter  Hall,  Mr.  James  Stansfield,  M.P.,  presiding.    In  the 
eonrse  of  the  meeting  the  principle  was  enunciated  that  *'  There  was  one  law 
for  men  and  women  alike,  and  that  the  same  moral  laws  were  providentially 
intended  for  the  guidance  of  both  sexes;  that  there  was  n#  such  thing  as  true 
maoliness  or  true  courage,  dissevered  from  virtuous  conduct  and  the  higher 
life  of  man."    It  seems  strange  that  the  necessity  for  the  establishment  of  a 
society  for  this  purpose  should  exist  to  enunciate  such  principles,  when  so 
many  churches  adorn  this  fair  land,  with  their  spires  reaching  heavenwardf 
and  their  ministers  pointing  to  the  higher  law  and  Ufa    Why  is  thisf    Are 
the  431  individuals  who  were  reported  at  the  meeting  mentioned  as  having 
joined  the  Alliance  during  the  past  year,  the  only  ones  in  the  great  city  of 
London  who  have  declared  themselves  supporters  of  so  glorious  |a  cause!    If 
such  b  the  fact,  and  the  religious  teachers  of  this  great  city  have  concluded 
that  the  fight  is  too  great  for  them  to  maintain,  and  have  abandoned  it  to  the 
comparatively  few  who  composed  the  meeting,  together  with  those  of  whom 
it  is  recorded  tendered  their  regrets  at  being  unable  to  attend,  then  the 
morality  of  this  great  city  is  at  a  very  low  ebb.     If  such  be  the  case,  pitiaUa 
indeed  and  irretrievable  is  the  condition  of  the  thousands  of  the  onoe  fhif 
daughters  of  Gk)d,  who  now  tread  the  paths  of  shame  and  sin,  offering  thcvn- 
•elves  for  hire  on  the  streets  of  this  great  city,  the  wealth,  order,  good  gov- 
ernment and  good  name,  financially,  of  which  are  proverbial  the  wide  world 
cyver,  and  the  boast  and  pride  of  Englishmen.     Are  there  only  431  of  flit 
brothers  of  these  our  sisters  already  fallen,  and  of  those  who,  thongb  now 
innocent,  are  so  terribly  exposed  to  the  wreck  of  their  virtnei  to  be  foond  ill 
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a  city  of  such  vast  numbers'?  Only  431  in  one  year  to  declare  themselves  th< 
supporters  of  social  purity!  Such  thoughts  as  these  figures  will  engender  it 
the  minds  of  parents  with  growing  sons  and  daughters,  one  would  imagini 
would  cause  them  to  improvise  a  way  of  escape  for  their  children  from  th< 
society  in  which  such  evils  prevail. 

The  language  of  the  proposition,  that  the  same  moral  laws  were  pravi 
dentially  intended  fur  the  guidance)iof  both  sexes,  seems  very  mild  indeed 
and  might  imply  that  such  a  fact  was  not  well  known,  or  that  possibly  then 
existed  a  doubt  as  to  its  application  to  both  sexes.  If  so,  we  know  only  toe 
well  which  of  the  sexes  has  hitherto  been  exempt  from  its  application;  and  thii 
assemblage  of  men  and  women  for  the  furtherance  of  social  purity,  thoagt 
deserving  much  credit,  seem  t«  come  forward  in  great  weakness  in  the  midsl 
of  the  social  corruption  which  exists  to-day,  and  raise  the  cry  very  faintlj 
that  the  same  moral  laws  were  ^yrovidejitially  intejided  for  the  guidance  6\ 
both  sexes,  while  the  laws  of  God  are  so  plain  and  forcible  relative  to  social 
purity.  Death  was  once  the  penalty  for  the  adulterer  and  adulteress,  and  he 
that  forced  the  betrothed  damsel  was]a warded  the  same  penalty.  And  is  not  the 
artful  seducer  of  to-day  quite  as  guilty  as  then!  Deut  xxii,  26,  says:  "Poi 
as  when  a  man  riseth  against  his  neighbor  and  slayeth  him,  even  so  is  thii 
matter.''  The  action  of  Phineas,  the  son  of  Eleazer,  as  recorded  in  Numben 
XXV,  8,  speaks  in  loud  tones  in  favor  of  sustaining  social  purity;  but  still 
louder  is  it  proclaimed,  unwittingly  against  himself,  by  David,  King  of  Israel, 
when  in  his  anger  he  pronounced  judgment  upon  himself:  ''As  the  Lord 
liveth,  the  man  that  hath  done  this  thing  shall  surely  die.**  The  voices  of 
hundreds  of  once  happy  parents  in  this  land,  echo  this  sentence  on  the  vile 
wretches  who  have  cruelly  and  cunningly  accomplished  the  ruin  of  their  onoe 
virtuous  daughters.  Social  purity  indeed !  Where  shall  we  go  to  maintain  M 
Should  this  social  impurity  continue,  who  cannot  but  see  the  fearful  reenll 
therefrom  in  a  few  years?  And  if  the  clergy  of  this  nation  have  folded  thei] 
arms  and  are  complacently  regarding  its  rapid  increase,  leaving  the  battle  tc 
the  Social  Purity  Alliance,  who  shall  escape  its  withering  and  blighting  effectsi 
But  such,  we  trust,  will  not  be  the  case;  we  hope  they  will  rally  to  the  assist- 
ance of  the  cause  the  Alliance  represents. 

Now  let  us  take  a  look  at  Utah.  The  Latter-day  Saints  there  are  stmgglinc 
to  maintain  social  purity,  and  the  Qospel  which  is  in  their  possession  is  thi 
only  solution  to  the  great  and  damning  crime  of  prostitution  and  social  im- 
parity. But  they  are  trammelled  in  their  advance  by  the  government,  who^ 
instead  of  combatting  them  in  their  efforts,  should  extend  its  help  to  facili- 
tate their  attempt  In  Utah,  the  preservation  of  virtue  among  men  is  taught 
to  be  the  greatest  effort  of  their  lives;  and  it  is  Utah's  greatest  boast  to-day 
that  her  sons  are  virtuous  and  her  daughters  pure.  And  notwithstanding 
that  Utah  has  been  decried,  she  is  proudly  conspicuous  for  her  social  parity. 
Thouf  h  she  may  follow  the  practice  of  a  plurality  of  wives,  can  any  one  provf 
her  criminal  in  this  respect,  from  either  the  Old  or|  New  Testamentf  No. 
•on  the  contrary,  there  are  many  minds,  of  late,  who  have  given  this  mattM 
thought)  and  have  writtenlsuch  works  as  the  "  Philosophy  of  Marriage,"  an^ 
**  Hagar,"  in  which  it  is  shown  that  Qod  approbated  the  principle  |of  plural 
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marriage,  and  blessed  those  who  practiced  it;  and  having  thoroughly  searched^ 
they  find  not  one  word  in  either  Old  or  New  Testament  condemning  it. 

There  is  no  hesitation  on  the  part  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  in  declaring  the 
«ame  moral  laws  for  the  guidance  of  both  sexes;  and  the  presidency  of  our 
Church  is  responsible  for  the  following  strong  doctrine,  as  spoken  by  one  of 
its  members,  President  George  Q.  Cannon,  and  endorsed  by  the  people:  "I 
^eonsider  every  unmarried  man  of  the  age  of  24  years  a  dangerous  element  to 
Bociety."  Such  expressions  boldly  assert  and  establish  the  responsility  of  the 
male. 

Although  Utah  is  spoken  of  as  corrupt,  to  the  certain  knowledge  of  the 
irriter,  after  a  residence  of  many  years  in  one  of  its  cities,  containing  a  popu- 
latioD  of  5,000  souls,  not  one  prostitute  was  known  to  be  in  that  city;  but 
Bodal  purity  is  maintained  and  inculcated  in  her  schools  and  places  of  divine 
worship.    That  woman  is  honored  and  protected  as  the  weaker  vessel  is  also 
A  fact     Polygamy  is  not  understood  by  the  world.     It  is  looked  upon  as 
loathsome  and  debasing  in  its  nature,  while,  on  the  contrary,  it  tends  to  the 
purification  of  society  in  a  greater  degree  than  any  other  force  that  can  be 
Ixonght  to  bear  against  the  sexual  impurity  that  exists.    To>day  in  Utah  the 
doofs  of  every  vantage  ground  are  open  to  woman  for  the  maintenance  of  her 
parity  in  honorable  wifehood  and  motherhood.     Plural  marriage  gives  both 
sexes  greater  power  to  maintain  social  purity,  and  the  Latter-day  Saints  in 
Utah  to-day  are  free  from  the  necessity  of  providing  homes  for  the  reclaim- 
ing of  fallen  women,  because  they  have  none  there.    The  children  bom  there 
have  their  fathers'  names,  and  are  by  them  maintained  and  educated. 

Woman  in  Utah  is  placed  in  a  position  to  become  honored,  beloved  and 
isspected,  and  to  gain  a  wider  circle  of  family  and  kindred  ties  than  it  is 
possible  for  her  to  enjoy  in  the  monogamic  life.  This  is  exemplified  in  the 
pnmdse  made  to  Sarah  (Gen.  xvii,  16):  "  I  will  bless  her,  and  she  shall  be  a 
.mother  of  nations." 

.  The  Saints  of  God,  while  yet  remaining  here,  should  be  very  careful  to 
maintain  their  social  purity,  and  with  faith,  seconded  by  strong  and  persist- 
ent effort,  seek  to  make  good  their  escape  from  the  social  impurity  that  exists, 
and  which,  from  all  appearances,  is  increasing  daily;  that  their  children  may 
hsre  the  advantages  of  being  reared  among  those  who  are  comparatively  free 
from  the  evils  which  are  fast  dragging  the  nations  of  the  earth  down  to  ruin. 
^The  prudent  man  foreseeththe  evil  and  hideth  himself.''

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Deteret  News  containn  the  following;  extracts  from  a  letter  written  by  Eldti 
Flake  from  Paris,  Lafayette  Co.,  Miss.,  May  27th,  in  which  the  outrage  ii 
described: 

"  There  is  a  great  deal  of  oppoation  and  xnisrepreBentation  here,  and  I  do  not  know 
bat  we  are  almost  losing  ground.  An  incident  happened  to  me  in  Water  Valley  tlu 
other  day.  We  were  expecting  Prerident  Boberts  on  the  train,  so  I  got  a  horse  aai 
went  down  to  meet  him,  but  he  did  not  come  on  the  ISth,  so  I  waited  for  him.  Thi 
people  of  the  town  were  quite  indignant  to  think  a  '  Mormon'  Elder  should  hare  thfl 
audacity  to  come  into  a  city  like  Water  Valley  and  behave  himseU.  I  did  not  tiippn* 
hend  any  danger,  although  I  knew  too  well  of  their  threats,  and  I  felt  it  was  my  dotgr 
to  stay.  On  the  15th  I  was  interviewed  by  a  reporter,  and  as  we  did  not  get  through,  ha 
requested  me  to  call  on  him  after  12  o'clock  at  his  ofiice.  I  did  so,  and  found  a  IVeslqr* 
terian  minister  there,  with  (juite  a  number  of  others,  waiting  my  arrival  ta  have  aona 
fun  at  my  expense.  During  our  discussion,  which  lasted  two  hours,  we  went  ov<er  a 
oreat  deal  of  ground,  and  my  Rev.  friend  got  angry.  I  felt  satisfied  with  our  talk, 
would  have  liked  to  have  continued  it,  but  the  train  came  in  and  I  had  to  leave. 

**  On  the  16th  President  Boberts  did  not  come,  so  I  had  to  come  back,  as  our  m< 
were  fur  the  17th  and  18th.  I  waited  for  the  10  p.  m.  train,  and  then  came  out  in  tte 
night  1  got  my  horse  out  and  was  at  the  depot  at  10,  when  the  train  came  in.  I WM 
standing  as  near  as  I  could  get  my  horse,  looking  in  vain  for  Brother  Boberts,  wImb  a 
man  sneaked  up  behind  and  turned  a  tub  of  tar  right  over  my  head.  I  got  the  tub  off 
in  time  to  see  the  fellow  run  around  the  train,  but  not  in  time  to  keep  its  contents  (abooi 
two  gallons  ef  thin  tar,)  from  running  all  over  me.  I  did  not  say  anything,  but  stood  ia 
the  light  of  the  lamps  trying  to  see  Brether  Boberts,  while  the  crowd  gazed  upon  me  ia 
apparent  delight.  Not  one  spoke  a  kind  word,  although  there  were  many  standiiia 
around.  By  this  time  the  tar  had  got  into  my  eyes,  so  I  could  hardly  see,  and  it  wm 
running  down  my  neck  and  clothes  in  streams. 

**  As  it  was  fifteen  miles  to  where  I  had  a  friend,  and  having  but  very  little  money,  X 
didn't  know  what  to  do.  This,  however,  was  soon  determined  by  the  crowd,  who  nU 
if  I  didn't  go  I  would  get  worse,  that  the  tar  was  only  a  hint.  I  tried  to  talk  to  thm^ 
but  all  to  no  avail,  for  they  were  full  of  anger.  So  I  bid  them  good  night  and  ttartad  ^ 
my  lonely  ride.  Next  morning,  after  getting  lost,  and  spending  one  of  the  most  miMn* 
ble  nights  of  my  life,  I  found  two  of  the  Elders,  who  soon  fixed  me  up  so  I  felt  like  a  Mir 
man.  However,  my  clothes  were  ruined;  but,  as  luck  would  have  it,  I  found  a  lettac 
from  home  in  the  office  for  me  with  $10  inclosed,  so  I  was  able  ta  fix  myself  up  agam." 


PROFESSOR  FOWLERS  VIEWS  |0N  UTAH'S  SOCIAL  SYSTEIL 


(From  ike  Utah  Journal,) 

Profbssob  Fowler,  the  great  apostle  of  phrenology  and  writer  upon  hamaa 
science,  has  lately  been  holding  forth  in  Salt  Lake.

PBor.  FowLKB.— Are  you  a  •*  Mormonr 
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Lady. — Yes,  sir. 

Prof. — What  do  you  think  of  polygamy^ 

Lady. — I  believe  in  it  as  a  principle  of  my  religion. 

Fbof. — It  would  not  be  in  harmony  with  your  feelings  for  your  husband  to 
aany  another  wife,  I  presumet 

Lady. — No,  sir;  it  would  be  a  trial  to  my  feelings;  but  if  he  felt  it  his  duty 
to  marry  another  I  would  not  object. 

Prof. — ^I  see;  you  would  be  governed  in  the  matter  by  your  conscientious 
aad  religious  convictionsi 

Lady. — Yes,  sir. 

Prof.— (Addressing  the  JoumaVs  represeutative.)  I  am  much  interested 
30  learning  how  Mormon  women  feel  about  polygamy.  I  am  entirely  unprej- 
udiced myself.  The  investigation  of  the  subject  is  purely  a  matter  of 
^philosophy  with  me. 

RiPOBTEH. — Professor,  in  your  present  and  former  visits  to  Utah,  how 
kave  you  found  the  children  of  polygamous  mothers  to  compare  with  the 
•Aildren  of  other  communities  in  the  United  States,  with  regard  to  the 
development  of  the  moral  faculties] 

Prof. — I  find  that  their  moral  faculties  are  more  fully  developed. 

Rrporter. — How  do  you  find  them  in  other  rcspectsi 

Prof. — They  generally  have  fine  physical  organizations.  I  noticed  one 
ihing  in  them,  which  seems  to  be  a  marked  trait.  They  seem  more  subdued 
indisposition — they  manifest  less  combative Dess  than  do  other  children.  I 
ttsily  account  for  this  trait,  however,  by  referring  it  to  the  peculiar  frame  of 
ttnd  their  mothers  are  usually  in — one  of  quiet  submission  to  circumstances 
Bitarally  trying  to  the  female  nature. 

Reporter. — How  do  you  find  adult  Mormons  generally  in  respect  to  the 
sioral  faculties? 

Prof. — In  most  Mormons  the  moral  faculties  are  large  and  full. 

Reporter. — What  kind  of  a  cranial  development  tends  to  make  a  person 
bnaticall 

Prof. — Fanaticism  is  a  matter  of  temperament  rather  than  the  develop- 
ment of  phrenological  organs.  A  temperament  that  is  highly  excitable  and 
-enthusiastic — one  that  goes  ofif  at  a  tangent  about  anything — tends  to  make 
the  individual  fanatical.    Such  a  person  is  easily  angered  or  easily  delighted. 

Reporter. — Do  you  meet  with  such  temperaments  frequently  among  the 
Mormons? 

Prof. — No,  I  do  not. 

Reporter. — Referring  again  to  polygamy,  from  your  observations  among 
the  Mormon  people,  and  particularly  among  polygamous  children,  what  kind 
of  a  race  would  you  predict  as  the  result  of  the  system,  say  a  hundred  years 
from  now? 

Prof. — My  opinion  is  that  the  system  cannot  continue  that  long,  as  I  think 
.  jonr  women  will  reject  it  after  a  while. 

The  professor  was  about  to  continue  his  observations  in  reply  to  the  last 
•  question  put  to  him  by  the  reporter,  when  he  was  interrupted  and  the  inter* 
view  abruptly  terminated.    What  he  was  about  to  say  the  reporter  could 
only  guess  at

The  Pratt  family  reunion  took  place  on  Wednesday,  June  11th,  at  Libert 
Park,  Salt  Lake  City.

Brother  Parley.  When  I  first  knew  him  he  had  only  one  wife,  a  very  del 
cate  woman  indeed.  I  remember  that  she  and  Brother  Pratt  came  over  1 
Canada  to  make  us  a  visit  There  had  been  a  prophecy  about  Mrs.  Pral 
having  a  child.  I  believe  Brother  Heber  C.  Elimball  was  the  author,  and  li 
went  so  far  as  to  say  it  would  be  a  son,  and  his  name  *  Parley.'  It  seemed 
most  unlikely  thing  that  this  delicate  lady  could  have  a  child,  she  bein 
about  40  years  old  and  very  feeble.  There  was  considerable  interest  over  tl 
prediction,  and  my  wife  said  to  me,  '  Well,  if  that  woman  has  a  child,  I  wi 
believe  Mormonism,  sure.' 

"  I  went  up  to  Kirtland,  and  while  there  Mrs.  Pratt  was  confined,  and  siii 
enough  this  boy  was  bom,  although  it  cost  the  life  of  his  mother.  She  du 
immediately  after  giving  birth  to  this  promised  son.  (Here  Brother  TayU 
inquired  if  Parley  was  present;  being  told  that  he  was  absent,  the  Presidei 
remarked  that  he.  Parley,  was  that  son.)  I  was  thinking  had  it  not  been  ft 
polygamy,  most  of  you  present  would  not  have  been  here  to-day.  When 
returned  to  Canada,  many  members  of  the  Branch  asked  me  what  about  Mi 
Pratt.  I  told  them  that  she  had  gone  to  another  sphere,  when  their  countei 
ances  fell.  *  How  about  the  promised  babe)'  they  inquired.  *  Oh,'  said 
'  that's  all  right,  he  is  safe.'  When  they  heard  this  their  faces  beamed  wil 
joy,  and  faith  sprang  up  in  their  souls. 

"  Brother  Orson  was  more  fortunate  in  his  case.  His  first  wife  had  a  lar^ 
family.  I  am  pleased  to  be  associated  with  you,  and  to  know  that  you  clin 
to  the  faith  of  your  fathers.  I  have  noticed  that  the  boys  are  true  to  the 
covenants,  and  when  called  to  fill  missions  they  go;  I  think  there  are  seven 
now  performing  labor  of  this  kind,  viz:  Helaman  in  Mexico,  Milson  start! 
yesterday  to  India,  and  Moroni  L.  is  in  England.  These  mothers  have  strive 
to  bring  you  along  in  the  right  way.  God  bless  them.  They,  like  mar 
others,  have  not  had  the  easiest  time  while  their  husbands  were  filiii 
missions  in  the  farthest  parts  of  the  earth. 

"  I  rejoice  that  you  are  following  in  the  footsteps  of  your  fathers.    Ml 
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you  honor  virtue  and  pursue  a  noble  course,  and  increase  in  every  good  that 
will  commend  you  to  the  righteous,  that  the  name  of  Pratt  may  be  perpetua- 
ted in  the  earth.  I  could  ill  spare  the  time  to  come  out  to-day,  as  I  must 
leave  to-morrow,  but  I  wanted  to  see  you  and  become  acquainted  with  the 
ckildrcn  of  my  old  associates.  They  have  left  us  some  time,  but  their  works 
will  follow  them.     God  bless  you  all.    Amen." 

Speeches  and  songs  by  members  of  the  family  were  then  given,  and  a  gen- 
eral good  time  enjoyed.  An  organization  was  effected  by  the  appointing  of 
a  committee,  consisting  of  Parley  P.  Pratt,  Milando  Pratt,  Alma  Pratt, 
Belinda  Musser  and  Larinda  Weihe.  The  committee  were  instructed  to  take 
steps  to  have  a  family  reunion  every  year  from  this  time.  Milando  Pratt  was 
chosen  custodian  of  the  Pratt  family  record,  after  which  the  party  retired  to 
their  homes,  cheered  and  comforted  by  the  association  and  meeting  together.

REMINISCENCE    OF    PIONEER    LIFE.

A  LoA  correspondent  of  the  Deset'ft  News  relates  the  following: 

Last  Sunday  Elder  R  K.  Hanks,  once  a  resident  of  Salt  Lake  City,  now 
grown  gray  in  service,  and  residing  at  Pleasant  Creek,  on  the  borders  of  our 
aaBtem  **  Dixie,"  was  present,  and  was  called  upon  by  Bishop  Blackburn  to  speak 
to  us.  He  cheerfully  responded,  bearing  a  faithful  testimony,  and  referring  in 
an  interesting  manner  to  his  travels  in  the  "  Mormon  Battalion."    When  he 
closed,  the  Bishop  called  Elder  Alien  Taylor  from  the  congregation  to  speak. 
He,  too,  has  grown  gray  in  the  service,  and  as  his  eyesight  is  somewhat  fail- 
ing him,  he  did  not  recognize  Brother  Hanks,  neither  did  the  latter  recognize 
him.     He  said  the  remarks  he  had  just  been  listening  to  had  brought  many 
old-time  scenes  to  his  mind,  and  in  relating  some  pioneer  labors  on  the  plains 
was  interrupted  by  Elder  Hanks,  who  sat  directly  in  front  of  him,  when  the 
following  dialogue  took  place: 
Elder  Hanks. — "  Do  you  remember  me  catching  a  buffalo  for  you." 
Elder  Taylor. — (Looking  at  him  fair  in  the  face)  "What  is  your  namel" 
H. — Hanks. 

Elder  Taylor.—"  Why,  Brother  Hanks,  how  are  yet" 
The  two  advanced  and  indulged  in  a  hearty  hand-shaking. 
Elder  Taylor  then  related  that  one  evening,  us  he  and  his  company  were 
encamped  on  the  plains.  Brother  Hanks  came  into  the  camp  and  said  there 
were  some  buffalo  just  around  or  over  a  little  hill,  and  thought  he  could  get 
one.  He  took  down  his  lasso,  and  started  leisurely  out  to  try.  In  a  little 
while  he  returned,  bringing,  with  lasso  hitched  to  the  horn  of  the  saddle,  a 
fine  yearling  buffalo,  which  was  brought  right  into  camp  to  be  butchered. 
The  meeting  of  the  two  old  friends  thus,  after  a  separation  of  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a  century,  although  a  little  comical,  was  very  affecting.

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OPPOSITION  TO  THE  SAINTS  IN  ARIZONA. 

o 

It  is  pretty  generally  known  that  the  Latter-day  Saints  have  for  a  number  of 
years  past  oeen  extending  their  settlements  into  Arizona.  President  Brigham 
Young,  with  prophetic  eye,  saw  the  importance  of  having  the  Saints  occupj 
that  region  many  years  ago,  and  for  a  number  of  years  before  his  death  was 
exceedingly  anxious  about  it.  An  attempt  was  made  under  his  direction 
about  eleven  years  ago  to  colonize  it,  by  a  company  of  hardy  pioneers, 
selected  lor  the  purpose,  crossing  the  Colorado  river  and  making  their  way  to 
a  considerable  distance  into  the  interior  of  the  country,  but  the  drouth  was  ao 
bad  that,  after  spending  some  time  in  exploring  the  country  and  learning  of 
its  climatic  and  other  features,  and  suffering  somewhat  for  want  of  water, 
they  returned  to  Utah  and  reported  unfavorably  as  to  the  project.  This  did 
not,  however,  satisfy  President  Young;  he  was  sure  there  was  a  country  there 

which  was  susceptible  of  cultivation  and  which  could  in  time  be  made  a  most 
excellent  home  for  the  Saints,  and  others  were  called  as  missionaries  to  go 
and  occupy  that  region,  establish  permanent  homes  for  themselves  and  pre- 
pare for  more  to  follow. 

The  principal  inhabitants  of  Arizona  at  that  time  were  Indians  and 
Mexicans,  with  here  and  there  a  white  man  engaged  in  ranching.  There  were 
a  few  oM  Mexican  towns,  such  as  Tucson,  Prescott  and  Albquerque,  and  there 
some  white  men  were  to  be  found,  engaged  in  mercantile  and  other  branches 
of  business,  but  few  of  them  had  manifested  much  enterprise  in  agricultural 
mntt-rs.  Indeed,  the  country  was  in  rather  a  wild  state,  and  only  very 
sparsely  settled.  But  soon  afterwards  gold  and  silver  mines  were  discovered 
in  that  region,  and  a  vast  influx  of  the  roving,  adventurous,  lawless  class  of 
western  men  was  the  result  The  Saints  who  had  settled  there  had  had  the 
Indians  and  Mexicans  to  cope  with  before,  and  they  were  bad  enough,  but 
this  latter  class  were  worse  still.  Railroads  have  since  been  built  through 
the  country,  extending  from  the  more  thickly  populated  region  in  the  east  to 
the  Pacitic  coast,  and  these  have  tended  to  open  up  the  country  and  invite 
settlers  from  distant  regions,  and  the  result  is  that  the  population  is  rapidly 
increasing. 

The  Saints  there  have  devoted  themselves  exclusively  to  developing  the 
agricultural  resources  of  the  country  and  to  laboring  as  missionaries  among 
the  Indians,  to  civilize  them  and  induce  them  to  accept  the  Qospel  and  liye

in  acoordanco  with  its  precepts.  A  great  many  flouriahing  settlements  have 
been  established  there,  vast  tracts  of  land  have  been  brought  under  cultivation, 
the  desert  redeemed,  the  waste  places  made  glad  and  the  Indians  greatly 
improved  by  the  efforts  of  the  Saints;  and  they  as  a  people  have  increased  in 
numbers  there  until  they  have  become  a  power  in  the  land.  But  all  this  haa 
not  been  accomplished  without  difficulty.  Obstacles  such  as  would  have 
appalled  a  less  resolute  people  have  been  met  and  overcome,  and  by  their 
union  of  effort  and  purpose,  through  their  effective  organization,  and  with 
the  blessing  of  the  Almighty,  they  have  in  a  few  years  accomplished  a  work 
that  is  a  marvel  to  those  who  behold  it. 

It  must  not  be  supposed  though  that  this  has  been  done  without  exciting 
the  envy  and  cupidity  and  consequent  hatred  of  a  great  many  of  their 
neighbors.  Those  who  were  too  indolent  or  lacking  in  enterprise  to  develop 
he  latent  resources  of  the  country  themselves,  are  ready  enough  to  decry  and 
persecute  the  "  Mormons"  for  having  done  so,  and  now  envy  them  their 
possessions  and  would  like  to  drive  them  out  and  despoil  them  of  their 
property.  This  is  especially  the  case  with  the  people  who  inhabit  the  old 
Mexican  town  of  St.  Johns,  the  capital  of  Apache  County — the  county  in 
which  most  of  the  Saints  in  that  region  reside.  The  Saints  bought  an 
extensive  ranch  adjoining  this  town,  and  have  built  a  new  town;  and  the 
citizens  of  the  old  place,  without  any  provocation  whatever  have  persistently 
sought  to  interfere  with  their  o[)erations,  by  "jumping"  the  land  which 
they  had  purchased,  threatening  their  lives,  and  in  other  ways  endeavor- 
ing to  arouse  their  resentment  and  obtain  a  pretext  for  inciting  an  insurrec- 
tion against  them.  A  few  paragraphs  from  a  paper  published  in  St.  Johns 
by  this  anti-"  Mormon"  clique,  and  called  the  Apache  Chiefs  will  give  our 
readers  an  idea  of  their  incendiary  character: 

**  There  are  some  politicianH  in  Apache  Co.  would  like  to  figure  with  the  Mormons. 
Let  them  remember  that  the  Mormons  will  have  nothing  to  sat  as  to  who  will  be  the 
aext  county  oflBcers.     These  parties  do  not  Hve  in  St.  Johns." 

**  *  Desperate  diseases  need  desperate  remedies.'  The  Mormon  disease  is  a  desperate 
one,  and  the  rope  and  shot  gun  is  the  only  cure.  The  government  refuses  to  do  any- 
thing, and  the  *  people*  of  Apache  Co.  must  do  something,  or  the  Mormons  will  soon 
drive  them  out.  Take  the  needed  steps  while  it  is  yet  time.  Don't  let  them  settle  on 
any  more  of  our  lands;  don't  let  them  stop  in  Apache  Co.  Hang  a  few  of  their  polyg- 
amous leaders,  such  as  Jesse  N.  Smith,  Udall,  Komney,  Hunt  and  ochers  of  this  nature, 
and  a  stop  will  be  put  to  it." 

'*  The  time  has  come  when  every  man  should  declare  how  he  stands  on  the  Mormon 
qoastion.  If  he  wants  an  office,  let  him  detine  his  position  thoroughly.  No  half-way 
oowards  need  apply.  Nobody  but  out-spoken,  true-blue  anti-Mormons  will  hold  an  office 
in  .Vpache  Co.  The  good  of  the  country  demands  this,  and  we  expect  every  Grentile  to 
■ee  that  it  is  carried  out.  No  Mormon  should  be  allowed  to  cast  a  vote.  He  has  no 
rifl^ta  and  should  be  allowed  none.  Do^ii  with  them.  Grind  out  their  very  existence 
or  make  them  comply  with  the  laws  of  the  people  and  decency." 

*'  Holbrook  has  had  a  political  meeting.  They  want  the  county  seat.  The  meeting 
WBB  organized  to  force  fair  paay.  The  forcing  business  won't  pan  out  in  Apache  Co. 
We  suppose  they  will  *  go  in  with  the  Mormons'  if  they  don't  succeed  in  running  the 
county  politics.  But  they  must  remember,  and  now  is  as  good  a  time  as  any  to  know  it, 
that  the  Mormons  will  not  vote  at  the  next  election  unless  they  desire  to  vote  for  Gen* 
tiles.  Apache  Co.  people  do  not  intend  to  have  any  Mormon  office-holders.  Holbrook 
is  entitled  to  a  fair  representation  on  the  county  ticket,  and  the  Chief  is  ready  to  stand 
19  and  fight  for  it,  but  they  cannot  force  anything." 
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The  Arizona  Saints  are  not  likely  to  be  frightened  by  the  threats  of  their 
persecutors,  nor  are  they  likely  to  avail  themselves  of  any  but  lawful  methoda 
to  obtain  and  maintain  their  rights.  They  will  suffer  a  great  deal  of  wron^^ 
rather  than  do  wrong.  It  is  true  their  appeals  to  the  courts  for  justice  have 
met  with  no  favorable  response  so  far;  but  tliey  are  not  discouraged.  They 
will  patiently  and  peacefully  contend  for  their  rights,  and  in  the  end  they  are 
sure  to  win. 

Patience  and  quiet  persistence  will  accomplish  wonders,  as  we  may  learn 
from  history.  The  history  of  the  Chinese,  that  patient,  plodding,  persisteot 
people,  affords  a  striking  example  of  this.  A  little  more  than  a  century  ago 
the  Chinese  as  a  nation  were  overrun  and  subjugated  by  their  more  aggressive- 
neighbors,  the  Tartars.  Though  a  Tsirtar  was  made  emperor,  and  he  sought 
to  enforce  Tartar  laws  and  customs  in  the  place  of  those  which  have  endured 
from  time  immemorial  among  the  Chinese,  he  met  with  little  direct  opposi- 
tion, but  the  Chinese  subjects  quietly  and  persistently  pursued  the  even  tenor 
of  their  way,  and,  in  course  of  time,  won  over  their  conquerors  to  their  ways 
of  thinking  and  doing — absorbed  them,  in  fact,  so  that  now  they  are  practically 
all  Chinese,  observing  the  same  old  customs  and  laws  that  formerly  prevailed 
there. 

The  Saints  know  for  a  certainty  that  the  work  they  are  engaged  in  is  bound 
to  prevail,  and  they  can  afford  to  labor  patiently  and  await  the  Lord's  time  to 
give  them  the  victory.  G.  C.  L.

PROSELYTING  IV  SCOTLAND. 

President  Angus  McKay  wiites  to  us  from  Glasgow,  July  4,  1884,  as  fol- 
lows: 

"  The  Elders  laboring  in  this  Conference  are  Rood,  energetic  men,  leaving  nothing 
undone  that  can  be  done  to  get  at  the  people  and  prtach  the  Gospel  to  them.  Since  the 
summer  came  they  have  traveled  in  pairs,  and  gone  out  of  the  old  beaten  track  into 
towns  and  villages  where  the  Gospel  has  not  been  preached  before,  or  for  many  yean  at 
least.  After  entering  a  village  they  distribute  tracts  on  the  streets  and  at  the  doors, 
notifying  the  people  of  a  meeting  they  are  to  hold  at  a  certain  time  and  place.  In  the  • 
Aberdeen  District  the  people  will  not  come  to  hear  them,  and  the  Elders  have  to  speak 
to  a  few  childi^n  or  the  walls.  This  is  discouraging  to  the  brethren  who  were  wiUing  to 
forsake  all  and  come  so  far,  without  any  earthly  remuneration,  to  carry  the  message  ol 
salvation;  however,  they  have  fair  prosjjects  of  admitting  a  few  into  the  fold  shortly. 
The  Fife  District  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  Scotland.  The  inhabitants  have  been  preached 
to  until  they  are  hardened.  The  harvest  is  gathered  there,  and  the  gleaning  also,  seem- 
ingly. The  Elders  there  have  labored  hard  this  summer  to  awaken  an  interest  among  the 
people,  but  their  labors  are  not  appreciated.     *  Mormonism*  is  excitini;  the  populAoe  in.

Edinburgh  and  vicinity.  The  Elders  there  are  having  audiences  of  four  and  five  hundred 
eager  and  attentive  listeners,  who  gather  on  the  street  appointed  previous  to  the  time» 
watching  earnestly  for  the  Eldtrs  to  come,  who  have  all  the  opportunity  they  desire  ta 
preach  the  Gospel.  This  is  rather  uncommon,  and  I  hope  it  will  continue.  They  are 
also  leading  some  into  the  water.  In  Glasgow,  Partick,  Govan  and  Psusley,  the  local 
Elders  and  brethren  and  sisters  are  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  preach  on  the  streets  and 
warn  the  people,  and  are  meeting  with  a  great  deal  of  opposition  in  some  parts  of  Glas- 
gow, and  in  Partick,  where  we  had  to  abandon  certain  localities  on  account  of  the  bitter- 
ness exhibited  by  parties  who  organized  themselves  to  oppose,  malign  and  abuse  us^ 
especially  the  sisters,  following  them  on  the  street  and  calling  them  opprobrious  names^ 
bnt  the  open  air  preaching  still  goes  on,  and  we  are  baptizing  some  occasionally. 

Elders  Hunter  and  Crane  made  a  tour  in  Ayrshire,  preaching  in  a  number  of  villageff 
where  the  Grospel  has  not  been  preached  for  thirty  years.  They  had  large  audiences, 
good  attention,  and  an  enjoyable  time,  and  trust  they  have  done  good.  They  intended 
making  another  tour  through  Lanarkshire,  but,  I  am  sorry  to  say.  Brother  Crane  took 
lick,  which  hindered  them  from  carrying  out  their  intention  at  present.  Brother  Crane 
is  zealous  and  earnest,  and  unmindful  of  his  body  to  perform  his  duty;  his  over-exertion 
in  preaching  in  the  open-air,  along  with  a  cold,  affected  his  lungs  a  little,  giving  him  a 
bad  cough,  but  he  is  better  than  he  was.  In  Dundee  the  Elders  are  laboring  as  in  the 
other  Districts,  having  large  audiences  with  some  little  interruption .  A  few  are  investi* 
gating." 


ELDER  G0DDARD*8  MOVEMENTS. 

Elder  Geo.  Qoddard  writes  to  us  from  Leicester,  July  4,  1884,  as  follows: 

"  Since  writing  you  on  the  7th  of  June,  I  received  a  letter  from  my  brother  in  Lincoln, 
positively  refusing  a  visit  from  me,  as  he  rejoiced  that  the  junior  branches  of  his  family 
were  in  happy  ignorance  of  the  so-called  religious  views  of  one  who  left  England  at  his 
cost,  33  years  ago,  and  he  had  no  desire  that  they  should  have  an  opportunity  of  enquir- 
ing into  the  cause  of  the  estrangement. 

"  I  had  another  letter  from  a  neice  at  Taunton,  stating  that  she  and  her  mother  were 
dteply  grieved  that  her  father  (another  brother  of  mine)  would  not  i>ermit  them  to  invite 
me  on  a  visit.  My  oldest  brother  at  Kyde,  Isle  of  Wight,  sent  me  a  pressing  invitation 
to  visit  him,  and  on  the  10th  of  June  I  left  Leicester  and  arrived  there  on  Thursday 
evening.  He  was  glad  to  see  me  and  gave  me  a  hearty  welcome,  but  seeing  no  chance  to 
bear  my  testimony  to  him  or  talk  on  the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  I  only  stayed  two  days, 
being  anxious  to  reach  London  for  Sunday.  I  left  Hyde  on  Saturday  and  arrived  at 
19  Sutherland  Street  about  8  p.m.  Just  before  reaching  there.  President  Lund  met  me 
in  the  street,  and  said:  *  Brother  Goddard,  Pm  glad  to  see  you!"  He  was  a  stranger  to 
me,  but  he  knew  me,  and  to  be  approached  as  a  brother  in  the  great  metropolis  was 
something  particularly  soothing  to  my  feelings.  Next  day  (Sunday)  I  attended  three 
meetings,  two  in-doors  and  one  outside,  walked  about  seven  miles  and  reached  19  Suther- 
land Street  at  one  o'clock  Monday  morning,  omnibuses  having  ceased  to  run  before  we 
were  ready  to  go,  so  that  we  had  to  walk  four  miles  after  half-past  eleven.  Rather 
rough  on  me  for  a  start  During  the  week  and  on  last  Sunday  I  met  with  the  Saints  at 
two  of  the  other  Branches,  this  gave  me  the  privilege  of  visiting  the  three  London 
Branches  of  Saints  and  attending  several  out-door  meetings,  in  which  I  took  great 
pleasure.  I  left  London  July  2nd,  for  Leicester,  arriving  at  5-30,  and  last  evening  met 
with  and  spoke  to  the  Saints  here." 

ELDER  GADD's    FIRST    EFFORTS. 

Elder  Isaac  C.  Gadd,  writing  to  us  from  New  Wimpole,  Cambridgeshire 
June  26,  1884,  says: 

'*  Brother  Wagstaff  left  here  on  the  11th  of  June  and  arrived  at  Southery  on  the  14tby 
iHiere  we  held  meeting  in  the  afternoon  of  the  next  day  and  an  out-door  meeting  in  the 
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eTening.  This  was  my  first  experience  as  a  missionary.  We  bad  about  100  pexaons 
present.  Brother  WaKstaff  left  me  the  following  Friday  to  visit  his  relatives  in  Bedford- 
shire, and  on  Saturday  I  went  to  Little  Port,  a  distance  of  six  miles,  tracted  that  place 
and  then  returned.  On  Sunday  I  held  two  meetings  and  had  to  do  all  the  speaking. 
On  Tuesday  I  left  for  Cambridge,  stayed  all  night  at  Little  Port  and  called  a  meeting, 
but  it  being  late  when  I  got  there  I  did  not  have  many  to  hear  me— perhi^s  50  or  6QL 
However,  I  had  a  chance  of  introducing  the  Gospel  in  the  place,  where  the  Elders  hare 
not  been  for  a  great  many  years,  if  ever  before.  The  people  did  not  seem  to  know  any- 
thing about  our  religion.  They  treated  me  very  kindly,  asked  me  to  call  again  and  said 
if  I  would  come  on  Sunday  they  were  sure  a  great  many  more  would  turn  out  to  hear 
me.  It  seemed  to  me  rather  a  bold  step  to  take,  to  call  the  meeting  when  all  alone,  and 
I  came  near  backing  out,  as  I  have  not  done  much  public  speaking,  but  I  thank  God  that 
I  overcame  the  man-fearing  spirit,  and  that  He  assisted  me  as  He  has  promised  to  60, 
"Well,  I  learned  by  making  inquiries,  of  one  or  two  more  places  where  the  Grospel  has 
not  been  preached  for  years,  if  ever,  so  I  left  a  few  tracts  and  told  the  people  there 
would  be  somebody  around  preaching  the  doctrines  they  treated  upon  before  long.  U 
no  one  else  goes  I  will  go  myself,  the  Lord  being  willing.  There  is  a  little  chance  close 
by  where  I  am  stopping,  and  I  think  I  will  hold  a  meeting  or  two  before  leaving.  I  am 
thankful  that  I  have  been  counted  worthy  to  fill  a  mission,  though  I  feel  my  inability  to 
represent  such  a  cause  worthily." 


MINUTES    OF   A   CONFERENCE 

HELD  AT  hunter's  VALE  CHAPEL,  FARM  STREET,  BIRMINGHAM,  JUNE  29,  1884

Elders  present  from  Utah:  Apostle  John  H.  Smith;  Thos.  Waddoups,  Presi- 
dent of,  and  Thos.  Aubrey,  W.  B.  Bennett,  Henry  Yates,  William  Corbridge, 
John  Griffin,  Rollin  R.  Tanner,  Frank  Tolton,  Reuben  Carter,  J.  A.  Druce, 
Traveling  Elders  in,  the  Birmingham  Conference. 

On  assembling  at  10-30  a.m.,  after  the  usual  opening  exercises,  thedififerent 
Districts  composing  the  Conference  were  represented  by  the  Traveling  Elders. 
The  reports  of  these  brethren  went  to  show  that  the  Saints  generally  were 
alive  to  their  religious  duties,  and  laboring  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 
work  of  God.  There  were  s-ome  few  who  had  become  lax  and  indifferent,  but 
heae  were  being  labored  with,  to  cause  them  to  reform  and  fulfill  their  duties 
as  Latter-day  Saints.  There  had  been  some  few  added  to  the  Church  since 
last  Conference,  and  others  were  investigating  the  principles;  but,  as  a  rule, 
the  world  were  reluctant  to  accept  the  testimonies  of  the  Elders,  or  to  in- 
vestigate the  doctrines  of  the  Church. 

The  afternoon  meeting  commenced  at  2-30  p.m.,  Elder  T.  Aubrey  being  the 
first  speaker.  Said  he  esteemed  it  an  honor  to  be  associated  with  the  work 
of  God,  and  if  ever  there  was  a  time  when  the  Elders  needed  the  aid  of  the 
Spirit  to  enable  them  to  represent  the  principles  that  had  been  revealed  from 
heaven,  it  was  now.  The  Saints  should  not  feel  discouraged  because  they 
were  few  in  number,  for  in  every  period  when  God  had  had  a  people  upon 
the  earth,  they  had  always;been  in  the  minority.  Our  success  in  converting 
the  people  to  the  truth  of  the  Gospel  was  less  than  formerly,  yet  he  believed 
there  were  many  honest  people  left  in  Great  Britain,  who  would  yet  receive 
the  truth.  He  desired  that  such  might  have  the  privilege  of  obeying  it,  that 
they  might  be  able  to  escape  the  judgments  of  God  which  were  looming  in 
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the  futare,  and  would  be  poured  out  upon  this  and  other  nations  in  fulfill- 
ment of  the  predictions  of  God's  servants. 

Elder  Druce  said  the  restoration  of  the  ancient  Gospel  was  in  fulfillment 
of  the  Scriptures,  and  w:is  a  certain  sign  of  the  second  coming  of  Cbrist,  for 
He  had  declared  that  it  should  be  preached  in  all  the  world  for  a  witness  be- 
fore the  end  would  come.  The  world  could  not  understand  this  matter,  in- 
asmuch as  they  were  in  the  condition  depicted  by  the  Prophet  Isaiah :  they 
liad  transgressed  the  laws,  changed  the  ordinance,  and  broken  the  everlasting 
covenant.  Referring  to  the  doctrine  taught  by  many  religionists,  that  mere 
belief  in  Christ  was  all  that  was  necessary  to  obtain  salvation,  said  it  was  an  in- 
correct conclusion,  and  showed  from  the  Scripture  that  future  reward  waa 
dependent  upon  compliance  with  certain  laws  and  ordinances  in  this  life. 

Elder  Carter  bore  testimony  to  the  divinity  of  the  work  in  which  the 
Saints  were  engaged,  and  of  its  efficacy  to  bless,  mankind.  Though  but  few 
were  willing  to  accept  the  doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  this  was  not  strangei 
seeing  that  the  Savior  had  said,  '*  Strait  is  the  gate  and  narrow  is  the  way 
that  leadeth  to  life  everlasting,  and  few  there  be  that  find  it.'' 

President  Waddoups  read  the  statistical  and  financial  reports  for  the  half 
year  ending  May  31,  1884,  showing  that  there  were  in  the  Conference  10' 
Seventies,  49  Elders,  14  Priests,  17  Teachers,  11  Deacons,  343  members;  31 
l>aptized,  5  rebaptized,  17  emigrated,  2  received,  2  removed,  3  excommuni- 
catedf  2  dead.  The  authorities  of  the  Church  and  general  local  Priesthood  of 
the  Mission  and  Conference  were  then  presented  and  unanimously  sustained. 

The  evening  meeting  commenced  at  6-30.  President  Waddoups  addressed 
th«  Conference,  and  dwelt  upon  the  first  principles,  confirming  his  statements- 
"by  Scripture  quotations.  He  realized  that  the  testimonies  of  the  Elders,  if 
delivered  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  would  be  recorded  in  the  archives  of  heaven, 
and  would  be  binding  upon  all  who  heard  them.  No  man  had  authority  to 
officiate  in  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel,  except  he  was  called  of  God  as  was 
Aaron.  Christ  was  the  door  into  the  sheepfold,  and  all  those  who  endeavored 
to  enter  in  by  any  other  way  would  be  regarded  as  thieves  and  robbers.  Grod 
had  again  organized  His  Church  on  the  earth,  governed  by  men  who  were  in- 
spired, and  who  were  thus  enabled  to  point  out  the  way  of  salvation  to  the 
people;  and  all  who  would  accept  their  testimony  and  the  doctrines  they 
taught,  would  receive  an  assurance  of  their  divinity.  This  knowledge  would 
be  revealed  to  them  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  made  known  the  things  of 
God.  In  conclusion,  he  bore  strong  testimony  to  the  divine  mission  of  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  and  to  the  potency  of  the  doctrines  taught  by  the 
Latter-day  Saints. 

President  Smith,  quoting  from  the  last  chapter  of  Malachi,  gave  a  forcible 
and  instructive  address  on  the  principle  of  baptism  for  the  dead,  the  pre- 
existence  of  spirits  and  the  personality  of  God.  Said  the  point  that  con- 
cerned all  was,  Is  there  a  hereafter?  Everything  in  nature  went  to  prove 
that  there  was.  There  was  a  substance  in  man  that  would  live  forever;  it 
was  a  spark  of  the  eternal  flame  encased  in  mortal  tabernacle,  where  it  would 
remain  until  God  thought  fit  to  remove  it  to  another  sphere.  It  seemed  to 
him  impoesible  that  man,  possessed  with  reason,  could  doubt  the  existence  of 
a  Supreme  Being  and  a  supreme  power  that  controled  all  things,  inasmxtdl 
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as  He  had  from  timo  to  time  revealed  himself  to  His  children,  and  had 
designed  that  the  fact  of  His  existence  should  not  be  lost  sight  of,  that  they 
might  know  something  concerning  His  character  and  attributes.  This  fact 
was  verified  at  the  baptism  of  the  Savior;  the  voice  of  God  was  heard  from 
heaven  approving  the  baptism  of  His  Son,  thus  showing  clearly  and  truth- 
fully that  the  Father  and  Son  were  two  distinct  personages.  The  plan  of 
salvation  was  not  a  narrow,  contracted  scheme,  but  perfect  in  all  its  parts, 
and  all  mankind,  whether  living  or  dead,  would  be  judged  by  its  laws.  It 
had  emanated  from  God,  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith,  who  was  chosen  to  be  the  head  of  this  dispensation,  preparatory  to 
the  ushering  in  of  Christ's  reign  on  earth,  and  upon  him  was  bestowed  every 
right,  gift  and  blessing,  and  all  the  authority  that  had  ever  been  upon  the 
earth.  Referring  to  the  atonement,  said  that  Christ  had  done  a  vicarious 
work  for  all  mankind,  and  all  would  be  redeemed  from  the  grave  uncondition- 
ally. Christ  had  also  atoned  for  the  sins  of  the  world  on  condition  that  they 
accept  and  obey  the  laws  of  His  Gospel.  Little  children  who  died  before 
they  had  arrived  at  the  age  of  accountability  would  be  saved,  and  no  minister 
on  earth  could  consign  them  to  punishment.  Every  person  after  the  resur- 
rection would  be  judged  according  to  the  deeds  done  in  the  body. 

Meeting  closed  with  the  singing  of  an  anthem  by  the  choir,  and  benediction 
•by  President  Smith. 

Owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  the  attendance  at  the  forenoon 
meeting  was  sparse,  but  the  afternoon  and  evening  meetings  were  largely 
attended,  both  by  Saints  and  strangers;  the  best  attention  was  paid  to  the 
remarks  of  the  speakers,  and  a  good  spirit  prevailed.  The  choir  also  rendered 
good  service  by  their  excellent  singing,  ably  aided  by  Mr.  W.  Phillips  with 
bis  harmonium,  under  the  direction  of  Elder  Thos.  Ash.

C Summarized  from  Territorial  Papers,) 

The  body  of  John  Milligan,  the  fireman,  who  fell  from  the  train  while  it 
was  crossing  a  river  between  Mendon  and  Logan,  and  was  drowned,  has  been 
found  in  the  river. 

The  Jordan  river  was  reported  to  be  higher  on  the  20th  of  June  than  at 
any  time  during  the  season.  No  serious  damage  had  up  to  that  date  been 
caused  by  overflow. 

Martin  H.  Peck,  one  of  the  veterans  of  Utah,  a  man  who  was  much 
respected  by  all  who  knew  him,  died  at  his  home  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  the 
17th,  from  cancer  in  the  face. 

The  grist  mill  at  St  Charles  was  burned  on  the  night  of  June  12th.  The 
fire  is  supposed  to  be  of  incendiary  origin,  but  the  perpetrator  of  the  deed 
bad  not  at  last  accounts  been  discovered. 

The  body  of  a  young  man,  who  must  have  come  to  his  death  during  the 
winter  or  early  spring  through  freezing,  has  been  found  on  the  range  near 
Fish  Lake,  Piute  Co.  He  is  not  known,  and  is  supposed  to  have  been  a 
.  Irapper. 
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It  is  said  that  the  prospects  for  crops  were  nover  better  than  at  present  in 
Bear  Lake  Valley,  and  the  same  is  probably  true  of  most  of  the  valleys  of 
Utah,  though  the  land  which  has  been  flooded  by  the  late  high  waters  is  an 
exception  to  this  rule. 

The  Kanab  Stake  presidency  has  been  re-organized,  owing  to  the  business 
of  Elder  L.  John  Nuttall,  the  late  President,  requiring  him  to  reside  in  Salt 
Lake  City.  Edwin  D.  Woolley  has  been  chosen  for  President,  and  he  selected 
Bishops  VV.  D.  Johnson,  juh.,  and  Thomas  Chamberlain  for  his  Counselors. 

Two  new  Wards  have  been  organized  in  Logan,  making  "seven  in  all.  A.  L. 
Skanchy  has  been  chosen  for  Bishop  of  the  6th  Ward,  with  J.  E.  Fogg  and  H. 
A.  Hansen  as  his  Counselors.  Isaac  Smith  has  been  made  Bishop  of  the 
7th  Ward,  with  N.  P.  Lindelof  and  Epiiraim  Mikklesen  as  his  Counselors. 

The  citizens  of  Kanab  who  were  almost  discouraged  awhile  ago  by  the 
washing  away  of  considerable  of  their  land  and  the  cutting  out  of  the  bed  of 
the  creek  to  such  a  depth,  that  it  seemed  impossible  to  ever  bring  the  stream 
out  on  their  land  again,  are  now  more  hopeful,  as  the  frequent  showers  have 
kept  their  crops  growing  this  year  without  irrigation,  and  now  they  have 
completed  a  new  canal  to  supply  them  with  water. 

The  citizens  of  Deseret,  at  last  account,  were  in  danger  of  having  the  dam 
in  the  Sevier  river,  which  furnishes  them  water  for  irrigating,  washed  out. 
[Everything  possible  was  being  done  to  prevent  such  a  catastrophe.  The 
result  would  be  exceedingly  serious,  for  aside  from  the  expense  of  building 
another  dam,  the  present  year's  grain  crop,  which  has  been  estimated  at 
20,000  bushels,  and  the  500  acres  of  lucern  being  raised  there  would  likely 
fail  almost  entirely  as  a  result.

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THE  REAL  POINTS  AT  ISSUE  IN   THE  MORMON  QUESTION. 

(From  the  Boston  Index,  J 

IT  was  meanf;  that  the  article  about  the  Mormons  in  The  Index  of  May  1, 
should  be  so  well  worded  and  well  aimed,  that  no  one  could  fail  to  un- 
derstand that  its  object  was  not  to  defend  polygamy  or  the  Mormon  religion 
as  such,  but  only  to  present  the  facts  with  regard  to  the  virtues  and  worth  of 
the  Mormon  people  as  citizens,  and  to  show  by  them  that  no  such  eyils  are 
rising  from  their  institutions  and  beliefs  as  to  call  for  the  interference  of  the 
federal  government.  But,  as  it  seems  te  have  missed  of  its  design  in  the 
mind  even  of  so  fair  an  observer  as  my  friend,  Mr.  Potter,  let  me  take  another 
shot,  aiming  to  show  more  clearly  what  the  points  at  issue  really  are,  and  to 
correct  the  mistakes  about  them  into  which  he  has  manifestly  fallea 

1.  Instead  of  its  being  assumed  by  the  article,  as  Mr.  Potter  thinks,  that 
ail  the  good  things  testified  to  about  Mormonism  are  the  result  of  polygamy, 
its  very  title,  "Qentile  Testimony,"  not  to  polygamic^  but,  "to  Mormon 
Worth,"  shows  it  is  Mormonism  as  a  whole,  and  not  one  of  its  parts,  of  which 
tii^y  are  said.  The  expressions  used  in  it, — "  What  community  can  present 
stronger  testimony  to  its  virtues,**  not  what  institution,  "  Polygamy  guarded 
and  penetrated  by  the  Mormon  religion^ — and  not  polygamy  alone — "  produces 
18  much  happiness  for  its  citizens  as  monogamy  does'* — not  produces  the 
whole  of  it, — all  point  in  the  same  direction.  And,  in  those  places  where 
polygamy  and  monogamy  are  spoken  of  by  themselves  as  doing  certain  thingSi 
it  18  80  manifestly  to  avoid  repeating  the  words  "  Mormon"  and  "  QentilOi'' 
and  80  in  accordance  with  a  well-known  figure  of  speech,  putting  the  part  of 
a  thing  for  the  whole,  that  it  seems  hardly  possible  for  it  to  be  misunderstood. 
Polygamy  is  indeed  only  a  single  feature  of  Mormonism.  The  real  power  of 
the  system  is  not  all  in  that,  but  in  its  religious  ideas, — these  which  prodqcs 
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its  virtues,  these  which  uphold  and  uplift  its  polygamy,  these,  if  anything^ 
which  make  it  dangerous.  And  it  is  this  fact— the  fact  that  it  is  all  throned 
a  religion — which  ought  to,  and  which  by  our  Constitution  does,  place  it 
beyond  the  interference  of  legislation,  and  which  makes  the  argument  ail  the 
stronger  that  it  must  be  dealt  with,  if  at  all,  by  simply  religious  methods. 

II.  Mr.  Potter  says  that,  "  to  secure  a  valid,  logical  eomparison"  for  the 
argument  in  behalf  of  Mormon  ism  derived  from  it«  moral  superiority,  its 
other  term  should  be  "a  religious  community  of  similar  faith  and  ecdeaias- 
ttcal  government  to  that  of  Mormonism,  but  different  from  it  in  maiataining 
monogamy  instead  of  polygamy."  This,  however,  is  necessary  only  on  ikm 
supposition  that  the  comparison  is  between  polygamy  and  monogamj,  to 
see  which  is  best.  As  it  is  not  between  them,  but  between  Mormonism  as  a 
whole  and  the  Gentile  party  as  a  whole  to  see  which  of  them,  if  either,  most 
needs  interference  with,  the  state  of  things  that  we  do  have  in  the  problem, — 
each  of  the  two  parties  side  by  side  with  each  other  in  the  same  community 
and  under  the  same  territorial  laws, — is  all  that  is  necessary  for  the  work. 
Comparing  them  thus,  the  statistics  show  that  the  Gentile  population  of  SaH 
Lake  City  furnishes  fourteen  times  as  many  arrests  for  crime  in  pTOportkm  to 
its  numbers  as  the  Mormon  population,  and,  in  the  Territoiy  as  a  whole, 
forty -eight  times  as  many  criminals  for  the  penitentiary  as  in  a  like  ratio  the 
Mormons;  while  the  testimony  of  scores  of  accurate  observers  is  in  the  same 
direction.  And  this,  I  contend,  is  a  perfectly  valid  and  logical  comparison  to 
help  prove  what  is  my  carefully  stated  object, — not  that  polygamy  in  itself  is 
beftter  than  monogamy,  but  that  "polygamy  in  Utah  and  in  connection  with 
the  Mormon  religion  is  producing  no  such  evib  as  to  call  for  the  interference 
of  the  general  government." 

HL  Mr.  Potter  ascribes  the  virtues  claimed  for  the  Mormons  to  the  faot 
that  **  the  Mormon  population  for  the  most  part  is  a  picked  community  of 
simple  people  bound  together  and  to  certain  rules  and  conduct  by  a  fervent 
tdigious  faith,  and  guided  by  a  very  astute  leadership."  Very  good.  But 
liow  does  this  harmonize  with  the  assertion  so  often  heard,  that  they  are 
made  up  of  the  lowest,  vilest,  and  most  ignorant  classes  of  Europe,  deladed 
here  by  crafty  leaders,  and  that  on  this  account  they  ought  to  be  suppressedt 
And,  if  a  picked  community  in  a  Territory  redeemed  and  built  up  out  of  the 
wilderness  by  their  own  hard  toil  see  fit  to  adopt  a  special  religion  and 
institution,  and  by  their  help  bring  forth  a  better  civil  condition  than  their 
neighbors  without  them,  what  sort  of  logic  is  it  that  the  unpicked  com- 
munities in  the  rest  of  the  country  should  sit  in  judgment  on  their  condoo^ 
and  suppress  them  because  of  their  immoralityl  In  admitting  that  they  are 
.a  ''picked  community,"  is  not  the  whole  case  against  them  given  upt  Who 
;8hall  say  what  the  institutions  of  a  picked  community  shall  be,  more  properly 
::than  its  own  men  and  womeni 

^  rV.  Mr.  Potter  asks.  If  "  this  vast  difference  in  criminality  between  them 
^and  others  be  owing  wholly  and  solely  to  the  difference  of  marriage  institutionSi 
^Knd  if  marriage  is  simply  a  social  institution,  why  not  heroically  smother  the 
filling  that  monogamy  'best  meets  the  heart's  need'  at  the  East^  and  move  at 
•tbiiii  for  the  conversion  of  citizens  in  Connecticut  to  polygan^y  as  the  snraat 
^jSHfUAlk^t  emptying  its  prisonsr    Now,  if  my  friend  will  look  at  what  was

Mdty  nid,  he  will  see  at  once  how  little  ground  there  is  for  sach  a  question. 
Tkb  words  are:  **  What  does  this  difference  showY  Nai,  indeed,  that  polyo^ 
Mmy  in  iUd/and  for  the  country  cU  large  is  better  than  monogamy;  for,  in 
faelf  and  elsewhere,  it  is  not  regarded  as  a  religious  principle — a  view  which 
makes  all  the  difference  in  the  world — but  only  that  for  Utah  and  in  con- 
flection  with  the  Mormon  religion  it  is  producing  no  such  evils  as  to  call  for 
Ihe  interference  of  the  general  government."  The  whole  thing  is  made  to 
tam  on  its  connection  with  the  Mormon  religion,  on  its  being  "  penetrated 
md  guarded"  by  it,  and  on  the  state  of  things  in  Utah.  And,  because  a 
(erson  does  not  believe  it  should  be  interfered  with  in  this  form  and  under 
diese  circumstances,  is  it  a  very  brilliant  piece  of  logic  to  argue  that  therefore 
he  ought  to  advocate  its  adoption  in  another  form  and  under  entirely  differ- 
ent circumstancesi  If  I  should  say  that,  in  Florida  and  in  connection  with 
the  Florida  climate,  oranges  are  the  best  crop  a  farmer  can  raise,  and  that 
their  culture  there  ought  not  to  be  interfered  with  by  the  government  at 
Washing^n,  what  would  be  thought  of  a  person's  mental  condition  who 
dbould  tarn  round  and  a^k.  Why,  then,  do  you  not  smother  your  liking  for 
wpplea  and  wheat,  and  advise  all  Connecticut  farmers  to  go  to  raising  oranges 
MB  the  best  way  of  getting  out  of  debt?  Yet  what  is  the  argument  about 
advocating  polygamy  everywhere,  because  it  is  to  be  tolerated  in  Utah,  but 
4  principle  of  precisely  the  same  calibrel 

V.  Mr.  Potter,  like  many  others,  compares  polygamy  with  slavery,  and 
thinks  that,  as  the  one  has  been  abolished  by  United  States  law  as  morally 
wrong,  the  other  on  the  same  grounds  ought  to  be  also.  But  slavery  was 
nougnised  as  morally  wrong,  because  its  subjects  had  no  voice  in  its  estab- 
hshment,  and  were  held  in  it  against  their  own  wills;  because  it  deprived 
them  of  all  their  great  natural  rights  as  to  education,  property,  self-control^ 
tad  the  parsuit  of  happiness,  and  because  it  brought  forth  evil  fruits  to  society 
it  large — ^though  even  then  the  nation  did  not  feel  it  had  any  right  to  legis- 
late it  away  till  its  friends  had  risen  in  rebellion  against  the  national 
aakhority.  Suppose  now  that  slavery  had  been  guilty  of  none  of  these  acts, 
lappoee  it  had  been  established  by  the  negroes  themselves,  that  they  wished 
its  continuance,  that  each  one  was  free  to  leave  it  when  he  would,  that  it 
piovided  schools  and  ballot  boxes  for  them  equally  with  the  whites,  that  it 
five  them  the  fullest  rights  of  property,  and  that  it  produced  for  the  South 
more  prosperity,  wealth,  intelligence  and  virtue  than  anti-slavery  did  at  the 
Korth,  and  forty-eight  per  cent  less  crime  among  its  advocates  than  freedom 
tid  among  its  opponents,  who  would  have  held  that  the  general  government 
4Kight  to  spend,  as  it  did,  millions  of  money  and  five  hundred  thousand  lives 
h  patting  it  down)  But  all  these  liberties,  rights  and  privileges  Mormon 
polygamy  does  allow  to  its  subjects;  all  these  good  fruits  it  does  show  in  con- 
eectioQ  with  its  religion.  There  is  not  a  single  point  of  resemblance  between 
the  two  things.  And  yet,  because  somebody  has  called  them  ^  the  twin  relics 
iDf  barbarism,*'  it  is  argued  that  they  are  equally  wrong,  and  that  what  was 
4one  to  the  one  it  is  right  to  do  to  the  other!  Was  there  ever  a  more  glaring 
inatanee  of  how  sensible  people  can  have  their  minds  darkened  by  the 
^  shadow  of  a  namet" 

YL  Mr.  Potter's  article  declares  that  **  it  is  one  of  the  marks  of  advancing 
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civilization  that  the  statate  law  defining  crime  harmonuses  gradoally  with  tha 
demands  of  the  enlightened  moral  sense."  Very  trae.  Bat  it  is  still  mocen 
mark  of  advancing  civilization  that  less  and  less  stress  is  laid  on  the  letter  of 
a  law  or  institution  as  a  test  of  its  moral  worth,  and  more  and  more  on  iti 
spirit  and  results.  The  elevation  of  marriage,  like  that  of  Sunday  woii- 
ship)  has  been  produced  and  marked,  not  by  increasing  legal  enactments  with 
regard  to  it,  but  by  the  new  appreciation  among  the  best  people  of  its  spiitl 
and  of  its  great  purpose.  And  this  is  true  of  all  marriage,  polygamooa  •■ 
well  as  monogamic.  It  is  just  as  unfair  to  judge  of  the  one  by  what  it  was 
in  past  ages  as  to  do  so  with  the  other.  We  must  compare  them  both  as  they 
are  now,  judge  them,  not  by  their  letter  and  form,  but  by  their  spirit  and 
results, — see  which  in  these  respects  is  penetrated  most  with  religion,  and 
has  felt  most  the  influence  of  our  advancing  civilization.  Take  Mr.  Potter^ 
own  test,  that  of  "absolute  equity"  between  the  partiea  With  eveij 
monogamous  State  in  the  Union  denying  to  wives  the  right  of  suffrage^ 
taking  away  very  largely  the  control  of  their  property  and  children,  and  im 
some  cases  utterly  suppressing  their  individuality,  making  the  twain  one  and 
that  one  the  husband,  and  with  polygamous  Utah  allowing  them  all  of  thesa 
rights  equally  with  their  husbands,  which  side,  on  the  whole,  has  '^advancing 
civilization"  done  the  most  fori 

YII.  What  Mrs.  Jackson  says  about  religious  fanaticism  as  the  influence 
which  prompt  some  Mormon  women  to  plural  marriages  and  aboat  their 
un  happiness  and  self-sacrifice  in  this  estate  is  true  beyond  question.  But 
cannot  stories  equally  bad  be  told  of  the  motives  which  prompt  some  women 
to  marry  under  monogamy,  and  about  the  happiness  and  self-sacrifice  of  their 
condition?  What  is  the  standard  argument  against  all  marriage  and  in  favov 
of  free  love!  Is  it  not  the  miseries  of  married  life.  What  are  the  motives 
which  notoriously,  in  a  vast  number  of  cases,  at  the  Elast  lead  to  anionst  Alt 
they  not  the  desire  of  wealth,  position,  and  sometimes  of  a  mere  living^ 
rather  than  true  love, — a  desire  for  whose  gratification  ail  manner  of  sacrifices 
aro  enduredt  An  account  has  just  been  given,  in  the  New  York  newspapers^ 
of  a  woman  who  came  into  court  pleading  for  the  release  of  her  husbandi 
who  was  about  to  be  imprisoned  for  cruelly  beating  her.  **  Bnt,"  said  tha 
judge,  *'  if  I  do,  he  will  only  beat  you  again."  "I  know  it,"  said  the'  poor 
victim  of  monogamy,  "  Imt  I  would  rather  be  beaten  tkau  starve."  Whiqhi 
now,  is  the  higher  motive, — ^that  of  Mrs.  Jackson's  Mormon  woman,  wha 
clings  to  marriage  for  religion's  sake,  or  that  of  her  New  Ycurk  sister,  who 
clings  to  it  for  the  sake  of  breadi  If  such  an  incident  had  occurred  in  a  Utah 
court,  how  the  whole  land  would  have  rung  with  it,  as  an  illustration  of  tha 
horrors  of  polygamy!  And,  as  it  is,  will  not  Mr.  Potter's  exclamation  over 
he  one  case  apply  equally  well  to  the  other?~"How  can  one  read  such  word^ 
without  feeling  a  new  and  even  indignant  protest  rising  within  him  against  a 
form  of  marriage  into  which  a  pure  and  noble-minded  woman  can  enter  onlj 
by  crushing  out  the  deepest  natural  sentiments  of  the  heart)  Where  is  there 
a  greater  crime  against  nature  than  this  which  thus  transforms  the  hoij 
instinct  of  wedded  love  and  motherhood  into  a  life-long  torturel  And  one 
can  but  feel  indignation  also  towards  the  ecclesiastical  system  which  seeks  ta 
build  op  its  power." 
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Nor  is  the  New  York  incident  the  only  illustration  of  what  is  possible 
vader  monogamy.  Look  at  the  divorce  records  of  our  courts.  Look  at  the 
■tttrimoDial  scandals  society  is  full  of.  Look  at  the  efforts  made,  not  in  Utah, 
Imt  in  Massachusetts,  to  reviye  whipping  as  a  needed  punishment  for  wife- 
beating.  Look  at  the  sorrowful  faces  of  too  many  wives  at  the  East,  and  see 
vlMther  the  monogamous  world  is  yet  in  a  condition  to  say  very  much  about 
Mm  nnhappiness  of  the  plural  wives  of  Utah.  Nor  is  it  a  condition  of  things 
whiefa  is  confined  to  the  vicious,  ignorant,  and  poor.  I  know  of  a  mother 
hardly  outside  of  Boston  who,  all  through  her  last  years  and  on  her  death 
bad,  implored  her  young  daughter  not  to  marry  a  man  of  good  family  and 
adncation,  because  of  the  absolute  brutality  she  had  known  so  many  wives 
to  safhr  from  like  husbands.  Ask  any  physician  what  he  knows  about  the 
natter;  and,  were  it  allowable,  he  could  give  repeated  instances  of  a  like 
character,  gire  some  e8pectally  which  arose  from  the  very  fact  that  the  mar« 
Age  was  monogamous.  And  again,  to  quote,  with  a  slight  change,  Mr. 
Potter's  words:  "  This  witness  gives  an  interior  view  of  one  of  the  direct 
nsults  of  monogamy,  which  is  often  passed  by  without  notice;  and,  so  long 
as  such  a  cry  comes  out  of  an  Eastern  woman's  heart,  let  not  Eastern  men  be 
led  to  think  that  any  general  condition  of  social  order  and  prosperity  which 
th^  can  exhibit  is  going  to  justify  or  excuse  their  crime  against  marriage 
before  the  judgment  of  the  civilized  world." 

But,  in  view  of  these  undeniable  facts  against  it,  how  is  monogamy  really 

justified  as  a  blessing  by  its  friendsl    Why,  we  say  that  they  show  only  one 

ade  of  it;  that  on  the  other  side  there  is  still  a  greater  amount  of  happiness, 

of  virtue,  of  kindness  and  of  joy,  entering  into  it  through  motives  of  the 

purest  love;  and  that  we  should  take  both  sides  together,  not  one  alone,  to 

fet  at  its  true  character.    And  the  same  reasoning  will  apply  to  Mormon 

polygamy.    Mrs.  Jackson  gives  one  side,  a  true  one,  but  no  more  the  whole 

tfaaa  the  story  of  the  beaten  New  York  woman  is  the  whole  of  monogamy. 

Acsinst  it  there  are  a  multitude  of  testimonies  as  to  the  fair  degree  of  happi- 

■SBS  experienced  in  Mormon  families.    An  educated  lady,  originally  with  her 

husband  a  Free  Religionist,  told  me  that  one  of  the  things  which  helped  to 

amvert  her  to  Mormonism,  after  living  for  two  years  as  a  Gentile  in  Salt 

Lftke  City,  was  what  she  saw  of  the  Mormon  women  in  their  sweet,  peaceful 

home  lif&    Another  woman,  a  teacher  in  one  of  their  schools  and  herself  a 

Gentile,  testified  that,  after  living  in  many  families  both  at  the  East  and  in 

Utah,  she  *'  had  found  just  about  as  much  happiness  in  the  one  as  in  the 

other — ^little  quarrels,  jealousies,  and  heart-burnings  among  Mormon  wives, 

but  no  more  than  in  families  of  New  England  sisters.     Mr.  Phil  Robinsoui 

tile  experienced  English  traveler,  says:  '*I  was  sitting  one  day  with  two 

Mormon  ladies,  plural  wives,  when  the  conversation  turned  upon  marriage, 

*Do  yon  mean  to  say,'  I  asked  one  of  them,  '  that  you  and  your  friends  are 

folnntary  agents  when  you  go  into  plurality)'     '  Certainly  I  do,'  was  the 

lei^y.    *  If  I  had  the  last  seven  years  of  my  life  to  live  over  again,  I  should 

do  exactly  what  I  did  seven  years  ago.'    ^  And  what  was  thati'  I  asked.    '  Be* 

fuse  to  marry  a  Gentile  to  please  my  friends,  and  marry  a  polygamist  to  please 

myself.    I  had  two  offers  from  unmarried  men,  either  of  which  my  family 

^rere  very  anxious  I  should  accept;  but  I  did  not  care  for  either.     But  whea 
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my  husband,  who  already  had  two  wives,  proposed  to  me,  I  accepted  him  i 

spite  of  my  friends'  protests.    And  I  would  marry  him  again,  if  the  diOM 

came  over  again.'    '  Then  yours  must  be  an  exceptional  case;  for  I  camM 

bring  myself  to  believe  that  those  who  have  been  first  wives  would  ever  ooi 

sent  to  their  husbands'  re-marriage,  if  the  past  could  be  recalled.'    *  BiKt 

was  his  first  wife,'  said  the  elder  lady;  '  and,  if  my  past  were  recalled,  I  wool 

give  my  consent  to  a  second  marriage  just  as  willingly  as  I  did  twelve  yeti 

ago.

Association,  its  method  of  emancipating  the  religious  sentiment  is  direct 

opposite  to  all  this — is  a  reliance,  not  on  force  and  law,  but  on  *'  liberty 

thought,"  on  "scientific  culture  and  study,"  and  on  "  appeals  to  imparti 

reason."    It  is  the  method,  in  other  things,  of  all  our  best  civilisation.    "W 

men,  under  the  bondage  of  religions  sentiment,  are  everywhere  sacrificii 

themselves  to  something — some  to  their  husbands  and  children,  some  to  dre 

and  fashion,  some  to  fanatical  temperance  crusades,  and  some,  as  in  t! 

Soman  Catholic  Church,  to  a  life  of  celibacy,  quite  as  ^^  abhorrent  tot! 
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ottnral  aentiment"  as  polygamy.  How  do  we  seek  to  care  themt  Not  by 
force;  not  by  Hoar  and  Edmunds  laws;  not  by  breaking  up  their  homes  and 
ihutting  them  up  in  prison,  as  the  United  States  officers  have  actually  done 
b  Utah;  but  by  education,  by  a  better  religion,  by  other  things  as  objects  of 
Mcrifice,  by  all  the  sweet  and  refining  influences  of  society.  How  did  we 
make  Kansas  a  free  State?  Not  by  legislation  at  Washington,  but  by  povring 
bto  it  a  majority  of  free  men,  building  up  in  it  free  institutions,  and  showing 
in  it  side  by  side  with  slavery,  that  freedom  could  give  people  more  prosperity, 
more  happiness,  more  virtue,  more  of  all  the  higher  things  of  life  than  bond- 
age could.  Why  now  should  we  not  do  the  same  with  Utahl  It  is  a  method 
of  opposing  polygamy  and  Mormonism,  and  of  emancipating  its  people  from 
ecclesiastical  bondage,  if  there  is  any  there,  in  which  I  fully  believe.  The 
whole  question  is  one  of  means,  is  whether  we  shall  employ  the  old,  worn-out| 
persecuting  methods  of  outside  force  and  law,  which  never  did  succeed  any- 
where, or  the  modern,  civilized,  Christian  ones  of  love,  justice,  persuasion, 
education,  and  a  larger,  better  truth;  and  I  am  amazed  that  any  Free  Ke- 
ligionist  should  hesitate  fur  an  instant  which  to  advocate.  Utah  is  as  opeo 
at  Massachusetts  to  schools,  ehurches,'newspapers,  free  discussion,  free  thought^ 
free  trade,  monogamy,  monogamists,  and  all  the  influences  of  civiliz;ition; 
and  the  Mormons  are  willing  and  eager  to  compare  theiriargnments,  theic 
virtues,  their  civilization  side  by  side  with  ours.  These  are  what  we  hava 
been  long  contending  are  the  only  weapons  that  truth  wants;  these  have  beea 
pioclaimed  as  our  infallible  reliance  in  this  age  of  the  world  against  erroCi 
What  now  can  be  more  cowardly,  what  more  false  to  our  own  principles,  what 
more  a  showing  that  our  boasting  of  them  was  all  bombast,  than  for  us,  the 
moment  a  chance  comes  for  their  trial,  to  drop  them  all  and  fall  back  on  the 
old  weapons  of  force  .'and  law,  merely  because  they  are  on  our  side  and  not  on 
theirs!  Suppose  that  David,  after  accepting  the  challenge  of  Qoliath  to  settle 
their  difficulty  at  single  combat,  and  going  forth  to  meet  him  with  the  boast 
to  his  friends  that  a  sling  and  pebbles  were  all  that  he  wished  for  the  fight^ 
had  turned  pale  at  the  sight  of  the  monster,  and  rushed  back,  asking  for  the 
whole  might  of  the  Israelitish  host  to  aid  him,  while  Goliath  stood  alone; 
would  any  one,  even  a  Sunday-school  boy,  ever  have  thought  David  much  of 
a  herol  Yet,  after  taking  in  hand  our  sling  and  pebbles  of  free  schools,  frea 
churches,  and  free  thought  with  which  to  kill  Mormon  ism,  what  is  our  falling 
back  on  the  United  States  government  for  help  but  a  piece  of  the  same 
heroism  I  Why,  our  conduct  is  enough  to  make  the  very  stones  of  the  soil  cry 
oat  against  us.  Surely,  Free  Religion  *'  is  obligated"  to  resist  such  moral 
cowardice.  Let  us  he  true  to  our  better  nature.  Let  us  not  be  ashamed  to 
measure  our  logic,  truth,  life,  virtue,  all  our  moral  weapons  point  to  point 
with  theirs  on  a  fair  and  equal  field,  asking  and  giving  no  favors.  And,  if  they 
in  the  end  can  show  a  stronger  and  hotter  civilization  than  ours,  show  that  their 
polygamic  and  Mormon  tree  can  bring  forth  richer  fruit  than  our  monogamie 
and  Gkntile  one,  ought  we  not  graciously  and  gladly  to  yield  it  place,  re« 
joicing  that  what  is  fittest  for  that  part  of  the  country  is  to  survive,  just  as 
what  is  fittest  for  this  part  of  it  does  here,  and  feeling  that,  as  the  law  of 
nature,  it  is  also  somehow  the  law  of  progress  and  the  will  of  Qodi 
HaHfordy  Ct,  John  C.  Kimball.

DISCUSSION  IN  THE  SENATE  ON  THE  "MORMON"  QUESTION. 


To  the  casual  observer  who  may  have  listened  to  the  discussioD  which 
recently  occurred  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  over  the  Hoar  amend- 
ments to  the  Edmunds  bill,  and  noticed  the  fierce  denunciation  and  virulent 
hatred  with  which  the  religion  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  was  assailed  by  the 
majority  of  the  speakei-s,  that  religion  must  have  appeared  doomed  to  certain 
and  speedy  destruction.  This  would  have  been  all  the  more  apparent,  tO(^ 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  public  feeling  throughout  the  nation  has  been  wrought 
np  to  suoh  a  pitch  upon  the  subject,  that  both  political  parties  and  persons 
aspiring  to  office  in  the  gift  of  the  people  have  felt  called  upon  to  give 
pledges  for  its  extirpation.  The  readiness  with  which  most  of  the  Senators 
manifested  their  approval  of  the  various  sections  of  the  bill  every  time  a 
vote  was  called,  even  when  it  was  plainly  shown  that  they  were  in  violation 
of  the  Constitution  and  contrary  to  laws  and  usages  in  other  civilized  com- 
munities, proved  their  desperation  and  predetermination  in  regard  to  the 
subject,  and,  as  the  expression  of  the  popular  will  in  the  highest  branch  of 
Congress,  this  would  indicate  to  one  who  only  looks  upon  the  surface  of 
things  that  the  religion  thus  inveighed  against  and  proscribed  must  go  to 
the  wall. 

But  there  are  some  who  look  deeper  than  this,  who  do  not  judge  matters 
from  a  superficial  view  only,  but  trace  them  logically  from  cause  to  effecti 
whose  conclusions  in  regard  to  the  result  of  such  unreasoning  opposition  to  a 
religion  are  quite  different.  Several  of  the  Senators,  while  careful  to  explain 
that  they  were  not  in  sympathy  with  '*  Mormonism,"  and  to  express  their 
abhorrence  for  polygamy,  pointed  out  the  outrageous  features  of  the  bill, 
proved  it  to  be  unconstitutional,  and  showed  that  it  would  fail  to  accomplish 
the  object  intended 

Senator  Maxey,  of  Texas,  said: 

*'  Let  me  teU  the  gentlemen  who  are  ni^ng  and  pressing  this  bill,  that  tlie  most 
dangerous  movement  that  you  can  make  in  favor  of  enlarging  the  bonnds  cl  Mormonim 
or  polygamy  is  this  process  of  persecution,  for  whenever  you  shock  the  MDsibilitiea  of  the 
oommon  mind,  whenever  you  induce  the  people  of  the  country  to  believe  that  meamues 
are  oppressive  and  dangerous  to  the  best  liberties  of  the  people,  whenever  you  get  the 
people  to  believe  that,  their  sympathies  are  aroused,  and  in  this  as  I  regard  it  unholy 
movement  of  Mormonism,  the  maxim  that  *  the  blood  of  the  martjrrs  is  the  seed  of  the 
church'  will  apply  to  those  who  feel  themselves  oppressed.     Sir,  it  is  nothing  bat  the

of  the  AmericAn  woman  during  the  Revolution  when  she  told  the  British  officer  that 
Hie  oamomile  was  like  the  Americans,  the  more  you  press  it  under  foot  the  more  it 
Bomiihea.  Hie  more  you  attempt  by  harsh  and  arbitrary  aiid  dictatorial  measures  to 
crash  oot  an  evil,  that  much  more  will  that  evil  spread.  So  the  gentlemen  who  are 
y  wsiim'  this  Inn,  instead  of  being  the  true  friends  of  striking  down  Mormonism,  arc  un- 
wittin^y  and  xmintentionally,  in  my  judgment,  not  only  fastening  Mormonism  on  this 
euuuiry,  bat  spreading  and  enlarging  its  borders.     That  is  the  view  that  I  have  of  it" 

Mr.  Maxey  had  logical  reasons  for  expressing  these  views;  history  corrob- 
orates them.    Force  is  a  poor  argument  to  use  to  prove  a  religion  wrong. 
When  that  is  resorted  to  it  is  a  tacit  admission  of  the  superiority  of  the  re- 
Ugioo  assailed,  and  that  its  opponents  are  unable  to  meet  it  with  reason,  and 
to  prove  its  fruits  defective  by  comparison  with  other  religions.    But  even  if 
the  religion  v^ere  false  and  its  fruits  evil,  persecution  would  not  be  the  best 
means  to  adopt  to  prove  such  to  be  the  case.     It  only  tends  to  establish  its 
votaries  in  their  convictions,  and  to  excite  sympathy  in  their  behalf  among 
thoughtful  peopl&    Unreasoning  antagonism  is  what  the  truth  has  bad  to 
meet  in  every  age,  and  when  it  is  arrayed  against  that  which  is  false  or  erro- 
neous, it  gives  it  the  semblance  of  truth,  and  people  who  are  not  blinded  by 
bigotry  are  apt  to  so  consider  it    This  is  not  an  age  in  which  a  religion  can 
be  suppressed  by  the  swurd,  or  by  the  use  of  inquisitorial  appliances,  or  by 
arbitrary  laws  enforced  by  courts  with  packed  juries.    These  things  do  not 
appeal  to  men's  reason.    The  effectiveness  of  any  law  in  this  age  is  due,  not 
to  the  fact  that  it  has  all  the  strength  of  a  powerful  government  to  enforce  it, 
but  to  the  fact  that  it  appeals  to  men's  reason — because  they  can  see  the  jus- 
tice of  it    Any  law  that  is  lacking  in  this  respect  is  bound  to  remain  partially 
if  not  wholly  a  dead  letter,  for  people  will  not  respect  a  law  which  they  can- 
not see  the  justice  of.    The  evident  justice,  sound  logic  and  broad  liberality 
of  the  Constitution— the  fundamental  law  of  the  land — have  rendered  it  the 
popular  instrument  which  it  is.    The  glaring  injustice  and  the  unconstitu- 
tionality of  the  laws  which  have  been  passed,  and  of  those  which  are  now 
being  urged  in  Congress,  against  the  **  Mormons,"  will  render  them  partially, 
if  not  wholly,  inoperative,  and  cause  thinking  men  the  world  over  to  regard 
them  as  persecution.    They  will  consider,  and  rightfully  too,  that  it  is  from 
«ome  other  motive  than  that  of  subserving  truth,  and  justice,  and  morality, 
mnd  the  acceptable  worship  of  God,  that  such  laws  have  been  passed;  their 
.^mpathy  will  be  with  the  persecuted  party,  and  they  will  be  led  to  investi- 
gate the  merits  of  their  case — the  very  thing  the  Saints  desire. 

Senator  Morgan,  of  Alabama,  touched  upon  one  of  the  reasons  for  such 
^neasures  being  urged  before  Congress — that  of  gaining  the  popular  favor  and 
suffrage,  when  he  said: 

*'  Senators  can  put  it  on  the  statute-book  if  they  choose  to  do  so  in  order  to  verify  their 

^^dadges  at  the  Chicago  convention,  but  they  are  admonished  now,  and  the  people  of  the 

United  States  are  admonished,  that  there  never  was  a  more  flagrant  violation  of  con- 

•^ititational  rights  and  of  liberty  than  this.    Democrats  may  follow  them  in  their  desire 

Mot  radical  legislation  to  suppress  crime,  and  may  suppose  they  can  justify  themselves 

before  Democratic  communities  and  constituencies  for  conduct  Uke  this;  but,  sir,  when 

they  come  to  the  justification  they  will  reach  a  court  at  last  that  has  got  an  honest 

^respect  for  human  liberty  as  preserved  in  the  Censtitution  and  the  amendments  thereto." 

Senator  Call,  of  Florida,  was  equally  out-spoken  and  just  in  denouncing 
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the  unconstitutionality  of  the  bill,  and  the  dangerous  tendency  of  such  legis- 
lation, when  he  declared: 

'*Here  is  a  direct  enactment  respecting  *an  establishment  of  religion,'  intended  W 
'prohibit  the  free  exercise  thereof;'  not  to  punish  the  act  of  polygamy,  but  to  poniih  and 
destroy  a  sect  It  is  a  bill  to  make  war  upon  opinion,  a  IhU  to  create  opinion  by  act  of 
Congress,  to  declare  by  law  what  religion  shall  be  and  what  it  shall  not  be.  If  this  Caib> 
inress  may  declare  that  this,  that,  or  the  other  form  of  religion  is  not  true  religion,  it  if 
equally  competent  for  the  next  Congress  to  declare  that  the  Presbyterian,  the  Protestant 
reli{7ion,  the  Baptist  religion,  the  Methodist  relif^ion  is  not  true  religion,  or  that  th» 
Catholic  religion  is  not  true  religion.  It  may  prescribe  upon  the  logic  and  the  authority 
of  this  bill  in  every  Territory  and  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  so  far  as  the  power  oC 
this  GoTemment  extends,  what  is  and  what  is  not  religion,  and  declare  that  to  be  religioa 
which  Congress  shall  declare  to  be  so,  for  it  can  not  be  denied  that  this  bill  is  not  a  biU 
to  punish  polygamy,  but  it  is  a  bill  to  destroy  a  particular  sect,  a  bill  to  destroy  oertaia 
opinions,  a  bill  to  revive  the  practice  of  the  Dark  Ages  and  to  bring  the  power  of  th^ 
secular  arm  of  the  state  to  affect  public  opinion  and  change  that  opinion  which  we  say 
and  believe  is  not  a  correct  religious  opinion.** 

Senator  Vest,  of  Missouri,  who  fought  the  bill  heroically,  section  by  section, 
though  without  avail,  was  able  to  see  and  boldly  declared  the  far-reaching 
evil  which  it  would  result  in  if  passed.    Me  said: 

**  This  is  not  a  question  affecting  Utah  alone.  I  know  how  useless  it  is  to  talk  to  Scn»» 
tors  who  have  made  up  their  minds  to  vote  for  this  bill,  no  matter  what  provuion  ife 
contains,  and  I  know  how  equally  useless  it  is  to  appeal  to  any  Senator  who  has  deter* 
mined  to  follow  the  report  of  the  committee,  whether  it  is  right  or  wrong,  withonfc 
examination.  I  say  this  is  a  blow  at  the  personal  liberty  of  eveiy  citiaen  of  the  United 
States.  It  is  an  invention  that  will  return  to  plague  us.  I  do  not  care  what  those  people 
do;  I  do  not  care  how  abominable  their  religious  faith,  with  which  I  have  no  sjrmpathy; 
I  do  not  care  how  atrocious  their  tenets,  they  are  citizens  of  the  United  States;  they  are 
entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  Constitution.  If  you  can  do  this  thing  in  Utah,  yoa  can 
do  it  in  Missouri,  and  it  is  simply  a  question  of  time  before  it  will  be  done  at  the  bebasti 
of  any  party  that  is  strong  enough  to  call  for  the  exercise  of  such  a  power.  There  never  wai 
any  precedent  for  it  in  the  United  States.  It  never  has  been  attempted  since  Otii 
denounced  it  in  Boston,  Mass.  Since  that  time  such  a  thing  would  be  looked  upon  ai 
simply  atrocious,  and  our  fathers  would  have  appealed  to  arms  to  have  resisted  it.  But 
because  these  people  are  Mormons,  and  because  conventions  of  both  parties  meet  and 
denounce  them  for  i)olitical  capital,  because  in  this  country  now  there  is  a  tide  moontaia 
high  of  prejudice,  these  unusual,  these  tyrannical,  these  unconstitutional  provisionfl  ara 
to  be  rushed  through  Congress,  and  without  inquiry  almost,  and  without  argument. 

**  Mr.  President,  I  have  nothing  to  say  as  to  my  personal  connection  with  this  or  anj 
other  portion  of  the  bill.  On  the  soil  of  my  State  commenced  the  struggle  against  Mor* 
monism.  There  is,  so  far  as  I  know,  not  one  man,  woman,  or  child  among  my  constita* 
ents  who  has  the  slightest  sympathy  Math  it;  the  emissaries  of  that  faith  would  not  ba 
permitted  to  preach  it  even  upon  the  soil  of  Missouri;  but  I  do  not  propose  to  vata  for 
any  bill  that  I  believe  violates  the  Constitution  of  the  country;  I  do  not  propose  to  break 
my  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  under  any  sort  of  pressure.*' 

Senators  Brown  of  Georgia,  Van  Wyck  of  Nebraska,  and  Bayard  of 
Delaware,  also  opposed  the  bill  on  constitutional  grounds,  and  all  thest 
whom  we  have  mentioned  are  deserving  of  honor  for  the  part  they  took 
in  the  discussion  ;  but  notwithstanding  their  efiorts  the  bill  passed  the  Senate 
by  33  against  15. 

The  future  will  prove  the  futility  of  the  efforts  adopted  to  destroy  the 
religion  of  the  Latter-day  Saints,  and  it  will  yet  be  seen  that  the  meaauree 
intended  for  that  object  have  accelerated  its  progress.  The  Saints  await  that 
time  with  perfect  confidence.    **  Man  proposes,  but  Qod  disposea  "

SXPEBIENCS  OF  AN  ELDER  IN  IRELAND. 

Elder  Robert  Marshall  writes  from  Ballywee,  Parkgate,  County  Antrimi 
Ireland,  June  28,  1884,  as  follows: 

'*  I  am  itill  endeavoring  to  spread  truth  and  rifi^hteouBness.  Kany  listen  with  pleasure 
and  acknowledge  the  truth  of  my  testimony;  but,  alas,  the  devil  comes  along  and  picks 
up  the  good  seed  sown,  and,  when  I  return,  exx>ectiag  to  see  a  young,  healthy  crop 
•pringing  forth,  I  often  meet  with  a  vacant  smile,  coldness,  unbelief  and  indifference. 
Bat  this  has  to  be  borne  with  patience  and  resignation.  The  Lord  may  make  a  second 
or  a  third  sowing  suecessful,  and  so  I  continue  to  cast  my  bread  upon  the  waters,  ex.* 
pecting  it  to  return  after  many  days. 

•*  I  have  had  a  very  interesting  time  since  I  arrived  in  Ireland  on  the  31st  of  May,  and 
have  been  better  received  than  I  anticipated.  Hitherto  I  have  had  food  and  shelter  and 
friendly  intercourse  with  my  old  acquaintances,  who  are  quite  numerous;  but  I  fear  this 
•tate  of  things  will  not  long  continue,  as  old  Babylon  is  even  now  beginning  to  awake 
from  her  slumbers,  and  my  name,  as  a  '  Mormon'  missionary,  is  on  every  tongue,  and 
many  chide  my  friends  for  harboring  me.  This  will  doubtless  in  a  short  time  have  its 
results. 

*'  On  Monday  evening,  June  23rd,  I  was  in  a  new  district,  where  I  spent  some  of  my 
joong  days,  and  was  received  with  the  greatest  surprise,  cordial  greeting  and  Irish  hos- 
ptality.  I  was  not  there  long  till  questions  enough  were  asked  to  bring  out  my  religion 
and  my  business  in  Ireland.  This  led  to  a  full  explanation  of  the  Gospel  I  had  come  to 
proclaim,  and  no  diuenting  voice  was  ndsed.  After  supper  I  sauntered  out  with  my 
entertainer,  Mr.  William  Hay,  one  of  the  foremen  in  a  small  spinning  mill  in  the  vicinity, 
to  enjoy  the  evening  air  and  the  delightful  scenery  that  everywhere  charms  the  beholder 
in  that  romantic  neighborhood.  We  wended  our  way  to  a  little  post-office  town  called 
Boegh,  situated  about  twelve  miles  from  Belfast,  the  manufacturing  metropolis  of  the 
North  of  Ireland,  and  there  met  with  another  friend  of  my  boyhood,  a  foreman  flax- 
diesser,  named  Robert  McClung.  As  we  stood  on  the  side  of  the  principal  thoroughfare, 
the  all-abeorbing  subject  of  Joseph  Smith,  Brigham  Young,  fal»e  prophets  and  the  Salt 
hake  *  Mormons'  came  up  for  discussion,  and  we  became  quite  interested  and  animated. 
I  was  greatly  astonished  and  equally  indignant  to  find  that  even  the  friendsiiip  professed 
by  my  old  friend  did  not  in  the  least  mitigate  the  virulence  of  his  malice  and  hatred 
against  the  Prophets  of  the  Lord  and  my  brethren  and  sisters  in  Zion.  I  testified  that  t 
knew  Brigham  Toung  and  Joseph  Smith  to  be  true  Prophets  of  God,  and  that  they  were 
among  the  noblest  men  that  ever  honored  the  earth  with  their  presence,  and  I  was  not 
afraid  to  risk  my  eternal  salvation  on  the  truth  of  this  testimony.  He  replied  that  aU 
this  was  mere  delusion,  that  we  had  *  Moses  and  the  Prophets,'  and  all  modem  prophets 
were  only  impostors  and  should  be  swept  from  the  earth. 

**  I  said,  *  Mr.  McClung,  you  are  drinking  in  the  same  spirit  and  using  the  same  lan- 
guage that  the  murderers  of  Christ  used  when  they  said,  *  We  have  Moses  and  the  proph- 
ets, but  as  for  this  fellow  we  know  not  whence  he  is.'  Now,  had  you  lived  in  that  day 
you  would  have  stuck  to  Moses  and  the  prophets,  and  murdered  Jesus  as  a  false  prophet 
and  a  blasphemer.  Besides,  your  doctrine  would  demolish  the  entire  New  Testament, 
for  it  was  compiled  long  after  Moses  and  the  prophets,  and  should  be  swept  from  the 
earth  alon^  with  all  modem  prophets,  of  uourse.' 

"  He  still  maintained  that  there  were  to  be  no  more  prophets  after  the  days  of  Christy 
.  bat  I  showed  him  that  Malachi  affirms  that  God  *  will  send  Elijah  the  prophet  before 
that  great  and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord,'  and  that  there  are  to  be  two  witnesses,  as 
foretold  in  Revelation,  who  are  to  prophesy,  and  be  murdered  by  the  enemies  of  God. 
I  told  him  also  that  if  he  continued  in  the  spirit  he  was  cultivating,  he  would  join  in  the 
murder  of  these  modem  prophets  and  rejoice  in  their  destruction.  And  so  far  from  Grod 
dcung  away  with  prophets.  He  had  actually  set  them  in  the  Church,  where  they  were  to 
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continne  till  all  should  come  to  the  unity  of  the  faith;  and  if  they  are  not  now  in  the 
Church,  it  is  because  of  apostasy  and  corruption,  and  because  preachers  *  preach  for  hire 
and  divine  for  money.' 

**  At  this  time  a  virulent,  abusive  Methodist  came  upon  the  scene,  and  endeavored  to 
pervert  and  explain  away  the  passages  I  had  referred  to,  to  show  that  Elijah  had  oobm 
at  the  transfiguration  and  fulfilled  the  prediction  of  Malachi,  and  that  the  prophesying 
of  the  two  witnesses  was  not  prophesying,  and  that  they  were  not  prophets. 

**  As  to  Elijah,  I  affirmed  that  he  was  to  come  after  New  Testament  times,  and  turn 
the  hearts  ef  the  children  to  their  fathers,  which  was  not  done  at  the  transfiguratioii, 
for  one  of  the  signs  of  the  last  days  is  that  men  and  children  are  to  be  '  without  natural 
affection,'  and  therefore  could  not  have  had  their  hearts  turned  at  the  transfiguratioiB. 
The  two  witnesses  are  said  to  prophesy  in  sackcloth,  and  I  demanded  by  what  right  mj 
Methodist  friend  dared  to  pervert  the  Scripture  in  so  outrageous  a  manner,  and  give  hii 
private  opinions  as  gospel  to  the  people. 

**  He  declared  that  I  was  deluded,  and  proceeded  to  slander  the  character  of  the  Lai- 
ter-day  Saints.  He  said  that  I  had  formerly  preached  the  pure  Gospel  of  Christ,  but  that 
now  I  had  fallen  and  was  giving  the  people  false  doctrines  and  delusions.  The  people  hen 
came  out  of  their  houses  and  hemmed  me  round  in  eveiy  direction.  They  kept  increadiig 
till  there  were  nearly  a  hundred  present.  I  stood  alone  in  their  midst,  but  yet  not  alto- 
gether alone,  for  the  good  angels  were  around  me  and  I  was  fearless  of  defeat.  I  raised 
jny  voice  and  spoke  to  the  i)eople  as  follows: 

'*  *My  Christian  friends,  I  am  well  acquainted  with  every  crook  and  comer  of  every 
religious  sect  and  party  in  your  town,  and  I  am  equally  well  acquainted  with  the  Latter- 
day  Saints,  and  with  their  manner  of  living,  and  I  here  fearlessly  testify  in  your  presenoe 
that  I  know  these  same  slandere<l  and  much-maligned  people  to  be  the  most  pure,  the 
most  upright  and  honorable  men  and  women  with  whom  I  have  ever  associated.  They  are 
infinitely  your  superiors  in  fidelity  to  Grod  and  the  pure  principles  of  morality.  In  fad^ 
you  do  not  know  how  to  live  as  pure  as  the  Latter-day  Saints  in  Utah.  I  have  been  one 
of  yourselves,  have  been  brought  up  in  your  midst,  and  know  your  manner  of  living,  and  I 
tell  you,  in  the  words  of  truth  and  soberness,  the  *  Mormons'  are  as  far  above  their  mali- 
cious accusers  as  the  heavens  are  above  the  earth.  When  Jesus  was  among  men.  He  wae 
abused  by  the  rabble  as  the  associate  of  publicans  and  sinners.  He  was  called  a  glutton, 
a  wine -bibber  and  a  madman,  and  a  turner  of  the  world  upside  down.  He  was  represented 
as  a  blasphemer,  a  Sabbath  breaker,  an  impostor  and  a  worker  of  miracles  by  the  help  of 
devils;  and  yet  he  was  the  purest  and  best  man  that  ever  honored  the  earth  by  His  pres- 
ence. And  just  so  with  His  followers,  the  Latter-day  Saints;  they  are  abused  and  maligned 
as  the  basest  and  vilest  of  mankind  by  an  adulterous  and  hypocritical  generation,  while 
they  are  at  the  same  time  the  purest  and  most  spotless  community  on  the  whole  face  of 
creation,  and  I  know  this  and  bear  testimony  of  its  truthfulness  in  the  presence  of  men  and 
angels.  The  reason  that  they  are  so  grossly  maligned  is  that  they  are  the  people  of  Grod, 
and  (he  Holy  Priesthood  is  among  them— that  Priesthood  that  the  devil  thought  he  had 
destroyed  forever  from  the  earth,  and  he  is  in  great  wrath,  as  he  knows  well  that  Priest- 
hood is  destined  to  destroy  his  dominion. 

**  When  I  became  a  Latter-day  Saint  I  was  a  paid  missionaiy  in  England,  and  held 
IXMitions  as  a  religious  preacher,  where  my  adversary  could  never  have  shown  his  face* 
and  I  gave  it  all  up,  with  its  salary  and  comforts,  and  have  come  forth  to  proclaim  the 
truth  of  heaven  without  money  and  without  price,  without  purse  and  without  scrip. 
Aad  that  the  inhabitants  of  my  native  country  might  have  the  knowledge  of  the  everlast- 
ing Grospel,  and  be  saved  and  exalted  in  the  kingdom  of  Grod,  I  have  left  my  home  and 
family,  that  are  dearer  to  me  than  my  life,  and  crossed  the  dreary  desert  and  risked  mj 
life  on  the  mighty  ocean,  enduring  sea-sickness  and  all  the  inconveniences  of  a  sea  voyage, 
and  that,  too,  without  any  prospects  of  worldly  gain.  I  think  that  in  taking  sach  a 
course  for  your  good  I  am  entitled  to  your  attention  and  respect  I  have  done  and 
endured  more  for  your  sake  than  any  man  in  your  town  would  have  done.  None  of  your 
ministers  nor  any  of  my  present  adversaries  will  be  likely  to  follow  the  example  which  I 
have  set  them  of  self  sacrifice  for  your  eternal  salvation  in  the  kingdom  of  God.    I 
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aocQstomed  for  years,  like  your  mixustera,  to  look  to  religion  for  gain,  and  to  retail  so 
mnch  Gospel  for  so  much  pay;  but  I  abandoned  that  selfish  and  mercenary  sham,  and 
noir  preach  the  Gospel  as  the  Apostles  of  old  did;  and  any  one  who  traffics  in  sacred 
things,  and  sells  the  Gospel  of  Grod  for  money,  is  nothing  but  a  regular  Simon  Magus— a 
selfish,  religious  impostor,  alike  unworthy  of  your  attention  and  respect.* 

'*  The  Methodist  here  shouted  that  we  were  the  false  prophets  that  John  said  f>hould 
oome  in  the  last  days.  I  replied  that  from  that  passage  itself  I  was  prepared  to  prove, 
beyond  succe8<if  ul  contradiction,  that  their  own  hireling  preachers,  and  not  the  *  Mormon' 
Elders,  were  the  false  prophets  to  which  John  alluded,  and  I  craved  their  attention  while 
I  examined  the  passage  in  dispute.  They  were  silent  as  the  grave,  and  stood  with  eyes, 
ears  and  mouth  open  for  what  was  to  come. 

**  I  said,  *  My  friends,  John  says  there  were  many  false  prophets,  while  the  '  Mormons' 
are  few;  indeed,  not  more  than  two  in  all  Ireland.  He  states  that  some  of  them  were 
then  already  in  the  world,  while  the  '  Mormon'  Elders  had  no  existence  till  about  1830. 
John  says  that  they,  the  false  prophets,  are  of  the  world,  and  the  world  heareth  them; 
but  the  world  does  not  hear  the  '  Mormon'  Elders.  The  world,  it  is  well  known,  has  for 
the  '  Mormon'  Elders  nothing  better  than  persecution,  tar  and  feathers,  rotten  eggs, 
stones,  bullets  and  murder;  therefore  they  are  not  the  persons  referred  to.  But  the  world 
do4$  hear  the  hireling  preachers,  who  preach  for  hire  and  divine  for  money,  and  Ihey  are 
popular  everywhere,  all  over  Christendom.  They  are  the  only  persons  who  answer  the 
description,  and  hence  they,  and  not  the  *  Mormon'  Elders,  are  the  false  prophete  to  which 
the  Scriptures  refer.  They  are  popular,  and  are  listened  to  by  the  world,  and  they  are  as 
many  as  a  cloud  of  locusts,  and  spread  themselves  all  over  Christendom,  preachiog  for  hire 
and  divining  for  money.  They  are  of  the  hireling  priesthood  who  existed  in  the  days  of 
John,  who  made  '  merchandise'  of  the  Sainte  of  God,  followed  covetous  practices,  thought 
that  *  gain  was  godliness,'  and  preached  a  false  gospel  for  selfish  purposes.' 

**  The  Methodist  again  bawled  out  and  asked,  *  Who  supports  you?'  I  replied  that  I 
did  not  get  any  support  from  him,  and  that  from  all  I  could  see  he  was  not  an  individual 
that  would  give  much  support  to  any  one.  This  raised  a  laugh  against  him,  and  he 
betook  himself  to  the  outside  of  the  crowd,  but  he  kept  up  his  cross  firing  at  intervals, 
so  as  to  hinder  me  from  speaking,  and  it  became  very  annoying  at  times.  But  all  at 
onoe  an  impression  came  over  me  to  address  the  people  and  drown  his  voice.  I  raised 
my  voice  immediately,  turned  away  from  this  religious  hornet  and  addressed  the  crowd, 
and  succeeded  in  speaking  so  loudly  that  he  could  not  be  heard,  and  I  had  things  my 
own  way.  I  overheard  him  whining  once,  that  I  would  not  let  him  get  in  a  single  word, 
and  that  he  could  not  be  heard.  Of  course,  I  deeply  sympathized  with  the  unfortunate 
fanatic,  as  I  had  been  in  pretty  much  the  same  position  but  a  few  minutes  before. 

*'  While  addressing  my  attentive  audience,  a  gentleman  pressed  forward  and  asked  me 
if  I  would  answer  a  fair  question  in  a  straightforward  manner.  I  told  him  I  would;  that 
as  he  had  acted  as  an  honorable  man  and  a  gentleman,  he  deserved  respectful  treatment 
from  me,  and  I  was  ready  to  answer.  He  said,  *  Do  you  mean  to  tell  us  in  this  town, 
that  our  Presbyterian  ministers  teach  false  doctrine  to  the  peeplef  I  replied,  *I  meit 
decidedly  do.'  Another  gentleman  called  upon  me  to  name  even  one  single  false  doc- 
trine  that  they  teach.  I  requested  the  audience  to  be  still  and  give  me  room,  and  I  was 
prepared  to  prove  my  statement  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  every  honest,  unprejudiced 
niBii  before  me.    The  crowd  withdrew  a  little  and  stood  in  breathless  expectation. 

*'  I  said,  *  Tour  Presbyterian  ministers,  your  church  clergymen,  your  Methodist  preacb- 
eis,  and  all  other  paid  missionaries,  teach  you  that  the  God  you  worship  has  neither  bodyv 
psrts  nor  passions,  and  this  doctrine  is  a  grossly  false  and  unscriptnral  dognuL  It  is  a& 
eutrage  upon  God  and  alike  repugnant  to  right,  reason  and  to  conmion  sense.  The  Grod 
that  has  no  body,  no  parts,  and  no  passions,  is  a  sham  Grod,  and  worse  than  the  gods  eC 
the  heathen.  Your  ministers  have  gone  to  college  and  become  learned,  and  have  oome 
forth  and  fer  wages  have  studied  out  all  this  gross  nonsense  and  call  upon  you  to  believe 
it  or  be  eternally  damned;  and  thus  are  you  victimized,  deceived,  and  led  astray  from 
Hie  truth  of  heaven.  When  Jesus  appeared  to  Mary  at  the  resnneetion,  He  said  thait 
He  bad  not  yet  asoended  to  His  Father;  bvt  how  oooid  that  be  tnie  if  Qod  filled  aH 
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Bpace  and  had  no  bounds  nor  shape?  Moses  said  he  saw  Grod*s  baek  parts,  bnt  your 
iDBinisters  tell  you  that  he  has  no  parts  at  alL  Stephen,  when  he  looked  up  to  heaT«n, 
Baid  he  saw  Jesus  standing  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  but  your  ministers  tell  yon  that 
4tod  kas  no  body^  and  therefore  no  right  hand.  The  true  Grod  loves  His  people  and  hates 
nn,  but  your  preachers  teQ  tibnfe  He  has  no  passions,  and  therefore  neither  lore  nor  hate. 
Jesns  is  said  to  be  in  the  express  image  o£  Godfte  penon;  but  how  could  that  be  if  He  has 
no  form  and  no  shape?  It  surely  takes  parts  to  make  am  hnafea.  We  are  said  to  be 
created  in  the  likeness  of  Grod;  but  how  can  we  be  in  His  likeness  if  Bis  kee  ae  ahi^  and 
fills  all  space?  There  can  be  no  likeness  without  bounds  or  form,  and  no  bounds  or  tarn 
irithout  a  body  composed  of  parts.  We  are  said  te  be  the  offspring  of  God;  but  how  can 
thiH  be  true  if  He  has  no  form  and  fills  space  and  infinitude?  In  a  word,  that  which  has 
no  parts  is  nothing,  and  that  which  is  without  body  and  fills  all  space  without  haTmg 
parts,  is  one  of  the  grossest  absurdities  that  was  ever  invented  by  man.  It  is  only 
worthy  of  the  false  priesthood  that  proclaims  it  But  they  are  of  the  world  and  the 
world  heareth  them,  and  complacently  swallows  their  most  outrageous  absurdities. 
false  doctrine  and  absurdity  are  ever  associated  with  a  false  priesthood,  and  if  this  is 
aot  enough  to  guide  you,  I  will  give  you  a  mark  by  which  you  will  never  fail  to  find  the 


'*  *When  Jesns  sent  out  His  Apostles  He  said,  *  Gro  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  creature^  and  he  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved.  And 
these  signs  shall  follow  them  that  believe^  In  my  name  shall  they  cast  out  devils;  they 
shall  speak  with  new  tongues;  they  shall  take  up  serpents;  and  if  they  drink  any  deadly 
thing  it  shall  not  hurt  them;  they  shall  lay  hands  on  the  sick,  and  they  shall  reoorer.* 
!Now  the  true  Priesthood  will  have  these  gifts  wherever  it  is  found,  and  those  who  hare 
them  not,  are  only  impostors. 

**  The  Methodist  here  called  for  some  one  to  bring  arsenic. 
^'  I  rai^d  my  arm  and  pointed  to  him  and  said,  *  There  stands  a  man  who  wants  yoa 
to  bring  arsenic  to  prove  that  Jesus  was  a  liar,  and  deceived  us  with  a  false  promise.  If 
you  could  poison  me  that  would  only  prove  that  Jesus  deceived  me,  and  that  I  was 
wrong  for  believing  in  His  word.  That  would  be  all  you  would  accomplish  by  your 
arsfenic,  my  very  religious  friend.' 

**  Some  one  here  shouted  that  miracles  were  all  done  away.  I  asked  him  who  had 
done  away  with  them.  It  was  not  God,  for  He  actually  set  them  in  the  Church  along 
with  Apostles  and  preachers,  and  if  the  miracles  have  ceased  while  the  preachers  hare 
4X>ntinued,  a  corrupt  priesthood  is  the  only  cause  of  their  absence  from  the  churches. 

*'  Another  person  here  asked,  *  Have  the  Mormons  this  power?  *  Yes,'  I  replied,  'and 
they  are  the  only  people  on  the  earth  that  have.  I  can  truthfully  and  honestly  testify 
that  these  very  gifts  are  with  the  *  Mormon*  believers;  and  I  should  have  been  in  my 
.grave  instead  of  bearing  my  testimony  in  your  town  to-night,  had  that  power  not  been 
exercised  on  my  behalf  sixteen  years  ago.  When  I  was  looking  for  death,  I  was  healed 
instantly  by  the  power  of  Grod  through  the  *  Mormon'  priesthood,  and  that  sickness  has 
.never  entered  my  body  since.  Now  if  I  were  dying  and  giving  up  my  last  breath,  I 
would  tell  you  that  this  is  true.  I  know  that  the  power  of  Ged  is  with  that  people  as 
well  as  I  know  that  the  sun  shines  in  the  heavens  at  noon  day.' 

"Another  Pharisee  shouted,  *  Imposture  and  delusion!  There  wiU  be  no  move 
oniraoles.'  I  said  I  could  prove  from  Uieir  o¥m  Bible  that  there  will  be  greater  miiaeles 
done  in  the  future  than  has  ever  been  done  in  the  past;  that,  in  fact,  the  Prophets  say 
the  miracles  of  the  past  will  be  utterly  forgCtten,  those  of  the  future  being  so  mnoh 
g;reater  than  those  of  the  past.  *  Read  your  own  Bibles  and  you  will  find  it  for  yonr- 
■elves.  I  consider  it  very  singular  that  I  should  have  had  to  come  six  or  sevMi  thousand 
aulas  to  persuade  you  to  believe  your  own  Bibles  that  are  in  your  own  hands  every  Sim* 
^Uy.  In  the  New  Testament  we  are  told  that  the  two  witnesses  that  were  to  ptophesy 
In  saokclothy  are  to  be  hated  and  persecuted  and  murdered  on  account  of  their  proph- 
,#syinR:  And  tiie  great  miracles  they  shall  be  able  to  perform.  And  the  miracle  denisn 
^  the  present  day  aie  fast  preparing  themselves  to  beoome  the  mniderars  d  these  t«D 
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witnessea  wb^n  they  stand  forth  clothed  with  the  Priesthood  and  power  of  God  on  the 
VMth.' 

'*  Sometimes  three  or  foar  adversaries  spoke  all  at  once  and  caused  great  ocmlusioBy 
mmd  on  one  oocasion  a  man  came  out  from  abye  stsn^atti  eall«l  oni,  *  Come  boys,  come 
fcojs,  fair  play!  Give  the  maa  »  elwaoel  One  at  a  time,  and  let  him  hare  time  to 
your  qiiMlraik'  I  tamed  round  and  said  to  him,  *I  thank  Grod  my  eternal 
thai  Atre  are  still  some  honest  men  left  in  my  country,  who  are  not  afraid  to 
forth  and  lift  their  voices  in  defense  of  justice  and  fair  play!' 

**  The  gentlemanly  Presbyterian,  who  asked  me  if  the  Presbyterian  ministers  taught 
doctrine,  now  came  forward  and  asked  me  to  give  my  plan  of  salvation.  Through 
■trmtegy  I  waived  the  question,  and  pretended  that  I  wished  to  avoid  the  matter.  The 
If  etbodist  hornet  now  insisted  that  I  should  explain  it.  I  told  the  people  if  he  would 
.agree  to  believe  it  I  would  give  it,  but  if  he  was  determined  not  to  believe  it,  what  use 
would  there  be  in  giving  it  to  him.  He  became  move  aazioui  thaa  ever,  and  repeatedly 
-called  for  my  plan  of  MlTatioa,  and  tke  people  began  to  olamor  for  it.  This  was  jmk 
what  I  waatod;  aad  I  asked  them  in  be  still  and  I  would  gratify  them.  They  grew 
ynlbetly  still,  and  I  spoke  of  faith,  repentance,  baptism  for  the  remission  of  sios,  and  the 
laying  on  of  hands  for  the  reception  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  exhorted  them  to  ask  God 
if  the  Gospel  I  preached  was  true;  quoting  the  passage:  '  If  any  man  lack  wisdom,  let 
him  ask  of  God,'  etc.  When  I  had  done  there  was  not  a  voice  lifted  in  opposition. 
When  bidding  all  good  night>  and  thanking  them  for  the  attention  they  had  given,  the 
Presbyterian  gentleman  asked  me  when  I  would  be  back.  I  told  them  that  I  would  be 
back  just  as  soon  as  they  liked,  and  that  I  .would  ask  no  wages  for  my  services,  neither 
would  I  send  round  the  hat  for  a  oollection.  If  any  of  them  would  give  me  a  bed  for  the 
night,  all  right,  and  if  not  all  right,  I  would  walk  the  streets  of  their  town  till  God 
epened  some  one's  heart  to  give  me  shelter.  That,  I  remarked,  is  the  way  the  *  Mor- 
mon* Elders  preach  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  and  I  did  not  think  there  were  many  of  the 
4Kctarians  who  would  have  faith  enough  to  follow  their  example. 

'*  When  going  home,  my  friend,  Mr.  Hay,  remarked  that  I  had  settled  the  point  by 
kt  last  hit,  in  giving  them  my  plan  of  salvation.  He  said  I  had  done  it  so  well  that  no 
oould  object,  as  I  proved  everjrthing  from  their  own  Bible;  *  and  now,'  he  said«  *wheii- 
4iwtit  you  come  this  way  you  will  have  a  comer  in  my  house  with  a  bed  in  it,  and  a  meal 
«f  Tictuals  whenever  you  need  iL' 

'*  Before  I  reached  my  lodgings,  a  number  of  those  who  were  interested  overtook  me, 
and  I  had  to  stand  out  with  them,  explaining  *  Mormonism,'  until  12  o'clock  at  night. 
They  were  greatly  satisfied  and  very  favorable,  and  shook  hands,  bidding  me  good  night 
in  a  most  friendly  manner. 

**  Many  of  my  old  friends  were  in  the  crowd,  and  recognized  me  while  I  was  addressing 
tliem,  and  some  whispered,  *  he  is  a  poet,'  and  referred  to  my  former  life  among  them. 
Tliis  was  very  favorable  to  me,  and  was  very  much  the  contrary  to  my  adversaries,  who 
were  greatly  blamed  by  very  many  for  their  interruptions.  God  bless  the  people,  and 
may  the  seed  sown  take  deep  root."

The  caterpillar  pest  has  disappeared  for  the  season,  leaving  the  apple 
denuded  of  leaves,  but  not  entirely  of  fruit  The  trees,  of  course,  will 
be  clothed  with  leaves  again,  but  the  problem  now  is  to  get  rid  of  the  cocoons. 

James  Houston,  of  Pleasant  Grove,  while  driving  his  team  up  American 
Fork  Canyon  lately,  was  precipitated  into  the  swollen  stream  together  with 
his  horses  and  wagon,  by  the  dugway  caving  o£  He  managed  to  save 
self,  but  the  horses  were  drowned  and  the  wagon  smashed  to  pieces.

WORDS   OF   ENCOURAGEMENT   TO   THE  ELDERS. 

PROM  PRESIDENT  WILFORD  WOODRUFF. 


I  WOULD  rather  have  a  son  in  the  vineyard,  saving  the  souls  of  men,  than 
to  have  him  heaping  up  gold  at  home  and  becoming  a  millionaire.  Yes; 
I  thank  God  that  the  young  men  of  Israel  are  rising  up  and  going  forth  into 
the  vineyard  and  magnifying  the  Holy  Priesthood,  and  preparing  themselves 
to  fulfill  their  high  destiny  in  this  important  dispensation.  As  I  look  over 
the  history  of  this  Church  and  kingdom  of  God  on  the  earth,  and  think  of 
the  army  of  faithful  laborers  in  the  kingdom  who  have  passed  to  the  othei 
aide  of  the  vail,  and  realize  that  I  soon  shall  follow  them,  and  as  I  draw  neav 
the  close  of  my  testimony  and  labor  in  the  flesh,  my  anxiety  greatly  deepens 
ftod  increases  concerning  the  rising  generation  which  I  am  to  leave  behind 
me  in  these  mountains  of  Israel  I  am  thoroughly  satisfied  in  my  own  mind 
that  there  never  was  a  generation  of  young  men  and  maidens  since  the  world 
was,  that  had  awaiting  them  the  same  high  destiny  that  awaits  the  young 
men  and  maidens  who  dwell  in  these  valleys,  surrounded  by  the  everlasting 
hills,  npon  whose  heads  rest  the  blessings  which  the  old  Patriarch  Jacob 
sealed  npon  the  heads  of  his  sons,  Joseph  and  Ephraim,  and  their  posterity, 
llirongh  their  lineage  the  sons  and  daughters  who  inhabit  these  mountains 
claim,  and,  as  God  lives,  will  inherit  the  blessings  sealed  upon  the  head  of 
Ephraim  in  the  last  days. 

We  are  living  in  a  momentous  age,  and  events  as  weighty  as  ever  rested 
npon  the  earth  will  have  to  be  met  by  the  generation  which  follows  oa  The 
whole  earth  is  groaning  under  the  weight  of  darkness,  crime,  corruption  and 
abominations,  and  its  inhabitants  are  preparing  themselves  for  the  outpouring 
of  the  just  judgments  and  indignation  of  an  avenging  God.  In  the  midst  of 
this  scene  of  events,  where  will  either  heaven  or  earth  look  for  a  peoplci 
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except  the  sods  aod  daughters  of  Zlon,  to  hold  the  helm  of  state,  or  to  pre- 
pare a  place  of  safety  that  mortal  men  may  stand  in  holy  places  and  be  pre- 
served, while  the  great  judgments  of  God  sweep  the  wicked  from  o£f  the  earth, 
in  fulfillment  of  the  revelations  of  St  John  and  other  Apostles  and  Prophets 
who  spoke  as  they  were  moved  upon  by  the  Holy  Ghost?  Though  heavea 
and  earth  pass  away,  not  one  jot  or  tittle  of  what  has  been  predicted  will  fall 
unfulfilled.  Neither  God  nor  angels  look  to  any  other  people  than  the  Latter- 
day  Saints— the  Elders  of  Israel,  the  young  men  of  Zion,  to  go  forth  bearing 
the  Holy  Priesthood  to  warn  this  Christian,  Gentile  generation  with  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  of  the  judgments  which  are  to  come;  and  their  testi- 
mony will  prove  a  savor  of  life  unto  life  or  of  death  unto  death  to  all  wha 
hear  it. 

Therefore,  ye  Elders  of  Israel,  and  young  men  who  are  in  the  vineyard  of 
"the  Lord,  or  who  dwell  in  Zion,  prepare  yonrselves  for  that  which  is  to  oome. 
Take  upon  youra^ee  the  whole  armor  of  God,  and  bear  a  true  and  faithful 
testimony  unto  all  people  where  providence  may  call  you,  that  your  garments 
may  be  clean  from  the  blood  of  all  men,  for  the  eyes  of  all  the  heavenly  hosts 
of  God,  angels  and  men,  are  watching  over  you  with  feelings  of  the  deepest 
interest.  You  are  called  and  ordained  of  God  to  prepare  this  great  and 
mighty  work  for  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  Man.  The  Lord  has  said,  through 
the  mouth  of  His  servant  Joseph,  that  "  you  are  commanded  of  God  to  go  to 
all  the  great  and  notable  cities  and  villages,  reproving  the  world  in  righteoos- 
ness  of  all  their  unrighteous  and  ungodly  deeds,  setting  forth  clearly  and  un- 
derstandingly  the  desolation  of  abomination  in  the  last  days;  for  with  you, 
saith  the  Lord  Almighty,  I  will  rend  their  kingdoms:  I  will  not  only  shake 
the  earth,  but  the  starry  heavens  shall  tremble;  for  I,  the  Lord,  have  pnk 
forth  my  hand  to  exert  the  powers  of  heaven;  ye  cannot  see  it  now,  yet  a 
little  while  and  ye  shall  see  it,  and  know  that  I  am,  and  that  I  will  come  and 
leign  with  my  people.  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  end. 
Amen." 

Thus,  ye  Elders  of  Israel,  with  the  word  of  the  Lord  resting  upon  yon, 
what  manner  of  men  ought  ye  to  be)  Gird  up  the  loins  of  your  minds — 
seatch  and  he  sober,  fie  ye  clean  that  have  the  words  of  the  Lord,  that  ye 
4Duay  be  free  from  the  blood  of  this  generation.  If  you  labor  all  the  days  of 
yf>nr  life  and  save  one  soul,  how  great  will  be  your  joy  in  the  kingdom  of 
eQk>d  with  that  soul!    How  much  more  if  you  save  many  souls! 

The  -Lord  has  called  His  servants  into  the  vineyard  to  prune  it  for  the  last 
'.time,  and  He  is  also  often  showing  us,  by  revelation,  the  great  events  that 
are«t  our  doors^the  gathering  of  Israel,  the  return  of  the  Ten  Tribes,  the 
ff^lpf  JBabylon,  the  judgments  of  God,  the  overthrow  of  the  wicked,  and  all 
tthat  is  to  .transpire  in  the  hour  of  God's  judgment,  and  the  final  coming  of 
the  Son  of  Man  in  the  clouds  of  heaven  to  reward  every  man  according  to 
the  deeds,  done  in  the  body.  I  say,  after  the  Lord  has  set  all  these  things 
t)ffore  u%  He  says  unto  us, "  If  you  believe  me  you  will  labor  while  the  dsj 
lasts,  fpr  jBoon  night  will  come  when  no  man  can  work."  There  are  great 
eyentsjat.ihedoor.  This  generation  knows  not  what  awaits  them.  When 
th^peapletccjeot  the  testimony  of  the  Elders  of  Israel  and  turn  them  from 
.their  iDUx>r8,«hey  little  know  what  they  are  doing  or  what  their  reward  will 
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lie,  and  while  oar  nation  is  laboring  for  the  destruction  of  the  Church  and 
kingdom  of  God,  and  trample  under  their  feet  the  laws  and  Constitution 
irhich  have  been  bequeathed  unto  us  by  our  forefathers  through  the  inspira- 
tion of  Almighty  God,  they  little  know  of  the  seed  they  sow  or  the  fearful 
hanrest  they  are  doomed  to  reap.  These  eternal  truths  rest  with  weight 
upon  my  mind. 

The  historian  says:  "The  decline  and  fall  of  Rome  was  attributable  to  the 
general  corruption  of  its  people,  and  to  the  engrossing  love  of  pleasure  and 
idleness.  Work,  in  the  last  days  of  Rome,  was  regarded  as  only  fit  for  slaves. 
Its  citizens  ceased  to  pride  themselves  on  the  virtues  and  characters  of  their 
great  forefathers,  and  the  empire  fell  because  it  did  not  deserve  to  live. 
When  national  character  ceases  to  be  upheld,  a  nation  may  be  regarded  as 
next  to  lost.  When  it  ceases  to  esteem  and  to  practice  the  virtues  of  truth- 
fulness, honesty,  integrity  and  justice,  it  does  not  deserve  to  live.'' 

The  historian,  in  this  respect,  has  only  drawn  the  picture  of  what  has 
followed  all  cities,  nations  and  kingdoms  of  the  whole  earth  from  th^  creation 
•f  the  world  until  now,  and  will  continue  until  the  end  of  the  world.  The 
history  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  the  antediluvian  world,  and  of  Thebes, 
liemphis,  Nineveh,  Tyre  and  Sidon,  Babylon  the  Great,  as  well  as  Jerusalem 
Uself,  all  have  fallen  when  they  were  ripened  in  iniquity,  and  all  this  in 
fnlfillment  of  the  word  of  the  Lord  through  the  mouths  of  holy  men  who 
^poke  as  they  were  moved  upon  by  the  inspiration  of  eternal  truth.  The 
Lord  has  already  swept  off  two  great  nations  from  the  American  continent,  in 
fulfillment  of  His  word,  when  they  were  ripened  in  iniquity,  and  while  in- 
spired men  can  look  with  indifference  upon  the  vortex  into  which  the  American 
government  is  hastening  through  the  same  process  to  their  utter  destruction 
and  overthrow,  who  will  save  the  American  flag  and  Constitution?  I  heard 
Joseph  Smith  say,  the  Elders  of  Israel  would  have  it  to  do,  and  he  was  a 
Prophet  of  Gk)d.  Therefore,  prepare  yourselves,  O  ye  nations  of  the  earth, 
tor  that  which  awaits  you,  for  the  God  of  heaven  has  a  controversy  with  the 
iiations!  The  Lord  will  disappoint  no  one  for  the  want  of  the  fulfillment  of 
any  of  His  words;  and  when  I  reflect  that  there  is  not  one  of  the  Apostlef 
dwelling  in  the  flesh  who  opened  the  doors  of  salvation  in  the  British 
dominions  in  1837,  and  but  two  who  assisted  in  baptizing  some  17,000  in 
1840,  and  that  our  mission  and  labors  will  soon  be  found  upon  the  other  side 
of  the  vail, — I  say,  while  these  reflections  rest  upon  me,  I  feel  desirous  to  urge 
npon  my  brethren,  the  Elders  of  Israel,  to  labor  faithfully  while  the  day  lasts. 
Try  to  save  the  souls  of  men.  Bless  and  not  curse.  Keep  pure  and  clean 
before  the  Lord.  Pray  earnestly  for  the  Holy  Spirit  to  guide  you.  Be  patient 
ifi  well  doing.  If  you  are  persecuted  and  derided  for  the  Gospel's  sake, 
^member  that  Jesus  has  trod  that  road  before  you,  and  descended  lower 
Chan  ever  you  will  be  called  to  go;  and  if  you  are  cast  out  of  doors  and  get 
nnngry,  have  to  travel  on  foot,  get  weary  and  sore,  and  are  without  money, 

S member  that  others,  even  your  fathers  after  the  flesh,  have  passed  through 
e  same  ordeaL  Brigham  and  Heber,  Willard  and  John,  Farley  and  Orson, 
Wilford  and  George  A.,  have  traveled  over  the  same  road,  preached  in  the 
aame  halls  and  streets,  got  hungry  the  same  as  you  are.  We  are  all  in  the 
4ttme  old  ship  of  Zion,  and  thanks  be  to  God  for  the  privilege. 
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Be  of  good  cheer.  Though  earth  and  hell  conspire  against  you,  they  slial 
not  prevail  if  you  are  built  upon  my  rock,  saith  the  Lord. 

May  the  blessings  and  power  of  God,  with  His  Holy  Spirit,  rest  upon  aS 
the  Elders  and  Saints  of  Qod  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord,  as  well  as  those  m 

Zion. 

MINUTES   OF   THE    GLASGOW   CONFERENCE, 

HELD  AT  8  WATSON  STREET,  GLASGOW,  ON  SUNDAY,  JULY  13,  1884 


Present  on  the  stand:  Apostle  John  Henry  Smith,  President  of  the  Earopem 
Mission;  Elder  Geo.  Gk)ddard,  visitor  from  Salt  Lake  City;  Angus  McKay, 
President  of,  and  Robert  Hunter,  Samuel  McKay,  James  G.  Crane,  J.  W. 
Thomas,  G.  F.  Hunter,  Francis  Greenwell,  Geo.  Fraser,  Jas.  C.  McMurrin 
Jame't  Harvey,  Jas.  McPherson,  Traveling  Elders  in  the  Scottish  ConfereD» 
We  also  had  two  Traveling  Elders  who  are  located  in  Ireland  at  present— 
Qeorge  Wilson  and  Robert  Manhall. 

Conference  commenced  at  10  a.m.,  with  singing,  prayer  by  Brother  Gk)ddiud, 
and  singing  again;  after  which  the  time  was  occupied  by  the  Elders  givioi 
in  the  reports  of  their  labors  in  the  various  Districts,  all  expressing  thea 
pleasure  at  being  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Lord.  The  Districts  in  which 
they  labored  were  reported  as  being  much  in  the  same  condition — Saints  fev 
and  well  spread  over  the  land.  Few  were  embracing  the  Gospel  or  investi- 
gating the  principles  even.  The  Lord  was  good  to  them  in  opening  up  thea 
way  wherever  they  went,  making  friends  for  them.  Many  of  the  Saints  wera 
gathered  to  Zion,  and  the  purposes  of  Jehovah  were  thus  being  accompHshed 
in  the  face  of  all  the  persecutions  which  were  being  heaped  upon  the  peoplei 

President  John  H.  Smith  spoke  of  the  Elders  becoming  wanderers  on  tbf 
earth  for  the  GU)spers  sake.  They  do  not  fill  a  desirable  position  in  the  eytf 
of  man.  In  this  day  in  which  we  live  it  i§  so  unpopular  to  preach  the  Gospel 
as  contained  in  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  that  the  Elders  of  the  Chard 
of  Jesus  Christ  have  suffered  imprisonment  for  it,  and  at  the  hands  of  thosi 
who  professed  to  believe  in  the  same  good  old  book.  He  exhorted  the  Sainii 
to  be  just,  honest,  virtuous,  holy,  longsuffering,  and  to  live  so  that  tbef 
need  not  hang  their  heads  in  regret  when  they  appear  before  [the  bar  of 
God. 

After  singing,  benediction  was  offered^by  Elder  Marshall 

At  2  p.m.,  after  singing,  prayer  was)  offered  by  Elder  Wilson,  and  tha 
Sacrament  administered  by  Elders  Jno.  Hunter  and  Alexander  Liddell 

Elders  McMurrin,  Marshall  and  Fraser  reported  their  Districts  in  a  similtf 
condition  to  those  reported  in  the  forenoon.  They  bore  testimony  to  the 
restoration  of  the  Gk)spel,  to  the  mission  of  Jesus  Christ  and  that  of  Joseph 
Smith,  that  they  both  filled  their  respective  missions,  and  then  sealed  wiA 
their  blood  the  testimony  they  were  sent  to  deliver. 

Elder  Goddard  gave  the  people  a  brief  sketch  of  his  conversion,  saying  ^ 
was  now  nearly  70  years  old,  and  had  always  tried  to  serve  the  Lord,  bat  did 
not  know  how  to  do  so  correctly  until:|he  was  told  by  a  Latter-day  Saint 
Elder  in  England     The  [same  signs  followed  him  as  followed  former*di| 
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Saints.    He  did  not  have  smooth  sailing  any  more  than  they;  neither  did  he 
cizpect  any  other  signs  to  follow  him  than  those  which  followed  them. 

President  Smith  said  that  in  all  denominations  there  were  good  and  honest 
people,  but  the  Lord  himself  had  laid  down  a  rale  of  faith,  a  certain  plan  or* 
method  by  which  His  sons  and  daughters  may  again  get  back  into  His  pres- 
ence, and  if  we  fail  to  follow  that,  our  sincerity  or  honesty  will  not  save  us. 
Sore  testimony  to  false  doctrines  being  taught  the  people,  and  they  beinp  led 
sway  thereby  from  the  truth,  until  they  would  not  now  endure  sound  doc- 
Inne.  He  exhorted  the  strangers  present  to  examine  the  Scriptures  for  them- 
selves,  to  read  them  patiently  through,  then  go  and  look  for  the  Church  which 
laught  the  principles  Contained  therein,  as  he  had  done.  It  was  worth  the 
trouble,  because  of  the  promises  attached  to  obedience  to  the  principles  of 
Ihe  Gospel — eternal  life  and  the  approval  of  our  Father  in  heaven,  with  many 
valuable  gifts  and  blessings  which  only  believers  can  enjoy. 

Brother  Qoddard  sang  a  song,  namely,  "  Who's  on  the  Lord's  sider  after 
irhich  the  choir  sang,  and  the  meeting  was  dismissed  with  prayer  and  bend- 
diction  by  Elder  McPherson. 

At  the  meeting  in  the  evening,  the  Church  authorities  were  presented  and 
dnanimously  sustained  by  vote  of  congregation.  The  financial  and  statistical, 
Tract  Society,  and  Female  Relief  Society  reports  for  six  months  were  then 
read  and  unanimously  approved.  The  statistics  show  11  Elders  from  Zion, 
B6  local  Elders,  21  Priests,  21  Teachers,  12  Deacons,  403  members;  71  bap- 
tized, 70  emigrated,  3  received,  12  removed,  18  excommunicated,  2  died. 

President  John  Henry  Smith  spoke  of  the  marriage  relation,  showing  the 
lesults  of  this  principle  as  taught  by  our  Father  in  heaven.  He  also  bore  his 
leatimony  to  the  mission  of  Joseph  Smith,  that  the  Gospel  was  restored  to 
him,  and  that  through  him  God  has  ushered  in  the  dispensation  of  the  fuU- 
B6>8  of  times,  which  has  been  spoken  of  by  the  Prophets  of  God  in  all  ages. 

After  singing,  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Brother  Gk)ddard. 

An  unusual  number  of  strangers  attended  the  meetings,  and  listened  at- 
leDtively  and  with  respect  to  the  remarks  of  the  Elders.  The  Saints  enjoyed 
the  Conference  very  much,  and  rejoiced  in  the  good  spirit  which  prevailed 
Bad  in  the  powerful  testimonies  of  the  brethren.  The  country  Saints  were, 
Bs  usual,  provided  with  refreshments  in  the  ante-room  by  the  Female  Relief

C Summarized  from  Territorial  Papers,  J 

The  building  of  the  new  Stake  Tabernacle  in  Paris  is  being  crowded. 

White  &  Sons,  butchers  of  Salt  Lake  City,  have  lately  paid  $47,000  for  the 
purchase  of  a  herd  of  cattle. 

A  six-year  old  boy  of  Joseph  Field,  of  Beaver,  has  been  kicked  in  the  head 
Ijf  a  mule  and  had  his  skull  badly  fractured. 

A  J.  Stewart,  of  Benjamin,  has  been  offered  $4,500  for  a  colt  which  he  has 
raised,  and  which  has  developed  considerable  speed. 
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A  four-year  old  son  of  W.  H.  Bassett,  of  Cedar  Fort,  accidentally  fell  into 
an  irrigating  canal  near  his  home  on  the  25th  of  Jane  and  was  drowned. 

A  fire  on  the  premises  of  Ephraim  Scott,  Mill  Creek  Ward,  on  the  30th  of 
June,  destroyed  his  corrals  and  sheds,  a  valuable  pair  of  horses,  harnesa,  etc. 

Plaster  of  Paris  of  an  excellent  quality  is  being  made  at  Nephi,  Juab  Ca, 
and  is  being  sold  at  one-fifth  the  price  of  the  imported  article  of  similar 
quality. 

Elder  John  Q.  Cannon  and  his  wife  reached  home  on  the  24th  nit  in  good 
health  and  spirits,  and  were  met  at  Ogden  by  a  large  number  of  relatiTes 
and  friends. 

A  young  man  named  Dan  Parker,  while  removing  a  gun  from  a  wagon 
near  Iron  City,  on  the  Ist  of  July,  was  accidentally  shot  in  the  thigh  by  the 
premature  discharge  of  the  weapon. 

Hyrum  S.  Woolley,  of  Paris,  recently  lost  a  valuable  mare  with  a  buggy 
attached  to  her  while  being  ferried  across  Bear  river,  through  the  animal 
becoming  frightened  and  backing  into  the  stream. 

David  Briggs,  of  East  Bountiful,  had  his  ankle  accidentally  caught  in  front 
of  the  sickle  bar  of  a  mowing  machine  on  the  19th  of  June,  and  so  nearly 
severed  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  amputate  it  He  subsequently  died  of 
his  injurie& 

Ariah  C.  Brower,  an  old  and  respected  citizen  of  Richmond,  Cache  Ga,  n 
veteran  printer,  who  was  successively  foreman  of  the  Nauvoo  Neighbor  and 
Deseret  News  Office,  died  on  the  24th  of  June,  at  the  age  of  67  years.  He 
was  the  father  of  29  children,  had  76  grandchildren,  and  8  great-grandchildren. 

Burglarious  and  other  thefts,  mostly  of  a  petty  character,  are  rather  more 
common  than  usual  now  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  Ogden,  particularly  the  latter 
place.  The  guilty  parties,  so  far  as  captured,  are  of  the  tramp  species,  im* 
ported  from  other  parts  on  the  brake  bars  of  railroad  trains,  and  who  only 
leave  Utah  when  tiie  police  make  it  too  hot  for  them  to  stay  longer. 

The  Ogden  Herald  of  June  17th,  announced  that  the  strawberry  season 
was  at  its  zenith  in  that  region  and  that  the  good  people  of  Plain  City,  whi(^ 
has  been  noted  for  many  years  for  the  immense  quantity  of  strawberries 
raised  there,  were  reaping  a  rich  harvest  from  the  sale  of  the  crop.  One  man 
ha4  already  received  $100  for  berries  from  four  rows  of  plants  twenty  rods 
long. 

A  party  of  pleasure-seekers  encamped  in  the  mountains  near  the  head- 
waters of  the  Weber  river  were,  on  the  6th  of  July,  struck  by  a  cyclone  which. 
swooped  down  upon  them  with  such  force  that  it  tore  up  large  trees  by  the 
roots  *and  scattered  them  about  as  if  they  had  been  straws.  The  tent  in 
which  n^ost  of  the  party  were  was  blown  down,and  three  trees  fell  across  it^  kill- 
ing Miss  Kitty  Wells,  daughter  of  B.  R  Wells  of  Chicago,  and  iigoring  Miss 
Tissie  Kimball  of  Salt  Lake  City. 

James  Widdison,  of  the  19th  Ward,  Salt  Lake  City,  was  recently  stung  or 
bitten  under  the  eye  by  an  insect  of  some  kind.  The  part  became  exceed- 
ingly painful  and  inflamed,  and  three  days  afterwards,  on  squeezing  the  place, 
the  head  of  a  worm  protruded  from  it.     On  being  extracted  the  creatnre  was 
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foand  to  be  three-quarters  of  an  inch  long,  and  an  eighth  of  an  inch  in 
diameter  at  thickest  part,  near  the  head,  and  tapering  thence  to  the  tail.  The 
drcumstance  is  without  a  parallel,  at  least  in  that  region. 

Elder  David  0.  Calder,  Counselor  to  the  President  of  the  Salt  Lake  Stake 
of  ZioD,  died  on  the  3rd  of  July  from  inanition  of  the  stomach.  He  has  been 
ailing  for  a  long  time,  consequently  his  death  was  not  entirely  unlooked  for, 
bat  his  loss  will  be  keenly  felt  not  only  by  his  immediate  family,  but  also  by 
the  community  in  which  he  has  figured  prominently  for  the  past  thirty  years. 
He  was  bom  on  the  18th  of  June,  1823,  at  Thurso,  Caithness-shire,  Scotland, 
was  baptized  by  Elder  Orson  Pratt  in  1840,  and  emigrated  to  America  in  1850. 

A  number  of  the  Salt  Lake  friends  of  Sheriff  John  W.  Turner  have  shown 
tlieir  qonpathy  for  him  in  the  expense  that  he  has  been  pat  to,  and  their 
admiration  for  the  coolness  and  bravery  and  respect  for  the  law  which  he  has 
flhowQ  in  bringing  the  guilty  murderer  of  his  son  to  justice  and  in  bearing  up 
nnder  the  harrowing  details  of  thethreeseparate  trials,  together  with  their  agra- 
Yfttiog miscarriage  of  justice  through  the  blunders  of  the  court,  by  voluntarily 
laaking  up  a  purse  of  $1,188  for  his  benefit,  and  that  too  without  his 
knowledge. 

R  G.  McNiece,  a  Presbyterian  minister  of  Salt  Lake  City,  has  been  having 
a  controversy  with  the  editor  of  the  Deseret  News^  of  late,  through  the 
colamna  of  that  paper,  in  regard  to  certain  statements  and  insinuations  about 
the  *'  Mormons''  made  by  the  first-named  in  a  communication  to  the  New 
York  Independent,  and  which  the  News  denounced  as  libelous  and  defama- 
tory. The  result  is,  that  McNiece  has  been  proved  by  documentary  evidence 
to  bo  an  unmitigated  falsifier,  a  villain  who,  while  professing  friendship  for 
the  people,  has  not  scrupled  at  inventing  and  circulating  the  most  abominable 
lies  about  them  with  a  view  to  bringing  down  the  vengeance  of  the  govern- 
ment upon  them  and  having  them  despoiled  of  all  their  rights  and  possessions 

The  4th  ^of  July — Independence  Day— was  pretty  generally  celebrated 
throughout  Utah.  No  class  of  citizens  in  the  United  States  appreciate  more 
highly  than  do  the  Latter-day  Saints  the  straggles  of  the  patriots  who  at  the 
time  of  the  nation's  birth  risked  **  their  lives,  their  fortunes  and  their  sacred 
honor,"  to  secure  to  themselves  and  their  posterity  independence  from  tyran- 
nical rule,  and  establish  a  government  in  which  liberty  and  freedom,  in 
religious  as  well  as  other  matters,  could  be  enjoyed  to  the  fullest  extent.  The 
fact  of  the  Saints  having  been  denied  the  liberty  which  the  Constitution  of 
the  country  guarantees,  does  not  lessen  their  veneration  for  that  sacred  in- 
atmment  or  the  noble  men  who,  under  the  inspiration  of  the  Almighty,  wera 
its  framers;  indeed,  it  rather  tends  to  cause  them  to  value  the  same  more 
highly.  They  appreciate  the  feelings  which  animated  the  patriot  fathers  and 
the  sentiments  expressed  in  the  Declaration  of  Independence  all  the  more 
fully  on  account  of  being  compelled  to  wear  the  yoke  of  bondage  in  some 
degree  themselves,  which  has  been  fastened  upon  them  by  a  corrupt  adminia- 
tration;  and  they  look  forward  to  the  time  when  they,  in  the  providence  of 
the  Almighty,  will  be  enabled  to  rescue  the  nation's  emblem  Ct  liberty  from 
those  who  would  seek  to  trample  it  in  the  dust,  and  bear  it  aloft  to  the  worU 
im  all  its  pristine  significance.

RECENT  EVENTS. 


A  NUMBER  of  pablic  events  have  recently  transpired  in  the  United  StateSi 
and  a  series  of  moves  have  been  made  upon  the  political  chess-board  of  that 
nation,  which  interest  the  Latter-day  Saints  indirectly  if  not  direcUj,  and 
we  will  refer  to  some  of  them. 

In  the  first  place  we  may  mention  that  Congress  adjourned  on  the  7tli  d 
July,  and  that,  too,  without  the  atrocious  bill  on  the  Utah  question,  which 
was  introduced  by  Senator  Hoar  and  crowded  through  the  Senate,  ever 
reaching  the  House.    In  this  we  acknowledge  the  hand  of  the  Lord.    Al- 
though there  is  no  doubt  but  theanti-**  Mormon"  cry  is  used  by  many  peraonat 
especially  by  leading  members  of  the  Republican  party,  for  political  e£fect,  it 
is  evident  that  a  feeling  of  deadly  hatred  and  reckless  desperation  towards 
the  Latter-day  Saints,  engendered  by  bigotry,  envy  and  fear,  is  very  general 
throughout  the  nation,  and  that  Congressmen  share  in  it  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  majority  of  them  would  not  scruple  at  violating  the  Constitution 
even  more  than  they  already  have  done  in  passing  laws  to  suppress  the  un- 
popular sect  and  religion.    The  political  situation  in  Utah  is  bad  enough  as 
it  is—much  too  bad — in  fact,  it  would  be  intolerable  to  any  other  people,  but 
it  would  have  been  even  worse  if  any  of  the  bills  introduced  into  the  late 
Congress  for  the  regulation  of  affairs  in  Utah  had  passed.     Congreesmen  are 
no  nearer  the  solution  of  what  they  call  the  *'  Mormon  problem"  than  thej 
were  before  the  session  commenced;  it  remains  as  much  a  problem  to  them 
as  ever.    In  the  meantime  the  Latter-day  Saints  are  increasing  in  numbers 
and  in  union,  and  gaining  an  experience  which  it  is  necessary  for  them  to 
have  to  fit  them  for  the  high  destiny  in  store  for  them.    The  agitation  which 
the  question  has  received  through  the  introduction  of  so  many  bills  into  Con- 
gress for  the  suppression  of  "  Mormonism,"  and  the  pcrsecutive  spirit  arrayed 
against  the  Saints,  have  had  the  double  effect  of  arousing  greater  zeal  and 
faith,  and  promoting  greater  union  among  them,  and  of  bringing  to  the 
attention  of  the  whole  world  the  religion  they  profess  and  the  work  they  are 
accomplishing.    The  Lord  is  managing  things  just  right  for  the  development 
of  the  purposes  which  He  has  decreed. 

The  Saints  have  never  been  alarmed  while  their  few  remaining  liberties 
have  been  threatened;  they  have  been  as  tranquil  as  a  summer's  morning  in 
awaiting  the  result;  in  fact,  they  have  been  as  cheerful  and  happy  as  if  no 
such  evil  was  contemplated  by  their  enemies.  Their  trust  has  not  been  in 
vain.    There  is  a  rift  in  the  clouds  that  obscured  their  political  horizon,  and 
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in  the  due  time  of  the  Lord  they  will  enjoy  the  full  light  of  political  as  well 
tB  religious  freedom. 

Gooventions  of  the  two  great  political  parties  have  been  held  in  Chicago 
lot  the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates  for  the  two  highest  offices  in  the 
aation — those  of  President  and  Vice-President     James  G.  Blaine  and  John 
Ik  Logan  have  received  the  nomination   of  the  Republicans,  and  Qrover 
Cleveland  and  Thomas  A.  Hendricks  have  been  nominated  by  the  Democrats. 
Of  coarse  the  Latter-day  Saints,  or  most  of  them,  will  only  be  silent  specta- 
of  the  struggle  that  will  tjike  place  in  November  next  for  the  election  of 
lese  officers,  and  are  as  nearly  disinterested  as  any  class  of  citizens;  but  in- 
JBtfmuch  as  a  change  of  Presidents  will  involve  a  partial  if  not  complete  change 
the  officers  appointed  by  the  President,  they  will  watch  with  interest  the 
mlt 

The  '*  Mormon''  question  being  regarded  as  one  of  the  great  issues  of  the 
ly,  a  candidate  is  expected  to  define  his  sentiments  in  regard  to  it.    This 
[r.  Blaine  has  done  in  a  manifesto  which  he  has  issued,  declaring  that  polyg- 
ly  has  no  more  right  to  be  tolerated  than  cannibalism. 
Since  January  last,  when  the  term  for  which  Eli  H.  Murray  had  been  ap- 
pointed Governor  of  Utah  had  expired,  he  has  been  in  suspense  as  to  whether 
^e  would  secure  the  re-appointment  or  not.     If  fitness  for  the  office  were  a 
'Consideration  with  the  appointive  power,  he  would  not  have  stood  a  ghost  of 
m  chance.    His  inefficiency,  and,  what  is  worse  still,  his  unscrupulous  dis- 
lionesty  and  general  unworthiness,  had  been  made  apparent  to  the  nation, 
\>at  such  things  count  for  nothing  in  view  of  party  policy.    While  the  Latter- 
day  Saints  would  have  preferred,  for  the  credit  of  the  nation,  that  some  other 
man  with  a  more  savory  record  should  be  appointed,  they  were  ()crsonaIly  not 
particular  about  it    They  had  no  reason  tu  expect  tliat  any  less  bitter  enemy 
would  be  appointed,  and  there  is  philosophy  in  the  saying  that  **  'tis  better  to 
bear  the  ills  that  we  have  than  to  fly  to  others  we  know  not  of."    However, 
in  their  case  there  was  no  such  alternative  as  flying,  for  they  had  to  accept 
tt  inevitable  the  infliction  of  whoever  the  President  chose  to  appoint,  and  he 
has  chosen  to  re-appoint  Governor  Murray.    Well,  the  people  know  him,  and 
they  know  just  what  to  expect  from  him,  and  they  will  bear  the  infliction  as 
best  they  can. 

Chief  Justice  Hunter  had  also  been  in  suspense,  his  term  of  office  having 
expired  about  a  year  ago;  but  though  he,  too,  hoped  for  re-appointment,  he 
hoped  in  vain,  for  he  has  been  displaced  by  the  appointment  of  Charles  S. 
Zane,  of  Illinois.  Of  the  character  of  the  new  appointee  we  can  say  nothing, 
for  we  know  nothing  of  him.  He  can  scarcely  be  worse  than  some  of  his 
predecessors,  and  he  may  be  much  better.  Judge  Hunter  was  rather  better 
than  the  average  of  the  judges  inflicted  upon  Utah,  and  that  is  not  saying 
much  for  him,  for  they  have  been  a  hard  lot. 

One  of  the  last  official  acts  of  Judge  Hunter  in  Utah,  was  to  discharge  the 
Grand  Jury  which,  contrary  to  ordinary  usage,  had  been  kept  empanneled 
iseveral  weeks  after  their  business  was  completed  for  no  other  reason  than  as 
an  excuse  for  keeping  Miss  Nellie  White  in  the  Penitentiary,  the  judge  having 
ordered  her  to  be  imprisoned  until  she  would  answer  the  questions  which 
the  Qrand  Jury  had  propounded  to  her.    Had  the  jury  been  discharged  aa 
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usual  when  their  labors  were  finished,  it  would  necessarily  have  been  in  order 
to  release  her. 

After  Miss  Nellie  White  had  been  kept  for  six  weeks  in  the  Penitentiary^ 
and  limited  to  regular  prison  fare,  Judge  Hunter  also  issued  an  order  for  her* 
release,  without  having  accomplished  anything  by  her  imprisonment,  except- 
to  bring  himself  and  his  court  into  contempt  before  the  world  for  the  pettjr* 
and  unwarrantable  course  taken  to  extort  testimony  from  a  woman.    Tha^ 
young  lady  has  proved  herself  a  true  heroine.     She  has  for  principle's  sake 
borne  without  flinching  the  ignominy  of  incarceration  in  a  prison  intended 
only  for  condemned  criminals,  rather  than  reply  to  questions  propounded  to 
ber  for  the  purpose  of  learning  whether  she  was  a  polygamous  wife  or  not» 
She  is  worthy  of  all  honor  for  her  firmness  and  integrity  to  her  religion.    H- 
her  domestic  relations  be  such  as  suspected,  neither  the  law  nor  the  usage  of' 
courts  in  any  civilized  community  will  justify  such  a  course  as  was  taken 
with  her,  and  also  with  Belie  Harris  last  year,  to  learn  the  facta 

The  public  as  well  as  the  courts  should  learn  one  lesson  at  least  from  these 
cases.  ^*  Mormon''  wives  are  not  going  to  betray  their  husbands  under  any 
sort  of  pressure.  They,  as  well  as  their  husbands,  are  conscientious  in  their 
belief  in  and  practice  of  that  system  of  marriage  ordained  of  God,  and  neither 
the  enactment  of  laws  declaring  such  a  practice  to  be  criminal,  nor  the  in* 
fliction  of  punishment  for  it,  will  render  it  criminal  in  their  eyes.  They  con- 
sider, as  did  the  Apostles  of  old,  "  We  ought  to  obey  God  rather  than  man.*- 
They  are  not  seeking  notoriety  as  law-breakers.  Their  religion  teaches  them 
to  respect  and  observe  all  constitutional  laws,  but  the  laws  which  have  beea 
specially  enacted  for  the  suppression  of  their  religion  are  unconstituttonaL 
They  have,  therefore,  either  to  disregard  them  or  the  commands  of  the  Al* 
mighty,  and  they  have  no  hesitancy  in  deciding  as  to  their  duty  in  the  matter. 
Whatever  be  the  consequences,  they  are  determined  to  prove  true  to  God, 
to  their  religion  and  to  each  other. 

However  unjust  though,  or  unconstitutional,  the  laws  enacted  by  Congreaa 
might  be,  the  Saints  would  justify,  personally,  the  officers  appointed  to  ad<- 
minister  them,  if  they  only  confined  themselves  within  the  limits  of  the  law; 
but  when  the  judges  and  prosecuting  attorneys  resort  to  such  methods  as  tbej 
did  in  the  case  of  Belle  Harris  and  Nellie  White  to  obtain  evidence,  thej 
themselves  become  law-breakers  and  merit  contempt 

The  Saints  are  satisfied  with  their  religion,  they  are  happy  in  their  domestic 
relations,  they  have  the  assurance  of  God's  approval  inasmuch  as  they  observe 
His  laws,  and  though  earthly  powers  should  persecute  them  under  color  of 
law  for  so  doing,  and  even  imprison  them,  they  will  show  to  the  world  that 
they  can  endure  that  The  Almighty  has  sustained  them  in  the  past,  and 
He  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future.

JOY  AT  BEACHING  HOME— FINDING  EMPLOYMENT  FOE  EMIGRANTS,  ETC. 

Elder  W.  S.  Geddes,  who  recently  returned  home  from  a  mission  to  tbia 
country,  writes  to  us  from  Plain  City,  June  22, 1884,  as  follows: 

'*  I  can  assure  you  that  with  the  experience  gained  while  abroad,  I  can  now  fully  ap« 
predate  my  home  among  the  best  people  upon  the  earth,  with  all  their  faults.  I  am 
pleased  to  again  be  at  home  and  find  my  family  well,  and  I  may  say  the  most  pleasant 
period  of  my  life  was  while  I  was  abroad  defending  the  Gospel  as  restored  again  through 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  I  can  look  back  with  pride  upon  my  labors,  feeling  assured 
I  did  the  best  I  could,  and  my  desire  is  still  to  be  found  at  the  post  of  duty.  I  also  feel 
thankful  that  I  am  still  kept  in  the  harness  by  being  called  upon  the  home  mission. 

"  Yon  will  please  pardon  me  for  not  giving  you  a  synopsis  of  my  labors  for  publication 
before  leaving,  as  is  the  custom.  I  thought  I  would  not  infringe  upon  your  limited 
apace.  The  financial  condition  of  the  Glasgow  Conference  was  in  good  shape  when  I 
left.  When  Brother  McMurrin  took  the  books,  there  was  an  indebtedness  against  the 
Cooferenoe  of  some  £13,  but  during  his  presidency  it  was  reduced  to  £7.  When  I  turned 
the  books  over  to  my  successor,  Brother  Angus  McKay,  the  Conference  stood  clear  of 
debt,  besides  which  we  added  some  £5  worth  of  furniture,  etc,  to  the  Conference  house, 
and  also  had  some  20,000  tracts  published  by  the  Conference. 

"  Our  journey  homeward  was  an  exceedingly  prosperous  as  well  as  speedy  one.  I 
think  it  was  the  quickest  ever  made  by  a  company  of  the  Saints— only  being  fourteen 
days  from  Liverpool  to  Ogden. 

**  I  have  been  busy  for  some  time  trying  to  get  some  of  the  Saints  employment,  but  I 
find  it  very  difficult,  as  times  are  dull  at  present  I  have  succeeded,  however,  in  getting 
m  few  of  them  something  to  da    Salt  Lake  has  a  very  dull  appearance  at  present." 
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ITEMS  FROM  THE  NOBTHERN  SETTLEMENTS. 

Apostle  Moses  Thatcher,  writiiii;  to  President  John  Henry  Smith  from 
Logan  City,  Utah,  June  24,  1884,  says: 

'*  Tour  letter  I  found  awaiting  me  on  my  return  from  a  two  weekh*  trip  through  the 
Oneida,  Idaho,  Stake  of  Zion,  whither  I  had  been  introducing,  under  instructions  of  the 
Presidency  of  the  Church,  Brother  Wm.  D.  Hendricks,  Solomon  H.  Hale,  and  Geor^  O. 
Parkinson,  who  had  been  set  apart  to  preside  over  that  part  of  the  Lord's  vineyard.  The 
Saints  there,  numbering  about  5,000,  everywhere  received  the  brethren  warmly,  and 
while  the  greatest  possible  liberty  was  given  to  all  to  vote  just  as  they  felt,  they  exercised 
it  without  a  single  dissenting  voice;  and  the  fact  that  they  did  so  was  very  gratifying  to 
Brother  Hendricks  and  his  Counselors.  We  held,  during  the  trip,  some  22  meetings  and 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  abundantly  bore  testimony  of  the  progress  of  His  work  in  the  land. 
Aside  from  the  muddled  condition  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  County,  which,  I  regret 
to  say,  are  not  as  they  should  be,  everything  there  appears  encouraging,  though  oonaider- 
able  hard  work  must  be  done  in  the  political  field  this  summer  and  fall,  in  order  to  relieve 
the  Saints  from  the  heavy  taxation  caused  by  unwise  management  of  some  County 
officials  who  have  involved  the  County. 

**  The  Temple  work  goes  on  nicely  under  the  management  and  presidency  of  M.  W. 
Merrill,  of  Richmond,  a  man  suitable  in  every  way  for  the  work.  I  was  recently  set 
apart  by  President  Taylor  to  assist  him  when  the  duties  of  my  ministry  and  calling 
permit 

**  The  waters  have  been  high,  and  tne  Logan  river  still  continues  so,  having  done  some 
damage.  Crops,  however,  generally  look  well,  and  the  health  of  the  people  is  good. 
Business  matters  are  flat,  money  scarce  and  we  find  all  we  can  do  in  the  efforts  required 
to  prop  up  some  of  our  institutions.  The  bank  here  has  been  able  to  render  mudi 
Taluable  assistance  in  this  direction,  and  we  confidently  hope  that  all  worthy  home 
institutions  will,  with  the  assistance  rendered,  be  able  to  pull  through." 

SAFE  JOURNEY  OP  THE  JUNE  COMPANY. 

Elder  E.  H.  Nye,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  company  of  emigrating  Saints 
that  sailed  from  here  in  June,  writes  from  Ogden,  Utah,  July  3,  1884,  as 
follows: 

"As  I  wrote  you  from  New  York,  we  arrived  there  at  the  Guion  dock  at  8  a.nL,  and 
from  that  time  till  about  2  p.m.  the  dock  presented  a  most  busy  scene.  I  was  interviewed 
by  several  reporters  at  Castle  Gardens,  one  of  whom  gave  a  fair  statement  of  facts  in  the 
World  J  with  only,  a  few  slight  misrepresentations.  We  left  Castle  Gardens  about  6  pim. 
for  Jersey  City  and  found  eleven  cars  ready  for  us,  ten  for  the  Saints  and  one  coach 
for  the  Elders,  which  proved  to  be  ample  room,  as  they  were  large  cars.  At  Salamanca, 
the  railroad  men  wanted  us  to  change  cars,  but  I  refused  to  do  so,  and  after  some  delaj 
they  permitted  us  to  proceed  to  Chicago.  Reached  there  at  8-30  p.m.  on  Wednesday, 
transferred  to  the  Chicago  and  North  Western  R.  R.,  and  at  twelve  o'clock  (midnight) 
were  again  under  way.  At  11  p.m.  we  reached  Council  Bluffs,  and  found  seventeen 
cars  awaiting  us,  the  increased  number  being  necessary  on  account  of  the  cars  being 
smaller.  At  3  a.m.  we  started  in  two  sections,  and  made  passenger  train  time  from  there 
to  Ogden,  arriving  here  at  9-30  a.m.,  Sunday,  June  29th — ^making  the  run  from  Liver- 
pool to  Ogden  in  fourteen  days  and  a  few  hours. 

**  There  was  no  sickness  to  speak  of;  a  few  felt  indisposed,  but  through  faith  in  the 
ordinance  for  the  sick  were  immediately  restored. 

"The  railroad  officials  treated  us  with  the  greatest  possible  kindness  all  the  way 
through,  growing  more  and  more  solicitious  after  our  wellfare  as  we  proceeded  towards 
the  West;  in  fact,  clear  from  Liverpool  we  were  treated  with  all  the  attention  that 
oould  be  hoped  for,  and  I  must  say,  that  in  every  respect  the  run  through  was  all  I  oonld 
have  desired. 

*'I  found  wife  and  friends  all  well,  and  received  a  warm  welcome  home." 
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MISSIONARY  WORK  IN  THE  SOUTHERN  STATES. 

Elder  Geo.  J.  Woodbury,  who  is  laboring  as  a  missionary  in  the  Southern 
States,  writes  to  us  from  Venus,  Tennessee,  June  23,  1884,  us  follows: 

**  I  learn  of  the  open-air  meetings  in  Great  Britain,  and  of  the  £lders  standinf?  by 
lamp  poets  in  the  principal  streets  and  preaching  to  the  people  as  they  pass,  all  of  which 
MMDS  rather  rough,  but  I  suppose  their  auditors  do  not  often  bring  stale  eggs  and  the  tar 
bucket  along  to  meeting  with  them,  which  has  often  been  the  case  in  this  country.    W« 
have  not  had  to  endure  it  as  yet,  but  have  had  the  eggs  prepared  for  us  a  time  or  twob 
Since  our  Conference,  the  4th  of  last  month,  we  have  met  with  considerable  opposition. 
It  seems  that  the  presence  of  so  many  Elders  caused  the  devil  to  rage.     Soon  after  Con- 
ference President  Fuller  was  notified  by  two  or  three  letters  to  gather  his  little  flock 
together  and  leave  the  coimty.    Since  that,  however.  Elder  Kobins  and  I  have  baptized 
two  persons  and  the  prospects  are  good  for  some  more  additions  soon.    Yesterday  we 
Jteld  two  open -air  meetings  in  a  grove,  and  had  some  fifty  people  there,  which  is  rather  more 
than  commonly  turn  out  in  this  land.    I  spoke  in  the  morning  for  about  an  hour  and  a 
lialf,  and  had  the  attention  of  all  present.     In  the  afternoon  Elder  Kobins  occupied  the 
snost  of  the  time.    He  will  no  doubt  make  a  fine  missionary;  he  speaks  well    Just  as  we 
were  closing  meeting  Elders  James  A.  Koss  and  A.  J.  McCuistian  came  along.    They 
liad  held  meeting  some  four  miles  from  us  in  the  morning,  and  some  five  men  came  to  the 
Sneeting  armed  with  hickory  clubs,  about  two  feet  long  and  one-an-a-half  inches  thick 
^the  meeting  was  in  the  open-air),  and  when  meeting  was  through,  the  leader  of  the  gang 
ordered  all  the  people  to  go  home,  as  they  were  going  to  take  charge  of  the  'Mormons.' 
The  people,  however,  did  not  go,  and  some  of  them  who  are  our  friends  told  the  mob  i£ 
'they  took  the  *  Mormons'  they  would  do  it  over  their  dead  bodies.    Seeing  the  Elders  had 
friends  to  defend  them,  they  (the  mob)  held  a  council  and  reported  that  they  would  giy 
them  tUl  ten  o'clock  the  next  day  to  leave  the  county,  and  if  they  were  found  after  that 
time  tiiey  would  get  some  rough  handling.     What  seemed  to  hurt  the  mob  worst  was,  that 
not  only  did  the  men  stick  up  for  the  Elders  and  the  truth,  but  their  wives  did  also. 
Some  of  them  even  threatened  to  scald  the  mob  if  they  ever  came  to  their  houses  to  take 
the  Elders. 

"  We  have  quite  a  number  of  meetings  given  out,  which  by  the  help  of  God  we  intend 
to  filL  I  think  this  present  excitement  will  be  the  means  of  making  more  Saints.  We 
have  many  good  friends  here  who  are  investigating  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  with 
renewed  interest  We  have  received  an  invitation  to  preach  next  Sunday  in  a  neighbor- 
hood where  the  people,  or  most  of  them,  have  never  heard  the  Gospel.  I  feel  well  in  the 
labor  in  which  we  are  engaged  and  that  Grod  will  overrule  all  for  the  welfare  of  Zion." 


ENCOUKAGINO  RBPORT  FROM  THE  MANCHESTER    CONFERENCE. 

President  W.  D.  Williams,  writing  from  Manchester,  July  11,  1884,  says: 

'*  Our  Conference  being  rather  compact — not  covering  a  very  large  area  of  country- 
affords  our  Traveling  Elders  hero  an  opportunity  of  meeting  at  the  Conference  house 
once  a  month.  This  wo  have  deemed  advisable  to  do  on  the  first  Thursday  in  each 
month,  which  we  observe  as  fast  day.  The  Elders  report  their  labors  and  the  condition 
of  the  Saints  in  their  respective  Districts.  Each,  thus  relating  his  experience  and  the 
most  feasible  manner  he  has  discovered  for  promulgating  most  effectually  the  Gospel^ 
rtnders  our  little  congregation  a  veritable  mutual  improvement  meeting.  Questions  are 
also  sometimes  asked  and  answered,  concerning  the  correct  mode  of  administering  the 
Tarious  ordinances  of  the  Grospel  and  other  subjects  upon  which  information  is  desired. 

**  The  reports  given  at  our  meeting  on  the  3rd  inst  of  the  Elders'  labors  during  the 
past  month,  were  indeed  most  satisfactory.  The  yoimg  men,  who  are  full  of  vigor  and 
▼itality— and  consequently  of  whom  a  little  more  hard  labor  may  reasonably  be  expected 
than  from  the  Elder  ones— prosecuted,  in  the  most  energetic  manner,  the  work  of  out- 
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door  preaching.  Elders  S.  H.  Allen  and  A.  Woodraff,  laboring  in  the  Leek  District, 
held  four  in-door  and  sixteen  out-door  meetings,  several  of  the  latter  in  places  'where  the 
voice  of  an  Elder  of  Israel  proclxdming  the  Gospel  and  breaking  the  monotony  of  sectarian 
absurdities,  had  not  been  heard  for  many  years.  Eldeia  WeeBty  and  Johnson  held  eleren. 
and  the  other  Elders  seyecaL  op— anr  mmm^im^  during  the  month,  at  which  they  all 
tuiiify  etf  hMvnjg  had  tiie  Spirit  of  Gk>d  abundantly  poured  forth  upon  them . 

**  The  local  Priesthood  in  Manchester  are  very  active,  holding  two  out-door  meetings 
on  Sundays,  and  have  this  week  discontinued  holding  their  Mutual  Improrement  meet- 
ings, in  order  to  attend  to  out-door  preaching  on  Saturday  evenings.  The  Moonid^ 
Branch,  which,  perhaps,  is  the  most  flourishing  in  this  Conference,  hold  two,  and  Oldham 
one  open-air  meeting  every  week. 

"  There  has  been  a  natural  tendency  in  the  Elders  heretofore,  to  follow  in  the  old  nits 
traveled  in  by  their  predecessors,  which  affords  them  the  opportunity  of  often  associating 
with  the  Saints  and  of  being  entertained  and  sheltered  under  their  roofs.  This  having 
been  the  case,  many  towns  and  villages  have  for  several  years  been  somewhat  neglected, 
and  consequently  the  inhabitants  thereof  know  but  little  truth  concerning  us  or  our 
doctrines. 

'*  A  few  weeks  since  Elder  Allen  and  I  visited  Glossop,  in  Derbyshire,  a  town  of  aboat 
20,000  inhabitants,  without  a  solitary  Saint  within  its  walls.  Having  gone  there  with 
the  intention  of  preaching,  we  found  a  most  convenient  square  in  the  centre  of  the  town, 
and  there  preached  for  an  hour  and  a  half  to  a  large  and  very  attentive  audience.  We 
were  afterwards  informed  by  Sister  Harrop  of  Tintwistle,  that  the  Gospel  had  not  been 
preached  there  for  twenty  years  or  more.  Elder  Holt  and  I  also  preached  there  about  a 
week  ago,  and  although  we  encountered  some  opposition,  we  are  of  the  opinion  tfant 
Glossop  contains  many  honest  and  truth-loving  souls,  who  may  at  some  future  time  obfy 
tiie  Gospel,  if  the  labor  among  them  be  continued,  and  the  sentiments  expressed  by 
flpveral  at  our  meeting  be  a  true  criterion.  To  these  long-neglected  towns  and  viOagee, 
the  attention  of  the  Elders  is  being  now  directed,  and,  judging  from  the  interest  they 
manifest  in  this  great  work  of  our  heavenly  Father,  He  will  undoubtedly  crown  their 
labors  with  success. 

"  It  is  highly  gratifjdng  and  encouraging  to  see  the  Elders  and  Saints  so  zealous  and 
diligent  in  the  cause  of  truth.  During  the  past  month,  ten  souls  were  added  to  the 
Ohurch,  all  of  whom— judging  from  their  former  carreer— promise  to  make  very  faithful 
Saints." 


LABOB  IN  THE  LIVERPOOL  CONFERENCE. 

President  J.  Alma  Smith  writes  from  Preston,  July  24,  1884,  as  follofra: 

"  Leaving  Liverpool  on  the  13th  inst,  I  proceeded  to  Warrington,  where,  in  company 
with  Elders  Pratt  and  Steed,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  few  Saints  of  that  place,  and, 
as  directed  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  re-organized  the  Warrington  Branch,  with  Brother 
Thos.  Divett  as  President,  this  office  having  been  vacant,  and  the  Branch  in  a  dis- 
organized condition  since  ex-President  Bobt.  Gill  emigrated  with  the  April  company. 
The  meeting  was  addressed  by  each  of  us  Elders  from  Utah,  and  the  spirit  of  peaee  pre- 
vailed in  our  midst,  though  his  satanic  majesty  tried  hard  to  baffle  our  humble  effcfti. 
There  are  but  very  few  members  in  the  Warrington  Branch,  and  they  so  scattered  as  to 
make  it  very  inconvenient  for  some  of  them  to  assemble  very  often.  There  are,  however, 
enough,  if  their  will  be  good,  to  have  lively  meetings,  and  call  down  the  blessings  of  God 
and  enjoy  the  gifts  of  His  Spirit,  and  may  €rod  grant  that  such  will  be  the  case  in  the 
future. 

**  My  next  meeting  was  at  Wigan  on  Monday,  the  14th,  standing  alone  beneath  the 
*  big  lamp,'  where  I  addressed  a  crowd  of  probably  100  bsrstanders  for  an  hour  on  the 
Gospel  as  restored  in  this  age  through  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  whose  name,  aooordbig 
to  the  words  of  the  angel  to  him,  was  to  be  known  for  good  and  for  evil  thronghoat  tilt 
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world.  But,  as  ia  usual  on  such  occasions,  the  populace  had  nothing  to  say  in  his  favor. 
By  the  help  of  God,  however,  I  was  enabled  to  refute  all  their  flimsy  charges  preferred 
against  him.  Oh,  how  my  blood  boils  when  I  hear  men,  presuming  to  be  ministers  of 
Christ,  belch  forth  their  false  and  abominable  charges  against  that  man  of  God! 

'*  Going  thence  via  Adlington,  Chorley  and  Blackburn,  I  spent  the  rest  of  the  week 
Tisiting  tlfe  Saints  and  s«me  new-made  acquaintances  there,  and  at  Darwen  and  Bum- 
ley.  Sunday,  July  20th,  the  Saints  of  Darwen  and  Blackburn  met  at  th*  kMnrplMtv 
where  a  most  enjoyable  day  was  spent.  Elders  Thomlay,  NixtteA  aad  T being' in  attend- 
aaee.  A  good  spirit  prevailed  throughiKit  the  day,  and  all  those  present,  though  some 
came  a  long  diaftaaoe,  £ilt  well  paid  for  their  trouble.  At  the  open-air  meeting  on  the 
iqiUHPa,  there  were  probably  no  less  than  1,000  people  within  the  sound  of  our 
though  all  were  not  listening  attentively  to  us.  Brother  Thomley  and  I  did  the 
preaching,  and  the  good  brethren  and  sisters,  whe  turned  out  en  masse,  sang  the  songs  of 
Zion  in  a  manner  highly  commendable.  One  surprising  feature  of  this  meeting  was,  that 
^ere  was  no  explosion  at  the  revelation  of  our  name  and  testimony,  yet  it  was  followed 
by  some  warm  discussions  for  an  hour  or  two,  which  resulted,  as  when  Paul  addressed 
the  Athenians  in  the  midst  of  Mars*  Hill:  *  Some  mocked:  and  others  said,  we  will  hear 
thee  again  of  this  matter/  giving  us  their  names  and  addresses,  with  a  request  that  we 
«aU  on  them  for  that  purpose. 

**  Am  the  result  of  this  most  enjoyable  meeting,  the  house  of  one  Mr.  Watson  was 
opened  to  us  to  hold  meetings  in  at  our  appointed  time  or  times,  for  which  we  thanked 
€«d  first  and  then  him,  and  appointed  a  meeting  for  Tuesday  evening.  At  7  o'clock  in 
the  evening  of  the  appointed  day  we  found  a  well  filled  cottage  with  neighbors  of  Mr. 
'W.y  all  seemingly  eager  to  hear  the  message  we  bore.  Brothers  Thomley  and  Nuttall  and 
Xwere  present,  and  the  former  and  I  did  the  talking,  each  speaking  with  much  freedom 
Jnd  liberty,  and  I  feel  confident  that  much  good  will  result  therefrom,  as  the  house  is 
MBl  at  o«r  disposal,  and  much  interest  was  manifested  by  those  present.  We  shall 
Iftarefore  foUow  up  those  who  desire  to  hear  us  again,  and  they  were  not  a  few. 

My  health  is  good,  as  is  also  that  of  the  Elders,  all  of  whom  are  very  zealous  in  their 
Ibbon  of  preaching  and  tracting.  The  Saints,  also,  in  some  parts,  are  of  great  assistance 
to  the  Elders  in  going  out  with  them  to  open-air  meetings,  and  inviting  neighbors  in

■ocicty  of  the  brethren  in  charge  there.  I  came  here  on  Friday  last,  and  repprted  to 
Pkwident  John  A  Druce.  I  feel  good  in  body  and  spirit,  and  realize  that  I  have  been 
gnaidj  blened  since  I  left  home."

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CONSPIRACY      OF      NAUVOO. 


(From  the  Contributor,) 

rOSE  who  have  read  the  life  of  Joseph  Smith  the  Prophet,  mast  be 
familiar  with  the  fact  that  from  his  earliest  boyhood  he  was  ever  the 
elject  of  bitter  pereecution.  Notwithstanding  the  nnmeroas  published  ac- 
counts of  mobbings,  drivings,  bodily  injuries,  aggravating  accusations,  mock 
triab,  and  murderous  attempts  upon  his  life  which  he  endured,  and  with 
which  the  people  are  familiar,  there  are,  no  doubt,  many  events  and  trials  yet 
Iddden  from  the  world  in  the  bosoms  of  his  most  familiar  friends,  which  may 
liftYe  cauaed  him  far  greater  agony  than  many  of  those  with  which  the  public 
aie  acquainted.  Among  these  the  following  narrative  may  be  classed,  as  it 
has  never  before  been  published,  and  the  facts  it  contains  may  have  had  an 
important  influence  in  hastening,  if  not  really  accomplishing,  the  death  of 
tiie  Ftophet 

Early  in  the  spring  of  1844  a  very  strong  and  bitter  feeling  was  aronfed 
agunst  Joseph,  among  many  of  his  brethren  in  and  around  Nauvoo;  and 
some  who  held  high  positions  in  the  Church  and  were  supposed  to  be  his  b«8t 
fiisDds,  turned  against  him  and  sought  by  various  means  in  their  power  to 
do  him  injury.  Many  murmured  and  complained,  and  some  of  the  mora 
wicked  even  watdied  their  opportunity  to  take  his  life,  and  were  continuiflly 
plotting  to  accomplish  that  end.  At  length  this  wicked  feeling  became  so 
strong  and  general  among  a  certain  class,  that  it  was  resolved  to  form  an 
Qiganication,  or  secret  combination,  that  would  better  enable  them  to  accom- 
plish their  wicked  purposes. 

Accordingly  a  secret  meeting  was  appointed  to  take  place  in  the  new  brick 
JuNise  of  William  Law,  Joseph's  first  counselor,  on  a  certain  Sabbath,  and  in- 
vitations to  attend  it  were  carefully  extended  to  members  of  the  Church 
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whom  it  was  thought  were  disaffected,(or  in  sympathy  with  these  wick* 
▼lews  and  desires.  Among  those  who  received  invitations  to  attend  tl 
meeting  was  Brother  Denison  L.  Harris,  now  the  Bishop  of  Monroe,  Sevi 
County,  Utah,  then  but  a  young  man  of  seventeen  years  of  age.  Austin  . 
Cowles,  at  that  time  a  member  of  the  High  Council,  was  one  of  the  leade 
in  this  wicked  movement,  and  being  a  near  neighbor  and  on  intimate  ten 
with  Brother  Harris,  he  had  given  young  Denison  an  invitation  to  the  seer 
meeting,  and  told  him  also  to  invite  his  father,  but  to  be  sure  and  not  breatl 
a  word  about  it  to  anyone  else,  as  it  was  to  be  kept  a  profound  secret  Denial 
was  much  perplexed  over  the  invitation  he  had  received,  and  certain  thin, 
that  Brother  Cowles  had  told  him;  and  while  sitting  on  his  father's  woodpil 
thinking  them  over  and  wondering  what  he  had  better  do,  another  youi 
man,  named  Robert  Scott,  who  lived  but  a  short  distance  away,  came  cyv< 
sat  down  on  the  log,  and  the  two  began  to  converse  upon  various  subjec 
^uch  its  generally  engage  the  conversation  of  young  men  of  their  age. 
^eenis  they  had  been  intimate  companions  for  several  years;  and  they  hi 
not  conversed  long  before  each  discovered  that  the  other  had  something  < 
his  mind  which  troubled  him,  but  which  he  did  not  like  to  reveal.  FinmU 
one  proposed  that,  as  they  bad  always  been  confidants,  they  now  exchani 
secrutH,  on  condition  that  neither  should  reveal  what  the  other  told  him. 

Both  readily  agreed  to  this,  and  when  each  had  told  the  cause  of  his  anxiet 
it  proved  to  be  the  same — both  had  received  an  invitation  to  the  same  sea 
ineeting.  Robert  Scott,  having  been  reared  by  William  Law,  seemed  to  1 
almost  a  member  of  his  family,  and  on  this  account  had  been  invited  bj  lu 
to  attend  the  meeting. 

'*  Well,  Den.,''  said  Robert,  after  a  short  pause,  "  are  you  going  to  atfeai 
the  meetingi" 

"  I  don't  ^now,"  replied  Denison,  "  are  youV 

"  I  don't  know  whether  to  go  or  not,"  said  Robert;  *'  suppose  we  go  in  tl 
house  and  tell  your  father  of  his  invitation,  and  see  what  he  says  about  iL" 

They  entered  the  house  and  consulted  for  some  time  with  Denison's  fatb 

Emir  Harris,  who  was  a  brother  of  Martin  Harris,  one  of  the  three  witnen 

of  the  Book  of  Mormon.    They  informed  him  of  his  invitation  to  the  au 

meeting,  and  told  him  many  other  things  that  Brother  Cowles  had  to 

Denison.    He  decided  to  go  at  once  and  lay  the  whole  matter  before  I 

Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  who  was  then  in  Nauvbo,  and  ask  his  advice.    1 

immediately  went  to  Joseph's  house,  a  distance  of  about  two  and  a  half  mil< 

jand  informed  him  of  the  whole  affair.

Subsequent  events  showed  the  wisdom  of  Joseph  in  advising  Brother  En 

Harris  not  to  attend  the  meeting,  and  selecting  young  men  to  do  the  work 

wished  to  have  accomplished.    Brother  Harris  returneid  and  told  the  bo 

•  what  Joseph  desired  them  to  do,  and  they  readily  agreed  to  comply  with  1 

request    Accordingly,  on  the  next  Sunday  before  the  secret  meeting  tioi 
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jplaoe,  Robert  and  Denison  called  at  the  house  of  Joseph  to  learn  what  he 
wished  them  to  da  He  told  them  he  desired  that  they  should  attend  the 
meeting,  pay  strict  attention,  and  report  to  him  all  their  proceedings  at  the 
first  favorable  opportunity.  He  moreover  cautioned  them  to  have  as  little  to 
say  as  possible,  and  to  avoid  giving  any  offense. 

They  attended  the  meeting  as  desired.    There  were  quite  a  number  present, 

^d  the  time  was  mostly  occupied  in  planning  how  to  get  at  things  the  best, 

and  effect  an  organization.     Strong  speeches  were  also  made  against  thjd 

Prophet,  and  many  lies  were  told  to  prejudice  the  minds  of  those  present 

■sgainst  him.    This  portion  of  the  proceedings  was  not  a  difficult  task,  for  the 

element  of  which  the  audience  was  composed  was  only  too  susceptible  to  such 

evil  impressions,  and  those  who  spoke  were  eminently  successful  in  producing 

the  desired  impressions,  and  arousing  the  feelings  of  enmity  toward  the 

Prophet,  that  they  might  wish  to  use  in  accomplishing  his  overthrow.    It 

jeems  that  the  immediate  cause  of  these  wicked  proceedings  was  the  fact  that 

Joseph  had  recently  presented  the  revelation  on  Celestial  Marriage  to  the 

High  Council  for  their  approval,  and  certain  members  were  most  bitterly 

opposed  to  it,  and  denounced  Joseph  as  a  fallen  Prophet,  and  were  determined 

to  destroy  him. 

The  meeting  adjourned  to  convene  again  on  the  following  Sibbath,  and 
the  two  young  men  were  invited  to  attend  the  next  one  also,  but  were 
cautioned  not  to  tell  a  soul  of  what  had  transpired  at  the  first  one.    At  the 
^nt  suitable  opportunity  they  called  upon  Joseph,  related  to  him  what  had 
.  taken  place,  and  gave  him  the  names  of  those  who  had  taken  part  in  the  pro- 
ceedings.   The  leading  members  among  the  conspirators,  for  such  they  really 
irere,  were  William  and  Wilson  Law,  Austin  A  Cowles,  Francis  and  Chaun- 
cey  Higbee,  Robert  Foster  and  his  brother,  two  Hicks  brothers,  and  two 
merchants,  Finche  and  Rollinson,  who  were  enemies  to  the  Church.     After 
liearing  their  report  and  asking  several  questions,  which  they  answered  to 
.  tte  best  of  their  knowledge,  Joseph  said:  "  Boys,  I  would  like  you  to  accept 
^eir  invitation  and  attend  the  second  meeting.    But  come  to  me  again  next 
_  Sunday,  before  their  meeting  convenes,  as  I  may  have  something  more  to  say 
^  'to  you  before  you  go." 

At  the  expiration  of  a  week  they  again  went  to  see  Joseph,  who  gave  them 

4lie  necessary  advice,  after  which  they  ;went  to  the  meeting.     This  time  the 

eonspirators  were  still  more  vehement  in  their  abusive  remarks  about  Joseph. 

l^ew  crimes  that  he  had  committed  had  been  discovered,  and  the  old  ones 

were  much  magnified.     Their  accusations  were  not  only  against  him,  but 

against  his  brother  Hyrum  and  other  prominent  men  in  Nauvoo.     There 

seemed  to  be  no  end  to  the  wickedness  of  which  these  good  men  were  accused, 

as  most  of  the  time,  until  a  late  hour,  was  occupied  by  different  ones  in  de« 

nouncing  and  accusing  Joseph  and  his  friends  of  the  most  heinous  crimes. 

Before  the  meeting  adjourned,  however,  it  was  agreed  that  they  should  all 

'  endeavor  to  work  the  matter  up  as  much  as  possible  during  the  week,  that 

'  something  definite  might  be  accomplished  towards  effecting  a  more  complete 

organization  without  further  delay.    The  meeting  was  to  convene  again  on 

the  following  Sunday.    As  the  boys  had  kept  quiet  and  said  nothing  against 

any  of  their  proceedings,  it  was  supposed,  of  course,  that  they  wei<e  in  sym- 
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pathy  with  the  movement,  and  an  invitation  was  accordingly  extended 
them  to  attend  the  next  meeting. 

As  on  the  previous  occasion,  the  young  men  watched  a  fitting  opportnn 
of  reporting  to  Joseph  without  arousing  the  suspicions  of  any  that  atteiK 
the  meeting.  He  listened  attentively  to  the  recital  of  all  that  had  taken  pL 
at  the  second  meeting,  after  which  he  said:  "Boys,  come  to  me  again  n< 
Sunday.  I  wish  you  to  attend  the  next  meeting  also.*'  The  boys  pronui 
to  do  so,  and  left  the  room.  They  kept  the  meetings  and  their  oonnecti 
with  them,  however,  a  profound  secret  from  the  rest  of  their  friends,  and 
the  appointed  time  again  went  to  the  house  of  Joseph  to  receive  their  nv 
instructions.  This  time  he  said  to  them,  with  a  very  serious  countenan 
"  This  will  be  your  last  meeting;  this  will  be  the  last  time  that  they  will  i 
mit  you  into  their  councils.  They  will  come  to  some  determination.  But 
sure,'*  he  continued,  "  that  you  make  no  covenants,  nor  enter  into  any  o\A% 
tions  whatever  with  them.  Be  strictly  reserved,  and  make  no  promise  tttl 
to  conspire  against  me  or  any  portion  of  the  community.  Be  silent,  and 
not  take  any  part  in  their  deliberations.*'  After  a  pause  of  some  momei 
he  added:  "Boys,  this  will  be  their  last  meeting,  and  they  may  shedyi 
blood,  but  I  hardly  think  they  will,  as  you  are  so  young.  If  they  do,  /« 
he  a  lion  in  their  path!  Don't  flinch.  If  you  have' to  die;  die  like  men;  3 
will  be  martyrs  to  the  cause,  and  your  crowns  can  be  no  greater.  Bat,"  ft 
he  again,  "  I  hardly  think  they  will  shed  your  blood." 

This  interview  was  a  long  one.  Joseph's  sensitive  feelings  were  toncl 
by  the  faith,  generosity  and  love  manifested  by  these  young  men  in  ill 
willingness  to  undertake  such  a  hazardous  enterprise  at  his  bidding, 
blessed  them  and  made  them  precious  promises  for  their  sacrifice,  and  U 
them  if  their  lives  were  taken  their  reward  would  be  all  the  greater.  Af 
leaving  Joseph  s  house  with  his  sincere  wishes  for  their  safety,  the  b< 
waited  anxiously  for  the  time  of  meeting  to  arrive.  They  fully  realized  f 
dangers  into  which  they  were  about  to  plunge  themselves,  yet  they  did  1 
shrink.  They  knew  it  was  their  duty,  and  they  determined  to  attempt  it 
all  hazards.  They  were  now  familiar  with  the  names  of  the  persona  o 
spiring  against  Joseph,  the  object  they  had  in  view,  and  many  of  their  pli 
for  accomplishing  that  object  Moreover,  they  were  supposed  by  the  won 
be*murderers  to  be  in  perfect  sympathy  with  all  their  hellish  designs;  and 
by  any  circumstance,  they  should  arouse  the  suspicion  that  they  were  preft 
at  Joseph's  request,  or  even  with  his  knowledge,  their  lives  in  such  a  cro 
would,  indeed,  be  of  little  value.  They  determined  to  trust  in  the  Lord  • 
die  rather  than  betray  the  Priesthood.  Their  feelings  may  perhaps  be  i 
agined  as  the  time  of  meeting  drew  near,  and  they  started  off  in  the  direct; 
of  William  Law's  house,  where  it  was  to  be  held.  They  certainly  display 
faith  that  every  young  man  in  Israel  should  cultivate. 

On  arriving  at  the  rendezvous  they  found,  to  their  surprise  and  discom 
are,  that  the  entrance  to  the  house  was  guarded  by  men  armed  with  moak 
and  bayonets.  After  being  scrutinized  from  head  to  foot,  and  carefully  crc 
questioned,  they  succeeded  in  passing  the  guards  and  gaining  admittao 
From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  great  care  was  taken  to  prevent  any  pen 
from  entering,  except  those  whom  they  knew  to  be  of  their  party,  and  ret 
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to  adopt  any  measures  that  might  be  suggested  against  the  Prophet  Joseph. 
Oo  enteriug  they  found  considerable  confusion  and  much  counseling  among 
die  meoibers  of  the  conspiracy.  All  seemed  determined  that  Joseph  should 
die»  yet  objections  were  raised  by  some  to  each  of  the  plans  proposed. 

The  Prophet  was  accused  of  the  most  wicked  acts,  and  all  manner  of  evil 
WM  spoken  of  him.  Some  declared  that  he  had  sought  to  get  their  wives 
•way  from  them,  and  had  many  times  committed  adultery.  They  said  he 
WM  a  fallen  Prophet,  and  was  leading  the  people  to  destruction.  Joseph  was 
i|ot  the  only  one  against  whom  they  lied.  His  brother  Hyrum  and  many  of 
the  leading  men  in  Nauvoo  were  accused  of  being  in  league  with  him  and, 
sharing  his  crimes.  In  these  councilings  and  plannings,  considerable  time 
WEB  spent  before  the  meeting  was  called  to  order,  and  anything  definite  com- 
menced. The  boys,  liowever,  followed  Joseph's  instructions,  and  remained 
^et  and  reserved.  This  seemed  to  arouse  the  suspicions  of  some  that  they 
were  not  earnestly  in  favor  of  their  wicked  purposes,  and  some  of  the  con- 
spirators began  to  take  especial  pains  to  explain  to  the  young  men  the  great 
«imes  that  Joseph  had  committed,  and  the  results  that  would  follow  if  his 
wicked  career  were  not  checked,  with  a  view  to  convincing  them  that  their 
isvere  measures  against  Joseph  were  for  the  best  good  of  the  Church,  and 
persuading  them  to  take  an  active  part  with  them  in  accomplishing  this  great 
food.  The  two  boys,  however,  sat  together  quietly,  and  would  simply  answer 
tkeir  arguments  by  saying  that  they  were  only  young  boys,  and  did  not  un- 
derstand such  things,  and  would  rather  not  take  part  in  their  proceedings. 

As  before  stated,  Brother  Scott  had  been  reared  in  the  family  of  William 
Law,  and  the  latter  pretended  great  friendship  for  him  on  that  account,  and 
was  very  anxious  to  explain  to  him  the  object  of  the  proposed  organization, 
and  induce  him  to  join.  He  would  come  around  and  sit  beside  Robert,  put 
kiB  arm  around  his  neck,  and  persuade,  argue,  and  implore  him  to  join  in 
their  effort  to  rid  the  Church  of  such  a  dangerous  impostor.  At  the  same 
tune  Brother  Cowles  would  sit  beside  Brother  Harris  in  the  same  attitudei 
and  labor  with  him  with  equal  earnestness.  The  boys,  however,  were  not 
easily  convinced.  Still,  in  their  replies  and  remarks,  they  carefully  tried  to 
avoid  giving  the  least  offense  or  arousing  any  suspicions  regarding  the  true 
cause  of  their  presence.  They  said  they  were  too  young  to  understand  the 
"spiritual  wife  doctrine,"  of  which  Joseph  was  accused,  and  many  of  the 
ether  things  that  they  condemned  in  the  Prophet  Joseph  had  never  done 
ihem  any  harm,  and  they  did  not  like  to  join  in  a  conspiracy  against  his  life. 

^^But,"  they  would  urge,  "  Joseph  is  a  fallen  Prophet;  he  receives  revela- 
tions from  the  devil,  and  is  deceiving  the  people,  and  if  something  decisive  is 
sot  done  at  once  to  get  rid  of  him,  the  whole  Church  will  be  led  by  him  to 
destruction."  These  and  many  other  arguments  were  vainly  brought  forth  to 
induce  the  boys  to  join  them,  but  they  still  pretended  not  to  understand  nor 
take  much  interest  in  such  things.  At  length  they  ceased  their  persuasions, 
and,  things  having  developed  sufficiently,  they  concluded  to  proceed  with  the 
intended  organization. 

An  oath  had  been  prepared  which  each  member  of  the  organization  was 
BOW  required  to  take.  Francis  Higbee,  a  justice  of  the  peace,  sat  at  a  table 
bk  one  end  of  the  room,  and  administered  the  oath  to  each  individual  separ* 
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ately,  in  the  following  manner:  The  candidate  would  step  forward  to  the  tabl^^ 
take  up  a  Bible,  which  had  1»een  provided  for  the  purpose,  and  raise  it  in  hii 
right  hand,  whereupon  the  justice  would  ask  him  in  a  solemn  tone,  *'  Are  you' 
ready}"  And,  receiving  answer  in  the  affirmative,  would  continue  in  a  toot 
and  manner  that  struck  awe  to  the  minds  of  the  boys  as  they  listened:  "  Yom 
solemnly  swear^  before  God  and  all  holy  angels^  and  these  your  brethren  hff 
whom  you  are  surroutided,  that  you  will  give  your  li/e^  your  liberty^  pour  i$^ 
fluence^  your  ally  for  the  destruction  of  Joseph  Smith  and  his  party ,  so  help  yom 
Godr  The  person  being  sworn  would  then  say,  "  I  do,"  after  which  he  would 
lay  down  the  Bible  and  sign  his  name  to  a  written  copy  of  the  oath  in  a  book 
that  was  lying  on  the  table,  and  it  would  be  legally  acknowledged  by  thf 
justice  of  the  peace. 

The  boys  sat  gazing  upon  this  scene,  wondering  how  intelligent  beings  who  ^ 
had  once  enjoyed  the  light  of  truth  could  have  fallen  into  such  depths  of 
wickedness  as  to  be  anxious  to  take  such  an  oath  against  the  Prophet  of  Gtod 
^nd  his  faithful  followers.  They  also  felt  no  little  uneasiness  coneemiiig' 
their  own  fate,  and  almost  dreaded  the  moment  when  the  last  one  should 
have  taken  the  oath.  At  length  that  portion  of  the  business  was  accomplished^ 
and  about  two  hundred  persons  had  taken  the  oath.  Among  that  number 
were  three  women,  who  were  ushered  in,  closely  veiled  to  prevent  being 
recognized,  and  required  to  take  the  same  oath.  Besides  doing  this,  thegr. 
also  testified  that  Joseph  and  Uyrum  Smith  had  endeavored  to  seduce  theng. 
had  made  the  most  indecent  and  wicked  proposals  to  them,  and  wished  them 
to  become  their  wives.  After  making  affidavit  to  a  series  of  lies  of  this  kind, 
they  made  their  exit  through  a  back  door.  One  of  the  women,  whom  tha 
boys  suspected  as  being  William  Law's  wife,  was  crying,  and  seemed  to  die* 
like  taking  the  oath,  but  did  so  as  one  who  feared  that  the  greatest  bodi(j 
injury  would  surely  follow  a  refusal.

The  Utah  Central  Bailway  Ca  has  given  notice  to  all  its  employee  of  a 
reduction  of  ten  per  cent  in  their  wages. 

Aaron  McDonald,  son  of  President  A  F.  McDonald,  was  killed  by  sun- 
stroke at  Mesa,  Arizona,  on  the  5th  of  July. 

A  new  depot  building  is  about  to  be  erected  by  the  U.  C  Railway  Ckx,  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  at  a  cost  of  f  10,000  or  f  12,000. 

A  young  man  of  Qoshen,  named  Lars  Peterson,  came  to  his  death  in  a  mine 
in  Tintic  on  the  23rd  of  June  from  suffocation  with  foul  air. 

Zion's  Benefit  Building  Society,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  after  a  run  of  one  year» 
has  declared  a  dividend  of  seven  per  cent,  which,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
interest  charged  on  loans  is  only  eight  per  cent,  is  very  good. 
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A  son  of  President  J.  W.  Hess,  of  Farmington,  recently  had  one  of  his 
eyes  extracted  as  the  result  of  an  injury  caused  by  a  chip  striking  it  when  he 
was  chopping  wood  some  months  since. 

The  United  Order  steam  saw  mill  at  the  mouth  of  Logan  canyon  has  oeen 
destroyed  by  fire  with  a  loss  of  f  12,000,  upon  which  there  is  only  $5,000 
iosuranca  The  loss  is  a  serious  one  to  the  company,  which  was  just  emerging 
from  financial  embarrassment 

Elder  Wm.  Q.  Reese,  who  lately  returned  to  his  home  in  Benson,  Utah, 
from  a  mission  to  Great  Britain,  was  married  on  the  2nd  of  July.  The  bride 
was  Miss  Mary  M.  Reese,  who  it  seems  liked  her  original  name  so  well  that 
she  has  concluded  to  retain  it,  with  the  simple  change  of  Miss  to  Mrs. 

An  accident  occurred  to  a  party  of  pleasure- seekers  who  were  riding  on 
two  hand  cars  on  the  U.  C.  Railway  about  twenty-five  miles  south  of  Deseret 
CD  the  4th  of  July,  resulting  in  the  death  of  a  little  son  of  the  section  foreman, 
H.  C.  Haskell,  the  severe  injury  of  his  wife,  and  more  or  less  serious  bruises 
to  several  others. 

A  fire  occurred  on  First  South  St.,  Salt  Lake  City,  on  the  15th  of  July, 
nsalting  in  the  destruction  of  the  buildings  occupied  by  J.  C.  Bowring  &  Co., 
wad  J.  Sanders,  greeengrocers,  with  most  of  their  contents.  Sanders'  loss  is 
$1,000  without  any  insurance,  and  that  of  Bowring  &  Co.  about  $2,000  fully 
eovered  by  insurance. 

Worms  in  unusual  number  and  variety  seem  to  be  preying  upon  the  grow- 
ing vegetation  in  Utah  this  year,  but  notwithstanding  this  fact,  the  harvest 
IS  likely  to  be  very  abundant  in  some  parts  and  will  likely  be  fully  up  to  the 
average  considering  the  Territory  as  a  whole,  with  the  exception  perhaps  of 
the  fruit  crop,  and  even  that  is  very  good  in  some  places. 

The  convicts  in  the  Utah  Penitentiary  are  said  to  have  celebrated  the  4th 
of  July  in  hilarious  style,  and  to  have  given  three  rousing  cheers  for  Qov- 
emor  Murray.  The  Deseret  New$  commenting  on  the  appropriateness  of 
applause  from  such  a  source  bestowed  upon  such  an  object,  says:  "The 
efaeers  of  men  who  steal  property  made  a  full  chord  with  the  shouts  of  those 
who  try  to  steal  the  rights  of  citizens;  and  the  motive  in  either  case  is  the 
same— personal  aggrandizement,  with  plunder  as  the  means  to  the  end.  It 
is  good  and  pleasant  to  see  friends  and  brethren  agree." 

The  Denver  and  Rio  Qrande  Railway  is  in  financial  trouble.  For  some 
time  past  litigation  has  been  going  on  between  the  eastern  and  western 
divisions  of  the  road  (which,  though  operated  under  two  separate  incorpora- 
tion acts,  are  virtually  owned  and  controlled  by  one  company,)  instituted  by 
Colonel  Dodge,  the  manager  of  the  western  division,  to  retain  his  position 
after  receiving  his  disch^irge.  It  seems  now  that  the  eastern  bondholders 
have  become  uneasy  at  the  condition  of  afifairs,^and  fearful  for  the  safety  of 
their  investments,  and  demanded  that  a  receiver  be  appointed,  which  has 
accordingly  been  done  by  the  Court  at  Denver,  so  far  as  the  eastern  division 
of  the  road  is  concerned.  A  similar  petition  has  been  filed  with  the  Third 
District  Court  of  Utah  as  to  the  western  division,  and  it  is  probable  that  the 
same  man  will  be  appointed  receiver  for  both  divisions.

TRICKS    OF    IMPOSTORS. 


Lc  is  not  long  since  we  heard  of  a  woman  trying  to  impose  upon  the  credali^ 
of  a  family  living  in  North  Wales  who  have  relatives  in  Utah,  by  represent- 
ing that  she  had  just  come  from  there  on  a  visit,  and  was  about  to  retum; 
that  she  was  well  aquainted  with  their  relatives,  and  if  they  had  any  presents 
to  send  to  them  she  would  be  pleased  to  take  and  deliver  them.  She  had 
certainly  by  some  means  obtained  some  information  of  the  western  relatives 
of  whom  she  spoke,  and  she  played  her  part  with  snch  skill  that  no 
suspicion  was  aroused.  She  was  entertained  and  requested  to  call  again 
when  a  number  of  presents  would  be  prepared  to  send  by  her.  The  lady  of - 
the  house  was  subsequently  warned  in  a  dream  against  trusting  the  woman, 
and  on  making  inquiries  learned  that  she  was  known  by  some  of  her  neigh- 
bors, had  never  been  to  America,  but  had  practiced  various  confidence  games 
before  in  other  places,  and  had  doubtless  obtained  the  information  she  had 
concerning  the  relatives  in  Utah  by  quizzing  the  neighbors,  with  a  view  to 
victimizing  the  family  upon  whom  she  called. 

It  would  seem  that  this  woman  is  not  the  only  one  engaged  in  this  frauda- 
leot  business.  We  have  just  received  a  letter  from  Brother  Isaac  Abel,  of 
American  Fork,  Utah,  informing  us  that  on  the  4th  of  June  last,  a  man 
giving  the  name  of  Mr.  Wright,  and  claiming  to  be  an  engineer  and  draughts* 
man,  oilled  upon  his  wife's  sister  in  Sheffield  and  informed  her  that  be  was 
just  from  Utah.  He  delivered  to  her  some  towels  which  he  said  her  sister 
(Mr&  Abel)  had  sent  to  her,  and  told  her  she  had  also  sent  a  pair  of  gold 
dollars  as  a  present  to  make  earrings  of,  but  that  he  had  left  them  at  Oldham 
and  would  send  them  to  her  along  with  some  other  things  which  he  had  for 
her.  He  obligingly  offered  to  take  anything  the  lady  might  desire  to  send 
to  her  sister,  and  suggested  colored  table-cloths  as  suitable  presents,  as  they 
were  but  few  in  Utah.  Hq  happened  to  remember  also  before  leaving  that 
he  had  a  couple  of  gold  dollars  (doubtless  bogus)  left  in  his  pocket,  which  he 
pould  dispose  of,  and  sold  them  to  the  lady  for  eight  shillings.  The  following 
H^orning  the  lady,  full  of  gratitude  to  her  sister  for  the  presents  prospective 
end  received  which  she  had  sent,  purchased  a  colored  tablecloth,  some  cutleiy 
f^nd  silk  handkerchiefs  for  her  sister,  nephew  and  nieces,  and  when  "Mr. 
]^right"  subsequently  called,  she  delivered  them  to  him  to  take  to  Utah. 
Failing  to  receive  afterwards  the  gold  dollars  and  other  things  promised  to 
be  sent  from  Oldham,  we  suppose  the  lady's  suspicions  were  aroused,  and 
she  wrote  a  letter  stating  the  facts  to  her  Utah  relatives.    This  letter  was  the 
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tel  and  all  that  they  knew  of  such  a  character  as  "  Mr.  Wright,*'  or  the 
tidngB  eDtnuted  to  his  cara    He  was  doubtless  a  professional  "  confidence 
mm.*  of  whom  there  are  plenty  in  England,  as  elsewhere,  and  who  are  ready 
to  work  the  **  Mormon''  acquaintance  dodge  or  anything  else  that  will  promise ' 
ifeoees  in  drawing  money  from  the  pockets  of  over-credulcms  people. 

Such  practices  are  liable  to  continue  while  there  are  men  and  women  base 
enoQgh  to  resort  to  such  dishonest  methods  of  obtaining  money,  and  good 
natored  people  gullible  enough  to  be  imposed  upon  by  them.  Q.  C.  L.

Elder  R  T.  Woolley  writes  to  us  from  Rawtenstall,  July  15,  1884,  aa 
follows: 

**  It  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  recount  the  incidents  of  *  meeting  held  in  Heywood  by 
Brother  Robert  Johnson  and  myself ,  showing  how  the  Lord  will  provide  for  His  servants 
when  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  to  Him  and  to  their  fellow-men.  Leaving  Boch- 
dale  laiit  Wednesday  evening  (July  9th),  about  6.30,  we  started  for  Heywood,  with  the 
intention  of  holding  an  open-air  meeting  if  the  weather  would  permit.  Hie  prospects 
were  not  favorable,  as  it  had  been  raining  hard  just  before  we  started,  and  the  sky  was 
•till  overcast  with  dark  and  heavy  clouds.  We  encountered  a  few  showers  as  we  were 
on  the  way,  but  were  greatly  surprised  and  pleased,  on  our  arrival,  to  see  a  large  con- 
ooorse  of  people,  who  had  assembled  to  hear  the  singing  and  noise  made  by  the  Salvation 
Army,  and  who,  contrary  to  the  desire  of  the  captain,  no  doubt,  did  not  follow  them  ie 
tiMir  *  barracks.'  Leaving  our  satchels  in  an  adjoining  shop,  we  were  soon  on  the  ground^ 
Mid  ooinmenoed  our  meeting  by  ringing  a  hymn.  After  prayer  another  hymn  was  seng, 
vbeii  Brother  Johnson  called  on  me  to  speidc  I  did  so,  and  I  felt  that  the  Spirit  ol 
Qod  was  with  us.  I  occupied  about  fifty  minutes,  and  was  followed  by  Brother  Johnson, 
who  bore  a  strong  testimony  and  spoke  about  thirty  minutes.  We  had  a  very  attentive 
indience,  and  before  closing  we  invited  them  to  join  us  in  singing  *  Praise  God  from 
whom  all  blessings  flow,'  which  met  with  a  hearty  response.  After  dismissing  with 
pmyer,  we  were  greeted  by  a  *  brother  and  a  friend,'  who  we  did  not  know  was  in  Hey- 
wood, and  who  lives  in  Manchester.  He  asked  us  if  we  had  a  place  to  stay;  we  told 
him  we  had  not.  He  invited  us  to  his  lodging  place,  told  us  he  had  been  working  near 
Heywood  for  about  a  fortnight,  that  he  had  been  hoping  the  Jjord  would  send  some  of 
theUdeis  to  that  place,  and  also  that  he  could  give  no  reason  why  he  had  come  to  thA 
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market-place  that  night,  other  than  that  he' was  impressed  so  to  do.  A  gentleman  (whon^ 
we  belieTe  to  be  a  minister,)  followed  us  a  short  wajr*  and  asked  ns  if  we  were  pirovidef 
for,  for  the  night  We  told  him  we  were  not,  until  this  brother  came,  and  that  the  Loid 
had  sent  him  to  us,  for  we  did  not  know  there  were  *any  Saints  in  that  town.  He  aaici 
faith  was  a  great  thing.  Thus  the  Lord  opened  up  our  way  that  night,  and  I  think  it 
may  be  the  means  of  accomplishing  more  and  g^reater  results  before  long.  There  htJt 
been  no  Elders  in  Hey  wood  for  a  number  of  years."

By  letter  from  Elder  R.  R.  Hodgson,  dated  Brotton,  Yorkshire,  July  SOth,  we  lean' 
that  the  field  of  missionary  operations  in  the  Cleveland  District  of  the  Newcastle  Con- 
ferenoe  is  gradually  enlarging  under  the  energetic  efforts  of  the  Elders  and  the  lodai 
Saints  who  assist  them.

Hundreds  admit  that  they  believe  the  doctrines  which  are  taught,  and  though  there  ara 
no  applications  for  baptism  being  made  just  now,  Brother  Hodgson  thinks  that  the  good 
results  of  the  Elders'  efforts  will  soon  be  apparent.

Present  on  the  stand:  Apostle  John  H.  Smith,  President  of  the  Earopeaa

J.  W.  Paxman,  C.  Denney,  J.  L.  Bench,  A.  Stayner,  F.  L.  Qibbons,  J.  G.  M. 
Barnes,  Q.  Dent,  W.  S.  Read  and  C.  A.  Welch,  Traveling  Elders  in  the  Lon- 
don Conference;  also  Elder  Geo.  Goddard. 

The  meeting  opened  at  10-30  a.m.,  with  singing,  prayer  by  Elder  Jonea^ 
and  singing  again,  after  which  the  Elders  were  called  on  to  report  their  labors. 

Elder  Bench,  in  reporting  the  Berks  and  Wilts  District,  said  he  had  labored 
there  with  much  pleasure;  the  Saints  had  treated  him  with  great  kindness 
and,  although  poor  and  scattered,  the  majority  were  a  good  people,  and  were 
striving  to  live  up  to  the  principles  of  the  Gospel     He  had  spent  some  time 
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hontiog  ap  his  relatives  in  Norwich,  and  had  found  them  much  prejudiced 
against  Mormonism,  but  quite  ignorant  of  the  principles  we  teach.  He  had 
reasoned  with  them  upon  the  principles  of  the  GkMpel,  and  also  sent  them 
aome  tracts. 

Eider  Denney  reported  the  Portsmouth  and  Southampton  District,  wher9 
he  had  been  laboring  in  company  with  Eider  Stayner  for  the  past  three* 
months.  He  said  they  had  baptized  four  adults  and  two  children,  and  held 
ten  out-door  meetings.  They  had  found,  in  visiting  among  the  people,  ona^ 
here  and  there  who  was  willing  to  hear  and  investigate  the  principles  of  the 
Qospel,  and  he  could  truly  say  that  the  time  he  had  spent  on  this  mission^ ' 
bad  been  the  happiest  time  of  his  life. 

Elder  Stayner  said  he  could  endorse  the  remarks  of  Elder  Denney,  and 
would  add  a  word  in  favor  of  the  Saints  in  their  District,  who  had  turned" 
out  and  helped  them  in  their  out-door  meetings.  He  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  truth  when  first  published  to  the  world  was  nearly  always  ridiculed 
and  opposed.  The  Gospel  contains  all  truth,  though  the  multitude  will  not 
accept  its  principles;  but  the  time  will  come  when  it  will  prevail,  and  it  will' 
be  known  that  the  Qospel  preached  by  the  Latter-day  Saints  is  indeed  the. 
ererlosting  Gkwpel — the  power  of  Qod  unto  salvation. 

Elder  Dent  said  he  could  not  report  much  progress  in  the  Sussex  District 
Since  be  had  labored  there,  there  had  been  thirty-three  meetings  held,  some 
in  public  haUs,  some  in  the  Saints'  houses,  and  some  out  of  doors.  The 
Saints  were  very  much  scattered.  Since  sending  in  the  report,  which  was  up 
to  June  30th,  three  had  been  baptized,  one  re-baptized,  and  one  excommunlr 
eated. 

Elder  Paxman  endorsed  the  remarks  of  Elder  Dent,  and,  in  reporting  thei 
Brighton  Branch,  said  it  was  in  a  poor  condition,  and  it  needed  new  life  in* 
foBtd  into  it;  but  in  this  he  felt  they  must  do  their  duty  and  leave  the  result 
in  the  hands  of  the  Lord. 

President  Smith  then  addressed  the  meeting  for  a  short  time.  He  said  ha 
was  pleased  to  meet  with  the  Saints  in  London  again,  and  he  hoped  they 
were  striving  to  live  their  religion,  for  it  would  do  them  no  good  unless  they 
did  *'Tbe  Lord  has  given  us  rules  whereby  we  can  be  saved,  and  if  we  are» 
faithful  to  them  and  keep  them,  we  shall  be  blessed,  and  if  we  do  not  keep 
them  now  we  know  them,  we  shall  be  under  greater  condemnation  than  those 
who  know  not  the  Gospel.  We  are  responsible  for  our  own  personal  sins 
only,  unless  we  permit  sin  in  those  over  whom  we  are  placed  in  authority, 
and  then  if  we  fail  to  rebuke  them  and  deal  with  them  when  necessary,  we 
shall  have  to  answer  for  our  neglect  of  duty.  It  is  as  if  a  cancer  was  in  the 
human  body,  which,  unless  it  be  taken  away,  will  cause  the  body  to  die,  and 
it  is  the  same  in  communities  of  people.  In  the  case  reported  by  Brother 
Dent,  it  was  necessary  to  apply  the  knife  to  save  the  whole  body  from  be- 
coming tainted.  I  would  say  unto  all,  do  your  duty,  serve  God  and  keep 
His  commandments.  We  are  none  of  us  perfect,  we  all  have  our  failings,  and 
temptations  will  assail  us,  but  inasmuch  as  we  overcome  them  we  shall  be 
blessed  John  the  Divine  tells  us  that  the  books  will  be  opened,  and  we  shall 
be  judged  according  to  the  things  written  therein,  according  to  our  works. 
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In  conclusion,  I  would  say  to  all,  be  humble  and  keep  the  Word  of  Wisdom 
ia  all  things."

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that  department  to  which  it  is  addressed  and  no  other;  the  ear,  the  hand,  each 
has  its  own  province,  and  feels  those  sensations  for  which  it  is  created.  So 
in  the  spirit  world,  must*  the  things  of  the  spirit  be  grasped  by  the  spirit,  and 
by  that  alone.  Eye,  ear,  and  hand  must  pass  away  with  the  earthly  body, 
with  nothing  of  fleshy,  or  of  earthly  stain,  a  fit  habitation  for  the  ransomed 
Boul.  Not  to  the  senses  of  this  frail  tenement  of  clay  will  the  Spirit  of  God 
manifest  itself;  only  in  that  inner  sanctuary  of  being,  which  ia  God's  own 
temple,  will  its  pleading  voice  be  heard.  Others  think  that  the  indwelling  of 
the  spirit  is  to  be  a  kind  of  magical  power,  to  influence  for  good,  and  to  debar 
from  evil;  and  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  those  who  possess  it  to  do 

.  wrong  or  commit  sin.  When  they  see  men,  whom  they  believe  to  be  true 
Christians,  falling  into  error  and  committing  what  is  manifestly  a  wrong, 
they  say  that  such  men  cannot  be  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  therefore  His 
indwelling  is  a  myth.  Now  if  the  indwelling  of  the  Spirit  of  Qod  were  a 
magical  influence  of  this  kind;  God's  whole  purpose  in  the  education  of  man 
would  be  upset.  If  it  took  away  his  liberty  of  action,  he  would  become  at 
once  a  slave,  and  no  longer  a  responsible  being  or  free  agent. 

You  will  say,  perhaps,  better  be  a  slave  of  good,  than  a  free  agent  in  evil. 
Not  so.  God  says,  I  want  a  free  agent  in  good;  I  want  a  man  who  can,  of 
his  own  free  will,  deliberately  choose  the  good  and  reject  the  evil.  I  do  not 
want  a  man  who  is  good  only  because  he  is  compelled  to  be  by  apower  he  cannot 
resist  I  want  a  man  who  has  come  through  great  tribulation;  through  the 
great  testing  time;  who  has  hungered  and  thirsted,  and  striven  to  overcome 
evil  and  grasp  the  good,  and  so  won  the  victory.  I  will  be  with  him  and 
help  him  and  guide  him;  but  my  guidance  will  not  be  the  guidance  of  force, 
nor  a  power  irresistible,  but  a  gentle  leading  on,  to  help  him  choose  or  reject 
for  himself. 

Some  will  say,  what  then  is  this  indwelling  of  the  holy  Spirit?  Surely  it  is 
nothing  at  all  if  it  be  not  magical,  or  sensible.  This  is  one  of  the  most  sacred 
subjects  upon  which  men  can  converse  with  each  other,  and  he  would  h% 
guilty  of  arrant  presumption  who  should  dare  to  say  how  the  Spirit  of  God 
ahould  or  should  not  work  The  Savior's  words  must  surely  be  our  guide  in 
this.  "The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  there- 
of, but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth:  so  is  every  one 
that  is  born  of  the  Spirit."    In  the  visible  world  you  cannot  fathom  the  com- 

.  ing  or  going  of  the  breath  of  heaven.  Now  it  is  whispering  softly  in  the 
aummer  breeze,  and  then  it  is  driving  in  fury  in  the  winter  storm.  *'Thoa 
canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth."  It  is  an  influence 
before  which  the  oak  must  break  and  the  reed  must  bend;  yet  an  influence 
ntangible  and  unseen.  The  human  heart  is  like  the  chaos  of  the  waters, 
orn  and  troubled  by  the  conflicting  forces  of  creation  that  are  struggling  to 
work  out  the  second  birth;  and  over  the  face  of  the  deep  there  is  brooding, 
as  of  old,  the  Spirit  of  God  working  in  us,  both  to  will  and  to  do  of  His 
good  pleasure.    We  know  that  it  is  there  by  the  wondrous  power  it  exists  upon 

^  our  life,  and  by  the  wondrous  help  we  receive  from  it.    It  may  be  asked: 
18  that  consistent  with  the  other  assertion,  that  the  influence  of  the  spirit  is 

,  not  to  be  apprehended  by  the  senses.    The  answer  is  simple  enough:  that 
which  ifl  intangible  in  its  operation,  may  be  very  tangible  in  its  results.    Ton 
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:  ^Dot  see  the  storm  pass  by,  but  you  know  that  it  has  passed,  where  the  oak 
lies  prcistnite.  You  cannot  see  Qod's  Spirit  succoring  a  man  who  is  struggling 
'  and  well  nigh  falling  before  the  attack  of  some  great  temptation,  but  you 
know  that  it  has  succored  him  when  you  see  the  temptation  oTcrcome;  and 
you  know  that  it  was  not  by  his  own  strength  that  he  overcame,  when  you 
see  his  brother,  like  him  in  all  but  the  possession  of  God's  Spirit,  weakly 
yield  to  something  infinitely  less  formidable. 

The  work  of  the  Spirit  is  to  be  known  by  its  fruits — love,  joy,  peace,  long- 
aaffering,  patience,  meekness,  temperance.  These  things  are  not  innate  in 
fallen  human  nature,  but  they  are  those  things  which,  if  unresisted,  God's 
fipirit  will  pour  into  every  human  heart,  and  by  their  presence  there  you 
shall  know  that  it  is  His  home.

i  FTER  the  oath  had  been  administered  to  all  but  the  two  boys,  Law^ 
^^X  Cowles  and  others  again  commenced  their  labors  to  get  them  to  take 
^%,  bat  met  the  same  success  as  before.  Arguments,  persuasions  and  threats 
"^ere  in  turn  used  to  accomplish  their  desire,  but  in  vain.  They  exhausted 
%heir  ingenuity  in  inventing  arguments,  lies  and  inducements  to  get  the  boys 
%o  unite  with  their  band.  "  Have  you  not  heard,"  said  they, "  the  strong  testi- 
luony  of  all  present  against  Joseph  Smithi  Can  a  man  be  a  true  Prophet 
nvho  would  commit  adulteryt  He  is  a  fallen  Prophet,  and  is  teaching  the 
people  doctrines  that  his  own  imagination  or  lustful  desires  have  invented^ 
or  else  he  received  that  revelation  from  the  devil.  He  will  surely  lead  the 
^hole  Church  to  destruction  if  his  career  is  not  stopped.  We  can  do  nothing

take  the  oath,  and  all  will  be  well'' 

^  Oh,  we  are  too  young,''  they  replied,  "  to  understand  or  meddle  with  sack 
thingSy  and  would  rather  let  others  who  are  older  and  know  more  do  such 
"Work.  We  came  to  your  meetings  because  we  thought  you  were  our  friends 
and  gave  us  a  kind  invitation.  We  did  not  think  there  was  any  harm  in  it; 
bat  if  you  will  allow  us  to  go  now,  we  will  not  trouble  any  more  of  your 
meetings.  Joseph  Smith  has  never  done  us  any  harm»  and  we  do  not  feel  like 
injuring  him." 
^'Come,  boys,"  said  another  of  the  ci^owd,  "  do  as  we  have  done.    You  are 
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young,  and  will  net  have  anything  to  do  in  the  affair,  but  we  want  you  should 
keep  it  a  secret,  and  act  with  us;  that's  all/' 

*'  No,"  replied  the  boys  in  a  firm  but  cool  tone,  as  they  rose  to  leave,  **  we 
cannot  take  an  oath  like  that  against  any  man  who  has  never  done  us  the 
least  injury."  They  would  gladly  have  passed  out  and  escaped  the  trouble 
they  saw  brewing  for  them;  but,  as  they  feared,  they  were  not  allowed  to 
depart  so  easily.     One  of  the  hand  exclaimed  in  a  Very  determined  voice: 

"No,  not  by  a  d d  sight!    You  know  all  our  plans  and  arrangements,  and 

we  don't  propose  that  you  should  leave  in  that  style.     You've  got  to  take  that 
oath,  or  you'll  never  leave  here  alive." 

The  attention  of  all  wiis  now  directed  to  the  two  boys,  and  considerable 
•confusion  prevailed.  A  voice  in  the  crowd  shouted,  **Dead  men  tell  no  tales!" 
whereupon  a  general  clamor  arose  for  the  boys  to  take  the  oath  or  be  killed. 
Bven  their  pretended  friends,  Cowles  and  Law,  turned  against  them.  "  If 
you  do  not  take  that  oath,''  said  one  of  the  leading  members,  in  a  blood  curd- 
ling tone,  **  we  will  cut  your  throats."

The  mob  was  now  enraged,  as  they  thought  they  were  betrayed,  and  it  was 
with  the  greatest  difficulty  that  the  leaders  succeeded  in  keeping  them  from 
fallihg  upon  the  boys  and  cutting  them  to  pieces.

JI6iives,  was  placed  6n  dither  side  of  the  boys,  while  two  others,  armed  with 
^cked  miuskets  and  bayonets,  at  their  backs,  brought  up  the  rear  as  they 
v^ere  marched  off  in  the  direction  of  the  cellar.  William  and  Wilson  Law,' 
Jl^l^tin  Cowies,  and  others,  accompanied  them  to  the  cellar.  Before  com- 
.jiiitting  the  murderous  deed,  however,  they  gave  the  boys  one  more  chance 
f6V  their  lives.  One  of  them  said:  "Boys,  if  you  will  take  that  oath  yoiir 
KNres  shall  be  spared;  but  you  know  too  much  for  us  to  allow  you  to  go  free, 
:atid  if  you  are  still  determined  to  refuse,  we  will  have  to  shed  your  blood." 
But  the  boys,  with  most  commendable  courage,  in  the  very  jaws  of  death, 
bhce  rndre  rejected  this  only  hie^nsthat  won  Id  save  their  lives. 

'  At  this  juncture,  "when  it  seemed  that  each  moment  would  ehd  th<9  earthly 
.  6)di6tence  of  these  two  ndble  young  men,  a  voice  from  some  one  in  the  crowd, 
atf  if  by  Divine  interpositibn,  called  out  just  in  time  to  save  tlieir  lives:  ^Hokt 
.6nl  Holdonth^re!  Let's  talk  this  matter  over  before  their  blood  is-ehedr* 
.  and  with  great  diffi<^tilty  some  of  tlie  more  cautious  oned  succeeded  iir  quiet- 
,  ing  those  whose  anger  and  excitemeut)prevented  them  from  wetghing  wMt 
wHat  they  wer^  on  the  Verge  of  committing,  and  considering  the  conaeqaences 
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that  would  inevitably  follow.     Thus  the  instantaneous  death  of  the  boys  was 
prevented,  while  the  crowd  retired  to  the  fartlier  end  of  the  room  and  con- 
sulted earnestly  together,  in  so  low  a  tone,  however,  that  the  boys  could  not 
hear  what  they  said.     It  was  evident,  however,  that  they  were  nearly  equally 
divided  in  their  views  of  the  feasibility  of  putting  the  boys  to  death.     Sdiub 
appeared  to  be  enraged  and  fully  determined  to  shed  their  blood,  while  others 
were  equally  resolved  to  privent  the  cruel  deed.     During  the  discussion  the  , 
boys  distinctly  heard  one  of  them  say:  "  The  boys*  parents  very  likely  know  ' 
where  they  are,  and  if  they  do  not  return  home,  strong  suspicions  will  be  [ 
aroused,  and  they  may  institute  a  search  that  would  be  very  dangerous' to  us. ' 
It  is  already  late,  and  time  that  the  boys  were  home." 

This  was  a  very  important  consideration,  as  well  as  a  very  unexpected 
circumstance  in  favor  of  the  boys.  Hope  rose  high  in  their  breasts  as  the 
discussion  continued,  and  one  by  one  of  tiie  more  excited  conspirators  was 
silenced,  if  not  convinced,  until  at  length  the  tide  turned  iu  favor  of  the  boys, 
and  it  was  decided  that  they  should  be  released.  Some  openly,  and  many  in 
their  feelings,  opposed  this  resolution,  as  they  considered  it  as  unsafe  to . 
liberate  the  boys  to  reveal  all  their  plans,  as  to  kill  th«m  and  get  them  out 
of  the  way. 

A  strong  guard  was  provided  to  escort  them  to  a  proper  distance,  lest  ^ 
some  of  the  gang  might  kill  them  before  they  made  their  escape.    They  ^ 
placed  a  strict  injunction  upon  the  boys  not  to  reveal  anything  they  had  seen 
or  heard  in  these  meetings,  and  declared  if  they  did,  any  member  of  the 
'Conspiracy  would  kill  them  at  first  sight.      This  caution  and  threat  were  / 
repeated  several  times  in  a  way  that  gave  the  boys  to  understand  that  they 
meant  all  they  said,  and  would  just  as  leave  slay  them  as  not  if  they  sus-  , 
]>ected  anything  had  been  revealed  by  them. 

Everything  being  ready,  the  boys  started  off  in  charge  of  the  guard.    Right 
^1^  wem  they  to  once  more  gain  the  open  air  with  so  good  a  prospect  for 
^heir  lives^  and  they  breathed  a  sigh  of  relief  and  satisfaction  when  they  were 
out  of  sight  of  the  house  in  which  they  had  endured  such  great  peril.    They 
topk  an  unfrequented  road  down  toward  the  Mississippi  River,  which  runs 
Ground  one  side  of  Nauvoo.    Some  of  the  guard  were  very  much  dissatisfied 
'With  the  way  the  tables  had  turned,  and,  when  they  had  got  a  safe  distance.. 
^rom  the  house,  they  halted  to  consider  if  it  would  not  be  best  to  slay  the  ' 
Ixiys  on  their  own  responsibility.     They  would  gladly  have  murdered  them 
if  they  oould  have  done  so  with  any  hopes  of  having  the  deed  remain  un- 
discovered; but,  after  some  discussion,  they  contented  themselves  by  reitera- 
ting the  cautions  and  threats  that  had  been  given  to  the  boys  before  starting. 
They  continued  their  march  until  within  a  few  rods  of  the  river,  when  they 
b^ted,  and  one  of  the  guards  said: 

"  Well,  I  guess  we  have  gone  about  far  enough,  and  had  better  turn  back." 

n*ien  turning  to  the  boys,  he  continued,  **  Boys,  if  you  ever  open  your  mouths 

cdbcerning  anything  you  have  seen  or  heard  in  any  of  our  meetings,  we  will 

kitl  yon  by  night  or  by  day,  wherever  we  find  you,  and  consider  it  our  duty.* 

^  Oh,  don^t  fear  on  that  account,'  replied  the  hoys,  anxious  to  allay  their 
tiilessioess,  lest  they  still  might  take  a  notion  to  slay  them  and  cast  their 
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bodies  into  the  river,  "  we  can  see  that  it  is  greatly  to  our  advantage  and 
necessary  to  our  peace  and  safety  to  keep  silent  concerning  these  things." 

'^  I'm  glad  you^ve  got  sense  enough  to  see  it  in  that  light/'  was  the  rejoinder^ 
in  a  tone  that  indicated  his  mind  was  somewhat  relieved. 

During  this  conversation,  one|of  the  boys  looking  towards  the  river,  to  his. 
great  surprise,  saw  a  hand  rise  into  view  from  behind  the  bank  and  beckon 
for  them  to  come  that  way.  The  guards,  after  admonishing  them  once  more 
to  be  silent,  and  telling  them  their  lives  depended  upon  their  keeping  the 
secret,  turned  to  retrace  their  steps  just  as  one  of  the  boys,  anxious  to  put. 
them  at  ease  as  much  as  possible,  said  to  his  companion:  **  Let's  go  down  to 
the  river." 

*^  Yes,"  returned  the  guard,  evidently  pleased  with  that  arrangement;  ^^oa 
had  better  go  down  to  the  river." 

The  reader  will  readily  understand  that  the  meeting  had  lasted  until  a  late 
hour  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  conspirators  had  already  detained  the  boys  so 
long,  that  they  were  afraid  their  parents  and  friends,  some  of  whom  perhaps 
knew  where  the  boys  had  gone,  would  become  anxious  and  begin  to  suspect 
foul  play,  and  possibly  might  institute  a  search  which  would  prove  exceed- 
ingly disadvantageous  lo  the  conspiracy.  The  boys,  therefore,  very  adroitly 
proposed  to  go  to  the  river,  so  if  they  were  found  there  it  would  be  sufficient 
explanation  for  their  long  absence.  The  guards  perceived  the  idea  instantly, 
and  it  pleased  them,  for  it  indicated  to  them  that  the  boys  wished  to  keep 
the  secret,  and  avoid  being  questioned  too  closely. 

The  boys  started  off  on  a  run  toward  the  river,  but,  lest  the  guards  should  ' 
watch  them,  and  discover  the  presence  of  Joseph,  whose  hand  it  was  they  ^ 
had  seen  above  the  bank,  they  directed  their  course  to  a  point  about  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  beyond  where  Joseph  was,  knowing  that  he  would  follow  thenu 
On  reaching  the  river,  they  stepped  down  the  bank^  and  there  awaited  the 
arrival  of  the  Prophet,  while  the  guards  returned  to  the  meeting. 

It  seems  that  Joseph,  knowing  the  danger  into  which  the  boys  had  gone^ 
had  become  so  uneasy  at  their  long  absence,  that  he  could  no  longer  remain 
at  home,  so  he  and  one  of  his  body  guard,  John  Scott,  who  was  the  brother 
to  Robert,  started  out  to  see  if  they  could  discover  what  had  become  of  them. 
Perhaps  they  suspected  the  boys  had  been  murdered,  and  that  their  bodie8> 
would  be  thrown  into  the  stream,  as  William  Law's  house,  where  the  meeting 
was  held,  was  but  a  short  distance  from  the  river.  At  all  events,  they  were 
there  under  the  bank  when  the  boys  were  liberated,  and  now  glided  around 
close  to  the  water's  edge  to  the  point  where  the  boys  were  awaiting  them. 

It  was  a  joyful  meeting;  Joseph  seemed  delighted  to  see  that  the  boys  had 
escaped  with  their  lives.    The  party  walked  on  to  a  point  nearly  opposite 
Joseph's  store,  wherela  board  fence  came  down  to  the  edge  of  the  river,  form- 
ing, together  with  the  orchard  trees  and  shrubbery,  a  suitable  retreat  whet0" 
they  could  converse  without  anyldanger  of  being  seen  or  heard. 

"  Let  us  sit  down  here,"  said  Joseph.  All  four  of  them  entered  the  seduded 
retreat,  and,  when  they  were  seated,  he  continued:  "  Boys,  we  saw  your 
danger  and  were  afraid  you  would  not  get  out  alive,  but  we  are  thankful  that 
you  got  off  safely.    Now  relate  to  me  all  that  you  have  witnessed." 

The  boys  then  gave  him  a  complete  account  of  all  they  had  witnessed  and 
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passed  through;  repeated  to  him*the  oath  they  had  seen  and  heard  adminis- 
tered to  some  two  hundred  indiyiduals  separately;  gave  him  the  names  of 
all  they  knew  that  had  taken  the  oath;  in  short,  they  give  him  a  most  accu- 
late  recital  of  all  they  had  seen  and  heard. 

Joseph  and  his  companion  listened  very  attentively,  and,  as  the  boys  pro- 
ceeded, a  very  grave  expression  crept  over  the  countenance  of  the  former, 
•ahowing  that  a  deep  anxiety  was  preying  upon  his  mind.  When  the  recital 
was  finished,  a  pause  of  some  length  ensued.  Joseph  was  very  much  moved, 
and  at  length  burst  out:  "O.  brethren,  you  do  not  know  what  this  will 
terminate  inT  But  proceeded  no  further,  for  his  feelings  were  so  strong  that 
lie  burst  into  tears.

^ou?''  and  they  fell  on  each  other's  necks  and  wept  bitterly.  The  scene  is 
difficult  to  describe.  The  thought  of  losing  their  friend  and  Prophet  by  the 
liands  of  such  a  Moodthirsty  mob  was  sufficient  to  wring  their  hearts;  and 
those  brave  men  who,  but  a  few  moments  before,  had  fearlessly  faced  death, 
.and  scorned  the  proffered  conditions  on  which  their  lives  might  be  spared, 
now  wept  like  children,  and  mingled  their  tears  witii  those  of  their  leader. 

Joseph  was  the  first  to  master  his  feelings,  and,  raising  Brother  Scott's 
arms  from  off  his  neck,  he  said,  in  a  deep  and  sorrowful  tone:  "  I  fully  com- 
prehend it!"  He  then  relaxed  into  a  solemn  study,  while  his  brethren 
anxiously  watched  the  changes  of  his  countenance  as  if  they  would  read  the 
thoughts  and  feelings  that  were  preying  upon  his  heart  The  scene  was 
.painful  and  impressive.  Each  moment  they  expected  to  hear  him  say  that 
liis  work  on  earth  was  done,  and  that  he  would  have  to  be  slain  to  seal  his 
'testimony. 

After  a  long  silence  he  finally  continued:  "  Brethren,  I  am  going  to  leave 
^ou.  I  shall  not  be  with  you  long;  it  will  not  be  many  months  until  I  shall 
liave  to  go." 

This  remark  still  left  them  in  doubt  as  to  his  future  fate,  but  had  such 
significance  that  Brother  Scott  again  anxiously  inquired:  *'  Brother  Joseph, 
'Are  you. going  to  be  slain?" 

Joseph,  for  some  reason,  evaded  a  direct  reply,  but  continued  in  a  tone 
'Uhat  told  too  plainly  of  the  sorrow  he  felt:  "I  am  going  away,  and  will  not 
\)e  known  among  this  people  for  twenty  years  or  more.  I  shall  go  to  rest  for 
^season." 

This  reply  did  not  clear  away  their  doubts  any  more  than  the  former  one, 
%atdt  was  evident  he  intended  to  leave  the  people  and  keep  hid|more  closely 
than  he  ever  had  done,  or  else,  with  prophetic  vision,  he  discerned  the  final 
catcome  of  his  enemies'  efforts,  and,  through  compassion,  forebore  to  crush 
the  spirits  of  his  brethren  by  telling  them  plainly^the  whole  truth. 

Subsequent  events  leave  us  still  in  doubt  as  to  the  real  purport  of  his 
words.  The  dark  clouds  of  persecution  from  enemies  without,  fearfully 
augmented  by  traitors  from  within,  grew  so  threatening  toward  the  close  of 
the  Prophet's  life,  that  he  saw  something  must  be  done  for  the  safety  of  him- 
self and  the  people.    He  therefore  conceived  the  idea  of  moving  the  Saints 
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once  more,  and  this  time  far  beyond  the  cruel  blasts  of  persecutioo,  and  seek 
shelter  behind  the  barriers  of  the  Rocky  Mountains.  He  called  for  a  com- 
pany of  volunteers  to  explore  the  great  West,  and  find  the  most  suitable  place 
for  the  Saints  to  settle.  Quite  a  number  volunteered  and  began  to  make 
preparations  for  the  journey. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  just  previous  to  surrendering  himself  to  be 
-  taken  to  Carthage,  Joseph  got  into  a  boat  and  started  across  the  river,  evi- 
dently to  evade  his  enemies.  He  intended  to  keep  out  of  their  hands  until 
this  company  had  procured  a  suitable  outfit  for  such  an  undertaking,  when 
he  would  have  accompanied  them.  Some  of  his  brethren,  however,  begged 
him  not  to  desert  the  people  in  such  a  time  of  trouble  and  danger,  and  ^t 
their  importunity  he  returned  to  Nauvoo,  and  we  all  know  the  result  He 
was  induced  to  surrender  himself  to  the  officers  of  the  law,  was  cast  into 
prison,  and  there  cruelly  murdered  by  a  bloodthirsty  mob. 

Perhaps,  in  reply  to  Brother  Scott's  question,  Joseph  was  revolving  these 
plans  in  his  mind,  and  looking  forward  to  the  time  when  he  and  the  Saints 
would  be  beyond  the  reach  of  persecution;  it  is  now  impossible  to  tell,  bat 
the  events  which  followed  rather  indicate  that  he  foresaw  his  death.  How- 
ever, he  continued  in  great  earnestness: 

**  They  accuse  me  of  polygamy,  and  of  being  a  false  Prophet,  and  manjr 
other  things  which  I  do  not  now  remember;  but  I  am  no  false  Prophet;  I 
am  no  impostor;  I  have  had  no  dark  revelations;  I  have  had  no  revelations 
from  the  devil;  I  made  no  revelations;  I  have  got  nothing  up  of  myself.  The 
same  Qod  that  has  thus  far  dictated  me  and  directed  me  and  strengthened 
me  in  this  work,  gave  me  this  revelation  and  commandment  on  celestial 
and  plural  marriage,  and  the  same  Qod  commanded  me  to  obey  it  He  'said 
to  me  that  unless  I  accepted  it  and  introduced  it,  and  practiced  it,  I,  together 
with  my  people,  would  be  damned  and  cut  off  from  this  time  henceforth. 
And  they  say  if  I  do  so,  they  will  kill  me!  O,  what  shall  I  dol  If  I  do  not 
practice  it,  I  shall  be  damned  with  my  people.  If  I  do  teach  it,  and  practice 
it,  and  urge  it,  they  say  they  will  kill  me,  and  I  know  they  will.  But^"  said 
he,  **  we  have  got  to  observe  it  It  is  an  eternal  principle,  and  was  given. by 
way  of  commandment  and  not  by  way  of  instruction.'' 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  outbursts  of  his  soul  what  a  conflict  was  going 
on  in  his  mind,  and  thelagony  that  he  endured  can  only  be  imagined  by  those 
who  knewhissensitive  and  generous  spirit.  Persecution  and  imprisonment  froia 
the  hand  of  an  enemy  would  be  passed  by  almost  unnoticed  when  compared 
with  these  murderous  thrusts  from  the  daggers  of  alienated  friends.  Death, 
to  a  man  who  was  so  familiar  with  the  unseen  world  and  the  happiness  to  be 
enjoyed  there,  was  stripped  of  its  terrors.  His  fear  of  simply  losing  his  life 
caused  him  little  anxiety.  But  his  whole  soul  was  in  the  work  which  the 
Lord  had  given  him  to  do,  and  such  bloodthirsty  opposition  to  a  commapd^ 
inent  of  God  among  his  brethren  caused  the  greatest  anxiety  and  grief.  Hjf 
greatest  trials  are  no  doubt  hid  deepest  from  our  view. 

The  consultation  lasted  for  a  long  time  before  they  separated  to  their 
iiomes,  and  impressions  were  made  on  the  minds  of  our  two  young  heroes 
that  will  last  forever.  They  got  an  insight  into  the  life  of  the  Prophet  an4 
the  nature  of  the  work  he  had  to  perform,  that  had  never  before  enter   . 
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Iheir  imaginations.  Their  love  for  him  and  the  cause  in  which  he  was  labor- 
ing was  increased,  and  gladly  would  they  have  laid  down  their  lives  to  have 
saved  his. 

Before  separating,  however,  Joseph  placed  a  seal  upon  the  boys'  lips,  and 
made  tliem  promise  that  they  would  not  reveal  what  had  transpired  that  day 
to  a  living  soul— not  even  Uy  their  own  fathers,  for  at  least  twenty  years.  The 
object  of  placing  this  injunction  upon  them  no  doubt  was  for  their  own  safety, 
as  their  lives  would  probably  have  been  taken  if  any  of  the  conspirators 
should  ever  tind  out  that  any  of  their  proceedings  had  been  revealed.  The 
boys  kept  their  promise,  and  now,  after  a  lapse  of  so  many  years,  these  im- 
portant facts,  which  throw  light  upon  many  of  the  acts  and  sayings  of  Joseph 
Smith,  which  his  brethren  could  never  before  fully  understand,  are  revealed 
and  placed  with  other  important  records  in  the  archives  of  the  Church. 

The  muse  of  history,  too  often  blind  to  true  glory,  has  handed  down  to 
posterity  many  a  warrior,  the  destroyer  of  thousands  of  his  fellowmen,  and 
left  us  ignorant  of  the  valorous  deeds  of  real  heroes,  whose  lot  chanced  to  be 
:]nore  humbly  cast;  but  in  that  day,  when  all  men's  actions  will  be  revealed 
upon  tlie  housetopH,  we  shall  no  doubt  see  the  names  of  Denison  L.  Harris 
mod  Robert  Scott  among  the  world's  heroes  as  stars  of  no  small  magnitude. 

*'Fact  is  stranger  than  fiction,"  and  in  value  they  cannot  be  compared.  I 
Tespectfully  submit  the  above  narrative,  which  is  a  true  recitul  of  events  that 
setaally  transpired.  The  manuscript  has  been  carefully  scrutinized  by  proper 
authorities  who  are  satisfied  of  its  authenticity  and  have  approved  its  pub- 
lication, as  an  important  and  accurate  item  of  history  connected  with  the 
Church.

I  found  plenty  of  sweeping  accusations,  but 
upon  my  demand  for  any  one  p<irticular  charge,  I  found,  leaving  polygamy 
aside,  that  I  could  get  no  answer.  If  I  asked  whether  the  people,  as  a  people, 
were  quiet,  good  neighbors  and  citizens,  I  invariably  received  the  answer. 
Yes.  Would  to  heaven  that  the  orthodox  teachers  could  produce  the  same 
effect  upon  our  people,  but  here  we  are  all  on  the  make — money  and  popu- 
larity constitute  the  great  desideratum  of  our  teaching."

UTAH,    PAST    AND    PRESENT. 

When,  u  little  more  than  thirty-eight  years  ago,  a  band  of  persecuted  exiles 
were  seen  fleeing  from  their  beautiful  homes  (which  were  left  in  the  hands  of 
a  bloodthirsty  mob),  ciirrying  with  them  tlieir  sick  aud  wouuded,  halt  and 
blind,  and  slowly  disiippearing  behind  the  western  horizon,  how  few  realiseed 
that  this  little  band,  so  few  in  numbers  and  so  feeble  in  strength,  would  soon 
become  the  nucleus  of  a  mighty  people!    Yet  so  it  was. 

Leaving  behind  them  the  buds  and  boughs  and  bloom  of  an  advanced 
civilization,  the  shelter  of  homes,  the  sympathy  of  friends,  and  the  fierce 
scorn  of  their  enemies — across  deserts  so  prostrate  under  the  throbbing  lighti 
that  the  very  silence  seemed  to  cry  out  at  the  approach  of  a  human  footstep— « 
over  barren  mountains  and  through  rugged  canyons,  this  little  band  came  at 
length  to  the  shores  of  the  American  Dead  Sea.  And  here,  in  the  solitude 
of  the  desert,  with  only  the  bleak  mountains,  the  gilded  morning,  the  painted 
sunset,  and  the  glimmer  of  that  tideless  sea  about  them,  they  gave  obedience 
to  the  commands  of  God,  the  fulfillment  of  which  has  compelled  even  the 
reluctant  admiration  of  their  enemies.  The  desert  has  been  made  to  blossom 
as  the  rose,  and  they  who  were  considered  too  vile  to  dwell  among  so-called 
Christian  people  have,  in  the  providence  of  Qod,  built  up  a  civilization  so  far 
,  superior  to  all  that  has  preceded  it,  that  travelers  from  distant  lands  are 
struck  with  admiration  on  beholding  it. 

When  the  pioneers  entered  the  Valley  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake  in  1847,  there 
was  little  attractive  in  it.  The  soil  produced  little  else  than  sage  brush  and 
.  wild  sunflowers.  The  rainfall  was  so  light  and  infrequent  that  no  crops 
could  be  raised  without  irrigation.  No  foliage  could  be  seen  except  in  the 
narrow  rock-ribbed  gorges  of  the  Wasatch  Mountains.  Fuel  could  only  be 
obtained  at  great  distances  from  where  habitation  was  possible.  Nearly  or 
quite  a  thousand  miles  intervened  between  the  pioneers  and  the  nearest 
civilization,  and  even  from  this  they  wore  frequently  cut  off  by  savage  and 
inhospitable  Indians. 

Thirty-seven  years  have  passed  since  then,  and  what  a  wonderful  change 
has  taken  place!  Instead  of  dreary  and  monotonous  wastes,  we  see  fruitful 
fields,  smiling  gardens,  and  happy  homes.  Utah  now  contains  more  than 
two  hundred  prosperous  communities,  some  of  them  amounting  to  the  dignitj 
of  cities,  where  the  various  arts,  sciences  and  industries  flourish,  and  where 
are  found  places  of  worship,  schools,  libraries,  and  all  the  requisites  for 
mental  culture. 
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Utah  Tmrritory  lies  in  the  same  latitude  as  Spain  and  Portugal,  and  aooufc 
three-fourths  of  the  way  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco.  The  Wasatch 
Mountains  intersect  it  fn>m  north  to  south,  dividing  it  into  two  substantially 
equal  parts.  Of  the  parts  lying  east  of  this  range,  and  drained  by  the  Green 
and  Colorado  rivers  and  their  tributaries,  little  use  has  yet  been  made.  The 
-aettlementa  are  few  and  small.  The  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  Western  Rail- 
road, lately  constructed,  runs  across  this  section,  which  makes  it  accessible 
and  its  resources  available.  Of  the  twenty-four  counties  comprised  in  the 
Territory,  only  eighteen  may  be  considered  as  settled,  and  even  these  could 
aostain  many  times  their  present  population. 

The  range  of  climate  in  Utah  is  favorable  to  the  growth  of  crops  of  all 
^d&  There  are  valleys  where  frosts  are  almost  of  nightly  occurrence,  but 
which  are  well  adapted  to  grazing;  there  are  others  where  for  many  months 
froet  is  not  felt,  and  still  others  where  it  is  ra'rely  if  ever  experienced.  In 
Southern  Utah  the  climate  is  congenial  to  the  growth  of  cotton  and  semi- 
tropical  plants  and  fruits. 

In  some  localities  good  crops  are  raised  without  irrigation,  but  generally  it 
cannot  be  dispensed  with.  It  involves  preliminary  outlay  and  the  labor  of 
applying  the  water;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  husbandman  is  safe  from 
storms  that  might  damage  ur  ruin  his  crop. 

The  blessing  of  God  has  rested  upon  the  efforts  of  the  pioneers  in  reclaim- 
ing the  deserL  Many  streams  have  been  greatly  increased  in  volume,  and  in 
some  places  new  springs  have  burst  forth  in  the  desert  In  some  places 
where,  twenty  years  ago,  there  was  scarcely  water  sufficient  for  the  needs  of 
a  few  families,  now  there  are  large  streams  capable  of  irrigating  thousands  of 
acres.  The  rainfall  has  greatly  increased  in  some  localities.  A  few  years  ago 
it  was  considered  impossible  to  raise  crops  without  irrigation;  now  quite  a 
proportion  o!  the  land  under  cultivation  is  tilled  without  artificial  irrigation, 
which  system  is  commonly  known  as  dry  farming. 

Thirty-seven  years  ago  the  land  on  which  Salt  Lake  City  now  stands,  and 
that  in  its  vicinity,  was  considered  barren  beyond  redemption.  Indeed, 
Col.  Bridger,  an  old  mountaineer,  offered  91,000  for  the  first  bushel  of  corn 
that  could  be  raised  in  the  valley,  so  confident  was  he  that  agriculture  would 
be  a  failure  in  such  a  region.  In  1882,  Bishop  S.  A.  Woolley,  on  ten  and 
eight-tenths  acres  of  this  same  soil,  raised  an  average  of  seventy-three  and 
one-half  bushels  of  grain  to  the  acre !  He  also  sowed  six  and  seven-tenths  acres 
with  wheat,  and  obtained  four  hundred  and  twenty-six  bushels;  five  and  five- 
tenths  acres  with  barley,  and  realized  five  hundred  and  seventeen  bushels; 
three  and  one- half  acres  with  oats,  and  received  three  hundred  and  ten 
bushels;  making  a  total  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  bushels 
of  clean  grain  from  fifteen  and  seven-tenths  acres  of  land,  or  seventy-eight 
and  four-fifths  bushels  per  acre. 

Stock-raising  has  always  been  a  profitable  pursuit  in  the  Territory,  and  in 
the  matter  of  stock  Utah  is  improving.  At  present  the  most  prominent 
breeds  of  horses  that  are  being  introduced  are  the  Hambletonians,  the  Nor- 
mans, the  Clydesdales,  and  many  crosses  of  these  animals.  Of  cattle,  the 
prominent  breeds  are  Shorthorn,  Devon,  Jersey  and  Ayrshire.  Of  sheep, 
there  are  more  than  six  hundred  thousand,  from  whjch  were  sheared,  last 
jear,  two  million  seven  hundred  thousand  pounds  of  wool. 
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The  manufactured  products  are  estimated  at  a  yearly  value  of  ten  mUlioni 
of  doUara  This  includes  the  smelting  of  ores,  the  manufacture  of  flour 
rough  and  finished  lumber,  leather,  boots  and  shoes,  harness  and  aaddlM 
furniture  and  machinery,  woollen,  cotton  and  silk  fabrics,  yarn  and  hoaicpy 
paper,  sugar,  and  toilet  articles  ^ 

The  climate  and  soil  of  Silt  Lake  basin  are  peculiarly  adapted  to  irmk 
growing;  the  fruits  are  large,  fair,  and  finely  flavored.  The  higher  vallegrt 
having  shorter  seasons,  are  less  favorable  for  fruit-raising. 

The  spring  usually  opens  in  March.  The  green  of  the  valleys  -  pursues  tUt 
retiring  snow-line  up  the  mountain  slopes.  The  summer  is  pleasant  in  iti 
onset;  but,  as  the  season  advances,  the  heat  increases,  and  ve^tation  parehec 
unless  artificially  watered.  In  October  the  air  clears  up  again  as  in  spriag 
and  the  landscape  softens  with  the  rich  colors  of  the  dying  vegetatiun.  TJm 
autumn  is  delightful,  and  often  lingers  nearly  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  all  these  things  the  unprejudictid  mind  finds  many  subjects  for  reflection; 
not  merely  in  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  country,  but  likewise  in  tin 
providential  changes  in  the  climate,  which  show  that  Gk>d  has  softened  tiic 
elements  for  the  good  of  His  people.  J.  H.  Ward.  . 


WHY  DO  THE  LATTER-DAY  SAINTS  GATHER1

This  question  was  asked  me  a  few  days  since  by  a  person  to  whom  I  bad 
explained  some  of  the  principles  of  the  Gk)spel.  At  other  times  has  thU 
question  been  presented,  and  with  such  reasonings  as  the  following:  **  Sureh 
one  can  as  well  serve  God  in  this  land  as  to  go  to  Salt  Lake,  and  Qod  wifi 
certainly  hear  and  answer  prayers  here  as  well  as  elsewhere." 

The  question  becomes  one  of  great  importance,  involving  ns  it  does,  sacrificSe 
in  many  instances,  causing  a  separation  from  friends  and  kindred  and  the 
breaking  of  strong  ties  of  affection,  endeared  by  nature  and  hard  to  sevet 
To  fully  understand  the  cause  of  the  gathering  by  the  Latter-day  Sainti, 
requires  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  advocated  by  them. 

Does  the  Christian  world  take  into  consideration  the  cause  which  led  tc 
the  gathering  of  the  people  of  Enoch?  Would  any  other  principle  than 
embracing  the  Gospel  and  being  guided  by  a  prophet  who  received  revelationi 
from  on  high,  and  was  therefore  able  to  teach  the  people  in  temporal,  as  wtSt 
as  spiritual  matters,  have  done  sol  We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that 
Enoch  preached  the  Gospel  in  his  day,  that  many  who  heard  him  receiTej 
his  testimony,  and  were  guided  by  revelation,  till  in  course  of  time  they  had 
become  perfected,  so  far  that  the  Lord  saw  fit  to  lift  them  bodily  from  the 
earth. 

That  the  Lord  had  been  willing  to  gather  His  people  at  other  times,  maj 
be  inferred  fiom  the  saying  of  the  Savior:  **  How  oft  would  I  have  gathered 
you  as  a  hen  gathereth  her  chickens  under  her  wings,  but  ye  would  not? 
Again  the  Lord  said  to  Abraham,  **Get  thee  out  from  thy  country  and  froni 
thy  kindred  to  a  land  which  I  will  show  thee."  Abraham  did  not  considei 
kindred  ties,  or  whetlklur  his  circumstances  would  be  bettered,  or  whether  IM 
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oonld  as  well  serve  God  in  Ur  of  the  Chaldees  as  elsewhere,  but  obeyed  the 
eonunaodmeats  of  Qod,  and  thus  was  called  the  friend  of  God. 
.  There  are  many  passages  of  Scripture  pointing  to  a  gathering  of  God's  pe<^ 
|ite  in  the  latter  days.  As  the  people  of  Israel  had  been  scattered  in  all  the 
ottions  by  their  enemies,  so  was  there  to  be  a  gathering.  The  Lord,  said 
.through  Nehemiah  (i,  9.)  ^'  though  there  were  of  you  cast  out  unto  the  utterr 
most  part  of  the  heaven,  yet  will  I  gather  them  from  thence,  and  will  bring 
them  unto  the  place  that  I  have  chosen  to  set  my  name  there.'" 

Isaiah  also  has  much  to  say  of  the  latter-day  gathering  of  the  Lord's  peor 
pie,  who  should  establish  themselves  in  the  tops  of  the  mountains,  and  sliould 
^(t  up  an  ensign,  calling  upon  the  nations  to  hear. 

The  Lord,  through  Jeremiah,  says  he  will  take  them  one  of  a  city  and  two* 
of  a  family^  and  will  bring,  them  to  Zion,  evidencing  a  separation  from  friends 
and  kindred.  We  also  find  in  Matt,  xxiv,  31,  the  Lord  **  shall  send  Hif( 
angels  with  a  great  sound  of  a  trumpet  to  gather  together  His  elect  from  the^ 
four  winds,  from  one  end  of  heaven  to  the  other." 

Near  the  close  of  the  first  century,  John  tiie  Revelator,  enwrapped  in 
prophetic  \ision,  declares  he  '*  heard  another  voice  from  heaven,  saying,  come- 
out  of  her  my  people.''  He  foresaw  a  time  when  great  wickedness  would  be 
upon  the  earth,  and  that  as  the  Lord  again  purposed  the  destruction  of  the 
wicked,  a  means  of  escape  was  to  be  opened  up  to  those  who  might  be  willing 
to  obey  the  commandments  of  God,  and  they  were  to  be  taughtand  instructed 
after  the  pattern  of  the  people  of  Enoch. 

To  learn  that  a  great  gathering  was  eventually  to  take  place,  we  have  but 
to  refer  to  the  blessing  of  Moses  upon  the  seed  of  Joseph,  who  was  sold  into- 
Egypt;  for,  says  the  prophet,  **  His  glory  is  like  the  firstling  of  his  bullock, 
his  horns  are  like  the  horns  of  unicorns;  with  them  he  shall  push  the  people 
together  from  the  ends  of  the  earth,"  and  those  who  were  to  accomplish  this 
were  *Hhe  ten  thousands  of  Ephraim,'*  and  **the  thousands  of  Manasseh." 

It  has  been  made  known  by  revelation  that  the  Latter-day  Saints  are 
mostly  of  Joseph,  through  the  loins  of  Ephraim,  and  for  over  fifty  years  have 
the  Elders  been  declaring  to  the  world  the  fulfilling  of  ancient  prophecieei 
that  the  set  time  has  come  for  the  Lord  to  gather  His  people  from  all  the 
nalions  whither  they  have  been  scattered. 

We,  as  a  people,  take  a  step  in  advance  of  the  world;  we  declare  that  ange 
have  come  to  the  earth,  and  delivered  the  keys  and  authority  and  power  to 
gather  the  people  and  push  them  together  from  the  ends  of  the  earth,  warn- 
ing the  people  in  public  and  private,  by  thousands  of  tracts,  and  other  printed 
works,  as  well  as  orally,  that  the  Gospel  is  being  preached  for  a  witness  unto 
all  nations  and  then  shall  the  end  come;  that  the  Lord  has  said,  "  After  the 
testimony  of  the  Elders,  shall  come  the  testimony  of  the  voice  of  earthquakes, 
the  voice  of  thunderings,  the  voice  of  lightnings,  and  the  sea  heaving  itself 
hegrond  its  bounds. 

Many  have  heeded  the  testimony  of  the  Elders,  have  embraced  the  Gospel, 
and  the  Holy  Ghost  conferred  upon  them,  testifies  that  the  everlasting  Gospel 
IS  again  restored  to  the  earth,  and  that  this  is  a  great  gathering  dispensation,. 
in  which  the  Saints  are  being  united  in  one  great  brotherhood  and  new  and 
STerlasting  covenant  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel,  where,  in  obedience  to  the 
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Lord's  commandments,  they  are  doing  a  mighty  work  for  the  redemption  of 
their  dead  friends,  those  who  ha?e  died  without  a  knowledge  of  the  GoepeL 
This  is  a  work  which  can  only  be  attended  to  in  those  edifices  which  the 
Lord  has  commanded  to  be  built  to  His  holy  name — the  temple  in  which  will 
be  manifested  the  power  and  authority  He  has  restored  to  the  earth.  As 
was  predicted  would  be  the  case,  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  are  turned  to  their 
children;  looking  for  them  to  perform  those  labors  which  they  were  incapable 
of  attending  to  themselves,  and  knowing,  too,  that  the  marriage  ceremonies 
performed  on  this  earth  are  only  binding  while  life  shall  last,  and  that  unless 
they  can  be  re-united  through  the  Gospel,  through  that  authority  bestowed 
upon  Peter,  that  they  must  eternally  remain,  as  the  angels  in  heaven,  single 
and  alone;  for  in  heaven  there  is  neither  marrying  nor  giving  in  marriage.

hands,  being  founded  on  the  rock  of  revelation,  and  eventually  all  nations 
must  bow  in  submission  to  it.

THOUGHTS  ON  THE  CONDITION  OF  THE  WORLD  AND  THE 

WORK  OF  PROSELYTING.

Occasionally  the  unbedimmed  light  of  the  Millennial  Stab  reaches  m; 
eyes,  and  by  its  brilliancy  I  perceive  the  workings  of  divine  energy,  and  the 
character  of  the  conditions  in  which  millions  move  who  are  thu  subjects  of  our 
sympathy,  and  who  are  scattered  over  the  broad  territory  of  the  Earopean 
Mission,  the  beclouded  canopy  of  which  is  illuminated  by  the  gracious  har- 
binger of  the  millennial  day.  Having  spent  more  than  one  decade  of  yean 
in  the  missionary  tield  of  Europe,  I  can,  from  personal  experience,  speak  is 
relation  to  missionary  work.  I  have  journeyed  from  city  to  city,  through  the

I  say  mysterious^  because  it  so  literally  fulfills  the  pnq[Aetio 
portraiture  presented  before  the  mind  of  John  the  Revelator,  when  he  beheld 
"  Mystery,  Babylon  the  great,  the  mother  of  harlots  and  abominations  of 
the  whole  earth."  Had  the  inspired  enunciator  Been  a  contemporary  of  the 
age  in  which  we  live,  and  beheld  with  his  natural  eyes  and  by  the  light  of 
truth  the  scenes  which  we  have  seen  and  still  behold,  he  conld  not  have  given 
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i  more  graphic  and  faithful  delineation  than  what  he  gave  over  eighteen 
eeotoriea  ago. 

To  approach  as  near  the  cesspools  of  moral  putresence  as  may  be  consistent  • 
with  the  requirements  of  knowledge,  and  thereby  learn  the  "  low  estate"  to 
which  mankind  have  descended;  to  move  through  the  entangled  meshes  of 
the  network  of  trade  and  commerce,  and  note  the  execution  of  speculative 
adiemee  whereby  the  crafty  few  bring  into  undue  servitude  the  unwary  many,, 
aad  fasten  upon  them  the  shackles  of  social  and  political  bondage,  forged  in 
thefiresof  avarice  and  ambition;  to  still  further  note  the  workings  of  poli- 
tical aspirants,  taxing  every  source  of  power  almost  to  depletion,  straining 
jpolifcical  constitutions  and  their  adjunct  machinery  to  demoralizing  degrees, 
^nd  exerting  both  brain  and  muscle  to  their  utmost  tension,  to  the  end  tha^ 
jilace,  power  and  emolument  may  be  acquired;  to  take  within  the  scope  of 
<Hir  observation  the  vast  territory  of  religious  thought,  to  study  the  conflict- 
ing creeds  of  men,  and  follow  them  through  the  dreary  and  perplexing  labyr- 
inths to  which  they  lead,  and  returning  home  to  self  from  so  fatiguing  a  tour^ 
int  down  in  sober  contemplation  to  reason  upon  the  fallacies  observable  ia 
^very  domain  of  human  thought  over  which  the  interests  of  humanity,  real 
Mur  imaginary,  are  believed  to  extend,  is  simply  to  perform  a  work  necessary 
to  comprehend  intelligently  the  perfect  phenomena  of  the  future  unfolded  to- 
car  ancient  brother  in  Christ — John  the  Revelator.  Although  he  was  an* 
«xile  on  the  Isle  of  Patmos,  he  enjoyed  heavenly  liberty.  Notwithstanding- 
lie  was  a  prisoner  in  the  dungeon  chambers  of  the  lead  mines  of  that  island,^ 
^ogels  were  his  companions,  and  celestial  ministers  from  the  realms  of  purity- 
were  his  gracious  visitors,  from  whom  he  learned  the  purposes  of  Almighty 
God,  our  heavenly  Father,  pertaining  to  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  and  their* 
liistory  extending  from  a  period  before  the  scroll  of  time  was  unrolled  through 
unborn  ages,  until  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth  were  created  and  '*  time 
was  no  longer." 

Between  the  beginning  and  the  end  of  the  Apocalyptic  millenniums  are* 
embraced  the  marvelous  dispensation  of  Qod  to  man,  in  which  will  be  per- 
formed work  of  whatever  nature  infinite  wisdom  has  ordained  essential  to 
the  perfection  of  man,  the  dispensational  work  varying  as  the  progressive- 
advancement  of  our  race  shall  demand.     This  great  and  '*  marvelous  work" 
k  unfolded  in  the  most  grand  and  glorious  manner  in  the  revelations  of  the 
everlasting  Gk)spel,  whereby  we  can  be  instructed  and  become  wise  unto- 
salvation.    The  magnitude  of  the  plan  of  human  redemption  is  indeed  over- 
whelming to  finite  minds.    I  feel  that  I  am  but  a  mote  in  the  sunbeams  of 
eternal  light  and  intelligence;  yet  I  am  grateful  that  I  am  basking  in  the 
heavenly  rays,  and  I  have  a  fervent  desire  to  abide  and  grow  in  their  life- 
imparting  and  expanding  powers  until,  with  all  Israel,  I  will  have  attained 
that  finality  consummated  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  the  archetype  of ' 
man  and  the  embodiment  of  a  Qod. 

Modes  of  thought  change  with  the  development  of  subjects  and  objects 
upon  which  it  is  engaged  in  contemplation;  new  images  are  created,  and  cor- 
responding companions  and  figures  are  employed  to  illustrate.     Hence  the 
pleasing  and  frequently  instructive  variety  which  we  perceive  in  the  phen- 
omena of  mind. 
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To  be  an  ambassador  to  a  foreign  court,  or  a  prime  minister  in  an  earthly 
dominion,  is  esteemed  one  of  the  greatest  honors  that  can  be  conferred  upon 
the  moHt  eminently  distinguished  sabjeet  of  any  realm,  because  he  is  tMe 
representative  of  the  government  by  whom  he  i^sent;  he  is  instructed  in  its 
constitution;  he  is  well  read  in  the  spirit,  letter  and  intent  of  its  laws;  ha 
comprehends  tlie  proper  methods  of  their  administration;  he  understands  the 
just  relationship  his  government  sustains  to  neighboring  powers,  and  is  an 
intelligent  interpreter  of  the  attitude  it  assumes  to  every  other  power  thai 
has  claim  upon  its  recognition.  When  he  speaks,  his  voice  is  the  voioe  of 
the  power  he  represents;  when  he  writes,  his  papers  are  authoritative  doca^ 
ments;  and  the  recognition  of  his  credentials  is  the  assurance  of  amicable 
relations  and  the.  reign  of  peace.  But  whenever  disfavor  is  shown  to  an 
envoy  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  ap[K>inted  functions,  or  he  is*  treated  in 
an  undignified  manner,  or  is  ejected  from  his  official  position  in  that  govern- 
ment, it  is  an  unmistakable  evidence  that  the  maintenance  of  friendly  rela- 
tions is  not  desired,  and  the  ignoring  of  his  ministerial  status  is  an  announce- 
ment to  his  government  to  call  him  home,  to  be  followed  by  whatever  cod- 
sequences  may  in  the  nature  of  the  diplomatic  severance  be  developed. 

Now,  as  things  earthly  are  in  many  regards  in  the  similitude  of  things 
heavenly,  such  an  illustration  as  I  have  here  outlined  hoe,  on  some  occasions, 
been  appropriately  applied  to  the  Elders  of  Israel  who  are  sent  abroad  to 
proclaim  the  conditions  of  peace  and  salvation  to  the  kings  and  rolers  and 
inhabitants  of  the  whole  earth,  the  proclamation  being  made  in  the  name  of 
the  King  of  kings  and  the  Lord  of  lords.  And  the  conduct  of  the  world 
towards  them  in  a  general  way  in  this  generation  has  been  notably  uniform 
during  all  past  time,  so  much  so,  that  the  scathing  ioterroj(atory:  "  Which  of 
the  prophets  have  your  fathers  not  stoned  and  killedf"  uttered  by  Jesus  to 
those  to  whom  He  and  His  disciples  were  sent,  is  most  remarkably  befitting. 
Nevertheless,  they  continue  to  declaim  to  this  untoward  generation  the 
principles  of  the  Gospel  of  peace,  and  are  constantly  inviting  an  acceptance 
of  citizenship  under  the  government  of  Emmanuel — the  Prince  of  Peace. 

The  honor,  emoluments  and  glory  of  the  fading  world  are  but  as  the  veriest 
dross  compared  with  the  riches  of  Christ  bestowed  by  Him  on  all  who  will 
follow  Him  in  the  baptism  with  which  He  has  been  baptized,  and  the  re- 
generating ordeals  through  which  He  passed,  from  His  humble  birth-place  in 
Bethlehem  to  the  cross  of  Calvary;  thence  through  the  tomb  of  Joseph  to 
the  mount  of  Ascension,  whence  He  was  lifted  up  on  high.  Having  burst 
the  barriers  of  the  tomb,  robed  in  the  habiliments  of  immortality,  in  the 
prm&nce  of  His  disciples.  He  was  borne  away  beyond  the  sphere  of  mortality 
to  the  celestiaf  mansions  of  our  Father,  to  prepare  a  place  for  the  meek  and 
pure  in  heart  who  shall  see  God.  These  are  they  who  have,  like  their  divine 
Master,  come  up  through  much  tribulation,  defenders  of  the  faith,  heroes  in 
battling  for  the  right,  and  more  than  conquerors  through  Him  that  loved 
them.  Yes,  they  are  "more  than  conquerors,"  because,  unlike  the  victors  in 
the  warfares  of  this  world,  who  slay  the  armies  of  Aliens  and  amongst  them- 
selves divide  the  spoils,  and  whose  trophies  and  honors  are  stained  in  tbi 
blood  of  their  vanquished  foes,  the  armies  of  King  Emmanuel  are  marshalled 
to  s  ive  and  not  destroy,  to  rescue  from  ruin  to  the  very  uttermost  all 
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kiad  who  are  arrayed  agJiinst  them.    They  contend  not  againnt  flesh  aod 

blood,  but  agaiust  spiritual  wickednesses  in  hi;<h  places;  against  ignorance,. 

«ii|ieratition  and  sin.    The  weapons  of  their  warfare .  are  not  carnal.    The 

imperative  command  of  the  Prince  of  conquerors  is,  ^^Put  up  thy  sword,  my 

kingdom  is  not  of  this  world."    Their  armament  consists  of  the  helmet  of 

aalvation,  the  breastplate  of  sound  judgment;  on  their  feet  are  tiie  sandals  of 

the  Gospel  of  Peace,  and  in  their  hand  is  placed  the  sword  of  the  spirit, 

which  is  two  edged,  dividing  asunder  the  errors  of  nges  and  the  dogmas  of 

generations;  tearing  down  the  fortresses  of  iniquity,  and  rescuing  from  the 

rains  of  spiritual  Babylon  the  enchained  captives  of  centuries,   who   will 

accept  the  proclamation  of  redemption  and  a  jubilee  of  peace  to  all  mankind.

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PRE-EXISTENCE  OF  SPIRITS  AND  IMMORTALITY 

OF  THE  SOUL.

WHILE  crossing  the  sea  from  New  York  to  Liverpool  on  the  S.S.  Wifconam^ 
by  invitation  of  the  passengers  and  kindness  of  the  officers  of  the 
steamer,  I  delivered  them  a  lecture,  a  synopsis  of  which  may  interest  the 
leaders  of  the  Star: 

The  subject  you  have  selected  for  me  to  speak  upon  (Pre-ezistenoe  of  spiritt 
and  immortality  of  the  soul,)  is  one  that  interests  the  whole  human  faaiilj. 
It  is  something  that  arrests  the  finer  feelings  of  man.  It  appeals  to  the 
imderstanding  of  the  spirit  or  inner  man,  which  is  incident  to  all  human 
beings  of  every  class,  nation  and  people.  To  illustrate  this,  allow  me  to  refer 
to  the  American  Indians.  Wild,  untaught,  without  civilisation  as  they  aie^ 
%ven  in  them  is  found,  as  in  all  other  human  beings,  a  disposition  to  rerer- 
ttDoe  something  of  a  higher  grade  than  humanity.  A  divine  nature  leads 
them  to  revere  a  Creator,  which  they  call  the  ''  Great  Spirit,"  and  which  ws 
call  God.  I  will  take  the  position  that  there  are  two  personages  pertaining 
to  every  human  being,  each  a  distinct  person  of  form  or  body.  One  we  will 
call  spirit,  or  inner  man.  And  to  sustain  this  view,  allow  me  to  refer  yon  l» 
one  of  the  verses  of  the  hymn  I  sang  you  at  the  opening  of  this  service: 

**  O  my  Father  Thoa  that  dwellett, 

In  thfl  high  and  gloriooi  plaoel 
When  ihall  I  regain  Thy  preaenoe. 

And  again  behold  Thy  iaoe? 
In  Thy  holy  habitation. 

Did  my  spirit  once  reside! 
In  my  first  primeval  childhood. 
Was  I  nortnzed  near  Thy  iidel 
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Job  says  (xxxii,  8):  *^But  there  is  a  spirit  in  man:   and  the  inspiration  o: 
the  Almighty  giveth  Ihem  understanding. '^    Again,  in  Ectlesiastes  (xxii,  6,  7,^ 
we  find:  *' Or  erer  the  silver  cord  be  loosed,  or  the  golden  bowl  be  brokei 
*      -^      *      Then  shall  the  dust  return  to  the  earth  as  it  was:  and  the  spirit 
shall  return  unto  God  who  gave  it"    The  first  quotation  sustains  the  positioi 
that  we  are  dual  persons — that  there  is  a  spirit  in  man,  an  individual  fom 
of  intelligence,  and  that  the  inspiration  of  Qod  acts  upon  it     And  the  seconc 
quotation  gives  us  to  understand  that  this  individual  spirit  existed  with  Qoc 
just  as  did  the  Spirit  of  our  Savior.    (See  John  xvi,  28:   "I  came  forth  fron 
the  Father,  and  am  come  into  the  world:  again,  I  leave  the  world,  and  go  tc 
the  Father.")    As  further  evidence,  I  will  call  your  attention  to  Jer.  i,  4,  5: 
"  Then  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  me,  saying,  before  I  formed  thee  in 
'  the  belly  I  knew  thee;  and  before  thou  earnest  forth  out  of  the  womb  I  sancti- 
fied thee,  and  I  ordained  thee  a  prophet  to  the  nations."     What  part  of  this 
great  prophet  was  known  but  his  individual  spirit,  which  existed  with  Qod 
before  this  world  was  organized,  as  did  the  Savior's,  long  before  His  body  was 
known?     The  Savior  was  chosen  and  ordained  as  a  lamb  slain  from  before 
the  foundation  of  this  world.    Very  well  then,  does  not  the  latter  text,  before 
quoted,  say  when  the  golden  bowl  be  broken  (death),  then  siiall  the  dust 
{which  is  the  mortal  body  that  originated  in  Adam),  return  to  the  earth  as  it 
was,  or  as  I  would  prefer  to  say,  to  its  original   elements,  as  there  is  no 
annihilation,  but  simply  decomposition.    How  would  it  be  possible  for  the 
spirit  to  return  to  God  who  gave  it,  if  it  had  not  been  there?     In  reference 
to  this,  the  Lord  asks  Job  (xxxviii,  4-7):  **  Where  wast  thou  when  I  laid  the 
foundation  of  the  earth?    *      *      Whereupon  aro  the  foundations  therooi 
:  fastened?  or  who  laid  the  corner  stone  thereof?  *  *   When  the  morning  stirs 
sang  together,  and  all  the  sons  of  God  shouted  for  joy?*' 

What  a  great  time  that  was,  when  all  of  our  spirits  were  there  to  witness  ao 
.'important  a  scene  as  the  formation  or  organization  of  all  the  earth  1  Why  was 
.it  tkat  we  shouted  for  joy?  The  spirits  of  Jesus,  Jeremiah,  Job  and  all  of 
'US  were  there,  and  we  all  knew  that  the  spirit  without  the  body  could  not  be 
:  perfect,  and  that  at  some  future  day,  just  as  we  have  done,  we  would  be  per- 
'  mitted  to  take  upon  us  flesh,  a  house  for  the  spirit,  a  casket  for  the  jewel  to 
,  dwell  in.  This  is  why  we  shouted  for  joy.  We  realized  that  all  former 
reeollections  would  be  withheld  from  us,  just  as  they  have  been,  for  even 
^  Jesus,  who  verily  was  fore-ordained  before  the  foundation  of  the  world,  but 
-was  manifest  in  these  last  times  for  you  (1  Peter  i,  20),  was  in  his  humiliation 
^  to  have  his  judgment  taken  away  (Acts  viii,  33).  The  fact  of  the  angel  coming 
'to  the  guardian  of  Jesus,  and  telling  him  to  flee  from  the  presence  of  Herod 
•to  Egypt  for  safety,  is  proof  of  the  fact  that  He,  like  all  of  us,  had  his  judg- 
ment taken  away  (Matt  ii,  13). 

We  realized,  too,  that  after  passing  through  mortality,  we  would  be  quick- 
.  ened,  as  Jesus  after  the  death  of  the  body  was  quickened  by  the  spirit,  by 
^  which  He  went  and  preached  to  the  spirits  in  prison  (1  Peter  iii,  17-22).  So 
>  particular  was  Peter  to  let  us  know  of  Jesus  being  thus  quickened,  that  be 
.  even  tells  us  who  those  spirits  were  that  Jesus  preached  to — they  were  those 
who  lived  in  the  days  of  Noah,  and  were  drowned  in  the  flood  By  this  we 
.learn  that  not  only  was  the  spirit  of  Jesus  intelligent,  while  the  earthly  bodj 
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lay  oold  and  lifeless  in  the  tomb,  just  as  is  the  case  with  all  when  the  spirit 
leaves  the  mortal  body;  but  those  who  were  drowned  in  the  flood,  whose 
bodies  had  decomposed  or  returned  to  the  elements  (dust),  were  also  intelli- 
gent and  capable  of  being  preached  to,  as  Peter  has  said.  We  read  (Ltrke 
zxiii,  43)  that  Jesus  said  to  the  thief  on  the  cross:  ''To-day  sbalt  thou  be 
with  me  in  paradise."  Of  course,  it  was  the  immortal  part,  or  spirit,  that 
was  meant,  for  his  body,  as  well  as  the  Savior's,  was  left  entombed. 

It  is  understood  by  the  la»t  quotation  that  the  thief  was  to  be  with  Jesus 
.in  paradise  the  first  day.  Tliat  paradise  is  not  heaven,  is  evident  from  the 
fact  that  three  days  afterwards  Mary  saw  the  Savior,  who  told  her  that  He 
had  not  yet  been  to  the  Fath.^r  (John  xx,  17).  The  Church  of  England  tells 
us  that  He  descended  into  hell,  and  the  third  day  He  arose  again,  and  Peter 
says  He  went  and  preached  to  the  spirits  in  prison.  It  certainly  seems  more 
appropriate  that  a  thii-f  should  go  there  to  be  preached  to  and  have  a  chance 
of  repenting,  than  that  he  should  go  to  heaven. 

We  find  that  Jesus  on  regaining  His  body,  and  after  ascending  to  His 
Father,  appeared  to  His  disciples  (See  Luke  xxiv,  36-40).  And  *'  they  were 
terrified  and  affrighted,  for  they  supposed  that  they  had  seen  a  spirit."  Jesus 
assured  them,  however,  that  a  spirit  had  not  flesh  and  bones  as  He  had, 
although  it  was  understood  that  a  spirit  had  form  and  visage,  and  was  a 
perfect,  model  person,  capable  of  holding  conversation  just  as  He  did  when 
quickened  and  preaching  to  His  fellow  spirits. 

The  immortal  spirit  or  intelligence  that  has  taken  its  abode  in  onr  bodies 
came  from  Qod;  hence,  after  the  dissolution  of  the  mortal  part,  the  immortal 
part  returns  to  G(id  who  gave  it.  Some  such  spirits  were  seen  by  John  the 
'  Revelator  under  the  altar,  those  who  **  were  slain  for  the  word  of  Qod,  and 
for  the  testimony  which  they  held,"  and  they  "  cried  with  a  loud  voice*'  (in- 
dependent of  their  mortal  bodies),  and  white  robes  were  given  them,  (to  put 
on  their  spirit  bodies,)  asking  them  to  wait  a  little  longer,  etc.    (Kev.  vi,  9,  IOl) 

It  is  very  evident  that  the  spirit  exists  intelligently  and  independently  of 
the  body,  and  is  closely  related  to  God,  as  the  Scripture  (Num.  xvi,  22)  says, 
^  God,  the  Qod  of  the  spirits  of  all  flesh,"  and  (Heb.  xii,  9,)  "We  have  had 
fathers  of  our  flesh  which  corrected  us,  and  we  gave  them  reverence:  shall 

*  we  not  much  rather  be  in  subjection  unto  the  Father  of  spirits  and  live? 

Our  poet  says: 

**  I  had  learned  to  call  thee  Father, 

Through  Thy  Spirit  from  on  high; 

~  But  until  the  key  of  knowledge 

Was  restored  I  knew  not  why.** 

*  Jesus  taught  (Matt,  vi,  9):  *' Pray  ye:  Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven';' 
and  again  we  read:  *'Now  we  are  the  sons  of  God."     This  explains  who  all 

'  of  the  sons  of  God  were  who  shouted  for  joy.     We  are  His  sons,  and  God  is 

~  our  heavenly  Father,  and  we  dwelt  with  Him  on  a  celestial  globe,  and  shouted 
ior  joy  because  an  earth  was  being  formed  for  us  to  take  another  step  in  ad- 
yanoe:  that  our  intelligent  spirits  were  to  take  these  beautiful  bodies!  What 

'  a  privilege,  and  how  anxious  we  ought  to  be  to  save  and  redeem  them.  But 
the  one- third  part  of  that  great  host  who  were  not  valiant,  but  took  part 
with  the  dragon  in  that  war  in  heaven,  were  cast  down  to  the  earth  (see  Bev. 

*iDi,  4-9),  and  were  not  permitted  to  take  bodies,  though  in  some  instancea 
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they  have  stolen  or  tried  to  get  possession  of  other  bodies  not  belonging  to 
them  (see  Mark  v).  Jesus  said:  ''  Come  out  of  the  man,  thou  unclean  spirit^** 
and  while  many  men  now,  who  appear  to  be  sane,  will  deny  our  pre-ezistenoa 
as  persons  or  spirits  when  we  shouted  for  joy,  yet  they  must  admit  that  thm- 
third  part  cast  out  are  capable  of  telling  their  name,  and  worshiping  the 
Savior  as  Mark  describes;  and  all  the  devils  who  were  cast  out  "  besought 
him,  saying.  Send  us  into  the  swiue,  *  *  and  the  unclean  spirits  ^  ^ 
entered  into  the  swine."  There  were  about  2,000  of  them,  and  I  suppose  if 
they  had  not  been  immortal,  that  they,  as  well  as  the  swine,  would  have  beea 
choked. 


A    RETROSPECTIVE    GLANCE.

SiNOK  reading  the  TTtah  bill,"  which  has  recently  passed  the  Senate  at 
Washington,  I  have  been  reflecting  and  pondering  in  my  mind  what  the  feel- 
ing would  have  been  in  the  bosom  of  our  forefathers,  those  grand  old  statesmen 
and  patriots,  could  they  have  seen  what  would  transpire  in  the  first  century  of 
the  great  Republic  which  they  fought  so  bravely  for,  and  displayed  so  much 
skill  in  framing,  and  labored  with  such  ceal  to  maintain.  When  we  consider 
that  it  was  persecution  and  oppression  by  religious  bigots  that  drove  their 
aires  (the  pilgrim  fathers)  from  their  homes  across  the  trackless  ocean  to  fav 
off  America,  to  seek  a  place  of  rofuge  in  a  free  land;  when  we  see  their  bittot 
hatred  of  tyranny  and  despotism  and  taxation  without  representation;  the 
jealousy  of  their  oppressors  over  the  prosperity  that  attended  them  in  their 
homes,  resulting  from  well-directed  labor  combined  with  economy  and  the 
blessing  of  heaven,  we  can  surely  understand  how  those  men  with  the  law  of 
freedom  in  their  hearts  and  aided  by  divine  inspiration  could  frame  that 
aacred  instrument  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  unfurl  th» 
banner  of  freedom  and  extend  a  general  invitation  to  the  oppressed  of  eveigr 
land  to  come  and  partake  of  the  fruit  of  liberty,  made  a  thousand  times  mora 
dear  through  tyranny  and  oppression,  endured  in  monarchical  Europei 

But  pause  a  moment  What  means  this  18,000  to  15,000  free  Americaa 
citizens  beings  driven  from  one  of  the  sovereign  States  of  this  great  Repnblidl 
Can  it  be  that  they  are  thus  persecuted  for  their  religious  belief  here  in  this 
Christian  landt  And  why  are  those  free-born  Americans  citizens  torn  from 
fatherSy  mothers,  wives  and  children,  bound  in  chains  and  thrust  into  prisont 
Oan  it  be  that  they  are  thus  deprived  of  their  liberty  because  they  have  dared 
to  worship  Gk)d  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  conscience  in  thia 
boasted  land  of  liberty,  where  religious  freedom  is  guaranteed  to  all,  regard- 
less  of  sect  or  creed]  And  when  an  appeal  is  made  to  the  Chief  Executive  of 
this  great  nation  for  redress  of  their  wrongs,  did  he  come  boldly  to  the  froni 
in  the  spirit  of  patriotism,  honoring  the  oath  he  had  taken  to  support  th» 
Constitution,  and  seek  to  redress  those  wrongs?  Hear  him:  "  Your  cause  m 
just,  but  I  can  do  nothing  for  you.**  Yet  this  is  America!  Yet  we  ara 
Americans! 

Qlancing  back  at  the  history  of  that  persecuted  people,  we  find  their  leadem

betrayed  into  the  hands  of  armed  legions,  acting  under  the  order  of  the 
GoTemor  of  the  State,  and  told  that  their  doom  is  sealed,  their  die  is  cast, 
ead  that  they  will  be  shot  to-morrow  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  without 
trial,  without  due  process  of  law.  But  this  summary  vengeance  by  a  military 
diepot  is  too  much  for  the  brave  General  Doniphan,  who  declares  it  to  be 
nothing  but  cold-blooded  murder,  and  in  positive  terms  informs  them  (the 
iBodem  military  Neros  who  constitute  the  court  martial)  that  his  brigade 
tball  be  on  the  march  at  seven  in  the  morning  and  will  not  stay  to  witness 
such  an  atrocious  crime.  This  bold  movement  on  the  part  of  Qeneral 
Doniphan  rather  disconcerts  them,  and  they  fear  to  take  upon  themselves  the 
Tssponsibility  of  shedding  so  much  innocent  blood.  These  prisoners  are  then 
incarcerated  in  filthy  dungeons  without  even  a  hearing,  where  some  uf  them 
remain  eight  months,  while  their  families  are  driven  and  banished  from  the 
State  of  Missouri,  and  afterwards  their  entire  Church,  men,  women  and 
children  are  expelled  from  Illinois  and  driven  beyond  the  confines  of  the 
United  States,  under  threats  of  extermination  by  a  violent  mob,  and  are 
compelled  to  seek  a  home  in  the  great  American  desert. 

But  here  these  Americans,  although  in  a  foreign  land,  belonging  to  Mexico, 
true  to  the  patriotic  spirit  inherent  in  them,  unfurl  the  Stars  and  Stripes  on 
jBosign  Peak  and  take  possession  of  the  land  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States. 

.  Here,  however,  they  are  not  free  from  persecution  by  the  very  government 
for  which  they  have  done  so  much.  Being  goaded  on  by  hireling  priests  and 
<sealous  bigots,  the  entire  Qovernment,  executive,  legislative  and  judicial,  have 
trampled  the  Ck>nstitution  under  their  feet  (finding  it  impossible  to  accomplish 
^he  destruction  of  Go6!s  people,  and  prevent  them  from  obeying  His  command- 
snents  by  any  legal  process)  by  making  laws  respecting  an  establishment  of 
religion,  by  passing  ex  poH  facto  laws,  depriving  thousands  of  American 
^tisens  of  their  right  of  franchise.

Is  that 

not  ex  post/adol    Is  that  not  making  the  law  retroactive?    Is  that  not  a  bill 

of  attainder,  of  pains  and  penalties]    When  were  all  these  people  tried  by  a 

Jury  composed  of  their  peers,  and  condemned  according  to  constitutional  lawf 

Do  we  not  see  in  this  a  tyrannical,  despotic,  wholesale  slaughter  of  freedom 

and  liberty?    Oh  I  blush  for  my  countrymen!    **  How  are  the  mighty  fallen." 

Once,  to  be  an  American  was  greater  than  to  be  a  king.    Where  are  the 

Jeffersons,  the  Franklins,  the  Clays,  and  Websters?    It  is  well  that  their 

noble  spirits  are  not  dwelling  in  mortal  tabernacles  to-day  to  be  crushed  and 

lacked  with  anguish  at  the  ruin  of  the  great  and  glorious  structure  of  freedom 

sodear  to  them! 

But  what  is  being  accomplished  by  this  great  sacrifice  of  constitutional  law

A  fire  occurred  at  H.  W.  Naisbitt's  farm  at  Hooper  City  last  month,  result- 
ing in  a  loss  of  about  $2,000. 

A  two-aud-a- half-year-old  son  of  John  Llewellyn,  of  Schofield,  was  accident- 
ally drowned  on  the  26th  of  July. 

A  J.  Allen,  an  old  and  much  respected  citizen  of  Draper,  was  gored  to 
death  by  a  vicious  bull  last  month. 

The  Deseret  Hospital  has  been  removed  to  the  old  Union  Academy  build« 
ing,  in  the. 17th  Ward,  Salt  Lake  City. 

Frosts  about  the  middle  of  July  did  great  damage  to  the  growing  crops  ia 
the  southern  and  south-eastern  counties  of  Utah. 

A  Qerman  named  Hirschvogel,  living  on  the  ^  bench"  east  of  Salt  Lak# 
City,  is  quite  successful  as  an  amateur  silk-raiser. 

A  Payson  boy,  16  years  old,  named  Samuel  Worsencroft,  was  drowned  <m 
the  13th  of  July  while  bathing  in  a  stream  near  his  home. 

Orson  K  Whitney,  son  of  the  late  Bishop  N.  K  Whitney,  and  one  of  the 
Utah  Pioneers,  died  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  the  31st  ult,  aged  54  years. 

The  house  of  H.  Mortenson,  of  Ogden,  and  a  considerable  portion  of  itt> 
contents  fell  a  prey  to  the  devouring  flames  on  the  25th  ult    Loss,  $2,200. 

The  saw  mill  of  Josiah  lii.  Ferrin,  in  Wolf  Creek  Canyon,  north  of  Ogdea 
Valley,  was  destroyed  by  fire  last  month,  together  with  a  quality  of  lumber, 
tools,  etc 

A  son  of  Alonzo  Knight,  of  Plain  City,  recently  fell  from  a  load  of  hay,  and 
on  aligiiting,  had  one  of  the  tines  of  a  pitchfork  enter  his  body  at  the  left  of 
his  breast  bone,  pass  through  his  diaphragm  and  lungs  and  emerge  at  his  bade 
above  the  shoulder  blade. 

The  nine-year-old  daughter  of  a  widow,  named  Knnth,  living  at  Ogdea^ 
recently  attempted  to  light  a  fire  by  ponriDg  eoal  <nl  Iroai  a  can  npoa 
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ooalfi,  when  an  explosion  occurred,  setting  fire  to  the  house,  and  burning  the 
child  so  badly  that  she  soon  died.  Considerable  damuge  was  done  to  the 
house  (which  is  the  property  of  Elder  W.  D.  Williams,  now  on  a  mission  in 
Wales)  before  the  fire  could  be  extinguished,  and  the  widow  lost  most  of  her 
household  effects. 

A  number  of  disorderly  characters  created  a  disturbance  on  the  streets  of 
of  Salt  Lake  City  on  the  night  of  July  11th,  and  in  attempting  to  arrest  them, 
police  officer  Thomas  was  knocked  about  and  bruised  considerably  and  night- 
watchman  Burt  received  a  deep  gash  over  his  right  ear  and  was  knocked 
down  and  kicked  until  he  was  unconscious.    It  is  the  natural  result  of  the 
efforts  of  the  anti-'*  Mormon"  press  in  Salt  Lake  City  in  advising  resistance 
to  law  and  becoming  the  champion  of  all  who  are  opposed  to  law  and  order 
and  decency.

It  will  be  remembered  that  last  year  the  Utah  Commissioners  issued  a 
ruling  to  the  effect  thjit  contain  Territorial  officers  who  had  always  been 
elected  by  the  people  should  subsequently  be  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
and  if  the  people  persisted  in  voting  for  them  as  well  as  for  county  and 
precinct  officers,  their  votes  would  be  considered  invalid  and  not  be  counted. 
The  Commissioners  have  been  appealed  to  again  this  year  upon  the  same 
subject,  and  their  ruling  now  is  that  the  Territorial  officers  must  be  appointed 
and  not  elected;  but  the  fact  of  their  names  being  on  a  ticket  will  not  in- 
validate the  vote  cast  for  those  who  are  to  be  elected.  They  will  be  merely 
counted  as  surplusage.  In  truth,  the  Commissioners  have  no  right  to  decide 
what  officers  are  to  be  elected.  The  l.iws  of  the  Territory  do  thjit;  and  for 
them  to  take  upon  themselves  judicial  powers,  and  decide  that  certain  laves 
which  have  received  the  sanction  of  Congre^is  and  been  in  use  for  year^  are 
not  in  accordance  with  the  Organic  Act,  and  therefore  invalid,  is  the  height 
of  presumption.

DEATH'S      HARVEST. 

It  has  been  our  painful  duty  within  the  past  few  months  to  record  the  dettk 
of  quite  a  number  of  men  prominent  in  the  Church,  and  conspicuous  for  their 
long  and  faithful  devotion  to  the  cause  of  truth.  Each  year  witnesses  the 
passing  away  of  some  of  the  early  veterans  of  the  Church,  and  brings  ne 
nearer  to  the  time  when  it  will  he  difficult  or  impossible  to  find  people  liTiilg 
who  were  personally  associated  with  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  in  the  eariy 
days  of  the  Church's  history,  and  who  received  the  ordinances  of  the  Gk)apel 
under  his  hands.  But  a  short  time  since  we  announced  the  demise  of  the 
venerable  and  worthy  Presiding  Bishop,  Edward  Hunter,  and  now  we  have 
to  chronicle  the  death  of  one  who,  during  a  great  portion  of  his  life,  was 
intimately  associated  with  him;  in  fact,  no  other  than  his  First  Ooanaelort 
Bishop  Leonard  Wilford  Hardy. 

Bishop  Hardy  was  born  in  Bradford,  Essex  Co.,  Massachusetts,  Dea  SI. 
1606,  and  embraced  the  Gospel  before  he  was  twenty-seven  years  of  age^ 
being  baptized  Dec.  S,  183S,  by  Elder  Orson  Hyde.  Ever  since  that  time  he 
has  been  a  staunch  defender  of  the  faith,  and  has  lived  a  consistent  and  ex- 
emplary life.  He  came  to  England  as  a  missionary  in  1844,  in  company  with 
Apostle  W.  Woodruff.  He  presided  for  some  time  over  the  Preston  Ooa- 
ference,  and  also  labored  in  other  parts  of  England  until  released  to  retam 
home  in  the  autumn  of  1845.  In  illustration  of  his  unaspiring  disposition, 
as  well  as  the  prophetic  inspiration  of  President  Woodruff,  it  is  related  that 
the  latter  was  requested  by  Brother  Hardy  to  place  his  hands  upon  his  head 
and  give  him  a  blessing  when  he  was  about  to  leave  England,  and  in  doing 
80  Elder  Woodruff  predicted  that  he  should  return  in  safety  to  his  family  and 
friends  in  the  States,  in  due  time  be  gathered  with  the  Saints  to  Zion,  and 
Qnally  that  he  should  end  his  earthly  career  as  one  of  the  leading  Bishopa  ia 
tiie  land  of  Zion.  Elder  Hardy  remarked  at  the  close  of  the  blessing^ 
'^  Brother  Woodruff,  I  always  thought  you  were  a  man  of  trutL  I  can  com- 
prehend arriving  home  in  safety,  but  I  cannot  comprehend  being  a  leading 
Bishop  in  Zion,''  and  in  speaking  of  it  afterwards  he  declared  that  it  came  ai 
near  trying  his  faith  as  anything  that  ever  happened  to  him.  Brother  Wood- 
mff  told  him  to  wait  and  see,  and  if  it  did  not  come  to  pass  he  would  ao* 
knowledge  that  the  promise  was  not  dictated  by  the  spirit  of  truth.  The 
prediction  was  literally  fulfilled. 
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Brolher  Hardy  emigrated  to  Utah  in  the  year  1860,  and  in  April,  1856,  he 
ordained  to  the  office  of  a  Bishop  and  appointed  to  preside  over  the  12th 
Ward  of  Salt  Lake  City.  On  the  12th  of  October  of  the  same  year  he  was 
ast  apart  as  Presiding  Bishop  Edward  Hunter's  First  Counselor,  and  coa- 
linned  to  fill  both  offices  for  a  great  many  years;  indeed,  he  held  the  latter 
office  up  to  the  time  of  Bishop  Hunter's  death,  after  which  the  new  Pre* 
ttding  Bishop,  W.  B.  Preston,  chose  him  as  his  First  Counselor. 

Ha  was  an  active,  energetic  man,  and  labored  earnestly  and  conscientiously 
for  the  welfare  of  the  work  and  people  of  God.  He  was  one  of  the  most  un- 
aelfiah  of  men,  and  was  prompted  by  the  noblest  of  impulses.  Possessed  of 
nnnsQal  strength  of  body,  and  a  spirit  that  knew  no  yielding,  he  was  able  to 
eodore  more  than  most  men,  and  he  labored  almost  unceasingly  up  to  the 
last  Even  after  being  stricken  with  paralysis,  the  disease  which  carried 
him  ofl^  and  though  so  far  advanced  in  years  (almost  79),  he  could  not  be 
eonteiited  to  remain  idle,  and  he  persisted  in  attending  to  his  duties  in  the 
Bbhop's  office  until  within  a  few  days  of  his  death.  He  died  at  his  home 
near  Salt  Lake  City  on  the  3l8t  of  July. 

Like  most  of  those  who  have  filled  prominent  positions  in  the  past  history 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  Bishop  Hardy  was  a  man 
<»f  marked  individuality.  He  impressed  all  who  came  in  contact  with  him  as 
being  a  man  capable  of  thinking  for  himself  and  acting  upon  his  convictions 
with  the  utmost  resolution.  His  was  a  master  spirit,  that  would  make  its 
influence  felt  in  any  community.  Combined  with  an  iron  will,  fearless,  in- 
dependent disposition  and  blunt  out-spokeu  manner,  he  possessed  a  heart 
attuned  to  the  tender  touch  of  love  or  sympathy,  a  benevolence  unsurpassed 
in  any  *'  good  Samaritan,"  a  geniality  that  rendered  him  attractive  and  easily 
approached,  and  won  the  confidence  and  friendship  of  the  most  humble  as 
well  as  the  great,  and  an  unbounded  faith  in  Qod  and  the  work  in  which  he 
was  engaged.  He  could  be  as  bold  as  a  Nathan  in  rebuking  sin,  and  yet  as 
sensitive  to  the  cry  of  distress  and  as  gentle  in  relieving  it  as  any  woman. 
He  despised  ostentation  and  shams  of  every  kind,  and  was  very  plain  in  his 
manner,  and  yet  had  an  honest  dignity  about  him  that  ever  commanded 
respect.  Industrious,  energetic  and  wise  in  the  management  of  his  own 
affairs,  as  well  as  the  public  business  entrusted  to  his  care,  he  lived  in  com- 
parative independence,  and  was  in  a  position  to  extend  help  to  others,  which 
he  did  with  true  generosity,  and  to  devote  a  great  proportion  of  his  time  to 
laboring  for  the  public  good. 

There  is  nothing  to  mourn  for  in  the  death  of  such  a  man  as  Bishop  Hardy, 
«xoept  it  be  the  loss  of  his  society  and  the  influence  for  good  which  he  wielded. 
He  lived  to  be  a  good  age;  he  was  faithful  unto  the  end;  he  made  a  record 
that  his  posterity  may  well  be  proud  of,  and  which  they  will  do  well  to 
emulate,  and  now  he  has  gone  to  receive  the  reward  which  is  laid  up  for 
the  righteous. 

On  the  first  of  August,  the  day  after  Bishop  Hardy's  death,  another  noble 
spirit  passed  from  mortal  existence,  that  of  Elder  William  W.  Taylor,  one  of 
the  Seven  Presidents  of  the  Seventies.  Unlike  Bishop  Hardy,  he  had  not 
attained  to  a  ripe  old  age,  and  the  news  of  his  death  was  a  shock  to  the  entiif 
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commuaity,  for  until  within  a  few  days  of  the  sad  event  he  had  seemed  aa 
likely  to  live  as  almost  any  one.  The  disease  from  which  he  died  was  bilious- 
colic,  and  his  sickuess  was  ouly  quite  brief.  The  axiom,  "Death  lovea  a 
shining  mark,''  is  seldom  better  exemplified  than  in  his  case.  He  was  a. 
young  man  of  great  promise,  and  seemed  to  have  just  fairly  entered  upon  %i . 
brilliant  and  useful  career  when  he  was  called  hence. 

William  Whitaker  Taylor,  son  of  Prenident  John  Taylor   and   Harriet- 
Whitaker  Taylor,  Wiis  born  in  Salt  Lake  City  Sept.   11,  1853,  so  that  at  the 
time  of  his  death  he  was  scarcely  thirty-one  years  old.      His  life  has  been 
spent  in  Utah  with  the  exception  of  two  years— from  1875  to  1877 — duriofp'- 
which  he  filled  a  mi<<sion  to  England.     While  in  this  land  he  won  the  esteem 
of  the  Saints,  as  he  had  done  of  his  friends  and  associates  at  home  during  his 
youth,  by  his  upright  course  of  life,  his  zeal  for  the  truth  and  his  pleasant 
manners.     Having  filled  an  honorable  nii.««sion  and  returned  home,  he  was 
almost  immediately  chosen  to  act  as  Clerk  of  the  High  Council  of  the  Salt 
Lake  Stake  of  Zion,  and  he  filled  the  position  with  such  marked  ability  as  to* 
call  down  upon  him  the  admiration  of  all  who  were  associated  with  him. 
Li  April,  1880,  a  vacancy  having  <»ccurred  in  the  Council  of  the  Seven  Presi- 
dents of  the  Seventies,  he  was  ordained  to  that  office.    The  duties  of  his  new 
calling  not  only  involved  much  time  and  labor,  but  the  exercise  also  of  con* 
siderable  wisdom.     He  was  equal,  however,  to  the  task,  and  acquitted  him- 
self with  great  credit  in  that  capacity,  while  still  acting  as  Clerk  of  the  Stake.   . 
He  served  also  as  Councilor  in  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  there,  ^ 
too,  his  actions  were  iparked  by  discretion,  and  an  unyielding  determination .« 
to  sustain  the  rJ£;ht. 

Last  February  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Assessor  and  Collector  of 
taxes  for  Salt  Lake  City,  and  he  has  also  discharged  the  duties  of  that  offi< 
with  fidelity  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  was  more  spiritual- minded  than  the  generality  of  young   men, 
earnest  and  thoughtful,  and  extremely  conscientious.     He  was  beloved  by  alL 
who  knew  him,  he  has  left  a  stainless  record,  and  though  cut  off  in  the  blooi 
of  his  manhood,  when  his  life's  mission  seemed  scarcely  commenced,  hu 
memory  will  doubtless  be  fondly  cherished  by  thousands,  and  his  example 
will  have  its  influence  in  shaping  the  lives  of  many  of  the  youth  of  Israel 

The  funeral  service  over  the  remains  of  the  honored  dead,  which 
placed  side  by  side,  w>is  held  in  the  large  Tabernacle  <m  the  3rd  inst,  whenB 
consolatory  and  instructive  addresses  were  delivered  by  Apostle  Wilford0 
Woodruff,  Bishop  R.  T.  Burton,  and  Presidents  Jacob  Qates,  A.  M.  Cannon^* 
Joseph  F.  Smith,  Geo.  Q.  Cannon  and  John  Taylor.  A  vast  assembly  wa^ 
present  on  the  occasion,  and  the  vehicles  in  the  funeral  procession  numbere(S 
one  hundred  and  fifteen. 

We  had  the  pleasure  of  numbering  Brothers  Hardy  and  Taylor  among  oniT 
personal  friends,  and  from  a  long  and  intimate  acquaintance,  know  that  they 
were  among  the  very  truest  and  noblest  of  men,  whose  life's  effort  will  be 
crowned  with  the  divine  plaudit:  **Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant: 
thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  few  things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over  many 
t^it>^:  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord."  O.  C.  L. 
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VISIT    TO    SCANDINAVIA.

We  (President  J.  H.  Smith  and  Elder  G.  C.  Lambert)  recently  enjoyed  the 
privilege  of  paying  a  brief  visit  to  the  Scandinavian  Mission  and  learning  by 
observation  and  report  of  the  progress  of  the  work  in  Denmark  and  Sweden^ 
We  held  meetings  in  Copenhagen,  Aarhus,  Aalborg,  Goteborg  and  Malmo^ 
thus  visiting  five  out  of  the  seven  Conferences  of  the  Misfsion,  those  of  Stock- 
holm and  Christiunia  being  alone  excepted.  Though  laboring  under  the 
disadvantage  of  not  being  able  to  speak  the  language  of  the  country,  we  were 
fortunate  in  having  most  excellent  interpreters,  generally  President  A.  H. 
Lund,  to  render  what  we  said  intelligible  to  those  who  did  not  undei-stand 
English.  And  as  for  understanding  the  people,  if  their  language  was  not 
alway;!  plain  to  us,  there  was  no  mistaking  the  spirit  that  animated  the  Saints 
when  they  met  us,  that  caused  their  faces  to  beam  with  joy,  and  prompted 
the  hearty  greeting.  It  was  the  same  spirit  that  characterizes  the  Saints  of 
Qod  in  every  land.  We  met  twenty-four  of  the  Utah  Elders  who  are  engaged 
b  the  Scandinavian  Mission  and  found  them  enjoying  the  spirit  of  their 
calling  and  generally  in  good  health.  There  are  not  as  many  conversions 
being  made  just  now  in  that  region  as  at  some  periods  in  the  past,  but  this  is 
from  no  fault  of  the  Elders  who  are  laboring  there,  for  they  are  zealous  and 
energetic  in  their  efforts  to  bring  the  people  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth. 
Scandinavia  has  been  a  very  prolific  field  for  the  propagation  of  the  Gosjiel 
It  has  yielded  a  large  number  of  very  good  Saints,  who  are  among  the  staunch- 
est  supporters  of  the  work  of  God  at  the  present  day;  but  those  nations  have 
been  warned  pretty  thoroughly;  it  is  difficult  now  in  many  parts  to  find  per- 
sons who  have  not  already  had  a  chance  of  hearing  and  accepting  the  Gospel^ 
and  though  there  are  doubtless  many  honest  souls  there  who  will  yet  embrace 
the  truth,  it  really  seems  as  if  the  harvest  is  over  and  the  present  is  a  day  of 
gleauing.  The  summer  season  is  not  so  favorable  in  those  countries  for 
gaining  access  to  the  ()eople  as  the  winter,  on  account  of  their  being  so  busy 
from  early  till  late,  but  the  progress  being  made  there  even  now  will  compare 
very  favorably  with  that  of  other  missions.  In  Denmark  the  Saints  enjoy  as 
good  liberty  in  the  matter  of  worship  and  the  performance  of  Gospel  ordi- 
nances as  here  in  England.  In  Sweden  there  is  rather  les^3  freedom,  but  still 
they  are  not  interfered  with  much.  In  Norway,  however  (which  wo  did  not 
have  time  to  visit),  the  Eiders  are  very  much  hampered  in  their  operations  by 
tiie  bigotry  and  intolerance  manifested  towards  them,  especially  on  the  part 
of  the  priests,  who  incite  the  officers  of  the  law  to  prosecute  them  for  officiat- 
ing in  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel. 

We  saw  many  things  during  our  short  trip  to  interest  us  and  from  which 
to  draw  valuable  lessons,  and  returned  with  a  higher  regard  for  the  Scan- 
dinavian people  than  we  ever  entertained  before,  and  even  our  former  estimate 
•f  them  was  no  mean  one. 


MURDER    OF    "MORMON''    ELDERS. 


Thb  shocking  news  comes  to  us  through  the  latest  New  York  papers  thsil 
■ome  Latter-day  Saint  Eiders  who  were,  on  the  12th  of  August,  holding  a 
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meeting  in  Lewis  County,  Tennessee,  were  assaulted  by  a  mob  of  twenty-fiTe 
masked  men.  Two  men  who  attempted  their  defense  were  instiintly  killed, 
two  of  the  Eiders  immediately  shared  the  same  fate,  and  one  who  escaped  to 
the  woods  was  followed,  but  whether  overtaken  and  killed  or  not  was  not 
positively  known.  Another  Elder  subsequently  found  by  the  mob  was  taken 
to  the  woods  where  it  was  supposed  that  he  also  was  killed.  The  names  of 
the  Elders  are  not  given,  but  we  fear  the  horrifying  news  is  only  too  true. 
We  await  with  anxiety  further  particulars.

REPORT  OF  ELDER  REEVE's  LARORS. 

Elder  John  Reeve  writing  from  Belton  Station,  Suffolk,  Aug  18,  1884| 

says: 

"  I  saw  notice  of  my  release  in  Stab  No.  31,  and  I  must  acknowledge  that  I  did  not  ^ 
experience  one  pang  of  regret  at  the  thought  of  leaving  this  country  to  retain  to  mj  '^ 
mountain  home.     If  I  know  my  own  feelinji^,  I  shall  never  want  to  leave  that  honiA  ^ 
again  for  so  long  a  time  as  I  have  been  absent  on  this  my  present  mission.     I  do  noiMJ 
regret  having  come  on  this  mission;  I  do  not  think  that  I  have  misspent  the  time,  or^ 
that  it  could  have  been  spent  more  profitably;  but  I  cannot  say,  as  many  have  done, .« 
that  it  has  been  the  most  pleasant  and  profitable  time  I  ever  spent.    In  the  first  place,  X^ 
never  considered  myself  a  very  efficient  preacher  of  the  GroepeL    I  never  felt  that  to  be^ 
my  especial  sphere,  or  that  I  was  better  fitted  for  that  work  than  any  other;  yet  in  ja»> 
tice  to  myself  I  will  say,  that  I  have  worked  conscientiously,  first  in  the  Norwich  Con— — 
ference,  and  lastly  in  the  Bedford  and  Herts  District  of  the  London  Conference.    In  the 
last  District,  especially,  I  took  your  advice  given  at  the  Council  Meeting  of  the  London^ 
Conference — not  to  keep  to  the  old  beaten  tracks,  and  not  to  be  herding  old  rusty  SaSntiF 
who  had  been  preached  to  incessantly  for  many  years  past.     I  launched  o«t  and  wenls 
just  where  fancy,  or  rather  I  might  say,  where  the  spirit  led  me,  often  in  the  motnii^p 
starting  out  wiUiout  knowing  where  I  should  go  or  where  I  should  stop.     There  are  no^ 
many  nooks  nor  comers  in  Hertfordshire  or  Bedfordshire  that  I  have  not  visited  once  at 
least,  and  where  I  could  get  a  hearing  at  all  I  have  visited  oftener.     I  have  alao  visited 
many  places  in  Buckinghamshire,  also  Northamptonshire,  Cambridgeshire,  and  down 
into  Essex.    I  have  faithfully  presented  the  Groepel  whenever  and  wherever  I  had  tiie 
opportunity;  I  have  distributed  quite  a  number  of  tracts;  I  have  met  with  a  UtUe 
opposition  in  some  quarters,  more  especially  on  my  second  or  third  visit;  I  have  aleofiMl 
with  some  kind  friends  who  have  administered  to  my  wants,  but  I  have  found  a  vast  dtel 
more  of  indifference  than  anything  else.    I  have  not  reaped  much  fruit  from  my  laboni 
but  I  hope  I  may  have  been  the  humble  instrument  in  the  hands  of  Grod  of  having  sown 
some  seed  on  good  ground.    I  have  lately  been  laboring  among  my  own  and  my  wiM 
relatives,  some  of  whom  are  making  very  earnest  inquiries,  and  are  investigating  for 
Ives  our  prindpleB  and  doctrines.     Some  of  them  are  qnite  anxious  to  go  btflft 
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witfa  SM,  more  lo  a  erv^sst  deal  than  I  am  to  take  them;  for  I  hare  made  it  a^role  that  no- 
«■■  win  TCoeiTe  any  help  or  encouragement  from  me  to  goto  Utah,  unleH-ke  goes  whoUy 
solely  for  the  GkMpel'e  sake. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Saints,  through  the  medium  of  the  SukB,  for  all  tiieir  IdndneM 
to  me,  both  in  the  Norwich  and  the  London  Conferences.  There  are  many  faithful  and 
warm-hearted  Saints  in  both  Conferences,  and  I  shall  alwa3r8  retain  a  grateful  remem* 
feranoe  ol  them,  and  hope  to  meet  many  of  them  in  Utah  in  the  near  future,  when  I  shall 
be  filad  to  return  their  kindness  if  I  have  the  opportunity."

MISSIONARY  LIFE  IN  THE  SOUTH— ELDERS  THREATENED. 

Bj  courtesy  of  Elder  J.  M.  Barnes  we  are  permitted  to  make  the  followiofl^ 
extracts  from  a  letter  which  he  recently  received  from  Elder  John  W.  Qailey, 
ft  missionary  to  the  Southern  States,  dated  Moseley's  House,  Neshoba,  Co.^ 
Mississippi,  July  21,  1884: 

*'  My  health  has  been  good  generally  since  I  came  to  this  country.  I  have  been  laid 
vp  with  sickness  eight  or  ten  days,  but  I  now  feel  well  and  hearty.  The  water  is  not 
ftod  here,  and  the  country  is  considered  unhealthy.  Old  Mississippi  seems  to  be  tho- 
plioe  the  most  of  the  Elders  dread  to  come  to,  and  I  think  more  of  them  return  home  on 
seoonnt  of  poor  health  from  this  State  than  from  any  other.  The  people  here  as  a 
general  thing  are  poor,  but  they  seem  to  be  hospitable,  and  thus  far  they  have  treated  us 
?ery  welL  Of  course  there  are  some  who  would  resort  to  any  means  to  get  rid  of  us. 
We  aro  now  in  a  district  that  seems  to  be  more  Uest  than  any  place  I  have  been  in  sinca- 
I  came  to  the  South,  and  we  have  been  indulging  in  a  feast  of  fat  things,  such  as  apples, 
psaohes,  tamatoes,  grapes,  blackberries,  etc.  I  wish  you  were  here  to  have  some  with 
m,  but  as  you  are  not  I  will  eat  some  for  you.  We  have  been  holding  from  four  to  eighi^ 
■eetings  per  month  lately,  sometimes  in  the  weeds  when  unable  to  obtain  the  use  of  a 
Mhool  house,  and  but  little  interest  seems  to  be  taken  in  what  we  say.  The  people  are- 
Bot  Mitisfted  with  what  they  have,  but  they  do  not  want  anything  as  straight  as  our  re* 
Kgicm  is.  We  attended  a  *  De  Baptist'  meeting  on  the  17th.  This  is  a  sect  that  has  sp]it> 
off  from  the  **  Hard  Shells.'  If  the  preacher  upon  that  occasion,  was  not  heard  for  hia 
much  speaking,  it  surely  was  not  for  his  great  store  of  Mosdom,  for  his  speech  was  a  little 
the  thinnest  argument  I  ever  heard.  I  told  Brother  Morrell,.  my  companion,  it  did  ma- 
good  to  go  and  get  a  sour  apple  once  in  awhile,  for  it  caused  me  to  appreciate  the  sweet 
cnee  all  the  better.  We  held  two  meetings  yesterday,  and  the  people  do  not  know 
haxdiy  what  to  think  of  our  doctrines,  but  they  cannot  gainsay  them.  They  have  been 
misled  so  long,  it  seems  hard  to  get  them  to  look  the  truth  squarely  in  the  face.  I  had 
a  little  encoimter  with  a  Mr.  Cook,  a  minister,  awhile  ago;  he  challenged  me  to  diseusa 
religion  with  him,  and  of  course  I  accepted.  We  agreed  for  him  to  get  some  othei 
minister  to  help  him,  and  Brother  Morrell  and  I  would  defend  our  position.  The  dagr 
set  for  the  discussion  waM  the  28th  of  June.  We  had  to  go  north  to  fill  some  appoint- 
ments we  had  previously  made,  and  during  our  absence  he  spread  the  news  that  we  would 
never  return,  as  he  had  made  it  too  hot  for  us,  etc.  We  came  back,  however,  and  when 
we  saw  him  he  looked  like  a  whipped  cur.  We  had  not  agreed  definitely  as  to  the  sub* 
ject  to  be  debated,  so  we  went  to  him  to  make  arrangements  just  two  days  before  the 
time  set  for  the  discussion.  He  said,  however,  he  had  not  decided^  and  would  have  to* 
Ids  fellow  D.D.  before  he  could  do  sa  We  assented,  but  reminded  him  that  tha- 
James  translation  of  the  Bible  was  to  be  the  authority  by  which  to  prove  our  re* 
speetive  doctrines.  The  morning  came,  and  with  it  many  people  to  hear  the  wordy 
battle,  but  Mr.  Cook  appeared,  and  told  us  that  his  partner  would  have  nothing  to  do- 
with  tiie  discussion,  his  objection  being  to  the  Bible  as  the  standard  of  authority.  He 
thought  we  ought  to  take  the  Book  of  Mormon  and  they  the  Bible  (bright  idea).  Mr. 
Coek  said  the  debate  could  not  come  off,  but  he  would  preach  to  the  people,  andhad  aii 
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anti-*  Mormon^  history  with  him  to  preach  from.  This,  however,  waa  objected  to  at  w 
fair,  and  we  claimed  part  of  the  time,  so  it  was  finally  agreed  that  one  of  at  should. 
three -quarters  of  an  hour,  giving  our  views,  and  then  Mr.  Cook  follow  for  the 
length  of  time.  He  was  not  willing  that  Brother  Morrell  should  si>eak,  as  he  had  ha 
moFH  experience  than  I,  so  it  fell  to  my  lot  to  do  so.  In  my  feeble  way  I  explained  oi 
side  of  the  question,  and  Mr.  Cook  followed,  but  most  of  his  talk  consisted  of  rididi] 
and  the  balance  of  untruths. 

*•  P.S.-  July  22— We  know  not  what  a  day  may  bring  forth.  We  spent  yesterdag 
pleasantly,  but  last  evening,  or  rather  this  morning  about  one  o'clock,  we  were  waate 
upon  by  a  few  lewd  fellows  of  the  baser  sort,  who  came  to  the  place  where  we  were  staj 
ing  and  inriulred  if  we  were  there.  The  man  of  the  house  told  them  we  were,  and  the 
ordered  him  to  make  a  light  and  call  us  up.  We  were  up  by  that  time  and  came  to  th 
door,  where  we  found  eight  or  ten  men,  aU  having  gnns,  pistols  or  clnbs.  Some  hai 
their  faces  blacked,  and  others  had  handkerchiefs  tied  over  their  faces.  They  wanted  u 
to  go  with  them  for  a  short  distance,  but  we  told  them  we  could  talk  to  them  just  as  we 
where  we  were.  They  insisted,  however,  and  said  8ome  of  their  party  were  down  til 
road,  and  finding  no  other  way  out  of  it,  we  went  with  them  about  half  a  mile  into  th 
woods,  where  we  found  the  others  waiting.  They  wanted  to  know  what  we  were  doin 
in  that  region,  and  we  told  them  we  were  preaching  the  GospeL  They  declared  tki 
they  had  enough  Gospel,  and  that  we  only  went  '  to  the  low  down  people*  (that  ia  til 
poor).  I  referred  them  to  the  words  of  the  Savior  on  the  subject,  when  they  retofftt 
that  He  was  dead,  and  they  would  not  hear  anything  of  the  kind,  but  we  must  go.  Son 
of  them  became  boisterous  and  very  abusive  and  profane,  and,  finding  we  could  m 
reason  with  them,  we  told  them  we  would  go  in  two  more  days.  They  asked  ue  if  n 
would  ever  come  back  any  more,  and  we  replied  that  we  did  not  know.  They  said  thi 
they  wuuld  fix  us  so  we  would  know,  and  started  with  us  down  the  road,  but  they  h 
came  divided  among  themselves,  and  after  talking  to  them  for  nearly  one  hour,  thrt 
told  us  we  could  go.  They  said,  however,  that  if  we  ever  came  back  again  we  wool 
have  to  suffer  the  consequences.  They  forbade  us  traveling  in  four  oountiee,  whk 
eornered  in  that  vicinity.  There  is  no  law  here  for  the  *  Mormons,'  and  our  friends  «i 
uneasy.  What  the  result  will  be  I  know  not,  but  we  put  our  trust  in  the  Iiord«  and  «i 
eatisfied  that  He  will  open  our  way  before  us.'

FROM  THB  NOTTINGHAM  CONFERENCE. 

President  John  Cartwright  writing  from  Nottingham,  Aug.  17, 1884,  hajb: 

**1  am  not  very  strong  and  healthy,  nor  able  to  do  much  out-door  preaching,  but 
accompany  the  Elders  once  in  awhile  in  their  Districts,  and  enjoy  it  exceedingly.  Side! 
Wright  and  Young  in  the  Leicester  District  are  persevering,  and,  with  the  help  of  boie 
of  the  local  Priesthood,  are  visiting  towns  and  villages  out  of  the  old  beaten  tracks,  i 
some  places  where  the  Elders  have  not  been  for  years.  Sometimes  they  have  a  goa 
hearing,  at  other  times  but  poor.  I  was  with  them  a  few  weeks  since,  and  held  tik 
open-air  meetings  on  Sunday,  the  morning  meeting  in  a  village  a  few  miles  out  • 
licicester,  with  a  poor  attendance.  After  doing  some  tractiog,  we  held  a  meeting  in  tfc 
'evening  in  the  Leicester  Market  Place,  and  had  a  very  lai^e  congn^ation,  who  pai 
good  attention  and  offered  no  opposition.  In  the  Hucknall  District  I  have  been  out  wit 
Sldi^rs  Bennett  and  Angell,  and  held  three  camp-meetings  in  the  open-air  at  Tag  EBl 
The  Saints  in  the  villages  for  miles  away  met,  both  men  and  women,  and  did  some  goa 
singing,  which  helped  us  very  much.  The  congregation  was  not  very  large,  but  prett 
fair.  The  Elders  hold  out-door  meetings  every  week  when  the  weather  will  permit, 
the  local  brethren  turn  out  and  help  them  first  rate.  We  also  have  two  fresh  places 
or  seven  miles  out  of  Nottingham,  Plum  Tree  and  Keyworth,  where  tracting  and 
ing  are  being  done.  Some  opposition  has  been  met  with  at  Key#orth,  and  the  peo]k2 
got  to  contending  among  themselves  over  the  preaching  of  the  Elders  upon  one 
What  the  result  will  be  I  cannot  tell.    We  hope  the  seed  sown  may  drop  on  good

mad  bring  forth  fmit,  but  thoagh  Paul  may  plant  and  Apollos  water,  Crod  alone  can  give 
the  increase.  The  Saints  in  the  Lincoln  District  are  verj'  scattering,  mostlj  females, 
««iid  (here  are  no  Branches.  Elder  Eardley  has  labored  faithfully,  holding  open-air  meet- 
ings at  eTery  opportunity,  thou{*h  alone.  Elder  Welch  is  now  with  him,  and  together  I 
think  they  will  do  well  I  was  at  Leicester  on  the  10th,  and  met  Brother  Goddard,  and 
in  company  with  him  and  some  of  the  local  brethren,  held  a  meeting  and  did  some  tract- 
ing  at  a  village  a  few  miles  out  of  the  town.  I  did  not  see  Elder  Stevenson,  but  he  and 
Brother  Goddard  have  been  doing  a  good  work  there." 


FROM  THE  BIRMINGHAM  CONFKRENCE. 

President  J.  A.  Druce,  writing  from  Birmingham,  August  6,  1884.  says: 

•'Since  Brother  Waddoups  left, "I  have  been  busy  looking  through  the  books  and 
iMdancing  up  some  of  the  accounts.  I  have  al^o  done  some  visitini;  ameng  the  people 
(some  non-*  Mormons*).  A  young  lady  came  to  me  last  night  after  meeting,  and  re- 
qaested  to  be  baptised,  but  I  told  her  to  investigate  the  doctrines  we  taught  more 
thoroughly,  so  that  she  would  not  depend  upon  what  others  said,  but  would  know  for 
herself.  She  concluded  to  take  my  advice,  so  I  gave  her  a  tract,  and  she  promised  to 
lead  it  carefully. 

**  I  have  heard  from  most  of  the  Elders  since  I  have  been  here,  and  they  seem  to  be 
trying  to  preach  the  Gospel  where  opportunity  offers.  They  are  holding  out-door  meet- 
ings and  trying  to  break  new  ground.  They  think  the  prospect  for  a  few  baptisms  before 
long  is  good.  We  baptized  three  a  fortnight  ago  at  Wolverhampton;  so  you  see  there 
Wn  a  few  kernels  of  wheac  left,  although  some  of  them  are  not  as  sound  and  plump  as 
ir<e  would  like  to  see. 

*'  Brother  Bunot  arrived  here  a  week  ago  last  Friday  night,  and  has  been  visiting  his 
relatives  since  then,  but  expects  to  leave  here  to-morrow  or  next  day  for  the  'black 
^"^oontry,*  to  travel  with  Brother  Corbridge  for  a  few  weeks.*'

Ckroniele  and  Mercury  of  this  week,  and  purpose  to  follow  it  up  in  a  series  of  weekly 
articlefl,  until  the  public  mind  in  this  part  of  the  country  is  more  correctly  informed  re- 
Ling  a  country  and  people  whose  industry,  morality  and  religion  are  so  little  under- 
1,  and  yet  so  much  maligned. 

I  have  made  a  beginning  in  searching  after  the  genealogy  of  my  forefathers.     Last

RELIGIOUS     PERSECUTION. 


(From  the  Chicago  correspondence  to  the  Deseret  News,) 

MR  Blaine  toaches  on  the  Mormon  question,  but  so  briefly  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  divine  his  real  views  on  this  topic.  He  echoes  some  of  the 
platitudes  that  have  been  hawked  about  in  pulpits  and  police  courts,  but  on 
the  whole  he  admits  the  constitutional  bar  to  interfere  with  religion.  This 
Mormon  qnettion  may  appear  simple,  and  men  of  prominence  in  the  com- 
munity  may  say,  "  Wipe  it  out"  That  is  folly.  European  observers  are 
ilways  dwelling  on  the  fact  that  our  statesmen  have  no  social  or  economic 
question  to  deal  with.  However,  it  is  in  the  treatment  of  such  a  question  as 
M(nrmonism  that  statesmanship  is  exhibited.  To  the  British  statesman,  who 
has  polygamista,  Parsees,  Suttees,  Romanists,  Salvation  Armies,  and  a  thons^ 
and  other  sects,  our  great  concern  and  solicitude  about  Mormonism  may 
appear  ludicrous.  But  in  our  consideration  of  it  as  a  religion,  we  must 
Aatorally  reriew  the  history  of  religions  development  in  other  ages.  Polyg- 
amy, as  the  world  accepts  the  term,  is  a  source  of  terrible  apprehension.  It 
is  straage  that  in  this  age  of  divorce  and  mock  marriage,  of  sexual  insanity 
and  venereal  virulence,  we  should  dread  the  subversion  of  family  sacredness 
by  a  religious  polygamy.  At  all  events,  this  tenet  can  be  no  more  obnoxious 
to  US  than  that  was  to  those  which  caused  30,00^  persons  to  sn£fer  death  in 
Holland  and  Friesland  for  Anabaptist  errors;  than  that  which  caused  the 
death  of  105,000  persons,  8,800  of  whom  were  burned,  during  eighteen  yean 
of  Torquemada's  ministry.  Twenty  thousand  Jews  in  Andalusia  alone  were 
burned  or  mutilated. 

'  If  we  follow  the  wars  of  Europe,  which  for  150  years  were  mainly  cauisMl 
by  religion,  and  which  have  caused  rivers  of  blood  to  flow,  we  will  see  h6^ 
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futile  it  is,  and  how  senseless  at  this  latter  day  to  inaugurate  a  religious  per- 
secution. We  will  see  that  with  all  this  bloodshed  and  misery  and  tyranny, 
DO  sect  nor  religious  devolopment  has  ever  been  suppressed.  Let  us  follow 
Sir  Walter  Scott  in  his  historical  romances,  and  ask  ourselves  what  after  all 
did  Claverhouse  achieve.  Let  us  follow  the  scar-faced  Oliver  through 
Ireland,  and  ask  ourselves,  did  he  suppress  or  extinguish  Celtic  Romaiiisinl 
No,  but  he  and  his  followers  have  kindled  a  fire  that  is  still  burning,  and  as 
matters  stand  at  present,  likely  to  burn  and  perhaps  affect  the  f>rogre8s  of 
modem  civilization. 

As  to  polygamy,  it  is  an  iastitution  peculiar  to  Mormonism,  and  cannot 
affect  other  sects.  It  cannot  affect  the  purity  or  impurity  of  any  people  out- 
side of  those  believing  in  it,  and  consequently  can  be  reji;ulated  to  suit  them- 
selves. It  may  be  said  it  is  a  retrogressive  symptom.  So  much  the  better 
then.  We  have  the  evidence  of  all  history  that  a  progressive  people  never 
adopted  a  retroj^ressive  religion;  therefore  we  as  Americans  are  safe.  If. 
Mr.  Blaino  should  devote  a  little  time  to  the  consideration  of  polygamy, 
individual  and  social  rights  and  kindred  themes,  he  will  not  hasten  into  re- 
ligious legislation  for  popular  clamor. 

The  persecuting  spirit  is  not  always  generated  by  bad  intents,  or  prompted 
by  an  inherent  love  of  exercising  authority.     On  the  contrary,  some  of  the 
characters  in  history  whose  names  cause  the  blood  to  shiver  on  account  of 
the  persecution  and  intolerance  they  were  guilty  of,  were  men  of  the  purest 
and  best  intentions,  and  indeed  of  irreproachable  moral  character  in  some 
cases.    For  instance,  Marcus  Aureliub  was  a  man  of  acknowledged  moral 
superiority,  and  of  unquestioned  honesty,  as  well  as  of  the  kindest  and  besl^ 
intentions,  yet  he  was  the  most  savage,  barbarous  and  uncompiemisipg 
the  early  Christian  persecutors.     While  on  the  other  hand,  the  histprii 
Moyle^  Mosheim  and  Milman  claim  that  Commodus  and  Heliogabalus,  t^ 
ct  the  most  infamous  and  most  odious  of  mortals,  were  peculiarly  tolerants^^ 
^diavorably  disposed  towards  the  early  Christiana     In  fact,  Moyle  soysflB^ 
that  Commodus  first  checked  the  penal  legislation  instituted  against  the  dis — M 
4Uples  of  Christ.    The.  church  historian  Neander  says  that  the  best  emperonMn 
opposed  Christianity,  while  the  bad  ones  were  indifferent  to .  its  enoToach--«  J 
ments.  .  The  history  of  the  Spanish  Inquisition  causes  a  thrill  in  the  boaonuM^ 
O^.many.  if  uot  all  students,  and  we  have  no  evidence  but  that  they  vere^^ 
actfsfted  by  tb&  kindest  intentiona^    Townsend,  a  Church  of  England  clei^*  "* 
Plan,, in  one  o(  his  works  on  Spiun,  says  of  the  inquisitors:   "  It  is,  however,  W 
fjUurerssUy  acknowledged,  for  the  credit  of  the  corps  at  Barcelona,  that  all  its 
inembers  are  men  of  worth,  and  most  of  them  distinguished  for  humanity/ 
l^owoaeod  wrote  in  1786,  ai>d  at  that  time  the  feeling  of  horror  prevalent  in  -^ 
jSSnglaod  at  the  Inquisition  must  have  been  more  acute  than  it  is  to-day.   AjuL^B 
4K7en  today  it  sounds  a  good  deal  like  a  joke  to  tell  us  that  Terquemada^ 
3f M  r  morai,  humane  and  honest,  yet  we  hava  the  evidence  of  LloventflF 
DoUad^  and.  others  that  suoh  was  the  esse.     We  do  not  go  back. into  th^ 
dusty  past  to  find  parallels  for  Hoar,  Edmunds  and  their  foUowi^,  but  U> 
ftfiaw.tbatgood^atentions  do  not. alwaya  justify  whatever  is.oindertalLQn  and 
HffhiegpenUy  executed 

The  histoxy  of  religious  persecution  has  been  treated'more  or  less  by  evtijr 
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writer  of  promiaenoe  daring  the  last  centnry  &nd  a  half,  and  all  attribute  the 
pecaecnting  spirit  rather  to  ignorance  than  to  any  natural  evil  intent.  Perse- 
eators  may  have  been  the  best  intentioned  men,  but  they  have  been  vrofuUy 
ignorant,  and  it  seems  as  if  they  were  no  more  enlightened  to-day  than  they 
were  in  the  days  of  Marcus  Aurelius.  It  would  be  hardly  fair  to  deny  even 
the  ignoramus  Murray  a  certain  amount  of  good  intention,  though  he  stopped 
tl|e  supplies  of  a  nineteenth  century  educational  estiblishment  in  the  bosom 
of  the  Great  American  Hepublic.  Oh,  shades  of  Jefferson,  Jackson,  Luther 
aad  Qustavus  Adolphu^,  he  not  disturbed  in  your  celestial  abodes  at  the 
atrocities  perpetrated  to-d.-iy  in  the  name  of  liberty  and  religion.  Rest 
peacefully;  the  spirit  of  progress  which  you  have  begotten  is  still  abroad,  and 
though  the  henchman  of  the  President  of  60,000,000  of  people  has  vetoed  the 
appropriation  bills  for  a  university  destined  for  the  improvement  and  educa- 
tion of  no  less  than  one-quarter  of  a  million  of  people  who  regard  the  Con- 
atttution  of  the  United  States  ns  second  only  to  their  Bible;  though  this  vile 
product  of  humanity  has  vetoed  this  bill,  fear  not  the  spirit  of  Torquemada, 
Aiireiias,  or  the  iustigators  of  St.  Bartholomew  massiicro  has  returned  to 
e^th.  That  rancorous  embodiment  of  ignorance  and  bigotry,  dishonesty 
mod  falsehood,  immorality  and  vice,  who  is  but  the  reflex  of  a  party  which 
h^a  brought  shame  to  humanity  and  disgrace  to  American  manhood,  yes,  he 
irill  be  soon  relegated  to  ignominious  obscurity  and  opprobrious  retirement. 

Bnekle,  the  historian  of  civilization,  suys:  *' To  punish  even  a  single  man 
for  his  religious  tenets,  is  assuredly  a  crime  of  the  deepest  rlye;  but  to  pun- 
lah  a  large  boiy  of  men,  to  persecute  an  entire  nect,  to  attempt  to  extirpate 
opinions  which,  growing  out  of  the  st  ite  of  society  in  which  they  arise,  are 
themselves  a  manifestation  of  the  marvelous  and  luxuriant  fertility  of  the 
human  mind— to  do  this  is  not  only  one  of  the  most  )>ernicious,  but  one  of 
tlie  most  foolish  acts  that  cm  possibly  bo  conceived.  Nevertheless,  it  is  an 
Updoubted  fact  that  an  overwhelming  majority  of  religious  |)eri(ecutors  have 
been  men  of  the  purest  intentions,  of  the  most  admirable  and  unsullied 
morals.  It  is  imi>ossible  that  this  should  be  otherwise,  for  they  are  n(»t  bad 
intentioned  men  who  seek  to  enforce  opinions  which  they  believe  to  be  good, 
still  less  are  they  bad  men  who  are  so  regardless  of  temporal  considerations 
at  to  employ  all  the  resources  of  their  power,  not  for  their  own  benetit,  but 
fpr  the  purpose  of  propagating  a  religion  which  they  think  necessary  to  the 
future  happiness  of  mankind.  Such  men  as  these  are  not  bad,  they  are  only 
ignorant;  ignorant  of  the  nature  of  truth,  ignorant  of  the  cimsequences  of 
their  own  acts.*'  This  is  what  Buckle  thought  of  persecutors  when  be  penned 
the  above  words  somewhere  about  the  year  1857— Buckle  who  devoted  ten 
hoars  a  day  for  '.seventeen  years  to  historical  research,  and  who  studied 
ancient  and  modem  langua<;es  and  literatures,  and  who  consulted  some  400 
authors  of  eminence  iu  modern  and  medieval  literature,  and  wbo^e  body  now 
leets  in  Damascus  with  an  Arabic  inscription  on  his  tomb.  Surely  Mr. 
lEIaine  must  have  heard  of  Mr.  Buckle,  the  historian  of  civilization,  who  was 
bi^rn  iu  £ngland  in  1821,  and  died  in  Damascus  in  1862.  If  the  name  Buckle 
were  mentioned  to  President  Arthur,  he  probably  would  mistake  it  for  that 
o{  some  foreign  pantaloon  maker,  and  if  mentioned  to  Gov.  Murray,  he 
might  mistake  it  for  some  brand  of  Kentucky  whiskey  or  Cuban  cigars. 
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However,  Buckle  is  &d  authority  in  history  and  in  historical  research,  «iid''' 
should  be  consulted  by  good-intentioned,  virtuous  Mormon-eaters.    Igno-  ' 
ran6e  of  law  will  not  palliate  crime.     Ignorance  of  history,  humanity  and' 
progress  will  not  justify  persecution  and  tyranny;  neither  will  intellectual 
torpidity,  nor  mental  imbecility,  nor  love  of  notoriety. 

It  may  be  ur^d  that  Joseph  Smith  was  of  too  humble  an  origin  tobe  mad» 
the  instrument  of  heaven,  and  also  that  it  is  unusual  at  this  date  to  receive 
revelation  from  heaven.  No  Qod-belieTing  person  can  with  propriety  use 
any  argument  of  this  kind:  because,  if  there  is  anything  out  of  place  in  the 
Almighty  communing  with  earth  to-day,  the  same  should  be  1,800  years  ago 
or  4,000  years  ago.  Magazine  scribblers  and  cyclopaedia  biographers  may 
indulge  as  much  as  they  please  in  attributing  to  Joseph  Smith  iiliteracy, 
fraud  and  arrogance,  but  to  the  real  student  of  human  progress  this  is  naught 

When  a  person  reads  the  life  of  Theseus  the  reconstructor  of  Athena,  of 
Romulus  the  founder  of  Rome,  of  Nuroa  Pompilius  the  apostle  of  order  and 
religion,  of  Christ  the  founder  of  Christianity,  all  of  whom  are  accorded 
divine  origin  on  the  one  hand  and  illegitimacy  of  birth  on  the  other  hand, 
we  can  be  prepared  for  some  Munchausen  developments  when  we  come  to 
Joseph  Smith  the  founder  of  Mormonism.    Even  our  own  immortal  lincola 
has  not  escaped  the  general  fate  of  great  men,  and  there  are  biographers  who 
doubt  the  legitimacy  of  his  birth.    But  be  those  things  as  they  may,  the 
simple  fact  is  that  Joseph  Smith  was  about  the  same  as  the  average  New 
England  youth,  who  like  Horace  Greeley,  Benjamin  Franklin  and  a  host  of 
others  subsequently  made  their    mark  in  the  world.    Joseph  Smith  was 
inclined  to  solitude  and  religious  speculation  in  his  youth,  and  as  be  grew 
older  concentrated  all  his  thought  and  energy  on  religion.    If  the  materialist 
would  wish  to  see  the  natural  outcome  of  this  intense  study  let  him  consult 
Buckle  the  historian,  who  says:    "Owing  to  circumstances  still  unknown, 
there  appears  from  time  to  time,  great  thinkers,  who,  devoting  their  lives  to 
a  single  purpose,  are  able  to  anticipate  the  progress  of  mankind,  and  to  pro^ 
duce  a  religion  or  a  philosophy,  by  which  important  effects  are  eventually 
brought  about.    But  if  we  look  into  history,  we  shall  clearly  see  tha^ 
although  the  origin  of  a  new  opinion  may  be  tbus  due  to  a  single  man,  the 
result  which  the  new  opinion  produces  will  depend  on  the  condition  of  the — 
people  among  whom  it  is  propagated.    If  either  a  religion  or  a  philosophy  is- 
too  much  in  advance  of  a  nation,  it  can  do  no  present  service,  but  must  bido 
its  time,  until  the  minds  of  men  are  ripe  for  its  reception.    Of  this,  innnmer^ 
able  instances  will  occur  to  most  readers.    Every  science  and  every  creed  has 
had  its  martyrs, — men  exposed  to  obloquy,  or  even  to  death,  because  they  knew^ 
more  than  their  contemporaries  and  because  society  was  not  sufficiently 
advanced  to  receive  the  truths  which  they  communicated.    According  to  th^ 
ordinary  course  of  affairs,  a  few  generations  pass  away,  and  then  there  comes  ik 
period,  when  these  very  truths  are  looked  upon  as  common-place  facta;  and  ^ 
little  later  there  comes  another  period,  in  which  they  are  declared  to  be  necee- 
sary,  and  even  the  dullest  intellects  wonder  how  they  could  ever  have  been 
denied.  This  is  what  happens  when  the  human  mind  isallowed  to  have  fair  play^ 
and  to  exercise  itself  with  tolerable  f  eedom,  in  the  accumulation  and  difi^oB 
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of  knowledge.  If,  however,  by  violeDt,  and  therefore  by  artificial  means  this 
•aame  society  is  prevented  from  exercising  its  intellect,  then  the  truths,  hoir- 
•Ter  important  they  may  be,  can  never  be  received.  From  an  attentive 
perusal  of  these  observations  by  one  of  the  most  learned  and  exhaustive  and 
•analytical  of  historians,  it  will  be  seen  how  necessary  it  is  for  the  statesman 
4o  approach  a  new  religion  with  caution,  with  investigation  and  with  the  most 
liberal  and  enlightened  tolerance. 

We  have  seen  how  the  cold  steel  of  the  material  critic  dissects  the  founder 
of  a  new  religion.    Now  to  any  person  believing  in  a  Supreme  Intelligence 
it  will  be  no  strain  on  the  imagination  to  see  how  this  Supreme  Intelligence 
<could  favor  the  man  who  makes  religion  and  the  improvement  of  mankind 
lus  sole  study,  and  not  alone  favor  but  make  this  man  the  instrument  of  his 
^-searching  and  all-knowing  wisdom.    It  is  more  feasible  to  think  Qod 
wonld  make  Joseph  Smith  His  instrument,  because  Joseph  Smith  devoted 
himself  entirely  to  a  centemplatlon  of  the  deity,  than  that  he  would  make 
Horace  Greeley  his  instrument;   because  Horace  devoted  all  his  time  and 
4tadj  to  worldly  politics.    In  a  word  any  calm  impartial  mind  will  see  noth- 
ing at  all  preposterous  or  in  discordance  with  the  accepted  laws  of  human 
inrogresa,  in  the  career  and  mission  of  Joseph  Smith.    The  question  is,  are  we 
justified  in  persecuting  his  followers?    Will  we  forward  human  afifairs  and 
"^e  spiritual  and  temporal  welfare  of  mankind  by  suppressing  the  religion  of 
-Joseph  Smith,  or  rather  of  Jesus  Christ?    I«et  us  devote  a  moment  or  two  to 
.^lanoe  at  this  subject  philosophically. 

It  is  urged  that  Morfnonism  is  retrogressive,  and  it  is  universally  admitted 

"^hat  as  a  people  we  are  progressive.    Now  there  is  not  in  all  history  an 

«&a8tance  of  a  progressive  people  adopting  a  retrogressive  religion,  then  what 

ive  we  to  fear  from  Mormonism.     Will  natural  laws  be  suspended  to  for- 

this  religion?    Next,  if  Mormonism  is  progressive  and  we  are  retrogres- 

ire,  the  best  thing  would  be  to  adopt  it    Is  it  so  organized  that  it  is  capable 

d  further  advancement?    Is  it  so  constructed  that  as  a  religion  it  will  embody 

le  will  and  opinion  of  the  people,  and  thereby  express  the  voice  of  the  people 

its  ordinances  and  ceremonies?    Is  it  such  that  its  chief  administrators 

truthfully  represent  the  whole  body,  and  doing  so  faithfully  echo  the 

"^oice  of  the  people  which  is  the  voice  of  Qod,  and  thus  plainly  prove  that 

is  no  incongruity  in  modern  revelation  from  the  Supreme  Being?

APPALLING  THUNDERSTORM  IN  SCOTLAND.— MIDNIGHT 

DARKNESS  AT  MID-DAY. 

^* Scotland  was,"  the  2>tindf6e  Advertiser  says,  'Wisited  on  Aug.  12th  by  a 
'ttorm  of  thunder  and  lightning  which,  for  sustained  violence  and  prolonged 
duration,  has  seldom  been  experienced  in  this  part  of  the  world.  The  storm 
WB8  also  attended  by  a  phenomenon  which,  so  far  as  is  known,  has  not  been 
obeerved  in  Scotland  during  the  memory  of  the  present  generation*  The 
-weather  in  the  morning  was  fine,  but  very  close  and  warm.  Shortly  aft^ 
ten  o'oloek  thunder  peab  were  heard  in  the  distance^  and  continued  wiA 
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little  intermission  till  mid-day.  Between  eleven  and  tweWe  o'clock  tfaete 
seen  on  the  south-western  horizon  a  bank  of  clouds  of  inky  blackness,,  whidi 
gradually  adyanced  and  spread  until  a  pall  seemed  to  envelop  the  earth,  anti 
Dundee  and  the  surrounding  district  were  immediately  enveloped  in  tlu 
darkness  of  midnight.  This  extraordinary  state  of  matters  continued  fbi 
fully  half  an  hour,  during  which  almost  all  kinds  of  traffic  was  suspended  u 
the  streets.  Many  people  exhibited  the  utmost  alarm,  and  wnited  will] 
trembling  fear  the  result  of  the  extraordinary  phenomenon.  Shovtly  aftei 
half-past  twelve  a  little  clearance  wds  visible  in  the  western  sky.  Simul- 
taneously a  thunderstorm  of  unparalleled  violence  burst  forth  right  over  the 
town.  The  lightning  played  incessantly,  lighting  up  the  gloom  by  its  long, 
brilliant,  tremulous  flashes.  The  darkness  still  deepened,  the  lightning  came 
with  ever-increasing  intensity,  and  the  thunder  rumbled  with  increasii^ 
loudness,  until  it  burst  in  a  terrific  and  awe-inspiring  storm  right  above  thi 
town.  Flash  followed  flash,  and  peals  which  seemed  to  shake  the  eartt 
reverberated  through  the  sulphurous  air.  Down  came  the  rain  in  deluging 
torrents,  and  as  the  rain  increased  the  darkness  slowly  passed  away;  but 
heaven's  artillery  only  rolled  the  louder,  until  the  town  seemed  suffering  the 
horrors  of  a  bombardment  About  one  o'clock  the  dense  darkness  had  gone, 
and  a  grey  gloomy  sky  and  close  and  sulphurous  atmosphere  overspread  thi 
town.  The  storm  continued  to  rage  with  little  abatement  in  its  violence  ll| 
to  two  o'clock.  During  the  period  when  it  was  at  its  height  some  beaatifn] 
effects  were  visible,  the  lightning  sometimes  darting  in  brilliant  fire  balls, 
which  seemed  to  burst  over  Dundee.  So  great  was  the  darkness  in  the  town 
that  all  pulbic  works,  shops  and  offices  were  lighted.  The  lamps  were  abc 
lit  in  the  street  cars.  Much  alarm  prevailed  in  several  of  the  mills  in  Dundee 
and  work  had  generally  to  be  suspended  for  a  time,  owing  to  the  female  em« 
ployes  being  overcome  with  nervousness.  From  Edinburgh  it  is  reported 
that  Lord  Lauderdale,  while  shooting  near  Lauder,  was  struck,  and  has  ainoc 
died.  Between  the  time  that  the  darkness  settled  down  and  the  bursting  oj 
the  storm,  a  painful  stillness  and  suspense  prevailed  everywhere.  Hardly  i 
word  was  exchanged,  and  the  awe  which  seemed  to  seize  upon  most  eTeij' 
body  betokened  the  intense  anxiety  which  reigned.  It  was  feared  by  man] 
that  we  were  on  the  eve  of  a  violent  convulsion  of  Nature.  People  called  U 
mind  what  they  had  heard  or  read  of  the  phenomena  that  are  wont  to  uabe] 
in  the  dire  catastrophes  of  Nature,  and  they  found  them  all  repeated  in  Uu 
prelude  of  this  storm.  Observers  state  that  the  electric  light  displayed  itaelj 
in  all  sorts  of  unusual  forms.  At  one  time  it  seemed  to  describe  a  half  circh 
in  the  heavens,  and  leave  [behind  it  a  stream  of  steel-grey  vapor.  Balls  oJ 
the  most  brilliant  light  shot  out  from  the  darkness  above,  and  broke  intc 
innumerable  bolts  of  flame  over  the  Fifeshire  hills.  The  darkness  which  had 
fallen  on  the  scene  was  dispersed  by  this  splendor  of  lighti  the  rain  Gam 
down  in  torrents,  and  all  around  was  swiftly  shrouded  in  a  doll  and  da 
:  pressing  grey. 

The  storm  naturally  produced  great  alarm  among  women  and  childim 

Mothers  of  families,  besides  being  themselves  in  a  state  of  terror,  had 

idifficulty  in  dispelling  the  fears  of  their  Uttle  ones.     In  several  large 

j>K)om8  in  connection  with  millinery  estibliihments  uk  town  a  nnmber  oftfM 
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girls  fainted.  Tiie  workers  in  several  factories  were  so  much  frightened  that 
they  could  not  look  after  the  machinery,  and  the  weavers  left  their  looma 
tod  lay  down  in  the  passages.  After  the  lamps  were  lit  it  was  discovered 
that  a  number  of  the  weavers  had  fainted.  They  were  at  once  carried  to  the 
porters'  lodges  and  attended  to.  A  machinist  while  at  work  in  South  Tay 
street  became  ill,  and  went  into  the  street.  She  fell  down  insensible,  and  Dr. 
Moon  was  called.  He  stated  that  the  woman  had  fainted  through  fright 
About  a  hundred  children  who  are  to  take  part  in  the  forthcoming  spectacle 
*  Trafalgar*  at  the  Music  Hall,  were  being  drilled  on  the  stage  when  the  storm 
burst.  The  sudden  darkness  and  the  startling  thunder-claps  threw  the 
youDgsters  into  a  state  of  great  alarm,  and  it  was  with  the  utmost  difficulty 
that  they  were  kept  free  from  panic.  In  these  counties  the  storm  will  long 
be  remembered  as  without  precedent  in  the  experience  of  the  most  elderly 
inhabitants.  The  Egyptian  darkness  which  came  brooding  over  the  land 
rtnd  turned  day  into  night,  the  pillars  of  impenetrable  cloud  which  migbl 
have  hid  behind  their  blackness  the  dread  artillery  of  the  spheres,  the  crask 
ol  thunder  and  blaze  of  light  in  which  the  clouds  and  darkness  were  finally 
dispersed,  combined  to  impress  with  their  awful  grandeur  the  least  observant 
and  sensitive  of  mortals.  We  are  assured  from  many  quarters  that  a  multi- 
tude of  good  people  felt  the  end  of  the  world  to  be  at  hand,  and  were  only 
•BBored  that  the  earth  would  last  a  little  longer  when  the  gas  was  put  ouf'

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WAR     IN     CHINA. 

Fob  more  than  a  year  past  war  has  been  more  or  less  imminent  between 
France  and  China;  in  fact,  desultory  fighting  was  for  some  time  kept  up 
between  the  forces  of  the  two  nations  in  Tonquin.     The  French  have  ell 
along  appeared  confident  of  their  ability  to  whip  the  Chinese  into  snbjeeiioii, 
and  rather  anxious  for  a  sufficient  pretext  to  commence  the  operation.    This 
has  at  last  been  furnished  by  China  refusing  to  pay  ;£3«200,000  demanded  bj 
France  as  indemnity  for  some  of  the  Chinese  troops  having  fired  upon  the 
invaders  of  their  country  after  a  treaty  of  peace  had  been  signed  by  the  re- 
presentatives of  the  two  belligerent  powers.     The  opening  of  the  war  on  the 
part  of  France  was  made  by  its  fleet  of  war  vessels  bombarding  Foochow. 
The  Chinese  fleet,  consisting  of  eleven  vessels — mere  toys — were  all  esroept 
two  blown  to  pieces,  and  the  town,  arsenal  and  even  defenseless  viilagea  were 
bombarded  in  the  most  heartless  manner,  although  there  was  but  slight  re- 
sistance ofifered,  and  long  after  it  had  all  subsided.     An  English  correspond- 
ent who  was  present  writes  to  the  London  Times:  **  The  bombardment  was  a 
sickening  business.    No  surrender  was  allowed  to  the  disabled  and  sinking 
vessels;  the  guns  having  been  silenced,  they  were  shelled  for  hours.    The 
French  had  eight  heavily  armed  ships.     Several  Chinese  gunboats  main- 
tained bravely  a  desultory  fire  for  about  fifteen  minutes,  when  the  survivors 
of  the  crews  leaped  overboard,  but  the  combat  was  practically  finished  in 
seven  minutes.    The  superior  artillery  of  the  French  made  the  contest,  after 
the  disabling  of  the  Chinese  vessels,  not  a  fight— it  was  a  massacre."    The 
English  press  universally  condemns  the  barbarity  of  the  French  as  displayed 
in  the  commencement. of  active  hostilities  between  the  two  great  powers,  and 
it  is  evident  that  China  will  have  the  sympathy  of  other  European  natiooa 
as  well  in  the  general  war  which  is  now  likely  to  ensue.    France  is  not  likely 
to  find  it  as  easy  a  matter  as  anticipated  to  bring  the  Chinese  to  tenne.    It 
is  presumable  that  the  Chinese  government  knows  its  strength  pretty  well, 
and  it  is  not  likely  to  submit  to  the  arrogant  dictation  of  a  government  re- 
presenting!: numerically  but  a  fraction  as  compared  with  its  vast  population. 
Other  nations  are  almost  sure  to  be  embroiled  in  the  conflict  if  a  general 
war  between  France  and  China  should  follow  the  sanguinary  commencement 
already  made,  and  what  the  end  will  be  it  is  difficult  to  foresee. 
We  know,  however,  that  *'  wars  and  rumors  of  wars'*  are  among  the  latter* 
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dty  judgments  which  hare  been  predicted,  and  painful  though  it  is  to  learn 
of  the  slaughter  of  our  fellow  creatures,  we  ought  to  regard  it  as  a  fulfillment 
of  prophecy  and  a  means  by  which  the  Lord  will  "  vex  the  nations"  who  re- 
ject the  Ooepel,  and  by  which  He  will  accomplish  His  mighty  purposes.  The 
I^ord  has  declared  by  .revelation  to  His  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  that  *'  war 
^lall  be  ponred  out  upon  all  nations.  *  *  And  thus  with  the  sword  and 
l^  bloodshed,  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  shall  mourn:  and  with  famine, 
and  plague,  and  earthquakes,  and  the  thunders  of  heaven,  and  the  fierce  and 
▼ivid  lightning  also  shall  tho  inhabitants  of  the  earth  be  made  to  feel  the 
wrath,  and  indignation  and  chastening  hand  of  an  Almighty  Qod,  until  the 
eonsnmption  decreed  hath  made  a  full  end  of  all  nations.  (Doc.  J:  Coy. 
Bee.  87.) 

He  has  also  said:  "And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  among  the  wicked,  that 
OTery  man  that  will  not  take  his  sword  against  his  neighbor,  must  needs  flee 
onto  Zion  for  safety.  And  there  shall  be  gathered  unto  it  out  of  every 
nation  under  heaven:  and  it  shall  be  the  only  people  that  shall  not  be  at 
war  one  with  another."    (Doc.  &  Cov.,  Sec.  45.) 

These  predictions,  as  well  as  those  recorded  in  the  old  Scriptures  relating 
Xo  the  judgments  of  the  last  days,  will  all  be  fulfilled,  whether  the  time  has 
yet  arrived  for  the  commencement  of  their  fulfillment  or  not.  And  the 
lifttter-day  Saints  are  not  the  only  people  who  believe  that  we  are  living  in 
Ihe  last  days.  Others  are  watching  with  fearful  forebodings  the  signs  of  the 
times,  and  though  they  hardeu  their  hearts  and  refuse  to  accept  the  Gospel 
ae  it  has  been  revealed  anew  in  this  age,  they  do  not  feel  secure  by  any 
means  in  the  course  which  they  are  pursuing.  The  account  given  in  another 
part  of  this  issue  of  the  storm  in  Scotland  and  the  fright  attending  it,  w](l 
afford  us  some  idea  of  what  the  condition  of  the  world  will  be  when  the 
judgments  predicted  actually  do  come.  We  can  well  believe  that  they  will 
call  on  the  rocks  to  fall  upon  them  and  hide  them  from  the  face  of  an  offend- 
od  Gk>d  G.  C.  L. 


MURDER    OF    ELDERS    IN    THE    SOUTH. 

o 

Wb  are  still  awaiting  definite  information  concerning  the  massacre  of  our 
brethren  in  Tennessee.  The  meagre  accounts  which  the  New  York  and 
Saglisb  papers  contain  do  not  even  afford  us  the  names  of  the  persons  killed. 
It  is  stated,  however,  that  the  body  of  another  Elder  (in  addition  to  the  two 
ahot  down  in  the  house  where  they  were  holding  religious  service)  has  been 
fonnd  in  the  woods,  so  that  there  are  three  Elders  and  two  of  their  friends 
known  to  be  killed,  and  that  the  recovery  of  Mrs.  Conder,  who  was  shot  in 
the  leg,  is  doubtful.  The  fate  of  the  Elder  who  escaped  to  the  woods  while 
tlie  firing  was  going  on,  and  who  was  followed  by  a  party  of  the  mob,  is  still 
unknown.  Up  to  the  13th  none  of  the  perpetrators  of  the  deed  had  been 
arrested,  but  great  excitement  prevailed  in  the  region,  and  the  murder  is  said 
to  have  been  condemned  by  the  press  and  public  generally.  The  New  York 
Herald^  however,  in  commenting  on  the  tragedy,  attempts  to  throw  the 
blame  upon  the  Latter-day  Saints.    Here  is  what  it  says: 
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**  T^e  occuirenoe  is  to  be  greatly  ret^retted  m  marking  the  height  reached  by  the  etato- 
of  fefeling  which  had  been  engendered  by  the  Mormon  efforts  at  settlement  and  proM- 
lytizing.  It  should  be  received,  too,  by  the  determined  Mormon  element  having  its  seal 
and  fortification  in  Utah  as  a  warning  to  be  considered.  When  popular  feeling  in  thli 
country  is  once  aroused  to  abhorrence  of  any  system  or  institution  it  is  not  easily  restrainad. 
Mormonism  has  owed  its  safety  of  late  to  the  fsct  that  it  has  not  praotioally  intM>- 
ered  with  its  neighbors.  But  its  impudent  antagonism  in  the  past  to  the  offioMi 
authority  of  the  United  States  and  the  murderous  acts  committed  by  the  Danitea  havd 
neither  been  forgotten  nor  condoned;  and  though  these  de  not  justify  such  sn  attack  as 
that  of  last  Sunday  any  more  than  does  the  obstinate  existence  of  the  institution  of 
Mormonism,  it  may  be  at  least  believed  that  they  explain  it.  Mormonism  is  a  morbid 
growth,  to  which  gravitate  all  the  most  dangerous  because  the  most  tractable  elements df 
-  outcast  Europe.     It  has  either  got  to  be  absorbed  or  extirpated.'' 

This  is  simply  a  miserable  apology  for  the  cold-blooded,  unprovoked  mup- 
der.  Whnt  could  be  more  monstrous?  The  truth  is,  doubtless,  that  the 
writer  of  that  article  is  secretly  glad  that  the  massacre  has  occurred,  in  the 
hope  that  it  will  prove  a  warning  to  ''the  determined  Mormon  element 
having  its  seat  and  fortification  in  Utah,"  and  check  *' the  Mormon  e£fbrt8  at 
settlement  and  proselytizing,"  If,  as  he  says,  "  when  popular  feeling  in  thii 
country  is  once  aroused  to  abhorrence  of  any  system  or  institution  it  is  not 
easily  restrained,"  the  greater  is  the  pity.  It  was  popular  feeling  that  con- 
demned the  Savior,  and  clamored  for  his  death  until  bis  blood  was  shed:  it 
was  popular  feeling  that  subsequently  hounded  His  Apostles,  and  resnlted 
in  one  after  another  of  them  suffering  violent  deaths.  Popular  feeling 
caused  the  persecution  of  all  the  early  reformers,  and  led  to  the  massacres  of 
the  Albigenses  and  Huguenots  in  France,  the  Waldenses  in  Piedmont,  and 
the  Protestant  sects  of  Germany,  and  sanctioned  the  tortures  of  the  bloody 
Inquisition  in  Spain.  It  was  popular  feeling  that  caused  the  bnmtng  of 
men  at  the  stake  in  England  for  heresy,  that  persecuted  the  Puritans  and 
drove  them  fron  England's  shores,  and  that  caused  the  Puritans  in  tnnt 
when  located  in  New  England,  to  persecute  the  Quakers  and  others  whose 
religion  ditiered  from  theirs.  Popular  feeling  has  caused  the  suffering  which 
men  of  Qod  have  had  to  endure  in  every  age  when  they  have  lived  upon  the 
earth,  and  it  is  what  the  trutb — icientitic  as  well  as  religious — has  alwajra 
hid  to  contend  against.  The  fact  of  popular  feeling  condemning  any  person 
or  sect  or  idea  or  thing,  is  no  proof  of  the  same  being  wrong;  iu  fact,  if 
history  is  to  be  relied  upon,  popular  feeling  has  more  frequently  been  arrayed 
against  the  truth  than  in  its  favor.  And  who  are  responsible  for  the  enoca 
of  popular  feeling  ?  Such  men  as  this  New  York  Herald  writer  in  'a  Wf 
large  degree,  who  never  scruple  at  telling  the  most  outrageous  lies  when  it 
serves  their  purpose  to  do  so.  And  when  called  to  judgment,  such  men  whe 
have  knowingly  published  falsehoods  for  the  purpose  of  inciting  hatted 
against  an  innocent  people,  will  not  be  adjudged  guiltless  for  the  bloodahed 
resulting  therefrom. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  the  reckless  desperation  with  which  lawless  bigota 
raid  upon  defenseless  "  Mormon"  Elders  for  merely  propagating  their  i^ 
ligioii,  is  largely  due  to  the  lies  that  are  published  in  such  papers  aa  the 
Heraldy  and  the  encouragement  they  receive  therefrom. 

The  editors  of  the  Herald  know  that  "  Mormonism"  has  nevtr  interfarsd 
with  its  neighbors.    They  know,  tooj  that  the  *'  Mormons"  have  never  ahowe 
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any  "impudent  antagonism  in  tbe  past  to  the  official  anthority  of  the  United 
States. **  They  know  also  that  the  "  murderous  acts  committed  by  the  Dan- 
itea,"  to  which  they  refer,  are  a  myth,  and  never  had  any  existence  in  reality, 
at  least  so  far  as  the  Latter-day  Saints  are  concerned !  They  know,  too,  that 
the  murder  of  those  Elders  in  the  South  while  peacefully  serving  as  mission- 
aries, laboring  without  hope  of  earthly  reward,  and  solely  with  a  desire  to 
benefit  their  fellow  men  and  spread  a  knowledge  of  the  truth,  is  not  only 
mgustifiable,  but  deserving  of  the  severest  condemnation. 

The  assertion  that  *'  Mormonism  is  a  morbid  growth,  to  which  gravitate 
all  the  most  danrjerous  because  the  most  tractable  elements  of  outcast 
Europe,**  is  so  absurd  and  contradictory  that  it  needs  no  denial  on  our  part. 
Who  ever  heard  of  the  most  danfjtious  elements  of  any  place  being  the  most 
tractable? 

The  Herald  decrees  that  "  Mormonism  has  either  got  to  be  absorbed  or 
extirpated.*'  A  certain  king  of  Egypt  once  decreed  that  the  male  infanta 
amimg  the  Israelites  should  be  put  to  death,  but  Moses  Avas  spared  and 
delivered  the  children  of  Israel  from  Egyptian  bondage,  while  the  wicked 
king  was  overwhelmed  in  the  Red  Sea. 

A  fellow  by  the  name  of  Haman,  the  right-hand  man  of  King  Ahasuerus, 
once  got  spiteful  towards  the  Jews  in  the  kingdom,  and  especially  towards 
one  called  Mordecai,  and  obtained  a  decree  to  have  them  all  put  to  death, 
and  even  erected  a  very  high  gallows  to  hang  Mordecai  upon;  but  his  plana 
failed,  and  he  swung  from  that  gallows  himself,  while  Mordecai  inherited  hia 
wealth  and  was  elevated  to  the  second  position  of  honor  in  the  kingdom. 

Certain  decrees  were  once  passed  to  accomplish  the  destruction  of  Daniel 
and  three  other  Hebrew  captives  in  Babylon,  but  the  plans,  though  carefully 
laid,  miscarried  through  an  overruling  providence,  and  their  lives  were  spared. 

King  Herod,  on  learning  of  the  birth  of  the  Savior  of  the  world,  decreed 
that  he  should  not  live,  and  to  make  sure  of  it  *"  slew  all  the  children  that 
were  in  Bethlehem,  and  in  all  the  coasts  thereof,  from  two  years  old  and 
nnder;"  but  Jesus  had  already  escaped,  and  Ho  lived  to  fulfill  His  mission. 

The  editors  of  the  Herald  ought  to  learn  from  these  examples  and  others 
which  history,  sacred  and  profane,  supplies  us  with,  that  man's  decrees  are 
▼ery  liable  to  fail,  but  that  there  ia  a  higher  power  than  man  whose  decree 
never  fail,  however  much  man  may  oppose  them. 

Aa  for  the  work  which  the  Herald  styles  "  Mormonism,"  and  predicts  the 
absorption  or  extinction  of,  it  has  been  established  by  the  Almighty,  and  He 
baa  decreed  that  it  shall  stand  forever;  and  if  the  Herald  man  does  not  know 
it  now,  he  will  learn  it  some  day,  and  perhaps  to  his  sorrow,  when  he  finda 
himself  condemned  for  having  opposed  it,  and  looks  up  from  his  place  of 
torment,  as  did  the  rich  man  of  old,  to  see  those  whom  he  despised  basking 
in  the  joys  of  the  blest  O.  C.  L.

Elder  Framcis  Sharp  writing  from  Smithfield,  Cache  Coanty,  Utah,  Aug. 
9, 1884,  says: 

**  I  think  I  see  improvement  in  the  Saints  here  at  home;  but,  of  oonrse,  there  ii  still 
Voom  for  more.  Since  the  Logan  Temple  was  dedicated  and  opened  for  work,  thef* 
seems  to  be  an  increasing  desire  among  the  Saints  to  live  so  as  to  be  worthy  to  go  ihers 
And  work  for  themselves  and  their  dead.  I  can  pause  in  my  writing,  and  from  mj 
window  look  on  the  Temple,  and  although  it  is  from  seven  to  eight  miles  distant,  it  ham 
A  fine  appearance;  and  for  me  to  look  on  it  when  tired  and  weary,  causes  me  to  feel  ra- 
freshed  and  strengthened. 

*'  It  is  now  the  season  for  gathering  the  crops;  and  our  farmers  are  very  busy  witih 
their  hay  and  grain,  and  the  sisters  with  the  fruit  of  the  orchard  and  garden.  This 
season  we  have  suffered  a  good  deal  of  damage  in  our  orchards  and  gardens  from  wonnSy 
Imt  not  so  much  in  these  northern  towns  as  in  Salt  Lake,  Provo  and  neighborhood." 


CONDITION  OF  THE  WELSH  CONFERENCE. 

President  W.  D.  Williams  writes  from  Merthyr  Tydiil,  Aug.  15,  1884^  as 
follows: 

"  Having  not  seen  anything  in  the  Stab  for  some  time  from  the  Principality,  I  am 
induced  to  write  a  little  concerning  our  doings  in  thii  part  Speaking  of  things  relig- 
iously, the  nussionary  field  looks  pretty  well,  and  seems  to  hold  its  own.  TemporaDy, 
there  appears  to  be  a  slight  murmur  of  hard  times.  But  as  hard  times  do  not  partiea'- 
larly  concern  us,  having  found  a  remedy  in  the  Gospel,  we  do  not  often  speak  upon  that 
subject.  When  we  do,  we  generally  picture  things  the  worst  side  out,  that  is,  so  far  &m 
truth  will  let  us,  and  the  people  hate  us  for  it,  like  they  did  Noah  and  Lot.  And  yet^ 
while  we  portray  an  evil  as  being  at  the  doors  of  the  people,  we  are  consistent  enough  to 
provide  a  remedy  for  that  eviL 

"  Out-door  preaching  began  with  the  summer  season,  and  is  vigorously  kept  up.  TIm 
Elders,  as  well  as  the  local  brethren,  I  am  glad  to  say,  are  determined  to  acquit  them* 
selves  creditably  on  this  score,  but  the  results,  as  yet,  do  not  seem  to  be  of  the 
flattering  character.  Our  beat  prospects  by  way  of  baptisms  just  now,  it  appears, 
among  those  who  joined  and  then  left  the  Church  in  early  days.  There  are  a  few  of 
this  sort  now  waiting  admittance,  who,  judging  from  their  present  actions  and  morals, 
will  soon  be  considered  worthy  the  privilege  of  renewing  their  covenants,  as  some  of 
them  already  show  their  sincerity  by  attending  meetings,  paying  tithing,  etc.  Tti& 
Saints,  generally,  are  feeling  pretty  well.  They  are  nearing  the  Lord  with  increased 
unity  and  good  life,  bringing  faith  and  works  together  more  evenly  to  the  front  than 
they  have  done.  And  those  who  have  been  experimenting  on  the  virtue  of  faith  alone 
-find  they  have  been  losing  time,  and  that  the  sayings  of  the  Apostle  James  respeoting 
iaith  without  works  are  true.  Heretofore  the  Elders,  as  a  rule,  have  been  trmveliBg  in 
purs;  but  now,  owing  to  the  scattered  condition  of  the  Saints,  as  well  as  their  indigsnsgr, 
we  have  considered  it  advisable  for  them  to  go  singly,  so  far  as  practicable.  Elder  I^.  J. 
Mantle,  who  has  labored  most  of  his  time  in  Monmouthshire,  is  now  traveling  in  the 
Carmarthen  District,  and  Elder  R.  H.  Jones  is  installed  in  his  stead  Elders  F.  Lewk 
-and  H.  S.  Goddard  are  experimenting  in  the  Cardiff  District  Hiey  are  quite  baoyant, 
but  seem  to  think  that  good  souls  are  hard  to  find  in  their  section  of  the  country.  The 
Cardiff  Branch  of  the  Church,  that  ence  was  so  strong  and  fiourishing,  has  been  sqoeend 
•out  of  the  town,  and  nearly  out  of  existence,  some  time  ago;  and  not  only  in  this  plaoe 
has  such  a  thing  happened,  but  it  seems  to  be  general  throughout  the  country. 

"  In  taking  a  general  view  of  the  position  of  the  Saints  of  this  Oonfsrsnee,  I  fi&d  Uisf 
sie  mostly  located  in  small  villages  and  byways.     The  last  meeting  under  » 
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•^gammtkm  in  Ncrth  Wales  took  pUoe  at  a  Bxnall  Tillage  (Bagillt),  while  on  either  side 
«m  found  larger  towns,  as  if  to  hasten,  as  it  were,  the  fulfillment  of  the  saying:  '  One 
of  a  city  and  two  of  a  family.'  The  few  Saints  in  apd  about  Cardiff  now  hold  their 
meetings  at  a  lonely  house  in  the  suburbs.  The  Branch  is  in  charge  of  Brother  Samuel 
Sheptoo,  who  is  an  energetic  and  efficient  officer,  and  does  what  he  can  to  keep  the  affairs 
of  liis  Brandi  in  the  right  trim. 

**Thia,  I  may  say,  is  an  iron  and  coal  country,  and  therefore  our  converts  are  mostly 
people  who  are  engaged  in  that  line.  The  iron  trade  seems  to  be  on  the  wane,  generally, 
Mid  tiie  iMn  are  put  on  about  half  time.  In  the  ceal  trade  there  appears  to  be  no 
diminution,  though  it  is  not  brisk.  It  is  stated  that  the  coal  exports  of  Cardiff  last  year 
amovnted  to  6,700,079  tons;  Newport,  Men.,  1,565,233  tons,  and  Swansea,  84,050  tons* 
This  ought  to  show  that  the  collier  is  no  idler."

The  project  for  establishing  an  Irish  colony  near  Corinne  has  fizzled. 
Daniel  Oamble,  an  old  and  well-known  citizen  of  Ogden,  died  on  the  6tli 
of  August 

The  People's  Party  came  off  victorious  in  every  county  in  the  Territory  at 
*  the  recent  election. 

And  now  Sevier  County  is  to  have  a  newspaper,  with  the  title  of  the  JSeho^ 
published  at  Richfield. 

John  D.  Telford,  of  Lewiston,  Cache  County,  was  accidentally  killed  on 
the  3rd  of  August  through  the  running  away  of  his  team. 

Brother  Ward  K  Pack,  of  Kamas,  who  some  time  since  had  his  right  hand 
mangled  in  a  saw  mill,  has  recently  had  his  arm  amputated. 

President  John  Taylor  and  a  number  of  other  prominent  Church  efficiala 
were  visiting  and  preaching  through  Bear  Lake  Valley  at  last  accounts. 

The  sum  of  $2,413  has  recently  been  expended  by  the  heirs  of  the  lat» 
President  Brigham  Young  in  improving  the  private  cemetery  in  which  hi» 
body  reposes. 

The  hopes  of  the  Ogdenites  are  again  raised  by  the  prospect  of  permanent 
aiid  extensive  depot  buildings  being  erected  at  that  place  by  the  U.  P.  and 
C  P.  railroads. 

A  cow  shed  at  Franklin  was  recently  struck  and  set  on  fire  by  lightning 
and  two  boys  who  were  milking  cows  underneath  it  were  stunned  by  the 
shock,  but  neither  of  them  hurt  seriously. 

Moses  W.  Taylor  has  been  elected  by  the  City  Council  of  Salt  Lake  City 
to  the  office  of  Assessor  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  which  office  had  been  rendered 
vacant  by  the  death  of  the  late  Wm.  W.  Taylor. 

Farry't  Literary  Journal^  is  the  title  of  a  32-page  monthly  magazine  to  bo 
published  by  J.  H.  Parry  &  Co.,  of  Salt  Lake  City.  Utah  will  soon  be  well 
supplied  with  newspapers  and  magazines  at  the  present  rate  of  increase. 
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A  Dumbor  of  Salt  Lake  bicyclists  have  gone  on  an  excursion  to  the  National  • 
Park,  on  the  Yellowstone,  making  the  journey  on  their  jiron  steeds  while 
their  camping  outfit  is  freighted  in  a  wagon. 

A  fire  occurred  ut  0;?den  on  the  evening  of  the  8th  uf  August,  in   the 
furniture  store  of  John  A.  Boyle.     Although  extinguished  before  it  had  mada  i 
much  headway,  the  damage  was  considerable  but  it  was  covered  by  insurance* 

There  was  bat  a  light  vote  polled  generally  at  the  recent  election  in  Utah, ' 
the  apathy  on  the  part  of  voters  among  the  People's  Party  bein^  due  moat . 
likely  to  the  weak  showing  or  entire  abdence  of  effort  among  the  opposition 
party. 

A  party  of  excursionists  raturninj  to  Brigham  City  from  a  trip  in  the - 
mountains  recently,  had  the  carriage  in  which  they  were  riding  overturned 
by  the  team  running  away,  :ind  two  of  them,  Alvirus  E.  Snow  and  his  sister 
Parentha,  were  seriously  hurt. 

The  municipality  of  Ogden  h:is  purchased  the  stock  in  the  Water  Works 
Co.  of  that  city  which  was  held  by  individuals,  amounting  to  $36,688,  so  that 
the  city  now  has  full  control  of  the  water  by  which  it9  inhabitants  ore 
supplied  for  domestic  purposes. 

Elder  C.  W.  Penrose  has  been  chosen  as  Counselor  to  the  President  of  the 
Salt  Lake  Stake  of  Zion,  in  the  place  of  Elder  D.  0.  Calder  lately  deceased;, 
and  Elder  John  Q.  Cannon  has  been  selected  as  Stake  reporter  in  the  place 
of  Elder  W.  W.  Taylor,  who  also  recently  died. 

There  is  some  talk  of  a  newspaper,  democratic  in  its  politics  and  independ- 
ent or  neutral  in  everything  else,  being  started  in  Salt  Lake  City.    It  wil  . 
probably  supersede  the  Eoenin^j  Chronicle,  a  weak- voiced  echo  of  the  scandal* 
ous  Tribune,  and  it  is  to  be  entitled  the  Salt  Lake  American. 

Hopt,  the  thrice-convicted  murderer,  is  posing  as  a  martyr  to  "MormoD* 
intolerance.  He  has  written  a  long  and  incoherent  letter  to  the  Me%senger^  a 
newspaper  published  in  Illinois,  denouncing  the  "  Mormons"  nod  appealing  to 
the  charitable  for  money  to  aid  in  securing  another  trial  and  restoring  his 
"  innocent  conscience."

valuable  thing  of  the  kind  ever  gotten  up." 

.  ^ohn  Beck,  |of  Lehi,  has  purchased  the  farm  formerly  owned  by  J.  C 
Naile,  on  the  west  aide  of  Utih  Lake,  near  the  head  of  the  Jordan,  and  ii 
making  a  pleasure  resort  of  it    It  possesses  many  natural  advantages  for  ths 
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purpose  designed,  such  as  warm  medicinal  springs,  beautiful  prospect,  easy 
access  to  the  lake  for  bathing,  boating  or  fishing,  plenty  of  wild  game  fo 
hunting,  etc 

A  recent  Union  Pacific  train  had  a  pretty  hard  time  of  it  near  Julesburg. 
A  phenomenal  hailstorm  came  up,  and  in  a  few  moments  every  window  on 
one  side  of  the  train  was  destroyed,  even  the  heavy  plute-glass  lights  of  the 
Pallman  *^  Canon  City"  sharing  the  fate  of  the  re;»t  The  woodwork  of  the 
■^an  waa  dinted  in  many  places,  and  old  railroaders  say  it  was  the  most

The  manufacture  of  ready-made  clothing  from  home-made  materials  is  to 
be  sdded  to  the  numerous  branches  of  business  already  successfully  operated 
by  Zioa's  Co-operative  Mercantile  Institution  of  Salt  Lake  City.  An  ex* 
-perienced  foreman  cutter  has  been  sent  for  to  England,  and  by  the  time  he 
arrives  there  everything  will  be  in  readiness  for  doing  an  extensive  business, 
ikiat  will  effectually  tend  to  check  importations  of  clothing  from  abroad. 

An  ingCDious  miller  named  R  Q.  Knudsen,  of  Big  Cottonwood,  who  has 
in  addition  to  the  usual  products  of  a  grist  mill  been  for  some  time  past 
making  a  specialty  of  p&irl  barley,  has  recently  made  the  necessary  machinery 
for  the  manufacture  of  o.itmeal  of  various  grades,  and  is  now  turning  out 
that  excellent  article  of  diet,  of  a  quality  fully  equal  to  the  Scotch  oatmeal. 
He  will  probably  be  able  to  supply  the  local  demand  for  this  article  here* 
after,  and  dispense  with  the  necessity  of  importing  any  more.  Utah  raises 
as  good  oats  as  any  country  can  produce,  and  we  see  no  reason  why  oatmeal 
•hould  not  in  time  become  a  product  for  export,  instead  of  it  being  imported 
to  the  Territory. 

The  Tabernacle  Choir  of  Salt  Lake  City  lately  enjoyed  a  day's  "  out"  at 
the  granite  quarry,  mouth  of  Little  Cottonwood  cnnyon,  and  returned  quite 
enthusiastic  in  their  praise  of  Superintendent  James  Livingston  and  his 
focee  of  qvarrymen  for  the  manner  in  which  they  were  entertained,  and  the 
•iMy  style  in  which  they  have  fixed  up  their  temporary  quarters  in  that 
legfon.  It  seems  that  the  qnarrymen  spend  their  leisure  time  in  cultivating 
garden  plots,  raising  choice  flowers,  and  decorating  the  rustic  homes  in  which 
they  reside  during  the  week  while  they  are  at  work,  vieing  with  each  other 
IB  the  production  of  the  beautiful.  The  place  is  described  as  a  veritable 
paradise  in  appearance. 

Ammon  M.  Tenney,  of  St.  Johns,  Arizona,  was  arrested  last  month  on  a 
charge  of  practicing  polygamy,  and  bound  over  in  the  sum  of  $5,000  to 
appear  the  present  month  before  the  U.  S.  Commissioner  for  examination.

PRECIOUS      BLOOD. 


(Fromthe  Utah  Journal.) 

WHERE  are  wet  How  old  is  the  worldt  How  long  ia  it  since  Christ  ■ 
was  cruciBedl  Is  ther  story  of  the  American  revolution  a  myth?  Was 
there  mo  Heclaration  of  Independence?  Is  the  American  Constitution  a  ' 
thing  that  has  really  been  created,  or  is  it  a  Utopian  dream  of  the  future? 
By  what  means  are  we  to  ascertain  whether  we  are  living  in  the  dark  days 
of  the  InqnisiMon,  or  in  the  full  blaze  of  the  boasted  Nineteeth  Century! 
The  Stars  and  Stripes^are  they  after  all  but  a  hollow,  mocking  symbol  of 
liber^    Our  government  and  laws-— is  it  true  that  they  exist  only  in  name)  ' 

Jo  the  light  of  the  shocking,  horrifjdng  news  that  comes  from  Tennessee, 
weil  may  these  and  kindred  questions  be  asked.     At  least  two  servants  of 
the  true  and  living  Gk>d,  for  no  other  offense  than  their  allegiance  to  Him, ,. 
have  been  murdered  in  oold  blood  by  a  masked  mob  of  sanguinary  wretches, 
and  no  less  than  three  innocent  victims  were  put  to  death  by  the  same  i 
misoreants  for  no  other  offense  than  changing  their  religious  belief  and  • 
adopting  an  unpopular  faith. 

A  deed  has  been  done  in  Tennessee  that  thrills  the  civilized  world  with 
horror.  Indeed,  good,  kind  Mother  Earth,  as  the  soil  upon  her  bosom  was 
diiiiking  in  the  blood  of  the  innocent  victims,  shook  and  trembled  as  if  with 
gri^  and  abhorrence  at  the  fearful  crime,  and  many  people  in  Pennsylvania, 
New  Jersey,  New  York  City  and  State,  and  as  far  north  and  east  as  Portland, 
Mftine,  felt  the  floors  and  vralls  of  their  homes  rock  and  sway,  and  the  earth 
neve  with  a  violent  agitation  beneath  their  feet,  as  the  blood  of  the  Lord's 
akiointed  sank  into  the  ground. 

And  no  wonder  that  even  the  foundations  of  the  everlasting  hills  quaked  * 
aiM'  were  moved,  for  the  tragedy  of  Tennessee  is  one  that  appalls  in  the  oon-  ' 
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templatioD  both  mortals  and  immortals,  and  well  might  We  expect  to  witness 
in  conneclion  with  it  a  manifestation  of  the  abhorrence  of  even  the  dumb 
elements  and  speechless  stones.  The  field  of  Abel,  the  Mount  of  Calvary 
and  the  gaol  of  Carthage  are  the  trinity  of  tragic  scenes  whose  number  is 
now  increased  to  four,  and  to  all  the  heavens  one  more  testimony  is  given 
that  the  world  is  not  worthy  of  those  whom  God  has  sent  to  save  iL 

We  give  herewith  a  lengthy  account  of  the  history  of  the  work  of  the  Qos- 
pel  in  the  vicinity  in  which  the  tragedy  occurred;  also  a  letter  written  bj 
Elder  John  H.  Gibbs,  one  of  the  slain,  to  a  young  convert  recently  gathered 
to  Zion.  The  letter  reveals  the  noble,  zealous,  hopeful  spirit  of  the  writer, 
and  the  joy  he  felt  in  the  work  in  which  he  was  engaged,  even  though  beset, 
as  he  knew  himself  to  be,  by  imminent  danger  from  foes  who  thirsted  for  his 
blood.  The  letter  was  never  intended  for  publication,  but  wo  are  sure  its 
perusal  will  arouse  a  deep  sympathy  and  admiration  for  the  writer.  Its 
jovial,  familiar,  hearty,  earnest  tone  comports  faithfully  with  the  disposition 
its  writer  usually  manifested  in  his  associations  with  his  friends,  and  the 
whole  letter  proves  how  eager  he  was  to  do  good  and  to  save  men. 

We  knew  Brother  John.  H.  Gibbs  well.  He  was  a  young  man  of  unsur- 
passed courage,  moral  and  physical;  staunch  and  true;  a  warm  friend;  a 
genial,  jovial  and  boon  companion;  a  youth  of  spotless  life  and  irreproachable 
habits  and  a  Saint  having  convictions  of  the  truth  as  immovable  as  adamants 
We  deplore  his  death  and  execrate  his  murderers,  while  we  crown  his 
memory  with  a  martyr's  laurels.  A  glorious  life  awaited  him,  but  after  all 
it  coufd  not  have  ended  more  gloriously  than  it  has. 

Of  Elder  Berry,  the  other  martyr,  we  know  but  little.  He  iired  ia 
Kanarra,  Southern  Utah.  No  doubt  he  was  worthy  of  a  martyr's  crown, 
and  tii  be  the  companion  in  death  of  his  noble  comrade,  and  their  murdered 
brothers  and  sister,  beneath  whose  roof  and  in  whose  company  they  died. 
Unbroken  be  the  rest  of  all  of  them,  and  imperishable  be  their  metnory. 

The  tragedy  seems  to  have  occurred  on  Sunday  forenoon,  Aug.  lOtb^  bat 
the  news  did  not  reach  Logan  until  Tuesday  afternoon.  On  that  evening  a  ' 
telephone  message  was  sent  to  Hyrum,  and  thence  forwarded  to  Paradise, 
communicating  to  Sister  Gibbs  the  heart-breaking  intelligi^ooe.  At  first, 
grief  surpassed  the  power  of  words  to  express,  and  she  could  not  be  com- 
forted In  comm«n  with  tens  of  thousands  of  Saints  in  all  the  worid  wo 
pray  God  to  comfort  her,  and  those  who  with  her  are  bereaved,  not  forgetting^ 
the  stricken  ones  who  will  wait  in  vain  for  Elder  Berry's  return  from  his 

mission.

Brother  J.  D.  Westbrook,  who  was  baptized  at  Cane  Creek,  Dee.  IS,  1881, 
by  Elder  Thomas  Merrill,  of  Richmond,  and  who  arrived  in  Fluradise  Jiuj  11,  ) 
1884,caHed  at  the  Jout-nal  office  on  the  14thv  and  gave  us  mueh  inibrmatioii 
^concerning  the  work  of  the  Gospel  and  the  general  state  of  afhirs  at  Oans 
<7ceek  and  in  that  vicinity.  Brother  Westbrook  is  a  young  man  who  was 
tborn  and  raised  at  Cane  Creek,  is  acquainted  with  all  the  inabitants  of  thai 
vicinity,  and  with  all  the  Eiders  who  have  labored  there  since  thai  field  was 
opbOHsd  five  years  ago.  He  was  warmly  attached  to  Elder  Gibbs,  Ihroo^ 
wbi*9S  instrumentality  he  was  enabled  to  come  lo  Utah.     Elder  Gibbs  wrote 
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oliis  brother-in-law,  Brother  J.  F.  Wright,  of  Paradise,  warmly  recommeDd- 
ng  Brother  Westbrook  to  him,  whereupon  Brother  Wright  sent  the  latter 

means  to  pay  his  fare  to  Utah.     Brother  Westbrook  has  been  making  hia 

home  with  Brother  Wright  ever  since  his  arriTal. 

Following  are  such  particulars  and  items  of  interest  connect-ed  with  the 

tragedy  as  were  gleaned  by  us  from  Brother  Westbrook  during  a  lengthy 

interview: 

James  Cimdor,  the  head  of  the  Condor  family,  owned  a  farm  at  Cane 
Creek  of  about  300  acres,  and  was  considered  to  be  in  good  circumstances. 
His  wife's  maiden  name  was  Melinda  Carroll.  She  married  a  man  named 
Hatson,  by  whom  she  had  a  son,  John  Riley.  Her  first  husband  died  and 
•he  married  James  Condor,  by  whom  she  had  a  son,  Martin,  and  two  daugh* 
tei^  Rachel  Ann  and  Lovisa  Jane..  The  preaent  sheriff  of  the  county, .John 
Carroll,  is  brother  to  Sister  Condor. 

Daring  the  early  months  of  the  present  year  a  strong  Branch  of  the  Church 
Has  built  up  at  Cane  Creek,  mainly  through  the  labors  of  Elder  Qibba,  and 
a  log  meeting  house  wiis  built  by  the  Saints.  Ever  siuce  the  work  of  the 
Gospel  began  to.get  a  foothold  there,  the  Elders  have  at  frequent  intervals 
been  threatened  with  violence  or  death  by  mobocratic  spirits  in  the  vicinity. 
On  the  11th  day  of  May  last  an  armed  mob  destroyed  by  fire  the  Saints' 
meeting  house,  and  it  is  understood  that  they  intended  at  that  time  to  kill 
or  drive  out  of  that  region  the  Elders  who  were  laboring  there.  This  they 
did  not  accomplish,  however,  as  the  Saints  had  so  many  friends,  among 
whom  was  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  who  was  present  when  the  meeting  house 
was  burned. 

David  Hinson,  one  of  the  mobbers  who  was  killed,  was  a  local  preacher  of 
the  Methodist  persuasion.  Brother  Westbrook  thinks,  and  it  may  hence  be 
ioferred  that  he  was  a  leader  of  the  mob.  He  lived  on  Brushy  Fork,  off 
Ouie  Creek,  about  seven  miles  from  the  Condor  farm,  and  was  about  thirty 
yean  of  age.  Brother  Westbrook  says  that  Joe  Young,  the  other  mobber 
who  was  killed,  is  a  stranger  to  him,  and  thinks  he  is  not  a  resident  of  the 
Tietnity. 

Brother  James  Cmdor,  the  father,  was  baptized  about  five  years  ago  by 
Elder  Argyle,  so  Brother  Westbrook  thinks.  All  his  family  were  friendly  to 
the  Elders,  but  none  of  them  were  baptized  until  the  31st  of  last  Jauuaryi 
when  his  wife.  Sister  Melinda  Condor,  his  eldest  daughter,  Rachel  Ann,  aged 
18  years,  and  Sister  Condor's  eldest  son,  named  John  Riley  Hutson,  aged 
17  years  {by  a  former  husband),  wero  baptized.  An  account  of  the  baptism  of 
Brother  Condor's  son  Martin,  who  was  21  yearj  of  age  on  the  3rd  of  last  March, 
is fivea  in  Brother  Qibbs' letter  printed  elsewhere.  His  daughter,  Lovisa 
Jane,  a^d  about  14,  was  baptized  in  May  last. 

Brother  Condor*^  son  Martin,  and  his  step-son  John  Riley  Hutson,  had 
always  been  devoted  in*  their  friendship  for  the  Elders,  had  often  armed 
Ihemaelves  and  traveled  with  the  missionaries  to  protect  them,  and  had 
always  jhown  a  disposition  and  desire  to  stand  between  them  and  all  harm 
from  their  mobocratic  enemies.  These  two  young  mea  were  dreaded  by  the 
mobocrais  of  the  vicinity.    The  latter  had  often  made  threats  of  ▼iolenco 
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towards  the  Elders,  and  in  order  to  be  prepared  for  them,  Martin  and  his 
half  brother,  John  Riley,  each  always  kept  a  loaded  double-barreled  gun. 
hanging  over  the  two  doors  of  the  Condor  farmhouse,  ready  for  instant  use. 

There  was  a  Branch  of  thirty-one  members  at  Cane  Creek  before  these  three 
were  killed.    Of  these,  twenty-two  have  been  baptized  by  Elder  Qibbs  since 
the  first  day  of  last  January.     The  other  nine  were  baptized  at  various  times- 
within  the  last  five  years  by  different  Elders  who  have  traveled  and  labored 
in  that  region. 

I.  T.  Garrett,  at  whose  house  the  mob  found  an  Elder,  is  spoken  of  by 
Brother  Westbrook  in  high  terms.  He  met  Elders  Argyle  and  Qames  at 
Indian  Creek,  five  miles  from  Cane  Creek,  in  the  summer  of  1879,  and  gave 
them  a  cordial  invitation  to  visit  him  at  Cane  Creek.  They  did  so^  and  in 
this  way  the  Qospel  was  first  brought  there.  Mr.  Garrett  has  never  been 
baptized,  but  he  has  always  befriended  the  Elders,  has  armed  himself  and 
traveled  with  them  to  protect  them,  and  has  proven  himself  to  be  a  noble, 
brave  and  honorable  man. 

All  the  inhabitants  of  Cane  Creek,  within  a  radius  of  about  two  miles, 
w*ere  Saints,  except  Mr.  Garrett  and  family,  and  his  son-in-law,  Bichard 
Baker,  and  his  family.    Mr.  Baker  was  favorable  towards  the  Saints. 

Brother  Westbrook  surmises  that  the  twelve  masked  men  comprising  the - 
mob  came  from  various  parts  of  the  county,  and  that  they  had  backing  out- 
side of  their  own  number.    Lewis  County  is  in  a  region  where  the  Ku-EIux 
have  often  operated,  where  "  moonshiners''  and  other  desperate  characters 
.abpund,  and  where  the  laws  have  often  been  overridden  and  defied. 

John  Carroll,  the  brother  of  Sister  Condor,  one  of  the  murdered  Saints,  is 
spoken  of  by  Brother  Westbrook  as  a,  brave,  resolute,  honorable  man  and  a 
good  officer.  He  has  been  sheriff  of  the  county  for  six  years.  Brother  West* 
brook  expresses  himself  as  being  confident  that  there  are  enough  law-abiding  • 
citizetis  in  the  county  to  insist  upon  a  yigorous  prosecution  of  the  murderers, 
and  that  the  latter  will  be  arrested  if  they  can  possibly  be  found. 

Cane  Creek  contains  about  twenty  houses,  and  is  situated  about  sixteen 
miles- south  of  Centreville,  a  station  on  the  line  of  the  Nashville  and  Tus- 
caloosa railroad,  having  a  population  of  about  1,500.     It  is  in  the  midst  of  a 

rugged,  rolling  timber  country.

"  Jackson,  Madison  Co.,  Tenn.,  June  17, 1884. 
•*  John  Westbbook,  Esq.,  Paradise,  Utah. 

"  Dtar  Brother^ — I  have  been  anxiously  looking  for  a  letter  from  you.  But 
I  see  you  are  like  aU  the  rest  of  these  'Mormons,*  once  they  get  out  of  Babylon  ' 
and  land  in  Zion,  they  then  forget  us  poor  fellows  who  remain.  Well| 
Brother  John,  I  will  pardon  you,  for  I  just  received  a  letter  from  Sister 
Gijbbs  telling  me  that  you  have  one  started  on  the  road,  so  if  everything 
works  well  it  will  be  here,  or  somewhere  else  where  I  get  my  mailj  soon.  I 
sh^l  be  glad'  to  liear  how  you  get  along,  and  how  you  got  along  over  the 
journey,  etc. 

**  Well,  I  am  so  full  of  news  that  will  be  interesting  to  you  that  I  scarcely 

know  where  to  commence. .  I  guess  I  will  go  back  a  month  or  so.  to  Caaa 
Creek,  where  we  used  to  have  some  good  old  times  together.    neiliyoiL 
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liave  b«ard  that  I  have  been  baptizing  more  on  Cane  Creek,  wh^re  there  is 
•  plenty  of  water/  Yes,  John,  it  is  true,  and  among  the  crowd  was  Martin. 
I  will  tell  you  how  I  converted  him:  I  was  just  about  to'  leave,  and  I  looked 
around  for  Martin  to  give  him  my  last  farewell  shake,  but  I  found  he  had 
^ne  to  work  up  to  Mr.  Qarrett's  pea  ground.  I  was  going  by  way  of  Indian 
Ch^k,  ao  I  called  on  him.  I  called  him  up,  and  shook  hands  and  bade  him 
,  .good-by.  I  then  turned  in  my  saddle  and  asked  hira  if  he  remembered  niy 
testimony  to  him.  He  said  *  yes,'  he  thought  so.  *  Well,*  said  I,  *  for  fear 
you  have  forgotten  it,  let  me  bear  it  to  you  again,  which  may  be  my  last' 
I  then  gave  it  to  him  with  all  the  vim  I  had,  and  I  noticed  a  change  come 
over  him,  and  he  said:  'I  must  be  baptized  before  you  leave.'  So  you  see 
the  hardest  boy  on  Cane  Creek  is  caught,  and  I  tell  you  there  is  a  powerful 
change  in  him;  he  looks  like  another  man. 

Well,  I  called  a  meeting,  and  same  day  at  three  o'clock  baptized  foiir 
others  besides  him.  Now  let  me  tell  you  their  names:  Lovisa  Jane  Condor, 
Wm.  Talby,  Sherman  Winters  and  Joel  Winters.  On  the  day  before  I  bab- 
tized  Willian  Willis,  Fanny  Willis  and  Andrew  Talby.  I  tell  you  we  did 
have  a  good  time  at  those  baptizings.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  felt,  so 
much  so,  that  our  enemies  who  had  burned  our  little  meeting  house  fell  back 
stricken. 

•'Well,  I  thought  my  work  was  now  through  on  Cane  Creek  and  coE(&- 
menced  to  shake  hands.  There  was  not  a  dry  eye  in  the  place.  It  seemed 
that  the  parting  with  them  was  equal  to  leaviog  home. 

'*  Well,  I  had  done  shaking  hands  with  them  all  and  was  just  coming' out  pf 
the  creek  when  Bash  Talby  came  up  to  me  and  said,  'Brother  Qibbs,  I  have 
done  what  you  told  me.'  I  had  told  him  to  pray  for  the  Lord  to  show  hiin 
what  he  should  do  in  regard  to  being  baptized,  and  after  he  prayed  the  Lord 
would  answer  his  prayer,  and  he  would  not  be  able  to  sleep  comfortiable  qna 
more  night  until  he  was  baptized.  He  continued  by  saying,  'I  have  received 
an  answer  to  my  prayer,  and  I  have  not  slept  a  wink  since;  I  want  to  be 
baptized.'  Well,  this  gave  me  another  trip,  and  on  the  25th  of  May  I  came 
back.  The  Saints  all  were  so  pleased,  and  we  had  a  good  circulation  of 
the  appointment,  so  that  many  had  come  from  far  and  near.  We  hud  another 
of  those  good  old  times.  I  baptized  Bash  first  and  in  comes  John  Thomas 
Carroll  to  the  surprise  of  all  the  congregation. 

"Next  day  we  were  about  leaving,  and  two  more  applied  for  baptism,  and 
these  I  baptized  on  Monday.  They  were  John  Thomas  Carroll's  wife  and 
his  mother,  and  if  I  had  staid  another  day,  I  believe  I  would  have  baptized 
four  more.  Well,  when  I  arrived  at  Shady  1  found  the  same  feeling  there, 
and  two  more  applied  and  I  'dipped'  them  then  and  there.  So  thus  the  good 
'    work  goes  on.    I  have  baptized  in  all  41  and  helped  in  others. 

"Ton  cannot  believe  nor  imagine  how  well  pleased  Brother  and  Sister 
Oondor  were.  Oh,  how  the  tears  did  roll  down  when  they  saw  their  wild 
boy  pntting  on  the  armor  of  righteousness.  All  are  well  on  Cane  and  a  good 
feeling  exists.  I  did  hate  to  part  with  them;  so  also  at  Shady.  And  I  had 
the  same  struggle  at  Love's  Branch;  the  Saints  became  so  much  attached  to 
me;  also  at  Fuller's  Branch,  and  in  fact  in  every  place  where  the  true-heartCId 
Latter-day  Saint  is,  who  had  listened  to  my  teachings. 
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*'  Well,  Brother  John,  I  have  said  enough  about  my  travels  there  in  the 
conference.  I  will,  be  short  in  my  travels  since.  I  am  now  in  Madiftoii 
county;  have  been  til^9ugh  Humphreys,  Benton,  Carroll,  Gibson  and  ao  on* 
I  intend  going  to  Obron;  if  I  do  I  shall  hunt  up  your  mother  and  try  to  see 
her. 

"  We  are  having  our  ups  and  downs  at  this  work  like  all  the  rest;  bat  still 
we  meet  some  clever  gentlemen,  and  at  times  are  treated  well,  at  other  tioiee 
rough,  and  at  other  times  'right  smartly*  rough.  Well,  \veare  blessed  and 
have  been  delivered  thus  far.  The  Lord  is  on  our  side;  hence  we  hare  no 
need  to  fear. 

Brother  Westbrook,  now  you  are  in  Zion,  let  me  advise  you  not  to  nei^eci 
your  secret  prayers,  and  be  sure  and  be  humble,  and  be  willing  and  ready  to 
do  everything  Brother  and  Sister  Wright  tell  you  to  do,  and  you  will  coaie 
out  0.  K.  Try  to  win  their  affection,  by  being  true  to  them;  the  same  with 
all  you  may  associate  with.  Now  be  careful  who  you  associate  with;  keep 
good  company;  do  not  drink  intoxicants;  don't  take  to  swearing  or  uaing  bad 
language.

Gk>d  bless  you,  dear  brother,  in  all  your  lawful  undertakings  through 
life.  Seek  earnestly  for  the  Spirit  of  Qod.  Plead  with  Him  for  a  testimony 
of  this  work.  Remember  your  devotions  daily  to  Him  who  is  ever  ready  to 
bless.  Accept  of  my  kind  love.  I  ask  you  to  remember  me  in  your  prayers. 
Give  my  kind  love  to  Brother  and  Sister  Wright,  and  my  sweet  little  niece, 
,  Martha  M.,  and  all  the  family.    I  am,  as  ever,  your  friend  and  Brother,

MOBOCRATIC  SPIRIT  IN   NORTH   CAROLINA. 


A  recent  issue  of  the  Deseret  Newt  contains  a  letter  written  by  Elder  CL 
F.  Christensen  (a  boy  missionary,  not  yet  out  of  his  teens)  from  Aaron,  Mitchell 
Ca,  N.C.,  Aug.  4,  1884,  which  shows  that  the  spirit  of  mobocracy  is  abroad 
in  that  as  well  as  other  States.    It  reads  as  follows: 

*'  We  have  had  things  pretty  lively  in  our  missionary  labors  of  late;  have 
met  a  number  of  ministers,  and  several  of  them  have  pushed  and  urged 
matters  so  far  that  we  have  had  to  debate  with  them.  Elder  Garner  has 
always  put  me  ahead  in  our  debates,  as  I  have  been  in  the  field  the  looge» 
I  have  felt  weak  at  times  when  I  had  an  aged  man  who  has  been  preaching 
for  years  to  oppose  me,  but  when  I  get  started  all  fear  leaves  me,  and  so  far 
it  has  been  given  up  and  admitted  by  a  majority  that  I  have  gained  the 
argument  according  to  the  Scripturea  The  ministers  find  that  they  cannot 
do  anything  with  us  from  the  Bible,  they  are  therefore  doing  all  in  their

power  to  raise  mobs  against  qs.  Yesterday,  Aug.  3rdy  being  Sunday,  we  had 
an  appointment  out  to  preach.  A  Baptist  preacher  hearing  the  news,  gave 
out  one  after  ours  for  the  same  place,  same  day,  same  hour.  We  all  met 
yesterday  and  he  tore  loose,  scandalizing  all  he  could.  We  asked  him  what 
he  was  going  to  preach  from,  the  Bible  or  some  noTeU  published  against  us 
by  oar  enemies.  He  replied, '  From  your  history.'  I  asked  him  if  he  knew 
these  histories  he  had  to  be  correct  He  answered  '  Yes.'  I  then  inquired  if 
he  had  ever  been  in  Utah.  He  said  '  No;  if  I  had,  I  should  never  have  got 
away  again.'  I  then  stated  that  there  were  three  railroads  in  the  Territory, 
and  it  was  absurd  to  make  such  a  statement  At  this  he  made  for  me,  drew 
back  his  fist  and  threatened  to  strike  me.  If  it  had  not  been  for  our  friends 
he  would  no  doubt  have  done  so.  This  came  nearly  causing  an  uproar  with 
the  crowd,  but  it  finally  passed  over  without  a  blow  being  struck.  We  went 
to  an  adjacent  house  and  held  a  splendid  meeting.  This  preacher  had  a  lot 
of  ten  cent  novels  that  are  published  about  us  as  a  people.  A  big  yam 
about  the  Mountain  Meadow  massacre,  eta    This  was  his  whole  talk. 

^  But  to  return  to  ourselves.  In  passiug  along  a  trail  we  had  to  travel  we 
observed  a  notice  pinned  on  a  tree  to  this  effect:  *  You  Mormons  had  better 

be  getting  away  if  you  don't  want  to  catch  h 1.     I  only  give  you  three 

hoars  to  leave  this  country.     Your  days  are  up  if  you  don't     You  will  be 

lynched  this  day.    G d ^your  souls  to  h 1.'    This  we  got  just  befoie 

oar  meeting  yesterday,  so  we  are  now  on  borrowed  time,  and  yet  in  the  same 
neighborhood. 

^  Last  night  at  8  p.m.  several  guns  and  pistols  were  fired  just  outside  the 
house  where  I  was  staying.  We  all  remained  in  the  house,  and  nobody  tried 
to  get  in  or  spoke  loud,  but  we  could  hear  them.  Finally  all  went  off,  and 
we  heard  no  more  during  the  night  This  morning  two  blood-thirsty 
ruffians  came  and  abused  us  considerably.  I  talked  quite  straight  to  them 
and  they  went  off    All  is  peace  at  this  moment" 

MOBBING     IN     MISSISSIPPI. 


Is  the  Stab  of  Aug.  25th  we  published  a  letter  from  Elder  John  W.  Gailey, 
giving  an  account  of  a  mob  with  blackened  faces  having  roused  himself  and 
Elder  Joseph  Morrell  from  their  beds  in  the  middle  of  the  night  and  taken 
them  into  the  woods,  where  they  abused  and  threatened  them,  but  finally 
let  them  go  with  a  warning  that  they  were  not  to  be  found  in  that  region 
again.  Eider  J.  F.  Jolley,  writing  from  Mississippi  to  the  Deserct  NewM^ 
relates  this  same  circumstance  and  then  adds: 

*^ Having  two  appointments  about  eight  miles  distant  in  another  county, 
the  brethren  thought  they  would  ba  safe  to  fill  them,  but  in  this  they  were 
mistaken,  for  on  the  morning  of  July  24th,  at  3  a.m.,  they  were  again 
awakened  and  dragged  from  the  house  a  quarter  of  a  mile  into  the  woods, 
where  they,  after  receiving  a  considerable  cuasing,  and  threats  of  hanging, 
etc,  were  tied  with  a  rope  and  each  received  fifteen  or  more  lashes  across 
the  back  with  a  heavy  halter  strap,  double,  and  were  told  to  get  out  or  they 
would  be  hanged  next  time."

TESTIMONY    OF    EARTHQUAKES    AND    CYCLONES. 

On  the  very  day  that  our  brethren  were  assassinated  in  Tennessee,  qnite  a 

severe  shock  of  earthquake  was  experienced  throughout  the  Eastern  and 

North-eastern  States;  indeed,  it  is  said  that  six  distinct  shocks  were  felt  at 

Boston.    The  force  of  the  vibration  was  such  as  to  shake  down  houses  in 

some  parts,  sway  church  steeples  and  cause  the  bells  to  ring,  stop  clocka, 

rattle  furniture  about  and  bresik  considerable  glass  and  crockery  ware.   Ships 

'moored  in  the  Schuylkill  river  snapped  their  hawsers  and  were  with  difficult^ 

'prevented  from  going  ashore,  while  others  surged  against  the  wharf  with 

great  force  as  a  result  of  the  shock.    The  greatest  consternation  imaginable 

'ensued,  especially  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  very  tall  tenement  houses  of 

•New  York,  most  of  whom  rushed  'out  into  the  streets,  carrying  with  them 

isuch  of  their  effects  as  they  could  hastily  seize,  and  expecting  to  seethe 

houses  fall  in  or  come  toppling  over  upon  them.      The  shrieks  of  panic- 

'Stricken  women,  the  screaming  of  frightened  children,  and  the  cursing  and 

praying  of  men,  combined  to  produce  a  veritable  pandemonium  for  a  short 

time. 

The  damage  produced  by  the  shaking  which  that  region  of  country  received 

is  scarcely  worth  mentioning,  but  the  result  as  reported  is  significant  as 

showing  how  readily  people  are  alarmed  by  such  a  convulsion  of  nature. 

,  Thousands — we  might  even  say  millions — of  people  of  the  present  day  are 

'■  haunted  by  a  fearful  mistrust  or  foreboding  that  mighty  events  of  a  serioas 

nature  are  near  at  hand,  and  very  naturally  they  connect  their  impresaions 

'.upon  this  point  with  the  predictions  of  the  Savior,  as  well  as  the  ancient 

Ptophets,  in  regard  to  the  judgments  that  are  to  occur  in  the  last  days.    The 

■cyclones  with  whish  various  parts  of  the  world  have  been  visited  during  the 

past  few  years,  which  have  been  really  terrifying  in  their  nature,  have  been 

.  calculated  to  excite  such  a  feeling  as  this.    The  storm  that  visited  Great 

Britain  last  winter,  and  did  such  damage  to  the  forests  of  the  northern 

counties,  had  this  effect.     But  how  much  more  so  have  the  terrific  tornadoes 

that  have  swept  over  different  parts  of  the  United  States,  carrying  destruction 

in  their  train  I    In  numerous  instances  villages  have  been  destroyed,  and  the 

property  accumulated  through  years  of  toil   scattered  like  chaff  over  the 

'country.    Within  the  past  few  days  a  disaster  of  this  kind  has  occurred  In 

Indiana,  causing  great  destruction.      It  is  said  that  trees  were  uprooted| 
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•taei^  blown  down,  hundreds  of  buildings  wrecked,  river  boats  on  the  Ohio 
capfiiied,  and  one  ferry  steamer  sunk,  involving  the  loss  of  quite  a  number  of 
lives.    The  same  storm  is  also  said  to  have  obliterated  one  village  in  Illinois. 

These  hurricanes  have  become  so  common  in  the  Western  States  within 
the  past  few  years,  that  it  is  quite  common  now  for  those  living  in  villages  or 
upon  their  farms  to  provide  "  dug-outs,"  or  rooms  beneath  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  with  strong  roofs,  in  which  to  seek  refuge  when  the  hnrricano  comes. 

Of  course  meteorologists  try  to  account  upon  various  theories  for  the  fre- 
quent prevalence  of  these  storms  where  a  few  years  ago  they  were  unknown, 
bat  they  are  unablo  to  do  so  satisfactorily,  and  the  conviction  will  forcu  itself 
upon  the  minds  of  many  that  they  are  a  prelude  of  the  awful  judgments  of 
the  last  days.  They  have  reason,  too,  to  fear,  for  the  inhabitants  of  those 
districts  which  have  suffered  the  most  from  these  storms  have  very  generally 
rejected  the  Gospel  as  it  has  been  restored  to  the  earth  in  this  age,  and  many 
of  them  have  engaged  in  persecuting,  driving  from  their  midst  and  plunder- 
ing the  chosen  people  of  Gk>d.  They  have  spumed  the  testimony  of  the 
humble  *'  Mormon''  Elders  who  have  warned  them  of  coming  judgments,  and 
pointed  out  to  them  the  means  of  escape  therefrom,  and  in  many  instances 
treated  them  with  violence,  and  now  they  must  suffer  the  penalty. 

The  Lord  has  said  in  a  revelation  given  to  HLs  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  in 
December,  1832,  that  after  the  testimony  of  His  servants  sent  forth  through- 
out the  world  to  proclaim  the  Gospel  **  cometh  the  testimony  of  earthquakes, 
that  shall  cause  groaniags  in  the  midst  of  her,  and  men  shall  fall  upon  the 
ground,  and  shall  not  be  able  to  stand.  And  also  cometh  the  testimony  of 
the  voice  of  thundcrings^  and  the  voice  of  lightnings,  and  the  voice  of  tem- 
pests, and  the  voice  of  the  waves  of  the  sea,  heaving  themselves  beyond  their 
bounds.  And  all  things  shall  be  in  commotion;  and  surely,  men's  hearts 
shall  fail  tbeni;  for  fear  shall  come  upon  ail  people." 

In  a  revelation  given  in  September,  1832,  the  Lord  charges  His  servants  to 
go  forth  and  preach  the  Gospel,  and  says,  *'  Wo  unto  that  house,  or  that 
village  or  city  that  rejectetii  you,  or  your  words,  or  your  testimony  concern- 
ing me.  For  I  the  Almighty  have  laid  my  hands  upon  the  nations  to  scourge 
them  for  their  wickedness:  and  the  plagues  shall  go  forth,  and  they  shall  not 
be  taken  from  the  earth  until  I  have  completed  my  work  which  shall  be  cut 
short  in  righteousness." 

In  the  same  revelation  Bishop  Newel  K  Whitney  was  called  upon  to 
preach  the  Gospel  in  certain  citie.s,  the  destructiou  of  which  was  decreed  if 
they  rejected  the  message  he  was  sent  to  bear  to  them.  Here  is  what  is  said  of 
il:  **  Let  the  Bishop  go  unto  the  city  of  New  York,  also  to  the  city  of  Albany, 
and  also  to  the  city  of  Boston,  and  warn  the  people  of  those  cities  with  the 
■ound  of  the  Gospel,  with  a  loud  voice,  of  the  desolation  and  utter  abolish- 
ment which  await  them  if  they  do  reject  these  things;  for  if  they  do  reject 
these  things  the  hour  of  their  judgment  is  nigh,  and  their  house  shall  be  left 
'  unto  them  desolate." 

Those  cities  were  warned  occording  to  the  divine  injunction,  and  they  re- 
jected the  warning.  New  York  and  Boston  are  mentioned  in  the  account  of 
the  recent  earthquake  as  having  felt  the  shocks  rather  severely,  and  the  in- 
habitants of  those  cities  may  regard  it  as  a  very  slight  foretaste  of  the  doom 
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that  awaits  them,  unless  they  speedily  repent  and  have  the  decree  of  de» 
Btruction  revoked  through  gaining  the  divine  favor,  as  did  the  people  of 
Nineveh  in  olden  times.  G.  C.  Ia 


THE    TENNESSEE    MASSACRE. 


Ws  are  yet  unable  to  give  full  and  definite  particulars  concerning  the  murder 
of  our  brethren  on  the  10th  of  August  in  Tennessee,  but  the  main  facte  have 
reached  us,  and  we  will  state  them  briefly,  leaving  comments  and  details  for 
the  futura  Elders  John  H.  Gibbs,  Wm.  S.  Berry  and  Wm.  H.  Jones,  bad 
met  at  the  house  of  James  Condor,  on  Cane  Creek,  Lewis  Co.,  Tennessee^ 
that  S^ibbath  morning  for  the  purpose  of  holding  religious  service.  They  had 
been  there  but  a  short  time,  when  a  body  of  masked  men  rode  up  to  the 
house  and  fired  at  the  Elders,  instantly  killing  Elders  Gibbs  and  Berry  and 
wounding  Mrs.  Condor.  Martin  Condor  was  then  shot  and  killed,  and  his 
half-brother,  James  R  Hutson,  after  shooting  one  of  the  assassins,  met  tka 
same  fate.  Elder  Jones,  seeing  that  the  only  possible  chance  to  save  his  life 
was  by  running  to  the  woods,  fled,  followed  and  fired  at  by  some  of  the  mob^ 
but  escaped  unhurt^  Elder  Henry  Thompson,  who  was  found  by  the  mob  at 
the  house  of  Mr.  Garrett,  near  by,  also  managed  to  escape  to  the  woods,  where 
he  remained  without  food  or  water  for  thirty-six  hours,  after  which  he  was 
conducted  by  Mr.  Garrett  to  Shady  Grove. 

The  bodies  of  the  murdered  men  were  buried,  but  those  of  Eldera  Oibbe 
and  Berry  were  subsequently  taken  up  and  sent  to  Utah,  where,  at  last 
accounts,  they  were  expected  to  arrive  on  the  22nd  ult.  The  remains  of 
Elder  Gibbs  were  to  be  sent  to  Paradise,  Cache  Co.,  where  his  family  resideSi 
and  those  of  Elder  Berry  were  to  go  to  Kanarra,  Iron  Co.,  his  late  residenoe. 

President  Joseph  F.  Smith,  in  the  absence  of  Presidents  Taylor  and  Cannon, 
who  were  on  a  preaching  tour  in  Idaho,  published  a  request  that  memorial 
services  over  the  sorrowful  event  should  be  held  in  the  various  Stakes  of  Zion 
on  Sunday,  Aug.  24th.  The  notice  closed  with  a  recommendation  '*that 
moderation  and  the  patience  of  the  Gospel  be  observed  in  all  these  ceremonies, 
rendering  honor  and  regret  to  the  slain,  and  remembering  that  our  mission  is 
not  to  wreak  vengeance  on  the  ungodly,  but  to  preach  peace  on  earth  and 
good-will  to  all  men." 

The  Evening  l^elegram  (published  in  New  York)  of  the  25th  ult.,  contains 
a  dispatch  from  Salt  Lake  City,  which  states:  ''Memorial  services  in  the 
great  Mormon  Tabernacle  were  attended  by  immense  crowds  yesterday  in 
honor  of  the  martyr^i  from  Tennessee,  whose  bodies  arrived  three  days  ago. 
The  speakers  bewailed  the  wickedness  of  the  Gentiles,  and  said  it  was  better 
to  be  the  slain  than  the  slayers." 

The  fate  of  Mrs.  Condor  is  not  yet  known  to  us,  but  it  has  been  reported 
that  her  recovery  is  doubtful.  No  arrests  have  been  made,  but  the  €k)vemor 
of  Tennessee  has  offered  $1,000  for  the  apprehension  of  the  murderers.  David 
Hinson,  one  of  the  mob,  who  was  shot,  is  said  to  have  been  *'  one  of  the  most 
prominent  citizens  of  Hickman  County."  The  name  of  one  *^  Joe  Young;* 
supposed  to  be  one  of  the  mob,  is  also  mentioned  in  the  telegrams  as  having 
been  killed,  but  the  statement  iaoka  confirmation.  O.  C.  L.

NEWS  FROM  THE  EMIGRANTS. 

Elder  John  Reeve,  writing  from  on  board  the  Wyominrj^  uff  the  coast  of 
Ireland,  August  31,  1884,  says: 

**  At  the  request  of  Brother  Bennett,  who  is  feeling  » little  off  thie  moruing,  I  beg  to 
five  yon  »  few  partiealAn  of  onr  homeward  trip  this  far.  The  ihip  has  her  full  oomple- 
ment  of  passengers:  cabin,  90;  intermediate,  60;  steerage,  500;  total  660.  Brother 
Bennett,  whom  you  appointed  as  President  of  our  little  party  of  Saints,  went  straight  to 
work,  after  learing  Liverpool,  and  organised  the  company,  appointed  all  the  requisite 
offioen:  Chaplain,  Health  Inspectors,  Captain  of  the  Guard,  with  all  their  aids,  ooun- 
•elors,  and  assistants,  and  also  divided  the  company  into  wards,  with  Presidents, 
CounseUm  and  Teachers,  so  that  we  have  a  perfect  organisation  in  all  respects.  We 
found  several  of  the  Saints  had  failed  to  provide  themselves  with  bedding,  but  other* 
have  shared  with  them.  There  are  several  cases  of  sea-sickness  this  morning,  although 
we  have  a  smooth  sea.  The  weather  is  dull,  and  showery  at  times,  The  Saints  en  the 
whole  are  cheerful,  and  are  trying  to  encourage  each  other.  The  Elders  have  been  very 
hosy,  going  around  giving  advice  and  helping  such  as  required  assistance.  They  are  all 
fseUng  well  and  a  good  spirit  prevails,  notwithstanding  we  have  found  a  few  troublesome 
spirits  aboard  already  who  will  try  to  do  the  devil*s  work  of  stirring  up  strife  and  conten- 
tion if  possible;  but  Brother  Bennett  and  the  Elders  generally  have  advised  the  Saints  to 
have  nothing  to  do  with  such  persons,  and  be  very  careful  not  to  be  drawn  into  discussion 
with  them.  We  all  feel  to  ask  for  the  help  of  your  faith  and  prayers  and  of  all  the 
brethren  and  Saints  whom  we  have  left  behind,  and  we  feel  to  put  a  perfect  trust  in  God 
ear  heavenly  Father,  that  He  will  protect  us  from  all  harm  and  bring  us  through  in  per* 
feet  safety.  This  is  the  feeling  that  prevails,  and  while  writing  this  in  the  saloon,  I  can 
hear  the  Saints  on  deck  singing  their  hymns  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  God  inta 
whose  hands  we  have  committed  ourselves,  and,  come  what  may,  I  think  we  may  feel 
that  all  is  well  with  us. 

**  The  ship  is  speeding  along  very  steadily,  and  although  net  a  very  large  or  very  fast 
vessel,  the  feeling  prevails  that  she  is  a  good  and  safe  one.  We  are  informed  by  the 
parser  that  she  is  390  feet  long,  is  of  3,000  tons  burden,  and  carries  a  crew  of  115,  all  told. 
Captain  Douglas  seems  te  be  a  very  fine  specimen  of  a  British  mariner,  very  kind  and 
courteous  to  all,  and  is  spoken  very  highly  of  by  his  officers  and  crew.  All  the  officers 
vie  with  each  other  in  looking  after  the  comfort  of  the  passengers.  *' 

GOOD  REPORT  FROM    ELDER  AVILSON— BAPTISMS  IN  SCOTLAND  AND  IRELAND. 

Elder  George  Wilson  writes  ns  fellows  from  Belfast,  Aug.  26, 1884: 

**  While  visiting  in  Scotland  I  made  an  opening  among  some  strangers,  and  enjoyed 
one  of  the  most  pleasant  *  outs'  of  my  mission.  There  is  heartfelt  satisfaction  in  visiting^ 
among  Saints  where  you  have  labored.  The  greetings  of  old  friends  give  more  real 
pleasure  than  all  the  vain  glory  of  the  world.  I  visited  my  relatives  in  Ajnr^hire,  am^ 
had  the  pleasure  of  baptizing  seven  persons  into  the  fold  of  Christ.  This  was  in  a- 
meaaure  unexpected,  but  none  the  less  welcome.  It  was  a  proof  that  the  seed  sown  had 
brought  forth  fruit.  Thus  has  the  Lord  blessed  my  humble  efforts  in  bringing  a  few  of 
His  children  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth.  I  found  my  relatives  much  as  I  had  left  them 
thirty  years  ago,  glad  to  see  me  as  a  relative,  but  not  as  a  messenger  of  salvation.  They 
belong  to  different  sects,  but,  as  usual,  they  all  combined  in  a  grand  attack,  thinking  to 
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•overwhelm  me  m  confusion.  Bul^the  Lord  gave  me  strenfcih  to  nonplus  them.  The 
next  morning^  I  overheard  one  of  my  cousina  remark:  *  I  told  them  it  was  no  qm  talkitig 
to  him,  as  he  was  too  much  for  any  of  them.'  This  was  more  credit  than  I  expected  to 
receive,  and  proved  the  troth  of  the  scriptural  promise  that  the  weak  things  of  thft 
earth  should  be  made  to  confound  the  wise  and  the  mighty.  I  visited  a  number  of  old 
^ends,  some  of  whom  I  fomd  favorable  to  our  doctrines,  while  others  cared  nothing 
about  amy  form  of  religion — which  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  considering  the  false  doc- 
trines and  inconsistent  notions  of  so-called  Christianity.  I  am  invited  te  visit  them 
again  before  my  return,  and  what  the  result  will  be,  time  alone  can  determine.  On  my 
>retum  to  Partick  four  more  persons  presented  themselves  for  baptism,  and  you  may 
imagine  how  I  felt  to  rejoice.  It  was  with  feelings  of  regret  that  I  parted  with  the 
Saints  there,  whom  I  have  cause  to  love  so  welL  Elder  Marshall  and  I  both  fed  to 
(return  our  sincere  thanks  io  them  for  their  many  acts  of  kindness  while  in  their  midst. 
Elder  Marshall  nobly  assisted  in  preaching  the  word  and  bearing  testimony  to  the  tnitfa 
-of  the  latter-day  work. 

**  I  arrived  in  Belfast  in  due  time,  and  found  a  great  number  awaiting  my  return  with 
interest.  -  At  the  custom  house  I  have  large  and  attentive  audiences  as  usual.  Many 
•express  a  belief  in  the  doctrines  set  forth  by  us,  and  in  due  time  some  of  them  will  come 
forth  and  obey  them;  but  it  takes  time  for  people  to  get  over  their  prejudices  and  pee- 
'Conceived  notions.  One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  in  the  way  is  in  getting  access  to 
their  houses,  but  once  in,  we  are  like  a  severe  cold,  hard  to  get  out. 

"  There  in  no  labor  so  inviting  as  that  of  saving  souls.  There  is  a  comfort  in  lahoring 
among  Saints,  but  a  thousand  times  more  among  strangers,  for  every  faculty  of  the  mind 

-  is  1)rought  into  operation.  We  are  also  left  to  depend  oipon  the  promises  of  the  Lord, 
and  by  faith  prove  Him  true  to  Uis  word,  which  gives  us  confidence  in  the  hour  of 
adversity,  when  there  is  no  other  power  to  save.      We  then  realize  the  promises  sealed 

'  upon  our  heodK  by  the  AiK)8tle8  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  if  the  Elders  would  be  admonished 
by  my  experience,  they  would  leave  the  old  weedy  ruts  that  have  been  traveled  so  long 
and  break  up  new  (l(;id8,  where  the  soil  will  produce  in  its  strength.  Let  the  old  have  » 
rest;  it  is  nearly  worn  out.  It  will  take  a  little  time  to  produce  a  new  crop,  but  when  it 
does  come,  you  will  know  who  raised  it,  and  you  can  rejoice  in  the  midst  of  your  labo^ 
At  the  end  of  the  harvest  you  can  see  what  you  have  produced.  It  takes  a  little  courage 
and  capital  to  perform  this  labor  seccessfidly,  but  it  is  the  best  investment  I  ever  made 
in  my  life.     At  home  I  wasxalled  a  very  successful  farmer,  but  my  success  there  was 

'  nothing  compared  with  my  lost  venture;  not  for  the  great  amount  of  crop  gathered,  but 
for  the  bright  hopes  in  the  future.  One  plant*};  another  gathers.  It  will  be  so  in  my 
case.  I  have  labored  a  long  time  without -any  seeming  success,  but  at  last  a  little  fruit 
begins  to  appear.  The  entering  wedge  has  been  driven  at  last.  I  have  had  the  prtvilejg^ 
of  opening  the  Grospel  door  to  this  nation.  Six  persons  have  received  the  new  birth,  Bind. 
yon  can  imagine  my  feelings  in  being  able  to  gather  my  children  around  me  to  instnict 
them  in  the  ways  of  life  and  salvation.  In  a  few  days  a  number  will  be  added  to  o^ir 
rauks.  Elder  Marshall  has  baptized  one,  and  has  bright  hopes  for  the  future.  He  is 
laboring  with  great  zeal  among  the  people,  and  will  doubtless  accomplish  a  great  work. 
Brother  Wm.  Cavanangh  has  been  of  valuable  service  to  me  in  singing,  preaching,  and 
testifying  of  the  great  latter-day  work." 

THE   HOLLAND   MISSION. 

Elder  P.  J.  Lammers  writing  from  Amsterdam,  Holland,  Aug.  13,  1884, 
soys: 

*'  Since  my  last  writing  six  members  have  been  added  to  the  Church,  but  three  famiUet 
had  to  remove  from  the  houses  which  they  occupied  through  the  persecution  brought 
upon  them  on  account  of  my  staying  with  them.  Ilie  Saints  with  me  feel  welL  The 
local  Elder,  Brother  Smeding,  has  written  to  me  that  he  never  thought  there  wM  so 
uiuch  joy  in  preaching  the  Gospel,  and  yet  he  had  been  driven  out  of  a  little  city  called 
Ommen  with  pitchforks,  where  I  was  also  stoned  seventeen  years  aga    In  another  place 
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Cve  ftadents  and  a  reverend  gentleman  made  him  bo  much  trouble  that  the  people  closed 
their  doors  af^inst  him  and  his  life  was  endangered. 

"  I  was  at  the  island  called  Marken,  in  the  Zuider  Zee,  last  month,  where  the  Gospel 
never  had  been  preached  before.     I  distributed  tracts  at  some  of  the  houses,  but  I  found 
that  the  men  were  mostly  at  sea  fishing,  and  the  women  and  children,  cats  and  dogs,  ' 
wsR  in  the  ields,  getting  the  hay  home  in  small  boats.     I  had  a  fine  time  with  an  evan- 
gelist of  that  place,  who  had  built  himself  a  church  and  had  a  small  congregation.     My  . 
bofttman  had  directed  me  to  his  house  as  being  the  proper  place  for  a  missionary  to  go* 
ta'    I  thongfat  it  best  to  make  his  acquaintance,  and  prepared  myself  for  the  worst.    I  . 
was  made  very  welcome  at  hiu  place  as  a  missionary,  and  treated  with  mnoh  courtesy. 
Ht  was  a  bachelor,  48  years  of  age,  and  I  found  him  smoking  and  chewing  tobacco  as  if 
his  Ufe  depended  upon  it.    I  noticed  though  that  he  was  ashamed  of  it  on  learning  that   ' 
I  neither  made  use  of  tobacco,  tea  nor  coffee.    He  thought  I  must  certainly  be  a  stranger    - 
in  the  land.    Ue  was  just  about  to  go  to  visit  a  sick  man  who  was  dying,  and  invited.  ' 
me  to  go  with  him.     We  went  around  the  island  together,  found  the  hou«e  of  the  sick 
person  full  of  relatives,  and  I  had  the  privilege  of  speaking  to  them  of  the  power  of  the  j 
Gospel  as  restored  in  our  day  with  all  its  gifts  and  blessings.     My  friend  the  preacher  . 
finally  looked  at  me  and  said:  *  Let  us  have  prayer,'  and  sat  down  like  an  old  woman  r 
drtaming  she  was  in  heaven;  then  remarked,  *  The  Lord  has  done  it  all  for  us;  be  of  good   ' 
ehesrl    Lotus  ga"    I  realized  that  it  would  not  do  to  talk  much  in.  the  presencjs  of  tha  . 
nek,  bat  my  heart  was  full  and  I  longed  to  tell  the  people  what  they  must  ^o  to  be   . 
tavwL    On  returning  I  spoke  very  plainly  to  the  preacher  about  the  restoration  of  tha 
Gaqpel^  and  about  Apostles  and  Prophets  and  the  gifts  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  told  hifu  . 
if  he  ever  expected  to  go  to  heaven  he  must  enter  at  the  right  door,  be  baptized  for  the  :' 
remission  of  his  sins,  and  receive  the  Holy  Spirit  by  the  laying  on  of  hands.     My  words   < 
■esmed  to  have  some  influence  with  him,  and  he  told  me  that  the  whole  Christian,  ohurcfa 
was  at  a  loss;  no  power  in  it;  disorder  and  contention  prevailed,  and  he  could,  not  see   . 
when  it  would  come  right.    He  thought  it  not  strange  that  something  new  should  be  ,. 
revealed^  he  had  expected  it;  he  had  preached  for  six  years  at  that  place,  but.it  was  . 
always  the  same,  there  was  no  power,  and  he  hod  felt  for  some  time  that  he  would  b*.  ,i 
glad  to  get  out  of  it,  but  bread  and  butter  lay  at  the  bottom  of  it.    Poor  man!  tQ  be  a 
hypocrite  to  make  a  living! 

**  His  study  room  was  prepared  for  me  to  sleep  in,  and  after  much  conrersation  he  ■■ 
wished  me  a  good  night's  rest  and  retired.     In  the  morning  at  the  breakfast  table  ho   . 
asked  me  if  the  '  Mormons'  were  not  living  in  the  country  I  came  from,  and  if  I  did  net^  I 
know  something  about  them.     I  told  him  *  yes,*  explained  what  a  marvelous  people  tfaey 
were,  and  finally  gave  him  to  understand  that  I  was  a  representative  of  that  people.    He    - 
appeared  thunder-struck  at  learning  that  I  was  a  *  Mormon'  Elder,  for  he  had  supposed  i 
I  must  belong  to  the  Catholic  Apostolic,  or  Irvingite,  church.     And  then  came  the  great 
^<^i  polygamy.    He  wanted  to  know  all  about  it,  and  asked  me  if  the  statements 
which  he  read  in  the  papers  were  true.     I  told  him  that  as  heaven  dififered  at  present 
from  the  earth,  so  did  the  system  of  plural  marriage  ordained  of  Grod  differ  from  the 
practices  of  the  world;  and  that  there  was  more  corruption  in  one  city  in  Holland  thaa  - 
in  the  whole  of  Utah.    I  need  not  tell  that  another  influence  came  over  him,  and  thait 
heliad  no  further  desire  to  converse  with  me.    I  gave  him  some  of  our  little  works  Uy  . 
read,  bore  a  strong  testimony  to  him  of  the  divinity  of  Joseph  Smith's  mission,  and 
thanked  him  for  his  hospitality.     He  promised  to  write  to  me.      When  I  was  about  to 
leave  a  student  of  a  theological  school  called,  whose  professor  had  written  about  me  in 
the  papers.    I  also  gave  him  some  of  oilr  works  and  asked  him  to  read  them,  and  then 
give  them  to  his  master.    I  was  very  thankful  to  have  the  privilege  of  bearing  my  testi- 
mony to  these  people  that  Joseph  Smith  was  a  Prophet  of  God,  that  he  had  been  an 
inBtnimeAt  in  the  hands  of  God  of  preparing  the  way  for  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man, 
and  that  people  may  as  well  think  of  reaching  to  the  moon  with  their  hands  as  to  fms* 
.tnite  the  {dans  of  Jehovah  and  destroy  this  latter-day  work.'*' 
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REPORT  OP  ELDER  HUNTER's   LABORS. 

Elder  Robert  Hutiter,  who  is  returning  to  his  home  in  Utah  with  the  com- 
pany that  sailed  from  Liverpool  i>n  the  30th  ult.,  furnished  us  with  the 
following  account  of  his  missionary  labors  before  starting: 

*'  In  company  with  a  number  of  other  Elden,  I  left  Salt  Lake  City  on  the  17th  ol 
October,  1882,  and  arrived  in  Liverpool  on  the  Srd  of  November.  I  was  aiugned  bf 
President  Garrington  to  the  Glasjfow  Conference,  under  the  preiidenoy  of  Klder  I>avid 
McKay.  After  reporting  myself  at  Glasgow,  I  was  granted  the  privilege  of  visiting  mj 
relatives,  who  received  me  with  all  the  warmth  that  parents  could  bestow  upon  a  acm, 
which  feeling  they  have  never  failed  to  manifest  up  to  the  present  moment,  although, 
with  one  exception,  they  are  as  far  from  being  Latter-day  Saints,  as  the  distance  is  from 
Scotland  to  the  north  star.  My  father,  who  likes  *  Mormnnism'  about  as  much  as  a 
kitten  likes  the  sprinkling  of  hot  water,  fed,  clothed  and  sustained  me  during  my  labon 
in  that  land  far  beyond  my  expectation.  While  journeying  from  Utah  to  Britain,  the 
uppermost  of  my  thoughts  was:  Will  this  mission  necessitate  me  to  hold  forth  onr  un* 
popular  principles  on  the  streeti  of  my  native  town.  Paisley?  and  I  felt  like  shirking 
this  duty  if  such  a  request  should  be  made  of  me.  However,  notwithstand ing  my  fear 
upon  this  point,  I  afterwards  found  myself  standing  under  my  father's  window  demcm* 
ttrating  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  of  peace  to  a  large  and  attentive  audience,  with  no 
other  support,  at  least  of  a  temporal  nature,  than  a  lamp-post  This  resulted  in  my 
receiving,  the  day  after,  a  suit  of  clothes  of  the  finifst  material,  from  a  gentleman  whoao 
feelings  towards  *  Mormonism'  are  like  the  infidel  Payne's  were  towards  Christianity. 
This  incident,  with  many  others,  demonstrated  to  me  the  fact  that  the  Lord  will  nam 
np  friends  to  His  servants  when  they  are  fearless  in  proclaiming  the  GospeL 

**  I  was  assigned  at  the  January  Conference,  1883,  to  the  Ayrshire  District,  and  whils 
traveling  there  I  enjoyed  my  labors  exceedingly,  getting  the  support  of  the  local  brethrem 
in  propagating  the  truths  of  heaven  in  the  various  localities  of  that  District.  Convarti 
to  the  Gospel  in  t{iat  region  are  not  very  numerous,  but  the  seed  is  being  sown,  and  we 
batve  that  satisfaction. 

*'  I  was  subsequently  changed  from  Ayrshire  to  the  Lanark  District,  and  continuad 
to  enjoy  the  spirit  of  my  mission  during  my  labors  there.  I  also  had  a  little  mors 
•necess,  and  experienced  still  more  of  the  goodness  of  our  heavenly  Father  to  the  least  cl 
His  little  ones,  further  strengthening  my  testimony  as  to  the  divinity  of  the  Gospel  that 
I  have  the  honor  to  propagate. 

**  My  testimony  is'  that  I  know  that  righteousness  has  looked  down  from  heaven,  and 
that  Joseph  Smith  was  the  instrument  in  the  hands  of  God  of  ushering  in  the  disptrnsa- 
tion  of  the  fullness  of  times;  that  the  establishment  of  this  latter-day  work  is  not  tha 
result  of  accident,  but  in  accordance  with  the  revealed  will  of  the  Almiohty,  and  that  a 
further  continuance  of  His  favors  is  sure  to  His  children  who  are  obedient  to  Uis  laws 
and  ordinances. 

**The  Saints  of  both  Districts,  Ayr  and  Lanark,  are  an  honest,  hospitable,  CM* 
feanng  people,  with  but  few  exceptions,  and  to  those  exceptions  I  would  say.  Live  near 
to  the  Lord,  be  subservient  to  those  who  are  presiding  over  you,  and  aspire  to  qualify 
yourselves  for  /our  respective  duties,  which,  indeed,  is  seasonable  counsel  to  all  Saints.**

THE     TENNESSEE      MASSACRE. 


SLDBS  ROBERTS*  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  TRAGEDY. 


THE  foUowiDg  communicatton  was  written  to  the  Nashville  American,  by 
Elder  B.  H.  Roberts,  a  few  days  after  the  Cane  Creek  massacre,  and 
may  be  accepted  as  the  most  authentic  accoant  of  that  horrible  affair  yet 
giren  to  the  press: 

"Several  articles  have  already  appeared  ia  your  paper  respecting  the  horrid 
butchery  that  took  place  at  the  house  of  James  Condor,  near  the  head  of 
CSane  Greek,  about  11  o'clock  Sunday  morning,  but  we  hope  you  will  not 
refuse  us  space  for  this  communication,  as  we  are  able  to  represent  the  affiiiv 
M  related  by  two  of  the  *  Mormon'  Elders  who  were  at  the  scene  of  the  mur- 
der  and  narrowly  escaped  with  their  lives;  also  as  related  by  Mr.  Gktrrett^ 
who  lives  near  Mr.  Condor's  residence. 

"  Here  let  me  say,  that  we  do  not  ask  yon  to  compromise  any  position  yon 
have  taken  in  regard  to  the  '  Mormon'  quesrion,  by  allowing  this  article  to 
appear  in  your  columns.  We  speak  of  this  because  we  are  aware  of  the  re- 
hictance  of  editors  and  public  men  generally  to  publish  or  consider  with  fair- 
nets  anything  said  by  a  'Mormon' or  in  defense  of  one.  We  know  whereof  we 
speak,  for  we  have  written  replies  to  several  articles  and  editorials  of  infamous 
efaaracter,  which  were  calculated,  when  uncontradicted,  to  culminate  in  just  such 
savage  acts  as  this  in  Lewis  County;  as  ignorance  has  considered  itself — when 
■ewspapers  have  freely  advocated  the  use  of  violence,  tar  and  feathers,  the 
free  use  of  hickory  rods,  shot  guns,  etc.,  etc.,  to  drive  from  their  midst  peace* 
able,  law-abiding  men— at  liberty  to  practically  carry  out  Uieee  infamous 
aoggestioBS,  and  they  have  done  it  more  than  once. 

'*A'M6rmon'Elder  by  the  nameof  Thompson,  gave  but  an  appointment 
to  preach  at  the  house  of  Jiames  Condor,  Sunday  morning,  August  lOth; 
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When  he  and  a  companion,  Elder  Berry,  arrived  on  Cane  Creek  tke  latter 
part  of  the  week,  they  were  joined  by  two  Elders  who  had  come  up  from 
Mississippi.  These  two  were  J.  H.  Qibbs  and  W.  H.  Jones,  who  had  formerly 
labored  in  Lewis  and  Hickman  Counties,  and  had  lately  been  visiting  county 
seats,  speaking  in  court-houses  and  other  halls  as  they  could  secure  theiOy  on 
the  *  Mormon'  question. 

"  Qibbs,  Thompson  and  Berry  met  at  the  house  of  James  Condor,  some 
little  time  before  the  hour  to  commence  meeting,  and  occupied  the  time  in 
singing  hymns  and  conversing  with  the  members  of  the  CSiurch  and  friends 
who  had  gathered  in. 

"Jones  stayed  at  Mr.  Garrett's,  reading.  Mr.  Garrett  lives  a  mile  and  a 
half,  or  more,  above  Condor's  residence.  Sometime  before  the  time  of  meet- 
%teg  Jones  started  for  the  place  of  appointment,  and  when  some  three-fourths 
.of  a  mile  from  Garrett's,  a  mob  of  some  twelve  or  fourteen  disguised  men 
rushed  from  the  thickets  upon  him,  presenting  their  guns  and  oslling  npob 
him  to  throw  up  his  hands,  which  he  did,  then  let  them  fall,  saying  that  he 
was  unarmed.  They  compelled  him  to  climb  the  fence  into  a  corn-field,  cross 
it  and  go  up  a  hill  side,  punching  him  at  times  with  the  muules  of  their  gona 
After  making  some  inquiries  of  him,  they  left  him  guarded  by  four  men,  with 
orders  to  shoot  him  if  he  attempted  to  escape;  they  then  left  in  the  direction 
of  Condor's  housa  Shortly,  however,  they  came  back  and  made  further 
inquiries  about  the  Elders'  preaching;  they  again  left,  taking  all  but  one  of 
their  number,  who  was  left  to  guard  Jones,  with  orders  to  kill  him  if  he 
sboKiredany  disp;)siti(in  to  escape.  After  the  mob  left,  Jones  bad  soma  cop* 
nrersation  wj^th  his  guard,  who  claimed  that  he  had  come  to  befriend  tKe 
£)ldurs,  and;  pifomised  to  Jet  Jones  escape,  ordering  him  to  run  on-  ahead  of 
him,  which  the  Eider  did  for  some  distance.  As  they  came  to  a  stand,  tht^j 
Ji^rdfon^gua  iu.th^s  direction  of  Condor'ii  house — a  brief  pause,  thense^eral 
f  pps  in  quick  ^uccesjoon.  Jones'  guard  exclaimed,  *  My  God,  they  haveshol 
anv)f?8>^l*o  WompQ  and  children!'  Turning  to  his  prisoner,  he  told  iiim.tO 
ru^  Jcifnes.did  S4^  his  gyard  folio w^g  with  pistol  drawn  all  the  time.  Thtoj 
cpntiojuued  to.run  f^rperhiits  three-fourths  of  a  mile,  when  they  came  to  Iha 
forl^Qf  a  Tfxid.  H^re  the  guard  left  his  prisoner.  As  they  parted^  the  Sldtt 
•old  his  friend  not  to  go  back  to  the  mob  nor  take  any  part  in  the  affair.  Joncsl 
jooad^hif  way  to  Shady  Grove,  Hickman  Co.,  where  h^  arrived  on  Hondey.- 

Foprtfee  res^,  it  is  related  by  Elder  Thon^pson,  who  escaped  from  Ck>Ddoi'8 
lippflievtspd  Mcr  G^irrett,  who  lives  on  Cane; Creek,  .but  was  not  at  Condor's  oa 
S^Pfl^y*  Ho  stHtea  hin  part  of  it  as  told  him  by  those  who  were  there.  Thej. 
h^  just  Jioishedt^i/iging  a  hymn,  when  a  mob  rudied  up  to  Condor's  f rani 
.9^1.  Condor,  who.  was  standing  l>y  his  gate,  was  seised^  but  he  shobtedtp 
«hiatwo^|]^s  wilmh5Y^d  oQt  in  his  orchard;  the  rest  of  the  mob  ran  on  to  tiia 
ik/fto^.  Sldec  Qibbs. had  just  taken  up  his  Bible,  doahlleas  to  look  over.aomi 
italtt^.'|MrflviQ^s't<^.speakii4g,  when  a  man  djsguisedr-rwho  aflerwazds  proved  tn 
lbe;]te.vid>.fftin^^a^caufi«  in  at^the  front  door»  cffoesod  the  roemi. took  down  a 
ahf^tiaviv  •uspeiided  oaihouks  over  the  back  xloor,  and  then  took  deliberate  dib 
at  Elder  Gibbs,  who  was  under  copqiderable  exoitement  Hinson  shoiiiip^- 
ti^i^(^?go^^riog,  the,  body  under  tke  arm;-  he  dntehed Iha  woauA  IndMeU 
.sg«iiiati%bfKian4  «^pmd  without  9aying>  word;.    A  gnn  Wan  now  thmttiiv 
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Hi  tha^ek  door,  feyeled  at  Elder  Thompson;  Eldar  Berry. grasped  it  with 
^liotli  hands,  bat  leemed  oot  to  straggle  as  if  to  wrench  it  from,  the  one  .who 
«hald  it;  an  instant  later  some  one  shot  him,  and  he  fell  heavily  to  the  floor, 
"dying  without  a  struggle.    In  the  tumult  Elder  Thompson  rushed  for 'the 
back  door.    As  be  came  tmt  of  the  house  a  gun  was  drawn  down  on  him,  but 
4{bat  inatant  ii woman  with  a  babe  in  her  arms  passed  between  him  an4'tbe 
'Weapon,  which  was  Inwered,.  and  he  escaped  to  the  woods.    While  this  was 
Jkanapiring  the  Condor  brothers  ran  Inom  the  orchard  to  the  house.    A» 
JIartan  Condor,  a  boy  of  19,  entered  the  house,  he  grappled  with  David 
flinaoD,  and  tried  to  wrench  a  gun  from  him.     Hinson  drew  a  derringer  and 
Aiapped  it  at  Condor,  but  it  failed  to  go  off.    Some  one  else  then  shot  young 
Condor^  killing  him  instantly,  and  Hinson  stepped  out  of  the  frunt  door. 
WhHe  Martin  Condor  was  struggling  with  Hinson,  his  half  brother,  James  R. 
Hutson,  ran  up  to  the  loft  to  get  his  gun.    As  he  came  back  two  men  clutched 
him,  but  he  succeeded  in  wrenohing  partly  uway,  and  shot  David  Hinson, 
who  was  standing  in  the  door  yard.     As  Hinson  fell,  some  one  said,  *  FU 
have  revenge,'  and  shot  young  Hutson,  who  lived  about  an  hour,  and  was  the 
only  one  that  was  not  instantly  killed.    A  volley  was  now  fired  through  the 
window,  wounding  Mrs.  Condor  in  the  hip,  but  the  greater  part  of  it  entered 
the  dead  body  of  Elder  Berry,  who  lay  upon  the  ioor. 

'    **  The  mob  took  Hinsson's  body  with  them  when  they  retired,  and  the  rest 
lid  the  dead  were  buried  near  Condor's  house. 

,    ''Such  is  the  story  of  the  outrage  as  reported  to  me  from  the  sources 
named. 

V  "  I)oQbtless  those  whoso  hands  are  now  reeking  with  innocent  blood  will 
ritrive  to. palliate  the  wrong  they  have  committed;  they  will  have  their 
\naiona  to  put  forth  and  strive  to  justify  their  hellish  crime;  but  I  know  those 
Elders,  and  I  know  they  are  innocent  of  any  crime.  In  fact,  there  is  nothing, 
(40  far  as  I  can  ienrn,  that  is  even  alleged  against  them,  only  they  were  teach- 
tiers  of  an  nopopular  faith.  That  was  the  head  and  front  of  their  offending^ 
>£ome  three  months  ago,  as  near  as  I  can  learn,  a  notice  was  handed  to  them 
^warning  them  to  leave  the  neighborhood  on  pain  of  violence  or  death — and  it 
laight  be  as  well  here  to  say,  that  that  kind  of  thing  is  very  common  in  our 
iiizperience  aa  inissi<m  iries.  In  this  instance,  as  in  nearly  all  other  such 
/cases^  it  was  treated  with  silent  contempt,  for  we  reason  like  this:  are  we  not 
Lin  a  Christian  land  of  liberty,  where  every  one  is  free  to  utter  his  honest 
tAoQghts)  there  being  a  positive  provision  in  the  Constitution  that  freedom 
M  speech  and  of  the  press  shall  not  be  interfered  with,  everyone  being  free  to 
tiollow  what  reason  and  the  pronipliugs  of  his  own  conscience  shall  deem  best 
tin  religion,  so  long  as  he  interferes  not  with  the  rights  of  others.  We  have 
.«  oooseiooaoess  that  we  have  harmed  no  one,  interfered  with  no  one,  and  we 
itlaiv  the  sacred  privilege  to  exercise  the  rights,  of  f refl9  men  under  the  laws  of 
•ihehoid. 

"Whatever  of  opprobrium  may  attach  to  our  names  because  we  are  *Mor- 
.•ttonsi'  it  will  yet  be  known  that  we  are  firm  friends  to  virtue,  truth,  justice 
mad  liberty.    'For one,'  as  said  Byron, 

'  I  want  men  to  be  free 
Aamoch  from  mobs  as  1 

L  ..... 

From  yoa,  m  me.' 
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**  We  are  using  every  endearor  to  get  the  bodies  of  the  mnrdered  men  that 
we  may  take  them  to  their  homes — to  their  wives  and  children,  whose  aodety 
they  sacrificed  for  a  season,  that  they  might  teach  men  what  they  nnderatood 
to  be  the  Gospel  of  Christ — and  where  friendship  may  perform  over  thei^ 
bullet-torn  bodies  the  last  rites  that  man  performs  for  his  fellow  maa. 

"  Oonceming  the  perpetrators  of  the  horrid  deed  we  have  nothing  to  sny,, 
The  laws  of  this  State  have  been  shamefully  outraged,  but  we  suppose  there 
is  sufficient  majesty  in  the  State  to  vindicate  its  own  laws  without  any  apeeial 
effort  on  our  part  to  push  the  matter.  We  shall  work  in  harmony  vdth  tUe 
officers  of  the  law.  We  have  no  vindictive  feelings  that  cry  for  vengeance. 
Those  matters  are  in  the  hands  of  the  State  and  county  officers,  and  the  hands 
of  God.

ALMOST  ANOTHER  MARTYRDOM. 


ELDEB  JAMES  ROSKELLEY,  OF  SMITHFIELD,  SHOT  AND   WO0NPED. 


("From  the  Utah  Jownal.) 

FROiiC  Brother  Samuel  Roskelley,  of  Smithfield,  now  engaged  in  laboring  ia 
the  Temple,  wo  learn  the  particulars  of  the  recent  missionary  experience  of 
his  son  James,  who  is  now  laboring  in  Tennessee,  including  what  it  is  morally 
certain  was  a  murderous  attempt  upon  the  young  man's  life. 

As  there  are  a  number  of  interesting  incidents  in  Elder  Roskellesr's  ex- 
perience since  he  began  his  labors  in  the  field,  we  will  give  a  sketch  of  thdaa 
labors,  including,  in  due  course,  the  attempt  on  his  life,  as  furnished  to  ns  by 
his  father,  and  gleaned  from  his  letters. 

Elder  James  Roskelley  is  a  mere  youth,  being  still  less  than  twenty^  yeavs 
of  age.  He  was  called  on  a  mission  in  May  last,  and  left  the  Territory  foiv 
his  field  of  labor— the  Southern  States— on  the  27th  of  that  month.  He  was 
assigned  to  Tennessee,  and  has  been  traveling  in  company  with  an  Elder 
"from  Tooele,  whose  name  we  could  not  learn.  About  a  month  ago  he  and 
his  companion  were  about  to  address  a  meeting  in  a  school  house  in  which 
was  assembled  a  congregation.  Just  as  services  were  about  to  commence,  a 
man  armed  with  a  club  entered  the  school  house  and  ordered  the  Elders  id 
leave,  and  forbade  the  meeting  to  proceed.  The  Elders  had  obtained  tiie 
consent  of  the  trustees  to  use  the  school  house.  The  mobocrat  remarked 
significantly  that  he  had  help  at  hand  to  aid  him  in  clearing  the  school  house 
if  necessary.  He  was  a  total  stranger  to  the  Elders,  but  the  audience  evidently 
knew  and  were  afraid  of  him,  for  they  at  once  began  to  leave  the  building; 
The  Elders  were  quietly  leaving  it  also,  when  a  gentleman  stepped  up  to 
them  and  said:  "  Gentlemen,  my  son  lives  a  short  distance  from  here,  and  if 
you  feel  like  holding  a  meeting  in  his  house  3rou  are  welcome  to  do  so." 

The  Elders  were  much  pleased  with  an  opportunity  to  preach  to  the  people^ 
and  word  was  quickly  circulated  among  the  dispersing  congregation  who 
assembled  again  at  the  house  appointed,  and  a  good  meeting  waa  held* 
Everybody  was  pleased  with  the  preaching,  and  the  mobbers  did  not  molest 
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theEldeni^in.    The  gentleman  at  whose  instance  the  meeting  was  held 
tnated  them  very  kindly. 

About  a  week  after  this,  the  Elders  started  out  on  foot  from  their  head- 
qoarters  in  Lee  Valley,  and  were  walking  along  the  road  late  in  the  afternoon 
intent  on  reaching  a  certain  place  at  which  to  stay  all  night,  when  two  men 
rushed  quickly  past  them  and  ran  on  ahead.  Some  distance  farther  on  the 
load  led  through  a  wood  which  was  quite  dense  on  either  side  of  it.  As  the 
Seders  were  passing  through  this  wood  a  shower  of  stones  from  either  side  of 
the  road  was  thrown  at  them  by  foes  who  were  lying  there  in  ambush,  and 
bad  doubtless  been  notified  of  the  Elders'  approach  1^  the  two  men  who  had 
tubed  past  them. 

On  their  return  to  Lee  Valley  from  this  trip,  they  put  up  with  a  gentleman 
named  Qreen,  a  prominent  citizen  of  the  neighborhood,  who  had  a  son,  a 
young  man  lying  dangerously  iU  of  typhoid  fever.  The  patient  bad  been 
delirious  for  three  days  and  nights,  and  the  family  were  in  deep  anxiety  about 
bim.  Mr.  Qreen  had  previously  become  acquainted  with  the  Elders  and : 
received  them  kindly.  Aware  that  they  taught  the  doctrine  of  healing  tha 
rick  by  faith,  he  asked  the  Elders  to  administer  to  his  son.  They  did  so,  the 
delirium  was  rebuked,  and  in  five  minutes  the  patient  was  asleep,  the  first 
test  he  had  had  for  three  days  and  nights.  Mr.  Green  was  satisfied  that  this  . 
was  a  manifestation  of  the  power  of  God,  and  he  urged  the  Eiders  to  remain 
imtil  bis  son  should  wholly  recover.  Thinking  they  could  do  good  by  so 
cknng,  the  Eiders  remained,  the  patient  meanwhile  getting  better  rapidly. 

He  bad  been  given  up  to  die,  and  his-  recovery,  under  the  administrations 
of  the  Elders,  created  quite  a  sensation  in  the  neighborhood,  insomuch  that 
laany  called  to  see  the  young  man,  and  the  Elders  were  enabled  to  expound 
the  Gospel  to  many  citizens  of  the  neighborhood. 

On  Friday,  August  8th,  young  Mr.  Green  was  nearly  weU,  and  Elder  Ros^  • 
kelley  was  on  the  porch  of  Mr.  Green's  house  conversing  with  a  gentleman 
who  had  called.  It  was  growing  dusk,  and  while  they  were  talking  they  saw 
a  negro  walk  along  the  road  past  the  house.  A  moment  after  the  negro  had 
disappeared  from  their  sight,  they  heard  the  sharp  report  of  a  pistol,  and  at 
the  same  instant  Elder  Roskelley  felt  a  sharp  pain  in  his  left  arm.  The  ball 
had  sped  obliquely  across  his  breast  from  the  direction  of  his  right  side,  had 
passed  immediately  in  front  of  and  near  to  his  heart,  and  struck  the  fleshy 
part  of  his  arm,  ranging  down  towards  the  elbow.  A  doctor  was  summoned 
immediately,  who  probed  the  wound  but  failed  to  find  the  ball.  He  thought 
it  had  gone  down  near  the  elbow,  and  would  work  out  in  time. 

The  shooting  caused  considerable  excitement  in  the  neighborhood.  Mr. 
€reen  forthwith  raised  the  neighbors  to  look  for  the  murderer.  The  latter 
was  soon  arrested  and  brought  before  a  magistrate.  He  plead  in  court  that 
lie  was  shooting  at  a  tree,  and  that  the  wounding  of  Elder  Roskelley  was 
purely  accidental.  The  magistrate  placed  no  confidence  in  this  story,  which 
was  too  evidently  a  miserable  subterfuge,  and  bound  the  negro  over  to  await 
the  action  of  the  grand  jury  at  its  next  session. 

Elder  Roskelley  writes  hopefully  and  encouragingly.  He  desires  to  remain 
and  fill  bis  mission^  and  eharges  his  family  to  say  nothing  of  his  being  wound- 
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ed  to  any  person  outside  tbeir  own  circle.  This  skews  a  Gamble  and  oomtfS*' 
ous  spirit,  such  as  should  command  the  admiration  of  all  honest  men,  mA> 
proves  that  our  young  missionary  is  worthy  of  his  high  and  holy  calling. 


THE    MAETYRED    ELDEBS. 

Elder  William  Shanks  Berry,  who  was  murdered  in  Tennessee  en  the  10th' 
of  August,  was  the  son  of  Jesse  and  Amelia  Berry,  und  was  born  in  DresdeDy  - 
Weekly  Co.,  Tennessee,  Feb.  3,  183a  The  De^trtt  News  of  a  recent  datl^- 
published  the  following  items  as  gleaned  from  Elder  John  W.  Berry,  of' 
KanarrA,  while  he  was  in  Salt  Lake  City  awaiting  the  arriTal  of  his  broth«^ft 
body  from  the  east: 

^  He  commenced  by  stating  that  a  little  over  eighteen  years  ago,  nanMly^  / 
on  the  0th  of  April,  I860,  he  had  a  similar  sorrowful  errand  to  fnifill,  and  IdK 
his'bome'to  secure. the  bodies  of  his  two  murdered  brothers,  Robert  and 
Je^ph,  who,  with  the  wife  of  the  former,  were  slain  by  Indians  in  Waafaing- 
ton  County  three  days  previous.  This  recent  muider  in  Tennessee  leave* 
him  the  only  surviving  son  of  an  aged,  widowed  mother.  Speaking  of  hia 
ancestors,  Brother  Berry  stated  that  four  of  hie  grandfathers — that  is,  hie 
two  grandfathers,  his  great-grandfather  and  his  grandmother's  second  haa> 
band,  his  step- grandfather— were  Revolutionary  soldiers,  and  fought  to 
establish  freedom  upon  the  continent  we  now  occupy.  His  father  served  lus 
country  as  a  soldier  in  the  war  of  18IS,  and  re-enlisted  in  1814^  and  his 
mother,  who  is  now  nearly  eighty-one  years  of  age,  is  to-day  a  penaionen 
The  murdered  Elder  was  killed  in  his  native  State,  one  which  his  forefiatben 
had  helped  to  settle  in  the  beginning.  They  were  among  the  first  to  go  thei% 
and  were  compelled,  our  informant  states,  to  build  their  hogpens  adjoining 
their  houses  in  order  to  protect  the  inmates  of  the  former  from  the  bean^ 
which  attacked  them  unless  guarded  with  great  care. 

The  deceased  leaves  a  family  of  thirteen  children,  the  youngest  ef  whom 
he  never  saw,  it  having  been  born  after  its  father's  departure  for  the  Statea. . 
The  eldest  daughter  swooned  on  hearing  the  shocking  news  of  her  father'a 
murder,  and  remained  unconscious  two  hours,  to  the  great  alarm  of  the 
family,  who  thought  her  own  death  imminent  The  seeond  daughter  was 
i^lso  greatly  affected  by  the  information,  while  the  brave  mother  of  the  girl% 
i^though  with  a  bleeding  heart,  nerved  herself  up  and  endeavored  to  cheer 
her  children  in  their  terrible  bereavement  The  oldest  boy  is  about  nine 
years  of  age,  and  the  youngest  is  a  little  more  than  three  months  old^** 

From  a  personal  acquaintance  with  our  deceased  brother,,  we  are  prepared 
to  say  that  he  was  one  of  the  very  best  of  men.  Just,  censcientioua,  brave, 
industrious,  kind  and  afifectionate,  he  died  as  he  had  lived,,  ia  the  service  of 
his  Master,  and  has  gone  to  meet  the  martyr's  reward. 

The  Logan  Leader  of  the  27th  ult  contains  the  following  sketch  of  the  Ufa 
of  the  other  martyred  Elder: 

''  Elder  John  Henry  Qibbs  was  the  son  of  Oeoiqpe  D.  Gibbs  and  Ellen  Phil- 
Hpe,  and  was  born  July  SI8,  1868,  in  the  town  oC  Havesford-west,  county  of 
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Pembroke,  South  Wales.  He  was  baptized  into  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  Aug.  28,  1860:  ordained  a  deacon  in  January  1862; 
emigrated  to  Utah  with  his  parents  in  1866,  and  was  ordained  an  Elder  in 
March,  1871.  He  was  married  to  Louisa  Obray,  daughter  of  Thomas  L. 
Obray,  of  Paradise,  Nov.  2,  1874.  He  was  secretary  of  the  Elder's  Quorum, 
of  Paradise,  for  several  years,  and  was  President  of  the  Y.  M.  M.  L  A.  in 
1879-80.  He  commenced  teaching  school  at  Richmond  in  the  winter  of 
79-80,  and  filled  that  position  every  winter  until  called  to  fill  his  mission  to 
the  Southern  States. 

"  He  left  his  home  for  the  States  Feb.  23,  1883,  and  departed  from  Salt 
Like  City  on  the  27th  of  the  same  month.  He  received  his  appointment  at 
Chattanooga  to  labor  in  the  West  Tennessee  Conference.  He  arrived  in  com* 
pany  with  Elder  'Robert  Pearce  and  Joshua  Hawks  at  Shady  Qrove,  head- 
quarters of  the  Conference,  March  6.  From  here  he  went  in  company  with 
Elder  Thomas  Hazen  Merrill  to  Humphreys  County  to  open  up  a  new  field. 
He  also  traveled  in  this  district  with  Elder  Robert  Pearce,  and  preached  the 
Gospel  to  hundreds  who  had  never  heard  it  before.  Was  appointed 
j^re^dent  of  the  North  West  Tennessee  Conference,  to  succeed  President  R 
&  Miles,  in  May,  1884,  and  filled  honorably  this  position  until  his  martyr- 
dom. 

**  Previous  to  this  time  he  was  appointed  in  company  with  Elder  William 
H.  Jones  to  lecture  in  the  principal  cities  of  the  Southern  States  on  the 
historical,  moral,  political  and  social  affairs  of  the  Latter-day  Saints.  They 
had  good  success  in  this  calling.  He  was  requested  by  the  Presidency  of  the 
Mission  to  come  back  into  the  Conference  to  arrange  some  matters  of  import- 
ance  pertaining  to  the  Church,  and  while  performing  this  last  duty,  he  met  his 
death. 

"Elder  Gibbs  had  a  large  circle  of  friends.  He  was  a  very  useful  man. 
Whatever  he  bad  to  do  he  performed  with  all  his  might  As  a  teacher  at 
Richmond,  he  had  the  greatest  success,  being  much  respected  by  his  scholan 
and  patrons. 

"  When  the  news  of  Brother  Qibbs'  death  reached  Paradise,  the  little  town 
was  thrown  into  mourning.  All  feelings  and  demonstrations  of  mirth  ceased, 
and  since  that  time  gloom  has  been  over  the  people." 


NEWCASTLE  CONFERENCE  —  Meetings  of  the  Newcastle  Con-

THE    BLOOD    OF    THE    MARTYRS. 

The  recent  tragedy  in  Tennessee,  in  which  four  Latter-day  Saints  were  Blain 
and  one  seriously  wounded,  was  one  of  the  foulest  and  most  dastardly  deeds. 
that  the  annals  of  crime  give  us  any  record  of.  For  diabolical  intent,  for 
fiendish  premeditation,  for  baseness  and  barbarity  of  execution,  it  has  scarcely 
ever  been  surpassed,  even  in  the  "  dark  ages,"  when  might  was  the  only  law, 
and  human  beings  contended  like  brute  beasts  for  supremacy.  There  is  sot 
a  palliating  circumstunce  connected  with  it.  The  horrid  slaughter  was  not 
committed  in  the  heat  of  passion.  The  fiends  incarnate  who  perpetrated  it 
carefully  planned  it  beforehand,  and  took  the  cowardly  precaution  to  mask 
their  faces  that  their  identity  might  not  be  betrayed.  There  is  no  evidence 
that  they  were  even  frenzied  with  alcohol,  and  thus  rendered  in  any  degree 
irresponsible  for  tbqir  acts. 

It  is  bard  to  conceive  bow  a  dozen  or  twenty  beings  in  the  human  form 
could  be  found,  in  this  enlightened  age,  and  in  that  nation  which  baists  so 
much  of  its  freedom  and  tolerance,  so  utterly  depraved,  so  devoid  of  all  the 
finer  feelings  which  are  supposed  to  distinguish  the  civilized  man  from  the 
savage,  as  to  deliberately  combine  for  the  perpetration  of  such  a  crime,  even 
though  their  victims  were  ever  so  unworthy.  But  how  much  more  difficult 
to  reconcile  the  thought  of  their  doing  so  when  we  know  that  there  was  not 
the  slightest  provocation  for  the  deed;  when  we  understand  that  the  only 
fault  they  could  possibly  find  with  their  victims  was  that  they  believed  and 
taught  a  religion  that  was  distasteful  to  them;  when  we  learn  that  at  least 
one  of  the  assassins  was  a  preacher  of  religion;  when  we  realize  that  thoy 
chose  the  Sabbath  day  for  the  awful  tragedy,  and  swooped  down  upon  and 
mercilessly  butchered  their  victims  wlien  they  had  met  for  divine  worshipi. 
Incredible  as  these  statements  appear,  they  are  true — only  too  true! 

For  the  sake  of  the  grief-stricken  widows  and  fatherless  children  whose 
hearts  are  crushed  by  the  fearful  loss  which  they  have  sustained;  for  the  sake 
of  the  aged  parents  who  are  bowed  down  with  sorrow  over  their  martyred 
sons;  for  the  sake  of  the  country  whose  once  fair  escutcheon  was  already  toe 
much  sullied  by  unrequited  bloodshed;  and  especially  for  the  sake  of  the  guilty 
wretches  who  have  incurred  the  vengeance  of  the  Almighty  by  a  crime  not 
less  heinous  than  that  which  Cain  committed,  we  would  fain  believe  the 
report  which  comes  to  us  of  this  shucking  tragedy  only  a  troubled  dream-*e 
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horrid  nightmare,  instead  of  the  appalling  reality  which  it  is  I    Alas  that  it 
chould  be  true! 

Alas  that  the  religious  liberty,  for  which  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  fled  to 
America,  and  for  which  the  Patriots  foaght  so  bravely  and  straggled  so  nobly 
to  bequeath  to  their  children,  should  have  become,  as  it  has  in  that  land,  bat 
a  hollow,  mocking  sound!  Alas  for  the  public  sentiment  that  can  sanction 
or  wink  at  such  a  monstrous  crime  as  has  been  committed,  because  the 
Tietimg  were  believers  in  or  advocates  of  an  unpopular  religion! 

Oh,  thon  pretentious  nation,  whose  flattering  aegis  has  lured  to  thy  shores 
the  oppressed  and  persecuted  of  other  lands  with  the  vain  hope  of  finding 
freedom  of  worship  undisputed,  what  a  very  mirage  in  the  desert  thou  hast 
proved  thyself! 

Oh,  thou  vaunting  republic,  which  wert  once  the  envy  of  other  nations 
bow  hath  thy  glory  departed!  How  hath  thy  God-given  Constitution  been 
desecrated!  How  are  thy  temples  of  justice  profaned!  How  are  thy  most 
ttcred  laws  trampled  under  foot!  How  is  justice  defied  and  mercy  ignored 
by  thy  minions?  How  hath  thy  liberty  been  transformed  into  license!  How 
have  thy  halls  of  Congress  become  the  arenas  of  partisan  strife  and  mercenary 
scheming!  How  hath  thy  Chief  Executive  so  debased  himself  as  to  use  his 
power  to  oppress  the  most  virtuous  and  law-abiding  of  all  thy  citizens!  How 
hath  even  thy  Supreme  Court  so  lost  its  dignity  and  regard  for  justice  and 
Constitutional  rights,  as  to  be  swayed  by  bigotry  to  rule  against  religious 
freedom!  How  art  thou  as  a  nation  almost  wholly  given  over  to  corruption! 
How  art  thou  recklessly  sacrificing  thy  good  name  and  bringing  thyself  into 
contempt,  until  even  the  meanest  nation  can  scarcely  show  thee  reverence! 

Surely  there  is  a  time  of  retribution  coming!  The  blood  of  innocence 
which  stains  thy  soil  will  not  always  appeal  to  the  Lord  in  vain  for  redress. 
The  Lord's  anointed  servants,  who  have  been  "  slain  for  the  word  of  God  and 
for  the  testimony  which  they  held,"  whose  souls  John  saw  under  the  altar 
crying  with  a  loud  voice,  "  How  long,  O  Lord,  holy  and  true,  dost  thou  not 
avenge  our  blood  on  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth?"  will  not  have  to  wait 
much  longer.  A  day  of  vengeance  is  near  at  hand!  The  great  Jeliovah  has 
decreed  that  the  wicked  shall  not  always  rule  and  the  righteous  be  made  to 
mourn.  Earthly  powers  will  be  scourged  and  humbled,  while  the  Saints  will 
be  exalted.  The  God  of  heaven  has  *^set  up  a  kingdom,  which  shall  never 
be  destroyed:  and  the  kingdom  shall  not  be  left  to  other  people,  but  it  shall 
break  in  pieces  and  consume  all  these  kingdoms,  and  it  shall  stand  forever." 
He  has  restored  the  Gospel,  and  it  has  very  generally  been  rejected.  He  has 
sent  Prophets  and  Apostles  as  He  promised  (Luke  xi,  49-51),  and  some  of 
them  have  been  persecuted  and  slain,  "  that  the  blood  of  all  the  prophets, 
which  was  shed  from  the  foundation  of  the  world,  may  be  required  of  this 
generation."  He  has  called  upon  His  Saints  to  come  out  of  Babylon  that 
they  "  be  not  partakers  of  her  sins  and  receive  not  of  her  plagues.  For  her 
sins  have  reached  unto  heaven,  and  God  hath  remembered  her  iniquities." 
And  now  will  He  issue  the  command:  "Reward  her  even  as  she  rewarded 
yon,  and  double  unto  her  double  according  to  her  works:  in  the  cup  which 
she  hath  filled  fill  to  her  double"  (Rev.  xviii,  6). 
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The  Saints  should  entertain  no  feelings  of  revenge,  but  rather  pity  tboM 
who  are  so  blind  as  thus  to  bring  condemnation  upon  themselves. 


We  must  not  imagine  that  the  few  miscreants  who  imbrued  their  hftndt  in 
the  blood  of  their  fellow  creatures  on  that  fatal  Sabbath  morning,  are  th< 
only  ones  who  are  deserving  of  execration  in  connection  with  the  crime  oom* 
mitted.  The  responsibility  is  not  confined  to  them  by  any  means;  indeed^ 
it  is  more  far-reaching  and  comprehensive  than  many  auppoee.  It  eztanii 
to  some  of  the  foremost  men  in  the  nation,  aud  includes  within  its  scofp^ 
Cabinet  officers,  Members  of  Congress,  Governors,  Judges  and  other  States 
Territorial  and  county  officers,  editors  of  and  writers  for  newspapers  anj 
magazines,  preachers  of  various  dunominations,  a'nd  **  whosoever  loveth  ajpud 
maketh  a  lie,''  or  rather  who  have  done  so,  about  that  almost  universaUj 
maligned  people-- the  Latter-day  Saints.  If  we  are  going  to  seek  for  tlic 
primary  cause  of  the  outrage,  we  must  look  to  those  of  almost  every  grade  in 
society  who  have  exerted  themselves  like  demons  to  invent  and  circulate  th^ 
vilest  falsehoods  with  a  view  to  establishing  a  public  sentiment  in  oppositioB 
to  that  persecuted  people.  And  among  these  none  are  more  reprehensibli 
than  the  preachers  and  editors.  Regarded  by  the  unthinking  masses  almost 
as  oracles,  and  capable  of  wielding  a  more  potent  influence  for  good  or  evil 
than  people  of  any  other  class,  thousands  of  them  have  exerted  their  influence 
and  applied  themselves  with  all  the  skill  at  their  command  to  the  task  ol 
poisoning  the  public  mind  in  regard  to  the  real  character  and  doings  of  th< 
Latter-day  Saints  and  the  religion  which  they  profess.  Thousands  of  timei 
it  has  been  proclaimed  through  the  public  print  and  voiced  from  the  pulpil 
that  the  "  Mormons''  were  not  fit  to  live,  and  that  both  Ood  and  humanly 
would  be  served  by  their  being  put  to  death.  Thousands  of  times  the  cin 
or  military  power  of  the  Government  has  been  appealed  to  from  the  sam< 
sources  to  crush  the  objectionable  people  and  religion  out  of  existence,  aoc 
the  same  sentiment  has  found  a  response  and  been  re-echoed  with  stentorist 
vehemence  in  the  halls  of  Congress.  As  a  further  encouragement  to  the  law* 
less  to  prey  upon  that  proscribed  people,  when  the  Latter-day  Saints  havi 
been  driven  frem  their  homes  in  Missouri  and  Illinois,  as  they  were  yean 
ago,  robbed  of  their  valuable  possessions  and  many  of  them  killed,  simpl] 
because  of  their  religion,  their  murderers  and  despoilers  were  never  punished 
On  the  contrary,  they  were  applauded  from  press  and  pulpit  for  what  the] 
had  done,  and  allowed  to  remain  in  peaceable  possession  of  their  ili-gottei 
gains. 

It  has  even  been  asserted,  and  it  could  doubtless  easily  be  proved,  thai 
bribes  have  been  offered  for  assaulting  *'  Mormon"  Elders.  The  editor  of  thi 
Bear  Lake  Democrat^  in  a  recent  editorial,  says: 

"We  have  Uved  in  Tenneesee,  we  have  lived  on  Cane  Cre^,  the  scene  of  the  IsS 
massaore  and  are  well  acquainted  with  tome  9f  the  actors  in  the  scene,  and  know  whweat 
we  speak.  We  know  of  a  preacher^who  is  alxo  a  lawyer—who  snooeeded  in  entkiii 
several  young  men  to  mob  some  missionaries,  promising  them  tliat  he  would  defend  thcpi 
at  law  though  they  killed  them.  They  did  the  work,  and  were  not  defended  by  lb 
priest.  On  another  occasion  a  party  of  derout  Methodists  met  and  made  up  a  puns  o 
fifteen  dollars  and  hired  a  desperado  to  meet  a  certain  missionary  and  cut  his  throat.* 

When  a  few  years  ago  a  "  Mormon"  Elder,  while  peacefully  parsoiog  lii' 
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joara^y  in  Georgia,  was  beset  by  a  murderous  mob  and  cruelly  martyred, 
althougli  the  evidence  was  as  clear  as  possible  against  them,  they  were  ac- 
quitted because,  as  was  declared  at  their  trial,  there  was  "  no  law  in  Qeoigia 
for  a  Mormon.'' 

Is  it  so  much  to  be  wondered  at,  then,  that  those  ignorant,  depraTcd. 
sooundreis  committed  the  late  atrocious  deed  in  Tennessee)  Is  it  likely  that 
they  would  have  been  so  ready  to  engage  in  the  nefarious  work  if  they  had 
thought  it  would  be  generally  condemned,  or  if  it  had  been  probable  that 
they  would  be  brought  to  justice  and  convicted  for  their  crime)  It  is  scarcely 
posaible.  They  evidently  counted  not  only  on  immunity  from  punishment, 
but  commendation  for  the  act;  and  it  really  lucks  as  if  their  expectations 
were  going  to  be  realised.  A  few  of  the  newspapers  of  the  United  States, 
and  at  least  one  published  here  in  England,  have  alluded  to  the  tragedy  in  a 
spirit  of  exultation,  or  in  a  jocular  strain,  as  if  it  were  a  source  of  merriment 
to  thenL  Here  is  what  the  Chicago  Jntf^r  Ocean  has  to  say,  and  it  will  serve 
as  a  sample  of  its  class: 

**  It  seemi  the  inluibitantd  of  Hickman  and  Lewis  County,  Tennessee,  do  not  relish  the 
proselyting  ministrations  of   Mormon  missionaries,  and  have  commenced  a  counter 
cunpaigu  with  their  shot  guns.     Up  to  the  present  time  three  Mormon  Elders  have  gone- 
to  join  JoseplySmith  and  Brother  Brigham  in  the  happy  hunting  grounds,  and  it  is. 
probable  nine  or  ten  wives  and  thirty  or  forty  children  mourn  their  untimely  lots.'* 

The  m^ority  of  the  newspapers  have  passed  the  account  of  the  massacre- 
by  without  making  any  comments  on  it,  merely  publishing  the  announce- 
ment of  it  as  an  item  of  news  in  their  telegraphic  dispatches.    Quite  a  number 
haTe,  however,  severely  condemned  it. 

So  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn  there  is  no  efifort  being  made  on  the 
part  of  Government,  State  or  county  officers  to  bring  the  murderers  to  justice, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Qoveruor,  as  before  stated,  having  offered  a  reward 
fur  their  apprehension.  We  trust  for  the  credit  of  the  State  and  the  nation 
they  will  be  prosecuted  and  punished  for  the  crime,  but  in  the  light  of  past 
experience  we  have  little  reason  to  hope  for  such  a  result. 

There  seems  to  be  no  abatement  of  the  mobocratic  spirit  in  the  South- 
The  lives  of  the  Elders  who  are  there  are  constantly  being  threatened,  and 
news  comes  to  us  from  Lawrence  Co.,  Tennessee,  that  Elder  Jesse  J.  Fuller 
was  whipped  by  a  mob  there  on  the  17th  ult  As  will  be  seen,  also,  by  a 
communication  published  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  Elder  Roskeiley  was  wounded. 
in  the  arm  by  a  shot  which  was  evidently  aimed  at  his  heart,  en  the  8th  ult- 
in  the  same  State. 


It  was  rather  a  hazardous  undertaking  to  go  to  Cane  Creek  after  the  bodies. 
of  Elders  Berry  and  Gibbs.    Elder  W.  E.  Robinson,  on  learning  that  the 
Eiders  had  been  attacked  in  that  region,  disguised  himself  and  proceeded, 
thither  immediately,  in  the  hope  of  being  able  to  render  them  some  assistance 
(tt  he  had  not  learned  the  particulars  of  the  affair,  and  was  not  aware  that 
the  Elders  were  killed).    Before  he  arrived  at  the  Condor  farm,  he  met  two 
men  who  were  guarding  the  road,  and  on  entering  into  conversation  with 
tliem,  learned  that  they  were  two  of  the  assassins.    They  were  evidently 
eKpecting  the  arrival  of  Elder  B.  H.  Roberts  after  the  bodies  of  the  murdered. 
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Elders,  and  were  prepared  to  wayky  and  kill  him.  Elder  Roberts  sabse- 
«quently  disguised  himself  and  proceeded  by  another  route  to  the  Condor 
farm,  where,  with  the  assistance  of  some  of  the  local  Saints,  he  disinterred  the 
bodies,  placed  them;  in  metallic  coffins,  and  conveyed  them  safely  away. 
iEIlder  Robinson  accompanied  the  bodies  to  Utah,  where  they  arrived  on  the 
22nd  ult  Thousands  of  people  assembled  at  the  various  railway  stations  as 
the  bodies  were  transported  through  the  Territory — that  of  Elder  Berrj 
southward  towards  Kanarra,  and  that  of  Elder  Gibbs  northward  to  Oadie 
County — to  manifest  their  honor  for  the  noble  martyrs  and  profound  sorrow 
over  their  shocking  death.  Bands  of  music  were  also  in  attendance,  playing 
solemn  air&  No  vindictive  or  revengeful  feelings  were  manifested  by  the 
Saints,  but  the  sentiment  expressed  on  every  hand  was,  that  though  the 
officers  of  the  law  should  fail  to  bring  the  murderers  to  justice,  that  Being 
should  be  relied  upon  to  do  so  who  has  said  **  Vengeance  is  mine;  I  will 
repay."

ABSTRACT  OF  CORRESPONDENCE. 


A  TURBULENT  MKETIKG  IN  THE  SHEFFIELD  CONFERENCE. 

Elder  R.  S.  Collett,  writing  from  Rotherham,  August  27, 1884,  says: 

"  Since  I  came  into  this  District  I  have  labored  with  two  different  Elders,  and  part  of 
the  time  alone.  I  am  alone  at  present,  but  enjoy  the  spirit  of  my  calling.  I  had  quite 
an  interesting  time 'on  the  evening  of  the  22nd  inst. 

"  While  Elder  Bennion  wan  traveling  with  me,  we  made  several  attempts  to  hold  out- 
door meetings  at  the  College  S-.^uare,  in  Rotherham,  but  failed  from  one  cause  and 
another,  so  when  he  was  called  to  succeed  Elder  Bennett  as  President  of  the  Conference, 
we  agreed  to  meet  some  night  at  Kotherham  and  try  our  luck  at  the  square  again.  On 
returning  from  a  very  interesting  trip  through  my  District,  Elder  Bennion  met  nte  accord- 
ing to  appointment  and  we  marched  into  the  city  and  fonnd  the  square  filled  with  groups 
of  men,  but  no  one  occupying  the  stand.  We  proceeded  to  take  advantaf^e  of  our  good 
luck  by  calling  the  attention  of  the  crowd  and  giving  out  a  hymn.  After  a  word  ol 
prayer,  Brother  Bennion  addressed  the  audience  for  about  thirty  minutes.  I  then  took 
the  stand.  I  enjoyed  the  spirit  and  spoke  with  considerable  freedom  to  an  audience  of 
about  200,  among  them  a  worthy  rev.,  who  turned  to  his  Testament  now  and  again  for 
the  reference  I  gave  him.  I  had  spoken  on  the  apostasy  and  was  just  getting  interested 
on  the  Restoration  when  the  right  rev.  could  control  himself  no  longer,  and  began  aaidng 
me  how  much  longer  I  calculated  to  speak,  as  he  had  been  waiting  thirty  minutes  and 
thought  twenty  minutes  sufficient  time  for  any  one  to  occupy.  I  told  liim  if  he  woold 
please  give  me  time  to  finish  I  would  answer  any  and  all  questions  he  might  see  fit  to 
ask.  Instead  of  giving  me  time  to  finish  he  turned  and  commenced  talking  to  the 
audience,  but  I  had  their  spmpathy,  and  they  began  to  cry  him  down,  while  I  kept  on 
talking.  At  this,  one  cff  his  colleagues  announced  that  we  were  follower^  of  *  Joe  Smith.' 
Up  to  this  time  the  audience  had  not  found  out  who  we  were,  but  on  hearing  iAuM 
declaration  the  tide  turned  against  us.  I  saw  there  was  a  disturbance  arising,  so  I  doted 
•my  remarks  with  a  strong  testimony  to  the  divinity  of  Joseph's  mission,  and  awaited  the 
results.  The  minister  still  kept  up  his  howling  to  the  i)eople,  asking  them  if  we  should 
be  allowed  to  come  into  the  CoUego  Square  of  Rotherham  and  profane  the  blessed  name 
of  the  Savior  by  bringing  in  *the  dog  and  impostor  of  a  Joe  Smith,' and  for  forty^five 
minutes  he  poured  out  his  foul-mouthed  slanders  upon  us.  I  attempted  to  check  hiin 
once,  but  was  cried  down  by  the  crowd,  and  we  had  to  sfitmd  with  crushed  dignity  and 
'take  hm  inMdts.    Finally,  after  saying  all  he  could  think  of  against  ns,  and  finding  he 
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oonld  not  raiie  the  crowd  to  violence,  he  tumcKl  to  me  (for  I  had  stood  within« 
Ann'0  length  of  him  all  the  time,  and  it  was  a  straggle  for  me  to  keep  mj  hands  off  him) 
■nd  Mked  me  if  I  had  any  more  to  say.    I  coolly  asked  him  to  prove  the  statements  he- 
had  brought  against  ns  and  to  prove  if  we  had  preached  anything  bnt  scriptural  doctrines- 
while  talking.    He  answered  this  by  taming  to  the  crowd  and  denoancing  baptism  as  fit 
lor  nothing  bat  heathens  (for  which  he  received  a  hearty  applause  from  the  audience),  and 
taiming  again  to  me,  he  said  he  would  pray  for  me  that  I  might  be  turned  from  my 
wicked  ways.    Having  the  sympathy  of  the  crowd,  he  would  evade  every  attempt  I  to*k 
to  bring  him  to  the  scriptures.    After  offering  up  a  prayer  in  my  behalf  and  apologizing 
for  keeping  the  people  there  se  long,  he  took  his  exit  from  the  crowd,  not  having  given» 
me  an  opportunity  to  defend  myself.     He  had  kept  talking  and  shouting,  and  every 
time  I  attempted  to  get  in  a  word  the  crowd  would  cry  me  down  and  applaud  him  for 
his  abuse  toward  the  'Mormons.'    A  temperance  lecturer  now  broke  forth  and  denounced 
the  ministers,  the  'Mormons,'  and  everybody  else.    He  spoke  but  a  few  moments,  and 
then  I  thought  it  was  my  turn  again,  for  I  did  not  like  the  thought  of  leaving  the  way  things 
stood;  so  I  spoke  for  awhile  and  made  up  for  the  time  I  had  lost,  and  again  bore  my 
testimony,  offering  to  meet  any  of  them  on  Bible  facts,  and  all  I  asked  was  fair  play.. 
Three  of  Christianity's  professors  now  stepped  forth,  but  I  made  them  adjourn  to  a  lamp- 
post (for  it  had  become  too  dark  to  read)  and  take  the  Testament  for  proof.    In  moving 
to  the  light,  B|H>ther  Bennion  got  on  the  out-side  of  the  crowd,  and  they  soon  became  so 
dense  around  me,  that  he  could  not  come  to  my  assistance,  but  took  up  his  defense  on  the 
outside  while  I  dealt  with  the  heads  in  the  centre.    By  this  time  a  few  had  turn'ed  in 
our  fskvoT,  and  they  soon  acknowledged  we  taught  nothing  but  scripture.    There  were 
bout  200  men  present,  and  each   pushing  and  crowding  to  get  in  a  word  or  hear 
the  discussion  which  made  it  very  awkward,  for  us.    We  did  not  get  a  fair  hearing,  but 
I  felt  better  satisfied  when  they  acknowledged  we  taught  nothing  but  scripture,  although 
thsy  would  not  say,  of  course,  that  we  were  right.     I  feel  that  some  good  was  done,  if 
in  nothing  more  than  the  testimonies  we  left  among  them.     Distributing  about  fifty 
"Only  True  Gospel"  tracts,  we  extricated  ourselves  from  the  crowd,  feeling  thankful 
tiiat  we  got  nothing  more  than  hard  words.     This  is  the  first  out-door  meeting  held^iu 
Botherham  for  about  two  years,  but  the  Elders  always  receive  about  the  same  treatment. 
I  have  a  large  I>istrict  to  travel  in,  and  although  the  people  meet  me  with  indifference,! 
feel  that  some  will  yet  embrace  the  truth.     There  are  a  great  many  scattered  Saints 
throughout  the  District,  and  I  am  working  hard  to  try  to  establish  a  Branch.    Although 
alone,  I  enjoy  my  labors,  and  hope  to  be  the  means  of  doing  good  ^  this  part  of  th» 
vineyard" 

FROM  A  MISSIOKARY  IN  TBXA8. 

Elder  David  H.  Cannon,  Jan.,  writing  to  us  from  Troupe,  Aug.  1884,  says: 

**  I  have  been  sick  for  about  a  month,  and  find  myself  very  weak  and  poor  in  flesh,  but 
I  feel  well  in  spirits,  and  like  deing  all  that  I  can  for  the  advancement  of  the  cause  wo 
are  engaged  in.  It  does  not  seem  possible  for  us  to  accomplish  much  here  in  Texas,  but 
we  preach  the  Gospel  whereverwe  can,  which,  however,  is  not  very  often.  It  is  difficult 
to  get  a  house  to  preach  in  or  a  congregation  to  preach  to.  We  f  «el  that  we  must  bear 
our  testimony  to  the  people  at  least,  so  as  to  leave  them  without  excuse  in  the  day  of 
judgment.  This  country  has  a  hard  name,  and  it  deserves  it.  The  other  day  there  waa 
a  big  revival  going  on,  and  after  the  preaching  was  over  and  the  people  were  going  hom^^ 
they  heard  the  reports  of  several  guns.  The  next  day  they  found  that  boys  had  shot  the 
doors  and  waUs  of  the  meeting  house  full  of  holes,  using  shot  guns  and  buck  shot.  Tho^ 
house  was  fairly  riddled    No  legal  action  has  yet  been  taken  against  them* 

'*  On  the  24th  of  July  we  were  at  a  friend's  house,  near  which  a  sectarian,  meeting  wa9 
being  held  We  concluded  to  attend  it,  and  were  treated  to  a  tirade  against  the  *Mor* 
mons,'  the  Rev.  Mr.  Watkins  giving  his  audience  to  understand  that  there  weie  some  o£ 
that  despised  class  present.    We  got  no  chance  to  reply  to  his  palpable  falsehoods,  wii 
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ito  we  returned  to  our  friend's.  But  while  we  were  at  dinner,  word  oune  for  us  to  |^ 
out  of  that  part  of  the  country,  and  in  a  few  minutes  two  men  presented  tbemwWea  .1 
see  that  we  did  go.  We  left— not  because  we  were  frightened,  but  because  we  did  w 
think  it  wise  to  resist  an  organised  mob,  especially  as  they  threatened  to  do  the  mi 
harm  whom  we  were  staying  with  as  well  as  ourselves  if  we  did  not  go.  This  ia  1} 
second  time  that  I  have  been  threatened  by  mobs  in  that  part  of  the  country.  The  fiff 
time  they  had  a  rope  ready  with  which  to  hang  us,  but  the  Lord  moves  in  a  injfeliMil 
way  His  wonders  to  perfoim,  and  He  overruled  things  for  ns  that  time  so  that  thiqr  di 
sot  harm  us. 

'*  I  do  not  regret  coming  upon  my  mission,  for  I  know  that  I  have  gained  an  experitni 
that  I  oottld  not  have  obtained  otherwijie,  and  a  testimony  of  the  truth  of  the  work  i 
which  I  am  engaged  that  is  worth  more  to  me  than  all  the  wealth  of  the  world.  It  «i 
a  trial  to  me,  of  course,  to  leave  homo  and  friends,  but  I  feel  thankful  for  it  now." 


SKETCH  OF  ELDER  WADDOUPS'  LABORS 

Elder  Thomas  Waddoups,  who  recently  returned  to  his  borne  in  Utah  froi 
A  missron  to  this  land,  sends  us  the  following  sketch  of  his  labors,  datf 
Bountiful,  Utah,  Aug.  19th : 

^'  In  company  with  sixty«eight  other  Elders  and  three  sisters,  I  left  my  home  on  tl 
morning  of  April  10. 1889.  After  a  pleasant  journey  by  land  and  sea,  we  arrived  i 
Liverpool  April  28th,  and  I  received  my  appointment  the  same  day  to  labor  in  tl 
Birmingham  Conference.  In  the  evening  I  took  train  for  my  field  of  labor,  where 
found  President  Robert  Ure.  After  staying  in  Birmingham  for  a  few  days,  I  vitit< 
my  relatives,  who  received  me  very  kindly  as  a  friend,  but  did  not  want  to  hear  an; 
tiling  about  the  GrospeL  After  visiting  with  them  for  two  weeks.  Elder  James  Meikl 
who  succeeded  Brother  Robert  Ure  in  the  presidency  of  the  Confi;rence,  assigned  m»  \ 
the  Northampton  District,  with  which  I  was  almost  entirely  unacquainted,  to  lab 
alone.  Brother  Meikle  told  me  that  if  I  would  go  there  I  should  be  blessed  in  my  lahd 
and  bring  some  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth.  He  further  told  me  that  it  was  on«  of  tl 
hardest  Districts  in  the  British  Mission.  I  felt  a  little  down-hearted  at  first  abovl  tv 
-velittg  alone,  but  I  knew  that  I  was  engaged  in  the  Lord's  woric,  and  that  He  waa  Ml 
able  to  take  care  of  His  servants.  So,  putting  my  trust  in  the  Lord,  I  started  out  inl 
my  field  of  labor,  and  began  to  hold  open-air  meetings  wherever  opportunity  pmsentc 
itself.  I  applied  many  times  for  chapels  and  school  houses  belonging  to  other  denondw 
tions,  but  was  refused  every  time,  so  I  kept  on  holding  meetings  in  the  open-air,  ala»  i 
private  houses  wherever  I  could  do  so.  I  met  with  a  good  deal  of  opposition  from  tl 
hireling  clergy  and  others  who  were  opposed  to  the  Gospel,  but  the  Lord  blessed  me : 
my  labors,  and  gave  me  power  and  wisdom  to  confound  all  their  aiguments  against  tl 
truth.  After  the  first  two  months  I  began  to  receive  some  fruits  from  my  labors,  havii 
the  privelege  of  baptizing  a  few  into  the  Church,  and  during  my  labors  I  always  foui 
ibat  the  Lord  was  willing  to  hear  and  answer  my  prayers,  and  although  at  first  Ithoogl 
It  was  hard  to  be  sent  out  alone,  not  being  accustomed  to  speaking  in  public,  to-day 
Ihank  the  Lord  for  the  experience  I  thus  gained  when'  I  had  no  one  to  rely  upon  bi 
Him.  Many  times  when  surrounded  by  strangers,  with  no  one  of  my  own  faith  nea 
manyof  them  opposed  to  the  truth)  I  baro  would  try  to  insult  me  by  calling  me^o 
Brigham,'  or  '  Joe  Smith,'  aud  apply  to  me  vulgar  epithets.  Some  would  rattle  old  t 
pans,  and  others  throw  stones,  etc.,  but  under  all  these  things  I  have  rejoiced.  I  ha^ 
SMn  the  power  of  GNkI  made  manifest  many  times  in  healing  the  sick  and  in  varky 
trays;  and  received  much  satisfaction  in  my  labors  a^  a  Traveling  Eider.  When  I  fli 
went  to  the  District  there  was  but  one  place  where  I  could  get  to  stay  over  night,  Imt 
Hm  mid  of  five  months  I  had  places  at  which  to  st^y  every  night.  In  this  I  rtid^ed  tl 
luHid  ol  the  Lord. 

'     **  Q»  tlw  IBlh  ol  October,  188S,  I  was  appointed  to  succeed  Elder  Meikle  in  the  pM 
idmioy  ol  the  Conference.     While  laboring  in  this  position,  I  have  had  many 
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njoidng  in  connection  with  the  other  £lder8  who  labored  in  the  Conference,  ftlso  in 
Uboring  with  the  Saints  in  the  Birmingham  Branch,  over  which  Brother  Greorge  T. 
8p«ke8  presided.  In  justice  to  the  latter  and  the  local  Priesthood  I  will  say,  that  they 
have  manifested  a -great  deal  of  zeal  in  laboring  with  the  Saints,  and  in  visiting  other 
Branches  of  the  Church  whenever  they  were  -called  upon  to  do  so.  I  also  found  the 
yminff  brethren  and  sisters  very  energetic  hi  distributing  tracts. 

'*  I  trust  the  Lord  will  bless  and  comfort  all  the  Saints  who  are  laboring  for  the  causa 
of  truth.     Allow  me  also,  through  your  columns,  to  tender  my  thanks  to  all  the  Sainti 
who  have  so  kindly  administered  to  my  wants,  I  pray  God  to  bless  them  and  help  them 
to  maintain  their  integrity. 

**  IHuing  my  labors  as  a  missionary  I  baptized  twenty-seven  persons  and  blessed  quite 
a  number  ol  children,  and  have  altogether  had  a  happy  time.  Though  my  health  most 
of  the  time  has  not  been  good,  I  have  only  missed  one  meeting  on  account  •t  it 
On  my  arrival  at  home  I  found  my  family  all  well  and  pleased  to  meet  me. 
In  ooncluaion,  I  wish  to  bear  my  testimony  to  the  truth  of  this  work,  and  to  the 
divine  mis^n  of  Joeeph  Smith,  for  I  know  that  he  was  a  Prophet  of  God,  and  that  this 
Gospel  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  all  those  who  will  obey  it  and  live  np  to  its

PETITION    TO    GOVERNOR    BATE. 


To  his  Excellency^  Wm.  B.  Bate^  Governor  of  Tennessee: 

SIR, — We,  the  undersigned  citizens  of  the  United  States,  would  respect- 
fully represent  that  an  atrocious  crime  was  committed  on  Sunday,  Aug. 
10,  1884,  at  the  house  of  James  Condor,  on  Cane  Creek,  Lewis  County,  State 
of  Tennessee,  by  which  the  laws  of  this  State  were  shamefully  outraged,  re- 
sulting in  the  killing  of  five  persons  and  the  serious  wounding  of  another; 
others  narrowly  escaping  ^ith  their  lives,  two  of  the  undersigned,  tIz.,  W. 
H.  Jones  and  Henry  Thompson,  being  among  the  latter  number. 

Before  relating  the  circumstances  of  the  outrage,  we  would  state  that  Henry 
Thompson  was  at  the  house  of  James  Condor  at  the  time  of  the  killing.  W. 
H.  Jones  was  captured  by  the  mob  just  previous  to  their  committing  the 
murder,  and  B.  H.  Roberts  visited  the  place  of  slaughter  Saturday,  Aug. 
16th,  and  had  an  opportunity  to  make  inquiries  of  the  parties  who  are 
acquainted  with  what  occurred.  From  these  sources  of  information  it  ap- 
pears that  for  some  twenty  years  or  more  Elders  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  have  occasionally  passed  through  Hickman 
County,  Tenn.,  preaching  their  doctrines  and  visiting  friends  and  members 
of  their  Church  who  live  in  said  county;  but  of  late  years  the  Elders  have 
more  frequently  visited  that  section  of  the  country,  and  have  extended  the 
borders  of  their  operations.  About  six  or  seven  years  ago  some  of  said 
Elders  made  their  way  to  Cane  Creek,  Lewis  County,  and  succeeded  in 
organizing  a  Branch  of  their  Church  at  that  placa 

These  converts  to  the  faith  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  have  lived  in  peace 
with  their  neighbors,  interfering  with  no  one,  but  have  brought  upon  them- 
selves the  sneers  of  the  bigoted  by  becoming  identified  with  so  unpopular  a 
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religion  as  that  generally  denominated  '*  Mormon  ism/'  Elders  have  preached 
regularly  on  Cane  Creek  through  this  summer,  and  Elders  W.  S.  Berry  and 
Henry  Thompson  had  an  appointment  to  preach  at  the  house  of  James 
Condor,  one  of  the  members  of  their  church,  on  Sunday,  August  10th,  at  11 
o'clock  a.m.  The  latter  part  of  the  week  preceding  August  10th,  Elders 
Berry  and  Thompson  were  unexpectedly  jf)ined  by  Elders  Gibbs  and  Jones, 
who  liad  been  on  an  extended  tour  through  some  of  the  counties  of  Middle 
and  WVst  Tennessee,  also  going  into  Mississippi.  Their  business  was  to  visit 
the  leading  men  in  the  counties  they  passed  through,  and  lecture  in  court 
bouses  and  other  halls  they  might  secure,  representing  the  historical,  social 
and  political  phases  of  the  **  Mormon  questiim/'  disabusing  the  public  mind 
of  erroneous  impressions  received  concerning  the  Latter-day  Saints,  by  giving 
correcr.  information  as  to  their  doctrine,  way  of  life,  etc.  Elders  Gibbs  and 
Jones  joined  Berry  and  Thompson  as  aforesaid,  and  on  Sunday  morning 
three  of  them,  Gibbs,  Thompson  and  Berry,  met  at  the  house  of  James  Con- 
dor, a  short  time  before  the  hour  of  service,  and  as  several  friends  and 
workers  came,  they  engaged  in  singing  and  pleasant  conversation. 

Elder  Jones  had  stopped  about  a  mile  above  Condor  s  residence,  at  a  Mr. 
Thomas  Garrett's,  to  read  part  of  a  discourse  delivered  by  some  pr(»minent 
Elder  of  the  Church.  About  three-quarters  of  an  hour  before  the  time  for 
preaching  to  commence,  he  staited  for  Condor's,  but  had  not  proceeded  far 
when  he  was  surrounded  by  a  mob  of  disguised  men,  armed  with  shot-guns 
and  pistols,  who  ordered  him  to  throw  up  hit  hands,  which  he  did,  assuring 
them  he  had  no  weapons.  They  compelled  him  to  climb  a  fence  into  a  corn- 
field, and  here  they  searched  him.  He  was  taken  through  the  cornfield  by 
the  mob,  being  occasionally  punched  with  the  muzzles  of  their  guns.  After 
passing  through  the  cornfield  the^  halted  and  questioned  Jones  further,  and 
again  left,  taking  with  them  all  their  party  but  one,  who  was  left  to  guard 
Jones,  with  orders  to  shoot  him  if  he  tried  to  get  away. 

Some  little  time  after  the  mob  had  gone.  Elder  Jones  entered  into  con- 
versation with  his  guard,  who  finally  told  him  that  he  intended  to  let  him 
escape,  and  ordered  him  to  start  through  the  woods.  Jones  did  so,  his  guard 
following  him.  They  had  not  gons  far  when  they  heard  a  gun  fired  in  the 
direction  of  Condor's  house,  and,  after  a  moment's  pause,  several  more  guns, 
and  shortly  afterwards  some  eight  or  ten  shots  in  quick  succession,  at  which 
Jones'  guard  exclaimed:  "  My  God!  they  are  shooting  among  the  women  and 
children!  Don't  you  hear  them  scream t"  Jones  was  then  ordered  to  run, 
which  he  did,  his  guard  following  for  some  distance,  pistol  in  hand.  When 
'they  came  to  a  road,  Jones  and  his  guard  separated,  the  latter  allowing  the 
Elder  to  escape. 

In  the  meantime  the  mob  rushed  up  to  Condor's  house,  and  part  of  them 
;4iei2ed  upon  James  Condor,  the  owner  of  the  house,  who  was  standing  at  bis 
;  gate,  the  rest  going  on  to  the  house.  Condor  shouted  to  his  two  sons,  who 
<  were  out  in  the  orchard,  to  get  their  guns.  One  of  the  men,  David  Hinson, 
.  entered  the  front  door  of  the  house,  crossed  the  room  and  bc^an  taking  down 
'  tke^B  hanging  above  the  baek  door,  just  as  Martin  GondoTj  a  boy  of  nine- 
tstn,  reaisbed  it;  but  Hinson  got  the  gun  and  shot  Elder  Gibbs,  the  charge 
T  tdting  effect  under  his  arm,  and  killing  him  instantly.    Martin  Condor  began

■<traflrgling  with  Hinson,  and  a  gun  was  presented  at  Elder  Thompson,  which 
Elder  Berry  clutched  with  both  hands,  holdinj;  it  fast,  and  Elder  Thompson 
imn  out  of  the  back  door  and  escaped  to  the  woods.  At  the  same  time  'some 
«De  shot  Elder  Berry,  and  he  died  without  a  ^ro^in.  While  this  transpired, 
the  struggle  was  going  on  between  Hinson  and  Martin  Condor.  Hinson  drew 
a  reToWer,  which  he  snapped  at  Condor,  but  it  failed  to  go  off.  Someone 
else  then  shot  young  Condor,  and  Hinson  stepped  out  of  the  front  door. 
Just  then  J.  R  Hudson,  half  brother  to  Martin  Condor,  came  down  from  the 
loft  where  he  iiad  been  after  his  gun.  Two  men  tried  to  grapple  liim,  l»ut  he 
succeeded  in  wrenching  away  sufficiently  to  shoot  David  Hinson.  As  Hinson 
fell,  some  one  said,  *'  I'll  have  revenge,"  and  shot  Hudson,  who  died  an  hour 
later.  After  Hudson  was  shot,  the  p-irt  of  the  mob  outside  rushed  to  the 
window  and  firad  a  volley  tlirough,  the  shots  entering  the  body  of  Elder 
Berry,  and  wounding  Mrs.  Condor  in  the  hip.  The  mob  now  retired,  taking 
the  body  of  Hinson  with  them. 

The  mob  did  not  number  more  than  twelve  or  eighteen.  They  were  dis- 
guised with  nisisks,  fantastic  hats,  cojLts  and  pantaloons  of  bright  colors,  and 
were  more  or  less  under  the  influence  of  liquor. 

Qreat  prejudice  exists  against  the  Litt^r-d.iy  Saints,  or  "Mormons"  as 
•  they  are  vulgarly  called,  because  of  the  mmy  false  statements  made  about 
'them,  and  misrepresentations  which  are  scattered  broadcast,  and  because  the 
people  generally  are  unacquainted  with  the  true  situation  of  affairs  in  Utah, 
prejudice  completely  closing  their  ears  to  what  the  Latter-day  Saints  may 
have  to  say  in  their  own  defense,  or  what  others  may  have  to  say  for  them. 
Under  these  circumstances  ridiculous  and  indecent  acts  are  charged  against 
them,  and  it  is  beyond  their  power  to  C'»rrect  them  or  prevent  their  mischief. 
So  these  things  go  on  creating  public  sentiment  againsc  them,  until  it  cul- 
minates in  acts  of  mob  viohjnce  such  as  this  tragedy  on  Cane  Creek. 

It  has  been  reported  and  quite  extensively  publishe.l  throughout  the  South, 
that  the  "  Mormons"  havo  in  several  instances  baptized  women  in  a  nude 
state;  that  they  have  broken  up  families— that  being  their  special  mission; 
that  they  are  seeking  to  establish  polygamy  in  this  and  other  States;  that 
the  women  converts  are  initiated  by  de^re3s  into  prostitution,  and  that  the 
Elders  are  commonly  licentioud  and  corrupt — these  things  being  now  brought 
■  forward  as  an  excruse  for  those  who  do  them  violence. 

Were  we  in  a  community  where  we  werj  known,  we  would  not  stoop  to 
notice  these  vile  slanders,  as  they  would  be  beneath  our  notice,  and  would 
not  be  received  as  true;  biic  we  are  iu  a  land  of  strangers  whose  minds  are 
prejudiced  against  us,  and  who  are  prepared  to  believe  anything,  however 
ridiculous  or  absurd,  coacarning  a  '*  Mormon,"  and  this  mui<t  excuse  us  for 
denying  the  foul  charges. 

1.  No  nude  baptisms  have  ever  occurred,  neither  would  such  indecency  be 
allowed  in  the  Church. 

2.  We  have  noD  broken  up  families  nor  caused  man  and  wife  to  separate,  as 
we  believe  the  believing  wife  should  bear  with  the  uni>elieving  husband,  and 
vice  versa,  fulfilling  their  covenant  with  each  other,  as  made  at  the  marriage 
altar.    We  do  not  baptize  a  woman  agiinst  the  expressed  wishes  of  her 
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husband,  nor  children  under  age  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  their  parents  er 
guardians. 

3.  No  effort  whatever  is  being  made  to  establish  polygamy  in  this  or  way 
other  State,  though  it  is  never  denied  that  plurality  of  wives  under  propeir 
regulations  and  restrictions  is  believed  in  by  the  Latter-day  Saints;  bat 
those,  to  us,  sacred  obligations,  can  only  be  entered  into  in  the  Temple  of 
God,  erected  for  such  purposes,  and  as  there  are  no  Temples  here,  there  aie 
no  plural  marriages. 

4.  Concerning  the  charge  of  Elders  prostituting  women,  we  deny  it.  It  ia 
untru&  Every  Elder  that  leaves  Utah  as  a  missionary  is  under  sacred 
obligations  to  be  virtuous.  As  a  proof  of  this  we  insert  a  clause  from  a 
letter  of  instructions  to  the  Presidents  of  Conferences  and  Traveling  Elders 
in  the  Southern  Mission,  published  in  January,  1884,  and  sent  to  all  Eldoft 
in  the  Southern  States,  by  Elders  John  Morgan  and  B.  H.  Roberts: 

"  You  will  remember,  brethren,  that  we  are  representatives  of  the  kingdonk 
of  God,  and  as  such  it  behooves  us  to  walk  wisely  and  circumspectly  in  all 
things,  keeping  ourselves  unspotted  from  the  sins  of  the  world,  avoiding  a)l 
excessive  light-mindedness,  and  the  very  appearance  of  evil;  for  we  are  under 
the  most  sacred  obligations  to  preserve  our  chastity  and  to  maintain  the 
vows  and  covenants  we  have  made  in  holy  plac3s,  which,  if  broken  or  trans* 
grossed,  place  us  in  a  position  of  misery,  from  which  there  is  no  redemption* 
In  fact,  we  should  exemplify  the  Gospel  in  our  lives,  and  preach  it  by  ex- 
ample as  well  as  by  precept." 

In  addition  to  this  we  append  one  of  our  articles  of  faith: 

"  We  believe  in  being  honest,  true,  yirtuous,  chaste,  benevolent,  and  in 
doing  good  to  all  men.  *         *  *  j^  there  is  anything  virtuoas, 

lovely  or  of  good  report,  or  praiseworthy,  we  seek  after  these  things." 

It  is  true  that  our  religion  is  unpopular,  and  in  many  respects  different 
from  the  orthodox  religions  of  this  nation;  but  we  understand  that  we  have 
the  right  to  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  our  consciences,  so  long 
ai  we  trespass  not  upon  the  rights  of  others — these  views  being  based  upos 
the  first  araenclment  to  the  Constitution,  which  says:  "Congress  shall  maks 
no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exer* 
cise  there«»f."  Certain ly,  if  Congress  has  no  power  to  prohibit  the  free  exer* 
CISC  of  religion,  individuals  and  mobs  have  no  right  to  interfere  in  the  matter. 

We  also  understand  that  we  are  at  liberty  to  freely  express  our  views,  as 
there  is  a  provision  in  the  Constitution  to  the  effect  that  the  freedom  of 
speech  and  of  the  press  shall  not  be  abridged. 

Under  these  guarantees  of  religious  liberty  and  freedom  of  speech,  the 
Elders  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  have  traveled 
through  your  State  preaching  what  they  believe  to  be  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ;  and  in  doing  so  they  have  not  violated  any  of  your  State  laws,  and 
therefore  should  be  protected  by  the  law;  and  even  if  they  had  violated  the 
laws,  "  their  faults  are  open  to  the  law,  and  the  law,  not  mobs,  should  correel 
them." 

This  atrocious  deed  committed  on  Cane  Creek,  which  some  seek  to  palliate 
because  they  consider  any  and  every  means  sanctified  that  will  drive  the 
"  Mormons"  from  the  State,  will  leave  a  blot  upon  the  escutcheon  of  the 
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justly  proud  old  State  of  Tennessee,  if  the  State  and  county  officers  do  not 
make  every  proper  effort  to  drag  to  justice  the  murderers  of  these  innocent 
men;  and,  furthermore,  should  the  State  and  county  officers  remain  inactive, 
it  would  give  encouragement  to  mob  violence,  which,  if  allowed  to  go  "  un- 
whipped  of  justice,''  would  ere  long  subvert  good  government,  dethrone 
liberty,  and  make  a  mockery  of  justice. 

We,  therefore,  petition  your  Excellency  to  offer  a  reward  for  the  detection 
and  arrest  of  any  or  all  of  the  parties  engaged  in  the  mobbing  on  Cane  Creek, 
Lewis  County,  on  the  10th  day  of  August,  1884.

CONSISTENT     COMMENTS. 


Quite  a  number  of  papers  have  made  sensible  and  consistent  comments  on 
the  Tennessee  massacre,  and  they  are  to  be  commended  for  it  Here  is  what 
the  New  York  Dial  has  to  say: 

'*  If  the  State  authorities  of  Tennessee  do  not  bring  the  perpetrators  of  the 
murderous  and  unprovoked  outrage  upon  a  peaceable  Mormon  meeting  in 
that  State  to  speedy  trial  and  execution,  then  the  National  Government 
should  interpose  to  wipe  out  the  stain  of  such  a  {national  disgrace. 

**  It  matters  not  that  the  peaceful  meeting  into  which  this  Southern  chiv- 
alry(?)  fired  their  deadly  volleys  was  composed  of  Mormons.  They  were 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  as  such  had  the  right  to  the  protection 
thereof.  It  will  not  do  to  plead  that  it  was  a  crime  against  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Tennessee,  unless  those  laws  are  sufficient  to  bring  these  brigiands  to 
justice.  To  permit  such  a  barbarous  slaughter  of  innocent  men,  women  and 
children,  is  something  too  revolting  to  contemplate.  No  political  outrage 
eince  the  war  has  been  so  unprovoked,  so  causeless,  so  inhuman.  Yet,  had 
it  been  a  political  massacre,  the  whole  country  would  have  been  aroused  with 
indignation,  and  demanded  the  speedy  avengement  of  this  innocent  blood. 
There  is  nothing  like  this,  according  to  the  accounts  received,  so  brutal  in 
our  history,  except  the  horrors  of  an  Indian  massacre,  or  of  the  old  crusade 
against  the  Mormons  in  Missouri  and  Illinois.  That  was  a  religious  war,  and 
to  it  was  due  the  settlement  of  Utah  and  the  wonderful  growth  of  Mormon- 
ism.    So  this  persecution  will  give  that  sect  a  new  lease  of  life.    Heligious 
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fanaticism  flourishes  on  nothing  so  fast  as  on  blood,  while  no  wan  or  barbar- 
ism are  so  fierce  and  fiendish  as  when  inspired  by  it" 

The  Silver  Siate^  published  at  Winnemucca,  Nevada,  which  heretofore  has^ 
been  strongly  anti-'*  Mormon,"  gets  off  the  following: 

**  It  is  not  charged  that  the  Mormons  wem  guilty  of  any  offense,  or  were 
in  any  manner  violating  the  law;  yet  they  were  shot  down  in  cold  blood 
while  wortihipping  God,  presumably  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own 
consciences.  They  were  exercising  a  right  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  to  every  citizen;  but  because  their  manner  of  doing ao* 
was  not  satisfactory  to  men  who,  most  likely,  do  not  worship  Qod  in  any 
form,  they  were  shot  down  like  so  many  wild  beasts,  and  probably  very  little 
attention  will  be  paid  to  the  matter  by  the  authorities,  because  the  victims 
were  Mormons. 

"Isn't  it  about  time  that  the  Mormon  question  should  be  discussed  end 
treated  rationally  by  the  public  and  the  law-makersl    If  a  person  violates* 
no  law  of  the  land  l>y  being  a  Mormon,  is  he  not  entitled  to  the  same  pro- 
tection as  members  of  other  religious  denominaticms?    There  is  no  NationaL 
or  State  road  to  heaven  in  the  United  States  which  people  are  compelled  to- 
tMvel,  and  a  Mormon  has  just  as  much  right  to  worship  Qod  in  his  own  way 
as  a  Methodist,  Presbyterian,  or  any  other  sectarian,  provided  he  violates  uo* 
law  and  does  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  others  in  so  doing.     It  is  not 
pretended  that  Mormons  in  Idaho,  Nevada,  Illinois,  Ohio,  or  elsewhere  out- 
side of  Utah,  practice  or  preach  polygamy,  or  in  any  manner  violate  the  laws 
of  the  State  or  Territory  in  which  they  reside;  yet  a  prejudice  exists  againit: 
them  in  many  places  which  would  almost  justify  their  annihilation.     People 
should  remember  that  similar  feelings  were  entertained  by  the  Puritans  of 
New  England  toward  Catholics,  Baptists,  (Quakers,  and  in  fact  all  other 
denominations  who  did  not  believe  in  their  peculiar  tenets,  though  there  iSi> 
no  doubt  that  Ruger  Williams  and  others,  who  were  driven  out  of  Maasa*- 
chusetts  for  conscience's  sake,  were  as  sincere  in  their  religious  convictioQ% 
and  morally  and  intellectually  the  tquals  of,  their  Puritan  persecutors." 

The  New  Y<»rk  World  says: 

'*  The  riotous  and  bloody  work  in  Lewis  County,  Tenn.,  is  without  a  single 
excuse  at  this  day.    Mormonism  will  never  be  exterminated  by  shot-gum 
nor  will  its  doctrines  ever  be  vanquished  by  making  martyrs  of  its  agents 
The  whole  affair  reads  like  an  emeute  in  the  twelfth  century,  and  ia  a  bun 
ing  disgrace  to  the  State  in  which  it  occurred." 

The  New  York  Eoening  Post  makes  the  following  editorial  remarks: 
*'  The  murder  of  the  Mormon  Elders  in  Tennessee  shows  what  consequent 
an  irrational  anti-polygamy  agitation  is  likely  to  lead  to.      When  Senat 
and  Representatives  at  Washington  urgo  all  Horts  of  unconstitutional  ache?

the  ordinary  rights  of  property  and  rules  of  law,  it  is  not  at  all  snrprf 
that  in  the  shot-gun  districts  it  should  be  believed  that  the  time  for  ki 
has  arrived.    With  the  feeling  about  the  Mormons  what  it  is,  intemp 
agitation  and  speeches  in  Washington,  telegraphed  all  over  the  United  I? 
act  almost  as  a  direct  incitement  to  murder.''

John  Trangott  Graf,  of  Santa  Claru,  while  handling  a  wild  mule  on  the 
16th  ult,  was  kicked  by  the  vicious  brute  in  the  abdomen,  and  died  from  the 
effects  of  the  injury  two  days  later. 

Mayor  L.  S.  Woods  and  Mr.  John  Maycock,  of  Springville,  Utah  Co.,  had 
their  barns  with  their  contents  burned  on  Sunday,  August  31st.  Loss,  about 
£1,000.     Cause  of  fire,  matches  in  the  hands  of  children. 

George  Q.  Cannon,  eighteen  years  of  age,  son  of  Bishop  D.  H.  Cannon,  of 
St  George,  died  suddenly  from  bilious  colic,  August  28th.  He  was  a  young 
man  of  much  promise,  and  a  cousin  to  Elder  Geo.  C.  Lambert  of  this  Office. 

Everything  in  Utah  seems  quiet  at  the  present  time,  an  occasional  accident 
being  the  only  thing  to  break  the  monotony.  Grain  crops  are  good,  money 
scarce,  the  weather  is  warm,  dust  plentiful,  and  some  sickness  among 
children. 

George  Stevens,  engaged  in  herding  sheep  on  the  mountains  near  Coal*, 
ville,  Summit  Co.,  was  killed  by  a  grizzly  bear.    His  .head  had  been  crushed 
in  the  animal's  mouth.    It  seems  he  is  a  stranger  in  that  part  of  the  country, 
and  hails  from  Texas. 

President  John  Taylor  and  party  have  just  returned  from  a  visit  to  the 
Snake  River  country,  where  they  were  warmly  received  by  the  people.    They 
are  much  pleased  with  the  prospects  of  the  new  settlers,  and  the  splendid  . 
field  for  others  who  may  desire  to  go,  good  land  and  water  being  plentiful, 
and  open  to  those  who  want  to  find  a  permanent  home. 

A  tract  of  grazing  land  comprising  212,000  acres,  situated  in  the  western 
part  of  Utah,  and  including  the  Promontory  and  Blue  Creek  ranges,  has 
recently  been  purchased  from  the  C.  P.  Railroad  Co.,  by  some  California 
cattle  raisers,  who  propose  to  stock  it  with  75,000  or  100,000  head  of  cattle. 
This  district  of  country  has  heretofore  been  used  as  a  public  grazing  ground. 
The  railroad  company  obtained  it  as  a  grant  from  the  Government 

The  enterprising  and  philanthropic  brethren  who  have  been  instrumental 
in  getting  up  and  conducting  the  '*  Old  Folks'  Excursions''  for  a  number  of 
years  past,  with  our  friend  C.  R.  Savage  at  the  head,  provided  a  free  excur- 
sion to  Lake  Point,  picnic  and  bathing,  to  600  fatherless,  motherless,  orphan 
and  destitute  children  on  the  23rd  ult.

The 
little  folks  who  received  this  spontaneous  benefit  were  of  various  nationalities, 
creed i  and  colors.

SCANDAL     AND     ABUSE. 


No  people  or  community  living  are  so  much  abused  and  slandered  as  the 
Latter-day  Saints.  They  have  been  used  to  this  kind  of  treatment  so  long, 
that  it  has  become  second  nature  to  them.  It  can  scarcely  be  said  that  they 
like  it,  and  yet  it  would  appear  strange  to  them,  aad  they  would  wonder 
what  was  the  matter  if  the  vilification  ceased.  Just  now  there  is  a  tide  of  it, 
almost  mountain  high,  swoeping  over  the  land.  Newspapers  on  every  hand 
teem  with  articles  representing  the  **  Mormons"  as  being  the  vilest  people 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth.  Generally  speaking,  the  press  seems  to  be  under- 
going one  of  its  periodical  anti"  Mormon"  spasms.  It  may  not  be  so  very 
difficult  to  find  a  reason  for  this  fresh  outburst  if  we  will  only  seek  for  it 
A  cold-blooded,  unprovoked  massacre  of  "  Mormon"  worshippers  has  occurred 
in  Tennessee,  and  unless  something  were  done  to  offset  it,  the  affair  would 
be  likely  to  arouse  considerable  sympathy  in  favor  of  the  "Mormons."  That 
would  never  do— at  least  so  the  anti-**  Mormons"  feel;  and  so,  to  blind  the 
eyes  of  the  public  to  the  enormity  of  the  crime,  the  most,  scandalous  stories 
are  invented  and  published  broadcast  about  that  people.  Of  course,  there 
is  no  mention  of  the  massacre,  or  any  other  outrage  from  which  the  "  Mor- 
mons" have  suffered,  made  in  them;  they  merely  purport  to  be  expositions  of 
"  Mormon"  character,  but  the  real  intent  of  the  authors  and  publishers  of 
them  is  easily  seen  through  by  one  who  is  in  possession  of  the  truth  and  has 
any  discernment. 

A  story  has  been  going  the  rounds  of  the  press  lately  which  appears  to 
have  been  published  originally  in  the  New  York  Sun—SL  report  from  a  Salt 
Lake  correspondent  of  a  statement  given  by  Mrs.  Paddock  to  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Cook.  Those  who  are  acquainted  with  the  character  for  untruthfulness  and 
inordinate  ambition  for  notoriety  of  the  two  anti-"  Mormon"  maniacs  here 
mentioned,  need  not  be  told  that  there  is  not  a  shadow  of  truth  about  the 
story  with  which  their  names  figure.  It  would  be  surprising  if  there  should 
he.  It  is  a  fabrication  of  the  most  base  and  inconsistent  type.  And  yet  it 
has  been  published  extensively  and  commented  upon  editorially  as  if  it  were 
the  veriest  truth. 

The  Liverpool  Daili/  Post  was  one  of  the  papers  which  published  this  storyi 
and  we  took  occasion  to  reply  to  it,  giving  a  flat  denial  to  all  the  charges  it 
contained,  and  offering  to  furnish  "authentic  information  concerning  Utah 
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«Dd  its  people,  their  doctrines  and  praclices,"  substantiated  by  incontroverti- 
ble proof  to  all  who  desired  it.  This  was  followed  by  an  editorial  in  the 
Echo^  a  paper  published  by  the  same  firm  as  the  Post^  in  which  the  writer 
exhibited  either  gross  ignorance  or  willful  malice  and  disregard  for  the  truth. 
There  is  the  usual  inconsistency,  too,  in  the  statements  made  therein  which 
•characterizes  anti-"  Mormon"  writings  in  general.  For  instance,  it  is  said  of 
the  "  Mormon"  converts,  **  We  see  them  as  they  sail  from  this  port,  chiefly 
from  the  Continent — poor,  weak-minded  people,  who  have  been  influenced 
by  promises  of  a  Salt  Lake  Paradise,  and  to  whom  nothing  has  been  hinted 
about  the  marital  and  other  mysteries  of  Mormondom.'' 

The  utter  inconsistency  of  this  statement  is  apparent  on  the  face  of  it. 
How  is  it  possible  for  those  converts  to  know  nothing  about  "the  marital 
and  other  mysteries  of  Mormondom?"  Are  not  these  what  the  anti-"  Mor- 
mon" writers  dilate  so  eloquently  upon?  Why,  a  person  would  have  to  be 
both  blind  and  deaf  to  grow  up  in  the  civilized  world  and  not  learn  about 
these,  though  the  "  Mormon"  Elders  who  go  out  proselyting  were  to  try  ever 
80  hard  to  keep  them  hid. 

And  though  these  proselyting  Elders  were  base  enough  to  picture  a  "Salt 
Lake  Paradise,"  would  the  converts  not  have  ample  proof  in  the  descriptions 
of  that  country  which  have  been  published,  that  it  is  naturally  dry,  barren 
and  mountainous,  and  that  crops  cannot  be  raised  there  without  irrigation] 
Why,  these  facts  are  not  only  taught  in  every  geography  and  work  of  refer- 
ence in  the  country,  but  they  are  publicly  preached  by  the  "  Mormon"  Elders, 
and  we  defy  the  Echo  writer  or  any  other  person  to  prove  that  they  are  in 
Uie  habit  of  holding  out  worldly  inducements  for  people  to  emigrate  to  that 
country.  They  have  no  object  in  doing  so.  If  persons  were  induced  to  go 
to  that  country  through  misrepresentations,  they  would  become  enemies  to 
the  people  who  had  deceived  them  after  arriving  there,  and  the  Latter-day 
Saints  have  too  many  enemies  there  now  for  them  to  ever  adopt  so  suicidal  a 
policy  as  that  of  inducing  others  to  come. 

Now  let  us  refer  to  the  oft-rejieated  assertiijn  that  the  converts  to  "  Mor- 
monism"  are  "weak-minded."  Do  weak  minded  persons  usually  embrace 
unpopular  creedsl  Is  it  usual  for  them  to  be  innovators  on  popular  customs 
and  sentiments,  and  to  boldly  face  the  frowns  and  ridicule  and  persecution 
of  the  world]  Is  it  the  act  of  a  weik-minded  person  to  go  cimtrary  to  the 
wishes  and  pleadings  and  arguments  of  his  rel  itivcs  and  associates  and  the 
religious  teaching  which  he  has  received  from  his  infancy?  Do  weak-minded 
persons  genernlly  come  out  boldly  sind  express  their  opinions  in  the  face  of 
an  opposing  populace?  Do  they  follow  out  their  convictions  regardless  of 
the  consequences?  Are  weak-minded  persons  the  kind  to  sacrifice  home, 
family  connections,  worldly  prospects,  good  name,  and  all  that  people  usually 
hold  dear,  for  conscience  sake?  Do  weak-minded  persons  j)ioneer  new 
countries,  battling  bravely  with  nature's  most  obstinate  elements  for  a  sub- 
sistence, while  menaced  with  hostile  savages  and  continually  threatened 
with  destruction  by  the  nation  in  which  they  reside?  The  converts  to  "Mor- 
monism"  do  all  this.  If  these  are  the  characteristics  of  weak-minded  per- 
sons, there  may  be  some  consistence  in  the  assertion  that  they  are  weak- 
minded. 
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But  everyone  kuows  that  weak-minded  persons  invariably  float  with  the  . 
tide.  They  run  in  the  popiihir  current.  They  allow  other  people  to  do  their 
tltinkif.g  for  them.  They  never  have  any  positive  opinions  of  their  own,  nor 
the  Ciiurage  to  express  them  if  they  liad  any,  unless  they  happened  to  be 
entirely  tuthodox.  They  may  waver;  they  may  halt  between  two  opinionSi 
but  they  never  take  a  deci^sive  stand  on  the  unpopular  side  and  stick  to  it. 

The  Latter-day  Saints  arc  pre-eminently  a  strong-minded  (leople.  Their 
whole  history  attests  that  fact.  Indeed,  it  is  so  apparent  that  n(»  writer  need 
expect  tu  be  credited  with  either  good  sense  or  veracity  who  asserts  other- 
wise. % 

We  might  notice  other  Jiasertinns  and  insinuations  in  the  editorial  referred 
to  which  are  equally  absurd  and  untruthful,  but  must  leave  them  for  the 
present.  We  may  remark,  however,  that,  as  a  refutation  of  the  slanderous 
article,  we  wrote  a  brief  reply,  and  appended  the  testimony  of  eminent  non- 
"  Moi  luon"  writers,  such  as  Serjeant  Baliantyne,  Bayard  Tayh»r,  and  Dr. 
Miller,  in  regard  to  the  character  and  condiiion  of  the  *'  Mormons"  as  studied 
by  themselves  in  personal  visits  to  Utah,  but  though  the  very  Liberal  editors- 
of  the  l\)d  and  Echo  have  given  several  personal  promises  to  publish  it,  they 
have  as  yet  failed  to  do  so.  On  the  contrary,  they  have  since  published  a 
most  scurrilous  and  libelous  cunmiunication  upon  the  sulject  from  Joseph. 
Johnson,  an  Isle  of  Man  correspondent,  with  editorial  endorsement 

Our  readers  will  probably  remember  this  Mr.  Johnson  as  the  fellow  who 
created  a  low  in  a  Latter-day  Saint  meeting  in  Douglas  last  year,  and  with 
whom  we  carried  on  a  cuntroversy  in  the  Isle  of  Man  Examiner  until  the 
editor  refused  to  [>ublish  any  more  articles  from  us.  There  is  nothing  new 
in  the  slanders  which  he  now  gives  vent  to,  being  all  such  as  we  have  refuted 
before,  with  the  exception  of  an  insinuation  that  polygamous  wives  among 
the  "  Mormons"  are  compelled  to  endure  the  torture  in  which  they  are  said 
to  live  because  they  have  no  means  of  ei^ciping  therefrom.  The  editor  also 
in  conjmenting  upon  this  point  yays:  *' Polygamous  wives  have  no  dower 
under  the  Mormon  law.  A  great  many  would  leave  their  portion  of  a  hus- 
band, but  they  have  nowhere  to  go,  and,  besides,  cannot  have  the  benefit  of 
dower;  so  they  suffer  rather  tiian  be  thrown  upon  their  resources." 

The  utter  imbecility  and  untruthfulness  of  these  remarks  may  not  bo  ap- 
parent to  all  the  readers  in  this  country,  but  they  cannot  fail  to  be  to  those 
who  are  at  all  acquainted  with  the  affairs  of  Utah  and  the  form  of  govern- 
ment which  prevails  there.  They  know  that  there  is  no  "Mormon"  law. 
They  know  that  even  the  laws  passed  by  the  Territorial  Legislature  may  be 
vetoed  or  nullified  by  the  Governor,  who  is  one  of  the  rankest  of  anti-"  Mor- 
mons." They  know  that  "  Mormons"  are  subject  tit  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  with  anti-"  Mormon"  judges  and  packed  juries  to  enforce  th^m.  They 
know  that  women  in  Utah  can  hold  property  in  their  own  names,  and  that 
very  many  of  thein  do  so.  They  know  that  it  is  a  very  common  thing  for 
those  having  more  than  one  wife  to  settle  property  upon  their  wives  by  deeds, 
as  the  County  records  will  show,  which  are  open  every  day  to  the  inspectioa 
of  the  public.  They  know,  too,  that  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  sub- 
scribed by  benevolent  persons  in  various  parts  of  the  world  to  begging  parsons 
for  the  relief  of  the  "  Mormon"  women  who  are  said  to  be  in  such  bondage^ 
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but  that  there  never  was  one  of  those  women  yet  found  willing  to  accept  of 
fiuch  help.  And  as  to  protection,  why  all  the  sectarian  churches  of  the  day, 
many  of  which  are  represented  in  Utah,  are  ready  to  promise  that  to  the 
women  of  Mormondom  who  become  dissatisfied  with  their  condition;  and  so 
is  the  Government,  with  the  military  camp  overlooking  Salt  L:ike  City  to 
enforce  it.  But  the  ''  Mormon"  women  have  reason  to  believe  that  the 
proffered  protection  is  such  us  vultures  accord  to  tender  chickens  or  lions  to 
lambs. 

The  women  of  Mormondom  require  no  protection.  They  are  the  freest 
women  in  the  world.  They  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage,  and  are  thus  not 
only  more  free  pdiitically  than  their  sisters  outside  of  Utah,  but  they  have 
the  courage  to  exercise  their  freedom  in  religious  matters,  and  live  as  God 
directs,  though  the  world  may  condemn  them  for  it.  They  are  free  from  the 
social  evils  and  foul  diseases  that  are  corroding  society  in  other  communities, 
and  they  value  their  freedom  too  highly  to  barter  it  away  for  anything  that 
the  world  i)Obsesses.  G.  C.  L.

People  here  in  good  situations  had  better  remain  until  spring,  unless  they 
have  friends  who  can  provide  for  them,  or  they  are  certain  they  can  obtaia 
employment. 


THE    LATE    MASSACRE    IN    TENNESSEE. 


The  following  excellent  article  is  from  the  pen  of  Hugh  Weightman,  Esq., 
M.A.,  of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  England: 

**  The  atrocious  murder  of  *  Mormon'  Elders  in  Tennessee  calls  for  the  re- 
probation of  the  whole  world.  The  most  8avage  tribes  of  Indians  would 
scarcely  have  deliberately  attacked  with  deadly  weapons  unarmed  persons, 
even  though  they  might  be  deemed  marauders  in  the  distorted  imagination 
of  their  as^iuilants,  and  might  lie  under  the  suspicion  of  influencing  their 
squaws  to  embrace  either  a  new  faith  or  to  devote  themselves  to  a  different 
life,  entailing  the  sacrifice  of  even  their  present  domestic  relationships.  Not 
that  any  such  objects  can  be  attributed  to  the  missionary  efforts  of  the  Elders- 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  although  the  great  founder 
of  Christianity  himself  has  said:  *No  man  hath  left  husband  or  wife,  or 
brethren  and  sisters,  or  houses  and  lands  for  my  sake  and  the  Gospel's,  but 
he  shall  receive  a  hundredfold  in  this  life,  and  in  the  world  to  come  life  ever- 
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lasting.'  The  Mormon  missionaries,  however,  cannot  be  charged  with  any 
attempt  to  separate  husband  and  wife,  but  rather  to  convert  them  both  and 
the  members  of  their  families  to  the  principles  of  their  creed  with  a  view,  as 
they  conceive,  of  the  realization  of  the  promise  of  the  'hundredfold  in  this 
life,  and  in  the  world  to  come  life  everlasting.*  But  we  are  not  concerned  on 
the  presc^nt  occasion  with  the  respective  merits  of  different  forms  and  ideas 
of  Christianity,  although,  however  obnoxious  may  be  :iome  of  the  tenets  of 
the  Latter-day  Saints  to  the  citizens  of  Tennessee,  the  latter  can  scarcely  be 
•credited  with  the  profession  of  any  form  of  the  religion  of  the  'meek  and 
lowly'  Jesus! 

*'  Our  present  object  is  to  call  attention  to  the  moving  power  which  has 
evidently  stimulated  this  spirit  of  wild  carnage  and  indiscriminate  slaughter, 
in  which  it  appears  even  the  weaker  sex  was  not  spared — a  woman  being  one 
of  the  victims,  as  it  is  thought,  mortally  wounded  by  a  ruffian  who  in  his 
blind  fury  strove  to  immolate  an  Elder,  even  at  the  shrine  of  female  help- 
lessness. The  moving  power,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  is  the  Ruling  Power, 
yes,  the  ruling  power  of  the  United  States.  Congress,  which,  by  the  example 
it  has  set  of  persecution,  in  its  Draconic  Territorial  proscriptive  code,  has 
endeavored  to  brand  the  greatest  portion  of  the  population  of  Utah  as  out- 
laws, unworthy  the  rights  of  citizenship,  instead  of  availing  itself  of  whatever 
civilized  penal  enactments  or  the  repression  or  suppression  of  a  practice 
which,  rightly  or  wrongly  may  be  deemed  objectionable  and  possibly  a  fit 
subject  for  inquisition  by  that  palladium  of  liberty,  a  jury  of  the  peers  of  the 
accused.  Other  countries  and  all  the  States  are  satisfied  with  this  tribunal. 
Why,  then,  should  a  Territory  be  placed  in  a  worse  position?  It  is  no  answer 
that  juries  ill  Utah  would  ni)t  convict.  Of  course  they  would  not  convict 
without  legal  evidence.  Neither  ought  they.  But  the  scathing,  sweeping, 
bitter  fulminations  directed  against  a  whole  community  in  the  spirit  of  re- 
venge for  disappointed  results — the  sinister  omens  of  men  more  rancorous 
and  vindictive  measures  in  store,  and  the  muttered  threats  of  a  resort  to 
violence,  if  necessary,  to  further  coercion  on  the  part  of  the  Federal  p(»wer, 
have  sounded  the  key-note  for  a  diistardly  campaign,  of  which  the  advanced 
posts  of  the  guerrilla  bands  have  already  availed  themselves,  to  the  sternal 
disgrace  of  humanity,  the  degradation  of  manhood,  and  that  sway  of  the 
Federal  G overmen t  which,  in  the  absence  of  local  sovereignty  and  domestic 
legislation,  should  be  especially  mindful  of  paternal  instincts  and  the  band  of 
unprotected  fraternity.  The  policy  is  not  only  fatuous  and  criminal,  but  even 
politically,  and  as  a  means  to  the  end,  is  worse  than  injudicious — it  is  suici- 
dal, for  never  was  there  a  surer  prediction  than  that  in  this  case  *The  blood 
of  the  martyrs  will  be  the  seed  of  the  Church."

DOINGS   IN  THE  BRISTOL  CONFERENCE. 

President  N.  M.  Hodges,  writing  from  Bristol,  September  8th,  1884,  sends 
US  the  following  report  of  affairs  in  that  Conference: 

"  All  the  £Lde»  laboring  in  this  Conference  are  enjoying  good  health  and  are  working 
hard  to  spread  the  principles  of  truth.  We  commenced  open-air  meetings  on  the  23rd  of 
last  April,  and  have  prosecuted  this  labor  with  considerable  energy  ever  since.  In  many 
instances  the  apostates  and  other  anti-' Mormons'  have  done  their  best  to  prevent  the 
Gospel  seed  from  brinp^ing  forth  good  fruit,  by  sowing  broadcast  any  amount  of  tares  and 
by  giving  utterance  to  the  most  infamous  falsehoods  and  vile  slanders  against  the  people 
of  God.  We  baptized  here  in  Bristol  two  elderly  men  a  short  time  ago,  and  from  that 
time  up  to  the  present  they  have  been  besieged  by  the  anti-^  Mormon'  lecturers,  Waltoa 
and  Bradfield,  who  have  made  it  their  special  and  most  important  business  to  destroy 
the  faith  of  these  new  disciples  of  the  Son  of  God,  by  visiting  their  houses  and  slandering 
the  *  Mormon'  people  and  their  religion.  These  hirelings  have  succeeded  in  bewildering 
one  of  the  old  brethren  to  the  extent  that  he  is  almost  demented  and  knows  not  what  to 
do.  I  have  counseled  him  to  do  right,  read  the  scriptures,  and  be  true  to  his  convictions 
and  the  covenants  he  has  made  with  God,  and  all  will  be  well  with  him:  but,  it  seems, 
he  is  lacking  in  moral  courage  and  has  about  apostatized  and  gone  back  into  the  darkness 
and  superstition  of  the  world. 

"  The  Branch  of  the  Church  at  Cheltenham  has  been  very  materially  strengthened  by 
the  addition  of  sixteen  new  members  within  the  last  six  months,  and  is  in  quite  a  flourishing 
condition  under  the  Presidenuy  of  Elder  James  Bishop,  who  has  been  a  good  and  generous 
friend  to  the  Elders,  and  a  father  to  the  little  flock  in  that  place,  for  many  years  past. 
Brother  Bishop  and  family  are  rejoicing  in  the  prospect  of  going  home  to  Zion  with  the 
company  uf  Saint:}  that  will  sail  in  October. 

**  Elders  Panter  aad  Sheets  have  been  laboring  togetber  all  summer,  and  made  a  five 
weeks'  trip  through  the  lower  part  of  this  Conference,  which  includes  Cornwall,  a  short 
time  ago.  They  started  on  the  Ist  of  last  July  and  labored  to  the  best  of  their  ability  to 
preach  the  Gospel  to  the  Cornish  people,  but  met  with  very  little  success,  because  the 
Cornish  people  are  filled  with  prejudice  against  the  Latter-day  Saints  to  a  very  remark- 
able degree,  and  the  Elders  were  looked  upon  almost  as  monsters  by  a  great  many  of 
them. 

**  The  apostate,  Jarman,  has  found  a  rich  field  for  the  exhibition  of  his  peep  show  and 
for  the  sale  of  his  vile  slanders  against  our  people  in  that  part  of  the  country.  The 
brethren  traveled  through  the  whole  length  of  Cornwall,  having  started  at  Calstock  and 
ended  at  Penzance,  visiting  a  great  many  towns  and  villages  on  the  way,  preaching  the 
Gosi>el  and  distributing  tracts  wherever  an  opportunity  has  offered.  In  some  places 
open-air  preaching  in  the  streets  or  other  public  places  was  entirely  prohibited,  and  in 
others  the  police  would  not  promise  the  brethren  their  protection,  but  would  scoff  a 
them  and  vilify  our  leaders.  The  Comisb  people  are  a  very  religious  people,  and  John 
Wesley  is  their  idol,  but  while  they  laud  his  name  many  of  them  ignore  his  precepts.  It  was 
the  misfortune  of  the  brethren  to  meet  with  many  of  this  class,  hence  they  had  to  pay  in 
many  instances  a  double  price  for  their  food,  and  as  high  as  four  shillings  a  night  for  a 
bed,  which,  of  course,  was  a  great  drain  on  their  financial  resources,  and  the  result  was 
that  when  they  returned  to  Bristol  they  were  nearly  bankrupt. 

**  Elders  Salter  and  Biggs  have  been  traveling  together  during  the  Summer,  and  have 
been  very  diligent  in  preaching  the  Gospel  in  the  open  air  and  distributing  tracts  among 
the  people.  They  have  traveled  through  a  large  part  of  the  counties  of  Somerset,  Wilts, 
and  Gloucester,  and  held  nearly  fifty  meetings  in  different  towns  and  villages,  in  some  of 
which  there  had  not  been  a  sermon  preached  by  one  of  our  Elders  for  upwards  ef  fifteen 
(HT  twenty  years.      In  some  instances  the  people  have  listened  to  the  brethren  very 
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attentively,  but  in  many  others  they  have  manifested  a  very  bitter  tinrit  of  oppoeitioB 
aad  persecution. 

**  In  the  town  of  Cheltenham  our  people  had  not  preached  out-doors  for  twenty  years, 
until  a  few  weeks  ago.  Elders  Salter  and  Biggs,  assisted  by  the  local  Elders  and  Saints, 
decided  to  sound  the  Gospel  trumpet  in  the  streets  of  that  city.  For  this  purpose  they 
repaired  on  Sunday  evening  to  the  promenade,  a  very  aristocratic  place,  the  street  being 
▼ery  wide  and  shaded  with  large,  magnificent  trees,  which  grow  on  either  side  of  the 
load,  its  whole  length.  Soon  after  the  brethren  and  sisters  had  commenced  their  meeting, 
•bout  two  hundred  members  of  a  religious  body,  known  as  ^The  Christian^,'  came  along 
Mid  contended  for  the  right  of  speaking  in  that  place.  The  Saints,  believing  they  had  as 
much  right  there  as  any  other  body  of  people,  did  not  feel  willing  to  relinquish  their 
4daim,  so  'The  Christians*  suggested  that  they  all  join  together.  This  the  Saints  were 
willing  to  do,  providing  Brother  Salter  be  allowed  to  do  the  preaching.  To  this  con- 
dition,  however,  the  'Christians*  would  not  consent,  especially  when  it  was  known  that  he 
'Was  going  to  preach  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  of  Jesu^  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  So 
'they  began  singing,  shouting,  and  trying  to  drown  the  voice  of  Brother  Salter;  but  he 
))eing  blessed  with  a  strong  pair  of  lungs,  saccedded  in  preaching  the  Grospel  to  the 
••ditication  of  some  and  the  chagrin  and  annoyance  of  many  more.  The  Saints,  both  men 
Mid  women,  being  scattered  about  among  the  large  congregation  did  good  servfce  in 
Answering  questions  and  replying  to  the  objections  of  the  people,  who  expressed  very 
much  surprise  and  astonishment  at  finding  so  many  *  Mormons'  in  the  town. 

The  general  experience  of  the  Elders  has  been  that  after  holding  throe  or  four  meetings 
in  one  place  the  people  would  not  come  out  to  hear  them,  and  this  has  been  more 
^tiscouraging  to  them  than  either  discussion,  opposition,  or  persecution. 

*'  During  the  Summer  I  have  traveled  almost  through  the  entire  Conference,  Tisiting 
the  Saints,  and  doing  considerable  open-air  preaching,  so  much  so,  that  my  lungs  for 
some  time  past  have  been  in  such  a  condition  that  I  could  not  speak  in  public  without 
^Kraghing.  Very  often  when  I  am  speaking  I  begin  coughing  and  continue  to  do  so 
tmtil  I  close  my  speech.     In  all  other  respects  my  health  is  very  good. 

'*  In  this  Conference  the  Saints  are  very  much  scattered  and  some  of  them  are  not 
▼isited  very  often  by  the  Elders  because  of  their  isolation.  We  have  one  good  faithful 
Jtister  by  the  name  of  Mary  Ann  Tippett,  living  in  a  rather  out-of-the-way  place  called 
Swanage,  on  the  sea  coast,  in  Dorsetshire.  It  is  a  town  of  about  two  thousand  inhabitants 
and  is  supported  chiefly  by  its  stone  quarries,  which  furnish  employmenc  for  a  great  many 
men.  Ithasabeautifulbeachwhichis  very  attractive  to  pleasure  seekers  who  like  bathing  in 
the  sea,  and  for  whom  every  convenience  is  provided.  There  are  some  very  fine  buildings 
in  the  town,  and  a  very  large  and  beautiful  hotel  which  faces  the  sea.  Between  the 
hotel  and  the  sea  there  is  quite  an  open  space  called  the  *Quay,*  which  is  often  occupied 
by  the  different  religious  bodies  for  the  purpose  of  holding  eut-door  meetings,  and  there 
are  always  a  good  many  people  loitering  about  there.  On  invitation  of  Sister  Tippett,  I 
Tiaited  Swanage,  Saturday,  August  dnd,  and  on  Sunday  we  thought  we  would  like  to 
hold  meeting  in  the  place,  on  tlie  quay  in  front  of  the  hcitel  at  7  o'clock  p.m.  At  the 
time  api)ointed  wc  held  our  meeting,  which  was  attended  by  quite  a  number  of  people, 
who  were  very  orderly  and  seemed  much  interested  in  what  I  had  to  say.  One  gentle- 
man WAS  so  well  pleased  that  he  thanked  me  for  my  discourse.  Before  closing  I  gave 
notice  of  another  meeting  for  the  next  evening.  The  next  morning,  which  was  'bank 
holiday,*  I  hired  the  town  crier  to  advertise  that  a  'Mormon*  missionary  from  Utah 
would  preach  on  the  quay  in  front  of  the  Royal  Hotel  at  7  p.m.,  and  all  were  invited  to 
attend.  At  the  time  appointed  I  was  on  the  ground  accompanied  by  Sister  Tippett, 
who  helped  me  to  sing  the  songs  of  Zion  with  all  the  energy  and  zeal  of  a  good  faithful 
Latter-day  Saint.  A  good  many  people  were  congregated,  and  I  preached  the  first 
principles  of  the  Gospel  to  them  and  bore  testimony  of  the  divine  miwiion  of  Jose[^ 
Smitli,  the  Spirit  of  God  and  the  holy  Scriptures  bearing  witness  to  all  I  said.  Tbera 
were  several  in  the  congregation  with  their  pencils  and  note  books  taking  items  dnring 
my  discourse,  which  lasted  upwards  of  an  hour,  and  when  I  had  dosed-  a  great  man  by 
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ae  of  Morgan,  a  D.D.,  and  the  editor  of  The  ChrUtian^  a  religiea^  newspaper,  got 
the  seat  where  I  stood  and  opposed  me.  He  denounced  the  idea  of  an  angel 
ing  to  Joseph  Smith »  and  read  the  18th  and  19th  verses  of  the  last  chapter  in  the 
ntament  to  prove  there  were  to  be  no  more  revelations,  and  that  Joseph  Smith  or 
9  else  who  wunld  add  to  the  Book  must  be  an  impostor,  etc.  He  went  on  to  say 
ismuch  as  I  had  testified  that  the  everlasting  Gospel  had  been  restored  with  all 
I  and  blessings,  the  very  least  that  I  could  do  was  to  work  a  miracle  to  convince 
(pie  that  what  I  said  was  true.  A  great  many  of  tlie  people  joined  in  this  demand, 
aided' that  if  I  did  not  work  a  miracle  it  was  plain  proof  that  I  was  an  impostor, 
t  many  people  were  present,  and  there  was  a  great  uproar.  Mr.  Morgan  also 
fault  with  water  baptism  and  divine  authority  as  I  had  been  teaching  them  to  the 
The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  enabled  me  to  answer  these  objections  to  the  satisfaction 
od  many  of  the  people  and  the  confusion  of  my  opponents.  I  repeated  the  passages 
I  read  and  very  clearly  showed  the  people  that  it  was  man  who  was  forbidden  tc* 
ito  the  Book  and  not  God.  lie  might  add  any  amount  of  revelation  for  aught 
ras  i^ainst  it  in  those  pa<«ages.  I  bore  my  testimony  that  Joseph  Smith  received 
•aled  word  of  God  direct  from  heaven,  and  when  he  wrote  it  down  it  was  just  as 
Jie  word  of  God  as  the  writings  of  St  John  or  any  of  the  Apostles,  I  proved  very 
'  that  it  was  the  different  sects  and  parties  of  Christendom  who  added  unlo,  and 
W9,y  from  *  the  words  of  the  prophecy  of  the  Book,'  and  therefore  they  would  have 
sr  the  penalty  therein  written.

STORY  OF  EARLY  CONVERSIONS  TO  »*MORMONISM." 


^From  *^The  Women  of  the  Beehive,^*  taritten  for  the  Century  Magazine  by  ff,H,J 

IT  is  DOW  more  than  forty  years  since  there  appeared  one  day,  in  a  village 
in  Berkshire  County,  Massachusetts,  a  weary,  dusty  traveler.  He  w^ 
unknown.  He  had  no  money,  neither  had  he  a  winning  address  to  recoip- 
mend  himself  withal.  Everything  9.bout  his  attire,  speech,  behavior,  be* 
tokened  obscurity  and  lowliness  of  condition. 

It  was  a  Mormon  Elder,  come  to  preach  in  that  conservative,  comfortable- 
minded  village  the  strange  doctrines  of  the  Latter-day  Saints;  to  set  up  in 
lace  of  four  orthodox  New  England  meeting  houses  the  astounding  claim  of 
one  Joseph  Smith  as  a  divinely  inspired  Prophet  and  teacher,  of  authority 
equal  to  that  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Looking  at  this  incident  purely  from  an  outside  standpoint,  regarding  the 
bare  facts  as  above  stated,  there  is  nothing  to  be  wondered  at  in  the  next 
stage  of  events  in  that  village,  of  which  the  mildest  statement  that  could  be 
truthfully  made  would  be  that  the  village  was  ablaze  with  indignation.  That 
the  outraged  Baptists,  Methodists  and  Congregationalists  did  not  fall  om  the 
man  and  stone  him  out  of  town,  was  not  because  they  did  not  hold  him 
deserving  of  such  treatment,  but  because  to  administer  it  would  have  been 
shocking  to  their  nerves,  to  their  habit  of  quiet,  and  to  all  the  respectable 
traditions  of  the  place. 

The  Elder  had  great  difficulty  in  finding  a  room  where  he  might  apeak  in 
publia  At  last  he  received  permission  to  hold  forth  in  an  upper  chamber  in 
a' house  of  by  no  means  the  best  repute.  To  this  service  the  people  were  in- 
vited by  means  of  written  notices,  posted  in  conspicuous  places,  and  torn 
down  by  angry  hands  almost  as  soon  as  put  up. 
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The  village  had  all  the  religion  it  wanted,  and  its  religion  was  of  the  right 
kind,  too.  No  room  ior  new-fangled  doctrines  there — above  all,  for  the  ac- 
cursed blasphemies  of  the  Mormons. 

One  of  the  richest  and  most  influential  citizens  in  the  town  at  this  time 
was  a  man  whom  (because  this  story  is  a  true  one,  and  therefore  cannot  give 
real  names)  I  will  call  Wilson.  He  was  not  a  religious  man  in  any  sense  of 
the  word.  His  life  had  always  been  a  moral  one,  and  he  was  associated  with 
the  Baptist  denomination;  but  he  made  no  professions  of  any  belief  in  Chris- 
tian doctrines,  or  any  concern  as  to  what  was  called  in  those  days  '*  the  wel- 
fare of  the  soul.'' 

He  must  have  been  a  wag  in  his  way,  for  seeing  the  notice  of  the  Mormon 
Elder's  preaching,  he  resolved  to  invite  the  Baptist  minister  to  go  with  him 
to  hear  what  the  man  had  to  say.  He  sent  his  little  son,  a  lad  of  twelve, 
over  to  the  minister's  house,  to  carry  the  invitation.  The  boy,  unsuspicious, 
was  shown  into  the  minister's  study,  and  delivered  his  message: 

'*  Father  says  he's  going  down  to  hear  the  Mormon  Elder  speak  to-night, 
and  ho  wants  to  know  if  you  wont  come  along  with  us." 

The  minister  was  sitting  at  his  writing-table,  with  a  big  book  open  before 
him;  his  spectacles  were  well  down  on  his  nose:  looking  over  them  at  the 
chiM,  be  thundered  out  in  an  angry  tone: 

'*  What!" 

The  little  fellow,  trembling  (for  in  New  England  a  half  century  ago 
ministers  were  bigger  men  than  they  are  to-day),  repeated  the  message.  That 
boy  is  now  a  man,  not  far  from  sixty  years  old,  but  he  remembers  as  distinctly 
as  if  it  were  yesterday  the  look  and  the  voice  with  which  the  resentful 
clergyman,  bringing  down  his  fist  with  a  sledge-hammer  blow  on  his  book, 
cried: 

"Tell  your  father  I'd  as  soon  go  to  hear  the  devil  speak!" 

The  boy  tdok  to  his  heels  and  never  stopped  till  ho  was  in  the  presence  of 
*  bis  father,  who  roared  with  laughter  on  hearing  the  reply,  and  was  probably 
•no  whit  surprised  at  the  result  of  his  joke. 

"  Well,  you  and  I  will  go,  Phil,"  he  said.  "  I  guess  'twont  hurt  us."  But 
the  boy  went  with  fear  and  misgiving,  thinking  that  the  minister  would  not 
have  used  such  terrible  langua>;e  without  reason. 

At  the  enil  of  his  discourse  the  Elder,  kntking  appealingly  toward  the 
liandful  of  persons  that  had  listened  to  him,  said:  -    " 

**My  brethren,  I  am  traveling  to  preach  the  Qospel,  as  the  Apostles  of  old 
4id,  without  scrip  and  without  purse.  I  have  no  money.  Will  any  one  of 
you  give  me  shelter  for  the  night t" 

Not  a  man  spoke  or  stirred.    After  a  moment  Squire  Wilson  stepped  out 
into  the  aisle  and  said,  with  a  look  of  scorn  at  his  inhospitable  fellow 
''townsmen: 

"  My  house  is  at  your  service,  sir.    To  such  accommodations  as  f  *-can  offer 

you  are  welcome." 

It  was  the  largest  and  beat  house  in  the  town;  and  it  was  no  niggardly 

'  hospitality  that  the  Squire  extended;  for  in  the  morning  he  took  the  poorly 

•  clad  preacher  down  to  a  store,  fitted  him  out  with  an  entire  new  eoit  of 

doihes,  and  sent  him  on  his  way,  warmed  as  well  as  fed.    All  the  Elder^s 
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to  convene  on  reIis:iou8  topics,  however,  or  on  the  doctrines  of  the 
MonnoQ  Ctoiefa,  ha  repelled  good-naturedly,  saying: 

^No,  no,  friend.  I  can't  stand  any  of  that.  Vm  n  man  of  the  world.  I 
don't  believe  in  any  of  your  religion*.  They're  all  pretty  much  alike.  One's 
IM  good  as  another.    I've  got  no  use  for  any  of  them." 

To  bis  friends'  remonstnince  with  him  for  having^  entertained  a  MormoUi 
the  Squire  replied : 

*^0ood  henvens!  would  you  have  had  the  man  lie  in  th%  atreett  I  was 
ashamed.  And  I  don't  see  any  harm  in  his  doctrines:  they  seeui^to  me  about 
as  good  as  the  general  run.  The  man's  a  good  man  himself.  I'll  answer  for 
that,  if  I  know  one  when  I  see  him,  and  I  think  I  do.' 

In  a  few  months  the  Elder  came  back,  and  preached  again — this  time  to  a 
larger  and  mure.interested  audience.  Again  he  passed  the  night  at  Squire 
Wilson's  house,  and  again  tried  in  vain  to  induce  the  Squire  to  listen  to  per* 
aonal  conversation  on  religious  matters. 

A  third  time  he  returned.  Tbis  time,  on  tiking  leave  of  his  generous  host, 
lie  placed  in  his  hands  a  Mormon  tract,  cilled  **A  Warning  Voice,"  and 
asked  him  to  promise  to  read  it.  ^  Ob,  yes,  I'll  read  it,"  laughed  the  Squire; 
"*ril  read  anything." 

Little  he  knew  what  destinies  lay  in  his  lightly  given  promise.  Something 
in  the  words  of  that  tract  smote  him  like  a  javelin-thrust.  There  is  nothing 
in  all  the  secret  organic  processes  of  nature  subtler,  or  surer,  than  the  secret, 
aubtle,  sure  springing  to  life  of  a  spiritual  seed  falling  in  a  soil  to  which  it 
has  affinity.  No  one  c-in  predict,  no  one  can  explain  the  occurrence.  The 
highest  and  mont  complex  formulas  in  the  mathematics  of  chemistry  are 
•children's  A  B  C's  beside  the  dimly  understood  and  never-to-be- formulated 
laws,  forever  working  in  our  human  souU,  evolving  out  of  certain  kinds  of 
faith  certain  sorts  of  doubt;  out  of  wide  unbelief,  narrow  superstition; 
.making  us,  spite  of  ourselves,  adhere  ti>-day,  depart  to-morrow,  cling,  reject, 
iove,  hate,  all  in  destined  successioas,  of  which  the  more  we  think  we  know, 
the  more  we  prove  that  we  are  ignorant. 

If  there  wsis  a  man  in  ail  Massachusetts  of  whom  it  would  have  been  safe 
to  s:iy  that  he  could  never  become  a  Mormon,  it  was  Squire  Wilson. 

Yet,  in  a  few  days  after  the  reading  of  that  tract,  he  was  closeted  alone, 
with  his  Bible  spread  open  before  him,  comparing  its  teachings  with  the 
Mormon  doctrines,  and  coming  slowly,  reluctantly,  almost  with  anguish  of 
lesistauce,  to  compliance  with  the  faith  of  the  Latter-day  Saints. 

The  struggle  lasted  tbree  days.  During  this  time  no  one  but  his  son  waa 
allowed  to  enter  the  room.  Phil  was  an  only  child,  and,  his  mother  having 
-been  dead  for  years,  he  had  become  his  father's  companion  in  an  intimacy 
.Tery  rare  between  father  and  son. 

Near  the  clos^ef  the  third  day,  Squire  Wilson  looked  up  and  said,  with 
.tears  rolling  down  his  cheeks: 

*' My  God!  Phil,  it's  all  true!  It's  all  true!  I  must  follow  it  But  it  will 
-coat  me  every  friend  I  have,  and  every  dollar  Fve  got  in  the  world." 

The  memory  of  this  moment  is  vivid  in  Phil's  mind  to-day.  He  had  never 
before  seen  his  father  weep.  He  felt  the  tears  drop  hot  and  fast  on  his  own 
handa,  aa  his  father  in  his  exiteraent  grasped  them  tightly  in  both  of  his,  and 
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wrung  them  hard.  No  woaderthat  the  boy  became,  then  and  there,  the* 
passionate  believer  in  all  that  his  father  believed,  the  enthusiastic  helper  in 
all  that  his  father  now  wished  to  do. 

The  next  scene  stamped  on  the  lad's  memory  was  one  between  hia  ibthei^ 
his  grandfather,  and  his  favorite  uncle.  The  uncle  was  a  Baptist  preacher^ 
settled  in  a  neighboring  town;  the  grandfather,  now  very  aged,  had  also  been 
a  Baptist  preacher,  and  lived  with  this  son.  Hearing  the  dreadful  rumor  of 
Bquire  Wilson's  conversion  to  Mormonism,  they  came  over  to  reason  with 
him.  Phil  was  present  at  the  interview.  It  lasted  many  hours.  The  heart- 
broken old  man  tried  entreaty,  argument,  invective,  all  to  no  purpose.  The 
convert  was  immovable.  It  seemed  to  Phil,  listening  with  his  boyish  heart 
all  aflame  in  the  new  excitement,  that  his  father's  positions  were  unassailable* 
that  his  reasoning  ought  to  convince  the  world.  At  last,  when  the  unhappy 
trio  separated,  Phil  heard  his  grandfather  say,  hotly:  "I  hope  my  eyes  may 
never  rest  on  your  face  again.  You  are  my  son  no  longer!"  And  his  uncle 
Said  similar  words,  even  more  emphatic:  '^I'll  never  own  you  for  a  brother  I 
Never  dare  to  cross  the  threshold  of  my  house!"  And  they  strode  away  with 
angry  and  anguished  faces. 

An  uplifting  sense  of  martyrdom  swelled  in  PhiFs  breast  He  felt  himself 
bound  to  the  new  religion  with  a  bond  tenfold  stronger  than  before.  Hold- 
ing tight  to  his  father's  hand,  he  stood  in  the  doorway  of  the  home  so  soon  to 
be  abandoned  forever,  and  watched  his  uncle  and  grandfather  in  silence  till 
they  were  out  of  sight     Then  turning,  he  said : 

"  You  have  me  still,  father." 

"  Yes,  my  son,"  his  father  replied,  "  and  we  shall  have  them  with  us,  too,. 
before  long."  The  prediction  was  fulfilled  to  the  letter.  Only  a  few  years 
later  the  threo  who  had  parted  thus  bitterly  were  reunited  in  the  city  of 
Nauvoo,  all  equally  convinced  of,  and  equally  enthusiastic  in  upholding,  the 
Mormon  faith.  And  one  of  the  clearest  and  ablest  books  the  Mormons  have, 
perhaps  the  very  best  presentation  of  their  peculiar  doctrines  that  has  ever 
been  made,  was  written  by  this  very  Baptist  clergyman'  who  had  thus  for- 
bidden his  brother  ever  to  cross  the  threshold  of  his  home  so  long  as  he  held, 
to  the  Mormon  belief. 

This  brief  family  history  is  but  one  out  of  thousands.  It  is  by  such  proc- 
esses as  this  that  Mormonism  has  come  to  exist;  it  is  upon  foundations  such 
as  these  that  it  rests,  strong  and  confident,  to-day. 

With  its  surface  history,  its  incredible  beginnings  in  the  brain  of  tat 
illiterate  plow-boy,  its  astounding  spread  and  quick  centralization  as  a 
power,  its  hostile  reception  in  every  place  where  it  tried  to  get  permanent 
foothold,  driven  out  of  State  after  State,  its  leaders  murdered  by  mobs — 
with  all  these  surface  facts  of  its  history  the  world  is  familiar — so  familiar, 
in  fact,  that  from  that  very  familiarity  have  come  about,  as  happens  in  so 
many  other  things,  an  ignorance  and  indifference  in  regard  to  the  significance, 
-importance,  and  true  nature  of  the  movement.  ♦  ♦  ■* 

Beading  to-day  Joseph  Smith's  narrative  of  how  there  appeared  at  his  bed* 
side  an  angel  in  a  white  robe,  with  a  countenance  "  truly  like  lightning^''  who 
told  him  to  go  to  Manchester,  Ontario  County,  New  York,  and  find  there; 
jonder  a  stone  that  could  be  easily  pried  up  with  a  lever,  gold  plates,  foorteeli 
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^handTed  yean  buried,  on  which  was  engraved,  in  Egyptian,  Assyriac,  Qhaldaio 

«nd  Arabic  characters,  the  whole  of  the  Book  of  Mormon;  how  there  were 

also  in  this  sepulchre  an  oval-shaped  stone  called  the  seer  stone,  and  an 

inatrament  like  a  pair  of  spectacles,  but  larger,  twu  clear  stones  set  in  a  rim 

called  the  Urim  and  Thumniim,  by  the  application  of  which  to  the  Egyptian, 

^Chaldaic,  Assyriac  and  Arabic  characters,  they  were  at  ouce  turned  into  plain 

Snglish,  and  thus  read,  and  word  for  word  written  down;  how  after  this  was 

4one,  the  angel  carried  the  gold  plates  away  again— one  is  simply  stupefied 

with  wonder.      *      *     *      Xhe  appended  certificates  of  eleven  men,  to  the 

affect  that  during  the  possession  of  these  plates  by  Joseph  Smith  they  saw 

•and  handled  them,  only  add  to  the  amazement.  *  *  * 

The  hock  [of  Mormon]  was  first  published  in  1830.  On  the  6th  of  April 
in  that  year  the  Church  was  organized.  It  consisted  of  six  members.  Before 
the  end  of  the  year  Branches  of  the  Church  had  been  organized  in  Penn* 
qrUania,  Ohio,  and  several  places  in  New  York,  and  the  following  had  grown 
from  six  to  over  one  thousand. 

Daring  the  next  three  years  hundreds  of  ministers,  ordained  by  the  boy 
•Joseph  Smith,  were  sent  out  in  all  directions  through  the  country,    an<]i 
Branches  of  the  Church  were  organized  in  most  of  the  States  of  the  Union. 

In  1836  a  Temple  was  built  and  dedicated  in  Kirtland,  Ohio,  and  the 
•ecclesiastical  organization  of  the  order  was  completed.  Twelve  apostles,  and 
•qnorums  of  high  priests,  elders,  councilors,  bishops  and  ministers,  all  in 
graded  successions,  with  specifically  defined  responsibilities  and  obligationSi 
^knit  the  people  together,  and  made  them,  as  it  were,  a  unit  in  spirit^  purposei 
j^tion. 

This  was  a  remarkable  scheme  to  have  been  devised,    and  successfully 
•^rriod  out,  by  a  man  only  thirty  years  old,  without  education,  without 
money,  and  without  influence,  except  such  as  emanated  from  his  own  per- 
sonality. 

In  1838  persecutions  began,  and  nearly  ten  thousand  Mormons  were  driveii 
out  by  violence  from  the  State  of  Missouri. 

Nevertheless,  in  the  two  following  years,  more  converts  joined  the  move-, 
uent  than  had  joined  up  to  the  time  of  the  beginning  of  the  Missouri  per- 
aecation.  In  1840  the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  visited  England, 
.gathered  great  numbers  into  the  Church,  and  published  there  the  Book  of 
Mormon  and  several  other  works,  among  which  was  a  periodical  called  the 
Millennial  Star,  which  in  ten  years  had  reached  a  circulation  of  eighteen 
thousand  copies  weekly. 

The  next  centralization  made  by  the  prophet,  as  he  called  himself — claiming 
to  have  been,  by  the  actual  laying  on  of  hands  of  visible  angels,  ordained  to 
the  **  High  Priesthood  after  the  order  of  Melchisedec,  to  hold  the  keys  of  the 
kingdom  of  Qod,  the  dispensation  of  the  fullness  of  times^ — was  in  Illinois. 
The  history  of  the  city  of  Nauvoo,  of  the  building  there  of  the  great  Temple, 
one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  feet  long  by  eighty-eight  feet  wide;  the  or- 
ganization of  the  famous  Nauvoo  Legion  of  armed  men;  the  conflicts  be- 
tween the  Nauvoo  authorities  and  the  authorities  of  the  Illinois  State  Qov- 
«mment;  the  riots;  the  murder  of  Joseph  Smith  and  his  brother  by  a  mob; 
^nd  the  final  expulsion  of  the  entire  Mormon  population  from  Illinois  are 
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matters  within  the  memory  of  many  living.    It  is  a  shameful  record,  for  which 
Illinois  should  blush  to  her  latest  day. 

Even  the  worst  and  wickedest  of  men,  the  lowest  criminals  that  the  eartb 
ever  saw,  should  be  safe  from  such  outrages  as  were  ]>erpetrated  in  Naavoo. 

The  effect  of  all  this  persecution  on  the  Mormon  people  was  simply  ta 
make  them  tenfold  more  Mormon  than  before;  to  add  to  their  enthasiasm 
the  unquenchable  fire*  of  the  martyr-spirit.     Religious  persecutors  never 
realize  how  much  more  their  methods  build  up  than  overthrow.    Delosioofl^. 
which  let  alone  would  die  out,  thrive  and  spread  the  instant  men  attack 
them  with  bigoted  fury.    No  rallying  cry  for  masses  has  ever  been  fonnd 
comparable  to  the  watchwords  of  martyrdom.    A  man  will  thiok  twice  about- 
inconveniencing  himself,  and  hesitate  to  make  himself  poor,  for  his  religion; . 
but  show  him  that  he  may  have  to  lay  down  his  life  for  it,  that  another  man 
stands  ready  to  slay  him  for  adhering  to  it,  and  he  is  instantly  aflame  with 
readiness  to  do  battle,  not  so  much  for  the  religion  as  for  his  right  to  believe^ 
in  it  if  he  chooses. 

It  was  on  the  6th  of  April,  1841,  that  the  corner-stone  of  the  great  Temple 
was  laid  in  Nauvoo.  In  less  than  eight  years  Nauvoo  vras  deserted,  and  its 
entire  Mormon  population,  some  twenty  thousand  people,  driven  out  at  the  ■ 
point  of  the  bayonet,  their  leader  murdered,  their  property  confiscated.  The  - 
history  of  the  Mormon  eniigmtion  from  Illinois  to  Utah,  between  1846  and 
1849,  is  one  of  almost  incredible  hardships  and  sufferings.  The  road  was 
literally  marked  by  graves.  There  are  many  women  alive  in  Utah  to-day  who 
can  tell  the  story  of  that  emigration:  women  who,  weak  from  hunger,  walked 
the  greater  part  of  the  way,  carrying  their  infants  .m  their  arms,  or  drawing^ 
aged  parents  in  small  hand-carts. 

The  narrative  has  never  been  fully  written  out.  There  is  not  in  all  the 
world's  history  anything  fully  its  parallel.  It  will  be  a  surprise  to  most  per- 
sons to  learn  that  up  to  this  time  polygamy  was  not  one  of  the  avowed  Mor-*- 
mon  doctrines.  On  what,  then,  was  all  this  persecution  based)  It  is  not» 
at  first,  easy  to  discover.  Neither  the  statements  of  the  Mormons  nor  those 
of  their  enemies  fully  explain  it. 

'  Theologically,  the  Mormon  doctrines  seem  to  be  almost  identical  with  those 
of  the  orthodox  Christian  churches.  To  these  are  added  a  belief  in  baptism 
for  the  dead,  and  in  the  efiicacy  of  the  laying  on  of  the  Elders'  hands  and  of 
anointing  with  oil — both  founded  on  a  literal  interpretation  of  the  Christian 
Scriptures,  which  they  heartily  embrace,  and  avow  as  a  rule  of  faith  and 
conduct;  holding  in  equal  reverence  with  them,  however,  what  they  believe* 
to  be  God's  latest  revelations,  through  Joseph  Smith  and  his  successors  in 
the  priesthood. 

The  Baptist  clergyman,  alluded  to  in  the  opening  of  this  paper  as  a  brother  * 
of  Squire  Wilson,  wrote,  after  his  conversion  to  Mormonism,  a  series  of 
letters,  in  which  is  to  be  found  a  clear  statement  of  the  Mormon  theology. . 
These  letters  were  originally  written  to  a  brother  minister  in  the  Baptist^ 
church,  who  had  been  greatly  distressed  by  his  friend's  change  of  belief. 

He  says: 

"  Tou  ask  me  to  give  an  account  of  the  faith  which  I  have  embraced. 

**  1  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is  God,  co-eternal  with  God  the  Father,  tad  that  nidi  ar 
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liAve  the  knowledge  of  the  GkMpel  and  believe  upon  Him  will  be  saved;  and  such  ai 
believe  not  will  be  damned.  I  believe  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to  be  the  Word  of 
God.  I  believe  that  every  person  should  be  bom,  nut  only  of  the  Spirit,  but  also  of  the 
%  in  order  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  Grod.  There  are  three  that  bear  witness  on 
as  there  are  three  that  bear  record  in  heaven:  the  Spirit,  the  water,  and  the  blood 
bear  conoorrent  testimony  to  one  obedience  on  earth;  for  the  want  of  any  one  (nr  all  of 
these  witnesses  on  earth,  in  our  favor,  there  will  be  no  registry  of  our  perfect  acceptance 
IB  heaven.  Hence  the  baptism  for  the  dead.  ...  I  believe  in  the  resurrection  o£ 
the  dead,  the  righteous  to  life  eternal,  and  the  wicked  to  shame  and  everlasting  oon- 
tempt  I  believe  that  repentance  toward  God  and  faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  are 
flbmentary  and  cardinal  truths  of  the  GospeL  .  .  ;  I  believe  that  every  church  in 
Gospel  order  has  a  priesthood  consisting  of  prophets,  apostles,  elders,  etc.,  and  that  the 
knowledge  and  power  of  a  priesthood,  ordained  of  God  as  the  ancient  priesthood  was,  if 
indispensably  necessary  to  the  prosperity  of  the  church.  I  do  not  believe  thac  the  canon 
of  sacred  Scripture  was  closed  with  the  revelation  of  John;  but  believe  that  wherever 
God  has  a  true  church,  there  He  makes  frequent  revelations  of  His  wilL  ...  I  de- 
priesthood  to  be  that  order  of  authoritative  intelligences  by  which  God  regulates," 
Ltrols,  enlightens,  blesses  or  curses,  saves  or  condemns  all  beings.  To  it,  under  God, 
all  things  are  subservient  in  righteousness,  whether  in  heaven,  earth  or  helL  God  the. 
father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  at  the  head  of  all  genuine  priesthood.  But  as  it  is 
SRs  will  that  all  men  should  honor  the  Son,  even  as  they  honor  the  Father,  Jesus  now 
stands  aoorsdited  as  the  Apostle  and  High  Priest  of  our  profession.  Subordinate' 
pristts  in  the  same  apostolic  order  of  the  Son  of  God  are  such  as  He  has  put  in  His' 
oburch.  .  .  .  The  priesthood  exhibits  a  regular  gradation  of  knowledge  and  autho- 
rity, from  Jesus,  the  great  High  Priest  in  heaven,  to  the  lowest  description  of  ordination 
in  the  church  below." 

These  were  at  the  outset  the  salient  points  of  the  creed  of  Uie  Latter-day 
Saints.  It  would  not  seem  that  there  could  be  in  them  any  just  ground  of 
o^nsato  those  who  accept  the  Christian  Bible  as  literally  inspired. 
.'Their  belief  in  the  existence  of  revelations  from  Grod  in  the  present  age, 
and  in  the  direct  inspiration  of  their  leaders,  has  been  called  blasphemous  by 
some  of  their  opponents.  But  it  would  be  difficult  to  say  anjrthing  on  this 
head  which  would  not  have  been  equally  applicable,  in  the  time  of  Christ 
and  of  the  prophets,  to  all  who,  in  that  day  and  generation,  believed  on 
them.  There  is,  therefore,  no  logic  in  the  accusation;  but  it  is  one  likely  to 
appear  well  founded  to  those  who  feel  that  there  is  direct  insult  to  Christ's 
teachings  and  dispensation  in  the  idea  of  Qod's  having  supplemented  them 
by  any  others,  even  indorsing  and  amplifying  them. 

But  there  was  under  the  hue  and  cry  of  blisphemy,  and  apparent  zeal  to 
protect  the  things  of  God,  a  concealed  and  much  more  powerful  anxiety  V> 
protect  the  tilings  of  Ctesar.  Mormon  populations  were  unmanageable  factors 
in  political  affairs.    The  Mormon  vote  was  sure  to  be  a  unit.

GROWING    TENDENCY    TO    MOBOCRACY    IN    THE 

UNITED    STATES. 


No  person  who  keeps  posted  in  regard  to  passing  events  in  the  United  States 
can  fail  to  notice  the  growing  tendency  to  lawlessness  in  that  country.  There 
was  a  time  in  the  history  of  that  nation  when  respect  was  generally  enter- 
tained  for  the  law  and  its  adminstrators,  aud  it  was  only  in  the  western 
wilds  or  among  frontier  settlements,  to  which  civilization  was  hardly  sup- 
posed to  have  extended,  that  lynch  law  prevailed  or  rioting  and  mobbing 
were  resorted  to.  But  now  the  frequency  of  such  scenes  in  nearly  all  parts 
of  the  Union  is  truly  appalling,  and  nothing  more  plainly  marks  the  de- 
cadence of  that  nation.  That  such  is  the  case  should  occasion  no  surprise  to 
those  who  are  familiar  with  the  bigoted,  persecutive,  lawless  manner  with 
which  the  Latter-day  Saints  have  been  treated  in  that  nation  during  the  past 
half  a  century.  Indeed,  it  may  be  regarded  as  a  natural  consequence.  When, 
in  tbe  early  days  of  our  Church's  history,  bigotry  overleaped  the  bounds  of 
law,  and  Joseph  Smith  and  Sidney  Rigdon,  for  no  other  cause  than  claiming 
communion  with  the  Almighty  and  preaching  the  same  doctrines  that  Jesns 
and  PI  is  Apostles  taught,  were  cruelly  mobbed  and  tarred  and  feathered 
without  any  effort  being  subsequently  made  to  bring  those  who  were  guilty 
of  tbe  outrage  tu  justiee,  the  foundation  was  laid  for  other  scenes  of  anarchy 
which  have  since  transpired.  The  idea  began  to  prevail  that  the  '*  Mormons" 
were  lawful  prey— that  however  great  the  outrage  inflicted  upon  tht-m,  it 
would  be  winked  at  or  applauded  by  the  public.  When  tbe  Saints  were 
driven  from  their  homes  and  despoiled  of  their  possessions  io  Missouri  by  a 
ruthless  mob  because  thty  chose  to  adhere  to  an  unpopular  religion,  and  the 
nation  smiled  approval,  the  lawless  spirit  was  still  further  encouraged. 
When  the  Missouri  mobocrats  in  reckless  desperation  butchered  Latter-day 
Saints  like  wild  beasts,  forced  women  and  children  to  flee  with  bleeding 
feet  across  burnt  prairies  to  save  their  lives,  drove  them  from  county  to 
oounty,  and  finally  banished  them  from  the  State  under  the  edict  of  a  des- 
potic Governor,  while  they,  their  persecutors,  were  left  in  peaceable  possession 
of  the  property  they  had  pillaged,  it  was  but  reasonable  that  the  mobocratie 
spirit  should  grow.  When  the  Latter-day  Saints  api»ealed  for  redress  of 
their  wrongs  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  who  had  supinely  watched 
tbe  progress  of  the  outrages  to  which  they  had  been  subjected,  and  received 
the  imbecile  or  atrocious  reply:  **  Your  cause  is  just,  but  I  can  do  nothing  for 
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Jroo,"  it  was  but  natural  to  expect  that  lawlessness  would  increase.  When 
the  Prophet  and  Patriarch,  Joseph  and  Hynim  Smith,  were  betrayed  by 
Oovernor  Ford  of  Illinois  into  the  hands  of  a  mob  who  had  declared  that  as 
the  law  could  not  be  made  to  reach  them  powder  and  ball  should,  and  they 
were  murdered  in  cold  blood,  without  anyone  being  called  to  account  for  it, 
the  bloodthirsty  and  lawless  were  naturally  emboldened.  When  the  follow* 
6f8  of  those  noble  martyrs  were  subsequently  forced  by  their  old  enemies  to 
abandon  Nauvoo,  the  most  beautiful  city  in  all  the  western  country,  which 
they  had  built  up  at  such  an  inimenso  sacrifice,  together  with  their  extensive 
and  valuable  farms  in  the  surrounding  region,  without  any  compensation,  to 
journey  fifteen  hundred  miles  into  the  western  wilderness  in  search  of  new 
homes,  it  proved  a  further  gratification  to  cupidity  and  encouragement  to 
mobocracy. 

The  seed  of  lawlessness  which  was  sown  by  those  States  in  their  persecu- 
tion of  the  Latter  day  Saints,  and  the  sowing  of  which  was  Tvinked  at, 
sanctioned  or  chuckled  over  by  the  nation  at  large,  has  grown  and  borne  its 
legitimate  fruit  since  then.  The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  declared  upon  one 
occasion  that  if  the  nation  permitted  the  Latter-day  Saints  to  be  mobbed 
without  redress,  the  tima  would  come  when  they  would  have  mob  law  to 
their  hearts'  content.  In  other  words,  those  lawless  acts  inflicted  upon  the 
Latter-day  Saints,  if  allowed  to  go  unpunished,  would  in  time  be  inflicted 
upon  others,  and  anarchy  would  prevail.  These  prophetic  words  have  been 
already  fulfilled,  but  not  so  completely  as  they  yet  will  be.  It  is  no  unusual 
thing  to  hear  of  lynching  now  in  almost  any  part  of  the  Union.  Riots  and 
mob  violence  prevail  very  frequently  and  from  various  causes.  Secret  or- 
ganizations exist  almost  everywhere  that  are  ready  to  break  forth  at  a  mo- 
ment's warning  and  commit  desperate  deeds  in  defiance  of  law,  and  fear  and 
distrust  are  fast  taking  the  place  of  the  confidence  and  sense  of  security  that 
once  prevailed  in  the  nation.  Such  scenes  as  the  late  riots  in  Cincinnati, 
and  the  reign  of  terror  which  lately  prevailed  in  a  town  in  Iowa  during  the 
trial  of  some  liquor  dealers,  when  the  prosecuting  lawyer  was  tarred  and 
feathered  and  run  out  of  the  town,  and  others  barely  escaped  being  lynched, 
serve  to  show  the  general  tendency  to  which  we  have  alluded.  And  what 
could  show  it  more  plainly  than  the  recent  outrages  in  Tennessee,  and  the 
comments  made  thereon  by  many  of  the  newspaper  writers  throughout  the 
tJnion?  Not  only  were  desperate  men  in  Tennessee  ready  to  do  the  fiendish 
work  of  murdering  unoffending  *'  Mormons,"  but  scores  of  bigoted  newspaper 
men  were  ready  to  endorse  it,  allude  to  it  in  a  flippant  manner,  or  manufacture 
fies  to  serve  as  a  pretext  for  the  crime.  This  all  tends  to  show  how  wide- 
spread the  mobocratic  feeling  is.  As  a  further  indication  of  how  this  spirit 
is  growing,  we  may  mention  that  the  murderers  of  the  **  Mormons"  in  Ten- 
nessee, seeing  that  no  efforts  are  being  made  to  bring  them  to  justice,  have 
had  the  effrontery  to  order  all  believers  in  the  "  Mormon"  doctrines  to  leave 
Lewis  Co.,  Tennessee,  on  pain  of  being  killed.  Here  is  what  the  dispatches 
say  about  it: 

**  Nashville,  Tenn.,  8.— The  anti-Mormon  residents  of  Lewis  county  have  posted  in 
conspicuous  places  a  notice  warning  all  members  of  the  Church  of  Latter-day  Saints  to 
go  elsewhere  on  pain  of  death.  The  document,  which  is  adorned  with  the  picture  of  a 
coAn,  is  in  these  word: 
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'*  Mormons: — Membem  of  the  Latter-day  Saintii  are  notified  to  leave  this  ooontj,  mi4 
ttdrty  days  are  given  for  you  all  to  go.  An  indignant  and  outraged  people  have  aaid  il^ 
Mid  go  you  shall.  If  you  are  found  in  this  county  after  tlurty  days  you  will  go  like  tl» 
oihers.    Gro  peacefully  if  you  will,  but  you  must  go.' 

*'  The  Mormons  are  much  alarmed,  and  it  is  believed  some  will  leave  within  the  tinM 
prescribed,  while  the  rest  will  defy  their  enemies  and  prepare  for  any  attack  that  may  b^ 
made  upon  them.  The  anti-Mormon  men  keenly  feel  the  loss  of  their  leader,  who  was 
killed  in  the  recent  attack,  and  are  smarting  under  public  criticism  and  the  offer  of  ^00l> 
for  the  apprehension  of  any  of  their  number.  They  maintain  that  the  Blden  tidUjr 
deserved  their  fate,  and  that  Mormonism  will  not  be  tolerated  under  any  circuwst'snnea 
Several  Mormons  have  left  since  the  Elders  were  slain." 

The  Latter-day  Saints  are  not  so  easily  alarmed  as  some  people  imagiae.. 
They  know  tbey  have  done  nothing  for  which  they  deserve  to  be  driven  from 
their  homes  or  murdered.  Such  a  threat  as  this  is  nothing  new  for  them  to 
receive.  While  they  have  a  consciousness  that  God  approves  of  their  couisey 
they  have  nothing  to  fear  from  tlieir  enemies.  They  may  take  their  lives, 
but  they  cannot  rob  them  of  the  eternal  reward  for  which  they  are  striving^ 
which  is  worth  inore  to  them  than  life.  Tlie  Latter-day  Saints  can  afford  to 
be  persecuted  and  mobbed  and  murdered  better  than  the  people  of  that 
siatiou  can  afford  to  commit  those  outrages  or  allow  them  to  be  committed. 
Just  as  sure  as  they  do  so,  they  will  st;ind  condemned  for  it.  They  will  hear 
from  the  Great  Judge  af  the  lust  day:  *' Inasmuch  as  ye  have  dime  it  unto 
one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me.  Depart  from 
me  ye  cursed  into  everlasting  fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  bis  angels,"

A   TOUCHING   TRIBUTE   TO   A   NOBLE  WOMAN. 


BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH  OP  **  MA"  8M00T. 


Yesterday  (Sept.  1st)  at  twenty  minutes  before  5  o'clock  p.m.,  Margaret 
Thompson  McMeans  Smoot  passed  away  from  earth.  She  was  bom  on  the 
16th  of  April,  1809,  in  Chester  District,  South  Carolina.  Her  father  was  s 
revolutionary  soldier,  and  her  grandfather  Hunter  was  an  officer  of  high  rank 
during  the  country's  struggle  for  freediun.  Her  brothers  served  an  honorable 
term  in  the  war  of  1812. 

When  she  was  eighteen  years  of  age  she  was  married  to  Wm.  Atkinson^ 
and  a  year  after  a  son  was  born  to  her.  Widowed  soon  after  the  birth  of  her 
child,  she  removed  to  Paris,  Henry  Co.,  Tenn.  Here  she  heard  the  sound  of 
the  Gospel,  and  was  baptized  by  Warren  Parrish  on  the  5th  of  November, 
1B34.  In  May,  1837,  she  went  with  her  child  up  to  Far  West,  traveling  in 
Elder  Sherwood  and  Smooths  Company.  On  the  11th  of  November,  1838, 
she  was  married  to  A.  O.  Smoot,  while  Far  West  was  surrounded  and  the 
people  made  prisoners  of  war.  Driven  with  the  body  of  the  Saints  from  that 
place,  they  at  last  reached  Ambrosia,  where  they  were  counseled  to  remain. 

Elder  Smoot,  during  the  next  two  or  three  years,  fulfilled  three  missions 
to  Tennessee  and  Alabama,  on  two  of  them  being  accompanied  by  his  wife. 
The  couple  had  removed  to  Nauvoo,  and  although  Elder  Smoot  was  absent 
pn  a  mission,  the  family  were  there  when  the  awful  martyrdom  of  the  Prophet 
and  Patriarch  occurred. 
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When  the  cry  **  Westward,  Oh  Zion/'  rang  through  Israel,  Eider  Sraoot 
was  among  the  first  who  were  ready  to  start.  He  was  appointed  captaiii 
over  120  wagons,  in  the  company  of  600  wagons  that  followed  the  Pioneers, 
His  was  the  second  company  that  entered  the  Valley  after  the  Pioneers. 
They  arrived  on  tlie  24th  of  September,  1847. 

Among  the  first  of  those  noble  men,  whi»  received  and  obeyed  the  law  of 
celestial  marriage,  was  Elder  A.  O.  Smoot,  and  as  *' Ma"  said  a  short  time  before 
ber  death,  *'  I  knew  it  was  right  from  the  firdt.  I  went  into  it  witli  a  willing 
heart.  I  have  never  doubted  it,  never  fought  it.  I  liave  lived  it,  and  I  shaH 
die  it"  This  is  the  key  to  her  whole  noble  chanicter.  To<»  mortal  not  to  err, 
she  was  too  conscientious  to  remain  in  the  wrong.  Forgiving  to  a  faulty 
devoted  to  her  husband's  whole  family,  and  revered  and  adored  by  them,  she 
was  to  all,  family  and  friends,  "  Ma  Smoot."  Her  character  was  full  of  rugged 
simplicity,  a  proud  firmness,  and  a  womanly  submission  to  God  and  her 
husband. 

She  was  first  President  of  the  20th  Ward  Relief  Society,  and  when  she 
removed  to  Provo  in  October,  1872,  she  was  sadly  missed  by  her  companions 
and  friends  in  the  city.  She  occupied  the  position  of  President  of  the  Silk 
Association  in  this  Stake,  until  she  felt  obliged  by  her  other  duties  to  resign. 
In  1878,  when  the  Stake  organization  was  completed,  she  was  chosen  as 
Stake  President  of  this  (Uuih)  Stake.  With  what  loving  selfsacHfice  and 
womanly  dignity  she  filled  this  position  until  her  death,  only  the  weeping 
bearts  of  the  sisters  throughout  this  Stake  can  now  testify.  She  assisted  ia 
the  org}inization  of  the  Y.  L.  M.  I.  A.  and  the  Primary  Assocations  of  this 
whole  Stake. 

On  the  9th  of  May,  188.3,  she  was  prostrated  by  p:iralysis.  Her  life,  which 
had  been  so  active,  so  useful,  was  suddenly  closed  in  the  vise-like  grasp  of 
palsy,  since  which  time,  those  to  whom  she  had  so  fondly  ministered  during 
her  life,  have  gladly  returned  a  few  of  her  kindnesses.  During  the  winter 
her  health  seemed  to  improve  and  she  recovered  her  speech  to  a  great  extent 
and  was  able  to  ride  out  some.  As  spring  deepened  she  seemed  to  fade  away, 
and  about  six  weeks  ago,  she  received  another  stroke.  Since  then  she  has 
been  confined  to  her  bed,  and  has  lost  the  use  of  her  left  side,  as  well  as  her 
speech.  Yesterday  she  seemed  brighter,  and  was  conscious  to  the  last,  kissed 
every  one  of  the  family  and  friends  around  her  good  bye,  and  at  4  o'clock  p.m.

A  TOUCHING   TRIBUTE   TO   A   NOBLE  WOMAN. 


BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH  OF  "  MA"  8M00T. 


Yesterday  (Sept.  1st)  at  twenty  minutes  before  5  o'clock  p.m.,  Margaret 
Thompson  McMeans  Smoot  passed  away  from  earth.  She  was  born  on  the 
16th  of  April,  1809,  in  Chester  District,  South  Carolina.  Her  father  was  a 
revolutionary  soldier,  and  her  grandfather  Hunter  was  an  officer  of  high  rank 
durinp^  the  country's  struggle  for  freedom.  Her  brothers  served  an  honorable 
term  in  the  war  of  1812. 

When  she  was  eighteen  years  of  age  she  was  married  to  Wm.  Atkiosno^ 
and  a  year  after  a  son  was  born  to  her.  Widowed  soon  after  the  birth  of  her 
child,  she  removed  to  Paris,  Henry  Co.,  Tenn.  Here  she  heard  the  sound  of 
the  Gospel,  and  was  baptized  by  Warren  Parrish  on  the  5tli  of  November, 
1894.  In  May,  1837,  she  went  with  her  child  up  to  Far  West,  traveling  in 
Elder  Sherwood  and  Smoot's  Company.  On  the  11th  of  November,  1838, 
she  was  married  to  A.  O.  Smoot,  while  Far  West  was  surrounded  and  the 
people  made  prisoners  of  war.  Driven  with  the  body  of  the  Saints  from  that 
place,  they  at  last  reached  Ambrosia,  where  they  were  counseled  to  remain. 

Elder  Smoot,  during  the  next  two  or  three  years,  fulfilled  three  miaeiona 
to  Tennessee  and  Alabama,  on  two  of  them  being  accompanied  by  his  wife. 
The  couple  had  removed  to  Nauvoo,  and  although  Elder  Smoot  was  absent 
pn  a  mission,  the  family  were  there  when  the  awful  martyrdom  of  the  Prophet 
and  Patriarch  occurred. 
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When  the  cry  **  Westward,  Oh  Zion,"  rang  through  Israel,  Elder  Sraoot 
was  among  the  first  who  were  ready  to  start.  He  was  appointed  captaiii 
over  120  wagons,  in  the  company  of  600  wagons  that  followed  the  Pioneers, 
His  was  the  second  company  that  entered  the  Valley  after  the  Pioneers. 
They  arrived  on  tlie  24th  of  September,  1847. 

Among  the  first  of  those  noble  men,  wh4»  received  and  obeyed  the  law  of 
celestial  marriage,  was  Elder  A.  O.  Smoot,  and  us  *' Ma" said  a  short  time  before 
bar  death,  ^  I  knew  it  was  right  from  the  firdt.  I  went  into  it  with  a  willing 
heart.  I  have  never  doubted  it,  never  fought  it.  I  have  lived  it,  and  I  shaH 
die  it**  This  is  the  key  to  her  whole  noble  chanicter.  Too  mortal  n<»t  to  err, 
she  was  too  conscientious  to  remain  in  the  wrong.  Forgiving  to  a  faulty 
devoted  to  her  husband's  whole  family,  and  revered  and  adored  by  them,  she 
was  to  all,  family  and  friends,  "  Ma  Smoot."  Her  character  was  full  of  rugged 
simplicity,  a  proud  firmness,  and  a  womanly  submission  to  God  and  her 
husband. 

She  was  first  President  of  the  20th  Ward  Relief  Society,  and  when  she 
removed  to  Provo  in  October,  1872,  she  was  sadly  missed  by  her  companions 
and  friends  in  the  city.  She  occupied  the  position  of  President  of  the  Silk 
Association  in  this  Stake,  until  she  felt  obliged  by  her  other  duties  to  resign. 
In  1878,  when  the  Stake  organization  was  completed,  she  was  chosen  as 
Stake  President  of  this  (Uuih)  Stake.  With  what  loving  self-sHcrfice  and 
womanly  dignity  she  filled  this  position  until  her  death,  only  the  weeping 
hearts  of  the  sisters  throughout  this  Stake  can  now  testify.  She  assisted  in 
the  organization  of  the  Y.  L.  M.  I.  A.  and  the  Primary  Assocations  of  this 
whole  Stake. 

On  the  9th  of  May,  1883,  she  was  pmstrated  by  paralysis.  Her  life,  which 
had  been  so  active,  so  useful,  was  suddenly  closed  in  the  vise-like  grasp  of 
|>alsy,  since  which  time,  those  to  wh(mi  she  had  so  fondly  ministered  during 
her  life,  have  gladly  returned  a  few  of  her  kindnesses.  During  the  winter 
her  health  seemed  to  improve  and  she  recovered  her  speech  to  a  great  extent 
and  was  able  to  ride  out  some.  As  spring  deepened  she  seemed  to  fade  away^ 
and  about  six  weeks  ago,  she  received  another  stroke.  Since  then  she  has 
been  confined  to  her  bed,  and  has  lost  the  use  of  her  left  side,  as  well  as  her 
speech.  Yesterday  she  seemed  brighter,  and  was  conscious  to  the  last,  kissed 
every  one  of  the  family  and  friends  around  her  good  bye,  and  at  4  o'clock  p.m. 
the  room  was  cleared.  Turning  over  then  when  all  was  still,  the  brave,  pure 
spirit  peacefully  bade  good- bye  to  its  earthly  tabernacle,  and  passed  to 
eternity.

••  I  then  announced  two  more  out-door  meetings  for  the  two  Sundays  following,  but 
as  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  threatens  to  interfere  with  our  progress  in  this  pros- 
pectire  field,  I  shall  endeavor  to  secure  a  room  to  preach  in,  while  the  outlook  remains 
■o  favorable  for  an  abundant  harvest,  which  I  anticipate  will  be  reaped  by  some  one  ere 
long." 

THE  WORK  IN  THE  CLEVELAND  DISTRICT. 

Elder  R.  R  Hodgson,  writing  from  Brotton,  Sept.  8,  1884,  says: 

**  Elders  Morton  and  Greenwell,  of  the  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Couference,  made  us  a 
visit  on  Wednesday,  the  27th  of  August,  and  left  for  Hartlepool  this  day,  both  being 
moderately  well  During  their  stay  with  us  they  preached  eight  times  in  the  open  wixz 
at  North  Skelton  twice,  Lingday  twice.  Skinning  Grove  twice,  Brotton  once,  aii4 
Skelton  once.  A  heavy  fall  of  rain  on  Sunday  prevented  our  morning  meeting  i^ 
Brotton*  Our  meetings  were,  with  one  exception,  well  attended,  and  much  excitemeajb 
was  manifested  at  Brotton,  Skelton,  and  Skinning  Grove,  principally  through  the  efforts  of 
fanatical  local  preachers  of  the  Primitive  Methodists  of  Skelton.  As  a  rule  the  people 
are  on  our  side,  although  very  few  baptisms  are  made.  We  were  forced  from  our  old 
stand,  the  Keywall,  at  Brotton,  on  Sunday,  the  31st  ult.,  but  at  the  request  of  a  few 
honest  people  we  preached  to  them  at  the  bottom  of  Skelton  Lane. 

'*  I  will  reply  to  Dr.  Talmage's  pamphlet  at  Brotton,  on  Sunday  morning  next,  and  ip. 
the  evening  at  Skinning  Grove,  God  willing.  We  would  have  replied  to  it  on  Sunday 
last,  but  bad  weather  prevented  us.'' 


NEWS   FROM   THE  EMIGRANTS. 

Elder  John  Reeve,  writing  from  on  board  the  S.S.  Wyomiruj^  Sept  10, 
1884,  says: 

"  All  is  well  with  the  company  of  Saints  who  left  Liverpool  on  the  30th  ult.  The 
hand  of  the  Lord  has  been  over  us,  and,  although  we  have  experienced  very  squalfaf 
weather,  and  head  winds  idl  the  way,  yet  a  good  spirit  has  been  manifested  among  the 
Saints,  everything  has  passed  off  peaceably,  and  good  feelings  have  prevailed  throughoQfe 
the  whole  company.  Of  course  we  have  encountered  the  usual  amount  of  prejudiee 
among  the  passengers,  and  a  little  knot  of  rough  Grentile  characters  tried  to  annoy  and 
irritlate  the  steerage  passengers  of  our  company,  but  Brother  Bennett,  and  all  the  £ld«||S 
anociated  with  him,  have  preached  patience  and  forbearance  to  tl^e  Saints,  and  so,  finding 
their  efforts  to  annoy  did  not  produce  the  effect  desired,  they  ceased  their  attentions. 
K6  meetings  were  held  on  the  first  Sunday,  except  prayer  meetings^  which  have  be«^ 
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held  regularly  every  night  aad  nrnning,  but  on  Snnday,  the  7th  inft.*  meetinga 
held  below  by  both  British  and  Scandinavian  Saints,  and  a  good  spirit  prevailed.  Many 
of  the  strangers  aboard  attended  our  meetin;;:^  and  gave  good  attention,  seeming  to  b« 
quite  interested.  All  the  Elders  and  several  of  the  steerage  Saints  attended  diviiitt 
service  in  the  saloon  Sunday  morning,  our  meeting  being  held  in  the  afternoon.  AHo- 
gether,  I  think  I  may  say  that  a  very  plea^nt  time  has  been  passed  by  all,  and  the 
captain  and  all  the  officers  and  crew  have  been  very— yes,  exceedingly  kind  to  us  aince 
the  first  hour  we  came  aboard. 

**  lliose  who  felt  well  enough  amused  themselves  with  the  wmal  games  on  board.  The 
first  game  plaj'ed  was  the  most  general;  this  was  a  game  of  forfeits,  and  old  NeptmiA 
claimed  the  tribute.  It  was  somewhat  laughable,  even  to  those  who  were  plajring  the 
game,  to  see  the  very  doleful  countenances  of  each  other  as  they  parted  with  the  tribute, 
l>ut  after  the  second  day  things  began  to  look  more  cheerful,  and  other  games  became 
more  general,  such  as  shuffle  board,  rope  quoits,  pitching  leaden  quoits,  and  playing 
.chess  and  chequers.  Of  course  in  the  gent's  smoking  room  cards  were  the  order  every 
day,  but  none  of  the  SainU  participated  in  tbi«  game.  As  the  effect  of  sea-sickneea 
became  conspicuous  by  its  absence,  the  mo^t  important  game  of  all  was  played  three  timet 
a  day  in  the  saloon,  and  to  see  the  way  table:i  were  loaded  and  cleared  agun  was  reiy 
auggestive  of  a  famine  ovei  taking  us,  should  anything  occur  to  render  our  voyage  a  little 
longer  than  usual.  Guion  &  Co.  fully  sustained  their  reputation  for  the  excellcnoe 
of  their  tables,  and  not  a  single  complaint  has  been  made  by  any  one.  The  viands  were 
of  the  first  quality,  which  is  a  matter  of  course  with  ships  of  the  Guion  Line,  the  tablet 
were  all  filled  and  appetites  were  of  as  good  quality  as  the  viands.  I  cannot  speak  horn. 
experience  as  to  the  excellence  of  the  wine  ILtt,  but  to  jud;;e  by  observation  I  should  say 
they  (the  wines)  were  of  as  good  quality  as  everything  else,  and  I  think  all  on  board  may 
cherish  pleasant  memories  of  the  time  spent  ou  the  staunch  ship  IVyoming  on  this  her 
122n(l  trip  as  a  passenger  steamer  acroM  the  bosom  of  the  the  mighty  Atlantic. 

"  We  are  now  drawing  near  the  shores  of  the  United  States,  expecting  to  reach  New 
York  about  9  or  10  o*cUick  this  evening.  The  pilot  was  taken  aboard  yesterday  about 
40t  miles  out  from  New  York,  and  to-day  everybody  is  on  the  qui  vivt  looking  oat  for 
ships  and  laml  and  enquiring  for  news,  a  few  papers  having  been  brought  on  board  by 
*ihe  pilot.  There  have  been  neither  births  uor  deaths  on  board,  and  the  health  of  the 
Saints  is  excellent,  with  the  exceptiim  of  one  sister,  who  was  very  far  gone  in  consomp- 
tion  when  she  embarked.  It  is  a  little  doubtful  if  she  will  be  able  to  reach  Utah,  but 
lier  faith  that  she  will  is  very  strong. 

*'  I  forgot  to  mention  that  we  had  about  five  hours  detention  or  delay  when  about 
twenty -four  hours  out  from  Queenstown,  the  lever  of  the  throttle  valve  broke,  and  the 
yessel  laid  to  until  damages  were  repaired.  With  this  exception  all  has  gone  well,  and 
we  now  return  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  His  kind,  preserving;  care  over  us,  and  ask 
that  our  voyage  through  life  may  terminate  as  favorably,  and  that  we  may  all  reach  the 
harbor  of  celestial  lives  and  glory  with  God  our  Father  and  Jesus  Christ  our  Elder 
Brother."

^-India,  we  were  set  apart  on  the  lOth  of  last  June.  We  had  a  pleasant  voyage  across  the 
P^Msiflc,  touching  at  Yokohama  ia  Japan,  Hong  Kong  in  China,  Singapore  and  Penang 
in  the  Straita  Settlementt,  and  arriving  here  o&  the  Ist  of  August  in  excellent  health 

'  and  tpirita. 

**  We  immediately  began  the  distribution  el  tiact<  and  have  held  several  outdoor 
meetings  in  the  Wellington  Square,  a  place  of  reaort  for  religiooists  generally.  A  few 
days  after  oar  anlral,  *  short  and  extra  spiteful  editorial  appeared  in  the  Methodiit 
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ocgui,  which,  instead  of  being  an  injury,  proved  of  considerable  benefit,  inasmuch  as  it 
tnniad  out  to  be  the  entering  wedge  which  opened  the  way  for  the  '  liberal  press'  to 
Tolunteer  their  aid  in  exposing  '  Mormonism'  in  the  manner  we  always  expose  it. 

**Tbe  GoTemment  of  Calcutta  guarantees  to  out-door  preachers,  by  having  inspecting 
ixfficers  and  policemen  on  the  grounds  every  evening,  as  much  protection  as  lajrs  in  th«*ir 
power,  and  good  order  and  quietness  characterize  these  meetings.  Hindoos,  Mohamme- 
dans,  and  the  muoh*divided  Christians,  all  hold  forth  every  fine  evening  upon  the 
Square. 

**  Judging  from  ^e  numerous  inquirers,  both  English  and  native,  the  prew  and  our 
preaching  are  doing  a  good  work. 

**  We  humbly  denre  an  interest  in  the  faith  and  prayers  of  the  Saints,  that  the  good 
work  of  the  Lord  may  be  onward  and  upward  in  India."

A  sheep-herder  named  Qeorge  Stevens,  in  the  employ  of  Carter  <b  Young, 
was  found  lying  d&id  at  the  head  of  Carruth's  Cinyon,  near  Coalville,  on 
the  31st  ult,  having  been  killed  in  an  encounter  with  some  wild  animal,  sup- 
posed to  be  a  bear.

INTBRVUCW  WITH  TWO  OF  THE  SURVIVORS — ^VERY  INTERESTING  PARTICULAR 


From  the  Deseret  News, 

THIS  morning  [Sept.  13th]  we  received  a  call  from  Elders  W.  H.  Joneg 
and  Henry  Thompson,  with  whose  names  our  readers  are  familiar,  tblsy 
being  two  of  the  brethren  who  escaped  from  the  Tennessee  massacre.  Elder 
Jones  is  26  years  old,  short  of  stature,  moderate  build,  and  of  polished  and 
agreeable  address.  Elder  Thompson  is  somewhat  over  medium  height,  eoittiD-> 
what  heavy  build,  and  fair  complexion.  His  age  is  25  years.  He  speaks  with 
deliberation,  and  has  a  pleasant  and  modest  address. 

Thinking  this  a  favorable  opportunity  to  get  a  full  statement  of  the  details 
of  the  tragedy  and  circumstances  connected  with  it,  we  interviewed  these 
brethren. 

Elder  Jones  gave  the  following  sketch  of  his  exciting  experience  in  the 
ICiesion,  and  particularly  in  the  late  bloody  affair,  it  being  here  presented  m 
hiB  own  words: 

"  I  joined  Brother  John  H.  Gibbs  on  Cane  Creek  last  April,  and  labored 
with  him  since  then  as  a  constant  companion,  having  been  associated  widi 
him  night  and  day  from  that  time  to  the  day  of  his  death.  I  am  consequent- 
ly able  to  speak  with  knowledge  regarding  his  blameless  character  and  purity 
oflifa 

''We  held  several  meetings  on  Cane  Creek  since  that  time,  and  at  one  of 
them,  about  four  months  ago,  an  intelligent  young  lady  was  baptized  This 
attracted  much  attention,  and  about  two  hundred  persons  came  from  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  country  to  see  if  it  could  really  be  true  that  she  was  about 
to  espouse  so  despised  a  cause  as  *  Mormonisip.'     Her  father  had  been  • 
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friend  to  us,  though  inclined  to  infidelity;  he  never  opposed  her  being  bap- 
tized in  the  least.  We  baptized  four  others  at  the  same  time,  and  this  was 
BO  doubt  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  the  bitter  enmity  against  us.  Several 
threats  were  made  after  this  occurred.  Two  weeks  subsequently  we  had 
another  meeting  published,  but  the  Saturday  night  before  it  occurred  the 
mob  burned  down  our  meeting  house,  a  log  cabin,  and  left  a  notice,  poorly 
written  and  spelled,  and  without  any  signature,  warning  us  out  of  the  country, 
and  mentioning  personally  some  of  our  friends  and  the  local  brethren,  who 
were  also  threatened.  We  held  our  meeting,  nevertheless,  convening  under 
a  large  elm,  and  several  hundred  were  present,  including  the  sheriff  of  the 
county.  The  morning  was  occupied  by  Brother  Gibbs,  and  the  afternoon, 
at  which  service  there  was  a  large  congregation  and  one  of  the  local  preachers, 
^  was  allowed  to  me.  After  meeting  three  more  were  baptized.  Next  day 
Brother  Qibbs  and  I  went  to  Hohenwald,  and  in  the  journey  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  seeing  the  utter  absence  of  cause  for  the  hatred  manifested  toward 
as  by  the  ministers  of  the  other  sects.  As  we  were  journeying  along  we  saw 
a  Baptist  and  a  Methodist  preacher  standing  in  front  of  a  store  cenversing. 
Brother  Gibbs,  who  knew  them,  addressed  the  former  and  passed  the  com- 
pliments of  the  day,  but  the  surly  preacher  answered  that  he  wanted  nothing 
to  say  or  do  with  him.  Being  asked  why,  or  if  he  had  any  reason  for  thus 
expressing  himself,  he  answered  that  he  didn't  know  that  he  had,  but  simply 
preferred  not  exchanging  words  at  all.  The  Methodist  answered  in  a  similar 
way,  and  finally  declared  to  us  that]  our  presence  was  annoying,  upon  which, 
of  course,  we  rode  on. 

"  We  returned  that  afternoon,  held  another  meeting  on  Cane  Creek,  and 

baptized  five  more.    More  threats  were  made,  oral  and  written.     Abont  two 

weeks  later  we  returned  another  way  from  a  horse-back  tour,  held  a  meeting 

and  baptized  five.    Then  we  started  on  a  tour  in  West  Tennessee,  visited 

over  a  dozen  county  seats,  lecturing  wherever  we  could  on  the  *  Mormon' 

question,  doing  the  same  also  in  several  cities  in  northern  MississippL    After 

being  out  over  two  months,  we  returned  down  the  Tennessee  to  New  Era, 

walked  through  two  counties,  about  thirty  miles,  to  our  old  field  of  hibor  on 

O.iue  Creek,  where,  on  arrival,  we  met  Eiders  Berry  and  Thompson  on 

Friday,  the  8th  of  August.    Here  we  had  made  an  appointment,  and  they 

had  also,  tor  meeting  on  Sunday,  the  lOtk.      Saturday  night  and  Sunday 

morning  the  three  of  us  were  all  together  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Garrett,  our 

friend,  Brother  Berry  having  stayed  a  couple  of  miles  down  the  creek.  Elden 

Gibbs  and  Thompson  went  down  the  creek  to  Condor's,  while  I  remained  a 

little  while  at  Garrett's,  reading  a  sermon  in  the  News  aloud  to  several  per- 

>«ons  who  were  present    The  two  places  are  about  a  mile  apart,  and  soon 

^Jifterwards  I  also  started.    I  had  gone  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile,  when 

,  a  mob  rushed  down  from  the  forest  along  the  edge  ef  a  cornfield,  and  oidersd 

me  to  throw  up  my  hands.     I  did  so,  but  let  them  fall  again.     They  re- 

•  peated  their  order,  and  I  placed  them  akimbo,  then  raised  them  up,  whers- 

.  upon  they  searched  me  and  commanded  me  in  a  gruff  disguised  voice  to  go 

,  over  the  Jiill  through  the  corntield.    They  punched  me  with  their  guns  as  I 

rwent  ahtad,  first  kicking  me  on  one  side  and  then  on  the  other*    Th^ 

a  re  bed  me  three  times  in  all.    They  marched  me  over  the  brow  of  the  hiU 
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into  a  brashy,  rocky  ravine,  ordering  me  "  to  the  right"  or  "  to  the  left"  until 
they  got  me  to  the  point  when  they  called  halt.    After  stopping  they  looked 
at  me,  then  at  each  other  for  some  minutes.     I  returned  their  look,  and  then 
^azed  off  in  another  direction,  waiting  for  their  next  move.    I  stepped  to  one 
aide  to  get  under  a  tree  out  of  the  broiling  sun,  but  one  of  them,  with  an 
-oath,  told  me  to  stay  where  I  was  or  he  would  kill  me.     I  said,  *  you'll  let  a 
man  sit  down,  won't  youf     They  replied  that  I  might  take  that  liberty,  and 
1  did  so,  sharpened  a  toothpick  and  sat  there  picking  my  teeth.    After  a 
time  they  commenced  asking  me  questions  as  to  where  I  was  from,  where  I 
had  been,  what  I  was  intending  to  do,  etc.,  in  answer  to  which  I  gave  them 
my  name,  and  stated  that  I  was  from  Utah,  had  been  sent  out  to  preach  the 
<jk>spei,  had  preached  several  times  in  that  neighborhood,  and  had  been  in 
.  -eompany  with  Elder  Gibbs  on  a  tour  seeking  to  disabuse  the  minds  of  the 
-   people  of  the  prejudice  many  of  them  harbored  against  an  innocent  and  im- 
perfectly understood  people.    I  told  them  that  I  could  prove  to  them  from 
my  books  that  the  *  Mormon'  people  were  not  such  a  class  as  they  pretended 
to  think  they  were,  but  that  they  were  moral,  upright,  honest  and  tolerant 
toward  all  creeds  which  came  among  them.     They  asked  me  how  many 
Elders  there  were,  and  where  they  were.    I  told  them  of  Gibbs  and  Thomp- 
aoo,  but  refrained  from  mentioning  Brother  Berry's  name,  as  he  was  not  with 
the  others,  and  I  thought  would  be  more  likely  to  be  hunted  for  if  they  knew 
liim  to  be  alone.    I  did  not  tell  themexactly  where  these  Elders  were,  simp'y 
•stating  that  they  were  somewhere  on  the  creek.     In  reply  to  their  question 
as  to  where  we  were  going  to  hold  the  meeting,  I  said  that  it  had  been  talked 
about  holding  one  under  the  elm  tree,  which  was  some  distance  away.     I  saw 
that  they  were  murderous  in  their  hearts,  for  they  were  in  a  perfect  frenzy, 
awore  and  cursed,  and  acted  more  like  beasts  of  prey  than  human  beings.    I 
was  able  to  detect  the  smell  of  liquor  in  their  breath,  and  knew  them  to  be 
prepared  for  anything,  so  I  endeavored  to  prolong  the  conversation,  as  it  was 
near  meeting  time,  hoping  that  when  once  the  congregation  had  assembled 
ihey  would  not  dara  to  carry  out  their  designs.    After  making  some  further 
inquiries  they  left  me  with  a  guard  of  four  men,  with  orders  to  shoot  me  if  I 
moved.    They  then  rushed  down  toward  the  road,  where  they  perhaps  heard 
the  Elders  singing  at  Condor's  house.     Immediately  afterward  they  came 
h^ck  again,  surrounded  me  and  commenced  putting  more  questions.     One 
jMked  what  were  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  religion.     I  told  him  and 
them  all  that  if  they  would  throw  off  their  horrid  costumes  and  go  down  like 
geotlemen  to  the  meeting,  they  would  hear  the  doctrines  and  would  tind  the 
principles  of  the  Gospel  taught  in  puriry  and  fullness,  as  they  were  taught  by 
Christ  and  His  Apostles.    They  asked  a  number  of  impertinent  questions, 
which  I  answered  by  keeping  still,  inquired  some  about  polygamy,  to  which 
I  replied  that  *  Mormon'  men  did  not  have  any  more  wives  than  they  could 
take  care  of,  and  that  those  who  entered  into  that  principle  took  upon  them- 
selves life-long  obligations  to  care  for  their  wives  and  families,  which  resptmsi- 
l>ility  no  one  would  take  upon  himself  from  any  other  motive  than  principle. 
They  made  no  charges  in  my  hearing  of  any  immorality  or  anything  of  that 
'^  kind  against  the  Elders  laboring  in  Tennessee.     They  asked  why  we  insisted 
•on  remaining,  and  dared  to  stay  there  after  being  warned.    I  said  that  we 
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liad  received  some  warnings  which  had  not  been  signed,  and  to  which  we- 
paid  little  attention,  but  that  we  intended  to  preach,  for  the  law  woold  pro- 
tect as,  wherever  and  whenever  we  had  opportunity,  and  the  freedom  of  re- 
ligion was  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution,  and  the  right  of  speech  could  not 
be  abridged.  Finally,  one  spoke  up  and  said,  *  this  is  a  young  fellow;  I  don't 
know  whether  we  want  to  hurt  him.'  One  asked  gru£Ely  how  old  I  waa,  to 
which  I  replied  over  twenty- five.  *Well,'  said  one  of  thern,  'if  we  will  let 
you  g'),  will  you  get  out  of  the  State  and  never  come  back)'  I  did  not  an- 
swer, hut  on  their  repeating  the  question  I  said, '  Gentlemen,  if  you  will  bring 
your  Bibles  and  your  preachers,  and  convince  me  that  what  I  preach  ia  fabe, 
I  will  shut  up  my  book  and  go  home  without  any  threatening  or  further  pro- 
mises/ Upon  this  they  held  another  consultation,  after  which  one  of  them 
s  lid,  *  Time  is  flying;  let  us  get  Gibbs.'  I  asked  what  they  had  against  Gibba. 
*  Take  us  before  the  law,'  I  said,  *  if  we  have  violated  any  law.'  Their  re- 
joinder was,  *by  G— d  you  will  have  to  obey  our  law.  You  haTebyyoor 
preaching  made  trouble  among  neighbors,  and  we  will  have  you  answer  to 
us.'  One  said,  *  Gibbs  boasts  that  he  is  not  afraid  of  ua,  and  ia  not  afraid 
to  die.  Would  you  be  afraid  if  it  came  to  the  testf  I  said  I  did  not  know, 
but  did  not  want  to  be  put  in  any  such  position;  still  if  they  killed  us,  oor 
blood  would  be  on  their  hands  and  would  be  required  of  them.  I  plead  with 
them  to  leave  us  alone  and  go  away.  They  held  another  consultation,  and 
decided  to  leave  me  in  charge  of  one  of  their  number,  a  large  man  who  had  a 
silver- mounted  doubled-barrelled  pistol,  whose  instructions  were  to  shoot  ma 

if  I  attempted  to  get  away.    After  they  left,  his  first  words  were,  *  By ^  I 

will  »hoot  you  if  you  try  anything  unfair,  but  if  yon  act  fairly  I  will  treat 
you  as  a  brother.'  He  ordered  me  over  the  hill,  and  said  he  was  going  to  let 
me  go.  In  conversing  with  him,  he  told  me  that  some  of  these  mobbers  in- 
tended murder;  they  were  the  meanest  men  in  the  county,  and  were  old 
guerillas  who  had  *  killed  their  dozen  men.'  I  asked  him  why  he  was  fonad 
among  such  a  gang,  and  he  said  he  only  was  there  because  he  was  pressed 
into  it,  and  wanted  to  see  that  we  were  not  harmed,  for  he  had  always  been 
a  friend  to  the  Mormons,  and  had  never  seen  anything  wrong  in  them.  Jnst 
as  he  said,  *  I  am  going  to  get  you  off  safe,'  I  heard  a  gnn  shot;  then  after  a 
short  space,  two  or  three  more,  then  quite  a  number,  until  I  judged  civec 
twenty  shots  had  been  fired.  On  this  my  guard  threw  up  his  pistol,  sayiirg^ 
*It's  as  I  told  you;  they  have  shot  among  the  women  and  children.  Ami 
they  will  come  back  and  take  revenge  on  you.'  I  said,  *  Then  I  will  ran.'  He 
followed  me  about  a  mile  from  there,  directed  me  not  to  return  nor  call  tt 
any  house,  but  to  take  a  little  path  which  he  indicated.  This  trail  I  could 
'  not  see,  being  in  front  of  a  large  oak  tree,  so  I  stepped  aside  a  little,  saying^ 
'  That  pathi'  He  leveled  his  pistol  again,  remarking,  'Stand  where  yon  aieP 
I  said  good-bye  to  him,  and  told  him  to  turn  back  and  dissuade  the  mobbe» 
from  further  killing.  He  told  me  that  he  intended  to  investigate  the  Gospd, 
and  said  '  you  will  never  know  my  name,'  to  which  I  replied  that  it  would  be 
iui proper  in  me  to  require  that,  but  advised  him  to  investigate  the  principlei 
for  himself.  Then  I  proceeded  on  my  way  the  thirty  miles  distance  to 
Shady  Grove.  I  called  at  two  or  three  houses  to  inquire  the  way,  bat  did 
no'v  £4>}lqvf  any  of  their  diraetions,  so  I  got  lost^  and  took  a  agsag  course^ 
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•coTdiiog  thirty  or  thirty-five  miles.  It  was  well  I  did  so,  for  three  men 
if  olio  wed  me,  and  got  on  my  track  at  one  of  these  houses,  where  it  was  seen 
lihat  they  had  their  masks  under  them  in  their  saddles.  They  stayed  that 
night  within  two  miles  of  me,  and  made  inquiries  respecting  our  strength  and 
the  stopping  place  of  the  Elders  in  Sbady  Grove,  and  as  to  whether  it  would 
be  possible  to  get  at  us  there.  On  Tuesday  we  heard  some  of  the  details,  and 
IBrother  Kimball  and  I  procured  horses  and  started  down,  when  we  met 
Brother  Thompson,  who  had  escaped,  and  Mr.  Garrett,  and  they  told  us  further 
particulars  attending  the  death  of  the  brethren.  Since  the  deed  there  have 
been  many  threats  in  the  locality  where  Hiason,  the  killed  mobber,  lived| 
and  they  declare  that  if  they  cannot  get  revenge  on  the  Elders,  they  will  kill 
all  the  '  Mormons.'  Afterwards  we  went  to  Nashville,  where  I  remained  till 
released  to  return  home. 

**  I  know  that  nothing  can  be  said  truthfully  against  the  character  of  our 
!Elder8,  and  I  have  never  heard  any  such  thing  uttered.     Even  our  enemies 
•eonfees  that  our  teachings  have  effected  a  marked  change  for  the  better  in 
the  habits  and  customs  of  the  people.     Since  they  have  become  members  of 
the  Church  they  have  ceased  their  wild,  rough'life,  and  have  become  peaoe- 
ful«  more  law-abiding,  and  in  every  respect  better  citizens.    As  to  baptizing, 
that  has  always  been  done  publicly,  and  never  without  the  consent  of  the 
parents  or  husband  of  the  convert.  ^;In  other  parts  where  I  have  labored,  it 
was  not  uncommon  for  ministers  to  ask  publicly  for  the  number  of  those  who 
were  willing  to  help  to  drive  the  *  Mormons*|out  of  their  midst.    This  was  the 
•caae  in  Alabama,  where  I  labored  some  time,  and  I  have  met  all  the  time  the 
•bitterest  hostility  from  the  pulpit,  much  increased  by  the  false  stories  pub- 
lished and  sent  abroad  about  us  through  the  press.     Since  this  shocking 
affair,  the  ridiculously  small  reward  offered  by  the  Governor  of  Tennessee,  and 
the  general  indifference  manifested  in  the  matter  of  securing  the  murderers, 
are  matters  of  common  talk  in  that  State.     Before  the  outbreak  took  place, 
the  •  red  hot  address'  of  Bishop  West,  of  Juab,  which  was  published  in  the 
Tribune  here,  and  afterwards  proven  to  be  utterly  without  foundation,  was 
thmst  at  me  wherever  I  went    The*refutation  of  the  falsehood  was  of  course 
Dot  published  then.     The  newspapers  have  contained  clippings  from  that 
•paper  spreading  the  vilest  slanders  about  us,  and  the  Associated  Press  reports 
have  not  been,  as  you  may  well  imagine,  always  ef  the  most  favorable  or 
trustworthy  character.     I  was  once  waylaid,  in  company  with  Elder  Gibbs, 
by  a  couple  of  big  fellows  with  hickory  clubs,  who  vowed  vengeance  on  us 
for  the  murder  of  their  uncle  in  the  Mountain  Meadows  by  the  '  Mormons,' 
proof  of  which  they  claimed  to  have  in  John  D.  Lee's  confession.    This  was 
in  a  district  of  Tennessee,  where  quite  a  feeling  of  enmity  was  created  owing 
ito  tbetdlse  newspaper  stories  so  industriously  circulated." 

Brother  Henry  Thompson,  who  lives  in  Scipio,  Millard  Co.,  in  giving  his 
mcoonnt  of  the  dreadful  scene  in  which  he  was  an  actor,  corroborated,  in  the 
ifirst  place,  the  remarks  of  his  fellow-laborer  regarding  the  newspaper  articles 
which  had  their  origin  in  this  city,  and  stated  that  he  had  also  had  some  ex- 
perience in  combating  and  answering  that  '*  West  address.''  Proceeding  then 
(to  a  narration  of  the  occurrence  at  Condor's  house,  our  informant  said: 

'**  We  met  there  about  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  engaged  in  singing 
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liyrona  until  about  balf-past  ten.    Brother  Gibbs  had  just  brought  out  his 
Bible,  saying  that  there  was  a  good  sermon  to  preach  from  in  the  hymn  we 
had  just  been  singing.    I  had  turned  to  Brother  Berry  and  was  just  telling 
him  what  a  good  time  we  had  been  having  at  Garrett's,  where  the  other  three 
of  us  had  been  together.    While  we  were  thus  conversing,  the  mob  came  to 
the  gate,  and  the  first  I  knew  (we  were  sitting  with  our  back  toward  the 
door),  one  of  them  was  two-thirds  of  the  way  across  the  room.     His  first 
move  was  to  get  the  gun  that  was  hanging  in  a  rack  over  the  back  door.     As- 
he got  to  the  gun,  one  of  the  boys  (Martin  Condor)  came  in  at  the  back  door, 
and  they  both  got  hold  of  the  weapon  at  the  same  time.    The  mobber  pulled 
his  pistol  and  snapped  it  in  the  young  man's  face,  which  the  latter  dodged,  at 
which  time  the  masked  villain  succeeded  in  getting  possession  of  the  gun. 
As  soon  as  he  did  this  he  presented  it  at  Brother  Gibbs  and  fired,  the  charge 
taking  effect  under  the  arm.    Elder  Gibbs  put  his  hand  around  and  clutched 
the  wound,  but  had  not  fallen  when  I  left  the  house.     The  murderer  then 
leveled  his  gun  at  me,  and  Brother  Berry  and  I  started  towards  him.     Berry 
seised  the  gun,  but  made  no  effort  to  get  it  away,  simply  holding  it  with  a 
firm  grip.    Just  then  two  more  of  the  mobbers  came  into  the  door,  and 
leveled  their  guns  at  Brother  Berry,  who  stood  before  them,  merely  bowing' 
his  head  as  if  in  thorough  resignation  to  his  fate.     At  this  mometit  I  ran  out 
of  the  back  door,  and  as  I  stepped  off  the  porch  a  man  slipped  around  the 
corner  of  the  house  and  prepared  to  shoot  me.     A  lady  whose  child  was 
playing  near  stepped  forward  to  get  it,  and  this  prevented  his  shooting  at  me. 
I  ran  out  through  the  lot  and  into  the  wcods,  going  about  half  a  mile,  and 
being  able  to  hear  the  shooting  and  screaming,  which  was  the  most  heart* 
rending  I  ever  heard.     I  remained  there  on  the  west  side  of  the  creek  till 
Monday  morning  just  before  daylight,  when  I  crossed  to  the  east  side  into  a 
cornfield.    Before  doing  this  I  heard  some  one  on  the  hill,  and  made  my  way 
up  there,  meeting  some  men  and  women  who  were  leaving  the  place  of  meet- 
ing.   They  said,  *  They've  killed  them,  and  will  kill  you  if  they  find  you.' 
So  I  went  back  into  the  woods  and  remained  there  all  day.     I  thought  I 
would  cross  during  the  night,  and  might  be  able  to  make  my  way  to  Shady 
Grove,  but  I  heard  horses  tramping  and  dogs  barking  all  night,  and  decided 
not  to  attempt  it.    About  an  hour  before  daylight  the  noise  ceased,  and  then 
I  crossed  over  into  a  cornfield  in  the  east  side,  where  there  were  two  women, 
one  of  them  belonging  to  the  Church,  who  had  come  over  from  Garrett's  to 
that  ))lace  to  milk  some  cows.    I  asked  if  she  would  send  a  boy  over  with  a 
hat  (I  was  bareheaded  all  this  time),  and  also  give  me  some  directions  as  to 
how  to  get  away.    She  promised  to.do  this,  but  the  boys  were  not  at  home, 
having  gone  into  the  woods,  and  I  bad  to  remain  there  till  nearly  sundown, 
when  the  woman  came  back  with  a  hat  and  something  to  eat^  I  having  been 
without  food  for  thirty-six  hours.    I  did  not  think  it  prudent  to  start  till 
very  near  dark,  when  two  men  came  and  said  if  I  would  wait  there  till 
morning,  Mr.  Garrett  would  come  and  take  me  wherever  I  wanted  to  go.    So 
I  appointed  a  place  for  them  to  meet  me  four  miles  from  there,  and  towards 
morning  Mr.  Garrett  came  with  his  buggy  and  took  me  to  Shady  Grove, 
before  reaching  which  place,  as  Brother  Jones  has  stated,  we  met  him  and 
Brother  KimbalL" 
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Tlib  18  the  story  of  the  terrible  tragedy,  8o  far  as  the  details  came  under 
the  personal  observation  of  our  infortnants.  With  the  subsequent  particulars, 
including  the  killing  of  Elder  Berry,  Brothers  Martin  Condor  and  J.  R. 
Hudson,  and  Hinson,  the  mobber,  together  with  the  wounding  of  Mr^.  Con- 
dor, our  readers  are  already  familiar,  as  they  have  been  previously  given  in 
oar  columns.

THE     •* LIBERAL"     PRESS     OF     LIVERPOOL    ON    THE 

"MORMON"    QUESTION. 


WlB  alluded  in  our  issue  of  September  22nd  to  certain  assaults,  editorially 
af4  otherwise,  maile  upon  the  Latter-day  Saints  in  those  very  Liberal  papenii 
tl^.  Liverpool  Vf^si  and  Echo^  and  the  fact  that  the  editors  of  those  papers^ 
tWugh  promising  to  publish  a  reply  from  us,  had  failed  to  do  so  when  such  a 
reply  was  tumished  them,  although  it  consisted  mainly  of  the  testimony  of 
erpinent  non-''  Mormon"  writers  as  to  the  true  condition  of  affairs  in  Utah. 
It  was  altogether  too  favorable  to  the  "  Mormons"  to  suit  them.  The  scur- 
rilous and  inconsistent  anti-"  Mormon"  tirade  of  Mr.  Joseph  Johnson  waa 
much  more  to  their  tatite.  We,  however,  prevailed  upon  them  to  publish  a 
brief  denial  from  us  of  th«  charges  made  against  the  Saints,  but  this  was 
followed  ^y  a  number  of  scandalous  articles  about  the  "  Mormons,"  two  of  them 
being  from  Mr.  Johnson.  Our  attempt  to  reply,  even  in  the  mildest  manner 
possible,  resalteil  only  in  calling  forth  an  abusive  editorial  in  the  Eeho^  in 
w(hioh  we  were  denied  a  hearing,  **  not  only  on  the  ground  of  morality,  but 
on  that  of  deferenc3  to  law."  The  following  is  one  of  the  last  letters  which 
the  Liberal  editors  of  the  Ec/io  refused  to  publish.  As  will  be  understood 
frow  the  wording  of  it,  it  was  written  in  reply  to  one  of  the  Echo's  editorals:

S^.-'The  Etho  of  the  19th  inst  with  your  editorial  and  letter  from  "  Obwrver"  ia  t» 
han(|.  I  sinoerely  thank  him  for  hia  spirit  of  f/iimess,  although  he  is  miatakea  on  aome 
points.  He  thinks  a  species  of  blight  rests  upon  children  bom  of  plural  wives.  I  have 
hera  in  Europe  2U9  Elders,  25  at  least  of  whom  are  the  sons  of  phinJ  marrriaga,  and 
yoxS  Prince  of:  Wales  cannot  be  more  proud  of  his  birth  than  are  they  of  theirs.  In  Utah 
canibe  f^und,  as  *' Observer"  must  admit,  if  he  is  conversant  with  the  facts,  young  mea 
an(i) women  of  that  extraction  who  would  be  a  credit  to  any  people,  and  who  are  tht 
eqtAils  phj'sically,  mentally,  and  morally  of  jroung^  people  anywhere.  Tbe  fact  of  their 
having^  been  bom  of  *'  Mormon''  parents  has  not  deterred  men  of  wealth  and  position  in 
society,  who  were  non-*'  Mormons,"  from  seeking  them  as  wives.  Professor  Fowler  says, 
"  tl^lit  children  uf  *  Mormon'  parents  are  equal  to  any  he  has  seen."  Sergeant  Ballantyns 
sayt,  **  I  find  there  is  no  deterioration  in  race  or  decadence  in  the  health  or  strength  of  the 
augmented  K<^neration." 

dMn  Editor,  I  vntAi  I  could  say  as  much  for  the  fairness  of  yoor  editorial  as  I  can  for 
'*  Observer's"  letter.  You  evidently  feel  hurt  because  I  took  the  only  chance  left  to  mt 
t^4u^l>u8e  the  public  mind  in  regard  to  my  people.  Your  leader  is  certainly  unworthy 
the  pen  of  a  liberal  thinker  or  writer.  You  could  at  least  credit  my  people  with  honesty, 
and  differ  with  them  upon  the  ground  of  tradition,  education  or  religious  training;  bat 
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o,  you  ffjire  them  no  such  credit  Tou  cling  tenaciously  to  old  and  exploded  stories; 
yoa  compare  honest  men  to  betrayers,  murderers,  and  thiores;  you  would  incite  the 
populace  to  deny  me  the  right  in  common  with  other  men,  of  holding  meetings  on  the 
streets  and  in  the  public  parks.  You  charge  me  and  my  fellow  laborers  with  being  paid 
to  beat  up  recruits,  while  not  one  of  them  receives  one  dollar  in  pay  for  preaching  the 
doctrines  they  believe  in.  You  charge  us  with  offering  a  paradise  to  those  who  accept  our 
ftdth,  when  every  person  is  told  that  we  inhabit  the  most  forbidding  portion  of  the 
United  States.  You  insinuate  that  questionable  practices  are  carried  on  in  the  *'  Mor- 
mon" Temple,  which  I  most  positively  deny;  the  strictest  ideas  of  virtue  and  morality  are 
inculcated  there.  You  publish  in  your  columns  long  articles  against  my  people  and  call 
my  replies  **  as  long  as  the  Landing  Stage,"  when  you  and  every  intelligent  man  must 
know  that  many  charges  can  be  made  in  a  few  words  that  it  would  take  columns  to 
answer.  You  complain  because  I  make  a  simple  denial,  but  you  call  my  proofs  **  quack 
medicine"  and  will  not  give  them  place  in  your  paper.  You  cast  discredit  upon  some  of 
the  parties  I  quote,  by  insinuations  in  regard  to  their  morality,  buc  you  do  not  iiame 
them.  Your  inclination  and  that  of  most  persons  is  to  attack  individuals  instead  of  the 
vystem.  The  doctrines  in  which  the  Latter-day  Saints  believe  cannot  be  controverted 
from  the  Sgriptures,  but  the  slander  of  individuals  is  always  at  hand  with  which  to  attack 
any  people.  I  might  make  a  personal  attack  on  many  honored  names  in  English  history, 
both  in  Church  and  State;  I  might  tear  open  the  sacred  vestments  of  the  tomb  and 
bespatter  the  dead  with  recitals  of  deeds  not  creditable  to  them;  yet,  it  would  do  no  good, 
but  only  engender  hatred  between  me  and  their  friends. 

Not  long  since,  you  expressed  regret  that  some  person  had  written  a  book  which  was 
calculated  to  widen  the  breach  between  Catholics  and  Protestants;  can  you  not  extend  the 
Hune  charity  to  the  people  I  represent?  I  do  not  ask  you  to  belie  ve  in  their  marriage  system 
or  any  other  principle  of  their  religion,  but  I  do  ask  you  to  be  so  kind  as  to  permit  them 
to  do  so,  and  to  credit  them  with  some  strength  of  character  and  honesty  of  4)urpose 
when,  in  opposition  to  the  prejudice  of  ages,  you  see  them  take  a  stand  upon  consoien- 
tiooB  grounds  and  cling  without  wavering  to  their  faith.  The  "  Mormon"  people  believe 
in  their  marriage  system  as  honestly  as  do  any  other  people.  Marriage  is  held  most 
lacied,  while  sexual  intercourse  outside  the  marriage  relation  is  regarded  as  a  terrible 


I>octor  Miller,  editor  of  the  Omaha  Herald,  writes:  **  We  don't  ask  any  slanderer  of 
them  to  tell  us  about  the  Mormons.  They  are  the  best  ordered  people  on  the  face  of  the 
evth  to-day  in  regard  to  public  and  private  morality,  and  they  are  as  sincere  believers  in 
their  religion  as  the  Methodists,  Presbyterians,  Quakers,  or  any  other  sect.  Any  man 
who  denies  this,  is  a  conscious  libeller  of  a  people,  the  most  moral  and  upright  whom  we 
bare  ever  known.

Mr.  Johnson,  in  the  first  of  his  two  recent  letters,  re-asserts  the  vile  slanders 
before  issued  by  him  against  the  character  of  the  Apostle,  Parley  P.  Pratt, 
which  he  calls  a  scandalous  incident  in  the  scoundreFs  apostolic  life.'' 

He  aUo  says,  "Mr.  Hill  told  us  of  one  Thomas  Blezzard,  who  lived  in  the 
Vth  Ward,  who  married  a  mother  and  her  three  daughters !    The  woman's 
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Dame  was  Mrs.  Wise — her  husband  died  (in  the  plains:  she  was  about  forty 
years  of  age,  her  eldest  daughter  eigliteen,  the  next  sixteen,  and  the  youngest 
thirteen!  Blezzard  had  two  distinct  families  before  marrying  ail  the  Wis» 
family." 

Ho  further  states  that  G.  D.  Watt  behaved  himself  very  improperly 
towards  his  own  daughter  when  at  Council  Bluffs.  When  he  arrived  in  the 
Valley  he  asked  Brighani  Young  to  marry  them;  but  Brigham  told  him  the 
time  had  not  come  for  the  general  priesthood  to  marry  their  own  daughters;, 
but  that  the  time  was  not  far  distant  when  all  the  priesthood  would  be 
allowed  the  privilege  of  Lot.  As  the  daughter  was  a  nice-looking  young 
woman,  Brigham  married  htr  himself,  and  took  her  to  his  own  house.  In 
about  three  weeks  after,  he  sent  f(»r  Elder  Watt,  handed  over  to  him  the 
girl,  telling  him  that  he  might  now  have  his  daughter  for  a  wife— as  the  time 
had  come?" 

He  finally  closes  with  the  a-ssertion  that  Hill,  his  informant,  escaped  from 
Utah  with  sixty-three  other  disgusted  Mormons,  all  well  armed,  were  followed 
160  miles  by  '^Danites,"  and  that  "  Hill  walked  500  miles  barefoot  over  rocks- 
and  mountains  to  get  aw.iy  from",  what  he  called  *'  'that  den  of  thieves."* 

To  this  tissue  of  lies  the  ft il lowing  extremely  temperate  reply  was  written^ 
but,  as  before  stated,  it  was  denied  publication  by  the  Liberal  editors  of  the 
JScho: 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Lioerpool  Echo, 

Sir:— Last  evening's  issue  of  the  Echo  contains  a  letter  from  Mr.  Joseph  Johnson,  of 
Douglas—a  continuation  of  his  former  tirade  against  the  '*  Mormons."  Ue  chargM  Mr. 
Smith  with  having  failed  to  disprove  the  accusations  he  had  brought  on  hearsay  evidenoa 
against  Parley  P.  Pratt.  Is  it  not  rather  unusnal  in  discussion  for  a  person  to  be  required 
to  prove  a  negative?  Mr.  Smith  denied  the  charge.  I  also  deny  it.  We  do  this 
knowingly f  for  we  were  both  well  acquainted  with  Parley  P.  Pratt  and  his  family  and 
the  record  of  his  life.  If  necessary  I  could  get  the  affidavits  of  thousands  who 
personally  acquainted  with  him  to  the  same  effect  But  the  doctrinal  and  other 
of  which  Parley  P.  Pratt  was  the  author,  are  sufficient  refutation  themselves  of  the 
charges  brought  against  him.  They  are  before  the  world,  and  they  are  positivelx 
incontrovertible  from  a  scriptural  or  philosophical  standpoint  A  bad  man  oould  nofc 
have  written  such  works.  They  are  a  standing  testimony  of  his  greatnew  and  purity  of 
mind.  If,  however,  his  character  requires  other  defense  than  this,  there  is  a  son  of  hi* 
in  England  who  is  amply  qualified  to  offer  it  without  my  doing  sa  I  can  fancy  how 
that  son  ^vill  feel  at  reading  the  choice  epithets  Mr.  Johnson  applies  to  hie  father  and 
the  delectable  stories  he  tells  about  him.  The  *'  Mormons"  are  noted  for  their  patience 
and  long-suffering,  but  there  may  be  a  limit  found  even  to  their  forbearanoe. 

Now  suppose  a  Mr.  Hill  did  make  the  statement  related  (and  we  have  only  Mr*. 
Johnson's  word  for  that)  at  a  meeting  in  Manchester  over  which  he  presided  ( How  anxidui 
he  is  to  impress  the  public  with  the  fact  that  he  once  presided  over  a  meeting!),  wha^ 
evidence  is  there  in  such  a  bare  assertion?  If  Mr.  Johnson  would  produce  one  of  the 
sixty-three  other  disgusted  **  Mormons,"  who  are  said  to  have  escaped  from  Utah  at  the 
same  time,  to  corroborate  what  he  has  said,  that  might  be  some  proof.  I  challenge  him 
to  do  so.  If  he  can  find  such  a  wituess  I  promise  to  prove  him  a  conscious  libeler.  To 
a  person  acquainted  with  the  history  of  Utah,  Hill's  statement  about  himself  and  others 
having  to  flee  from  Utah  and  being  followed  by  Danites  is  the  sheerest  nonsense.  No 
such  condition  of  things  ever  did  prevail  there.  There  never  was  a  time  when  apostates 
could  not  leave  Utah  with  as  much  safety,  so  far  as  the  *'  Mormons^  were  concerned,  as 
one  can  leave  England  to-day.  Such  an  organization  as  the  **  Danites"  are  repreeentod 
to  be  never  existed  there. 
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In  proof  of  *'  Mormon"  depravity,  Mr.  Johnson  relates  a  horrible  storj  that  he  heard 
about  one  Thomas  Blezzard,  of  the  7th  Ward.  In  reply  to  that  I  ifvill  state  that  my 
home  has  been  in  the  7th  Ward  of  Salt  Lake  City  for  the  past  thirty-five  years,  and  I 
have  been  well  acquainted  with  the  inhabitants,  and  to  my  certain  knowledge  no  man  of 
that  name  ever  lived  there,  nor  did  such  a  case  as  that  related  ever  occur  there  or  any- 
where else  in  the  '*  Mormon"  community. 

His  statement  in  regard  to  George  D.  Watt  is  equally  false.    I  was  acquainted  with 

him.    He  was  an  apostate  from  the  **  Mormon"  faith,  and  may  have  done  many  foolish 

things  which  I  would  not  be  willing  to  defend,  but  I  know  that  this  charge  against  him 

ifl  not  true.    He  was  a  young  man  when  he  went  to  Utah,  and  if  he  had  a  daughter 

-at  all  at  that  time,  she  was  a  mere  child. 

All  of  Mr.  Johnson's  statements  are  not  only  false,  but  such  things  as  he  relates  ar» 
entirely  opposed  to  the  practice  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  and  the  genius  of  their  religion* 
If  such  practices  existed  among  that  people,  the  officers  of  the  law  would  not  be  under 
the  necessity,  as  they  are,  of  imprisoning  wives  in  the  Penitentiary  in  a  vain  endeavor 
to  extort  from  them  testimony  that  would  criminate  their  husbands. 

It  need  occasion  no  surprise  that  men  should  be  found  willing  to  tell  the  most  barefaced 
and  outrageous  lies  about  the  "  Mormons."  The  character  of  the  best  and  purest  of 
beings  that  ever  dwelt  in  mortality  was  not  proof  against  the  vile  tongue  of  the  slanderer. 
Jesus  was  maligned  by  the  world,  and  so  we  expect  to  be.  I  would  suggest  to  Mr. 
Johnson  that  he  might  be  engaged  in  a  better  business  than  slandering  a  people  against 
irhom  he  really  knows  nothing.  Thoughtful  men,  on  reading  his  letter  and  the  other  articles 
that  have  lately  appeared  against  the  '*  Mormons,"  will  wonder  why  it  is  that  the 
religion  of  these  people  is  not  proved  to  be  false,  instead  of  their  character  being  assailed; 
suid  an  investigation  will  prove  thai;  their  religion  is  really  incontrovertible.  The  religioa 
of  the  "Mormons"  is  before  the  world.  Their  publinhed  tracts  and  pamphlets  are 
acattered  broadcast.  A  resident  of  England  or  the  Isle  of  Man  may  as  reasonably  claim 
to  understand  the  tenets  of  that  people  or  take  issue  in  disputing  them  as  one  who  Uvea 
in  Utah,  but  it  does  look  a  little  inconsistent  for  a  man  like  Mr.  Johnson,  who  has 
never  been  to  Utah,  to  presume  to  inform  the  world  as  to  the  condition  and  doings  of  the 
people  in  that  far  off  region.  If  information  upon  this  point  is  wanted,  I  could  furnish 
the  testimony  of  many  non-"  Mormons"  who  have  been  to  Utah  and  made  the  social  and 
moral  condition  of  the  people  a  study.  For  instance,  here  is  what  Elder  Miles  Grants 
the  well  known  Adventist,  and  editor  of  the  World* $  Crisis,  says  about  the  **  Mormons^ 
after  a  visit  to  Utah: 

"  There  is  less  licentiousness  in  Salt  Lake  City  than  in  any  other  one  of  the  same  size 

in  the  United  States,  and  were  we  to  bring  up  a  family  of  children  in  these  last  days  of 

wickedness,  we  should  have  less  fear  of  their  moral  corruption,  were  they  in  that  catf 

than  in  any  other.    Swearing,  drinking,  gambling,  idleness  and  licentiousness  have  made 

hut  small  headway  there,  when  compared  with  other  places  of  equal  size.    As  a  body 

they  are  a  very  sincere  people,  and  believe  the  Lord  led  them  there."

The  result  will 
be  those  editors  will  be  condemned  by  all  sensible,  fair-minded  readers;  and 
that  is  not  all,  they  will  be  condemned  hereafter  by  the  Qreat  Judge,  and 
their  place  will  be  without  the  holy  city,  where  will  be  "dogs  and  sorcerers, 
and  whoremongers,  and  murderers,  and  idolaters,  and  whosoever  loveth  and 
maketh  a  lie.V  G.  C.  L.

MINUTES  OF  THE  NEWCASTLE  CONFERENCE, 

HELD  IN  THE  ALBERT  HALL,  TOWARD  ROAD,  SUNDERLAND,  ON  SUNDAY, 

SEPT.   21,   1884.

Present  on  the  Stand:  Apostle  John  H.  Smith,  President  of  the  European 
Mission ;  Richard  H.  Baty,  President  of,  and  R  Maw,  Tbos.  F.  H.  Mortoo, 
F.  Greenwoll,  and  R  Douglass,  Traveling  Elders  in  the  Newcastle  Con- 
ference; also  Elder  Geo.  Goddard. 

The  meeting  opened  at  10-30  a.nL  with  singing,  and  prayer  by  Elder  Maw. 

The  Sacrament  was  administered  by  Elders  Green  well  and  Maw. 

The  Presidents  of  Branches  were  next  called  upon  to  report  the  condition 
of  their  several  Branches,  as  follows:  Elders  John  M.  Parish,  Sunderland; 
Wm.  Chorlton,  Newcastle;  Thos.  Bennett,  Stockton;  Samuel  Sniity,  Spenny- 
moor;  Thos.  Cox,  Pelton;  Brother  Thompson,  South  Shields,  and  Richard 
R  Hodgson,  Brotton.  The  latter  said  that  during  the  short  time  the  Gospel 
has  been  preached  in  the  Cleveland  District,  thousands  had  heard  it,  and  the 
people  seemed  anxious  to  hear,  but  slow  to  accept  He  described  the  few 
Saints  in  that  District  as  being  a  really  good  people,  and  he  thought  a  good 
work  would  yet  be  done  there.  The  rest  of  the  Branches  showed  the  msgority 
•of  the  Saints  doing  the  best  they  could  to  live  their  religion. 

The  statistical  report  was  next  presented,  and  showed  the  Conference 
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strength  as  follows:  Elders,  42;  Priests,  14;  Teachers,  8;  Deacons,  8;  mem- 
bers, 273;  total,  348.  There  had  been  during  the  half-year  6  excommunicatadi 
45  emigrated,  12  receired,  8  removed,  42  baptized,  1  dead  and  3  scattered^ 
The  financial  statement  showed  the  Conference  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition. 

The  Authorities  of  the  Church  were  next  presented  and  unanimously  sus- 
tained. 

President  Smith  said  he  was  pleased  to  see  so  many  present.  Some  of  the 
Conferences  in  the  Mission  were  very  small.  He  referred  to  the  relnctaoce 
of  newspaper  editors  to  publish  anything  favorable  to  the  Latter-day  Saints,, 
while  they  were  eager  to  insert  anything  of  an  opposite  nature.  He  also  ce-^ 
ferred  to  the  Tennessee  massacre,  showing  the  spirit  the  people  are  in 
possession  of,  and  gave  some  instructions  to  the  Saints  on  emigration. 

Meeting  adjourned  with  singing,  and  benediction  by  Elder  Douglass. 

At  2  p.m.  the  meeting  opened  with  singing,  and  prayer  by  Elder  Cox. 

Elder  Maw  said,  in  conjunction  with  the  brethren  who  had  traveled  wfth 
him,  he  had  held  and  addressed  seventy-eight  meetings  since  last  Conference 
He  and  Brother  Douglass  had  b^en  offered  a  Primitive  Methodist  chapel  ta 
preach  in,  with  a  congregation  of  about  live  hundred,  who  were  very  atten- 
tive and  seemed  interested;  they  intended  going  back  again.  He  spoke  on 
the  first  principles  of  the  Grospel,  and  bore  testimony  to  its  truth  as  it  was 
proclaimed  by  the  Latter-day  Saints. 

Elder  Douglass  said  his  experience  with  the  Latter-day  Saints  was  quite 
extensive,  for  although  a  native  of  this  country,  he  had  been  with  the  Saints 
in  all  their  drivings  and  privations  since  1842.  The  Gospel  had  been  preached 
in  this  land!  over  forty -seven  years,  and  the  Church  had  emigrated  more  thaa 
84,000  souls  from  England.  He  endorsed  the  sentiments  expressed  by 
Brother  Maw,  and  bore  testimony  to  the  truth  of  the  work. 

Elder  Morton  said  he  left  his  home  in  the  far  west  on  the  10th  of  April 
last,  journeying  to  this  land  for  the  purpose  of  preaching  the  Gospel.  Being 
an  American  by  birth,  as  they  would  readily  perceive,  he  felt  like  a  stranger 
in  a  strange  land,  but  he  could  bear  testimony  that  what  he  and  his  brethren 
had  been  commissioned  to  preach  was  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that 
Gk>d  had  spoken  to  Joseph  Smith,  and  he  had  been  ordained  a  Prophet 

Elder  Gko.  Goddard  sang  a  Gh)spel  song. 

Elder  Greenwell  gave  a  short  account  of  his  labors  in  Scotland  for  the  last 
ten  months  preaching  the  Gospel.  Some  would  ask,  *'  What  need  is  there 
for  you  to  preach  the  Gospel?  Have  we  not  got  it  in  our  midst?"  But. be 
could  show  that  they  did  not  possess  it  as  it  was  preached  by  Christ  and  His 
Apostles.  No  man  should  take  the  honor  upon  himself  to  preach  the  Gk)ap6l, 
but  the  Priesthood  should  be  conferred  upon  him  as  in  the  case  of  Aaron  and 
others.  He  quoted  from  history  to  show  how  the  Christian  churches  aban- 
doned the  true  Gospel  and  adopted  a  false  one  in  its  stead.  His  remarks, 
which  were  somewhat  lengthy,  were  very  interesting  throughout. 

After  singing,  benediction  wah  offered  by  President  R  H.  Baty. 

At  6  p.m.  the  meeting  again  opened  with  singing,  and  pra^'er  by  Eljor 
Middleton.  o 

President  Baty  spoke  at  some  length,  contrasting  the  doctrines  of  CfeJIst 
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with  those  set  forth  by  uninspired  teachers.    He  bore  testimony  that  Joseph 
€inith  was  a  Prophet  ordained  and  set  apart  for  a  great  and  glorious  work. 

Eider  Geo.  Goddard  said  he  hoped  the  congregation  would  believe  him 
when  he  also  bore  testimony  to  the  divine  mission  of  that  great  and  good 
man,  Joseph  Smith,  for  he  knew  him  to  be  a  Prophet  of  the  Lord,  and  the 
fireatest  that  has  lived  since  the  days  of  Christ.  He  gave  an  interesting 
account  of  his  investigation  of,  and  conversion  to,  the  faith  of  the  Groepel; 
4Uiid  he  w;is  now  nearly  70  years  old,  and  had  always  striven  to  serve  the 
Lord,  but  did  not  understand  the  right  way  to  do  it  till  he  met  with  the 
Latter- day  Saints.  He  had  embriiced  the  Gospel  in  1861,  and  had  resided  in 
£lait  Lake  City  for  the  past  thirty-two  years.  Bore  his  testimony  to  the 
restoration  of  the  Gospel,  and  concluded  by  singing  a  song  entitled  **  Who's 
on  the  Lord's  sidel" 

President  Smith  occupied  the  remainder  of  the  evening  treating  on  the 
law  of  marriage  as  revealed  by  God  to  Joseph  Smith  the  Prophet.  He  also 
.showed  the  baneful  effects  produced  in  society  by  the  violation  of  the  laws  of 
nature. 

The  services  of  the  day  were  brought  to  a  close  by  singing,  and  benediction 
hj  President  J.  H.  Smith. 

A  thunder  storm  passed  over  the  town,  and  rain  fell  heavily  in  the  after- 
noon and  evening,  but  notwithstanding  this  a  large  number  of  strangers 
4ittended  the  meetings,  and  the  large  hall  was  filled  with  a  very  attentive 
audience,  who  seemed  to  enjoy  with  the  Saints  the  rich  treat.

FROM  A  BETURNED  MISSIONARY. 

Elder  Samuel  Mitton,  writing  from  Wellsville,  Cache  County,  Utah,  Aug. 
27, 1884,  says: 

'*  I  am  happy  to  inform  yoa  that,  after  a  wearisome  journey  of  sixteen  days,  I  arrived 
home  safe,  and  feel  considerably  better  than  I  did  when  I  left  England. 

**  While  crossinpT  the  ocean  I  received  the  greatest  kindness  from  the  offioiala  of  the 
■hip,  and  during  the  entire  journey  Brother  Attley  and  the  rest  of  the  small  company 
extended  to  me  every  iK>ssible  courtesy,  for  which  I  ofiFer  thanks. 

*'  I  arrived  in  Liverpool  on  the  3rd  of  May,  1884,  and  was  appointed'  to  labor  in  the 
Manchester  Conference.  I  labored  the  first  month  in  the  Leek  District,  and  the  re- 
mainder of  the  time,  until  released  because  of  ill  health,  in  the  Moreside  District,  dnri&ic 
which  time  I  attended  and  preached  at  about  forty  meetings.  My  health,  while  thtre, 
was  not  very  good  at  any  time,  and,  as  I  stayed,  seemed  to  get  worse.  However,  I  en- 
joyed my  labors  very  well;  my  love  for  humanity,  and  a  consciousness  of  doing  the  people 
all  the  good  I  could,  formed  somewhat  of  an  antidote  for  my  ill  health. 

**  The  treatment  I  received  from  the  Saints  among  whom  it  was  my  good  fortune  to 
travel  was  such  as  will  never,  by  me,  be  forgotten,  and  I  extend  to  them  my  heartfelt 
and  sincere  thanks  for  the  favors  bestowed  by  them  upon  me.  I  very  much  regret  that 
my  health  would  not  allow  me  to  remain  longer  to  enjoy  their  society  and  hiunUj 
lireach  the  Gospel;  for  while  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  be  at  home  and  surrounded  by  dear 
ones,  it  was  a  disappointment  to  stay  in  England  so  short  a  time.  I  sincerely  hope  that 
%  did  A  little  good  at  least  whUe  I  was  there. 

May  the  Elders  laboringf  there,  together  with 
Hhe  Saints,  hare  the  Holy  Spirit  as  a  constant  companion,  that  their  sceptre  may  be  one 
of  unchanging  righteousness,  and  their  dominion  over  sin  and  the  powers  of  darkness  he 
ererlasting;  and  the  doctrines  of  righteuusnes.4  distil  upon  their  souls  as  the  dews  of 
heaven." 


OUT  DOOB  PREACHING   IN  THE  MANCHESTER  CONFERENCE. 

Elder  K  T.  Woolley  sends  us  the  following  under  date  of  Sept.  21,  1884, 
from  fiury,  Lancashire: 

**  Sinoe  last  seeing  you  I  have  been  traveling  in  the  same  District  as  before.     Brother 

7ohnaon  and  I  have  held,  during  the  summer,  nearly  sixty  out-door  meetings,  most  of 

which  have  lieen  pretty  well  attended.     We  have  i>reached  repentance  until  some  have 

accused  us  of  having  preached  *  that  sermon,'  with  but  slight  variation,  on  a  previoui 

Tisit     Our  reply  to  this  was,  that  they  did  not  believe  us,  therefore  it  was  useless  to 

IMreach  any  higher  principle  until  they  had  received  the  first.    I  was  not  a  little  amused 

-st  a  circumstance  that  happened  while  we  were  holding  a  meeting  (our  second  one  at 

Bacup)  where  they  say  the  *  Mormons'  have  done  no  preaching  for  thirty  years.     One  of 

our  congregation  held  the  reputation  of  being  amon^'  the  leading  reverends  of  the  village, 

"taid  on  hearing  me  mention  the  name  of  Joseph  Smith,  he  seemed  to  be  suddenly  seized 

with  a  severe  nausea,  for  he  turned  on  his  heels  as  though  he  had  belittled  himself  in 

listening  so  long  to  a  person  who  could  believe  that  such  a  man  was  a  Prophet  of  God. 

He,  however,  tried  to  control  his  feeling's  after  making  the  remark  that  a  tree  was  known 

by  its  fruits,  and  all  tiiat  was  necessary  was  for  a  person  to  go  to  Salt  Lake  and  see  the 

corruptible  fruits  of  *  Mormonism.'    He  then  remained  quiet  until  we  had  finished  speak- 

ing  and  had  invited  the  people  to  assist  us  in  singing   '  Praise  God  from  whom  all 

blessings  flow,'  when  he  was  again  overcome  with  a  feeling  of  disgust,  and  the  second 

time  essayed  to  leave  us  to  the  buffetings  of  his  satanic  majesty.     Again  he  returned, 

seeing  the  ready  response  that  greeted  our  request,  and  he  then  continued  calm  until  the 

«loee.     We  were  not  disappointed  when  he  opened  up  a  discussion  in  regard  to  the 

things  we  had  been  preaching,  and  to  his  credit  be  it  said,  he  allowed  me  time  to  make  a 

reply  to  him,  although  not  without  interruption.     Our  subject  centered  on  the  con- 

■tinuity  of  the  apostleship,  and  the  necessity  of  the  same  in  the  Church.      I  cited  my 

opponent  to  the  calling  of  Matthias  to  fill  the  office  made  vacant  by  the  fall  of  Judas, 

and  also  to  that  of  Paul  and  others,  showing  that  the  quorum  was  filled  up  as  vacancies 

occurred  through  death.     He  replied  by  saying  wc  had  no  record  that  God  ever  accepted 

the  calling  of  Matthias,  but  that  Paul  was  called  by  Christ,  having  had  personal  con- 

Tersation  with  him,  wherein  Christ  said  he  should  bear  His  name  before  the  Gentiles, 

«tc ;  also  that  Jesus  had  promised  His  Apostles  that  they  should  sit  on  twelve  thrones, 

judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.    He  said  it  wa<<  true  Barnabas  was  called  an  Apostle, 

but  only  in  a  secondary  sense.     My  reply  was  that  the  calling  of  Matthias  was  done 

'  .under  the  direction  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  aad  was,  therefore,  as  though  God  Himself  had 

■peken;  also  that  Barnabas  was  as  much  an  Aprirtle  as  Paul  or  others,  and  that  no 

•  secondary  sense'  was  mentioned  in  the  Scriptures  or  ever  intended;  and,  furthermore, 

Paul  said  that  apostles,  prophets,  evangelists,  pastors  and  teachers  were  to  continue, 

am  we  all  come  to  a  unity  of  the  faith;  and  the  same  rule  that  would  do  away  with 

Apostles  and  prophets,  would  likewise  do  away  with   pastors  and  teachers.     The  dis- 

enssion  was  continued  until  my  opponent  got  tired  and  went  away,  no  doubt  thinking  he 

bad  gained  a  great  victory,  for  every  point  he  advanced,  such  as  the  twelve  thrones,  etc, 

was  cheered  by  the  majority  of  those  present     After  his  departure,  there  were  no  less 

than  five  different  individuals  who  desired  to  a^k  questions,  and  most  of  them  about 

gpolygamy.     I  stood  answering  their  questions  and    reasoning  with  them,  until  some 

iwesent  began  to  create  a  disturbance  by  pushing  each  other  against  me  and  throwing 

peas,  etc,  into  the  centre  of  the  crowd,  for  they  were  closed  around  me  in  a  mass,  each 

^ejing  to  get  closer  than  his  neighbor.    We  had  been  engaged  over  three  hours  with  our 
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meeting  and  discussions,  and  as  I  returned  to  my  lodgings  (Brother  Johnson  having  .pre* 
ceded  me),  I  was  overtaken  by  two  or  three  young  men  who  said,  that  although  tksy 
could  not  see  eye  to  eye  with  me  in  all  things  I  had  been  speaking  about,  they  thought 
I  had  succeeded  very  well  in  sustaining  my  belief,  also  that  I  had  shown  remaricable 
patience  and  forbearance.  I  answered  that  I  claimed  no  honor  in  the  matter,  and  oC 
myself  I  felt  quite  unable^ to  do  our  faith  justice,  but  what  I  said  in  support  thereof  w«» 
Scriptural  truth. 

"At  one  of  the  places  where  we  have  held  quite  a  number  of  out-door  meetings,  we 
thought  we  were  going  to  see  the  fruit  of  our  labors,  but  eur  hopes  were  doomed  to,  aA 
least,  temporary  disappointment,  for  although  the  .party  referred  to  had  entertained  xm 
very  cordially  on  our  first  visit,  we  learned  when  we  again  came  round  that  his  mind  was 
turned  against  us  an  a  people  through  the  stories  told  him  by  a  trustworthy  friend(?)  who 
had  been  to  America,  and  heard  all  about  the  pernicious  practices  of  the  *  Mormonsjf 
telling  him  also  that  their  preaching  in  this  country  and  their  tracts  were  all  right,  bat 
their  practices  in  Utah  were  abominable.  We  called  at  the  house  of  our  ^end,  bat 
imluckily  he  was  not  in,  and  having  to  move  on  the  next  morning  in  order  to  reach  tlio 
Sabbath  meeting  held  by  the  Saints,  we  were  unable  to  see  him.  We  expect,  howeYer« 
to  visit  him  before  long  and  disabuso  his  mind.

IT  is  popular,  without  iDvestigation,  to  repudiate  .the  claims  of  Joseph 
Smith  to  beiug  an  inspired  Prophet,  raised  up  by  Divine  Power  to  ac- 
complish a  s];^cific  work  in  the  present  age.  It  is  only  fair  that  those  who

There  is  no  end  of  evidence  supporting  the  theory   of  the  divine  calling  of 
the  Prophet,  a  limited  portion  of  which  may  be  profitably  reviewed  in  brief. 

He  established  a  Church  similar  in  its  minutest  detail  in  doctrine,  prin- 
ciple, organization  and  duties,  to  that  inaugurated  by  the  great  Head  and 
Founder  of  Christianity,  as  described  in  the  New  Testament.  The  body 
religious  is  complete  in  every  part,  the  names  and  positions  of  the  ofiicers  are 
given,  and  the  duties  and  functions  of  each  defined  with  such  fidelity  to 
particulars,  that  the  operations  of  any  one  of  them  never  interfere  or  clash 
with  those  of  any  of  the  others.  So  compact  and  so  solid  is  the  system,  that 
it  is  acknowledged  to  be  the  most  effective  and  complete  in  existence. 

The  Prophet  promised  that  all  who  received  the  message  of  the  Qospel  as 
defined  through  him,  should  not  be  dependent  upon  others  for  an  under- 
standing of  the  divinity  of  the  work,  as  they,  through  obedience,  would  know 
of  the  doctrine  for  themselves.  The  whole  Church  as  a  body  constitutes  a 
dond  of  witnesses  to  the  fact  that  the  promise  was  not  an  empty  one,  but  has 
been  faithfully  realized,  this  personal  testimony  constituting  the  fundamental 
reason  for  the  willingness  of  the  Saints  to  sacrifice  every  earthly  censidera*

tion,  including  their  lives,  if  necessary,  rather  than  prove  recreant  to  the 
truth  and  make  shipwreck  of  their  faith  and  hope,  as  grandly  illustrated  in 
the  recent  massacre  of  Elders  and  Siints  in  Tennessee. 

From  the  beginning  the  Prophet  declared  that  those  who  accepted  the 
message  would  be  subjected  to  the  fires  of  persecution  and  the  hate  of  the 
world,  whose  sinful  enticements  they  must  abjure,  as  was  the  case  with  the 
ancient  Saints  who  belonged  to  the  Church  established  by  Christ  and  His 
Apostles.  The  entire  history  of  the  Church  has  been  a  verification  of  the 
prophecy. 

Joseph  Smith  declared  from  the  beginning  that  the  Elders  should  go  out 
into  every  accessible  part  of  the  earth  and  warn  the  people,  and  that  those 
who  should  believe  their  mes!«age  would  gather  to  the  West  in  flocks,  in  ful- 
fillment of  the  prognostications  of  ancient  Prophets  as  well  as  his  own.  The 
correctness  of  this  is  exhibited  by  the  missionary  and  emigration  systems  of 
the  Church,  probably  the  most  complete  and  effective  of  any  under  the  sun. 

He  prophesied  that  the  Church  would  remove  to  the  mountains  of  the 
Qreat  West,  and  that  Zion  should  '^  flourish  upon  the  hills  and  rejoice  upon 
the  mountains,"  where  the  Saints  are  now  prospering. 

Joseph  Smith  was  the  means  in  the  hands  of  God  of  giving  to  the  world 
what  is  claimed  by  the  Church  to  be  a  history  of  the  ancient  inhabitants  of 
this  continent  The  doctrines  of  the  Book  are  in  exact  harmony  with  those 
of  the  Bible.  Its  matter  is  in  unison  with  the  discoveries  of  ruins  of  a  former 
dense  and  civilized  population  which  existed  on  this  land,  and  in  keeping 
with  the  traditions  of  the  aboriginal  tribes,  who  are  a  fallen  and  degraded 
remnant  of  a  former  mighty  people.  The  book  contains  the  prexliction  that 
many  would  receive  its  words  when  brought  fortii,  while  the  great  bulk 
would  repudiate  and  treat  it  with  derision.  Ultimately  it  would  be  received 
by  the  aborigines  as  the  record  of  their  forefathers.  The  former  prophecy  is 
an  accomplished  fact,  while  the  other  is  in  progress.  It  asserts  prophetically 
that ''  secret  combinations  to  get  power  and  gain"  would  exist  and  multiply 
in  this  day,  be  a  source  of  great  perplexity  and  destruction  among  the- 
nations,  and  that  the  blood  of  the  Saints  would  be  shed  by  them  and  cry  to 
the  Lord  for  vengeance.  These  have  been  verified  with  remarkable  precision, 
and  the  end  is  not  yet.  One  of  the  predictions  contained  in  that  wonderful 
record  is  to  the  effect  that  should  the  Gentiles  of  this  nation  reject  the  message 
and  continue  in  wickedness,  the  fullness  of  the  everlasting  Gospel  would  be^ 
withdrawn  from  them,  and  great  disruption  and  destruction  fall  upon  them. 
That  remains  for  the  future  to  consummate. 

Joseph  Smith  announced  that  the  work  he  was  divinely  authorized  to 
establish  was  indestructible,  and  could  not  and  would  not  be  uprooted  from 
the  earth,  but  would  remain  and  increase  until  the  Lord  should  come  and 
take  dominion  of  the  whole  world.  Thus  far  it  has  withstood  the  most  per- 
;8iatent  and  herculean  assaults  without  its  progress  beiag  impeded  in  Uie 
.eiiigfatest  degree,  every  attack  but  serving  to  develop  its  vitality. 

HeBsid  it  would  be  a  marvelous  work  and  a  wonder,  which  the  Lord  wae^ 

fJTOUtto  do  in  the  latter  days.     ''  Mormonism,"  as  it  is  erroneously  called^' iti^ 

.<iM  of  thewonders  of  the  age,  being  admitted  generally  to  be  an  almost 

paraUekdq[)henonenon  in  its  Una 
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Joseph  Smith  asserted  that  the  testimony  of  the  Elders  and  their  rejection 
by  the  world  would  be  followed  by  the  testimony  of  earthquakes  and  great 
disaster.  This  is  an  epoch  of  earthquakes  and  catastrophes.  On  the  same 
day  that  the  Elders  were  massacred  on  Cane  Creek,  a  large  portion  of  this 
coaotry  was  shaken  convulsively,  and  many  other  commotions  in  various 
portions  of  the  globe  have  borne  similar  witness  to  the  truth  of  this  pre- 
diction. 

Among  the  Prophet's  presages  was  one  in  relation  to  war,  in  wliich  the 
entire  world  will  yet  be  engaged,  and  for  which  the  nations  are  now  mnking 
unprecedented  preparations.  In  it — twenty-nine  years  before  it  occurred — 
the  war  of  the  Rebellion  is  predicted,  and  the  State  where  it  would  first 
break  out  is  named,  together  with  other  details  which  have  been  strictly  ful- 
filled. 

But  the  evidences  favoring  the  claim  set  up  by  Joseph  Smith  to  being 
divinely  called  and  inspired  are  so  numerous  as  well  as  striking,  that  they 
«re  apparently  endless.  We  have  scarcely  touched  the  bulk  of  proofs,  which 
the  shrewdest  species  of  sophistry  cannot  set  aside,  as  they  constitute  a 
lermidable  array  of  stubborn  facts  which  are  not  susceptible  of  being  reasoned 
away. 

However  the  matter  may  be  generally  or  popularly  viewed,  the  question  as 
to  whether  this  generation  has  been  honored  with  the  presence  of  a  great 
Prophet  of  humble  earthly  orfgin  is  of  vital  importance.  An  impartial  in- 
vestigation with  a  view  to  learning  the  truth  in  regard  to  it  will  not  hurt 
any,  but  a  one-sided  search  with  a  predetermination  to  repudiate,  indicates  a 
"warped  and  illiberal  condition  of  mind.  We  have  no  doubt  that  the  genuine 
truth-seeker  who  calls  for  divine  assistance  to  aid  him  in  his  researches,  will 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  Joseph  Suiith  was  a  genuine  Prophet  of  the 
Host  High  God. 


A    DETECTIVE'S    EXPERIENCE    IN    TENNESSEE. 

(From  the  Ndshville  American  of  Sept.  5, 188 i.) 

Whilk  Chief  of  Detectives  Porter  was  watching  the  train  that  had  just  run 
into  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  depot,  list  night,  to  see  if  any  crooks  got 
off  of  it,  the  railroad  reporter  of  i\\Q  American  asked  him  if  he  could  give 
him  a  pointer. 

''Interview  that  man,"  said  the  Chief,  pointing  to  a  man  wearing  a  black 
Derby  hat  and  a  wine  colored  suit.  The  reporter  thereupon  entered  into 
coaversation  with  the  man  who  had  been  pointed  out  to  him.  He  told  the 
reporter  that  his  name  was  Frank  Moore,  or  rather  that  was  the  name  he  was 
going  by  in  Tennessee,  as  he  was  a  detective,  and  didn't  want  hia  real  name 

k^OWD. 

"  Whyr  asked  the  rep  )rter. 

"  Because,"  said  Moore,  '*  my  experiences  in  Tennessee  have  not  been  the 

moat  agreeable.     I  saw  by  the  dispatches  thut  the  Governor  of  your  State 

bad  offered  $1,000  reward  for  the  arrest,  or  information  that  would  lead  to 

ha  arrest,  of  the  mob  that  massacred  the  Mormon  Elders  in  Lewis  County. 
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I  thought  I  would  be  early  io  the  field,  and  leaving  Evansville  last  Wednes^ 
day,  found  myself  in  Lewis  County  on  Saturday.  I  left  the  train,  at  Moanfr 
Pleasant,  and  hired  a  conveyance  to  take  me  to  the  scene  of  the  massacre  of 
Elders  Gibbs  and  Berry.  I  afterwards  concluded,  however,  to  make  my  way 
slowly  and  cautiously,  and  therefore  proceeded  on  foot.  I  went  from  house' 
to  house;  once  I  found  I  was  over  the  Lewis  County  line,  and  on  my  second 
day  out  found  a  man  who  said  he  knew  every  man  that  took  part  in  the* 
massacre.  I  asked  him  if  he  could  get  me  the  information  I  wanted.  He 
replied  that  he  would  make  me  acquainted  with  a  man  that  evening  who  was 
one  of  the  mob,  and  with  whom  I  could  have  a  talk.  He  then  made  an  ap- 
pointment with  me  to  meet  him  under  a  big  beech  tree  in  the  woods  near 
the  house  at  which  I  was  stopping.  I  went  there  at  4  o'clock,  according  to 
appointment,  and  did  not  have  to  wait  very  long  before  I  saw  masked  iiien 
coming  out  of  the  woods,  some  from  every  point  of  the  compass.  Some  of 
them  wore  masks  made  out  of  the  top  of  old  felt  hats,  with  holes  for  the 
nose  and  eyes  cut  in  them.  Others  seemed  to  have  their  masks  made  simply 
of  cheese  cloth,  cut  about  the  size  of  the  ordinary  handkerchief.  Two  ends 
of  the  cloth  were  tied  together,  and  the  cloth  drawn  down  over  the  head  as 
far  as  it  could  go,  after  which  the  hat  was  put  on.  Eye  holes  and  breathing 
holes  were  also  cut  in  these  white  cloth  masks.  The  captain  of  the  band,  or 
the  man  who  seemed  to  be  the  leader,  for  they  acted  in  concert,  commanded 
me  to  be  tied.  My  hands  were  immediately  bound  with  a  piece  of  cart  line 
behind  my  back.  The  captain  then  asked  me  if  I  was  a  detective  trying  to 
work  up  a  case  against  the  men  who  massacred  the  Mormon  Elders.  As  the 
fellow  I  had  relied  upon  had  evidently  betrayed  me  already,  there  was  nothing 
to  do  but  to  make  a  clean  breast  of  it,  and  I  then  told  him  I  was  a  detective^ 
and  was  only  endeavoring  to  do  what  any  other  detective  would  do,  which 
was  to  try  to  make  a  little  reputation  and  reward.  '  You  needn't  fear  that- 
you  won't  make  a  reputation — an  undying  reputation — but  you  will  have  to 
die  to  make  it,'  said  the  captain.  By  this  time  I  commenced  to  see  that  they 
proposed  to  lynch  ma  All  the  time  I  was  explaining  my  business  in  Lewis 
County  I  heard  them  talking,  one  with  another,  about  making  an  example  of 
me,  so  as  to  scare  off  the  other  detectives  who  might  be  daring  enough  to 
come  down  there.  The  captain  then  talked  to  different  men  in  the  company 
who  seemed  to  be  the  leaders,  and  he  finally  came  back  and  said,  *  Well,  boys^ 
for  our  own  safety  we  will  have  to  swing  him  up.'  Hearing  this  I  fell  upon 
my  knees  and  begged  and  implored  them  not  to  hang  me,  and  pledged  them 
and  gave  them  my  obligation,  that  if  they  would  let  me  go  I  would  leave  the 
State  immediately,  and  promise  never  to  come  back  in  it  again.  In  the  mean- 
time the  noose  had  been  adjusted  on  my  neck,  and  the  loose  end  of  it  had 
been  thrown  over  one  of  the  branches  of  the  tree  they  had  led  me  ta  flL 
then  knelt  down  and  prayed  and  begged  and  beseeched  them  not  to  hang  meu. 
I  made  them  an  eloquent  speech.  I  told  them  I  was  only  a  detective  who 
was  trying  to  do  a  little  business;  that  I  had  never  been  in  the  South  beforei 
and  was  not  acquainted  with  the  ways  of  the  people. 

Finally  they  had  another  consultation,  when  the  captain  told  me  thej 
would  let  me  go  on  condition  that  I  would  leave  Lewis  County  immediately.  I 
agreed  not  only  to  do  this,  but  to  leave  the  State  and  never  return  to  it,  into 
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the  bargain.  I  was  so  earnest  and  solemn  in  making  this  assurance,  that 
it  seemed  to  make  them  change  their  minds.  So  after  they  had  kept  the 
rope  about  my  neck  for  half  an  hour,  the  cuptain  took  it  from  around  my 
neck  and  told  me  to  skip. 

**  Did  I  skipl  Well,  I  should  say  so.  I  took  the  road  to  Mount  Pleaaaot, 
and  ne?er  stopped  walking  until  I  fell  down  by  the  railroad  so  tired  that  I 
could  not  walk.  I  forgot  to  tell  you  that,  before  they  let  me  go,  they  pinned 
a  red  cross  cut  out  of  flannel  on  to  my  shirt  fronts  and  told  me  to  keep  my 
-coot  open  so  that  the  other  members  of  the  organization  could  see  itb  I 
'followed  their  advice,  and  every  man  I  met  looked  closely  at  the  cross,  and 
4kfter  that  passed  the  time  of  day  with  m& 

*'  Do  I  expect  to  return  to  Lewis  County]  Not  much.  I  am  going  to 
Evansville  to-morrow,  and  if  you  ever  catch  me  south  of  the  Ohio  river  look- 
ing for  murderers  of  Mormons  again,  I  hope  I  will  be  shot  outright,  which  I 
believe  is  better  anyway  than  being  frightened  to  death.  Will  I  give  you  my 
xeal  namef?  No,  sir.  I  am  known  as  Frank  Moore  well  enough  in  Indiana, 
And  as  these  soldiers  of  the  cross  may  have  organizations  all  over  the  United 
•States,  and  I  believe  they  have  from  the  way  they  are  organized  in  Lewis 
County,  I  prefer  to  keep  my  identity  as  dark  as  possible." 

The  man  was  evidently  very  much  scared  and  excited.  He  even  asked  to 
be  allowed  to  leave  for  home  on  the  freight  train. 

THE    OHIO    MOUNDS. 


INTEBESTINO  PAPER  KELATINO  WHAT  A  CAREFUL  EXPLORATION  HAS 

DISCLOSED. 


A  Montreal  letter  to  the  New  York  Evening  Post  gives  the  following  inter- 
esting information  concerning  the  prehistoric  mounds  found  in  many  parts  of 
Ohio,  and  which  have  been  an  object  of  marked  interest  to  scientists  during 
many  years  past.    The  correspondent  says: 

One  of  the  most  interesting  papers  read  before  the  British  Association  was 
by  Professor  F.  W.  Putnam,  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  who  gave  a  summary  of  a 
long  paper  which  he  is  to  present  at  the  Philadelphia  meeting,  where  it  will 
h%  illustrated  by  large  diagrams  and  many  photographs.     This  was  a  notice 
of  the  exploration  of  the  group  of  mounds  in  the  Little  Miami  Valley,  Ohio, 
where  Prof.  Putnam  and  Dr.  Metz  have  been  at  work  for  the  past  three  years, 
ander  the  auspices  of  the  Peabody  Museum  of  American  Archaeology  at  Har- 
vard College.    Prof.  Putnam  called  attention  to  the  imperfect  manner  in 
which  the  mounds  have  generally  been  explored,  and  to  the  importance  of 
ithorough  work.      He    then,    by    extemporized   diagrams   and  blackboard 
4Bketches,  showed  the  singular  structure  of  the  largest  mound  of  the  group  in 
question,  which  was  100  feet  in  diameter  and  12  feet  high.     This  mouud  was 
surrounded  by  a  wall  of  stones  which  was  continued  around  live  other  ad- 
joining mounds.    The  stone  was  four  feet  high  and  was  below  the  natural 
surface.    Inside  of  this  wall  were  many  stony  structures.     A  system  of 
thirty-two  pits,  each  about  two  feet  in  diameter  and  five  feet  deep,  was  found. 
From  each  uf  these  pits  tubes  of  clay  from  eight  to  eleven  feet  long  and  about 
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a  foot  in  diameter  extended  toward  the  centre  of  the  moand,  each  tube  or 
flue,  as  they  have  been  called,  terminating  in  one  or  three  upright  chinmeys 
about  two  feet  in  height,  or,  as  in  several  instances,  opening  into  a  large  pit 
six  feet  deep,  which  was  covered  by  a  dome  of  clay.  Around  these  singular 
structures  there  had  evidently  been  a' frame  structure,  as  traces  of  many  parts 
were  found,  the  wood  of  some  having  been  changed  to  iron  by  the  infiltra- 
tion of  the  metal.  The  pits  also  showed  similar  traces  of  having  been  lined 
with  wood.  The  contents  of  the  flues  and  pits  were  described,  but  until  the 
chemists  now  engaged  upon  an  analysis  of  the  singular  white,  ash-like  sub- 
stance found  in  the  flues  have  completed  their  work,  Professor  Putnam 
thought  that  it  would  not  be  safe  to  make  conjecture  as  to  the  probable  use 
of  the  pits.  The  absence  of  burning  on  the  sides  of  the  pit  showed  that  fires 
had  not  been  built  in  them,  and  the  so-called  ashes  may  be  something  else. 
Over  these  pits  was  a  layer  of  hard  material  formed  by  a  cement  of  iron  and 
..gravel,  and  on  this  were  several  burnt-clay  hearths. 

On  one  of  the  burnt  places  a  large  number  of  objects  of  various  kinds  were 
found.  These  had  all  been  thrown  on  a  fire  and  were  mixed  with  ashes  and 
charcoal  and  more  or  less  injured  by  heat  Among  these  objects  were  50,000 
pearls,  thousands  of  shell  beads,  ornaments  and  beads  of  native  copper, 
several  ornaments  made  of  or  covered  with  meteoric  iron  and  native  silver, 
many  objects  of  stone,  ornaments  of  mica,  etc.  Several  photographs  were 
shown  of  some  of  the  more  interesting  of  these  things. 

Over  this  part  of  the  mound  was  first  a  layer  of  clay  mixed  with  charcoal, 
then  a  layer  of  pure  clay,  then  a  thin  stratum  of  sand,  followed  by  one  of 
pure  clay,  above  which  was  another  layer  of  clay  mixed  with  charcoal;  then 
one  of  clay,  on  which  was  a  covering  of  stones,  and  finally  over  this  a  cover- 
ing of  clay.  Ill  oue  part  of  this  mound  a  large  pit  had  been  dug  seven  feet 
deep,  at  the  bottom  of  which  were  two  full  human  skeletons,  around  which 
were  arranged  sixteen  skulls,  without  other  bones  of  the  skeletons.  Six  of 
these  skulls  had  been  bored  with  from  two  to  nine  small  holes,  and  nearly 
all  showed  signs  of  scraping,  as  if  the  flesh  had  been  cut  or  scraped  from  the 
bone. 

Altogether,  as  Professor  Putnam  stated,  this  mound  and  its  contents  were 
most  remarkable,  and  the  careful  manner  in  which  the  werk  had  been  con- 
ducted, at  an  expense  of  nearly  a  thousand  dollars  for  labor,  was  appreciated 
by  the  auditora

U.  G.  Whitney  is  now  local  editor  of  the  Salt  Lake  Herald. 

A  two-year  old  child  of  Hyrum  Chatterton,  of  Richmond,  happened  to  get 
hold  of  a  box  of  concentrated  lye  and  drink  some  of  the  liquid  from  it  on  the 
13th  ult.,  and  died  from  the  effects  of  it  the  following  morning. 

A  dit»astr()ua  rain  and  hail  storm  recently  occurred  in  Circle  Valley,  which 
it  is  estimated,  destroyed  12,000  bushels  of  grain,  and  drowned  some  swinSi 
poultry,  etc.    Some  of  the  hailstones  were  nearly  as  large  as  hen's  ^gs. 
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Horatio  K  Merrill,  of  Sinithfield,  while  out  hunting  on  the  12th  ult, 
attempted  to  draw  a  gun  out  of  a  wagon  with  the  muzzle  towards  him,  when 
the  weapon  was  accidentally  discharged,  the  contents  entering  his  head  and 
killing  him  almost  instantly. 

A  young  man  named  William  Swift,  whose  home  was  in  the  10th  Ward, 
Salt  Lake  City,  accidentally  shot  himself  in  the  arm  while  out  hunting  on 
the  14th  ult,  mangling  that  member  so  that  it  had  to  be  amputated  In- 
flammation afterwards  set  in,  and  he  died  from  the  effects  of  it  two  days 
later. 

The  company  of  emigrants  who  sailed  from  Liverpool  on  the  30th  of 
August,  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  City  in  good  condition  on  the  morning  of  the 
17th  ult  The  lady  who  was  mentioned  as  being  in  critical  health  during  the 
voyage  improved  while  on  the  overland  journey,  so  that  she  was  enabled  to 
walk  on  meeting  her  relatives  at  Evanston. 

A  twenty- five  year  old  son  of  J.  M.  Goodwin,  editor  of  the  Salt  Delke 
Tribtifu,  had  been  missing  for  upwards  of  a  month  until  the  morning  of  tie 
17th  ult.,  when  his  body  was  discovered  in  a  gulch  near  the  Warm  Sprin||8 
Bath  House,  north  of  Salt  Lake  [City,  where  he  had  committed  suicide  %y 
shooting  himself  through  the  head  with  a  pistol. 

The  Ogden  Herald  says  that  owing  to  the  high  water  of  last  spring  the 
salt  business  in  the  region  of  Plain  City  is  unusually  good  this  season.  It -is 
shoveled  up  on  the  shore  of  the  lake  when  the  water  recedes,  and  in  the 
inland  swales  which  at  high  water  were  covered  by  the  lake.  It  is  estimated 
that  from  6,000  to  10,000  tons  will  be  gathered  in  that  region  during  the 
present  season. 

The  City  Council  of  Salt  Lake  City  have  granted  right  of  way  to  a  com- 
pany of  which  Hon.  John  W.  Young  is  the  president,  to  build  a  line  of  street 
railway  along  the  southern  and  eastern  sides  of  the  city,  following  8th  South 
and  10th  East  Streets  most  of  the  way.  From  the  north-eastern  part  of  the 
city  it  is  to  extend  eastward  by  the  most  feasible  route  to  Fort  Douglas,  dnid 
thence  on  to  the  stone  quarries  in  Red  Butte  Canyon. 

On  the  11th  ult,  at  Oak  Grove,  Sulphur  Springs  Valley,  Arizona,  the  wife 
of  Brother  Wni.  N.  Fife,  formerly  of  Ogden,  was,  without  provocation,  shot 
and  killed  by  a  Mexican  tramp  whom  she  had  just  supplied  with  dinner.  He 
abo  attempted  to  shoot  her  tifteenye:ir  old  daughter,  but  his  pistol  nii.sstid 
fire.  Brother  Fife  was  a\%ay  from  home  at  the  time,  but  a  large  number  r\f 
ranchers  immediately  started  in  ]>ursuit  of  the  murderer,  who  was  subse- 
quently caught  and  lynched. 

Bears  seem  to  be  unusually  ])lentiful  nnd  bold  in  the  mountains  of  Utah 
this  year.  John  Hunt  and  Oscar  Curtis  recently  killed  one  of  the  cinnamon 
variety  in  Logan  Canyon,  weighing  500  pounds,  and  the  samo  day  a  Mr.

A  boy  named  Albert  Sellers,  who  was  herding  sheep  in  Elkhorm 
Canyon,  was  chased  by  a  cinnamon  bear,  which,  when  he  m»-t  her,  had  two 
cubs  with  her.  The  boy  in  his  run  for  life  fell  oyer  a  log  and  dif^lorated  His 
elbcnv,  but  his  life  was  saved  by  the  fall,  for  the  bear  ran  <»n  over  him.  and 
before  she  could  stop  herself  and  return,  he  was  up  and  away  und  m»(\e  good 
his  escape.

ANTI-"  MORMON"    INSINUATIONS    REPLIED    TO. 


The  Liverpool  Echo  of  Sept  27th  contained  communications  from  two  cor- 
respondents on  the  everlasting  "  Mormon  question,"  which  we  shall  notice 
8imp]y  because  of  the  insinuations  against  the  character  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints  conveyed  therein,  and  not  because  writers  who  lack  the  manhood  to 
sign  their  names  to  their  productions  are  worthy  of  being  replied  to  or  even 
believed.  The  articles  were  published  under  the  general  title  of  "  The  Mor- 
mon Imposture,"  and  the  first  read  as  follows: 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Liverpool  Echo. 

Sib, — I  have  reftd  your  exposures  of  the  so-called  Latter-day  Saints  with  unbounded 
pleasure,  and  think  you  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  puhlic  for  taking  up  the  matter.  But 
there  is  one  evil  connected  with  it  which,  if  I  mistake  not,  has  never  been  mentioned, 
either  in  your  scathing  leaders  or  Mr.  Johnson's  excellent  letters.  I  allude  to  the  suffer- 
injr  of  those  poor  women  who  are  left  in  Enj^land,  either  wilfully  by  their  husbands,  or  who 
prefer  a  life  of  poverty  here  rather  than  accompany  him  who  has  sworn  to  protect  them — 
and  them  alone — to  a  life  of  degradation  in  Utah.  Some  time  ago  I  was  asked  by  two 
young  women— whose  husbands  had  left  them  after  attending  meetings  of  the  Latter- 
day  Saints-  to  try  to  discover  their  whereabouts.  I  wrote  to  Salt  LfJce  City,  and,  to 
my  surprise,  received  an  answer  from  one  of  the  "  saints"  to  say  that  the  men  were 
there  "  happy  and  prosperous."  But  by  this  time  where  were  the  young  wives  who  had 
been  so  cruelly  deserted?  One  of  them  wait  an  inmate  of  a  lunatic  asylum;  the  other  a 
poor  outcast  on  the  streets,  earning  her  bread  by  a  life  of  shame — driven  there  by  thoee 


"  missionaries." 


Rest  assured,  sir,  in  the  absence  of  auyUaw  to  drive  those  fellows  from  our  midst,  yoa 
cannot  better  employ  your  pen  than  by  exposing  their  doings,  and  warning  the  public 
not  to  be  led  away  by  their  teachings.  J.  S. 

We  must  credit  the  writer  of  this  with  some  originality  in  having  varied 
from  the  old  stereotyped  form  of  charging  the  Latter-day  Saint  missionaries 
with  being  in  this  country  solely  for  the  purpose  of  beguiling  credulous,  con- 
fiding women  and  leading  them  to  Utah.  From  his  statement  it  seems  it  is 
the  men  who  are  captured,  and  the  wives  who  are  deserted  and  left  to  pine 
in  solitude  or  go  to  destruction  in  England,  while  their  husbands  become 
"  happy  and  prosperous"  in  Utah.  The  "  Mormons"  are  often  charged  with 
marrying  too  many  wives;  in  fact,  that  is  frequently  regarded  as  their  one 
greuc  Kin,  but  it  is  rather  unusual  to  charge  them  with  deserting  their  wivea^ 
Indeed,  if  they  deserted  their  wives  to  take  up  their  abode  with  other  wo- 
n.en,  or  obtained  divorces  from  their  wives  to  marry  others,  they  would  be 
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-no  different  in  this  respect  from  thousands  in  this  and  other  nations  who  now 
affect  to  be  horror-stricken  over  the  fact  that  *'  Mormons''  marry  many  wives 
and  actually  live  with  and  support  them,  and  honor,  educate  and  provide  for  the 
children  born  of  such  marriages.  "  Consecutive  polygamy/'  or  the  marrying 
and  divorcing  of  one  wife  after  another,  is  so  common  in  some  parts  of  the 
United  States  as  to  occasion  but  little  comment;  in  fact,  one-eighth  of  the 
marriages  performed  in  New  England  are  said  to  be  between  parties  who 
have  previously  been  divorced.  Not  less  common,  perhaps,  in  Great  Britain 
(where  divorces  are  aot  so  easily  obtained,)  is  the  practice  of  abandoning 
wife  or  husband,  and  engaging  in  unlawful  cohabitation  with,  and  rearing 
offspring  by  others  without  marriage.  Now,  if  "  J.  S."  had  brought  his 
charge  against  any  of  these  people  there  might  have  been  some  consistency 
in  it;  but  how  much  truth  or  justice  is  there  in  the  insinuation  that  it  is  a 
characteristic  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  to  thus  desert  and  neglect  their  wives? 
None  whatever.  On  the  contrary,  no  people  living  appreciate  so  keenly  as 
do  the  Latter-day  Saints  the  sacred ness  of  marital  relations  aud  family  ties, 
and  certainly  no  people  are  willing  to  sacrifice  so  much  to  maintain  the  same 
and  fuldli  their  obligations  as  husbands  and  fathers.  In  proof  of  this  asser- 
tion we  may  remark  that  the  Latter-day  Saints,  unlike  others,  expect  their 
family  relations  to  continue  into  the  next  world  and  not  cease  with  this. 
They  expect  to  have  their  wives  and  children  hereafter,  and  so  far  from 
deserting  them,  even  when  there  are  laws  passed  to  compel  them  to  do  so, 
they  tenaciously  persist  in  supporting,  caring  for  and  living  with  their 
families  and  observing  their  marital  vows  at  the  risk  of  tine  and  imprison- 
ment for  so  doing.  The  religion  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  teaches  them  to 
think  more  of  their  families  aud  treat  them  better  than  they  otherwise 
would;  it  teaches  them  to  regard  their  wives  or  husbands  as  partners  for 
time  and  all  eternity,  whose  lives  are  bound  to  theirs  by  ties  most  sacred. 
It  teaches  them  to  look  upon  their  children  as  *'an  heritage  of  the  Lord,"  and 
to  feel  that  *^  blessed  is  he  that  halh  his  quiver  full  of  them."  It  teaches  them 
to  value  human  souls  as  they  never  could  before  they  learned  the  Qospel.  It 
teaches  them  to  entertain  a  love  for  and  a  desire  to  save  all  mankind.  As  an 
illustration  of  how  that  love  is  manifest,  we  may  remark  that  the  Latter-day 
iSaints  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to  go  at  any  time  to  the  nations  of  the 
earth,  at  their  own  expense  and  without  hope  of  earthly  remuneration,  and 
spend  years  in  laboring  to  disseminate  a  knowledge  of  their  religion,  amidst 
the  scorn  and  reproach  of  an  opposing  world,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  bring- 
ing souls  to  Christ  and  benefiting  those  who  are  strangers  to  theuL  Further 
than  this,  they  have  spent  millions  of  dollars  in  emigrating  people  to  whom 
they  were  attached  only  by  the  ties  of  faith  and  a  common  humanity, and  who 
were  in  the  dregs  of  poverty  in  the  various  nations  of  Europe,  and  establish- 
ing th.em  in  homes  of  their  own  where  in  turn  they  could  soon  become  able 
to  assist  others. 

All  this  does  not  prove  that  the  Latter-day  Saints  are  disregardful  of  the 
interests  of  others,  and  especially  of  those  of  their  own  household — quite  the 
reverse.  But  does  their  religion  not  sometimes  produce  division  in  families) 
Yes;  and  that  is  the  very  effect  which  followed  the  preaching  of  the  Qospel 
in  the  days  of  the  Savior.      He  said:   **  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  aend 
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peace  on  the  earth:  I  came  not  to  send  peace,  but  a  sword.  For  I  am  come 
to  set  a  man  at  variance  against  liis  father,  and  the  daughter  against  her 
mother,  and  the  daughter- in-law  against  her  mother-in-law.  And  a  man's 
foes  sh  ill  be  they  of  his  own  household.  He  that  loveth  father  or  mother 
more  than  mo  is  not  worthy  of  me:  and  he  that  loveth  son  or  daughter  mdre 
than  uie  is  not  worthy  of  me." 

Have  some  men,  in  embracing  the  Gospel,  not  had  their  wives  oppose 
them?  Yes,  in  many  instances.  There  are  many  such  cases  throughtmt 
Europe  to-day.  And  many  .such  have  journeyed  to  Utah  and  taken  their 
wives  with  them.  Do  thty  treat  their  wives  any  worse  since  embracing  the 
Gospel]  If  they  do,  they  go  contrary  to  the  teachings  of  their  religion.  But 
suppose  the  wife  should  say,  as  we  have  known  to  be  the  case  sometimes, 
"  If  you  join  the  Mormons  I  will  not  live  with  y<m!"  With  his  duty  to  God 
and  a  desire  for  salvation  on  nne  hand,  and  his  regard  for  his  wife  on  the 
other,  and  the  words  of  the  Savior  which  we  have  quoted  before  him,  what  is 
he  todnl  There  can  be  but  one  answer.  If  he  faltered  in  acting  according 
to  the  convictions  of  his  heart,  even  at  the  expense  of  the  companionship  of 
one  around  whom  his  very  heart-strings  were  entwined,  he  would  be  un- 
worthy of  salvation.  If  he  were  a  true  man  he  would  follow  the  dictates  of 
his  conscience,  he  would  pursue  the  path  of  duty  and  do  his  best  to  induce 
her  to  follow  him;  and  then,  if  he  failed  to  succeed,  he  need  not  reproa:ch 
himself,  for  she  only  would  be  to  blame.  Suppose  that  wife  resorted  to  a 
life  of  shame  afterwards,  would  the  husband  whom  she  had  turned  away 
from,  or  even  the  missionary  who  preached  the  Gospel  to  him  (as"J.  8.** 
iubiiiuates)  be  to  blame  for  it?  Not  by  any  means.  It  would  be  due  to  her 
own  obstinacy  and  wilful  opposition  to  the  truth,  or  her  preference  for  sin  to 
a  life  of  purity  and  honor. 

We  are  not  aware  of  any  such  cases  having  occurred  as  "J.  S."  relates,  and 
we  have  had  a  pretty  good  chance  of  learning  of  them  if  there  were  any  such, 
but  this  wo  can  assure  (mr  readers  of:  it  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  and  genius 
of  the  Latter-day  Saints*  religion  for  them  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  an  appeal  for 
help,  though  the  appeal  como  from  the  worst  of  sinners.  If  a  husband  in 
Utah  **  happy  and  prosperous,"  or  otherwise,  would  disregard  an  appeal  for 
assistance  from  his  wife  in  England,  he  would  not  only  be  considered  un- 
worthy of  a  standing  in  the  Church,  but  he  would  forfeit  the  respect  of  every 
Latter-day  Saint. 

As  to  the  stitement  that  the  young  wife  was  "  earning  her  bread  by  a  life 
of  shame — driven  there  by"  anybody,  it  is,  to  say  the  least,  a  sad  comtnentary 
on  the  condition  of  society  in  this  land.  Latter-day  Saint  wives  in  Utah, 
whose  husbands  leave  them  for  years  at  a  time  to  go  abroad  to  preach  the 
Gospel,  never  have  to  resort  to  lives  of  shame  to  support  themselves,  nor  does 
■anybody  else  in  thar.  community. 


The  other  article  to  which  we  have  referred  reads  as  follows: 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Liverpool  Echo. 

Sir,— Tn  your  issue  of  the  26th  iuRt.,  **  A  Gentile"  writes,  **  How  very  giftd  we  should 
be  in  our  large  English  towns  to  get  rid  of  our  social  evil — it  is,  so  far  as  I  am  infomMdt 
uukno\vn  in  Salt  Lake  City." 
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Permit  me  to  say  that  I  visited  Salt  Lake  City  not  very  lonjir  ago«  Aod  stayed  at  the 
**  Walker  House/'  which  is  one  of,  if  not  the  principal  hotel  there.  Standing  at  its 
front  entrance  on  the  morning  after  my  arrival,  I  was  surprised  at  being  invited  by 
gestures  from  the  windows  of  two  houses  directly  opposite  to  cross  over  and  join  the 
**  ladies'*  sitting  at  four  different  windows,  and  who  were  all  in  decidedly  evening  dress. 
On  mentioning  the  fact  to  the  clerk  of  the  hotel,  he  confirmed  the  **  social"  character  of 
the  houses,  and  **  informed"  me  there  were  many  such  *'  institutions''  in  the  city.

The  writer  to  which  "  Another  Gentile"  is  replying  wns  doubtless  correctly 
informed  as  to  the  "  social  evil'*  being  **  unknown  in  Salt  Lake  City,"  if  he 
obtained  his  information  some  years  ago,  when  the  inhabitants  were  almost 
exclusively  **  Mormons;"  indeed,  comparatively  speaking,  it  can  hardly  be* 
said  to  exist  there  to-day.  That  writer  would  not  have  to  go  very  far  in 
Liverpool,  for  instance,  to  meet  worse  indications  of  depravity  than  that  he 
cites  as  having  seen  in'  Salt  Lake  City.  Compare  that  with  the  picture 
drawn  by  a  correspondent  of  the  Liverpool  iW  in  a  letter  which  appeared 
in  to-day*8  issue: 

To-night,  "after  some  months'  interval,  I  pasf>ed  through  the  street  [Lime  Street]  at 
ten  minutes  past  eleven.     From  the  comer  of  Elliot-street  half  way  to  the  entrance  of 
the  Orand  Hotel  was  in  a  state  of  block  as  to  the  footway  with  gay  women  and  their* 
patrons,  or  other  connoisseurs  in  female  depravity.     I  cannot  pnt  the  case  more  strongly 
than  to  say  that  the  scene  was  almost  as  vile  and  shameless  as  Waterloo-place  in  London. 

Now,  during  a  thirty-five  years'  residence  in  Salt  Lake  City,  we  can  safely 
say  that  we  were  never  accosted  there  by  a  lewd  woman,  and  never  even  sbw 
one  beckon  from  a  window.  We  do  not  deny  that  such  characters  are  to  be 
found  in  Salt  Lake  City  to-day;  but  who  are  to  be  blamed  for  their  presence? 
Not  the  "Mormons,"  certainly.  If  they  had  their  way,  Salt  Lake  City  w<»uld 
still  bo  entirely  free  from  the  social  evil,  as  hundreds  of  other  cities  and 
villages  throughout  Utah  are.  This  evil  has  been  fastened  upon  Salt  Lake 
City  by  the  "Christian"  reformers  who  have  gone  there  to  regenerate  Utah, 
and  is  fostered  and  encouraged  by  the  judicial  and  other  officers  appointed 
by  the  Government  to  bear  rule  in  Utah.  Ti»ere  is  even  an  anti-"  Mormon" 
paper  published  in  Salt  Lake  City  which  has  openly  advocated  the  intro- 
duction of  harlotries,  gambling  Hens,  etc.,  as  a  means  of  breaking  down  the 
influence  of  the  **  Mormon"  Church,  and  advised  the  young  "  Mormons''  to 
show  their  independence  (»f  paternal  rule  by  patronizing  such  institutions. 
Some  of  those  young  people  have  been  led  from  the  path  of  virtue  by  the« 
**  regenerators"  spoken  of,  but  the  criminal  class  of  Salt  Lake  City,  as  the 
most  recently  compiled  statistics  show,  are  non-"  Mormons."  That  city  has 
a  population  of  25,000,  of  whom  19,000  are  "  Mormons."  During  the  year 
1883,  there  were  1,709  arrests  made  for  various  offenses,  and  of  these  only 
160  were  "  Mormons,"  or  of  *'  Mormon"  parentage,  and  their  otfenses  were 
generally  of  a  minor  character,  while  the  6,000  non-**  Mormons"  furnished 
1,559  criminals,  or  ten-and-a-half  times  as  many  as  the  **  Mormons."  There 
were  56  prostitutes  arrested  during  the  year,  and  of  these  only  three  were  of 
'*  Mormon"  parentage,  and  19  persons  were  convicted  of  keepinjf  houses  of 
ill-fame,  all  of  whom  werejmn-'*  Mormons."  This  will  give  some  idea  of  the 
relative  purity  of  the  two  classes,  and  we  think  will  refute  the  insinuatinn 
made  in  the  letter  of  '*  Another  Qentile,"  that  lewdness  is  a  characteristic  of 
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"**  Mormonism."  We  may  remark,  in  conclusion,  that  members  of  the  **  Mor- 
mon Church  who  are  found  to  be  guilty  of  crime,  especially  sexual  crime,  are 
severed  from  fellowship  or  communion  in  that  Church.  G.  C.  L.

The  Wasp,  a  San  Francisco  paper,  gets  after  Governor  Eli  N.  Marray  in 
lively  style.     It  says: 

'*The  Governor  of  Utah  has  addressed  an  impertinent  o£Scial  letter  to  the 
€k)vernor  of  Tennessee  respecting  the  recent  religious  assassination  of  Mor- 
mons in  that  pious  Christian  State.  You  would  suppose,  naturally,  that  its 
object  was  to  urge  his  Excellency  of  Tennessee  to  punish  the  murderers  of 
people  holding  the  same  faith  as  those  over  whom  his  Excellency  of  Utah  is 
appointed  to  exert  his  benign  sway.

FROM  A  MISSIONARY  IN  TENNESSEE — MIDNIGHT  MOBBING. 

Elder  Geo.  J.  Woodbury,  writing  to  us  from  Forty  Eight,  Wayne  Co.^ 
Tennessee,  August  28,  1884,  says: 

**The  papers  here  are  filled  with  falsehoods  of  the  blackest  hue,  concerning  the- 
character  of  the  Elders  recently  martyred  in  this  State.  The  object  of  this  is  evidently 
to  palliate  t)ie  crime  and  screen  the  murderers  from  the  law.  You  can  partly  imagine: 
the  excitement  that  prevails  here. 

**  We  have  received  orders  from  President  B.  H.  Roberts  to  postpone  all  meetings  for- 
the  present,  and  to  keep  very  quiet.     How  long  this  excitement  will  last  is  hard  to  tell, 
as  it  seems  to  be  increasing.     It  is  hoped,  however,  that  it  will  soon  pass  over,  so  that  we 
can  again  hold  meetings  and  continue  the  real  object  of  our  mission. 

**  I  will  now  give  you  some  of  my  experience.  On  the  16th  and  17th  of  this  month  we* 
held  meeting  in  Lauderdale  Co.,  Alabama.  There  were  seven  Elders  there,  and  the 
meeting  passed  off  nicely.  On  Sunday  morning  I  had  the  privilege  of  speaking,  when  I 
got  through,  I  found  that  I  had  been  speaking  nearly  two  hours  on  the  apostasy  from  and 
restoration  of  the  GospeL  In  the  evening  two  persons,  a  man  and  his  wife,  were  baptized, 
which  was  rather  more  than  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees  in  the  neighborhood  could  stand. 
That  night  the  Elders  went  home  with  the  Saints  and  friends.  President  Fuller  and  I. 
went  home  with  Mr.  Wm.  Jenkins,  where  the  evening  was  spent  pleasantly  in  conversing 
on  the  principles  of  the  Gospel.  At  eleven  o'clock  we  went  to  bed,  and  had  just  got  to* 
sleep  when  a  mob  broke  in  upon  us.  There  were  some  eight  or  ten  men,  armed  with  shot 
guns  and  pistols  and  with  their  faces  blacked.  They  told  us  to  get  up  and  dress  ourselves, 
as  they  wanted  us  to  take  a  walk  with  them.  We  of  course  dressed,  but  told  them  that 
we  did  not  want  to  leave  the  house.  They  declared  they  would  take  us  by  force,  and 
began  to  take  hold  of  us,  when  one  of  the  men  iired  off  his  gun,  which  seemed  to  throw 
the  mob  into  excitement  and  gave  me  a  chance  to  escape  through  an  open  window.  I 
passed  some  of  the  mob  outside,  who  no  doubt  took  me  for  one  of  their  own  gang,  as  they 
did  not  attempt  to  stop  me.  I  made  my  way  a  short  distance  to  the  orchard,  where  I  sat 
down  in  the  shade  of  a  tree.  While  there  many  thoughts  passed  through  my  mind  con- 
cerning President  Fuller  and  his  fate.  I  did  not  know  whether  he  was  shot  when  the 
gitn  was  fired  or  not,  as  the  performance  had  all  been  in  the  dark.  When  the  mob  left 
the  house  I  returned,  but  only  to  find  that  they  had  taken  him  with  them.  In  a  short  time, 
however,  he  returned  without  any  serious  injury.  They  had  taken  him  about  half  a  mile 
from  the  house,  whece  they  cut  some  sprouts,  and  gave  him  about  forty  lashes  around  the 
legs,  and  warned  him  never  to  come  back.  All  the  excuse  they  offered  for  mobbing  us 
was  that  we  were  preaching  *  Joe  Smith's  doctrine.'  However,  we  did  not  allow  this  to 
spoil  our  night's  rest,  but  went  to  bed  at  2  a  jn.  and  slept  till  morning. 

**  Many  threats  are  coming  in  from  all  sides,  but  we  feel  that  we  are  in  the  hand  of  Grod» 
and  that  all  will  be  overruled  for  the  best  good. 

**  We  will  return  in  a  few  days  to  Lavn'ence  Co.,  but  from  reports  that  will  only  be 
ian4>ing  from  the  frying-pan  into  the  fire,  as  we  have  been  told  that  if  we  hold  any  meet* 
ings  there  we  will  be  served  as  were  the  Lewis  Go.  Elders." 

ITEMS  FROM  ELDER  REESE. 

Elder  W.  G.  Reese,  who  lately  returned  to  his  home  in  Cache  Co.,  Utah, 
from  a  mission  to  this  country,  writes  ti)  us  from  Benson,  Sept.  9,  1884,  as 
follows: 

**  Something  over  four  months  have  elapsed  since  I  arrived  home.  Since  my  return  I 
have  been  farming.    I  am  now  engaged  to  teach  school  in  Logan,  to  commence  in  one 

more  week. 
**  The  2nd  of  Jnly  last  I  was  united  in  the  holy  bonds  of  matrimony  with  MiAs  Mary^  *' 
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M.  Reese.    Sbe  taught  school  in  Logan  duiing  my  absence  on  my  mission.    We  were 
married  in  the  Temple. 

•*  We  have  had  a  few  days  of  very  wet  weather,  and  it  has  not  cleared  off  yet.     Sueh 
4b  heavy  rain-storm  could  not  have  come  in  a  worse  time,  as  most  of  the  grain  is  either  in 
•'flhocks  or  lying  on  the  ground  in  bundles.     But  there  are  advantages  even  in  the  rain- 
storm; the  land  is  well  soaked  for  fall -plowing. 

**  Grain  is  very  cheap,  which  make^i  it  hard  on  the  farmers,  as  they  have  so  mnch  to 
^ay  for  machinery.     Money  is  scarce,  and  that  is  what  farmers  have  to  get  to  pay  for 
machinery.     Perhaps  farmers  will  learn  wisdom  after  awhile  and  not  buy  so  mnch 
machinery,  as  there  is  much  more  than  is  needed,  according  tr>  the  opinion  of  many. 

**  Work  in  the  Logan  Temple  is  going  on  very  well.  Father  and  mother  spent  last 
week  there,  working  for  their  dead.  It  is  heavenly  to  go  through  the  Temple.  The 
work  of  the  Lord  is  going  on  notwithstanding  the  efforts  of  the  wicked  to  hinder  it. 

**  The  sad  news  of  the  martyrdom  of  Elders  J.  H.  Gibbs  and  Wm.  Berry  caused  a 
Ifloom  throughout  these  mountain  vales,  and  I  presume  wherever  a  Saint  or  an  hcmest 
heart  could  be  found.  I  attended  the  futieral  services  at  Paradise;  it  was  a  solemn 
occasion.  The  words  spoken  by  Presidents  John  Taylor  and  G-eo.  Q.  Cannon  were  full 
of  inspiration  and  consolation.  Brother  Gibb^*  wife  felt  very  sad,  but  the  courageous 
manner  in  which  she  met  the  heart-rending  ordeal  was  conclusive  evidence  that  she 
received  support  from  an  unseen  source.  I  was  intimately  acquainted  with  Brother 
•Oibbs,  and  know  that  he  was  a  good  young  man.  I  received  a  letter  from  him  shortly 
'before  his  assassination,  in  which  he  expressed  himself  as  feeling  well  and  determined  to 
■  do  his  duty  as  a  servant  of  God  however  fierce  the  opposition  might  be.  During  bis 
^missionary  labors  he  baptized  forty-one. '' 

THE  SWISS   AND  GERMAN  MLSSION. 

Fi-oiii  a  letter  received  from  President  F.  Schoenfeld,  dated  Bern,  Oct  1,  ltS4,  we 
learn  that  Elders  Ward  E.  Pack,  jun.,  and  A.  Villet  have  been  released  to  return  home, 
and  Elder  Joseph  A.  Smith  has  been  called  from  Berlin  to  succeed  the  former  in  laboring 
in  the  office  at  Bern.     The  Berlin  Branch  is  represented  by  Elder  Smith  as  being  in  good 
condition,  and  the  prospects  throughout  North  Germany  for  missionary  work  as  being 
fair.      Elder  J.  M.   Tanner,  who  had  arrived  in  Bern  and  was    applying    himself 
industriously  to  acquire  the  langu^e,  had  been  assigned  to  North  Germany,  and  was  to 
■tart  for  Berlin  on  the  5th  inst.     There  are  prospects  of  opening  up  two  or  three  little 
Branches  in  Hamburg  and  Bremen,  in  which  district  and  at  Kiel  Elder  Smoot  is  laboring. 
£lder  F.  M.  Lyman,  jun.,  has  been  appointed  to  preside  over  the  South  Gi>rman  Con- 
ference, with  Eiders  Musser  and  Naegle  to  labor  under  hist  direction.     Elders  Schoenfeld 
snd  Hochstrasser  were  arrested  in  Canton  Aargau  on  Sunday,  the  I4th  of  September, 
on  a  trumped  up  chai^  of  being  secret  agents  to  induce  young  girls  to  emigrate,  bat 
were  immediately  released  and  ordered  to  appear  before  the  district  judge  in  Zofingen. 
They  appeared  before  that  functionary  the  next  morning,  and  were  plied  with  questions 
•concerning  emigration,   tithing  and  the  principal  doctrines  of  their  faith,  but  nothing 
could  be  found  against  tbem,  and  the  questioning  afforded  the  brethren  a  chance  of 
testifying  to  the  truth,  which  they  appreciated  and  improved.     Elder  Pack  was  to  start 
from  Bern  on  the  Ist  inst  on  his  return  home,  intending  to  stay  a  day  or  two  in 
.and  London.     Uis  labors  in  the  Mission  are  highly  spoken  of." 

RKFUTIN'G   LIBELS   IN  THE  CLEVELAND   DISTRICT. 

Elder  R  11.  Hodgson  writes  to  us  from  Brotton  jls  follows: 

**  In  my  lait  letter  to  you,  a  few  days  since,  I  said  that  considerable  excitement 
manifesting  itself  in  different  parts  of  thi»  district,  which  is  due,  I  think,  to  a  great 
extent  to  the  free  circulation  of  Dr.  Talmage*s  *  Sermon  on  Monuonism,'  if  it  be  lawfid 
to,call  it  by  that  name.  As  already  announced,  I  replied  to  the  Doctor*!  pamphlet,  o» 
Sunday,  Sept.  14th,  on  the  Key  wall,  at  Brotton,  in  a  discourse  which  lasted  from  1<K90 
JLS).  to  12-30  p.m,  and  on  th'  sea-wall  at  Skinning  Grove,  from  6  p.m.  to  7*30  i>.m.,  to 
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aome  four  or  five  hundred  persona  at  the  former  and  about  three  hundred  at  the  latter 
pluce. 

**  A  KtLUg  of  fanatics  representing  the  various  churches  of  this  region,  and  led  by  a  man 
named  John  Brown,  dreading  the  force  of  truth  that  was  about  to  be  brought  against 
their  refuge  of  lies,  did  their  best  to  prevent  the  meeting  being  held,  but  the  people  had 
eome  to  hear  the  reply,  so  these  fillibusters  were  obliged  to  give  place  to  your  humble 
aervant. 

*' After  a  close  and  sifting  enquiry,  the  Doctor's  Ktory  of  the  Mountain  Meadow 
massacre,  the  burning  of  the  law  books  of  the  District  and  Supreme  Courts  of  Utah,  and 
thei  breaking  up  of  Judge  Drummoud's  Court  in  1856  with  bowie  knives,  etc,  cut  a 
aorry  figure  before  these  two  large  and  intelligent  audiences.  It  was  shown  that  the 
United  States  officials,  viz:  Sumer  Howard,  U.  S.  DiHtrict  Attorney  for  Uta)i,  who 
prosecuted  John  D.  Lee,  and  Governor  Cumming,  who  was  appointed  the  legal  succ?8Mor 
of  the  late  Crovemor  Brigham  Young  to  the  Territory  of  Utah,  both  acquit  the  authorities 
•of  the  Church  of  these  charges  in  their  reports  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

**  John  Brown,  who  found  himself  unable  to  break  up  our  meeting  in  the  morning  at 
Srotton,  followed  us  in  the  eveming  to  Skinning  Grove,  but,  dreading  the  people  who 
"Were  awaiting  our  arrival  on  the  *sea  wall,*  he  stood  ])atiently  till  we  were  done  with  our 
meeting,  but  immediately  after  we  left  the  *wair  he  stepped  forward  to  address  the 
people.  As  soon  as  he  commenced  to  speak  the  people  closed  in  upon  him  and  drove 
liiin  out  of  the  town.  We  heard  the  shouting  in  the  valley  while  we  were  ascending  the 
liigh  road,  but  could  not  see  the  movements  of  the  mass  of  men,  women  and  children,  as 
it  was  getting  dark  and  there  was  a  slight  fog. 

**  We  are  inclined  to  think  that  this  will  be  about  the  close  of  their  oppofdtion  to  as 
lliis  year.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  ministers  of  the  different  churches  of  Cleveland 
■dread  a  close  investigation  into  the  organisation  and  doctrines  of  the  Church  of  the 
£avior,  as  set  forth  in  the  New  Testament,  but  are  mean  enough  to  hound  on  the  low- 
bred fanatics  of  their  churches  to  disturb  the  meetings  of  the  Saints  and  thereby  destroy 
the  little  good  we  are  so  anxious  to  produce  among  the  people." 

THE  NORWICH  CONFERENCE. 

Elder  Isaac  C.  Qadd  writes  from  Southery,  Sept.  22,  1884,  as  follows: 

**  Since  writing  to  you  in  the  latter  part  of  June,  I  have  traveled  somewhere  in  the 
neighborhood  of  500  miles  in  this  part  of  the  Lord's  vineyard,  and  have  endeavored  to 
spread  the  Gospel  in  my  weak  way.  I  have  not  acoompliithed  much-  at  least,  the  fruits 
of,tn]r  labors  are  not  apparent  yet,  but  I  do  not  despair,  as  I  believe  there  are  some  who 
Mt^&o  necessity  of  serving  the  Lord  in  his  appointed  way,  and  ere  long  will  take  upon 
themselves  the  responsibility  of  the  new  and  everlasting  covenant,  lliere  is  not  much 
encouragement  for  the  Elders  in  this  Conference,  as  there  are  not  many  Saints,  and  Uio 
feW  that  are  here  are  in  a  very  scattered  cundition.  Still  I  have  reason  to  rejoice  in  my 
lal>or8,  as  I  can  see  an  improvement  in  the  Saints.  They  have  made  new  resolves  to 
■erve  Grod  axid  keep  His  commandments,  and  the  spirit  of  unity  is  increasing  in  their 
midst.  I  feel  like  doing  all  I  can  to  spread  truth,  both  by  precept  and  example.  I 
often  reflect  upon  the  words  of  our  Savior  in  speaking  to  his  disciples.  He  said,  *I  send 
jUa  forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst  of  wolves;  be  ye  therefore  wise  as  serpents,  and  harmless  as 
•dO0NS.'  I  find  that  we  as  Elders  have  need  to  heed  these  sayings,  as  they  are  as  applicable 
torBS  to^lay  as  they  were  in  those  days  to  the  disciples.  I  have  been  alone  nearly  all  the 
titMl  have  labored  in  the  ministry,  but  have  never  felt  like  turning  back,  but  by  the 
he'pu  of  God  hope  to  prove  true  to  my  calling. 

**  President  Jex  is  now  at  Southery.  He  and  I  have  just  retamed  from  a  visit  among 
the  Saints,  and  he  expects  to  leave  here  for  Noxv'ich.  to-morrow.  I  shall  accompany  him, 
«i  I  have  not  yet  visited  that  part  of  the  conference,  l^ly  health  is  pretty  good,  as  also 
!il  that  of  President  Jex  at  this  time.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  walking ia this  Conference, 
aa  it  is  all  the  way  from  twenty -five  to  forty  miles  between  stopping  places.  I  have  not 
dans  as  much  ont-door  preaching  as  I  should  have  liked;  I  hare  been  expecting  assistance. 
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and  have  at  times  put  it  off  on  that  account,  but  I  hope  through  the  blessing  of  Ood  to  be 
ready  to  commence  early  in  the  spring  with  or  without  help.  I  never  enjoyed  myaelf 
better  than  when  I  have  been  left  alone  in  the  world — that  is,  when  I  have  had  no  oiiii» 
but  Grod  to  look  to  for  aid;  and  I  have  proven  that  He  is  alwayB  ready  and  willing;  to 
help  those  who  will  seek  His  aid.  The  great  fault  is  in  our  not  relying  sufficiently  npoa 
Him.  There  is  only  one  place  in  this  part  where  we  hold  regular  meetings,  and  then 
there  are  not  many  who  attend,  as  a  rule;  but  I  was  happily  surprised  yesterday 
afternoon  and  evening  to  find  our  little  meeting  room  well  filled.  We  had  a  good  tim«. 
We  have  some  good  honest  Saints  in  this  Branch,  and  I  feel  that  we  will  have  an  addition 
£o  our  numbers  before  the  winter  va  gone,  but  be  that  as  it  may,  I  shall  endeavor  to  do- 
my  part,  and  leave  the  result  with  Grod."

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MINUTES    OF    THE    NOTTINGHAM    CONFERENCE, 

HXLD  IN  THE  LATTER-DAY  SAINTS*  CHAPEL,  ST.   ANN*S  STREET,  NOTTINGHAM^ 

SUNDAY,   OCT.   5,    1884. 


THERE  were  present  on  the  stand:  Apostle  J.  H.  Smith,  President  of  the 
European  Mission;  Elder  G.  C.  Lambert,  of  the  Millennial  Stab 
Office;  President  W.  D.  Williams,  of  the  Manchester  Conference;  Elder  G. 
Goddard;  Elder  J.  Cartwright,  President  of,  and  C.  E.  Angell,  J.  Eardley, 
T.  Wright,  L.  H.  Young,  W.  B.  Bennett  and  C.  A.  Welch,  Traveling  Elders 
in  the  Nottingham  Conference. 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  10.30.  Singing.  Prayer  by  Elder  Wright 
Singing. 

The  Branch  Presidents  who  were  present  reported  a  good  feeling  in  theit 
Branches.    The  majority  were  trying  to  live  their  religion.    A  considerable 
number  of  out-door  meetings  had  been  held  with  tolerable  success.    They 
all  expressed  a  desire  to  do  their  duty. 

The  Traveling  Elders  were  called  upon  to  report  their  labors. 

Elder  Wright  reported  the  Leicester  District  as  being  in  a  good  condition. 
The  Leicester  Branch  was  very  flourishing.  The  Saints  and  the  local 
Priesthood  were  always  on  hand  to  assist  the  Elders  to  hold  ont-doot 
meetings.  There  were  also  some  very  good  Saints  in|Burton  and  Derby, 
who  were  alwajrs  willing  to  aid  the  Elders.  In  some  parts  of  tho 
District  the  Saints  were  scattered,  bat  he  had  been  kindly  treated  by  them 
wherever  he  went. 

Elder  Young  corroborated  the  statement  made  by  Elder  Wright,  and  said 
he  had  labored  in  the  District  with  pleasura  The  Saints  had  shown  him 
great  kindness.    Like  his  co-laborer,  he  found  many  good  Saints,  and  also 
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some  very  indifferent.    He  spoke  highly  of  Elder  Goddard,  who  had  been 
laboring  in  Leicester  and  endeavoring  to  get  the  ministers  to  open  their 
places  of  worship  for  him  to  preach  the  Gospel  in,  and  also  in  building  up  ' 
the  Saints  there. 

Elder  Angell,  in  reporting  the  Ilucknall  District,  said  it  was  in  a  very 
flourishing  condition.  The  Baints  seemed  desirous  to  do  right,  and  to  help 
forward  this  great  work.  They  had  held  72  out-door  meetings  in  the  Dis- 
trict, 25  of  which  he  had  attended  himself.  There  had  been  10  baptisms 
and  2  re- baptisms. 

Elder  Bennett  endorsed  the  remarks  of  Elder  Angell.  Sometimes  tiro 
Branches  would  unite  and  hold  out-door  meetings,  and  this  would  improve 
the  singing.  The  people  in  this  country  were  fond  of  excitement,  and  if 
they  could  have  good  singing  the  people  would  listen.  He  considered  sing- 
ing an  important  feature  of  a  meeting. 

President  Smith  then  occupied  the  remainder  of  the  morninc:.  Said  in 
the  Gospel  we  have  to  give  something  in  exchange  for  blessings,  for  they  are 
predioiited  upon  sacrifice.  He  desired  to  impress  upon  the  Saints  that  all 
would  be  answerable  for  their  own  individual  acts  and  not  for  the  acts  of 
othei^i  and  that  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  live  our  religion,  and  those  who 
were  not  doing  so  were  deceiving  themselves.  He  found  many  of  the 
people  in  England  rather  extravagant,  but  he  advised  the  Saints  to  save 
their  means,  that  when  the  dull  times  came  they  would  have  something  to 
fall  back  upon. 

Elder  Goddard  sang  a  Gospel  song  to  the  tune  of  "  Hold  the  Fort,''  the 
congregation  h<?artily  assisting  in  the  chorus.  ' 

Mooting  adjourned  till  2  p.m.,  with  benediction  by  Elder  Welch. 

The  afternoon  meeting  was  opened  with  singing,  and  prayer  by  Elder 
Ben ciett,  after  which  the  Sacrament  was  administered  by  Elders  Bennett. 
and, Wright. 

Eider  El rdl^y  reported. his  labors  with  Elder  Welch  in  the  Lincoln  Dis- 
trict. He  had  held  some  good  meetings,  but  the  Saints  were  very  scattered; 
they  were  willing  to  help  the  Eiders  as  far  as  possible,  and  have  come  out 
boldly  and  faced  opposition. 

Elder  Welch  entirely  corroborated  the  statement  of  Elder  Eardley,  and 
spoke  upon  the  necessity  of  revelation  and  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  show- 
ing^t  would  give  men  a  knowledge  of  the  Gospel. 

The  statistical  and  financial  reports  for  the  half  year  ending  Sept  30,  1884, 
^ere  read  and  accepted  unanimously. 

President  Smith  presented  the  General  Authorities  of  the  Church  as  they 
were  sustained  at  the  last  general  Conference  held  at  Salt  Lake  City,  and 
thejPresident  and  Traveling  Elders  of  the  Nottingham  Conference,  asking 
thofe  who  could  conscientiously  sustain  them  in  their  position  to  do  so;  but 
if  any  knew  them  to  be  bad  men,  for  them  to  vote  against  them»  as,  by  sus- 
tailing  them,  they  would  be  wronging  themselves  and  the  people|too.  They 
were  sustained  unanimously.  He  said  the  Elders  were  not  here  to  deceive 
peo|>le,  or  to  hold  out  inducementa  for  them  to  emigrate*  but  to  teach  the 
nectesity  of  faith,  repentance,  baptism,  and  the  laying  en  of  hands  tot  the 
giftcof  the  Holy  Ghost;  also  that  those  embracing  the  Gospel,  should  expect 


*perfecution;  that  Utah  was  barren  and  dry,  and  that. most  of  the  land  there 
would  only  bring  forth  fruit  by  irrigation,  which  meant  a  great  amount  of 
labor.  People  in  Utah  were  at  liberty  to  go  where  they  pleased  and  to  leave. 
it  when  they  liked,  as  far  as  the  natunil  barriers  would  allow  them.  The 
liigber  courts  were  in  the  hands  of  the  olhcers  of  the  United  States,  but  the 
police  courts  were  in  the  hands  of  the  **  Mormons."  He  gave  some  good  in- 
formation concerning  the  geographical  and  agricultural  position  of  Utah. 

Elder  Qoddard  sang  a  Gospel  hymn  and  made  a  few  remarks.  Related 
how  be  was  treated  by  his  friends  when  he  embraced  the  Qospel,  his  journey 
to  St.  Louis,  his  experience  there,  and  how  the  Lord  opened  the  way  for  him 
to  emigrate  to  Zion.  He  testified  to  the  divine  mission  of  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith. 

Meeting  adjourned  with  benediction  by  Apostle  J.  H.  Smith.  ^ 

At  6  p.m.  the  meeting  commenced  with  singing,  and  prayer  by  Elder  Cart- 
wright,  who  also  spoke  for  some  time  upon  the  necessity  of  showing  our  faith 
by  tmr  works,  on  the  divine  mission  and  authority  of  Joseph  Smith,  and  the 
necessity  of  the  Church  being  organized  as  was  the  ancient  Church.  /^Hised 
strangers  who  desired  to  know  anything  about  the  Latter-day  Saints  not  to 
go  to  their  enemies,  but  inquire  of  the  L  ittar-day  Saints  and  learn  the  truth 
from  them. 

Eider  Williams  explained  the  necessity  of  baptism  by  immersion,  sustain- 
ing his  points  by  quotations  from  the  Scripture,  and  refuted  the  idea  of  death- 
bed repentance  insuring  a  person  salvation. 

Elder  Goddard  sang  a  Gospel  song,  '*  Who's  on  the  Lord's  sidel"  the  con- 
.  gregation  assisting  in  the  chorus. 

Eider  Lambert  bore  testimony  to  the  truth  of  the  work. 

President  Smith  said  he  had  not  come  to  deceive  any  one,  but  to  preach 
the  Gospel.  If  there  was  a  heaven  he  desired  to  get  there,  and  also  in  the 
best  place.  Had  the  Saints  not  been  assisted  by  the  Almighty,  they  would 
liave  been  broken  up  long  ago.  Siiowed  that  little  children  who  had  not 
arrived  at  the  age  of  accountability  were  redeemed  through  the  Atonement, 
and  therefore  there  was  no  necessity  for  baptism.  Gave  proofs  of  the  divine 
mission  of  Joseph  Smith,  and  exhorted  the  Saints  to  live  their  religion  and 
honor  God. 

Benediction  by  Elder  Goddard. 

As  the  afternoon  meeting  was  about  to  close,  an  apostate,  by  the  name  of 
WoL  Jarmao,  attempted  to  get  on  the  platform  and  harangue  and  abuse  the 
Saints,  but  he  was  hindered  by  the  Elders,  and  considerable  excitement  pre- 
vailed, which  was  not  allayed  until  the  hall  was  cleared  by  the  police.  The 
weather  was  tine  and  the  attendance  was  exceptionally  good  throughout  thai 
day.

At  10-30  President  Williams  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and  after  the 
usual  opening  exercises,  the  Sacrament  was  administered  by  Elders  Woolley 
and  Woodruff. 

The  statistical  report  of  the  Conference,  for  the  half  year,  and  the  financiab 
report  for  thn  quarter  ending  June  30th,  were  read  and  acocepted. 

The  general  and  local  authorities  of  the  Church  were  presented  and  sus- 
tained by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Conference.  President  Smith  told  th» 
Saints  to  vote  for  those  who  presided  over  them,  on  the  conditions  that  they 
were  good,  faithful  men. 

The  Branches  were  then  reported  by  their  respective  Ptesidents,  who  said 
that  most  of  the  Saints  were  proving  that  **  onward  and  upward"  is  theiir 
motto,  that  '*  faith  without  works  is  dead,''  and  that  they  must  show  good 
fruit  before  they  can  expect  others  to  adopt  their  faith.  The  Saints  had 
aided  in  spreading  the  Gospel  to  their  neighbors. 

Elder  E.  T.  Woolley  said  he  had  enjoyed  the  assistance  of  the  Spirit  o£ 
the  Lordf  which  is  the  most  important  qualification  of  a  minister  of  the 
Gospel.  People  want  salvation  on  easy  terms,  and  console  themselves  with 
the  delusion  that  simply  believing  on  Christ  will  save  them.  Each  man  and 
woman  should  have  a  personal  testimony  of  the  truth  of  the  gospel,  and  the^ 
way  to  obtain  this  was  to  obe}'  the  gospel  law&  His  testimony  was,  that 
through  Joseph  Smith  God  had  restored  to  the  earth  the  true  plan  of  salva- 
tion ;  and  to  find  this  plan  the  scriptures  must  not  be  privately  interpreted.. 
Learned  divines  admitted  that  all  sects  combined  would  not  form  the  perfect 
church  of  Christ;  this  fact  should  cause  people  to  investigate  the  truth  of 
our  claim. 

After  singing,  benediction  was  offered  by  Elder  S.  H.  Allen. 

At  2  p.  m.  meeting  opened  in  the  usual  way,  after  which  Presidents  Smith 
and  Williams  blessed  Brother  Chapman's  infant  daughter,  who  is  to  be 
known  by  the  name  of  Lydia  Roberts. 

Elder  Robert  Johnson  referred  to  the  ministry  of  our  Savior,  showing  that 
blessings  followed  believers,  and  testified  that  the  same  Gospel,  gifts,  bless- 
ings and  powers  as  taught  by  Christ  had  been  restored  through  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith. 

Elder  S.  H.  Allen  quoted  passages  of  scripture  on  faith,  repentance  and 
baptism.  True  faith  begets  sorrow  for,  or  repentance  of  sin;  and  baptism  by 
immersion  brings  remission  of  sins  repented  of.  Bore  testimony  to  the 
divinity  of  the  latter-day  Prophet's  mission  and  the  Gospel  restored  through 
him. 

The  song,  "  Who's  on  the  Lord's  sidel"  was  effectually  rendered  by  Brother 
Geo.  Goddard;  who  also  made  appropriate  remarks  and  called  upon  the  people 
to  obey  the  Gospel  taught  by  the  Saints. 

Elder  Geo.  C.  Lambert  said  he  knew  the  Gospel  revealed  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  was  true,  and  scriptural  in  every  particular;  Gk>d's  holy 
messengers — ^the  angels — had  brought  it,  and  it  was  neither  unprecedented 
nor  unreasonable  for  angels  to  reveal  things  to  man.    God  had  the  undisputed 
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vight  to  prescribe  conditions  of  salvation;  who  questioned  this  had  no  faith 
in  Him.  The  history  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  proved  that  they  had  more 
faith  thafh  any  people  since  Christ  The  Savior  and  His  Apostles  promised 
the  Holy  Qhost  to  those  who  would  obey  the  Qospei  and  they  received  it; 
Joseph  Smith  made  the  same  promise,  all  the  Elders  to-day  made  it,  and  tens 
of  thousands  testified  that  they  had  received  (after  baptism  and  laying  on  of 
hands)  the  Holy  Qhost.  Qod  would  not  fulfil  the  promises  of  an  impostor. 
As  it  was  with  true  believers  of  old,  so  it  is  to-day:  all  parties  united  in 
speaking  evil  of  and  denouncing  tbera.  Knew  the  kingdom  referred  to  by 
Daniel  had  started  to  grow,  and  declared  it  would  stand  forever. 

•Singing.    Benediction  by  President  Smith. 

The  evening  meeting  opened  with  singing,  and  prayer  by  Elder  M.  L.  Pratt. 

£lder  A.  H.  Woodruff  cited  ample  proof  of  the  Divinity  of  Joseph  Smith's 
mission.  No  man  should  set  aside  the  claims  of  this  remarkable  man  until 
Ihe  had  investigated  the  evidence  in  his  favor;  the  Church  set  up  by  him  was 
perfect  in  all  respects;  believers  receive  a  testimony;  persecution  follows  as 
was  promised;  that  most  valuable  record — the  Book  of  Mormon — was 
.given  to  the  world  through  him;  many  of  his  prophecies  had  been  literally 
fulfilled  and  others  yet  remained  to  be  fulfilled. 

President  W.  D.  Williams  remarked  there  was  more  evidence  in  favor  of 
the  Prophet  Joseph,  than  there  was  of  any  other  Prophet;  for,  apart  from 
abundant  other  proof,  there  was  to-day  a  multitude  of  living  witnesses. 
•God  was  not  the  author  of  confusion  and  division,  and  the  fact  that  these 
exist  in  the  religious  denominations  proves  them  false  and  without  authority 
from  God.  There  could  only  be  one  true  Church;  that  would  be  like  the  one 
set  up  by  Christ.  Authority  is  a  primary  necessity  in  a  work  of  any  import- 
ance: Christ  had  authority  from  His  Father;  His  Apostles  received  authority 
from  Him,  and  they  taught  the  people  not  to  receive  any  man  who  had  not 
been  duly  called  and  authorized.  This  authority  had  been  given  to  the 
Prophet  Joseph;  he  had  conferred  it  upon  others,  thus  perpetuating  it  down 
to  the  present  time.  Closed  with  strong  testimony  to  the  truth  of  this  latter- 
day  work. 

Brother  Goddard  sang  "  I  had  a  dream." 

Apostle  John  Henry  Smith  said  the  Latter-day  Saints  knew  by  actual 
experience  what  the  early  Christians  had  to  endure.  Without  being  educated 
for  the  ministry,  without  hope  of  earthly  reward,  the  Elders  went  abroad  to 
proclaim  the  **glad  tidings  of  great  joy,"  enduring  privations,  persecutions, 
imprisonment,  and  even  death;  and  they  did  this  simply  because  they  knew 
it  was  the  work  of  Qod,  Some  nations  had  excluded  the  GU)spel,  others  were 
more  tolerant,  while  England  was  the  most  liberal  nation  under  the  sun,  and 
her  people  were  among  the  most  hospitable  of  the  sons  of  men.  Many  people 
would  admit  the  truth  of  the  Gospel  restored,  but  did  not  see  the  necessity  of 
obedience  to  its  requirements.  It  was  extreme  inconsistency  to  say  that  oar 
religion  originated  with  Joseph  Smith;  he  was  young  and  unlearned,  the 
•Gospel  he  taught  and  the  Church  he  organized  were  the  most  perfect  in 
•existence  and  no  uninspired  man  could  possibly  have  inaugurated  this  perfect 
system  of  religion.  Tbey  could  ridicule  the  Prophet  and  deride  his  faith, 
bat  no  man  ever  coald  prove  him  an  impostor.    People  rejected  the  Book  of 
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Mormon,  saying  it  was  not  needed;  still  it  brought  to  light  most  vidnable* 
history,  it  taught  very  plainly  what  the  Gospel  is,  it  proved  the  truth  of  the 
Bible«  and  its  predictions  concerning  the  future  are  ver^  importanti 
Touched  upon  plural  marriage,  showing  that  God  has  the  right  to  g\y%'  His 
X)eople  law;s  which  will  be  for  their  best  good.  Read  the  testimony  of  the 
three  witnesses  to  the  Book  of  Mormon,  commenting  thereon.  Exhorted  the 
>  Saints  to  honor  the  Lord  and  keep  His  commandments,  and  warned  the 
strangers  to  repent  of  their  sins,  look  well  to  themselves  and  remember  the 
testimonies  they  had  listened  to. 

After  singing,  benediction  was  pronounced  by  President  Smith. 

The  meetings  were  well  attended,  order  prevailed,  the  good  Spirit  was 
poured  out  upon  us  in  abundance,  and  truly  we  praised  "  God  from  whom  all 
blessings  flow."

REMINISCENCE    OF    THE    HAUN'S    MILL    TRAGEDY. 

— — 0 

A  CORRESPONDKKT  of  the  Ogden  Hei-ald  gives  the  following  account  of  a 
speech  delivered  on  the  occasion  of  the  recent  memorial  services  over  the 
Tennessee  massacre  hold  in  Morgan  City,  Utah: 

President  W.  G.  Smith  delivered  a  very  impressive  address,  and  while  ex- 
pressing  condolence  for  the  bereaved,  said  he  thought  no  one  could  sym- 
pathize witli  them  better  than  himself.    The  killing  of  these  servants  of  God 
brought  back  to  memory  what  he  witnessed  at  the  massacre  at  Hann's  Millf 
when  his  father  and  brother  were  murdered,  and  another  of  his  brothers  was 
seriously  wounded.    He  was  but  a  boy  then,  but  he  would  never  forget  the 
horrid  butchery.    Himself  and  six  more  children  were  in  a  house  at  the  time 
the  mob  commenced  firing,  and  the  bullets  passed  tijrough  the  house  in  every 
direction.    They  all  crept  under  a  bed  that  was  in  the  room,  and  stayed 
there  for  a  while.    The  thick  casing  of  onk  around  the  house,  about  two  feet 
high,  protected  them  from  the  shower  of  bullets  fired  upon  them  by  the  mob. 
As  there  was  no  let-up  to  the  continuous  firing,  they  agreed  to  leave  the 
house  to  find  a  place  of  safety,  if  possible.     On  emerging  from  the  house  the 
mob  occupied  a  semi-circle  around  them,  but  they  passed  out  of  the  door  and 
crossed  the  mill  race  on  a  plank  to  a  house  by  the  mill,  where  they  found  a 
brother  who  had  got  into  the  cellar.     He  was  shot  through  the  body  eight 
times. 

"  He  begged  me,''  the  speaker  continued,  "  to  lift  him  out  of  the  cellar.  I 
did  so,  and  notwithstanding  the  many  times  he  had  been  shot,  he  lived  some 
time  after.  From  this  house  we  made  our  way  to  a  cornfield,  dodging  behind 
the  shocks  of  com,  the  mob  firing  on  us  little  children,  as  they  had  done 
^during  the  whole  of  the  time.  The  children  who  stayed  behind  in  the  black- 
rsmith  shop  were  killed.  When  the  firing  was  all  over,  we  found  eighteen 
dead  bodies,  among  them  my  father  and  brother.  Our  family  was  journey- 
ing to  find  a  new  home  at  the  time.  We  had  no  means  of  getting  coffins  for 
the  dead,  and  had  to  bury  them  all  together  in  a  dry  well.  Joseph  Young 
and  I  dragged  them  to  this  improvised  gprave  and  put  them  in;  but  when*  wo 
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came  to  my  brother,  Joseph  Young  turned  so  sick  at  the  sight  that  he  said  he 
could  not  help  any  longer,  so  I  called  my  mother  to  help  me  carry  my  brother 
to  the  well.    She  did  so,  and  helped  me  to  bury  the  rest. 

**  After  we  had  covered  them  up,  we  made  haste  to  leave,  as  the  mob  was 
still  there,  anxious  to  complete  their  bloody  work  by  murdering  the  rest  of  us. 
We  took  along  my  wounded  brother,  and  by  my  mother's  wonderful  faith, 
God  raised  up  my  brother,  and  he  is  still  alive. 

'*  With  the  Mormon  Battalion  I  went  to  Mexico  to  defend  my  country, 
although  its  officers  in  the  time  of  my  greatest  trouble  afforded  me  no  pro- 
tection. After  our  discharge  on  the  Pacific  coast,  I  went  to  Oreg(»n,  and 
while  there  at  work  with  some  companions,  a  man  who  app)eared  to  be  a 
tnimp,  dressed  in  a  p.iir  of  overalls  and  shirt,  stated  that  he  had  been  travel- 
ing for  years  hoping  to  find  some  one  to  kill  him;  that  he  was  one  of  the  mob 
who  murdered  the  *  Mormons'  and  little  children  at  the  Haun's  Mill  massacre; 
that  he  had  never  known  one  minute's  peace  since;  that  his  life  was  a  burden 
to  him,  and  he  wanted  some  one  to  kill  him.  He  asked  if  there  were  any 
^  Mormons'  there.  Some  one  told  him  there  was;  that  a  young  man  was  there 
who  was  present  at  the  massacre,  and  who  had  a  brother  killed  at  the  time, 
under  the  bellows  at  the  black:imith's  shop.  The  individual  uttered  a  terrible 
groan,  and  said  that  he  was  the  one  who  killed  him.  He  was  led  into  my 
presence,  and  ;is  he  approached  me,  he  bared  his  breast  and  said,  Shoot  me; 
kill  me,  that  I  may  be  at  rest.'  I  said,  *  No,  sir;  I  will  do  no  such  thing.  .  If 
you  were  wicked  enough  to  kill  my  little  innocent  brother  and  others  without 
cause,  and  are  suffering  the  just  penalty  of  such  a  horrid  crime,  I  would  not 
stain  my  hands  with  your  blooJ,  but  leave  you  in  the  hands  of  a  just  God.' 
He  trembled  from  head  to  foot  and  went  away.  I  have  never  heard  of  him 
since. 

**  I  have  told  you  this  much  of  my  experience  in  connection  with  the  Haun's 
Mill  massacre,  but  I  can  never  tell  you  all  of  it.  I  feel  now  towards  the 
murderers  of  Brothers  Qibbs  and  Berry  as  I  did  towards  the  murderer  of  my 
brother.  Let  God  deal  with  them.  I  do  not  envy  them  their  feelings.  They 
will  never  more  be  happy  on  the  earth.  We  leave  these  men  in  the  hands  of 
God.    Amen." 

INTERESTING  DISCOVERY.— A  large  Indian  mound  near  the  town  of 
Gastersville  (U.S.)  has  recently  been  opened  and  examined  by  a  committee  of 
scientists  sent  out  from  the  Smithsonian  Institute.  At  some  depth  from  the 
surface  a  kind  of  vault  Wiis  fouiid  in  which  was  discovered  the  skeleton  of  a 
giant,  measuring  7  feet  2  inches.  His  hair  was  coarse  and  jet  b^ack,  and  hang 
to  the  waist,  the  brow  being  ornamented  with  a  copper  crown.  The  skeleton 
was  remarkably  well  preserved.  Near  it  were  also  found  the  bodies  of  several 
children  of  various  sizes,  the  remains  being  covered  with  beads  made  of  bone 
of  some  kind.  Upon  removing  these  the  bodies  were  seen  to  be  enclosed  in  a 
network  of  straw  or  reeds,  and  beneath  this  was  a  covering  of  the  skin  of  some 
animal.  On  the  stones  which  covered  the  vault  were  carved  inscriptions,  and 
these  when  deciphered,  says  a  contemporary,  will  doubtless  lift  the  veil  that 
now  shrouds  the  history  of  a  race  of  giants  that  at  one  time  undoubtedly 
inhabited  the  American  continent. 
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PROSELYTING    IN    IRELAND.

Anti-"  Mormon*'  writers  have  more  than  once  remarked  with  exultation,  and 
with  some  apparent  justification  too,  that  Latter-day  Saint  Elders  could 
accomplish  nothing  at  proselyting  in  Ireland.     Many  years  have  elapsed- 
since  much  has  been  done  at  preaching  the  Gospel  in  that  land,  and  when 
there  was  any  effort  made  in  that  line  it  was  almost  fruitless  so  far  as  the 
Papist  portion  of  the  population  was  concerned.    That  class  seemed  so  com- 
pletely under  the  rule  of  the  priests  that  they  could  scarcely  ever  be  induced 
to  investigate  calmly  and  intelligently  any  other  religion  than  that  which 
they  had  been  trained  in  from  their  infancy.    Indeed,  the  same  may  be  said 
of  every  other  country  where  the  Roman  Catholic  is  the  dominant  religion* 
While  the  Protestants  may  not  regard  what  the  world  calls  "  Mormonism" 
with  any  more  favor  than   their  Citholic  neighbors  do,  there  is  a  better 
chance  to  reach  them  with  the  Gospel,  f(»r  as  a  rule  they  possess  greater 
breadth  of  thought  and  freedom  of  action.     Having  broken  loose  in  some 
degree  from  the  bonds  of  priestcraft  and  asserted  their  right  to  think  and 
act  for  themselves,  they  are  more  free  to  reason  upon  and  accept  anything 
new  that  may  be  presented  to  them  than  are  those  whose  consciences  are  in 
the  keeping  of  the  priests,  and  who  dare  not  so  contrary  to  their  teaching& 

As  is  well  known,  the  people  of  the  north  of  Ireland  are  mainly  Protestanta 
In  religion,  in  appearance,  in  general  disposition,  and  perhaps  also  by  the  ties 
of  blood  they  are  more  closely  allied  to  the  people  of  Scotland  than  to  their 
neighbors  in  the  South  of  Ireland.  They  are  rather  an  intelligent  people, 
and  they  pride  themselves  on  the  favorable  showing  they  make  in  educational 
matters,  though  education  has  never  been  compulsory  there.  Belfast,  the 
chief  city  of  that  northern  country,  will  compare  very  favorably  with  any  of 
the  cities  of  Great  Britain  in  appearance  and  in  the  thrift  and  enterprise  of 
its  inhabitants,  and  the  surrounding  region  generally  has  a  progresnve 
aspect. 

Into  Belfast  and  the  surrounding  region  Elder  George  Wilson  introduced 
the  Gospel  some  months  ago,  and  labored  for  some  time  without  making 
mucii  apparent  headway,  but  after  awhile  the  seed  sown  began  to  take  root 
in  the  hearts  of  the  honest.  Elder  Robert  Marshall  arrived  from  Utah,  and 
as  Ireland  was  his  native  country,  be  also  was  sent  there.  These  brethren 
have  labored  diligently,  and  as  a  result,  they  have  baptized  twenty-nine  per- 
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«oQ8  in  and  around  Belfast,  and  thero  are  many  more  believing  the  principles 
they  teach,  who  will  probably  soon  embrace  the  Qoepel.  President  John 
Henry  Smith  and  Elders  George  Goddard  and  Qeo.  C.  Lambert  recently  paid 
a  visit  to  Ireland  and  were  advertized  to  preach  in  Belfast  on  the  evening  of 
the  9th.  The  weather  was  very  stormy  and  disagreeable,  but  the  hall  at  the 
time  appointed  for  the  meeting  to  commence  was  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity, 
and  many  subsequently  turned  away  disappointed  at  not  being  able  to  gain 
an  entranoa  It  must  not  be  supposed  though,  that  all  who  attended  were 
prompted  in  doing  so  by  a  desire  to  learn  the  truth.  Many  doubtless  came 
from  curiosity  and  possibly  some  were  there  with  the  express  intention  of 
creating  a  disturbance.  To  say  the  least,  the  rowdy  element  was  pretty  well 
represented,  and  the  interruptions  caused  thereby  were  so  frequent  through- 
out the  evening  that  the  services^ere  not  very  satisfactory,  at  least,  to  the 
speakers.  There  was  a  rollicking  gooli  humor,  however,  about  the  disturbers, 
and  an  evident  desire  for  a  frolic,  which  we  can  more  easily  pardon  than  the 
extreme  animus  and  bigotry  which  uur  Elders  have  to  meet  in  some  other 
places.  It  was  plain  to  be  seon,  too,  that  there  were  many  present  who 
were  opposed  in  their  feelings  to  disorderly  conduct  or  any  interference  with 
the  right  of  free  speech. 

One  gentleman,  whose  name  we  did  not  learn,  arose  during  the  course  of 
the  meeting,  when  the  confusion  became  almost  unbearable,  and  expressed  in 
Tigorous  language  his  indignation  ut  the  disorderly  conduct  of  mauy  persons 
who  were  present,  and  his  shame  for  the  fair  city's  reputation  at  having 
strangers  on  their  first  visit  received  in  such  an  unbecoming  manner. 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting,  also,  when  the  rough  element  manifested  a 
disposition  to  remain  in  the  hall  and  block  up  the  means  of  exit,  a  gentleman 
named  Samuel  Criglington,  prominent  among  the  Orangemen  of  Belfast,  who 
occupied  a  position  near  the  stand,  made  a  manly  speech,  in  which  he 
deprecated  disorder  and  advocated  tolerance.  He  asserted  his  disbelief  in 
the  doctrines  taught  by  the  '^  Mormon"  Elders,  and  indeed  intimated  that  he 
intended  at  the  proper  time  to  challenge  them  to  a  discussion  of  religion,  but 
believed  in  first  giving  them  a  fair  chance  to  express  their  views.  In  con- 
clusion he  urged  the  congregation  to  withdraw  peaceably  from  the  hall,  and 
lus  advice  was  acted  upon. 

An  effort  was  made  the  next  morning  to  secure  the  use  of  the  hall  for  the 
following  night,  but  the  owner  evidently  had  some  fear  that  his  property 
might  suffer  damage  at  the  hands  of  the  rabble,  and  was  unwilling  to  rent  it 
unless  that  could  be  insured  against.  The  proceedings  of  the  previous  even- 
ing certainly  gave  reason  for  such  appiehension.  Possibly  he  foresaw  in  a 
repetition  of  the  attempt  to  preach  "Mormonism"'  in  his  hall  a  similar 
disastrous  result  to  that  which  has  since  occurred  at  Birmingham  on  the 
occasion  of  a  Conservative  meeting  to  be  addressed  by  Sir  Stafford  Northcote 
and  Lord  Randolph  Churchill,  when  the  Liberals  (save  the  mark!)  rushed  in, 
broke  the  seats,  smashed  the  windows,  wrenched  off  the  gas  fixtures  and 
destroyed  other  property,  valued  in  all  at  £1,000.  When  such  high  handed 
proceedings  are  practiced  with  impunity  at  political  gatherings  it  need 
occasion  no  surprise  that  religious  meetings,  especially  those  of  an  unpopular 
aect|  should  be  occasionally  distarbed. 
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Well,  the  result  was,  a  meeting  of  the  Saints  only  waa  held  the  foUoving^ 
evening,  and  that  in  a  private  house,  when  such  instructions  were  givaa  as 
the  Spirit  suggested.  A  Branch  organization  has  been  effected  there,  ♦ith 
Elder  Wm.  Cavanagh  as  President,  a  gc»i>d  feeling  prevails  among  the  Saints^ 
and  we  feel  assured  that  the  time  is  close  at  hand  when  a  large  ConfMinc» 
will  exist  in  the  north  of  Ireland  and  a  great  work  be  accomplished  there. 

We  enjoyed  our  visit  very  much,  and  returned  with  a  better  opinion  ofrfthe 
people  of  Ireland  than  we  were  wont  to  entertain.  It  is  not  fair  to  judge  of 
the  cluiracter  of  a  nation  merely  by  its  r.'presentatives  abroad.  An  estimate 
formed  as  to  the  character  of  the  Irish  i)eople  generally  from  seeing  the 
specimens  of  that  nationality  congregateil  in  the  region  of  Scotland  Head, 
Liverp(»ol,  or  even  the  Irish  navvies  in  America,  would  likely  be  anything^ 
but  favorjible.  We  found  the  Jrish  i)eople  at  home  very  different  to  tbese 
classes  mentioned.  We  did  not  see  a  drunken  person  during  a  stay  of  several 
dnys  in  Ireland,  in  which  we  visited  two  of  its  principal  cities — Dublin  end 
Belfast.  O.  C.  L. 


ANTI-'* MORMON'   CRUSADE   IN   THE   SOUTH.

From  late  dispatches  it  would  seem  that  the  feeling  towards  the  Eldera  and 

the  Saints  in  the  South  is  no  more  t(»ler.int  than  it  has  been.     The  following 

has  been  published  lately  among  the  Associated  Press  dispatches  throughout 

the  United  States: 

'*  Nashville,  Sept.  25tlL — llie  anti -Mormon  cnisAde  has  broken  out  afresh.  Six* 
teen  miles  south  of  Lebanon  Mormon  Elders  uitide  their  appearance  six  yean  ago  and 
began  to  inculcate  their  doctrine  into  the  minds  of  an  ignorant  class  of  people  in  the 
*  Drcunon  settlement/  Many  embraced  the  belief,  and  for  six  years  these  Moraumf 
have  been  unmolested,  but  the  murder  of  Elders  Gibbs  and  Berry  in  Lewis  Coanty'baa 
greatly  alarmed  them.  This  has  been  intensified  by  nuticee  warning  them  to  leafe 
Wilson  County  on  pain  of  death.  It  is  declared  that  the  conduct  of  Mormon  adbemiti 
has  been  such  that  some  step  was  neces:iary  to  compel  them  to  emigrate,  and  that  abinld 
the  warning  be  disregarded,  the  threats  will  be  carried  into  effect  Interesting  develop- 
ments are  also  expected  in  Lewis  and  Hickman  Counties,  where  similar  notioet  have 
been  posted.  Most  of  the  Mormon  converts  are  very  poor,  and  will  find  it  difficult  to 
obtain  money  enough  to  take  them  beyond  the  State  lines.'* 


The  following  notice,  which  was  shown  by  an  Elder  recently  returned  from 
the  Southern  States  to  the  Editor  of  the  Dfseret  Xetes^  may  be  regarded  as  a 
fair  sample  of  those  which  are  occasionally  posted  in  conspicuous  places  ia 
the  South,  or  sent  to  the  Elders  laboring  there.  It  was  written  in  red  ink- 
probably  to  signify  blood — and  reads,  errors  and  all,  as  follows:

*'  To  the  Mormon  Elders  that  operate  in  Wilson  County,  Tenn.: 

**  The  doctrin  that  you  teach  is  very  obnoxioun  to  an  enlightened  and  virtuoofl  peo|»k» 
and  cannot  be  tolerated  by  the  virtuous  class  of  citizens  in  Wilson  County.  We  oaimot 
endure  the  idea  of  our  little  sons  and  daughters  being  taught  that  prostitution  k  of 
divine  origin.  Therefore  you  are  hereby  NotiBed  to  LEAVE  the  STATE  of  TFNN,- 
within  TEN  days,  from  the  date  of  this  Notice,  (Gimg  700  attple  time  to  flttltall 
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tnuiness)  otherwise  if  this  notice  is  iiot  complyed  with,  you  will  share  the  same  JUST 
TATE,  that  the  notorious  seducing-impostors— Gibbs  and  Berry,  JUSTLY  received. 
We  deeply  regret  the  death  of  the  noble  gallant  and  brave  Dave  Hinson,  who  made  the 
first  NOBLE  strike  at  polygamists  in  Tenn.—  His  effort  is  aboon  to  tennesseeans;  and 
his  DEATH  will  be  RETALIATED  tenfold.  Recolect  we  mean  BUSINESS  when  we 
■ay  leave  the  State  of  tennessee.

ILLIBERALITY  TOWARDS  "  MORMONISM"  IN  GLASGOW. 

President  Angus  McKay  writes  from  Glasgow,  Sept.  13,  1884,  ns  follows: 

'*  The  *  Sad  Side  of  Mormonism'  was  copied  into  every  nrwttpaper  in  this  city.  Wa> 
wanted  to  reply  to  it,  but  the  editors  would  not  publish  anything  from  us.  I  took  occa* 
■ion  to  speak  of  it  on  the  street  on  Sunday  to  a  large  audience,  telling  them  that  the 
newspapers  refused  to  publish  anything  from  our  side.  It  seemed  to  have  a  good  effect. 
I  baptized  three  last  night,  so  we  are  holding  our  own.  I  think  the  Elders  are  all  well 
and  doing  their  best** 

THE  WORK  PSOSPERINO   IN  IRELAND. 

Elder  Geo.  Wilson  writing  from  Belfast,  Sept.  17,  1884,  says: 

"  Since  I  last  wrote  to  you  I  have  had  quite  an  interesting  time  among  the  people.  I 
kave  the  greatest  faith  that  in  the  near  future  a  number  of  Elders  will  l)e  located  in  this 
country,  instead  of  only  two,  as  at  present  We  are  only  the  first  instalment  of  the  force 
■ent  to  establish  the  standard  of  Zion  in  this  benighted  land,  and  hundreds  who  now  lie 
in  darkness  will  yet  be  gathered  out  to  swell  the  ranks  of  the  faithful  in  the  land  of  Zion. 
The  Gospel  is  for  all  the  nations  of  the  earth,  then  why  not  include  Ireland?  I,  for  one» 
am  interested  in  having  the  Gospel  preached  in  my  native  country.  There  are  many  in 
Ireland  who  are  just  as  honest  and  virtuous  as  are  to  be  found  in  any  other  part  of  the 
world,  and  why  not  give  it  an  equal  show  with  other  parts  of  this  great  empire?  It  is. 
plain  to  my  mind  that  the  Lord  has  a  great  and  mighty  work  to  perform  in  thi^s  land,  or 
else  the  devil  would  not  rage  as  he  does.  It  is  a  sure  sign  that  there  are  fish  to  be  caught, 
when  besets  up  a  howl.  He  is  just  beginning  to  have  his  eyes  opened,  but  just  as  he 
always  is,  a  little  too  late.  The  seed  has  taken  root,  and  a  few  have  taken  hold  that  he 
•annot  scare  out  of  the  fold. 

**  I  had  a  very  interesting  time  last  night;  I  held  meeting  in  Brother  Hamilton's  house. 
Quite  a  number  gathered  in  and  endeavored  tohreak  up  the  meeting,  but.  by  the  power 
of  God,  I  was  able  to  put  to  silence  all  the  enemy.  Both  Brother  and  Sister  Hamilton 
told  them  to  get  out,  which  they  did  in  good  shape.  They  held  a  meeting  outside,  which, 
only  annoyed  themselves,  not  us.  Thus  the  devil  begins  to  show  his  teeth,  but  it  is  too 
late  in  the  day.  It  caimot  be  asserted  in  truth  any  more  that  we  cannot  get  a  foothold 
in  this  country.  We  have  demonstrated  beyond  the  shadow  of  a  dotibt  that  the  Gospel 
can  be  preached  in  this  country  as  well  as  elsewhere.  It  is  true  they  are  a  very  im-^ 
polaive,  but  at  the  same  time  a  generous  people,  and  although  they  would  jostle  you  about,. 
they  would  the  next  hour  take  you  into  their  domiciles  and  administer  to  yonr  wants, 
proving  that  if  the  exterior  is  a  little  uncouth,  the  heart  is  kind,  and  we  must  forgive  the 
little  faults  of  a  warm  and  generous  nature. 

"  I  feel  great  pleasure  in  laying  the  principles  of  the  everlasting  Gospel  before  large 
and  attentive  audiences,  who  gather  around  to  hear  the  word  of  God  from  time  to  time. 
There  are  four  or  five  preachers  at  the  Custom  House  on  a  Sunday,  but  for  some  reason 
or  other  I  have  a  larger  congregation  than  all  the  rest  put  together.     One  of  the  right-

rererendH  goes  about  whining  because  I  occupy  the  stand  he  has  enjoyed  the  last  three 
years.  Of  course  I  feel  sorry  for  the  poor  fellow,  but  I  don't  feel  to  cry.  We  hare  taken 
away  a  part  of  his  flock,  and  the  little  fleece  taken  away  is  the  thing  that  bothers  him. 
I  have  been  told  that  some  of  the  roughs  have  been  paid  to  annoy  me.  It  would  seem 
to  be  true  by  their  conduct,  but  truth  is  mighty  and  will  prevaiL 

**  Since  my  last  epistle  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  baptizing  nine  into  the  fold  of 
Christ,  and  Elder  Marshall  has  baptized  three,  mdking  in  all  nineteen  baptized  in  this 
city.  Thus  the  Lord  has  blessed  me  in  my  labors  in  opening  up  the  Grospel  of  eternal  life 
to  the  inhabitants  of  this  land.  There  are  a  number  inquiring  after  the  truth,  and  no 
doubt  in  the  near  future  many  will  rejoice  in  the  glorious  light  of  the  Gospel.  The 
Saints  are  full  of  faith,  and  have  bright  hopes  of  a  glorious  future,  and  all  it  needs  is  % 
little  warmth  and  loving  care  to  keep  the  flock  in  good  condition.  I  have  many  times  of 
refreshment  and  joy  among  the  Saints.  It  is  not  like  it  was  on  the  fifth  of  last  May, 
with  not  one  I  could  call  a  Saint;  but  to  God  be  all  the  glory,  for  it  has  been  by  His 
power  the  chani^e  has  been  brought  about.  Elder  Marshall  is  in  the  country  doing  » 
great  work.  Brother  William  Cavanagh  is  a  noble  assistant  in  spreading  the  truth.  All 
are  feeling  joyous  and  happy. 

**  I  have  nut  organized  a  Branch  as  yet,  in  the  hope  that  you  would  i>ay  this  beaatifnl 
isle  a  visit  before  you  return  home.  It  has  been  my  faith  from  the  first  that  you  would 
■come.to  Paddy's  land.     We  would  try  and  get  up  a  nice  meeting." 

WOEK  IN  THE  LIVERPOOL   CONFEBENCE. 

Elder  J.  \V.  Thornley  writing  from  Preston,  Oct.  2,  1884,  says: 

"  On  the  morning  of  Sept.  5th,  I  left  the  town  of  Preston  and  walked  to  Lancaster,  21 
miles,  where  I  met  Brother  L.  J.  Nuttall,  jun.,  who  had  preceded  me  on  biiainesa.     We 
directly  took  our  stand  in  the  market  place,  and  raised  our  warning  voices  to  the  people 
for  the  space  of  half  an  hour,  when  we  were  compelled  to  desist  by  a  minstrel  troupe 
taking  their  stand  close  by  and  robbing  us  of  our  listeners.     The  followintr  day  we 
■Started  for  the  northern  towns,  viz.:  Camforth,  Bowness,  Dalton-in-Fumess,  Barrow-in* 
Furness,  and  intermediate  places,  holding  meetinors  when  opportunity  was  afforded.     In 
Dalton,  after  speaking  to  a  large  congregation  for  an  hour  and  a  half,  we  were  very 
bitterly  opposed;  but,  praise  be  unto  the  l^ord,  he  gave  us  wisdom  to  put  to  naaght  all 
•objections  and  logically  defeat  all  railing  accusations.     Our  hearers  were  finally  honest 
enough  to  acknowledge  we  had  the  better  of  the  argument,  and  gave  up,  saying  they  had 
heard  a  great  deal  of  Brigham  Toung  and  the  Mormons,  etc.,  but  to  their  knowledge 
had  never  seen  one  before.    I  asked  if  they  wanted  to  see  the  *  horns,'  but  I  presume 
they  had  enough  of  the  tongue,  and  didn't  wish  to  have  anything  to  do  with  the  horns, 
•so  we  bade  them  good  night. 

**  The  following  evening  we  held  forth  at  Barrow-in-Furness,  and  addressed  a  con- 
course of  four  or  five  hundred  people,  who  listened  very  attentively  until  I  announced 
the  divine  mission  of  Joseph  Smith,  when  they  railed  and  cursed  like  mad  men.  I 
•showed  them  that  they  were  encouraging  the  same  spirit  which  the  Pharisees  and  lawyeii 
did  in  the  days  of  our  Lord  and  Savior-  the  same  spirit  that  the  Romans  were  actoated 
by  when  they  persecuted  the  Saints  of  old,  mobbed,  tortured  and  martyred  the  Apostles 
of  Christ  and  destroyed  the  Priesthood  from  the  earth.  To-day  the  same  cause  was  pro- 
ducing the  same  effect  God  had  again  spoken  fn>m  the  heavens  and  broken  the  long 
■silence;  Joseph  Smith  was  His  chosen  instrument  in  re -organizing  His  Church,  receiving 
the  same  Priesthood  as  held  by  Peter,  James  and  John,  etc.  The  adversary  was  agsin 
aroused,  infusing  the  same  spirit  of  rebellion  in  the  hearts  of  wicked  and  eril  designiog 
men,  to  persecute,  blaspheme  and  defame  the  name  of  Joseph  Smith  and  his  followen, 
etc.  I  concluded,  and  announced  that  we  would  hold  meeting  the  following  night  if  the 
boat  did  not  sail  to  Blackpool  Several  replied  they  hoped  it  would,  and  wished,  with 
an  oath,  the  boat  would  sink  with  us.  However,  the  following  day  we  had  a  plesunt 
rsail  of  22  miles. 

*'  On  Saturday,  Sept.  Idth,  according  to  appointment,  we  baptiied  two  (a  man  andbii 
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wife)  in  the  sea,  and  the  next  morning  took  train  for  Preston,  where  we  held  meeting 
with  the  Saints. 

**  Wednesday,  Sept  17th,  according  to  appointment,  we  met  Brothers  Pratt  and  Steed 
in  the  town  of  Chorley,  and,  quite  unexpectedly.  President  J.  A.  Smith  made  his 
Appearance  among  us  also.  We  five  *  Mormon*  Elders  took  the  town  by  surprise  a» 
we  stood  in  the  light  of  a  large  lamp  and  in  turn  addressed  the  assembly  which  had 
gathered.  I  presume  we  paralyzed  the  Papists  who  had  heretofore  figured  quite  pro- 
minently in  disturbing  our  meetings.  After  our  meeting  we  were  invited  by  a  Catholic 
to  go  to  lus  house,  while  he  proved  to  us  that  his  was  the  only  true  Church  having  the 
Apostolic  succession  complete.  President  J.  A.  Smith  took  up  the  argument  against 
one  whom  our  Catholic  friend  had  selected,  and  in  the  course  of  an  hour  Brother  Smith 
gave  him  such  a  scoring  that  I  am  safe  in  saying  he  wiU  never  more  seek  for  an  inter- 
view with  a  *  Mormon'  Elder.  The  next  morning  we  separated,  having  enjoyed  our- 
selves only  as  Utonians  can  when  meeting  together  in  a  foreign  land. 

**  Sept.  27th,  we  re-baptized  one  member,  and  the  following  day  being  Sunday,  Brother 
Nuttall  went  to  the  Darwen  Branch,  and  I  remained  in  Blackburn.  We  held  two  meet- 
ings each,  and  one  more  gave  in  his  nanse  for  baptism.  I  received  an  invitation  from 
the  members  of  a  Temperance  Association  in  Blackburn  to  give  them  a  lecture  when- 
ever convenient,  which  I  heartily  accepted. 

*'  During  the  month  we  have  just  made  our  circuit  through  the  District,  holding  18* 
meetings,  7  in-doors  and  11  in  the  open-air;  have  walked  256  miles,  traveled  by  rail  27 
and  by  boat  39.  Our  District  is  in  a  moderate  condition,  some  parts  very  favorable^ 
while  others  are  yery  indifferent;  but  we  trust  the  good  seed  we  have  sown  this  summer 
will  take  root  in  the  hearts  of  honest  seekers  after  truth.  ** 


A  CORRECTION— WORK  AMONG  THE    INDIANS,    ETC. 

President  Wilford  Wo<)druff,  writing  to  President  J.  H.  Smith  from  Suit 
Lake  City,  Sept  23,  1884,  says: 

**I  saw  my  letter  to  you  published  in  the  Star  (No.  31),  and  that  there  were  two  mis* 
takes  in  it  Where  it  reads,  *  Baptized  17,000  in  1S40.'  it  should  read  7,000,'  for  all  those 
who  are  acquainted  with  the  history  of  that  year  would  know  that  we  did  not  baptize 
that  number.  Again,  where  it  reads,  '  While  inspired  men  look  with  indifference,'  it^ 
■hoold  read,  *  WTiat  inspired  man  can.' 

**  I  would  advise  that  when  any  of  the  Elders  who  do  out-door  preaching  get  a  cold  on 
their  lungs  or  a  sore  throat,  that  they  rest  from  out-door  preaching  imtil  they  recover,  as- 
it  lajTB  a  foundation  for  permanent  illness. 

*'  Brother  Elias  Smith  is  having  a  hard  time  of  it  It  does  not  appear  that  he  will 
ever  do  much  business.  He  is  confined  to  the  house  and  bed  a  great  deal  of  the  time.  I 
got  a  letter  from  Jesse  Moses  yesterday,  saying  the  Elders  had  baptized  over  100  of  the 
Lamanites,  of  the  Maricopas  and  Pimos,  during  the  last  month.  They  were  coming 
daily  to  be  baptized.  While  the  work  is  closing  up  in  places  among  the  Gentiles,  it 
seems  to  be  opening  among  the  Lamanites. 

••  We  are  having  very  pleasant  fall  weather.  Our  wheat  crop  was  generally  very  good 
through  the  Territory.     The  com  crop  would  be  fair,  but  it  is  badly  injured  by  worms. 

*•  The  work  is  going  on  very  well  in  both  of  our  Temples  which  are  completed.  The 
stone  work  on  the  Manti  Temple  is  completed,  except  one  of  the  towers.  The  parapets 
on  the  south  side  of  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  are  mostly  finished,  and  the  workmen  are 
hkjiDg  stone  on  the  towers. 

•*  It  is  a  general  time  of  health  with  the  Presidency  and  Twelve  and  their  families,  aa 
far  as  I  know." 


FROM  HOLLAND. 
Elder  P.  J.  Lammers  writing  from  Groningen,  HoUand,  Oct  11,  1884,  expresses  his 
cheerful  wiilingoeas  to  remain  in  his  field  of  labor  as  long  as  hia  brethren  holding  the 
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Priesthood  desire  him  to,  although  slightly  disappointed  at  not  being  released  to  return 
home  this  year.  The  Saints  in  that  region  feel  well,  and  those  who  were  intending  to 
emigrate  tliis  fall  have  now  decided  to  defer  doiai;  so  until  he  is  released  to  return.  His 
health  is  good  and  he  is  enjoying  his  labors,  notwithstanding  the  vile  slanden  that  are 
being  continually  circulated  from  press  and  pulpit  about  the  Latter-day  Saints  and  their 
religion.  A  pamphlet  has  recently  been  published  there  called  **  Seducers  under  Jesat' 
Name— a  Warning  against  the  Enlisten  of  the  ungodly  sect  of  Mormons."  It  ii  so  ont- 
ri^eouflly  slanderous  and  vile,  however,  that  it  is  sure  to  defeat  its  own  object.

It  will  be  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  day  he  broke  up  his  home  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  and  started  for  Kirtland  to  cast  in  his  lot  with  the  Saints.

City,  came  so  near  being  run  over  V)y  a  ]).is3ing  train  that  the  iocomi>tive, 
which  the  engineer  had  reversed  on  seeing  tho  child's  danger,  came  to  a  stand- 
still just  as  ihe  pilot  wheel  was  about  to  t«uch  its  body,  which  lay  across  the 
rail.  The  frightened  mother  arrived  at  the  same  instant  and  snatched  it 
from  the  jaws  of  death. 

Tlie  situation  of  affairs  at  St.  Johns,  in  Arizona,  is  much  better  than 
awhiUtgo.  Two  of  the  principil  land  jam ;jers  who  have  given  the  S.iints 
thertoso  much  trouble  have  left  for  other  parts.  Eleven  hundred  acres  of 
new  land  were  recently  taken  up  and  purchased  in  one  day  in  that  locality 
by  Latter-day  Saints,  and  there  is  a  prospect  for  about  1,200  more  being 
aecared  socm  by  settlers  from  Utah. 

In  empanelling  a  grand  jury  recently  for  the  Third  District  Court,  Salt 
Lakft^ity,  the  newly  appointed  C. lief  Justice  Zane  presiding,  the  following 
question  was  put  to  all  whose  names  were  drawn  for  jurors:  **Do  you  believe 
that.it  is  right  for  a  man  to  have  more  than  one  living  and  undivorced  wife 
at  one  time,  or  to  live  in  the  practicu  of  cohabitation  with  more  than  one 
wonian  at  the  same  time,  in  the  maniai^e  relationl'  The  Latter  day  Siints 
to  wjiom  this  question  was  propounde  i,  though  willing,  as  they  expressed 
themselves,  to  indict  members  of  their  own  creed  for  a  breach  of  any  law, 
national  or  Territorial,  where  there  was  sufficient  evidence  to  warrant 
theill  in  so  doing,  considered  this  questioii  impertinent  and  improper,  and 
either  declined  to  answer  it  or  replied  to  it  in  the  affirmative.  The  result 
was<ifaat  they  were  all  excused,  and  the  list  of  names  selected  by  the  Probate 
Judge  and  Clerk  of  the  District  Court,  as  provided  for  in  the  Poland  law, 
from  which  jurors  were  to  be  select'id,  was  exhausted  before  a  sufficient 
number  of  jurors  had  been  obtained.  A  proposition  was  then  made  by  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney  for  the  Judge  to  issue  an  open  venire  empowering  the 
Mainbal  to  summon  from  the  street  a  sutficient  number  of  persons  to  fill  up 
the  jury  from.  The  Judge  invited  tiio  members  of  the  bar  to  discuss  the 
que^on  in  the  Court,  and  Lawyers  Giic'irist,  Marshall,  Harknesaand  Rawlins 
gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  such  a  prirceeding  would  be  illegal  and  would 
result  in  a  subversion  of  justice  and  in  tlie  decisions  of  the  Court  being 
declared  invalid  on  appeal  to  the  Sajireme  Court  of  the  United  States.  Mr. 
Yarian,  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  also  expressed  doubt  as  to  the  power  of 
the  Court  to  so  act.  Lawyers  Sutiierland  and  McBride,  on  the  other  hand, 
held  that  it  would  be  valid  for  the  Judge  to  assume  this  authority  although 
the  Jiaw  did  not  provide  for  it.  Judge  Z.me,  after  considering  the  matter, 
deculed  to  grant  the  venire,  and  it  was  accordingly  done.  In  this  he  departed 
froiyiT  his  true  province— that  of  administering  the  law,  and  usurped  the 
power  of  Congress,  in  making  a  law  where  there  was  not  one  to  suit  his  pur- 
pose. The  intent  of  the  Poland  law  was  tu  allow  both  *'  Mormons"  and  non- 
'^Mgvmons"  to  be  represented  on  the  jury,  but  in  their  zeal  to  exclude  all 
'^Mormonb"  and  **pack''  the  jury,  tiie  liw  is  ignored  by  the  men  who  are 
•appointed  to  administer  it.  The  result  will  be  as  it  has  been  heretofore,  they 
will  overreach  themselves  and  fail  in  the  accomplishment  of  their  evil  design?.

;  We  are  met  this  morning  to  attend  our  Semi-annual  Conference,  and  to' . 
td  to  the  various  kinds  of  business  that  may  be  presented  to  us,  associated' 
the  interests  of  the  kingdom  of  God  en  the  earth.    We  have  met  for  this' 
ose  for  a  great  many  years,  and  have  enjoyed  ourselves  generally  ver^ 
1  on  $uch  occasions.    Being  gathered  to  hear  and  to  speak,  and  to  presew 
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doctrines,  principles  and  business,  it  is  proper  for  us  to  thank  God  the  eternal 
Father,  and  seek  for  his  guidance  and  blessing  in  all  things  we  may  engage 
in*  We  occupy  a  peculiar  position  among  the  nations,  and  associated  with 
this  nation.  It  is  proper  for  us  ta  seek  to  comprehend  our  relationship  to  our 
heavenly  Father  and  Jesus,  the  Mediator  of  the  new  covenant,  and  heavenly 
intelligences,  and  the  relationship  we  sustain  to  each  other,  and  the  kingdom 
of  God  on  the  earth,  and  understand  the  various  duties  devolving  upon  us  in 
connection  with  the  Church,  this  nation  and  all  other  nations,  to  whom  we 
have  a  message  to  deliver.  We  must  also  seek  to  understand  all  the  daties 
of  life.  People  are  gathered  here  from  all  the  Stakes.  The  representatiTes 
of  the  people  should  always  be  present  on  these  occasions,  especially  the  Pres- 
idents of  Stakes,  Bishops  and  Counselors,  High  Counselors  and  the  oflSoers 
of  the  Church  generally,  that  they,  and  through  them  the  people  of  Zion, 
may  be  instructed  in  regard  to  all  the  leading  principles  developed  on  these 
occasions. 

On  account  of  the  weather  being  inclement,  not  many  are  present.  The 
old  i>eople,  however,  are  well  represented,  and  it  is  to  be  presumed  the  younger 
ones  are  stopping  at  home  to  take  care  of  themselves.  When  they  get  older 
they  will  probably  learn  better.  We  are  living  in  peculiar  times,  and  the 
poaition  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  is  a  singular  ona  This  is  the  dispensation 
of  the  fullness  of  times,  when  all  things  in  heaven  and  on  earth  are  to  be 
gathered  together  in  one.  The  principles  of  salvation  in  this  dispensation 
are  and  will  continue  to  be  more  clearly  taught  in  this  than  in  any  former 
dispensation.  The  Lord  has  initiated  it  by  opening  the  heavena.  He  is 
gathering  to  Himself  a  people  to  whom  He  has  revealed  things  that  have  been 
hidden  from  the  beginning.  All  His  promises  will  be  fulfilled  both  in  regard 
to  the  living  and  the  dead.  Our  duties  embrace  all  conditions  connected 
with  human  life,  past,  present  and  future.  God  has  greatly  blessed  us  in  our 
settlements,  and  continues  to  increase  us  year  after  year,  and  we  feel  to  re- 
joice in  the  God  of  Israel 

There  is  in  the  world  and  this  nation  strong  hatred  to  us  as  a  people,  and 

we  have  to  endure  persecution,  reproach  and  falsehood,  set  on  foot  to  injure 

lis.    Yet  these  things  make  but  little  difference  to  us.    We  know  in  whom  wt 

believe,  and  that  God  has  set  His  hand  to  accomplish  His  purposes  in  the 

last  days;  no  power  can  stay  His  work.    As  regards  other  people  and  their 

ideas,  it  matters  but  little  to  us.    Although  they  show  a  disposition  to  break 

the  Constitution  and  bring  us  into  vassalage,  God  has  maintained  our  free- 

-dom,  and  if  we  do  right  He  will  continue  to  do  so.     We  are  commanded  to 

preach  the  Gospel.    This  has  been  done,  and  thousands,  inspired  by  the  fear 

•of  God,  have  gathered  here  in  consequence.    And  the  Lord  has  blessed  us  in 

^ur  gathering  together;  in  our  houses,  orchards,  gardens,  fields,  flocks,  and 

the  labor  of  our  hands.    Although  we  have  some  tettlementa  which  have 

(Suffered  from  floods,  the  crops  throughuul  are  generally  good«  and   the 

,gi;anaries  are  full  to  tunning  over.     God's  merqr  has  been  manifested  ante 

m.    There  is  generally  manifested  among  the  people  a  desire  to  aet  ss  be- 

•oome  Saints  of  the  Most  High  €h>d.     We  feel  gvafteful  onto  the  God  oi 

heaven  for  His  merey.    There  ie  oooasionally  a  oomplaint  that  the  beelhMi 

Vhave  a  large  amount  of  grain  and  it  £i»tdias  a  low  prioa^  and 
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mae  from  this  situation.  Bat  we  may  have  worse  things  than  plenty  of 
wheat,  cattle,  sheep  and  other  substances.  There  are  thousands  of  happy 
liomes  and  families,  with  as  good  prospects  as  are  before  any  other  people  in 
existence.  Jesus  said  His  disciples  are  known  by  the  love  they  bear  each 
other.  It  applies  to  the  Saints  now.  While  contentions  exist  elsewhere,  we 
do  not  have  them,  for  the  Lord  is  teaching  us  a  better  way.  There  have 
been  times  when  we  did  not  havu  much  substance  to  trouble  us  to  take  care 
el  I  recently  paid  a  visit,  with  others,  to  the  northern  settlements,  on 
which  occasion  a  distatice  of  a  thousand  miles  Wiis  traversed,  and  a  most 
satisfactory  condition  found  to  exist.  A  similar  report  comes  from  the  south. 
It  is  desired  that  the  people  preserve  themselves  in  all  purity,  and  that  all 
aiay  operate  together  in  the  building  up  of  Zion,  teaching  our  children  the 
principles  of  life,  continuing  our  labors  until  the  will  of  God  is  done  on  the 
earth  as  it  is  done  in  heaven. 

President  Taylor  concluded  by  expr&ssing  his  pleasure  at  meeting  with  the 
people,  and  desiring  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  Conference. 

APOSTLE  WILFOBD  WOODRUFF 

Said  it  is  a  consolation  to  know  that  we  are  engaged  in  the  work  of  God;  to 
live  in  this  day  when  the  eternal  Priesthood  lias  been  committed  to  men,  and 
when  there  is  an  organized  Church  of  Christ  on  the  earth.  We  should  be 
thankful  for  the  privileges  we  enjoy  in  this  connection.  But  few  people 
Cfomparatively  of  any  age  have  been  ready  to  receive  the  testimony  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  receive  His  Gospel.  It  is  a  narrow  path  to  walk  in.  As  we  have 
learned,  no  man  can  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  without  suffering  persecution. 
There  has  never  been  a  more  unpopular  doctrine  among  humanity  than  that 
incorporatsd  in  the  Gospel  Almost  eighteen  hundred  years  elapsed  subs^ 
qnent  to  the  days  of  the  ancient  Church  established  by  Christ,  without  any 
ene  having  the  privilege  of  beholding  the  face  of  a  directly  authorized  servant 
ef  God.  His  authority  has  been  again  restored,  however,  and  the  cou)mand 
has  been  given  to  go  forth  and  prune  His  vineyard  for  the  last  time.  We 
occupy  a  different  position  from  that  of  any  people  to  whom  a  dispensation 
was  ever  committed.  £acb  formerly  has  been  dispelled — driven  from  the 
earth— because  of  the  hold  Satan  has  had  over  the  hearts  of  men;  but  this 
dispensation  cannot  be  removed.  A  promise  has  been  given  that  it  shall  re* 
main  until  the  purposes  uf  the  Most  High  in  relation  to  the  earth  and  its 
inhabitants  have  been  consummated. 

We  have  been  ordained  of  God  to  build  Temples,  go  therein  and  redeem 
onr  dead.  This  appears  to  be  a  special  feature  of  this  work,  so  far,  at  least^ 
as  its  extent  is  concerned.  We  have  had  considerable  experience  in  the 
organiZ'-ition  of  the  Priesthood  in  its  various  ramifications.  We  have  the 
Yarious  Quorums  in  their  order,  and  in  the  several  organizations  the  brethren 
should  meet  often  together  and  instruct  each  other  in  the  duties  of  their 
sailings.  All  men  in  their  several  capacities  should  improve  their  time  and 
talents,  that  the  power  of  God  may  be  increased.  The  Word  of  Wisdom 
Shoald  be  obeyed.  The  Spirit  of  God  will  not  dwell  in  unholy  temples.  We 
are  held  responsible  for  the  deelaration  of  the  Gospel  lo  Ihs  Osntiles  firsti 
ted  then  lo  the  Heuse  of  Israel  We  have  gone  to  nearly  eTsij  nation  where 
apenings  eould  be  made  fer  the  introduction  of  llie  Qespel,  ap4  sas 
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must  not  be  slackened.  There  are  the  Lamanites,  who  are  a  fallen  and  da* 
graded  people.  Qod  has  given  us  a  knowledge  of  the  history  of  their  foieir 
fathers.  We  have  endeavored  to  teach  them  to  reform  from  shedding.tbt 
blood  of  their  fellowmen,  and  those  instructions  have  had  a  salutary  effeot^ 
upon  them.  It  is  our  duty  to  teach  them  both  by  precept  and  example»^ 
After  the  Gentiles  entirely  turn  from  the  Oospel,  it  will  be  taken  to  th* 
Jew&  How  long  it  will  be  before  that  will  take  place  does  not  appear.  Qui 
has,  as  stated  by  President  Taylor,  greatly  blessed  us,  and  we  should  dedicatOi 
our  entire  substance  to  the  Lord.  We  arc  all  on  this  earth  on  missions,  and 
we  have  no  other  legitimate  business  than  to  build  up  the  kingdom  of  Gk>dt: 
concerning  the  glorious  future  of  which  we  have  no  doubt,  as  it  will  prevail 
and  stand  forever,  in  accordance  with  the  predictions  of  the  Prophets.  Tha 
speaker  continued  to  speak  for  some  time  upon  the  free  agency  of  man  and 
the  promises  of  Gk>d  to  the  faithful. 

The  choir  sang:

APOSTLE  LORENZO  SNOW 

Addressed  the  Conference.  He  read  a  passage  in  the  Book  of  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  beginning  on  page  224,  in  which  fasting  and  prayer,  or  rejoiciof 
and  prayer,  are  spoken  of,  and  certain  blessings  of  the  fullness  of  the  eartk 
promised  to  the  Saints  on  condition  of  their  obedience.  He  also  read  a 
passage  beginning  on  page  189,  which  predicts  that  eventually  all  who  da 
not  take  their  sword  against  their  neighbor  among  the  wicked,  will  have  to 
flee  to  Zion  for  safety;  and  described  the  gathering  to  it  of  people  from  every 
nation  under  heaven.     He  next  quoted  from  the  hymn  beginning: 

Hushed  be  the  accents  of  sorrow  and  mourning, 

Zion  in  triumph  begins  her  glad  reign, 
and  proceeded  to  speak  in  substance  as  follows:  That  we  may  be  profited 
this  afternoon,  as  on  all  similar  occasions,  it  is  necessary  to  place  our  minds 
in  a  condition  of  faith  and  prayer,  that  we  may  have  the  Spirit  that  takea  of 
the  things  of  God  and  makes  them  clearly  manifest  The  quotations  made 
were  suggested  by  the  discourse  delivered  by  President  Taylor  this  morning. 
In  each  dispensation  the  Lord  has  exhibited  the  special  blessings  he  de3i£ne4 
to  bestow  upon  the  particular  people  to  whom  the  revelations  were  i^vea. 
All  that  was  necessary  to  bring  about  the  reception  of  those  blessings  waa 
compliance  with  the  conditions  upon  which  their  bestowal  rested.  Opppd* 
tion  would  not  prevent  the  giving  of  promised  blessings;  neither  wonld  wa^ 
other  condition,  except  a  failure  to  obey  the  laws  upon  which  they  ace  pradt* 
icated,  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  whom  the  promises  were  m^e.  TiM| 
C9PQEiaQ9a  of  the  children  of  Israel  in  Egypt  was  an  iiluatration  of  this  tmdi^ 
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^Sb0  Iiord' promised  them  deUverance,  and  notwithstaoding  all  the  forces 
btoaghtto  bear  agaiDst  the  accomplishment  of  the  work  of  freeing  them^ 
the  Lord  80  arranged  matters  that  it  was  attained.  It  was  so  also  in  th^ 
days  of  the  Savior,  when  He  set  up  the  Church.  He  gave  certain  directions 
U>  His  disciples,  the  carrying  out  of  wliich,  according  to  the  promise,  was  to 
briog  certain  peculiar  blessings.  There  were  all  kinds  of  opposition  to  cause 
the  promises  of  Qod  to  be  of  no  effect,  but  the  blessings  flowed  whenever  the 
c<equisite  conditions  were  complied  with.  Gamaliel  in  that  day  counseled 
the  people  not  to  oppose  the  disciples  lest  they  be  found  fighting  against 
fQod;  that  if  the  work  were  not  of  divine  origin  it  would  be  brought  to 
nought,-  whereas  if  otherwise  it  could  not  be  prevailed  against.  This  was 
ezcellont  advice  and  incorporated  true  principle. 

The  time  has  been  in  the  history  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  when  it  appeared 
as  if  nothing  but  starvation  stared  them  in  the  face,  yet  the  promises  in- 
jOorporated  in  the  quotations  made  were  before  them,  and  the  promises  of  the 
Almighty  never  failed.  Many  of  the  Saiots  in  Europe  have  been  in  the  most 
distressing  and  unpromising  circumstances,  and  with  no  earthly  prospects  of 
deliverance,  but  the  promises  of  the  Lord  were  that  He  would  gather  them 
to  Zion  where  they  would  be  prospered,  and  how  wonderfully  these  things 
liave  been  fulfilled.  All  this  has  been  done  by  the  power  of  the  Almighty. 
It  could  not  have  been  done  by  the  unaided  power  of  man.  This  is  not  the 
BMst  important  point  Qod  has  accomplished.  Before  we  were  reached  by 
the  servants  of  Gk)d  we  were  in  spiritual  bondage;  we  knew  not  our  relation* 
ship  to  the  Almighty  nor  the  nature  of  our  earthly  mission.  Our  minds 
iiayoibeen  illuminated  in  relation  to  heavenly  thing&  We  received  the  Holy 
Ghost  through  obedience,  and  this  gave  us  an  assurance  of  the  divine  char* 
acter  of  the  message  we  had  received.  We  felt  that  there  had  been  a  divine 
recognition  of  the  administration  of  the  ordinances  which  we  received  at  the 
bands  of  the  Elders.  We  were  established  upon  the  rock  of  revelation,  every 
tnan  and  woman  knowing  of  the  doctrine  for  him  or  herself.  The  natioa 
and  nations  may  make  an  effort  to  destroy  the  Church,  and  a  Gamaliel  might 
arise  and  with  good  ground  give  the  same  advice  as  was  tendered  by  him  of 
olden  time.  ;We.  see  that  Qod  has  f uliilled  His  promises  He  has  made  to  us, 
and  our  faith  extends  into  the  eternities,  embodying  the  assurance  of  a  glorious 
and  everlasting  reunion  of  the  closest  associations  formed  in  this  life. 

There  is  no  need  of  cultivating  a  feeling  of  fear  in  regard  to  our  future,  bat 
it  would  be  well  for  the  nations  to  take  heed  how  they  oppose  this  work. 
Every  attempt  in  that  direction  thus  far  has  failed.  An  attempt  has  been 
made  to  stop  the  immigration  from  abroad,  which  signally  failed.  An  effort 
)ias  also  been  made  to  stop  the  increase  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  in  other 
ways,  but  no  power  on  earth  can  accomplish  this,  and  the  flocks  of  intelligent 
^children  will  continue  to  grace  our  homes  and  assemblages. 

APOSTLE  BBASTUS  SNOW 

Was  the  next  speaker.  He  said  in  substance:  For  about  five  weieks  past 
he  had  been  visiting  the  Saints  in  the  Stakes  in  Utah,  Colorado  and  Arizona. 
The  people  are  generally  in  a  peaceful,  healthful  and  prosperous  condition, 
direlltng  together  in  unity  and  love,  without  anything  to  mat  tb^  peace 
except  some  destruction  from  floods  in  the  San  Joan  country  and  i^mo  peiw- 
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cution  from  unprincipled  persons  in  Apache  County,  Arisona.  It  has  beett 
instituted  for  political  purposes.  It  will  have  the  effect  probably  of  establtah- 
ing  the  righteous  more  firmly  in  the  faith  of  the  Goepel  and  weeding  out  the 
Qnfaithf  nl.  Many  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  South,  and  the  climata 
has  apparently  modified.  Openings  are  plentiful  for  new  settlers,  and  land 
can  be  obtained  on  easy  terms.  Grain,  vegetables  and  fruit  of  excellent 
quality  are  raised  in  abundance.  At  Woodruff  especially  more  help  is  needed. 
The  climate  is  unsurpassed  by  any  other.  At  St.  Joseph  the  United  Order 
is  conducted  successfully  according  to  stewardships. 

The  speaker  continued  to  give  interesting  details  about  the  countiy  occupied 
by  the  Saints  in  the  outlying  settlements,  and  as  a  synopsis  would  not  giveaa 
adequate  idea  of  that  portion  of  his  discourse,  the  account  is  left  for  a 
verbatim  report,  which  will  appear  in  due  time. 

Taking  up  another  line  of  remarks,  he  spoke  of  the  opposition  with  which 
the  Saints  have  to  contend.  It  is  remarkable  that  one  class  of  the  human 
family  prey  upon  another,  as  wolves  prey  upon  lambs.  The  spirit  of  the 
Gkwpel  causes  men  to  be  gentle,  in  accordance  with  the  symbol  by  which  the 
Holy  Qhost  was  manifested  when  bestowed  upon  the  Savior,  being  in  the 
form  of  a  dove.  Christ  was  called  the  Lamb  slain  from  before  the  foundation 
of  the  world.  He  exhibited  the  spirit  of  submission  in  His  course  on  the 
6arth,  yet,  as  He  said  to  His  disciples,  He  had  the  power  to  call  twelve  legiona 
of  angels  to  His  aid.  But  He  knew  that  this  would  not  be  according  to  the 
Father's  will.  So  has  He  commanded  the  Latter-day  Saints  to  have  faith  in 
the  overruling  providence  of  Qod.  The  highest  type  of  humility  and  patience 
is  exhibited  by  the  Saints,  and  the  greatest  extremes  of  ferocity  and  hate  aie 
manifested  by  their  enemies,  and  all  these  things  are  necessary  for  the  carry* 
ing  out  of  the  purposes  of  the  Almighty  and  the  purifying  of  His  people; 
idso  that  those  who  choose  evil  rather  than  good  may  be  eventually  consigned 
to  their  place.  We  can  afford  to  take  persecution  joyfully,  seeing  that  we 
have  come  to  an  understanding  of  the  object  of  our  earthly  existence.  We 
should  take  to  heart  the  injunction  of  Christ,  not  to  lay  up  treasures  on  earth, 
but  prefer  to  seek  heavenly  richea  This  does  not  imply  that  the  people 
should  be  restrained  from  attending  to  the  wants  of  the  body,  but  the  entire 
attention  should  not  be  absorbed  by  those  things  that  pertain  merely  to 
temporalities.  It  is  necessary  to  culivate  that  love  that  looks  charitably  npon 
the  acts  of  others,  and  seeks  to  do  good  and  not  evil,  exemplifying  the  char- 
acteristics of  the  dove  and  the  lamb. 

The  speaker  continued  to  dwell  for  some  time  upon  the  necessity  of  industry, 
administering  a  scathing  rebuke  to  those  inclined  to  idleness.  He  spoke  of  the 
increase  of  the  children  of  the  Saints,  and  said  the  people  might  have  to  pass 
through  trying  ordeals  on  account  of  the  wickedness  of  those  who  sought 
their  destruction,  but  if  so,  the  result  would  be  ultimate  salvation  and  glory  to 
those  who  endured  to  the  end  and  maintained  their  integrity  to  the  truth.

Elder  E.  T.  Woolley  writes  to  us  as  follows  from  Dunster's  Farm,  Lancft>

H.  C.  Elimball  and  Orson  Hyde  were  preachini;  the  Gospel  here  until  now,  has  this 
worthy  man  extended  a  welcome  hand  to  the  Elders  who  visited  him.  He  is  the  father 
cl  five  children,  who  are  now  living — three  sons  and  two  daughters.  One  daughter,  the 
wife  of  Brother  Jesse  Hopkiuson,  has  lived  with  him  during  late  yean  on  the  Dnnstor 
Farm,  and  has  been  a  comfort  and  solace  to  him  in  his  declining  years,  also  rendering 
great  aid  to  him.

WHAT   IT   COSTS   TO   BE   A   LATTER-pAY   SAINT. 

An  iDtellifi^ent,  liberal-minded  gentleman,  who  has  for  some  time  past  been 
inTestigating  our  doctrines,  and  who  is  evidently  inclined  to  believe  ia  them, 
remarked  to  us  lately  that  embracing  our  religion  would  mean  for  him  social 
and  financial  rain.  He  is  now  prospering  in  business,  and  enjoys  a  good 
social  position  in  the  community  where  he  lives,  but  he  felt  snre  that  if  ht 
were  to  become  a  "  Mormou"  his  patrons  would  desert  him  and  his  friends 
turn  their  backs  upon  him.  He  had,  he  said,  tested  the  strength  of  the 
prejudice  which  many  of  his  patrons  and  friends  entertained  towards  "  Mor- 
monism,"  by  incidentally  introducing  the  subject  in  conversing  with  them, 
and  he  had  found  that  the  mere  mention  of  the  name  of  Joseph  Smith  or  the 
*'  Mormon'^  religion  had  about  the  came  effect  upon  them  as  the  shaking  of  a 
red  blanket  before  a  wild  bull  would  liave  upon  him.  They  almost  became 
irantic,  and  could  hardly  talk  rationally  upon  the  subject,  their  iadignation 
was  so  great  Nor  were  his  present  business  interests  and  social  standing 
all  that  were  likely  to  suffer  by  his  becoming  a  **  Mormon,"  according  to  his 
▼iew  of  the  case.  He  is  the  only  son  of  a  wealthy  father,  who  would,  he  felt 
sure,  boil  over  with  indignation  and  shame  were  he  to  learn  that  his  son 
was  even  investigating  '*  Mormonism,''  and  who  would  not  hesitate  about 
cutting  him  off  with  a  shilling  should  the  son  become  a  convert  to  the  un- 
popular doctrine.  For  his  own  part,  the  gentleman  remarked,  he  would  not 
mind  the  sacrifice  so  much;  he  would  be  willing  to  undergo  almost  anything 
■personally  rather  than  be  untrue  to  his  convictions,  but  when  the  sacrifice 
involved  the  patrimony  that  would  accrue  to  his  wife  and  children,  as  well 
as  the  comforts  which  they  are  now  enjoying,  and  they  be  made  to  suffer  as 
well  as  himself,  he  naturally  hesitated  about  taking  the  step  which  would 
precipitate  all  this  trouble. 

We  listened  with  some  concern  to  the  relation  of  the  gentleman's  fore- 
bodings, and,  in  view  of  past  experience,  could  not  help  admitting  the 
IHMsibility  of  thuir  being  fulfilled,  were  he  to  join  the  ranks  of  the  people 
^at  are  ^  everywhere  spoken  against,"  and  yet  truth  compelled  us  to  point 
out  the  fact  that  salvation  for  himself  and  family  depended  upon  his  taking 
that  very  step.  And  the  fact  that  such  a  result  was  likely  to  follow,  was  one 
tot  the  proofs  of  such  being  the  case— of  the  religion  of  the  Latter-day  Saints 
being  the  only  true  Qospel.    He  could,  as  he  said,  be  a  member  of  tke  Church 
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'«ol  England,  a  Methodist,  a  Baptist,  a  Presbyterian — in  fact,  anything  but  a 
^  Mormon,"  without  his  populurity  being  interfered  with  or  his  financial  in- 
terests suffering  at  all;  but  joining  the  unpopular  ''Mormons"  would  be  fatal 
4omlL 

The  ^  Mormons"  are  '*  hated  of  all  men,"  just  as  the  SaTior  told  his  dis- 
iCiplea  they  should  be.  If  this  were  not  the  case,  we  would  hare  reason  to 
rfear  that  they  were  not  the  people  of  Qod,  for,  from  the  words  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, it  would  seem  that  hatred  and  persecution  are  what  the  righteous 
may  expect.  Paul  says,  '*  ail  who  will  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  suffer 
persecution,"  and  the  Savior  eaid  to  His  disciples,  *'  If  the  world  hate  you,  ye 
know  that  it  hated  me  before  it  hated  you.  If  ye  were  of  the  world,  the 
world  would  love  his  own;  but  because  ye  are  not  of  the  world,  but  I  ha^ 
iChoaen  you  out  of  the  world,  therefore  the  world  hateth  you."  He  further 
«aid,  "  Blessed  are  ye  when  men  shall  hate  yon,  and  when  they  shall  separate 
"g^on  from  their  company,  and  shall  reproach  you,  and  cast  out  your  name  as 
evil,  for  the  Son  of  man's  sake.  Rejoice  ye  in  that  day,  and  leap  for  joy;  for, 
behold,  your  reward  is  great  in  heaven:  for  in  the  like  manner  did  their 
fathers  unto  the  prophets."  He  even  said,  '*  Woe  unto  you  when  all  men 
'«hall  speak  well  of  you!  for  so  did  their  fathers  to  the  false  prophets." 

Kor  did  the  Savior  hold  up  a  very  enticing  picture,  so  far  as  ease  and  peace 
and  the  pleasures  of  this  world  are  concerned,  before  those  whom  he  called  to 
follow  Him.  When  a  certain  scribe  came  to  Him  saying,  '*  Master,  I  will 
follow  thee  whithersoever  thou  goest,"  the  Master  gave  him  to  understand 
that  such  a  resolution  implied  sacrifice,  self-denial,  poverty  and  humiliation, 
perhaps  even  more  than  the  zealous  scribe  had  ever  conceived  of.  "The 
foxes  have  holes,"  he  said,  '*  and  the  birds  of  the  air  have  nests;  but  the  Son 
of  man  hath  not  where  to  lay  hia  head." 

When  a  certain  ruler  came  to  Jesus  and  asked:  "  Good  Master,  what  shall 
I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life?"  the  Savior  charged  him  to  keep  certain  com- 
mandments, which  he  enumerated.  On  being  informed  by  the  young  man 
that  these  had  been  observed  by  him  from  his  youth,  "Jesus  beholding  him 
loved  him,  and  said  unto  him.  One  thing  thou  lackest:  go  thy  way,  sell 
^whatever  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the  poor,  and  thou  shalt  have  treasure  in 
heaven:  and  come,  take  up  thy  cross,  and  follow  me."  There  the  Savior 
touched  his  weak  point.  He  was  not  prepared  to  make  such  a  great  sacrifice. 
He  was  not  ready  to  give  up  all  that  this  life  promised,  and  look  for  "  treosuie 
in  heaven"  as  his  reward.  So  we  are  told  that  "  he  was  sad  at  that  saying, 
and  went  away  grieved:  for  he  had  great  possessions."  And  this  called  forth 
^e  remarks  of  the  Savior:  '*  How  hardly  shall  they  that  have  riches  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  Qod!  *  *  How  hard  it  is  for  them  that  trust  in  riches 
to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  Qod!  It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go  tlirough 
the  eye  of  a  needle,  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  Qod." 

These  remarks  afford  us  an  idea  of  the  sacrifice  required— or  at  least  the 
willingness  to  make  thesacrifice  required — of  all  who  would  gain  salvation,  and 
tbe  danger  of  worldlyjconsiderations  interfering  therewith.  *'  Whosoever  he 
be  of  you  that  forsaketh  not  all  that  he  hath,  he  cannot  be  my  disciple,"  were 
the  words  of  Jesus.  But  then  He  gave  the  promise  which  was  ample  to 
cover  all  the  sacrifice  that  might  be  made  for  Him,  when  He  said:  '*  £vei^ 
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one  that  hath  foreakeD  houses,  or  brethren,  or  sisters,  or  father,  or  mother 
or  wife,  or  children,  or  lands,  for  my  name's  sake,  shall  receive  an  faimdred 
fold,  and  shall  inherit  everlasting  life.'' 

Those  who  offer  salvation  on  easier  terms  than  the  Savior  himself  denumd- 
ed,  do  so  without  authority,  and  their  plans  and  those  who  are  doped  by 
them  will  be  condemned  together.  Jesus  said:  "Not  every  one  thatnitk 
unto  me,  Lord,  Lot-d;  shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven;  bat  he  theft 
doeth  the  will  of  my  father  which  is  in  heaven.  Many  will  say  to  me  ia 
that  day,  Lord,  Lord,  have  we  not  ))ropbesied  in  thy  namel  and  in  Ihf 
name  have  cast  out  devilsl  and  in  thy  name  done  many  wonderfid  workef 
And  then  will  I  profess  unto  them,  I  never  knew  you:  depart  from  me»  ye 
that  work  iniquity." 

The  Gospel,  the  means  of  salvation  prescribed  by  the  Lord,  costs  as  much 
to-day  as  it  ever  did.  It  cost  sorrow,  heart-burnings,  enmity  between  rela- 
tives, pain,  trouble  and  suffering  from  persecution,  the  sacrifice  of  earthly 
possessions  and  worldly  prospects,  and  even  the  forfeiture  of  the  lives  of  the 
best  and  noblest  men  who  lived  in  the  days  of  the  Savior.  It  has  cost  the 
tame  in  Ihie  ege.  Thousands  of  those  who  have  embraced  the  Gospel  as  it 
has  been  revealed  anew  to  the  earth  in  our  day,  have  done  so  at  the  coat  to 
them  of  all  they  formerly  held  dear,  except  their  liberty  of  conscience.  They 
have  endured  for  it  the  scorn  and  ridicule  of  the  world.  They  have  suffered 
for  it  the  direst  persecution  ever  inflicted  upon  any  people  in  modern  times. 
Hundreds  of  them  have  laid  down  their  lives  for  it,  among  whom  have  been 
the  purest  and  noblest  of  this  age,  and  others  will  probably  have  to  do  sa 

This  is  the  prospect  we  have  to  hold  out  to  those  who  would  become 
Latter- day  Saints.  It  requires  some  stamina  to  face  it.  Persons  lacking  in 
this  quality  are  not  likely  to  endure  long;  they  weaken  and  fall  away.  In 
the  language  of  the  song: 

**  We  want  no  cowards  in  our  hand, 

Who  will  their  colon  fly; 
We  call  for  valiant  hearted  men, 

Who're  not  afraid  to  die." 

But  there  is  another  side  to  the  picture.  Combined  with  all  this  that  we 
have  described  as  being  suffered  by  the  Saints  of  God  for  the  truth's  sake,  is 
a  consciousness  of  the  approval  of  the  Almighty,  a  satisfaction  in  knowing 
that  His  will  is  being  subserved  and  His  kingdom  built  up,  and  ascertain 
happiness  and  contentment  which  the  world  can  neither  give  nor  take  away, 
and  which  make  all  the  sufferings  mentioned  appear  as  nothing.  In  the 
midst  of  their  greatest  troubles  the  Latter-dny  Saints  can  look  forward  with 
perfect  assurance  to  the  future,  and  say  os  did  Paul:  '*  We  are  troubled  on 
every  side,  yet  not  distressed ;  we  are  i>erplexed,  but  not  in  despair;  perse- 
cuted, but  not  forsaken;  cast  down,  but  not  destroyed;  *  *  Our  light 
affliction,  which  is  but  for  a  moment,  worketh  for  us  a  far  more  exceed- 
ing and  eternal  weight  of  glory." 

Paradoxical  as  the  statement  may  seem,  we  can  truthfully  assert  that  the 

Latter-da^  Saints,  though  hated  and  persecuted  more  than  any  ether 
people  living,  are  really  the  happiest  and  most  prosperous  people  in  exist- 
ence.

Pbxssnt  on  the  stand:  Apostle  John  Henry  Smith,  President  of  the  Euro* 
pean  Mission;  President  Angus  McKay,  of  the  Glasgow  Conference;  Elders 
Gea  F.  Hunter,  Samuel  McKay,  J.  R  McPherson,  J.  W.  Thomas,  J.  L. 
McMurrin,  Jas.  G.  Crane  and  Geo.  Fraser,  all  traveling  in  the  Glasgow  Con- 
ference; and  Elder  Geo.  Wilson,  who  is  laboring  in  Ireland. 

At  11  a.m.  the  meeting  opened  with  prayer  by  Elder  Geo.  Wilson,  and  the 
Presidents  of  Branches  were  called  upon  for  reports. 

President  Jno.  Hunter  reported  Glasgow  as  in  a  rather  worse  condition 
than  it  has  been  in  times  past,  which  he  attributed  to  so  many  having 
emigrated  during  the  summer.  The  various  societies  in  connection  with  tho 
Branch  are  in  a  fair  condition,  and  likely  to  improve. 

President  Thos.  Taylor  reported  the  Partick  Branch  as  being  much 
healthier  than  when  last  reported.  Was  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that,  as 
jbur  as  his  observation  could  extend,  the  Saints  were  in  a  condition  to  l^ 
favorably  reported  as  a  rule.  Branches  in  Paisley,  Motherwell,  Longrigj^ 
and  Falkirk  were  also  reported  as  in  a  favorable  condition,  although  there 
were  very  few  willing  to  embrace  the  truths  of  heaven.  The  Saints  were 
continuing  to  be  energetic,  so  far  as  their  time  and  talents  allowed  them. 

Apostle  John  H.  Smith  said  that  on  account  of  the  emigration,  which 
generally  takes  away  the  most  active  members,  we  have  to  struggle  through 
many  trials  to  keep  the  Branches  alive.  He  enumerated  some  of  the  many 
trials  which  we  are  called  upon  to  pass  through,  which  in  their  nature  only 
serve  to  strengthen  us  in  the  faith  we  have  espoused.  He  exhorted  the 
Saints  to  exercise  the  gifts  which  the  Gospel  gave  unto  them,  having  alwayfii 
a  forgiving  spirit,  and  to  remember,  in  connection  with  this  exhortation,  the 
words  of  our  Savior;  after  having  His  side  pierced  and  His  hands  and  feet 
nailed  to  the  tree,  and  being  buffeted  and  spit  upon,  He  exclaimed:  "  Father, 
forgive  them,  for  they  know  not  what  they  do." 

Benediction  by  Elder  J.  W.  Thomas. 
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At  3  o'clock,  after  prayer  was  offered  by  Elder  Qeo.  F.  Hunter,  a  «l|ikl 
was  blessed  by  Apostle  John  H.  Smith,  and  the  Sacrament  adminiatered  bj 
Brothers  Connelly  and  Taylor. 

EUder  Samuel  AjLcKay  spoke  upon  the  organization  which  would  constitate 
«  kingdom,  as  necessarily  having  one  great  head  to  control  all  the  affairs  of 
that  kingdom,  with  subordinate  officers  who,  in  order  to  maintain  their 
position,  would  need  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  that  great  head, 
and  also  show  an  example  to  those  under  them  which  would  be  worthy  of 
imitation,  and  help  that  kingdom  to  have  a  good  name.  To  do  so,  it  would 
be  necessary  to  teach  the  people  who  composed  that  kingdom  true  and 
Yirtuous  principles.  He  showed  that  the  kingdom  of  God  had  been  estab* 
fished  on  this  principle  in  our  day,  with  Prophets,  Apostles,  Pastors^  Teachers, 
Evangelists,  etc.,  and  that  God  our  eternal  Father  had  always  established 
His  kingdom  on  the  same  principle. 

Elder  Jas.  Q.  Crane  said  he  found  a  good  many  people  investigating  the 
principles  we  taught.  He  would  not  go  to  the  opposite  of  truth  to  hear  the 
truth,  and  it  would  not  be  reasonable  to  do  so.  He  pointed  out  the  real  in- 
tent of  the  Scriptures  in  alluding  to  the  person  and  character  of  the  Deity, 
showing  that  we  were  made  in  His  likeness,  after  His  own  image. 

Elder  J.  W.  Thomas  spoke  of  the  atonement  of  Jesus  Christ,  showing 
plainly  its  extent,  and  the  necessity  of  every  one  working  out  his  own  salva- 
tion with  fear  and  trembling  before  God.  He  also  bore  testimony  to  the 
restoration  of  the  Gospel,  and  to  the  effect  of  the  evidence  or  testimony  of 
two  or  three  witnesses. 

Apostle  John  H.  Smith  read  from  the  20th  chapter  of  Revelation,  referring 
particularly  to  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  and  the  judgmerit.  Proved  from 
Scripture  the  resurrection  as  the  result  of  the  death  of  oUr  Lord  and  SaWior, 
and  that  all  shall  be  judged  according  to  their  works. 

Benediction  by  Elder  George  Fraser. 

At  6  p.m.,  prayer  was  offered  by  Elder  J.  R  McPherson. 

Apostle  John  Henry  Smith  spoke  upon  the  subject  which  had  been  adver- 
tized—'* The  Restoration  of  the  Gospel.''  To  begin  with,  he  called  attention 
to  the  newspaper  reports  regarding  the  Latter-day  Saints;  how  ready  editors 
were  to  insert  scurrilous  articles  in  their  papers  with  regard  to  us,  and  the 
reluctance  they  showed  to  publish  any  defense.  He  also  read  from  a  Utah 
paper  the  Salt  Lake  City  criminal  report  for  one  year,  showing  a  population 
of  19,000  "  Mormons,"  and  6,000  non-"  Mormons."  While  the  19,000  ''Mor 
xnons"  furnished  150  arrests,  the  6,000  non-"  Mormons"  furnished  1,559,  or 
ten  and  one- third  times  as  many  as  the  **  Mormons."  There  was  a  time 
when  there  was  no  whisky  sold  in  Utah,  and  no  adulterers  found  there. 

God  has  given  us  a  rule  of  faith  whereby  we  may  get  back  again  to  His 
presence.  Adam  sinned  that  man  might  be,  and  Jesus  came  as  an  offering 
for  the  sin  of  Adam.  The  principles  of  salvation  are  fully  taught  in  the 
Scriptures.  Certain  officers  and  certain  gifts  were  put  in  the  Church  to  re- 
main. He  would  suppose  a  man  starting  out  to  look  for  the  Church  of 
Christ  with  the  Bible  in  his  hand.  Would  that  man  not  look  for  Prophets, 
Apostles,  etc.,  and  signs  following  the  believers?    Yes,  he  would,  and  by 

eading  the  6th  verse  of  the  14th  chapter  of  Revelation,  he  would  look  for 
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an  angel  to  bring  the  Gospel  again  to  earth.  He  testified  to  the  Gospel 
having  been  restored  to  the  earth  by  the  ministration  of  holy  angeb  to  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  That  unlearned  youth  was  the  humble  instrument 
in  the  hands  of  God  through  whom  the  Gospel  was  again  revealed,  tind  it  is 
the  privilege  of  every  man  to  know  for  himself  whether  this  testimony  is  true 
or  false. 

Presidest  Angus  McKay,  in  bringing  the  proceedings  of  the  day  to  a  cloee^ 
made  a  few  remarks  expressive  of  the  pleasure  he  felt  in  his  present  position* 
and  in  hearing  the  authorized  servants  of  God  speaking  by  the  power  of  the 
Spirit  He  exhorted  all  to  give  heed  to  the  instructions  given  during  the 
day,  bore  testimony  to  the  divine  mission  of  Joseph  Smith,  and  conclude4 
by  praying  God  to  bless  the  Saints  and  the  honest-iu-heart  everywhere. 

Benediction  by  Elder  J.  McMurrin. 

The  meetings  were  well  attended,  a  considerable  number  of  strangers  being 
present  at  the  afternoon  and  evening  services.  The  Saints  enjoyed  the  good 
spirit  which  prevailed,  and  rejoiced  in  being  permitted  to  assemble  under 
such  favorable  circumstances  to  worship  God  according  to  His  revealed  mind 
and  will.  The  Sisters'  Relief  Society  provided  refreshments  for  the  benefit 
of  Saints  from  a  distance,  which  were  largely  taken  advantage  of.  Many  of 
the  strangers  seemed  to  be  impressed  by  the  plainness  of  the  truths  adv  anced 
and  by  the  forcible  manner  in  which  they  were  presented.

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eoantry,  has  been  appointed  general  agent  of  the  Utah  Central  Railway,  with 
headquarters  at  Salt  Lake  City. 

.  Miss  Kate  Field,  who  visited  Utah  some  months  agri,  is  exerting  herself  as 
an  anti-**  Mormon''  writer  for  eastern  papers,  and  telling  the  most  monstrous 
falsehoods  with  unblushing  audacity. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  stockholders  of  the  Provo  Manufacturing  Oom- 
.  pany  recently  held,  a  very  satisfactory  showing  of  the  business  waa  made, 
and  a  dividend  of  $1.00  on  each  share  declared. 

'  A  letter  to  J.  D.  Westbrook  of  Paradise,  from  Cane  Creek,  Tennessee,  the 
scene  of  the  late  massacre,  states  that  James  Condor  and  family  have  been 
warned  by  the  mob  to  leave  the  county  within  a  given  number  of  days. 

A  Jew  by  the  name  of  Qoldsticker,  who  has  been  doing  business  as  a  butcher 
m  Silt  Lake  City  for  sevdril  years,  recently  committed  suicide  by  taking 
poison,  the  place  chosen  for  the  deed  being  in  the  cemetery  afhis  wife's  grave. 

.  A  young  man  named  William  Francis  Williams,  son  of  Francis  and  Sarah 
Williams,  of  Mill  Creek,  Salt  Lake  County,  accidentally  shot  himself  while 
out  hunting  prairie  chickens,  on  the  27th  ult.,  causing  his  death  almost 
immediately. 

The  U.  C.  Railway,  which  was  unable  to  pay  its  usual  quarterly  dividend 
to  stockholders  in  April  and  July  last,  owing  to  the  war  in  freights,  declared 
A  dividend  on  the  hritt  of  October  of  one  per  cent  The  business  of  the  road 
is  improving. 

Wheat  is  said  to  be  lower  in  price  in  Cache  Co.  than  it  ever  was  in  the 
past,  and  the  hope  is  expressed  that  the  farmers  of  Utah  will  learn  by  the 
experience  which  they  are  now  passing  through  to  raise  less  wheat  and  more 
stock  and  such  products  as  pay  better  and  find  a  ready  sale. 

A  boiler  explosion  occurred  at  the  Butler  saw-mill  in  Big  Cottonwood 
Canyon  on  the  1st  inst.,  killing  a  young  man  named  John  Smith,  scalding  or 
otherwise  injuring  more  or  less  severely  ^Iva  Butler  and  his  sons  Meriand 
Alva  J.,  and  blowing  the  mill  to  pieces.  It  is  almost  marvelous  that  more 
were  not  killed. 

Agreeably  with  the  ruling  of  Judge  Zane  that  an  open  venire  should  issue 
for  the  summoning  of  men  from  the  street  to  complete  the  panel  of  the  grand 
Jury  for  the  Third  District  Court,  the  marshal  summoned  a  number  of  well- 
known  anti-"  Mormons,"  and  four  of  them,  C.  H.  M.  Agramonte,  Bowman 
Cannon,  J.  J.  Snell  and  M.  Livingston  were  accepted  by  the  Court  to  serve 
as  jurors. 

An  eccentric  widow,  by  the  name  of  Hood,  who  for  some  years  has  resided 
In  the  17th  Ward,  Salt  Lake  City,  living  alone  and  in  the  most  frugal  manner, 
her  general  appearance  indicating  that  she  was  scarcely  raised  above  a  con- 
dition  of  want,  died  recently,  and  when  the  neighbors  were  preparing  her 
l>ody  for  burial,  Ihey  discovered  in  her  trunk,  snugly  packed  away  in  Iwo  or 
lAiree  bags,  almost  #5,000  in  cash. 

Slder  John  Nieholsoa  recently  delivered  a  publie  leeture  in  the  Itth  Ward 
Meeting  Hoosfli  Ssb  Li^ke  City,  on  '*  The  Tennessee  Massaeie,"  which  was  •• 
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well  liked  that,  at  the  request  of  many  persons,  he  was  induced  to  repeat  it  ia 
the  Salt  L;ike  Theatre.  It  was  listened  to  by  the  largest  audience  which 
«ver  assembled  in  that  bailding,  and  unanimously  decided  to  be  a  most  able 
effort    The  lecture  is  to  bo  published  in  pamphlet  form. 

Abram  Ooald,  brother  of  Jay  Qould,  the  railroad  king,  has  recently  re- 
signed the  position,  which  he  has  held  for  a  number  of  years,  of  manager  of 
the  coal  business  of  the  U.  P.  Railroad  Co.  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Rough,  in- 
temperate and  given  to  fast  driving,  thouj^h  he  is,  Mr.  Gould  has  one  of  the 
kindest  of  hearts  and  a  most  generous  disposition,  and  many  a  poor  widow 
woman  who  has  shared  hia  beneticeucd  in  the  past  will  regret  to  learn  of  his 
resignation. 

Sister  Mary  Brown,  mother  of  Elder  Joshua  Brown  who  is  laboring  in  the 
Sheffield  Conference,  who  was  the  first  woman  baptized  into  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  England,  died  at  her  home  in  Wellsville 
on  the  28th  ult,  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  ninety-five-and-a-half  years.  She  was 
formerly  of  Preston,  Lancashire,  was  the  mother  of  seven  children,  the  grand- 
mother of  sixty-one,  and  the  great-grundiuother  of  sixty,  her  posterity  num- 
bering in  all  128. 

One  of  the  most  notorious  and  unprincipled  of  the  anti-"  Mormons"  of

c|iunage  was  done.  An  investigation  led  to  the  suspicion  that  the  fires  had 
been  started  with  a  view  to  burning  the  stock  and  securing  the  insurance^ 
Wd  a  good  deal  of  scandal  resulted  from  it.  While  the  excitement  was  at 
its  height,  Mr.  Button,  who  had  been  in  the  East  making  purchases,  returned 
and  from  shame  or  grief,  as  is  suppobed,  went  to  the  Jordan  river  and  com- 
mitted suicide  by  drowning. 

Two  accidents  at  molasses  mills  are  reported  in  our  exchanges.  One  is  the 
-OMe  of  a  five-year  old  son  of  Chs.  L.  Wood,  of  Willard,  who,  while  playing 
afonnd  the  mill,  accidentally  got  his  hand  caught  between  the  rollers.  The 
Ikther  and  another  man  by  their  united  efforts  succeeded  in  pulling  the  little 
fellow  away  and  preventing  his  whole  body  being  drawn  in,  but  not  without 
his  hand  in  the  mill.  The  other  case,  which  occurred  at  Brigham 
\  was  that  of  a  twelve-year  old  son  of  Lars  Christensen,  who,  while  feed- 
lag  a  molasses  mill,  had  his  left  hand  dtawn  into  the  machinery,  and  in 
jerking  it  out  the  skin  was  stripped  from  hit  wvisi  lo  the  lips  of  his  fingere 
and  the  ends  of  some  of  his  fingers  also  wave  los%

ON  Suoday,  April  5tli,  at  10  a.in.,  the  Conference  re-opened  with  the  choic 
singing:

Quoted  from  the  book  of  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  beginning  at  verse  25,  on 
page  250,  and  ending  at  verse  33,  showing  the  mind  of  the  Lord  regarding 
the  responsibility  of  parents  in  instructing  their  children,  the  keeping  tif  tha 
Sabbath,  and  the  law  in  relation  to  idlers  in  Zion.  ') 

He  also  read  from  the  same  book,  section  29,  from  verse  46  to  48,  inclii» 
give,  conoeraing  the  unconditional  redemption  of  little  children  who  die  be* 
fore  reaching  the  years  of  accountability,  and  their  sinlessness  and  freedom 
from  the  temptation  of  Satan  until  they  arrive  at  that  condition. 

He  then  proceeded  with  his  discourse  which  was  substantially  as  foliowp:  . 

Referring  to  our  little  children,  who  are  becoming  a  mighty  host,  I  will 
make  a  few  remarks.  In  early  days  our  increase  was  largely  made  op  by 
our  immigration  from  distant  parts  of  the  world.  That  sort  of  addition  hatf 
somewhat  decreased  of  late  years,  and  it  now  depends  to  a  greater  extent 
upon  the  children  who  are  multiplied  to  the  people  ef  God.  Weshotild 
benefit  by  our  experiences.  There  is  a  feeling  in  the  world  to  treat  children 
with  indifference,  but  this  is  decreasing  among  the  Saints.  ;;Our4Savior  said^ 
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wIj^m  i^  w!is  evincpH  that  some  considered  children  of  lesser  importance  than 
grown  people:  "  Saffer  little  children  to  eome  unto  me,  and  forhid  them  not, 
for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven."     Those  who  have  attended  our  Sab- 
bath schools  and  heard  the  little  ones  recite,  have  rejoiced  to  witness  the 
early  germinations  of  intelligence  exhibited  by  them.     The  same  can  be  said 
in  relation  to  the  juvenile  exercises  at  the  meetings  of  the  primary  associa- 
tions.   Jesus  said,  *'  their  angels  do  always  behold  the  face  of  my  Father 
who  is  in  heaven."    They  are  unblemished  by  sin.     When  Christ  visited  the 
Nephites  on  this  continent,  as  recorded  in  the  Book  of  Mormon,  he  caused 
the  power  of  Qod  to  be  made  manifest  through  the  children,  and  they  spoke 
wonderful  words  of  wisdom.    Our  children  will,  many  of  them,  yet  be  proph- 
ets, seers  and  revelators,  and  judges  in  Israel.     As  has  been  said,  children 
are  not  susceptible  to  temptation  by  Satan,  until  they  reach  the  years  of 
|^xx)untability.    We  eannot  begin  to  instruct  them  at  too  early  a  stage  of 
their  lives,  and  they  should  be  duly  prepared  by  instruction  to  receive  in- 
telligently the  ordinances  of  baptism  by  immersion  and  the  laying  on  of  the 
hands  by  the  Elders  for  the  reception  of  the  Holy  Ghost.     They  should  be 
taught  to  venerate  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  in  early  childhood,  so  that 
when  the  time  of  responsibility  is  reached  they  may  take  hold  ef  them 
heartily.    It  should  be  a  leading  effort  to  preserve  people  in  purity  through- 
out their  lives,  and  this  can  be  the  more  closely  reached  by  laying  a  proper 
foundation  in  the  early  portion  of  human  existence.     It  is  reqorded  that 
little  children  who  depart  this  life  before  reaching  the  years  of  accountability 
are  taken  into  the  presence  of  God,  and  that  they  will  inherit  a  celestial 
glory.    The  Prophet  Joseph  even  taught  that  some  of  them  are  so  precious 
and  holy  that  the  Father  takes  them  hence  rather  than  allow  them  to  retntia 
to  come  under  the  many  adverse  conditions  to  be  met  with  in  this  life.    In 
view  of  these  truths,  is  it  not  extraordinary  that  parents  will  turn  over  their 
children  to  people  who  are  opposed  to  the  principles  of  salvatipn,  to  be  taught 
in  such  a  way  as  to  wean  them  from  the  path  of  eternal  life)    Those  teachers 
find  that  members  of  the  Church  who  are  matured  in  the  truth  cannot  be 
turned  away  from  it,  and  they  adroit  that  their  only  hope  lies  in  winning  the 
diildren  to  theii  viewa 

.  In  relation  to  the  initiatory  ordinances  of  the  Gospel^  the  Eldess  go  abroad 

aikd  preach,  people  believe  and  are  baptized  for  the  remission  of  siae^  and 

have  hands  laid  upon  them  that  they  may  secure  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  Chroogk 

tkioee  ordinances  the  power  of  God  is  made  manifest    There  is  one  ordinance, 

however,  that  has  been  generally  neglected.     The  Lord  had  commanded  that 

pben  a  house,  town,  oounty  or  other  place  is  vbited  by  the  Eiders,  and  thiBf 

0XB  received,  their  peace  should  be  pipnounced;  and  if  tibey  are  rf^cted, 

iMny  should  go  privately,  wash  their  feet  and  witness  to  theif  Father  in 

heaven  that  they  have  delivered  their  message  and  borne  testimony  concim- 

ing  the  Gospel    It  is  not  necessary  that  the  Elders  should  .enter  into 

•lentions  wdlh  people  opposed  to  them,  neither  should  they  ezpoee  theaiaeh 

la  deetroetion  at  the  hands  of  the  wicked,  bat  do  as  the  Lovd  hm  comnaiidid 

inithoee  things;  not  openly,  howeveir,  for  such  a  coarse  wdald  donhtlsw 

«aa(i*e  bitterneBs  and  hate  to  be  increased  toward  them  among. the  ni^godij. 

.The  epeaker  made  some  clear  and  inatmotive  remarks  in  rdatioo  to  findiag 
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work  for  the  uoemployed  and  the  carrjdDg  of  the  Gk)spel  to  the  nations  of 
the  eartL  He  showed  clearly  how  those  who  were  too  aged  or  otherwise 
disabled  from  going  out  into  the  world  and  preaching,  could  render  them- 
selvee  specially  useful  in  one  important  department— looking  after  the  inter- 
eata  of  the  immigrants  who  come  here,  by  helping  them  to  establish  them- 
aelvea  in  accordance  with  the  customs  and  conditions  of  the  country. 

PBBSIDENT  GEORGE  Q.   CANNON 

Bead  a  portion  of  the  29th  chapter  of  Isaiah,  and  continuing  said:  This  work 
which  Qod  predicted  by  the  mouth  of  the  Prophet  Isaiah,  the  bringing  forth 
of  the  Book  of  Mormon  and  its  being  presented  to  a  learned  and  unlearned 
man,  and  the  causing  of  the  wisdom  of  the  wise  men  to  come  to  naught,  have 
all  been  remarkably  fulfilled  before  our  eyes,  and  this  is  not  less  the  case 
respecting  the  confusion  of  those  who  should  fight  against  Mount  Zion.    As 
that  which  kaa  been  predicted  and  has  been  fulfilled  in  the  past  are  facts 
well  known  to  us,  we  can  believe  that  that  which  is  predicted  but  not  yet 
fulfilled  also  assuredly  will  be.    The  work  was  commenced  in  obscurity,  and 
was  born  according  to  the  will  of  God,  with  no  special  demonstration  which 
ekould  attract  the  attention  of  the  world.     Our  own  commencement  as  hu- 
man beings  on  the  earth  wa^  of  a  similar  typo;  yet  a  puny,  helpless  infant 
may  become  a  Qod  in  the  eternities  of  our  Father.     The  oommencement  of 
tl^e  Church  was  obscure  and  insignificant,  and  it  required  faith  in  those  who 
were  its  early  members  to  believe  that  it  would  ever  attain  that  position  and 
strength  which  were  predicted  for  it.    The  Prophet  Joseph,  however,  and  his 
associates,  saw  by  vision  that  which  we  now  behold  and  participate  in,  and 
n^nch  more  which  we,  if  we  behold  it  at  all,  must  see  by  the  Spirit.    Scarcely 
a  step  or  a  circumstance  has  taken  place  in  the  Church  that  was  not  known 
to  and  spoken  of  by  Joseph  Smith.    Yet  men  doubt  his  divine  calling  as  a 
I^rophet,  and  hold  up  his  name  to  scorn  and  ridicule;  still  it  is  not  too  much 
to  say  that,  before  many  years  have  passed  away,  he  will  be  recognized  as 
one  of  the  mightiest  Prophets  that  ever  trod  the  footstool  of  God.     His  lifo 
apd  character  have  not  been  understood  in  the  past,  but  they  will  be  more 
fully  in  the  future.    In  the  very  beginning  he  told  of  the  hatred  with  which 
the  Church  would  be  met    He  told  of  events  that  should  occur  as  clearly  as 
if  he  were  reading  the  account  of  events  which  had  already  taken  place.    As 
the  influence  and  extent  of  the  work  increased,  opposition  increased  pro- 
pprtionately.    The  hatred  of  a  township  became  that  of  a  county,  and  then 
oi  a  State,  and  then  of  neighboring  States,  the  work  having  all  the  time  to 
cpntend  against  as  much  as  it  could  well  bear  up  under.    The  protection  and 
watchcare  of  our  God  have  nevertheless  been  wonderfully  made  manifest  in 
our  behalf.    If  the  power  of  Satan  had  not  been  restrained  in  the  beginning^ 
it  would  have  been  easy  to  wipe  out  the  work  in  blood.     This  could  have 
haen  done  when  the  soil  of  Illinois  drank  the  blood  of  our  Propliet  and 
Satriarch  and  present  President.     But  the  Lord  restrained  the  adversary^ 
i^ver  allowing  more  to  come  upon  us  than  we  were  able  to  bear.    And  then  as 
the  keys  of  the  Priesthood  and  the  power  of  God  were  made  more  manifest,  the. 
eicertions  and  power  of  the  wicked  increased.     It  has  seemed  that  one  P9^|^. 
hfM  kept  pace  with  the  other,  and  in  this  we  can  see  the  wtsdom  of  .9iu^ 
Esther.    It  is  necessary  that  we  be  tested  by  the  rude  ordeab  of  perseo^tioit. 
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to  which  we  have  been,  still  are,  and  will  be  subjected,  in  order  to  deyelop 
onr  strength. 

Men  say  if  we  will  only  lay  aside  our  polygamy,  will  correct  onr  marital 
relations,  the  oppemtioa  will  be  deprived  of  their  war  cry  and  persecutioi^ 
will  cease.    This  is  a  vain  thought,  indulged  only  by  those  who  judge  of 
this  work  by  their  own  human  knowledge.     The  effects  of  this  work,  and 
that  which  it  is  to  accomplish,  cannot  be  measured  by  any  standard  known 
to  man.    Since  the  disappearance  of  the  Priesthood  from  the  earth  after  the 
death  of  the  Savior,  there  has  been  no  such  power  in  the  earth.    It  is  known 
to  us  that  opposition  was  proportionately  stronger  before  than  it  has  been 
since  the  introduction  of  plural  marriage.     So  we,  who  are  familiar  with 
these  matters,  know  that  the  giving  up  of  our  marriage  system  would  not 
have  the  effect  that  our  friends  would  bespeak  for  it.     To-day  we  are  con- 
fronted by  the  fact  that  the  United  States  have  pitted  themselves  in  their 
governmental  capacity  against  us,  exactly  as  we  have  been  taught  to  expects 
Shall  we  now  falter  or  give  way,  become  weak  in  the  knees,  or  tremble  in 
the  heart  when  we  see  this  attitude  so  clearly  definedl     Qod  forbid.    Hie 
whole  world  may  know  that  years  ago  these  things  which  we  now  behold 
were  expected  to  be  met,  contended  with  and  overcome.     But  is  this  to  be- 
the  endl    Certainly  not;  as  the  Church  shall  increase,  so  will  opposition  in- 
crease, until  leaping  beyond  the  bounds  of  our  own  nation  all  the  empires  of 
the  earth  shall  array  themselves  against  the  work  of  God,  as  the  township^ 
the  county,  the  State  have  done,  and  the  United  States  are  now  doing.   Then 
will  the  puny  infant  born  on  the  6th  of  April,  1830,  rise  in  its  sublimity,  a 
stalwart  man.    People  wonder  at  our  hardihood  and  temerity  in  daring  to 
remain  firm  against  such  circumstances,  and  it  is  only  a  few  days  since  we 
read  in  the  newspapers  that  a  friend  appealed  to  us  to  have  a  revelation 
doing  iiway  with  polygamy,  else  war  would  ensue.    This  is  no  new  threat  ta 
us,  however;  the  burden  of  the  Lord  has  been  upon  us,  and  we  have  rested 
secure  in  the  promise  that  the  work  of  Qod  surely  shall  triumph,  no  matter 
what  the  result  to  us  as  individuals  may  be.    The  woik  of  Qod  has  thus  proven 
itself  indeed  a  marvelous  work  and  a  wonder,  and  to-day  human  wisdom  is 
as  luucli  at  fault  respecting  it  as  it  ever  was.     We  can  see,  if  we  enjoy  the 
Spirit  of  Qod,  the  wonderful  way  in  which  Qod  has  provided  for  His  people 
and  shaped  their  destinies.    Our  mountain  home,  our  training  in  the  past^ 
give  us  the  clearest  evidence  of  this.    No  other  land  could  be  so  well  adapted 
for  us  as  this,  and  on  the  other  hand,  no  other  people  are  so  well  fitted  to 
hold  and  develop  the  land  as  we.    Our  people  have  been  brought  to  these 
valleys,  and  hold  them  now  by  every  right.    Shall  we  be  uprooted,  or  shall 
we  be  prevented  in  our  growth  or  increase!     They  may  tell  us  the  answer 
depends  whether  we  will  give  up  our  peculiar  features  of  religion  and  con- 
form to  their  ideas.    On  the  other  hand,  the  speaker  declared  that  it  does 
not  depend  upon  this,    but   does   depend  entirely  upon  the  Latter-day 
Saints  themselves,  whether  they  will  continue  to  occupy  these  lands  and 
maintain  their  position  liere.    Looking  at  it  naturally,  it  would  seem  a  bdd 
and  audacious  thing  to  say  that  we  can  stand  against  such  odds  of  combined 
opposition.    And  it  is  perhaps  true  that  if  Qod  Would  allow  the  whole  world 
to  launch  its  thunderbolts  against  us,  and  unite  for  our  destmction,  there 
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•could  scarcely  be  any  question  as  to  the  result  But  this  is  the  work  of  the 
l^reat  God,  and  jEIe  controls  all  the  doings  and  the  results  of  the  children  of 
men.  He  will  not  forget  His  promises,  and  upon  these  we  must  rely.  We 
most,  on  our  part,  live  so  that  we  ean  enjoy  the  fulfillment  of  them.  If  we 
do  this,  there  is  no  power  which  can  retard  the  progress  and  final  triumph 
«of  our  cause  from  this  time  forward  until  the  final  consummation  is  achieved. 
If  the  Saints  will  cleanse  themselves  and  live  free  from  sin,  there  is  no  doubt 
*M  to  the  result  of  this  work.  No  power  can  uproot  us,  and  from  this  time 
we  will  go  on  improving  and  enlarging  until  there  is  no  limit  to  that  which 
'we  should  obtain.  We  poor,  weak  mortals,  should  render  the  deepest  grati- 
tude to  Qod  for  the  privilege  of  being  connected  with  this  work,  and  having 
part  in  these  promises.  But  those  who  reign  with  Christ  must  suffer  with 
Him.  Whether  we  will  be  permitted  to  live  and  triumph  with  the  work  of 
•God  depends  upon  us,  and  it  should  be  our  constant  prayer  that  our  fidelity 
may  never  falter.  We  may  wade  through  sorrow,  we  may  have  to  endure 
imprisonment  and  bonds,  or  meet  death  as  our  predecessors  have  been  com- 
pelled to  do.  Each  one  will  have  to  be  tried  to  the  uttermost  before  he  can 
enter  his  exaltation.  We  have  all  promises  made  to  us,  and  precious  bless- 
ings have  been  confirmed  upon  our  beads  by  the  Priesthood.  Let  us  make 
•ourselves  worthy  of  them.  Since  the  day  that  the  first  Temple  was  com- 
pleted, and  Joseph  sealed  the  keys  of  the  Priesthood  upon  his  brethren,  the 
work  has  gone  on  in  majesty  and  power,  but  stirring  up  the  very  depUis  of 
bell  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  obliterate  the  work.  God  permits  the  op- 
posite, party  to  exert  themselves,  and  if  the  contest  be  sharp  and  bitter,  it 
will  be  over  so  much  the  sooner.  God  will  remember  Zion,  whose  name  is 
written  on  the  palms  of  His  hands.  He  sees  the  willingness  of  His  people, 
their  devotion  is  not  unknown  to  Him.  Who  shall  enter  the  Temples  which 
we  are  erecting  to  our  Lordt  A  time  is  here  when  a  higher  standard  of 
purity  is  required  from  those  who  enter  holy  places.  The  adulterers,  whore- 
onongers,  blasphemers,  dishonest  men,  have  need  to  tremble,  for  the  bless- 
ings of  Gk>d  will  be  withdrawn  from  them,  for  the  day  is  to  come  when  the 
4unner  in  Zion  will  tremble,  and  fear  wilt  come  upon  the  hypocrite.  The 
sins  of  the  unworthy  among  the  people  will  be  found  upon  the  skirts  of  the 
Bishops  and  the  Presidents  of  Stakes,  who  do  not  clear  iniquity  out  of  their 
Wards  or  Stakes,  or  who  recommend  them  to  the  privilege  of  the  Temple. 
A  higher  law  has  been  given  regarding  adultery,  that  those  who  have  had 
their  endowments,  and  then  commit  themselves  in  this  manner,  cannot  be 
jre-baptized  into  the  Church.  Let  this  be  known  in  all  the  congregations  of 
ihe  Saints,  that  those  who  may  feel  tempted  may  consider  that  if  they  fall 
they  do  so  at  the  price  of  their  salvation.  This  will  not  be  a  land  of  Zion  to 
the  adulterer,  the  hypocrite,  the  Sabbath- breaker,  the  man  who  does  not  pay 
iiis  tithing.  Let  us  be  warned  in  time,  that  we  may  be  fohnd  worthy  of  an 
^exaltation  in  the  presence  of  our  Father  and  God

APOSTLE   BRIOHAM  TOUNO 

Said,  in  effect:  Principles  that  are  dear  to  the  hearts  of  the  Saints  have  been 
touched  upon  by  the  speakers  during  this  Conference.  The  Lord  has  inspired 
His  servants  and  enabled  them  to  speak  to  the  edification  of  the  people. 
One  of  the  most  important  matters  demanding  our  consideration  is  the  train- 
ing of  our  children.  They  are  sometimes  not  instructed  as  they  should  be. 
Borne  of  the  young  people  violate  the  sanctity  of  the  Sabbath  and  visit  places 
that  are  demoralizing.  It  is  a  good  thing  to  attend  meetings  and  engage  in 
religious  exercises.  It  is  also  good  for  us  to  know  where  our  children  are 
and  what  they  are  doing  on  the  Sabbath  and  every  other  day.  Our  children 
are  numerous  and  their  proper  instruction  is  or  should  be  our  first  considera- 
tion. If  they  are  properly  trained  when  young  and  their  minds  easily 
diverted  into  proper  channels,  like  the  small  streams  that  flow  from  the 
mountains,  they  will  be  likely  to  remain  in  profitable  cou/^es.  If  they  art 
allowed  to  grow  up  without  correct  instruction  until  they  mature,  they,  likt 
the  swollen  river,  are  not  easily  controlled.  It  is  not  only  a  duty  that  wo 
owe  to  the  children  themselves  in  this  regard,  but  to  untold  millions  of 
humanity  not  yet  born,  in  traveling  throughout  the  conntry,  in  the  settle- 
ments of  the  Saints,  some  peculiar  conditions  are  found.  Some  parents  will 
say  to  their  children — '*  live  by  every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the  mouth 
of  God.''  Yet  they  will  show  them  a  deplorable  example  by  expending  their 
aubstance  in  purchasing  goods  manufactured  abroad  and  making  millionaires 
of  men  who  would  destroy  the  Church,  while  they  let  home  manufactures 
languish.  It  is  our  privilege  to  say  that  we  will  sustain  the  kingdom  of  Qod 
to  a  greater  degree  in  future  than  ever  before.  If  this  is  done,  men  will  not 
get  rich  and  use  the  substance  obtained  from  the  Saints  in  trying  to  bring 
about  the  destruction  of  the  latter.  We  should  clothe  ourselves  in  produc- 
tions of  our  home  manufactories,  and  thus  build  up  local  industries.  He 
concluded  by  praying  that  the  blessing  of  God  might  rest  upon  the  righteous.

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A    JUDGE    WITH    A    MISSION.

It  is  nothing  new  for  Utah  to  have  ''  a  Judge  with  a  mission."     In  fact,  she 
has  got  so  used  to  this  sort  of  infliction  that  it  has  become  second  nature  to 
^er.    The  sermons  delivered  in  the  Court  room,  and  the  wonderful  travesties 
^on  law  and  religion  in  the  shape  of  legal  rulings  rendered,  by  the  late  Judge 
McKean,  while  he  reigned  in  Utah,  are  doubtless  still  fresh  in  the  minds  of 
many  of  our  readers,  as  is  also  the  fact  that  his  most  important  decisions 
were  reversed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  when  the  cases 
were  carried  on  appeal  to  that  tribunal.     He  was  a  very  religious  man — in- 
,deed,  we  ought  to  say,  an  extremely  bigoted  man,  who  evidently  accepted 
t^e  Chief  Justiceship  of  Utah  with  the  understanding  that  his  especial 
mission  was  to  extinguish  *^  Mormonism."     That  he  labored  with  untiring 
zeal  to  accomplish  that  object,  even  regardless  of  law  and  justice  and  his 
reputation  as  a  Judge,  the  records  of  his  Court  amply  testify.     And  that  he 
miserably  failed  in  that  which  he  had  undertaken,  that  he  lost  the  respect 
of  every  decent  person  who  was  acquainted  with  him,  sank  into  oblivion  and 
lived  despised  and  died  almost  unregretted,  are  also  matters  of  liistory. 
Among  all  the  bigoted,  vindictive  Judges,  of  which  Utah  has  had  more  than 
its  share,  Judge  McKean  has  in  the  past  been  without  a  rival,  but  it  would 
seem  from  the  way  that  Judge  Zane,  the  newly  appointed  Chief  Justice  of 
the  Territory,  is  starting  out  in  his  Utah  career,  that  he  bids  fair  to  equal 
him.    JB'or  specious  reasoning  to  justify  himself  in  going  contrary  to  the  law, 
in  fact,  in  enacting  law  where  there  was  none  to  suit  his  purpose,  he  has 
already  shewn  himself  an  adept. 

We  have  briefly  alluded  before  to  the  manner  in  which  the  grand  jury  re- 
cently eiu  panelled  was  **  packed"  with  anti-'*  Mormons."  The  Poland  Law, 
which  governs  the  jury  system  of  Utah,  was  intended  to  give  the  two  classes 
residing  in  the  Territory,  "  Mormons"  and  non-"  Mormons,"  equal  chances 
on  the  jury.  This  would  be  unjust  enough  even  if  it  were  carried  out  accord- 
ing to  thu  intent  of  the  law,  for  the  **  Mormons"  constitute  about  four-fifths 
of  the  poi)ulation  of  the  Territory,  but  that  would  be  altogether  too  favor- 
able to  the  **  Mormons"  to  suit  our  "  Judge  with  a  mission."  The  law  pro- 
vides that  in  the  month  6{  Jauuary  of  each  year  the  Judge  of  the  Probate 
Court,  who  is  elected  by  the  people,  and  is,  of  course,  a  **  Mormon,"  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  District  Court,  who  is  apiKunted,  and  is  a  non-"  Mormon,"  shall 
*  each  select  100  names  of  persons  to  serve  as  jurors  during  the  year;  also  that 
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these  names  shall  be  written  on  slips  of  paper  placed  in  a  box  and  mixed  up 
ao  thoroughly  as  to  make  the  drawing  of  them  out  impartial.  From  this  box 
the  Marshal  is  to  draw  the  names  of  the  persons  to  serve  as  grand  or  petit 
jurors  for  any  term  of  court.  On  empanelling  the  grand  jury  for  the  present 
term  of  court,  questions  were  put  to  the  jurors  by  the  Prosecuting  Attorney 
•%B  to  religious  belief,  and  the  Judge  compelled  every  man  who  demurred  to 
answer  the  questions  on  pain  of  being  committed  for  contempt  of  court. 
The  result  was  that  every  "  Mormon"  was  excluded  from  the  jury,  and  the 
names  in  the  box  exhausted  before  the  panelfwas  completed.  The  Judge  got 
over  the  difficulty  which  this  state  of  things  presented,  by  issuing  an  open 
▼enire  for  the  Marshal  to  summon  men  from  the  street  to  fill  up  the  jury 
with.  This  was  actually  usurping  the  power  of  Congress,  making  a  law  where 
lie  found  none  existing  to  suit  him,  and  totally  without  a  precedent  It  was 
condemned,  too,  by  nearly  all  the  members  of  the  bar  in  attendance  at  the 
court,  whom  the  Judge  called  upon  for  an  expression  of  their  views  in  .re- 
glBad  to  it. 

It  was  evidently  a  "  cut  and  dried"  plan,  and  the  Judge  was  determined 
not  to  vary  from  it,  regardless  of  consequences,  and  so  the  packed  jury  was 
-obtained.  Just  what  the  grand  jury  has  done  in  the  way  of  finding  indict- 
ments, we  are  not  prepared  to  say,  but  no  doubt  they  will  do  their  utmost  to 
fill  their  mission — that  of  indicting  "  Mormons." 

And  now,  according  to  latest  advices  from  Salt  Lake  City,  a  similar  plan  has 
been  adopted  in  filling  the  petit  jury.  Every  *'  Mormon"  was  excluded  from 
the  jury,  and  after  the  names  selected  according  to  law  had  been  exhausted 
without  the  necessary  number  of  jurymen  being  obtained,  an  open  venire 
was  again  issued  and  men  summoned  from  the  street  who  were  sufficiently 
pronounced  in  their  antipathy  to  the  "  Mormons"  to  suit  the  Prosecuting 
Attorney  and  the  Judge,  and  thus  the  panel  was  completed. 

Now,  without  claiming  to  be  anything  of  a  prophet,  we  have  no  hesitancy 
about  predicting  (and  no  fear  but  what  our  prediction  will  be  fulfilled)  that 
these  lawless  and  high-handed  proceedings  will  be  condemned  by  the  higher 
^courts  when  appeals  are  taken,  so  that  what  is  intended  by  this  missionary 
Judge,  in  his  unholy  zeal,  as  a  means  of  crushing  the  **  Mormons,"  will  prove 
as  abortive  asSthe  similar  acts  of  his  prototype,  Judge  McKean,  did  a  few 
jears  since.  "  Mormonism"  will  survive  this  as  it  has  the  mamy  previous 
attacks  of  various  kinds  made  upon  it  It  has  seen  the  rise  and  fall  of  a 
{^reat  many  men  who  have  sought  to  use  their]puny  powers  to  stay  its  progress, 
and  it  will  still  live  to  see  all  such  men  as  Judge  Zahe,  who  in  their  arrogance 
and  bigotry  are  ready  to  measure  arms  with  the  Almighty,  sink  into  the 
oblivion  their  unjust  actions  merit.  G.  C.  L.

FROM  OEBMAKY. 

Elder  J.  M.  Tanner  writes  to  us  from  Berlin,  Oct  24, 1884,  as  follows: 

"  I  reached  my  field  of  labor  Oct.  11th,  after  a  journey  of  three  months  and  five  days* 
Brother  Jos.  A.  Smith  being  called  to  Bern  to  succeed  Elder  Pack,  I  was  sent  hera. 
This  Branch  I  find  in  excellent  order,  and  the  Saints  enjoying  the  spirit  of  the  Ckispal 
I  Was  very  willing  to  suspend  traveling,  as  it  has  become  fatiguing.  I  have  traveled  ht 
the  United  States  and  Europe  10,130  miles  since  I  left  my  home.  My  visit  to  Paris  with 
Brothers  Lambert  and  Lund  was  of  a  very  pleasant  nature,  and  awakened  fresh  InterMt 
in  the  history  of  that  most  wonderful  of  all  countries.  Evidenoea  of  oorruption  wsM 
Almost  everywhtfre  visible,  confirming  the  estimate  of  French  degeneracy  in  n*orals.  I 
think,  however,  that  in  many  respects  Berlin  is  its  successful  rival*  especially  in  th# 
width  of  its  streets,  its  elegant  buildings  and  f.ne  c(«mmercial  display. 

"  I  am  settled  here  pursuing  my  study  of  the  langiiage.  There  is  not  much  variety  m 
my  labors,  nor  much  that  would  be  of  special  interest  to  you.  Ifs  Grerman  in  the  mora* 
ing,  German  during  the  day,  and  German  at  night.  I  am  not  very  apt  in  acquiring  th^ 
language. 

**  I  have  just  received  a  letter  from  Brother  Smith,  of  Bern,  announcing  thai  Eldar 
Lyman  had  been  formally  banished  from  Bavaria,  and  that  Elder  Smoot  had  been  ia 
solitary  confinement  at  Kiel  for  three  weeks.  I  trust  this  general  persecution  will  nai 
reach  Berlin,  as  I  am  registered  as  a  student  and  not  further  questioned." 


FROM  THE  SHEFFIELD  COKFERENCS. 

Elder  Joshua  Brown  writes  from  Grassmoor,  Oct  27, 1884,  as  follows: 

"  I  have  labored  faithfully  since  arriving  here,  with  the  assistance  of  the  local  EkUnk 
We  have  held  from  three  to  five  meetings  per  week,  holding  them  out-doors  when  th# 
weather  has  beeu  suitable.  I  find  in  most  places,  after  holding  the  second  meeting,  the 
people  are  indifferent  about  listening  to  the  principles  of  truth.  I  have  stood  in  their 
village  streets  and  borne  a  faithful  testimony  of  the  restoration  of  ^e  Gospel  in  the  day 
Sn  which  we  live;  that  I,  in  company  with  hundreds  of  others,  have  left  hornet — good 
homes,  our  families  and  all  that  is  near  and  dear  unto  us,  to  go  forth  into  the  world— m 
nnkind  world,  and  have  provided  means  to  pay  our  own  expenses,  not  receiving  anjr 
salaries,  but  trusting  in  the  same  Master  as  the  Apostles  did  in  days  that  are  long  pait^ 
going  forth  without  purse  and  without  scrip,  not  knowing  after  one  meal  where  the  neit 
wiU  come  from,  or  w^ere  to  lay  our  heads,  but  having  fidl  faith  in  the  Haster  who  saiJ: 
'The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire.' 

"  The  brethren  and  sisters  in  this  District  are  doing  well,  eonsidering  the  enmity  they 
have  to  encounter  from  their  neighbors;  but  that  enmity  seems  to  be  on  the  inoreaeeb 
and  were  it  not  fur  the  laws  by  which  this  country  is  governed,  the  same  soenet  would 
be  enacted  here  as  in  Tennessee. 

**  I  am  feeling  well,  having  enjoyed  good  health  since  arriving  in  this  country.  I  hava 
just  received  a  letter  from  home  announcing  the  death  of  my  revered  and  aged  mother, 
Mary  Brown,  who  departed  this  life  at  Wellsville,  Cache  Co.,  Utah,  Sept.  29,  1881, 
after  living  to  the  ripe  old  age  of  93  years,  5  months  and  6  daya.  She  was  baptised  Ik 
member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  July  30,  1837,  in  the  riw 
Bibble,  at  Preston,  England,  being  one  of  the  first  nine  baptized  in  this  country.  Ihai% 
heard  her  say  many  times:  *  I  was  the  first  woman  candidate  for  baptism,  but  SitM^ 
Dawson  got  to  the  water  before  me,  but  I  was  the  first  woman  confirmed  a  member  sl 
the  Church  in  Great  Britain.'  She  Uved  a  true  and  faithful  Latter-day  Saint  from  iiis 
time  of  entering  the  waters  of  baptism  until  the  day  of  her  death.  When  I  last  looked 
upoii  her  in  this  life,  and  gave  her  the  parting  hand,  though  enfeebled,  and  with  eyes 
bedimmed,  and  head  whitened  with  passing  time,  she  said:  *  It  will  ba  the  last 
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la  tliit  life;  but  f^,  my  ton,  aad  preach  the  Goepel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  Qod  will  bless 
yoaf  She  was  the  mother  of  five  children,  three  boys  and  two  girls— two  by  her  former 
kosbaiid,  and  three  by  her  second  marriage,  and  she  lived  a  widow  forty  years.  Her 
•Idest  son  was  Greorge  D.  Watt,  the  first  man  baptised  into  the  Chnrch  of  Jesus  Christ 
«l  Latter-day  Saints  in  Great  Britain.    The  writer  is  the  youngest,  by  the  second  mar* 


BLDER  ANGUS  M'kAY's  LABORS. 

President  Angus  McKay,  writing  to  us  from  Glasgoiir,  Oct.  28,  1884,  says: 

*'  Now  that  I  am  released  and  about  to  return  to  my  home,  I  will  give  a  brief  sum- 
mary of  my  labors  during  the  two  years  (nearly)  that  I  have  spent  striving  to  preach  the 
GospeL 

**  I  left  Ogden  December  19, 1882,  for  the  Southern  States.  On  my  arrival  in  Chat- 
tMDOOga,  I  was  appointed  to  labor  in  the  South  Carolina  Conference,  which  indudef 
■ome  counties  in  North  Carolina.  I  labored  there  nearly  a  year,  part  of  which  I  presi- 
ded over  the  Conference.  I  traveled  through  five  counties  in  South  Carolina,  and  the 
*  same  number  in  North  Carolina,  making  2,000  miles  on  foot,  preaching  by  the  fireside 
*aiid  wherever  and  whenever  I  could  get  an  opportunity.  I  assisted  at  the  baptism  of 
loorteen  individuals,  but  did  not  go  into  the  water  myself,  as  my  companions  were 
young  men  who  had  not  previously  officiated,  and  I  put  them  forward.  I  had  to  meet 
■ome  of  the  persecution  that  is  so  common  in  that  country,  but  suffered  no  .violence, 
although  at  one  time,  in  company  with  Elder  John  M.  Easton,  we  narrowly  escaped 
being  tarred  and  feathered.     I  have  met  many  warm-hearted  friends  as  well  as  enemies. 

**  At  the  fall  Conference  in  1883, 1  was  called  to  this  country.  I  arrived  in  Liverpool 
on  the  23rd  of  November,  and  was  appointed  to  labor  in  Scotland,  under  the  direction  of 
President  Geddes.  I  was  engaged  in  and  around  Glasgow  until  the  10th  of  January, 
when  I  left  to  vifdt  my  friends  in  the  Isle  of  Skye^  Sutherland  and  Caithness,  and  re- 
mained among  them  for  three  months.  They  were  glad  to  see  me,  but  did  not  want  my 
religion;  however,  my  only  living  brother  sajrs  he  believes  our  doctrines  and  will  be  bap- 
tiaed  some  time,  but  his  wife  holds  him  back.  I  did  all  the  good  I  could,  talking  and 
reasoning  with  them,  but  only  had  the  privilege  of  preaching  twice.  Uowever,  when  I 
left  them  they  were  not  quite  so  prejudiced  as  they  had  been. 

"  On  returning  to  Glasgow  I  was  called  to  succeed  President  Geddes  after  his  release, 
and  have  labored  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  preaching  in-doors  and  out,  and  warning  the 
people,  and  I  have  been  faithfully  supported  by  the  local  Priesthood  and  Saints  generally. 
The  Traveling  Elders  are  all  energetic,  faithful,  good  men,  and  are  doing  their  duty. 
They  have  my  blessing,  faith  and  prayers,  as  well  as  all  the  Saints.  I  rejoice  in  my  re- 
lease, but  hope  that  I  may  ever  labor  faithfully  in  the  work  of  the  Lord.  My  experience 
is  priceless,  and  I  feel  to  thank  God  for  his  blessings  since  I  left  my  home. 

**  Although  the  Elders  are  doing  all  they  can,  there  seems  to  be  a  general  lull  in  the 
work  of  the  Lord  in  this  part  of  his  vineyard  at  the  present  time.  The  times  are  dull, 
and  there  is  great  lack  of  labor,  but  the  financial  condition  of  the  Conference  b  not  any 
vofie  than  it  was  last  spring,  as  you  will  see  by  the  statement." 


ELDER  OODDARD's  LECTURE— FURIOUS  OPPOSITION. 

Elder  Oeorge  Goddard  sends  us  the  following  from  Leicester,  under  date 
of  October  25, 1884: 

"  My  Jong  expected  meeting  with  my  native  townsmen  was  held  in  the  Tempenmee 
Hell  last  night  Wm.  Jarman's  fugleman,  Mr.  Brogden,  had  been  sent  from  Sheffield 
to  gather  up  their  Leicester  forces  to  meet  tn  matst  on  the  occasion,  and  before  the  time 
el. meeting  we  were  sensibly  impressed  in  regard  to  what  was  coming  from  indications 
aotiioeable  outside.  At  the  hour  appointed,  in  company  with  Elders  Wright.  Yotiog, 
Welch  and  Johnson,  I  made  my  appearanee  on  the  platform  from  behind,  which  wifai/a 
■jgnal  lor  a  general  out  burst  of  feet  stamping,  etc,.    We  had  secured  the  attendance  iof 
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two  poUcemen  ixudde  the  hall,  to  prevent  trouble.  I  no  sooner  began  to  imlnr  m  few 
opening  remarks,  than  a  person  arose  and  wished  to  know  whether  questions  would  be 
allowahle.  I  replied  that  the  meeting  had  been  called  for  me  to  give  teetimooj  ooaoeiniBg 
the  Latter-day  Siunts  and  their  doctrines,  and  if  persons  needed  further  enlightenment 
<m  anything  advanced,  I  would  be  elad  to  see  them  at  my  lodgings,  or  meet  them  at 
their  own  houses  for  that  purpose,  as  I  did  not  believe  that  questions  asked  and  answeied 
at  public  meetings  resulted  in  good.  This  was  enough  to  create  a  general  outburst  of 
disapprobation,  and  the  only  way  they  could  be  quieted,  was  by  promising  that  any 
reasonable  questions,  put  one  at  a  time,  I  would  answer  if  I  could.  This  seemed  to 
appease  them  for  a  few  moments,  but  at  every  step  where  anjrthing  was  advanced  favor- 
able to  our  people,  there  were  manifest  signs  of  unwillingness  to  accept,  and  more 
•especially  when  I  began  to  bear  testimony  of  the  Prophets  Joseph  Smith  and  Brigham 
Yoimg.  The  time  spent  in  speaking  and  the  almost  incessant  marks  of  disapprobation 
occupied  an  hour-and-a-half.  I  then  attempted  to  reply  to  a  question  which  was  asked, 
whereupon  Mr.  Brogden  left  his  seat  and  leaped  upon  the  platform.  I  tried  to  pudi 
him  back,  but  his  fiendish  host  were  behind  him  to  push  him  up,  and  he  ascended  the 
highest  seat  on  the  platform,  expecting  to  harangue  the  people  and  raise  the  devil 
generally.  The  brethren  and  I  at  this  crisis,  made  an  attempt  to  leave  the  platform* 
Brogden  jumped  down  to  forcibly  prevent  us,  which  was  a  signal  for  the  mob  to  jump 
on  the  platform  to  help  him  overi>ower  us.  While  Brothers  Toung  and  Johnson  and 
others  were  engaged  in  a  furious  struggle,  I  made  my  way  out  on  the  other  side  of  the 
platform.  When  the  audience  saw  this,  another  lot  of  the  mob  rushed  through  the  side 
doors  to  meet  me  behind,  and  try  to  force  me  back  to  the  platform.  Two  or  three  of  the 
brethren  being  with  me  prevented  them  doing  so.  One  big  feUow  was  in  the  act  <^ 
oollaring  me  and  using  force  and  another  of  smaller  calibre  was  about  to  assist  him, 
when  a  policeman  came  and  walked  them  off.  Brothers  Johnson  and  Young  especially 
.  were  in  a  very  perilous  situation  at  one  time,  but  the  timely  aid  of  the  police  prevented 
what  might  have  resulted  in  either  limb  fracture  or  loss  of  life.  The  police  cleared  the 
hall,  and  we  remained  for  some  time  ledt  the  mob  might  be  waiting  outside  to  molest  us. 

**  The  police  were  exceedingly  kind  and  considerate  towards  me,  and  accompanied  me 
to  my  lodgings,  where  I  arrived  safe  and  sound,  without  a  scratch  to  show  that  I  had 
just  emerged  from  the  field  of  battie.  The  Lord  gratified  me  with  the  privilege  of  bearing 
testimony  to  the  truth  of  the  Gospel  in  that  Temperance  Hall  (by  paying  for  it)  to  my 
fellow  townsmen.  I  am  now  satisfied.  My  prayer  has  been  answered;  it  is  manifest 
to  me,  that  the  Lord  does  not  want  me  in  Leicester  this  winter,  and  I  can  now  return 
with  the  Saints  who  start  next  Friday. 

'*  Perhaps  I  have  given  you  the  most  gloomy  side  of  the  picture  in  relation  to  the  meet- 
ing last  night,  for  I  am  satisfied  there  were  scores  there  who  would  havo  sat  quietly  and 
listened  without  remark  until  it  closed,  and  were  very  much  disappointed  and  chagrined 
at  the  shameful  conduct  of  the  rude  element  that  preponderated.  I  desire  so  to  live 
that  I  can  always  recognize  the  hand  of  the  Lord  in  all  things,  whether  of  a  peaceable  or 
stormy  character.  The  only  comfort  that  can  be  obtained  from  such  an  experience  as 
that  of  last  night,  must  be  in  acknowledging  the  mysterious  hand  of  providence  in  it, 
and  that  it  hais  been  permitted  for  a  wise  purpose." 

ANOTHER  BAPTISM  IN  IBELANB. 

Elder  R.  Marshall,  writes  from  Belfast,  Oct  27, 1884: 

"I  had  the  happiness  of  baptizing  Mr.  James  Gibson  on  Saturday,  aa  I  before 
intimated  to  yon.  He  is  a  time-keeper  in  a  foundry  here  and  is  above  tha  average  iB 
intelligence.  He  is  the  man  with  the  black  beard,  who  stood  up  in  the  Abarootn  Hall 
and  advocated  free  speech  and  said  he  did  not  wish  to  see  Belfast  disgraced.  He  stood 
near  the  middle  of  the  hall.  You  will  remember  him,  for  you  refer  to  him  in  yam 
article  in  the  Star  entitled  **  Proselyting  in  Ireland."  He  attributes  his  oonvenBon  to 
what  he  heard  at  that  meeting.  He  afterwards  endeavored  to  find  where  we  me(»  ao  as 
to  beer  mote  of  oar  doctrines.    He  found  us  out  in  Fortingale  Street,  wlieve  I  was  liold- 
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iBIC  ft  meetiiig,  And  listened  to  my  disoourse  and  an  address  by  Elder  Simpson,  and  when 
all  waa  oondnded  he  came  forward  and  gave  me  his  name  for  baptism. 

**£vefything  goes  along  charmingly.  The  Saints  feel  happy  and  peaceful  and  full  ot 
Beal  in  the  cause  of  God  our  Father.  Many  are  enquiring,  and  the  seed  sown  is  beginning: 
to  bring  forth  fruit,  for  which  we  are  full  of  encouragement. 

**£lder  Wilson  has  not  yet  returned  from  Scotland,  and  I  have  had  no  word  from  him. 
since  he  left"

At  10-30  a.m.  the  meeting  opened  with  singing,  and  prayer  by  Elder

Elder  Stayner  endorsed  the  report  of  Elder  Denney,  and  gave  a  brief  ac- 
count of  a  visit  to  the  Berks  and  Wilts  District 

Apostle  John  Henry  Smith  exhorted  the  Saints  to  be  faithful,  and  referred 
briefly  to  the  action  of  the  press  of  the  country  in  publishing  scandalousr 
articles  against  the  Saints,  and  refusing  them  the  privilege  of  making  a 
defence  or  refuting  the  falsehoods  told.  He  read  a  reply  to  an  assault  in. 
the  Liverpool  JScho  which  he  had  vainly  endeavored  to  get  published,  and 
stated  that  he  and  his  brethren  were  on  hand  to  contend  for  the  truth  and 
defend  the  cause  in  which  they  were  engaged,  which  he  knew  to  be  the 
work  of  Gk)d. 

After  singing,  the  meeting  was  dismissed  with  prayer  by  Elder  J.  Lapish. 

At  2-30  the  meeting  re-opened  with  singing,  and  prayer  by  Elder  J.  G.  M. 
Barnes,  after  which  the  Sacrament  was  administered  by  Elders  Paxman  and. 
Stayner.

Elder  A.  Jones  read  the  statistical  and  financial  reports  for  the  half  year 
ending  Sept.  30th,  both  of  which  were  nnanimously  accepted,  after  which 
the  general  and  local  authorities  of  tlie  Church  were  presented  and  sus- 
tained by  unanimous  vote. 

Eider  A.  Jones  reported  his  labors  in  the  Lambeth  Branch,  and  endorsed 
the  statement  of  President  G.  Cross. 

Eider  Isaac  C.  Gadd  spoke  of  his  experience  in  the  Norwich  Conference, 
and  was  followed  by  Elder  R.  H.  Jones,  who  discoursed  on  the  subject  of 
the  resurrection,  and  Elder  L.  H.  Young  who  bore  testimony  to  the  work  of 
God  in  which  he  was  engaged. 

After  singing,  the  meeting  adjourned  with  benediction  by  President  L.  P. 
Lund. 

On  re-assembling  at  6-30,  the  services  commenced  with  singing,  and  prayer 
by  Elder  A.  Jones. 

President  L.  P.  Lund  spoke  a  short  time,  dwelling  chiefly  upon  the  first 
principles  of  the  Gospel,  as  restored  to  the  earth  through  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith,  and  concluded  by  bearing  testimony  to  the  truth  of  the  same. 

Elder  Clawson,  being  about  to  return  to  his  home  after  a  two  jreara 
mission  in  England,  expressed  his  feelings,  dwelt  on  the  restoration  of  tiie

Portrayed  some  of 
the  evidences  of  Joseph  Smith  having  been  divinely  inspired,  and  concluded 
by  bearing  an  impressive  testimony  of  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel  to  that 
man  of  God,  together  with  all  that  pertained  to  the  authority  of  the  Holy 
Priesthood  in  former  ages. 

The  meeting  was  brought  to  a  close  with  singing,  and  benediction  by 
President  J.  H.  Smith. 

The  day  was  very  fine,  the  meetings  were  all  very  well  attended  and  an 
excellent  spirit  prevailed.

■  Marias  Ensign,  Bishop  of  Santa  Clara,  died  on  the  14th  ult. 

A  two-year  old  child  of  Lyman  Kappel,  of  Paysoo,  was  drowned  on  the  9th 
iili  by  falling  into  a  ditch. 

A  large  quantity  of  spruce  trees  obtained  from  Pleasant  Valley  are  being 
planted  out  in  Liberty  Park,  Silt  L ike  City. 

An  old  gentleman  named  Jens  Michelsen,  of  Spanish  Fork,  fell  from  the 
roof  of  a  building  on  which  he  was  working  on  the  10th  ult.,  struck  upon  his 
Lead,  and  died  almost  immediately. 

John  Dunn,  a  young  man  who  resided  on  the  bench  east  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  was  accidentally  killed  on  the  13th  ult.  by  a  wagon  loaded  with  wood 
tipping  over  upon  him  as  he  was  traveling  down  Emigration  Canyon. 

A  company  has  been  formed,  chiefly  of  citizens  of  Provo,  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  valuable  iron  mines  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  Tintic  range 
of  mountains,  twenty-three  of  which  are  owned  by  the  company.  The  capital 
stock  is  placed  at  $100,000. 

One  coach  and  one  sleeping  car  of  a  Utah  and  Northern  railway  train, 
both  well  tilled  with  passengers,  were  hurled  from  the  track  recently,  through 
striking  a  broken  rail,  and  badly  smashed,  and  yet,  strange  to  say,  none  of 
'fhe  passengers  were  injured  beyond  a  few  bruises. 

A  fire,  accidentally  started  through  little  boys  playing  with  matches, 
destroyed  the  stacks  of  John  Dunkley,  of  Franklin,  on  the  ISth  ult.  A 
granary  containing  1,100  bushels  of  grain,  located  only  a  few  feet  from  the 
burning  stacks,  was  saved  through  the  efforts  of  the  neighbors. 

A  rich  copper  boulder  was  found  some  years  ago  in  Paris  Canyon,  Bear 
liske  Valley,  but  search  for  the  Ud^e  from  which  the  boulder  came  proved 
unavailing  until  recently,~when  rich  croppings  were  discovered  by  a  Montana 
iftfner,  and  now  it  is  said  there  are,  ten  separate  mines  located  there,  mostly 
silver  and  copper.  A  company  of  expert  prospectors  from  Boise  are  about 
^commence  the  development  of  the  mines,  cvnd  the  erection  of  a  sampling 
IJiill  is  already  talked  of. 

Considerable  money  has  been  expended  by  the  municipal  authorities  of 
4Wt  Lake  City  during  the  past  year  to  bring  the  water  of  Dry  Canyon  into 
the  upper  portion  of  the  city  for  domestic  use.  Fears,  however,  have  been 
stitertained  as  to  the  effect  of  using  this  water,  as  it  was  not  regarded  as 
wholesome.  A  recent  analysis  of  the  water  made  by  Jos.  T.  Kingsbury, 
professor  of  chemistry  in  the  Deseret  University,  should  dispel  these  fears,  as 
it  is  found  that  it  is  a  little  better  for  drinking  than  the  water  of  Emigration 
Cbnyon  and  almost  as  good  as  that  of  Parley's  Canyon.  The  City  Creek  is 
(lie  best  of  all  the  streams  mentioned.

[concluded  from  page  696.] 

APOSTLE  M0868  Thatcher  felt  to  add  a  few  remarks  to  that  which  had 
been  said  by  Apostle  Richards  this  morning,  and  desired,  if  so  led  by 
the  Spirit,  to  confine  his  remarks  to  matters  which  might  be  called  temporaL 
It  is  an  important  question  what  we  shall  do  with  those  who  come  into  otur 
midst  from  abroad.  We  send  oar  Elders  out  to  all  parts  of  the  civiliied 
world,  bearing  the  truth  to  those  who  will  receive  it.  Such  as  do  receive  it 
are  baptized,  have  hands  laid  upon  them  for  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Qhost,  and  are 
organized  into  Branches  and  Conferences.  We  try  to  teach  them  eoMiomy 
and.  prudence,  and  when  they  have  saved  enough  means  themselves,  or  are 
helped  by  others,  they  come  to  this  or  one  of  the  surrounding  Territories,  and 
it  has  sometimes  seemed  that  we  feel  when  we  get  them  here  to  think  gov 
obligations  to  them  have  ended,  and  they  are  too  often  left  to  earn  theit 
bread  among  strangers  as  best  they  may.  It  has  frequently  occurred  that 
nany  who  are  able  and  willing  to  work  have  been  left  for  months  without 
employment.  The  speaker  did  not  approve  of  extending  indiscriminate 
charity  to  those  who  were  able  to  help  themselves,  for  under  certain  circuni- 
stances  charity  was  almost  an  evil.  There  is  no  question  that  there  are 
many  unemployed  laborers  in  this  city  and  the  other  larger  settlemenla  of 
iht  Territory.  What  can  we  do  to  prevent  this  condition  of  affairst  We 
can  do  much  to  remedy  it  by  recognizing  the  great  question  of  the  day — labor 
an<i  capitaL  We  do  not  need  to  cross  the  seas  to  see  what  the  combination 
of  wealth  csa\  do.  We  have  the  influence  of  rich  capitalists  in  our  own  land; 
ead  If  heawe  realize  that  200,000,000  acres  of  public  land  have  been  giim  te 
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these  corporations,  who  do  not  pay  their  proportions  of  the  burdens  of  the 
government,  we  can  see  the  gravity  of  the  case.    These  capitalists  do  not  bear 
any  of  the  burdens  of  taxation,  and  these  fail  upon  those  who  earn  their 
bread  by  the  sweat  of  their  brow,  who  are  not  able  to  conceal  their  property. 
This  condition  of  things  has  called  into  being  the  Nihilists  of  Russia,  the 
Socialists  of  Qermany,  the  Fenians  and  dynamiters  of  England,  Scotland  and 
Ireland,  and  in  our  own  country  trades  unions  and  brotherhoods.    And  this 
is  the  coming  question  of  the  age— the  rock  upon  which  many  nations  will 
be  wrecked.    To-day  the  result  is  contraction,  the  placing  of  capital  in  safety 
in  the  vaults  of  banks.    We  are  gathered  here  to  be  Qod's  people,  and  if  we 
cannot  feel  every  n)an  to  trust  and  deal  justly  with  another,  we  should  at 
least  feel  that  we  have  not  come  here  to  establish  grades  of  distinction,  but 
to  love  God  with  all  our  might,  mind  and  strength,  which  no  man  can  do  un- 
less he  loves  his  neighbor  as  himself.    It  was  gratifying  to  him  to  hear  the 
report  of  Z.  C.  M.  L,  yet  he  hoped  the  sales  of  imported  merchandise  would 
decrease  9700,000,  and  those  of  home-made  articles  increase  $1,000,000.    The 
report  referred  to  had  shown  that  ten  per  cent  were  of  home  production,  and 
ninety  per  cent  of  outside  manufacture.     If  in  the  next  ten  years  we  ean 
reverse  this  statement,  it  will  be  a  creditable  showing,  and  no  man  will  be 
able  to  say  that  the  people  of  Utah  are  paying  half  a  million  dollars  interest 
a  year  to  the  world,  which  is  the  case  to-day,  and  which  is  not  an  evidence 
of  good  financiering.     We  have  been  unwise  and  extravagant  in  the  past, 
4ind  have  bought  much  we  could  have  done  without.     The  speaker  referred 
-to  several  instances  which  had  come  under  his  own  observation,  where  an 
^absurd  and  in  some  cases  ridiculous  course  had  been  taken,  in  caring  for 
property,  for  which  the  owners  had  to  involve  themselves  to  become  the 
flDssessors  of.    The  remedy  for  the  condition  of  things  wbioh  is  confronting 
Oft,  lies  in  ascertaining  faow  many  are  out  of  work,  and  then  in  furnishing  it 
t/b  them.    Our  own  youth  are  growing  up  m  idleness,  and  at  is  of  the  highest 
ibipo»bance  to  furnish  them  tooie  kind  of  employment,  and  this  can  be  done 
By  making  the  90  per  cent,  of  our  merchandise  sales  of  home  manofacture. 
It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  substance  of  this  people  hae  been  drained  oat 
of  our  country  and  poured  into  the  coffers  of  the  outsiders.     If  we  continue 
ibis  course  in  the  future  as  we  have  done  in  the  past,  we  will  continue  to 
live  from  hand  to  mouth.    There  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  be  the 
iieheet  people  of  the  earth,  and  if  we  had  done  as  our  leaders  have  oonnseled 
th,  we  would  be.    He  could  not  regret  hearing  of  the  failure  of  such  merchants 
as  had  dealt  exclusively  in  outside  manufactures,  and  had  bronght  the  people 
into  this  sort  of  bondage;  but  he  rejoiced  in  hearing  of  the  prosperity  and 
suocess  of  every  man  or^eempany  eqgaged  in  home  roannfactmre,  or  in  seek- 
ing to  add  to  the  wealth  andpewer  of  our  communitiea 

APOaTLB  AIAXaX  CARRINOTOK 

Addressed  the  Conference.  He  had  been  interested  for  many  years  in  tiie 
tailding  np  of  home  enterprises.  In  the  pioneer  days,  when  Utah  was  fint 
settled,  all  had  to  work  fev  a  living' or  go  without  Many^had  sinoe  beeome 
lioL  Qreed  of  gain  is^an  abomination  in  the  sight  ef  Qbd^  and- the  qain« 
t^saenoe  of  selfisfaneM.  No  /person  impregnated  with  tbi^  f  eelingi  «aii  lira  ae> 
,  0ligi^gtAgL  ia  the  sight  of  Jehovah.    It  is  oar  duty  to  boild  eaoh  other  up^  not 
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molj  spiritually,  but  also  financially.  If  all  were  doinp:  that,  our  coarse  would 
be  much  more  acceptable  to  God  than  it  now  is.  We  should  live,  let  live, 
and  help  to  live.  How  many  of  us  are  taking  this  coursel  We  all  should 
be  thus  engaged.  It  is  a  source  of  thankfulness  that  we  are  improving  in 
Ihat  direction.  All  should  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  Qod  and  His  righteous- 
Beas,  and  attain  to  that  unity  that  is  desirable.  We  have  been  in  this  school 
—a  few  of  us — over  fifty  years.  We  have  made  mucli  more  advancement  in 
anstaining  each  other  than  h<is  been  made  in  the  world,  but  we  are  slow  to 
move  in  that  direction.  We  are  not  all  apt  scholars  in  the  school  of  ex- 
perience; Babylon  with  her  institutions  and  ways  has  crept  into  the  com* 
inanity.  Especially  is  this  the  case  in  the  larger  towns— notably  in  Salt 
Lake  City.  Those  who  cling  to  Babylon  will  fall  with  her,  for  how  can  it 
be  otlierwisel  These  influences,  however,  are  presented  to  our  children,  and 
they  exercise  their  jigency  in  choosing  the  evil  and  the  good  as  they  elect. 
The  time  has  not  yet  come  when  sin  can  be  banished  entirely.  The  speaker 
continued  to  exhort  the  Saints  to  throw  off  every  selfish  sentiment,  and  seek 
to  work  and  operate  not  only  for  individual  benefit,  but  the  general  good, 
that  the  interests  of  the  entire  community  may  be  subserved.

Addressed  the  Conference:  Our  Conference  thus  far  has  been  most  satis* 
factory.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  has  been  manifested,  and  an  enjoyable  time 
has  been  the  result.  The  subject  treated  upon  by  Brother  F.  D.  Richards — 
the  responsibility  resting  upon  parents  in  instructing  their  children  when 
they  are  young,  is  of  great  importance.  If  this  duty  is  not  performed,  the 
ains  of  the  children  not  properly  trained  will  rest  upon  the  parents.  The 
Lord  is  solicitous  that  those  choice  spirits  which  had  been  reserved  to  come 
forth  and  take  pnrt  €n  rolling  forth  His  work  should  be  properly  prepared 
for  the  important  duties  lying  before  them  in  that  connection.  Religious 
teachers  of  the  world  understand  the  importance  of  bending  the  mental  twig 
when  it  is  young  and  tender,  and  they  consequently  establish  their  schools 
and  missions  here  to  win  our  children  from  the  religion  of  their  fathers. 
Satan  desires  that  they  should  thus  be  seduced  from  the  truth  that  he  may 
add  to  the  one-third  of  the  sons  of  Qod  whom  he  led  into  rebellion  in  the 
iternal  world.  There  are  other  missions  and  missionaries  besides  those 
already  referred  ta     There  appear  to  be  government  officials  who  have

missions,  or  imagine  tbey  haye.  Their  purpose  is  to  turn  the  Saints  away 
from  that  which  God  has  established.  They  are  as  much  missionaries  ia 
their  special  lines,  as  the  Elders  are  in  theirs  who  go  into  the  nations  to 
preach  the  Qospel.  Seeing  we  have  had  the  plan  of  salvation  confided  to  vm^ 
we  should  be  well  established  in  the  truth.  If  the  Saints  had  been  a  wicked 
people,  it  would  not  have  been  necessary  for  us  to  expend  large  sums  oC 
money  to  gather  to  this  country,  as  the  facilities  for  the  pursuit  of  corruption 
are  more  than  ample  abroad  in  the  countries  from  whence  we  came.  We  are 
commanded  by  the  Lord,  as  a  requirement  of  the  Qospel,  to  baptize  thoso 
who  believe  oar  message  and  repent,  by  immersion  for  the  remission  of  their 
sins.  It  would  be  just  as  consistent  to  prevent  us  from  administering  that 
ordinance  as  any  other  principle  or  part  of  our  faith.  Yet  attempts  are  made 
to  prevent  us  enjoying  the  exercise  of  our  religious  views.  The  laws  of  the 
Church  are  strict  in  relation  to  personal  purity.  The  commission  of  adultery 
involves  the  expulsion  from  the  body  religious  of  those  who  are  guilty  of 
this  crime,  which  is  regarded  among  the  Saints  as  next  in  enormity  to  mur- 
der. The  charges  of  corruption  against  the  Saints  are  without  foundation. 
The  speaker  bore  a  strong  testimony  to  the  divine  authenticity  of  the  Church* 

APOSTLE  GEORGE  TEA8DALE 

Was  the  next  speaker:  I  can  bear  a  testimony  that  God  has  spoken  from 
the  heavens,  and  sent  forth  Apostles  to  confer  authority  to  preach  the  Qospel 
and  warn  the  people  of  coming  judgments.  The  Lord  is  fultilling  the  pur- 
poses which  He  has  pre-determined,  and  the  Qospel  is  being  proclaimed  as 
a  witness  before  the  second  advent  of  our  Lord.  Men  have  not  t^iken  this 
authority  upon  themselves.  It  has  been  conferred  upon  them  by  direction 
of  the  Almighty.  If  it  was  necessary  for  Christ  to  be  sent  of  Qod,  so  it  is 
also  that  all  who  administer  in  the  things  of  Qod  should  be  similarly  author- 
ized. The  responsibility  connected  with  this  message  is  great,  and  the 
natural  man  shrinks  from  it.  Joseph  Smith  had  a  vision  of  the  Father  and 
the  Son,  and  it  was  made  known  that  the  authority  of  heaven  should  be  con^ 
f erred  upon  man.  Thus  could  the  Prophet  say  he  knew  that  Qod  lived,  be- 
cause he  had  seen  Him.  Heavenly  messengers  subsequently  appeared  to 
Joseph  Smith  and  instructed  him,  and  the  Prophet  received  and  published 
the  record  of  the  ancient  inhabitants  of  this  continent,  which  was  an  authen- 
tic and  inspired  book.  Joseph  Smith  also  received  at  the  hands  of  John  the 
Baptist  the  Aaronic  Priesthoed,  and  from  Peter,  James  and  John  the  Highev 
Priesthood  after  the  order  of  Molchisedec.  It  was  necessary  to  restore  this 
authority  and  Priesthood,  because  it  had  been,  in  the  days  of  the  primitive 
Church,  driven  from  the  earth,  those  who  held  it  having  been  slain  because 
of  their  testimony  of  the  Redeemer.  The  preaching  of  the  Gospel  and  the 
gathering  of  its  recipients  in  this  dispensation  has  been  accompiislicd  by  the 
Almighty  through  His  authority  which  He  had  sent  to  earth.  S*  me  of  the 
people  professing  to  be  Saints  so  far  forgot  their  sacred  duty  to  their  children, 
as  to  hand  them  over  to  the  tender  mercies  c»f  thtse  who  are  opposed  to  the 
kingdom  of  God,  to  be  taught  by  them.  He  prayed  that  the  blessing  of  God 
might  rest  upon  the  people,  and  concluded  by  stating  that  those  who  are  im-^ 
worthy  should  not  be  permitted  to  enter  holy  places  and  officiate  vicariously 
for  the  dead. 
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After  the  choir  sang  the  anthern,  "  Great  is  the  Lord/'  the  Conference  ad- 
journed till  2  p.m.,  with  benediction  by  Apostle  John  W.  Taylor. 

Afternoon  session  commenced  at  2  o'clock,  by  the  choir  singing: 

Earth  with  her  ten  thousand  flowers, 
Air  with  all  its  beams  and  showers. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  Apostle  Ileber  J.  Grant,  after  which  the  choir  sang: 

Arise !  arise !  with  joy  survey 
l^he  glory  of  the  latter  day. 
President  George  Q.  Cannon  submitted  a  report  showing  the  amount  of 
donations  to  the  Manti  Temple. 

A  report  of  the  auditing  committee,  to  the  effect  that  they  had  examined 
the  accounts  of  the  Trustee-in-Trust,  was  submitted.  On  motion  it  was  ac- 
cepted and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

A  list  of  missionaries  called  to  various  parts  of  the  world  w^as  read,  the 
^ote  to  sustain  the  brethren  selectei  for  this  labor  being  unanimous. 

PRESIDENT  JOHN  TAYLOR 

Addressed  the  assemblage.  He  delivered  an  elaborate  and  comprehensive 
discourse,  taking  up  the  thread  of  his  remarks  given  at  the  Priesthood  meet- 
ing the  night  before.  He  dwelt  upon  the  designs  and  purposes  of  the  Most 
High  in  the  redemption  of  the  earth  and  the  human  family.  The  sentiments 
and  principles  he  enunciated  were  of  a  lofty  and  exalted  character,  and  as 
ao  adequate  idea  of  the  nature  of  the  discourse  could  not  well  be  conveyed 
in  a  brief  synopsis,  we  prefer  not  to  present  one,  but  to  await  its  publication 
in  full,  in  which  form  it  will  be  presented  in  due  time.  A  subsequent  part 
of  President  Taylor  s  remarks  was  devoted  to  a  detailed  description  of  tha 
order  and  organ izatlun  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  the  duties,  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  Priesthood,  whose  operations  must  be  in  accord  with  the 
principles  of  righteousnes.^,  otherwise  the  Heavens  withdraw  themselves,  and 
the  authority  and  force  of  those  who  deviate  from  the  line  of  uprightness 
depart.  He  also  spoke  upon  other  topics  of  vital  importance  to  the  Latter- 
day  8  lints,  and  incidentally  to  the  world  at  large. 

The  choir  sang,  the  congregation  joining: 

The  Spirit  of  Grod  like  a  fire  is  burning. 

Conference  adjourned  till  10  a.m.  on  Tuesday,  with  benediction  by  Elder 
L.  John  Nuttall.

PRESIDENT  JOHN   TAYLOR 

Addressed  the  Conference  in  relation  to  the  accusations  made  against  the 
Latter-day  Saints  by  their  traducers,  to  the  effect  that  they  are  immoral  and 
corrupt.  He  stated  that  he  would  not  dwell  upon  the  crimes  of  the  occusera 
of  the  Saints  if  we  were  not  on  the  defensive,  but  they  made  it  imperatiye 
that  tbey  should  be  exposed.  At  the  President's  reiiuest,  President  Qeo.  Q. 
Cannon  read  criminal  statistics  of  Utah,  taken  from  the  official  records^ 
showing  that  over  ten  times  the  amount  of  crime  is  committed  iu  the  Ter- 
ritory proportionately  by  non-"  Mormons"  than  by  people  professing  to  be 
"Mormons.''  He  continued  to  speak  for  some  time  upon  the  corruptions, 
chicanery  and  perHdy  practiced  upon  the  Latter-day  Saints  by  designing 
schemers.  He  asserted  that  great  numbers  of  honorable  people  despised 
these  outrageous  doings  as  much  as  we  do. 

[President  Cannon,  at  the  request  of  the  speaker,  then  read  statistics  from 
papers  published  by  notable  Eastern  authorities,  showing  the  horrioly  im- 
moral condition  of  society  in  the  New  England  States.] 
.  Resuming,  President  Taylor  said  these  people  described  by  the  statemeat» 
read  are  tho^e  who  arc  so  horrified  at  the  immoral  situation  in  Utah,  and- 
^m  them  come  our  would-be  reformers.  He  was  gratified  that  men  could 
W  found  who  are  ready  to  denounce  such  abominable  praoticea     His  pui^ 
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pose  in  having  dioee  statements  read,  in  relation  to  infanticide  and  otiMur 
crioies,  was  two-fold.  One  was  to  exhibit  the  true  character  of  those  wha 
perpetrated  them,  and  the  other  was  to  warn  the  Saints  against  such  char* 
acters,  some  of  whom  were  endeavoring  to  insinuate  themselves  into  the 
society  and  houses  of  the  people  of  Qod.  No  such  persons  could  have  any 
lot  or  place  among  the  Saints,  and  on  no  consideration  could  they  be  per- 
mitted to  enjoy  the  privOeges  of  the  Gospel.  He  warned  the  officers  of  th6 
Church  against  giving  recommends  to  adulterers,  murderers,  or  either  mea 
or  women  who  are  guilty  of  the  unnatural  crimes  which  had  been  defined  ia 
the  extracts  which  had  been  presented.  He  directed  that  those  guilty  of 
such  practices  be  cut  off  the  Church,  and  requested  that  all  who  favored  thiis 
view  should  suy  aye.  The  response  was  a  shout  of  ayes  that  seemed  almost 
to  make  the  building  tremble. 

President  Taylor  then  changed  the  tenor  of  his  discourse,  branching  upon 
the  temporal  affairs* of  the  Saints.  He  gave  an  interesting  review  of  the  ex- 
periences of  the  Saints  in  this  connection  in  the  past.  There  had  been  a  de- 
pression of  late  in  monetary  affairs,  and  improvements  in  the  shape  of  new 
buildings  had  not  been  so  numerous  recently  as  some  time  ago.  He  de- 
scribed a  visit  by  himself  and  associates  in  the  Priesthood  to  what  ate  now 
known  as  the  Bannock  and  Oneida  Stakes,  where  the  land  and  other  facilities 
are  good  and  settlements  are  growing  up.  More  people  are  wanted  to  help 
develop  those  portions  of  the  country,  and  a  similar  situation  exists  in  the 
Mutb.  Those  who  are  out  of  employment  are  wanted  to  go  to  such  places* 
where  there  is  plenty  of  room.  There  are  room  and  opportunities  for  aU 
kinds  of  mechanics,  especially  in  the  building  lines,  as  well  as  other  branches 
of  business,  in  Bannock  and  other  outlying  Stakes,  and  those  who  had  no 
work  in  the  older  settled  parts  should  make  their  way  to  the  more  sparseljr< 
populated  portions  of  the  country.  The  speaker  had  advised,  in  the  newly 
formed  settlements,  that  when  the  people  build  houses,  they  should  con« 
struct  them  according  to  a  comely  and  intelligent  plan,  that  beautiful  hornet 
may  be  reared.  Those  who  wished  to  adopt  this  advice  about  going  into  the 
country,  should  call  upon  Bishop  Prestun,  that  the  method  of  getting  to 
those  places  may  be  decided  upon. 

In  answer  to  questions  put  by  President  Taylor  to  President  Ricks  o£ 
Bannock,  and  President  Hendricks  of  Oneida  Stake,  as  to  whether  they 
could  employ  a  number  of  new  settlers  acquainted  with  the  various  branches 
of  industry,  they  responded  in  the  affirmative. 

The  next  topic  touched  upon  was  the  situation  of  Z.  C.  M.  L,  which  was- 
established  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  the  interests  of  co-operation  ia 
mercantile  and  manufacturing  directions.  It  is  in  a  solid  and  flourishing 
condition,  notwithstanding  the  general  stringency  of  the  times.  There  is 
not  a  better  nor  safer  institution  in  this  Territory.  There  are  a  number  of 
*'  Mormon''  and  non-**  Mormon"  stores,  and  21  C.  M.  L  does  more  in  relation 
to  home  manufactures  than  all  these  put  together.  The  speaker  then  read  m 
concise  statement  in  regard  to  what  the  institution  had  done  in  that  line. 
He  also  stated  that  arrangements  had  been  made  to  conduct  the  industry  of 
manufacturing  clothing,  and  for  the  furtherance  of  this  branch  it  had  agreed 
with  the  Provo  Woolen  Factory  for  the  purchase  of  its  entire  product  of  cloth 
In  the  same  connection  of  home  enterprises,  the  Deseret  Newt  Company

Iiad  erected  a  paper  mill,  with  a  capacity  for  fmannfacturing  all  the  paper  of 
Clarions  qualities  needed  in  the  Territory,  ai^d  altogether  a  good  deal  of 
progress  was  being  made.  The  Board  of  Trade  should  bestir  themselves  and 
help  to  accelerate  these  industries,  that  we  may  gradually  become  self- 
•upporting. 

President  Taylor  expressed  regret  at  the  carelessness  that  had  been  ex- 
hibited by  many  people  indebted  to  the  Perpetual  Emigration  Fund.  Four 
years  ago  9800,000  of  the  amount  due  that  fund  had  been  forgiven  to  those 
owing  it  About  the  same  amount  as  that  named  still  remained  upon  the 
books,  and  since  then  but  S25,000  of  that  sum  had  been  refunded  by  indi- 
^dnals  obligated.  This  was  a  lamentable  showing,  and  if  the  law  of  Qod 
were  applied  to  those  who  had  been  so  negligent  in  relation  to  paying  their 
just  debts,  aud  had  thus  robbed  the  poor  of  their  rights,  some  of  them  would 
have  to  be  severed  from  the  Church. 

APOSTLE  HBBER  J.   GRANT 

Hoped  that  he  mi^ht  enjoy  a  portion  of  the  same  Spirit  which  had  prompted 
the  utterances  of  all  the  speakers  at  the  Conference.  He  could  well  under- 
stand that  to  live  our  religion  required  a  constant  exertion  on  our  part  In 
brief,  the  whole  of  this  religion  is  to  live  lives  of  righteousness.  Many  be- 
lieved that  if  they  are  barely  able  to  hold  a  standing  in  the  Church  they  are 
still  living  their  religion.  The  fallacy  of  such  an  idea — that  simple  faith  or 
belief  without  works  was  sufficient,  was  briefly  touched  upon,  and  the  speaker 
declared  it  his  belief  that  no  person  who  does  nothing  toward  building  the 
houses  of  God  had  a  right  to  enter  those  houses  and  take  part  in  the  bles- 
sings and  privileges  therein  conferred.  Referring  to  our  position  in  the 
world,  he  said:  honest,  upright  men  not  of  us  recognize  the  merits  of  the 
Saints  and  their  honesty  of  dealing,  while  it  is  only  by  those  who  are  not 
themselves  above  reproach  that  the  calumnies  against  us  are  set  iu  circula- 
tion. He  regretted  the  growing  tendency  among  the  Saints  to  run  into  debt, 
and  urged  farmers  in  the  purchase  of  machinery  to  use  more  wisdom,  and 
the  people  generally  to  adopt  a  more  healthy  method  of  financiering.  Suffi- 
cient instruction  had  been  given  ak  this  Conference  to  enable  the  Saints,  if 
they  would  observe  it,  to  make  a  great  improvement  on  their  past  record» 
and  he  prayed  that  they  might  be  enabled  to  do  so. 

APOSTLE  JOHN  W.   TAYLOR 

Had  been  reminded  on  hearing  the  remarks  and  statements  of  President 

Taylor,  of  the  admonition  of  the  Savior  to  those  who  could  discern  the  signs 

of  the  sky,  but  were  not  able  to  discern  the  signs  of  the  times.    John  the 

Bevelator  had  been  moved  to  cry  out  concerning  the  judgments  that  would 

come  upon  the  earth,  and  it  was  to  escape  these,  and  to  fulfill  many  other 

predictions  of  the  ancient  Prophets,  that  the  Saints  had  gathered  out  of  all 

aationa    He  prayed  that  our  strongest  desire,  now  that  we  are  gathered  here, 

might  be  to  remain  firm,  and  devote  all  our  strength  to  the  building  up  and 

establishment  of  the  kingdom  of  Ood  upon  the  earth.

THE    PRESIDENTIAL    ELECTION. 


-o- 


TuESBAY,  the  4th  of  the  present  month,  was  a  notable  day— one  that  has 
been  looked  forward  t<»  for  montlis  past  by  the  people  of  the  United  States 
with  a  great  deal  of  interest.  That  was  the  day  set  for  the  Presidential 
election  to  take  place,  when  the  two  great  political  parties  of  the  nation  were 
•to  strive  for  the  uiabtery — each  trying  to  elect  its  candidate  to  the  highest  office 
in  the  gift  of  the  nation.  Parry  iceliug  has  been  very  intense  for  some  time 
past  throughout  the  Union,  and  growing  more  so  every  day  as  the  time  ft»r  the 
election  drew  near.  Politicians  have  exerted  themselves  to  the  utmost  to 
influence  the  public  in  favor  <»f  their  resptctive  candidates  and  prejudice 
them  against  the  rival  aspirants  for  the  high  office.  Acrimonious  expressions 
have  been  freely  indulged  in,  vituperation  and  abuse  Iiave  been  called  into 
play  in  the  public  speeches  made,  and  the  new8pa])er8  of  the  land  have 
abounded  with  scandalous  stories  and  recriminating  statements  concerning 
the  lives  public  and  private  of  the  men  who  have  been  nominated.  The 
spectacle  which  that  great  nation  has  presented  before  the  world  during  all 
this  strife,  is  anything  but  gratifying  to  one  viewing  it  from  a  distance  who 
feels  any  pride  in  the  institutions  of  the  country.  It  is  certainly  humiliating 
to  think  that  a  man  cannot  be  nominated  for  such  an  cffice  in  that  land  with- 
out having  his  private  character  assailed,  and  every  peccadillo  of  his  life 
magnified  until  he  is  made  to  a))pear  as  the  worst  of  criminals.  And  it  seems 
a  pity  that  men  cannot  be  found  qualified  to  till  such  an  office  whoso  lives  are 
above  reproach— against  whom  nothing  discreditable  could  Jbe  said  truthfully. 
The  fact, however,  of  every  candidate  being  doomed  to  suffer  abuse  and  slander, 
would  naturally  deter  the  best  and  pure&t  of  men  irom  allowing  themselves 
to  be  nominated,  and  leave  only  the  more  reckless  and  adventurous  in  the 
arena.  Facts  have  been  developed  by  the  public  airing  which  the  ciiuracters 
of  the  two  principal  candidates  for  the  office  of  President  have  received, 
¥rhich  are  anything  but  creditable  to  them.  Mr.  Cleveland  has  been  proved 
.guilty  (»f  immorality  in  years  past,  and  has  acknowledged  the  fact  Im- 
morality in  early  life  has  also  been  laid  to  Mr.  Blaine's  charge,  and  statements 
.made  concerning  it  which  he  has  so  far  failed  to  clear  up.  Corruption  in 
office  is  another  charge  which  is  brought  against  him,  and  there  is  reason  for 
believing  him  guilty.  Thus  the  two  principal  candidates,  whatever  their 
^respective  qualifications  may  be  for  the  office,  or  the  purity  of  their  motives 
in  aspiring  to  it,  stand  damaged  in  some  degree  by  their  past  record  in  the 
^eyes  of  the  notion. 
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The  undue  eagerness  with  which  offices  are  sought  in  that  nation  is  another 
feature  about  its  present  status  which  is  not  calculated  to  enhance  one's 
pride  in  the  institutioMs  of  the  republic.  The  good  old  axiom,  that  "  the 
office  should  seek  the  man,  and  not  the  man  the  office,"  seems  to  be  entirely 
de]>8rted  frmn.  We  look  in  vain  for  a  Cincinnatus  being  called  from  his 
plow  to  assume  the  reins  of  government,  withoat  hayiag  wpkwd  to  sneh 
a  position,  but  accepting  it  with  a  grave  and  conscientious  sense  of  the 
responsibility  it  involved.  On  the  other  hand,  we  behold  men  clHmoring  for 
office  and  bidding  for  popular  favor,  regardless  of  the  dignity  that  ought  to 
characterize  an  oflicer  of  a  great  republic,  and,  it  is  to  be  feared,  with  too 
ill  tie  regard  f<>r  the  fidelity  with  which  the  duties  of  the  office  should  be 
ditichar;zH(l.  In  this  connection  it  id  but  just  to  state,  though,  that  Mr.  Cleve- 
land, t!ie  Democratic  candidate,  has  manifested  more  dignity  and  selfrcHpect 
than  his  rival,  iMr.  Blaine,  while  the  contest  has  been  going  on,  I  y  remaining 
at  htune  while  the  latter  has  been  going  about  the  country  making  personal 
appeals  to  the  people  for  support 

Another  feature  of  the  Presidential  omvass  is  especially  discreditable  to  the 
nation,  and  that  is  the  downright  falsifying  that  is  done  by  either  party  to 
dam  igH  the  chances  of  the  other.  This  is  one  of  the  most  common  practices^ 
For  instance),  the  Kepublican  papers,  from  one  end  of  the  land  to  the  other, 
published  the  statement  that  '^Mormon"  money  was  being  subsidized  for  the 
election  of  the  Democratic  candidate.  Here  is  the  statement  as  published  by 
the  New  York  Times  in  a  spirit  of  irony: 

**  Frt>ra  a  source  which  it  considers  entirely  trustworthy,  the  Republican  National 
Committee  announced  yesterday  that  it  had  learned  that  immediately  after  the  nomina* 
tion  of  Cleveland  and  Hendricks  the  Mormon  Council  met  in  Salt  Lake  City  and 
decided  to  bupport  Mr.  Cleveland  and  Democratic  Congressmen.  Owing  to  circiim- 
fltances  unfortunately  beyond  its  control,  the  Mormon  Church  cannot  go  on  the  stump 
and  advocate  the  election  of  candidates  it  may  favor.  But  it  can  pour  out  its  treasures 
t6  the  came  end,  and  that  the  Republican  National  Committee  says  it  is  informed  th* 
council  decided  to  do. 

**  One -tenth  of  the  church  tithing  is  to  be  handed  over  to  the  Democratic  National 
Committee,  to  use  as  it  sees  fit  Already  the  smoke  of  the  approaching  trains  bearing' 
this  argosy  can  be  seen  on  the  western  horizon.  Great  fear  is  felt  that  a  train  or  twa 
may  be  run  upon  a  siding  in  Ohio  and  the  head  of  a  few  casks  knocked  in  there.  In. 
return  for  this  benefaction  Utah  is  to  be  admitted  into  the  Union  as  a  State,  according 
to  solemn  promise  made  by  the  Democratic  Committee.  When  that  shall  be  done  th» 
Mormons  further  agree  to  send  two  Democratic  Senators  down  to  Washington  f rum  the 
Utah  legislature.  Careful  inquiry  failed  to  disclose  the  value  in  vulgar  doUan  and 
cents  of  this  treasure,  but  that  it  i^  sufficient  to  do  a  great  deal  of  mischief  the  Repub- 
lican National  Committee  has  no  kind  of  doubt." 

Even  the  Christian  I/erald,  of  England,  takes  up  the  cry,  and  says  in  a 
historical  sketch  of  Mr.  Blaine,  just  published:  "The  ex-aluvehoiders,  the 
Mormons,  and  the  v^hinkey  and  gamblini^  ring  of  the  country,  are  united  and 
unan  mous  in  endeivoriiig  to  elect  a  notoriously  corrupt  and  licentious  man 
to  the  presidency.  The  only  hoj»o  of  defeating  them  is  to  unite  Uf>oa  Mr. 
Blaine,  the  candidate  of  the  p:irty  who  supported  Lincoln,  Grant  and  Garfield.*^ 

This  libel  obtaineil  such  wide  circulation  that  it  was  found  necessary  for 
the  Church  authorities  to  refute  it,  which  they  did  as  follows:

'*  An  Associated  Press  telegram  of  the  eleventh  alleged  that  your  committee  had  re- 
otnTed  information  from  a  source  it  considered  trustworthy,  that  the  '  Mormon'  Church 
mw  taking  a  hand  in  the  pending  political  canvass  in  behalf  of  the  National  Democratio 
ticket;  Ihat  at  a  Council  of  the  *  Mormon'  Church  in  Salt  Lake  City,  it  was  voted  to 
pTe  the  National  Democratic  Committee  one-tenth  of  the  Church  tithing,  to  be*>iu!ed  in . 
aiding  the  election  of  Cleveland,  and,  if  possible,  a  majority  in  both  Houses  of  Cbb^ss; 
in  return  for  this  contribution  the  *  Mormon'  Council  secured  a  promise  from  the  Demo- 
cratic Committee  that  in  the  event  of  success,  Utah  shall  be  admitted  as  a  State.  It  is 
■bo  alleged  that  as  an  additional  inducement  for  Utah's  admission,  the  Council  ]>romiBed 
that  she  will,  as  a  Democratic  State,  send  two  Democrats  to  the  United  Sates  Senate. 

*'  We  are  the  only  persons  who  can  authoritatively  speak  or  act  in  a  matter  like  that 
referred  to  above.  We  emphatically  deny  all  the  allegations  in  said  telegram,  and  assert 
ttkat  the  *  Mormon'  Church  has  taken  no  part  in  the  pending  political  campaign,  and  has 
neither  appropriated  nor  given  a  dollar  to  either  party.  Neither  the  Church  nor  any 
nember  of  it  authorized  to  act  in  its  behalf,  has  been  approached  by  the  National  De- 
moeratic  Committee,  or  agent  or  person  acting  for  it,  asking  for  funds  for  campaign 
pnrpoees.  Nor  has  there  been  any  cemmunication  of  any  nature  whatever  between  the 
Democratic  Committee  and  the  '  Mormon'  Church,  or  any  of  its  officials.  We  desire  to 
make  the  denial  of  the  above 'named  slanders  most  emphatic  and  sweeping.

The  election  day  has  passed;  the  agony  is  over,  and  the  people  of  the 
coaotry  have  probably  settled  down  to  the  ordinary  business  of  life,  which  was 
partially  suspended  during  the  excitement  of  the  great  occasion  tbnt  comes 
only  once  in  four  years.  We  are  not,  however,  prepared  to  state  positively 
the  result,  for  the  news  received  thus  far  has  been  most  conflicting.  Nor  is 
the  result  of  such  interest  to  the  Latter- duy  Saints  as  to  the  people  of  the 
nation  generally.  They,  or  at  least  the  majority  of  them — those  who  live  in 
Territories,  have  not  the  privilege  of  voting  for  the  election  of  the  President; 
they  look  for  no  favors  from  either  candidates  or  party,  and  few  of  them 
claim  any  connection  with  either  of  the  great  political  parties.  Inusmuch, 
however,  as  the  election  of  the  President  may  involve  a  change  in  the  iifiicers 
who  are  sent  to  govern  the  Territories,  it  is  of  some  interest  to  the  Saints; 
and,  indeed,  it  would  be  were  this  not  the  case,  for  they  are  interested  in  the 
progress  or  decadence  of  all  nations,  a  work  in  which  they  acknowledge  the 
overruling  providence  of  the  Almighty,  and  they  hold  themselves  in  readiness 
to  do  their  part  in  fuUilling  the  great  destiny  which  has  been  marked  out  for 
them — that  of  sustaining  and  perpetuating  a  correct  form  of  government, 
free  from  the  evils  which  disgrace  most  of  the  governments  of  the  day.

NEWS  FROM  THE  EMIGRANTS. 

Elder  Geo.  Goddard  writes  from  on  board  the  S.S.  Arizona^  Nov.  2,  1884^ 
as  follows: 

'*  At  5-30  p.m.  yesterday,  by  the  aid  of  a  friendly  tide,  our  vessel  was  enabled  to  leaTe 
her  mooring  and  make  a  fair  start  towards  her  destination.  We  soon  found  oorselTes 
steaming  .iway  at  the  rate  of  twelve  to  fourteen  knots  per  hour.  In  a  short  time  Presi* 
dent  J.  A.  Smith  called  the  Elders  together  to  talk  over  what  arrangements  would  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  regulation  of  our  affairs  while  crossing  the  briny  ocean.  George 
Goddard  was  appointed  secretary  and  Leo.  H.  Clawson  assistant  secretary.  Brother 
Smith  also  requested  the  nine  Elders  present  to  render  him  what  assistance  would  be 
needed  for  the  comfort,  safety  and  well-being  of  the  Saints  on  board.  After  having 
prayeru  together,  we  all  repaired  to  the  permanent  steerage,  found  all  the  Saints  hi^pj 
and  singing  lustily: 

*'  *  0  Babylon,  we  bid  thee  farewell.' 

"  At  the  cciuclusion  President  J.  A.  Smith  was  introduced  to  them  aa  having  chazgo  of 
the  company,  and  in  a  kind  fatherly  manner  gave  the  Saints  all  necessary  instructkma, 
as  to  being  cleanly  in  their  persons,  discreet  in  their  deportment,  retiring  to  bed  in  good 
season,  rising  early,  and  particularly  in  regard  to  remembering  their  prayers  night  and 
morning,  at  which  times  the  Elders  would  meet  with  them.  To  all  of  these  things  the 
Saints,  with  uplifted  hands,  promised  submission.  Prayer  was  then  offered  by  Elder 
George  Goddard,  after  which  other  songs  were  sung,  and  all  the  Saints  felt  that  it  wsa 
good  to  be  there.  It  was  very  evident  that  most,  if  not  all  present,  were  on  the  Lord'i 
side;  at  least,  you  would  naturally  think  so  from  the  way  they  took  up  the  chorus. 

*'  Early  this  (Sunday)  morning  we  found  many  of  the  Saints  passing  through  a  similar 
experience  to  what  others  have  before  them.  The  breakfast  table  was  not  crowded; 
quite  a  few  were  inl^ed  and  did'nt  want  to  get  up;  some  had  been  sick— others  wanted 
to  and  could'nt,  and  many  were  sitting  out  on  deck,  with  warm  wraps  around  them, 
waiting  for  something  to  turn  up. 

**  It  is  now  ten  o'clock,  and  we  have  just  reached  Queenstown.  All  the  Saints  are  o& 
deck,  washed  and  clean;  some  have  partially  recovered,  and  others  are  anxiously  waiting 
to  do  so.  All  the  Utah  Elders  and  Sister  Hopwood  and  daughter  were  prompt  in  their 
chairs  at  the  breakfast  table,  which  fully  explains  our  situation.  We  are  all  well,  sod 
feel  in  our  hearts  to  bless  and  praise  God  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  watchcare  over 
us  thus  far. 

**  Weather  fine;  cool,  pleasant  breeze." 

PROSELYTING    IN  INDIA. 

Elder  Wm.  Willes,  writing  to  us  from  No.  12,  40  Street,  Rangoon,  Britifih 
Burinah,  Oct.  10,  1884,  says: 

'*  I  received  a  note  lately  from  persons  resi'ding,  here  expressing  a  desire  for  me  to  Tint 
them,  as  they  were  believing  in  the  divine  mission  of  Joseph  Smith  and  wished  to  bt 
baptized.  I  left  Calcutta  on  the  2nd,  on  board  the  S.S.  Malda^  and  having  received 
kind  attention  on  the  voyage  from  Mr.  Dick,  chief  engineer,  I  arrived  here  on  Snndsj 
last,  and  was  very  kindly  received  by  Mrs.  Isabella  Cooper  and  her  son,  bothol  whom  I 
baptized  on  the  third  day  after  my  arrival.  I  have  commenced  preaching  in  the  opensiif 
having  been  prevented  from  holding  meetings  in  a  hall  of  the  Grood  Templars,  (which  had 
been  placed  at  my  disposal  by  that  body)  by  a  Baptist  priest  named  Densfield,  who  had 
worked  in  the  undercurrent  with  the  owner  of  the  premises  and  succeeded  in  shutting  dm 
out.  However,  nothing  daunted,  I  went  to  the  building  and  preached  to  a  much  largtf 
audience  than  it  would  contain,  in  the  street  in  front  of  it,  which  caused  Mr.  Gray,  tbe 
independent  editor  of  the  Rangoon  Oazeiit  to  insert  a  most  stinging  rebuke  to  tbt 
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reverend  for  manifesting  such  narrow-minded  bigotry.  Since  then  my  open-air  meetings 
haTe  been  very  numerously  and  respectably  attended,  and  several  gentlemen,  who  board 
at  one  of  the  principal  hotels,  and  have  attended  my  meetings,  have  invited  me  to  dine 
with  them.  They  also  wish  me  to  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  in  their  magnificent  Town 
Hall,  which  seems  inevitable.  Now  that  my  start  has  been  fairly  made,  the  enemy  is 
awake  as  of  yore,  and  they  are  using  the  press  to  retail  the  Solomon  Spaulding  story, 
etc.,  but,  I  know  in  whom  I  trust,  and  fear  them  not,  more  especially  as  Mr.  Gray  has 
unreservedly  opened  the  columns  of  the  GatetU  to  set  forth  our  part  of  the  story.  To 
give  you  an  idea  of  the  interest  attending  my  meetings,  after  an  hour's  discourse  the 
people  follow  me  to  my  lodgings,  earnestly  enquiring  concerning  our  history  and 
doctrines. 

**  I  am  thankful  to  be  enabled  to  say  that  my  health  and  strength  are  unimpaired,  and  I 
feel  as  well  able  to  attend  to  my  duties  as  I  did  when  here  thirty  years  ago.  When  the 
people  enquire  as  to  my  age,  and  get  for  answer  that  three  score  years  and  ten  have 
passed  away  since  my  appearance  on  this  mundane  sphere,  they  manifest  considerable 
scepticism,  yet  this  is  a  fact,  and  I  give  God  the  glory. 

''  I  have  left  Elders  H.  F.  MuCune  and  Milson  R.  Pratt  to  battle  the  watch  in  Cal- 
cutta; they  have  both  proved  themselves  worthy  of  the  trust  reposed  in  them,  and  are  a 
great  help  to  the  cause  in  this  far  off  land. 

''  As  for  G«o.  H.  Booth,  the  man  who  was  instrumental  in  re-opening  this  mission,  ha 
has  apostatized  through  giving  way  to  his  **  Mormons-hating  wife  and  family,  turned 
round,  after  being  blessed  at  home  on  his  visit  to  his  aged  and  faithful  mother.  Sister 
Booth,  the  midwife,  and  abused  everybody  and  everything  we  hold  dear,  and  has  been 
cut  off  the  Church.  He  refused  to  give  up  his  missionary  certificate,  and  it  took  him 
three  months  to  slough  off,  after  repeatedly  transgressing  and  repenting." 


ENCOURAGED. 

Elder  C.  E.  Angell  writes  from  Qrantbam,  Nov.  1,  1884,  as  follows: 

"  Having  just  finished  a  lively  run  through  Lincolnshire,  I  shall  lay  back  on  my  oars 
till  Monday,  and  then  tramp  on.  I  am  favorably  impressed  with  the  good  people  uf  this 
District,  which  will  materially  modify  my  anticipated  burden,  as  a  warm  reception  is  the 
best  plaster  for  sore  heels.*' 


FROM  GERMANY. 

Elder  J.  M.  Tanner,  writing  from  Berlin,  Oct.  27,  1884,  says: 

"  Brother  Schoenfeld  desired  me  to  remain  in  Bern  until  Brother  Smith's  arrival  there, 
so  I  was  in  Bern  a  little  more  than  two  weeks.  It  is  positively  the  worst  place  for  fleas 
I  was  ever  in.  The  English  flea  is  no  comparison.  They  grew  worse  after  Bntther  Pack 
left,  for  I  was  the  only  one  in  the  bed,  and  they  fed  on  me  alone.  Berlin  is  far  prefer- 
able to  Bern  and  I  think  I  shall  enjoy  my  labors  here  very  much.  Yesterday  I  had  been 
here  fifteen  days,  and  spoke  fifteen  minutes  in  meeting.  I  don't  know  that  my  German 
grammar  made  anybody  sick,  if  not,  it  was  not  the  fault  of  the  grammar.  X  made  myself 
understood  to  the  Saints  and  understood  them  after  a  fashion.  It  is  a  very  hard  pull, 
and  it  seems  impossible  for  me  to  think  at  all  in  German;  so  I  must  first  translate  in  my 
mind.  The  two  weeks  I  was  in  Bern  English  was  spoken  almost  entirely  by  the 
brethren,  but  here  it's  Deutsch  or  silence.  The  Saints  here  are  very  hospitable  and  kind 
to  the  Elders.     A  sister  does  up  my  shirts,  and  they  surpass  any  ironing  I  have  ever  seen. 

"On  my  way  here  from  Bern  I  visited  Heidelberg,  Wortberg,  the  home  of  liUther  at 
Wittenberg,  and  the  old  church  on  the  door  of  which  he  tacked  his  ninety-five  theses. 
Linden  Street,  in  Berlin,  puts  the  fiuishing  touoh  to  SDything  I  have  seen.  Th  •  uindows 
too  are  magnificently  ornamented.  An  example:  In  one  window  I  saw  an  a»>urtment 
of  candy  in  geometrical  figures,  placed  in  a  very  novel  style  of  a  candy  basket,  which  was 
set  on  an  ornamented  candy  table,  which,  in  turn,  stood  on  a  decorated  candy  platform* 
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These  Germans  surpass  the  French  in  the  manner  in  whiok  tbtir  ihow  ap  articles  in  the 
windows  by  mirrors. 

•*  I  riae  in  the  morning  at  five  o'clock,  and  begin  my  studies  by  lamp-lights  Tkmjouag 
man  wlio  alMpa  with  me  must  alwajrs  begin  his  work  at  six,  so  I  get  up  when  he  do«^ 
Eleven  and  twelve  MW-avr  hours  for  retiring." 


UTAH    NEWS. 


f  Summarized  from  Territorial  Pape7'$,J 

The  Provo  Woolen  Mills  now  employ  130  persons,  and  the  manufactured 
goods  average  12,000  yards  per  week. 

The  Liberal  Institute,  built  by  the  **  Qodbeites"  of  Salt  Lake  City,  seyeral 
years  since,  has  been  sold  to  the  Presbyterian  Church,  to  be  used  as  a  school 
house. 

P trior  stoves  are  now  being  made  at  the  Salt  Like  Foundry,  which  com- 
pare very  favorably  in  finish,  style  and  substantiality,  with  those  that  are 
imported. 

About  one-eighth  of  the  Territori.il  Insane  Asylum,  which  is  being  erected 
at  Provo,  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  uso  by  Christmas.  This  part  will 
accommodate  eighty  persons. 

Hon.  John  T.  Caine  is  again  the  choice  of  the  People's  Party  for  the  oflBce 
of  Delegate  to  Congress.  The  *'  Liberals"  have  nominated  a  Captain  Hans- 
ford Smith,  a  lawyer-preacher  of  Ogden. 

The  "  Indian  summer"  now  being  enjoyed  in  Salt  Lake  Valley,  la  said  to 
be  very  mild  and  pleasant,  and  one  would  almost  imagine  it  were  spring 
were  it  not  for  the  "sere  and  yellow  leaves." 

Seven  hundred  head  of  cattle— three,  four  and  five  year  old  steers — were 
recently  purchased  by  White  <k  Sons,  butcher.*  of  Salt  Lake  City,  from  Fred. 
Meyer.^,  the  owner  of  Antelope  Island  in  Salt  Lake,  at  an  average  of  $55  each. 

Daring  the  trial  of  Rudger  Clawaon,  on  a  charge  of  polygamy,  which  has 
been  going  on  in  the  Third  District  Court  of  late,  the  anti-"  Mormon"  papers 
published  in  Salt  Lake  City  have  persistently  denounced  the  witnesaes  for 
the  defense  as  liars,  and  endeavored  to  secure  a  conviction  by  appealing  to 
the  popular  prejudice. 

Thera  is  an  Indian  living  at  Tiiistltd  Valley,  who,  a  few  years  ago,  settled 
on  a  piece  of  land  and  went  to  farming  and  stock-raising.  This  year  he 
raised  over  350  bushels  of  grain  by  his  own  labor.  He  owns  nearly  100  head 
of  c.ittle  and  horses;  is  a  peaceable  and  industrious  citizen.  His  name  is 
Santaquin,  and  he  has  a  family. 

Zion's  Co-operative  Mercantile  Institution,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  employs  200 
persons  in  its  home  manufacturing  departments,  and  during  the  past  half 
year  has  turned  out  boots  and  shoes  to  the  amount  of  $58,188f  leather  to  the 
▼alue  of  $27,021,  and  $19,040  worth  of  clothes.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  of  the  institution  a  very  satisfactory  statement  of  the  business 
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was  made,  and  a  dividend  of  five  per  cent,  on  capital  stock  invested  wa 
declared  for  the  past  six  months. 

Presidents  John  Taylor  and  George  Q.  Cannon  were  recently  brought 
before  the  Third  District  Court  as  witnesses  in  the  trial  of  Rudger  Clawson 
on  a  charge  of  polygam}'.  The  testimony  obtained  from  theai,  in  response 
to  the  rigorous  questioning  to  which  they  were  sul»jected,  was  not  very 
gratifying  to  the  prosecution.  President  Taylor  was  asked  to  explain  the 
marriage  ceremony  of  the  Latter-day  Saints,  and  he  declined  to  do  8<>.  For 
a  similar  offense  Brother  D.  H.  Wells  was,  some  years  ago,  adjudged  guilty 
of  contempt  and  imprisoned  in  the  Penitentiary. 

As  we  mentioned  some  months  since,  Provo  has  been  made  the  trading 
post  for  the  Indians  living  on  the  Uinta  Reservation,  instead  of  Park  City, 
^bere  the  Indians  formerly  obtained  their  supplies.  The  reason  for  making 
the  change  was  that  Prov«  is  a  temperance  town,  an«l  the  Indians  in  going 
there  were  not  so  likely  to  get  drunk  and  create  disturbances  and  be  im- 
X>08ed  u|H)n  by  others.  To  the  surprise  of  the  citizens  of  Provo,  the  Indians 
^ho  visited  that  town  lately  were  intoxicated,  and  an  investigation  as  to  the 
source  of  the  illicit  supply  resulted  in  the  arrest  of  the  non"  Mormon"  post- 
master of  Spanish  Fork,  John  Rockhill  by  name,  who  was  caught  in  the  very 
act  of  selling  a  quantity  of  the  rilest  of  whisky  to  the  redskins.  It  is  to  be 
boped  he  will  get  the  full  benefit  of  the  law,  in  which  case  he  will  probably 
aoou  be  languishing  in  the  Penitentiary. 

Edward  Cliff  sends  to  the  Deaeret  News  the  following  sketch  of  the  life  of 
a  centenarian,  Sister  Caroline  Snook  Sraker,  who  recently  died:  **  She  was 
born  near  Albany,  New  York,  Nov.  6,  1783,  and  died  at  Mount  Pleasant, 
Utah,  Sept  29,  1884,  making  her  100  ye^irs,  10  mouths  and  23  days  old  when 
ahe  died.  I  think  she  was  the  oldest  person  in  Utah.  She  came  to  this 
place  six  years  ago  from  St.  Louis,  and  stood  the  fatigue  of  the  journey  re- 
markably well  for  one  of  her  age.  Deceased  was  baptized  into  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  when  95  years  of  age,  the  oldest  person 
baptized  into  the  Church  in  this  dispensation.  She  was  married  to  Conrad 
Btaker,  Feb.  23,  1801,  being  17  years,  3  months  and  17  days  old,  was  the 
mother  of  eleven  children,  all  of  whom  are  dead,  but  one  daughter.  Sister 
Draper,  of  Moroni.  Her  eldest  son,  Niithan  Staker,  died  of  old  age  May  31, 
1864,  being  in  his  83rd  year.  It  was  quite  a  novelty  to  see  the  old  gentle- 
man going  around  leaning  upon  his  staff  with  old  age,  and  to  know  at  the 
aame  time  that  his  mother  was  still  living.  Sister  Staker  was  truly  a  re- 
markable woman,  and  was  in  possession  of  all  her  faculties  except  sight, 
which  failed  her  some  years  ago.  Her  memory  was  very  good,  enabling  her 
to  tell  of  events  that  occured  95  years  since.  She  has  lived  to  see  her  chil- 
dren's children  into  the  fifth  generation.  Two  hundred  and  sixteen  of  her 
descend-ints  live  in  Utah,  and  three  brunches  of  her  family  remain  in  the 

jD'oited  States  and  Canada.

INTERESTING  HKETCH  OF  ITS  PROGRESS. 


Salt  Lake  City,  U.T.,  October  1, 1884. 
■To  tfif  General  Superintendency  and  Officers  of  the  Deseret  Sunday  School 
Union: 

DEAR  Brethren:  The  organization,  development,  growth  and  snccess  of 
the  Deseret  Snndaj  School  Union  form  a  roost  interesting  chapter  in 
the  history  of  the  great  latter-day  work. 
On  the  4th  of  November,  1867,  a  meeting  of  those  interested  in' the  Sunday 

•  Schools  of  the  Saints  was  held  at  the  Thirteenth  Ward  Assembly  HaD,  Salt 
Lake  City,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  Sunday  School  Union.  This  was 
the  first  meeting  held  for  that  purpose.  There  not  being  so  many  present  as 
was  anticipated,  the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  11th  of  that  month  at  the 
same  place.    On  this  latter  occasion  there  was  a  large  attendance;  amongst 

•  those  present  were  Presidents  Brigham  Young  and  Daniel  H.  Wells^  also 
Apostles  George  A.  Smith,  Wilford  Woodruff,  Geo.  Q.  Cannon  and  Brigham 
Young,  jun.  At  this  meeting  the  first  steps  were  taken  towards  a  permanent 
organization,  and  Elder  Geo.  Q.  Cannon  was  elected  President,  with  a  Sec- 
retary and  two  Corresponding  Secretaries.  A  committee  of  three  were  also 
appointed  to  examine  and  decide  upon  books  suitable  for  use  in  our.  Sunday 
Schools.  During  the  meeting,  President  Brigham  Young  spoke  at  considerable 
length,  instrueting  those  present  on  various  points  connected  with  the  Sun- 
day School  movement,  and  the  cause  of  education  in  geseraL  He  was 
followed  by  Elders  Geo.  A.  Smith  and  Geo.  Q.  Cannon.  The  latter  stated 
that  Elder  David  O.  Calder  had  kindly  volunteered  to  teach  the  tonic  8ol-£s

gj'stem  of  music  to  the  Sunday  School  teachers,  ns  soon  as  a  sufficient  num- 
ber came  forward  to  form  a  class,  but  no  permanent  results  followed  this 
gentleman's  generous  proposition. 

It  was  not  until  1872  that  the  Sunday  School  Union  assumed  a  more  com- 
pact and  dtjfinito  shape.  At  tliat  time  a  committee,  appointed  at  a  meeting 
of  Sunday  School  officeri»,  and  composed  of  Brothers  Geo.  Guddard,  John 
M»rgin  and  John  B.  Mail)on,  waited  upon  Elder  Geo.  Q.  Cannon,  Rnd  in- 
Titod  his  counsel  and  co-operation  in  bringing  about  a  wider  concert  of  action 
to  give  greater  impetus  and  solidity  to  the  eff*>rts  of  the  Union.  The  result 
of  this  visit  was  that  from  that  time  the  efforts  and  iabt^rs  of  the  Union 
assumed  a  more  practical  shape,  and  tliereafter  the  monthly  meetings  of  the 
teachers  and  superintendents  were  held  in  Salt  Lake  City  \iith  fzreat  regular- 
ity; at  first  in  the  City  Hal),  then  in  the  14th  Ward  Assembly  Rooms,  after- 
■  ^ards  in  the  Council  House,  and  latterly  in  the  new  Assembly  Hall,  Thene 
-meetings  have  continued  to  grow  in  j^roportions  and  interest  until  at  the 
pre.sent  time  they  are  amongst  the  most  pojiUlar  and  the  most  largely 
attended  of  any  of  the  assemblies  of  the  ])G0plc  of  Zion;  and  this  worthy 
example  set  in  khe  chie!  city  of  the  Saints  has  been  followed  in  several 
■other  districts  throughout  the  Territory. 

In  reading  the  minutes  of  the  early  meetings  of  the  Union,  it  is  exceedingly 
interesting  to  note  that  the  same  subjects  that  are  still  considered  amongst 
the  moat  important  were  then  canvassed  with  much  vigor,  and  that  the  in- 
gtrueiions  given  were,  to  a  very  great  extent,  the  same,  slightly  differing  ac- 
cording to  altered  circumstances,  as  those  that  it  is  still  found  necessary  to 
inculcate.     The  subjects  of  punctuality,  the  grading  of  the  schools,  prizes, 
rewards;  the  necessity  of  readers  adjusted  to  the  use  of  the  Sabbath  Schools 
*  of  the  Saints;  of  a  colloction  of  hymns  and  songs  composed  by  members  of 
the  Church,  with  suitable  music;  of  a  primary  catechism,  and  the  publica- 
^  tion  of  other  suitable  works,— all  these  and  many  other  subjects  that  still 
r^liave  to  be  cousidered,  are  to  be  found  amongst  the  teachings  of  the  general 
superintendeucy  and  others  of  the  brethren  from  the  time  that  these  meet- 
-ings  weie  first  held.    These  instructions  have  not  been  in  vain.     Not  only 
-t'bas  the  Union  increased  in  nuaiber,  year  by  year,  but  in  compactness  also, 
V  A«d  a  greater  uniformity  has  been  reached  in  the  methods  of  teaching  and  in 
^the  modes  of  conducting  the  schoels.       At  first  there    was    considerable 
r diversity  of  operation  in  the  various  Sunday  Schools  situated  in  the  variuus 
:  Siakas  of  Zion;  but  to-day,  through  experience,  bettor  methods  have  been 
oftttained,  which  secure  greater  uniformity  and  more  satisfactory  resulta  Class 
rcaftdera  such  as  those  obtaining  in  the  day  sehools,  and  which  were  once  so 
r  widely  used  in  the  Sunday  Schools,  are  now  almost  entirely  excluded  from 
riho  latter,  and  in  their  place  we  have  the  First  and  Second  Readers  piib- 
fvlished  by  the  Union,  the  numbers  of  the  Faith  Promoting  Series,  the  «/«t>fiii^ 
'/n^rttc^or,  Jaques' Catechism,  etc,  together  with  the  Bible,- Book  of  Mor- 
f  mon,  Book  of  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  as  the  books  almost  uhiversullj  osed 
-in  our  Sabbach  Schools. 

Tue  orgslaiflation  of  schools  into  the  Union  for  some  time  proceeded  elowly 
hin  tae  more  remote  settlements,  biit  im  the  more  complete  orgaftiiation  ci 
fitta'Stakes  of  Zion,  which  took  place  a  short  time  ptevioui  to  the  death  of 
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President  Drigharn  Youn;?,  was  found  the  meins  by  whicli  the  good  influence 
of  the  Union  could  be  extended  to  tlie  most  di>tant  scliools,  through  the 
presiding  officers  of  those  various  Stakes,  and  Stake  Superintendents  of  Sun- 
day Schoiils  :ire  novr  almost  invariably  appointed  when  the  orgjiniziticm  of  a 
Stake  is  perfected;  s  >  that  t  '-day,  in  every  Srake  of  Z'on,  as  tlif-re  is  a  Stake 
President,  there  is  also  a  Stake  Superintendent  of  Sunday  School.-,  suhject 
to  the  local  Presiding  Priesthood,  with  assistant  officers  to  look  after  and  care 
for  the  Sund  ly  School  intere-its  in  that  ragion. 

In  the  y^ar  1877  a  new  feature  of  mucli  import tnce  was  introduced,  by  the 
direction  of  tlie  First  Presiilency  of  the  Church,  into  the  services  (»f  the  Sun- 
day School".  We  rjfer  to  the  administration  of  the  Sicranient  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  to  the  children  attending  them,  which  was  directed  should  be  done 
by  the  Bi.sht»ps  or  by  some  member  of  the  Priesthood  of  the  Wanl  appointed 
by  him,  an^l  administered  to  aU  tlie  children  under  eight  years  old,  nnd  to  all 
those  abov  •  that  age  who  had  been  baptized  into  the  Church.  The  effects  of 
this  counsel,  where  carried  out  in  the  spirit  of  the  instructions  given,  have 
been  marked  for  good.  A  hetter  understanding  of  the  divine  mission  of  our 
Lord  a!)d  S I vior  Jesus  Ciiri>t,  and  of  His  atonenjent  ft)r  the  sins  of  the 
world,  has  I'e.n  given  t(»  our  children,  and  they  are  constantly  reminded  by 
partaking  (»f  these  embloms,  together  with  suitable  hymns  sung,  and  in- 
8tructi(ms  given  by  the  teachers  at  these  times,  of  the  necessity  of  honoring 
their  Savior,  of  reverencing  His  name  and  oluiying  His  hiws. 

Nor  in  our  review  of  what  the  Union  has  accomplished  must  vre  forget 
the  impetus  it  has  given  to  the  development  of  musical  talent  in  the  midst 
of  the  Saints.  We  feel  satisfied  we  can  say  without  undue  vanity,  that  no 
nogle  agency  has  done  so  much  in  this  direction  as  has  it,  and  the  results  are 
eminently  satisfactory,  showing  thai,  as  a  people,  wo  have  many  auiong  us 
whose  compnsiti«ms  are  worthy  of  high  praise,  with  a  constantly  developing 
atandard  of  excellence.  The  nie.tns  adopted  by  the  Union  to  accomplish 
this  have  l>oen  various — amongst  others,  the  constant  ii.culcaticm  of  the 
necessity  of  g»»oi  singina;  in  the  Siind;iy  Schools,  by  tlie  whole  of  the  children 
and  teachers;  the  establishment  of  the  Deseret  Sunday  School  Musical 
Union,  and  the  orsanizition  of  the  Union's  Brass  Bind;  the  i.olding,  for 
many  years,  (.nmmencing  with  1874,  of  annu  il  musical  festivals  in  the  large 
Tabernacle  i  i  Sdt  Like  Ciryviittexamjde  wliich  has  been  followed  in  many 
of  our  larger  settlements;  the  awarding  of  between  $200  and  f300  .-.s  prizes 
for  the  best  original  music  d  compositions  and  poetry;  the  issuance  of  scores 
of  thousands  of  music  il  carls,  and  later,  of  a  Union  Music  Bi>ok,  which  has 
now  reached  i  second  editi«»n,  and  the  publication  in  the  Juvenile  Iti$t}'ucior 
of  hundreds  of  pieces  of  original  music.  Nor  in  this  oonnectitm  must  vre 
omit  to  refer  to  the  value  that  the  Juvenile  Instructor  has  been  in  aiding  iu 
the  great  S  rulay  School  work.  Its  advent  in  January,  1866,  antedated  the 
organizitiot  of  the  Union,  and  from  its  C'mnnencement  it  has  bem  our  con- 
etant  friend  and  guide.  Tiie  i)ublicatiou  in  its  columns  of  catechisms  on  the 
Bible,  Book  of  Mormon,  Caurcli  History,  etc.,  its  musical  pages,  its  editorial 
teaching.H,  and  nianyerhur  of  its  features,  have  rendered  it  a  necessity  in 
oar  Sundny  Schook,  whose  influence  can  scarcely  be  overestimated,  and 
whose  loss  would  be  regarded  as  a  calamiiy  by  mobt  Sunday  school  officers 
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Its  value  lies  distinctly  in  the  fact  that  through  its  pages  unity  and  harmony 
of  action  can  be  brought  about  throughout  all  our  schools,  and  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  general  oificers  can  reach  the  remotest  settlements  where  other- 
wise, through  lack  of  personal  visits,  they  would  often  be  ut  a  loss  to  keep 
step  with  the  rest  of  the  Union — a  censummation  most  desirable,  and  now 
attained  to  a  most  commendable  extent.  It  is  true  that  some  slight  varia- 
tions, arising  from  local  peculiarities,  must  always  exist,  and  which  it  would 
be  very  unwise  to  interfere  with,  but  the  general  rules  suggested  by  the 
Union  have  been  almost  universally  ado{»ted  in  our  schools  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  our  settlements,  and  we  believe  witk  most  gratifying 
results. 

Among  these  suggestions  are:  That  the  school  should  always  be  promptly 
opened  a:;  the  time  appointed;  which,  wherever  practicable,  should  be  10 
o'clock  in  the  morning.  That  the  singing  should  be  done  by  the  whole 
school,  and  not  by  a  solected  choir  of  a  few  voices.  That  the  Saonunent 
should  be  administered  every  Sunday.  That  the  readers  used  shcmld  be  the 
Scriptures  and  other  works  of  the  Church.  That  primary  or  infant  classes 
should  be  established,  where  the  little  ones  can  be  taught  orally  by  one  or 
more  of  the  most  experienced  teachers.  Whenever  possible,  this  should  be 
done  in  a  room  separate  frotn  the  rest  of  the  schoi^l.  That  every  school 
should  b?  fully  organized  with  a  complete  set  of  officers,  and  that  every  male 
officer  and  teacher  should  hold  some  portion  of  the  holy  Priesthood.  That 
when  the  school  is  dismissed  the  children  should  leave  in  order,  class  by 
class;  and,  when  consistent,  to  the  music  of  a  slow  march  on  the  organ.  That 
teachers'  meetings  should  be  held  once  a  month,  for  the  regulation  of  schooL 
matters  and  the  instruction  of  the  teachers.  That  public  reviews  should  be 
held  at  such  stated  intervals  as  are  considered  most  convenient  and  pn.fi table 
by  the  officers  of  the  schools.  That  the  Sunday  School  officers  should  always 
work  in  harmony  with  the  local  presiding  Priesthood,  and  seek  to  carry  out 
their  counsel  with  diligence  and  good  faith.  That  continued  efforts,  through 
Sunday  School  visitors  or  otherwise,  should  be  strenuously  made  to  obtaiut 
the  attendance  at  school  of  every  child  of  sufficiei^t  age  belonging  to  the 
Ward. 

It  would  be  ungenerous  before  we  close  this  portion  of  our  report,  not  te 
refer  to  the  immense  amount  of  labor  performed  by  the  brethren  and  sisters 
of  the  various  committees  connected  with  the  getting  up  and  carrying  to  a 
successful  conclusion  of  our  mammoth  celebrations  in  the  large  Tabernacle; 
the  decoration  on  more  than  one  occasion  of  this  vast  building  with  ever- 
greens, flowers,  etc. ;  the  formation  of  the  very  beautiful  center-piece  that 
still  adorns  it,  and  many  other  duties  associated  therewith,  were  all  hil  on  o£ 
love,  but  which  at  the  same  time  required  much  toil,  unwearied  pat'ci*ce  and 
a  large  amount  of  time  to  execute.  Nor  were  these  alone;  the  executive, 
finance,  musical,  reception  and  other  committees  all  had  their  hands  fall  o^ 
pleasurable  work,  and  they  performed  it  in  a  manner  that  mot,  as  it  drscrredr 
with  universal  commendation  and  approval  from  the  Lattep-day  Saints. 

We  regret  to  say  that  our  statistics  for  certain  years  are  quite  imi  erfect^ 
and  therefore  somewhat  confusing.  It  appears  difficult  for  some  of  our  officers 
to  roalize  the  valu3  and  interest  that  uUmcIks  to  xha^a  aiatt<  ih.     On  nocounl 
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of  th«  deficiency  we  have  thought  it  best  to  give  only  some  sample  years, 
when  the  reports  were  most  perfect,  and  for  this  purpose  have  selected  1872 
{the  first  year  that  a  General  Statistical  Report  was  obtained),  1879,  1881-2-3:

It  will  be  observed  from  the  foregoing  that  the  rate  of  increase  is  growing 
with  marked  rapidity.  In  the  two  years  ending  1881,  the  increase  was  26 
schonls,  637  teachers,  3,358  scholars,  wljile  the  increase  for  the  two  following 
years  (ending  1883)  was  69  schools,  1,047  teachers,  7,129  scholars,  or  nearly 
as  many  as  the  total  of  teachers  reported  in  1872,  and  more  than  half  the 
total  of  scholars  for  that  year. 

According  to  the  rate  of  increase  during  the  past  few  years,  the  Sunday 
School  attendance  should  number  more  than  50,000  at  the  close  of  1884. 

The  ofKcers  of  the  Union  at  the  first  organization,  Nov.  11, 1867,  were  Geo. 
Q.  Cifinon,  President;  Ei.  L.  Sloan,  Secretary;  Geo.  Goddard  and  Robert 
L.  Cimpbell,  Corresponding  Secretaries;  B.  Young,  Jr.,  A.  Carrington  and 
Geo.  A.  Smith,  Committee  on  books  suitable  for  Sunday  Schools. 

In  July,  1874,  the  officers  were:  Geo.  Q.  Cannon,  General  Superintendent; 
George  Goddard,  Assistant  General  Superintendent;  John  B.  Maiben,  Sec- 
retary; \Vm.  McLacblan,  Treasurer. 

Wljen  Brother  Maiben  removed  to  Manti,  Brother  McLachlan  acted  as 
Secretary  ;>?'o.  tern,  for  a  few  months,  and  in  December,  1875,  Brother  Levi 
W.  llicharJs  permanently  assumed  the  duties  of  that  office. 

When  Elder  Win.  McLachlan  was  called  on  a  mission  to  New  Zealand,* 
Elder  George  Reynolds  was  appointed  to  succeed  him  as  Treasurer. 

The  present  officers  of  the  Union  are:  General  Superintendent,  George  Q. 
Cannon;  First  Assistant  Superintendent,  George  Goddard;  Second  Assistant 
Superintendent,  John  Morgan:  Secretary,  Levi  W.  Richards;  Treasurer, 
George  Reynolds;  Assistant  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  John  C.  Cutler. 

On  September  18,  1878,  a  Finance  and  a  Publication  Committee  were  ap- 
pointed. The  Finance  Committee  are:  John  C.  Cutler,  George  H.  Taylor 
and  Tliomas  E.  Taylor.  Elder  Samuel  L.  Evans,  now  deceased,  was  a  mem- 
ber of  this  committee. 

The  Publication  Committee  includes  George  Reynolds,  Levi  W.  Richards, 
Sister  L.  Greene  Richards,  Thomas  C.  Griggs  and  Abraham  H.  Cannon. 
Brother  George  C.  Lambert,  previous  to  his  departure  as  a  missionary  to 
Europe,  was  a  member  of  this  committee. 

Sunday  School  missionaries  at  largo— (Appointed  Sept.  18,  1878)  S.  L. 
Evans  (now  deceased),  Wni.  Wille.s. 

De.seret  Sunday  School  Musical  Union,  organized  Aug.  3,  1875:  dirtctor 
C.  J.  Thomas. 

The  Musical  Union  was  an  organization  of  short  duration,  but  under  llio 
auspicv-^s  of  Elders  Chas.  J.  Tiiomas,  Ad;im  C.  Smytli,  Evan  Sici)htn.s  .iud 
others,  numerous  concerts  have  since  been  given  in  this  city,  :ind  al.-o  in  our 
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various  cities,  that  have  been  a  success  artistically,  and  financially  an  aid  to 
the  Union,  or  to  the  local  schools  or  other  organizations  for  whose  benefit 
they  were  given. 

The  following  publications  have  been  issued  by  the  Union:  5,000  copies 
first  edition  First  Book;  7,000  copies  second  edition  First  Book;  5,000  copies 
first  edition  Second  Book;  7,000  copies  second  edition  Second  Book:  5,000 
each  No.  1  and  2  music  books;  5,000  copies  S.  S.  Union  music,  1st  edition; 
5,000  copies  S.  S.  Union  music,  2nd  edition;  15,000  assorted  catechism  cards; 
9,000  class  registers;  5,000  copies  Joseph  the  Prophet,  1st  edition;  5,000 
copies  Joseph  the  Prophet,  2nd  edition. 

The  Juvfnile  Iiistruct'tr  Oflice  has  also  issued  115,000  catechism  cards; 
2,000  dialo^^ue  and  recitation  books;  88,000  books  ol  Faith  Promoting  Series; 
10,000  N«»ble  Women's  Lives  Series;  34,000  copies  of  miscellaneous  publica- 
tions. Tiie  number  of  music  cards  published  is  not  known,  but  we  believe 
it  to  amount  tu  more  than  100,000. 

There  is  yet  another  very  agreeable  incident  in  the  record  of  the  Union 
that  must  not  be  omitted.  We  refer  to  the  collections  taken  up  in  the 
schools  for  the  publication  of  Jaques'  "Catechism  for  Children''  in  the 
Hawaiian  language.  By  reason  of  the  generosity  manilested  by  the  schools 
at  that  time,  we  were  enabled  to  publish  2,000  copies  of  this  work  for  the 
benefit  of  the  children  of  the  Sandwich  Island  Saints;  to  this  we  have  added, 
by  their  desire,  a  large  number  of  Sunday  School  report  blanks  in  that 
language,  and  are  happy  to  state  that  our  fund  is  not  yet  entirely  exhausted. 

In  conclusion,  we  cannot  but  point  with  gratitude  and  pride  to  the  risnlts 
which,  under  Heaven's  supreme  blessing,  the  Union  has  already  brought 
about,  and  to  the  bright  and  cheering  prospects  that  illumine  our  future  and 
bid  us  persevere  in  the  good  work.  To  say  that  it  has  been  a  potent  instru- 
ment of  religious  culture,  of  social  refinement  and  moral  worth,  a  factor  in 
the  development  of  God's  purposes,  a  bond  of  union  amongst  His  people,  a 
source  of  strength  to  the  Church,  and  an  aid  to  the  Priesthood  would,  we 
8ubmi^,  not  be  claiming  too  much;  and  this  position  is  all  the  more  gratify- 
ing when  we  consider  how  vast  has  been  the  labor  performed,  and  how  slight 
has  been  the  cost  in  dollars  and  cents  to  the  community.  The  ofiicers,  com- 
mittees, etc.,  have  b*en  veritable  workers  without  purse  and  scrip,  and  the 
funds  that  have  been  needed  have  been  almost  entirely  raised  through  con- 
certs, jubilees,  etc.  We  believe,  though  perhaps  in  our  zeal  wo  may  err,  that 
nowhere  on  the  earth  have  as  great  results  been  achieved  with  so  small  or  so 
few  appeals  to  the  pockets  of  the  people;  and  we  trust  in  future  reports  to 
be  able  to  state  that  our  publication  department  has  become  self-sustaining 
or,  better  still,  a  source  of  income  to  the  institution;  for  we  have  an  ardent 
desire  to  increase  the  number  and  value  of  our  literary  productions,  and  so 
continue  until  the  works  published  by  the  Union  shall  become  a  power  in 
the  land — a  power  for  Goi  and  His  truth,  for  righteousness,  and  for  oar 
children's  salvation.

Apostles  Brigbam  Young  and  H'^,ber  J.  Grant  are  going  to  Arizona  on  a 
preaching  tour. 

Bishop  F.  A.  Hammond,  of  Huntsville,  is  about  to  remove  to  San  Juan 
Ctiunty,  and  will  preside  over  the  Saints  who  are  residing  there. 

A  recent  fire  in  the  6th  Ward,  Salt  L  ike  City,  caused  by  a  boy's  playini} 
with  matches,  destroyed  a  barn,  etc.,  behmging  to  John  Pif.s,  valued  at  $750. 

Rival  quotations  of  the  weight  of  monster  potatoes  are  now  very  common 
in  the  Utah  papers.  S.  Briggs,  of  Lehi,  has  raised  one  weighing  five  pounds 
two-and-a-half  ounces;  James  Kirkham,  of  the  snme  jilnce,  cxhi'nits  one  of 
his  producricm,  of  the  "Peerless"  variety,  weighing  si.x  pounds  thirteen 
ounces;  and  Thomas  Woodbury  shows  tuhers  of  the  "  Pe  irl"  variety  which  he 
bat  raised,  fourteen  of  which  fill  a  bushel  measure. 

Riiisford  Smith,  the  '*Lihoral"  nominee  for  the  office  of  Delegate  to  Con- 
gress from  Utah,  has  the  check  to  propose  a  joint  discussion  with  the  People's 
candidate,  Hon.  John  T.  C  line,  on  political  affairs  in  the  Territory  at  public 
meetings  mutually  called  for  tliat  purpose  throughout  Utah.  He  is  anxious 
for  a  little  notoriety,  and  knows  if  he  werci  to  call  a  meeting  people  would 
not  attend.  Mr.  Ciine  respectfully  declines  to  either  go  himself  or  ask  his 
friends  to  go  to  a  meeting  to  hear  themselves  and  their  religion  abused,  as 
they  always  are  wlieii  tl!o>e  "  Liberals"  get  a  chance  to  "orate^" 

The  citiz'jns  of  Salt  Like  City  had  assurances  many  months  ago  from  Post- 
master Lynch  that  as  soon  as  the  ."system  of  numbering  the  houses  was 
complete,  they  would  be  favored  by  the  Government  with  free  postal  delivery, 
Tlie  numbering  of  the  houses  was  accordingly  enforced  by  the  city  authorities 
and  now  after  the  people  have  waited  patiently  for  about  a  year  for  this 
promise  to  be  fulfilled,  they  are  told  that  there  is  a  prejudice  existing  at  th* 
department  at  Washington  against  Salt  Lake  City,  because  it  extends  over  so 
great  an  area,  and  there  is  a  fear  that  the  service  would  be  too  expensive  to 
justify  its  adoption.  And  so  they  ar^'  not  likely  to  have  a  free  delivery  aft?r 
all. 

As  intimated  before  in  our  columris,  Rudger  Clawson  has  lately  been  tried 
befoie  the  Third  Disirict  Court  on  a  charge  of  polygamy.  But  the  "packed'* 
jury,  though  made  up  entirely  of  anti-'*  Mormons"  failed  to  agree,  and  tho 
prisoner  was  discharged.  Immediately  afterwards,  however,  he  was  re- 
arrested and  again  put  upon  his  tri  ;1  on  the  same  charge,  before  anotlier 
jury,  summoned  from  tiie  street  upon  an  open  venire.  This  time  the  young 
lady  charged  with  being  his  second  wife  was  brought  into  court  as  a  witness. 
At  lirst  she  refused  to  testify,  and  was  committed  for  contempt  to  the  Peni- 
tentiary, where  she  would  have  continued  to  remain,  though  in  a  very  deli- 
cate state  of  health,  rather  than  betray  her  husband,  had  he  not  implored  her 
to  g<)  ucfore  the  court  and  a  Imit  her  marriago,  which  she  did.  He  was  ac- 
cordingly convicted,  but  appealed  his  case  on  the  score  of  irregularities  in 
the  trial,  and  w;is  admitted  to  bail  pending  the  sentence.

THE    PRESIDENT    ELECT. 


There  can  now  be  little  doubt  that  Grover  Cleveland,  the  Democratic  nominee 
for  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States,  has  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes  at  the  recent  election  and  that  he  will  accordingly  assume 
the  duties  of  the  office  on  the  4th  of  March  next.    Although,  as  we  stated  in 
our  last  issue,  the  Latter-day  Saints  look  for  no  favors  from  either  political 
party,  or  any  man  whom  they  might  elect  to  office,  the  result  of  the  election 
"will,  we  think,  be  rather  gratifying  to  them  generally.     Should  a  change  of 
officers  in  the  Territories  occur,  as  probably  will  be  the  case  after  the  new 
administration  comes  into  power,  it  can  scarcely  be  otherwise  than  for  the 
better.    If  the  wheel  of  fortune  turns  at  all,  it  can  hardly  fail  to  bring  the 
Latter  day  Sain's  into  a  better  position — and  yet,  when  we  come  to  think 
of  it,  their  condition  is  not  so  bad  as  it  might  be  either.    No  thanks  to  a 
Republican  administration,  though,  or  to  the  officers  appointed  by  it  to  rule 
over  Utah,  for  its  being  not  quite  intolerable,  for  they  have  done  their  beat 
to  rob  the  S  ;iiits  of  every  right  which  the  Constitution  guarantees  to  its 
citizens.     To  God  belongs  the  honor  and  glory  for  preserving  His  people 
from  entire  destruction,  and  for  enabling  them  to  maintain  their  hold  upon 
that  land  whicli  lie  has  given  to  tht  m  and  the  control  of  the  elective  offices 
in  the  Territory,  and  especially  of  the  public  funds  which  their  enemies  have 
been  so  eager  to  wrest  from  them.     The  Saints  have  been  rather  happy  in 
the  midst  of  all  the  troubles  which  have  been  heaped  upon  them,  and  they 
could  bear  them  still  longer  if  necessary,  and  still  survive,  but  they  feel  now 
as  if  they  could  appreciate  a  little  more  liberty,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  for  the 
credit  of  the  Government  as  well  as  for  their  sake,  that  they  will  receive  it 
If  the  principles  of  the  Democratic  party,  in  the  matter  of  local  self  g(»vern- 
ment,  be  carried  out  in  dealing  with  the  Territories  during  the  new  admin- 
istration, it  will  be  a  great  boon  to  the  Saints,  but  that  can  hardly  be  hoped 
for.     The  President  is  sure  to  be  besieged,  as  heretofore,  by  Senators  and 
others  with  requests  to  appoint  persons  to  office  to  whom  they  are  under 
obligations  for  favors,  political  or  otherwise,   and  the    distant  Territories 
afford  such  a  convenient  dumping  ground  for   office-seekers   whom    it   is 
desirable  to  get  rid  of,  that  it  is  too  much  to  expect  the  President  to  forego 
the  temptation  of  appointing  such  to  be  their  officers. 

Mr.  Cleveland  has  made  a  most  excellent  Governor  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  and  we  see  no  reason  why  he  should  not  make  a  good  President  of  the 
nation.  We  arc  sure  all  Latter-day  Saints  will  unite  with  us  in  wishing  him 
God  speed  in  his  efforts  to  do  so.

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THE     DEADLY     TEAPOT. 


The  people  of  Great  Britain,  perhaps  more  than  those  of  any  other  nation, 
are  noted  for  their  tea-drinking  proclivities.  Tea  is  the  common  beverage  in 
perhaps  ninety  nine  out  of  every  hundred  households  in  the  land,  and  is 
indulged  in  by  all,  from  the  infant  at  its  mother's  breast,  just  embarking  on 
life's  fitful  voyage,  to  the  aged  sire  tottering  with  feeble  footsteps  toward 
the  grave.  That  it  is  the  most  harmless  of  dirinks  people  generally  at  least 
affect  to  believe,  and  yet  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  fruitful  causes  of  disease, 
especially  of  the  nervous  order,  many  of  the  most  wise  and  observant 
physicians  of  the  day  have  testified.  Hero  is  a  sample  statement  clipped 
from  a  daily  paper: 

"  While  good  temperance  people  are  decrpng  liquor,"  says  a  leading  physician.  "  they 
Beldom  stop  to  think  how  much  harm  is  being  done  by  an  abuse  of  a  bererage  to  which 
many  of  them  are  devoted.  I  just  came  from  attending  a  case  of  a  five-year-old  child 
who  is  ruined  for  life  l)y  his  parents  indulging'in  tea-drinking.  The  child  became  very 
nervous  and  dyspeptic,  aud  they  sent  for  me.  I  asked  them  how  much  tea  the  child 
drank.  *'  About  two  cups  at  each  meal,  and  several  betweeh  meals,"  was  the  reply. 
*  You  See,"  the  physician  continued,  **  they  let  the  teapot  stand  on  the  stove  all  day. 
Thus  the  tannic  aci<l  is  extracted,  which  serves  to  turn  the  lining  of  the  stomach  into 
leather,  and  brin;::s  on  dyspepsia  and  kindred  diseases.  Yes,  you  will  find  hundreds  of 
women, — young  girls  and  aged  women,  and  occasionally  a  man,  who  have  completely 
mined  their  nervous  systems  by  the  excessive  use  of  common  tea.  It  would  be  a  blessing 
to  mankind  when  a  temperance  crusade  can  spare  wind  enough  from  its  attack  on 
jJcohol  to  assail  tea." 

The  evils  resulting  from  tea-drinking  may  not  be  confined  to  those  who 
indulge  in  it  either;  who  knows  but  weakness  and  disease  may  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  olTspring  unborn  by  parents  indulging  in  this  practice?  It  is  a 
fact  that  c mnot  bo  disputed,  that  nervous  disorders  have  very  much  in- 
creased since  the  use  of  tea  and  coffee,  stimulants  that  act  speciall}'  upon 
the  nerves,  have  become  general.  It  may  not  bo  possible  to  demonstrate 
that  this  result  i.s  due  to  the  drinking  of  the  beverages  mentioned,  but  the 
possibility  of  such  being  the  case  should  cause  people  to  beware  of  so  in- 
dulging, for  the  sake  of  their  offspring  if  not  on  their  own  account.  The 
Latter-day  Siints  have  been  warned  by  the  Lord,  in  a  revelation  given  to 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  against  the  use  of  "hot  drinks,"'  (and  we  have  the 
testimony  of  Joseph  Smith  that  tea  and  coffee  were  the  drinks  specially 
meant  in  that  revelation,)  and  they  of  all  people  ought  to  abstain  from  them. 
The  promise  ni:ide  by  the  Lord,  of  health  and  exemption  from  the  plagues  to 
be  visited  upon  the  human  family,  as  a  reward  for  observing  the  "Word  of 
Wisdom,"  should  bo  sufficient  to  induce  the  Saints  to  abstain  from  those 
things  that  are  denounced  therein;  and  the  relief  they  will  feed  when  they 
shall  have  overcome  their  appetites  will  alone  repay  them  for  the  effort. 
Banish  the  tea  from  your  households,  and  if  you  must  have  something  warm, 
take  the  water,  cream  and  sugar  without  the  tea,  and  you  will  be  the  better 
for  its  absence.

N*W8   FROM  THE  SCANDTNAVIAIC  MISSION. 

President  A.  H.  Lund  writing  from  Copenhagen,  Nov.  7,  1884,  says: 

**  I  am  pleased  that  the  City  of  Berlin  made  so  quick  a  passage.  I  hope  they  haw 
not  been  Bubjected  to  those  heavy  storms  that  have  raged  on  our  coasts. 

**  Our  Conferences  at  Aalborg  and  Aarhus  were  well  attended  by  both  Saints  and 
strangera.  Forty-nine  had  been  baptised  in  Aalborg,  and  sixty-eight  in  Aarhus,  between 
the  Coiiferences  in  the  spring  and  in  the  fall.  In  Aalborg  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attend- 
ing  the  bapti-sm  of  my  counin.  and  I  have  good  hopes  that  my  uncle  and  his  wife  will 
soon  come  and  join  the  Church.  A  few  days  before  eur  Conference  in  Aalborg,  Brothers 
Hintze  and  Brown  held  a  meeting  in  a  place  where  wo  have  not  before  had  much  success 
in  preaching  the  Gospel.  A  well-to-do  miller  and  his  wife  attended  meeting,  and  were 
much  impressed  with  what  they  heard.  The  lady  came  to  our  Conference,  and  was  so 
moved  upon  that  she  demanded  baptism.  We  told  her  it  would  not  be  wisdom  for  her 
to  be  baptized  without  the  consent  of  her  husband,  but  promised  her  to  send  some  Elders 
out  there.  Brother  Hintze  writes  ma  to-day.  *  The  brethren  liad  good  success  in  Kal* 
Btrup  Mill.  They  baptized  the  youug  miller  and  his  wife  and  a  Swedish  girl.  They  say 
that  the  man  feels  as  warm  towards  the  Gospel  as  his  wife  did  when  you  saw  her.* 

*'  I  invited  Brother  Hintze  to  go  with  me  to  Aarhus.  He  writes:  *  I  can  truly  say 
the  past  two  weeks  have  been  a  feast  of  fat  things  to  me.'  I  feel  the  same,  and  th* 
happy  faces  of  the  Saints  told  us  that  it  was  also  a  blessed  time  to  theuL 

**  The  missionaries  have  now  nearly  all  gone  to  their  fields  of  labor.'

THE   SWISS  AND   GERMAN  MISSION'. 

From  a  letter  written  to  U3  by  President  F.  Schoenfeld,  and  dated  Bern,  Switzerland^ 
Nov.  6, 1S$4,  we  learn  that  Elder  Smoot,  who  was  imprisoned  in  Kiel  for  three  weeks  on 
a  charge  of  baptizing  a  young  woman,  wa9  released  when  brought  to  trial,  as  the  charge 
was  not  proved  against  him.  Elder  Smoot,  since  his  release,  writes  that  he  is  doing 
well,  and  that  even  his  jailor  and  his  family  have  invited  him  to  their  house,  and  are  in- 
vestigating the  i)rinciples  of  the  Gospel.  Elder  Lyman  is  at  present  laboring  in  Bailen 
and  VVurtem berg,  but  visited  the  Branch  in  Bavaria  on  the  8th  ult,  when  the  police 
hunted  hira  down,  took  his  papers  from  him,  and  then  set  him  free,  whereupon  he  was 
expelled  from  Bavaria  on  the  18th  ult. — not  for  preaching,  but  merely  because  he  held 
authority  to  do  so,  and  for  living  with  tlio  Saints.     He  applied  to  the  consul  for  pro* 
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tection,  who,  however,  treated  him  rery  rudely,  saying  the  "  Mormons"  were  violating 
the  laws  in  Ameiica,  and  he  could  do  nothing  for  them.  **  So  you  see,"  the  writer  re-^ 
marks,  "  we  pay  for  our  lands,  passports,  taxes,  etc.,  and  all  that  comes  handy  to  the 
Unitttd  States,  but  we  are  not  protected  in  any  way  in  return.  I  think  the  German 
government  does  moderately  well  considering  all  things.  They  say,  *  your  own  govern- 
ment is  legislating  against  you,'  but  by  dealing  with  us  they  invariably  find  out  that  we  are 
in  no  way  a  dangerous  political  party.  I  have  great  hopes  of  success  in  Germany  in  the 
near  future.  The  Berlin  Branch  does  well,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  we  have  to  fear 
any  danger  there. 

**  I  was  arrested  on  the  14th  of  September  in  Canton  Aargau,  as  I  have  already  re- 
ported to  you.  On  the  29th  of  October  we  were  summoned  to  appear,  when  the  law. 
under  which  we  are  tolerated  in  Switzerland  was  read  to  us,  and  wo  were  told  that  the 
verdict  would  be  sent  to  us;  and  we  received  our  passports  back,  to  travel  unmoledted. 
On  this  occasion  I  went  to  the  American  consul,  and  was  treated  very  courteously,  but 
nothing  could  be  done  for  us  so  far  as  he  was  coneemed.  However,  the  Lord  stood  by 
na,  and  I  had  a  chance  to  bear  testimony  before  the  Court,  which  was  composed  of  8cveIl^ 
persons,  such  as  wc  could  otherwise  not  have  reached." 

IMPROVED   HEALTH— GOOD  CONFERKKCE,   FTC. 

Elder  Thomas  Waddoups,  writing  to  us  from  Buuiitiful,  Davis  Co.,  Utah, 
Oct.  19,  1884,  says: 

**  My  health  is  somewhat  improved  since  I  came  home,  for  which  I  feel  truly  thankful 
to  my  heavenly  Father.  We  have  had  a  splendid  Conference,  and  many  good  instruc- 
tions wers  given  to  the  people  under  the  inspiration  of  the  Spirit  of  God.  I  trust  we- 
will  carry  them  out  in  our  daily  lives.  President  Geo.  Q.  Cannon  made  some  excellent 
remarks,  and  I  think  I  never  saw  a  man  speak  with  more  power  than  he  did.  He  told 
us  that  the  time  had  come  when  the  people  must  live  better  and  purer  lives  or  they 
could  not  go  into  the  Temples  of  God  which  have  been  built  for  sacred  ordinances. 

**  The  Rudger  Clawson  polygamy  case  is  now  before  the  court,  and  the  officers  are 
trying  their  best  to  find  some  record  of  marriages. 

**  I  am  thankful  to  be  numbered  among  this  pen^ecuted  people,  and  pray  to  G^d  to< 
hasten  the  time  when  Zion  shall  be  free,  and  when  wicked  and  corrupt  men  shall  no 
longer  bear  sway  in  this  land  of  America."

Elder  C.  A.  Ek,  who  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  company  of 
Scandinavian  emigrants  who  sailed  fnim  here  on  the  City  of  Berlin  oi\  the 
23rd  ult.,  writes  to  us  from  New  York  on  the  2nd  Inst,  as  follows: 

**  We  landed  at  the  docks  at  11-30  a.m.  to-day,  where  Brother  J.  H.  Hart  met  us,  and 
arranged  matters  ro  that  none  of  our  trunks  were  opened.  Will  leave  to-morrow  after- 
noon at  4  o'clock.  We  are  all  well,  and  thankful  to  the  Lord  that  we  are  again  on  land. 
When  we  look  back  on  our  journey,  and  consider  the  season  of  the  year,  we  think  we 
have  had  a  quick,  pleasant  and  agreeable  trip.  We  have  been  treated  kindly  in  every 
respect.     Nobody  has  shown  us  any  disrespect  whatever,  although  it  was  known  who 


we  were." 


BEAR   LAKE  NEWS. 

Elder  Hugh  Findlay,  writing  to  us  from  Paris,  Bear  Lake  Co.,  Idaho,  Oct. 
26,  1884,  says: 

"  Bear  Lake  Valley,  because  of  the  late  spring,  has  had  a  very  short  growing  season 
this  year,  some  grain  being  caught  by  early  rain  and  succeeding  frosts;  still  nearly  an 
average  crop  has  been,  by  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  realized.

**  We  were,  at  our  meetings  last  Sunday,  favored  with  the  presence  ef  Apostle  Moset 
Thatcher  and  a  small  company  of  brethren  from  Logan,  whose  instructions  were  full  of 
richness  on  the  practical  regeneration  of  man  first,  and  afterwards  of  all  things  which 
have  fallen  with  him. 

^*  The  teachings  of  these  men  of  God  leave  no  covering  for  hypocrisy,  and  are  indica- 
tive of  the  day  near  by  when  its  manifestations  will  be  very  unpopular  in  Zion. 

**  Temple  work  is  being  diligently  taken  hold  of  by  the  faithful,  though  a  strait  gate 
to  the  unworthy,  drawing  a  positive  line  between  the  pure  and  the  impure,  whatever  else 
the  unbelieving  world  assert  The  Savior  taught  that  *  Except  a  man  be  bom  again  he 
cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  heaven,'  much  less  comprehend  its  requirements.  The  wise 
and  obedient  are  coming  to  a  knowledge  of  these  things,  aud  are  steadily  moving  in  the 
accomplishment  of  that  perioil,  anticipated  and  foretold  by  prophets  from  the  foundation 
of  the  world,  when  the  will  of  God  will  be  done  <m  this  earth  as  it  is  done  in  the  heavens."

There  is  an  old  adage  which  says  '*  better  late  than  never,"  and  I  trust  that 
it  may  prove  true  with  regard  to  this  my  report.  It  was  my  intention  to 
have  prepared  and  sent  for  publication  in  the  Slar  a  brief  account  of  my 
labors  in  the  London  Conference  before  leaving  England,  but  as  I  continued 
my  labors  up  to  within  four  days  of  my  departure  for  Liverpool,  I  was 
unable  to  settle  down  to  it. 

Since  my  arrival  at  home,  my  attention  has  been  occupied  with  matters 
and  things  which  had  become  somewhat  disarranged  during  my  absente. 

I  was  called  at  the  October  Conference,  in  1882,  to  fill  a  mission  to  Great 
Brit  ]in,  in  pursuance  of  wliich  I  left  my  home,  in  Ogden  City,  Oct.  17,  1882» 
and  after  a  pleasant  and  prosperous  journey  over  land  aud  across  the  sea,  I 
arrived  in  Liverpool,  November  the  3rd,  where  I  was  appointed  to  labor  in 
the  London  C(mference,  fi»r  which  place  I  started  the  same  day.  The  next 
day  I  reported  myself  to  President  Joseph  A.  West,  who  allowed  mo  to  use 
what  time  was  necessary  to  visit  and  converse  with  my  relatives  before  enter- 
ing fully  upon  the  labors  and  duties  of  my  mission.  I  found  them  all  pleased 
to  see  me,  but  I  did  not  succeed  a»  I  had  hoped  to,  in  convincing  them  of  the 
•truths  of  the  Gospel  as  revealed  tlirough  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith;  still  ia 
all  of  our  associations  they  treated  me  with  kindness  aud  consideration. 
With  my  wife's  relatives,  however,  I  succeeded  somewhat  better,  for  under 
the  blessing  of  God  I  was  enabled,  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks,  to  baptize 
five  of  them,  one  of  whom  accompanied  me  on  my  return  home.  At  the  end 
of  four  weeks  I  had  got  through  visiting,  and  then  reported  myself  ready  for 
duty.  President  West  assigned  me  to  the  Kent  and  Essex  District,  where  I 
labored  with  pleasure  and  satisfaction  t\)r  over  eight  month?,  part  of  the 
time  with  Elder  Leo  H.  Clawson,  the  balance  with  Elder  George  Fowler. 
After  this  I  was  transferred  to  the  Berks  and  Wilts  District,  where  I  traveled 
and  labored  alternately  with  Elders  Job  Hemsley,  C.  C.  Harris  and  Arthur 
Stayuer,  jiin.,  and  I  had  the  pleasure  of  baptizing  two  persons  and  preparing 
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others  for  tbe  fullness  of  the  Gospel  us  opportunity  should  present  itself  for 
their  induction.  At  tbe  end  of  six  months  it  was  deemed  wise  to  return  me* 
to  the  Kent  and  £s&ex  District,  in  which  field  I  continued  to  labor  up  to* 
within  a  short  period  of  my  return  home.  I  am  tbankful  to  say  that  I 
enjoyed  the  spirit  of  my  calling  and  mission,  was  blessed  with  general  good 
health,  and  wasonubled  to  perform  long  journeys  on  foot  without  feeling  any 
great  fatigue.  By  the  blessing  of  God  and  the  exercise  of  faith,  the  sick  were 
healed  under  my  administrations,  both  in  the  Church  and  out  of  it;  I  was 
also  successful  in  removing  prejudice  from  the  minds  of  many  with  regard 
to  the  Latter-day  Siints  and  the  doctrines  and  principles  which  tbey  promul- 
gate. I*  realize  that  in  the  performance  of  my  duty,  in  the  fulfilling  of  my 
mission,  I  have  gained  an  experience  which  I  could  not  have  gained  in  any 
other  way  nor  under  any  other  circumstances,  and  which  I  tru.st  will  prove 
of  permanent  and  lasting  benefit.  I  feel  that  my  labors  hare  not  been 
wholly  in  vain,  but  like  bread  cast  upon  the  waters,  th*ir  fruits  may  be  seen 
after  many  days.  I  have  not  wanted  for  food  to  eat  nor  a  habitation  in 
which  to  find  shelter  and  repose,  and  I  now  desire  through  the  columns  of 
the  Star  to  thank  all,  both  Saints  and  strangers,  for  their  kindness  to  me, 
in  considering  my  wants  andadministeringtomy  necessities  while  sojourning 
in  their  midst  as  an  humble  servant  of  God.  I  pray  that  heaven's  choice 
blessings,  like  the  refreshing  dew,  may  constantly  fall  upon  them. 

I  did  considerable  tracting  and  in  and  out-door  preaching,  blessed  five 
children,  baptized  ten  new  members  and  re-baptized  one,  and  five  others 
were  ready  for  baptism  whom  I  failed  to  reach  before  leaving  the  District.

A    METHODIST    ON    POLYGAMY.

A  correspondent  by  the  name  of  A.  C.  Reeves,  sends  the  following  to  the^ 
Deseret  Newt  from  Bozeman,  Montana,  under  date*of  Oct.  7,  1884: 

I  HAVE  been  watching  the  struggle  that  is  now  going  on  in  the  country  over 
the  polygamy  question,  with  some  degree  of  interest,  hoping  and  praying 
that  justice  and  right  may  be  done,  no  matter  what  the  consequence.  Our 
Constitution  gives  each  and  every  citizen  the  right  to  w(»rship  God  in  his  or 
her  own  way,  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  consciences,  none  daring 
to  molest  or  make  them  afraid.  It  gives  the  Methodist  the  right  to  say  amen 
as  loud  and  ns  often  as  he  pleases.  It  gives  the  Baptist  the  right  to  go  under 
the  water  or  to  stay  on  dry  land.  It  even  gives  the  Dunkard  the  right  to 
wash  his  feet,  and  the  Romanist  the  right  to  count  his  beads.  This  being 
the  case,  I  should  be  very  sorry  to  see  Uncle  Sam  tarnish  his  good  name  by 
interfering  with  the  relii^ious  rights  of  any  citizen,  either  male  or  female. 
And  I  cannot  believe  f<»r  a  nion-.ent  that  he  will  be  guilty  of  turning  loose 
upon  the  country  an  army  of  unprotected  babes.  When  God  made  man,  the^ 
very  first  command  that  He  gave  him  was  to  be  fruitful  and  multiply,  and 
that  command  was  repeated  oftener  than  any  other  command  in  the  Bible; 
Lamech  was  the  first  that  did  a  wholesale  business  in  obeying  that  command.

I  supj'.osc  likely  some  one  was 
meddling  with  his  peculisir  institution,  so  I  don't  blame  him  at  all.  I  should 
havL^  dojie  just  as  he  rlid.  Al)raham  wa"*  the  friend  of  GoJ,  and  the  very 
fatlur  of  our  religious  system.  God  said  unto  him,  walk  before  me  and  be 
perfiict,  :ind  we  have  no  account  of  any  fault  being  found  with  him  for  being 
«  pol^g imist.  Jaoh,  the  man  wh«>  wrestled  with  the  angel  and  prevailed, 
was  a  po'ygimist,  an  1  if  it  had  l>een  wrmg,  how  easy  it  would  have  been  for 
the  liw^iil  to  whisp3r  in  his  ear,  **  Now,  Jjicob,  before  I  give  you  my  blessing, 
you  must  give  up  t'.ireo  of  thr»so  women."  But  he  blessed  him  there,  and 
said  nothing  about  it.  Caleb,  the  man  of  whom  it  is  said  he  whcdly  followed 
the  Lord,  was  a  polygunist.  David,  the  man  after  God's  own  heart,  who 
made  the  law  of  G  »d  his  m-^ditation  day  and  night,  had  a  score  of  wc»men, 
and  we  havj  no  account  of  his  over  hoing  judged  for  adultery,  except  in  the 
•cise  of  Bithshcba,  another  man's  wife.  The  P.-^alraist  says:  "He  poareth 
coniLMn|it  upon  princes,  aud  i-auseth  them  to  wander  in  the  wilderness  where 
there  is  no  way,  yet  setteth  he  the  poor  on  high  from  affliction,  and  maketh 
him  faMiilies  like  a  Hock.  The  righteous  shall  see  it  and  rejoice,  and  all 
iniquity  shall  stop  her  mouth."  We  have  no  account  of  Christ  or  His 
Apostles  ever  instituting,  or  in  any  way  pointing  out  a  different  marriage 
system  tlian  that  which  had  been  practiced  from  Lamcch  and  Abraham 
down.  We  find  also  thit  Moses  made  laws  regulating  that  system,  hence  we 
must  necessarily  conclude  that  a  polygamous  .system  is  all  the  system  there 
is  laid  down  in  the  Scriptures.  St.  Paul  says  in  his  epistle  to  Timothy: 
**Let  a  Bishop  or  a  Deacon  be  the  husband  of  one  wife,"  but  he  does  not  saj^ 
how  muny  more,  and  he  does  not  say  that  John  Smith  or  Peter  Snyder  may 
not  have  as  many  as  they  want.  We  look  over  the  United  States  to-day,  we 
see  from  one-fourth  to  one-third  of  our  women  in  houses  of  ilifame,  another 
third  refuse  to  obey  G jd's  command  to  be  fruitful  andfmultiply.  Then  after 
the  old  maids,  as  they  are  commonly  called,  are  subtracted  from  the  other 
third,  it  leaves  a  very  small  per  cent,  of  all  our  women  that  are  trying  to 
perpetuate  the  human  race.  If  I  had  a  Hock  of  sheep  that  did  not  do  better 
than  til  is,  I  should  surely  send  them  to  the  butcher,  and  I  can't  see  how  God 
^a,n  look  at  it  in  any  other  light. 

Here,  in  the  Gallatin  Valley,  ami  it  is  a  pretty  good  sample  of  the  whole 
country,  there  is  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  the  married  men  who  have, 
like  Mieiwber,  grown  gray  waiting  for  something  to  turn  up.  If  they  were 
to  die  to-day  their  names  would  be  buried  with  them  tomurrow,  and  their 
old  coat  and  hat  would  be  all  that  would  be  left  to  tell  that  they  ever  had  il 
bein^  in  the  world.  Not  a  chick  nor  a  child  to  tell  in  years  to  tome  the  noble 
deeds  of  their  noble  sire^.  If  things  run  on  in  this  way  a  few  years  bmger, 
we  will  have  to  depend  on  Utah  to  furnish  population  for  the  whole  country, 
the  saniM  as  Montana  now  furnishes  the  beef  «nd  brains.  Ah  things  now 
stand,  if  a  man  wants  to  obey  God's  commands  in  raising  a  family,  he  has  got 
to  pick  them  up  wherever  ho  can  find  them  and  raise  them  on  a  bottle.  How 
iome  of  the  women  of  the  present  generation  will  be  disappointed  if  tk'ey 
shall  ai  Liiit  be  p3rmittjdjto  roam 

Midst  the  bowers  and  by  the  streams 
Of  heaven's  delightful  shore, 
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to  find  that  Jesus  had  already  prepared  the  crowns,  the  harps  and  tlie  robes 
ioT  tlieir  children  and  their  children's  children  d(»\vn  to  a  thousand  penerations, 
Jbought  with  Hi:j  own  precious  blood.  There  are  no  children  in  hel!;  no  little 
."footsteps  are  ever  heard — no  sweet  little  lullaby  is  ever  sung  in  hell,  while 

Millions  of  infant  souls  compose 
The  family  above. 

Therefore  that  family  or  that  home  that  has  no  children  in  it  is  more  like 
hell  than  heaven.  I  do  not  believe  that  any  woman  has  a  right  to  stand  in 
the  way  of  her  husband's  raising  children,  let  her  be  barren  or  not.  I  1-elieve 
it  will  be  required  of  him  at  ;the  judgment  seat  of  Christ.  A  century  has 
not  passed  since  the  Father  of  his  Country  left  the  shores  of  time.  Yet  there 
ifl  nothing  left  to  tell  that  there  ever  w.ls  huch  a  man,  except  the  records  of 
his  acts.  The  great  orator  and  statesm  in,  Dmiel  Wiibster,  has  not  a  .single 
•desc-'nilant  on  earth  t«)  perpetuate  his  name.  The  same,  I  think,  may  be  said 
of  Thomas  H.  Benton  and  a  host  of  the  noblest  blood  of  our  land.  That 
'livomin  who  will  refuse  to  perpetuate  her  husband's  name  deserves  a  hard 
time  hero  and  a  hot  time  hereafter.  I  ?Lm  afraid  that  they  study  Pn)fessor 
Fowler  on  the  marriage  relation  nioro  than  they  do  tlie  scriptures.  He 
teaches  that  it  is  wrong  to  destroy  the  young,  but  no  harm  in  taking  pre- 
ventatives. If  there  was  a  hangman's  tree  every  fiv»5  miles  from  east  to  west 
and  from  north  to  aouth  and  all  the  infanticides  and  child  murderers  were 
hanged  to  their  limbs,  there  would  not  be  one  barren  tree  amongst  them  all, 
and  tl<e  great  majority  of  them  would  break  down  with  their  load  of  iniquity. 
I  I  hope  the  time  will  come  when  tlni  w»)man  that  refuses  to  raise  cljildren 
to  her  husband,  her  country  and  lier  G  >d,  will  be  banished  to  the  Dry  Tortuguf. 
If  they  bad  done  their  duty,  we  would  be  a  nation  of  a  hundred  millions  to- 
day, instead  of  fifty  millions,  and  if  the  enemies  of  our  country  ever  get  the 
advantage  of  us,  they  will  be  the  cause  of  it,  and  yet  we  have  them  gadding 
round  all  over  the  country  contending  for  the  right  to  vote.  I  won<ler  if  that 
•would  make  them  any  more  fruitful.  We  anight  try  it  at  least.  If  some  poor 
girl  is  led  away  by  her  desire  to  have  children,  these  same  worthy  dames 
.would  be  the  first  to  kick  her  out.     I  wonder  which  is  the  purest  in  God's 

That  the  scriptures  teach  polygamy,  is  as  plain  to  mo  as  that  they  teach 
nalv.ttion  by  faith  in  the  Lord  Jeeus  Christ.     I  would  be  willing  to  bo  tried 
on  that  issue,  before  a  jury  of  schmil  boys— very  small  b<»ys  'at  that.     Reason 
and  the  very  beasts  of  the  field  will  teach  any  man  that  the  present  marriage 
jystem  is  unnatural  and  consequently  UBscriptural.     If  some  one  should  go 
(mt  and  write  up  the  dissatisfactiims,  the  jealousies,  the  miseries  and  the 
^brutalities  of  the  present  marriage  system,  it  would  throw  Mrs.  Steuhouse's 
f^T«ll  it  all,'*  into  eternal  shade.    If  there  is  a  woman  in  Utah  that  couscien- 
liion.^Iy   btflieves  it  to   be  her  religious  duty    to  remain  in  polygamy,   the 
Oovemment  is  bound  to  protect  her  in  it,  and  the  power  that  would  molest 
her  Would  forbid  the  Baptist  to  practice  immersion,  or  the  Methodist  to 
attend  his  class  meeting.    There  may  be  some  abuses  under  your  system  that 
jou  would  do  well  to  correct.     I  know  nothing  about  you  one  way  or  an- 
other, nor  do  I  care  to  know.     I  am  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  but 
{  am  certain  that  you  have  one  scriptural  idea  that  I  hope  to  see  spread  all 
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over  the  country.  While  there  is  a  house  of  ill-fame  in  our  land  I  shall  nofe 
lay  a  straw  in  your  way.  While  there  is  a  woman  in  the  lanid  that  will  not 
raise  up  children  to  her  God  and  her  country,  1  shall  bid  you  God  speed. 
While  there  is  an  old  maid  in  the  land  I  sliall  sit  up  nights  and  preach  it 
myself.  My  sincere  prayer  to  God  is  that  He  may  purify  you  and  multiply 
you,  and  make  you  a  peculiar  people,  zealous  of  good  works.

A     PREACHING     TOUR. 


BY  PRESIDEKT  JOSEPH  F.   SMITH. 


ON  the  29th  of  August,  1884, 1  left  home  in  company  with  Apostle  ErastuB 
Snow  and  wife,  to  make  a  tour  of  our  settlements  in  South-eastern 
Utah,  South-western  Colorado,  North-western  New  Mexico  and  South- 
eastern Arizona.  We  came  to  Price  Station,  via  the  Denver  and  Rio  Qrande 
Railway,  and  made  our  first  halt.  From  here  we  traveled  by  teams  to 
Huntington,  and  thence  to  Castle  Dale,  where  we  attended  the  Emery  Stake 
Quarterly  Conference  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  Aug.  30th  and  31st  In  the 
meantime  we  visited  Orangeville,  and  held  an  evening  meeting  on  Saturday^ 
and  returned  to  Huntington,  and  held  meeting  on  Sunday  evening  thera 

The  following  day  (Sept.  1st)  we  returned  to  Price  Ward,  held  meeting, 
visited  the  town  sit«  and  settled  some  disagreements  relative  thereto,  gave 
the  people  of  the  Ward  a  fair  start,  so  far  as  we  could,  for  a  prosperous  and 
united  future,  and  in  the  evening  took  the  train  for  the  East,  being  joined  by 
Elder  John  Morgan  and  wife,  making  our  party  number  six  persons,  ex- 
clusive of  Master  Robert  Smith,  a  very  youthful  missionary,  of  very  active 
mind  and  habits.  We  found  the  Emery  settlements  in  a  prosperous  con- 
dition, and  the  people  generally  in  excellent  spirits,  with  good  prospects  of 
bounteous  harvests,  and  greatly  cheered  and  delighted  with  our  visit  I 
should  not  fail  to  mention  that  Elder  Andrew  Jensen,  of  the  Morgens^'emen, 
accompanied  us,  and  did  good  service  on  our  visit  to  Emery,  but  returned 
from  Price  to  Salt  Lake  on  Monday,  Sept.  Ist 

On  the  morning  of  Sept  2nd  we  reached  Cimeron,  and  after  breakfast  at 
once  commenced  the  ascent  of  the  Gunnison,  or  Black  Canyon,  which  fo^ 
magnificent  mountain  scenery  is  a  good  beginning  for  the  day's  run.     Out  ci 
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this  canyon  we  emerge  into  an  open  country,  and  soon  reached  the  growing 
town  of  Gunnison,  in  Colorado,  having  crossed  the  State  line  during  the 
night.  Soon  after  passing  Qunnison  the  ascent  of  Marshall's  Pass  begins, 
which  we  reached  about  noon,  after  winding  through  and  across  precipitous 
ravines  nnd  mountain  gulches,  climbing  the  mountain  side  to  an  elevation  of 
30,007  f-et  above  sea  level.  At  this  great  height  the  air  was  chilly,  large 
drifts  of  snow  lying  in  close  proximity  to  the  track,  and  fur  the  first  time  in 
my  life  I  experienced  difficulty  in  breithing,  the  air  seeming  to  be  insufficient 
to  fill  my  lungs.  I  say  this  was  the  first  time  that  I  had  experienced  this 
sensation,  notwithstanding  I  had  crossed  this  mountain  a  little  over  a  year 
before,  and  have  many  times  before  attained  as  great,  if  not  much  greater 
heights.  We  were  now  on  the  summit  of  the  backbone  of  the  great  North 
American  Continent,  though  not  the  highest  point  in  this  great  continental 
divide  by  any  means,  for  some  of  its  peaks  tower  up  to  a  height  of  between  14,000 
iand  15,000.feet 

After  a  short  breathing  spell,  and  discarding  one  of  the  massive  engines 
that  tugged  us  to  the  summit,  we  began  our  descent,  soon  reaching  some  of 
the  springs  and  rivulets  which  form  the  hrad  waters  of  tlie  Arkansas  river, 
and  thence  along  and  across  their  numerous  channels  and  courses  meandering 
down  through  rugged  mountain  defiU  s,  w*inding  and  twisting  like  a  serpent 
in  its  course,  until  we  reached  the  main  body  of  the  river  in  an  open  canyon 
at  the  lively  town  of  Salida.  Here  we  stopped  for  dinner,  after  which  we 
began  the  journey  down  the  Arkansas  river,  and  through  the  mighty  chasm 
appropriately  named  the  Royal  Gorge,  which  is  a  fitting  terminus  to  the 
majestic  and  supremely  grand  mountain  scenery  of  this  da/s  journey  across 
the  great  continental  divide. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  conceive  of  tlie  tru3  grandeur  of  this  most  wonder- 
ful scenery  without  making  a  journey  over  the  Denver  and  Rio  Grande 
Railway,  which  has  earned  and  is  justly  entitled  to  the  name  of  "The  Scenic 
Eoute  of  America."  At  the  mouth  of  the  Royal  Gorge  we  passed  Canyon 
City,  apparently  a  very  beauti''ul  place,  with  abundant  and  broad -spreading 
shade  trees,  and  neat  and  tasty  dwelling.^ — features  uncommon  to  the  Rocky 
Mountain  towiis  outside  of  Utah.  ^ 

But  I  will  pass  on.  We  are  now  on  the  eastern  slope  of  the  continent,  the 
ivaters  all  flowing  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  Pueblo  is  soon  reached,  a  town 
of  some  six  or  seven  thousand  inhabitants,  noted -as  the  wintering  place  of 
a  detachment  of  the  Mormon  Battalion  in  1846-7.  The  town  is  situated  on 
ihe  Arkansas  river,  120  miles  south  of  Denver,  is  4,400  feet  above  the  sea, 
and  has  a  very  mild  and  salubrious  climate. 

Wei  visited  the  city  of  Denver,  supposed  to  have  a  population  of  about 
'70,000,  and  the  Industrial  Exposition  of  the  State,  which  was  opened  for  the 
ffeasun  on  the  1st  of  Sept  We  also  visited  the  famous  watering  place, 
Manitou,  al)out  70  miles  south  of  Denver,  and  the  beautiful  town  of  Colorado 
Springs,  45  miles  north  of  Pueblo,  on  the  line  of  the  D.  <S:  R  G.  Railway, 
ii^hence  we  returned  to  Pueblo  ISept.  4th. 

.  On^the  5th  of  September  we  crossed  the  Laveta  Pass,  a  lofty  spur  of  the 
Hocky  Mountains  extending  south-east  to  the  Spanish  Peaks,  over  into  the 
ipreat  ^e^n  Luis  Valley,  where,  adjacent  to  and  watered  by  the  Conejoe  river 
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are  three  prosperous  settlements,  or  villages  of  the  Saints.  These  three 
Tillages,  with  a  few  scattering  ranchers  and  temporary  sojourners  in  neigh- 
boring Qentile  towns,  constitute  the  Sm  Luis  Stake  of  Zion,  under  the 
presidency  of  cousin  Silas  S.  Smith.  At  Richfield  and  Ephraim  we  held 
meetings  on  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  September  5th,  and  on  the  follow- 
ing day  commenced  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  Stake  at  Mauassa, 
which  continued  until  Sunday  evening,  Sept.  7th.  A  general  time  of  ^spiritual 
feasting  was  enjoyed. 

At  Richfield,  on  our  arrival,  we  were  gladly  surprised  and  overjoyed  at 
meeting  our  esteemed  and  worthy  friend  and  brother.  Elder  B.  H.  Roberts, 
of  the  Southern  States  Mission,  who  accompanied  us  to  Manassa,  and 
Attended  all  our  meetings  in  the  Stake,  and  gave  us  several  of  his  eloquent 
And  powerful  addresses.  What  made  our  meeting  with  Elder  Roberts  more 
touching,  was  his  recent  noble  and  daring  efforts  to  recover  the  bodies  of  his 
martyred  brethren  and  fellow-laborers  in  Lewis  Co.,  Tennessee,  and-  his 
narrow  escape  with  his  life  from  that  heroic  adventure.  I  esteem  him  as 
one  of  God's  noblemen,  and  an  able  exponent  of  the  truth. 

From  Mana«isa  Brother  Roberts,  and  Ehler  John  T.  Henninger,  who  had 
been  laboring  in  San  Luis  Valley  as  a  Travelling  Elder  for  some  time,  re- 
turned to  Utah  on  September  8th.  And  the  same  day  Brothers  Snow, 
Morgan  and  myself,  our  wive?  accompanying  us,  started  per  D.  &  R.  G. 
Ilailway  for  Duran£;o,  and  thence,  leaving  Sisters  Morgan  and  Smith  to 
return  to  Manassa,  we  continued  by  team  to  Bluff  City,  on  the  San  Juan. 
At  Mancos,  23  miles  from  Durango,  we  .held  a  meeting  on  the  evening  of 
Sept.  9th,  and  organized  a  Branch  of  the  Church,  with  James  H.  Dunstan, 
presiding  Elder,  and  Jos.  S.  Smith  and  O.  C.  Roberts  his  Teachers,  or  Coun- 
selors, and  Father  Howard  Corey,  Sabbath  School  teacher. 

At  Bluff,  where  we  arrived  on  Friday,  the  12th,  we  found  the  Saints  in  a 
y&ty  unsettled  condition.  Since  the  terrible  spring  floods,  nothing  had  been 
done  towards  maintaining  the  place.  Everybody  had  seemingly  abandoned 
the  hope  of  continuing  the  settlement,  and  had  "  let  go  all  hold."  But  acting 
upon  the  written  instructions  of  the  Presidency,  and  following  our  own  sense 
of  propriety,  we  at  once  set  to  work  encouraging  the  people  to  renew  their 
efforts  to  "  hold  the  fort,"  which  many  seemed  willing  to  do  to  the  best  of 
their  ability.  We  therefore  honorably  released  Brother  P.  D.  Lyman,  and 
set  apart  Bishop  Jens  Nielsen  as  presiding  Bishop,  and  Kumen  Jones 
and  L.  H.  Redd  as  his  Counselors.  We  held  three  meetings  at  Bluff,  had  a 
pleasani  and,  I  trust,  profitable  time,  and  commenced  our  journey  up  the 
river  for  Burnham,  in  New  Mexico. 

At  the  mouth  of  Montezuma  Wash  we  found  Brothers  John  Allen  and 
Henry  Holyoak  and  families  encamped,  awaiting  our  visit  and  advice.  They 
had  been  washed  out  by  the  overflow  of  the  spring  freshets,  in  connection 
with  several  other  families  along  the  north  bank  of  the  San  Juan  river,  and 
suffered  great  loss,  their  homes  and  farms  having  been  washed  away  by  the 
floods.  From  Bluff  to  Montezuma  is  15  miles,  over  deep  sand  most  of  the 
way.  At  Peak,  so  called  from  a  prominent  inverted  funnel-shaped  point 
near  by,  about  17  miles  east-south-east  of  Montezuma,  we  found  Brother 
William  Hyde  and  family,  commencing  for  themselves  a  new  home,  they 
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haviDg  been  among  the  most  unfortunate  in  the  loss  of  property  by  the  high- 
waters  of  the  spring.  The  bed  of  tlie  river  now  runs  over  the  site  of  hi»- 
former  home.  Notwithstanding  the  misfortune  of  these  brave,  industrioua 
and  worthy  people,  they  seem  cheerful  and  buoyant,  and,  profiting  by  their 
embarrassing  defeats  and  severe  losses  of  the  past,  are  determined  to  "hold 
the  fort"  and  conquer.     I  believe  they  have  the  metal  to  do  it. 

When  within  10  miles  of  Burnhnm,  tlii  river  being  too  high  to  ford,  and 
the  direct  w.igcMi  road  tliorcby  being  cut  off,  we  were  compelled  to  make  a 
circuit  (»f  some  20  miles  to  reach  our  destination,  or  resort  to  a  very  unusual 
expedient  to  get  over  the  "  Hogback"  which  lo(»med  up  before  us.  We  chose 
the  latter,  and  accomplished  the  feat  in  about  two  hours  in  the  f(dlowing 
manner:  We  unhitched  our  four  animals  from  the  wagon,  pafked  our 
blanket^,  satchels  and  camp  ^equif^ige  on  their  backs,  and  Jed  them  some. 
250  yards  by  a  narrow,  zig-zig  path,  varying  from  100  to  200  feet  above,  and 
almost,  in  places,  overlianging  tiie  surging,  turbid  w^atcrs  of  the  river  below, 
to  the  other  side.  Returning,  we  took  the  wagon  to  pieces,  and  carried  it 
piece  by  piece  across,  having  to  make  a  number  of  trips  to  accomplish  the 
task;  bnt  we  soon  had  everything  transferred,  our  wagon  put  together,  and 
again  on  our  way  to  Burnham,  where  we  arrived  about  8-30  p.m.  after  a 
hard  day's  journey.  Here  we  had  an  interesting  meeting  with  the  Saints 
and  at  the  close  of  it  a  friendly  pow-wow  with  some  25  or  30  Ute  and  Navajo 
Indians,  which  closed  with  a  feast  of  water-melons.  The  people  seemed 
much  rejoiced  and  comforted  at  our  visit. 

From  Burnham  we  returned  to  Durango,  and  thence  by  rail  to  Antonito, 
and  thence  by  team,  12  miles,  to  Manaasa,  where  we  again  held  meeting  on 
the  evening  of  Soi)t.  18th. 

From  Manassa  we  returned  to  Antonito  on  the  following  day  with  our 
wives,  and  embarked  by  tlie  D.  &  R.  G.  Railway  for  Espanola  and  Santa  Fe 
in  New  Mexico.  The  bridge  having  been  carried  away  by  the  spring  flow  of 
the  Rio  Grande,  wo  were  delayed  at  Espanola  a  short  time,  by  which  we 
missed  our  connection  with  the  A.  T.  &  S.  F.  Railway  at  Santa  Fe,  and  lost,  or 
were  compelled  to  lay  over  one  day.  At  first  we  regretted  this  very  much, 
as  our  appointments  had  been  forwarded  by  mail;  but  on  learning,  as  we 
did  soon  after,  that  the  train  we  had  missed  came  in  collision,  near  Albu- 
querque, with  a  freight  trai.i,  wrecking  both,  killing  three  persons  and  in- 
juring others,  our  regrets  were  changed  to  gratitude,  and  we  will  ever 
acknowle  Ige  the  hand  of  God  in  the  kind  providence. 

On  our  tour  of  Arizona  we  visited  Meadows  and  St.  Johns  on  the  Little 
Colorado,  Erastus  on  the  Concho,  Snowflake  and  Taylor  on  Silver  Creek, 
and  Woodruff  in  the  Eastern  Arizona  Stake— under  the  presidency  of  cousin 
Jesse  N.  Smith;  and  St.  Joseph  in  the  Little  Colorado  Stake,  under  the 
presidency  of  Brother  Lot  Smith.  These  two  latter  settlements  are  also 
situated  on  the  Little  Colorado  river,  some  70  to  90  miles  below  St.  Johns 
In  all  of  these  places  we  held  meetings  and  councils  with  the  Saints,  and 
with  them  enjoyed  a  very  pleasant  and  interesting  season. 

From  St  Joseph  we  returned  to  La  Junta  in  Colorado,  where  I  received 
instructions  to  continue  my  labors  among  the  Saints,  while  Brothers  Snow 
and  Morgan,  aiul  our  families,  pursued  their  journey  homeward.  I  expect 
!o  riturn  in  a  short  time,  all  being  w... 
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PROPER    METHOD    OF    SETTLING    DIFFICULTIES.

Am  »N'i  thoraany  things  of  whicli  tlie  L;itter-flny  Siints  are  accused  by  tlieir 
eneiuies  is,  that  the  Priesthood  of  Utih  is  seeking  to  subvert  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  by  instituting  courts  for  investigation  of  the  misconduct  of 
the  members  of  the  Church  and  the  sattiement  of  disputes  which  may 
ori2in:ite  among  its  members. 

yiiw  this  privilege  is  claimed  by  and  accorded  to  all  reli;;iousdenominntions; 
but  tlie  Latter-day  Saints,  because  they  claim  the  right  to  do  this,  are  d*?- 
nouiiced  as  trying  to  usurp  the  authority  of  the  United  Spates.  There  are 
somy  people  who  think  they  seo  a  great  many  evils  among  the  S'tints  .uid 
loudly  proclairn  what  they  think,  without  foundaiion  in  fact;  and  again, 
there  are  a  few  who  give  the  Latter-day  Saints  the  credit  tif  possessing  the 
best  organization  of  any  religious  body  of  worshippers  on  the  face  of  the 
earth.  While  we  adnjit  the  latter,  we  take  not  the  credit  to  ourselves,  but 
acknowledge  that  we  are  sin)p!y  following  out  the  mind  nut]  revi?:ilcJ  will  of 
our  Father  in  heaven,  as  given  to  the  Prophet  Jo.scph  Smith  for  the  guid;ii:ce 
of  t'le  Church, — and  as  the  Lord  knows  He  is  dealing  v^ith  trail  iiumanity 
to-day,  as  He  did  when  He  dealt  with  Israel  of  <:lil,  then^foro  lie  has  given 
the  Church  a  form  an^l  guide  to  follow  for  the  settlement  of  difficulties  which 
may  occur  among  its  members.  Xo  doubt,  too,  the  form  and  rn'e  of  practice 
which  the  Latter-day  Saints  now  h.ive,  are  the  same  as  in  vogue  wilh  the 
early-day  Saints,  fur  we  find  Paul,  in  writing  to  the  Corinthi;.ini»,  (1  Cur.  vi,  1) 
says:  "  Dare  any  of  you,  having  a  matttr  agair.st  anot':er,  go  to  law  bcft^re 
the  unjust,  and  m)t  bi-furo  the  SaintsJ"'  Tiic  remainder  of  the  chapter  carries 
out  the  idea  that  they  settled  their  disputes  among  themselves.  Paul,  again, 
in  w  riting  to  Timothy,  further  conlinus  the  idea  of  the  simple  mode  of  pro- 
cedure in  the  settlement  of  their  dilFicultics.  AYith  all  things  in  comm(<n — . 
the  order  with  the  early  Christians  (Acts  iv,  32) — there  nunst  h  ivo  been  a 
very  close  intimacy  between  the  people  and  their  ofiicers,  therefore  i;e  sjjys 
of  the  Bishop,  he  *' must  be  blameless,  the  husb-tnd  of  one  wife,  v  gi^aat, 
sobi;r,  of  good  behavior,  given  to  hospitality,  apt  to  teach."  Also  of  the 
Deacon  s  qualifications  he  speaks  in  the  .same  strain,  implying  that  dumestic 
difiiculties  even  then  came  before  the  Church  courts  for  soltlement,  bo  that 
thesj  officers,  bjing  married  men,  might,  from  their  own  exi^eriencL-,  be 
enahled  to  judge  aright. 

NoiV  let  us  see,  by  invcstigi'.ion,  how  much  tlio  functions  of  tlie  Govern-, 
meiit  of  ihe  United  States  are  usurped,  or  how  much  harm  is  contained  in 
the  mode  in  operation  among  thb  Latter-day  Saints  for  the  settlement  of 
diflicullies  between  their  Church  members,  and  how  far  it  departs  from  one 
of  the  Articles  of  their  Faith,  which  reads:  "  Wo  believe  in  being  subject  to 
king^,  presidents,  rulers  and  magistrates;  in  obeying,  honoring,  and  sustain- 
ing the  law." 

Tne  Book  of  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  page  177,  verse  8S,  reads:  "  And  if 
thy  brother  or  sister  offend  thee,  thou  shalt  take  him  or  her  between  him  or 
her  and  thee  alone;  and  if  ho  or  she  confess,  thou  shalt  be  reconciled."  Here 
is  a  simple  manner  of  adjusting  a  mattir  in  dispute,  or  of  allaying  any  evil 
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feelings  which  might  be  lurking  in  the  breast  of  any  member  of  the  Church. 
No  surrender  of  one's  judgment,  but  a  settlement  which  would  result  in  the 
most  blessed  peace  and  balm  to  wounded  feelings  that  can  be  thought  of;  no 
publicity,  no  interference  of  a  third  party,  but  a  confession  of  weakness, 
probably  a  mutual  confession,  which  would  enhance  and  build  up  a  friend- 
ship that  would  exist  forerer  between  the  parties  who  in  this  manner  would 
have  an  opportunity  of  making  mutual  concessions.  The  next  verse  reads: 
"  And  if  he  or  she  confess  not,  thou  shall  deliver  him  or  her  up  unto  the 
Church,  not  to  the  members,  but  to  the  Elders.  And  it  shall  be  done  in  a 
meeting,  and  that  not  before  the  world."  Now  before  this  provision  is  put 
in  action  there  is  still  another  opportunity  fur  a  more  private  settlement  by 
the  kind  services  of  the  Teacher,  whose  duty  is  "  to  watch  over  the  Church 
always,  and  be  with  and  strengthen  them,  and  see  that  there  is  no  iniquity 
in  the  Church,  neither  hardness  with  each  other,  neither  lying,  back- biting, 
nor  evil  speaking."  (Doctrine  and  Covenants,  page  126,  verses  53,  54.)  Ac- 
cording to  the  custom  in  the  Church,  if  the  party  offended,  after  following 
the  instructions  first  quoted  from  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  (page  177, 
verse  88),  fails  to  secure  a  settlement  of  the  aiatter  which  may  have  given 
offense,  he  has  the  privilege  of  calling  upon  the  Teacher  to  help  him.  The 
Teacher  may  advise,  counsel  and  exhort,  and  point  out  the  existing  error; 
but  not  holding  executive  power  he  cannot  render  a  decision,  or  hear  the 
testimony  of  witnesses,  but  simply  act  as  mediator.  If  the  matter  in  dis- 
pute still  remains  unsettled,  the  order  as  contained  in  verse  89  should  then 
be  followed,  but  not  until  the  easier  and  simpler  methods  have  been  tried 
and  exhausted.  This  latter  investigation  is  conducted  as  follows:  the  ac- 
cuser presents  to  the  presiding  Elder  or  Bishop  his  or  her  charge  against  the 
offending  (or  supposed  to  be)  party  in  writing,  signed  by  him  or  her  pre- 
ferring the  charge,  asking  that  a  time  be  appointed  for  hearing  the  case 
which,  being  granted,  the  presiding  Elder,  through  his  Teachers,  notifies  the 
party  complained  of,  furnishing  a  copy  of  the  charge  at  once,  that  no  delay 
may  occur  on  the  day  appointed  for  hearing,  on  which  occasion  the  accuser 
and  accused  should  be  [irepared  with  their  witnesses  or  testimony  to  prove 
their  points.  The  trial  or  hearing  proceeds  wiih  the  reading  of  the  charge, 
to  which  the  accused  then  replies,  whi«h  reply  would  be  better  in  writing. 
The  accuser  then  presents  the  witnesses  or  evidence  to  prove  and  sustain  the 
charge,  followed  by  the  witnesses  or  evidence  for  the  defense  of  the  accused. 
After  the  testimony  has  been  he.ird,  the  accuser  has  an  opportunity  of  making 
a  plei  or  statement,  followed  by  the  accused.  The  two  Counselors  of  the 
presiding  Elder  or  Bishop  then  speak  in  turn  upon  the  matter  before  them, 
showing  up  the  bearings  of  the  case  as  they  understand  them,  with  a  view  of 
throwing  light  upon  the  matter  to  aid  the  presiding  Elder  or  Bishop  in 
arriving  nt  a  just  decision;  after  which  the  Elder  or  Bishop  presiding  renders 
his  decision  upon  the  case,  or  he  may  reserve  his  decision  for  further  re- 
flection. The  clerk  in  attendance  makes  a  correct  record  of  the  case  aa 
follows:  the  names  of  the  accuser  and  accused;  the  charge  of  the  accuser; 
the  answer  of  the  accused;  the  names  and  evidence  of  the  witnesses;  and 
the  decision,  with  the  names  of  the  presiding  Elder  or  Bishop  and  Counselors 
attached. 
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The  parties  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  High  Council  of  the  Church, 
composed  of  twelve  High  Priests  with  the  presidency  of  the  Stake,  making 
fifteen  High  Priests  in  JiU;  but  this  body  of  men,  not  receiving  pay  for  their 
aervices,  are  guarded  from  being  called  together  at  a  loss  of  their  time  and 
labor  in  the  affairs  of  their  private  business,  to  gratify  the  whim  of  the  care- 
less or  trifling  disputant,  by  a  wise  provision,  t«  the  effect  that  the  First 
Presidency  have  power  to  determine  whether  any  such  case  as  may  be  ap- 
pealed is  justly  entitled  to  a  re  hearing  after  examining  the  appeal  and  the. 
evidences  and  statements  accompanying  it. 

The  High  Priests  abroad  have  power  to  call  and  organize  a  council,  after 
the  manner  here  described,  but  it  is  only  to  be  called  on  the  most  difficult 
cases  of  Church  matters.  No  common  or  ordinary  case  is  to  be  sufficient  to 
call  sufh  council. 

The  High  Councils  in  their  actions  arc  more  particularly  referred  to  as 
trying  to  subvert  the  power  and  government  of  the  United  States;  but  such 
is  not  the  case,  for  should  the  matter  in  dispute  pertain  to  property  rights, 
the  parties  accepting  the  decisions  of  this  body  are  invariably  instructed  to 
appear  and  make  record  in  the  District  Courts  of  the  United  States  of  their 
action,  that  it  may  become  a  matter  of  legal  adjustment  in  conformity  with 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  in  such  cases  made  and  provided.  And  so 
^honored  and  just  a  name  has  been  accorded  to  the  High  Councils  of  our 
Church,  that  in  the  days  of  the  late  President  Brigham  Young  merchants 
and  business  men  not  of  our  faith,  at  their  own  earnest  solicitation,  were 
granted  the  services  of  the  High  Council  of  Salt  Lake  Stake  of  Zion  to  adjust 
their  difficulties. 

Moral:  There  are  some  people  who,  anxious  for  notoriety  and  determined 
to  have  their  own  will,  would  rush  at  once  to  the  Presidents  of  Stakes  or 
Branches,  ignoring  their  own  rights  to  be  the  settlers  of  their  own  difficulties, 
and  in  their  precipitate  h:iste  would  surrender  their  own  individual  rights  to 
others.  "  Let  not  the  sun  go  down  upon  thy  wrath. '  "  It  is  better  to  suffer 
wrong  than  do  wrong."  These  are  good  proverbs  to  study  on  such  occasions. 
Invariably  the  Presidents  refer  all  parties  to  the  rule,  asking  them  at  least 
to  try  the  kind  offices  of  their  Teachers;  for  it  is  not  very  desirable  for  a 
Saint  to  have  liis  or  her  name  associated  with  trials  of  this  nature.

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LAWLESSNESS    IN    TENNESSEE.

The  spirit  of  lawlessness  which  displayed  itself  in  Tennessee  some  weeks  ago, 
in  the  killing  of  four  Latter-day  Saints — innocent  men,  who  hnd  wronged  no 
one,  and  against  whom  no  charge  of  committing  any  crime  hud  been  made, 
but  who  wore  earnestly  engaged  in  promulgating  that  which  they  ct)nscien- 
tlously  believed  to  be  tlie  Gospel  of  Christ,  and  doing  this  from  a  pure  love 
of  mankind  and  without  hope  of  earthly  reward — is  beginning  to  bear  fruit 

The  Elders  who  were  laboring  in  that  State  made  an  apjieal  to  the  State 
Authorities,  asking  them  to  take  steps  to  bring  the  guilty  parties  to  justice, 
and  the  Governor,  acting  in  the  name  of  the  people,  oftered  a  small  reward 
for  the  apprehension  of  the  murderers,  but  f n  m  that  time  to  the  present  no 
determined  efYort  has  been  made  to  secure  and  punish  those  implicated  in 
that  fearful  crime,  although  some  of  the  parties  concerned  are  well  known, 
and  but  little  trouble  would  be  required  to  arrest  them  all  if  the  general  wish 
was  to  do  so.  It  has  been  reported  that  one  detective  from  another  State 
mad'?  an  effort  to  ^ecuro  the  reward  ofTered,  but  was  pleased  to  get  away  with 
his  life. 

When  these  Elders  were  murdered,  many  of  the  newspapers  of  the  United 
States  sought  to  condone  the  offence,  or  openly  justified  it  on  the  ground  that 
the  parties  slain  were  "Mormons;'*  and  although  no  evidence  was  brought 
forward  to  show  that  the  Elders  had  wronged  any  living  being,  the  deed  was 
almost  lauded,  and  the  murderers  spoken  of  as  injured  citizens  whose  moral 
natures  had  been  outraged  to  such  an  extent  by  the  simple  visit  of  the  "  Mor- 
mons" that  they  were  justified  even  in  murdering  them. 

Those  murderous  villains  found  out  at  once  that  they  had  the  public 
sympathy  with  them,  and  that  the  officers,  who  should  execute  the  law,  w^ere 
seemingly  willing  to  let  the  matter  pass  with  but  little  notice,  although  the 
dignity  of  the  State  had  been  insulted,  and  four  innocent  men,  as  free  from 
crime  as  the  babe  at  its  mother's  breast,  had  been  murdered  in  cold  blor.d. 

Following  quickly  upon  the  outrage  named  came  another  one.  Feeling 
comparative  security  from  punishment,  the  same  red-handed  yillalns,  urged 
on  by  the  ap[)roving  words  of  the  press,  issued  an  order  requiring  all  the 
"Mormons"  and  persons  sympathizing  with  them  to  leave  the  State  within  a 
given  time,  under  the  penalty  of  death  if  they  remained.  The  result  of  this 
order  is  that  quite  a  number  of  poor  people, — men,  wonjen  and  children, 
have  been  compelled  to  flee  from  their  homes  in  order  to  preserve  their  lives, 
their  crime  being  that  they  were^"  Mormons."    One  gentleman,  quite  feeble 
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with  age,  also  died  from  fright  and  anxiety  at  the  prospect  of  being  murdered, 
as  he  was  unable  to  leave. 

The  end,  however,  is  not  yet,  the  spirit  of  murder  and  hiwlessncss  that 
was  awakened  continues  to  burn,  it  burst  forth  against  tiie  hated,  though 
harmless,  "  Mormons,"  but  from  them  it  extended  to  others,  and  is  likely  to 
continue  in  view  of  the  weakness  or  indifference  exhibited  by  the  officers  of 

the  State.     We  clip  the  following  from  the  Liverpool  Daily  Post\ 

"  Intelligence  of  a  Flintshire  family  aanied  Davies,  who  recently  emigrated  to  Ten. 
nessee,  has  just  reached  their  relatives  at  home.  Mrs.  Davies  was  called  to  the  door  at 
night,  when  hhe  was  shot  dead.  Mr.  Jones,  a  wealthy  Welsh  emigrant  farmer,  who 
happened  to  be  calling,  looked  out  to  see  what  was  the  matter,  when  he  fell  dead, 
riddled  with  shot.  Mr.  Davies,  husband  of  the  murdered  woman,  returned  to  find  hia 
wife  a  corjwe,  and  Jones  lying  dead  alongside.  The  country  was  t-coured,  and  from 
suspicion  the  postmaster  of  Alpine,  named  Dorsay,  aged  seventy,  and  a  woman  nnmed 
Wade,  Aged  sixty,  were  arrested.  Evidence  was  produced  that  Dorsay  killed  Mrs* 
Davies  from  personal  jealousy,  and  shot  Jones  in  mistake  for  Mr.  Davies.  The 
infuri.'xted  mob  then  rushed  to  the  gaol  and  hanged  both  Dorsay  and  Wade  from  the 
tame  limb  and  by  the  satue  rope." 

In  this  instance  swift  retribution  followed  the  pcrpetratieu  of  the  n.s.s:issin's 
bloody  deed;  but  whether  tlie  persons  who  were  iyni-hful  by  their  incenped 
neighbors  were  the  guilty  ones  or  not,  the  summary  manner  of  ^'Utting  thorn 
to  death  is  not  to  be  CvHumciid-'d,  for  in  it  w.ss  the  l.iw  irampleJ  uiidt.T  foot 
as  woU  as  in  the  murder  for  which  they  were  exetuted. 

Well  might  the  citizens  of  Tennessee  begin  to  a.«k,  Whither  are  v.e  drift- 
ing] for  no  man's  life  is  safe;  the  laws  are  a  nullity;  confusion  and  anarchy 
reigns!  The  answer  by  one  of  old  would  suit  this  case:  *"  They  have  «own 
th*^  wind,  thi-y  shall  reap  the  whirlwind."  They  would  nnt  protect  the  weak 
when  they  could,  now  they  can  not  protect  the  .stroncr.  The  failure  1o  ijunish 
crime  when  committed,  gives  llceiise  to  those  who  aie  guilty  to  do  the  same 
thing  again.  The  parties  who  are  wron^ el  m.ij  bo  nnpopular,  but  whether 
they  are  or  not  makes  no  ditT-jrence,  the  principle  is  the  same.  Like  tht 
accumulation  of  foul  gases  in  a  mine,  if  at  once  reuu>VLMl  accident  m  ly  be 
avoided,  but  permitted  to  continue  without  attention  uuiil  force  and  strength 
are  {;ainf^<i,  destruction  and  death  are  the  result. 

Tlie  laws  of  nearly  all  civilized  nations  are  based  upon  that  of  the  divine 
law.  that  the  wilful  murderer  shall  suffer  death.  The  certain  and  .speedy 
execution  of  this  penalty  has  tended  to  check  the  blood-thirsty  from  des- 
troying hunvan  life;  but  when  i.ixity  in  the  administration  of  the  law  is 
manifest,  the  wicked  soon  take  advantage,  and  socievyis  endangered  ihereVy* 

The  enactments  of  men  ujay  not  reach  the  end  de>i^ncd,  but  there  is  a  law 
of  retribution  that  does  not  fail.  Tiie  swindler  may  become  wealthy,  but  ids 
gains  will  corrode  and  be  a  curse  to  him  or  his  Tamil}'.  Passion  may  run  un- 
bridled for  a  season,  but  its  penalties  are  suffering  in  the  end.  The  sliiyer 
may  go  some  length  <»f  time  unwhipped  of  justice,  but  his  conscience  goads 
him  to  desperation,  and  warns  him  every  day  that  there  is  a  judgment  that 
will  not  fad.  A  nation  may  hope  to  escape  from  the  injustice  of  its  acts,  for 
it«  disregard  of  its  laws,  but,  when  the  floodgates  are  oiiened,  who  can  check 
the  torrent  as  it  presses  forward  to  the  seal  Those  States  whicli  have  toler- 
ated and  winked  at  the  murder  oi  the  Saints  within  their  borders,  have  felt 
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and  will  continue  to  feel  the  weight  of  their  misdeeds.  Tennessee  haa  added 
her  iiaofie  to  thu  number,  and  midnight  murders,  lynchings  and  mobbing» 
will  follow  t  >  her  heart's  content.  The  Lord  has  said  it  through  Joseph  the 
Prophet,  and  His  words  are  sure. 

THE  WORK  AMONG  THE  LAMANITEa 


The  promise  is  made  in  the  Bo(»k  of  Mormon,  that  when  the  G<^pel  shaK 
have  been  rejected  by  tiie  Gentiles  it  shall  be  taken  from  among  them,  and 
that  then  will  the  Lord  remember  his  coTcnant  made  with  the  house  of 
Israel,  and  bring  the  Gospel  to  their  degraded  descendants,  who  are  known 
to  us  as  the  American  Indiana.  The  Latter-day  Saints  look  for  the  fulfill- 
ment of  this  promise.  A[)pearances  have  sometimes  in  the  past  indicated 
that  the  time  of  its  fulfillment  wan  at  hand,  but  though  efforts  have  been 
made  from  time  to  time  ever  since  soon  after  the  organization  of  the  Church 
to  proclaim  the  Gospel  among  the  Indians,  they  have  not  thus  far  as  a  whole 
people  shown  a  disposition  to  receive  it.  Certain  tribes  have,  however, 
manifested  considerable  interest  in  the  Gospel,  and  especially  in  the  record 
of  their  forefathers,  which  the  Latter  day  Saints  possess,  and  the  Elders 
have  met  with  some  success  in  proselyting  among  them  and  in  leading  them 
to  adopt  civilized  customs.  Various  tribes  in  Utah  have  to  a  large  extent 
embraced  the  Gospel  and  are  endeavoring  to  live  according  to.  its  preceptS| 
and  the  Elders  laboring  in  Old  Mexico  are  feeling  encouraged  with  the  head- 
way which  they  are  making  there,  but  the  best  prospects  just  now  seem  to» 
be  in  New  Zealand.  The  Maorics,  the  natives  of  New  Zealand,  who  are 
doubtless  of  the  same  race  as  the  American  Indians,  are  just  now  greatly 
interested  in  the  Gospel,  and  there  is  a  prospect  of  a  good  work  being  done 
very  soon  in  the  way  of  proselyting  among  them. 

Elder  Alma  Greenwood,  who'Js  laboring  as  a  missi(mary  in  New  Zealand, 
in  a  letter  to  his  parents; in  Utah,  dated  Aug.  22,  1884,  which  was  recently 
published  in  the  Deseret  News,  gives  an  account  of  a  visit  made  by  himself 
and  Elders  W.  T.  Stewart  and  Ira  N.  Hinckley  to  a  number  of  the  Maori 
villages.  The  natives  received  them  with  an  ovation  almost  everywhere 
they  went,  flocked  around  them  to  listen  to  their  words,  and  in  many  in- 
stances were  eager  to  embrace  the  Gospel.  During  the  brief  trip  alluded  to 
the  Elders  biptized  ninety- four  persons,  and  were  elated  at  tho  prospect  of 
many  more  being  added  to  the  Church  soon.

AN   AUDIENCE  OF  JUVENILES. 

Elder  C.  Denney  writes  from  Southampton,  Nov.  15,  1884,  os  follows: 

"  We  had  a  new  experience  in  the  Southftmpton  Branch  meeting  on  Sunday,  the  9th- 
inBt.     In  the  afternoon  we  had  a  congregation  of  only  five,  they  b«ing  Brothers  A.  T, 
White,  the  President  of  the  Branch,  James  Powell,  James  Marchbanks,  a  little  daughter 
of  President  White's,  and  myself;  but  we  had  a  splendid  time  together.    In  the  evening, 
much  to  our  surprise,  about  fifteen  or  twenty  children,  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
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thirteen,  came  into  our  meeting  room,  and  remained  till  the  close,  and,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions,  paid  very  good  attention.  The  Spirit  of  tlie  Lord  was  with  us,  and  by  ita 
influence  I  was  enabled  to  keep  their  minds  engaged  while  I  explained  to  them  the  first 
principles  of  the  Gospel,  and  to  make  them  more  impressive,  I  spelled  the  wordn  faith, 
repentance  and  baptism  to  them,  and  also  the  word  *  Mormon,'  and  told  them  its  true 
meaning.  They  were  much  amused  when  I  told  them  it  meant  *more  good.*  The 
children  came  of  their  own  accord;  a  few  of  them  came  the  Sunday  previous,  and  no 
doubt  brought  the  rest  on  the  evening  mentioned.  After  I  had  spoken  about  half  an 
hour,  we  sang  a  hymn,  the  little  ones  helping  as  well  as  they  could,  and  Brother  James 
^larchbanks  followed  with  an  interesting  discourse  on  the  prophecies  of  Daniel  and  the 
signs  of  the  times.  The  children  were  pleased  when  we  shook  hands  with  tiiem  to  bid 
them  good  night,  and  they  promised  to  come  again. 

**  There  was  one  stranger,  a  young  man,  present,  who  gave  in  his  name  for  baptism  at 
the  close.  He  had  attended  the  July  District  meeting  in  London,  and  was  very  much 
impressed  with  the  remarks  made  on  that  occasion  by  President  Smith  and  others. 

**  There  are  only  three  families  of  Saints  in  this  town,  and  it  is  quite  a  task  for  them 
to  pay  the  rent  of  the  hall,  but  we  hope  to  be  able  to  keep  it  on  while  there  is  a  chance 
of  doing  any  good." 

NEWS   FROM   THE   EMIGRANTS. 

Elder  Gen.  Goddard,  writing  from  New  York,  Tuesday,  Nov.  11,  .sends  us 
the  following  account  of  the  voynge  of  the  last  compnny  of  emigrants: 

'*  We  left  Queenstown  on  Sunday,  Nov.  2ad,  at  11  a.m.,  after  staying  there  one  hour 
and  twenty  minutes,  and  although  at  the  call  of  the  dinner  b^U  at  1  p.m.,  the  Elders 
chairs  were  all  occupied  at  the  table,  as  also  tho^  of  Sister  Hopwood  and  daughter,  yet 
many  of  the  Saints  were  too  qualmish  to  care  about  dinner,  and  as  the  swell  of  the 
ocean  increased,  all  that  could  be  shaken  seemed  to  be  put  to  the  test.     The  wind  con- 
tinued to  increase  until  at  almost  every  bend  of  the  vessel  the  decks  would  be  submerged 
in  water,  which  rendered  it  for  the  most  part  unsafe  for  any  of  the  Elders  to  get  to  the 
Saints  in  the  stern  of  the  vessel.     From  Sunday  to  Tuesday  evening  the  siege  of  sea 
sickness  was  heavy  and  almost  universal;  neither  age  nor  sex  failed  to  participate  in  it. 
The  bright  dawn  of  Wednesday,  however,  setmed  to  infuse  new  life  into  almost  every 
one,  and  the  deck  was  literally  alive  with  passengers  whose  coimtenances  beamed  with 
joy  to  find  that  sea-sickness  had  ho  far  abated  as  to  enable  them  to  be  on  deck  and  inflate 
their  lungs  with  pure  fresh  air.     Many  of  the  songs  of  Zion  were  sung  on  that  morning, 
and  many  hearts  filled  with  gratitude  to  God  for  His  preserving  care  during  the  trying 
spell  of  their  prostration.     Again  the  wind  increased  and  the  sea  was  boisterous,  which 
prevented  the  Saints  from  obtaining  pure  air  on  the  decks,  except  during  short  intervalst 
until  Sunday  morning,  Nov.  9.  when  the  deck  was  again  crowded  with  passengers.     At 
10-30  the  service  of  the  Church  of  England  was  conducted  by  Captain  Brooks,  and  at 
6-30  p.m.  we  held  a  meeting  with  the  Saints  in  their  quarters,  some  of  the  intermediate 
passengers    being    present    also.       Most  of    the  Elders  delivered    addresses,    beaiing 
testimony  to  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel  through  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,   and 
encom'aging  the  Saints  to  live  Hves  of  righteousness,  in  order  to  secure  the  blessing  of  the 
Lord  on  their  way  to  Zion  and  after  their  arrival.    In  the  evening  we  also  united  with 
them  in  prayers  and  praise. 

**  Monday,  the  10th,  we  arose  early  and  found  the  deck  alive  with  passengers,  out  to 
drink  in  the  balmy  air  of  the  most  beautiful  morning  since  we  started.  A  clear  blue  sky 
was  over  our  head,  with  its  pale  moon  and  t^inkliiig  stars,  and  around  us  a  sea  as  smooth 
as  a  carpet,  while  along  the  eastern  horizon  stretched  a  line  of  low  black  clouds,  which 
nearly  all  the  passengers  mistook  for  land.  About  7  a.m.  steam  was  turned  off  to  take 
n  our  Pilot,  which  infused  new  life  and  expectancy  among  the  anxious  passengers. 
Next  came  the  rising  of  the  king  of  day,  whose  glorious  face  gleamed  above  the  horizon 
to  give  warmth  and  vigor  to  all  on  board,  which  ever}*  one  appreciated. 

**  We  have  been  treated  with  respect  and  gentlemanly  bearing  by  oificerSi  crew  and 
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passen^^ers.  Take  it  all  in  all,  it  has  been  a  rough  pansage.  All  have  been  sick,  more  or 
less.  Those  who  have  suffered  nios^t  are  j:raclually  recovering.  A  good  feeling  has  pre* 
▼ailed  among  the  Saints,  and  a  disposition  to  care  for  each  other.  Between  12  and  1  p.m. 
we  were  amused  with  seeing  the  playful  games  of  tens  of  thousands  of  porpoi«os  jumping 
in  and  out  of  the  water,  either  for  their  own  or  our  gratification,  we  could  scarcely  decide 
which.  I  am  now  at  5  p.m.  writing  from  Brother  Hart's  office,  5  Battery  Place,  New 
York.  We  all  arrived  safe  at  the  Guion  lane  pier  at  1-45  p.m.  to-day  and  were  pleased 
to  see  Brother  Hart  there  to  greet  \19.  All  the  company  are  in  good  health  and  spirits, 
except  Sister  Hunter,  and  ^hc  is  improving.  No  births  or  deaths  occurred,  and  we 
expect  to  leave  here  to-morrow  evening  per  rail  for  hon^.e.  We  have  passed  the  ordeals 
of  exci.se  regulations,  and  the  Saints  are  now  at  Castle  Gjirdenv«*,  feeling  grateful  to  God 
our  lieavenly  Father  for  preserving  our  lives  tluring  thi:i  boisterous  voyage." 

ITEMS   FROM   ELDKR   WAfiSTAFF. 

Ei'ler  Wm.  W.igstiff,  who  i:ito!y  returned  to  bis  borne  in  Uta'i  fr.")m  a 
missi.)ii  in  this  country,  writ's  to  us  from  S.ilt  Like  City,  October  27,  1884, 
as  follows: 

'*  Perhaps  a  few  lines  from  m-^  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  you,  as  it  is  now  some  time 
ainro  I  bade  you  a<lieu  on  board  the  good  ship  IViiominfj,  for  you  to  remain  for  a  short 
time  in  the  hind  that  gave  me  birth,  and  me  to  wend  my  way  to  the  home  of  the  Saints, 
where  I  already  had  considerable  interest  in  various  ways.  You  no  doubt  have  heard 
before  this  that  we  encountereil  nothing  of  note  to  mar  the  prosperity  of  our  journey, 
although  we  experienced  some  hicknesH,  and  I  took  a  .small  share  with  the  rest;  and  it 
seenift  us  though  it  is  rather  loth  to  leave  me,  a-  my  health,  since  my  arrival  at  home, 
hivs  not  been  of  the  best  nature.  Still  I  hope  to  feel  better  soon,  as  I  become  more 
acoli!tjat<,»d.  It  .seems  rather  strange  af  first  to  stay  in  one  place  any  length  of  time,  as  I 
had  l»c(-n  accustomed  to  chunue  quarters  so  often;  still  I  am  getting  so  that  I  can  endure 
it  i»rLity  Well,  for,  re.>l  a.-^.sured,  ^\ith  all  the  kind  treatment  I  received  from  Saints  and 
Btran,.;t-rs  while  in  England  (which  Wiw  all  I  could  desire),  there  is  no  place  in  which  a 
person  can  take  as  much  solid  comfc-rt  as  under  his  own  roof. 

'*  I  found  my  .vlfairs  at  home  in  a  i»ati3factory  condition,  and  places  and  faces  of  old 
friejuls  seemed  (^uite  nattnal  In  a  few  days  after  my  arrival.  I  made  up  my  mind 
while  m  England  laboring  among  the  people  and  hearing  the  complaints  from  them  of 
the  negligence  of  their  friends  in  L'tah  about  writing  to  them,  that  I  would  visit  some  of 
them  and  enquire  their  rea-son^  for  so  much  laxity,  but  I  have  found  that  I  had  shouldered 
ratlier  a  heavy  task,  as  it  is  quite  a  labor  to  hunt  them  up,  as  tiicy  are  considerably 
•cuilered;  and  after  having  succeeded  in  finding  them,  they  seem  to  be  quite  careless  in 
reg.inl  to  the  matter. 

*'  i^Iy  mind  is  on  the  missionary  life  of  the  Ehlers  a  great  deal  of  the  time,  wondering 
how  they  are  succeeding  in  their  labor.=?,  traveling  from  place  to  place  among  the  people, 
trying  to  show  the  world  of  mankind  the  way  to  eternal  life.  To  see  the  spirit  of 
indih"eronce  that  is  mauife.-Led  towards  the  Gospel  :n  the  world  it  is  not  much  to  be 
wondered  at  if  the  Eiders  should  become  somewhat  discouraged,  but  under  the  advice 
they  receive,  they  can  always  tind  satisfaction.  There  ;-;eems  to  be  consiilerablc  improve- 
ment gi>ing  on  .among  the  young  men  of  Farmers*  Ward,  and  I  presume  it  is  the  same  in 
otht-r  parts,  although  I  have  not  dtme  umch  visiting  as  yet.  The  other  powers  are  at 
work  also,  and  quite  a  spirit  of  indifference  seems  to  be  growing  among  some. 

*'  The  counsel  of  the  first  I'residency  seenii  to  be  for  officers  of  Wards  to  look  after 
their  members  and  prune  the  vine  or  detach. the  dead  branches  if  they  cannot  be  revived. 

"  I  have  been  quite  disappointed  in  not  hearing  from  any  of  the  Saints  in  England,  aa 
I  have  been  over  a  month  at  home  and  received  no  letters  from  any  one.  I  am  inclined 
to  think  some  letters  may  have  been  lo.^t, 

*•  J  desire  ti»  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Saints  in  England,  among  whom  I  labored 
for  I hrir  many  acts  of  kindness  to  me  while  on  my  mission;  my  desire  for  them  all  ii 
that  tlxey  with  myself  may  prove  faithful" 
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DEATH  OF  A   FORMER  MEMBER  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Elder  R.  H.  Tanner  writing  to  ns  from  Northampton,  Nov.  14,  1884,  says: 

*'  I  tfike  this  opporfcimity  of  informins:  you  of  the  death  of  David  Gibson,  who  departed 
this  life  ou  Saturday,  the  8th  inst  The  following  items  concerning  his  life  I  have  ob- 
tained from  the  Saints  here:  He  was  born  at  Northampton,  Dec.  20, 1810,  embraced  the 
Goitpel  about  the  year  1849,  and  remained  faithful  for  a  number  of  years,  when,  through 
some  misundorstandinj;,  he  was  cut  oiT  the  Church,  yet  never  denied  the  divine  mission 
of  Joseph  Smith.  He  has  often  been  heard  opjiosing  those  who  were  slandering  the 
Saints  and  the  principles  we  believe  in.  On  one  occasion  a  Mr.  Hepburn  visited  North- 
ampton with  a  panorama,  and  held  forth  in  Milton  Hail.  He  was  feeding  those  present 
on  the  blackest  of  falseh>>ods,  when  the  deceased  aro«e  and  contradicted  his  statements, 
and  proved  by  Hepburn's  own  words  that  he  was  not  telling  the  truth. 

"Mr.  Gibson  was  a  man  of  great  abilities,  though  fortune  never  favored  him  with 
much  of  this  world's  goods.  He  was  always  willing,  however,  to  share  what  he  had  with 
theElder*.  He  had  great  faith  in  the  ordinance  for  tlie  healing  of  the  sick.  Previous 
ta  his  death  he  rcriupstf'd  to  be  re-baptized,  but  owing  to  his  infirmities  it  was  postponed 
until  it  was  too  late.  He  ha  1  been  bed-ridden  nearly  two  years,  and  died  trusting  that 
Bomeone  will  do  that  work  for  him  which  he  has  left  undone. 

*'  The  funeral  took  place  on  the  12th.  His  wife  has  been  a  faithful  Latter-day  Saint 
for  thirty- five  years,  and  is  still  iu  full  fellowship.  She  has  been  confined  to  her  bed  for 
upwards  of  four  years,  but  during  all  her  affliction  she  rejoices  in  the  Gospel. 

"The  Saints  in  this  District  are  very  kind  and  hospitable,  and  are  ever  ready  to 
administer  to  my  wants  as  far  as  it  is  in  their  power,  which  I  feel  truly  thankful  for, 
both  to  them  and  to  my  heavenly  Father.  Most  of  the  Saints  are  alive  to  th.iir  dtities, 
but  I  am  sorry  to  say  there  are  some  sleepy  ones  who  do  not  appreciate  the  OdsjjcI  as 
they  ought  to.  I  continue  to  enjoy  good  health,  and  also  my  laboi-s.  I  have  been  labor- 
ing alone  .since  the  1st  of  September."

Elder  J.  IL   Martinoau  writing  to  the  Deseret  Xews  from  Pima,  Graham 
Co..  Arizona,  Oct.  27,  1881,  gifes  the  following  informalioD  concerning  that 

interesting  region: 

'*  Fioqutent  incjuiries  are  made  in  reference  to  the  resources  of  this  part  of 
the  country,  and  I  laky  pleasure  in  giving  a  general  reply  through  your 
paper.  The  j>ast  season  bus  been  the  driest  known  for  many  years,  scarcely 
any  rain  iiaving  fallen.  It  lias  also  been  the  warmest,  the  mercury  ri.sing  on 
some  occiisiuns  to  116  degrees.  But  I  find  people  can  endure  116  degrees 
here  as  easily  us  100  degrees  in  Utah.  The  blood  seems  thinner,  and  a  resi- 
dent of  this  country  will  shiver  when  a  person  just  from  the  north  will  bo 
warm  enough.  As  a  general  thing  the  iiealth  of  the  people  hai  been  good 
along  the  Gila— some  few  cases  of  chills  and  malarial  fever  have  e.xisted 
hero,  and  at  the  present  tinio  tiiere  is  considerable  malariul  lever  at  St. 
]^  ivi'.l,  oil  the  San  Pcdj-.»,  but  such  complaiuta  iis  riieamatisni,  dip'jilieria, 
croup,  cinjgiis  and  cold^j,  are  almost  unknown,  and,  taken  all  i.i  all,  ihi.s  is  a. 
very  healthy  country,  and  has  a  most  delighttul  climate.  Wc  hav«  ..ad  no^ 
frost  yet,  and  trees  are  still  clothed  in  a  lovely  green. 

''  Small  grain  and  corn  do  well.  Wheat  has  yielded  00  bushels  to  the 
acre,  and  barley  80  at  St.  David,  and  sweet  potatoes,  cotton,  peanuts  and  all 
kinds  of  fruit  do  well.    Melons  are  simply  immense  as  to  number,  size  and 
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quality.  Sorghum  prows  luxuriantly,  and  may  be  cut  repeatedly  in  one  season; 
in  f.ict,  ii  is  hard  to  kill  it  out  when  once  planted.  Thin  is  the  place  to  erect 
works  liir  the  manufacture  <»f  sugar,  the  soil  and  climate  being  specially 
adapted  tor  sorghum.  Lower  down  the  river  Louisiana  cane  does  well,  and 
the  MHtivt;s  make  tons  of  sug:ir  from  it,  but  it  h:is  not  yet  been  planted  here. 

*'  Tret?-*  ;^row  remarkably  f:wt  here;  fence  posts  when  set  immediately  gn)W 
and  hecom  i  large  trees,  either  cotton  wood  or  black  willow.  English  walnuts 
and  figs  on  Father  Pace's  farm  look  well,  also  grapes,  peaches,  eke. 

'*Scl]o(il  teachers  are  much  needed  here,  that  is,  properly  qualified  ouea 
They  are  well  paid  from  the  public  funds,  this  being  a  land  of  free  schools, 
and  povfT  y  need  debar  no  one  from  sending  their  children.  Several  teachers 
are  wantel  here  in  this  valley  now.  Masons,  carpenters,  blacksmiths,  shoe- 
makers uiil  other  tradesman  are  very  much  needed,  and  can  do  well.  In  a 
new  and  opening  country  there  are  plenty  of  openings  for  men  and  women 
ef  ener;;y  and  ability,  and  this  is  emphatically  true  of  Southern  Arizona.  Tu 
all  such  ue  extend  a  hearty  welcome. 

"Town  plats  have  been  surveyed  at  Thatcher,  Graham  and  Pima,  and 
Curtis.  L  lyton  an<l  Central  will  be  as  so<»n  as  possible.  With  the  energy  and 
skill  of  ox'  people,  we  hope  this  country  will  soon  exchange  its  wild  and 
primitive  appjaraucd  for  a  more  attractive  one,  aud  become,  as  it  may  be,  the 
garden  oi  the  south. 

Elder  B.  F.  Johnson  also  writing  to  the  Neivs  from  Tempe,  Arizona,  Oct. 
23,  1884,  >a.vs: 

"About  thy  1st  of  April  last  I  imported  from  California 70 swarms  of  bees, 
25  of  which  were  paid  for  by  the  citizens  of  Mesa.  On  their  arrival  about 
two-thinis  of  the  bees  wore  dead.  I  kept  them  all  in  my  care  until  the  1st 
•of  June,  when  all  the  hives,  by  careful  manipulation,  were  again  well  filled 
with  bees,  and  so  hid  full  swarms  to  give  to  those  who  had  paid  for  them. 
Our  bees  werj  laid  down  at  Maricopa  station  at  a  little  less  than  seven  dol- 
lars per  hive. 

From  our  45  stands  of  bees  we  extracted  not  less  than  two  tons  of  honey, 
and  multiplied  them  into  200  swarms,  which  we  found  to  be  very  bad  policy, 
«ts  we  were  not  able  to  provide  tight  hives  and  it  being  the  dearth  season, 
and  not  being  able  to  give  them  the  care  needed,  no  less  than  50  of  the  weak- 
est colonies  were  destroyed  by  bee  moth.  Had  they  been  kept  at  the  num- 
ber of  about  100  swarms,  we  could  have  easily  attained  four  tons  of  honey 
in  all. 

"The  year  previoas  M.  C.  T.  Hayden  and  I  had  together  sent  for  ten 
colonies,  the  results  from  which  have  bjen  about  the  same  as  those  already 
described,  ihey  forming  another  apiary.  But  to  show  more  fully  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  *  busy  bee'  in  thi^  *  sun  kissed  land,'  I  will  state  that  about  the 
Ist  of  last  April  I  sold  to  Doctor  Gregg  of  this  place  one  liglit  swarm  of  bees, 
and  to-d:;y  1  asked  him  f o  r  a  report  of  results.  He  told  me  that  of  the  one 
iwarm  there  weie  now  in  hives  14,  and  that  two  swarms  had  absconded 
making  IG  in  all,  and  600  pounds  of  ho  ley  had  been  extracted,  and  that  he 
ahou'd  tike  still  mere  as  his  beea  were  yet  laying  in  honey.  Of  the  tnith  of 
hii  statLNuent  1  have  no  doubt,  and  I  think  it  a  little  ahead  of  anything  pob- 
liihed  as  results  Irom  the  bee. 
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"**  But  the  bee  is  not  the  only  marvel  of  increase  in  this  land  of  almost  con- 
stant spring. md  summer.  I  have  just  cume  from  measuriog  a  fig  tree,  one  of 
nearly  a  hundred  that  I  put  out  as  cuttings  not  20  months  since.  It  is  10 
feet  high  and  near  to  10  feet  through  the  limbs,  and  five  inches  in  diameter 
•of  wood  at  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  now  ripening  its  third  crop  of 
fruit  I  also  found  many  trees  in  my  nursery  from  peach  pips  plnnted  the 
(last  spring,  over  9  feet  high,  and  grape  vines  from  cuttings  planted  the  spring 
previous  have  produced  as^high  as  35  or  more  pounds  of  fruit. 

'^  Could  you  tike  a  look  at  tbe  flowera  in  front  of  my  door,  you  would  see 
■nearly  fifty  oieaodera  that  were  cuttings  the  past  spring,  and  now  some  of 
them  are  five  feet  high  and  bowed  down  with  the  weight  of  their  loveliness. 
On  some  of  them  I  counted  15  larg)  festoons  of  flowers.  Aud  then  the 
pomegranates  put  out  at  the  same  time  hive  also  been  in  bloom  and  will 
produce  fruit  another  season,  and  the  olive  also,  which  is  long  in  starting 
from  cuttings,  is  already  over  three  feet  high."

ttC>  keep  every  aon^man^menl  Ikal  has  been  given,  and  lo  live  by  every  word 
pro^eeedath  jCuflh  fpom  th%  moulh  tf  Qod.  It  ia  only  by  living  up  |^ 
Lb  atandard  J^bal  wa  aan  obtain. the  bleaainga  thai  have  bean  promiaa^ 
luse  those  promises  are  conditional,  therefore  we  can  readily  understand 
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the  necessity  that  exists  for  us  to  1)6  .obedieut,  in  which  case  the  blessings  are 
sure  to  follow.  Although  we  believe  in  keeping  the  laws  of  the  land  in 
which  we  live,  and  in  being  subject  to  those  who  are  in  authority — those  who 
have  been  empowered  to  administer  those  laws;  still,  when  they  conflict 
with,  and  are  in  contravention  to,  the  laws  of  God,  we  cannot  obey  both.  We 
cannot  serve  God  and  mammon.  In  the  Imguage  of  onelof  old:  "Choose  ye 
this  day  whom  ye  will  serve."  The  law:^  of  God  were  made  first;  and  when 
men  undertake  to  enact  laws  with  the  intent  to  frustrate  the  designs  of  the 
Almighty  and  to  ensnare  His  people — to  bring  false  accusations  against  them^ 
they  themselves  are  responsible,  and  not  we.  The  Prophet  Daniel  chose  to 
be  obedient  to  the  laws  of  God,  and  by  so  doing  transgressed"  a  certain  law 
which  men  had  made,  and  which  was  made  with  the  intent  to  bring  him  into 
difficulties;  but  he,  trusting  in  God,  and  doing  his  duty,  was  victorious,  and 
was  kept  from  the  power  of  those  who  snut^ht  to  destroy  him. 

There  is  a  vast  difference  between  thelcases  mentioned  of  Saul  and  Daniel. 
Saul,  by  being  disobedient,  lost  his  power  and  kingdom,  w^hile  Daniel,  by 
being  obedient,  was  raised  to  power  and  fertat  authority.  It  has  very  often 
happened,  (net  only  in  former  dispensations,  bat  nho  in  the  one  in  which  we. 
are  living,)  that  laws  have  been  enacted  by  men  that  are  and  were  directly 
opposed  to  laws  which  Go  I  has  given,  and  wnich  we  are  required  to  obey. 
This  is  more  especial  y  the  case  with  us  as  a  people  at  the  present  time. 
Men  have  taken  upon  themselves  to'  oppose  the  purposes  of  God  by  enac^ng 
aiiici/as  far  as  possible,  enforc.ng  laws  that  have,  or  would  have  if  carried  out 
accpirdihg  to  their  fullest  designs,  a  tendency  to  deprive  us  of  our  rights  as  a 
comna'upity,  and  to  compel  us  to  break  ,the  laws  of  God.  Under  these  cir- 
ctin^stances  the  question  might,  and  possibly  does  arise  with  some:  What  are 
we  to  dol  This  should  not  be  a  question  'with  Latter-day  Saints.  Our  first 
consider.iii  n  should  b3  t3  do  the  will  of  God  and  obey  His  commands,  and 
leave  the  result  in  His  hands.  He  is  perfectly  able  and  willing'  to  lake  care 
of  us,  and  has  promised  to  Hght  our  battles,*and  bear  us  off  victoriously  ov.er 
all  bur  enemies,  and  give  us  strength  as  our  day. 

Peter, .-  nd  others  of  the  Apostles,  when  quetftioned  as  to  why  they  taught, 
the  doctrines  o  Christ  when  they  had  been  forbidden  by  the  high  priest  to 
do  80,  said:  '*  We  ought  to  obey  God  [rather  than  men"  (Acts  v,  29).  A1-' 
though  they  had  be^n  forbidden  by  {men  to  teach  those  doctrines,  tiiey  had 
been  commanded  by  Christ  to  teach  them,fand  they  did  so  regardless  of  the 
ooDsequences. 

it  is  true  that  by  taking  this  coiirselour  temporal  pros|>ect8  are  liable  to 
injury,  and  it  may  p  eve  very  detrimental  to  us,tbut  this  should  not  be  con- 
sidered, for,  as  it  is  written:  '*  What  doth  it  profit  a  man  though  he  g;ain  the^ 
whole  world,  and  lose  his  own  soulf'JiThe  riches  of|this  world  are  bj&  nothiogi 
in  comparison  to  the  riches  of  eternity^^those  blessings  and  pow.ers.wbjch! 
to*  Saints  of  God  will  enjoy  eter  lalfy.* ..  •      -  .

A    VISIT    TO    THE    MORMONS. 


The  following  article'appear.^  in  the  Bu'lv.n^  a  mining  journal,  publishtd  at 
Soctirro,  New  Mexico.  The  edit  >r,  Mr.  Cliaa.  Longuemare,  recently 
visited  Salt  Lake  City,  and  expressed  much  piiasure  at  the  enterprise  and 
industry  of  the  Utah  "  Mormons." 

'During  the  fir?it  days  of  last  month  we  accompanied  Messrs.  Charles  E, 
Willard  and  Charles  E.  Gross,  of  Hartford,  Connecticut^  to  Salt  Iiake  City, 
While  there  we  spent  our  time  in  securing  reliable  data  relating  to  the  natural 
lesources  of  Utah  and  industries  of  the  Mormons.  In  this  connection  we 
will  say  that  we  lost  none  of  our  time  in  the  investigation  of  the  religion  of 
the  followers  of  Joseph  Smith,  as  the  Bullion  does  not  deal  with  spiritual 
matters.  The  Mormon  question  is  simply  a  question  of  conscience,  moral?, 
and  Liw,  which  will  be  regulated  in  time  by  Congressional  legislation  and  by 
the  courts  of  the  country.  The  valley  of  the  Utah  was  settled  about  the  year 
1846.  Tom  Benton,  of  Missouri,  about  that  [time  expressed  his  desire  that 
the  Mormons  be  demanded  to  put  a  battel  on  in  the  field,  as  the  war  with 
Mexico  was  then  being  waged.  The  Mormons  readily  consented,  and  the 
battalion  did  good  service.  It  was  then.Vthey  discovered  the  first  gold  at 
•Sutter's  mill  while  digging  a  mill  race;  thus  the  discovery  of  gold  in  Cali- 
fornia is  due  to  them.  Upon  their  return  to  Salt  Lake  they  brought  with 
them  an  immense  quantity  of  gold  dust  and  nuggets,  where  it  was  sacked  or 
placed  in  barrels  and  weighed  with  common  steelyards.  We  were  informed 
that  gold  was  then  more  plentiful  than  wheat.  The  site  upon  which  Salt 
Lake  is  built,  and,  in  fact,  the  whole  of  the  Utah  Valley  at  the  time  of  ita 

•  occupation  by  the  Mormons,  presented  an  uninviting  appearance.  The  plain 
was  covered  with  a  thick  growth  of  stunted  sage  brush,  and  the  soil  was 
white  with  its  coating  of  alkali.  It  was  under  these  unpromising  conditiooa 
that  the  settlement  of  Utah  was  inaugur  ited.    To-day  the  sceme  is  changed* 

'The  valley  of  the  Utah  from  Provo  to  its  limits  presents  a  panorama  of 
beauty,  thrift  and  prosperity.  Utah  Lake  and  a  number  of  small  streams 
afford  the  water  with  which  the  valley  is  irrigated.  The  former  body  of 
water  is  fresh,  and  is  magnificent  in  its  extent,  which  is  relieved  by  clusters 

•  of  small  farms  in  a  higb  state  of  cultivation.  The  dwelliags  of  the  inhabi- 
tants are  all  neat,  clean,  and  well  built,  generally  of  white  adobe  or  red  brick, 
and  the  impartial  visitor  is  compelled  to  admit  that  few  places  in  the  United 

^States  can  compare  with  the  settlements  in  this  valley  for  thrift  and  sub- 
stantial prosperity.     We  were  pnrtitularly  impressed  with  the  admirable 

:  system  of  irrigation  in  vogue,  altogether  different  from  that  practiced  in 
New  Mexico.     With  us  the  cultivators  follow   the  system  used  by    the 
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Pueblos  and  Axtecs  before  the  conquest  ef  the  country  by  the  Spftniarda  in 
jbhe  16th  century.  The  fields  are  divided  into  a  series  of  small  beds  in  whick 
the  seed  is  placed,  and  then  flooded  with  several  inchte  of  water.  Tfiii 
effect  of  this  deluge  is  to  cause  the  ground  to  mat,  and  then  bake  and  crack 
under  the  ruys  of  the  sun,  checking  vegetation  and  otherwise  retarding  the 
developoient  of  the  plant.  Under  this  system  the  successful  cultivation  of 
the  putato  and  other  bulbous  plants  is  impossible,  as  the  earth,  upon  drying, 
cakes  around  the  bulb  and  forms  a  hard  matrix  or  mould,  which  renders  its 
development  out  of  the  question.  In  Utah  the  method  is  altogether  differ- 
ent. The  fields  are  not  subdivided  into  small  beds,  thus  obviuting  much 
unnecessary  labor  and  expense.  In  place  of  submerging  the  field  as  we  do, 
in  Utah  the  farmer  allows  the  water  to  follow  the  course  of  the  furrows  be- 
tween the  rows  of  plants,  and  instead  of  being  smothered  by  water,  Tegeta- 
tion  draws  its  nourishment  by  capillary  attraction.  The  advantages  and 
economy  of  this  system  are  so  obvious  that  nothing  remains  to  be  said  upon 
Ae  subject,  and  intelligent  men  ¥rill  adopt  it. 

One  of  the  great  features  in  the  valley  is  the  great  Salt  Lake.  It  eom- 
mences  about  fifteen  miles  from  the  city,  and  extends  eighty  miles  in  length 
and  forty  miles  in  width.  The  water  is  a  concentrated  solution  of  chloride* 
.of  sodium,  having  a  specific  gravity  nearly  equal  to  that  of  the  Dead  Sea. 

The  Mormons  have  kept  a  record  of  all  passing  events  from  the  date  of 
•ecupation.  From  this  source  we  have  discovered  that  the  rainfall  is  steadily 
Increasing— so  much  so,  that  though  immense  quantities  of  water  are  drawn 
from  Utah  Lake,  it  continues  to  preserve  its  level,  and  the  streams  also  afford 
Ibcreiising  quantities,  though  the  settlement  of  the  country  continues,  and 
hew  contrlbuiions  of  water  are  demanded  to  supply  the  iucreasing  wants  of 
agriculture. 

The  city  ef  S^Ic  Lake  possesses  a  population  of  25,000  souls,  80  per  cent, 
of  which  are  Mormons,  and  this  per  cent  is  preserved  throughout  the  Teni- 

We  visited  the  Tabernacle,  an  immense  building,  which  seats  13,000  wor* 
jliippcrs.  The  organ  was  built  there  by  Mormon  artisans,  and  was  at  thai 
tfme  the  largest  in  the  United  States.  The  acoustic  properties  of  the  build- 
ing are  extraordinary.  A  pin  dropped  into  a  straw  hat  is  heard  at  the  other 
extremity  of  the  building~250  feet  away.  ,  In  the  construction  of  the  edifice 
tiie  safety  of  the  audience  was  consulted,  as  the  immense  congregation  ot 
13,000  people  vanish  through  fourteen  large  doors  in  less  than  three  minutoi 
after  the  close  of  the  services,  thus  rendering  a  panic  impossible.  The  Tem* 
|>le  is  a  magnificent  edifice;  the  foundation  was  laid  in  1853,  and  it  will  be 
completed  in  1890.  The  stone  used  in  its  construction  is  a  white  qrenitic 
granite.  The  sidewalks  throughout  the  city  are  lined  with  trees  kept  trim 
and  neat.  At  convenient  distances  fountains  afford  drink  to  the  thirsty;. 
Oas  and  electric  lights  illuminate  the  city.  The  streets  and  pavements  ast 
modtls  of  cleanliness  and  neatness.  Salt  Lake  City  is  a  neat,  well  built  and 
beautiful  city.  It  was  not  made,  it  is  a  creation.  The  following  manufai^ 
tures  flourish:  silk,  cloth,  clothing,  flour,  agricultural  implements,  tanneries^, 
fruit  canning  establishments,  soap,  candles,  linen,  shoes,  blankets,  wicker 
ware,  pottery  and  stoneware  jchina.     The  mines  in  the  vicinity  of  ihe  city 
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are  important.  Much  of  the  ore  is  a  high  grade  chloride  and  sulphide  ore. 
Large  bodies  of  low  gnide  carbonate  and  galena  exist,  and  the  time  will  come 
when  the  mines  of  Utah  will  be  an  important  factor  of  her  prosperity.  The

The  moral  which  we  have  drawn  from  otir  visit  is,  that  ¥^hat  has  be^h  ae- 
complished  by  the  industrious  Mormon  can  be  duplicated  in  the  vicinity  of 
Socorro  aud  throughout  the  Rio.  Grande  Valley.  Our  opinion  often  ex- 
pressed in  the  past,  that  the  future  of  Socorro  depends  upon  the  develop- 
ment of  her  agricultural  as  well  as  of  her  mining  resources,  is  confirmed.  The 
Mormons  are  h  model  of  energy  presenting  an  example  worthy  of  imitation.

The  Ogden  Pilot,  a  rank  anti-*'  Mormon"  paper,  has  collapsed. 

An  unusual  amount  of  sickness  is  reported  to  have  prevailed  in  Ogden  of 
late. 

A  new  law  firm  has  been  formed  in  Ogden,  Utah,  by  the  partnership  of  Q 
C  Richards,  Esq.,  of  that  city,  and  Henry  Rolapp,  Esq.,  formerly  of  MonI* 
pelier,  Idaha 

The  railroad  extending  from  Lehi  to  Tintie  has  lately  been  doing  a  booni- 
ing  traffic  The  freight  is  chiefly  ore  from  the  mines  in  tbe  Tintic  district,  ti 
number  of  which  are  yielding  very  heavily  of  the  precious  metals. 

President  Wrn.  M.  Palmer,  of  the  North-western  States  Mission,  has  ret 
•ently  retitrned  to  Utah,  accompanied  by  a  party  of  Saints  numbering  fifty- 
seven  souls.  He  reports  the  prospects  good  in  that  field,  a  number  of  peiv 
ions  having  recently  been  baptized,  and  a  spirit  of  inquiry  in  relation  to  the 
Ck>spel  is  more  manifest  than  in  years  past,  especially  in  Minnesota. 

Salt  Lake  City  has  just  received  another  shaking  up.  One  hundred'k^^ 
of  powder  belonging  to  Pascoe  and  Farley  were  exploded  on  Thursday  QigJ)i|^ 
Nov.  6th.  It  was  stored  in  a  cave  in  the  side  of  the  mountain  near  t|he 
northern  limits  of  the  city.  It  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  work  of  aa  in-^ 
eendiary.  No  damage  was  done,  aside  from  the  loss  of  the  powder.  The 
inhabitants  of  the  city  thought  it  must  be  a  heavy  discharge  of  iartilleiy  at 
Fort  Douglas  in  honor  of  the  announcement  of  the  result  of  the  election  fof 
President  of  the  United  States. 

Idaho  has  an  anti-*'  Mormon"  political  party  made  up  of  Republicans  and 
Democrats,  and  others  probably  who  know  nothing  more  about  politics  thao 
a  cow  does  about  mathematics,  but  who  hate  the  '*  Mormons,"  and  the  chair- 
man of  the  central  committee  of  this  precious  organisation  has  received  a 
letter  from  the  Governor  of  the  Territory.  In  it  Governor  fiunn,  who  ia 
point  of  bigotry  seems  to  be  fully  equal  to  his  predecessor  Governor  .Niel^ 
expresses  the  opinien  that  the  "  Saints  of  that  unholy  organization  known  as 
the  Mpruiun  church  live  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  general  government^ 
end  therefore  are  not  entitled  to  participation  or  consideration  in  the  making 
of  laws  for  the  government  or  improvement  of  the  Territory."  i

''  i  flBel  that  I  cannot  take  leave  of  the  Saints  in  this  land  without  exhorting 
them  "to  be  true  to  the  covenants  which  they  have  made' with  the  Almighty, 
iuid  testifying  again  to  them  and  the  world  that  I  know  the  Latter-day  Saints 
are  the  people  of  God,  to  whom  He  has  restored  the  Gospel,  with  all  its  for- 
mer gifts  and  powers  and  blessings;  and  that  obedience  to  that  Gospel 
brings  not  only  persecution,  but  joy  unspeakable  here  and  salvation  here- 
iifter;  while  its  rejection  will  result  in  doubt  and  misery  here,  and  condem- 
nation in  the  world  to  come. . 

The  friendship  which  has  sprung  up  between  myself  and  the  Elders  who  have 
labored  in  the  Mission  during  the  past  two  years  (with  most  of  whom  I  have 
become  well  acquainted,  though  many  of  them  were  strangers  to  me  before  I  left 
my  home)  is  by  me  most  dearly  prized.  I  trust  it  may  continue  to  exist  I 
have  learned  to  regard  them  with  confidence  and  affection,  such  as  one  cao 
only  feel  for  those  who  have  proved  themselves  true  in  the  day  of  trial  May 
We  often  meet  in  years  to  come,  and  recount  the  pleasant  labors  spent  abroad, 
proclaiming  the  Gospel! 
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With  prayent  for  the  succtss  of  my  brethren,  the  missionaries,  and  the 
"welfare  of  the  Sainis  in  Europe,  I  bid  them  all  a  fond  adieu.

SENTENCE   OF  RUDGER  CLAWSON,  AND  HIS  SPEECH 

BEFORE  THE  COURT.

When*  Rodger  Clawson  had  been  convicted  in  the  Third  District  Court  of 
Utah  on  the  charges  «)f  marrying  nnd  cohubitiiip  with  a  second  wife,  and 
was  brought  before  Judge  Zane  on  the  3rd  ult.,  for  sentence,  he  was  osked  if 
he  had  anything  to  say,  to  which  question  he  replied  as  follows: 

"  Your  Honor,  since  the  jury  thatirecently  sat  on  my  cafie  have  seen  proper  to  find  a 
verdict  of  guilty,  I  have  only  this  to  say  why  judgment  bhould  not  be  pronounced.  I 
very  much  regret  that  the  laws  of  my  country  should  come  in  contact  with  the  laws  of 

'  God;  but  whenever  they  do  I  shall  invariably  choose  the  latter.  If  I  did  not  so  express 
myself  I  should  feel  unworthy  of  the  cause  I  repro:«enL  llie  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  expressly  stales  that  Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of 

'  T«ligion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof.  It  cannot  be  denied,  I  think,,  that 
jnarriage,  when  attended  and  sanctioned  by  religious  rites  and  ceremonies,  is  an  estab- 
lidiment  of  religion.  The  law  of  1862,  and  the  Edmunds  law,  were  expressly  designed 
to  operate  against  marriage  as  practiced  and  believed  in  by  the  Latter-day  Saints.    They 

-4ure  therefore  unconstitutional,  and  c^  course  cannot  command  the  respect  that  a  con- 
stitutional law  would.    I'hat  is  all  I  have  to  say,  your  honor." 

Judge  Zane  then  delivered  the  prisoner  a  ieclnre,  in  the  course  of  which 
lie  stated  that  the  sentence  he  was  ahoiit  tti  \n\sH  would  not  have  been  so 
heavy  had  nut  the  prisoner  believed  it  wjis  light  ti)  marry  more  than  one 
wife.  His  listeners  were  left  to  infer  from  this  that  if  the  prisoner  had 
married  and  cohabited  with  a  woman  with  iriutinal  intent,  he  would  nut 

.hi|ve  been  regarded  as  guilty  as  when  he  d:d  h  with  the  approvaLof  his  firdt 
wife,  and  with  the  belief  that  it  whs  right  and  pleasing  to  God  so  to  do.  The 
inconsistency  of  the  judge  was  also  apparent  from  another  remark  that  he 
made  in  the  course  of  his  harangut*,  to  tin;  ellVct  that  he  was  in  favor  of  per- 
fect freedom  in  the  matter  of  religious  belief.      The  sentence  on   the  first 

•count  of  the  indictm€nt*(poIyg»imy)  was  a  fine  of  $500  nnd  imprisonment  for 

'three-and-ahalf  years;  that  on  the  seciiud  count  (cohabitation)  was  a  fine  of 
$300  and  imprisonment  for  six  month.s     The  fine  on  both  counts  was  the 

< extreme  limit  allowed  by  law. 

The  application  fur  the  prisoner  ti)  ho  admitted  to  bail  pending  an  appeal 

•  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Terrirory  was  refused,  and  he  was  sent  to  the 

'Penitentiary  on  the  day  of  his  sentence.

'*  I  am  thankful  to  8ay  that  I  haw  baptized  three  penoDS  in  this  place  since  mj  ar- 
rival, two  weeks  ago,  and  expect  to  baptize  one  to-night.     There  is  quite  a  little  hreeit 
here  just  now,  and  the  Time»  and  Gazttf  are  very  fairly  publishing  pro  and  con,  wfaic& 
ii  bringing  the  matter  to  the  front.    I  am  having  good  attendance  and  attentioni 
although  a  little  American  Baptist  minister  named  DenshBeld,  succeeded  in  having  tba 
doors  of  the  Good  Ttynplara*  Hall  shut  in  my  face  about  two  hours  before  the  time  an- 
nounced for  my  first  metftingt  su  that  I  had  to  improvise  the  •pen  street  for  an  Atsemhlf 
Hall,  where  a  good  side  road  full  assembled  and  listened  for  nearly  an  hour,  and  siaoa 
then  I  have  held  several  meetings  at  the  band  stand  in  the  centre  of  the  public  garden^ 
free  from  any  interruption.     I  alMo  hold  three  meetings  every  week  at  the  house  of 
Sister  Isabella  Cooper,  who  has  been  investigating  the  truth  for  over  twenty  years,  and 
irhom  I  baptized  two  days  after  my  urrival,  us  well  as  her  two  sons,  John  H.  and  Arthur 
J.  Cooper,  the  first  fruits  in  this  far-off  land.     Many  mwe  are  making  inquiries,  aad 
favorable.    Time  will  tell.    *  Paul  may  plant,'  etc.,  *but  God  giveth  the  iaereaMw'^ 


THK  WORK  15  IRELAND. 

Elder  Francis  Qreenwell  writing  from  Belfast,  Ireland,  Nov.  19,  1884, 

'*  I  am  well,  and  enjoying  my  labors  here  exceedingly.  EUder  Wilson  and  I  tried  \M 
fft  a  hall  yesterday  to  hold  our  Sunday  meetings  in.  We  succeeded  in  finding  a  nkt 
one  near  the  centre  of  the  town,  the  rent  of  which  was  three  pounds  per  half  year,  so  «• 
agreed  to  take  it  We  were  standia^  iu  the  hall  with  the  gentleman  looking  at  tlla 
room,  when  we  asked  him  the  arraugemeuts  for  the  rent.  He  said  we  looked  like  honefl 
men,  and  so  he  was  not  particular  whether  we  paid  him  quarterly  or  in  advance,  or  at 
the  end  of  the  half  year.  So  it  was  all  settled,  when  he  asked  ns  what  kind  of  meetinga 
we  were  going  to  hold.  I  reiJied,  '  rwligious  meetings.'  *  What  kind?*  he  asked.  I 
said,  *  on  the  Gospel.*  *  What  Church?'  '  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ.'  •  We  aU  be- 
long to  that,'  he  said.     *  Oh  no,'  I  replied,  *  there  are  uone  who  take  that  name  but  ua.* 

*  What  body  of  people  are  your     *  The  Latter-day  Saints,  sir.'     *  Ob,  the  Mornxma.* 

*  Commonly  so  called,'  I  said.  *  Well,  I  wi^h  you  no  success,  and  can't  let  yon  have  tlia 
balL  I  would  be  committing  a  great  sin  if  I  were  to  let  you  have  it  to  preach  wm)^ 
abominable  doctrines  in.'  He  wished  us  all  the  bad  luck  that  a  Christian  could  wish, 
and  thought  we  ought  to  be  run  out  of  the  town.  We  were  no  longer  honest  in  his  esti- 
mation. I  gave  him  a  hist^iry  of  the  country,  the  people  and  their  customs,  and  told 
him  that  we  preached  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel  and  the  need  of  gathari&ff,  but  hiA 
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no  indacement  of  a  worldly  nature  to  hold  out  to  my  one  to  go  to  Utah.     We  bore« 
humble  and  faithful  testimony  to  hhn,  which  will  stick  to  him  like  grim  death. 

**  We  had  one  of  the  largest  congregations  in  the  open-air  last  Sunday  that  has  erer 
Hstened  to  the  Elders  in  this  place.  I  spoke  on  divine  authority,  which  has  €auea4 
many  since  then  to  reflect  and  inquire  into  our  doctrine.  We  are  kept  busy  all  the  tim# 
going  to  people's  houses,  and  teaching  them  the  Grospel.  It  is  beginning  to  awaken  n 
wide  interest  in  the  minds  of  the  people;  but  the  heathen  rages,  and  the  devil  and  hSi 
clergy  imagine  vain  thin^,  and  begin  to  howl:  *  If  we  leave  these  men  alone  they  will 
deprive  us  of  our  bread  and  butter!  Our  craft  is  in  danger r  But  truth  is  mighty  and 
will  prevail." 

Elder  Joseph  S.  H.  Bodell  writes  to  us  from  Brighton,  Nov.  24th,  that  in  company 
with  Ellder  Pazman  he  had  commenced  his  labors  in  Sussex.  They  were  distributiii|f 
tracts,  holding  meetings,  and  conversing  with  the  people  on  the  principles  of  the  OospeL 
He  had  been  somewhat  surprised  to  find  ministers  who 'professed  to  believe  in  the  BiU* 
repudiating  its  teachings.    He  is  happy  in  his  labors. 


Elder  J.  Alma  Smith,  in  charge  of  the  last  company  of  emigrating  Saints,  writes  from 
New  York,  that  the  trip  had  been  a  very  rough  on«.  Both  Elders  and  Saints  were  well, 
aside  from  sea-sickness.

This,  however,  we  take  no  notice  of.  The  first  time  he  visited  us  and  wanted  to  speal^ 
we  told  him  to  rent  his  own  halls  and  lecture  to  his  satisfaction.  Last  Sunday  night  b* 
tsade  his  second  appearance,  when  he  wished  to  ask  some  questions.  I  told  him  it  wh> 
not  a  debating  society,  when  he  and  his  followers  made  a  great  disturbance.  We  brought 
in  the  police,  who,  however,  said  they  could  do  nothing  unless  we  were  licensed;  so  wp 
will  take  steps  to  prevent  his  breaking  up  our  meetings.'* 


OUR     CHILDREN. 


As  the  country  becomes  more  densely  populated,  and  every  aTenne  of  in- 
dustry overstocked,  the  question  *'  How  to  rear  our  children  to  the  highest 
honor,  usefulness  and  happiness,"  forces  itself  with  ever-increasing  difficulty 
upon  us.  We  yearn  over  our  little  ones  with  parental  love,  and  lo  )k  into 
the  future  with  dimmed  eyes  and  troubled  hearts.  We  well  know  the  liont 
they  will  have  to  meet  and  vanquish.  We  see  the  eager,  struggling  crowds, 
and  hear  the  clash  of  contending  forces.  We  know  the  grinding  power  of 
concentrated  wealth— its  tyranny  and  heartlessness,  and  how,  if  possible,  It 
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will  plant  its  heavy  foot  and  coolly  wear  their  souls  oat,  to  add  a  few  pennies 
to  overflowing  coffers. 

How  we  shall  best  prepare  them  for  the  struggle  of  life — how  direct  them 
in  the  highest  paths  of  a  noble  ambition,  is  the  ever  recurring  question.  It 
18  quite  certain  that  we  cannot  do  this  by  neglecting  them;  nor  by  inspiring 
them  with  the  luve  of  dress  and  show;  nor  by  examples  of  wrong-doing; 
idleness,  carelessness  and  thoughtlessness.  We  should  never  promise  with* 
out  performing;  never  use  vain,  vulgar,  or  profane  language,  or  exhibit  anger, 
injustice  or  cruelty.  Our  households  should  be  models  of  cleanliness  and 
order.  There  should  be  a  place  for  everything,  and  we  should  teach  our 
children  to  put  everything  in  its  place;  for  order  is  heaven's  first  law.  We 
should  enforce  regular  business  habits,  and  teach  our  little  ones  to  do  some- 
thing each  dny  for  tliemselves  or  others,  as  a  manly  and  womanly  duty,  and 
not  as  a  task  or  hardship.  We  should  not  keep  their  pockets  well  supplied 
with  money  at  an  early  age,  unless  we  wish  to  ruin  our  children.  We  should 
study  their  dispositions  and  propensities,  restraining  the  bad,  encouraging 
the  good,  and  directing  their  choice  of  an  occupation  for  life  in  accordance 
with  what  we  know  of  their  abilities,  tendencies  and  desires;  for  boys  or 
girls  will  only  succeed  in  the  direction  of  their  tastes  and  capacities.  We 
should  inspire  them  with  hope  and  courage,  and  teach  them  to  aim  high  in 
lyieir  calling  whatever  it  be.  Teach  them  that  virtue  is  at  once  the  seat  and 
source  of  happiness;  that  honor  and  respectability  and  probity  are  the 
foundations  of  success.  We  should  set  our  faces  as  flint  against  the  de- 
moralization of  wealth,  and  point  with  disgust  to  those  who  have  been  un- 
faithful to  their  high  trust  in  public  or  private  life.  To  take  one  penny 
wrongfully  from  an  employer  or  the  .'public,  we  should  brand  as  a  moral 
lepr«sy  of  the  most  foul  and  loathsome  character.  Let  our  children  early 
learn  to  work;  in  this  alone  is  independence  and  happiness.  Make  farmers 
of  our  boys,  or  give  each  a  good  trade.  Teach  them  that  business  habits  and 
industry  are  wealth,  nobility  and  independence.  Make  them  machinists, 
engineers,  blacksmiths,  carpenters,  or  anything  but  clerks,  bookkeepers  or 
professional  and  literary  men,  (which  pursuits  through  being  considered 
genteel,  are  already  overstocked,)  and  this,  with  correct  habits,  will  load  to 
happiness,  independence  and  usefulness. 

As  to  our  daughters,  teach  them  that  the  chief  end  of  woman  is  not  to  get 
married  and  sit  down  in  a  parlor  and  use  the  rocking  chair  the  day  through; 
but  that  they  have  duties  to  perform  which  require  intelligence,  energy  and 
industry  on  their  part.  Teach  them  how  to  be  domesticated,  and  to  cook, 
bake,  wash  and  iron,  according  to  their  strength.  Let  them  learn  trades — 
dress-making,  millinery,  anything  in  fact  except  to  dawdle  away  their  live) 
waiting  for  a  rich  husband  that  never  coines,  or  dreaming  through  the  pages 
of  a  ten  cent  novel  of  princes,  fairies  and  ideal  trash  that,  when  you  die, 
win  leave  them  with  no  resource  but  chaHty  or  infamy. 
*  Parents,  arouse  youi*selves.  You  have  great  responsibilities.  Meet  them 
drknly,  as  true  and  noble  men  and  women  should.  You  are  forming  the 
ibcicty  of  the  future.  Let  it  be  an  independent,  honest  one,  and  garlanded 
by  the  more  than  pearl  and  diamond  chaplet  of  a  frugal,  industrious  and 
Christian  man  and  womanhood.  SL  B.  H. 
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A    SERIOUS    SITUATION. 


The  jubilant  demoDStrations  throughout  the  country  have  been  none  the  less 
pronounced  because  the  election  is  still  claimed  by  both  parties.  Each^ 
taking  expressions  as  the  guide,  is  as  confident  of  victory  as  the  other. 
While  it  is  tolerably  clear  that  the  Democracy  is  victorious,  there  is  a  bare 
possibility  that  an  official  count  may  turn  the  tide  in  the  other  direction- 
Such  a  result  would  cause  a  degree  of  cheapness  to  be  felt  by  the  jubilators 
that  would  be  wonderful  to  behold 

The  Cleveland  ratification  meeting  in  this  city,  on  Saturday  night,  was 
comparatively  large,  considering  the  extent  of  the  town.  It  was  also  exceed- 
inly  demonstrative.  In  fact,  we  might  be  allowed  to  state  that  the  enthusiasm 
was  so  extreme  as  to  border  on  the  boisterous. 

Speaking  from  the  standpoint  of  a  Latter-day  Saint,  we  should  say  that  tho 
character  of  the  times  is  scarcely  fitting  for  extravagant  ebullitions  of  feeling. 
If  by  the  shape  matters  are  taking,  a  change  for  the  better  has  come,  it 
should  be  a  cause  of  intense  thankfulness  to  God  who  rules,  governs  and 
directs  the  affairs  of  men,  whether  or  not,  they  know  or  acknowledge  the  fact* 
fiut  the  times  are  serious  which  ever  way  they  are  looked  at.  If  Mr.  Cleve- 
land is  elected,  it  is  devoutly  to  be  hoped  that  he  will  stand  by  constitutional 
principles,  administering  the  government  in  accordance  with  the  true  spirit 
of  Democracy.  We  are  inclined  to  the  belief  that  he  will,  in  the  event  of 
his  inauguration  and  instalment.  Let  it  be  remembered,  however,  that  the 
roots  of  the  Bepublican  party,  which  in  many  ways  has  shown  an  appalling 
unscrupulousness  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  State,  have  shot  deep  down 
into  the  political  soil,  until  it  becomes  a  herculean  task  to  tear  them  out 
without  a  rupture.  It  is  an  easy  matter  for  men  to  shout  themselves  hoarse 
and  proclaim  that  Grover  Cleveland  has  been  elected  and  to  swear  by  sacred 
things  that  he  shall  be  inaugurated.  It  is  not  difficult  to  assert  a  programme 
in  speech,  but  sometimes  it  becomes  impossible  to  carry  it  into  effect 

Granted  that  Cleveland  is  elected,  the  Democrats  are  determined  that  he^ 
shall  be  inaugurated  and  installed  at  all  hazarda  No  man  is  surely  blind 
enough  not  to  perceive  a  determination  on  the  Republican  side  to  retain  the 
firm  hold  it  has  upon  the  political  power.  If  neither  side  relinquishes  suoh 
a  determination,  the  result  will  be  a  conflict,  the  end  of  which  no  man 
knoweth. 

Whether  the  point  of  conflict  has  been  almost  reached  or  not  we  are  not 
prepared  to  say.  Events  of  the  next  six  months  will,  however,  probably 
decide  that  inatter.  But  one  thing  is  certain — the  conditions  are  < conducive 
to  one  of  the  bloodiest  and  most  destructive  conflicts  that  ever  reddened  the 
pages  of  history.  The  political  division^  are  ripe  for  it.  JsTo  longer  are  they 
defined  by  ideographical  lines,  as  the  solid  Soi\tl\.  and.  the  comparatively 
ii6^d' I^orth.  One  cijky  is  .Democratic^and  its-neigfibgnqg  town  BepubUcam, 
BO  wilh*  cdhnties  and  Stat^'  and  f^imiiies  ar^  divided  in,  sentiment  and

Willie  the  countiry  atlai^^  ii^strug^ingln  the  midst  Q(^Iiti(iL][  jaioven(|^^ 
and  sf toations  of  great  moft^t,'thf  Latter-day  Saints  can  look  on  from  fi 
doable  standpoint.    They  have  their  political  preferences,  and  can  rejoiCd^> 
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when  they  behold  the  principles  of  human  liberty  y indicated  and  sustained. 
And  it  id  their  part  to  uphold  tbo.se  who  stand  boldly  up  for  the  Constitution 
and  the  rights  of  man.  They  can  behold  a  bright,  glorious  future  for  the 
country,  but  before  that  is  reached,  the  nation  will  have  to  pass  through  the 
dark  abyisd  of  despair. 

Joseph  Smith,  the  great  Prophet,  predicted  with  unerring  certainty, 
twenty-iiiiie  years  before  its  occurrence,  the  great  war  of  the  rebellion.

State  ag:iinut  State,  and  what  would  V>e  far  more 
appalling,  a  sanguinary  division  in  families,  until  the  country  would  be  in 
the  mo.^t  frightful  condition,  being  a  scene  of  carnage  and  violence  from  one 
end  to  1  lie  other,  and  the  more  peacefully  disposed  would  seek  safety  and 
refuge  in  the  midst  of  the  Saints. 

Wheiiiur  the  time  has  nearly  cimie  or  not,  it  w  but  a  question  of  a  more  or 
less  bri'^r  interval  between  now  and  such  an  outbreak,  the  contemplation  of 
which  io:ikes  one  shudder.  All  that  can  save  the  nation  from  such  a  ruinous 
Tortex,  is  a  speedy  repentance  of  the  abominations  which  are  practised  among 
the  pe«M>ie,  and  a  relaxation  of  the  grip  of  oppressors  in  the  heart  of  the 
Bepublic.  In  any  event,  the  situation  is  momentous  and  ctmducive  to 
serious  rt^Hection  with  the  Latter-day  Saints,  who  sense  the  situation  and 
eomprelie.iid  the  tendency  of  the  times  in  which  we  are  living,  for  they  have 
Lad  no  )iir;illel  in  the  history  of  our  country.

A   PREHI8T0RIG  CHMBTERY  DISCOVERED  IN   THE    OHIO    BOTTOMS — THOUSANDS 
OF  BODIES  SIDE  BY  SIDE— RELICS  OF  AN  EXTINCT  RACE. 

IT  was  a  hot  day,  a  very  hot  day,  that  yoar  correspondent  lay  on  the  broad 
of  his  back  upon  the  bank  of  the  Ohio,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  below  thq 
little  hamlet  of  Rome,  or  about  eight  miles  below  Yanceburg,  Kentucky,  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  river.  The  dense  shade  of  a  friendly  tree  protected 
me  from  the  fierce  rays  of  the  sun,  and  rendered  it  possible  to  cogitate  upon 
the  mutability  of  all  things  earthly,  without  confining  my  reflections  exclu- 
sively to  the  apparently  melting  condition  of  my  too  "  solid  flesh." 

Folded  carefully  up  in  a  piece  of  paper  by  my  side  I  had  some  souvenirs  of 
the  past  (but  of  how  remote  a  past  I  had  no  more  of  an  idea  than  an  intelli- 
gent gorilla,)  which  served  to  confine  my  thoughts  within  the  gloomy  pre- 
cincts of  those  clay  tenements  the  sexton  builds,  and  to  the  final  scene  in  the 
serio-comic  drama  of  human  life.  These  souvenirs,  however,  were  very 
mutable  things  themselves.  That  one  of  them  had  once  been  a  portion  of  a 
human  jaw,  within  whose  limits  a  tongue  had  once  wagged  and  voiced  the 
war-cries,  the  rejoicings  and  lamentations  of  his  people,  and  that  another  had 
once  been  the  part  of  a  human  arm,  that  perchance  had  wielded  a  warlike 
weapon  in  their  defense,  there  could  be  no  question.  But  they  had  no  mora 
cohesion  than  so  many  lumps  of  sand,  and,  with  every  touch,  crumbled  into 
dust  It  was  to  approve  some  wonderful  statements  of  my  casual  acquaint- 
ance, Mr.  James  Hiner,  of  Yanceburg,  Kentucky,  that  I  had  trespassed  upon 
the  territory  of  Mr.  Rebert  E.  Lockhart,  and  having  found  these  relics  of  k 
departed  and  forgotten  race  everywhere  about  me,  mingled  with  the  earth,  X 
. bad  certainly  food  enough  for  ''reflection  melancholic."     Bryants  .Thana- 
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topsis  served  to  garoLsh  my  thoughts  with  better  phrases  than  I  could  mutter. 
The  opiDioD  had  always  prevailed  with  me  that  when  the  author  describes 
the  living  as  *'  but  a  handful  to  the  tribes  that  slumber"  on  earth's  bosom* 
and  intimates  that  even  if  we  should  make  our  graves  in  the  wilderness  of 
Washington  Territory  "  where  flows  the  Oregon,"  we  should  lie  down  with 
the  kings  and  princes  of  the  earth,  the  statement  should  only  be  received  as 
a  sort  of  poetical  guess.  But  with  all  these  crumbling  bones  about  me  I  felt 
inclined  to  believe  that  Mr.  Bryant  is  literally  correct.  "Yes,  it  makes  little 
difference  where  we're  planted,  we  shall  have  plenty  of  company,"  I  remarked 
to  Mr.  Hiner.  "  But  it  would  undoubtededly  make  a  difference,''  replied  my 
companion;  '*a  big  difference.  If  you  should  happen  to  be  planted  for  your 
long  sleep  just  beneath  where  you  lie,  you  would  be  wofully  astonished  when 
Gabriel  blows  his  trumpet  at  the  size  and  character  of  the  crowd  that  will 
pop  up  iu  spirit  or  form  out  of  this  ground.  I  know  to  a  dead  certainty  that 
they  will  be  counted  by  thousands.'* 

"  Of  course  I  am  prepared  to  accept  your  opinion  without  comment,  but 
the  facts  on  which  it  is  based  would  render  it  more  satisfactory." 

"  My  statement,"  replied  my  companion,  "  is  easily  demonstrated,  if  you  are 
inclintd  to  leave  the  shade  long  enough  to  investigate;  or,  whicli  is  perhaps 
better,  for  I  find  it  rather  uncomfortably  warm  in  the  sun,  I  will  sit  here 
£rst  and  describe,  as  they  say,  the  lay  of  the  land.    To  begin,  then,  this  is  the 
Ohio  bottom,  and  therefore  a  sandy  formation  made  in  ages  past  by  the  river, 
^om  beyond  the  line  of  that  fence  yonder  you  can  see  that  it  gradually 
^slopes  toward  the  water.     Had  the  land  been  quite  level,  and  bad  the  river 
oiot  been  eating  its  way  during  many  years  into  this  bottom,  gradually  shelv- 
ing off  the  bink,  I  ahould  not  be  able  to  make  the  statement,  which  is  Ibeyond 
the  shadow  of  doubt,  that  we  now  stand  over  a  portion  of  a  vast  charnel- 
house,  where  lie  the  remains  of  thousands  of  human  beings.    It  is  tke  custom 
among  farmers  in  plowing  such  sloping  light  land,  to  throw  the  furrows  to 
the  lower  side  to  prevent  washing.    This  portion  has  been  kept  in  cultiva- 
tion a  great  many  years  in  that  manner.     Year  by  year,  however,  it  has 
washed  off  all  the  same.     It  was  several  years  ago  that  Mr.  Lockbart  noticed 
that  on  every  occasion  when  he  plowed  the  ground  the  plowshare  turned  up 
what  looked  like  fragments  of  bones.      A  closer  examination   of   various 
apeoimens  rendered  it  certain  that  they  were  human  remains.    IVhen  exposed 
to  the  air,  however,  they  soon  crumbled  into  fragments,  and  are  seen  no  more 
until  the  nexw  Bcason's  plowing  turns  up  another  installment,  so  that  now  you 
can  follow  the  plow  and  gather  basketf uls  of  these  fragn^ents.     But  those  re- 
mains are  not  confined  to  this  sloping  bit  of  land.    It  is  true  that  the  plow 
-doesn't  turn  up  fragments  on  the  higher  ground  there;  but  Mr.  Iioekhart  built 
:thai  fence  which  incloses  it,  and,  on  digging  the  post-holes,  he  informs  me  that 
his  Mpade  turned  out  these  fragments  from  all  of  them.     Now  measure  the 
iaclohed  space  and  the  slope  down  to  the  river.    There  are  not  less  than  eight 
acreri,  uud  from  my  own  personal  observation  I  am  satisfied  that  the  bottom 
bas  lost  off  its  front  into  the  river  not  less  than  four  acres,  so  that  it  may 
-tsafely  be  said  that  this  charnel-house  over  which  we  stand  corered  not  le^ 
Ihan  ten  of  twelve  acres.    But  you  will  say,  that  although  the  fragments  ate 
.^Tei  the  whole  space  and  numerous,  still  it  ma/  doI  be  an  absolute  oertainliy; 


first,  that  they  are  human  relics;  and  second,  that  they  may  be  numbered  by 
"thousands.  Fortunately  the  shelving  of  the  bank  settles  both  these  questions 
«t  once.  Satisfactorily  for  them  they  lie  in  full  form  and  figure  in  the  beds 
made  for  them  by  those  who  buried  them.  I  don't  mean  that  you  can  see 
their  well-preserved  skeletons.  They  have  lain  too  long  for  that;  but  there 
they  are  in  form  and  contour,  lying  side  by  side,  and  head  to  heel,  packed  in 
mussel  shells,  just  as  they  are  seen  lying  closely  packed  in  the  shelving  bank. 
I  have  no  doubt  they  have  been  laid  all  over  the  ground  you  see,  for  that 
alone  will  account  for  tbeir  being  turned  up  everywhere  by  the  plow,  or 
wherever  a  spade  is  thrust  ia.  Now  consider,  sir,  ten  acres  paved  with  hu- 
man bodies,  and  if  you  are  orthodox  enough  in  your  belief  regarding  a  future 
resurrection,  judge  whether  I  exsiggerated  when  I  said  that  the  awakening 
trumpet  would  marshal  you  forth  in  company  with  thousands  of  strange  com- 
panions. No,  sir!  If  I  were  altogether  orthodox  and  lived  in  that  house,  I 
should  not  provide  such  a  source  of  astonishment  for  any  of  my  race  by  bury- 
ing them  on  the  ground.^'  * 

Your  correspondent  found  Mr.  Hiner  to  be  a  very  truthful  and  conserva- 
tive man,  and  could  not  avoid  being  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  this 
plot  of  ground  must  prove  interesting  to  antiquarians. 

"Well,  Mr.  Hiner,  you  have  apparently  given  considerable  thought  to  these 
evidences  of  a  prehistoric  race.     Have  you  any  theories  in  regard  to  hi** 

*'  Why,  yes.    I  have  given  some  thought  to  it.    I  have  one  of  its  rings  with 
its  center  mound  on  my  place  opposite  Vanceburg.     Of  course  we  tan  have 
nothing  but  guesses  with  which  to  answer  the  questions  when  this  race  came 
into  the  valleys  of  our  great  rivers,  how  long  it  remained,  and  when  it  be- 
came extinct.     However,  the  more  I  have  seen  of  these  ancient  mementoes 
and  relics  of  the  race,  the  more  thoroughly  have  I  become  confirmed  in  the 
opinion  that  these  valleys  were  once  quite  densely  populated  by  it.    With  all 
their  differences,  there  is  a  sameness  in  the  histories  of  all  primitive  peoples. 
Among  all  of  them  has  not  the  circle  been  associated  with  friendly  rivalries, 
feats  of  daring,  or  agility,  or  religious  ceremonies,  or  all  combinedl    If  they 
were  devoted  to  religious  ceremonies,  it  was  upon  the  mounds  that  all  could 
observe  them;  if  of  contests  of  strength  or  agility,  or  other  exercises,  it  was 
from  the  mounds  that  those  in  authority  must  judge  them.     The  testimony 
of  history  is  that  these  circles  indicate  at  least  a  semi* civilized  social  state, 
.that  had  established  periodical  festivities  and  ceremonies,  religious  or  other- 
wise.   The  universality  of  these  mounds  and  circles  indicate  the  same  ob- 
.ABTvances  everywhere,  and  the  unity  of  the  race,  while  their  dimensions 
would  imply  that  they  were  designed  for  the  accommodation  of  large  crowds 
of  people.    I  kno^  of  but  one  of  them,  that  below  Portsmbuth,  Ohio,  on  the 
.  higher  ground,  built  of  atone.    It  looks  more  like  a  defensive  work  than  any 
other,  but  I  do  nut  consider  that  their  prime  object    The  magnitude  of 
these  works— some  of  them«  at  least— raises  the  farther  presumption  that 
they  were  not  a  nomadic  race,  and  that  if  they  built  these  they  also  coo- 
.Utructod  habitations  for  themselves  in  some  analogous  manner-— that  is,  of 
earth.    Villages,  towns,  and  even  pretentious  dties,  such  as  now  exist  even 
■.in  civiliied  countries,  may  have  been  scattered  all  over  these  valleys,  con- 
structed of  materials  of  which  not  a  vestige  could  be  expected  to  remain.    If 
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these  valleys  were  peopled  by  such  numbers  as  I  believe,  of  coasae,  neither 
river  nor  forest  would  supply  them  with  food,  and  a  cultivation  of  the  soil 
must  be  presumed.  I  know  of  but  one  ear  of  com  taken  from  a  mound.  It 
was  thoroughly  carbonized,  which  accounts  for  its  preservation.  That  one 
ear  demonstrates  agricultural  pursuits  as  well  as  a  thousand.  The  old  Anti- 
quarian Society,  whose  work  I  have,  was  so  impressed  with  Biblical  history 
that  it  was  bound  to  make  out  this  race  to  be  the  descendants  of  the  lost 
tribes  of  Israel,  and  persisted  in  bringing  them  here  by  the  way  of  Behring's- 
Straits.  I  most  potently  believed  that  they  came  the  other  way,  swarmioft 
up  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  from  the  Qulf,  perhaps  the  result  of  some  social 
revolution  among  the  populations  of  Mexico.  When  they  came,  how  long- 
they  remained,  and  how  they  became  extinct^  whether  by  famine,  pestilence 
or  war,  or  why  they  swarmed  southward  again,  if  suoh  be  the  fact,  there  is 
nothing  on  which  to  hinge  even  a  guesa  What  was  thisi  Was  it  a  buriaL 
ground  for  a  large  community,  or  were  these  the  victims  of  some  terrible 
slaughter  in  battlel  What  ceremonial  of  burial  demanded  such  vast  num- 
bers of  mussel  shells,  or  did  the  sharp  edges  and  smooth,  hard  surface  of 
these  prevent  wild  beasts  from  unearthing  themi  These  have  evidently  been 
laid  upon  a  common  level  and  covered  with  earth.  I  suspect  they  were  only 
fragments  of  the  race  who  were  honored  with  burial  in  the  mounds.  If  ow,. 
you  have  the  substance  of  my  reflections  upon  this  prehistoric  race,"  con* 
eluded  Mr.  BAner.— Cincinnati  Commercial  GazetU.

Dr.  Frank. — "  Thousands  are  annually  slaughtered  in  the  quiet  sickroom.* 
Professor  P.  Y.  Wander  Weyde,  M.D. — '*  Medicine  is  so  far  from  being  a 
science,  that  it  is  only  a  conjecture." 

Professor  Joseph  M.  Smith,  M.D. — "  Drugs  do  not  cure  disease;  *  diseue  is 
always  cured. by  the  vw  mec^tca^rta;— nature." 

*  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush. — "We  have  done  but  little  more  than  multiply  dis* 
eases  and  increase  their  fatality." 

Professor  Evana—'*  The  medical  pnctice  of  the  present  day  is  neither 
philosophy  nor  common  sense." 
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Dr.  Alexander  StepheDS.— "  The  older  physicians  grow,  the  more  skeptieal 
they  become  to  the  virtaes  of  medicine." 

Professor  J.  W.  Carson,  M.D.— "  We  do  not  know  whether  our  patients 
recover  because  we  give  them  medicine,  or  whether  nature  cures  them." 

Professor  £.  A.  Peaslee,  M.D.— '*  The  administration  of  our  powerful  medi- 
•cines  is  the  most  fruitful  source  of  impaired  digestion." 

JProfessor  R  F.  Barker,  M.D.— "  The  drugs  which  are  administered  for  the 
cure  of  scarlet  fever  and  measles  kill  more  than  those  diseases  do." 

Dr.  Hoffman.—'*  Few  are  the  remedies  whose  virtues  and  operations  are 
certain;  many  are  those  which  are  doubtful,  suspicious,  fallacious,  false." 

Prof essor  Alonzo  Clark,  M.D. — **More  harm  than  good  has  been  done  by 
-the  use  of  drugs  in  the  treament  of  measles,  scarletina,  and  other  self-limited 
diseases." 

Professor  Millard  Parker,  M.D.— "  As  we  place  more  confidence  in  nature 
and  less  in  the  preparations  of  the  apothecary,  mortality  diminishes." 

Dr.  Titus,  counselor  of  the  Court  of  Dresden. — *'  Three- fourths  of  man- 
kind are  killed  by  medicines  and  prescriptions." 

Dr.  Reid. — '*  More  infantile  subjects  are  diurnally  destroyed  by  the  mortar 
and  pestle  than  in  ancient  Bethlehem  fell  victims  to  the  Herodian  massacre." 

Dr.  Dickson. — The  ancients  endeavored  to  elevate  physic  to  the  dignity  of 
-a  science,  but  failed.  The  moderns,  with  mote  success,  have  reduced  it  to 
the  level  of  a  trade." 

Professor  James  Gregory  said  in  one  of  his  lectures — "  Gentlemen,  ninety- 
nine  out  of  every  one  hundred  medical  facts  are  medical  lies,  and  medical 
doctrines  are  for  the  most  part  staring  nonsense." 

Professor  Magendie,  M.D.— "  The  physician  mixes,  combines  and  jumbles 
together  vegetable,  mineral  and  animal  substances,  and  administers  them, 
right  or  wrong,  without  considering  for  a  moment  the  cause  of  the  diseasOi 
and  without  a  single  clear  idea  of  his  conduct." 

Dr.  John  Mason  Good  wrote — "  The  science  of  medicine  is  a  barbarous 
jargon,  and  the  effects  of  our  medicine  on  the  human  system  are  in  the  high-, 
est  degree  uncertain,  except  indeed  that  they  have  already  destroyed  more 
lives  than  war,  pestilence  and  famine  combined." 

Dr.  Oliver  Holmes  (whom  they  have  quoted  so  freely)—"  The  disgrace  of 
medicine  has  been  that  a  colossal  system  of  self-destruction,  in  obedience  to 
which  mines  have  been  emptied  of  their  cankering  minerals,  the  entrails  of 
animals  taxed  of  their  impurities,  the  poison  bags  of  reptiles  drained  of  their 
venom,  and  all  the  inconceivable  abominations  thus  obtained  thrust  down 
the  throats  of  human  beings  suffering  from  some  fault  of  organism,  nourish- 
ment or  vital  stimulation." 

Bichat,  the  great  French  pathologist,  in  his  General  Anatomy,  says:  "  An 
incoherent  assemblage  of  opinions,  themselves  incoherent,  the  materia  medica 
is  perhaps  of  all  the  physiological  sciences  the  one  which  best  portrays  the 
caprices  and  whims  of  human  nature.  What  do  I  say]  To  a  methodical 
mind  it  is  not  a  science:  it  is  a  mass  of  unformed  and  inexact  ideas,  of  ob- 
servations that  are  often  puerile.  It  is  said  that  the  practice  of  medicine  is 
repulsive.  I  say  more  than  this:  that  to  the  mind  of  a  reasonable  man  the 
principles  of  our  materia  medica  are  irrational." 
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Dr.  Ramange  Felton,  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  London,  stated^ 
"  It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  present  system  of  medicine  is  a  burning  re- 
proach to  its  professors,  if,  indeed,  a  series  of  vague  and  uncertain  incon- 
gruities deserve  to  be  called  by  that  nnme."  He  further  adds:  **  How  rarely 
do  our  medicines  do  good!  How  often  do  they  make  our  patients  really 
worse!  I  fearlessly  assert  that  in  most  cases  the  sufferer  would  be  safer 
without  a  physician  than  with  one.  I  have  seen  enough  of  the  malpractice 
of  my  professional  brethren  to  warrant  the  strong  langaage  I  employ/' 


THE    JEWS    AMONG    OTHER    NATIONS. 


Thi  Jews,  though  now  scattered  through  all  the  nations  of  the  world,  have 
preserved  the  original  type  of  countenaoce,  owing  t^  the  fact  of  their  remain- 
ing to  a  great  extent  unmixed  with  the  surrounding  people,  through  conform- 
ing to  their  customs,  but  shunning  tlieir  religion,  in  this  latter  respect  being 
true  to  their  ancient  faith.    Tlie  Hebrew  face  can  be  generally  detected,  no 
matter  where  it  is  seen,  though  it  is  not  a  little  curious  that  though  rarely 
mixing  with  the  nations  among  whom  they  have  settled,  fair-haired,  blue- 
eyed,  and  wbite-skinned  Jews  can  be  met  with  in  Scandinavia  (I  have  my- 
self seen  them);  led-haired  and  red-bearded  Jews  in  Germany,  and  tawny- 
faced  Jews  in  Spain  and  Portugal;   while  in  India  (in  Cochin  and  on  the 
Halabar  coast)  Buchanan'affirms  that  Jews  can  be  found  so  black  as  to  be 
undibtinguibhable,  .except  in  features,  from  the  natives.     At  Mattacheri,  a 
town  of  Cucbin,  is  a  particular  colony  of  Jews,  who  arrived  at  a  later  date  in 
that  country,  and  are  Jerusalem  or  white  Jews.     There  is,  however,  ;no  evi- 
dence in  support  of  Buchanan's  belief  that  the  blackness  of  the  Jews  spread 
through  India  is  attributable  to  intermarriages  with  Hindoos}  on  the  con- 
trary, they  seem  to  have  avoided  all  intermixtures  with  oilier  Nations.    In 
Cbiua  the  Jesuit  missionaries  describe  a  culony  of  Jews  settled  in  Honan  for 
many  ages,  who  keep  themselves  distinct  and  intermarry  within  their  own 
community.    It  appears  that  the  Jewish  inhabitants  of  Cochin  were  a  people 
of  the  same  migration  with  those  of  China,  and  it  is  very  improbable  that 
they  di£fer  from  their  brethren  in  the  particular  above  alluded  to.     It  is 
more  likely  that  the  fact  of  Jews  now  and  then  being  found  agreeing  in  com- 
plexion, etc.,  with  the  people  among  whom  they  are  thrown,  is  owing  to  the 
force  of  imagination  acting  on  the  mother,  just  as  in  the  saxne  way  the  lower 
animals  can  be  made  to  produce  peculiarly  marked  varieties  of  offspring  from 
contemplating  during  the  season  of  pregnancy  such  marked  forms.    This  fact 
is  very  familiar  to  physiologists.    The  character  of  ithe  Hebrew  as  developed 
among  the  lower  types  of  the  race,  is  everywhere  much  the  same;  they  are 
too  often  grasping  and  avaricious,  following  every  pursuit  where  the  greatest 
gain  can  be  got,  with  little  regard  to  the  honor  or  dignity  of  the  occupation. 
They  are  always  keenly  alive  to  the  **  main  chance,"  of  excellent  business 
capacity,  particularly  when  the  buying  and  selling  of  money  is  concerned, 
^  clannish"  to  their  own  race,  hospitable  among  themselves,  dignified  and 
benevolent    Property,  except  when  it  is  portable  and  easily  realized,  they 
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do  not  care  to  accumulate.  This  habit  of  theirs  is  probably  owing  to  the 
fact  that  their  chief  occupations  are  as  dealers  in  coin,  bullion,  jewels,  etc.^ 
and  also  to  the  persecutions  and  pluudering.s  they  suffered  in  Europe  during 
the  Middle  Ages,  and  in  Mohammedan  kingdoms— such  as  Mor<)cco — at  the 
present  day.  An  estate  in  land  cannot  he  concealed,  but  the  millionnire  may 
hide  his  coin  and  avoid  suspicion,  as  in  Morocco,  by  crouching  in  a  hovel  in 
rags.  Yet  the  prejudice  against  the  race — owing  chiefly  to  the  rancor  which 
the  Christians  in  the  more  intolerant  Middle  Ages  excited  against  them — is 
in  many  respects  unjust.  The  Jews,  wherever  you  find  them,  have  many 
excellent  qualities — more,  I  might  add,  than  the  people  of  any  other  race. 
They  take  charge  of  their  own  sick  and  poor;  they  are  merciful  to  each  other 
in  their  dealings;  and  rarely  do  their  wives  excite  scandal  in  the  courts  oi 
law,  or  is  the  spectacle  seen  of  one  merchant  of  that  race  calling  in  the  help 
of  the  law  to  obtain  his  just  dues  from  another.  These  are  but  a  few  of  their 
good  qualities,  and  though  they  have  others  not  so  admirable,  yet  the  saoie 
or  similar  charges  might  be  brought  against  almost  any  other  nation  beside 
the  Jews. — Peoples  of  the  World. 

ENGLAND'S     VASTNESS. 

Sir  Richard  Temple  has  been  discoursing  to  the  British  Association  on  no 
less  a  subject  thau  '*  The  General  Statistics  of  the  British  Empire.**  He  tells 
us  that  the  area  of  this  empire  is  from  8,000,000  to  10,000,000  of  square  mileSi 
or  nearly  one-fifth  of  the  habitable  globe,  though  only  120,000  square  milee 
are  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Hardly  one-fifth  of  the  10,000,000  of  square 
miles  is  either  cultivated  or  occupied.  We  have  28,500  miles  of  coast  line. 
There  are  315,000,000  of  persons  in  the  Empire,  of  whom  «mly  46,000,#00  pro- 
fess Christianity.  England  is  the  most  densely  populated  part  of  the  Em- 
pire, its  average  being  485  persons  to  the  square  mile.  The  annual  revenue 
of  the  British  Empire  is  £203,000,000,  of  which  only  /50,000,000  is  raised  by 
direct  taxation.  The  people  of  the  United  Kingdom  pay  £4  7,  per  head 
annually  in  taxes;  those  of  the  Colonies  and  dependencies  only  £l  14s.  Id. 
per  head.  The  men  under  arms,  or  trained  to  arms,  including  militia  and 
volunteers,  are  850,000.  Police  stand  at  210,000.  The  manufactures  of  the. 
United  Kingdom  are  valued  at  £818,000,000  a  year,  and  those  of  the  Colonies 
at  £59,000,000;  while  the  total  wealth  of  the  British  Empire  is  £12,640,000,- 
000.  National  debts  reached  the  total  of  £1,062,000,000,  the  annual  interest 
beinj<  £41,000,000.  Every  year  675,000  persons  are  convicted  of  crime,  or 
two  in  1,000  of  population.  During  the  last  50  years  8,500,000  persons  have 
emigrated  from  the  United  Kingdom,  5,500,000  of  them  going  to  the  United 
States.  There  are  1,000,000  paupers  in  the  United  Kingdom,  which  cost 
£10,000,000  a  year.  Pauperism  has  never  existed  in  the  E:ist.  Even  in 
India,  poor  as  it  is,  there  are  no  paupers,  the  destitute  and  infirm  being  re- 
lieved by  private  charity.  There  are  5,500,000  savings  banks  depositors  in 
the  Empire,  with  £90,000,000  of  deposits;  there  are  18,200  friendly  societies, 
with  5,800,000  members,  and  funds  amounting  to  £56,000,000.  There  are 
8,921,000  children  in  schools  throughout  the  Empire,  and  5,250,000  of  them. 
are  in  the  United  Kingdom.

MISS    FAITHFULL    AND    THE    "MORMONS."

The  Edinburgh  Courant  publishes  a  synopsis  of  a  lecture  delivered  at  the 
Literary  Institute  of  that  city  by  Miss  Emily  Faithfull,  on  the  night  of  the 
12th  ult. 

The  lecture  was  entitled,  "  Our  Kin  Across  the  Water,  and  a  Visit  to  the 
Mormons/'  and  at  the  close  was  voted  to  be  an  interesting  and  racy  effort 
Racy  it  certainly  was  between  the  lecturer  and  truth,  and  the  latter  was  so 
badly  beaten  as  to  be  left  entirely  out  of  sight  The  only  time  that  truth 
had  any  chance  of  keeping  up  was  in  the  beginning,  when  the  lady  remarked 
that  *' Some  thought  that  Mormon  ism  would  die  with  Brigham  Young,  but 
such  people  little  knew  its  powers.''  From  this  on,  however,  truth  stood  no 
chance  with  the  ract/  lady,  and  gave  up  in  sheer  despair. 

Miss  Faithful!  described  "  Mormonism"  as  a  grand  land  speculation,  assert- 
ing that  the  missionary  Elders  offered  their  converts  "  40  acres  of  ground  in 
these  valleys  on  condition  that  they  embraced  Mormonism,  the  doctrine  of 
polygamy  being  kept  out  of  view  until  the  land  was  reached  and  retreat  im- 
possible." As  to  the  land  matter,  every  one  who  has  ever  heard  a  Latter-day 
Saint  Elder  preach,  is  a  witness  that  the  statement  is  unqualifiedly  false,  no 
temporal  or  financial  temptation  whatever  being  held  out  to  believers.  The 
doctrine  of  plural  marriage  is  not  **  kept  out  of  view,"  but  defended  on  Scrip- 
tural, philosophic  and  moral  grounds  of  argument;  and  us  to  the  impossibility 
of  retreat  from  Salt  Lake,  all  travelers,  including  Miss  Faithfull  herself, 
know  the  statement  to  be  not  only  a  false,  but  a  very  foolish  one  to  make  in 
these  days  of  extraordinary  traveling  facilities  to  or  from  Salt  Lake. 
2  The  lady  then  declares  that  our  religion  "has  countenanced  the  coldest- 
blooded  murders  and  the  Mountain  Meadow  Massacre."  Now  what  are  the 
facts?  One  of  the  principles  of  our  religion  is,  "No  murderer  hath  eternal 
life  abiding  in  him,"  which,  although  strictly  Scriptural,  is  at  variance  with 
the  teachings  of  the  religious  sects  of  the  present  day,  who  offer  to  every  red- 
handed  murderer  the  delusive  and  wicked  promise,  that  a  confession  extorted 
from  him  through  fear  at  the  last  hour  of  his  blood-stained  life,  will  admit 
him  to  the  realms  of  eternal  happiness  and  glory. 

As  to  the  Mountain  Meadow  Massacre,  Miss  Faithfull  can  scarcely  be  ig- 
norant of  the  fact  that  the  **  Mormons"  gave  every  facility  in  their  power  to 
the  United  States  officers  who  investigated  that  matter;  that  John  D.  Lesi 
one  of  the  principals  in  the  massacre,  wa.^  excommunicated  from  the  '*  Mor- 
mon" Church,  arrested  by  a  "  Mormon"  for  complicity  in  the  crime,  and  tried 
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and  found  guilty  by  a  "  Mormon"  jury.  Sumner  Howard,  the  United  States 
Prosecuting  Attorney,  spent  three  months  in  sifting  the  facts  of  the  massacre 
and — although  unfriendly  to  the  "  Mormons'* — testified  that  unanswerable 
documentary  evidence  proved  that  the  authorities  of  the  *'  Mormon"  Church 
knew  nothing  of  the  massacre  till  after  it  was  committed.  If  Miss  Faithful! 
had  spent  but  three  hours  in  sifting  the  facts,  she  would  have  been  saved  the 
ein  of  bearing  false  witness  against  her  neighbors. 

The  remainder  of  the  lady's  lecture  is  a  tirade  against  plural  marriage, 
and  contains  nothing  original  in  idea  or  argument.  To  notice  it  at  length 
would  be  like  kicking  against  the  air.  As  a  sample  of  this  portion  of  her 
lecture,  however,  we  quote  the  following:  **  When  a  wife  died  the  husband 
placed  a  veil  on  her  face,  and,  according  to  the  Mormons,  unless  her  husband 
lifted  that  veil  at  the  resurrection  she  would  not  see  God."  We  would  like 
to  have  the  charity  to  believe  that  Miss  FaithfuU  did  not  know  this  to  be  a 
foolish  lie  made  out  of  whole  cloth;  but  this  charity  leads  us  to  the  only 
other  alternative,  which,  after  all,  may  be  the  correct  one,  that  Miss  Faith- 
full  knows  nothing  at  all  about  the  faith  and  doctrines  of  the  Latter-day 
•Saints,  although  she  presumes  to  lecture  on  them. 

And  now,  Miss  Faithful!,  we  ask  you  why  you  talk  so  diffierently  here  to 
what  you  did  in  Salt  Lake?  Is  it  not  because  it  is  much  easier  to  swim  with 
the  tide  of  public  opinion  and  prejudice,  than  to  struggle  against  it  by  speak- 
ing the  truth?  Again,  does  not  your  state  of  single  blessedness  make  you  a 
I)Oor  authority  on  the  marriage  question?  Is  not  plural  marriage  infinitely 
better  than  no  marriage  at  all?  If  all  women  followed  your  example,  there 
would  soon  be  an  end  to  the  "  Mormon''  question,  and  to  every  other  ques- 
tion that  afifects  humanity  on  this  mundane  sphere.  G.  O. 


PREPARATIONS      FOR     WAR. 

Thb  following  programme  just  laid  down  by  the  Government  for  increasing 
and  strengthening  the  navy,  is  rather  discouraging  to  those  who  are  im- 
patiently looking  for  the  reign  of  universal  peace.  It  seems  to  postpone  in- 
definitely the  time  when  people  *'  shall  beat  their  swords  into  ploughshares, 
and  their  spears  into  pruning  hooks:" 

'*  Lord  Northbrook's  statement  as  to  the  Government's  proposals  for  the  strengthening 
of  the  Navy  made  in  the  House  of  Lords  last  night,  will  be  received  to-day  with  a  feel- 
ing of  as  warm  approval  as  was  that  of  the  Premier  on  the  previous  evening  on  the  great 
political  question  of  the  day.  His  lordship,  in  his  comprehensive  speech,  explained  that 
during  the  last  four  years  the  Admiralty  had  not  been  idle,  but  had  increased  the  con- 
struction of  warships  from  its  previous  average  of  8,000  tons  per  annum  to  12,000  tons 
per  annum,  at  a  cost  to  the  naval  estimates  of  about  £1,000,000  a  *year.  The  policy  has 
jiot  been  to  construct  gigantic  vessels,  but  to  build  ironclads  of  about  10,000  tons  and  of 
a  speed  of  about  sixteen  knots,  which  is  higher  than  that  aimed  at  by  other  Powers. 
Comparing  the  English  and  French  Navies,  he  said  that  England  had  thirty  modem 
ships  equal  to  210,431  tons,  against  nineteen  French  of  127,828  tons,  and  of  quasi  obso- 
lete vessels  sixteen  ships  of  115,500  tons,  against  twelve  French  ships  of  53,000  tons,  and 
that  during  the  last  four  years  England  had  put  down  two  ships  to  the  French  one. 

**  Having  thus  shown  England's  superiority  on  the  eea,  he  pcoceeded  to  state  that  it 
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WAS  proposed  to  xDAterially  increaie  it  by  laying  down  next  year  fonr  new  large  ironclads 
of  about  10,000  tons  and  15^  knots,  two  torpedo  rams  of  the  Polyphemits  dais,  of  aboni 
,000  tons  and  17^  knotn;  ten  torpedo  cruisers  of  1,400  to  1,500  tons,  armed  with  M-ton ' 
guns,  and  belonging  to  a  class  upon  which  the  Navy  of  the  future  will  largely  depend; 
five  protected  cruisers  of  5,000  tons,  with  armor  at  the  water-Hne,  flat  10-inofa  steel  decki,  • 
a  speed  of  17  knots,  two  18-ton  guns,  twelve  6-inch  4-ton  guns  and  numerous  maehinis- 
guns,  and  thirty  torpedo  boats  of  about  120  tons  for  home  defence.     One  ironclad  and 
nearly  all  the  other  skips  are  to  be  built  by  contract  in  private  yards,  and  all  the  new 
YesMls  will  carry  the  most  approved  armament,  and  will  cost  for  building  £S,  100,000 
and  ordinance  £1,600,000,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  naval  estimates.     The  exi>exiditurs 
is  to  be  spread  over  five  years,  by  which  time  all  the  vessels  will  be  completed,  and  in  ' 
the  same  period  £825,000  is  to  be  applied  to  strengthening  coaling  stations  abroad.    Ths 
necessity  for  improving  the  defences  at  Portsmouth,  Gibraltar,  Malta,  and  elsewhere,  Ss- 
left  over  for  the  present,  but  is  under  oonsideratien. — Daily  FoBt  I>$c.  Zrd. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  only  objection  made  by  the  Opposition  to 
this  policy  is  that  it  is  not  sufficiently  strong,  and  that  many  more  millions 
of  money  should  be  spent  by  this  nation  in  improving  its  armaments,  that 
it  may  be  fully  prepared  for  the  dreadful  conflict  of  European  powers  tO' ' 
which  nearly  all  men  are  instinctively  looking  forward. 

In  view  of  the  gigantic  warlike  )ireparations  being  made  by  Qermany,. 
France  and  other  great  powers  of  Europe,  this  action  of  the  British  Grovem- 
ment  appears  consistent  and  timely,  and  although  the  necessity  is  much  to* 
be  deplored,  the  instinct  of  self-preservation  will  reconcile  Englishmen  to  this- 
enormous  expenditure  and  increased  financial  burden. 

If  the  vast  sums  now  being  spent  in  war  armaments  could  be  diverted  to- 
channels  of  pence,  how  greatly  the  ^um  of  human  happiness  could  be  in- 
creased! The  acceptance  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  which  is  indeed  the 
"Goopol  of  Peace,"  would  easily  bring  this  about;  but  although  this  is  a 
"consummation  devoutly  to  bo  wished,"  it  is  one  that  is  hardly  to  be  ex- 
pscte  I.  The  prophecies  of  ancient  and  modern  Prophets  must  be  fulfilled^ 
universal  war  will  be  poured  out  upon  the  nations,  and  the  time  is  near  at 
hand  when  he  who  will  not  take  up  his  sword  against  his  neighbor  must  flee- 
to  Zion  for  safety.  G.  O.

**  We  left  New  York,  Nov.  3rd,  at  9  p.m,  Had  three  cars  from  New  York  to  Ogden, 
wh^re  we  arrived  Not.  9th,  at  6  p.m.  The  election  did  not  trouble  us  any.  I  found  my 
family  well,  and  feel  glad  to  be  with  them  again." 

GOOD  NEWS  FBOM  IRBLAITD. 

Under  date  of  December  1,  1884,  Elder  Robert  Marshall  writes  to  us  from 
Belfast,  Ireland,  in  the  following  encouraging  manner: 

**  Having  retnmed  from  the  oonntry,  I  write  you  the  result  of  my  labors.  I  held  one 
meeting  in  Edenrale,  in  Mr.  Maybin's  bouse;  about  thirty  were  present.  Mr.  Patrick 
May  bin  became  convinced  of  the  truth,  and  I  baptized  him  and  his  daughter.  This 
makes  six  souls  in  that  family  that  have  listened  t«  my  testimony  and  gone  down  to  the 
water.  One  young  lady  sent  for  me  to  visit  her  family,  as  she  had  been  a  very  attentive 
listener  at  the  abovel  meeting.  I  went  and  reasoned  with  them,  the  consequence  of 
which  was  that  she  gave  herself  for  baptism;  but  I  thought  it  better  to  give  her  some 
little  time  for  reflection  and  for  counting  the  cost.  Her  brother  said  he  would  pay  no 
more  stipend  to  the  Presbyterian  minister. 

**  Mrs.  Maybin  promised  to  go  with  me  on  my  return  journey  to  White  Well,  bo  as  to 
encourage  and  witness  the  baptism  of  her  sister,  but,  to  my  regret,  she  was  tou  ill  to  go 
anywhere;  even  on  a  short  drive.  I  therefore  returned  alone  and  stopped  over  night  at 
the  White  Well.  Mrs.  J.  arranged  to  come  up  to  Belfast  and  have  the  ceremony 
performed  sometime  soon.  On  Sunday  evening,  while  holding  a  meeting  at  Fortingale 
Street,  judge  of  my  surprise  when  Mrs.  Garlick  came  in,  accompanied  by  her  two  sisters; 
and  judge  still  more  of  my  astonishment  and  amazement  to  find  that  Mrs.  Maybin,  the 
sick  lady,  who  had  been  nearly  at  tlie  point  of  death  a  few  days  ago,  had  walked  the 
entire  distance  to  the  White  Well— nearly  twenty  miles — and  landed  there  at  ten  o'clock 
on  Saturday  night  withou  t  a  soul  with  her.  Surely  the  Spirit  of  God  was  in  the  heart  of  this 
noble  *Mormon  lady!  But  my  surprise  did  not  rest  here,  for  her  sister,  of  the  White  Well^ 
proposedtogoout  tti  the  Fourth  river,  through  storm  and  snow — the  snow  being  four  inches 
deep,  and  that  at  the  hour  of  night — and  be  baptized  by  me.  But  was  this  all?  No  indeed, 
for  young  Mr.  Berry,  Mrs.  Garlick's  son-in-law,  aUo  proposed  to  go  into  the  water  at 
this  inclement  hour  and  be  baptized.  And  who  do  you  think  had  the  grit  to  propose  to 
baptize  him?  Why,  none  other  than  Elder  Greenwell,  with  his  sick  chest  and  throat. 
Well,  while  the  meeting  was  being  held,  I  sat  and  wept  like  a  child  with  happiness  and 
gratitude  to  Grod.  Mr.  Berry  first  heard  the  truth  from  me,  but  Elder  Greenwell  suo* 
oeeded  in  fetching  him  to  the  water,  when  both  myself  and  Elder  Wilson  had  failed. 
So  much  for  our  brave  mountain  boy! 

**  A  number  of  the  brethren  went  out  with  us,  as  well  as  Mrs.  Garlick,  Mrs.  Berry  and 
Mrs.  Maybin,  and  I  baptized  Mrs.  J.,  and  Brother  Greenwell  baptized  Mr.  Berry,  and 
the  Spirit  of  God  rested  down  upon  us  mightily.  We  went  to  Mrs.  Garlick's,  and  I  con. 
firmed  Mrs.  Jamison,  and  Elder  GreenweH  confirmed  Mr.  Berry, 
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"  I  write  this  for  your  satiafaotion,  andif  it  gives  yoa  pleasure,  I  am  happy  indeed. 
God  bless  you  henceforth  and  forever.    Many  are  getting  ready.    The  work  rolls." 

THE  WORD  OF    WISDOM. 

SUter  Frances  Brass,  under  date  of  Nov.  21,  1884,  thus  relates  her 
experience  in  this  principle: 

'*  I  feel  Uke  bearing  my  testimony  to  the  'Deadly  Teapot.'  When  my  attention  was 
first  drawn  to  the  Word  of  Wisdom  in  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  and  I  was  told  by 
the  Elders  that  tea  and  coffee  were  the  *hot  drinks/  I  failed  to  see  why  tea,  more  than 
other  drinks,  might  not  be  used  by  the  Saints.

I  really  wanted  the 
blessings  promised  in  keeping  the  Word  of  Wisdom:  *  health  to  their  navel,  and  marrow 
to  their  bones.'  Wisdom,  treasures  of  knowledge,  run  and  not  be  weary,  walk  and  not 
faint,  and  to  be  saved  from  the  destroying  angel,  were  blessings  indeed.  Could  not  the 
tea  and  hot  drinks  go  for  them?  I  was  allowing  these  thoughts  to  pass  and  re-pass  in  my 
mind,  when  suddenly  I  was  helped  in  a  way  not  looked  for;  a  bad  bilious  attack  came 
to  my  rescue.  For  a  time  I  loathed  the  very  smell  of  tea  near  me;  take  it  I  could  not. 
Months  have  passed,  and  no  desire  to  returh  to  tea  drinking  has  come  back  to  me.  I 
have  on  one  or  two  occasions  taken  a  oup  of  tea,  but  it  only  goes  to  piove  I  am  best 
without.  I  am  constantly  telling  my  friends  how  much  better  my  nervous  sjrstem  is;  I 
feel  stronger  altogether,  and  I  begin  to  feel  myself  in  possession  of  the  blessings  in  keep- 
ing  the  Word  of  Wisdom. 

**  Before  I  close,  I  must  teU  you  of  Sister  Cross,  who  thought  she  could  not  give  up 
her  cup  of  tea,  but,  on  reading  *The  Deadly  Teapot,'  determinied  to  overcome,  and  this 
morning  I  had  the  pleasure  of  pouring  her  out  a  cup  of  milk,  instead  of  tea,  for  her 
breakfast.  *Ko  more  tea  for  me,'  she  said,  and  as  Sister  Osbom,  my  neice,  has  kept  the 
Word  of  Wisdom  before  coming  from  London  to  live  with  me,  I  am  happy  to  say  tea 
.and  coffee  are  banished  from  our  table." 


SELF-ESTIMATION.

There  are  few  things  more  difficult  to  acquire  and  more  rarely  possessed 
than  a  fair  and  true  estimate  of  one's  own  character,  abilities  and  perform- 
ances. It  is  not  strange  that  the  young  especially  should  rank  them  much 
too  highly.  Absorbed  as  they  are  in  their  own  bright  hopes,  in  the  plans  and 
schemes  which  they  eagerly  embrace,  and  in  their  own  very  limited  experience 
of  life,  it  is  no  wonder  that  they  overrate  their  oi\n  powers,  and  form  an 
Exaggerated  notion  of  their  own  achievements.  Even  older  persons,  who 
have  better  opportunities  of  judging,  and  have  repeated  experiences  of  failure 
and  disappointment,  are  not  free  from  the  folly;  and  vanity  and  conceit  are 
by  no  means  the  rarest  faults  to  be  met  with  in  human  life. 

Well-intentioned  people,  realising  the  injurious  tendency  of  all  this,  and 
anxious  to  avert  it,  go  to  an  opposite  extreme,  and  cultivate  a  low  and  mean 
opinii)ii  of  self.  They  depreciate  themselves  in  a  wholesale  manner,  and 
would  have  everyone  else  do  the  same.  They  recommend  humility  as  the 
highest  virtue,  meaning  by  that  the  mere' undervaluing  everything  they  are 
and  have,  simply  because  it  is  theirs,  without  reference  to  its  real  character 
or  use.    Both  these  extremes  are  bad,  but  the  latter  ia  the  worse,  tending  as  it 
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does  to  prodace  the  very  evil  it  deplores.  Convince  a  man  that  he  is  unable 
to  do  a  certain  thing,  and  he  will  never  try  to  do  it;  convince  him  that  his* 
efforts  are  futile,  and  he  will  cease  to  put  them  forth.  But,  as  human  nature 
is  too  sensible  to  be  thus  convinced  of  what  is  not  true,  the  result  of  such 
instruction  is  often  a  mock  humility,  which  satisfies  itself  by  uttering  words 
of  self-disparagement,  and  counts  the  insincerity  a  virtue.  The  folly  of  trying 
to  cure  one  extreme  by  urging  on  an  opposite  one  is  palpable.  Nothing  is  so 
good  or  wholesome  as  the  simple  truth,  and  he  who  helps  us  to  find  out  a. 
single  real  thing  about  ourselves,  does  us  a  far  greater  service  than  he  could 
by  indiscriminately  undervaluing  us. 

Yet  the  truth  in  this  mattter  is  the  very  thing  that  is  so  difficult  to  obtain.. 
Our  attainments,  our  qualities,  our  value,  can  only  be  judged  relatively.  It 
is  only  as  they  compare  with  those  of  other  people,  or  with  some  imaginary 
ideal,  that  they  can  be  called  strong  or  weak,  good  or  evil,  high  or  low.  The 
strength  of  one  generation  is  the  feebleness  of  another.  The  morality  of  one 
is  the  immorality  of  another.  The  highest  conception  of  the  savage  is  poor  and 
mean  to  the  civilised  man,  the  meritorious  self-denial  of  the.  ignorant  and 
neglected  youth  is  the  commonplace  and  every-day  action  of  the  well- 
instructed  lad.  The  opinion  that  we  hold  of  ourselves,  then,  is  determined 
by  the  standard  which  we  apply,  and  that  is  largely  formed  by  our  associates. 
It  is  quite  natural  that  a  boy  of  moderate  intelligence  and  attainments,  living, 
mainly  among  his  intellectual  inferiors,  and  measuring  himself  by  them 
should  grow  vain  and  conceited.  Probably  no  moral  lectures  on  the  folly  of 
vanity,  nor  any  attempt  to  disprove  his  fancied  superiority  will  materially 
alter  his  self-estimate.  But  change  his  surroundings,  put  him  with  his  equala> 
and  superiors,  let  him  daily  mingle  with  wiser  and  brighter  boys  than  him- 
self, and  gradually  but  surely  the  truth  will  dawn  upon  him,  and  the  bubble 
of  his  conceit  will  be  broken.  His  standard  has  risen,  and  he  finds  himself 
looking  up  with  respect  and  aspiration,  instead  of  looking  down  with  super- 
ciliousness. So  with  everyone  of  us — we  are  instinctively,  and  even  uncon- 
sciously, measuring  our  abilities  and  our  characters  by  those  around  ua  If 
we  happen  to  be  thrown  mostly  among  those  who  have  had  fewer  advantages 
than  ourselves,  who  are  slower,  or  duller,  or  weaker  in  principle  than  we  are, . 
we  straightway  plume  ourselves  upon  our  superiority.  But  let  us  exchange 
this  society  for  those  above  us  in  intelligence,  or  knowledge,  or  skill,  or  wis- 
dom, or  social  esteem  or  moral  excellence,  and  we  come  to  think  more  humbly 
and  more  truly  of  our  own  attainments. 

Not  only  change  of  association,  but  change  of  thought  or  action,  will  often 
open  up  to  us  a  truer  view  of  self.  Deeper  study  and  broader  knowledge 
often  changes  the  eonceited  and  superficial  student  into  an  humble  and  earnest 
one,  by  showing  him  the  boundless  regions  of  thought  and  truth  to  be  pursued. 
The  diligent  striving  to  accomplish  any  task  worthily  reveals  new  fields  to 
conquer,  and  protects  us  against  self-sufficiency.  The  study  of  the  lives  of 
great  and  good  men,  the  contemplation  of  nature's  wonderful  v.  i irks,  the 
search  into  her  mysteries,  the  culture  of  the  faculties — all  tend  to  the  same^ 
result.  VThatever  opens  up  new  fields  and  higher  views,  whatever  broadeni. 
our  mindfl  nud  deepens  our  thoughts,  whatever  raises  our  ideal  of  what  W9- 
may  be,  also  sobers  our  opinion  of  what  we  are. 
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The  humility  thus  acquired  never  prompts  anyone  to  underrate  himself,  or 

to  make  louse  and  general  confessions  of  weakness  and  wickedness,  the  par- 

-ticulars  of  which  he  would  indignantly  resent.    It  is  as  far  removed  from 

'''the  pride  which  apes  humility''  as  from  the  pride  which  struts  in  haughty 

.arrogance.    It  leads  to  a  lowly  estimate  of  self,  not  that  we  may  shrink  and 

•crouch  and  stoop,  but  that  we  may  aspire  and  strive  and  rise.    It  is  the 

beginning  of  a  higher  life,  the  promise  of  a  nobler  future. — Philadelphia

UTAH    NEWS.

The  first  snow  of  the  season  fell  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  Sanday  night, 
November  16th. 

The  last  company  of  emigrants,  J.  Alma  Smith,  President,  arrived  safely  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  Nov.  19th. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Utah,  in  a  recent  test  cAse,  has  sustained  the  Provo 
Oity  ordinance,  suppressing  the  liquor  tratiSce. 

The  full  bench  ef  United  St  ites  district  judges  have  refused  Rudger  Claw- 
son's  application  for  bail,  pending  his  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court 

Thursday,  Nov.  27,  w.is  by  proclamation  of  Governor  Murray,  agreeable 
to  proclamation  of  President  Arthur,  sot  apart  for  Thanksgiving  Day. 

A  few  .*  hocks  of  earthquake  have  somewhat  startled  the  citizens  of  northern 
Utah  and  adjacent  districts.    No  material  damage  has  resulted  however. 

The  anti-'*  Mormon"  party  of  Oneida  County,  Idaho,  have  been  charged 
with  gross  frauds  at  the  recent  election,  and  prosecution  of  the  offenders  is 
talked  of. 

The  ptiople  of  Wasatch  County  are  intending  to  build  a  new  State  House, 
-for  public  purposes,  which  will  cost  $25,000.  It  will  be  built  of  red  sand- 
stone, and  its  dimensions  will  be  50x90  feet. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Dailin,  the  Utah  sculptor,  has  been  awarded  the  contract  for  the 
statue  of  Paul  Revere.  The  cost  of  the  statue  will  be  over  $10,000.  and  its 
site  will  bo  one  of  the  squares  of  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

A  party  of  nine  missionaries,  wht)  recently  returned  from  the  Southern 
tatcs,  rep  irted  a  great  deal  of  ill  usage,  but  had  rejoiced  in  their  labors.   The 
most  of  them  had  traveled  on  foot  more  than  4,000  miles  each. 

Utah  Democrats  are  very  enthusiastic  over  Mr.  Cleveland's  success,  and 
big  meetings  and  stirring  speeches  have  been  the  order  of  the  day.  It  is  not 
certain,  however,  that  they  will  be  equally  jubilant  when^Mr.  Cleveland  reads 
his  inaugural  address. 

A  petition  has  bden  present3d  to  the  City  Council  ofJSalt  Lake  City,  asking 

lor  the  right  of  way  along  the  banks  of  the  Jordan  and  Salt  Lake  City  canal, 

J^a  railway  froo^  the  Eirst  Ward  to  the  inouth  of  Big  Cottonwood  Canyon. 

^c(  Jfte$eret  N^^  fjp^aks  favorably  of  this  prcyect  for  incraafsed  looal  foeight- 

log  and  traveling  facilities. 
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Wheat  and  other  farm  products  are  phenomenally  cheap  just  now,  the 
former  beini?  quoted  at  forty- five  cents  per  bushel,  and  in  very  little  demand 
at  thut.  Editors  and  publishers  of  ne\v.'^i)aper3  nre  nearly  the  only  persons 
who  are  willing  to  receive  it  in  payment  of  accounts,  which  is  a  striking  proof 
of  the  proverbial  liberality  of  the  press. 

Sister  Condor,  whose  two  sons  wore  martyred  at  Cane  Creek,  Tennessee, 
and  who  was  herself  wounded  in  the  thigh,  is  still  in  a  helpless  condition, 
and  the  injured  limb  remains  useless.  The  wound  was  much  more  severe 
than  at  first  supposed,  the  thigh  having  been  broken.  The  surgeon,  through 
intentional  malpractice  or  blunder,  had  failed  to  set  the  bone. 

A  sad  and  fatal  accident  happened  at  Oxford,  Idaho,  on  the  evening  of  the 
12th  ult.  Nephi  Clements  and  his  son,  Nephi  David,  were  returning  from 
the  canyon  with  a  load  of  wood,  when  the  wheel  ran  into  a  rut,  throwing  the 
wagon  and  load  over  on  top  of  the  man  and  boy.  Mr.  Clements  was  caught 
under  the  loui,  but  after  a  desperate  struggle  succeeded  in  extriciting  him- 
self. Cilling  to  his  son  and  receiving  no  answer,  he  hastened  to  his  rescue, 
finding  him  under  the  load  and  wagon.  When  taken  out  the  boy  was  dead* 
He  was  aged  12  years,  and  was  the  son  of  Nephi  and  Betsy  Ann  Clements. 
'The  funeral  took  place  Friday,  Nov.  14th,  and  was  largely  attended  by  friends 
and  neighbors. 

Mr.  McDtinnel  has  been  presented  with  a  bronze  medal  and  certificate  by 
Mayor  Sharp,  of  Salt  Lake  City.  They  were  a  testimonial  from  the  Royal 
Humane  Society  of  Australasia  to  Mr.  McDonnel,  for  his  heroism  jin  saving 
life  in  Auckland  Harbor,  in  October  1881;  and  the  Society  in  sending  them 
to  Mayor  Sharp  to  present  to  Mr.  McDonnel,  requested  his  Honor  to  present 
them  in  such  public  manner  as  he  thought  proper.  This  was  accordingly 
done  at  a  session  of  the  Salt  I/ike  City  Council,  Nov.  18, 1884.  Mayor  Sharp 
made  the  presentation  in  a  neat  speech,  and  Mr.  McDonnel,  |in  replying, 
stated  that  he  had  saved  in  all  tive  hum:in  livas,  and  had  been  the  recipient 
of  another  bronce  medal  from  an  £uglish  Humane  Society  for  a  similar  act  of 
heroism.

GENTILISM     NOT     •"MORMONISM." 

ON  the  occasion  of  a  case  of  seduction  and  abortion  coming  to  light  re- 
cently in  Salt  Lake  City,  the  Deseret  News  made  the  following  com- 
ments, which  so  thoroughly  express  the  views  and  principles  of  the  Latter- 
day  Saints  in  relation  to  these  and  kindred  crimes,  that  we  take  pleasure 
in  presenting  them  to  our  readers: 

Seduction  and  abortion  are  foreign  to  the  sentiments  and  practices  of  tbe 
great  body  of  the  people  of  this  Territory.  The  report  of  such  a  case  as  that 
which  has  come  to  light  is  horrifying  to  this  community.  The  "  Mormons" 
are  vehemently  opposed  to  any  sexual  intercourse  outside  of  the  marriage 
relation,  and  to  the  destruction  of  human  life,  festal  or  matured.  Sexual  sins 
they  look  upon  with  the  utmost  aversion  and  count  them  as  capital  crimes. 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  has  always  ii^culcajt^ 
chastity  and  classed  it  among  the  essential  virtues.  And  its  written  stAix- 
dards  as  well  as  its  living  oracles  have  ever  denounced,  in  the  most  positive- 
language,  any  departure  from  the  law  which  forbids  illicit  sexual  relations. 

Latterly  President  John  Taylor  has  been  more  than  usually  outspoken 
against  licentiousness,  lasciviousness,  and  all  those  offenses  against  Qod  and 
His  Church  which  tend  to  pollute  the  body  and  poison  the  fountains  of  lif/a. 
He  has  proclaimed  the  rule  that  the  adulterer  and  the  seducer  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  enter  the  Temples  of  the  Lord,  nor  have  a  standing  in  the  Church 
of  Christ.  He  has  repeatedly  warned  the  Bishops  and  others  in  charge  of 
the  Saints  in  an  organized  capacity,  against  permitting  persons  guilty  of  u«- 
chaste  conduct  to  partake  of  the  blessings  of  the  House  of  the  Lord,  ancl 
made  them  responsible  for  the  rooting  out  of  iniquity  in  their  several  fielde 
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of  labor.  The  leading  Elders  of  the  Church  have  supported  the  President 
in  the  stand  he  has  taken  on  this  question,  and  the  rule  has  been  established 
and  enforced  that  no  person  who  has  committed  adultery  after  receiving  the 
covenants  of  the  Lord's  House  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  in  or  re-enter  the 
Church. 

Foeticide  and  infanticide  are.  regarded  by  this  Church  as  murderous  and 
inexcusable.  Those  who  are  guilty  of  auch  crimes  cannot  h>ive  place  among 
the  Latter-day  Saints.  This  has  been  announced  by  the  highest  authority  in 
the  Church,  and  it  is  well  understood  as  the  word  of  the  Lord.  Tho.se  who 
assist  in  or  help  to  cover  up  such  iniquities  become  parties  to  th^  sin,  and 
will  share  in  its  responsibilities  and  consequences.  Soell  ofibnces  against 
Qod  and  society  cannot  be  viewed  with  the  letist  degpree  of  allowance.  They 
are  to  be  shunned  and  contemned  by  all  right-thinking  people,  and  must  be 

•  looked  upon  with  abhorrence  and  abiding  disgust  by  every  one  professing  to 
he  a  Litter-day  Saint. 

The  necessity  for  the  positive  and  outspoken  teachings  which  have  been 
delivered  at  the  General  Conferences  during  the  past  year  or  two,  has  arisen 
from  the  introduction  into  this  Territory  of  persons  from  abroad,  who  have 
brv)ught  with  them  usages  and  customs  which  prevail  among  professedly  re- 
spect aMu  people  in  the  United  States  and  in  Europe,  and  which  are  winked 
at,  if  not  encouraged,  by  so-called  ministers  of  religion,  as  well  as  by  many 
medical  practitioners.  The  greatest  opponents  of  the  system  of  marriage 
which  God  has  revealed  to  the  Latter-day  Saints  are,  many  of  them,  advocates 
of  very  limited  family  responsibilities.  This  is  quite  natural.  It  is  the  legi- 
timate outcome  of  their  theories.  They  are  opposed  to  family  increase,  and 
tlierefoie  seek  to  check  it  in  their  own  experiences.  They  array  themselves 
mgiinst  God'.s  law  for  the  multiplication  of  His  children  on  earth,  and  be- 

'  come  subject  to  that  influence  which  leads  to  destruction.  The  work  of 
Deity  is  to  develop  life;  the  work  of  the  Evil  One  is  to  destroy  and  bring 

=  down  to  death.  That  the  men  and  women  who  adopt  the  suggestions  of 
Satan,  and  destroy  human  life  in  embryo  or  prevent  ils  inception,  should 
make  war  upon  the  God-given  system  of  present  and  eternal  increase,  is  not 
to  be  wondered  at,  it  is  as  consistent  as  it  is  devilish. 

'  The  case  which  has  caused  such  painful  interest  is  not  an  outgrowth  of 
*'  Mormonism,"  as  some  disingenuous  persons  wish  to  make  appear.  It  is 
antagonistic  to  **  Mormonism"  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  It  is  one  of  a  kind 
common  in  the  "civilized"  world.  There  such  things  are  also  condoned. 
iSeduction  is  among  the  practices  called  "sowing  wild  oats.''  The  seducer, 
unless  his  vile  acts  produce  a  '"scandar  that  cannot  be  winked  at,  is  not 

': shunned  in  high  society,  but  the  ''fast  young  man*'  is  often  lionised  and 

'  admired.    Abortion  has  an  ugly  soUnd,  and  when  it  is  exposed  is  openly  eon- 

<  demned.  And  yet  reputable  physicians  admit  that  it  is  widely  practiced,  and 
that  they  are  frequently  beset  by  ladies  of  standing  in  church  and  society,  for 

'  aid  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  hellish  purpose  of  destroying  their  own  im- 
perfectly developed  offspring.     These  are  "Oentile,"  not  "Mormon"  sina 

'^Mormon'' women  are  "vulgar"  enough  to  have  large  families.    Tbey  are 

*'*  simple"  enough  to  think  that  bearing  children  is  a  duty  and  a  privilege. 

*They  are  so  old-fashioned  and  unsophisticated  as  to  believe  that  children  are 
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-c  blessing,  and  the  more  children  the  more  blessings.  "  Mormonism"  teaches 
that  good  men,  under  certain  regulations,  may  have  more  wives  than  one,  but' 
that  intercourse  with  the  opposite  sex  outside  of  the  marriage  relatioa  is  a' 
deadly  sin,  and  that  the  practices  of  Gentilism  in  seducing  women  and  de- 
stroying the  consequences  of  such  infamy,  are  damnable  and  hell-deserving,' 
«nd  not  to  be  condoned,  or  excused,  or  palliated. 

With  the  introduction  of  "Christian  civilization"  into  Utah  has  come  the' 
long  train  of  evils  which  mark  its  progress  all  over  the  world:  Drinking 
saloons,  gambling  dens,  the  brothel,  the  assignation  house,  the  arts  of  the 
libertine,  the  drugs  of  the  abortionist,  the  appliances  of  surgical  and  medical 
science  for  the  prevention  and  destruction  of  foetal  life,  the  nostrums  for  the 
cure  of  seci-et  diseases,  and  implements  to  aid  indulgence  in  impure  desire, 
and  protect  the  debauchee  from  the  consequences  thereof.  They  have  had  a 
very  slow  growth  in  this  community  because  the  spirit  and  teachings  and^ 
tendencies  of  the  faith  of  the  great  body  of  the  people  are  so  diametrically 
and  powerfully  op)X)sed  to  them.  But  they  are  here,  and  they  have  their 
advocates  and  supporters,  and  the  effects  thereof  begin  to  appear. 

Let  it  be  known  and  understood  that  this  Church  and  its  authorized  ex- 
ponents are  uncompromisingly  nt  enmity  with  such  influences,  measures  and 
practices,  and  all  who  aid  and  abet  them!  We  despise  them  as  the  very 
portals  of  helL  We  have  no  fellowship  for  those  who  countenance  them,  or 
seek  to  cover  them  up,  or  save  the  perpetrators  thereof  from  the  just  penal- 
ties for  their  diabolism.  No  man' or  woman  can  retain  the  Spirit  of  Qod  or 
a  real  standing  in  His  Church,  who  revels  in  these  iniquities.  The  child 
murderer  is  guilty  of  innocent  blood.  Infanticide  is  murder.  Foeticide  is  a 
crime  in  the  same  category.  Death  produced  by  drugs  is  just  the  same  in 
effect  and  intent  as  death  by  blood-shedding.  Any  one  who  thinks  to  the 
contrary  is  blind  and  self-deceived.  The  deep  damnation  of  the  cowardly* 
wretches  who  blot  out  the  lives  of  unborn  innocents  no  pen  can  picture.  They 
are  tic  to  become  angels  to  the  devil,  for  their  crime  is  devilish. 

Woe  be  unto  them  who  dabble  in  these  pools  of  pollutiont  Their  unseen 
sins  cannot  remain  concealed.  That  which  has  been  done  in  secret  will  be 
revealed  upon  the  housetops.  It  will  cry  aloud  in  the  ears  of  the  universe/ 
and  will  sound  their  deathknell  in  the  day  of  eternal  justice.  The  curse  of 
God  will  blight  the  hands  that  practice  this  infernal  infamy,  and  every  king- 
dom of  glory  will  close  its  gates  against  the  souls  that  are  dyed  with  this 
crimson  shame,  while  outer  darkness  will  be  their  doom  and  misery  be  their 
portion.  Let  the  Latter-day  Saints  beware  of  the  insidious  and  Satanic  im 
fluences  of  civilized  Gentilism,  and  shun  even  the  appearance  of  evil.

ANTI-MORMON    RIOTS    IN   SHEFFIELD. 


MOBMOK  CONFKRSXCE  UPSET—SEVSRAL  FSOPLB  INJURED. 


Ok  Sunday  afternoon,  Dec.  7th,  an  extraordinary  scene  of  uproar  and  dis- 
order was  witnessed  at  the  Temperance  Hall,  Eilesmere-road,  and  in  the 
neighborhood  of  that  building.    For  some  time  past  Mr.  W.  Jarman,  who 
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styles  himself  "  an  ex-Mormon  priest,''  has  been  addressing  meetings  lin 
Sheffield,  giving  his  experience  of  life  in  Utah,  under  the  title  of  *'  Mormon* 
ism  exposed."  Mr.  Jarman,  who  states  that  **  his  grave  was  dug  for  him  four 
times"  in  Utah,  and  that  he  only  escaped  from  the  Mormons  by  the  "  skin  ot 
his  teeth/'  has,  of  course,  very  serious  charges  to  bring  against  Mormon  eiders 
and  others  connected  with  that  body.  With  the  assistance  of  a  local  com- 
mittee he  has  managed  to  excite  no  little  interest.  It  came  to  the  knowledge 
of  Mr.  Jarman  and  his  committee  that  on  Sunday  afternoon  and  evening 
a  conference  of  Latter-day  Saints  was  to  be  held  at  the  Temperance  Hall» 
Ellesmere-road,  the  placard  announcing  the  meeting  stating  that  Elder  John. 
Henry  Smith,  **one  of  the  12  apostles,  and  President  of  the  European 
Mission,  with  other  elders  from  Utah,  would  address  the  congregation,"  and. 
all  clsisses  were  "  kindly  invited  to  attend."  Mr.  Jarman  and  bis  friends 
took  it.  that  this  included  themselves,  and  they  accordingly  mustered  in  veiy 
great  force.  Some  knowledge  of  their  intentions  must  have  leaked  out,  for- 
on  Saturday  night  one  of  the  local  "  Saints"  proceeded  to  the  Brightside 
Police  Office  and  usked  for  a  couple  of  constables  to  be  in  attendance,  as  the. 
Mormon  elders  *'  were  a  quiet  people,  and  did  not  wish  to  be  disturbed." 
Police-constable  Cookson  and  Police- constable  Shelton  were  therefore  detailed 
for  duty  at  the  hall.  There  were  two  conferences  arranged  for — one  from 
two  o'clock  to  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  other  from  six  o'clock 
until  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening.  Some  time  before  two  o'clock  Mr.  Jarman 
and  several  hundreds  of  his  supporters  marched  to  the  Temperance  Hall^ 
where  tht- y  took  possession.  Tiiere  was  then  a  large  number  of  people  pre- 
sent, evidently  from  the  country,  including  women  and  children,  who  had 
brought  their  provisions  with  them,  and  took  their  refreshment  in  the  halL. 
On  the  arrival  of  the  elders  they  commenced  their  meeting.  One  of  them, 
gave  a  short  address,  which  was  not  interrupted,  and  a  couple  of  hymns  wero 
then  sung,  after  which  Elder  John  Henry  Smith,  **  the  apostle,"  a  tall,  mus- 
cular man,  rose  to  address  the  meeting.  At  this  time  Police  constabisc 
Cookson  was  stationed  in  the  gallery,  and  Police- constable  Shelton  was  in 
the  body  of  the  hall.  The  rising  of  "  the  apostle"  was  the  signal  for  a  scene 
of  tremendous  disorder.  Mr.  Jarman,  pointing  towards  him  and  tlie  other 
elders,  shouted  all  kinds  of  opprobrious  epithets,  among  which  oould  be  heard 
'*  Thieves,  adulterers,"  and  even  more  offensive  words.  His  friends  followed 
suit  by  hooting  and  booing  and  making  all  conceivable  kinds  of  noise.  Not 
content  with  this  they  made  a  determined  effort  to  "  rush"  the  platform. 
Poliea- constable  Cookson,  the  moment  |he  saw  how  affairs  were  going, 
promptly  came  down  and,  with^his  colleague,  making  for  the  platform^ 
pluckily  faced  the  rioters.  The  latter  surged  Jarman  towards  the  platform, 
where  the  Mormen  elders  were  rendering  yeoman  assistance  in  maintaining 
that  position.  By  this  time  information  of  the  serious  |uature  of  the  riot  had 
been  sent  to  the  Brightside  Police  Office,  and  Inspector  Smith  promply  pro- 
ceeded to  the  hall,  accompanied  by  Sergeant  Kirkham,  Police- constable 
ring,  Police-constable  Batterson,  and  Police-constable  Thompson.  Mean- 
while the  two  constables,  with  the  effective  aid  of  the  Mormons,  who  are 
strong,  ron<(ou1ar  men,  of  unusual  height  and  development,  were  making 
8  ubborn  r.^isance,  in  which  Edcr  Smith  took  a  pr(imini:iit  4  art.    Jarmaa 
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{breed  his  way  to  the  platform,  bnt  there  Eider  Smith  met  him  much  as  the 
<2uaker  io  Uncle  Tom^s  Cabin  met  the  slavehunter  who  wanted  to  cross  the 
gulf  and  capture  the  runaway.  The  elder  did  not  use  the  Quaker's  words, 
^*  Friend,  thou  art  not  wanted  here,"  but  he  landed  Jaruian  sharply  back 
among  his  friends.  Jarmau  says  that  the  elder  kicked  him  twice,  but  the 
pcdice  are  positive  that  none  of  the  elders  either  kicked  or  struck;  though,  it 
must  be  admitted,  that  their  manner  of  holding  the  platform  was  occaiioiw 
ally  a  trifle  vigorous.  One  big,  brawny  elder  grasped  an  anti-Mormon  by  the. 
neck,  lifted  him  up  like  a  child,  and  fairly  flung  him  from  the  platform  right 
back  among  his  friends.  When  he  "  landed"  there  unhurt,  except  some  un- 
avoidable shock  to  his  83r8tem,  he  remained  in  that  position,  and  Wiis  no  more 
^een  in  the  van  of  the  attack.  Another  of  the  storniing  party  was  blaudiy 
smiled  upon  by  a  broad-faced  Saint,  who  then  sent  him  spinning  the  way  lie 
-oanie.  Though  the  elders  are  stated,  despite  Mr.  Jarman's  assertion  that  lie 
was  kicked  twice,  to  have  done  nothing  beyond  pushing  their  opponents 
away,  a  saintly  shove  of  that  sort  was  no  very  delicate  operation,  as  not  a 
few  of  the  sinners  found  to  their  cost.  Police-constable  Cookson  had  warned 
the  Jarman  party,  before  the  arrival  of  Inspector  Smith  and  his  merry  men, 
that  he  would  knock  down  the  first  man  who  stepped  on  the  ))latform.  This 
Lad  a  cooling  efifect  individually,  but  when  the  fellows  came  up  with  a 
**  rush,''  the  assistance  of  the  **  Saints"  was  linvuluable.  They  are  admitted, 
even  by  those  they  handled  so  freely,  to  be  capital  fellows  in  a  row.  By  dint 
of  discipline  and  determination  the  apostles  and  the  police  begun  to  get  the 
better  of  the  battle,  just  as  the  storming  party  turned  their  attention  to 
using  the  furniture  as  weapons  of  attack.  The  police,  who  appear  to  have 
behaved  most  courageously  throughout,  promptly  suppressed  enterprise  in 
the  direction  of  the  furniture;  and  shortly  after  Jarmau  and  several  other 
leading  spirits  were  ejected  by  the  front  door.  The  struggle,  however,  was 
not  yet  over.  Almost  immediately  after  the  anti-Mormons,  spying  a  side 
door,  made  for  that  entrance,  and  reappeared  in  such  force  that  they  fought 
their  way  to  the  rear  of  the  platform.  Here  their  object  was  disagreeably 
clear.  Massing  behind  the  Mormons  and  the  constables  they  made  a  des- 
percite  eflfort  to  sweep  both  off  the  platform.  The  police  promptly  perceived 
the  srategic  movement  in  the  rear,  and  the  men  of  flesh  and  bone— the 
apostles  and  elders — set  their  brawny  backs  to  the  new  attack,  and  held 
their  place.  Then  re-commenced  a  still  harder  struggle.  The  Jarman  party 
firm  in  their  new  position,  would  not  come  down,  and  they  had  to  be 
**fetched,"  which  is  never  a  gentle  operation  under  sueh  circumstances 
Struggle  succeeded  struggle,  and  no  doubt  the  complaints  of  kicking  which 
were  freely  made  had  considerable  foundation  in  fact.  One  of  the  Mormons 
is  stated  to  have  got  a  nasty  cut  across  the  forehead,  an  elder  is  mentioned 

.  as  somewhat  mauled,  and  another  Saint  is  reported  to  have  his  head  split. 

'  The  other  side  also  complain  of  casualties,  their  leader,  Jarman,  being  in  the 
thick  of  the  fight,  coming  in  for  most  distinction  in  that  way.     Police- con- 

.stable  Cookson  received  a  painful  kick  on  the  knee-cap,  and  there  is  not  the 

.slightest  doubt  that  but  for  the  prompt  arrival  of  Inspector  Smith  and  his  re- 
inforcement, both  Cookson  and  Shelton  would  have  been  badly  maltreated. 

•Ultimately,  the  anti-Mormons  were  expelled,  the  doors  locked,  and  the  eon* 
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fereoce  resumed  under  the  guardianship  of  the  polic&     The  ejected  repaired 
to  a  neighboring  lamp-post,  from  which  exalted  position  Mr.  Jarman  har« 
angued  his  followers,  and  afterwards  from  another  lamp-post  at  the  top  of 
Gower-street.    But  the  Mormons  had  not  seen  the  last  of  their  enemies. 
Fully  an  hour  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  second  conference,  Mr.  Jarmaii« 
with  increased  forces  at  his  back,  returned  to  the  attack  at  the  Temperance 
Hall.    Inspector  Smith  was  equal  to  the  occasion;  but  the  aspect  of  affiuis 
was  so  threatening  that  the  Mormons  decided  to  abandon  the  second  con* 
ference  altogether.    This  was  regarded  by  the  Jarman  party  as  a  gloriona 
victory,  which  they  celebrated  by  further  shouting  and  lamp-post  oratory. 
Learning  that  there  was  a  room  in  the  Wicker  over  the  premises  of  Messrs. 
fiarkworth,  Thompson,  and  Cooper,  where  the  Mormons  occasionally  met,  the- 
crowd  made  for  that  place,  where  they  threatened  to  smash  the  windows,  and^ 
it  seemed  at  one  time  as  if  another  great  disturbance  was  inevitable.    In-> 
apector  Bird  was  soon  about,  and  a  riot  so  near  the  "  Centrar  would  have 
been  met  as  promptly  as  at  Brightside;  but  fortunately  the  Jarman  followers 
were  ultimately  convinced  the  Mormons  were  not  there,  and  they  proceeded 
to  the  Westbar  pump,  where  Mr.  Jarman  addressed  an  immense  gathering 
on  the  stirring  events  of  the  afternoon.     He  repented  his  strong  charges 
against  the  Mormons,  and  is  said  to  have  declared  that  "  the  apostle*'  Smith 
(for  whom  he  seems  to  have  a  special  repugnance)  had  kicked  him  twice — 
once  in  front  and  once  in  the  back.    After  the  meeting  the  crowd  re-visited- 
the  Wicker,  where  their  attentions  caused  no  little  discomfort  to  the  inmates. 
Shortly  after  nine  o'clock  the  anti- Mormons  broke  up,  and  it  is  stated  that 
Jarman  leaves  Sheffield  to-day  for  an  engagement  in  the  south.    The  scene 
at  £llesmere-road  Temperance  Hall  is  stated  by  those  who  saw  it  to  have 
been  something  extraordinary  evea  for  Brip^httide,  and  the  excitement  ont^ 
side  was  almost  equally  great.    Nor  was  it  confined  to  Brightside,  for  the 
Jarman  party,  after  their  ejection,  carried  the  tumult  to  the  Wicker  and 
Westbar,  and  arrested  attention  wherever  they  appeared.— SAeJ^d  Dot/ir 
Telegraph,

A  little  boy,  son  of  Joseph  Day,  jun.,  of  East  Bountiful,  was  accidentally 
run  over  by  a  team  and  wagon  on  the  2(^th  ult  and  died  from  his  injuries. 
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Qeorge  C.  Miln,  the  preacher  who  bad  to  leave  the  ministry  on  acconnt  of 
his  infidel  principles,  and  then  turned  his  attention  to  Shakspeare,  was 
expected  to  open  an  engagement  in  Salt  Lake  City  Theatre  on  the  2nd  inst 

Elders  Andrew  Jensen  and  C.  S.  F.  Orlob  intend  on  next  New  Year's  to 
commence  the  publication  of  a  Scandinavian  newspaper,  to  be  called  the 
Utah  PoBtcfL  Elder  Jensen  is  already  favorably  known  as  the  editor  of  the 
Morr|en9^jeme'nl, 

John  D.  Lloyd,  of  Laketown,  Rich  County,  was  accidentally  killed  on 
Friday,  the  2l9t  ult.,  by  his  wagon,  loaded  with  wood,  rolling  over  on  him. 
He  was  returning  alone  from  the  Canyon  when  the  accident  occurred,  and  it 
is  supposed  that  his  death  was  instantaneous. 

Several  of  the  citizens  of  Plain  City,  Weber  Cv)unty,  are  devising  the  pur- . 
chase  of  a  steam  tug  with  reversible  engine,  and  the  buildiug  of  two  or  three 
barges  to  be  used  on  Salt  Lake,  to  carry  the  salt  gatherers  across  its  billows  i 
to  the  west  shore  where  the  salt  is  piled  up  in  inexhaustible  quantities. 

Hon.  Juhn  T.  Caine,  Utah's  popular  delegate  to  Congress,  left  S-ilt  Lake  ! 
for  Washington  on  the  morning  of  November  20th,  to  resume  his  duties  at 
the  capital.     He  was  accompanied  by  Elder  Robert  W.  Sloan,  who  will  spend  ' 
the  winter  in  Washington,  and  begin  his  mission  in  England  in  the  spring. 

The  question  as  to  whether  polygamists  are  qualified  to  vote  at  a  meeting 
called  in  a  school  district  of  which  they  are  resident  tax  payers  and  property 
owners,  for  the  puri>ose  of  levying  a  tax  to  build  a  school-house,  has  been  . 
referred  by  the  Utah   Commissioner.^  to  Attorney  General    Brewster,  at . 
Washington. 

The  Dessret  News  records  the  death  of  Elder  Horace  K  Whitney,  who  died  - 
at  his  residence  in  Salt  Lake  City,  on  the  morning  of  November  21,  1884,  of 
dropsy  and  rheumatism.    Horace  Kimball  Whitney  was  the  eldest  child  of 
Newel  K.  Whitney,  late  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church,  and  Elizabeth  Ana 
Whitney.     He  was  born  July  26.  1823,  at  Kirtland,  Ohio,  where  he  was-' 
baptized.    He  left  Kirtland  with  his  father's  family,  in  the  fall  of  1838^ 
Bishop  Whitney  having  been  summoned  to  Missouri  to  preside  at  Adam- 
ondi-Ahman,  but  ere  they  reached  their  destination,  the  Saints  were  driven 
from  the  State,  and  they  stopped  at  Carrolton,  Green  County,  Illinois. 
Later  on  the  family  fled  from  Carrt>lton,  through  religious  persecution,  and 
settled  at  Nauvoo.    In  1843,  just  before  starting  on  a  mission  to  the  Eastern 
States,  the  deceased  was  ordained  an  Elder  under  the  hands  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith,  with  whom  he  was  a  favorite.     He  left  Nauvoo  in  1846,  in  the 
exodus,  and  early  in  the  following  year  went  from  Winter  Quarter,  as  one  of 
the  **  Mormon*'  Pioneers,  to  hunt  a  home  for  his  people  in  the  wilds  of  the  ' 
Rocky  Mountains.    Arriving  in  the  valley  July  24,  1847,  he  made  Salt  Lake 
City  his  permanent  abiding  place.    He  was  one  of  the  original  force  of  com- 
positors for  the  Deseret  Nevm,  and  had  previously  set  type  on  the  Times  and 
Seasons^  in  Nauvoo.    He  was  a  clerk  in  the  Trustee-in-Trust*s  office  for  over 
thirty  years,  and  was  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  ability,  and  very  retiring 
in  his  disposition.    In  business  he  was  the  soul  of  honor,  and  his  private  life 
was  above  reproach.     He  leaves  a  large  family  and  a  wide  circle  of  friends  to 
regret  the  loss  of  his  society  and  labors.

GOTERNOR    MURRAY'S  THANKSGIVING   PROCLAMATION.

It  is  said  that  impadence  is  sometimes  so  intense  as  to  border  on  the  sub- 
lime. Viewed  in  this  light,  tiie  recent  Thanksgiving  Proclamation  of  the 
Gk)vemor  of  Utah  is  a  sublime  production.  As  nothing  illustrates  a  thing  to 
well  as  the  thing  itself,  we  herewith  give  an  extract  from  this  precious  docu- 
ment: 

*'  Everywhere  throughout  the  Territory  our  people  in  peace  have  enjoyed  the  enlarged 
blessings  of  that  civil  and  religious  liberty  guaranteed  by  the  Onstitation.  Now  in 
grateful  recognition  of  all  these  blessings,  and  grateful  for  the  hope  of  a  continuation  of 
them  in  the  years  to  come;  praying  for  the  thorough  establishment  of  fraternal  fellow- 
ship between  neighbors,  and  all  citizens  of  a  common  country;  for  the  absolute  abolish- 
ment of  every  hatred,  '  which  places  us  beneath  those  we  hate;*  for  an  estoppel  of  all 
slander,  '  which  meets  no  regard  from  noble  minds,'  *  which  only  the  baw  beUeve  and 
which  the  base  will  utter,' "  etc.,  etc. 

These  are  noble  sentiments,  but  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  whole 
cduffse  of  Governor  Murray  has  been  in  direct  opposition  to  them,  that  while 
pleaching  the  gospel  of  love  he  practices  the  gospel  of  hate,  and  that  he  has 
used  all  the  powers  of  his  office  to  deprive  the  Saints  of  Utah  of  those  bles- 
sings he  talbi  s«  glibly  of,  the  impudence  of  the  thing  stands  out  in  bold 
rriief. 

.€N>vernor  Murray  has  done  all  he  could  to  irritate  and  oppress  the  people 
of  Utah,  and  to  goad  them  into  resistance  and  violence.  He  has  been  the 
willing  tool  of  a  rascally  set  of  conspirators,  who  have  despised  while  they 
h9,ve  used  him.  He  has  only  sought  to  learn  the  will  of  the  people  in  order 
to  defeat  it  He  has  disgraced  his  office  by  going  about  the  country  for  the 
express  purpose  of  retailing  mendacious  lies,  that  he  might  stir  up  perseca- 
ti^  against  an  innocent  people. 

"  Civil  and  religious  liberty"  does  not  at  present  exist  in  Utah.  Thousands 
of  her  best  men  and  women  have  been  disfranchised  for  their  religious  prin- 
ciples, and  the  jury  box  is  packed  to  secure  the  conviction  of  members  of  ao 
nnpopular  Church.  Bail  is  refused  to  men  guilty  of  the  alleged  crime  of 
practising  the  Bible  doctrine  of  plural  uiarriage,  thus  placing  them  on  the 
same  footing  with  murderers,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  this  form  of 
marriage  is  agreeable  to  the  religious  convictions  of  the  vast  m^rity  of  the 
people  of  the  Territory.  Religions  liberty  in  Utah  instead  of  being  enlarged, 
is  now  so  restricted  as  to  mean  freedom  of  belief  only,  a  species  of  religious 
freedom  enjoyed  by  the  veriest  slave  on  earth. 
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Bat  if  the  people  of  Utah  do  not  ei\joy  perfect  civil  and  religious  freedom, 
they  still  have  much  to  be  thankful  for,  for  which  tbey  are  under  no  obliga- 
tioB  to  Qovemor  Murray  or  any  of  his  crew.  The  Lord  has  marvelously 
Ueet  thenii  and  doubtless  they  celebrated  Thanksgiving  Day  with  as  much 
heartiness  as  their  neighbors. 

One  great  cause  of  thanksgiving,  however,  was  overlooked  by  Governor 
Murray,  and  that  is,  some  of  the  hypocritical,  lying  and  contemptible 
United  States  officials  of  Utah  have  already  commenced  to  pack  their  carpet 
bags,  and  ^ill  soon  rid  the  Territory  of  their  presence.  G.  O. 


SOME   MORE   LIES   NAILED. 


Sldsb  Goddard,  in  his  letter  to  us  whicli  we  publish  in  another  part  of  this 
Stab,  refers  to  a  sensational  article  which  recently  appeared  in  the  New 
York  Sun,  in  which  the  "  Mormons"  are  charged  with  attempting  to  take  a 
certain  Miss  Coop  to  Uluh  against  her  will.

•  **  We  understand  that  Miss  Coop  was  not  a  member  of  the  "  Mormon"  Church,  but 
WM  going  out  at  her  own  request  to  her  foster-mother,  who  is  a  **  Mormon,"  and  who 
had  sent  the  means  for  her  emigration  to  Utah.

THE    ANTI-MORMON    RIOTS    AT    BRIGHTSIDR 


•*  apostle"  J.  H.  smith's  narrativb. 


Early  yesterday  morning  Elder  John  Henry  Smith  and  Elder  Samuel  R. 
Bennion  waited  upon  the  Chief  C«mstable,  with  a  view  to  see  if  nothing, 
could  be  done  to  prevent  such  attacks  as  were  made  upon  the  Latter-day 
Saints  at  the  Temperance  Hall,  Ell esm ere- road,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  as  well 
as  to  punish  the  Jarman  party  for  the  disturbance  they  bad  caused.  Mr. 
Jackson  pointed  out  that  the  building  in  which  they  had  held  their  meeting 
was  not  **  licensed"  fr>r  services  of  that  description.  The  elders  wanted  to 
know  if  Jarman  could  not  be  arrested,  but  it  was  stated  that  Jarman  had 
himself  answered  that  question  by  leaving  the  town.  All  that  could  be 
ascertained  about  him  yesterday,  beyond  the  ijD formation  forwarded  last  night 
by  one  nt  lii.s  friends  **that  he  had  lost  part  of  his  beard  and  was  yery  ill;*' 
was  that  he  had  "  fet<;hed"  the  apparatus  with  which  ho  illustrated  his  lectures 
from  the  Vestry  Hall,  Westbar,  and  was  understood  to  be  proceeding  straight 
t<)  the  Midland  Station.  Elder  J.  H.  Smith,  who  is  a  man  of  great  muscular 
development,  is  one  of  the  "twelve  apostles,"  artd  is  ** President  of  the  Euro- 
pean Mission."  He  is  also  one  of  the  council  of  the  apostles,  whose  mission 
it  is  to  preach  the  principles  of  the  Latter-day  Saints,  and  to  call  to  their 
assistance,  when  they  require,  members  of  the  "seventies,"  who,  on  being 
summoned,  must  proceed  on  the  same  business.  Elder  J.  H.  Smith  ia  carrying 
on  a  mission  in  Scandinavia,  Germany  and  Switzerland,  and  arrangeiueata. 
are  now  being  made  to  commence  operations  in  Constantinople.  There  ia- 
also  a  mission  in  India.  Last  year  3,000  emigrants,  as  the  result  of  th» 
European  mission,  left  this  country  and  Scandinavia  for  Utah.  The  popular 
idea  that  the  Mormons  pay  their  expenses  out  is  erroneous.  Tho  "  believers' 
must  wait  patiently  until  they  have  accumulated  sufBcient  money  for  that 
purpose.  In  some  cases  tho  relatives  atid  friends,  who  have  preceded  them^ 
forward  funds  to  aid  their  passage,  and  occiisionally  the  authorities  at  Utah 
advance  loans  to  intending  emigrants,  who  are  bound,  however,  to  pay  it  back 
in  the  land  of  their  adoption.  In  ShefEeld  and  district,  which  includes 
Chesterfield,  they  have  about  180  adherents.  The  number  is  declining,  aa 
they  "keep  going  West,"  and  the  Conference  is  held  annually  to  receive 
reports  and  see  how  ttie  cause  is  progressing. 

Elder  J.  H.  Smith,  the  President  of  the  European  Mission,  was  accompanied 
to  Sheffield  by  Elders  Samuel  R.  Bennion,  Reuben  S.  Collett  (6  feet  3^  inches^ 
Thomas  Biggs  (who  is  over  6  feet),  and  Elders  Winward  and  Brown.  These 
occupied  the  platform  at  the  Eliesniere-road  Hall  on  Sunday  afternoon,  aud 
just  below  them,  in  the  body  of  the  hall,  were  two  local  "Saints,*'  Mr. 
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Parkins  and  Mr.  John  Favell  (the  latter  of  whom  had  his  forehead  laid  open 
with  a  stick).  £lder  Smith,  in  reply  to  oar  representative  yesterday,  stated 
that  the  account  of  the  riots  gave  a  very  accurate  version  of  what  (»ccured;; 
and  ^'it  was  as  just  as  be  could  expect  in  this  country,  where  there  was  so  ' 
much  prejudice  against  them."  ''When  I  got  to  the  hall  (continued  the» 
Apostle")  I  was  informed  Mr.  Jarman  was  present,  and  there  was  likely  to  be 
riots.  What  were  we  to  dot  I  said  we  had  advertised  for  a  congregntion, 
and  as  they  had  come  we  had  better  open  the  doors  and  get  to  work.  There 
would  then  be  about  100  of  our  peopfle  and  probably  300  or  more  of  the* 
Jarman  party.  The  doors  were  accordingly  opened,  and  in  they  rushed.  We 
saw  we  were  outnumbered,  and  that  they  would  have  their  own  way,  s<}  there* 
was  nothing  for  it  but  to  put  our  backs  up  against  the  wall  and  die  game. 
Collett,  our  giant,  opened  with  a  brief  address,  explaining  the  principles,  He 
was  listened  to  quietly.  After  he  had  finished,  we  consulted  with  our  friends^^ 
and  it  was  decided  I  had  better  talk  a  little.  My  rising  was  the  signal  fur  a 
great  uproar.  Jarman  did  not  want  me  to  be  heard,  I  suspect,  because  he* 
knew  I  should  gain  the  sympathies  of  the  people.  A  Sheffield  man,  whose 
name  is  said  to  be  Ward,  who  has  been  helping  Jarman,  rose  in  the  body  of 
the  ball,  and  asked  whether  other  people  would  be  allowed  to  speak.  I 
answered  that  no  one  would  be  allowed  to  speak  in  that  building  except  those 
on  the  platform.  At  that  they  made  a  lUsh  towards  us.  Several  steps  in  the 
centre  led  to  the  platform,  which  was  as  high  as  the  level  of  a  man's  breast. 
Ward  was  the  first  at  the  steps.  1  told  him  he  could  not  come  on,  and. 
stopped  him.  Then  the  police  came  in,  and  the  struggle  got  very  Kevere. 
Jarman  was  shouting  out  at  me  all  sorts  of  things.  One  man  pressed  forward 
to  the  platform.  I  was  under  the  necessity  of  taking  him  by  the  seat  of  his- 
pants  and  throwing  him  off — ten  feet  or  so.  He  same  back,  and  Collett,  our 
giant,  got  hioi  in  the  same  way  and  flung  him  back — he  fairly  flew — and  when 
he  ''  laudtd*'  he  did  not  make  a  tiiird  try.  Ultimately  the  police  got  Ward 
out,  but  Jarman  clung  about  the  entrance,  and  by-and-by  they  made  a  fresh 
attack  by  the  side  door,  and  then  there  was  another  warm  scrimmage.  Dowxk 
in  the  crowd  John  Favell  received  a  violent  blow  with  a  stick.  Jarman's 
people  gathered  about  me,  and  one  seised  me  by  the  bottom  of  the  pantaloons- 
to  pitch  me  off  the  platform.  What  did  I  dot  I  just  kicked  him  off.  It 
was  not  Mr.  Jarman,  who  was  six  or  seven  feet  away  at  the  time.  During- 
this  struggle  Jarman  charged  me  with  being  concerned  in  the  Mountain 
Meadow  massacre.  He  called  out  that  I  was  responsible  for  it,  whereaa 
when  that  was  dene  I  was  a  baby.  He  asked  the  crowd  to  leok  at  me,  as  I 
was  the  man  who  was  responsible  for  all  this.  I  advised  them  to  look  at 
Jarman's  face,  and  that  would  satisfy  them,  No  doubt  there  was  a  good  deal 
of  kicking  during  the  riot,  for  we  were  outnumbered  and  had  to  do  the  utmost 
we  could  to  defend  ourselves.  1  have  been  accustomed  to  violent  opposition^ 
and  have  got  used  to  it;  but  I  did  feel  a  strong  desire  to  go  down  among 
them,  and  go  for  them.  .However,  I  resisted  that  desire,  and  simply  defended 
myself  and  others.  A  couple  of  old  ladies,  with  umbrellas,  struck  out  vigor- 
ously at  Jarman's  people.  It  was  hot  while  it  lasted.  In  fact,  I  ncvt-r  saw 
half-a-dozen  men  stand  as  pretty  a  chance  of  being  pummelled  as  we  did. 
Towards  the  end  we  went  to  a  room  at  the  back,  and  the  crowd,  thinking  wd 
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were  making  off,  caused  the  work  of  dearing  the  hall  to  be  easier  for  the  ^ 
police,  who  locked  the  doors,  and  theo  we  returned  aod  resumed  our  oonfer- 
«pce.  In  the  eyening  Mr.  Bennion  weot  to  the  hall-keeper  and  told  him  we 
desired  to  come  and  hold  our  meeting,  and  would  do  so,  but'  that  we  could 
cot  be  responsible  for  any  damage  that  might  occur  to  the  hall,  as  we  had 
cot  the  money  to  pay.  The  answer  was  'That  they  would  haye  no  meeting/ 
and  the  doors  were  locked.  At  the  time  Jarnmn  and  a  crowd  of  oyer  2,000 
people  were  clamouring  outside.  I  had  been  warned  that  I  was  to  get  'a 
dressing'  at  night.  An  atheist,  who  said  a  word  for  us  outside,  was  receiyed 
with  a  shout,  *He's  one  of  them;  make  him  gri/,'  and  they  went  for  him.  We 
walked  to  a  private  house  and  held  our  meeting  us  best  we  could.  An  idea 
aeixed  the  rioters  that  we  had  gone  to  the  little  place  at  the  Wicker,  where 
they  proceeded  to  smash  the  windows." 

**  Elder"  Smith  states  that  the  police  acted  with  wisdom  and  decision,  and 
being  better  acquainted  with  the  temper  of  the  crowd  than  the  elders,  quelled 
the  disturbance  successfully.  He  desired  Jarman  to  be  arrested  that  after- 
coon,  as  he  did  not  think  the  opportunity  would  be  offered  again.  Jarman's 
life  u  well  known  to  him.  The  **  Elder"  says  Jarman  has  ti^o  wiyea,  both  of 
whom  are  divorced,  and  that  they  are  respectable  women  who  have  no  sym- 
pathy with  their  erstwhile  husband.  He  repudiates  Jarman's  charge  that  the 
Mormons  took  his  family  from  him,  and  altogether  gives  the  "Mormon 
Exporter"  what  he  calls  *'  a  very  black  record."  It  seems  that  this  is  not  the 
first  time  Mr.  Jarman  has  vigorously  opposed  the  Mormons.  He  was  at  the 
Wicker  room  a  fortnight  ago  on  the  same  business,  and  it  -was  there  he  got  to 
know  of  the  conference. 


"One  of  the  Committee"  writes  to  correct  '*  a  few  mistakes"  in  the  account 
of  the  anti-Mormim  riots  at  Brightside.  His  principal  point  is  that  "  a  gentle- 
man (a  respectable  tradesman)"  was  pushed  down  by  Elder  Smith,  and  that 
*^  two  (small)  policemen  then  walked  him  out  of  the  hall."  This  (he  says) 
was  the  only  case  where  brute  force  was  brought  into  play  in  ejecting  any 
one,  *^  proving  there  was  not  much  rioting."  Our  correspondent  immediately 
after  says  that  "  Jarman  lost  a  good  portion  of  his  beard."  *'  I,  and  many 
more,  saw  him  kicked  by  Smith."  **  One  of  the  Committee"  adds  that  '*  Mr. 
Jarman  is  very  ill  from  the  apostolic  treatment  he  received,"  and  that  the 
anti-Murmoii  Committee  are  **Qod-fearing  men  belonging  to  religious  deno- 
minations." "  One  of  the  Committee"  can  scarcely  be  serious  in  hia statement 
that  only  one  case  of  brute  force  occurred.  The  elders  themselves  plead 
ipiilty  to  flinging  several  people  from  the  platform.  **  Mr.  Jarman  is  very  ill 
from  the  aposiolic  treatmont  he  received,"  Mr.  John  Favell  had  his  forehead 
opened  with  a  stick.  Police-constable  Cookson  had  a  nasty  kick  on  the  knee- 
cap, (S^c.,  (kc.  The  information  was  obtained  from  eye-witnesses  of  the  riots, 
and  it  is  just  possible  that  '*  One  of  the  Committee,"  who  took  a  prominent 
part  in  the  fray,  may  have  been  too  much  occupied  to  notice  the  disturbanea 
in  all  its  bearings.— 2'Ae  Sheffield  Daily  Telegraph.

at  7-30  p.  m.: 

"  Pauage  protty  rough  up  to  midnight;  rather  better  since.  Brother  Wilson  sick  laat- 
eve,  but  better  this  morning.  P.  J.  Lammers  and  I  have  been  qualmish,  but  our 
stomachs  have  not  gone  entirely  back  on  us  yet.  Kind  love  to  all  at '  42/  and  good-bye^ 
to  Old  England." 

INCIDENTS  OF  TRAVEL. 

Elder  George  Ooddard,  writing  from  Salt  Lake  City,  Nov.  20th,  favors  ua* 
with  the  following: 

*'  It  affords  me  pleasure  and  thankfulness  to  my  Heavenly  Father,  to  inform  you  that- 
the  company  of  Saints  and  Elders  who  left  Liverpool  on  the  let  of  November  by  the  S.9. 
Aritona,  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  City  yesterday,  about  10  o'clock  a.m.,  all  safe  and  sound,, 
except  one  sister  somewhat  feeble,  but  improving.  No  deaths  occurred  in  the  company, 
but  a  Sister  Williams,  from  Swansea,  gave  birth  to  a  son  immediately  after  passing  th» 
first  station  in  Utah  Territory,  at  Echo.  We  therefore  suggested  that  his  middle  name 
be '  Echo,'  to  which  the  mother  cheerfully  consented,  which  has  the  significant  title  of 
the  place  of  his  birth.  President  Smith  telegraphed  to  Bishop  R.  J.  Taylor  of  Ogden,  t6 
make  arrangements  for  her  comfort  on  arrival  in  Ogden.  The  sisters  were  ready  to 
afford  all  necessary  help,  and  she  was  comfortably  conveyed  to  a  Utah  Central  car,  and 
on  reaching  Salt  Lake  City,  her  husband  was  ready  to  receive  her  in  a  spring  convey- 
ance and  take  her  to  comfortable  quarters. 

*'  Sister  Hunter,  from  Glasgow,  had  the  heaviest  siege  of  sickness  of  any  of  our  comr 
pany,  but  by  the  blessing  of  God  in  the  administration  of  the  Elders,  she  has  been  pel^> 
fectly  restored  to  health,  as  evinced  during  the  last  two  or  three  days  of  our  journey  hf 
the  sweet  and  melodious  songs  she  would  sing.  Her  earnest  tones  would  fill  the  car,  and 
not  only  be  listened  to  by  all  present,  but  were  indicative  of  the  depth  of  gratitude  sh# 
felt  for  her  restoration. 

"  On  the  morning  of  our  arrival  in  New  York,  we  were  much  annoyed  by  the  Lris& 
clamor  of  some  of  the  intermediate  passengers  who  had  induced  a  girl  from  Stockport, 
by  the  name  of  Lavinia  Coop,  to  change  her  mind  and  say  she  did  not  want  to  go  to- 
Utah.  Some  ol  the  Irish  were  bitter  in  their  imprecations  towards  the  Elders  for  at- 
tempting to  force  an  innocent  girl  to  go  to  Utah  against  her  will.  President  Smith,  wfa« 
asked  the  girl  in  the  presence  of  a  host  of  hot-headed  Irishmen,  if  she  wished  to  go  on 
with  the  company  to  her  mother  in  Ogden,  or  not,  she  answered  by  saying  she  did  not 
wish  to  go.  *  Then,'  said  Brother  Smith,  *  you  are  at  perfect  liberty  to  stay.'  Some  af 
them  acted  more  like  demons  than  anything  else,  and  rendered  it  unsafe  for  the  Elders 
to  pass  by  them.  On  arrival  at  the  Guion  pier.  Brother  Hart  spoke  to  an  officer,  and 
instructed  him  to  take  the  girl  from  her  betrayers,  and  plaee  her  under  the  control  of 
the  Commissioners,  whicbnhe  did  in  my  presence.  The  first  morning  after  our  arrival  ii 
New  York,  the  Sun  contained  a  savage  and  untruthful  account  of  the  affair,  and  chwip* 
ing  the  Elders  with  living  like  nabobs,  drinking  champagne,  playing  cards  and  gambling 
with  anyone  on  board.  Brother  Hart  told  me  he  would  reply  to  it  in  the  next  issue, 
and  also  an  interviewer  from  the  Sun  came  expressly  to  learn  our  side  of  the  story,  foe 
he  felt  satisfied  there  was  another  version  of  the  affair.  Whether  he  published  it  or  not 
I  do  not  know. 

*'  Nothing  worthy  of  remark  occurred  during  our  railway  passage  across  the  continent, 
only  that  we  were  aometimea  in  the  dark  in  our  can  for  want  of  oil,  and  sometimes  shorts 
of  water,  subject  to  many  stoppages,  and  sudden  jerks  that  m4deit  di€Bonlt  to  retain  aa' 
erect  position.    We  leCb  Jersey  City  on  the  eveniag  of  the'  12t^,  and  arrived  in  Salt  Lakv^ 
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•CSty  on  the  maniing  ol  th^-  Idth.  Two  Elders  were  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the 
Saints  in  each  car,  te  meet  with  them  morning  and  eTening  for  singing  and  prayers,  and 
ti)  see  that  a  proper  watch  was  kept  up  in  each  car  to  prevent  tramps  or  others  from 
trespacuiag.  During  our  journey  three  or  four  of  thoee  character  were  detected  and  put 
off  the  cars.  You  will  therefore  perceive  that  we  arrived  with  tlUe  sain*  number  of 
'passengertt  as  left  Liverpool.  In  lieu  of  the  girl  we  left  in  Kew  Yoik,  who  was  nn* 
willing  to  follow  the  counsel  of  her  friends  and  mother,  we  have  a  boy  cBnct  horn  the 
'Spirit  world,  who  sticks  close  to  his  mother  for  succor  and  support.  We  all  rejoiced  ia 
'Tthe  exchange. 

**  I  believe  everyone  got  their  own  boxes  and  baggage.  We  arrived  in  Ogden  after 
•dark,  and  remained  in  the  cars  until  morning.  All  the  children  in  the  eompany  stood 
the  journey  welL  We  found  Presidents  Taylor  and  Cannon,  and  a  host  of  warm  hearts 
and  cheerful  faces,  to  welcome  us  as  we  met  them  in  the  street  or  visited  them  in  their 
"Offices.

FBOM  LONDON. 

Under  date  of  the  6th  inst  President  Lund,  of  the  Londofi  Conference, 
writes: 

*'  I  have  just  returned  to  London,  after  making  a  trip  through  a  portion  of  the  Con- 
ference, which  has  engaged  the  greater  part  of  my  time  for  the  past  two  weeks.  I  visited 
Brighton,  Sussex,  where  I  found  Elders  J.  W.  Paxman,  Joseph  S.  H.  Bodell  and  George 
Osmond,  the  latter  being  on  a  visit  to  his  relatives,  before  he  started  on  his  field  of  laboik 
I  was  indeed  pleased  to  meet  the  Elders  and  to  feel  the  spirit  they  manifest  in  spreadiaf 
the  Gospel.  They  had  traveled  far  and  wide  delivering  tracts,  and  their  heels  were 
badly  skinned;  nevertheless,  they  were  feeling  well  in  knowing  they  were  dmng  their 
duty.

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President  of  that  Branch,  who  received  ns  kindly.  On  the  following  Sunday  we  met 
with  the  Saints  and  strangers,  who  wereple—d  to  see  us,  and  the  Saints  rejoiced  that  a 
Utah  Elder  had  cume  to  Ubar»«KOii|r  tbem  once  more.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting,  it 
seemed  as  though  the  people  would  not  separate,  and  Saints  and  strangers  joined  in  sing- 
ing the  songs  of  Zion.

REFLECTIOl^S      ON      MAN. 


HIS  WEAKNESS  AKD  STRENGTH. 


IN  traveling  we  come  in  contact  with  all  classes  of  humanity,  and  first^. 
second  and  third  class  is  one  method  of  denomination  by  which  a  dia-  -. 
tinction  is  known.  This  more  especially  applies  to  the  purse  or  the  financial: 
ability  of  mankind;  but  the  hsrdness  of  the  seat  occupied  by  the  poor  man. 
is  not  a  true  index  of  the  heart  of  the  occupant,  neither  is  the  softness  of  the* 
seat  always  to  be  depended  upon  as  an  index  of  the  softness  of  the  hearts  or 
brains  of  the  occupants  of  the  seats  usually  alloted  to  first  class,  as  per  rail-» 
way  parlance.  Then  there  are  other  distinctions,  one  of  which  is  the  religions 
class,  including  the  Church  of  England  and  the  Church  of  Home,  at  least  sa 
the  clergy  are  yet  to  be  distinguished;  but  so  closely  is  the  High  Church 
building  its  track  to  the  old  line  from  which  it  severed  its  connection  some-c 
time  in  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  about  the  year  a.d.  1534,  that  it  would, 
seem  they  might  be  running  for  the  same  depot  Be  that  as  it  may,  wo 
meet  with  people  of  various  religious  faiths,  who  would  make  us  feel  ashamed 
of  our  kinship  with  mortality,  by  prating  about  the  sunken  condition  and. 
utter  degeneracy  of  the  genus  homo^  and  to  such  an  extent  do  they  ventilate 
their  ideas  of  man's  weakness  and  incapability  of  doing  aught  to  rid  himself 
of  his  sins,  that  one  would  be  overcome  entirely  in  the  slough  of  deponden<^^ 
should  he  give  way  to  such  ideas. 

They  quote  Scripture  such  as  the  following:  "  Behold,  I  was  shapen  ii^ 
iniquity;  and  in  sin  did  my  mother  conceive  me."  (Psalms  U,  &)  **Man  tha$ 
is  bom  of  a  woman  is  of  few  days,  and  full  of  trouble.  He  oometh  forth  lika 
a  flower,  and  is  cut  down:  he  fleeth  also  as  a  shadow,  and  oontinneth  not" 
(Job  xiv,  1, 3.)    **  Man  is  bora  unto  trouble,  as  the  sparks  fly  upward."  (Jdl| 
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V,  7.)    It  may  truly  be  asserted  that  many  to-day  have  departed  from  the 

t'ue  order  of  life,  and  are  ripening  in  iniquity,  as  proven  so  evidently  to  the 

observer.    Henry  Varley,  in  his  preface  to  his  "  Lecture  to  Men,"  on  the 

Social  Evil,  delivered  in  £xeter  Hall,  London,  January  16,  1883,  writes: 

**  The  Church  silent  concerning  this  fearful  vice;  Parliament  legalizing  and 

laughing  at  it;  many  magistrates  and  the  police  winking  at  it;  hundreds  of 

public  halls  and  theatres  conniving  at  and  exhibiting  it;    145,000  immoral 

women  in  the  kingdom  blasting  the  nation  with  it;  millions  of  educated  and 

ignorant  beasts,  in  the  form  of  men,  ready  to  support  it."     Thb  is  a  fearful 

state  of  things;  but  with  all  this  we  realize  that  the  bldod  of  Christ  cleanseth 

us  from  ail  sins,  as  told  by  1  John  i,  7;  that  is,  it  does  if  we  walk  in  the  light 

baving  confessed  and  repented  of  our  sins;  but  the  blood  of  Christ  is   not 

efficacious  for  personal  sins,  unless  there  is  action  on  the  part  of  the  creature 

in  bringing  forth  fruits  meet  for  repentance.     In  this,  power  is  ascrilbed  to 

the  creature  (man),  which  at  once  elevates  him  from  the  deplorable  state  of  ' 

weakness  in  which  these  morose  ascetics  would  immure  him.     Would  it  not ' 

l>e  better  to  contemplate  man  in  tlie  nobler  attitudes  of  his  nature!    While 

acknowledging,  in  comparison  to  the  Almighty  power  of  the  great  Fathen 

that  '*  as  for  man,  his  days  are  as  grass;  it  is  goae,  and  the  place  thereof  shall 

imow  it  no  more."  (Psalms  ciii,  15.)    While  acknowledging  all  this,  would  it 

not  be  better  to  take  a  brighter  view,  and  give  man,  at  least,  as  favorable  a 

consideration  as  possible. 

Now,  in  regard  to  his  agency  in  the  matter  of  choosing  the  good  or  the  evil* 
**  Know  ye  not,  that  to  whom  ye  yield  yourselves  servants  to  obey,  his  ser- 
vants ye  are  to  whom  ye  obey."    (Rom.  vi,  16.)     Then  man  has  a  power  ii4 
and  of  himself  to  choose  or  to  yield.    If  this  is  so,  we  see  a  glimmer  of  ltght|. 
and  hope  for  man  out  of  the  darknass  in  which  the  asoetic  would  immure 
him.    Now  let  us  look  again,  **God  so  loved  the  world  that  He  gave  Hia 
Only  Begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  Him  should  not  perish^  bat* 
have  everlasting  life."    This  is  lighting  up  the  prospect  still  more.    L6#iu 
consider  also  that  this  Son  of  God,  during  His  visit  to  this  world,  associated- 
with  men,  walked,  taught,  and  ate  with  them,  and  that  He  was  bom  of  » 
woman. 

To  further  show  that  man  is  possessed  with  powers  of  self  agency,  to  the- 
lesistance  of  evil  acts  in  and  of  himself,  Jesus  said  to  His  deciples:  "  Be  jef 
therefore  perfect,  even  as  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  is  perfect."  (MatU 
T,  48.)  For  Jesus,  oar  elder  brother  as  He  is  sometimes  called;  to  hkrm- 
qp(»ken  in  this  way,  leads  the  mind  to  a  recognition  of  the  fact  that  man  caa 
pt  himself  resist  evil,  and  ascend  the  upward  path.  David,  the  Psalmietf  sayv 
^  man:  ''  Thou  hast  made  him  a  little  lower  than  the  angels."  A*  Tery  little 
^0wer,  it  would  seem,  when  we  think  of  the  wrestling  of  Jacob  with  ^  being 
jfrom  other  worlds,  and  whose  strength  was  so  great  that  in  the  straggle  the 
.opponent  of  Jacob  uses  the  words:  *'  Let  me  (go,"  indicatlBg  that  he  was  i» 
Ihe  grasp  of  an  adversary  of  no  mean  strength  and  skill  On  that  memorable 
.occasion  Jacob  earned  for  himself  the  name  of  Israel,  a  name  his  destaadaoti 
liave  carried  into  the  highest  courts  oi^  earth. 

Another  proof  of  man's  greatness,  to  the  Lattei^lay  Saints  who  aoeepi  the 
^Beok  of  Mormon  as  an  inspired  volume,  is  in  the  history  of  the  broihevet 
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Jared,  pas^e  577,  verse  20l  It  reads:  "  Wherefore,  having  this  perfect  know* 
ledgo  of  Gk>d,  he  could  not  be  kept  from  within  the  vail;  therefore  he  saw 
Jesus  and  he  did  minister  onto  him."  He  could  not  be  kept,  implies  power 
in  and  of  himself  that  forced,  as  it  were,  a  recognition  from  the  heavens^ 
And  why,  if  maii  so  lived  as  to  merit  it,  should  he  be  denied?  Do  not  the 
children  of  earthly  parents  have  claims  upon  their  fathers,  and  is  it  not  their 
fathers'  pleasure  and  pride  to  recognize  and  grant  them,  if  their  sons  and 
daughters  are  obedient  to  their  will,  and  seek  to  serve  them  with  full  pur- 
pose of  heartt  Has  not  the  English  nation  rewarded  its  sons  who  have 
worked  at  the  sacrifice  of  their  life's  blood  to  promote  its  interest  and  domin- 
ion, with  the  greatest  honors  that  can  be  conferred)  as  witness  the  statues 
erected  to  the  memory  of  the  achievements  of  many  of  her  noble  sons. 

Then  how  much  more  will  Qod  our  Father  recognize  and  reward  those  of 
us  His  children  who  have  worn  the  cross  and  battled  nobly  in  the  defense  of 
His  cause?  To  the  Saints  there  is  all  encouragement,  for  it  is  said:  "  He- is  a 
rewarder  of  them  that  diligently  seek  Him;''  and  when  we  attribute  to  our 
Father  in  heaven  the  sane  powers  that  we  find  in  the  breasts  of  our  earthly 
parents,  but  in  Him  intensified,  fur  it  is  from  Hiip  that  our  parents  possess 
them,  we  are  assured  that  we  may  safely  trust  in  Him. 

Now,  should  there  be  any  dubiety  ydt  remaining  of  the  nobleness  of  man 
lad  the  greatness  of  his  powers,  we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  his  line  of 
descent  is  of  no  moan  origin:  *'  Which  was  the  son  of  Enos,  which  was  the 
son  of  Seth,  which  was  the  son  of  Adam,  which  was  the  son  of  Qod."  (Luke 
iii,  sa)  A  Jones. 


OUR  FUTURE  WATCHES  AND  CLOCKS. 

HbwxyBB  long  the  use  of  the  letters  "  a.m."  and  "  p.m"  for  distinguishing  the 
two  halves  of  the  civil  day  may  survive,  it  seems  probable  that  the  more 
rational  method  of  counting  the  hours  of  the  day  continuously  from  midnight 
through  twenty-four  hours  to  the  midnight  following,  may  before  long  come 
into  use  for  a  variety  of  purposes  for  which  it  is  well  adapted,  even  if  it 
should  not  yet  be  generally  employed.  It  seems  proper,  therefore,  to  con- 
sider in  what  way  ordinary  watches  and  clocks  could  be  best  accommodated 
to  tncb  a  change  in  the  mode  of  reckoning.  To  place  twenty-four  hours  on 
one  circle  round  the  dial  instead  of  twelve  hours  as  at  present-,  seems  the 
mAt  natural  change  to  make;  but,  in  addition  to  a  newtlial,  it  would  involve 
also  some  alteration  in  construction,  since  the  hour-hand  would  have  to  make 
oil(Eprevolntion  only  in  the  twenty- four  hours  instead  of  two.  And  tfa^e 
would  be  this  further  disadvantage,  that  the  hours  being  more  crowded  to- 
gcnSier,  the  angular  motion  of  the  hand  in  moving  through  the  space  corre- 
sptmding  to  one  hour  would  be  less — in  fact,  one-half  of  its  present  amount. 
ItHs  to  be  remembered  that,  in  taking  time  from  a  clock,  persons  probably - 
p^  small  attention  to  the  figures,  either  those  for  hours  or  minutes,  the 
rJUttive  position  of  the  hands  on  the  dial  probably  at  once  sufiSciently  indi- 
cating the*  time  to  most  persons  withont  any  need  of  reference  thereto,  but  it 
wtMid  be  by-no  means  so  easy  to  pick  up  the  hour  from  a  circle  containing 
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twenty-four,  and  especially  in  the  case  of  public  and  turret  clocks.     There  is 
also  the  que»tioTi  of  change  of  the  motion- work  to  which  allusioo  has  beeir 
already  made— necessary  if  the  hour-hand  is  to  make  one  [rerolution  only  iQ< 
twenty-four  hours — a  practical  question  in  regard  to  which  the  watch  or  clock* 
maker  could  probably  best  speak.    There  is  another  way  of  adapting  ordinary 
watches  and  clocks  to  the  twenty-four  hour  system,  which,  if  the  watch  is- 
intended  only  for  the  reckoning  of  local  time,  seems  deserving  of  considera* 
tion.    It  consists  in  mnking  the  hour  figures  shorter,  not  necessarily  at  all  ' 
less  distinct,  and  placing  two  circles  of  figures  round  the  dial,  an  inner  circle ' 
with  hours  from  0  to  11,  and  an  outer  circle  with  hours  from   12  to  23.    The 
hour-hand  would  thus  point  to  1  and  13  and  to  2  and  14,  etc,  at  the  same- 
time,  it  being  understood  that  the  hours  0, 1,  2,  etc.,  would  be  reckoned  in' 
the  morning,  and  the  hours  12,  13,  14,  etc.,  in  the  afternoon,  a  convention  to 
which  people  would  probably  soon  accommodate  themselves.      On  such  a  '' 
plan  a  watch  would  only  require  a  new  dial,  no  change  of  wheelwork  beings 
necessary,  so  that  it  could  be  very  readily  applied  to  existing  watches,  and  so 
sooner  promote  the  use  of  the  twenty-four  hour  system.     Persons  might  per- 
haps object  to  the  introduction  of  two-hour  circles  from  an  arti.'^tic  point  of 
view.    But,  after  all  is  said,  the  question   whether  one  circle   containing' ' 
twenty-four  hours,  or  two  circles  having  twelve  hours  in  each,  be  preferable^ 
is  one  to  be  settled  only  by  a  consideration  of  the  relative  advantages  and  ' 
disadvantages  of  the  two  proposals,  in  regard  to  which  it  would  be  interest- 
ing to  learn  what  business  men  and  others  on  the  one  hand,  and  practical 
watchmakers  on  the  other,  may  have  to  say.     There  are  conditions  under 
which  the  one  circle  of  twenty-four  hours  would  certainly  be  the  more  advan- 
tageous, and  clearly  it  would  be  well  that  one  system  only  should  if  possiblo 
be  used.    As  regard  clocks,  there  is  the  further  question  of  striking  the  hours. 
For  public  clocks  we  could  not  go  on  to  twenty-four.     It  may  be  a  question 
whether  in  large  towns  one  stroke  only  at  each  hour  might  not  be  a  sufficient 
indication,  though  even  this  rule  probably  could  hardly  be  universally  applied*

JUDGE  T.   P.   batsman's  CHARGE  TO  THE  GRAND  JITRT  OF  THE  CIRCUir 

COURT  OF  LEWIS  COUNTY  ON  THE  SUBJECT.  ">  : 

The  following  is  the  full  text  of  the  charge  of  Judge  Bateman  on  this  subject^  . 

as  it  appeared  in  the  Hickman  Ca  Tenn.,  Pioneer: 

*' Judge  T.  P.  Bateman,  of  our  Cricuit  Court,  delivered  the  following  charge 
to  the  grand  jury  on  the  Morqion  question: 

'*  Gentlemen  of  the  Juryy — There  has  been  a  great  deal  said  about  a  mob  oC 
masked  men  in  this  county  killing  four  Mormons, .  including  two  of  their 
Elders,  and  of  the  Mormons  killing  one  of  the  masked  men.     How  the  facta 
are  I  do  not  know,  neither  do  I  know  whether  you  will  be  called  on  or  not  to  . 
investigate  the  case.    Let  this  be  as  it  may,  it  is  my  duty  to  give  you  proper  ^ 
instructions  for  your  action  in  case  the  matter  is  brought  before  you. 
.  ''  In  the  drst  place^  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  Oonati*.; 
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\4atioD  of  the  State  guarantee  to  every  person  the  right  to  worship  God  ac« 

''Cording  to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscienca.  This  right  is  the  same  whether 
the  worshipper  be  a  Christian,  a  Jew,  a  Mohammedan,  a  Mormon,  a  Buddhist, 
•or  any  other  sect.  And  it  is  aot  left  for  you  or  me  to  question  the  conscience 
or  the  motives  of  any  one;  we  can  only  look  at  the  professions  and  leave  the 
matter  of  conscience  to  them  and  their  Maker.  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  with 
the  situation,  for  ail  religious  sects  and  creeds  stand  on  an  equal  footing  with 
me,  and  I  have  no  desire  to  change  any  one  from  his  religious  belief  to  any 
•other.  If  his  religion  suits  him  it  suits  me.  But  it  appears  from  the  history 
•of  mankind  from  the  earliest  dates,  that  the  differences  in  religious  belief  have 
•caused  more  bloodshed,  torture,  suffering  and  misery,  than  any  other  one 
thing  that  has  agitated  the  human  family,  and  so  far  back  as  we  have  history, 
it  appears  that  one  sect  would  become  dissatisfied  with  the  consciences  of 
■some  other  sect,  and  would  try  to  reform  it  to  suit  their  own  liking,  which 
would  generally  bring  about  trouble;  and  in  latter  days  the  Christians,  feel- 
ing it  their  duty,  send  out  missionaries  to  spread  their  doctrines  among  other 
nations,  get  them  killed,  where  the  nations  are  satisfied  with  their  own  reli- 
gion and  do  not  desire  a  change;  so  it  appears  that  the  Mormons,  feeling 
some  uneasiness  about  the  future  of  the  Christians,  send  out  their  mission* 
aries  among  them  to  teach  them  their  new  doctrines,  and  occasionally  get 
them  killed.  And  this  thing  of  murdering  one  another  for  differing  in  reli- 
gious  belief  has  been  going  on  as  far  back  as  we  have  any  history,  and  it 
looks  as  if  it  would  continue  as  long  as  there  remain  two  different  religioni 
4knd  they  can  get  hold  of  each  other's  missionaries,  and  no  civil  tribunal  to 
this  day  has  ever  been  able  to  suppress  it.  This  remedy  to  prevent  the 
:apread  of  new  doctrines  among  people  who  have  a  religion  that  suits  thenii 

.  has  been  very  effective,  and  has  kept  the  great  religious  divisions  of  the 
-world  confined  principally  where  they  could  be  protected  by  soldiers  of  their 
^own  faith;  so  it  is,  we  see  repeated  here  what  has  been  going  on  as  far  back 
as  history  reaches.  This  practice  of  killing  men  for  attempting  to  introduce 
a  new  religion  in  a  country  that  does  not  want  it  can  never  be  suppressed  by 
the  civil  tribunals,  and  he  who  expects  it  will  certainly  be  disappointed;  be- 
*cause  at  this  time  we  find  a  part  of  the  clergy,  a  portion  of  the  press  and  a 
large  number  of  the  people  justifying  it,  and  thereby  encouraging  its  con- 
tinuation. On  the  other  hand,  a  part  of  the  clergy,  a  portion  of  the  presSi 
and  a  large  number  of  the  people  have  acted  nobly  in  condemning  such  acts 
and  endeavoring  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  them. 

''I  have  said  this  much  that  the  public  may  see  how  futile  it  is  for  a  court 
.to  attempt  to  do  anything  in  a  case  like  the  one  before  us,  and  it  is  obliged  to 
remain  this  way  so  long  as  there  is  such  a  diseased  sentiment  among  a  park 
of  the  clergy,  a  portion  of  the  press,  and  many  of  the  people. 

"  But,  gentlemen  of  the  jury,  it  makes  no  difference  how  powerlesB  tht 

courts  are  in  such  cases,  they  must  act,  and  in  cases  like  this  must  generallf 

fail  to  do  anything,  and  must  bear  the  consequences  of  one  party  for  trying 

to  do,  and  the  censures  of  the  other  party  for  not  doing  what  they  cannot  dou 

*'  The  law  is:  That  any  person  going  about  the  country  masked  or  dioguiaed 

^  lis  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.    If  they  make  an  assault  upon  any  one  with  a 
•deadly  weapon,  it  is  a  felony,  and  if  they  kill  anyone  it  is  morderi  and  in  sach 
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cases  it  is  the  duty  of  the  grand  jury  to  send  for  iiitnesses  if  they  think  they 
know  who  can  make  out  the  case,  and  examine  the  witnesses  touching  the 
offense  of  going  masked  or  disguised,  and  any  offense  growing  out  of  it,  and 
find  bills  or  not,  as  the  proof  may  justify;  and  if  they  find  any,  they  will  re- 
quire the  attorney  general  to  draw  up  the  proper  bills;  or,  in  case  anyone 
wants  to  prosecute,  he  will  go  to  the  attorney  general,  who  will  draw  op  bills 
for  him  in  proper  form,  and  put  the  names  of  the  witnesses  and  prosecutor 
on  the  back  and  sign  them,  and  the  prosecutor  will  take  them  before  the 
grand  jury,  whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  the  witnesses  and  find  bills  or  not  as 
the  proof  may  justify.  So,  any  one  who  may  wish  to  prosecute  will  find  both 
the  court  and  grand  jury  room  open  to  bini.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  grand  jury 
to  give  what  aid  they  can  to  anyone  who  may  wish  to  proeecute  those  en- 
gaged in  the  mob,  or  any  one  who  aided,  abetted,  or  encouraged  it.  It  is  the 
policy  of  the  law  to  put  a  stop,  as  far  as  possible,  to  mob  violence.  It  sets 
ail  law  at  defiance;  it  ignores  all  individual  rights;  it  endangers  the  lives  of 
all  citizens,  and  for  any  one  to  excuse  it  is  to  encourage  it,  and  it  is  a  step 
towards  extinguishing  every  right  guaranteed  by  our  Ck>n8titution.'' — DesereC

Eider  Win  ward  bore  his  testimony  to  the  truth  of  the  work.  He  said  he 
was  weak,  and  desired  an  interest  in  the  faith  and  prayers  of  the  Saints,  that 
he  might  be  able  to  bear  his  testimony  to  the  people.  He  felt  to  go  ahe^d 
and  do  his  ddty.

In  these  days  of  sycophancy  and  truckling  to  popular  opinions  and  preju- 
dices, the  byave  and  manly  words  of  Judge  Bateman  ring  out  clearly  and  dis- 
tinctly as  the  chime  of  church  bells  on  the  frosty  air  of  a  winter's  morning: 
It  would  be  well  for  America  if  she  had  more  such  brave  exponents  of  her 

.  own  doctrines  of  justice  and  toleration,  and  it  is  a  sad  humiliation  for  the 
sovereign  State  of  Tennessee  that,  to  a  vast  number  of  her  citizens  the  words 

.  of  Judge  Bateman  will  be  far  more  convincing  than  agreeable.  There  is 
nothing  particularly  original  in  the  principles  presented  in  Judge  Bateman's 
charge,  and  on  an  ordinary  occasion  they  would  have  passed  without  com- 
ment. They  are  embodied  in  the  Constitutions  of  Tennessee  and  the  United 
States,  and  their  truth  is  obvious  and  unanswerable;  but  there  is  occasionally 
a  time  when  it  takes  a  brave  man  to  tell  the  truth,  and  Tennessee  has  just 
now  precisely  such  a  time,  and  such  a  man. 

We  are  pleased  that  Lewis  County  has  so  good  a  judge;  it  will  be  still 
better  if  she  has  a  prosecuting  attorney  and  grand  jury  who  can  rise  to  the 
occasion,  and  supplement  the  judge's  charge  with  merited  indictments 
against  the  mobbers  and  murderers  and  their  abettors  who  infest  that  region. 
Still  happier  would  it  be  for  the  State  of  Tennessee,  if  the  mobocratic  and 
intolerant  sentiments  of  so  great  a  number  of  her  citizens  who  appear  to 

.  condone  and  excuse  the  recent  outrages  against  the  Saints,  could  be  modified 
by  the  lucid  and  humane  reasoning  of  Judge  Bateman.  But  when  men  so 
far  degrade  themselves  as  to  stifle  the  voice  of  conscience,  and  sacrifice  on 
the  altar  of  intolerance  and  hate  every  impulse  of  humanity  and  instinct  of 
justice  that  God's  Spirit  has  implanted  in  the  hearts  of  all,  the  words  of 
Judge  Bateman  will  make  as  little  impression  on  them  as  the  dews  of  heaven 
upon  the  rocks  of  Gibraltar.  There  is  but  one  voice  that  can  awaken  them 
to  a  sense  of  shame,  and  silence  the  specious  arguments  with  which  they 
defend  crime,  and  but  one  tribunal  where  they  are  likely  to  meet  a  just  re- 
ward for  their  misdeeds.  That  voice  is  the  voice  of  God,  and  the  tribunal 
that  of  His  eternal  justice. 

Although  the  noble  stand  taken  by  Judge  Bateman  may  be  productive  of 
no  material  consequences  in  the  interests  of  justice,  and  he  himself  appears 
to  be  without  hope  that  it  will,  he  has  succeeded  in  putting  himself  on  record 
as  a  champion  of  religious  tolerance  and  Constitutional  rights  to  all,  and  has 
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^vaahed  his  hands  dean  from  the  blood  of  innocence.  There  will  come  a  time 
when  this  will  be  worth  more  to  him  than  all  the  honors  that  men  can  con- 
fer, though  they  were  to  place  him  on  the  highest  judicial  seat  that  this 
world  affords.

Tor  some  time  past  the  greatest  discouragement  to  the  Elders  of  this  Mission 
in  preaching  the  Qospel,  has  been  the  apathetic  indifference  they  have  met 
with  from  all  classes;  and  many  of  tbe  missionaries  have  remarked  that  they 
would  rather  see  a  greater  interest  manifested  by  the  people,  even  if  it 
assumed  the  form  of  an  active  opposition.  The  roar  of  the  surf  breaking 
upon  the  shore,  is  more  stimulating  than  the  continued  silence  of  a  stagnant 
duck  pond.  Probably  all  of  us  have  felt  the  annoyance  consequent  upon  an 
atter  absence  of  interest  in  what  we  may  have  said.  To  talk  to  a  person  for 
hours  with  all  the  earnestness  of  onr  nature,  upon  a  subject  that  we  know  to 
be  of  the  most  vital  importance,  and  at  the  last  to  have  the  auditor  manifest 
the  utmost  indifference  to  all  that  has  been  said,  or  perchance  ask  a  foolish 
question  that  has  not  the  slightest  relevancy  to  the  subject,  is  indeed  a  dis- 
.  couragement  that  requires  great  patience  to  endure  with  equanimity. 

To  those  who  are  sensitive  to  the  workings  of  the  Spirit,  this  state  of  things 
is  also  discouraging,  from  the  fact  that  where  the  great  adversary  of  the  souls 
of  men  is  quiet  and  making  no  active  opposition  to  the  preaching  of  the 
JSlders,  he  has  not  much  at  stake  in  that  neighborhood,  and  honest  souls  are 
likely  to  be  scarce. 

This  principle  has  come  to  be  so  well  understood  by  the  Elders,  that  when 
Satan  and  wicked  men  begin  to  bestir  themselves  and  unite  in  unusual  and 
strenuous  efforts  to  annoy  and  persecute  tbe  Saints,  it  is  accepted  as  an  un- 
failing evidence  of  a  forward  movement  in  Qod's  work. 

In  Sheffield,  apathy  toward  the  Elders  and  their  preaching  has  suddenly 
ceased.  Opposition  to  the  Grospel  has  taken  an  unusually  active  shape,  and 
Jarman's  efforts  to  raise  an  excitement  against  the  Saints  have  been  very 
successful  While  we  deplore  the  mobocratic  spirit  manifested  by  a  com- 
munity in  a  country  renowned  for  its  tolerance  and  love  of  fair  play,  we 
believe  that  it  will  yet  result  in  good.  The  work  of  the  Lord  in  Sheffield 
will  receive  a  fresh  impetus,  public  attention  will  be  attracted  to  our  people, 
and  an  investigation  of  our  principles  by  the  honest-in-heart  will  naturally 
follow. 

Another  benefit  likely  to  result  from  this  persecution  is  worthy  of  notice. 
When  Satan  sleeps  many  of  the  Saints  get  drowsy.  Deprived  of  the  stimulus 
of  opposition,  they  grow  neglectful  of  their  duties  and  careless  of  their  priv 
ileges.  We  believe  that  some  of  the  Saints  in  this  land  are  now  in  this  con- 
dition. There  may  have  been  a  few  of  this  class  in  the  Sheffield  Conference. 
There  can  scarcely  be  any  drowsy  ones  there  now,  for  if  the  noise  they  had 
there  a  short  time  ago  has  not  awakened  them,  they  must  be  sleeping  the 
sleep  of  death. 

So  far  as  Jarman  is  concerned,  we  think  he  should  be  in  a  lonatic  asylum. 
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The  man  it  bo  far  insane  as  to  be  scarcely  responsible  for  his  acts.    S» 

-  friends  are-^discovering  this,  and  many  of  them  are  forsaking  him.    Bat  we 

•  %hink  he  hasbeen  allowed  his  own  way  too  long,  and  further  forbearaaee 

toward  him  will  be  no  virtue.    It  is  necessary  for  his  own  safety  and  the 

safety  of  others  that  he  be  confined  in  a  prison  or  an  asylum,  unless  he  pauaee 

in  his  mad  career.    The  counsel  that  was  given  in  the  last  Stab  we  repeat  in 

this:  Let  the  Saints  see  to  it  that  their  meeting  houses  are  properly  licensed, 

so  that  when  trouble  comes  they  may  have  the  full  benefit  of  the  law  for 

'  their  protection.    Be  prepared,  ro  that  if  Jaruian  comes  to  your  OonferencM 

or  other  meetings,  and  attempts  to  break  them  up,  you  may  have  him  arrested.

"And  that  mine  adversary  bad  written  a  book,"  exclaimed  Job  in  his  afflic* 
tion,  but  we  have  no  reason  to  apply  this  to  ourselves  in  the  present  day,  for 
it  seems  to  be  a  very  common  occurrence  for  the  enemies  of  truth  to  write  a 
book.

Miss  Faithfull  was  here  a  few  days,  she  was  suffering  from  asthma,  so  that 
she  was  unable  to  see  much  that  would  have  been  interesting  to  a  casual 
traveler;  yet  she  writes  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  the  citizens  as  though  she  had 
been  a  dweller  in  their  midst,  and  knew  whereof  she  wrote. 

Miss  FaithfulFs  book  is  entitled  "  Three  Visits  to  America,"  and  contains 
four  hundred  pages  of  reading  matter,  and  judging  of  her  by  her  Itteraiy 
ability  and  prestige,  one  would  not  expect  she  could  so  far  forget  her  womanly 
honor  as  to  publish  falsehoods;  and  knowing  that  the  two  chapters  she  hea 
devoted  to  Utah  contain  so  much  that  is  untrue,  how  can  one  who  knows 
that,  accept  other  matters  an  positive  in  facts  and  descriptions. 

The  XI  and  XII  chapters  of  the  book  are  devoted  to  *'  Mormon''  themes; 
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opening  with  Brigham  Young's  entrance  to  the  valley,  and  Miss  F.  writes: 
"No  wonder  that  the  keen  eye  of  the  *  Prophet'  at  once  discerned  his  oppor- 
tunities, and  that  he  resolved  to  build  up  his  Zion  in  this  fertile  spot"  If 
Miss  Faithfull  had  traveled  across  the  barren  plains  with  tired  and  worn-out 
ox  teams,  and  arrived  here  weary  and  fuot-sore,  only  to  find  a  desert  of  sage 
brush  and  alkali — with  no  one  to  greet  her  save  the  half-naked  savages  and 
the  howling  of  ravenous  wolves,  she  would  be  able  to  make  a  more  truthfol 
statement.  We  speak  from  knowledge,  and  we  know  whereof  we  assert; 
desolate  and  uninteresting  were  these  now  delightful  vules^t  the  advent  of 
the  Saints.  But  let  that  misrepresentation  pass,  it  scarce  deserves  mention, 
it  has  been  so  oft  repeated  by  the  villifiers  of  that  inspired  man,  Brigham 
Young. 

Miss  Faithfull  speaks  of  having  been  invited  to  the  party  given  in  honor  of 
the  anniversary  of  Sister  Elixa  Snow's  eightieth  birthday,  and  goes  on  to  re- 
late what  transpired  there  as  though  she  had  really  been  present  The  fact 
is,  she  was  not  even  invited  at  all,  the  invitations  being  strictly  confined  to 
Latter-day  Saints.  She  knows  what  the*  local  papers  published  concerning 
the  happy  event,  and  no  more.  However,  she  was,  as  she  says,  invited  to  • 
luncheon  party  at  the  Gardo  House,  the  residence  of  President  John  Taylor, 
but  the  conversation  she  relates  as  having  taken  place  there,  has  been  con- 
jured up  by  her  own  vivid  imagination.  .Sister Eliza,  she  says,  made  an  efforl 
for  her  converdion,  which  is  utterly  erroneous;  but  that  is  a  mere  trifle,  and 
not  worthy  a  moment's  consideration;  but  she  goes  on  to  say:  "  Opposite  me 
sat  Joseph  F.  Smith,  nephew  of  the  *  Mormon'  founder,  and  next  to  him  a 
lady  from  Stockport  sealed  to  President  Taylor  for  the  life  that  now  is  and 
that  which  is  to  come.  Both  of  them  alluded  openly  to  their  relationship, 
and  regretted  I  did  not  see  the  value  of  forming  associations  which  would 
last  throughout  eternity." 

To  those  who  know  President  Taylor  this  is  the  veriest  nonsense,  and  would 
require  no  contradiction.  But  in  defense  of  truth,  and  to  show  how  utterly 
false  her  statements  are,  we  emphatically  declare  the  whole  thing  a  myth 
conceived  in  her  own  brain,  for  what  effect  or  purp<»se  is  best  known  to  her- 
self, no  such  conversation  was  heard  by  any  one.  There  were  several  gentle- 
men and  ladies  present,  who  were  astonished  and  amazed  when  they  saw  her 
book,  that  she  could  make  so  unfounded  an  assertion  and  publish  it  tia  truth,, 
and  while  openly  deprecating  shams  and  frauds  of  all  kinds,  should  herself  be 
guilty  of  palming  off  upon  a  sensational  public  auch  a  consummate  sham  atid 
malicious  falsehood.  What  she  expects  by  wilfully  traducing  and  falsifying^ 
those  who  never  did  her  any  harm,  but  sought  to  show  her  kindness  and 
courtesy,  is  difficult  to  imagine;  and  when  one  considers  the  pretended  claims 
she  makes  to  a  reformer  and  an  agitator  of  the  rights  of  all  mankind,  and 
recalls  the  statements  made  in  her  lecture,  one  is  sorely  puzzled  to  under- 
stand her  motives,  for  she  says  at  the  close  of  her  book: 

**  She  that  lifts  up  the  manhood  of  the  poor, 

She  of  the  op«m  heart  and  open  door. 

With  room  about  her  knees  for  aU  mankind." 

What  construction  can  one  put  upon  Miss  FaithfuU's  statements  except 
that  she  has  joined  hands  with  the  civilizers  and  regenerators  of  Utah,  thoie* 
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who  deDounce  virtue  ia  "  Mormons/'  and  applaud  vice  in  those  who  seek  its 
overthrow? 

Miss  Faithfull  speaks  of  the  petition  signed  by  nearly  500  women  and  sent 
to  Congress — which  denounced  Brigham  Young  in  what  she  terms  "  these 
remarkable  words:*' 

*'  Never  in  this  world  will  the  history  of  these  dark  deeds  be  written,  for 
the  victim  and  witness  of  many  a  tragedy  are  hidden  together  in  the  grave" — 
and  again  she  says—"  The  history  of  his  reign— for  it  is  nothing  else^ — ^ia 
written  in  characters  of  blood."  She  has  also  stated  that  numbers  of  those 
who  signed  the  document  had  a  "personal  and  bitter  experience  of  the 
practical  workings  of  polygamy/'  These  apostate  ladies  know  this  thing  to 
be  utterly  false  and  infamously  cruel,  thus  to  desecrate  the  memory  of  the 
•dead,  when  they  put  their  names  to  that  petition,  if  they  were  aware  of  its 
•contents,  and  it  is  to  their  condemnation  and  they  must  answer  the  conse- 
<iuences  hereafter.  Women  who  were  intimately  acquainted  with  Brigham 
Young  (so  we  have  been  informed)  signed  that  petition,  and  they  knew  it  to 
be  untrue  in  their  hearts,  they  had  been  partakers  of  his  liberality,  had  been 
numbered  among  his  friends,  had  mingled  in  his  society  at  the  very  time 
when  they  declared  his  hands  imbued  with  blood.  How  dare  they  allow 
their  lips  to  utter  or  sanction  these  vile  and  infamous  stories)  Are  there  not 
thousands  to  testify  against  themi  Their  treachery  and  cruelty  is  equal  to 
that  of  traitors,  lost  to  all  sense  of  honor. 

Alas,  should  they  provoke  the  bloody  |conflict  they  seem  anxious  to  bring 
about,  and  bring  down  the  indignation  of  the  Congress  they  so  imploringly 
beseech,  would  they  be  guiltless  of  innocent  bloodi  Are  they  not  satisfied 
when  they  see  innocent  men  and  women  cast  into  prison  for  the  practice  of 
the  religion  which  they  so  devoutly  believel  It  seems  incredible  that 
woman  possessed  of  the  motherly  instinct  inherent  in  her  mother  nature, 
could  be  incited  to  take  part  in  such  a  diabolical  scheme.

Elder  R  R  Hodgson,  writing  from  Brotton,  Yorkshire,  Dec.  13,  188^ 
favors  as  with  the  following  items: 

**In  my  Uwt  report  to  you  I  was  impressed  with  the  spirit  that  a  number  of  persona*, 
woold  be  baptiied  into  the  Church  before  I  wrote  you  again.  I  am  happy  to  inform  yoa 
that  my  expectations  have  been  fully  realised  in  this  respect,  for  Elder  T.  F.  H.  Morton 
had  the  honor  of  baptising  seven  adult  persons  at  Saltbum,  on  the  2lst  of  November 
Elder  IL  H.  Baty,  President,  and  Bobert  Maw,  Traveling  Elder,  of  the  Newcastle  Con* 
ference,  made  us  a  visit  on  Saturday,  the  6th,  and  preached  in  the  Cleveland  HaU, 
Brotton,  on  the  7th  inst»,  at  2  and  6  p.m.,  to  a  moderate  but  respectable  oongregation 
who  gave  good  attention  to  what  was  said. 

**  They  (Eldets  Baty  and  Maw)  organized  the  Saints  of  the  District  into  a  Branch, 
with  one  Elder,  one  Priest,  one  Teacher,  one  Deacon  and  thirteen  members,  making  ft 
total  uf  Seventeen  all  told;  and  the  Branch  is  to  be  known  as  the  Brotton  Branch,  of  the 
Newcastle  Conference,  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  President 
Baty  returned  to  Sunderland  on  Monday  the  8th,  but  Elder  Maw  continued  his  labors  in 
the  District  up  to  Saturday,  when  he  left  us  for  the  Stockton  Branch.  We  have  four 
places  open,  which  we  intend,  if  it  please  Grod,  to  hold  as  bases  of  future  operation,  viz: 
Brotton,  Skinning  Grove,  North  Skelton  and  Lingdale. 

**A  good  feeling  is  manifested  towards  the  Saints  by  the  general  public;  a  good 
impression  exists  in  all  the  Districts  where  we  have  preached,  and  the  only  opinion  I  can, 
entertain,  is  that  a  great  and  good  work  will  be  done,  and  the  prophecy  of  1853  will  be^ 
fully  realized." 


A  missionary's  repobt  of  his  labors. 

Elder  J.  Alma  Smith,  writing  from  Coalville,  Utah,  November  27,  1SS4^ 
gives  the  following  brief  sketch  of  his  mission  in  this  land : 

**  A  week  or  two  previous  to  the  General  Conference,  held  in  Salt  Lake  City,  April  6y> 
1882, 1  received  a  letter  from  President  John  Taylor,  which  stated  that  my  name,  among 
others,  had  been  selected  as  a  missionary  to  Great  Britain.    Never  was  man  more  sur- . 
prised  than  was  I  at  this  notice.    An  early  reply  as  to  my  feelings  concerning  this  call 
was  requested,  which  I  made  to  the  effect  that  with  the  help  of  God  I  would  go  and  do 
the  best  I  could*    I  was  also  told  that  I  was  expected  to  bear  my  own  expenses  durin|^. 
the  time  of  my  absence.    To  travel  and  preach  the  Grospel,  as  did  the  Apostles  of  old,, 
without  purse  or  scrip;  neither  to  preach  for  money  nor  divine  for  hire,  but  for  the  love 
of  the  Gospel  and  the  souls  of  men.    Accordingly  on  the  9th  of  May  I  dedicated  myself,, 
time  and  services  to  the  Lord,  and  started  for  England,  arriving  in  Liverpool  May  28  . 
1882,  and  was  at  once  assigned  by  President  Albert  Carrington  to  labor  in  the  Leeds- 
Conference,  under  the  direction  of  President  James  Farmer,  who  remained  there  until 
October,  1882,  when  he  was  released  to  return  home,  and  was  succeeded  by  Elder  Jose  h 
Wild.  FromJunei,  1882,  until  Kovember  19, 1883,Ilaboredtothebestof  my  ability  in  this. 
Conference,  though  it  nearly  broke  my  heart  to  break  the  ice,  especially  so,  as  I  had  no . 
companion  during  the  whole  time,  nor  during  the  rest  of  my  mission,  and  to  muster  up . 
courage  enough  to  go  into  the  open  air  and  appear  before  the  public  seemed  almost  am 
impossibility.    Yet,  by  the  blessings  of  the  Lord,  1  did  it,  and  when  once  <lune,  never  did. 
man  feel  prouder  than  I,  nor  more  thankful  to  God. 

**  November  19, 1883,  by  your  call,  1  went  to  the  Newcastle  and  Durham  Conference^ . 
where  I  labored  with  much  pleasure  until  Jan.  8, 1884,  when  I  repaired  to  Liverpool  i(^ 
succeed  my  brother  in  the  presidency  of  that  Conference.  There  I  labored  until  my  ^ 
release  and  departure  for  home,  November  |1, 1884,  ^  __    ._    . .        .^^0 
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.    "During  my  whole  mission  I  have  labored  in  mnch  weakness,  patting  toj  tmstin  Grod  for 

>aid,  which  I  have  never  failed  to  receive  in  time  of  need.  As  to  the  amount  of  good  I 
may  have  done,  I  shall  not  attempt  to  say,  but  leave  that  with  the  Lord,  whose  lab(M«r 
I  am.  I  enjoyed  the  best  of  healtii  during  my  absence  from  home,  for  which  great  blessing 
I  feel  truly  thankful  to  my  Father  in  heaven.  I  can  now  look  back  with  pride  on  the 
time  spent  in  the  missionary  6eld,  and  say  without  hesitancy  that  it  was  the  best  and  ^ 
happiest  time  of  my  life.    Oh,  what  joy  fills  the  heart  of  him  who  is  an  advocate  of  Got* 

-pel  truth,  while  in  the  performance  of  that  duty! 

**  For  the  fatherly  manner  in  which  you  have  ever  treated  me,  I  feel  tnilj  grstiAU. 
And  for  the  many  acts  of  kindness  bestowed  upon  me  by  the  Sainfti,  aBioofr  wluHn  I  • 
labored,  I  feel  to  say  God  bless  them  and  reward  tham  accordingly.    Woold  to  God  it 
WM  in  my  power,  yet  I  feel  that  He  can  do  so  more  beneficially  than  I.    However,  thcj 

mow  and  ever  will  have  an  interest  in  my  blessings,  faith  and  prajrers.

; session  last  night;  it  was  quite  a  success.  The  first  number  of  '  Young  Ladies'  Thoughts* 
was  read  and  was  full  of  good  things.  Miss  Hanson  is  a  good  writer  and  a  good  help  to 
the  Young  Ladies'  Association.  She  has  an  uncle  and  aunt  living  at  Southampton,  wlio 
wish  her  to  spend  the  winter  with  them.  She  does  not  want  to  go  except  there  art 
Ssints  living  there.

He  has  now,  for  one  year,  been  sent  to  the  hardest  placet 
Sb  the  Mission.    When  he  gave  in  his  report,  he  said  he  was  wilttng  to  go  iiHierever  he 
should  be  sent,  even  if  it  were  to  Finland.    He  did  not  hare  any  idea  of  thit  beisg 
aetually  the  place  where  he  had  been  called.

V1m7  have  seisedhis  books  and  say  therwill  fine  Uni  at  least  600  maritt  if  ther  ertdif  * 
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liim.  The  people  are  Mudous  to  hear  him.  He  has  already  baptized  seven.  He  says  he 
has  never  felt  better  in  his  life.  He  thinks,  though,  he  had  better  get  away  from  there,  but 
several  more  are  expected  to  join  the  Church,  and  he  feels  he  ought  to  stay  until  he  has 
baptized  them.  I  feel  anxious  on  his  account,  as  the  Russian  authorities  are  rather 
aevere  on  the  *  Mormons.'  The  brother  who  was  sentenced  to  twenty -eight  days,  bread 
.ftnd  water,  is  expecting  this  treat  at  Christmas.  It  is  considered  almost  equal  to  a 
penalty  of  death,  still  he  feels  splendid.  Brother  HedbergHhas  visited  him.  May  Ood 
Uess  these  oar  brethren."

"  For  God  80  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that  whoeoevei 
iMlieveth  in  him  ahoold  not  perish,  bat  have  everlasting  life."— JOBN  iii,  16. 

THE  above,  and  passages  of  a  similar  nature,  are  very  often  brought  to 
our  notice,  and  are  offered  as  evidence  that  the  salvation  of  mankind 
is  complete-^that  we  have  nothing  to  do  but  believe  that  Christ  died  to  save 
ns,  and  that  by  virtue  of  that  belief  we  are  saved.  When  such  an  argument 
(if  it  can  be  so  termed)  is  resorted  to,  it  very  clearly  depicts  the  condition  of 
the  mind  of  the  person  making  use  of  it,  it  shows  a  weakness,  it  shows  a  dis 
position  to  do  away  with  the  weightier  matters  of  the  law,  and  lull  ourselves 
away  in  carnal  security.  Such  a  course  is  not  excusable  in  any  person  w)io 
is  blessed  with  ordinary  intelligence,  from  the  fact  that  it  is  not  even  reasofi- 
able  for  us  to  suppose  that  by  merely  thinking  or  believing  we  can  obtain 
something,  that  we  shall  obtain  it.  We  know  by  experience  in  the  ordinanT 
affairs  of  life,  that  such  is  not  the  case.  We  know  that  in  order  to  prodcice 
an  effect,  there  must  first  be  a  {cause. 

''  He  that  believeth  on  me,  the  works  that  I  do  shall  he  do  also*  (John  j|v^ 
12).  Herein  is  incorporated  a  genuine  belief  in  the  Lord.  It  is  bydo^ig 
the  will  of  the  Father  that  we  have  the  assurance  jthat  we  believe  in  Hi|nu 
''  And  hereby  we  do  know  that  we  know  Him,  if  we  keep  His  commai|d- 
menta"  (1  John  2,  3).  "  He  that  saith,  I  know  Him,  and  keepeth  not  ^is 
commandments,  is  a  liar,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  him"  (1  John  ii,  4.) 

The  above  quotations  prove  to  us  that  we  neither  believe  nor  know  the 
Father,  unless  we  do  His  works  and  keep  His  oommandment&  Paul  t9ld 
the  jailor  to  believe  and  ha  should  be  saved;  but  reading  further,  we  find 
what  his  belief  consisted  of;  it  was  not  merely  in  believing  that  Panl  JtLad 
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told  him  the  trath,  but  Paul  taught  the  Gospel  to  him  jLud  he  obeyed  it, 
which  proved  to  himself  as  well  as  to  Paul  that  he  was  a  trae  believer,  whieh 
he  would  not  have  been  had  he  rejected  PauFs  teachings. 

It  often  occurs  that  only  parts  of  passages  of  Scripture  are  quoted  to  us 
by  our  Christian  friends  in  support  of  their  doctrines,  whereas  if  the  context 
was  also  quoted — in  maiy  cases  preceding  and  succeeding — a  very  different 
understanding  of  the  subject  would  be  arrived  at.    It  is  very  remarkably  so 
with  the  subject  of  belief.    This  is  very  often  resorted  to  in  order  to  conceal 
the  real  facts  of  the  case,  to  keep  simple  minded,  honest  people  from  arriving 
at  a  proper  conclusion  respecting  the  doctrines  of  the  GospeL     This  state  of 
affairs  exists   on  account  of  the  mercantile  propensities  with  which  our 
Christian  teachers  are  endowed.     There  must  of  necessity  be  some  who 
fulfill,  or  help  to  fulfill  the  Scriptures,  ^wherein  it  says:  ** They  preach  for 
hire  and  divine  for  money,  and  make  merchandise  of  the  souls  of  men."    If 
this  class  of  men  were  true  believers,  they  would  be  found  practicing  aod 
teaching  the  doctrines  of  Christ,  instead  of  the  commandments  and  precepts 
of  men.    The  poor  have  the  Gospel  preached  to  them,  and  it  is  they  who 
^ill  receive  it  when  they  hear  it,  and  when  their  minds  are  not  blinded  by 
^he  cunning  craftiness  of  men.    But  the  truth  is  designedly  kept  from  them 
hy  those  who  professedly  have  the  interests  of  the  souls  of  men  at  heart,  but 
who  in  reality  have  worldly  gain  for  their  motive.     Of  such  it  is  said:  "  For 
ye  shut  up  the  kingdom  of  heaven  against  men:  for  ye  neither  go  in  your- 
selves, neither  suffer  ye  them  that  are  entering  to  go  in''  (Matt  xxiii,  13). 

This  class  of  men  will  «ome  under  greater  condemnation  than  those  who 
are  led  astray  by  them,  for  the  simple  reason  that  they  profess  to  know  the 
Gospel  and  to  teach  it,  at  the  same  time  are  acting  hypocritically;  they  are 
wolves  in  sheep's  clothing.    Of  course,  we  admit  there  are  exceptions  among 
this  class,  whs  really  are  themselves  deceived — some  who  have  never  yet 
heard  the  Gospel,  but  are  honest,  and  are  doing  the  best  they  can  according 
to  the  light  they  have,  and  who  believe  they  are  doing  God  service.     This  is 
to  a  great  extent  on  account  of  their  being  traditioned  to  believe  as  they  do, 
and  not  because  they  have  a  desire  to  do  wrong.    Still  there  is  no  reasonable 
excuse  for  such  as  those  even  to  remain  in  that  condition,  because  they  have 
the  Scriptures  with  them,  and  they  can  search  for  themselves  and  ascertain 
whether  they  are  teaching  according  to  the  law  and  the  testimony,  and  if  DOt| 
it  is  because  there  is  no  light  in  them.    People  have  a  right  to  know  respect- 
ing the  doctrines  they  profess,  whether  they  are  of  God  or  of  man,  and 
they  can  obtain  that  knowledge  by  seeking  it  in  the  right  way.      The 
.Assyrian  leper  might  have  had  faith  in  the  promise  made  to  him^  that  if  he 
-would  wash  seven  times  in  Jordan,  that  he  should  be  clean,  but  had  he  not 
rCKercised  that  faith,  he  might  have  continued  to  believe  that  the  Proi^iet 
'  bad  spoken  the  truth  to  him,  but  he  would  still  have  remained  andean;  hut 
'  it  was  by  doing  the  works,  by  performing  the  act,  that  the  desired  and  pro- 
mised result  was  bronght  about     It  cannot  be  truly  said  that  he  was  a 
^gjenaine  believer  until  he  had  performed  the  deed;  but  when  he  did«  he  had 
tonmistakable  proof  that  his  faith  was  not  misplaced,  and  that  his  belief  was 
profitable  to  hiuL    Those  'whose  belief  fall  short  of  this  standard,  have  no 
i€8saranse^atthey  do  believe,  neither  shonld  th^  be  satitfled  vith  Ihii 
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state  of  affairs,  bat  they  should  strive  to  forego  the  traditions  and  prejudices 
that  they  have  imbibed  or  that  they  have  been  trained  in,  and  be  satisfied 
with  nothing  short  of  a  definite  knowledge,  especially  of  things  of  so  vast 
importance  to  them  as  those  which  pertain  to  their  salvation.  We  cannot 
realize  a  thorough  satisfaction  in  the  testimony  of  any  man,  no  matter  how 
earnest  he  may  be,  because  he  is  just  as  liable  to  be  mistaken  as  any  one 
dee;  and  if  his  testimony  should  be  true,  it  is  no  proof  to  us,  we  must  obtain 
one  for  ourselves,  or  forever  remain  in  doubt  We  know  that  the  Christian 
world  generally  say  they  believe,  but  their  statement  alone  cannot  be  de- 
pended upon,  from  the  fact  that  they  have  received  it  of  others  who  have 
themselves  been  deceived  or  misled  through  tradition;  and  the  time  will 
come  when  they  will  ^y:  '*  Surely  our  fathers  have  inherited  lies,  vanity, 
and  things  wherein  there  is  no  profit**  (Jer.  xvi,  19).  Then,  if  not  before, 
they  will  understand  the  difference  between  a  formal  and  a  genuine  belief.

(Summarized  from  Territorial  Papers.) 

President  Smoot,  of  Utah  Stake,  is  improving  in  health. 

Pickpockets  have  been  committing  some  depredations  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Governor  Murray  has  left  the  Insane  Asylum,  after  duly  inspecting  it,  and 
last  heard  of  attending  a  negro  wedding. 

It  is  said  that  Apostle  Erastus  Snow's  mansion  in  St.  George  is  to  be  con- 
verted into  an  Academy  for  Southern  Utah. 

Times  are  reported  to  be  very  dull  and  money  scarce  in  Salt  Lake,  but 
business  is  improving  a  little  in  Cache  Valley. 

Salt  Lake  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  most  delightful  autumns  ever  experienced 
in  that  r^on  where  pleasant  seasons  are  the  rule. 

Elder  Oeorge  Gkxldard  completed  69  years  of  his  life  on  December  5th. 
The  Deeeret  News  wishes  him  many  happy  returns,  and  his  many  friends  on 
this  side  of  the  water  unite  in  the  wish. 

No  snow  in  Bear  Lake  Valley  on  the  5th  of  December,  and  some  fears  are 
expressed  that  there  will  not  be  enough  this  winter  to  afford  sufficient  water 
for  irrigation  purposes  next  summer.  This  is  by  no  means  sure,  however,  as 
heavy  falls  of  snow  have  been  enjoyed  in  that  region  after  Christmas.

JUDGMENT    FOLLOWING    THE    MOBBERS. 


The  Ogden  Herald  of  the  4th  instant  contains  an  interesting  article  in  rela- 
tion to  the  Tennessee  massacre.  It  refers  specially  to  the  fate  of  a  number 
of  those  who  incited  and  took  part  in  that  murderous  affair  on  the  10th  of 
last  August,  as  related  by  a  lady  who  lately  arrived  from  the  part  of  the 
country  where  the  tragedy  was  enacted.  We  here  reproduce  a  portion  of  the 
statement  as  given  by  our  cotemporary  of  the  Junction  city: 

"  The  sister  gave  some  interesting  details  concerning  the  mobocrats.  It 
appears  that  Parson  Vandever,  the  person  referred  to  in  Elder  Nicholsons 
lecture,  the  leader  in  the  mob,  and  the  person  who  catechised  Elder  Jones 
upon  religious  questions,  has  gone  crazy  and  is  a  complete  mental  wreck.  A 
second  mobber  is  dead,  while  a  third  was  killed  in  a  late  row  with  hisfrieudSfc 

'*In  the  early  part  of  November,  a  Methodist  minister  was  passing  thnmgh 
the  Cane  Creek  country,  on  his  way  from  Little  Lot  near  Shady  Grove,  to 
fill  an  appointment  at  a  place  beyond,  called  Pock  House,  he  wus  mistaken 
for  a  "  Mormon"  Elder,  waylaid  by  half  a  dozen  mobocrats,  and  shot  deaci^ 
It  is  reported  that  these  villains  felt  "  bad"  over  the  affair  when  they  diflo 
covered  their  mistake^  and  that  their  victim  was  not  a  **  Mormon.*' 

*'It  will  be  remembered  how  Elder  Jones  escaped  on  the  •  ay  of  the 
massacre,  and  how  he  wks  pursued  for  miles  by  a  number  of  the  mobbers,  twQ 
of  whom  stayed  over  night  within  a  couple  of  miles  of  the  placa  where  he 
rested.  The  following  morning,  three  of  the  scoundrels  came  across  a  MJi 
Mobley,  an  avowed  "Mormon"  enemy,  who  in  appcaranci  was  much  !ike 
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Elder  Jones.    The  mob  seized  Mr.  Mobley,  and  beat  bim  almost  to  death> 
"before  they  discovered  that  their  victim  was  not  the  hated    ^'Mormon' 
preacher. 

**  The  Mr.  Bastian  who  was  instramental  in  saving  the  life  of  Elder  Jones, 
getting  hiiu  out  of  the  hands  of  the  niobj  had  always  been  an  enemy  to  the 
*  Mormons/  but  for  the  friendly  act  he  did,  he  was  compelled  to  save  his  own 
life  by  instant  flight  to  Colorado." 

Speaking  of  the  providential  character  of  the  escape  of  Eider  Jones  from 
the  mob  just  previous  to  his  departure  from  Utah,  it  is  said: 

"Eider  Jones  had  stasted  to  cross  a  field  near  Shady  Grove  to  call  upon 
Uncle  Robin  Church,  who  was  upon  his  deathbed.  He  passed  through  an 
orchard  which  surrounded  the  house,  and  on  his  way  stopped  to  speak  to  two 
ladies  Avho  were  picking  apples.  Five  men  were  watching  him,  and  these 
have  since  asserted  that  twice  they  came  near  blowing  off  his  head,  but 
hesitated.  Elder  Jones  went  to  the  house  with  the  young  ladies.  The  mob- 
bers  tlien  secreted  themselvbs  -  in  a  thicket  near  the  house,  anxiously 
awaiting  only  one  more  chance  at  him.  Through  some  strange  influence, 
Elder  Jonas  now  remembers  he  was  kept  in  the  house  all  day.  Robin 
Church  died,  aud  the  Elders  preached  his  funeral  sermon,  which  several  hun- 
dred people  heard,  many  of  whom  were  enemies.  The  sorrowing  relatives 
were  not  even  screened  by  the  funeral  rites  of  an  exemplary  citizen  from  an 
incursion  of  outlaws.  The  following  morning,  the  Elders  felt  so  unsafe  that 
they  obtained  horses  and  bade  Shady  Grove  their  last  farewell,  and  set  out, 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Church's  son,  for  the  nearest  railway  station,  whence 
they  proceeded  to  Nashville.  That  very  night  (Sunday)  a  mob  of  fifteen  men 
rushed  upi)u  the  house  and  demanded  the  'birds'  who  had  flown.  *Gone  to 
Utah.'    They  were  sold"— Destret  News,

GOOD  RFPORT  FROM  IRELAND. 

Elder  Francis  Greenwell  writes  aslfollows  from  286,  Conway  Street,  Belfast, 
December  12,  1884: 

'*!  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  the  work  is  progresshig  fatorably  here.  The  Saints 
as  a  ffeneral  rule  are  all  alive  to  their  duties:  Most  of  them  have  overcome  the  tea,  coffee 
and  tobacco,  and  they  testify  that  they  enjoy  better  health  and  more  of  the  Spirit  of  the 
liord.  IVetty  f^ood  health  prevails  among  the  Saints,  and  they  all  rejoice  in  the  great 
latter  day  work.  Two  more  members  were  added  to  the  list  last  Tuesday,  and  we  now 
have  forty -six  members  on  our  record. 

*'  Elder  James  McMurrin  has  arrived,  and  glad  I  was  to  see  him.  He  has  entered  into 
his  new  field  with  a  right  g^od  will,  and  liket  the  change  well.  We  hav'ent  succeeded  in 
getting  a  hall  yet.  Work  is  somewhat  slack,  which  has  thrown  some  of  the  Saints  on 
short  time.  We  hold  meetings  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  nights  in 
private  houses,  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  with  good  attendance  and  good  rwultsi, 
which  causes  my  heart  to  rejoice.  I  am  feeling  well  and  in  the  best  of  ■pirits^  My 
health  has  not  been  as  good  the  last  few  weeks  as  I  would  like  it,  bat  I  don'%  wish  to 
complain,  for  I  'eel  too  happy  in  my  labors  here.  I  ovtr-werked  mjrvelf  kMtwaek,  which 
I  will  be  careful  mot  te  do  again.    I  am  going  out  into  tb«  aoontiy  next  week  to  hold  m 
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veek*s  meetings,  and  to  recruit  np,  leaving  Elders  Mardiall  and  McMurrin  in  charge  of 
the  meeting  in  Belfast  during  the  time.  I  like  the  people  well,  atid  they  all  seem  to 
take  hold  of  the  counsel  they  get  and  put  it  into  practice.  I  am  well  liked  among  them 
and  trust  I  may  alway  be  able  to  keep  their  good  will  and  confidence.  I  have  endeavored 
and  will  still  endeavor  to  prafit  by  your  good  advice  and  always  act  upon  it,  and  keep  it 
MB  my  guide  and 


LETTER  FROM  A  RETURNED  MISSIONARY. 

Elder  H.  W.  Brown,  who  recently  returned  home  after  iHling  a  mission  to 
this  land,  thus  writes  to  us  from  South  Cottonwood,  under  date  of  Dea  1, 1884: 
'*  Times  have  been  rather  dull  since  I  returned  home,  and  I  find  it  quite  a  pull  to  catch 
up,  and  at  the  same  time  keep  up  after  being  away  for  two  years,  but  still,  I  feel  very 
thankful  to  the  Lord  for  the  privilege  I  had  of  being  counted  worthy  to  leave  my  home 
to  go  forth  and  present  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  to  those  who  sit  in  darkness.  I  am 
-catisfied  that  it  has  been  the  most  profitable  two  yean  of  my  life,  as  it  gave  me  an 
ezperienoe  that  I  never  could  have  received  in  Zion,  however  faithful  I  might  have  been. 
This  experience  also  gave  me  a  stronger  testimony  of  the  truth  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  of  its  being  restored  by  an  holy  angel  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith. 

**  I  ind  quite  a  number  of  Saints,  who  have  emigrated  lately  or  within  the  last  two  or 
three  years,  who  seem  to  be  disappointed  when  they  get  to  Zion,  because  they  cannot  get 
all  the  comforts  and  luxuries  they  expected  to  find  here  vrithin  a  month  or  two  after  they 
arrived.  This  shows  to  us  that  quite  a  number  do  not  come  fully  for  the  sake  of  the 
Gospel,  determined  to  sacrifice  the  comforts  of  this  life  for  the  blessings  that  are  to  be 
^obtained  by  associating  with  those  who  hold  the  keys  of  the  Holy  Priesthood  and  where 
they  cau  be  taught  more  fully  in  the  ways  of  God. 

'*  I  was  ijleased  a  short  time  ago  to  see  your  counsel  to  the  Saints  in  the  Stab  not  to 

'  come  this  fall,  but  to  wait  until  spring,  unless  they  had  relatives  here  to  come  to,  or  some 
prospect  before  them  of  employment  when  they  arrive  here.  This  would  probably  hold 
acme  back  who  were  very  anxious  to  come  for  the  loaves  and  fishes,  but  I  would  not 
advise  any  of  the  Saints  to  come  for  the  sake  of  bettering  their  circumstances  financially 
for  it  looks  at  the  present  as  thongh  the  time  was  drawing  near  that  President  Taylor 
flaw  while  I  was  in  England,  when  he  advised  the  Saints  to  be  careful  of  their  means,  get 
<mt  C'f  debt  as  soon  as  possible,  for  close  times  were  near  at  hand;  and  it  looks  at  presen 
as  though  we  are  going  to  be  tried  to  see  if  we  can  get  along  without  gold  and  silver,  as 
we  did  for  many  years  after  we  came  to  the  mountains  of  Ephraim. 

"Within  the  last  few  years  I  can  see  quite  an  improvement  among  those  who  are  trying 

..  to  be  Latter-day  Saints,  while  on  the  other  hand,  those  who  have  been  cold  and 
lukewarm,  through  a  neglect  of  duty,  have  been  falling  backward  very  fast,  until  many 
of  them  have  beoime  infidels.
